AA SON , elder brother of Hoses, of the tribe 
af Levi, born A. M. 9434 ; he was the fHend and 
the ssristam of Moses, was liappily gifted with 
the poweni at eloquence, and became the flnt 
U|h*priestanoag the Hebrews. He died in his 
ISSdyear. 

AABON, BMchId, a caUph of the Abamldes, 
Astlaguished by his conquests and the eeceotri- 
cSly or his character, died A. D. 809, hi tiie 93d 
jrearof hisYeign. 

AABON. Bchaseou, a rabbi of ThesialonJcs, 
calebiBted for hii writings. 

AABON. a Britlsb saint, put to death with liisi 
kus, during Dlocwsciaa*s

of the Christians. 

AABON. a presbyter and physician of Alex- 
andria, hi the eighth century ; be wrote 30 books 
on medicine in the Syrlac language, and Is the 
Ant author who makes mention of tbe small pox 
and measles, diseases which were introducedj 
into Vmt from Arabia, about 640. - 

AABON, Hariseon, a Caralte rabbi who was 
known as physician at Constandnople in 1394 ; 
and wrote a learned commentary on the penta-| 
teach, Hebrew grammar, frc 

AABON, Hacharon or Posterior, another] 
learned Babbl, bora in 1346 ; he wrote on the 
law of Mnies, the customs of his nation, and a 
•natise entitled the Garden of Edea 

,AABON, Isaac, an Interpreter of langnageal 
at Co * *'antinople under the Comenl. 

AABONj Ben Chaim, the chief of the Jewish 
dyaagogue, at Fes and Morocco, In the begin- 
ning of the 17th centniy ; he wrote commenta- 
ries on Joshua, tlie Law. the Prophets. 4bc. 

AABON, Ben-aser, a learned rabbi in tbe 5th 
eeaiury, to whom the Invention of the Hebrew 

KInts and accents is attributed ; be wrote 
ibrpw grammar, printed 1515. 
AARON, a Leviie of Barcelona, wrote 613 
p r ecepts oa Moses, printed at Venlee, 15S3; hsj 
dieduBK. 

AABSENS, Fraads, lord of Someldyck and 
Spyck, one of the greatest minisieri for negutia- 
tion that the United Provinces of Holland ha^ 
at aay tisM p oss esse d. He was the firm, 
ever reeognlsed as Dutch ambasmdor 
TnmA court: the first of three extraoi 

sent to Bnglaad in ItBO; and thd 
I in 1641, aim were to trsat about the mar- 
liage of prince W]]|lam,san to the prlnee of 
Onogau Aaiaens died at an advanced agte ; hd 




kitchen ; but an altarplece of lus, via. acracifix. 
representing an execudonor breaking with an 
iron bar the leas of the thieves, Ifcc. was prodt- 
■iously admireo. Thhinoblaplecewasdesm|ved 
by the rabble in the time of the insurreciion, 
1500. He afterwards complained of this to the 
populace in terms of such severltv, that more 
than once they wen going to murder hhn. Ha 
died in 1585. 

AABTGEN, or AEBTGEN, a painter of 
merit, bora at Leyden In 1406. it was a custom 
with this painter never to work on Mondays, 
but to devote that day wtth bis disciples to the 
bottle. He used to stroll about the streeui in tbe 
nkht, playing on the Geraian flute : and in one 
ufthese frolics was drowned in 1504. 

ABA, brother-in-law to Stephen, the fint 
Christian king of Hungary ; disgraced himself 
bv hli cruelties ; was conqueml In battle by the 
Rmperor Heniv HI j and was sacrificed to the 
resentment of his ofibnded subjects. 1044. 

ABAFFI, Michael, sonof a magistrate of Her- 
manslad, rose by his abilities and Intrteues, to 
the sovereignty of Transjivanla, in 1661. 

ABACA, or ABAKA,a kingof Tartary. con- 

Sueied Persia, and proved a powerful aiul formi- 
able neighbour to the Chriwaas at Jerusalem, 
died 1283, 

AB ANO, vid. Apona 

AB ABIS, a Scythian philoaopher, the hbtoiy 
of whose adventures, mentioned by Herodotus 
and otliers, appears more fabulous than au- 
thentic. 

ABAS, Schah, seventh king of Perria, was 
brave and active ; he took eoiyolntly with the 
Engttsh'fbrces, 16BS, the Island of Oraiius, which 
had been la the poswsaioa of the Portuguese 198 
years ; be died 1030 in the 44th year of his reign. 

ABAS, Schah, the great grandson of the pre- 
ceding, succeeded his fhther in 1649, In his i3di 
year; he patronised the Christians, and was dis- 
tinguished for his benevolence and liberality: he 
died Sept 95, 1006. 

ABASSA, an officer who revolted against 
Mustapha I. emperor of the Turioi, and after- 
wards was employed against the Poles, 1634, at 
the head of 00,000 men. The cowardice of his 
troqjM robbed him of a victoiy, and he was 
stra^led by order of tbe Sultan. 

ABASSA, a sister of Aaron Baschid, whose 
hand was bestowed by her brother on Giafer : 
her huriwad was sacrificed by the tyrant, urn 
she was reduced to poverty. 

ABAS80N. aa impostor, who, under the 
character of the jprandson of Abas the great, ob> 
tabled tbpnatranaae of the court of Fiaaoe ani

ABBADIE, James, an eminent Proteetant di- 
Tinc, and dean oi RUaloe, bom at Nay, in Beroe, 
In the year 1654 (or, according to some accounts, 
In 1658,) died in the pariah of Mary-la-bonno, 
In lioodon, 1787. The cliief of tms author's 
works was, " Trait£ de la Verity de la Religion 
Chr6tienQe ; Rotterdam, 1684.'' This has gone 
through several editkms. and is periicps the best 
book ever puUiaiied on that subject 

ABAfl, Halli, a physician, and one of the 
Persian magi, who fbllowed the doctrines of 
Zoroaster; ne wrote A. D. 960, a book called 
a royal work, which was translated Into Latin 
by Stephen of Antioch, 1197. and is now eztanL 

ABBAS, the uncle of Bfa^omet. opposed the 
ambitious views of the impostor ; but when de- 
feated in the battle of Bear, was reconciled to 
his nephew, embraced his rdlgion, and thanked 
heaven for the prosperity and the grace he en- 
Joyed as a mussulman. He died in the 39d year 
of the heglra. 

ABBASSA, vid. Abassa. 

ABBATEOIO, Marian d', an ecclesiastic of 
the l4th century, who rose by liis abilities to be 
governor of Aquila. 

ABBATTS8A, Paul, a ftonous Sicilian poet, 
bora at Measlna, 1570. He translated Into Italian 
verse Bomer's Iliad and OdysKy, and Ovid 
Bletamorplioses. 

ABBIATI, PhUip, a historical pahiter, bora 
at Milan 1640, died 1715. 

ABBON, a monk of St Germain dee Prds, 
who was present at the siege of Paris by tlie 
Normans, at the close of tbe^Oth century; he 
wrote an account of this event in 1900 verses, 
In execrable Latin, which was edited by Du 
plessis. 1753. 

ABBON, de Fleury, an eccloiastic of Or- 
leans, who became abbot of Fleury, supported 
the rights of the monastic order against the in- 
trusions of the blBhope. He was killed in a 
quarrel between thencnch and Gascons, 1004. 
ABBOT, Hull, a respectable minister of 
Charlestown, Massachusetts, published several 
•erraons, died 1783, aged 80. 

ABBOT, George, archbishop of Cantertmry, 
bora 1563, at Guildford, in Surry. In 1604 that 
translation of the Bible now in use was begun by 
the direction of king James, and Dr. Abbot was 
the second of eight divines of Oxford, to whom 
fhe care of translating the whole New Testa- 
ment (excepting the Epistles) was committed 
On April 5, 1619, Sir Nicholas Kempe laid the 
first stone of the hospital at Guihirord. Tbf> 
archbishop, who was preiem, afterwards en- 
dowed it with lands to the value of 3002. per 
ann. The archbishop, being in a declinina state 
of health, used in this sum;ner to go to Hamp- 
shire for the sake of recreation ; and beini; in 
vited by lord Zouch to hunt in his park at Bran 
aiU, he met there with the greatest misfortune 
that ever befell him ; for he accidentally kiUed 
his lordship's keeper, by an arrow fh>m a cross- 
bow, which Jwahocji* a 4eer. .TUStiv^riileiU

Wora out, however, with cares and lafimhlos, 
be died at Croydon, Aug. 5, 1633. 
ABBOT, Biaurice. youngest brother of tha 
ehbuhop^ acqiuirea oonaequenc^ in comn^cr- 
al aflUis. was employed in 1634 In establish- 
ng the settlement of Virginia, and was the first 
tenon on whom Charles I. conferred the ho- 
nour of knii^thood. He was elected represrai- 
etive for Lmidon, and in 1638 was raised to the 
ayoratar of the city, and died Jan. 10th, 1640^ 
ABBOT, Robert, D. D. eldest brother of the 
two preceding : he was bora at Guildford, was 
educated at Baliol college, and elected mastoi 
thereof, 1600. His eloquence as a pfeachcr re- 
fiommended him to farther patronage ; he was 
qipolnted chaplain to the king, and reglus pro- 
fessor of divinity at Oxford. He was conse- 
crated Uahop of Salisbury, 1615, and died Mar. 
9, 1617, in his 5Bth year. Bis wriUngs were 
prtneipally controvrsial. 

ABBT, Thomas, the German translator of 
Ballttst, and the admired author of a treatise 
" On merit '^ and of another, " Of dving for onf *s 
Icountry," was bora at Ulm, and died at Bucke- 



herg, 1706, aged 38. 
ABDALCADE 



DER, a Persian who was greatly 
(revered by the mumulmans for his learning, his 
piety, and the sanctity of hie manners. 

ABDALLAH, father of Mahomet, was a 
slave, and a driver of camels. 

ABDALLAH, son of Zobair, was proclaimed 
caliph of Mocca and Medhia, after the expulsion 
uf Yesid. After ei^yiug the sovereignty for 
four years, he was besl^ed hi Mecca, by the 
successor of Yesid in Syria, and sacrificed to 
the ambition of his rival, 733. 

ABDALLAH, son of Yesid, celebrated as a 
mussuhnan lawvcr hi the 7th century. 
< ABDALLAH, son of Abbas, endeavoured 
to raise his familv<m the ruins of the Ommiades; 
he was defeated by his rivals, who, afterwards, 
oretending to be reconciled, peifidiously mur- 
dered him, 754. 

ABDALMALEK, son of Marvan, Was 5th 
caliph of the Ommiades, and began to reign, 686. 
He was called Abulzebab, because bis breath 
was so offensive that it killed the very flies that 
settled on his lips ; he reigned 9] vears, and was 
succeede<* by valid, the eldest of his 16 sons. 

ABDALMALEK, the last of the caliphs of 
the race of the Samanides, was dethroncMl and 
murdered by Mahmoud, 990. 

ABDALRAHMAN, or ABDERAMES, vid. 
Abderames. 

ABDAS, a bishop in Persia, Who, by incon- 
jsiderately abolishing a Pagan temple' of the 
sun, excited tlie imbllc indignation against him- 
Iself and his religion. 

ABDEMELEK, king of Fez and Morocco, was 
[dethroned by his nephew, Mahomet ; but by the 
asristance of troops, sent him by Uie sultan 
Selhn, defeated Spbastian, king of Portugal, 
who had landed in Africa to support the usurper. 
The tH'o African monarchs and Sebastian fell 
[on the field, 1578. 

ABDERAMES, a caliph of the race of Om- 
Imlades, was invited into Bpaln bvthe Saracens. 
He assumed the title of king o/ Cordulia, and 
the Buraamc of just ; he died, 790, after reigning 
39 years. 

ABDERAMES, a Saracen general of the ca- 
Uiph Heschain, who, after conquering 6paii% 
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into AquHaln lod Poitou, and was at 
defeatad by Otiarlei Hanel, near Poitien, 

m. 

ABDEE AMES, a petTf prince, in tbe kingdom 
ef Moiocoo. He murdered AoMdin, his luede' 
rnwnr and nophew, and waa liimaelf anMHi- 
nated bv a chieftain, 1505. 

ABDlAS, a native of Babylon, who pretend- 
ed to be one of the 78 dlwlples of our Saviour, 
wxoie a legendary treatise, called Hinoria certa- 
menJa ApostoUd, wbkb was edited aud trans- 
lated into Latin, by Wolfgang Lasius, BasU, 
1571. 

ABDffiSI, a patriarch of Assyria, who paid 
bomage to Pope Pios IV. 1502, and extended the 
power of the BomUh oburch in the East. 

ABDOLONTMUS, a Sidonian of tbe royal 
ftmily, placed on the throne fay Aleiuuider the 
Great. 

ABDON, a Pendan, who Buffisred martyrdom 
under the persecutiDn of Dedus, S50. 

ABDULMUMBN. a man of obecure origin, 
Rleed the crown of Morocco, Ale death put a 
stop ID bis meditated invasion of Spain, 1 156. 

ABEILLE, Gaspard, a native of Riez,- in 
Provence, bom 1&18, died at Paris. 1718. 

ABEELItE, Scipio, brotlier of tbe preceding, 
•Dxgeon in tlie renment of Picardy, died 1097. 

ABEL, second son of Adam, was cruelly 
Biuniered by ills brotlier Cain. 

ABEL, king of Denmark, son of Valdimar, 
n. usurped tbe throne 1350, and was killed in 
tattle two yean after. 

ABEL, Frederick Gottfried, a native of Bal- 
berstadt, abandoned divinity ror the pursuit of 
medicine ; be died 1794, aged 80. 

ABEL, Charles Frederic, whoeegreat musical 
ability, both as composer and performer, was 
an honour to the age in which lie lived. His 
Instrumental performance, particularly on the 
Viol di Gamba, was much distinguished for its 
elei^nce and Ane feeling. He died, at London, 
after three days* sleep, on the 90th of June, 1787. 

ABELA, John Francis, a commander of the 
Older of Malta, Imown by an excellent work 
caOed " Malta iUnstrata,*' in fol. 1647. 

ABEL ARD, Peter, one of the most celebrated 
doctors of the ISth century, was bom in the vll 
lage of Palms, in Brittany. That he might enjoy 
all the swifts of life, he thought it necessary to 
have a mistress, and accordingly fixed his affec- 
Uons on Heloise, a niece of a canon at Paris. 
He lx»arded in this canon*s liouse, whose name 
was Fulberl; where, pretending to teach tbe 

Joung lady tbe sciences, he soon made love to 
is scholar. Abelard now performed his public 
functions very coldhr, and wrote nothins but 
amorous verses. Hdolse, at length, l>eing likely 
to become a mother, Abelard sent her to a sister 
of his in Brittany, where she was delivered of a 
snn. To soften the canon*s anger, he offered to 
marry Ueloise privately ; Pulbort, liowever, was 
better pleased with this proporal tiian his niece, 
who, from a strange singularity in her passion, 
chose rattier to be the mistress than tlie wife of 
Abeiard. At length, however, she consented to 
a private marriafe ; but, even after this, would 
on some occasions aiBrm with an oath,tliat she 
was still nnmarried. Her husband thereupon 
sent her to ttie monastery of Argenteuil ; where, 
at his desire, she put on a reUgiotts habi^ but not 
the veil. Helolse's relations, looking apon this as 
a second idece of treachery In Abelard, were 
Crausported to such a degree of resentment, that 
they hired ruffians, who fursing into his cham- 
ber by night, depHrrni him of his manhood. This

linfamous treatment forced Abdard to a clolater, 
10 eoncaai bis confusion, and be put on ttaeliabli 
In the abbey of St. Denis. He afterwards !»• 
tired to a s(Wtode in the diocese of Troyes. and 
tliere built an oratory, which he named tha 
Paraclete, where great numbers of pupils re- 
sorted to him. Here again his success excited 
that oivy Iqr which he bad throuf h life been 

Sersecuied ; and having been several times in 
anger of liis Hfe, by pobon and otlier artifices, 
he was at length received by Peter tlie VeneraMo 
into his abbey of Clugni, in which sanctuary 
Aliclard was treated with tlie utmost humanity 
and tenderness. At length, having becovM infirm 
from tlie prevalence of the scurvy and other 
disorders, be was removed to the priory of St. 
Mareellus, on the Saon, near ChaJons, where 
be died, April 21, 1148, in the Oad year of hia 
age. His corpse was sent to Heloise, who de- 
posited it in the Paraclete. 

ABELL, John, an English musician tn tbe 
chapel royal of Charies II. celebrated for a fine 
counter-tenor voice, and for his skill on the lute. 
He continued in the chapel till tlie Revohi- 
tion, when he was discharged as being a Papist. 
Upon this he went abroad, and at Warsaw met 
with a very extraordinary advoiture. He was 
sent for to court ; but evading to go ny some 
Slight excuse, was commanded to attend. At 
the palace, he was seated in a chair in the mid- 
dle of a sjiacioos hall, and suddenly drawn up to 
a great height, when tbe king, with his attend- 
ants, appeared In a gallery opposite to him. At 
the same instant a number or wild bears were 
turned in, when the kine bid him choose, 
whether be would sing, or be let down amone 
the bears. AboU chose ttie former, and declared 
afterwards, that he never sung so well in his life 

ABELLA, a female writer bom at Saleme, In 
the reign of Charles of Anjou. 

ABELLI, Lewis, a native of Vexfai Francola, 
who was made Bishop of Bbodes, died at Paria 
1691, in his 88th year. 

ABENDANA, Jacob, a Spanish Jew, wha 
died 1685, prefect of tbe Synagogue in London. 

ABENEZRA, Abraham, a Spanish rabbi, sui^ 
named the wise, great, and admirable, died 1174, 
njtcd about 75. uis commentaries are highly 
valued. 

ABEN6NEFIL, an Arabian physician, of 
the 13th century. 

ABENMELEK, a learned rabbL who wrote, 
in Hebrew, a commentary on the Bible ; it waa 
published at Amsterdam, 1661, in folio. 

ABERCROMBIE, James, a m^ general in 
the British array in Canada, in 1756 : bo display- 
ed a want of talents, and was superseded by 
general Amherst. 

AITERCROMBIE, John, a horticultural writer 
of much note. His first work was publisbed un- 
|der tbe title of " Mawe's Gardener's Calendar ;" 
the flattering reception of which led him to 
pursue his literary labours on professional sub- 
jects, to which he prefixed his own name. He 
died at Somers* Town, in 1806, in the 80th year 
of his axe. 

ABERCROMBY, Sir Ralph, a brave British 
Keneral, bom in Scotland 1743, received hia 
death-Wound (like Wolfe) in the moment of a 
great victory over the French, within four milea 
of Alexandria, in Egypt, March SI, 1801, aat 
died on tlie 88th of the some month. 

ABERCROMBY, Thomas, M. D. a native of 
Forfkr, became physician to Jamea IL by re- 
nouncing the protestant reUglon; bodied 1736^ 
aged 70.

ADDISON/Joscpli, bora May 1, 1672, at 
MUston, near Ambru^bury, Wiltsliire, of wiiicb 
place bis fotlier was rector. lie received the 
mst rudiments of his education Uiere under the 
leverend Mr. Nash ; but was removed to Salis- 
bury, under tlie care of Mr. Taylor ^ and soon 
after to the Charter-house, where he studied un- 
der Dr. Ellis, and contracted tfaatiniiniacy with 
sir Kichard Steele, which thehr Juhit^Jabours 
have so edbetually recorded. Id 11^ lie was 
entered of Uueen^s College, Oxford, where, in 
Wft, the acddentaJ perusal of some LBtin\ver 
sea, gained him tiie patroiiafre o4Dr. Lancas- 
ter, by wlioae recommendation be was elected 
into Magdalen CoUeqe as Demy. Here he took 
the degree of M. A. Feb. 14, 1003, continued to 
coltivaie poetiy and criticism, and grew first 
eminent by hfa Latfai compositiona, which are 
entitled to particular praise. In 1605 he Wrote 
•poem to kuRB William, with a lUnd of rhvming 
tailroductkM addressed to lord Somers. in 1607 
he wraie )Bs poem on the peace of Ryswick, 
which h^ dedicated to Mr. Montague, (then 
chaiieelldr of the exchequer) and wliich was 
called^ Smith "the best Latin poem since the 
iEoeld.** Hnvingyec no pobUc employment, 
hi6 obtained, in 16M, a pension of 3002. a year, 
"that be might be enabled to travel. While he 
was travelling at leisure in Italy, he was far 
from being Idle ; fiir he not only collected his 
observations on the eonntiy. but found time to 
write Ida Dialogues on Medals. Here, also, he 
wrote the lener to Lord Hali^ which is Justly 
conridered as the most elegant, if not tlie most 
■oblime, of his poeticalproductions. At his re- 
turn he published his Travels, with a dedica- 
tioB to Lord SoBMTS. This book, though a 
while neglected, is said in time to have liecome 
m much the favourite of tlie public, that be- 
Ibre It was reprinted it rose to five times in price. 
The victory at Blenhefan in ]7D4,spread tritunph 
•ad eoofidence over the nation : and lord Go- 
dolphln, lamenting to lord Balifkx that it had 
aoc been celebrated in a manner equal to tbe 
■abject, desirod him to propose it to some better 
poet. HaHlhx named Addison; who. having 
uadenalDai tbe work, conmaidMtcd it to IheJ 
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treasurer, while it was yet advanced no fhitkar 
than the simile of tlie Angel, and was rewarded 
with the place of commissioner of appeala. la 
the foliowing yuar he was at Hanover with lend 
Halifax ; and the year alter was made under* 
secretary uf state. When the Marquis of 
Wharton was appointed losd-lientenant of Ire- 
huid, Addison attended tiim as his secretary, and 
was made keeper of the records in Blmdng- 
hanrs Tower, with a salary of 3001. a year. 
WbciUie was in oflke, lie made a law to hhu- 
self, as Swift has recorded, never to remit hie 
regular fees in civility to his friends, " 1 may 
(said be) have a buitdred friends, and if my lee 
be two guineas, I shall, by relinquieblng my 
right, k)se 200 guineas, and no friend gain mora 
tbau two." lie was in Ireland when Steele, 
without any communication of his design, be- 
gan the publication of tlic Tattler ; but he waa 
not loiiK concealed ; by Inscriiug a remark on 
Vligil, which AdiTison had given him, be dis- 
covered himsfdf. Steele 's ArKt Tattler was pub- 
lished April S^ 1700, and Addison's conblbuiion 
appeared Mey 96. To the Tattler, in about two 
months, succeeded tlie Spectator, a series of es- 
says or the same kind, out written with lesa 
levity, upon a more regular plan, and publisliod 
daily. The next year 1713, in wliich Cato came 
upon the stage, was the grand climacteric of 
Addison's reputation. The whole nation wa» 
at that time on fire with faction. The Whigi 
applauded evei^ line in which liberty was men- 
tioned, as a saure on tbe Tories ; and the Torlee 
eclioed every clap, to show' that the satire wae 
unfeit. While Cato was upon tbe stage, another 
da^y )Mipcr, called the Guardian, was publltihed 
hy Steele, to which AdAiaaa jaye great mmistr 
'ance. The papers of Addison •« marked in 
tire Spectator by one of tiie letters ha the name 
of sCiio, and in the Guardian by a band. It wae 
not J^own that Addison hod tried a comedy fot 
the stage, till Steele, after his death, declared 
him th\author of "The Drummer." This play 
Steele carried to the theatre, and afterwariu to 
the press, and sold tiie copv for fifty guineas. In 
the midst of these agreeaDle em|Noyments Mr. 
Addison was not an uidiflerent spectator of pub- 
lic afibiiB. He wrote, as different exigenciee 
required, in 1707, "The present state of the 
War," Ace.: " The Whig Examiner ;" and the 
" Trial of Coimt Tariff;^' all which tracts, be- 
ing on temponuy topics, expired with the sulk 
jects which gave them birth. When the bouse 
of Hanover took possession of the throne, It woe 
reasonable to expect that the leal of Addison 
would be suitably rewarded. Before tbe arrival 
of king George, be was made secretary to the 
regency, and was required by his office to send 
notice to Hanover that thequeen was dead, and 
the throne was vacant. To do this would not 
have bemi difficult to aqy man but Addison. who 
was so overwhetaned with tlie greatness of the 
event, and so distracted by choice of expret- 
aions, that the lords, who could not wait for the 
niceties of criticism, called Mr. Southwell, o 
clerk in the house, and ordered him to despatcll 
the message. SoutJiweli readily told what waa 
necessary, in the common style of business, and 
valued bimself upoB having done what was too 
hard for Addison. He was better qualified for 
the FreehoUer, a paper which be published 
twice a week, from Dec. 23. 1715, to the middle 
of the next year. This waa undertaken In de* 
fence of the established government, sometlmca 
with argument, sometimes with miith. In ai^ 
gumest he had maay equalii but his bwnetir 
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naaicbleia. On the SM oTl 
Aug«iLlT16, be flurrted the cottBteat Dowd- 
ier of Wannck, wbom be to eaki to have flnt 
BBowatgrbeooiiiingtuiortoherMm. Thtomar- 
rlsfe, however, made no addition to his happi- 
aeai; It neither found them nor made them 
eqnal. She atanraya remembered her oven rank, 
and thought hervelf entitled to treat with very 
Ottle ceremony the tutor of her aon. The year 
•Iter, 1717, he roae to bia Mgbeat elevation, be- 
-tof made aecretary of slate ; but it is sniver- 
ifuly cQOfeflMd that he waa unequal to the du 
tiea of hia place. In the house of commons he 
could not spcaK, and therefore was useless to 
the defence of the government. In the office 
be could not isnie an order witliottt losing his 
Itroe in quest of fine expressions. What be 
gained in rank he loat la credit ; and, finding by 
exoerienoe his own inability, was forced to so- 
licit his dismission, with a pension of ISOM 
year. His friends {mlliated this relinquishment, 
of wUeh l»th friends and enemies knew the 
true reason , with an account of decUning health, 
and the necessity of recess and ouleL He now 
•ngaced in a laudable and exeellent work, viz. 
ft defence of the Christian Reliffion ; of which, 
part was pobUahed after his deatli. Addison 
Bad for some tioM been oppr es se d by shortness 
of breath, which was now aggravatro by a dit^ 
ay ; and, fioding his danger pressings he prepared 
to die conformably to his own precepts and 
Iivofesslons. Ijord Warwick was a young man 
of very irreaular life, and pertiaps of loose ojrin- 
tons. Admson, for whom he aid not want re- 
•pcct, bad very diligently endeavoured to re- 
claim him ; but his aiguments and ezpoatnla- 
tions had no efRiCt : one experiment, however, 
remained to be tried. When he found his life 
near its end, he directed the voung lord to be 
called, and, when be desired with great tender- 
ness to bear his last injunctions, told him, " I 
have sent fbr you to see bow a Christian can 
die.* * What effect this awful scene had on the) 
carl's behaviour is not known : he died himself 
in a short time. Having given directions to Mr. 
Ticketl for the publication of his works, and 
dedicated them, on his deatli bed, to his mend 
Mr. Craggs, Addison died June 17, 1719, at Hoi 
land House, leavtaig no child but a daughter, 
wtM died at Bllton,In Warwickshire, Feb. 1TB7.

ADRIAN v., a native of Genoa, made pope a king, laid aside all marks of royalty, and took 
1976. and died 38 days after. shelter in the house of one wlm kept bis cattle. 
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He retired afterwards to the lile of Atheliiigey, 
in Somersetshire, where he built a fort for tha 
weurity of himself, bis family, and tho few 
faithfuJ servants who repaired thither to him. 
When be bad been about a year in this retreat, 
having been biformed that some of his suMects 
had routed a great army of the Danes, killed 
their chlels. and taken their magieal atandard, 
he issued his letters, giving notice were he waa, 
and inviting his nobility to come and consult 
with him. Before they came to a final deter- 
mination, Alfred, patting on tlie haUt of a 
harper, went into the enemy's camp : when, 
without suspicion, be was every where ad- 
mitted, and bad the lionoar to iday before their 
princes. Having thus acquired an exact know- 
llcdge of their situatiou, he returned in great 
secrecy to his nobility, whom be ordered toibeiff 
respective' homes, there to draw together eacli 
man as great a roree aa be coold ; and upon m 
day appointed there was to lie a general rendea- 
VDos at the great wood called Selwood, in Wilt- 
sldre. This affair was transacted so secretly 
and expeditiously, that in a little time the king, 
at the head of an army, approached the Danes 
before they bad the least intolllgence of bis de 
Isign. Alfred, taUng advantage of the sarprist 
and terror they were in, fell upon them, and to- 
tallydefeated them at JBtbendune, now Eddlng* 
ton. In Wiltshire. iBlfted enjoyed a profound 
peace during the last three ran of bis reign, 
which he ehiefiy employed In eatabUsblng mA 
regulating bis government ft» the security of 
himself and his suoceasort, la weU as for tfa« 
ease and benefit of bis anlVNU in generaL A^ 
though there remabi bat fow laws which can ba 
positively aacribed to iElfted, yet to bbu we owe 
many of those advantagea which render our 
Icoastltation so dear and valuable; particulaHy 
m of the trial bylury.

^NEAS, GazcuB, or ilSNEAS of GR:&a, a 
sophist by profession, was originally a Platonic 
philosopher, bat afterwards became a Christian, 
and flourished about the year 487. He wrote a 
dialogue, entitled " Theoplirastus," concerning 
the immortality of the soul, and the resurrection 
of the body. 

iENBAS, Sylvius, or Pius 11., bom 1405, at 
Conigny, in Sienna, where his father lived in 
eiile. This pope was famous for his wise and 
witty sayings, some of wldch are as follow : 
That common men shoi^ esteem learning as 
■liver, noblemen prize it as gold, and princes as 
Jewels : A citizen should look upon his family 
as subject to the city, the city tfrlils country, tlie 
country to the world, and the worid to God : 
Tliat the chief place with kings was slippery ; 
That the tongue of a sycophant was a king's 
greatest plague : That a pnnce who would trust 
nobody was good for nothing; and he who be- 
lieved every body, no better : That those who 
went to law were the birds, the court the field, 
the judge the net, and the lawyers the fowlers : 
That men ought to be presented to dignities, not 
4igniti«a to men: That a covetous man never 
pleaFCR any body but by bis death : That it waf^ 
a slavish vice to tell lies . That hist sullies and 
«tains every age of man, but quite extinguishes 
oMage.

ifhRIUS, a presbyter of Scbastia. who is sup- 
posed by some to be the founder or the pr««by« 
lerians, flourished about 385. 

iESCHINES, a Socratic philosopher, the son 
of Charinus, a sausage-maker. Plurynicus, in 
Photius, ranks bim among the best orators, and 
mentions his orations as tiie standard of the 
pure Attic style. 

iESCUlNES, a celebrated orator, cotempo- 
rary with Demosthenes, and but just his infe- 
rior. Being overcome by 'Dcmostheiiefe, he 
went to Rhodes, and opened a scJiool tliere, and 
afterwards removed to Samos, where he difid 
at the age (tf 7S. There are only three of his 
orations extant ; which, however, are so very 
beautiful, that Fabridui compares them to tho 
three Graces. 

iESCHYLUS, a tragic poet, bom at Athens 
in the 63d Olympiad. He was the son of Eu 
phorion, and brother to Cyneginis and Aminlas. 
who distinguished themselves in the battle or 
Marathon, and the seaflgbt of Saiumin, at 
which engagement /Sachylns was likewise pte- 
nent To Amtuias our poet was, upon a par- 
ticular occasion, obliged for saving his life: 
iElian relates, that iEschylue, lieiiif: charged by 
ttie Athenians with certain blasphemous ex- 
pre sions in some of his pieces, was accused of 
impiety, and condemned to be stoned to death \ 
they were Just gohig to pot the sentence in exe- 
cution, when Amiiuaa. with a happy prescnct 
of mind, throwing aside his cloak, showed hlo 
arm without a hand, which lie had lost at tlic 
battle of Salamifl, in defence of his country. 
This sight made such an impression on Xhm 
Judges, that, touched with the remembranrc of 
his valour, and the friendsliip he showed for hi* 
brother, they pardoned iEschyltis. He wrote a 
great number of trag^es, or which there are 
but seven remaining ; and, notwithstanding tho 
sharp censures of some critics, he must be a! 
lowed to have been the father of the tragic ait. 
The names of his pieces now extant are, Pro- 
metheus Bound ; Seven Chiefs against Thebes ; 
The Persians ; Agaraenwon ; tlie Infernal Re- 
gtons; the Furies; and the Suppliants. After 
having lived some yeara at Gela, wo are told 
that he died of a fracture of bis skull, caused by 
an eagle's letting fall a tortoise on his head, in 
the 09th year of his age 

.ASOP, the Phrygian, Hved in the time of So- 
lon, about the SOth Olympiad, under the rrign 
of Croesus, the last king ot Lyma. St. Jerome, 
shaking of him, says, he was unfortunate tai 
his birtli, condition, and death ; hinting thereby 
at his deformity, servile state, and tragical end. 
His great genius, however, enabled hini to rap- 
port bis misfortunes ; and, in order to alleviate 
the hardships of servitude, he composed those 
entertaining and instructive fables which have 
acquired him so much reputation ; and he is 
generally supposed to have been the Inventor of 
that kund of writing. Having had several maa" 
ten, for he was bora a slave, ^sop at length 
came under a philosofriier named Xanthutf; an4 
it was in his service that he first displayed 
his genius for fUriing and moralizing. He waa 
afterwards sold to Idmon, or ladmon, the phi* 
kMopher, who enfranchised hhn. After he had 
received his liberty, lie soon acquired a great 
reputation among the Greeks; bo that, according 
to Mezlriack, the report of his wisdom having 
reached Cnnsus, this king sent to inquire after 
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ftaitiior; but whetbcr for his own pleasure, or 
npcMi tbe affairs of Cncsus, is ancertain. Pn 
iiig by AUiens soon aAor Pisistratus had usurped 
tb6 BovereigQ power, and finding that the Athe- 
nians bore the yoke very impatiently, he told 
thecn the fable of the frogs wlio petitioned Jupi 
ter for a king. Borne relate, that, in order in 
■bow that the life of man ii full of miseries, 
JBaop used to say, that when Prometheus took 
tile ciaj to form man, he tempered it with tears, 
iBaop was put 10 death at Delphos. Plutarch 
tells OS, that he came there with a great quantity 
9t gold and silver, being ordered by Croesus to 
oifler a sacrifice to Apollo, and to give a Con- 
^eraUesum to each IniMibltaut : but a quarrel 
■rtsing between him and the Dclphians, he sent 
back the BafirtAoe and ihe money to Cnesus ; 
Ibr he thought that tho«e for whom the prince 
doigned itnad rendered themselves unworthy 
of it. The inhabitants of Delphos contrived an 
•rcusatkm of sacrilege against him, and, pre- 
tending tbattbey had convicted him, threw hbn 
headlong from a rock. They afterwards en- 
deavoaiid to make an atonement by raising a 
yymmtd to fate honour. 

iEdOP. Clodiua, a celebrated actor, who 
ftmrished about the 670th year of Rome. He 
tad Roscius were cotemporaries, and the best 
perfdnnera that ever appeared upon the Roman 
Mage ; the former excelling in tragedy, tlie latter 
In comedy. CScero put himself under their dl 
rectlon to perftct his action. iEsop lived in a 
nost expensive manner ; and at one entertain- 
ment is said to have had a dish which cost above 
8001. Ttds dish, we are told, was filled with 
•ingtns and ipeaking birds ; some of which cost 
near mi. JEbo^** son was no less luxurious 
than Ills Adier, for be dissolved pearls for his 
guests 10 awallow. — Notwithstanding his ex- 
penses, however, this actor is said to nave died 
wnvth above 160,0001.

ALCIPBKON, a Greek phitoeopher in the 
age of Alexander the Great. 

ALCBLfiON, a disciple of Pythagorai, who

AhCKASt a lyric poet, who flourished In 
the snh Olympiad, at Bardls, in Lydia. He is 
aeeountad the fiuher of love verses, is said to 
have tbm. Introduced the custom of singing tliem 
hi pvblie, and to have died a very singular death ; 
vli. to have been eaien up with lice. 

AIXXXTK, John, bishop of Ely, and lord chan- 
asOor of England, under Henry VII., founded 
Jesus CoDege, in Cambridge, for a master, six 
Mows, and as many aeholus, and died Octo- 
ber 1 1500. 

AlIcUINUB) or ALBINUB, Flaecus, abbot ofj 
Canterbury, a famous English orator, phikiai>- 
Bher, and divine, of the 8th century. 

ALCrrONIUB^ Peter, an Italian, author of 
aome teamed publications. During tlie inaur^ 
laetion at Rome, in 1SS7, he joined the pope, and 
abaacloned him again when the siege was raised. 
Be had many accomplishments, Irat waa fickle, 
aeif-coiieeited, and inconstant 

ALDAN A, Bernard, a Spaniard, governor of 
I4ppa, which place, In a fit of panic, hi set on 
lta«inI55S. 

ALDEBKRT, an imnoator in France, who, 
by bribes and pretended visions, raised himself 
to a Wahoprie. Hla optnioos behic condemned 
by the councils hi 744 and 740, be lUed hi prison. 
ALDBGRAFF, Albert, a painter and en- 
paver, waa bom in Westphalia, In 1508. 

ALDEN, John, magistrate of Plymouth eote- 
ay; one or the flna settlers in New-Bogiand ; 
Itt dtei 1067, aged about 80 years. 



ALDERETl^I Bernard and Joseph, Jesuits

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bf Malaga, at the beginning of the 17tb bentair. 
They were authors of " Antiquities of Bpaia,^' 
nnd a book on the CastiUan language. 

, AUOEROTI, TbaddeuB, a Florentiae phv- 
hician of great skiU. Priiicea and prelatea only 
were admitted as Jiianatients ; he dJed 1995. 

ALDHBLM, or ADELM, (Sl) an EnaHsh dl- 
vine and Jtlatorian, and bishop of Shirebum, la 
the time of tbe Saxon lieptarchy. He is said 
to have been the first KngHshman wbo ever 
wrote in Latin, and who introduced poetry into 
England. William of Malmeabury^lls us, thai 
tlie people In Aldhelm's time were half barba- 
rians, and little attentive to religious discourses; 
wherefore the iioly man, placing himaelf upon 
1 bridte, ased often to stop them, and ring bal- 
lads of his own composition: he tlierel^ gained 
ihe fkvour and attention of the populace; and 
insensibly mixing grave and religious tilings with 
those of a Jocular kind, he by this means suo- 
ceeded better than he could have done 1^ aus- 
tere gravity. Ahlhelm lived in great esteem till 
his death, which happened lilay 35, 700. 

ALDHUN, a famous Usbop. who buOt the 
cathedral at Durham ; died lOlO. 

ALDINL Tobias, author of a botanical woik 
printed at Rome. 1585. 

ALDOBRANDIN, Sylvester, profesBor of law 
lat Pisa ; died at Rome, 1558. 

ALDRED, bishop of Worcester, crownod 
iHarokl king, and waa raised to the aee of Torii ; 
be died 1«». 

ALDRICH, St, biahop of Maaa, distinguished 
for his learning, enjoyed the favour of tbe no- 
bles; he died 850. 

ALDRICH, Robert, Master of Eton, and M- 
shop of Cariisle. He wrote epigrams, Ice ; ami 
died at Homecastle, 1565. 

ALDRICH, HeaiT, an earinent scholar, di- 
vine, architect, and musician, bom at VlTesip 
minster, 1047. The three sides of the ouad- 
rangle of Christ Church. Oxford, called Peck 
water aqnare, were Mgaed by him: aa waa 
also the elegant chapel of Trinity College, and 
thechurchof AU-sainUfaitheHigh-etreet. Hla 
abilities also aa a musician have caused him to 
be ranked aaaong the grealert masters of tha 
sdeoee : he composed many services for the 
church, which are well known, as are two 
catches of his; tbe one, " Hark the bonny Christ 
Chuich bells." the other entitled " A fihnoking 
catch ;'* for he himself was, it seems, a great 
moker. He died at Christ Church, 1710. 

ALDRINGER, a native of Luxembourg, wat 
raised by Ferdinand U. from a common soidist 
[to a general; he died 1834. 

ALDROV ANDUB, Ulysses, nrofbssor of pby- 
hfas at Bologna, and a most voluminous writer 
rm natural Uslory, died blind, la a hospital, at 
Botonia, 1003. 

ALDRUDE, countess of Bertiiioro, celebrated 
for her courage and her eloquence. She headed 
an army, and waa victorloua ; aha died about 
IflOO, in Italy. 

ALDUS. See MANTTfUP 

ALE ANDBR, Jerome, archbishop under Pone 
Leo X., and celebrated for hla attack on the 
doctrines of Luther, died at Rome, 154S. 

ALEANDER, Jerome, great nephew to the 
above, distinguished aa apoet, antiquarian, and 
lawyer, died at Rome. 1031. 

ALE6AMBE, Philip, a native of Bruaseto, 
profesBor of divinity, and a Atvouriteof priocea. 
He wrrote sevenl esteemed works, and died at 
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ALDG&E, YvM d', an able officer in tbe ser- 
▼ke of France, killed at Raienna, 151S. 

ALEGRINUS, John, cardinal and patriaich 
of Constantinople, died 1340. 

ALEMAN. Lewis Au^rustlne, a lawyer of 
Grenoble, author of several worfcSi was bom in 
1653. 

ALEMAN, Lewi^arcbbisbop of Aries, and 
cardinal, was born 1390. Ue died in 1450, and 
was canonized. 

ALEMAN, Maeto, a Spaniard. Be wrote 
the Hiaiory of Guinian, a romance, which went 
through .10 editions in Spain. 

ALeMBERT, John Le Rond d*, seeietary to 
(be French ocademv, 4cc., and one of the ablest 
mathematicians of the age, died October S7, 
1783. He was one of the principal editors of the 
"Encyclopedia;** and besides his numerous 
mathematical works, produced seven volumes 
of " Melanges Llteraires," containing variouit 
tracts on different topics. 

ALEN. John Van, a Dutch painter of land- 
•capes, bfrds, and still life, bom at Amsterdam 
1651. and died 1608. 

ALENIO, Julius, m Jesuit, who went as a 
mlsBionarv to China, where he preached 36 
yean, and built several churches ; be died 1096. 

ALEOTTl, John Baptist, an Italian, who, 
from the occupation of carrying bricks and mor- 
tar, became a celebrated mathematician; be 
died 1630. 

AtiE8,or HALES, Alexander d*, a native of 
England who became a celebrated teacher of 
^vinity and phlloeophy at Paris, died 1345. 

ALkS, Alexander, of Edinbu^, flrrt op- 
posed, and then embraced the tenets of Luther. 
He suffered much persecution, and having re- 
tired to Germany, was appointed professor at 
Frankfort. He died 1565. 

ALESIO, Matthew Perec d*, a native of 
Rome, and a skilful painter and engraver. His 
greatest pieceds the CokMSial St Christopher at 
Seville. He died 1600. 

ALES8I, Galeae, an architect who decorated 
many towns in 8n«ln, France and Germany, 
died 157S. 

ALETINO, Benedetto, professor at Naples 
Be undertook to refute the Carteslaoohiloeophy, 
and to establish that of Aristotle, lie died in 
1719. 

ALEXANDER THE GREAT, son of PhiUp, 
ting of Macedon, was bora at Fella, the first 
year of the 106th Olympiad, and the 365th before 
the birth of Christ, and at 15 years of age was 
delivered to the tuition of Aristotle. He dis^ 
covencd very early a mighty spirit, and symp- 
toms of that vast and Immoderate ambition 
which was afterwards to make him the scouxse 
of mankind and the pest of the world. At 90 

{cars of age he succeeded his father as king of| 
f acedmi : he was also chosen, In the room of 
his father, generalissimo iu the projected expe- 
dition against the Persians; but the Greeks, 
agreeab^ to their usual fickleness, deserted from 
him, taking advantage of his alisence in Thrace 
and Illyricum, where he t)egan his military en- 
terprises. He hastened immediately n> Greece, 
when the Athenians and other states returned 
to lum at once ; but, the Tbebans standing out, 
he directed his arms against them, slew a pro- 
digious number of them, and destroyed their 
city, sparing nothing but the house and the de- 
■cendants of Pindar, out of respect to the memo- 
ry of that poeL This happened In the second 
year of tlie 3d Olympiad. Having settled the 

■HUfi of Greaeei and left Ajitlpat«r w Us vice- liAlem'der.** " Aikd io would I, (repUod tha 
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roy in Macedonia, he passed the HeUespunt, Id 
the third year of bis reign, with an arniy of no 
more than 30,000 foot, and 4,500 horse; and 
with these forces, brave and veteran it is true, 
he overturned the Persian empire. His first 
battle was at the Granicus, a river of Phrygiaj 
in which the Persians were routed. His second 
was at Imus, a city of Cilicia, where lie was 
also victorious in au eminent degree ; for tho 
camp of Darius, with his mother, wife, and chil- 
dren, fell into bis bands ; and the humane and 
generous treatment which he showed them is 
justly reckoned the nobietit and most amiable 
passage of bis life. While he was in thu> coun- 
try, be caught a violent fever by bathUi(r. when 
hot, in the cold waters of tiie river Cydnu« , and 
thbi fever was made more violent from his im- 
patience at being detahied by it. The army woa 
under the utmost consternation, and no physl* 
clan du»t undertake the cure. At length, one 
Philip of Acarnania desired time to prepare a po- 
tion which he was sure would cure bim ; and 
while this potion was preparing, Alexander rc- 
Iceived a letter from his must intimate confidant, 
Parmenio, informing him that this Acarnanian 
was a traitor, and employed by Darius lopoisoo 
bim, at the price of one thousand talents and Ida 
sister In marriage. What a situation for a fcick 
prince! The same greatness of soul, however, 
which accompanied him upon all occasions, did 
not forsake him here. He did not seem to his 
phjTsiclan under any apprehensions ; but after 
receiving the cup into liis hands, delivered the 
letter to PhiUp, and, with his eyes fixed upon 
him drank it off. The medicine at first acted ao 
powerfully as to deprive him of his senses, and 
then, without doubt, all concluded him poisoned: 
however, he soon came round, and, by a ruie 
so speedy that it might attt*ost be deemed mi- 
raculous, was restorvd to his army safe and 
sound. From Ciliria he marched forwards to 
Ph(Bnicia, which all surrendered to him excon 
Tyre ; and it cost him a siege of seven montua 
to reduce that city. The vexation of Alexander, 
at being unseasonably detained bv thlsobstlnai^ 
of the Tyrians, occasioned a mighty destrucdoM 
and carnage ; and the cruelty he exereised here 
is quite inexcusable. Alter besieging and taking 
Gaza, he went to Jerusalem, where he was re- 
ceived by the high-priest, and, making many 
§ resents to the Jews, sacrificed in their temple. 
[e told Jaddus (for that was the priest's name,} 
that he had seen in Macedonia a god, in appear- 
ance exactly resembling him, who had exhorted 
him to this expedition against the Persians, and 
given him the firmest assurance of success. Af- 
terwards entering Egypt, he went to the oracle 
of Jupiter Ammon ; and upon his return, buiH 
the city of Alexandria. It was now that he took 
it into his head to assume divinity, and to pre* 
tend himself the son of the said Jupiter Anunon. 
Policy, however, was at the bott<Hn of this : It 
was impesBible that any such belief sliould be 
really rooted in his breast ; but he found by ex- 
perience, that this opinion Inclined the barba- 
rous nations to submit to him ; and therefore be 
was content to paaf for a god, and to admit, aa 
he did, of divine adoration. His object now waa 
to overtake and attack Darius in another battle ; 
and this battle was fought at Arbela : when vic- 
tory, granting every thing to Alexander, put ae 
end to the Persian empire. Darius had ofifered 
his daughter in marriage, and part of his domi- 
nions to Alexander; and Parmenio advised him 
to aecept the lenns, saying, " I would if I were 
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thecoaqneror,) if I wefo Parmenio." TlMMUon 
Fumento coiutf^ing the prince to take advan 
ttge of tiM nipii in auacUng Dariui, " No, (aaid 
AJexMmdet,) I would not at«al a victory/* Da- 
thia owed 1im eicape from Arbda to the swift- 
new of hia hone ; and, while he was collecting 
foicei to renew the war, was insidioaBiy slain 
iff BesMia, governor of the Bactriane. Aleian- 
der frept at the fate of Darius, and, afterwards 
inocunng Besinis to be given up to biin, puniabed 
the inhuman wretch according to his deserts. 
Frooa Arbela, Alexander pursued his conquests 
eastward ; and every thing fell Into bis bands, 
avca to the Indies. Having ranged over all the 
MM, he returned to Babylon, where he died in 
the 33d year of his age, some say by poison, 
mliem by intoncaiion. 

ALEXAM1>£R, Bala, an impostor who pre- 
tended to be the sou of Antiochus Epiphanea. 
He was slain 146 B. C. 

ALEXANDER, Severus, a Roman emperor, 
distinguished for htevinues;h« was murdered 335. 

ALEXANDER, Janmeus, king of the Jews. 
Be was cruel and oppreiaix'e, and died 79 B. C. 

ALEXANDER IL, son of Aristobqius, was 
carried pnsoner to Rome by Pompey, and put to 
death 49B.C 

ALEXANDER, bishop of HierapoUs in the 
Sth cenrary who maintained that there were two 
aatures in CbrisO. He died an exile. 

ALEXANDER, bishop of Alexandria, op- 
posed the teneti of Arius; a man of virtue and 
piety, and died 335. 

A1<EXANDER, a bishop of Jerusalem, known 
for his many virtues. He founded a library 
theiv, and died SSL 

ALEXANDER, of Lyoopolis, opposed to the 
Manichsan system, in a work published at Paris 
in 1679. 

ALEXANDER, TralUanus, a pbilosopber and 
pbyslciaii of the 6th eentury. His works were 
edited at Paris, in 1543. 



ALEXANDER, Polyhlstor. a Latin historian 
who flourished about 80 B. C. His worksare lost.

AIJIXANDER, de Medicis, first duke of Flo- 
rence in 3530, was a man of dissolute and crud 
ALEXANDER, AphrodisoBiis, a peripatetic I ! maimers, who owed bis elevation to intrigue, 
philosopher. His work " De Facto,' ^ appeared He was murdered by a relation. 
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ALEXANDER III., pope, a oatlf« of Btemaf 
was raised to the papaTcbair in IISB. He died 
at Rome, much beloved by hia subjoeta, and r** 
spected by the world. 

ALEXANDER IV., bishopof Ostia, wasmad« 
pope in 1954. He bestowed the crown of Sicily 
on Edmund, son of the King of England ; and 
tried to unite the Greek and Latin churches. 

ALEXANDER V., pope, was originally a beg- 
gar, but found means to cultivate his mind, so 
that lie was distinguished both at Oxford and 
Paris. He was elected pope in 1409, but soon 
died by poison. 

ALEXANDER VI., pope, was a native of Va- 
lencia. He was infamous for his debaucheries 
and cruelties, and died by the poison his son in 
tended for some innocent persons, 1503. 

ALEXANDER VII., pope, embelliabed Rorm 
with several masnificent edifices, and died 1667. 

ALEXANDER VIII., pope, was a native of 
Venice and succeeded to the PAPftl chair on the 
death of Innocent XI. ; died 1001. 

ALEXANDER, ab Alexandro, a man of great 
talents as a lawyer, at Naples ; he died 1600. 

ALEXANDER, Neckam, an Englishman of 
frreat learning who gave public lectures at Paris. 
His lectures remain in the public libraries In 
manuscript ; he died 1337. 

ALEXANDER, Noel, or Natalia, an eminent 
writer, bora at Rouen, in NorraaiuW.

ALEXIUS, Mlchaelovltch, czar of Russia, 
and fatlier to Peterthc Great.

ALEXIUS, Petrovitch, only son to Peter the 
Great, bom 1690, an unfortunate and intempe- 
rate man.

ALVABE8 DE LUNA, or ALVABO, a ft 
ffurltisof JoliB a., kliif of Caftilo,ftaiMMm 
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for the prodiglotts ascendancy which he gained 
aver that prince, and for the punishment which 
at length overlook him. Or the 46 years he 
spent at court, he enjoyed for 30 of them so ab- 
solute a power over the king, that nothii^ could 
be done without his express orders ; nay, it is 
related by Mariana, tiiat the king could not 
change an oflicer or servam, or even his clothes 
or diet, without the approbation of Alvares.

He applied, thereforOi 
tt> tbe study of geometry ; and it is said that ha 
would not ay any remedv to cure his deafness, 
either because be tboui^t it incurable, or be- 
cause it increased hie attention. He studied 
with great care tbe nature of barometers and 
tbernMuneters; and. In 1687, presented a new 
hygroecope to tbe Royal Academy of Sciences, 
whicb was very much approved. Amontona 
found out a method to acquaint people at a great 
distance, in a very little time, with whatever 
one pleased. This method was as follows: Let 
there be people placed in several stations, at sutdi 
a distance from one another, that, by ue help 
of a telescope, a man In (me station may see a 
signal made l>y tbe next before him ; be must 
hnmediately make tbe eame signal, that it maj 
be seoa by persons in tbe station next after bim, 
who are to oonunuaicate it to those ia tbe Toi* 
lowing station, and so on. [Hence certain^ 
originated the modem Telegrai^i.] When tbia 
Royal Academy waa newly regulated in lOMl 
AmontoBS was admitted a member of it, ana 
read there bis " New Theory of Friction," ia 
which be happily cleared up a very important 
part of mecbanica.

AM YOT, Jamea, bishop of Auxerre, and grand 
ahnonerof France under neniylH., and Chariea 
pc., and a writer on aeveral aubjecia ; but chief- 
ly known as the translator of " Plutarch's Lives 
and Morals." He waa bom at Melun, 1514, and 
died 1593. 

AMYRAULT, Moaea, an eminent French 
divine, bom 1596, at Borgueil, a small town of 
Touraine. He waa a man of such charity and 
compassion, that, during the last ten years of 
bis life, he bestowed hu whole salary on the 
poor, without distinctioa of Catholic or Frotea- 
Unt^ and died 1664. 

ANACHARSIS, an illuatriouB Scythian phi- 
losopher. He travelled to Athena in the time of 
Polon, with whom he contracted an intimate 
friendahip ; and Sokm not only inatructed him, 
but Boognt all opportunitiea m doing him ho- 
nour. He had a quick and lively genius, a strong 
and masterly eloquence ; and there was some- 
thing so detemiiiMid and resolute in his manner, 
that those who imitated him were aaid to speak 
In the Scythian style. He was extremely fond 
of poetry, and wrote upon certain laws of the 
Scythians and Greeks. Cnssus invited him to 
Bbrdis, and offered him money; but the phi> 
Ibsopher answered, *' that he was come to 
Greece to learn the laws and manners of that 
country ; that be had no occasion for gcrfd or 
silver; and that it would auffice for him to re- 
turn to Scythia a wlaer and more intelligent man 
<ban be came from thenoe.** After ataying Ions 
tn Greece, he prepared to returh home ; ano 
passing througn Cyticam^ he found that city 
edebrating very aolemnly the feasts of Cybele, 
and vowed to do the same If he should get home 
In safe^. Upon his arrival in Scythm, he at- 
tmpled to change the aneient customs of his 
tofantxy^ and to establish those of Greece ; which 
yiom cxtramtly diiH«iaMU« to the ^cythiaoi, 
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ANAXARCHU8, a ptiilowpher of Abder*, 
y«l to death by the king of Cypruii.

nal equinox, in the most tempestuous weat)iar| 
arrived in the latitude of Cape Horn. He doubled 
that dangerous cape in toe month of March, 
1741, after a bad passage of 40 days, in which 
he lost twodiips, and by tlie scurvy, four or five 
men in a day. He arrived off Juan Feroandea 
in June, with only two ships, besides two alp 
tendants on the squadron, and 335 men. He left 
it in September, took some prixes, burnt Paiia, 
and staid about the coast or America till May, 
1743. He then crossed the soutliem ocean, pro- 
ceeding witli the Centurion only, the otlier ships 
having been destroyed in August. Having re- 
freshed his crew at Tinian, he sailed In October 
for CUna ; staid there till the beginning of 
1743 ; waited for the galleon at the Philippino 
Idands, met her on the 90ih of June, and took 
her. Having sold the prise in China, he set satt 
for England, December 1743, and on the 15th of 
June, 1744, arrived at Spithoad, having sailed 
in a fog through the midst of a French fleet then 
cruising in the channel In 1747, being then on 
board the Prince George of M guns, in company 
with Admiral Warren and twdve ships more, 
he intercepted off Cape Finisterre a powerful 
fleet, bound ftom France to the East and West 
Indies ; and by ills valour and condua again 
enriched himself and his ofltoers, and strength- 
ened the British navy, by taking six men of war 
and four East Indiamen. not one of them escap- 
ing. The French admiral. M. Jonquiere, on 
presenting his svi'ord to tiie conqueror, said, 
" Monsieur, vous avez vaincn rinvindble, et te 
Gtoite vous suit," pobiting to the two ships so 
named. King George n.i for his signal services, 
rewarded him with a peerage, by the title or 
Lord Anson, baron of Sobarton, in Hants. Ho 
died suddenly at his seat at Moor Paric, in Hert- 
fordshire, June 0, 17S3. His natural disposition 
was calm, cool, and steady: but It Is reported, 
that this booeat, undesigning seaman was fra- 
quently a dupe at play ; and It was wittily ob- 
served of him, that he bad been rooiid the woitil, 
batoflnrinlt.

He was bora 
at Rome, in 1540, and made a quick and most 
surprising progress in bis studies ; for when ho 
was but 10 years old, he could make verses upon 
any subject proposed to him; and those so ex- 
cellent, though pronounced extempore, that even 
a man of genius could not compose the liko 
without a good deal of time and pafaos. Tliera 
was a proof given tlicreof at the table of the 
cardinal of Pua, when he gave an cntertain- 
raent one day to several other cardinals. Alss*

ANTONINUS, a gaograpbar, whose 
tinlcnown. 

ANTONIO, Nicolas, canon of BeirUle, and 
author of " BibUotheca Hiapaaiea,*' in Ibur 
volumes folio, died 1664. 

ANTONIuB, Marcus, one of tba greatest 
oratori ever known at Rome. It was owing to 
him, according to Cicero, that Rome might boast 
berMlf a rival even to Greece itself in the art 
ofetoquonce. He defended among many others, 
Marcus Aquilius; and moved tbe Judges in so 
sensible a manner, by tbe tears he shed, and the 
acam he riiowed on the breast of bis client, that 
he carried his cause. He was ontbrtunately 
killed, during the disturiMnces raised at Rome 
by Marius and Cinna, In tbe year of Rome 667. 

ANTONIUB, Marcus, tbe triumvir, teas son 
oif Antonius Creticus, by Julia, a noble lady of 
such merit, tlmt Pluurch affirms her to have 
been " comparable to the wisest and most vir- 
tuous ladies of that age.** Mark Antony, losing 
his (bther when young, launched out at once 
into all the excess of riot and debauchery, and 
wasted his whole patrimony befbrebe Imd put on 
the manly gown. He afterwards went aoroad 
to leara the art of war under Gabinius, who 
gave blm the command of his horse in Syria, 
where he signaUssed his courage in the restora- 
tion of Ptolemy, king of Egypt. From Egypt 
he went to Cesar, in Gaul ; and after some star 
there, being furolsbed with monev and credit 
by Cnsar, returned to Rome to sue for the qu 
toreliip. in this suit be succeeded, and after- 
wards attained the tribunate, in which office he 
was amazingly active fbr Cesar, who, when be 
had made himself master of Rome, gave Antony 
the goverament of Itily, with tbe command 
over the legions there ; in which post lie gained 
the krve of the soldiery. But what was more 
to Ms honour, he aasisted Cesar ao successfully 
on several occasions, tliat, twice particularly, 
when Crsar's army bad been put to flight, he 
rallied the scattered troops, and gained the vie- 
UMTT : this rained his reputation so, thatbe was 
reckoned tlie next Iwat general to Ceaar. After 
the defeat of Pompey. at Pharaalla, Cesar, as 
an acknowle^^roent of Antony's great servi- 
ces, made him master of tbe horw ; In which 
office he bdwved with violence ; and tbia be- 
baviour, together with his dissohite lift, (for he 
was drunken and debaocbad tollMlntdMna) 



or net of oblivion, for all that bad passed : la 
which they unanimously agreed. Anumy dla- 
jsembled weB, for it was nothing but dissimula- 
ha aeened to be all goodness; talked of 
hotUng but healing measures ; and, as a proof 
of his slneeri^, moved that tbe oonspiraiora 
ihould be Uivttad lo take part ia their delibera- 
tions, and sent bis son as a hostage for their 
mfety. Upon this they all eame down from tha 
capital ; and, to crown tbe joy of tbe day, Bru- 
tus supped with Lepidus, as Caaslus did with 
Antony. Antony is said to have asked Cassiu% 
(luring supper, ** whether Iw still wore a i ' 
ander his gown.*' " Yes,'* r^ied C 
I** and a very laige one. In ease you hivade the 
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Isoverrign power." This was whst Antony al 
tbe whfio aimed tt ; and, as the evant showed, 
he pursued bis measures with tbe greatest ad- 
dress Re artfully proposed %de4»ee for tha 
eonflnnation of Cesar's acts ; mid, getting Ce- 
sar's register into his power, he proposed ao 
Cesar's acts whatever suited his purpose. Ha 
procured a public funeral for Cesar, and look 
that opportunity of haranguing tbe soldiMs aa4 
populace in bis ftivour ; and he inflamed theaa 
Bo against the conspirators, that Brutus and Caa- 
Biua were forced to leave the city. He made • 
lour through Italy, to solicit the veteran sol- 
diers, having first jwcured Lepldns, who had tha 
army, to bis Interests ; be seised the public trea- 
iuie, and treated Octavius with superallousncsa 
and contempt, though the adopted son and hetar 
of Julius Cesar. 'The patriots, Imwever, wbb 
Cicero at their bead, espousing Octavius, in or- 
der to destroy Antony, the latter was forced to 
change Ms measures, and look a little abroad : 
he endeavoured to extort tbe provinces of Ma- 
cedonia and Syria from Brutus and Caasiua : 
but, not succeeding, resolved topoosess himseti 
of Cisalpine Gaul, and besiege uecimus Brutun 
in Mutina. This siege is one of the most me- 
morable tMngB of the Mnd in btetoiy: and, la 
conducting it, Antony, though defeated, gaiiied 
very great repuutlon : tbe consuls Hlrtiua an4 
Pansa were both slain ; and nothing but superior 
forces could have left Octavius master of the 
field. Antony fled ia great confusion, wanting 
even the nee t ssaries of life ; and this very roan, 
who had Mtherto wallowed in luxurv and in- 
temperance, was obliged to live some days upon 
roots and water. He fled to tbe Alps, and waa 
received by Lcnldus ; with whom and Ocuvlua 
be fi)rmed the 9d triumvirate, as It has usuallp 
[been called. When these three conferred, they 
would easlty be persuaded that tbe palriott 
wanted only to dotroy them all, whkh could 
not be done ao efifiwtually as by clashing them 
against one another, they thereftve conoibinedi 
proscribed their respective enenlea» and divided 
the empire among fhewiaflvfa. Cicero fell a 
sacrifice to tbe resentment of Antomr, who, in- 
deed, was charged with moat of the miudars 
then committed: but tb^ were rather to ba 
charged to the aeoount of bis wifo Palvia, who, 
being a woman of avarice, cruelty, and revenaa, 
oanualttad atbaoiiBdttomitttiigf fflfldi Mi 
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Upon tbt «leftet of Hthe moot Ulustriotti penooMt of tbe ttooe, 
Bratia ond CaMhv by OcUvint and AntonyJftiidliekeiitakindor«etaoo)olVuttoiiy«tRont;

In 1744 he nrnrderea Daniel datfea* 
which crime was concealed 14 yean, and waa 
then dtacovered by the accidental finding of n 
skeleton suppaaed to be that of Clarke. Thia 
was a mistake but it led to a discovery. B« 
was apprehended on suspiciim. tried at York, 
in 1799, and found guilty on sufficient evidenct, 
corroborated by the tesomony of his own wife. 
Bis defbnce was uncommoaiy eurioua, and at 
once an evidence of hla taiie and eradhien.

ARlOSTO, Lodovioo, or Lewis, a celebrated 
Italian poet, descended of a good fhmily. and 
bom at tbe castle of Reggio, m Lombardy, in 
1474. He began his " Orlando Furioso" when 
lie vras about 30 vears of age, and it is the most 
celebrated of all his works. But his attachment 
to poetry did not hinder him from engasing in 
public affairs, for he was employed in emoaasleo 
and negotiations in different ports of Ita^. 
Ariosto was crowned with tbe laurel by tho 
emperor Charies V.. in 1533, and died at Ferrara 
the 8th of July, in toe same year.

He spent his life In tra- 
velling and declaiming; went all over Egypt 
imromes, and penetrated even to Ethiopia. 
When Smyrna was destroyed by an earthquake 
in tlie year 178, lie wrote so adecting a letter to 
Marens Aurelins, that the emperor ordered it to 
be rebuilt immediately ; upon which the inhabit- 
ants erected a statue to Aristides, as to the res- 
torer of their dty. He died about the age of 00.

ARISTOPHANES, a comic poet of Athens, 
cotcmporary with Plato, Socrates, and Euripi- 
des. Most of his plays were written during 
the Peloponnesiun war. Iliu imagination was 
warm and lively, and his genius particularly 
turned to raillery ; he had also very great spirit 
and resolution, and was a declared enemy to 
slavery, and to all those who wanted to oppress 
their country. He described the affbirs of tlie 
Athenians in so exact a manner, thftt his come- 
dies are a faithful history of that people. Ho 
wrote above 50 comedies, but there are only 11 
extant, which are perfect; these are, "Plutus, 
The Clouds, The rrogs, Equites, The Achar- 
nenses. The Wasps, Peace, The Birds, Tiio 
EccleslazusiB or Female Oreton, The Thesmo- 
phoriazuras or Priestess of Ceres, and Lyshh 
trata." " The Clouds." which he wrote In ri> 
dicule of Socrates, is the most celebrated of all 
his comedies. Madam Dacler tells us, she waa 
so much charmed with this performance, that, 
alter she had translated it, and read It over 200 
times, It did not become the least tedious to her. 
Arist(^anes having conceived some aversion 
to the poet EnrifrideB, satirizes him in several 
of hisplays, particularly in bis '* Frogs,*' and 
his '* Thermophorlazuso." He wrote the *' Li- 
sistrata," when all Greece was involved in 
war, fan which comedy the women are intro- 
duced debating upon the affairs of the common* 
wealth, when they come to a resolution not to 
go to bed with their husbands till peace should 
be eonduded. He invented a peculiar kind of 
verse, which was called by his name, and is 
mentioned by Cicero In his " Bmtus ;'* and 
Suidas sayi^ that he also was the inventor of 
the tretrameter and oetameter verse. Aristo- 
phanes was greatly admired among the andenia 
especially for the true Attic elegance of his style ; 
and there have been several editions and tranft- 
iRtions of this poet. The tbne of his death la 
unknown. 

ARISTOTLE, the chief of the peripatetier 

fitih)8opher8, bom at Stagyra, a small dty in 
acedon.

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ARNOLD, Dr. Samuel, an excellent eompoeer 
of mmtc, wlKMe works are too numenma to be 
bere detaitod, and ao weU known aa not to 
require tt Of his Tarious dramatic compoei- 
tlonflf we may mention particularly *^ The Maid 
of the Hill : The Castle of Andalusia ; The 
Agreeable Surprise; The 8on-ln-Law; The 
Spanish Barber; Inkle and Yarico; The Sur- 
render of Calais ; The Battle of ilexham ; The 
Mountaineen; The Shipwreck ; and Peeping 
Tom.** In the Ugher style of composition, also, 
Ms success was great. The Oratorio (by Dr. 
Brown) of the Cure of Saul, compoeed in 1767, 
was considered to be the best production since 
the time of Handel ; and bis Shunamite Wo- 
man, one of his latter pieces, possesses all the 
genhis of bis earlier compositions, with that 
additional science which study and experience 
had given him. He died Oct 13, 1603, in his 
fiSd year, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
between the monuments of Croft and Purcell.

ARNULPH, or ERNULPH, Wsbop of Ro- 
ehester, bora 1040, died 1124. He wrote a work 
ta Latin, concerning the foundation, endow- 
ment, charters, laws, and other things relating 
to the church of Rochester ; which is generally 
known by the title of " Textus Roffensis.** and 
fti pKserved in the archives of tbe cathedral 
church of that place. 

ARNULPH, natural son of Cartoman, kinx 
of Bavaria, elected emperor of Gennany, and 
crowned at Rome, 896.

ARRIAOA, Roderic d*, a Spanish Jesuit, pn>>

ABRIAN. a fkmona blstorlaa and pblloso- 
pher, who lived under the emperor Adrian and 
The two Antonlnes, was bora at Nicomedia, in 
Bithyuia. Be was styled the seeotidXenoiriioii, 
and raised to tbe most considerable dignities of 
Rome. He Is, indeed, said to have been pM* 
ceplor to the famous jbhilosopher and emperor 
Marcus Antoninus. The most celebrated of bis 
works is his " History (in Greek) of Alexander 
the Great," in 7 books; a perforaiance mucb 
esteemed by the best judges. Arrian Is said to 
have written several otber works.

ASCHAM, Roger, an eadnem English writer, 
horn at Kirfchy WUte, near Nortfiallerton, in 
Yoricahire, about the year 1515. He applied 
hlhiself partioilarly to the Greek language ; in 
which he attained to an enelienee peculiar to 
hhnscif, and read it publiely in the univenity of 
Caari n k lae with amveraal applause. In or- 
te la relax klaaiad, after lavaivr siiidiea,he 
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ithought aane diversion neccssaiy ; and shooting 
with the bow. waa his fhvooriie amusument, aa 
appeara by hn " Treatise on Archery," whiah 
he dedleatad to Khig Henry VUL, who settled 
a pension upon him, at the recommendalion of 
Sir William PageL Mr. Aseham, being remark- 
able for writing a line hand, was employed to 
teach thie art to Prince Edward, the Lady Elixa- 
beth, and the two brothers, Henry and Charles, 
dukes of 8uA)lk. In Feb. 1548, he was sent fo« 
to court, to tostruct the Lady Elizabeth in the 
learned languages, and had the honour of assist- 
ing this lady in ner studies for two years ; wbea 
he desired leave to return to Cambridge, wtiere 
he resumed his otllce of public orator. Ho waa 
afterwards Latin secretary to king Edwurd, 

Bueen Mary, and queen Elizabeth. Being one 
ay In company wuh persons of tlie Unit distinc- 
tion, there happened to be high disputes about 
the different methods of education ; this iraye 

le u> his treatise on that subject, entitled "The 
Schoolmaster,^' which he undertook at tne par- 
ticular request of Shr Richard SackviUe. Tliis 
work was in Ugh esteem among the best judges^ 
and Is frequently quoted by Dr. Johnson in his 
Dictionary. He died at London, Jan. 4, 1566^ 
and was burled in St. Sepulchre's church. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, poysician and ecclesiaa- 
tic, author of tracts on astrology, ice. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, a friend of Cronwatt, 
and member of the long parliament. 

ASCH ARI, a mussulmaa doctor, founder of a 
sect which bears his name : he died 040. 

ASCLEPIADES, a Greek phihMopher, 350 
B.C.

ASORUBAL, brother-in-law of Annibal, tht 
founder of New Carthage, in Spain. 

ASDRUBAL BARCA, brother of Annibal!, 
killed at the battle of the Metaurus. 

ASELLI, Gasper, a physician of Cremoaai 
professor of anatomy at Pvia, died lOSlB. 

A8FELD, Claude Francois Bidal marquis d** 
an illustriotts warrior at the battle of Almansa ; 
he took Philipsburg, and died 1743. 

A8FELD, Jacquea Vincent Bidal d', aa ee- 
clealastic, died 1745. 

ASGILE, John, a lawyer of eminence, knows 
for his wit and misforttmes, died 1738. 

A66ILL, Sir Charles, Bart This gentlemaa 
was a strong instance of what may m effected 
even by moderate abilhiee, when united with 
strict intmi^, industry, and irreproachable cha- 
racter. Hhi nrat setting oat in life was at a bank- 
ing-house in Lombard-street, as out-door collectr 
ing clerk. From this inferior situation be pro- 
gressively rose by his merit to the first depart* 
ment in tiie house ; and soon after, marrying aa 
amialkle woman, with a fortune of SS,OOOLlm' 
mediatdy Jdlneo his name to the firm. In 1740 
he was cboeen alderman of Candlewiek ward, 
and served in the office of lord mayor in 1758L Ha 
died Sept 15, 1788, and la aald to have left nearly

He had hlsedn 
cation in grammar learning at Westminster 
school ; ana tlience, In 1880, was elected a stu- 
dent of Chriat-cburdi C441egef Oxford, where he 
soon distinguished himself for the politCDees of| 
MswitandleamiDg. In 1600 he took orders; in 
1091 he was electad lecturer of St. Biide*s Chvirch 
iv London, oreachad at Bridewell Chapel, and 
was soon afierwanis appointedchaplaiDto king 
'William and queen Mary. He was for some 
yean after this engaged in a rdigions contro- 
versy with Dr. Bentley, Dr. Wake, and other 
learned divines. In 1713, the queen, at the re- 
commendation ot lord rhanceltor Harcourt, ad- 
vanced him to the bishopric of Rochester, with 
the deanery of Westminster in commendam. 
At the begbntaig of the succeeding reign bis 
tide of prosperity began to turn ; and he re- 
ceived a sensible moitiAeation presently alter 
the coronation of king Geoige I., when, upon 
his offering to present nis majesty (with a view, 
no doubt, of standing better hi his favour) with 
the chair of state and royal canopy, Ms own 
perquisites as dean of Westminster, the offer 
was rejected, not without some evident marks 
of dislike to his penran. In 178S. on a suspicion 
6t his beinc concerned In a plot m favour of the 
prateader. Be was apprehended August S4, and 
eommittea prlsooer lo the Tower. A bill soon 
after passea in parliament, the tenor of which 
was, that he sooukl be deprived of all his 
offices, dignities, benefices, 4tc., and suffer per- 
petual eme. He died at Paris, February 15, 
1731-9. 

ATnCUS, one of the moat singular person- 
ages in ancient Rome. He understood the art of 
conducting hlinsdf so well, that, without de- 
parting from his neutrality, he preserved the 
esteem and afitetlon of all parties. He reached 
the age of 77 years almost without knowing 
what sickness was, but at last fell sick. His 
illneas, which was slieht for three months, at 
length becoming painful, be sent for Agrlppa, 
his son-in-law, and two other persons, and de- 
clared to them a resolution to put an end to his 
lUe by abstinence from food. Anippa rcmon- 
atrated with tears, but in vain. After two days 
abstinence the fever left him, and the disease 
abated ; but Atticus persisted, and died thiee 
days after, la the year of Rome 7S1.

Buary, born at Easton Piers, Wiltshire, 1680, 
ied 1700, leaving maav works behind him, par- 
ticularly a ^* History of Surrey," 5 vols. 8vo., a 
volume of " Miacellanles," and several MSS., 
which are in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. 
He seems, however, to have been a creduiDQs 
man, and to have been frequently imposed upoa 
with roarveUous tales and absurd hypotheses. 

AUBREY, John Baptist, a French Benedict- 
ine, prior of the house of Commercy, died 1800. 
His writings on theological and philpeophical 
subjects are numerous.

BACON, Rocer, a learned monk of tbe Fran- 
ciscan order, (wscended of an andem family, 
born near Uchester. in Somersetshire, 1814. His 
discoveries were little understood by the gene^ 
rall^ of mankind ; and because, by the b«p of 
matbeauuical knowledge, he psirfbrmed thinis 
above common understanding, he was suspected 
of magic Be was persecuted particularly by 
his own fraternity ; they would not receive bis 
works into their library, and at last had inier- 
est enough with the gmeral of their order to get 
him Imprisonod ; so that, as be confesses hlm- 
saMi be had reason to repent of his having taken 
sncn pains in the arts and sciences. At the 
particular dedre of Pope Clement IV., Bacon 
collected together ana enlarged his seversil 
pieces, SAd sent them to him, in 1867. This col- 
lection, which Is the same that himself entitled 
" Opus M^lus,** or his Great Work, is stU ex- 
tant. When Bacon had been tan years in prisoni 
Jerom d*Ascoll, general of his order, who baa 
condemned his doctrine, vras chosen pone, and 
assumed the name of Nicholas IV. Toward 
the latter end of his reign. Bacon, by the inter- 
position of some noMemen, <^>tained his release, 
and returaed to Oxford, where he qient the re* 
mainder of his days In peace, and died in tbe 
college ofhlsorder, 11th June, 1804. Dr.Freind 
ascribes the honour of introducing chymisixy 
into Europe to Bacon, who, he observes, sp^iks 
in some part or other of bis works, of slmoat 
every operation now used in chymlstiy. He was 
a muade of tbe age that he lived in ; and the 
greatest genius, perhaps, for mechanical know- 
ledge, that ever appeared in the world since 
Archimedes. 

BACON, Sir Nicholas. lord keeper of tbt 
great seal in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, was 
acscended of an ancient fiunlly in Suffolk, bmrn 
in the year 1510, and died, lamented 1^ her ma- 
jesty and tbe nation, on theSOth of Feb., 1578-0. 

BACON, Anne, wife of Sir Nicholas, a lady 
eminent for learning, piety, and virtue, died 
about tbe beginning of the reign of James I. 

BACON, Francis, viscount of Bt. Albans, lord 
high chaaceltor of England, and one of Uie great- 
est and most universal gemuses that any age or 
country has produced, was son of Sir Mcholas 
Bacon, k»rd keeper of the great seal, and bora at 
York House, in the Strand, on the SSd of Janu- 
ary, 1961. Hii extraordinary parts, even wbca 
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•bof, w«ra •ocoMilaMiM, Uuu before be was 
full lo, bis fbtber liuled him fxom tbe unlTerslty 
to atltiMi into Fraiwe tbe queen's ambasndor, 
Sir Amjas PawleC, whose esteem and confi- 
dsnee be gaiiied to sueb a degree, that he was 
■ooii after charged by taiat with a commission to 
tbe queea, wbkb be eiecuted with groat ap- 
Brobation, aad retnmed Sfain to France, to fin- 
fab bbi travels. Doiing his star in that king- 
dom bia Ibtber dkd, without maMng that se]»> 
rate iirovfsloii for liim which be bad intended : 
this obUitaw him to tliink of some profession 
for a sobeMance, be applied liimself, more 
tbroo^ neoessiqr than cinice, to the study of 
the common law, and for that purpose ssqted 
bimselfinGfay*sImi. At the age of 98 he was 
chosen by that bononrafale society for their 
Lent reader, and afterwards their double reader. 
On the 83d of July, 1603, be received the honour 
of iniightbood ; and on the 25th of August. 1004, 
was constimtsd by patent one of the Una's 
learned counsel. In 1013, he succeeded Sir 
Henry Hobait, advanced to the place of chief 
lustiee of tbe common pleas, as attorney -gene- 
nL June 9, 1010, be was raised to the dignity 
of a privy-oounoewN:, while he was still in tbe 
office of atmmey-genieral : and as be bad now 
more lebmre from private causes, he was de- 
alrous 10 dedicate more time to puUic service ; 
and therefore made an oAbr to tbe king of a new 
** Digest of the Laws of England.*' March 7, 
1817, upon the chaacellm^s voluntary resigna- 
tion of the seals, they were given to Sir Francis 
Bacon, with the title of kird keeper. On the 
4th of January, lOlfl, be was coastimted lord 
Mch chancelk>r of Eni^and, and on the 11th of 
July following, created baron of Verulam, in 
Hertfordshire. In 1090, amidst all the variety 
uf weigb^ busbMBS In which his high office ne- 
eessailiy tpvotved him, be publisbed the most 
finished and important, though the least read, of 
ail Ids philosopbical tracts, the '* Novum Oiga- 
Bum Bdentianim." Tbe next year he was ac- 
cused of bitiiery and corruption ; and the house 
of peers, on tbe 8d of May, lOSI, gave Judgment 
against him, ^*tbat he should be fined 40,0001., 
and remain prisoner in the tower during tbe 
king's pleasure : that be shouM for ever be in- 
capude of any oflloe, place, or empfovment in 
the slate or commonweaUb ; and tlwtM should 
never sit in parliament, or come within the 
verse of the court." But be was soon restored 
to his liberty, and hisfine remitted, and was sum- 
moned to the fint parliament of King Cbariai. 
After this sentence, he retired ftmn civil afiTaira, 
and for five years gave himself wholly up to 
wrttlna. He died April 9, 1090, and lies buried 
in St. Miebaers church, at St. AIbaa*s, where a 
monument was erected for him by Sir Thomas 
Meantya, once his secretaiy, and afterwards 
elerk of the council. His worln, collected into 
5 vols. 4to., were beautifully and accurately 
printed by Mr. Bowyer and Mr. Strahan, in 1705. 
BACON, Anthony, brother to the chancellor, 
distii«uisbed for hisaoquaintaace with politics, 
disd before bis brother.

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BACON, John, a celebrated scutpior, bom In 
London. November 94, 1740; was apprenticed 
to a painter of porcelain china, at Lambeth ; 
but, observing tbe models of diilerem scuiptora 
which were sent to a neighbouring potter^s mi 
be burnt, he conceived a strong incUnatioB to 
pursue the art of sculpture, and his progress 
was as rapid, as the decision was sudden. Be 
studied at the Boyal Academy on its first insti- 
tution, in 1768, and in a few years allerwarda 
was elected nqral acadenddan. Of the numer- 
ous monuments erected by him, the moet die- 
tinguished are, those of Lord Chatham, in West- 
minster AMey, aad of Mr. Howard and Dr. 
Johnson^ St Paul's Cathedral. He died Au- 
gust 7, 1790. 

BACONTHOBPB, Joba, a monk of Nocfoik, 
died 1340. 

BACOUE, Leo, a protestant of Gascony, cob> 
verted to popery, and made bisbop of FamJers. 
died 1694. 

B ACaUERRE, Benedict de, a phyatelaa and 
medical author. 

BACaUET, advocate to the king of Fiance, 
died 1M7. 

BACTISHUA, George Ebn, a Christian phy- 
sician of celebrity at the court of Atanansor. 

BADAK8CHI, a Fenian poet, under tbe cn- 
lipbMocufl. 

BADASCH, a commentator on tbe Arable 
grammar, died 53B of tbe hegira. 

BADCOCK, Samuel, an eminent critic aad 
controversial writer, was bom at Soitth Moultoo, 
in Devonshire, in the year 1747, and destined to 
the clerical character. We find him in very 
early life, at about tbe age of 19, at the bead of 
a very cansUerable Presbyterian congregatioo 
at Barnstaple, in Devonshire. From tois aituar- 
Ition. however, he removed, and was dectcd 
minister of South Moulton. about 18 miles from 
bis first situation ; and in tois tetfarement his ac- 
tive mind turned its views to the more publle 
departments of literature. During tbe progress 
of tlie London BevieWj be occasionally corres- 
ponded vrith Dr. Kennck, aad contended with 
that acute and intriligent sceptic on diflbrent 
points of Christianity. He occaskmally, abo, 
wrote some articles in his Review, which aro 
yet distinguisbable by their qdrit and intelll- 
ce. He was, before this period, an occaidonal 
respondent in the Westminster Magaxine ; 
and we afterwards find him more frequently 
corresponding with tbe Gentleman's Magaxine, 
tbe London Magaxine, the General Renins 
Post, and the St. James* Chronicle. But tbo 
great seene of bis pnblic warfore was In tbe 
Monthly Review. About three years before his 
death, which happened on tbe 19th of May, 1786, 
be confonned to tbe establlsbed church. 

BADDELY, Robert, an excellent tow come- 
dian, many yean attached to Drury-lane thea- 
tre, died November 90, 1794. By bis will he 
left to the theatrical fund bis cottage at Hamp- 
ton, in trust, that they should elect to reside m 
it such four of tbe fund pensioners as might not 
object to living sociably under the same roof. 
In this bouse are two parlours for their Joint in- 
dulgence, and four separate bedchambers. Tkla 
bequest is an Instance of bis benevolence, and 
of his respect for bli profession; buttbemanner

H, 16S6, and died in 
tbe oOlre of commoner master of St. John's col 
lege Cambridge, Jniy 3, 174a Tbe principal 
work that be printed, waa '* Reilectionson learn- 
ing, showing the inmiAciency thereof in its se-

10,'* which went through eight editions ; and 
Ifr. BotfweU, in his " Method of Study," ranket 
it among the English claiaios for purity of style.,' 

BAKER, Benry, an ingenlooa and diligent] 
naturalist, bom in Heei-btreet, London, either 
near the end of the 17th, or hi the beginning of 
the Iflih century. Being of a phUosophical turn 
of mind, and having diligently attended to thej 
■letbods which might be practicable and uaefulj 
in the care of stammering, and especially ini 
teaching deaf and dumb persons to speakjjie 
made tUa the employment of his life. In 1774, 
8ir Godf^ Copley's gold medal was bestowed 
upon hiiDf for bavii^, by bis microscopical ex- 
periments on the ciystaliaations and configura 
tiona of salina partlclea, produced the most ex 
traordinary discovery during that year. Havina 
led a very useftil and honourable Hfe, he died 
at hie ananmenla in the Strand, on the 85th of 
Nov. rn4, being then above 76 yean of age. 
His principal publicationa are " The Blicroscope 
made Easy," and " Employment for the Micro- 
scope." 

BAKER, William, a learned printer, in Fen- 
ehurvb-street. bom at Reading, 1744, was the 
oan of an eminent Bclio<4master in that town. 
From his vouth he was greatly addicted to study, 
and Ua rriends favoured his inclinadons by' 
vakinf him a printer. His modesty waa eqnalj 
to bla learning, and was truly Gray's " Howerj 
born to Mush unseen." Hltdiffidence prevented 
Ms anpeariag much before the public as a writer ;: 
wnA Ida only publications are '^ Peregrinations 
ff the Mind," a series of essays in the mann^ 
of tha Rambler ; and " Theses Gnecc et Latine 
•etaetas." He died in London. Sept », 178S, in 
liie 44th year of his age ; and an elegant Latin 
epitanli to bis memory Is placed on the tomb of 
Ml mmlly, in the churchyard of St. Mary, 
Reading. 

BAKeR. Sir George, corn 1732, was physi- 
eian to king George III. and his queen, and pre- 
•idem of the college of physicians. Be wrote 
• number of exceUeiK tracts and dissertations 
on medical subjects, and died Jiwe 15, 1809. 

BAKEWELL, Robert, tbe moat successAil 
cxpolmental tkrmer and cattle-breeder ever 
iBOwn In England, was bom 1796, at Dishley, 
in Laioeatarshlre. Having remarked, that do- 
mastlc animals in general jproduce others po»- 
aesrtng qualitiea neariy similar to their own, he 
oenoalved that he had only to select fiom all the 
■HMt vfloaUe breeds such as promised to retum 
the graateit poasible emolument to the breeder : 
tpd that he anould then be able, by careful atten- 
tMii tapragrasBlva Improvements, to produce a 
of Bheep> bon«, Innad cattle, or other 
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animalSj pussessing a luaximiun of advantaga* 
A selection on this {Hrlnclple from difierentpaiia 
of England, waa the original stock Irom wbidi 
he afterwards propagated his own. About 1760, 
Mr. Bakewell sold Ids sheep by private contract, 
at not more than two or three guineas eacli. 
Some time afterwards, be began to let some of 
his rams, and for a few seasons received only 
15s. or a guinea a- piece for them ; but as tba 
fame of his breed extended itself, he advanoa4 
bis prices, and by the year 1770 was enabled tm 
let some of his rams for the season for 25 guir 
neas. After that time, tbe prices and credit of 
his stock progressively increased ; and at laat, 
single rams were let for tbe season for the enor- 
mous price of 400 guineas, and upwards. Itia 
a fact that baa no other example, that one ram, 
called the Two Pounder, produced, in one sea 
son, the sum of 800 guineas, independent of 
ewes of Mr. BakewelTs own stock ; which, at 
the same rate, would have made a total, the 
produce of a slngla ram, td ISKO guineas. Tho 
race of Dishley sheep are known oy the fineneoa 
of their bone and flesh, the Ughtneeaof the oflal« 
their disposition to quiotnesa, and consequentJfr 
to mature and fatten with less food than other 
sheep of eoual weight and vahie- Mr. Bakew^ 
improved bis black horses by an atleniimi to the 
form which Is best adapted to their use. Hia 
stallions have been let for the season for lOt 
guineas, and upwards. Many anecdotes arc re- 
lated of his humanity toward the various orden 
of animals. He continuallv deprecated the atro- 
cious barbarities practised by the butchers and 
drovers ; showing, bv examples on his own farm, 
tbe most pleasing instaneea of docility in the 
animals under his care. This extraordinaiy 
roan, more deserving, in our opinion, of the 
civic wreath than tbe warrior or the statesman, 
died Oct. 1, 1795, on thespot where he first drew 
'irwth. 

BAKHVISEN, Lndolph, a painter and en- 
graver of Embdea, who, Iqr the force of genius, 
raised himself to a high rank. Be died 1790. 

BALAAM, son of Beor, a oeldirated pr«q>bet 
of PcUior, in Mesopotamia, killed with Baiak. 
Ung of Moab, in battle, 1450 B. C. 

BALAMIO, Ferdinand, a native of Sicily,

BALDWIN I., count of Flandete, a distin 
nlshed leader of the Orasades, wbo, for bis 
waveiy and virtue, was made emperor of the 
Base He was anerwarde taken pcisoner by 
the Greeks and Bulgarians, confined for a long 
time, and jNit to death 1907. 

BALDWIN II., tbe last Latin emperor of 
Cknetaatioople. After losing his capital, he 
Bed to Negiopont. to avmd falling into tne bands 
of hlaenemy, and thence to Italy, wta«re be died, 
1S73. 

BALDWIN I., kliffiof Jenisalem,*«ncceedcd 
Us brotlier, Godfrey cte Bouillon, on the throne, 
and altera victorious reign, died 1118, and was 
haried oo Mount Calvary. 

BALDWIN II., king of Jerusalem, succeed- 
ed Baldwin L, was taken prisoner, and died

BALDWIN, Bbenezer, a worthy minister of 
Danbary, Conn., wbo, at his death, 1770, be- 
fttoathed 3001. to his tocieqr. He was 31 years 
af age. 

BALDWIN, Abraham, prsaldent of the Unl- 
varsity of Georgia, member of the convention 
whleh adraied the constitution, 1787, and se- 
aator, in an which oflkea he was distmgaisbed ; 
Iwdied 1807. 

BALE, Robert, a native ef Norfolk, prior of 
the GariMBtea of Norwich, wh^e be died 1503. 

BALE, J(^n, bishop of Ossory, in .Ireland, 
bora at Cove, a small village in Suflfolk, was 
bred up in the Romish religion, but became af- 
leiw a rd s a protestant. His conversion, how- 
ever, gteatiy exposed him to tbe penecuiion ef 



the Romish clergy, and he must have Mt thtif 
resentmeni, had he not been pniieeiad by laid 
Cromweli ; but, upon the death of diis aohja 
man, he was obliged to fly to Holland, when ha 
remained six years, and during that time wraia 
several pieces in the Engttah languaae. He waa 
recalled into England by Edward Vl., and pre- 
sented to the Uving of Bisfaop'e-aloka, in the 
county of SouUinihpton. The 15th of Augui, 
153S, he was nominated to the see of Ossoiy. 
and, upon his arrival in Ireland, used bis utmatt 
eodeavonra lo reform tlie manaeraof bis dioeese, 
to correct the vices of tlie priests, to aboliah the 
mass, and to establish the use of tbe new book 
of common prayer set forth in En^Umd ; but al 
his schemes of this kind having proved abortl«e 
by the death of king Edward, and the accesslan 
of queen Mary, l>e became greatly exposed la 
the outrages of the papists ki Ireland, and again 
fled to tlie continent. On the accession of queeo 
Elisabeth, be returned Arom exile, but did ndt 
choose to go again to Ireland, being satiaflad 
with a prebend of Canterbury, in wbfeb dty he 
died, Nov., 1563, aged 67, and waa buried in tha 
cathedral of that place. Tbfai prdaie has left a 
celebrated Latin work, contalaing tlie Uvea of 
the most eminent writers of great Britain. Ha 
was also one of the eartiest of our dramatic 
writers. Twenty of his plays are rannded. 

B ALECHON. Nicholas, ao eminentengnvw, 
bom at Aries, died 1765. 

BALBN, Matthias, a aatlva of Dgidt, bom 
1611.

BALES, Peter, a very eztiaoidliiaiy pcraoB 
in his way, and fit to be noticed in a work of 
this nature. He was a most fhmoua maater ia 
the art of peiunanship, or ihir writing, aad oaa 
of the first inventors (for there seems to liavto 
been more than one) of short-hand writing. He 
was bom in 1547, and is recorded for his skin In 
micrography, or miniature-writing, in Holling- 
shed*8 Chronicle, anno 1575. Mr. Evelyn aJaa 
hascelebrated his wonderftil skill in thhi delicate 
operation of the hand, informing tu, that in the 
year 1S75 be wrote the Loni*s prayer, the creed, 
decalogue, with two short prayeta hi Latin, Ida 
own name, motto, day of the month, year of 
the Lord, and reign of the queen, to whom ha 
presented it, at Hampton Court, all within tha 
circle of a single penny, Inchaaed in a ring and 
bordeiB of gold, and covered with a ciystal, m 
accurately written asfiobevaiyplahilvlegiblat 
to the great admlratlott of her ma|estv, tbe whole 
privy^eooncll, and several ambassadon then at 
court. He was fkrther very dexterous in imiuvt* 
Ing hand-writing, and, about 1588, was emphqr- 
ed by secretary Walsiiigham in certain polidriil 
manoBuvrea. He published in 1590 a work call- 
ed the "Writing Behool-maBier,^ three parts; 
the 1st, teaching swift writing, the 9d, true wilt- 
ing, the 3d, fair writtaig.'* He died about 1610L 

BALESTRA, Anthony, a hhrtotleal pahitar 
of Verona, died 17S0. 

BALEY, Walter, fellow of the New CoUega, 
Oxford, and profbssor of physic there, after- 
wards physiemn to queen EMiabeth. died 150L

He afterwards' applied himself to tbe study of 
the fathers and the councils, of philosophy, ma* 
thematics, and, above all, of astronomy. This 
boy, as he really was, formed schemes for find- 
ing the longitude, which lie sent, in January, 
17J5, to the Royal Society at London ; and, 
though thoae schemes had been already tried, • 
and found insuflicient, yet they exhibited such 
a specimea of bis capadty for mathematical 
learaiug, that tbe Royal Society of Berlin ad- 
mitted him, the some year, as one of their mem- 
bers.

BARNARD, Edward, a worthy and dia-j 
teguMwd Biiiiftar,or BavethO, Mm. «led!

BARNARD, Thomas, a highly respected mi- 
nister in Salem, Mass., died 1755. 

BARNARD, Theodore, a native of Amater- 
dam, and painter under Titian. 

BARNARD, John, prebendaiy of Lincoln, 
died in 1683. 

BARNARD, Sir John, was in the year 170 
cbooen one of the repreaentativea In parliament 
for the city of London ; a trust which he con- 
tinued toei^y during the six succeeding parlia- 
ments, and which he always dischargeo with 
equal Integrity and ability. In 17^, he waa 
chosen lUderman of Dowgate Ward. On tbe 
subject of the fkmoos excise scheme, projected 
by Sir Robert Waipole, In 1733, Sir John made 
60 strenuous an opposition, that, in conjunction 
with other members, he ohlisM tbe ministry 
entirely to lay ii aside. In 1737, he formed a 
scheme for reducing theintereaton the national 
debt ; a project wluch, though it did not at that 
time auceiBed, was, nevertheless, afterwards car- 
ried into execution, to the great emolument of 
tbe trading part of the nation. In 1738, he served 
in the high office of lord-mayor of Lcndon ; and 
in July, 1758, resigned his gown, and retired to 
Clapliam ; where, after having attained to near 
the age of 80. he died August SO, 1766. A Jtatue 
is erected to nia memory in tlie Royal Exchange. 

BARNAVE, Anthony Peter Joseph Marie, a 
deputy to the national assembly of Prance, who 
lost his popularity for some expreaslonsin favour 
of the kiiuN and was guiUotinedj 1703. 

BARNES, Juliana, pitoressorSopewell nun- 
nery, eminent for her accomplishments and pie- 
ty, died after 1486. 

BARNES, Joshua, an eminent critic, and pro- 
feasor of the Greek language in the university 
of Cambridge, was bom in London, 1054. He 

Eublished emtlons of Euripides, Anacreou, and 
[omer ; a life of Edward III., fblto, 1088 ; and 
several poems, both in Latin and EngUah ; and 
died in 1718. 

BARNES, Thomas, D. D., an En^lah dhaent- 
ing minister, of Manehesler, and preceptor of aa 
acidemy nt the same place, died in 1810. 

BARNES, Iliavid Leonard, attorney of the 
United States, for the diatrict of Rhode-Uand, 
and judffe of the same, died 1813. 

BARNES, Robert, D. D., employed by Heniy 
VIII. ; afterwards incurring hla d^eaaure, m 
was burnt at tbe stake, 1540. 

B ARNEVELDT, John d'Oldan, an able statea- 
man, of Holland, ambassador to England and 
Prance, condemned on fkise chaiges, and exe- 
cuted, 1619. 

BARO, or BARONI, Peter, a native of Prance, 
who retired to England as a orotestant, and re- 
sided with lord Burieigh ; afterwards tnrofbssor 
of divinity at Cambridge, died after 1574. 

BAROCHE, Prederick, a painter, of UrMao, 
of great celebrity, died In I618. 

BARON, Bonaventure, a native of Irelaadi 
uld divtni^ profiesBor at R(mie, died 1696. 

BARON, Michael, the Rosctua of the French 
theatre, bom 165S, died 1790. The fhther of 
Baron also was an actor, famoua for his talent 
in declamation ; and the mann» of hia death 
was singular : playing the part of Don Diego, 
in The CM. hla awordfell from his hand, as the 
pieoe requires ; and kicking it from him with 
indignation, be unfmrunateiy strack against the 
point of it, by which his little toe was pierced 
It tamed to a gangrene: ho refused to sufivr 
aaumtation, and died 16o5. 

BARON, Hyacinth Theodore, a learned phy 
, iUan of Paria, died in 1796. 
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BARONI, Adrianne BaiUe, stater to BaaUe 
tbe poet ; creatly admired for lier beauty, wit, 
and aoconaplithiDents. 

BAK0NIU8,Ca!flar,a NeapoUtan Catdiaal, 
librarian of tlie Vatican, and author of " Eccle- 
aiattical AnnalB, from A. D. 1, to lise," born 
1538, died ieV7. 

BAROU DU 80BEIL, N.,adiBtin|uiBlwd law- 
yer at Lyons, put to death in 179S. 

BAROZZX, James, a sicilful architect, of Mo- 
dena, who succeeded Michad Angelo, ea the 
architect of 8t. Peters, died in 1577. 

BARR AL, Peter, an eccleiiaBtic of GrenoUe, 
teacher at Paris, and author of a historical dic- 
tionanr, died in 1772. 

BARRE, Francois Pouiliain dela, a native of 
Francejjprofessar at Geneva, died in 1783. 

BARRk, Lewis Francolpe Jos. de la, a native 
of Toumay, author of some books on Antiqua- 
rian history, 4bc ; he died in 1738. 

BARRE, Michel de la, of Paris, an eminent 
player on die German flute, died 1744. 

BARRE, Joseph, canon of St. Genevieve, 
chancellor of the university of Paris, and au- 
thor of a histonr of Germany, died 1764. 

BARRE, Madame du, mistress of Lewis XV., 
of France, executed during the revolution in 
1793. 

BARREAUX, Jacques VaUee, a libertine of 
Paris ; he was celebrated rather for his volup- 
tuous life, than for the productions of his pen ; 
died 1873. 

BARRELIER, James, a dominlran friar, 
eminent as a scientific botanist, died 1673. 

BARRERE, Peter, a physician of Perpignan, 
died ]7». 

BARRETT, George, an eminent self-taught 
painter, of Dublin, and a member of the Royal 
Academy, died 1784. 

BARRETT, William, asuraeon, of BrlstoI,and 
author of a history of that dty, died 1789. 

B ARRIERE, Pierre, a soldier who attempted 
to assassinate Henry iV. of France, but was de- 
tected and bnAen on the wheel, 1603. 

BARRINGTON, John Bhute, lord viscount, 
a nobleman of considerable learning, and au- 
thor of several books on religious subjects, was 
bom in 1678, and died in 1734. 

BARRINGTON. Daines, son of the ^bove. 
a celebrated English lawyer, antiquary, and 
witter on subjects of law, polltica, natural histo- 
ry, geography, and criticism, bom 17S7, died 
March 14, I8O11. Bis writings are very nume- 
rous, and many of tliem are in the Phltoec^- 
cal Transactions and the Avchcologia; but 
those which most distinguished him as an au- 
thor were, his " Observations cm the Statutes, 
chiefly the more undent,** Itc. of whichjtwo 
4to editions were published in one year, (1706.) 

BARRINGTON, Samuel, aon of lord B., a 
distinguished admiral In the Biitisb navy, died 
1800. 

BARROS, or DE BARROS, John, a native 
of Viseo, preceptor to the princes of PoKugal, 
afterwards governor of St. Georfe, on the Afri- 
can coast, and tieasnier of the Indies, under 
idng Juan. He wrote a Mstoiy of the Indies, 
and died lOTO. 

BARROW, Isaac, an eminent mathematldan 
and divine, bom In London, 1630. When the 
almg advanced Dr. B. to the dignity of master 
jof Trinity CoDece, Caaabrldge, his mi^esty was 
pleased tosay, ** he had given it to the best scho- 
lar in Badand ;** and he did not speak from re- 
port, butfrom Us own knowledge. Thedoetor 
hftagtbn bis chaplaiii, he ti»ed%»fteB to ctm- 
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verse with him, and, in his humorous way, to 
call him an ** unfair preacher," because he ex- 
hausted eveiv subject, and left nothing for others 
to say after him. In 1675. he was chosen vice- 
chancellor of the univernty. This great and 
learned divine died of a fever the 4th of May, 
1677. and was buried in Wcsuninster Abbey. 

BARROW, Isaac, a native of Spiney Abbey, 
bishop of Sodor, Man, and 8L Asaphs, died 
16T7. • 

BARRY, Glrald, a native of Pembrokeshire, 
a clergyman, and author of a history of the con- 
quest of Ireland ; he died after ISIS. 

BARRY. James, an Irish lawyer; he was a 
)>aron of the exchequer, chief justice of the 
king's bench, and afterwards lord Santry of the 
peerages : he died 1673. 

BARRY, Bprangor, an eminent English actor, 
cotemporary witli, and a powerful rival of, Mr. 
Garrick, bom In Dublin, 1719, died in London, 
Jan. 1774. His peculiar advantages were de- 
rived from a flne person, melodious voice, and 
pleasing address ; and liis performances in ama- 
tory characters were peiiiaps never excelled, 
gee CRAWFORD. 

BARRY. James, an eminent painter, was 
bom at Cork, in Ireland, 1748 ; and having eaiiy 
discovered great jcenius ftir the art, he was pa- 
tronised by Mr. Burke, and brought to London, 
where he became a pupil to Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. When Mr. Burke came into administra- 
tion with the marquis of Rockingham, be sent 
Mr. Barry to Italy, at his sole expense. After 
vlsitins all the celebrated schools of the conti> 
ncnt, m which he occupied three years, Mr. 
Barry returned to London ; and in 1775, pub- 
lislied "" An Inquiry into the real and imaginary 
Obstructions to the Acquisition of the Arts in 
England.** About two years ofter this, he was 
elected a R<^al Academician, and in 17i96 made 
professor of painting to the Royal Academy; 
but in 1700, on an alleged addiction to demo- 
cratical principles, was removed from that of- 
fice. He seems soon afterwards to have taken 
disgust at society, f^om which he retired into a 
wretchod obscurity, living unattended, and half 
starved, till some ftiends raised about lOOOL, 
with which they purchased an annuity for him ; 
but before the nrat quarter's payment of it be- 
came due he died, Mar. 2S, 1806, and was inter- 
red in St. Paul's cathedraL His greatest eflbit 
of art is a series of allegorical pictures, which 
he painted gratuitously for the great room of tha 
Sode^ of Arts, in the Addplu. 

BARRY. Geoige, D. D., an eminent Seotck 
divine, autbor of a histoiy of the Orkneys, died 
1805. 

BARRY, John, flrst commodore in the Amart- 
can navy ; he poss e ss e d great courage, was a 
patriot, and Christian, and died 1803. 

BARSUMA, or BAR80MA, metropolllaa 
author of several books In Syrlac. 

BARTA8, Guillaume de SaOuste dUfaFicncli 
poet of Monfort, in Armagnac, died 1500. 

BARTH, John, a native of Dunldrk, wha, by 
his bravery and skill, rose to a high rank In the 
French navy ; he died in 170B. 

BARTHE. Nicholas Thomas, a natlva of 
Marseilles: he was author of seme dramailc 
pieces, and died 1785. 

BARTHELEMI, Nieholaa, a Benaffieiina of 
the ISth century, and author of some devoUoaal 
Latin poema. 

BARTHELEMI, tha Nestor of French llt»* 
rature, and author of the "Travdi of Aaa- 
chanto In Oraace," aad May 4, IW. Putta« 
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Ike dominatiOD of Robespierre, Uke mcMt other 
Ben of learning, he was imprlfloned ; when, 
nocwithscanding hia great age (upwards of 80) 
and infinnideti, instead of sinking ander the ri- 
foar with which he was treated, be eierted blm- 
■elf in consoling bis fellow-suifenirs. Boon al- 
ter the fall of Robesi^erre, he was released, and 
allowed a pension. In the '* Memoirs of the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres," 
are preserved many of Iiis papers, Ulostrating 
Cieek iiteraiure. 

BARTHELEMI DBS MARTTR8, a domini- 
can. of Lisbon, archbishop of Braganza, died 
In 1580. 

BARTHES DE MARMORIONS, Paul Jo- 
seph, a French medical writer, and profef sor 
•f medicine, and chancellor of that faculty, in 
Uie univenity at Montpelier ; be died 1806. 

BARTHIUS, Gaspard, of Brandenburg, an 
degant scholar, and perfect master o( moat for- 
eign laiignagea, died 1658. 

BARTHOLIN, Gaspard, professor of Latin, 
of medicinej and afterwards of divijuty, at Co- 
penba^n, died 1639. 

B.^RTHOLIN, Thomas, son of Gaspard, pro- 
Usmor of mathematics and of anatomy at Co- 
penhagen, oAerwards librarian to the univer- 
attv, and physician to the king of Denmark ; he 
died 16»0. 

BARTHOLIN, Thomas, son of tbe above, 
professor of law and history at Coponbagen, and 
couBsellor to tbe king ; he died in 1690. His 
three brothers were aJso profeflsors of the uni- 
▼ernty of Copenhagen, and their sister was an 
eminent Danish poetess. 

BARTHOLOMEW, St, one of (he apostles, 
who preached liie gospel in Ethiopia, Lycaonia, 
and the Indies. 

BARTHOLOBfEW, the Martyr, a kind and 
beoevuJent Christian, and archbiriiop of Braga, 
died 1590. 

B^^UIjET, John, minister of St. Thomas, 
neaflpceter, and author of some divinity 
indK 



BARTLETT, Josiah, a physician in New- 
Hampshire ; lie was a member of the continen- 
tal coogress from that state, and a signer of tbe 
declaration of independence, and was after- 
wards governor of -the state ; he died 1795. 

B ARTOLI, Cosimo, of Florence, resident of 
dake Coanio at Venice, in the I6th centary. 

BARTOU, Daniel, a Jesuit of Ferrara, set- 
lied at Rome, where he wrote several historical 
works In Italian ; he died in 1G85. 

B ARTOLO, a lawyer of eminence, professor 
of law at Pisa, and counsellor to Charles IV., 
diedlSSO. 

BARTOLOOd, Julius, a cistercian monk, of 
l^ples, and H^rew professor at Rome, died 

BARTOLOZZL Fhmcesco, a very eminent 
engraver, bom at rtorence, in 17%. In 1764 he 
came to England and worked for the prlntsellere, 
paatiealarly Mr. Boydell. In 1769 be was cho 
aen a member of the Royal Academy. The 
■ew mode of stippling, or engraving tn the rod 
chalk manner, now burning fashionable, gave 
BartohMcd ample employment, and he executed 
lo that way many hundreds of prints. The finest 
of an hlfl works, perhaps, are the Marltmron^h 
GaoBt and tbe prints fbr BoydeU's Shak- 
apeare. Inl90ShewenttoLisbon, on an invi- 
tation from tbe prince regent of Portugal, who 
alktwad him a pension; and there he died in 
Man^ 18L5. 

BARTON, Benjamin S., M. D., an eminent 
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physician, of Philadelphia. He was appointed 
professor of natural history and botany, and af- 
terwards of Materia Medica, in the nniver- 
Bity of Pennsylvania, and succeeded Dr. Rush, 
on his death, as professor of the theoiy and 
practice of medicine ; he died in 1815. 

BARTON. Elizabeth, commonly called " The 
holy Maid or Kent,*' was a religious Impostor 
in the reign of Henry VIII., and executed at 
Tyburn, April 00, 1534. 

BARTRAM, John, a distinguished botanist, 
born In Pennsylvania ; he was elected Ameri- 
can botanist to George III., and died in 1777. 
Linncus pronounced nim " the greatest natural 
botanist in the world.'* 

BARUCH, the prophet, the friend of Jere- 
miah, he was author of a nook not received as 
canonical, either by Christians or Jews. He 
went to Babylon with the Israelites in their cap* 
tivlty. 

BAR WICK, John, a native of Westmoreland, 
distinguished for his zeal in the royal cause ; 
and bis attarhment to Charles I. and U. ; he 
was afterwards deaa of Durham and St. Paul's, 
and died 1664. 

BAR WICK, Peter, a brother of the dean, an 
proinent physician ; he supported Hervey's aoc- 
trine of the ciixulation of the blood, and died 
1705. 
B ARZERINL a Mahomedan writer. 
BAS, Le, a French engraver of eminence. 
Idled 1765. 

B.ASCHI, Matthew, founder of a new ordei 
of Franciscan capuchins, died 1SS8. 

BASEDOW, John Bernard, professor of mo- 
ral philosophy, at Soroe, in Denmark, fhom 
which he was expelled for irreligion ; be died 
1790. 

BA8HUYSEN, Henry James Van, prof^ 
sor of ecclesiastical history and the orientol 
languages at Hanan, and afterwards of divinity 
at Beriln, died 1758. 

BASIL, St., bishop of Cesarea, persecuted 
by Valens, for refusing to embrace Arianism, 
Idled 37P. 

BASIL, an Arian, bishop of Aneyra. 
BASIL I., a Macedonian. Being but a com- 
mon soldier, be was taken prisoner by the Bul- 
garians , from whom, however, he Mcaped, and 
solicited alms to support him on a Journey to 
Constantinople, where he became emperw of 
the East. Dreaded by his enemies the fl!araca», 
whom he frequentiv vanquished ; and beloved 
by bia subjects for bis Justice and clemency ; ho 
died in 886. 

BASIL n., emperor of Constant nople. a va- 
piant, but cruel and iahuman prince, dieo 1085. 
BASIL, ain impostor, who disturbed Constaa- 
rinople, by pretending to be Constantine Ducaa, 
for which he was burned alive, after 934. 

BASII<, a physician, who became head of a 
sect called Bogomiles, in Bulgaria, and was con- 
demned for his heresies. 

RASILIDES, a sectary of Alexandria, in tbe 
2d century, who enjoined five years silence on 
liifl followers. 

RASILICES, brother of Verina, the wife of 
TjOo I., emperor of the East ; be seized and re- 
tained the throne a short time, during which the 
valuable library of Constantinople, containing 
fZO.OOO volnnies was burnt ; he (fled 478i 

BASIIiOWITZ. Iwan, a hero, who laid tHo 
foundation of the Russian empire, and first as- 
sumed the name of Cxar, died 1584. 

BABINE, wife of the kh^ of Thuringia, who 
left her husiband to eepouse ChlM' rie I., 4f 
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Rvnee, arStbrivciCisanof liifday;iiiewi 
iBOClrar ni Clorif the Great* 

BA8INCH3TORE, or BA8IN6SL John, sreh 
deacon of Leicester, author of " Sermons,*' 
'* Latin Tranilations from the Greek," 4tc. ; 
he is supposed to have introduced the Greek 
nimeiical figures into England. He died 18S2. 
BABIKK, Isaac, D. D., archdeacon of 
Northumberiand, and chaplain to Charles I.: 
afterwards prebendary of Durham ; he died 
1676. 

BASIRC, James, an eminent English engra 
Ter, bom Oct 6, 1730, died Bept. 6, 1803 He 
was many years engraver to the Royal Society 
and to the Society of Antiquaries. 

B ASKERVILLjS, John, an ngenious English 
letter-founder and printer, famous for the beauty 
and elegance of his typ^ and ediUoos ; bom at 
Wolveriy, in Worcestershire, 1706, died 1775. 

BASKERVILLE, Sir Simon, knight, obtained 
by his skill as a pbvtdcian, in lioudon, distinc- 
tion, the honour or knighthood, and immense 
wealth ; he died 1641. 

BASN AGE, James, a French refugee in Hol- 
land, author of " A History of the Jews,*' died 
1723. 

BASNAGE, Henry, an advocate of the par- 
liament of Rouen, who, upon the proscription 
of the protestants, in France, fled to HoUand, 
where be died, 1710. 

BASNAGE, Benjamin, a protestant, author 
ef a ueatise on the church, and deputy from 
the French churche:} to Scotland, in the reign of 
James VI., died 1653. 

BASNAGE, Anthony, son to the above, mi- 
nister of Bayeux ; he was Imprisoned for his re- 
Hgion at Havre de Grace, and afterwards fled to 
Holland, where he died in 1691. 

BASNAGE, DU FRAQUENAY, Henry, an 
advocate of Bouen, emfaient for eloquence, 
died 1695. 

BASNET|Gdward, dean of St Patrick, in 
Ireland, in 1577, afterwards privy counsellor. 

BAIffi, Edward, D. D., a scholar and divine : 
he was first bishop of Bussachuaetts, and died 
in 1803. 

BA8SAN, Jamea Du Pont, a painter, bom 
1510, in the village of Bassano, in the republic 
•f Venke. He had great success in landscape 
and portraiture ; and has also drawn several 
■icht-ideces ; but it is said he found great difil' 
co!^ in representing feet and hands, and for this 
reason those parts are generally hid in his pic- 
tures. Anibal Caracci, when he went to see 
Bassan, was so fkr decdved by the representa- 
tion of a book, drawn upon toe wall, that he 
went to lay hold of it. The pieces of this painter 
are spread over Europe: he died at Venice, 1598. 

BA88ANDTNE, Thomas, a Scotclunan, 
knowB as a printer, died 1591. 

BASSANI, James Anthony, a Jesuit of Vi- 
cenaa, an eloquent preacher, distinguished by 
Pope Benedict XIV. ; he died in 1747. 

BASSANI, John BaptUte, an admired Italian 
composer in the 1701 centary, master to Corelli. 

B ASSANTIN, James, a Scotchman, who ac- 
quired reputation as a teacher of mathematics at 
Kris, died 1568. 

BASBELtN, a ftiBer, of Vlre. in Normandy, 
In the 15th ceotniy, knownfor his popular songs 
•ndbalUids. 

BASSET, Peter, chamberlain to Henry V.. 
and autiwr of as aaeount of the expeditions of 
Ikatprinca. 

BA88I, Lauim, wife of Joseph Vcrati, was 
faeaoured with the degree of doictor of phitoeo- 
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phy, fivr the great mental acquirements dis- 
played in her lectures on that subject, and dit- 
tingulsbed asposseBSlng every amiable virtue ; 
she died in 1778. 

BASITH, Khaiath, a Mahometan, author of 
a treatise on prayer. 

B ASSOMPIERRE, Francois de, mareehal of 
France, of a distinguished AimUy of LorrainOi 
a courtier and ambassador of Lewis XIH. ; ha 
was confined ten years in the Ba«tUe by the 
duke of Richelieu, during which time he wrote 
his memoirs ; he died in 1646- 

BASSVILLE, Nicholas John Rugon de, am- 
bassador from France to Rome, where he was 
stabbed 1793. 

BASSUEL, Peter, a distinguished suifeon 
and lecturer of Paris, died 1757. 

BASTA, Geoige, known as a warrior in the 
service of the duke of Parma, and afterwavdi 
of the emperor, in Hungary, died 1607. 

BASTARD, Thomas, a poet and preacher of 
England, of consideraUe learning, died 16l8. 

BASTON, Robert, a Carmelite monk, poet 
laiireat, and public orator, at Oxford, died 1310. 

BASTWICK, Dr. John, a physician, who 
was severely fined and imprisoned for his writ« 
ings against the clergy, but during the civil wars, 
recalled to London, and indemnified for his suf- 
ferings. 

BATE, John, D. D., prior of the Carmelites 
at York, distinguished for his learning ; he died 
in 1499. 

BATE, George, phyaician to Charles L, then 
to Oliver Cromwell, and afterwards k> Charles 
II. J he died 1660. 

BATE, Julius, a friend of Hutchinson, author 
of a defence of his svstem, and of some valuablt 
pieces of criticism, died 177L 

BATECUMBE, William, a mathematician 
who lived about 1420. 

BATEMAN, William, bishop of Norwich^ 
and founder of Trinity-nail, CambridttBk also 
ambassador to the court of Rome, died ISB|. 

BATES, William, D. D., chaplain to Charlea 
11., a non-conformist divine of great learning, 
and the intimate friend oi the flist men of tae 
kingdom, died 1690. 

BATHALMIUSI, an eminent Mahomedan 
writer, of the fkmily of All, died 4S1 of the he- 
gira. 

BATHE, Henry de, a jostloe of the common 
pleas, and afterwards chief justice of the King'a 
Bench under Henry III., died 15S61. 

BATHE, William, an Irish Jesuit, rector of 
an Irish scho<ri, at Salamanca, apd a writer on 
music and divinity, died 1614. 

BATHUR8T, Ralph, a Ladn poet, phyaician 
and divine of Trinity College, Oxford, after 
wards dean of Wells, and vice chancellor of th« 
university ; he died 1704. 

BATHURST, Allen, Earl, an English noble- 
man of distinguished abilities, bom November 
16, 1684. To uncommon talents he added manjr 
virtues, Integrity, humanity, and generosity: 
and to these virtues, good breeding, poUteneiay 
andeleaance. His wit, taste, and learning, con- 
nected him with an persons eminent tai that 
way, as Pope, Swift, AddlBon, dec. Be died at 
his seat, near Cirencester, September 16, 1775, 
in his 91st year. 

BATONi, Pompeo, an eminent paintar, of 
Lucca, ennobled or the emperor Joseph, for Ma 
disUngiiiisbed merit. One of his most valuable 
pieces, the death of Mark Antony, la now 
owned in Hartford, Conn. ; he died 1787.

BATTEUX, Charles, a French philosopher, 
prnfeasor of philosophy in the royal college, 
member of ttie Prencb academy, &c., emliieot 
for his eradldon, and bis private vlrtui-s, and 
aatbof of several works on classical literature ; 
ha died 1780. 

BATTIK, Dr. William, a physician of emi- 
nence in UxbT\d%e and London, autiior of seve 
ra] worJM on medical subjects, died 177B. 

BATTISHILL, Jonathan, an erainan^ miisi< 
cal composer, who added to profound know- 
ledge, great taste, and a fine imagination. His 
" iiate of Aberdeen** will be celebrated (among 
muneroos otiier of Us compodtions) as long as 
pare melody shall be admired in Uiis country. 
He was bom in London, May, 1738, and died at 
Idlngion, December 10, 1801. 

BAU.AB, a teapied Mahomedan, died 413 of 
the hecira. 

BACDELOT DE DAIBVAL, Charles Casear, 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, died 1723. 

BAUDBT, Stephen, an eminent Fi«neli en- 
grarer, of Blois, died 1671. 

BAUDIER, Michael, a native of Languedoc, 
historiographer of France under Louis XV. 

BAUDIN, Peter Cliartes Lewis, a native of 
Sedan, a member of tlie French national asseni' 
My, and of tho convention. He was a man of 
Craat drmneas and moderation, and died 1790. 

BAUDIUS, Dominique, a native of Lisle, and 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, author of 
•ome Latin poems, and died 1613. 

BAUDOIN, Benedict, a divine of Amiens, 
atatlior of a dissertation <m the shoes of the an- 
cients, in 1615. 

B AUDORI, Joseph du. a native of Vanncs ; 
cdttCAied among the Jesutu, died 1749. 

BAUDOT, de JuUii, Nicholas, of Vendome, 
A hunoricnl writer of some merit, died 1750. 

B AU D AL'IN, emperor of Constantinople, vid. 
BALDWIN. 

' B AUDi>U!N, John, a soldier in the armies of 
Prance, and translator of Saliost, Tacitus, fcc. 
died 1650. 

BAUDRAND, Micb. Anton, an eecleslaatic, 
of Paris, anther of a '* Dictlonatre Geograph- 
ique** of mrrit, died 1700. 

BAUDRICOURT, Jean de, a mareehal of 
France, distinguidied under Charies VUI. at tlie 
«>nqaest of Inqilea. His father introduced 
futious maid of Orieans on the public stage. 

BAUHINU3, John, a physician of Amiens, 
afterwards of great expectation at Basil, died 

ja». 

BAUHINUS, John, son of the preceding, 
pimieian to the duke of Wirtemburg, a medi- 
cal writer at Basil, died 1613. 

BAITHINUS, Caspar, professor of botany at 
Basil, and phndciaatotheduka of Wirtembutg, 
died IBM. 

B AULDRI, Pnvl, a native of Rouen, profea- 

t of eaerod bistoty at Utrecht, died Ytw. 

BAULOT, or BEAITLIBU, James, who tra- 
throagta Barope aa a Uthotomist. and 
operated with great success. The city of Am- 
aterdam had a medal struck in IwnottT of this 
MdMBe imb; Im dtod 1790. 
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BAUMB. James Francis de la, canon of a 
rhurch at Avignon, author of a poem called the 
Ichristiade, died 1727. 

BAUME, Nicholas Augusta de la, a mareelal 
hf France, who served in Germany with great 
reputation, died 1716. 

BAUME, James de ia, a Jesuit of Paris, di«d 
1725. 

BAUMER, John William, professor of medi- 
cine at Erfurt, and a writer on the natural his- 
tory of tbe mineral kingdom, died 17^ 

B AUM6ARTEN, Alexander GottUeb, prona- 
tor of philosophy at Halle, and afterwards aft 
Frankfort, died 1776. 

B Al JR, John William, a painter and angraver 
of Stra«burg, died 1640. 

BAUR, Frederick WilUam Von, a Hessian 
boldicr in the pay of Britain, made a general and 
ennobled by Frederick U. of Prussia, and after- 
wards an able engineer and mechanic in the 
[service of Russia ; be died 1783. 

BAUSCH Abu Oiafar, a Mahomedan writer, 
}died 546 of the hegira. 

BAUSSIRI, a Mahomedan poet, highly M- 
jteemed by the followers of MahomeC 

BAUTRU, a celebrated wit, and one of the 
firet members of the French academy, was born 
at Paris, in 1588, and died there in 1665. Ooce, 
wlien he was in Spain, having been to see the 
famona libriuy of tlie Escurial, where tie found 
a very ignorant librarian, the king of Spain 
asked him what he bad remarked. To whom 
Bautni replied, that " the library was a very 
tfiue one ; but your mi^esty (adds be) should 
make your librviao treasurer of your finances." 
" Why so ?'* " Because (says Bautru) he nev( 
touches what he is entrusttid witb.'* 

BAUVES, Jamec de, advocate of the parlia- 
ment of Paris, in tho 17th century. 

BAUVIN, John Gregory, a native of Arres, 
eminent for bis knowledge of belles letdresi 
died in 1778. 

BAUX, WiOlam de, prince of Orange, with 
the title of king of Aries and Vienna, murdered 
at Aviipnon, in 1218. 

BAWDWEEN,WiUlam,vlcarof Hooten Pag- 
nell, near Doncaater, died Sept. 14, 1816. Thife 
gentleman was an excellent Saxon seholar, and 
translated vols. I. and 11. of that valuable na- 
tional record, Domesday Book, which was pub- 
lished by a vote of the British parliament. He 
proposed to print the whole in 10 vols. 4to ; and 
the remaining 8 vols, are said to be prepared for 
the pr ows. H e left a widow amd twelve children. 

BAXTER, Richard, an eminent nonconform- 
ist divine, was born Nov. 13, 1615, at Rowton, 
near High Ercal, in Shropaliire, and died 1601* 
He wrote a vast number of books ; Mr Long, 
Bxcter, says 80; Dr Calamy, 190 ; but the 
author of a note in tbe Bioeraphia Britannica 
telte us tJiat he had seen 145 cUstinct treatises of 
Mr. Baxtcr*a; hb practical works have been 
published in four vols, folio. Bishop Burnet, la 
tho history of hisown timse, calls him " a man 
of great piety; and says, " that if be had not 
meddled with too many things, he would have 
been esteemed one of the most learned men of 
Uie age ; that he had a moving and patheiical 
way of writing ; and was, bis whole Life long, 
a man of great zeal and much simplicity ; but 
was unhappily subtle and meiaphyncal in everjr 
thing. ^ , 

BAXTER, Andrew, a writer In metaptaysifil 
and natural philoifophy. bom In 1686, at Aber- 
deen, where be received his educadoo at Klng*f 
iCoUege. BSi principal employiiMBt w thai 
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of a private tutor. His celebrated work, " An 
Inqun-y into Uie Niuure of the Human Soul," 
TYufint publibhed in 4to, and tmn been several 
times reprinted. Bistiop Warburton calls it 
** tJbe moat finished book of the kind that tbf' 
present times have produced." Baxter drew 
up for the use of his pupilSf a piece entiUed 
" Hatho ; siva Cosmocheoria Puerllus, Dialo- 
ms,* * &c. which he afterwards greatly enlarged, 
and pubUshed in English, 8 vols. 8vo., 1745. H« 
died 111 1750, after bearing with the gieaiest for- 
titude a complication or the most painful dis- 

onlera* 

BAXTER, William, an eminent critic and 

Kmmarian. nephew to the foregoing, bom at 
nlugany, In Shropshire, 1650. died 1723. He 
published excellent editions or " Anacreon' 
and " Horace,** was author of a " Latin Gram 
mar.** 1679, and of a Glossary of the Roman 
Antiquities,*' which, however, goes no farther 
than tlie letter A, and was printed 17S6. 

BATARD, James A., a native of Delaware, 
was a representative, and afterwards a senator 
In congress from that state. In 1813 he was ap^ 
pointed one of the minlflters who negotiated the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain at Ghent ; 
subsequent to which, be was sent as minister 
to the court of 8t. Petersburc. He returned tu 
the United States, and died in I8I5. 

BAYARD, John, speaker of tha house of as- 
sembly In Maryland, wan a member of the old 
congress, 1785 ; he died 1807. 

BAYARD, Le Chevalier, acdebraled French 
warrior, called The knight without fear or re- 
proach, slain at the niege of Rebec, 1594. 

BAYER, Tbeophilus Sigfred, a G(>rman who 
assiduously devoted hiinjielf to ancient and mo- 
dem languafies. and was professor of Greek and 
Roman Antiquities at Petersburg, died in 1738 

BAYEUX, N., an advocate and poet of Caen, 
translator of Ovid, executed during the French 
revolution. 

RAYI^E, Peter, author of the Historical and 
Critical Dictionary, was born, Nov. 18, 1647, at 
f.^arla, a small town in the county of Foix, and 
was a most laborious and indefatigable writer. 
In one of his letters to Des Maiseaux, he says, 
that nnce his 90th year he hardly remembers to 
have had any leisure. He died theSRth of De- 
cember,1706, after he had been writing the great 
est part of die day. Aroons the produetioiu-- 
wbich do honour to the age of LewlnXIV., Mr. 
Voltaire has not omittetl tine " Critical Dictiona- 
ly** of our author : " It Is the first work of the 
kind (says he) in which a man may leam to 
think.*' He was a man of brilliant parts and 
acute intellect; but his religious principles sa- 
vour of Infidelity. 

BAYLE, Francis, professor of medicine at 
Toulouse, died in 1709. 

BAYLEY, Anselm, L. L. D., an English di 
vine, minor canon of St Paul's and Westmin- 
ster Abbey, and sub-dean of the chapel royal, 
author of several theological works, died in 
1794. 

BAYLEY, Lewis, author of that most mp 
morable book, entitfed, " The Practice of Piety ' ' 
He was born at Caermarthen, in Wales, edn- 
eated at Oxford, made mlairterof Evesham, In 
Worcestershire, about 1611, became a chaplain 
to king James, and was promoted to the see 
«f Bangor, in 1610. His book is dedicated " to 
the high and mighty prince Charles, prince of 
Wales:** and the author tells his highness, that 
"he had endeavoured to extract out of the chaos 
•f endless controvaiiles, the old practice ttf true 
80 



piety, which flourished before th««e controver- 
sies wers hatched.*' The design was good; 
and the reception this book has met with may 
be known from the astonishing number of its 
editions. This prelate died in 1634. 

BALEY, Matthias, remarkable for longevity ; 
he was baptised, and died, In North Canriina, In 
1780, aged 136. 

BAYLY, Thomas, sub-dean of Wells, died a 
catholic on the continent, in the time of Charles L 

BAYLY, Nathan, author of an English dic- 
tionarv, and of some grammatical woriis. 

BAYN ARD, Anne, a lady of great literal^ 
and scientific acquirements, died In 1697. 

BA YNE8, Sir Thomas, knight, a pbysiciaa, 
professor of music at GfMham college, died In 
1681. 

BAYNES, John, a native of Yorkshire, dis- 
tinguished for his Intense application to study, 
and his attachment to liberty, died in 1787. 

BAZIRE, Claude, a native of Dijon, raised, 
by the French revolution, fVom obscurity to in- 
famous celebrity. He proposed in the conven- 
tion, a law fixing a price on the luad of La 
Fayette ; guillotined with Danton, in 1794. 

BAZZAZ, a Mahomcdan theological writer. 

BE, Guillaume C, an engraver and letter 
founder, at Troyes and at Venice, where be ac- 
quired both reputation and wealth ; he died In 
idyt). 

BEACH, John, an episcopal writer, and a 
mis.«ionary at Reading, Conn. 

BEACON, Tiiooias, an English divine, pro 
bendary of Canterbury under Elizabeth. 

BEALE, Mary, a portrait painter in the reltn* 
of Charles II., was bom in Bulfolk, 1633. In 
the manuscripts of Mr. Oldys, she is celebrated 
for her poetry, as well as for her painting ; anH 
is styled " that masculine poet, as well as painter 
the incomparable Mrs. Beale.** She died I>e 
ccmber 38, 1697. 

BEARD, John, a very eminent and populai 
singer on the English stage ; married, first, hidy 
Henrietta, relict of Lord Edward Herbert, and 
only daughter of Lord Waldegrave ; secondly, 
a daoffliter of Mr. Rich, patentee of Covent Gar- 
den Theatre. He then became one of the pro- 
prietors, and acting manaeer of that house, ai^ 
continued to perform till dlsnu^ifled by the kisa 
of his hearitig. He died in his 75th year, Feb- 
raary 5, 1791. 

BEATON, or BETON. David, archbishop of 
8l Andrews, in Bcotlana, and cardinal of tha 
Roman church, bora 1494, lost bis life by th« 
hands of Norman Lesiy , cklest son of the earl of 
Rothes, about the year 1546. This famous nre- 
late was a man of great iiaris, but of bonnalcsa 
pride and ambition, and withal an eminent in- 
stance of the instability of what the world calia 
fortune. 

BEATON, James, nephew of the archbishop 
of the same name, and bishop of Glasgow at 
25, autlmr of a manuscript history of Scotland, 
died in 1603. 

BEATRIX, daughter of the count of Buipm- 
dy, and wife of the emperor Frederick I., 1156. 

BEATRIX, of Provence, daughter of Ray- 
mond, count of Provence, wife of Charles, son 
of Lewis Vni. of France, afterwards king of 
Naples and Sicily, dif>d at Nooera. 

BEATSON, Robert. L. L. D., an iadefktlga- 
ble compiler, author of " a Political Index to the 
Histories of Groat Britain and Ireland,'* and of 
se\^eral other works, died 1818. 

BE ATTIE, Dr. James, an insreaious poet and 
miaceUaneoua writer, been is Kincardomfalra . 
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Boolland, 173!^ wu many yean a schoolmaster 
St Aberdeen; but at langth promoted to the 
cbair of Moral PbUoaopby aud Logic in the Ma- 
riKiial OoUece. His principal poeinti are, ** Tb« 
JttdgiiMnt of Paris," 4to.. 1765. '< The Miu- 
drd,'' 4IO., 1770, 1774. '' llie Hermit," a lieau- 
ttfni aong, and many odes and eiegiea. Besides 
ttaeae, be was author of " An Essay on the Im- 
matabiiily of Truth, in opposition to Sophistry 
aad SeepliciMn,'* 4to., 1777 ; " Dissertations 
Moral and Critical^" 4to., 1793 ; " Evidences 
of tlie Ghristiaii RoiigioD, briefly and plainly 
•laied/* 8vo., 1786: and *' Elements of Moral 
Science,'* 9 vote. 6vo., 1790, 1793. His prose 
writinga dis^y good sense, extensive know- 
ledge, And able reasoning ; his versincatioii is 
eteant He died at Aberdeen, August 18, 1803. 

BEATTIE, James Hay, son of the poet, a 
man of eminent talents, who iiras, at the age of 
19, appointed asststant professor of moral phi 
laaopliy and kcic at the Mariscbal College of 
Abcrdeen^ied 17901 

BEATuB, Rfaenanna, a classical scholar and 
mritar of Bbelnach, died in 1547. 

BSAU, John Lewis te, a learned academi- 
cian and professor of Paris, died in 1766. 

BEAU, Charles le, brother of the preceding, 
was also an eminent scholar, and professor of 
belles lectres at Paris, and author of a history of 
the lower empire, in 2S vols. ; he died in 1778. 

BBAUCAIRB DE PEQUILLON, Francois, 
insbiicter of Cardinal Charles de Lorraine, aud 
bhiiop of Metz, died in 1591. 

BEAUCHAM, Richard, Earl of Warwick, 
distbigoistaed as a brave general, died in Nor- 
mandy, in 1439. 

BEAUCH AMPS, Pierre Francois Godard de, 
•a eminent French writer, died at Paris, In 1761. 

BEAUCH AMP, Joseph de, acelebrated French 
aatioDomer, bom at Vezoul, in 1753, entered, in 
1787, into the order of Bernardines, and took his 
depflurtnra for Asia, in 1781, with his uncle, who 
was appointed bishop of Bal^ion. In this voy- 

Si he steered his course along the Tigris and 
pbrates, from Diabekir to the Persian Gulph, 
aad made a collection of medals, inscriptions, 
and designs of the monuments of ancient Baby- 
lon, as w^l aa Arabic manuscripts, which he 
presented to the Abbe Barthclemy. In 1787, he 
made a second vovage upon the Caspian Sea ; 
in the course of whidfi heobeerved the most im- 
portant eclipse of the moon of which the history 
of ascronemy preserves any remembrance. lii 
179S, be made a third voyage ; aud through the 
means of Yolney, he was appointed consul at 
Maacale, In Arabia; at which place, however, 
be never arrived, beinx taken ny the English. 
The peace having at length given him his Ubcr- 
ly, be arrived sick at Nice, where be died on the 
Ifllh of November, 1801, at the moment when 
Buonaparte had appointod him commissary- 
genetal at Lisbon. 

BEAUCH ATEAU, Franc. Matthleu Chatelet 
de, autiiOT of several admired poems, supposed 
w lurve died in Persia. 

BEAVER, John, a Benedictine monk of West- 
minster Abbey, author of a manuscript chronicle 
oT tlM aiTairtf of Britain to bis own time, in the 
14tb century. 

BEAUFlLS, Ooinaume, a Jeauitof Aoveipie, 
eminent aa a preaeber and a man of literature, 
diedialTSa 

BEAUFORT, Maxguet, daughter of John, 
duke of Somerset, and mother of Henry VII., 
died hi 1509. She founded Chrltt'fl, and St. 
JobB'i Ooil«cei Cambridfffk 
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BEAUFORT, Henry, brotlicr of Henry IV 
of EritfJand, was tjucccbNivuly bisliop of Lincoln 
and VVinchester, cljaiicollor of England, ambas- 
sador to Fiance, cardiiiaJ, and pope's legate in 
Germany : he Uieil in J 447. 

BEAUFORT, Francois, Vendome due de, a 
native of Paris, conspicuous in the civil wars 
lot courting the good will of the populace, diud 
in 1G69. 

BEAUFORT, Lewis de, a learned man, au- 
thor of the history of Genuanicus, Ice, died in 
1795. 

BEAULIEU, John Baptiste Allaisde, a wri- 
tini;-master of celebrity in Paris, lived about 
16dl. 

BEAULIEU, Sebastian Pontault de, an engi- 
neer, who drew, and had engraved, the sieges 
aud military campaigns of Lewis XIV. ; he>ditd 
in 1674. 

BEAtJLIEU,Loulp le Blanc de, theological pro- 
fessor of Sedan, died in 1075. 

BEAULIEU, N. Baron de, commander of 
the Austrian armies in Italy, opposed aud con- 
quered by Buonaparte, died' about 1796. 

BEAUMANOIR, Jean de, called marechal 
dc Lavardin, rose by 2iis merit to high military 
dimities, died in 1614. 

BEAUMARCHAIS, Peter Augustin Caron de, 
an eminent French dramatist, bom at Paiid, 
1732, and bred a watch-maker, died at Paris, of 
apoplexy. May, 1799. 

BEAUME, Antony, a native of Senlis, and 
a distinguished French cbymist, was a member 
of the academy of sciences, and of tlie national 
institute, died in 1805. His writings are nu- 
merous and valuable. 

HEAUMELLE, Laurent Angllviel de la, a na- 
tive of France of great literary reputation, li- 
brarian to the king, and a respectable writer, 
died in 1773. 

BEAUMONT, Sir John, a poet of some emi- 
nence, descended from an ancient family at 
Grace-Dieu, in Leicestershire, was bom 1583. 
His "Bosworth Field,*' Mr. Headly tells us, 
merits a republication, for the ea«y flow of ita 
numbers, and the spirit with which it is written. 
It was ftrat published by his son, toffetlier with 
tlie rest of his poems, in 12mo, 10^. He was 
created a baronet by king Charles, in 1636, and 
died two years after. 

BEAUMONT, Francis, brother of the fore- 
going, a celebrated dramatic writer, born at 
(<race-Dieu, in Leicestershire, about the year 
1586, died in 1615^ before he was 30 years of 
age, and was buried in the entrance of Sl Be- 
nedict's chapel , within St. Peter's, Westmin- 
ster. Beside the plays in which he was jointly 
concerned with Fletcher, he wrote a little dra- 
matic piece, sufid other poems, printed together 
in 1653, 8vo. Beaumont waa esteemed so good 
a judgeof dramatic composition, that Ben Jon- 
son submitted his writings to his correction, and, 
it is thought, was much indebted to him for tlie 
contrivance of bis plots. Every thing respect- 
ing this poet, that could be collected by tlie mtmt 
diui^nt research, will be found in Mr. Nichols 
valuable " History of Leicestershire." 

BEAUMONT, Joseph, regius professor of di* 
vinity at Cambridge, and author of Psyche, and 
other poems, died in 1699. 

BEAUMONT DE PEREFTX, Hardonln, arch- 
bishop of Paris, preceptor to Lewis XIv., and 
aiuhor of a valuable history of Henry IV. ; 
died in 1670. 

BEAUMONT,Mad. le prinrc dc,n lively wrifor 
of romances, letters, memoirs, &c. died in 178(X

BEAURAIN, Jean de, a native of Artois, 
knows as a negotiator and i^eograpber ; made 
geographer to Lewis XV., at the age of 35 ; be 
died in 1771. 

BEAURIETT, Gaspard GuiUard dc, a French 
writer, died in 1795. 

BEAV60BRE, Isaac de, a very learned di 
vine and ecclesiaetical writer, of French origi 
nal, bora at Niort, March 8, 1650, died June 5, 
1T38. 

BEAUSOBRE, Louis de, a native of Berlin, 
distinguished for his literature and as the friend 
of the Prussian monarch ; he died in 17B3. 

BEAUVAIS, Guillaume, of Dunkirk, author| 
of a hisiory of the Roman emperors by medals, 
died 1773. 

BEAUVAIS,CharIe8 Nicolas, of Orleans, dis 
Ungttished as a physician, and as a violent and 
■editiouB member of the national assembly ,died 
to 1704.

BECCADELLl, Lewis, a native of Bologna, 
anbasaador at Venice, preceptor to Ferdinand, 
son of the duke of Tuscany, and archbishop of 
Ragiisa ; be died in 1572. 

BECCADELLL Antonio, a native of Paler 
mo, professor of Dellcs lettres at Pavia, was 
crowned with the poetic laurel by the emperor 
Bigismond, and ennobled by Alphonso Ituig of 
Naples J he died in 1471.

BECKER, John Joarbim, phyateian to tbe 
electors of Mentx and Bavaria ; his dlscoveriea 
ill chymistryand mechanics were numerous and 
important ; he died in 168S. 

BECKER, Daniel, physician lo tbe elector of 
Bramlcnburg, died at Koaigsburg, liis native 
city, in 1760. 

BECKET, Thomas, archbishop of CanteitM- 
ry, in the reign of Henry II., was bom in Lon- 
don, 1119, and assassinated in the cathedral 
r liurch of Canterbury, on the 89th of DMembef) 
1171. The miracles said to be wrought at hia 
lorob were so numerous, that we are told two 
iaige volumes of them were kept in that church. 
His shrine was visited from all parts, and en- 
riched with the most costly gifts and olferingi. 
Though canonized, however, he was, in truth, 
memorable only for his pride, insolence, and in- 
gratitude to his sovereign, Henry H., to whieb 
he fell a fsacrifice. 

BECKFORD, William, a patriotic chief ma- 
gifltrate of the city of London, who died in that 
oflice, with which he had been for the second 
time invested, June 31, 1770, aged 65. He show- 
ed himself llie steadfast friend of his king and 
country, and was the only man of hie time wlio, 
with firmness, yet with humility ,dared tell a kmg 
upon his throne (siurrounded l^ his courdere} 
tlie plain aiul honest trutli ; whereby he vindi- 
cate the loyalty, while he evinced the inde- 
pendent spirit of the city of London. Convinced 
that our liberties belong to posteritv a* weU 
as to ouradves, he resolved that the share com- 
mitted to hia trustahould not expire in liis hands. 
As a citizen, he was eminently endowed with 
the virmcs of humanity and afiabUlty ; as a sena- 
tor, (member for London,) watchnil over tb« 
rignts of the peopla ; and at a magistrate, unre- 
mittingly active In seeing those rights legally 
executed. That bis character mlglit be ever 
held in the most honourable and grateful re- 
membrance, tbe ewporation erected liis statue 
in their Guildhall, and recorded in the inscrip- 
tion the magnanimous speedi which he is said 
to have addressed to tbe king in vindication of 
tlie people's right to remonstrate to the throne. 

BECKINGHAM, Charies, an eminent dra- 
matic writer ; two of his pieces, Henry IV. of 
France, and Bclnio Africanus, were highly ap- 
plauded ; he died ia 1730. 

BECKINGTON, Thomas, Mabop of Bath 
and WellSjin the 15th century. 

BECQUBT, Anthony, a Celestlne monk, a 
man of learning, who wrote tbe liistoiy of bit 
order, and died in 1730.

BEGUILLET, Edmund, advocate of the par- 
liament of Dijon, autiior of a trcatii^e on agri- 
culture, died iu 1786. 

BEHAIM, Martin, of Nuremberg, a man of 
strong powers of mind, who formed the first 
idea of a new world. He is said to have actu- 
ally sailed on a vovaae of discovery, in 1460, 
and to have vLnited the Brazils, and on his return 
to tukvc constructed a globe, Ulustrative of his 
voyage, which Is still to oe seen at Nuremberg. 
This however Is not well authenticated ; he 
died at Liaiion, in 1M6. 

BEHN, Aphra. a celebrated English poetess 
in the reign of Charles 1. and II. She wrote 17 
plays, some histories and novels ; she died AprU 
16^ 1689. and was buried in the cloisters of Wesb 
mmster Abbey. Her works arc extremely witty, 
but not remarkably chaste.

BEL, Mathias, an ecclesiastic, of Hungary, 
ennobled by Charles VI. for his literary worlta. 
died in 1749. 

BEL, Charles Andrew, son of the {Mreeedlnc.

counsellor of state, died in 1782. 

BELCAMP, Joim Van, a Dutch painter, died 
in 1653. 

BELCHER, Samuel, a good scholar, and firrt 
minister of Newbury, Massachuaetts, died after 
tlie year 1713. 

BELCHER, Jonathan, governor or Massa- 
chusetts and New-Hampshire, In 1730, after- 
wards governor of New-Jersey, died in 1757. 

BELCHER, Jonathan, son of Governor Bel- 
cher, lieutenant governor of Nova Scotia, after- 
wards chief Justice of that province ; be died In 
1T?8. 

BELCHIER, John, an eminent Engliab sur- 
geon and anatomist, bom at Kingston, Surrey, 
1706, died 1785, equally beloved for his bumanl 
ty, and respected for his skill. 

BELESIS, a Chiddean, made gpyemor of 
Babylon by Arbaces, king of Media, 770 B. C. 

BELGRADE, James, a Jesuit, bom at Udina, 
eminent as a poet, mathematician, and anti- 
quary, died in 1789. 

BELIDOR, Bemard Forest de, an eminent 
French engineer, profeasor of the academies of 
.Paris and BerUn. died in 1761. 
1 BELING, Richard, a native of the county of 
iDnbliji, a catholjc, and 9 leading oflicer m the 
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febolUon of 1641, aftervrardi reconciled to go- 
Ternment, and restored to bis estates, died in 
1677. 

BELISARIUS, a famous Boman general on 
der the emperor Justinian, memorable for bis 
•ignal and momentous victories, but still more 
■o for liis misfortunes ; being dismissed from all 
liis empioynients by bis ungrateful master, and 
reduced to beg alms at ibe gates of Constanti- 
Bonle. He died 563. 

BELKNAP, Jeremy, minister In Dorer, N. B., 
and aftervards of a church in Boston, was author 
of a history of New-Hampshire, and au Ameri- 
ca biograpliy. He was one of the foundera of 
the Mass. His. Soc, and died in 179H. 

BKLL, Beaupr6, a distinguished antiquarian, 
of Norfolk, £ng., died at an early age ; the pre- 
cise time unknown. 

B£L,L, WUliaro, D. D., an Ensllsb divine, was 
Chaplain lo Amelia, daughter of George II., and 
prebendary of WestminHter Abbey; he died iu 
1816. He gave 15.000Z. to the rniversity of 
Cambridge, lowara ruundins scholarships for 
the orphan sons of indigent clergymen. 

BELL, John, an eminent surgt'on of Edin- 
burgh, died at Rome. April 15, I8!ii0 ; leaving 
uany valuable works on anatomy and surgery. 
BELLAMONT, Richard, earl of, governor 
of New York, Massachusetts, and New- Hamp- 
shire. During his admiuistration, Captain Kidd 
was sent to Englaud for trial. He died in 1701. 
BELLAMY, Thomas, of Kingston-upon- 
Thames, atier being encaged in trade in Lon- 
don 20 years, reliuquishtid business for literary 
pursuits, and published "Sailaski," a novel, 
and several other works ; he died 1800. 

BELLAMY, Joseph, D. D., a divine of New 
England, settled in Bethlehem, 1740, a teacher 
of candidates for the ministry, and distinguished 
for several religious works. 

BELLARMIN, Robert, an Italian Jestiit, and 
one of the most celebrated controversial writers 
of his time, born in Tuscany. 1542, died 1691. 

BELLA Y, William du, an able French gene- 
ral and negotiator in the service of the king of 
France, afterwards viceroy of Ftedmoni, died in 
1543. 

BELLA Y, Jolm da, Msbop of Bayonne and 
of Paris, was engaged as a negotiator between 
Henry VIIL of England and the pope, with re- 
spect to his divorce ; be was afterwards a car- 
dinal, and died at Rome, in 1560. 

BELLA Y, Martin da, a faithful and saocese- 
Ail agent of Francis I. of France, died in 15S9. 
BELLA Y, Joachim du, a French poet, born 
la the vear 15Q4, of a ooble family. The sweet- 
ness of his verse procured him the name of the 
French Ovid. He was the patron of the cele 
brated Rabelais, and died ai Rome, 1560. 

BELLE, Etienne de la, an artist in engraving 
and drawing, died at Florence, in 1664.

BELOE, William, an estimable divine, critic, 
and miscellaneous writer, and for several years 
one of the librarians of the British museum, was 
bmn at Norwich, and died at Kensington, April 
II, 1817, in his 60th year. His works ore very 
numerous ; bat those by which be moot distin- 
guished himself were, " A Translation of Hero* 
dotus,** another of *' Aulus Gellius," and "Anec- 
dotes of Literature and Scarce Books,** 6 vols.

1790, lie was constantly visiting his poor flock, 
to whom he became a physician and an almo- 
ner, as well as a spiritual director. He died 
1755, with the blessings of all good men apon 
him. 

BELUS, founder of the Babylonian empltc^

at<;reatiitaikeId,inCuniberland, 1(](W, and died 
1763. In 174U he became colleague with Dr 
Lardiier, at (^nitchcd Friars, and, on his death, 
had tlie sole paatorsliip Intrusted to him. Of bin 
writhigB, tJie principal are " A Defence of the 
Reasonableness of Prayer ;'* *' An Illusiralion 
of such of St. PauPs Epistles as Mr. Locke had 
not Explained ;'* " A History of the First Plant- 
ing of Christianity," 3 vols.

BENTHAM, Edward, an English divine, 
professor of divinity at Oxford, died in 1776. 

BENTHAM, James. |irobendary of Ely, and 
rector of Bow Brickhili, in the county of Buck- 
faigbam, well known in the leamod world as 
autlior of ** The History and Antiquities of the 
Conventual and Cath^ral Church of Ely;** 
he w»> born in Ely, 1718, and died Nov. 17, 1794. 

BENTICK, WilUam, first eari of Portiandjj 
ihe early and devoted Mend of William of] 
Oi ange, came with lilm to FA^land, and was by 
him ennobled; he died in 1709. 

BENTICK, William Henry Cavendish, third

BENTIVOGLIO, Hercules, distin^ished as 
a poet, was a native of Bologna, esteemed and 
patronised by the duke of Ferrara, his*relaxion, 
died in 1583. 

BENTLET, Richard, an eminent critic and 
divine, born at Wakefield, Yorkshire, in 1662, 
died 1742. His literary character is known in 
all parts of Europe wherever learning Is known. 
tn nis private character, he was hearty, sin- 
cere, and warm tn his friendships ; loved hos- 
pitality and respect ; and In conversation, he 
tempered the hard-mouthed severity of tbe critic 
with aneculiar strain of vivacity and pleasantry 
BENTLET.Thoma8,nephew to the preceding,, 
author of " The Wishes,'* a comedy, and otherj 
diamatic nieces, died 17B3.

4«o ; bur a 
good abstract of it will be found in Mr. Chal* 
mer's Biographical Dictionary, 38 vols. 6vo. 
Our limits preclude even an analysis of it. 

BENZELIUS, Eric, an obscure native of 
West (jothlanil,wlio, by his great merit, became 
tutor to the sons of the chancellor of Sweden, 
and archbishop of Upsal ; tie died in 1709. 

BENZIO. Trifone, an elegant Italian poet 
called by his cotemporaries the ^otiMteB of 
Rome , he died about 1570. 

BEOTEO, Angelo, sumamed Ruzzante, « 
poet, horn at Padua, died in 154a. 

BkR AULD, Nicolas, a native of Orieans. of 
the 16th centurr, eminent for his great learning, 
and his acquaintance with Erasmus and other 
learned men. 

BERCHET, Peter, a French paiRtcr, died in 
1790. 

BERCHSUE, Peter, a benedietlne, translator 
of Uvv, by ordar of king John of France, died 

BERENGARIUB, Jacobus, a suigaoo, emi- 
nent for an original mode of practice, in parti- 
cular cases, died In 1597. 

BEREKGER, arclideacon of Angeit, diod in 
1088. 

BEREN6BRJ, son orEberaid,duke of Frtulo, 
caused himself to be proclaimed king of Italy, 
and afterwards emperor 6f Germany ; be wia 
opposed by riyals during his reign, and finally 
assassinated in 934. His grandson, Beranger U.. 
kbig of Italy, died in 96£ 

BERENGER, Peter, a discipla of Abelard. 
and opposer of St. Bernard. 

BERENICE, daughter of the king of Jodea, 
and wife of Polemon, king of Cilicia. 

BERENICItJB, a knife grinder and chimney 
sweep, in Holland, 1670, wonderful for his re- 
tentive memory. He could repeat by taevt 
Virgil, Horace, Homer, Aristophanes^ Cicero, 
and could translate, extra^pore, Into Latin and 
Greek. 

BERBTDf, Peter, a native of Toacany, ead- 
nent as a painter, died in 1689. 

BERG, Matthias Vanden, a painter, the dii- 
ci^e of Rubens, died in 1687. 

BERG, John Peter, a divine, bom at BremcB, 
died in 1800. 

BERGAMO, James Philip de, an Augusdaa 
monk, author of a Latin chronicle of the woiM, 
from the creation to his own time, 1434. 

BERGHEM, Nicolas, a painter of Haeriem, 
died in 1684. 

BERGEER, Nicolas,historiograpberof Franee, 
and author of a history of tbe great roadsof tlia 
Roman empire, died in 16S3. 

BERGIER. Nicolas Sylvester, a principal of 
the college of Besaneon, professor of theotoQr. 
and canon of Paris cathedral ; and had he cImh 
sen, might have obtained bl^r prafermenta ; 
he died in 1790. 

BERGLER, Etienne, a learned Gerauui eii- 
tic of the 16tb ccntary; he dleda MatoonwCaii, 
In Tnrkev. 

BERGMAN, Torbern, a distinguiiliad fty- 
siclan and ehymist, of Sweden, amrwards pro- 
fessor of muhematies and naturd nhilosratar, 
and reetar of tfw olvanlty M Vfaal, dlad DM 
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tiiem«ilc8 and natural phihwopbjr, and rector 
«f the uniTerahy ai Ufnal, died in 1784. 

BEKIG ARD. Claude, profeeior of pbUoMpliy 
at Pailua and Pisa, di«d in 1663. 

BEKWO, Vitw, profeaor at Copenbaien, 
historiogTapber to tbe king, and eminent aa a 
Latin imetf in the ITth century. 

B£RINtf, Vhtts, a native of Denmark, and 
commodore in tlie aervice of Rumia. He was 
employed in exploring tbe aortb coasa of Ame- 
rica, wbere be aled, after having made some bn- 
portant dijcoTerlea. Bering's island and strait, 
deriTc the name fh>m blm. 

BERKELEY, Dr. George, tbe learned and 
tngL*nious bishop of Cloyne, in Ireland, was bom 
in diat kio'/dcmi, at Kileria, near Tbomastown, 
the I Seta of March, 1694, and died Jan. 14, 1753. 
Tne eicelleiice of his moral character la con- 
aptcnoua In bis writin^i, which were chiefly in 
defence of tbe Cbriatian religion againat Athe^ 
iflts and InddelsL Hia pbilosopbical discoveries, 
panicnJarly of the medical virtnes of tar-water, 
were of great service to mankind. Dr. B. was 
certainly a very amiable, as well as a very great 
man ; and Pope is scarcely thought to have said 
too much when he ascribes to 
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Berkeley every virtue under Heav'n." 



I BERNARD, Bir Thomas, a phUanthroplft, 
bom at Lincoln, 1750. He was bred to the law, 
and In 1795 was appointed treasaiar to the 
Fonndllng Hospltai; the eatatea baiongtaig to 
which, were vastly improved by his manan- 
menu He Was tbe chief ioatitntor of " Toe 
iSociety for bettering tbe condition of the Pooc.*' 
He aJao promoted various other aoclebea and 
charities, particularty the Roval Institutimi, tha 
British Gallery, tee. &c., and died at Leamiiif- 
toh^ Spa, Warwickshire, 1818. 

BERNARD, of Menthon, an ecclesiastic af 
Savoy, founder of two monasteries in the pass- 
es of the Alps, for tlie reUef of pilgrtms and 
travellers, which still remain aa monnmeataof 
hia benevolence ; bom in 923. 

BERNARD, Edward, Savilian profeasor of 

;ronomy, at Oxford, which he raabned fin' tha 

Vina of Brlghtwell, was distlnguisbed early to 

fe, lor bis profbund classical aoqairemants, and 
Itis intense application to his studies ; a chniac- 
iter which he maintained till his death in 1616. 

BERNARD, James, of Geneva, professor «t 
khe Hague, and afterwards mtnistw at L^en, 
Idied in 1716. 

BERNARD, Catherine, a native of Rouen, 
wrote poetry with ease and elegance, and ob- 
tained the poetical prize, at tbe French acade- 
my, 3 times, and a penaioa irom Lewla XIV. ; 
|9hediedinl712. 

BBRN.4RD, a hermit, who, at the dose of the 
lOtb century, alarmed tbe public by piadieltof 
tbe immediate end of tha world. 

BERNARD, Francia, gov. of Newslennr, 
lafterwards of Maaaachosetts. His zeal for tlie 
authority of the crown, contributed to hasten 
the revolution. He waa racalled, and died to 
1779. 

BERNARD, Bir Thomaa, aon of tbe preeedtag, 
Iwaa for many yeara employed to tbe aianaga- 
ment of different charitiea, and diatinguiahed 
himself by aconaunt attention to their iakaova- 
ment, no leas than by hia pons philanthropy; 
be died in 1818 

BERNARD, a painter of fmtnmiw at Brw- 
^la, in the 16th century. 

BERNARD, Peter Joaeph, a native of Ot<— 
ble, author of aome operas, and other H^tar 
pieces, which, fbr their aaae and deganee, pn»- 
cured him the name of le geotil Bernard. Hi 
died in 1775. 

BERNARD, Dr. Franda, pbyaidan to JaoMB 
n., eminent for hia learatoi, and for Ida vatoft- 
ble collection of books, died to 16B7. 

BERNARD, Richard, an English cleigyiDaai 
author of a valuable concordance of the Mble^ 
dte<l in 1641. 

BERNARD, Samuel, a hlaioiieal patoter, 
died at Paris, in 1687.

BERKELEY, Sir William, vice admiral of 
the while, fell in a dreadful engagement with 
the Dutch in 1666. 

BERKELEY, George, bishop of Cloyne, in 
Ireland, a distingiiishcd benefactor of Yale Col- 
lege ; an author of great reputation, denied the 
edstence of matter ; visited America, but died 
in Ireland, in 1733. 

BERKHEYDEN, Job and Gerard, two Dutch 
palmers, of Haerkmi, the flrst of whom was 
drowned in 1608, the oilier died in 1693. 

BERKLEY, Sir William, a native of London. 
was governor of tbe colony of Virginia, ano 
wrote an account of the country; lie died to 
Enaland, in lti77. 

BERKLEY, William, royal governor of Vii^ 

{[toia, nearly forty years ; to g«*ncral " an excel- 
ent governor,'* altbou;;h attachcil to the royal 
pfPTotpulve ; be died in England, in 1677. 

BBkKLEY, Norborae, baron de Botetonrt, a 
governor of Virginia, and patron of William 
9»i Mary Collefee : he died in 1770. 

BERKENHOUT, Dr. John, distinguished 
in the literary world for hb productions in 
various sciences. He had experienced manv 
difltovnt rituationa in Ufe, having in his youth 
been a captain both In the Prossian and English 
service ; and to the year 1765, he took his de- 
gree of M. D. at Leyden. He went with the 
conmifsBtoBen to America, where he was im- 
prfaoned by the eongreaa; on which account be 
■fterwarda enjoyed a pension fVom government, 
■Bd died April 3, 1791, aged 60. 

BERNABRT, Nicwuis, a Dutch painter, died 
to 1663. 

BEBlf ABB, flt,, one of the fbttaera of the 
church, bom 1091. in the vfllace of Fontaine, 
to Burgundy, died IKO, after having founded 
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fcmate wiitm In Eogland, was daughter of Sir 
Jamea Bcmen, of Koding Bemen. in Easex, 
(who was baheaded in die ralgii of Richard U.) 
Siie wai vmybeaotiAili of great apirit, and loved 
■laaeoUne exerciaee, auch as bawldng. liunting, 
du. ; and 10 tboroaglilywaaabe skilled in them. 
tlMt she wrote treatises of banting, hawking, and 
keraklry, printed atSt. Alban's, foHo, 1488. She 
was bom about the beglmilBg of the Ukh cen- 
tury, bat tbe time of her decease is unknown. 
Nothing can roore strongly mark the Iwrbarism of 
the times in which she lived, than the indelicate 
expressions used by this lady, equally Incompati 
l)le with her sex and profesrion. 

BEBNIA, or BEBNI, Francis, an ecclesiastic, 
of Florence, distingutofaed for his satirical poems, 
dledhilMl 

BERNIER, Francis, sumaroed the Mofful, on 
account of bis voyages and residence in the Mo- 
gal's country, born at Angers, in France, died at! 
Paris, 1688. 

BERNIER, John, a native of Blots, physician 
to some of the royal family, died in 166a 

BERNINI, or BERNIN, John Lawrence, 
eommonly called Cavaliero Bcmin, Iwm at 
Naples, was famous for his skill in paintings 
seolpture, architecture, and mechanics; and 
died at Rome, 1680. 

BERNI8, cardinal, one of tlie most remarka- 
Ue men in the reign of Louis XV., as a courtier, 
a man of letters, and a negotiator, was bom 1714, 
and died at Rome, November, 1794. 

BERNOULLI, 4ames, a native of Basil, was 
a celebrated mathematician aad professor. His 
discoveries in mathematics, particularly the pro- 
perties of the curve, have imoMrtalixed his 
name; he died In 1705. 

BERNOULLI, John, brother to James, was 
professor of mathematics at Groningen, and af- 
terwards at Basil, where he died in 1748. He 
was eoually distiiuruished as his brother, and 
enjoyed the friendship of Newton, Leibnitz, 
and the otJier great men of Europe. 

BERNOUILLI, Daniel, a very celebrated 
philosopher and mathematician, bom at Gro- 
nlngen, February 9, 1700, died in March, 1782. 
He was extremely rcvpected at BosU ; aad to 
bow to Daniel BeraouUll when they met him in 
the streets, was one of the first lessons wMch 
every fattipr crave his clilldren. 

BERNSTORFF, John Harting Ernest, count, 
descended from a noble family in Hanover ; af- 
ter travelling over Europe, he settled in Den- 
mark, whoreiie l>ecame the friend and favourite 
of Christian VI., bis ambassador abroad, and 
Anally his prime minister. In this situation, he 
successfully devoted the whole energies of his 
powerful mind to ttie improvement of his adopted 
eountiy, and after a life devoted to the prosperity 
and honour of Denmark, died at Hambuig, 1772. 
BERNSTORFF, count de, a celebrated states- 
man, ond many years prinie-minister of Den- 
marlc, was bom in Denmark . 1735 ; he concili- 
ated, in his hich office, the love and esteem of 
all men, and died, June 21, 1797. 

BEROALDUS, Philip, of a noble family of 
Bologna, was professor of belles lectres there, 
ail his death In 1505. 

BERO ALDUS, Philip, librarian to the Vati- 
can under Leo X., was a succ4>8Bfui writer of 
panegyrirs, epieranis, fcc. ; he died in 1518. 

BEROALDU8, Matthew, a native of Paris, 
died a Calvinist, at Geneva, in 15B4. 

BEBOALDUS, Francis, son of Matthew, died 
in161S. 
BBROSUS, priest of Beitu, at Babylon, in the) 
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age of Alexander the Great, wrote a history cf 
Chaldea, some fragments of which are pre»er\-ed 
in Josephus. 

BERaVlN, Amaud, a French miscellanefms 
writer, whose principal works are well known 
in thiu country, was bom at Bordeaux, about 
1740, and died, December 21, 1791. He di&tin- 
cuisfaed himself by his "Idyls," but is much 
better known among us by his "Amides Eiifans 
(TheChiUren's Friend,)" which has been trans- 
lated mto many languages, and was honoured 
with the prise given dv the French acadeoty for 
tbe most useAil book that appeared in 1784. 

BERUUIN, Lewis de, a gentleman of Artois, 
known as a courtier at the co Jrt of France, wa5, 
as a protestant, twice imprisoned by the patiifts, 
aad flnallv strangled and burnt hi 1560. He was 
the friend of Erasmus. 

BERRETOUI, Nicholas, a painter, died in 

1682. His historical pieces are much admired. 

BERRIMAN, William, D. D., chaplain to 

the bishop of London, and rector of St An- 

drew, Undershait died in 1750. 

BERRUYER, Joseph Isaac, a Jesuit, died in 
1758. His writingB are on thecrtogical subjects. 
BERRY, Sir John, was a distinguished naval 
oflker of England, who saved James II., when 
duke of York, from shipwreck, at the mouth of 
the number : he died in 1691. 

BERRYAT, John, a physician at Paris, die4 
hi 1754. 

BERSMANN, Geoige, a Geraian; among 
other works, he translated the Psalms of David 
into Latin verse : he died in 1611. 

BERTAUD, John, ctiaplain to Catherine de 
Medids, and bishop of Seex, died in 1611. 

BERTHEAU, Charles, a French protestant, 
admitted miuister at tbe synod of Vigan, died in 
1738. 

BERTHET, John, a learned Jesuit of Pro- 
vence, died in 1002. 

BERTHIER, Guillauroe Francobh a Jesuit, 
known as tlie conductor of the Journal of Tro- 
vaux for many years; afterwards librarian 
royal, and preceptor to Ijewia XVI. and his bro- 
ther ; be died in 1782. 

BERTHOLET-FLAMEEL, Bartholomew, a 
pamter of Leige, settled at Pans, died in 167S. 

BERTHOLON, N., an eminentFrench writer, 
professor of medicine at MontpeIler,died in 1709. 
BERTHOUD, Ferdinand, an eminent me- 
chanic, bora at Plancemont, la Neufchatel, died 
h» 1807. 

BERTI, John Lanrence, a learned Augustine 
monk of Tuscany, author of several voluminous 
French works, died at Pisa, in 1766. 

BERTIER, John Stephen^ a native, aad au- 
thor, of Provence, died in 1783. 

BERTIN, Nicholas, a painter, bora at Paris, 
patronised by Lewis XI v. and tbe duke of Ba- 
varia, died in 1736. His pieces which are pre- 
served, possess great merit 

QERTIN, Exupere Joseph, a native of Francp, 
for some time physician to the hospodar of Wal- 
lachia : he returned to France, and there pub- 
lished his Osteology ; he died in 1781. 

BERTIN, Anthony, a French officer, and a 
poet of some merit, died at St Domingo, in 1790, 
BERTIN AZZI, Cbarlee, an actor of merit in 
tbe Italian theatre, died in 1783. 

BERTIUS, Peter, professor of phUoaophy at 
Leyden, afterwards of mathemotica at Parte, 
and oosmoffrapber to the king ; he died in 1689. 
BERTON, Peter Montan le, an eminent mu- 
sician, settled at Paris, and employed as mana- 
ger df the operat there, died in 1780. 
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BERTRADE. daughter of the connt ot Mont- 
fon, and wife of the count of A^jou, from whom 
abe waa diTorced, to marry Philip 1. of I^rance. 
BESTR AM. Cornel. Bonaveninre, a native 
of Poitoa, professor of Hebrew at Genoa and 
Lausanne, liiod in 1794. 

B121ITRAM, John, a farmer of Pennsylvania, 
who, by intense appliGation, rose to great emi 
nenca ns a botamst. Llauaeiw is said to have 
declared him the greatest natural botanist in the 
world ; he died in 1777. 

BERTRAND, John Baptist, a physician, 
known for his intereslinc account of the plague 
at MaraeiUea, died in 17SS. 

BERTRAND, Nicholas, a physician of di»- 
tfaiction at Paris, died in 1780. 

BERULliE, Peter, a celebrated cardinal, who 
founded the congregation of the Oratory in 
Phince. He was bom near Troyes, in Cham- 
pagne, 1775, greatlv distinguished himself by bis 
piety, his moral virtues, and bis learning, and 
died while performing mass at the altar, Octo- 
ber 3, 1029. 

BERWICK, James Fttz James, Duke of. a 
aacural son of James n. by Arabella Churchill, 
bom Augastl 31, IG7D. He wa.<i one of the great 
est generals of his age ; and, for his services to 
the crown of France, was, in the year 1706, 
created mareschal of that kingdom. " It was 
ImpossiUe,* ' says Montesquieu, ** to behold hiin, 
and not to ksve virtue, so evident was tranquil- 
lity and bi4>piness in his soul. He loved his 
friends. Hs used to render them services, with 
out m£nti<»iog them. It was an invisible hand 
that served you. He had a great fund of reli- 
cioa, and was fond of the clergy, but would not 
be ptvemcd by them. No man ever practised 
religioD so much, and talked of it so little. He 
sever spoke ill of any one, nor bestowed any 
praise upon those whom he did not think de- 
served it. In the work of Plutarch I have seen, 
at a distance, what great men were ; in him I 
behold, at a nearer inew, what they are.** He 
died A. D. 1731, in tlie field of glory ; being 
killed at tlie siege of Philipsburgh.

BERYLLU8, a bishop of Arabia in the 3d 
centuiT. 

BBSLBR, Basil, of Nuremberg, adistinguished 
bottnical writer, was bora In 1561. 

BB3LEY, John, a learned French antiqua- 
rian, and king's advocate, died in 1644. 

BES06NE, Jerome, a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
and author of a history of Port Royal, &;c., died 
la 1763. 

BESOLDE, Christopher, a professor of law 
at Tubingen, died in 1638. 
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BESPLAS, Joseph Mary Anne Oros de, 
doctor of the Borbonne, known as an eloquent 
preacher, died in 1783. 

BB8SARION, a native of Trebizond, titular 
satriarch of Constantinople, and a cardinal, il- 
laMDrioas as one of the restorers of learning in 
Ibe iStb century. He died of grief, in con^- 
qaeace of being grossly insulted by Lewis XL, 
whUle an ambassador at bis court. 

BESSET, Henry de, comptroller of public 
works tai Ftance, and author of the history of 
tbt campaign of Rocroi ; he died In 1093. 

BETHAM, Edward, B. D., felk>w of KlBg*s 
College, and afterwards of Eton College, was a 
Iberaj donor to the universi^. 

BFTHENCOURT, Jean de, discovered the 
Canary Islands, and conquered them with the 
■id of Hen ry HI. of Castile. 

IKTBUNE, FbUip do, ambatiador from 



France to Rome, Scotland, and Germany, died 
in 1640. 

BETIS, governor of Gaza, craeDy treated by 
Alexander, for bravely defending tlie place. 

BETTERTON, Thomas, a famous Enelish 
actor, generally styled the English Roscins,borB 
in Tothill-Hitreet, Westminster, IS^, made his 
first appearance on the stage, in 1656 or 1657, at 
the opera-house, in Charter-house Yard, under 
the direction of Sir William D* Avenant ; and, 
having, for many years, borne away the palm 
from all liis comnetitors, died April, 1710, and 
was interred in Wcaminster Abney. See Cib< 
ber's Apology, Tattler, No. 167. and Davies* 
Dramatic Mlscellanios, for a particular account 
of tills eminent man. 

BETTINELU, Xavier, an Italian Jesuit, wat 
a teaclier in France, and, on the suppression of 
his order became a professor of rtietortc at Mo* 
dena. He died 1806. 

BETTINI, Dominico, an eminent painter of 
Florence, died in 1705. 

BETTS, John, M. D., pby«lcia& to the king 
after the restoration. 

BETUSSf, Joseph, an Italian poet, of Bassa- 
no, born in 15^20. 

BEVERID6E. William, a learned English 
divine, bishop of St. Asaph, Iwra at Barrow, in 
Leicestershire, 1638, died 1707, leaving liehind 
him many learned and valuable works. 

BEVERLAND, Hadrian, a native of Zealand, 
known for ills great aUlities, liis proffigacv, and 
the inimorality and obscenity or his wntings; 
the time of his death is not known. 

BEVERLEY, John, abbot of St. HUda, bishop 
of Hexham, and archbishop of York,died in 7S1. 
BEVERLY, R., a native of Virginia, and au- 
Uior of a history of that colony. 

BE^'ERNINCK, Jerome Van, an able Dutch 
statesman, ambassador to Cromwell, died ia 
1090. 

BEVERWICK, John de, a distinguished pbf- 
sieian, and aUe writer of Dordrecbt, died in 
1647. 

BEWICK, John, of great exceUenoe In the 
art of engraving on wood, and brother to Tho* 
mas Bewick, an artist of equal or superior me- 
rit, still living. These ingenious brothers have 
carried thehr ait to a state of perfection which 
will not eanly be surpassed. The first work 
that attracted the notice of the public, and at 
once established their reputation, was. a " His- 
tory of Quadrupeds,** 8va, 1790, with figures 
on wood. It was eagerly songlit after by the 
curious, and has been followed by many other 
prooft of their abilities, the last of which is, a 
«« History of British Birds,** 8vo., 1797 ; on which 
John was engaged in ooi\)unction with his bro- 
ther, when a consumption carried him ofiT, De- 
cember 5, 179S. 

BECTF, John le, a learned antiquary, and 
member of the academy of belles lettres, at Pa- 
ris, a writer on the history and topography of 
France, died in 1700. 

BEURS, William, a celebrated Duteb painter 
of flowns) landscapes and portraits, bora in 
1656. 

BEXON, Seiplo, a«lfted Bufibn in his natu- 
ral history, and was himself an author ; be died 
atPar^Uiire4. 

BEYS, Charles de, a French poet, died in 
1656. 

BEYBSER, John Michael, in early Iifi» a tra- 
veller, afterwards a general in the French revo- 
lution ; he was executed, without an adcfiuote 
cause, in 17M. 
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BEZAt Tlioodoref ft moat xealoiis promoter 
and defender of the rttformrd rhurcb, born ai 
Ve»>lni, in Bunrundy, June :M. 1519, died 16U5. 
BEZJERi^, Michael, an ecclesiastic, known 
fbr hifl laborioui rvwearciaes in history and anil 
quity, died in 1782. 

nFZOUT, Stephen, a writer on roathemaUca, 
navisatlon, and algebra, died in 1783. 

BI.\NCANI, Joseph, a Jesuit and mathwna- 
tician of Bdocna. died in 1644. 

BIANCHI, Fraods, a painter, master to Cor- 
n»io, died in 1520. 

BIANCHI, Peter, uiemiDent Boman painter, 
died in 1739. 

filANCHIN, John Fortunatis, professor of 
medicine at Padua, and a medical writer, died 
In 1779. 

BIANCHINI, Francis, a native of Verona, 
avninent for hia great leaniiug, was patronised 
by pope Alexander VIIL, and received marits 
m respeet from tbe Boman Senate ; he died in 
1729. 
BIANCHINI, JoKpb, a Veronese orator. 
BI ANCOLELLI, Pierre Francois, an eminent 
player, and a writer of plays, died in 1734. 

BIARD, Peter, asculptor or celebrity, atPaiis, 
died 1609. . 

BIAS, called one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, bom at Priene, a town of Carta, about 
570 B. C. Though bom to great wealth, he 
lived without splendour, expending his fortune 
In relieving the needy. On one occasion, cer- 
tain pirates brongbt several young women to sell 
as slaves at Priene. Bias purchased them, and 
maintained them until he had an opportunity of 
returning them to their friends. This generous 
action caused him to be styled ** The Prince of 
Wise Men." 

BIBB, WUHam Wyatt, a native of Georgia, 
and a phymcian, after rewesenting his native 
state in both branchas of we national congress, 
was chosen first governor of the state of Alaba- 
ma, by tha people, in 1819, and died the follow 
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JiBlENA. Bernardo de, a Roman of obscure 
origin, who, by bis intrigues, promoted the elec- 
tion of Leo X., for which he was made a cardi- 
nal ; he died in 1S90. 

BIBTKXA, Ferdinand GalU, a celebrated ar- 
chitect and Miinter, of Bologna, patronised by 
the duke of Parma and the emperor, died blind 
in 1743. 

BIBMANDER, Theodore, professor of theo- 
logy at Zurich, died in 1564. 

BKflAT, Marie Frances Xavler, medical pro- 
fessor at the Ilotel-Dleu, Paris, and author of 
several valuable works on medical sulgects, died 
inlf<02. 

BIDDLE, John, one of the most eminent En 
gllsh writers among the Socinians, was bora at 
Wotton-under-Ed^, 1615. Thoufrb a pious 
honest, well-mean inu roan, he suflcrod various 
pcraecutlotts for bis adherence to some singular 
notions about the Trinit)', and died 1663. One 
•f his books waa burnt by order of parliament 

BIDDLE, Nicholas, a native of Philadelphia, 
and a captain In the American navy, was, with 
bis crew, Uown up, In an action with a British 
04 gnn ship, in 1778. 

BIDLAKE, John, an F^fdlsh divine and poet, 
died In 1814 ; he pnUished. besides sMue ser- 
mons, a nnmbcr of poems, &c 

BIDLOO, Godfrey, an eminent physleian 



BIE, Adrian d«, a iJortiuU {•uitild, Mvti^ed at 
Rome, Btiout 1600. 

BIEFIELD, Jonieii Frederick, baron d< , st.t- 
retary of iegarion In tbe service of Frederick of 
Proflsia, precep:or to iiis brother, and after- 
wards a privy counwOlor, died in 1770. 

BIELKE, N., baron de, a Swedinh gentle- 
man, enfaged with Anken^troem, in the coiMpl- 
racy against the king of Sweden: when detected, 
he took poison, and died in 1793. 

BIENNE, John, an eminent printer, of Pari% 
di«l in 1588. 

BIER V E, N. Matechal, marquisde, a French- 
man, known for his ready wit, and as an author 
of plays, died in 1789. 

BlEZ, Oudard du, a native of Artois, whose 
great bravery and presence of mind in the de!d 
of battle, were particularlv conspicuous. He 
was in the service of Francis i., and died m Pa 
ris,inl553. 

BIEZELINGEN, Christian Jaoa Van, a por 
trait painter, of Delft, died in 1600. 

B1FIELD, Nicholas, minister of St. Peteti^ 
Chester, died In 1663. 

BIGELOW, Timothy, a distinguished lawyer 
of Massachusetts, was for more than twenty 
years a representative or senator in tbe legisla- 
ture of bis native state, and for eleven yean, 
speaker of the house of reiiresentatives, over 
which he presided with dignity and ability, died 
18S1. 

EIGNE, Grace, de la, a poet of Baycux, ac- 
companied king Jobn to England afWr the bat- 
tle of Polctiers, and died in 1374. 

EIGNE, Marquerin de la, of the ^ame family 
as the preceding, was a doctor of tbe Borbonne, 
eminent as a man of letters; he died in 1591. 

BIGNICOURT, Simon de, a counsellor of 
Rbeims. eminent for his knowledge of ancient 
and moaem literature, died in 177j. 

BIGNON, Jerome, dibtinguislud for his carlr 
attalimients, was a counsellor of state and ad- 
vocate general to the parilanient of Paris, and 
an able statesman ; he died in 1C56. 

BIGOT, Emeri, a native of Rouen, eminent 
for his learning, and bJs acquaintance with 
learned men, died in 1G89. 

BILDEHBEK, Christopher Laurent, a Hano- 
verian lawyer, died in 1749. 

BILFINOER, George Bernard^ professor of 
philoflophy at Petersburg, and atlerwards atTu- 
bingcn, eminent for his writings, died in 1750. 

BILLAUT, Adam, a Jobicr, of Neveis, m 
man of strong powers of noind, and of consider- 
able talent and merit as a poet, died in 166S. 

BILLI, Jaquesde, a native of Guise, eminent 
for his learning and his poetical talents, died la 
1581. 

BILLI, Jaques de, a Jesuit of Complegne, au- 
thor of several valuable mathematical treatises, 
died la 1679. 

BILLINGSLFY, Henry, a merchant of Loi^ 
don, who acquired immense wealth, and rose to 
the highest city honours, and M*as knighted 
while lord mayor. He was a profound mathe- 
matician, and published the first English trans- 
lation of Euclid : he died In 1006. 

BILLIONI, N. Bufisa, a celebrated and much 
admired actress, at the theatres of France and 
Brussels, died in 1783. 

BILSON, Thomas, eariy distinguished as a 
poet, afterwards as an able divine and eloquent 
preacher, bishop of Worcester and Winchester, 
died in 1616.

BINNING, Hagh, an elooaent preacher, and

BION. of -Smyrna, a Greek bucolic peet, ilou 
risiied about SB8 B. C. 

BION, a Scythian philosopher, the disciple 
of Crates, and afterwards of Theophrastus. 
about 316 B. C. 

BTON, NicfaoUw, an aUe engineer and mathe-} 
madciaa, died at Paris, In 1733. 

BIONDI, Prands, Sir, author of a valuable 
history of the civil wars of the houses of York 
aad Lancaster, in Italian. 

BIONDO, Ptavio. vid BLONDUS. 

BIRA6UE. Clement, an engraver of Milan, 
said to have discovered the means of engraving 
diamonds, lived at the coun of Philip II., of 
Spain. 

BIRACHTB, Rene de, a native of Milan, went 
to Prance aiid became a flivonrlte of Charlet^ 
IV., who made hire keeper of the seals, and 
chancellor of the realm ; although a cardinal, 
lie died Unto respected, In 15RS. 

BIRCH, Thomas, a distinguished historical 
and biographical writer, born in the parish of 
St John, Cleritenwell, London, Nov. 23, 1705, 
of parents who were qoakers. His death was 
oocaaitmed ^ a Ml fVom his horse, and happen 
ed Jan. 9, ITW. Of Ma various publicaiions, 
the priiieipal war "The General Dictionary, 
Hisioiieal and Critical," in 10 vols, folio; tho 
first of which WM pubditaed in 1734, the last in 
174L 

BIRD, WilUam, known as an excellent com- 
poser or mnaie, died In 1683L 

BIREN, John Ernest, a person of mean birth J 
devaied to the highest digidties by Anne, em-l 
press of Ruflsia, who made him her prime mi 
Ulster, and duke of Conrland. On her death, 
he assamed the reins of toverement, but was 
exiled, by tlia nobles, to Siberia. He died in 

tm. 

BIRINOCOOCIO. or BIRINGCUCCI, Van 
mncelo, an able mathematician of Italy, author 
of a treatioe on the art of fusing, and of casting 
aecal for eamioii. published In 1540. 

BIRKENHEAD. Sir John, L. L. D., professor 
•f moral phflosopny at Oxford, a zealous royal- 

^and a popular eoortier ; he died in 1879. 
IRON, Armandde Gonrault, baron de, pagei 
to qneen Maigaret of Navarre,rose through the 
graoatioiMof the army to the rank of mairechal 
of fniK*. He dlstingnlshed himself in the 
isvlce of ids sovereign, and was killed by a 
aaHmhaOattlieslMeof Epeniai,inl593. . 
BDbON, Chaitet ue Qonwtix diM dc^ lOBofl 
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the precedhig, was admiral and marechal of 
Prance, and a favourite of Henrv IV., whn made 
him a duke, and sent him ambassadoi to Eng- 
land. He was beheaded for trcaaun, in lti03. 

B ISC AINO, Bartholomew.a painter of Genoa, 
died in 1557. 

BISCIlOP, John de, an eminent landscape 
and hifltoriea! painter, died in 1680. Another, 
called ComeliUii, a painter, died in 1074. 

BISHOP, Samuel, high master of Merchant 
tailors* School, a learned divine and very ra- 
spectable poet, died Nov. 17, 1795. 

BISI, Bonaventure, an admired painter, of 
Bolosna, died in 1602. 

BISSET, Charles, M. D., a physician, served 
several years as engineer, in Flanders, and wrote 
on fortifications, and on medical subjects. Died 
in 1791. 

BIS.SIET, Dr. Robert, a biographer, historian, 
and novelist, born in Scotland, 1759, died at 
Knightsbridce, May 14, 1805. His principal 
literary productions were, an edition of the 
Spectator, with Lives of tiie sevsfal Anthoni ; 
a '' Life of Edmund Burke ;** a " History of the 
Rmgn of George the Third,** several novels, and 
some political tracts. His " History** has the 
strong merit of being fkithful and impartial. It 
is preceded by an able review of the progressiva 
Improvement of England in Prosperity and 
Strength, to the Accession of George III., aiul 
terminates at tlie Peace of Amiens, 1803. 

BITAUBE, Paul Jeremiah, a miscellaneous 
writer, bom at Konigsberg, was a member of 
'he Berlin Academy, with a pension from Pre> 
(lerick II. ; some of his poems have been trans- 
lated into English. He died 1808. 

BITON, a mathematician, lived abont 340 
B.C. 

BIZOT, Peter, canon of aoburcb In Bonrges, 
and authorof the valuable " Histoire medalliqua 
de la Hollande,** died In 1096. 

BIZELLI, John, a historical portrait painter, 
died at Rome, in 1619. 

BLACK, Dr. Joseph, a very eetebrated ehjr- 
mlcal writer, and orofbssor of that science in 
the university of Edinburgh, was bom at Bor- 
deaux, in France, about 1797, and died at Edlai» 
burgh, Nov. 1800. His discoveries relative 10 
magnesia and other alkaline bodies, have glve« 
birth to many important fticts in the new system 
of chymistry. A memoir on the subject of these 
bodies, was read by him, in June, 1755, before 
the f^Jterary Society of Edinburgh, whicli has 
been considered as a model of composition, re»> 
soning and arrangement Many other important 
discoveries have oeen communicated by him in 
Ms lectures, which, if he had committed them 
to the press, would have more materially pro- 
moted the cause and extension of science. 

BLACKBURN, William, an eminent arehl* 
tect and surveyor, of London, died in 1790. He 
obtained a medal from the Royal Society, and 
the commendation of Sir Joshua Reynolds, fbr 
the best drawing of St. Stephens, Walbrook. 

BLACKBURNE, Prancis, a native of Rich 
mond, was chaplain to the archbishop of York. 

Srebendary of his cathedml, and archdeacon of 
leveland. His writings corresponded with hii 
Erivate sentiments In fhvour of the dlasanten; 
e died in 1787. 

BL.\CKHALL, OApring, D. D., rector of 
Sl Mary*s. London, chaplain to King William, 
and bishop of Exeter, was an abte scholar, and 
eminent divine : he died In 1716. 

BLACKLOCK, Dr. Thomas, an eminett 
Scottish poet and divine, whose talents, very 
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iDipeetaible l« tbemseivw, were rendered ex- 
traordinary by the circumstance of bia havine 
totally loBt bia aigbi by tbe small pox at six 
monibs old. He was bom at Annan, 1731, and 
died at Edinburch, July, 1791. 

BL AGKMOaE, Sir Richaid, a pbyaician, and 
an indefatigable writer, who has left a great 
number of works, theological, poetical, and phy- 
sical. Oryden and Pope have treated the poeti- 
cal performances of Sir Richard with great con- 
tempt. But, notwithstanding Sir Richard has 
been so much depreciated by these wits, be cer^ 
tainly liad merit His " Poem on the Creation* ' 
16 his most celebrated performance, and on the 
recommendation of Dr. Johnson Jias lately been 
Inserted inthe "Collection of the English Poets." 
It has appeared that spleen and resentment had 
been the cause of that severity with whicii he 
was treated by Dryden and Pope. Sir Richard 
was born at Corahain, VVilui, (bi what year is 
uncertain,) and died October 9, 17S9. 

BLACKSTONE, Sir William, an illustrious 
English lav^er, bom 1723. His father was a 
Btlkman, in Cheapside, and died before the birth 
of his son William, who, in 1730, was put to Uie 
Charter-house school, and, in 1735, admitted 
upon the foundation there. November, 1738, he 
was entered a commoner of Pembroke College, 
Oxford, and elected by tbe governors to one of 
the Charter-house exhibitions. At tbe age of 
20, he compiled a treatise, entitled " Elements 
of Architecture," intended only for his own use, 
but much approved by those who have perused 
ft. Quitting, however, with regret, these amus- 
ing pursuits, he engaged in the severer studies 
•f the law, and, November, 1746, was called to 
the bar. In 17^, be was elected recorder of the 
borough of Wallingford, in Berkshire. April, 
1750, be became doctor of laws, and published 
his " Emiky on Collateral Consanguinity, rela- 
tive to the exclusive daim to fellowships made 
by the founder's kin at All-souls.* * October SO, 
1753, he was unanimously elected Vinerian pro- 
fessor of the common law, and on the 25th, read 
his Introductory Lecture, since prefixed to his 
*< Commentaries.** In 1708. he collected and re- 
published several of bis pieces, under the title 
of " Law Tracts,** in 3 vols. 8vo. In 1763. he 
was chosen solicitor-general to tbe queen. No- 
tfember, 1764, he published the Ist volume of his 
lectures, under tbe title of " Commentaries on 
the Laws of England ; and in the four succeed- 
ing years the other three volumes. May, 1770, 
ae became a Junior Judge In tbe court of King's 
Bench ; and m June was removed to the same 
■ituation in tbe common pleas, which office he 
retained till bis death, woich happened Febru- 
ary 14, 1780. 

BLACKSTONE, John, an apothecary and 
botanist, of London, died in 1753. 

BLACK WALL, Anthony, a native of Derby- 
shire, and author of a most celebrated work, en- 
titled " The Sacred Clanics defended and illus- 
trated; or, an Essay, bumbly offered toward 
proving the purity, pro|xiety, and true olo- 

Suence of the writers of the New Testament.** 
[e died at Market Boeworth, in Leicestershire, 
(where he was for some years head master of 
the free school,) April 8, 1730. 

BLACKWELL, Alexander, a native of Aber- 
deen ; not succeedymg as a physician at home, 
he went to Sweden, where he succeeded for a 
time, but being suspected of a conspiracy, was 
tortured and beheaded in 1748. 

BLACKWELL, Thomas, an eminent Scottish 
writer, son of a nunister at Aberdeen, and bom 
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there, August 4, 1701. In 1737, was published 
at Ijondon, but without his name, -' An Inquiry 
into the Life and Writings of Homer.** 8vo., a 
second edition of which appeared in i736 ; and 
not long after, " Proofs of^the Inquiry into Ho 
mcr's Life and Writin|p» ;** which was a trana* 
latlon of tlie Greek, Latin, Spanish. Italian, and 
French notes, subjoined to the original work. 
We agree with those who esteem this the best 
of our author's performances. In 1748, he pub- 
lished " Letters concerning Mythology,** 8vo., 
without Ms name also. The same year he was 
made principal of tlie Marischal College iu Aber- 
deen. March. HiiS, be took the degree of doctor 
of laws ; and. In the year following, came out the 
1st volume of his " Memoirs of the court of Au- 
gustus,*' 4to. The 2d volume appeared in 1755; 
and the 3d, which was posthumous, and left in- 
complete by the author, was fitted for the press 
by John Mills, Esq., and published in 1764. U« 
died March 1, 1757. 

BLACKWOOD, Adam, a native of Scotland, 
eminent as a poet, civilian, and divine, but par- 
ticularly as the wami advocate of Mary, queen 
of Scots; be published, in 1757, an account of her 
martyrdom, addressed to the princes of Eoropej 
and died at Poictiers, in 1613. 

BLADEN, Martin, a gentleman of Abrey 
Hatch, in Essex, formerly a Ueutenant-colond 
in Q,ucen Aiuie's reisn. but more distinguished 
by a translation of "Cesar's Conunentaries,*' 
which he dedieated to his general, the great duke 
of Marlborough. He died in 1746. 

BLAECJ, or JANSSEN, William, a learned 
prhiter, the friend of Tycho Brahe, died in 1638. 

BLAGRAVE, John, an eminent mathema- 
tician, who flourished in the 16th and 17t^ cen- 
turies, ami died 1611. 

BLAGRAVE, Joseph, a famous astrologer 
of Reading, Eng., died in 1688. 

BLAIR, John, chaplain to Sir William Wal- 
lace. He wrote an elegant Latin poem on his 
death, and died in the reign of Robert Bruce. 

BLAIR, James, M. A., a minister of the epis- 
copal church in Scotland, was sent by the bishop 
of London as a missionary to Virginia, in 1685. 
He procured a patent for the erection of a college 
there, and was its first president for nearly 50 
years ; he was also president of the council of 
Virginia, and died in 1743. 

BLAIR, Samuel, a learned minister in Penn- 
sylvania, for several years at the head of an 
academy at Fog's manor, Chester, died about 
1751. 

BLAIR, John, brother and successor of Sam- 
uel Blair in the church and seminary at Fog's 
manor, afterwards professor of divdnity in New« 
Jersey College. 

BLAIR, John, one of the associate Judges of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, died in 
1800. 

BLAIR, John, president of tbe council of Vir- 
ginia, and a judge in that colony, died 1771. 

BLAIR, Patrick, a surgeon at Dundee, who 
first acquired some reputation by the dissection 
of an elephant, and afterwards by his essays on 
botany ; time of his death unknown. 

BLAIR, Robert, an elegant poet, bom abont 
the beginning of the last century. He received hb 
education in the university of Edinburgh, and 
was ordained, in 1731, minister of Attaol Stane- 
ford hi East Lothian, where he resided till hto 
death, in 1746. His poem, called " The Grave," 
has been extremely popular, aud passed thnnicb 
maiiy editions. 

BLAIB. fir John an emiovnt divine) hon hi 
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Sootlandf but settled la Eni^iand, whert; he pre- 
•eiit«d Uie worid With a very valoable publica- 
tioii, aoder ttae title of '* The Chroaology and 
Hl^ocy of the Worid, from the Creation to the 
Tear of Cbrisi 1733, Ulustrated in 56 ublos.** 
In 1788, he poblished an improved edition of ills 
"* Crooological Tables ;** to which were annexed 
** Fonrteen Maps of Ancient and Modem Geo- 
graphy, for illustrating the Tables of Chrono- 
Ikt and History. He died June 34, 1782. 

BLAIB, Or. Hugh, a celebrated Scottish di 
vine, wan the sun of a respectable merchant in 
Eftittburgh, and born In that city, April 7, 1718. 
Ou the 15tb of June, 1758, he was ma<lt; one of 
like ministers of the high church of Edinburgh ; 
and bis subsequent ministerial labours and con- 
duct in that conspicuous and difficult station, for 
a peiloit of more than 40 years, amply evinced 
the propriety of the choice. As an author, Dr. 
Blair Is well known by his " Lectures on Rheto- 
ric ud the Belles Lettres,'* delivered in his of- 
fice as rc^us professor in the university of Edm- 
bar|^ These are eminently distinguished by 
laborious investigation, sound sense, refined 
taste, and, above all, by that lucidus ordo which 
always proves a writer to be master of his sub- 
ject la short, this work may justly be said to 
aave ettabiisbed an unequivocal and sure stand- 
ard of taste. His "Sermons," however, of 
which five volumes are before the public, bavn 
•jqierienced a success unparalleled ui the annals 
of pulpit eloquence, though justly merited by 
their purity of sentiment, justness of reasoning, 
and {pace of composition. They have circu- 
lated in numerous editions, wherever Uie Engii.s)i 
loi^ue extends, and have beeu translated into 
almost idl the languases of Europe. Dr. Blair 
died December 27, 1800. 

BLAIZE, a bishop, martyred by the emperor 
DinislwdBa ; but more celebrated as the inventor 
of wool combing. 

BLAKE, Robert, iL (kmous English adnijiral, 
bom August 15, 1509, at Brldgewater, in Somer- 
■ettbire, where he was educated at the granmiar 
■chooL Having served some years in the par- 
Uament army, he was, in F^bioary, 164R-9, ap- 
pointed to command the fleet, in conjunction 
with Cokmai Deane, and Colonel Popham. 
Duiiog nine years actual service in the navy, 
be omorwei ezptoiis that, for the skill with 
whieli tli^ were conducted, and the success 
that otfeaded them, were never surpassed till 
the days of Howe, St Vincent, Duncan, and 
NelaoB. He died as the fleet was entering Pjv- 
Bouth, the ITUi of Auffust, 1657, aged 58. Ells 
body was conveyed to Westminster Abbey, and 
iniiirred With great funeral pomp in Henry the 
Vllth^s chapel ; but removed from thence, in 
IB8L and re-iaterred in St. Blargaret's chureb- 
yard. 

BLAKE, John Bradley, a native of London, 
after acquiring a profound knowledce of chy- 
Btiatry aad mathematics, and of his favourite 
atialy, botany, went to China in the service of 
Ibe India oompaay, where he collected and sent 
•a Europe, all the vahiable aeedN and plants of 
the eountty ; he also bqan a collection of ores 
and foasUs, but his l^>plicatlon destroyed his 
beallh. and be died in 1773. 

BLAKE, James, a preacher, native of Dor- 
chester, Bfassachnsetts, author of a volume of 
aeranoos of merit, died 1771. 

BLAKE, Joseph, governor of the province of 
Bouth Carolina, in 1094. He contributed much 
l» the praniarity of the eotooy, by the wisdom 
«r fali admtnifttatlaB. 



BLAMONT, Francis CoXn da, a Prnieb mu 
alciau, dir^d iu 1700. 

BLAMPLN, Ttiomas, a learaed cecMaalto 
of Picardy, died in 1710. 

BLANC, John, a noble of PeiQiigBaii, known 
for his brave defence of his native town, against 
the FrDuch besieging army, in 1474. 

BLANC, Francois Ijq, author of a valuable 
book on the coIilo of France, died in 16!)8. 

BLANC, Claude Lc, a minister of France, con- 
fined two years in the Bastile, on mere suspi- 
cion of mal-practices, was released, and died in 
1728. His brothers were bishops of Avranches 
and of Sarlai. 

BLANC, Thomas Le, a Jesuit of Vitii, died 
at Rheims, in 1669. 

BLANC, John Bernard Lc, an Ingenious and 
learned man, historiographer to the Delia Cnisca 
academy, died in 1781. 

BLANC, Antony de GulUet de, professor of 
rhetoric at Avignon, and afterwards of ancieut 
languages at Paris, died in 1799. 

BLANC, N., an eminent French artist, died 
in 1802. 

BLANCA, N. Le, a young woman who was 
found wild at Sogny, near Chalons, in 1731. 
when about 10 years of age. She was placed 
in a convent, where she became a nun, and died 
in 1760. 

BLANCA, Francis Le, a FrenchmanjUuthor 
of a general account of the moneva of France, 
published by order of Lewis XTv. ; be died in 
1696. 

BLAKCHARD, James, an endneot pafnttr, 
born at Paris, in 1000, died 1608. 

RLANCHARD, Francois, a lawyer of Farif, 
died in 1050. 

BLANCHARD, GuilUuime, son of the art- 
ceding, equally eminent as a lawyer, died to 
1734. 

BLANCHARD, EHai, a native of I«angn% 
eminent for his learning, died in 1755. 

BLANCHARD, John Baptist, nrofeasor of 
rhetoric in the Jesuits college, at Metx, and it 
Verdun ; wrote the T<»iple of the M uaea, and 
died in 1797. 

BLANCHE, dvubter of Al|)honaoor Caatlte, 
married Lewis VjII., of France. After hif 
death, and during the minorlQr of her son, she 
was made regent of the kingdom, which sha 
governed with spiiit aad ability ; the died In 
1353. 

BLANCHE, a native of Padua, who deatro)^ 
ed herself, rather than sdbmit to the embracet 
of her conqueror, 1S33. 

BLANCHE de BOURBON, wife of Feter. 
king of Castile, bv whom she was imprisoned 
Mid poisoned, 1361. 

BLANCH ELANDE, Phillbert Francis Row- 
zelle, de, a native of Dijon, distinguished in the 
American war, and at the taking of Tobago, 
died in 1793. 

BL.ANCUET, Thomas, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, of Paris, died in 1689. 

BLANCHET, Abb6, cenmr roval, and libra- 
rian of the king's cabinet ; he retired from pub- 
lic life to solitude, and died in 1784. 

BLANCOF, John Teuniz, a painter, bom ti 
Alcmaer; his sea-pieces and landscapes are 
much adrobred : he died in P'>79. 

BLAND, Elizabeth, wife of Nathan Blaad« 
a linen draper,of London, eminent for her learn- 
ing, and acquaintance with the Hebrew. 

BLAND, Richard, a poHtical writer of Vlr- 
ginin, and principal member of the honso of 
U burgesses, at tlie close of 2770. 
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HLAMD, TbeodoHe, a patriot and statesmaiu 
colonel in the war of toe revolution, member of 
die state leglalaUire of Vinmia, itc, died in 
17B0. 

BLANDRATA, Georae, an Italian, wbo es- 
^Ufied tbe doarines of Arias, witb respect to 
the Trlnitr. To avoid tbe inqiiiBitlon, be fled 
to Poland, where the king made him a privy 
counwUor. He was afterwards strangled by bis 
nephew, in 1593. 

BLAticO NUNNES, a Spaniard, who, by 
seising the isthmus of Darien,t'acilitated tbe pro- 
gress ot Plsarro to the conquest of Peru. lie 
was beheaded on pretence of ambitious views. 

BLAURJBR, Ambrose, a follower of Luther, 
whose doctrines he spread in France and Ger- 
many, died in 1567. 

BLAVET, N., a musician in the opera at 
Paris, distiiiguisbed by his taste, and tbe supe- 
rior merit of his pieces, died in 1766. 

BLAYNEY, Bei^min. D. D., an eminent 
English divine, and protesnor of Hebrew, at 
Oxford, died in 1801. He was distinguished as 
an able biblical critic, and writer. 

BLEDDYN, joint king of North Wales, witli 
his brother Rhiwallon, became sole monarch in 
1068, and fell in battle four years after. 

BLEDDYN, a Britisb bard of the 13th cen- 
tonr, some of wtiose pieces are still preserved. 

BLEDRI, a bishop of Landaflf, called the 
wise, from hisneat learning ; he died much re- 
spected, in 1093. 

BLEBCKER, Ann Eliza, a lady of some lite- 
rary celebri^, bom in New- York, 17S3. 

BLEEK, Peter Van, an eminent painter, died 
inlTM. 

BLEGNY, Nicholas de, an eminent French 
surgeon, who lectured aiM wrote on subjects 
connected with his profenion ; he died at the 
close of the 17th century. 

BLEGWRYD, brother to Morgan, the Gla 
morgan chief, was chancellor of Landafl*, and a 
man of great learning ; he went to Rome in 9S6, 
with Howel, surnamed the Good. 

BLES6, Henry, an admired landscape painter, 
born at Bovine, died in 1650. 

BLETERUB, John Philip Rene de la, bom 
at Rennes, entered early into the congregation 
of the OrMory, and was there a dlsiingoislted 
professor. From thence be went to Paris, where 
his talents procured him a chair of eloquence 
in the College Royal, and a place in the Acade- 
my of Belles Lettrei. He published several 
works, which have been well received by the 
public, and died, at an advanced age, in 1773. 

BLINMAN, Richard, first minister of New- 
fjondon, Conn., 1648; author of a work in an- 
swer te Mr. Danvers, on Baptism. 

BLOCK, Dr. Marc Eleazer, a Jewish physi- 
cian, and very celebrated ichthiulodst, born at 
Anspach, in 1783, died at Carlsbad, August 6, 
1799. His " Natural History of Fishes,'' with 
coloured ploles, tai large 4to, is one of the most 
admirable publications of tbe time. 

BLOCK, Daniel, a portrait painter of Pome- 

rania, died in 1661 . One of his brothers excelled 

as an architect, the other as a historical painter. 

BLOOKLAND, Anthony de Hontfort, an ele 

ffVM painter, died In 1563. His brothers, Peter 

snd Herbert, were his pupils, and were also dis 

tinjnaUbed as painters. 
BLOEMART, a painter, born at Oorcura, in 

Holland, 1567, and died 1647 A vast number 

of prints have been engraved after his works. 
BLOEMEN, John Francis, an emiiwiitFleiD- 

iah painter, died at Rone, tn 1740.

BLOND, Jean Le, a poet of Inferior merit, Is 
the 16th centnry. 

BLOND, James Cbrlstopber, a pataiter, of 
Frankfort, on the Maine, woo invented a mode 
of ensraviiig in colours ; be died In 1741. 

BLONDEAU, Claude, an advocate of tha 
parliament of Paris, at the close of the 17tli 
century. 

BLONDEL, David, a profestant minister, 
born at Chalons, wlittee writings ou theological 
•ubjects, arc highly valued. He was professor 
of history at Amsterdam after Vossius, and died 
in 1655. 

BLONDEL, Francis, eminent for his know- 
ledge of geometry and oelles letires, was profes- 
sor of mathematics and architecture, and prc^ 
ceptor to the dauphin of France ; he died in 1686. 

BLONDEL, John Francis, nephew of Fran- 
cis, was equally eminent as an architect, and aa 
a writer on architecture ; he died in 1774. 

BLONDEL, Peter James, a native of Paris, 
and a writer on tlie truth of the christian reli- 
gion, died in 1730. 

BLONDEL, LawTence, author of some books 
{on'devotion, died in 1740. 

BLONDEL, N., a physician, and author of a 
treatise on the mineral waters of Segrai, Ibc, 
died in 1759. 

BLONDIN, Peter, a native of Ficardy, emi- 
nent as a iMtanist, died in 1714. 

BLONDUS, Flavlus, an Italian, secretarv to 
Pope Eugenius IV., and his two successors, died 
in 1463. 

BLOOD, Thomas, an English adventurer, 
who contrived a plot for stealing the regalia 
from the tower, and was actually taken with the 
crown in his possession ; he died 1680. 

BLOOT, Peter, a Flemish painter, died In 
1667. 

BLOSIUS, or DE BL0I8, Lewis, a Benedic- 
tine, abbot of Liessies. in Hainault, refawd the 
arckbishopric of Cambray, and died in 1566. 

BLOUNT, Thomas, an English barrister at 
law, distinguished for his talents and learning, 
and as a respectable writer, died in 1G79. 

BLOUNT, 8ir Henry, after completing bis 
education at Oxford, travelled over Europe and 
a part of Asia, and, on his return, publislied an 
account of part of his travels, was tutor to the 
princes, and a zealous royalist ; he died in 1683. 

BLOUNT, Charles, younger son of Sir Henry, 
was distinguished as a zealotis advocate for li- 
berty, and as a man of great learning. His writ- 
ings, some of which prove him a deist, are nu- 
merous. He died of wounds inflicted on him- 
Iself, in 1093. 

BLOUNT, William, governor of the territory 
south of the Ohio, and a member of tbe United 
States* senate, from which be was expelled in 
1797 ; he died at KnoxvUle, In 1810. 

BLOUNT, Sir Thomas Pope, an eminent 
English writer, bom at Upper HoUoway, In 
Middlesex, September IS, 1640. He was a man 
of great learning, and well versed In the beat 
writers : of which he gave a proof in his famooa 
work, " CensuriaCelebriorum Authomm,** fce. 
He wrote also a work on poetry, " De Re Poeti* 
ca, or Remarks upon Poetry ; with charactan 
and censures of the most considerable poets, 
whether ancient or modem, extracted out of tbe 
best and choicest critics ;*' he died in 1697. 

BLOW, Dr. John, an eminent ransiciaii, bom 
at Collingham, In Nonlnghamshlre, abont the 
year 1648. In ]ff74, be was appointed master 
of the children of the Royal ch^«l ; In 108f. 
oompOBor to his nu^es^; in 1887, alvMet Msi 
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of ttie choriMera of St Paul's cathedral. 
UpM U»e deceoae of PurceU, in 1605, he became 
•nfBBUtof WeMiulnsier Abbey. He died Octc^ 
bar 1, 17QB, and was buried in tbe north aisle of 
Wesuniuster Abbey. 

BLOW£RS, Thomas, a good scholar, and 
minister, in Beverly , Massachusetts, ilied in 172&. 

BLUCBCR, Gebbaral Lcbrechi, Prince Von, 
a most celebrated Prussian field marshal, born 
at Rostock, December 16, 174^ distinguished 
himself byliis great skill and success in military 
tactics. He croeaed tbe Rhine, January L, ltil4, 
and entered tlie French territory. A decutive 
victory at Laou, February 9, opened the way to 
Paris, which was entered by tbe allied sove- 
reigns, March 31. He went in the company of 
dk) monarchs lo England, where the enthusiasm 
of the people afforded him the most brilliant tri- 
umph. The landing of Buonaparte from Elba 
again called him to the Held ; when he greatly 
aasisied in deciding, on the XUth of June, lol5, 
the eventful battle of Waterloo, and tlie fate ot 
Napoleon. Then, with the same rapidity as he 
had conquered, he followed up his victory, and 
die second time obtained peace in Paris. Al- 
most all tbe great powers in Europe honoured 
him with oidera of knighthood. His own siove- 
reign named him, in memory of tiie first of his 
victories, Prince of VVahUstadt, with a suitable 
donation, and bestowed on him, exclusively, a 
^rtioilar mark of honour: viz., an iron croes 
sarrounded with golden rays; declaring, that 
**- he knew very well that no golden rays could 
heighten tbe splendottr of his services ; but that 
it gave him pleasure to make his sense of them 
evident by a suitable mark of distinction." He 
had been 45 years in the army ; and his celerity 
in tbe field obtained biro the name of '' Marshal 
Fbrwante.** He died at Kriblowitz, ahnosi iu 
the presence of his king, who attended him iu 
ton last sickness, September 12, 1619. 

BLUM, JoacUiu, Christian, a German poet, 
who retired from public aifairs to devote him- 
self to the muses ; he died in 1790. 

BLUTAEU, Dom. Raphael, an eminent 
pceacher, bom in iiondon, of French parents, 
w«at to Listion, where be wrote a Portuguese 
ami Latin dictiooary ; he died in 1734. 

BO ADICEA, queen of the Iceni, in Britain, a 
■nst iatrepM heroine, who, being defeated and 
ili-ased by tbe Romans, after havins behavfd 
with exemplary bravery, despatched herself by 
poi:$on, A. D. 59. 

BOAT£, Gerard, a Dutch physician, who 
aeitled in IrelaiHl, and wrote a natural history 
of tbe country. 

BOBART, a German, first keeper of the bo- 
tanical garden at Oxford, died in 1G79. 

BOCCACB, John, an eminent writer, bom at 
Certaldo, in Tuscany, 1313, died 1375. He left 
•everaJ worlu, some in Latin, and some in Ital- 
ian : but, of all his compositions, his " Decame- 
nm is tbe moat famous ; It was received so fa- 
vQQtabiy by foreign nations, that eveiv one 
would have it in tlieir own tongue ; and it was 
•ooght after so much the more eagerly, as pains 
were taken to suppress it ; his stories being too 
lieentioos, and satirical on tbe monks. 

BOCCACI, or BOCCACINO, Camilto, a por- 
trait and historical painter, of Cremona, died in 
1546. 

BOOCA6E, Marie Anne Lepage du, a cele- 
brsaad Frsncb poetess and dramatic writer, often 
mm t ^n nH i by Lord Chesterfield in hii letters to 
bis SOB, was bom at Rouen, October 23, 1710,| 
•■ddiod at Paris. August VdUL 
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i BOCCALIM, Trajan, a satirical wit, bora at 
{Rome, about tlie begiiuiiiig of the 17tb cenniiy. 
jUis "■ Ragcuagli di Pnrnasso** has been trana> 
Mated iutoEnglish, and many otiier luguagss. 
Boccalini was assassinated at Venice, beliig 
beaten to death with sand bafts. 

BOCCAMAZZA, Augeius, bishop of Catania, 
in Sicily, died in 1S90. 

BOCC'IIERUtfl, L«>wi8, a naUve of Luoe», 
distinvuisliud as a composer of mtisic, died at 
Madrid, in IHOO. 

BOCCHUd, a khig of Mauritania, who be 
trayed his son-in-law, Jugurtha, to the Romans, 
100 B C 

BUCCIARDI, Clemente, a patailtr, of Genoa 
died iu ll>5d. 

BOCCOLD, John, a fknatic talfcir, eommonly 
called John of Leyden. in company with John 
Matthias, a baker, of Haerlem, at the head of 
his followers, seized Muustvr, assumed the of- 
fice of king and of prophet, and began to rsfonn 
the laws, and new-model the government ]he 
was at last taken and put to death, in the sGUi 
year of his age. 

BOCfONi, Sylvio, a celebrated natural his 
torian, born at Palermo, in Sicily. 1633, died 
Decnuhc.r 22, 1704. He lelt many curious works. 

BOCCOKIS, a king of EgypL who is said 
to have driven tlie Jews from bis domlnloM, to 
cure himself of the leprosy, according to an 
oracle. 

BOCn ART, Samuel, a learned French pro- 
testaiit, born at Rouen, in Normandy, 1969, died 
suddenly, while be was speaking in the acade- 
imy of Caen, (of which he was a member,) May 
6,1607. 

BOCHEL, Laurent, an advocate of tbe par- 
liameut of Paris, whose works on law and his- 
tory are valued ay learned men in France, died 
in 1029. 

BOCHIUS, John, bom at Brtisiels, In 1955. 
He was a good Latin poet, and thence styled the 
Virgil of the Low Oouniries. He died January 
13, ItiOO. 

BOCKHOR8T, John Van, an eminent por- 
trait and historical painter, bom about 1610. 

BOCaUILLOT, Lazarus Andrew, an adTO> 
ate of Dijon, afterwards an ecclesiastic, emi- 
nent for his learning and pletv, died in 1790. 
He wrote the life of Chevalier Bayard, &c. 

BODIN, John, a native of Angers, wbo ac- 
quired reputation and the notice of his Mverelgn, 
by his wit and merlL Be settled at Laon, where 
he rose to eminence at a lawyer and public 
.speaker; he died 1906. Hie wiitings are aa- 
merous and respectable. 

BODLET, Sir Thomaa, firom whom tbe Bod- 
leian library at Oxford takes its name, was bom 
at Exeter, March S, 1544. In 1585, he was made 
((entlcman usher to Queen EUzabetb. From 
this time tiU 1597, be was honou]«bly and suc- 
cessfully employed in embassies and negotia- 
tions with foreign poweis ; tad on ids final re- 
vocatioi^ in that year, he set about tbe noble 
work of restoring tbe public Ubraiy at Oxford, 
which in two years tiine he brought to a good 
degree of perfection. He furnished it with a 
large coUectiwi of books, purchased in foreign 
countries at a great expense : ' and this collection 
in a short time became so greatly enlarged, by 
the generous benefbctions of several noblemen, 
bishops, and otbeis, that neither tbe shelves nor 
tbe room could contain them. Whereupon, 
Bodley offering to make a considerable addition 
to the building, tlie motion was readily enibrared,- 
and July 19, 1610, 'the llrst stone of the new 
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ftvoiBttoD wat Ikid with great tolciiiBity, and 
ft tpeech made udod tbe oceadoa. Bot tie did 
aoc live to ue tbia part of Ma plan completed, 
fhoogh he left stilRcient to do it, with some ol' 
Ms tricada hi tniat. Bfar Thomaa died January 
98, 1013, and was buried with great solemhlty at 
the vpper end of Merton College choir. An an- 
nual Hpoech hi his ptalBe hi stiU niada at Oxfbid.

B<ECL£R, John Henry, nrotanor of history 
at Btrasboun, was lionourca, for bis great leam- 
tag, by Lewis XIV.. and Christina of Bweden, 
who made him her hisioriognpher ; lie died In 
M86. 

BGBHMEN, Jacob, a Teutonic phlloaopher, 
and noted Tialonary, bom in a village of Ger- 
many, near GarHtz, 157S, died November 18,1 
Je94. 

B(EBMEB, Geoi|e Ralph, profeaser of bota- 
■y and anatomy at XVittemberg. died hi 1803. 

BOSRHAAVE, Herman, an illnstrious phy- 
sician and profeasor at Leyden, bom December 
31, 1668, at Voorhoot, a small village hi Holhmd, 
about two miles from that dty ; died Septem- 
ber SD, 1738. No professor was ever attended, 
In public as well as private lectures, by so great 
a number of students, tnm such distant and 
different paita, (or so many years successively 
none beard him without conceiving a veneration 
for his person, at the aame time tliat they cz 
prcased their surprise at his prodigious attain- 
ments ; and it may be justly alBrmed, that none 
in so nrlvate a station ever attracted a more uni 
venal esteem. 8o unmoved was he by detrac- 
tion, (from wliich tbe best of men are not ez- 
anipt,) that he used to say, "Tbe sparks of 
calumny will be presently extinct of themselves, 
unless you blow th^i." 

BCEL, Peter, a Flemish painter, pupil to Com. 
4e Waal, at Rome, died in 1680. 

BGETTHIE, Etienno de la, eminent as a scho- 
lar and translator of riutarch and XetK>plion ; 
ho died near Bordeaux, in 1563. 

BCETIIirg, or BCETIUB, Flavius Anlciux 
Blaiiliuii Torqiiatus Bevcrinus, a prose as well 
as poetical writer of the 6th century, born of 
one of the noblest families in Rome. Having 
remonstrated with great spirit againt tbe tyranny 
of Theodoric, he was beheaded in pridon, by 
command ot that king, in 5S4. Bcrtblu? wrote 
many philosophical works, the greater part in 
tlie lo)j|ical way : but his ethic piece, " De Con- 
aolatione Philosophic,*' is his chief perform- 
ance, and has alwayv been justly admired both 
for the matter and for the st>ie. Mr. Harris, in 
Ills Hermes, has obeen-ed, that " with Rcethtus 
the Latin tongue, and tbe last remahie of Roman 
dignity, may be said to have sunk fan the western 
world." 

BCETBIU6, BCECE, or B(EIB. Hector, a fh- 
mous BcMtish historian, bom at Dundee, in the 
shire of Angus, about 1470. He wrote In Latin 
a History of Scotland,'* and died IS». 

ROFFRAND, Germain, bom ai Nantes, ac- 
quired such a reputation as an architect, t^a: se- 
veral prince? employed him in the erection of pa- 
laces and public edlnces ; he died at Paris, In 1755. 

BOGAN, Zachary, a learned English divine, 
died in 16». 

BOGARDUB, Everardus, first minister of the 
lefomM'd Dutch church in New- York. 

BOGORI?, ftrtit Christian king of the Bolga- 
itans; lie embraced Christianity i» 865. 
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BOHADIN, a leamed Arabian, the favourita 
of Saladin, and the historian of his Ufe ; In which 
he gives an accoum of the crusades, and of the 
literature of tiie 19th century. 

BOHEMOND, prince of Antiocb, with hit 
fkther, invaded the eastern empire, and twice 
defeated the emperor Alexius. Be afierwarda 
embarked for the crusades, and took Amioch ; 
but being taken prisoner and released, returned 
to Europe, where be prepared to raise a large 
aranv, and died in 1111. lie was succeeded at 
Amioch by six princes, succeasively bearing the 
same name. 

BOHN, John, a native of Leipsic, eminent as 
a physician, professor, and chynust, died in 1719. 

BOIARDO, Marteo-Uart^a governor of Beg- 
Kto, known as the author of Oriando Inamorato, 
in continuation of which, Ailosto wrote liis Or- 
lando Furioso. He was a man possessed of 
great poetical talents, a strong and lively imagi- 
nation, and hold and animal^ concepiioDs : he 
died in MM. 

BOILEAU, Gilea, translator of EplctetiD,lEC., 
died in 16G9. 

BOILEAU, Jamea, a doctor of the Boriwnn^ 
dean of the faculty of divinity, and canon or 
the holy chapel, died in 1716. 

BOILEAU, Sieur Despreaux, Nicholas, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, liom at Paris, November 
1, 1636. He wrote satirea, wherein he exposal 
Ithe bad taste of his time, and was extremely 
severe agatatst vice and the cormpt manneia 
ot the age. BoQeau's satirical pieces raised 
him many enemies : his " Satire against the 
Women** in particular, was murh talked of. 
and occasioned great clamour. Bo highly dM he 
rank among French writers, that Brayerc, in a 
speech delivered at the French academy, sold 
" Bolleau excels Juvenal, comea up to Horace, 
(teems to create the thoughts of another, and lo 
make whatever he handles his own. His vetsea 
will be read even when the languagi: is obeolete, 
and will be the last mins of it.** ^Dr. Warton, 
ataK), says, that Boileau*s Art of Poetry is the 
best composition of that Icind extant. He died 
March 9, 1711. 

BOILEAU, John James, an ecclefiastir, of 
St. Honors, at Pariff, was a man of great leam- 
ing, and highly esteemed by the cardinal de No- 
allies : he died in 1735. 

BOILEAU, Charies, abbeof Boileau, an emi- 
nent preacher at the court of Lewis XIV., died 
in 1700. 

BOINDIN, Nicholas, a native of Paris, enter- 
ed the army at the age of 90 ; his ill health com- 
uelling him to relinquish the service, be turned 
his attention to literary pursuits, and was c«*le- 
brated as a writer of eomedies ; be died in 1751. 

BOIS, Jean du, a Parisian ecclesiastic, be- 
came so conspicuous in the military service of 
Henry III., as to acquire the name of Emperor 
of monks. On resuming his clerical character, 
be became eminent as a preacher, but incurring 
the resentment of the church, he was confinca 
at Rome, where he died in 16M. 

B0I8, Gerard du, a native of Orieana, known 
as the author of a Laiih history of the elrareh of 
Paris, died in 1606. 

BOIS, Philippe du, a doctor of the 6oriMiiiiie» 
died in 1707. 

BOIB, Philippe Goibaud, a dandng master, ol 
Polctiere, died in 1604. 

BOIB D*ANNEMET8, Daniel du. author of 
Memoirs of a Favourite of the duke of Orieaaa, 
[was killed in a duel at Venice, fan UBT. 

BOIB, CardiBal du, an amincnt Frcncb WUM^ 
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I and pciuie uiiuUtcr under the regent, duke 
orOrle«iw, di«id iu 17£i. 

BOIS D£ LA PIEURG, Louise Marie du, a 
iadjr ot* Normaiidy, wrote meiooira for a biatory 
orNonoaody, Iu:., and died in 1730.

BOiSSARO, JobQ Jamea, a famous antiquary,

BOISSAT, Pierre de, a native of Vienne ; at 
didferpBt periods of liij lil'o, be was a moak, a 
■okfier, and a tiermit ; he died in 10U2. 

BOISSlfiRB, Joseph de la Fontaine de la, an 
•cekMlaetlc, of Dieppe, died at Paris, in 1732. 

BOIdSIEU, Deuis de Salvaing de, a lawyer 
te the aenrice of Xa^wIb XIU^ died in 1683. 

BOiasiCU, Banholooiew Camille de, an emi- 
wmi pbyiddaii, and writer oa medical subjects, 
«ediiiI770. 

BOISay , Lools de, a popular Parisian writer, 
who clios* to starve with his wife and cliild, 
niher tban aollcit the charity of his admirers or 
frieodi. Tbey had nearly perished, when tlieii 
alHUiion was discovered by a friend, and tbeyj 
WOTe relieved, and afterwards supported by a 
peowm; he died in 1758. 

BOIVIN, Francis dc, baron de Villers, ac- 
ffffgpftnHd nuuechal de Brissac into Piedmont, 
and wrote an authentic account of the wars of 
the country ; he died in 1618. 

BOiVlN, John, Greek professor at Paris, and 
nhrarian to the king, died in 172IL

BOIZARD, John, a man of abilities, employed

BOLLAN, William, agent to Great Britain 
flroa the province of Massachusetts, to solicit 
tin laimburBeaient of the exncn.<K>9 in the expe- 
dition against Cape Breton, fa 1745. 

BOLAN(2£R, John, a pupil of Guido, emi- 
nent as a bisiorical paintr!!, died in ItiOO. 

BOLI3SLAUS 1., first king of Poland, suc- 
ceeded Irs father, duke Hicblaus, in 9ti9. Otlio 
IlL OMde Poland an independent kingdom, and 
gave liim tiie title of king, in 1001 ; he died in 

BOLESLAUS IL, called the bold and the 
erael, sooceeded his mther, Casimir I , in 1059. 
During his invasion of Russia, the Polish women, 
enraged at the alisence of their husbands, be- 
stowed their fhvouiB on their slaves. Bolc«lau.s 
letumed with bis army to avenge the insult, 
and a loam and bloody servile contest ensiir>d. 
He was ansrwards excommunicated, and died 
in Haanry, io 1060.

BOLSEC, Jerome, a Carmelite, of Paris, for- 
sook bis order, and Aed to Italy, and then to 
Geneva, where tie lived as a physician. He 
there embraced the doctrines of Peiagius, and 
inveighed, with so mucii bitterness and violence, 
against CaJvin, that he was expelled from the 
city. He returned to France, where he died la 
1584. His lives of Calvin and Beza are a col- 
lection of falsehood and al>use. 

BOLSWERD, Sheldt, an eminent engraver, 
of Fiaodera. 

BOLTON, Edmund, an ini^enlous English an- 
tiquary, wlio lived in the begimilug of the 17th 
century, and wrote a very curious historical 
work, cHlled 'SNero Cftsar, or, monarchic de- 
praved;" fol. l&H. 

BOLTON, Robert, dean of Cariisle, and a 
celebrated writer of moral and religious letten 
and tracts, was born in Nortliampionshire, 1696; 
and died 1703. 

BOLTON, Robert, a puritan, distinguished 
for his iearnitig and bis eloquence. He was a 
professor at Oxford, and sustained hbi high re- 
putation by his numerous writings ; he died in 
1031. 

BOr<Z aX;, lTri>ano Valeriano, a monk of the 
order 01' tlie Minorites, born at Buliuno, travelled 
through Greece, TaleDtine, &c., and twice as- 
cended ^tna, to survey its crater. He first 
wrote a grammar of the Greek language, in 
Latin, and died in 15'J4. 

BOM B K L LI, Sebastian, a painter, of Bologna, 
difldinI68a. 

BOMBERG, Daniel, a printer, of Venice, fa- 
mous for the number and correctness of ttis 
books, died in 1549. 

BON DE ST. HILAIRE, Francois Xavien 
president of tlie cbainbtsr of accounts of Mont- 
peliur, author of a treatise on silk worms, and on 
the Maroons of India, died in 1701. 

BONA, John, an ecclesiastic, of Piedmont, 
eminent for his learning, and hU love of soli- 
tude, was promoted to places of honour by Pope 
Alexander VII.. and iasily a cardinal : tie died, 
much respected, in 1674. 

BONAC, John Louis d' Usson, marquis de, 
a French nobleman, sent by Lewis XIV., as am- 
bassador to SwedeujPoland, 6pain, Constant! 
nople, Abc., died in 1738. 

BONACINA, Martin, aa ecclesiastic, of Mi- 
lan, in tlie service of Pope Urban VIII., died in 
1631.

BONAROTA, or BUONAROTI, nut&amed 
Michael Anaelo. Vid. AN6EL0. 

BON A VENTURE. John Fidauza, a cele- 
brated doctor, cardinal, and saint, of the church 
•f Rome, bom In Tuscany, 1221. His works 
were firinted at Rome, in 1558, in 8 vols, folio. 
Excepting his Commentary upon tlie Master of 
tbe Sentences, they are chiefly upon pious and 
mystical subjects, and have gained him tbe name 
of the Seraphic Doctor. 

BON A VENTtTRE, of Padua, a cardinal, bom 
in thin city, 1332. He was the autlior of several 
works: as '* Commentaries upon the Epistles 
of St. John and St. James,*' " Lives of the 
SaiuM," " Sermons/* "Speculum Marin,* ' itc. 

BONBELLES, Henri Francis. Comte de, a 
French officer of rank, died in 1760. 

BONCERF, a French writer, of great popu- 
larity at the revolution, who soon after feU into 
discrace, and died of a broken heart. 

BOND, John, an eminent commentator, and 
preceptor at Taunton, died in 1612. 

BOND, Thomas, an eminent physician of 
Philadelphia, in 1763, or 1764. 

BONEF ACIO, Venetiano, an Italian painter, 
died in 1630. 

BON£T,Theophnu8, a fiunous medical writer, 
born at Geneva, 1020, died in 1689. 

BONF ADIUS, James, a imllte writer, of Italy , 
iu tbe 16th century. Having, in bis oSke ot 
falstoriograpbcr of Genoa, spoken too freely of 
some powerful families, they resolved to ruin 
him, and brought a charge of unnatural propeu- 
idtics against him ; on which charge he was 
executed, in 1560. 

BONFlNIUS, Anthony, a historian, bom in 
Italy, went to Hungary by Invitation of the king, 
and wrote a history of that country, in 45 vols.; 
he died, as is supposed, in 1502. 

BONFRERIUS, James, a Jesuit, and theologi- 
cal writer, died in 1643. 

BON6ARS, James, ambassador of Henry 
tV. at several German courts, and employed in 
his service as a statesman and negotiator for 
nearly TO years ; lie died in 1612. 

nONK/'HON, Francis, an ecclesiastic, of An- 
gers, died in 1062. 

■ BONIFACE, the apostle of Germany, was 
fient by Gregory II. to convert the barbarians of 
tbe north to Christianity, and was eminently suc- 
sesflful, for which he was loaded with honours 
by thH pope ; he was killed hi Friezland, in 754. 

BO.YIFACE 1., St., pope of Rome, died in 422. 

BONIFACE II. was elected pope in 530, and 
died in 533. 

BONIFACE m. was made ^pe in 606, and 
died the same year. He established, by means 
of the emperor Phocas, tlie superiority of tho 
rapes over the patriarchs. He was immediately 
HUoceeded by Boniface IV., who died in 614. 

BONIFACE v., of Naples, was elevated to 
the papacy in 617, and died in 6SS. 

BONIFACE VI. was pope for 15 days, in 896. 
He waj! elevated and deposed by a faction. 

BONIFACE VII. raised himself to the papal 
chair, and died four months after. As he was 
a monster of cmelty, his remains were treated 
with the greatest indignity by the people 

BONIFACE VIII., Benedict CajiElan, a cardi- 
nal, and afterwards popa^ in 1294. Hfs ambl-

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Ition was unbounded : b« hurled the thunder of 
the Vatican againal tlie kings of Demnark and 
France, and dadared that God had made him 
lord over Ungs and kingdoms. Philip, despnlng 
his threats, bad him seized by fbrce, but escap- 
ing from his guards, be fled to Rome, where tie 
died in 1303. 

BONIFACE IX., a native of Naples, pope, la 
^386w died in 1404. 

BONIFACE, Hyacihtbe, compiler of the de- 
jcreesof tbe parhament of Provence, died in 1605 

BONIFACE, a count of the Roman empire, 
who revolted against the emperor, but was af- 
terwards reconciled to 1dm : be fell in a battle 
iwith AcUttfi. his rival, in 432. 

BONIFACIO, Balthazar, profesaor of law m 
iPadfia, and afkerwarda bishop of Caso d'Istria, 
died in 1659. 

BONJOUR, GuiUaume. an Augustine monk, 
who asaJBted Clement XI. in correcting the errara 
of the Gregorian catendar, died while a miasion- 
jary in China, In 1714. 

BONNE, the mistress and wife of Peter Bra- 
noro, a warrior of Parma. She diaplavcd groat 
courage in the field, and with ber husband, de- 
fended Venice against the duke of Milan ; she 
dipd In 1466. 

BONNECORSE, a native of Maroeilles, consul 
for Fraiice in C^pt, died in 1706. 

BONNECURIL, Joseph Duranti de, an ec- 
(cleaiastic, of Aix, who translated some of the 
works of St. Chrysostom, Ac, died in 1756. 

BONNEFONS. John, a native of Auverene, 
was distinguished as a successful imitator of the 
poetry of Catullus ; be died in 1614. 

BONNEFONS, AmaUe, a Jesuit, of Rtoni, 
author of several devotional tracta, died in 1653. 

BONNELL, James, a religious writer, born 
1653, died 1699. 

BONNER, Edmund, bishop of London, in the 
reign of Henry Vin^ Edward VI., and Uueen 
Mary, was the son of an honeat, poor man, and 
bora at Haiiley, in Woroestenbire. He was a 
most violent arid crael Mgot, and was the oc- 
casion of several hundreds of innocent persons 
being put to death for their firm adherence to 
ibe protestont fatth. Upon Queen Elizabeth's 
accession, be refused to take tbe oath of allegi- 
ance and supremacy ; for which reason be was 
deprived of his bisliopric, and ccnnmilted to the 
Marshalsea. After having lived in confinement 
some vears, he died September 5, 15M. 

BONNET, CharU'*, an eminent natural phi- 
losopher and metaphysician, born at Geneva, 
March 13, 1720, died May 20, 1793. A complete 
edition of his works was published at Neufcha- 
tel, 9 vols. 4to., and 18 8vo. 

BONNEVAL, Claudius Alexander, count dc, 
of Limousin , allied to the royal family of France, 
whose service he left for that of Turkey, where 
he was made a bashaw of three tails, and died 
in 1747. 

BONNEVAL, Rene de, an inferior writer, and 
poet of Mans, died in 1760. 

BONNIER D*ALOO, N., a Frenchman, 
known in the national assembly for bis stroog 
republican principles ; he was assassinated ia 

BONOMI. Joseph, an artist, distinguished pai^ 
ticularly by nis architectural knowledge and ge- 
idus, was a native of Italy ; but died In Lon- 
don, March 16, 1808. He was an associate o£ 
the Royal Academy, and warmly patronised bj 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

BONOSITS, bishop of Naissus, In Dada, ac- 
cused of heresy, condemned, and died ia 410. 
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BQKTBKOE, CoracilJe, a Dutchman, pby 
aiciaB to the dectiMr of Braodflnbois, and aa 
fhnr of teveral works. 

BONTEMPI» Oeorge Andrew Aug elini, ml-

known ae a good musiclani and author of a

BONTEMS. Madame, a woman respected 
ibrberwit,an«ler0tandiDff, and knowledge; she 
pQblMied a tranelation ot Thomnioo's Beaumns, 
and died at Purta, in 1768. 

BOMTlUSf Jamee, a Duteh physician at Ba 
lavia, author of the Botany and Natural History 
oflndia, printMl at Leydea, in 1648, and Am

BOONE, Thomas, an able and faithful go- 
vernor of NeW'Jeney, and afterwards of South 
Osrollna, untU 1763^ 

BOONEN. Arnold, an eminent portrait painter, 
adisdsle of Shalfcen, died in 1729. 

BOOT, Arnold, a Dutch physician, autlior of 
a dafenes of the Hebrew text of Scripture, and 
also some medical works ; died at Paris, in 
I6S3. 

BOOTH, BaitOD, afbmous English actor, who 
ahiefly excelled In traccdy, was born in the 
umaty of Lancaster, 1681, and died May 10, 
1732. Bin cfaaraeier as an actor has been cele- 
irattd by some of the best judges. Bee Cibber's 
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appointed farmer-general, tie wrote several 
learned works, and was guillothied by Robes-' 
pierre, in 1794. 

BORDEN AVE, Toanaint, profemor of sur- 
gery in Parw, known for liis elements o( physio- 
logy, he died in 178B. 

BORDES, Charles, a poet and pbUosophcTr 
of Lyons, died in 1781. 

BORDEU, Theopliilus, a rh}'slclan who gain- 
ed great reputation at Polls ; be puUished nine 
medical works, and died In 1776. 

BORDING1U8. Andrew, a celebrated Danish 
poet, whose works were published at Copen- 
hogen, in 1738. 

BORDLEY, John Beale, member of the ex- 
ecutive council of Maryland, a writer on agri- 
culture, died 1804. 

BORDONE, Paris, a pointer, of Venice, and 
the favourite of Francis I., celebrated lor hto 
ponraits ; died In 1587. 

BORE, Cttiherine Von, a nun, who, on the 
dissemination of Luther's principtt!S, quitted the 
veil. Her heroic conduct attracted tlie notice 
of Luther, who afterwards married her. She 
was a woman of delicacy and virtue, and died

He was bom 1735, and died at 
Paris, May, 1799. 

BORDE, Andrew, an Englishman, bom in 
1500, educated at Oxford, studied physic, and 
entered the order of Cartnusians. In his cha- 
racter ho was extremely whimsical ; he died 
inlMS. 

BORDB, John Bei^jmnln, a French writer, 
vaktMiMdi Ji:V.,apoii wrhmt death hA was 



BORGIA NI, Orazio, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, a native of Rome ; died in 
1681. 

BORIS, Gudenou, a regent of Muscovy uad« 
Foedor, whom he assassinated and thus obtain- 
ed the sovereign power out afterwards met a 
like fate himself. 

BORLACE, Edmund, M D., son of a lord 
chief Justice of Ireland, was educated at Dub- 
lin, studied at Leyden and Oiford, and acquired 
great reputation ; he died at Chester, in 1688. 

BORLASE, WiUiam, a very ingenious and 
learned writer, was of an ancient (kmlly In 
Cornwall, and bora at Pendeen, Febraary 8, 
1605-6. Having perpetuated his name by hii 
deep researches Into the natural history of hit 
native country, Dr. Borlase died Aug. 31, 1773. 

BORN, Ignadus, a German baron, resided M 
Prague, devoted himself to the sdenoes, wroM 
a satire on monks, whom he classed illar tlM 
qmamofLtnaMis, and died tai 1791. 



BORNQiR, Philip de, a lawyer of MotitpeUer, 
aad auUior or two learned woritt, died in 1711. 

BORREL, John, an erxteaiastic, well versed 
in jeometry. died in 1578. 

BORRl, JoKph Francla, an artAil impostor 
of Milan, who practised upon tlie credulity of 
merebants, as well as princes, whom he deluded 
out of great stuns of money, under a pretence 
of discovering the pbUoaopher's stone ; he died 

BORRICHIUS, Olaus, a learned professor at 
the university of Copenhagen. He vtaited the 
different countries or Europe, and acquired the 
friendship of their liternii ; he died in MW. 

BORROMEO, Charles, a cardinal, archbishop 
M Milan, and saint of tlie Romish church, was 
an example of meekness and piety, and endea- 
voured to reform tiie abuses of the clergy ; ho 
died in 15B4, and was canonized in 1710. 

BORROMEO, Frederick, cousin to the last, 
and also a cardinal, and archbiahop of Milan, 
founded the Ambroslan library; be died in 1032. 

BORROMira, Francis, an architect of Bis- 
sone, acquired much reputation at Rome ; he 
died 1697. 

BORZONI, Luciano, a native of Genoa, eml* 
Dent as a hitnorical and portrait painter, died at 
Mllan,in 1645. Histliree sons were equaAy great. 

BOS, John Baptist du, a celebrated member, 
and perpetual secretary of the French academy, 
Dom at Beauvals, 1670. Ills principal work is 
" Critical Reflections upon Poetry and Paint- 
ing.*' He died at Paris, 174S. 

BOS, Lambert, Greek professor at Franeker, 
where he died in 1717. He was the author of 
several leamod works. 

BOS, Charles Francis du, an ecdeslaatic of 
Luoon, died in 1731. He was a man of leamfitg 
and piety. 

BOS, Jerome, a Flemish pafanter, died in 1500. 

BOS, Lewis Jansen, a Flemish painter, cele- 
brated for his beautiful leaves and flowen, died 
1507. 

B08C, James du, a aative of Normandy and 
an author. 

B08C, Pierre du, a protestant minister, at 
Citen. On the revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
he fled to Holland, and l>ecame minister of the 
Church of Rotterdam ; he died in 1682. 

B0SCA6ER, John, a native of Beziers, the 
author of several law works, died in 1684. 

BOSCAN, John, of Barcelona, introduced 
the Italian rhyme into the poetry of hla country. 
He was the author of several poems, and died 
in 1543. 

BOSCAWEN, Edward, a celebrated English 
admiral, son of Hush, lord viscount Falmouth, 
was bom about 1711. He signalised himself in 
many important contests with the French ; in 
Which, one circumstance of his success will ap- 

Sear singular ; namely, that of having at three 
Iflerent times, in 1744, 1747, and 1755, taken M. 
Hoquart, a French commander, prisoner. — Mr. 
B.*s eminent services merited and obtained the 
approbation and gr^tnde of his country. On the 
12ih Dee. 1758, the thanks of the house of com- 
mons (the greatest honour that can be done to 
any subject) were given him in liis place bv tlie 
■petker; in that year also he was appointed 
admiral of the blue ; and in Dec. 1760, general 
of marines, with a salary of 30002. per annum, 
and a seat in the privy council. This rank ana 
bonour, however, he did not long en^joy, dying 
January 10, 1761. Borne Interesung stories of 
this great commander will be fbund in ** Se- 
Wttd^i Anecdotes.*' 
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I BOSCAWEN, William, a mlsceUaiNoi»wii- 
ter and poet, of considerable BMtrit, eon of gene* 
ral George Boscawoi, and nepbew of the admi- 
ral, was bom Aug. S8, 1753. He was educated 
at Eton school and at Exeter ooUege, Oifoid; 
was called to the bar as a member of the Mid- 
dle Tem{rie, and became a coramiMioBer of 
bankrupts ; and in 1785 was i^ipoinled one of 
the commisBioners of the victualing office. He 
was an excellent scholar, and (besides other po- 
ems) puUisbed, in two vols. 8ro,a new tranal*- 
lion of Horace, which h, in the Jndgment of 
classical men, in many essential pointa of merit* 
very superior tt> that of Dr. Francis. Mr. B. 
was a most amiable man, and died May 6, IdU. 

BOSCH, Balthasar Vanden, a painter of Ant- 
werp, whose pieces are much admired, Aed la 
171&. 

BOSCH, Jacob, a painter of Amsterdam, died 
in 1675. 

B08CHAERTS, Thomas Wlllebos, a Fleok- 
Ish painter, patronised by the prince of Orange, 
died In 1667 

BOSCOLI, Andrew, a painter, of Florenee^ 
whose execution and cotonring were much ad- 
mired. 

BOSCOVTCH, Joseph Roger, a Jesuit, and 
professor of mathematics at Rome, Pavia, and 
Milan. His works were on mathematical sub- 
jectBjtbough he wrote elegant poetry ; he died 

BOsio, James, a monk of Milan, chiefly 
known for his history of the knigtits of Malta. 

BOSIO, Anthony, known by his dcscrfptloa 
of the tomhs and epitaphs of the early Cbito- 
tians at Rome. 

BOSON, count of Aries, made king of Vn^ 
vence in P79. 

BOSQUET, Francis, bishop of Montpeller. 
wrote the lives of the popes of Avignon, and 
history of tlie Callican church ; he died in 1676. 

BOSSE,Abraliam.aFrenchman,di8tingnlahed 
as an encraver and architect, died in 16m. 

B08SU, Rene Lc, bora at Parts, 1631, died 
1660. His principal work was, '* A Treatise on 
Epic Poetry,'* which gained him great reputa^ 
tlon. Boileau says, it is one of the best compo- 
sitions on this snbject that ever appeared in the 
French laniniagc. 

B06SITET, James, blsliop of Meaux, bom at 
Dijon, IflST. His " Discours smr rRistoire Uni- 
verselle" was published in 1661, and has been 
considered a^ a valuable work, and of great 
authority. He died at Paris, in 1704. 

BOSSiUS, Martin, an ecclesiastic of Verona^ 
who wrote several Latin works, died in 1508. ^ 

BOSTON, Thomas, M. A., a Scotchman edu- 
cated at Edinburgh, known as ttae author of 
" Human Nature in its Fourfold state." Died in 
1732. 

BOS WELL, James, an eminent miscallaneooa 
writer, but chiefly distineuiahed as the literaiy 
companion and biographer of the celebrated 
Dr. Johnson. He was bom at Edinburgh, OcU 
39, 1740, and was the son of lord AucMnleck^ 
one of the judges of the court oi sessloin fn 
Scotland. In 1763, Mr. B. came to London, and 
had what be always called the singular felicity 
of being introduced to Dr. Johnson. Boon aftci 
this he set out on a tour; and having visited the 
most remarkable cities in Italy, sailed m Corriea, 
tra\'clled over every part of that island, and re- 
turned to Scotland, la 1766, when be became an 
advocate at the Scotch bar. The celebrated 
- Douglas cause being at that time a rabject of 
^general discuHlon, Mt. BoiweU took a vary aa

I 
taoir not whether I could name any narratiTe, 
Jtf nrMeh eariosinr Is better excited, or better 
gratifled " In 178S, he published " A Journal 
of a T<mr to the Hebrides with Dr. Johnson,*' 
whieh hod a sueeess similar to his account of 
Gorriica. This year Mr. Bosweli removed to 
Irfwdon, and wae soon after called to the Eng- 
bar ; but bis professional business was iu- 



ftecmpced by the preparing of his mcwt celebrated 
work, " The Life of Samuel Johnson, L L. D.," 
in 2 vote. 4to. This was published in 1790, and 
was received by the worid with wonderful avi- 
dity, k is a fUthfol history of Johnson's life, 
exhibits a most interesting picture of the cha- 
racter of that illustrious moraliau and is one of 
the most instmctive and entertaining books m 
the En^lsh language. The preparation of a ae- 
eotid edition of this work was the last literary per- 
fprmanceof Mr Bosweli, who died May 19, 1795. 

BOSTWICK, David, an nniuent minister of 
Vew-Tork, author of several sermons, Ace, 
died In 1702. 

BOTAL, Leonard, physician of Henry III., 
ef Pranee, recommended frequent bleedings in 
fcvns, wMcb others condemned. 

BOTERO, John, secretary of Borromeo, died 
iMl889. 

BOTH, John and Andrew, two Flemish pain* 
lem, who generally executed Uieir pictures in 
common. 

BOTHL AN, a Christian phyBiclan,of Bagdat, 
visited Egypt^n 1047, to becoroo acquaint- 
ed with his rival in medicine, Ibu Rod h wan. 

BOTH WELL,Jara«s Hepbuni,eari of,known 
la Scottish history, for his marriage with queen 
Mary ; he died In 1S77. 

BOTlCBLLf , Alexander, a painter of Flo- 
Riwe, (fled in ISIS. Bis two ptcmrca of Venus 
are much admired. 

BOTT, John de, a French architect. Several 
poMie edifieee at Dresden, where he died in 
IM^aremoiiumenlsof his architectural genius. 

BOTT, Thomas, an English divme. born at 
Derby, 1088, died 1753, lea^ng several ingenious 
tracts on leHgloai subjects. 

BOCHABD, David, a fkmous chieftain of Hen- 
tf IV., of France^ was governor of Perigord, 
nd WW killed at the siege of Lisle, in 1598. 

BOUGHARDON, Edmund, a native ofltalv, 
iflvoied to the study of senlptnre. He adorned 
Paris with menuaients of his genius, and was 
Bauott i e d bv the king ; he diedln 1679. 

BOCrCf&AUD, Matthew Anthony, a native 
af Pails, and professor In the univemity, dis- 
iiagnlsbed by hfai puUicattons and articles In the 
BBryelopedla,died In 1804. 

BOf Tube, HonortuB, an ecdeslastle, author 
•r a Mstory of Provence, died in 107]. 

BOUCHER D'AROIS, Antolne Gaspard, bom 
ftk 1708, mi advocate of Paris, and author of se- 
Varal l aw pu hlleations. 

BOUChRR, Francis, a celebrtted painter to 
lawlsXV. 

BOUCHER, John, a sedttious doctor of the 
Mm b onn e, during the French civil wars. He 
~ dean of the chapter of Toumav, in 1644. 

BOUCHER, Jonathan, vlear of Epsom, Sur- 
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rny. was bom ai BIcncogo, Cumberland, 17S9| 
ana educated at the grammar school of Wigtoa. 
At the age of 16 be went to North Amerieii 
where he discharged the duties of a clergymaiv 
till 1775. when the war drove him back to Eng- 
land. Mr. Boucher wrote many tracts and ser- 
mons ; but the leisure of the last fourteen yMim 
of his life was prindMlly devoted to the com- 
pletion of a Gloasarv of Provincial and Archteolo- 
Sical words, intended as a " Supplement to Dr, 
ohnson*s Dictionary.'* He died at Epsooki 
April 27, 1804 ; and the laborious work juA 
mentioned, (partly prepared for the press) was 
placed in the able band» of Sir Fredurick Mor- 
ton Kden, bart., wiio has since deceasud. 

BOUCHERAT, Lewis, a Freiiclimnn, who, 
by Ills talents and integrity, raised himself to 
be chancellor of France, died in ICM. 

BGUdlET, John, procurer of Poitiers. He 
wrote annals of Aquitaine, Poitiers, Itc, and 
<Ued in 15.10. 

BOUCMBT, John, a maitre de hotel to the 
king of France, died in 1684. 

BOUCHET, Guillaume, a judge, consul of 
Poitlors, died in 1G07. 

BOIJCnEUL., John Joseph, an advocate of 
Dorat, died in 1730. 

BOU(.'HlCR, Thomas, archbishop of Canter- 
burv, the first person who encouraged printing 
ill England, died in I486. 

BOUCICAUT, marechal do France, and vie* 
{count Turenne, an eminent warrior, was taken 
prisoner at the battle of Agincourt, and died la 
Knglnml. in 1431. 

BOUOEWINS, Michael, a learned phyaiclan 
of Antwerp, where he died in 1681. 

BOITDIBR, Rene, a native of TrcUy, remark- 
able for his great aocomplisbmeuts and volup- 
tuousnesfl, died in 1733. 

BOITDINOT, filias, L.L. D., an eminent law- 
yer of the state of New-Jersey, wan a member 
and president of Congress in 1783, and after- 
wards director of the national mint, an office 
which he relinquished for the retirement of pri- 
vate life. He w is the uniform and sincere 
friend of religion, and of the difierem religioua 
and charitable associations of the country; a 
liberal benefactor of Princeton College, and, at 
the time of his death, in 1831, flxst prestdent of 
the American Bible Society. 

BOUDON, Ueniy Marie, an eocleslastle of 
Evreux, who wrote several devotional bookSi 
died in 1708. 

BOU DOT, John, a learned bookseller and 
printer, of Paris, author of a Latin dicriouaiy ia 
14 vols. 4tn., died in 1754. 

B()UFLr4Ra, Louis Francois dun de, a dis- 
tinguished miliary character, opposed to prince 
FiUgeue, and celebrated for hU defence of Llsie. 
Hf served under marshal Viilars, and died tt 
Fontainbleau, in 1711. 

BOUFLBR8, Louis de, a native of Plcardy, 
bom In 1534, known for his remarkable strengtll

BOUGAINVILLE, John Peter de, a French- 
man of Kreat learning, and author of several 
works, died in 1763. 

BOUGAINVILLB, M. de, a native of France, 
whom impartial posterity wilt deservedly rank 
high in the list of circumnavigators ; his merite 
having been almost equal to those of the Justly 
celebrated captain Cook. He was killed by a

B017ILLAUD, Ismael, a native of London, 
distinguished la every branch of science, and the 
author of several works, died in 1604. 

BOUILLE, M. le marqdis de, a French ge 
oeral of great celebrity, descended fr<Hn a noole 
fhrnilv. He opposed the revolution, and was a 
friend to the king and monarchy ; he died la 
London, in 1800. 

BOUILLET, John, a French physician, re- 
spected as a professional man, and autiior of 
•everal works, died in 1777. 

BOtJIIXON, Emanuel Tbeodosias, nephew 
of Tnrenne, a cardinal and ambassador of Louis 
ZIV., at Ronl^ died in 1715. 

BOULAI, Cesar Bgasse du, register and his- 
toriographer of the university of Paris, and pn>> 
feasor of rhetoric in the collne of Navarre. 
The work for which he is chiefqr to be remem- 
bered is "The History of the University of 
Paris,** 6 vote, folio. He died In 1078. 

BOULAINVILLIEBS, Ueniyde, an eminent 
French writer, bora at 8l Saise, 1658. He was 
author of " A History of the Arabians,** and of 
several portions of French history, and died 1722. 
After his death was published his " Life of Ma- 
homet,** which has made him pass for no very 
good believer. 

BOULAN6EB, Nicholas Anthonv, eminent 
as a mathematician, architect and engineer, 
died in 1759. 

BOUL ANGER, afamous Augustine preacher, 
died at Paris, In 1075. 

BOUL ANGER, or BOULLENOER, Claude 
Francois Felix, a native of Amiens, an advocate 
at Paris, and a man of extensive erudition, died 
in 1756. 

BOULAY, Edmund du, a herald at ahns to 
the duke of Lorraln, in the Ifth century. 

BOULLEGER. Vid. B0ULAN6ER. 

BOULLENOIS, Louis, an advocate of the 
pariiament of Paris, died In 1762. 

BOULLIER, David Renaud, bom at Utrecht, 
and minister of Amsterdam and Leyden. His 
writings are respectable ; he died In 17SD. 

BOULLON6NE, Louis, a French painter of 
merit. Several of his pieces are preserved in 
the churches at Paris, where he died in 1674. 

BOULLONGNE, Bon, son of the priM^oding. 
With his father's talents, he possessed greater 
versatility of genius, was patnmised by Lewis 
Xrv., he died in 1733. 

BOULTER, Dr. Hugh, archbishop of Ar- 
magh, In Ireland, died in London, 1749, leaving 
behind hlm patriotic establishments and bene- 
ftwtions, particularly to the protestant schools, 
and other strong testhnonies of a truly charitable 
diBpoaition. 

BOULTON, Matthew, a most higenlous and 
enterprising mechanic and ooclneer, born at 
Birmingham, September 3, 1 738. The maau- 
fhctory at Soho, near Birmingham, was erected] 

tyhiia, and in its operation! he employed iiMrty|| Aagen, dM la die Ifich ooBtwy. 
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thousand persona. As the improver of the 
steam engine, of the apparatus ftnr raising water 
and oclier fluide, and the maBUfaemrer of out 
copper, and some of oar silver cola, he has im- 
raortaliaed his name. His life was an turtmer- 
rupted aj^cation to the advancement of the 
useful arts, and to the promoiioB of the commef- 
dal iuterasts of the country. Mr. Boultoo died 
at Soho, August 17, 1809, and was interred a( 
Handsworth ; being followed to the grave by 
fiOO of his workmen, who had each a silver me- 
dal presented to him, which had been scnick fot 
the occasion.

BOUQUET, Madame, celebrated for her hu- 
maaity, in concealing some of the proscribed 
during the French revolution, and for the cour- 
age with which she suflbred death in conse- 
quence. 

BOUQUET, Henry, a brave coloael in the 
British army, in 1756, distinguished for several 
victories over the Indians, under General Am- 
herA, died in 1776^ being then a brigadier-gene- 
ral. 

BOURBON, Chariee, due de, son of Gilbert, 
count of Montpensier, oonstaMe of France, 
where through Inuigiie he was disgraced. Be 
entered the service of Charles V., was made 
general of his armies, and killed in battle, in ISV7 

BOURBON, Charles de, son of Charles, duke 
of Vendomo, was a cardinal, and arehbbihop of 
Rouen, and was raised to tlie throne of Franc* 
on the death of Henry HE. ; he died in 1500. 

BOURBON CONDE, Louis, due de, a French 
general of some reputation, died 1740. 

BOURBON,Nlcbolas,a FrenchmaiKemptoyed 
in educating the mother of Henry Iv. Be re- 
tired from the intrigues of the court to literary 
ease, wrote books of epigraaas, and died in the 
16th century. 

BOURCHENEU DE YALBONAIS, John 
Peter, a magistrate of GrenoMe ; he wrote • 
histoiT of Dauphin^, and died in 1730. 

BOURCHIER, John, Lord Berners, in the 
reign of Edward IV., was equally famous for 
valour and learaing. Henry VIu. made him 
chanceUor trf* the excheauer for life. He also 
became governor of Calais, where he died In 
1532, aged 83. He wrote a comedy, called " Ite 
in vineam raeam,*' and translated the Clironicle 
of" Frolssart** into English. 

BOURDALOUE, Louis, Justly esteemed the 
beM preacher that France ever produced, wae 
bora at Bourges, 1638. and died in 1704. 

BOURDEILLES, Peter de, better known by 
the name of Brantome, a French courtier in the 
service of Chariee IX. and Henry m., died in 
1614.

BOimOONNAYB, ^mard Francis Mahe 
de ia, a native of St. Malo's, disiiiiguistied as a 
warrior and negotiator, was go\ ernor of the 
Islrs of France iiul Bourbon, and died in 1754. 

BOURDOT, Charles Anthony, a learned nd- 
vocaic of Paris, died in 173S. 

BOLTRG, Anndtt, a learned counselkMr of the

BOinifiBLAT, Claude, of the academy of 
Berlin, was of great service to Russia, by pro- 
moting the establishment of veterinary schools ;

John, a Benedictine, of 
Seez, eminent for learning and piety, was a 
nenber of the London animuarian society, and 
died in I77& 

BOURGET, Clmneacede, a lady of respecu- 
hle parents at Lyons. As a writer, muiiiciau, 
and poeteas, she possessed merit ; alie died in 
the loth oentury. 

BOURGOINO, Edmund, an eeciesiastic, who 
espoused the cause of the Guises during the 
French dvU wars, and was torn to pieces by 
fiwr hocsee, ia UOO. 

BOURGOING, Francis, a native of Paris, au- 
tibor of some horulliee. His funeral oration was 
pfonoonsed by Bossuet, in 1668. 

BOUROt'ET, IjCwIs, fhd to Switzerland on 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes, and es- 
labUshed there the manufacture of silk, ice. Hv 
wae pr o f e ssor of pbihisopby at Neufchatel, and 
died in 174S. 

BOURGL^VILLE, Charles de, lieutenant 
general of Caen, and author of a histMy of that 
town, died in 1563. 

BOURI6NON, Antoinette, a famous enthu- 
siast, of the female sex, bora 1616. at Lisle, in 
Ffaadera. She came into Uie world so very de- 
formed, that a consultation was held in the fa- 
ndtf some dava about stilling her as a monstrous 
birth. But if ahe sunk almost beneath humani- 
ty to her ezteikir, her interior seems to have 
been raised as much above it ; for, at four years 
of age, she not only took nottee that the people 
of Lisle did not live up to the principles or Chris- 
tianity which they professed, but was thereby 
disturbed eo much as lo desire a removal into 
aome more christian countrv. Her progress 
through life was saitaUe to this bwinaing. Shcl 
died M Fraodisri in Uonaad, 1680. Her mai n | 



' principles of religion were nearly the same wltk 
those of the Q,uietists, excluding all external 
divine worship, and requiring a cemation of 
reason, wit, and understanding, that God might 
spread his divine light over them, or cause It to 
revive in tliem ; without which, the Deity Is not 
Kufiiciently known. 

BOURLET DE VAUXCEU^ES, Simon Je- 
rome, a French writer of eminenoa, died at Pa^ 
ris, in 1799. 

BOUULiE, Antoine de Guiscard, a native ot 
Perigord, and pensioner of Uueen Anne, of Bn^ 
land, was accused of treason there, and died ui 
Newgate. 

BOURN, Samuel, was educated at Ghisgow, 
minister of a dissenting congregation, and after 
wards assistant to Dr. J. Taylor, or Norwich 
He was the author of some aeraMMis, and died ia 
1796. 

BOURNE, Richard, a missionary amoQg the 
Indians at Marsbpee, died in 1668. 

BOURNE, Joseph, also miaaioMwy to the IB- 
dians at Blarshpee, died 1767. 

BOURNE Benjamin, L. L. D., a native «r 
Rhode Island, conspicuous for his talents, was 
a mumbcr of CongresH and a judge of the CiveuH 
Court of the United States; be died 1806. 

BOURNE, Vincent, an amiable writer, and 
fellow of Trinity College, Cambridge, wrote m 
volume of elegant poems, and died young. 

BOURNE, Edme Bernard, an ecd'jsiastic and 
author of sermons, died at D^on, 1733. 

BOURS, Peter, episcopal minister bi Mvble- 
bead, died in 1762. 

BOURSAULT, Edmund, bom in Burgundy, 
1638 ; had received Httle or no education, yflt 
attained to a good style of writing, and produced 
iicveral dramatic pieces wlUch are still in esti- 
mation. He also wrote romances and letters 
the latter under the assumed name of Babef 
Ue died in 17DL 

BOURSIER, Lawrence Francis, a doctor of 
the Sorbonne; he wrote several controversial 
bofdcson divinity and other works,and died 1749. 

BOURSIER, PhUip, an ecclesiastic of Paris, 
and author, died ia 1768. 

B0URVALAI8, Paul Poifsstm, « famow 
French financier, rose ftom obscurity to 0|ni- 
Icnce ; he died in 1719. 

BOURZFJS, Amable de, an ecclesiaatie whOM 
pen was employed by Richeliea and Maxaria. 
He was the author of some theological traeii, 
and died in 1643. 

BOUBS ARO, GodiWnr, chancellor of the imi' 
versitv of Paris, died ISM. 

BOUSSEAU, Jam«a« an eminaitt aeulptor, 
died at Madrid, in 174a 

BOUSBET, John Baptiat de. a native of Dijoa, 
celebrated as a muaician, died In ifBO. 

BOUSSET, Rene Drouard de, a Frenchman, 
eminent as a musician, died at Paris, in 1780. 

BOUTARD, Prancia, an ecclesiastic, recom« 
mended to Louis XIV. by Boussuet, died 17S0. 

BOUTAUI, Francis de, a professor of law 
at Toulouse, died in 1733. 

BOUTAULD, Michael, a Jeiult of Paris, and 
author of theological works ; died in 1688. 

BOUTERONE, Claude, a leaned antiQuartan 
of Paris, died 1690. 

BOUTMRAIS, Raoul, a native ef Chatean- 
dun, author of some books on law, died In 1838 

BOUVART, Michael PhUip, a celebrated pro- 
fessor of medicine, at Paris, died ia 1787. 

BOVADILLA, or BOBADILLA, Don Fran- 
cisco de, a Spaniard, raised fVom obscurity to be 
govenior gfueral of th«» Indies, in 150U. Ue 
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Mnt GoIuoiIniv ■ prlsoiier to Europe, after wbtclj 
bt was recalled. 

BOVERIGK, an lagenloua Bngliib clodt- 
■lakerof the ITUi oeatury 

BOVERIUS, Zachartna, a ripnclilB and 
■nlior of a Latin dicdooaiy, died at Genoa, in 

iiaa. / 

BOWTTB BE BLElfFR, Jaquettne, early 
ctobraeed a reiMous life, atid wrote tbeoioflcal 
vorka. He died at CbatUlon, tn 1098. 

BOVEY, Catharine, married at tbe earty age 
of IS, to a gentleman of opulenee. To (reat 
peiaonal ehamu, iihe united a benoTolent cha- 
facter, and ill«d in 1788. 

BOWER, Archibald, a learned Jesuit, born 
■ear Dundee, In 8cotland,in 16e8,aDd died Sept 
S, 1766. Bla principal work, was " A History 
en tbe Popn,*' in 7 vols. 4to ; coDcemli^ which, 
as welt as bis connexion with tbe Jesuits, h« 
atood accused of much imposture. He also 
contributed to the compilation of " Tbe Univer- 
aal History ;" but, as Is said, not much to ibe ad- 
vantage of tbe work. 

BOWLB, John, rector of Idminston. near 
Balisbury, bom in 1725,)iad the honour to b« one 
af the fint detectoie of Laadefs forgeries. He 
edited a Spanish edition of " Don Quixotte," 
and also Marsion's Batires. and other old Enp- 
Dsh i>oetry, and died in 1788. See LAUDER. 

BOWVER, Wiltlaiu. a very learned English 
lirlnter, born In While Friars, London, 1699, 
died 1777. To bis literary and professional abi- 
Uties, be ndded an excellent moral character, 
tbe strictest probity, and the geatest liberality. 
He was in babits of correspondence and in- 
timacy with the greatest men of his time; and 
many minute panieulars of bim, that do not 
come within our plan, may be seen in the " Anec- 
dotes of bts Life,*' pnblistaed by his partner and 
aocressor, Mr. Nichols. To the Journeymen 
of bis profession, be left bv will, some valuable 
neqnests Ibr the reward of merit, and the com- 
fort of old age: the trust forever is vested in 
tbe Stationers* Company. 

BOWDOIN, James, L. L. D., governor of 
Mass., a philosopher and statesman; he held 
various dlstlnguisbed oflicee in his native state 
tW 1787. assisted In forming tbe American aca- 
demy of arts and sciences, at Boston, of which 
he was tbe first president : one of the founders, 
and president of the Massachusetts bank. 

BOWRN, Jabez, L. L. D., cbanceltor of 
Brown Univemity, judge of the supreme court, 
and Ueutenani governor of Rhode Island, died 
in leiS. « 

BOWIE, Robert, an officer of the revolutlooa- 
ly army, and for many years governor of Mary- 
land, was highly esteemed for his integrity, libe- 
rajity and patriotism ; be died in 1814. 

BOXHOkN, Mare Zuerius, a professor at 
l.>eyden, and author of several works, died 
lnl6&o. 

BOYCE, Dr. William, an eminent musician 
and composer, chiefly of sacred pieces, bom 
1700, died ITTO 

BOTD, Robert, a flcotcbman, educated at 
Banmor. James I. wished to aopotait blip pHn 
elpal of the univeiahy, bat, as be favoured the 
puriuna, be preferred to bee<Mne the minister 
of Ms native parish. He died In 1689. 

BOYD, Mark, Alexander, a warrior, lawyer, 
and Latin poet, bom at Galloway, in Scotland, 
In 1903, died bilflOL 

BOYD, Hugh, bora in Ireland abont 1746, was 
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never followed bis nrofeesioD^ Hbvlaa fsraied 
coimexlons te England, be cane lo London, 
and tbrongh tbe Introduction of Mr. Riehard 
Burke, became acquainted with the moat cele- 
brated literary characters. In 177S, be married 
a lady of considerable fortune ; but bis babltof 
extravagance continuing, obliged bim to accom- 
pany lord Macartney to India, in the capacitv 
of a second secretary ; tbongh be afterwarda 
obtained a more hicrative appointment, wliich 
be retained till his decease, in 17M- He wan 
author of several political writings ; and thecal 
lebrated Letten or Junius have been with much 
confidence ascribed to bim ; but tbe eividenca 
adduced, is by no means conclusive. In 1703, 
he published " Tlie Inilan observer,** a periodi- 
cal paper, which was liie flnt attenv pt of tba 
kind in India, and gained him great reputation. 
These esbays were afterwards collected and 

{>dnted ai i'aJcutta, in 8vo, 1795, and reprinted 
n London, 1796. 

BOYD, Sit Robert, governor of Gibraltar, who 
from a private sotdier, rais^ed himself merely by 
merit to the highest rank in the military profer 
dion, died in May, 1794. 

BOYD, Robert, lord, a Scotchman, son of Biff 
Thomss Boyd, of Kilmarnock, was made a 
peer by James II., and one of tbe regents. Ha 
carried < ff the king, and declared himself sole 
regent during his minority, and afterwards, ob 
(account of his misconduct, fled to Antwerp) 
where he died 1474. 

BOYD. William, a highly celebrated preach- 
er, settled at Lamington, died 1808. 

BOYDELL, John, a very worthy aldcrmaa 
lof London, and most dlstlnguisbed enconrager 
of the aits of painting and eng*tiving, was bom 
at Dorrfngton, In Shropshire, Jan. 19, 1719, and 
intended for a land surveyor, which was tba 
profession of bis father; but chance bavinc 
thrown In bis way, " Baddeley's Views of di^ 
ferent Country Scats,** he determined on quitr 
ting the pen for the graver ; and, at above SB 
years of age, put himself apprentice for seveB 
years to Mr. Toms, whom be served six yeanu 
and boui^lit up the seventh. He then awlieA 
closely tid benad engraved 198 prints, which ha 

Kublisbed in a book at tbe price of five galneaa. 
Vitb the profits of this, be set about eacoura- 
Igf ng other protemora of tbe an ; be dtscoverei 
tlie talents of Woollet, and emploved bim to en- 
grave the two famous pictures of " Niobe** and 
*'■ Phaeton.** He soon commenced a great for- 
eign trade fn English prints, and realized by bin 
spirit of Industry and entcrorloe a oonsiderabia 
fortune. Having at length esfabtlshed what 
might be called an English school of engraving, 
be conceived the noble Idea of raising also an 
English school of painting ; and, selecting att 
the fiivt artists in the kingdom, collected in tba 
course of a few jrears, at vast expense, tbe paint* 
ingi which fanned the well-known "Shakqpeara 
iSallery.** Tbe long duration of tbe French war, 
however, having s^nost wholly stopped bis ex- 
port trade, in which he had emM^ked laifa 
sums of money, he was, in the sprinc of IBM, 
Induced to crave permisrion of parUament ta 
dispose of tbe Sbakspeare Gallery, fcc. by hMta- 
ry. He had the gratification of Uvtng to see 
every ticket sold, but died before the decisien at 
tbe wbeel. Tbe wonhy aMerman caught hie 
death by a too eager attention to bis official du- 
ties ; for, arriving on tbe 8th of December, 1804,

BOYER, Claude, known as a dramatic witter, 
«edtt Parte, 1696. 

BOYBE, John Baptist Nicholas, a physician, 
dfcitlwtirishrd for his skill and humanity display- 
ed durtoff the. plagiie at Maneilles, in IT^iU; be 
«ad ai Pari^ ITwL 

BOYLE, Bichard, an eminent English statea- 
Baa, dlstlBgaiahed by the title of the great earl 
«r Oork, bom ia Canterbury. 1566, died 1643 ; 
ha^taif spent the last as he did the first yeanof bis 
Hfe, in sapport of the crown of England against 
Msh rebels, and in the service of his country. 
BOYLE, Roger, earl of Orrery, oah son of 
Ridwvd,earl of Cork, born 1621, was created 
haim Broi^l, in the kingdom of Ireland, when 
b«t seven years old. He died Oct., 1679, leaving 
behind bim tbe character of an able general, 
smismsn, and writer. Of iUs writings, the 
prtndpa' are, six tragedies, two comedies, " Par 
thenima,* * a raaianee, and a collection of " State 
]A(JMfs,"paMtahed in folio, 174S. 

BOYLE. Robert, a mom. distinguished philo- 
M^ber and ehymist, and an exceedingly good 
■an, was tbeTih son, and 14th child, of Richard 
•art of Cork, and bom at Lismore, in Ireland, 
lBM-7. He was tlie inventor of the alr-pamp ; 
and Ma nnnMrous philosophical writings have 
•aenred bim Inunoital fame. He died 1601. 

BOYLE, Charies, eari of Orrery, 9d son of 
Boner, 8d eariof Orrery, waa bora Ifnv, and died 
ITS. Ha was endnem as a statesman ; but bet- 
1, at tbe present day, for bis literary 
with Dr. Benlleyon the authentici- 
ty of tbe egilsdea of Phalarls. He was also an 
l a ganhwi a mathnmitirian, and Inventor of the 
111 hliiw represenlinf the solar system, which 
Is sdn named after his dtle, ibe Orrery. 

BOYLE, John, earl of Cork and Orrery, was 
the only son of Charles, the subject of the pre- 
•ading article, and bora 1706-7. He took bis 
aeat In the house of Men, Jan. 1731-S ; but, 
though hedlstingulshea hhnself by some speech- 
OS, be did notjreatly cultivate the businewof 
iL The delicacy of bis health, bis 
for private Ufa, and the occasions be 
bad of residing in Irsland, seem to 
prechidad lum from any regular attend- 
In the English teose of peers. " When- 
(saya he, in a private Iscter to a friend) we 
alop ont of domestie Ilib In search of felicity, 
~ nek agate d b a a po ln ted, tired, and 
One day paamo under oar own roof 
friends and our famllv. Is worth a 
thon san d to another iriaoe. The noise and bnstle, 
or (as they are fooltsbly ealled) the diversions 
«f Hlb, are despleable and tasteless, when once 
nra havo ozperlenced the real delight of a 6re- 
tffle." His principal works are, a translation 
af " Fttay's Lettera, with observations on each 
tiMMr, nd an Essay on Pliny's Life,** and 
*• tiaifci on tbe Lift and Wrtttoiior Swift." 




I BOYLSTON, Zabiliel, F. R. S., an emineot 
bhyslcian, of Boston, who is particularly known 
u having flisi introduced inoculation of tiie 
Kinall pox into the British dominions, in 1720; 
ii« died in 1766. 

BOYLSTON, Nicholas, died hi Boston, 1771, 
B({ed 56; ho bequeathed to Harvard College 
ISOOl. 

BOYLSTON, John, merchant, of Boston, 
died in 1785, and left a legacy to his oaiivo 
town. 

BOYS, John, an English divine, educated at 
Cambridge, and dean of Canterbury, autbor of 
theokwical works, died in ItiSS. 

BOYd. WiUiam, born at Deal, in Kent, 1735, 
was bred a surgeon, but devoted much of his 
time 10 antiquarian researches, and published, 
besides other works, an eialrarate and valuable 
*' History of Sandwich, with Notices of other 
Cinque Ports, and of Richborough,*' 4to, 179S. 
He died March 15, 1803. 

BOYSE, BOYS, or BOIS, John, one of the 
translators of the Bible, in the reign of James L, 
was born at NetUestead, in Buflblk, in 1560, and 
died 1643, leaving a great many manuscripts be- 
hind him, particularly a commentary on almost 
all the books of the New-Testament. When he 
was a young student at Cambridge, he received 
from ttie learned Dr. Whithker three rules for 
avoiding those distempers wlilcb usoaily attend 
a sedentary life ; to which he constantly adhered : 
the first was, to study always standing; tlie se- 
cond, never to studv In a window ; the third, 
never to go to bed with Ids Ibet cold. Sir Henry 
Saville styles him ingeninaisalmwm eC doctinu- 
mum Boiaium. 

BOY9E, Samuel, a very ingenkma perwn, 
but as remark^le for impradence as for ingenu- 
ity, was born in Dublin, 1706. In 1731, he pub- 
lished, at Edlnbuigh,a volume of poem8,adarea- 
sed to the countess of Eglinton. He wrote afa» 
an Elegv upon the death of lady Btormont, entt- 
Ued, **The Tears of the Muses ;** with which 
lord Stonnount was so much pleased, that ha 
ordered Boyse a handsome present. These pub* 
iicttioas, and the honourable notice taken of 
them, were the means of recommending him lo 
very nigb persons, who were desirous of serv- 
ing him : but Boyse was not a man lo be served. 
He made an improper use of these recmnmen- 
dations, and haa often recourse to the meanesi 
arts to (NTocure benedictions. At some times he 
would raise subscriptions for poems which did 
not exist ; at others, ordered his wife to inform 
people that he was Just expiring, to move the 
compassion of his friends, who were frequently 
surprised to meet the man in the street to-day. 
who was, jresterday, said to be at the point or 
death. In May, 1740, however, he died, after a 
lingering illness, in obscure lodgings, near Bhoe- 
lane, where he was buried at the expense of the 
parish. He was a melanchcdy insunce of tlie 
wretchedness, contempt and disgrace,* to which 
the most tngenioua persons may reduce them- 
selvea, by an abuse of those powers with whicb 
nature bath endowed them. The moat celebra- 
ted of bis perforaiancea, was his poem, called 
" Deity," which is atylod by Hervey, «* a beau- 
tifbl and Instructive poem ;** and is also men* 
tioned by Pieldina, aa " a very noble one." 

BOYSE, Joseph, a disMuttog minister, bora 
in Yorkshire. He became ^ popular peacher 
In London and Dublin, but was engaged in theo- 
lodcal dlspales, and died In 1738. 

BOZE, Claude Ores de, bora at Lyona, waa 
Idistloguished' by his knowledge of an ti<|iil t ii» 
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«nd medals^and respecied for Us private efaa- 
racter. died in 1753. 

BBLACCIOLINI, deU* aoi Francis, an ItaUan 
poet; b9 became aa eederiaatic, and died in 
1643. 

BRACTON, Henry, a celebrated English law- 
yer, in the 13Ui century, ciiie^ known by his 
teamed work, ** De Legibus et ConBuetudinlbus 
AnElie." 

BRACKETT, Joabua, M. D., president of the 
Vew-Hamp^ire Medical Society, distinguished 
for bis seal and activity in the revohitionary war, 
diedinlMie. 

BADBUBT, TbeopUIos, judae of the supe- 
fior court of Massacbusetts, died 1803. 

BRAOBURT, Thomas, a native of London, 
edncated with Dr. Watts ; he wss a bold ana 
eloquent meacber, and died 1757. 

BRADDOCK, jBdward, matoi^general, and 
commander in chief of the British forces in 
Amorloa, in 1755, was defeated in an expedition 
-afitdtast Fort Du Quesne. 

BRADFORD, Samuel, rector of Mary-le-bow, 
bom ^ ^lackfriars; he edited Tillotson's 
mar jMB tutor to tlie primate's children, and 
d(. n 1731. 

BRADFORD, John, an English martyr, in 
Queen Mary's reign. 

BRADFORD, John, a Webib poet of merit, 
died in 1788. 

BRADFORD, William, second aovemor of 
Plymouth colony, removed to America with tlie 
first settlers : he was governor, excepting a few 
years, till bis deMh, Io57, aged 09. He wrote a 
llistory of the Plymouth colony from leOS to 1646, 
but it was lost in 1775. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
came to America in 1680, was printer to the 
government; he died in 17SS. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
for many years editor of the Pennsylvania Jour- 
nal, died in 1791. 

BRADFORD, William, bom in Philadelphia, 
1755, attorney-general of the United States, &c. 
He was an au^r and poet, and died In 1796. 

BRADFORD, William, a ptaynician, after- 
wards a lawyer, of eminence, in Rhode Island,, 
was a warm and active friend of the revolution, 
«nd later in life a senator in congress, and lieu- 
tenant-aoveraor of Rhode Island, diea 1806. 

BRADICK, Walter, author of " Chobeletb, 
or Royal Preacher," a poem of considerable 
merit ; he was a merchant of Lisbon, and died 
in 1794. 

BRADLEY, Dr. James, SavtUan professor of 
astronomy at Oxford, and astronomical observa- 
tor at the ^j al observatory at Greenwich, was 
bom at Shirebora,lnGkmce8tcrahire, 1692, and 



BRADBTREET, Simon, mintaerof Cbariaa- 
lowm, Haseachnsetti', died in 1741. 

BRAD6TREBT, Simon, minisler of Maiblc- 
head, Massachusetts, disiingubihed for his cias- 
sioal attainments, died in ifll. 
' BRADSTREET. John, lieatenaat-eovemor 
of St. John's, Newioundland, took Fmrt Oswego 
and Fort Frontinac, with grrat nlilifaiy stores: 
he was appointed major-general by the king oi 
England, and died in 1774. 

BRADWARDIN, Thomas, confiBSBor to Ed- 
ward III. during his wars in France, became 
archbishop of Canterbury, in 1348b 

BRADY, Dr. Nicholas, an EngUsfa divine, of 
good pans and learning, nora at Bandon, in the 
county of Cork, 1650, med 17S6. He translated 
the Aneid of Virgil ; but what be is likely to be 
tiie longest remembered i<Mr, as indeed h£ is now 
best known by, is '* A new VevBion of the Psahna 
of David," in conjunction with Mr. Tate. 

BRADY, Robert, a native of Norfolk, emi- 
nent as a physician ; be died in 1660. 

BRA HE, Tychoj a celebrated astronomer, 
bom at Knudstorp, m Denmark, 1S46, died 1601. 
He was the inventor of a new system of the 
world ; but it did not succeed, though he bad 
many followers. He was very superstitious with 
regard to prraa^^es. and very positive and inipar 
tient of contradiction to his sentiments. 

BRAIOHWAITE, John, the well known eon- 
stractor of a oiving-bell ; by which, in 1783, he 
descended into the Royal George, sunk at Spit- 
head, and brought up the sheet anchor, and 
many of the gfms. In 1788, he recovered from 
the Hnrtweli, East Indiaman, lost ofl^one of the 
Cape de Verd Islands. 38,000{. in dollars ; 7006 
pip of lead, and 360 boxes of tin. In 1806, he 
recovered from the Abergavenny, East India- 
man, lost off Portland, 75,000^. in dollars, and 
other valuables, worth 30,000<. He died about 
June, 1818. 

BRAILLIER, Peter, an apothecary at Lyons, 
and author of a curious book on the abuses anS 
Ignorance of physicians, 1557.

BRKNT, Sir Natliaiilol, a native of Woolford, 
Warwickshire, educated at Merton College of 
which h« became the warden, and was knight- 
ed bv ('hariest I, at Woodblock ; he died in JiiS2 

BREXTIUB, or BRENTZEN , John, was born 
in Swabia, a distinguished friend and follower 
of Luther, died in 1570. 

BRENTON, William, lieutenant-governor 
and governor of the colony of Rhode Island, died 
at Newport, W74. 

BREUITIGNV, Lewis George Edward de, 
author of the history of the revolution of Genoa, 
&c., died 1TJ5. 

BRKREWOOD, Edward, a learned antiqua- 
ry and the first astronomical professor of Gres- 
bani College, died in 1613. 

BRET, Anthony, author of the life of Ninon 
de I*Encl08, and many other works. He was a 
nativti of Dijon, and died in I7<J2.

BRETON NIER, Barthol Joseph, an advo- 
cate of the pariianient of Paris, and author of 
some law tracts, died in 1727. 

BREl^TEVILLE, Etienne du Boise, a Jesuit 
of Normandy, autlior of some theciogical tracts, 
died 1686. 

BRETTINGER, John James, a native of 
Zurich, professor of Hebrew and author of an 
edition of the New Testament from the septua- 
gint ; he died in 1770. 

BREUGEL, Peter, usually styled Old Breugel, 
an eminent Dutch painter, chiefly of rural 
sports, the marches of armies, fcc., was bom ati 
Bruegsl, near Breda, in 1563, and died 1596.

BROBfE, Alexander de, bora in 1690, and died 
in 1666.

BRONCHORjiT, John, a painter, bora at 
Leyden, excelled at painting animals and birds! 
In water colon rsvdied in 1861. 

BRONCHOR8T, Peter, a native of Delft, emi- 
nent as a painter, died iu 1661. 

6RONGMART. Aunistus Lewis, an ei 
nent chyuiist, dlea at Paris, In 1804. 

BROiVKHCrilNS, or BROEKHUIEBN, John, 
a learned Dutchman, died in 1797. 

BR0NS80N, Claude, an elegant advocate, and 
warm supporter of the protestants in France in 
tbe reign of Lewis XIV. 

BRONZING, Agnolo, a palmer at Ftonoce, 
died In 1580. 

BROOK, Ralph, York Herald, khown for the 
errors which lie discovered in Camden*s Bri- 
lania, died in 16S5. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, aa eminent jadgedn tbe 
veign of Mary, born at Claverley, In Shropshire, 
died in 1558. 

BROOKE, 8tr Robert, one Of the most emi- 
•ent lawyers of his time, and lord chief Justice 
4f the common pleas, wrote " An Abridgment, 
containing an Aqstxact of the Year Books till the 
time of Queen Mary,** " Cases adjudrod from 
tbe 6th of Henry VlII. to the 4th or Queen 
Mary,** and " Readings on the Statute of Limi- 
tatioM, made 33d of Henry VUI. c. S.'* Sltl 
Robert died In 1558. 

BROOKE, Henry, who gained great repnta- 
Hon as a writer, 1^ the " Farmers Letters,' ' pub- 
lislied in Ireland, durinc the rebellion, in imita 
tton of Swift's " Drapier's Letters.** He was} 
also author of " Tbe Fool of Qualitv,** a novel 
of more than ordinary merit. Hu dramatic 
works, of whicb the most celebrated are, " Goa- 
Uvns Vasa,*' and *' The Earl of Essex,'* wcro| 
aoUecied, with his other writings. In 4 vols. 8vo 
1778. He died October 10, ITCo. 

BROOKS. Mn. Frances, a lady as remarka-, 
Ue for her TlrtueB|aB for her great Uterarv ac^ 
eompllahnwnts.

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BROOME, William, born in Cheshire, as 1b|| minster, near Bristol, 1774. 
M, ofverynMH parents. Re was educated BROUOHTON, TbanaB^ A 



!|ipon the foundation at Eton, and appeared early 
|bi«itw«M aaatnMtaMrortbelUaA iaio 
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prose, in conjunction with Oxell and OMUswoAb. 
He was afterwards introduced to Mr. Pope, ant> 
gained so much of his esteem, that be was em- 
ployed to make extracts tnm Eustatblus, for 
the notes to tbe translation of the Uiad ; and in 
tbe volumes of poetry publbhed by Lintot, com- 
monly called " Pope*s BliiiceUanies,*' many of 
hki eariy pieces were inseRed. When the suc- 
cess of tlie Iliad gave encouragement to a ver- 
sion of the Odyssey, Pope, weary of tbe toH, 
called Fenton and Broome to his aasiMance ; and 
taking only half the work npon bimsdf, divided 
the other half l)etween his partnen, gliing font 
books to Fenton, and eight to Broome. To tlw 
lot of Broome fell the 8d, 6ib. 8th, 11th, 19th. 
16th. 18tli and 23d ; together with the burden of 
writing all the notes. The price at which Pop* 
purchased this assistance waa 90OI. paid to Fen- 
ton, and 9WU. to Broome, with aa many copies 
as he wanted for his friends, wliieh amounted to 
loot. mora. Broome died at Bath, November 
16,1745. 

BROOKS, John, L.L.D.y ^veraor of Masst 
was distinguished as the early fl-iend of tbe 
American revolution, as a brave, active, and 
Judicious officer of the American army ; m aa 
able and sound statesman, and a true patriot. 
The friend of Washington, he enijoyod the con- 
fldence and respect of his feliow-citisena, and 
died, lamented by his country, in l8S5b 

BROOKS, Eleaaer, a bricadierin the revdo' 
tlonary war, and was in the battle of While 
Plains in 1776, ^c. ; he died in 1806. 

BROSHI, Carlo, a celebrated Italian singer 
died in 178S. 

BROSSARD, Sebastian de, a canon of Meux { 
he excelled as a musician, and died in 1730. 

BROSBB, Guy de la, a pbystelan, author of a 
treatise on tbe virtues of plants, founded a gar- 
den of medicinal plants at Paris, in 16SM. 

BROBSBS, Charles de, president of the par- 
liament of Burgundy, who wrote lett^a on the 
discovery of Hc rculaneum, fcc, died in 1776. 

BRO^ETTB, Claude, bora at Lyons, 1671, 
published the works of Boileau and of Eegnier 
witli historical lUustratiOM ; wrote " L*Risioh'a 
abreg^e de la Ville de Lyons," with eMvanea 
and precision, and died there In 17M. 

BROSSIBR, Martha, a very romarkabia wo- 
man, who pretended to be possessed by the 
devil, and had nearly occasioned gfestt disorden 
in France toward the latter end of the 16th cen- 
tuiy. 

BROTTER, L* AbbA, an lOustrious and ami- 
able Frenchman, and one of the most dle- 
tinguisbed omaments of the belles lettius U 
that country, bora at Tanay, 1723, died 1780. 

BROUE, Peter de la, a native of TOuhmaeh 
Mend of Btossuet, died In 1790. 

BROUOHTON, Hug h, a very learned dtvtoe, 
bora in Oldbury, Salop, 1549. died 1619, teavin^ 
a very laborious work behind him, called " The 
Consent of Scriptai^** whbeh he dedJomd m 
queen Elizabeth. 

BROUOHTOIT, Tfaomaa, a leaned dlvinek

IIu - 
diour was bit proper sphere ; and in little pieces 
be used to represent his pot conpanioni) drink- 
ing, amoking tobacco, gaming, fighting, fcc. 
He did this with a |iencU ao tender and free, bo 
much of nature in ht« exprenion, such ezcelleni 
drawing in all the particular parts, and good 
keeping In the wlmle together, that none of his 
countrymen have ever been comparable to him 
on that subject. He scorned, however, to work 
a* long as he had any money in his pocket ; de- 
clared fbr aabort Ufe, and a merry one ; and, re- 
aolviag to ride post to his grave, by the help of 
wine and brandy, he got to his Journey's end, in 
1638, at only 30 years of age. He died so very 
poor, that contributions were raised to lay 
him privately in the ground ; from whence he 
was soon after taken up, and, as it is commonly 
said, very handsomely ioterred by Rubens, who 
was a great admirer of bis happy genius for 
painting. 

BROwN, Robert, a famous schismatic, ft-om 
whom tiiQ sect of the Bcownisis derived its 
name. He died 1030. This sect equally con- 
demned episcopacy and presbytery, as to the 
jarisdiclion of coosiatoriea, elates, and synods ; 

with any other refonned 



would not join 
clnirch, becauae they were not sufliciently as 
sured of the sanctity and probity of its members, 
holding it an impiety to communicate with sin- 
nen. Their form of church governnient was 
deroocratieal. Such as desired to be meml>erR 
of their cbnrch made a confei»i<m of their faith, 
and signed a covenant obliging themselves to 
walk together in tiie order or the g0fl{iel. 

BROWN, Thomas, of facetious memory ; but 
whoiie wit, lieing greater than his prudence, 
brottglit him frequently within danger of starv- 
ing. Toward the latter end of Brown's life, 
however, wo are Informed by Mr. Jacob, that 
lie was In faveur with the earl of Dorset, who in- 
vited him to dinner on a Christmas-day. with 
Dryden, and other gentlemen celubrated for in- 
genuity : when Brown, to his agreeable surprise, 
found a bank note of 501. under his plate . and 
Dryden, at the same time, was presected with 
another of lOOI. Brown was bom In Shrop- 
dilre,died In Lioodon, 1704, and was interred in 
£be Cloiiter of Westininster Abbey, near the re- 
mains of Mrs. Behn, with whom lie was Inti- 
mate in iiie life time. His wliole works were 
printed in 1197 ; comdsting of " Dialosues, Es- 
•ayv. Declamations, Satires, letters from the 
Dead to tiie livtnc. Translations, Amusements, 
Jbc" Ib 4 vols. Much humour, and not a little 
learning are scattered every where through- 
out them; but tboae who think they want deli-

BROWN, John, in lagenious RngUah writer, 
at R4Hhbury, In Northumberland, 1715. 
Having taken orders, and made himself emi- 
aent by mninr excellent sermons, he fell under 
fhe notice ofDr.Osbaldiaton, whd, when raised 
Io tlie see of Carlisle, made him one of his 
chaplaina. It was probably about tlilatioie that 
IM wrote Ms poani entitlad ^* Honour,'* to show 
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it was inscribed to lord lx>nadale. Hla 
poetical production, though not iramediaialy 
publislied, was bis " Essay on Batire," in three 
parts ; It was addressed to Dr. Warburton, who 

Ere&ced it to the second volume of Pope's Worika 
y Warburton ; witii which it still continues to 
be iN-inted : as well as in Dodsley's Collection. 
Brown now becan to figure as a writer : and, in 
1751, published hb "BsMays on 8haiisbttiy*« 
Characteristics ; a work written with eleganen 
and spirit, and so applauded as. In a short time, 
to go tlicpugh five editions. His next appear- 
ance in tlie world wan as a dramatic writer ; 
and in 1755, his tragedy of " Barbaroesa," waa 
produced upon the stage ; and afkerwards hla 
''Athelstan/' hi 1756. Our author had taken bia 
doctor of divinity's degree in 175&. In 1757 
came out bis famous worlu entitled "An Esti- 
mate of the Manners and Principles of the 
Times," 8vo.; famous we call it. becausa 
seven editions of it were printed in little mora 
than a year. In 1758, he pubUahed a second 
volume of " The Estimate." Dr. B. put an and 
to his life in a fit of ineaaity. Sept SB, 1766, in 
his 5l8t year. 

BROWN, Moses, an English divine, author 
of " Sunday Thoughts," " Piscatory Eelogues," 
tec, born 1703, died ITtfZ. 

BROWN, Lancelot ; sometimes professionally 
distijiffuished by the prammen C APABIUTY ; 
who, by the intniiive force of his own genioiu 
Inventfyi a new horticultural system, and carried 
omamenial aardeniiig to high perfection ; wea 
born at Kirkiiailo in ihe county of Northumber- 
land, in August, 1715. At an early period of 
his lUb he came to London, and was patronised 
by lord viscount Cobham, the celebrated ftiend 
and natron of Pope ; and It is oeneraliy unter- 
stood, that scooping out the beautiful valhqr 
opposite tlie temple of concord, at Stowe, was 
the first of his undertaklngw : but Richmond, 
Blenbefan. Croproe, Luton, Trentham, Bed- 
grave, Wimbleden, Munebam, the approach to 
the house through the park at Caversbanii dec. 
will for ages stand memorials of bis auiwilor 
taste and abilities. He possessed a cultivated 
mind, and his society was courted by men moat 
considerable for tlicir rank or genius. Respect- 
ing tlio term Capability, by which Mr. Brown 
was frequentiv distinguisbed, we have heard, 
ihat it arose from a custom he had, when Ike 
came to a spot which be thought miglit be im- 

E roved, of saying tliat the place haa Its capa- 
ilittes. This may in part be true ; but in the 
pre-eiplnence of Mr. Brown's own talents may, 
perhaps, be found the real grounds for the com- 
plimentary title. Mr. Brown served the office 
of high sberifT for the counties of Huntingdon 
and Cambrid;ie, in the year 1770, and died sud- 
denly In the streets of London, on his return 
from a visit to the earl of Coventry, on the fitb 
of February, 1783. Hla remains are deposited 
in the chancel of Fenstanton ehurcb, in the 
county of Huntingdon. 

BROWN, John, many years professor of di- 
vinity among the burgher seceders of Scotland, 
was bom at the village of Kerpoo, in Perth- 
shire, 172S, and died at Hoddingtonu June V^ 
1788 ; having published several works of hi^ 
repute in the religious world ; particularly, a 
" Self-Interpreting BiUe," 2 vols. 4to. : a " Dic- 
tionary of the ffibie ;" and a ** Body of Di- 
vinity. 
BROWN, John, « very eminent Engudi 
•■ wiwh: ««s pvwB vKuum owhww , .v wv«t landscape-engraver, and associate of the Royal

BROWN, Dr. John, dittinguiahed Mmself 
much in Boodand by bla medical writinp and 
o^nlooa, and waa tliie auilior of a new ByBieni 
Of Medicine, wluch baa lately been tranalaied 
Into Bngilab, In 3 Tola. 8vo. It la a aijigular 
peribnnance, discovering much orlginalily, and 
containing numy importantobaervauona ; though 
In aome, he may be thought tocarrv iiia peculiar 
opinions too far. He died Oct. 7. 1786. 

BROWN, William, editor of '« Reporta in 
Chancery,** and " Caaea of Appeah to Parila 
ment," 5 vote. 1760 ; died April 9S, 1794. 

BROWN, Nicholas, an eoiineni merchant, of 
Providence, R. I., dM in 1791, patron of the col 
Iwe In that place. 

BROWN, Andrew, waa In thebattleaof Lex 
iagton and Bunker-hill ; be aettled in Pbiladel- 
ithia, and eaubliahed the Federal Gazette, and 
died in 1797. 

BROWN, Moaea, a brave officer in the navy 
of the United States, died hi 1603. 

BROWN UJyaaes, MazimiMan de, an eminent 
general, In tlie imperial armiee ; he waa mortal- 
ly wounded ia the battle of Prague, in 1757. 

BROWN, Francis, D. D., a native of New 
Hampshire, waa pastor of a conkregaiional 
■ church, in Maine, chosen nrofenw>r of languages 
in Dartmouth college, and afterwards prebidcnt 
Of that institution ; he died In 1890. 

BROWN, Charlea Brocliden. a native of 
Pennsylvania, distingulalicd as holding a high 
rank, among the American noveliata, died in 
1810. 

BROWN, Tliomaa, M. D., professor of moral 
j^ilosophy in the univeialty at Edinburgh, and 
an eminent metaphysician, died in 1890. 

BROWN, Joeeph, profeaaor of natural philo* 
aophy, In Brown nniversitv, was distinguished 
as a man of proflmnd mathematical and phUo- 
anphieal attalnmenta. Re died in 1785. 

BROWN, George, archbisbop of Dublin, and 
tiie flrat prdate who embraced the reformation 
In Ireland, waa originallv an Austin friar, of 
London, Mtd afterwards became provincial of 
the Austin monks, in England. At\er reading 
aome of Luther'a writings, he began to Incul 
cate into the people, that they ought to make 
their application solely to Christ, and not to the 
Vhgin Maty, or the saints. This recommended 
Um to Heniry VIU., who promoted him, in 
March 1534-9, to tlie archbishoprick of Dulrfin. 
He waa deprived of his archblaboprick in 1554, 
tlie firat of queen Mary, under pretence of his 
oeing married, but, in truth, on account of his 
seal In promoting the reformation, and died 
about the year 1556. 

BROWNl!, WUliam. an English poet, bom at 
Taviatock, in Devonshire, dtecl 1645.— An edi- 
tioo of hia worlcB, which wore become extreme 
ly scaire, was published in 177S, in three Fmall 
vi^Qmea; the principal article in which, is 
" Britannla*a Paatorala.** 

BROWNE, Sir Thomas, an eminent writer, 
and phyaiclan, bom in Cheapalde, 1(105. His 
moat celebrated piece, called '^Rellgio Medid.*' 
tha RaHgton of a Physician, was published In 
1895. In 1646, he wrote hia "Treatise on Vul- 
or Enon." wood Infomia us, that hhi prac- 
tteaaa a ptayileian, waa venr extenaive, and that 
many pnttenta reaortad to him. In 1655, he waa 
choaw honorary Mlow of the Coliegeof Phy 
■■ • man » vlitmt m Httrii oniitisHi 
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mus,*' eminently embeliished with Jiteratura 
and virtue. He died on hia bhrthday, October 
liL^1682. 

BROWNE, Edward, an eminent physidaa, 
son of the preceding, waa bora about KJCK, ana 
died in August, 1706. King Charlea II.. wlioee 
physician he waa, said of him, that " he was 
as learned as any of the college, (of which lie 
died president,) and as well bred ia any as 
courO' 

BROWNE, Shnon, a dissenting minister, of 
uncommon talents, bora at Sbepton Mallet, In 
Someraetshire, in 1680. Grounded, and excdi- 
ing, in grammatical learning, he early became 
qualified for the niinistrv, and actually began to 
preach before he waa 90. But the death of his 
wile and only Mm, which happened in 1783, af* 
fected him ao as to deprive him of his reason ; 
and he became, from that time, loat to himself, 
10 hia fhmily, and to the world : he sunk taiio a 
settled melancholy, quitted the duties ot his 
function, and woula not be pereuadcd to loin in 
any act of worship, public or private. lie died 
in 1733. 

BROWNE, Peter, bishop of Cork : In the pa- 
lace of which See he died, in 1735, After having 
distinsuisfaed himself by aun)C writing*; the 
best known of which is, '* The Progress, Ex- 
tent, and Limits of the Human Understanding.'* 
BROWNE, Isaac Hawkins, an ingeniona 
English poet, bora at Darton-upon-Trent, Staf- 
fordshire, Jan. 21, 1705-6. Kis '< Pipe of Tobac 
CO/* an imitation of Cibber, Ambrose Pbtlipaii 
Thomson, Young, Popf*, and Swift, wiio wera 
then all livii^g, is well known, and is reckoned 
one of the most pleading and popular of his per" 
forroances. In 1754, he puolisbcd what has 
been deemed his capital work." De Animi Im- 
mortalltate,** in two books. The universal ap- 
pfauise and popularity of this poem, produced 
several English translations of It, In a very 
short time ; the best of which is that by 0oam« 
Jenyns, esq., printed in his " Miscellanies." 
Another translation, by the Rev. Mr. Letttoe, 
was pobllahed in 1795. Mr. Browne died 14tli 
Feb. 1760. 

BROWNE, Sir WilHam, a phytddan, (and 



some time president of the college,) dlFtinguish 
ed by many lively essays, bot^ in prose and 
vene, in Latin and In Engliidi, died March 10, 
1774. The active part taken by Sir William 
Browne, in the contest with the licentiates, oc- 
casioned his being introduced liy Mr. Fooie la 
bis " Dovll upon Two Sticks." Upon Poote*a 
exact repreaentatkm of him with bla identlea) 
wig and coat, tall figure, and glam atlfly applied 
to hia eye, he sent him a card, complimenting 
Foote on iiavliig so happily represented him ; 
but, as he had forgot his muff, he had sent him 
his own. This good-natured method of resent- 
ing, eflTectually duarmed the mimic. 

BROWNE, John, a painter, of veryconB id ^ 
rable estimation in Scotland, died Sept. 18, 1787* 
Mr. Browne waa author of *' An Essay on tiM 
Music of the Opera.** 

BROWNE, Arthur, episcopal mliiirter at 
Portsmouth, N. U., died in 1773. 

BROWNE, Arthur, bora to Newport, S. 1., 
educated In Irehmd, made profeaaor of Greek 
In Triniiv college, Dublin, 1805. 

BROWNE, Sir Anthony, bora In Eaaaz, mads 
sergeant at law.

BRUMOY,Peler,a veiy dtstlagulshed French- 
man, bom at Rouen, in 1688, died 174S, after 
having signalised himself by his literary pro- 
ductions ; the chief of which is, '* Le Theatre 
des Qrecs, &c/* or " Theatre of the Greeks, 
containing translations of Greek Tragedies, whh 
diseounws and remarlu upon the Greek Thea- 
tre/' 3 vols. 4to. 

BRUN, Charles le, an iihistrious French 
painter, of Scottish extraction, bom 1610. His 
father was a statuary by proression. It is re- 
ported, that at three years of age, he drew fi- 
gures with charcoal; and at twelve, he drew 
the picture of his uncle so well, that tt still pasa-

BRUTUS, Lucius Junius, the avenger of the 
rape of Lucretia, and founder of tlie Roman re- 
public, flourished 5tiOB. C. 

BRUTUS, Marcus, a brave general, but blind 
politician, who hastened the ruin of the Roman 
republic, by tlie aswaasuiation of Julius Cesar. 
He slew himself 43 B. C. 

BRUTUS, John Michael, a very learned Ve- 
netian, bom about 1516, was author of a " His- 
tory or Florence,** printed at Lyons, in 15(13. 

BRUTUS, Docimus Albinns, conspired wttli 
)iis relation, Marcus Brutus, against his benefac- 
tor, Julius Cccsar. 

BRUTUS, John, an eccleslaslic of Paris, died 
in 17«3. 

BRUYKRE, Jolm dc la, a celebrated French 
author, bom at Donrdan, in 1644, wrote " Cha- 
racters," and described the manners of his age, 
ui imitation of Theophraatus; which eharacterii 
were not always Imaginary, but dcacriptive of 
real itersons. He died in 1696. 

BRUYN, Cornelius, a painter, bom at the 
Hague, published an account of his travels, the 
beet edition is that df Rouen. 1725. 

BRUYS, Francis,^born at SerricrtM^published 
a history of thn popes ; he died in 1738. 

BRi; YS, Peter de, founder of the sect, called 
Petro-Bruisffiaus, a native of Languedoc, was 
biinit alive in 1130 

BRUZEN, de la Martinicle, Anthony Aufnis- 
line, educated at Paris, under the famous Rich- 
ard Simon, his uncle, and died in 1749. 

RRY, Theodore de, a painter and engraver, 
died at Frankfort, on the Maine, in 150a 

BRYAN, Francis, or Briont, an Englishman, 
•ecoinpenied lord Surrey, the English admiral, 
against France, in 158S, and was kntghted for 
his bravery. 

BRYAN, Geone, a native of Ireland, emi- 
grated to Pennsylvania; delegate to congress in 
1765; and afterwards governor of Pemqavania; 
he died in 1791. 

BRYANT, Jacob, a learned writer on eneient 
kiitory and mytfaolo(|y , was bora at Plymouth, 
1715, and edoctted at Eton ; whence be proceed- 
ed to King's CoUege, Cambridge. He devoted his! 
whole life to learned reaearcb ; and the oonatant 
remit of his labours was, to settle him flrmly In a! 
e<wvietton of the truth of tlie Christian fUtb. 
Though belonging to the lay part of the corn- 



bent all his kaming and po wen. His first avow- 
ed publication, was a quarto volume, which ap- 
peared in 1797, entitled '* Observations and In- 
quiries relating to various parts of Ancient Hie- 
tory, &c., witfi an account of Egypt, in its moet 
early stale, ai2d of the ShepherlKings.*' The 
next was his immortal wort, in 3 vols. 4to, 1774, 
1776, called " A New System, or an Analysis 
of Ancient Wyihology ; wherein an attempt ia 
made to divest Tradition of Fable, and to re- 
duce Truth to its original Purity." He also pub- 
lished ** A Treatise on the Authenticity of the 
Scriptures, and the Truth of the Christian Reii- 
gion," 8vo, 1793. One of the latest of bis nu- 
merous works, was ** A Dlasortatkm coneeminy 
the War of Troy, and the expedition of the 
Grecians, as described by Homer ; |»ofes6lr»g to 
show that no such expedition was ever unoer- 
taken, and that no such city in Phrygia exist- 
ed," 4U), 1796. Mr. Bryant died of a uiortiflca- 
tion in his leg, occasioned by a razure against a 
chair, in reaching a book from a shelf, in hv 
B9ih year, at Cyi>euham, near Wbidsor, Nov. 
14,1804. 

BRYCHAN, one of the Irish kings, fbtlier of 
one of the three holy fbroiliea of witain, died 
ill 450. 

BRYDONE, Patrick, author of a *< Tour 
through Sicily and Malta," and of some pnpers 
\u the PItiKisophiral Transactions, died in Ber* 
wickshiro, June 19, 1818. 

BRYENNUS, Niccnhorus, the husband of 
Anna Comena, refused the throne of Constan- 
tinople, and died in 1137. 

BUC, George, a learaod English antiquary. 
In the reign of James I., he was appointed mas- 
ter of the revels ; on which art he wrote a trea- 
lisr*. He was the fiivt vbidicator of Richard III., 
and published ''The Great Plantagenet,^* ahie- 
toricai poem. In 1635. 

BUC£R, Martin, bora In 1491, at Bchelstadt, 
a town of Alsace. He is looked upon as one of 
the first authors of the reformation at Stras- 
burgh, where he taught divinity for twenty 
years, and was one of the ministem of tlie town, 
in 1548, Cranmer, archbishop of Canterbury, 
itave him an invitation to come over to England, 
which he readily accepted. In 1549, a bandsoine 
apartment was assigned him in the imivershy 
of Cambridge, and a salary to teach theology. 
He died in 1551, and was buried at Cambridge. 

BUCHAN, Elspeth, or Elisabeth, a modern 
fanatic, her followers were called Buchanltes ; 
they travelled through several parts of Scotland ; 
their doctrines were extremely fhscinating to tlie 
vulnr. Mrs. Buchan died in 1791. 

BUCHAN, Dr. William, an endaent phyri- 
cian, and medical writer, bora at the vtln^teor 
Ankrum, in Roxburghshire, 1799, was educalcri 
at the grammar- school of Jedburgb, and after- 
wards matriculated at the university of Cdte* 
burgh, with a view to the clerical profieasioii: 
but Be preferred that of pbysiCfWhiebne pursued 
tluxmgn life. In 1771, appeared his well-kiKwni 
work, entitled "Domestic Medirlne," which hat 
had a decree of success not eqnaliod, perbaiM, 
by any other book in the English language, hav- 
ing passed through above, twenty editions, (of 
we Mieve 5000 or 6000 each,) and biM^n tranMa*

BUCHANAN, Claudius, D. D.,of QueenV 
CoUege, Cambrldse, M. A., 1796. In Scriptural 
amditioa, be liad very few superiors. Deeply 
vetaad in the Oriental languages, he conceived 
llai be should best promote the honour of God, 
and the happiness of mankind, by enabling 
** every man to read the Holy Scriptures** in his 
<mii toocue. He died at Broxboume, Hens, 
Feb. 9, 1815, while employed In superintending 
an ednoB of the Scriptures for the use of Uie 
Syrian Christians. 

BUCHANAN, Geom, an eminent poet and 
UsUMTian, born neai Kelleme, tn the shire of 
l<enox, in Scotland, in I50C. He ivas tutor to 
Jaaacs I., of England, and employed the last IS 
or 13 years of bis life in wrltmg the history of 
bis eonntnr ; in which be happily united the 
ibrce and brevity of Sallust, with the perspi- 
cuity and efennce of Livy. He died at Edin- 
burgh, Sept. S8, 1583. Sir Jamee Blclvii, who 
was of the oppostie party to him, and therefore 
cannMbe saMJosed to be partial in his thvour,tells 
as. thai Buchanan *^ was a stoic philoropher. 
who looked not far before him ; a man of notable 
endowments for his learning and knowledge in 
Latin poetry ; mucli honoured iii other coun- 
tries, jpieasant in conversation, rehearsing at all 
occasiona. moraUtlea, short ajid Instructive, 
whereof ne bad abundance, inventing where 
he wanted.'* Dr. Burnet, bi nis " History of the 
BctormatloB,** says of him, ** he Is Justly reckon- 
ed thejmatcat and best of our modem writers.*' 

BUC^NEH, Aupustus, professor of poetry 
and eioqoence,at Wittemberg, died hi 1661. 

BtJCHOLT%£R. Abraham, pastor at Fries- 
ttdt, author of a valuable work entitled " Index 
Chrooologleas Uhriuaque Testamenti." He died 

BUCKELDTUB, WiDiam, a native of Voider; 
le invented an ingenious mode of curing her- 
ihMi with salt, and died bi 1449. 
BUCKERIDGE, John, bora near Marlborough, 
freached before King James at Hampton-court, 
and WW made bishop of Bocbester, in 1611. 

BUCKBOLD, John, a butcher, of Iieyden, 
headed the fanatical mob of anabaptists at alun- 
aier; lie was nut to death hi 1536. 
^ BUCIONQHAM. See VILUEBB and SHEF- 
rIELD. 

BUCKINGHAM, Thonaa, one of the most 
•minent ministem fai Coonectkul, settled in 
Martford: he died In 1731. 

BUCKMINaTER, Joseph Sterena, a native 
«r Pormmofath, New-Hampshire, was a disttai- 
§KUbed and doqnent preacbar, of Brattle-street 
afanrcb, Boston, and leetaier on Biblical ciiti- 
•ism at Harvard Colk«e; he died in 1819. 

BUOQUET, John Miehaei Baptist, a phyai- 
•Un. of FMiB,dled in 17B0, afietim to asceaidve 
applicatloa. 

BUB^SUB, WiUlam, a eritle and eonmenM- 
•K on Greek and Latin authors, bora at Paria, 
Mfr.dSedlMO. EnmoB called Mm »Poit«B- 
0«a»,*' ThtProdiiy ar F^aMe. 



BUDDiEUS, John Francis, succe>sively i>ro* 
fessor of Coburg Hallo and Jeua, eminent for 
cleajrnesa^Judgment, and taste, died in 1729. 

BUDGEXiL, Eustace, a veiy ingenious and 
entertalDlng writer, born at St. Thomas, near 
Exete/. 1685. He wus concerned with Steele 
and Addison in writing the Tattler. The Bpcc- 
tator beini set on foot in 1710-11, Mr. Budgell 
bad likewise a share witli them, all the papers 
marked with an X. being vritfen by bun ; as 
was indeed the whole 8th volume by Addison 
and himself, without the assisunce of Steele. 
Upon the laying down of the Spectatm*, the 
Guardian was set up ; and in this work our au- 
thor had a hand along with Addison and Steele. 
In the preface, it issaid, that those papers marked 
with an asterisk were written by Mr. Budgcll, 
In the latter part of his life, after having served 
the office of under-secretary of state, and held 
other high situations in the government of Ire- 
land, he returned to England, where he became 
involved in law-suits, which reduced him to a 
very unhappy situation. On the 4th of May, 
1737, he took a boat at Somerset stairs, aiur 
filling his pockets with stones, and ordered the 
waieraian to shoot London bridge ; but while 
the boat was g<ring under, he threw himself into 
the river, where he perished immediately. Upon 
his bureau was found a slip of paper, on which 
were written these worda : 

" What Caio did, and AddiaoB approved, 
** Cannot be wrong." 

BUELL, Samuel, D. D., a preebyterian mlnis> 
ter on Long Island, much mstinguished for hia 
piety, died in 1798. 

BUF ALMACO, Bonamtco, an eminent Italian 
jiainter, who died in 1340. He was the first who 
put labels with sentences Into the mouths of his 
figures ; since followed by bad masters, but more 
frequently in caricature engravings. 

BUFFET, Margaret, a Parisian lady, wrote 
an lutere«ting eul(^ on learned women, 4tc. 

BUFFIKR, Claude, a French writer, chiefly 
on belles letlres, bom in Poland, 1661, died 1737. 
There are many works of this author, which 
jshow deep penetration, and accurate Judgment: 
the principal of which is, " Un Cours des Scien 
ces,*' &C. tbat is, "A Course of Sciences upon 
principles new and simple, in order to form Lan- 
guage, the Uudentanding, and the Heart, 1732," 
in folio. 

BUFFON, George le Clerc, count de, lord of 
Montbard, marquis of Bougemont. viscount of 
Qalncv, intendant of the French king*8 gardens 
and cabinets of Natural History, was one of tlie 
moat elegant writers in France, in point of style ; 
a man or uncommon genius, and surprising elo- 
quence, and the most astonishing interpreter of 
nature that perhans ever existed. He was bora 
at Montbard, hi Burgundy, September 7, 1707, 
and died April 16, 178B. His writings on *' Na 
tninl History'* are invahiaUe, and will perpetu- 
ate his name. 

BUOENHAGEN, John, a native of Pomera- 
nla, tlie adversarr, and afterwards the friend 
and missionary of Luther, died in 1558. 

BUGIARP1NI, Jullano, a pahiter of Florence* 
esteemed by Michael Angelo, died in 1556w 

BUI8TKR, Philip, a sculptor, of Bniaseli, 
died in 1688. 

BUKEKTOP, Henry de, an ecclesiastic, of 
Antwerp, who wrote various worlu of contro- 
versy, died in 1716. 

BUKHARI, a learned Arabian of Mecca, 
antfaor of a book coutaming tradttions on the 
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BUIfEL,Jiioob,«DattT«orBloli,18«^' 
iBCDt u a jMinter. 

BUNEL, WiUitm, t phyiMw of Tooliraae, 
IpttUished In 1513, a treatise on tbn placue. 

BUNNICK, John, aFlemUipainter, exeeded 
tn hifcorical plecei, died in 1737. Hia brallier 
Jacob was eminent in the repreeentaHcm <tf ns 
battiee. 

BUNON. Bobert, an cninettt deotiat at Padi, 
Idled In Vtik 

BUN VAN, John, author of the JosUj adadr- 
led allegoiy of the *' f U|rim*s Trocrcae/* WM 
born at Eleiow, near Bedford, 199B. His parenti, 
thottfh veiv mean, took care to give Itim that 
learning which was suitable to their condition, 
bringing him up to read and write : be quickly 
forgot both, abandoning himself to all manner 
of wickedness; but not without frequent checks 
of conscience. One day, being at play with his 
companions, (the writer of bis lite tells us), a 
voice suddenly darted from heaven into his soul, 
saying, ^ Wilt thou leave thy sins and go to 
heaven, or have thy sins and go to heil V* This 
put him into nach a eonstemation, that he im- 
mediately left hie sport, and looking to heaven, 
thought he saw the Lord Jesus, looking down 
upon him, as one highly displeased with him, 
and threatening him with some grievous punish- 
ment for his ungodly practices. At another 
tone, while he was belching out oaths, he was 
severely reproved l>y a woman, who was hersdf 
a notonoos sinner. This coming from a womui 
whom he knew to bp veiy wicked, filled him 
with secret shame, and made him from that 
lime very much refrain fVom it. His tether 
brought him up to his own business, which wtt 
that of a tinker. Being a soldier in the parlia- 
ment army, at the siege of Leicester, in 1645, 
he was drawn out to stand sentinel ; but an 
other soldier of his company desired to take his 
place, to which he agreed, and thereby escaped 
being shot by a musket ball, which took off hIa 
conuade. About 1655 he was admitted a m«n- 
ber of a Baptist congregation at BedAnd, and 
soon after chosen their preacher. In 1600, being 
convicted at the session of holding unlawful aa- 
iraibHes and conventicles, he was sentenced to 
perpetual banishment, and In the mean tima 
committed to gaol, fW>m which he was dis-

BULKLE7, Peter, first aiinister of Concord, 
Massachioetts, died in 1650. He was an excel 
lent scholar, and published die " Gospel cove- 
nant opened."

BuLKLEY, Gcn»hom, an eminent minister 
of New-London, Connecticut, afterwards of 
Weathersfleld, died in 1713, distinguished for 
bls knowledge of chymlstry and languages. 

BULKLEY, John, first minister of Colches- 
ter| Connecticut, died in 1731 : classed by Dr. 
Chauncy among the three most eminent for 
strength of genius, whom New-England had 
produced. 

BULL, John, a celebrated musician, bom in 
Somersetshire, 1563. He was greatly admired 
(br his fine haiid upon the organ, as well as fbr 
his compositions. Upon the establishment of 
Gresham College, he was Chosen the first pro- 
fessor of music there ; and, not being able to 
speak Latin, was -permitted to deliver his leo- 
tures in English. It is uncertain where or when 
be died ; but there Is a picture of him yet re- 
roainin| in the music-school at Oxford. 

BULL, George, Ushop of St. David's, a very 
eminent writer and preacher, bom at Wells, 
Somersetshire, March 35, 1634, died Febraaiy 
17,1700. 

BULL, William, speaker of the assembly, and 
lleutenant-covemor of the oriony of South Ca- 
rolina, diea in 1755. 

BULL, William, M. D., a physician, the first 
American who obtained a degree In medicine ; 
he died in 1791. 

BULL, Henry, a native of Great Britain, came 
to New-England, and with several others, settled 
at Newport, Rhode Island.

BUONACOR8I, or PERRIN DEL YAOO, 
Ian eminent painter, of Tnaeany, snekled by m 
goatj he died 1547. 

BUONAFEDE, Applaao. a native of Ooas 
ado, better known under die names of Appla 
Ameo de Faba, and AtapMo ChromiHiwa; 
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known also as a pott azul an elegant writer ; he 
died in 17%. 

BUONAAUd, Lazarae, became profeeBor of 
beile»-lettree in the Sapienza College of Borne ; 
be read lectures on rbetoric at Padua, and died 
In 1593. 

BUONAMId, Castrado, a native of Lacca, 
at first devoted bimself to the clerical profession, 
but afterwards turoed bis attention to arniSj, 
which be bore in the service of tbc Icing of 
Namies. He published several valuable worlcs, 
Bad^edinli61. 

BUONAPARTE, Napoleon, emi>eror of 
France, was bom at Ajaucio, in the island of 
Corsica, in 1760, aiid educated at the military 
scbools of Briemic and Paris. He commenced 
bis niiJitary career as a lieutenant of artillery, and 
soon afterwards so disiinguiiihed bimself at the 
sicKe of Toulon, and duriug tbc civil couientiom 
at rari», that be was pronioted to the coiimiand 
<lf tbe army of Italy ; with which he fought a 
series of battles, and gained a succession of vic-1 
Ulrica over the oldest and ablest generals of Eu- 
rope, wbkb astODisbed tbe world, and compel- 
led his enemies to peace. He was for a time 
equally successful in Egypt, but being repulsed 
at tbe siege of Acre, by Sir Sidney Smith, he 
retamed to France, and, in 1799, was appointed 
first consul of tbe republic. Durib^ his consul- 
shin, be commanded In tbe canmaign of Italy, 
and gained the glorious battle of Marengo. In 
1804, he was crowned emperor, by the Roman 
pootifil From this time qIb usual success at- 
tended him, and almost all Europe was at his 
control, until 1812, when he invaded Russia 
with an army of 400,000 men. Tbe destruction 
of Moscow, and tbe severity of tiie climate, ut- 
tedy mined his army and compelled him to re- 
treat ; be attempted boldly to retrieve his mk- 
fiwtnnea, but losing the memorable battle of 
JLeip^, he was driven to France, and compelled 
to ilrficate tbe throne for the , sovereignty of 
Elba. In leas than a year he returned to France, 
and resumed bis imperial authority, without 
resistance, his old army joining him with accla- 
matioas. In June following, hostilities again 
rommenced between him and the allies ; be lost 
the battle of Waterloo, and terminated his poli- 
tical career. He afterwards retired on board a 
British ship, and was exiled to St. Helena, where 
he was kept a orisoner until his death. In 18S1. 
BUONAROTTI, see MICHAEL AN6EL0. 
BUONDELMONTE, a young Florentine, in 
tbelwginning of the 13th century, who promised 
to Biarry a daughter of the family of the Amldci, 
but espooBcd the more beautiful daughter of the 
Donati. By the intrigues of the slighted fair and 
ber relatlom. he was murdered. This murder 
set tbe city in commotion, the quarrel became 
fcneral among the nobility, and tbe animosity 
tested raamr centuries. 

BUONFIGLIO, Joseph Constant, ft Neapoli- 
tan, author of the modern lustory of Sicily and 
Vcidoe, and tbe history of Mctolna, 1606. 

B170NTALENTI, Bernardo, suruamed 61- 
ntfidile, distinguished for his knowledge of ar- 
chitecture, sciDpture, &.C., also, for his minia- 
tures and btstorical pieces ; he dit^d in 1606. 
BCPALUS, a scnlptor of antiquity, 540 B, C. 
BU&CH, Edward, an eminent English engra- 
ver, wjfeose perfomianec^ are to be found in 
every roval cabinet in Europe, died in 1814. 

BuRCHABD, tutor of Conrad tbe emperor, 
mde birfiopof Worms, died 1026. 

BITRCIHSLLO, Dominico, a barber, of Flo- 
itMCi bbi wtt and genius made bim tbe fa- 
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vourite of bis conntrymcn ; he wrote sonnets and 
lighter ptcc^, and died in 1448. 

BURCKHARDT, John Lewis, naUve of Lau- 
sanne, celebrated as a traveller in Africa, 
under the patronage of the African AasociatioA 
of London, died in 1816. 

BURDON, William, an ingenious miscel- 
laneous writer, born at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
1704, died in London, May 30, 181& Of his 
works, the best known are, '* Materials for 
Thinking." and a "Life and Character of Buo- 
naparte.*' 

BURE, WUUam de, a bookseller of Paris, 
known for his knowledge of old, curious, and 
valuable books, died in ITs^ 

BURE, Catherine, a learned lady of Sweden ; 
her Latin corresponoence with another Swedish 
lady, Vandelaskylte. displays elegance of lan- 
guage, correcinosBorstyle, &c. ; she died in 1679. 

BURETTE. Peter John, a phynician of Paris, 
an elegant ana polished scholar, difd in 1747. 

BURGER, Godfred Angustus, a rplcbiatcd 
German poet, and the writer of that whiniiiical 
satire, called " Munchausen's Travels,'* was 
bom at Wolmerswende, in the principality of 
Halberstadt, January 1, 1748, and died at Stut- 
gard, Jiirif, 1794. 

BURGES, Cornelius, took his degree of D.D. 
at Oxford ; he was chaplain to Charles I., and 
died in 1665. 

BURGH, Ulick de, marquis of Clanricarde, 
author of memoirs relative to tbe Irish rebellion, 
died in 1657. 

BURGH, James, a worthy and ingenious mo- 
ral and political writer, born at Madderty, in 
Perthshire, 1714, died 1773. Of many excellent 
works that be left behind him, '' Political Dis- 
quisitions," 3 vols., and " Youth's Friendly Mo- 
nitor," are the best known, and most esteemed. 

BURGOYNE, Rt. Hon. John, a privy-coun- 
sellor of Ireland, lieutenant-general in the British 
army, and author of four dramatic pieces, viz. 
"The Heiress," " The Maid of the Oaks," "The 
Lord of the Manor," and " Richard Cosur dc Li- 
on." He surrendered his whole army to General 
Gates, at Saratoga, duringiiie American revo- 
lution, and died Aug. 4, 1 <93. 

BURIDAN, John, a French philosopher, la 
the 14th century. 

BURIGN Y, Levesque de, a native of Rbeims, 
wrote a treatise on the authority of the popes, 
&c. ; he died in 1785. 

BURKE, Edmund, a celebrated orator and 
statesman, bom in tbe county of Cork, Ireland, 
Jan. 1, 1730. After staying the usual time at 
the university of Dublin, he went over to Lon- 
don, and entered bimself as a student of the 
Middle Temple. He soon, however, commenced 
political writer ; and, so masterly were his style 
and arguments, that bis first productions (pob- 
liiAed anonymously) were universally attributed 
to lord Bollngbroke. His " Philosophical lu" 

3 airy into the Ortxin of our Ideas on the Sub- 
roc and BeatiCifuT" soon made him known to 
the literati ; and he thenceforth became a public 
man. In 1765, Mr. Burke came into parliament, 
and immediately Joined to the character of a 
most elegant writer, that of a most eloquent 
speaker; he d ied July 8, 1797. 

BURKITT, William, bom at HItcham, in 
Northamptonshire, 1650, died 1703. He was a 
pious and charitable man, who wrote several 
books,and among the rest, a "Commentary upon 
the New-Testament," in the same plain, practi- 
cal, and affecting manner in which be preached. 
BURLAMAQUI, John James, an illuitrioua 
I 97 
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civilian, born at Geneva, In IflM, was after- Ii 
warda profoiiaor of civil law there. In his 
"Principles of Natural I*aw,*' written in French, 
he la Buppowd to have incorporated all the best 
things from Grotius, Pafleiidorf, and thetr com- 
mentator, Barbeyrac. He published, some time 
afW, the " Principles of Political Law," which 
was written in the same language, and equally 
well received. He died in 1748. 
BURLEIGH. See CECIL. 
BURLEY, Walter, an English priest, wrote 
commentaries on Arintotle, See. 

BURMA N, Frahci8, of I<eyden, professor of 
theology, at Utrecht, wrote commentaries on the 
Pentateuch. Ace, died in 1679. 

BURMAN, Francis, son of the preceding, 
was also professor at Utrecht, and wrote on the 
persecution of Dioclcsian ; he died in 1719. 

BURMAN, Peter, professor of hi^toiy and 
eloquence, in the university of I«eyden, and 
editor of the Latin classics, of which, he pub- 
lished Virgii, Ovid, Petronius, Quintilian, Sue- 
tonius, Justin, VeUeius, Phsdrus, &c., and died 
In 1746. 

BURMAN, John, of the same ftolly, profcs- 
aor of Botany and medicine at Amsterdam, 
published some works, about ITTIQ. 

BURN, Dr. Richard, vicar of Orton, in West- 
moreland, born at Winton, in that county, died 
Nov. 90, 1785. He was author of two celebra- 
ted books, one on the " Office of a Justice of 
Peace,'* the otlier on " Ecclesiastical Law :'* 
both of which have gone through several edi- 
tions. 

BURN, John, aon of the preceding, edited his 
father's works witii additions, died in 1803. 

BURNABY, Andrew, D. D., an English di- 
vine, vicar of Greenwich, and arch-deacon of 
Leicester. He published his travels in North 
America, sermons, &c., and died in 1813. 

BURNET, Gilbert, bishop of Salisbury, bom 
at Edinburgh, in 1043. He was a very zealous 
promoter of the revolution which finally placed 
the present family on the English throne. As a 
writer, he is dlstinguii»bed by his " History of 
the Reformation,** published between 1679 and 
1681, and for which he had the thanks of both 
booses of parttauent. In 1699, he published his 
" Exposition of the 39 articles of the Church 
of England ;** and after hlK death, which hap- 
ranedin March, 1714-5, bis " History of his Own 
Tuoes, with his Life annexed," was published 
by his 800, Thomas Burnet, esq., afterwards Sir 
Thomas. 

BURNET, Elizabeth, third wife of bishop 
Burnet, published a method of devotion, a book 
9f merit, and died in 1709. 

BURNET, William, son of the ceieoratedbi- 
ihop Burnet, appointed governor of New- York 
and New-Jersey, in 17S0 ; of Massachusetts and 
New-Hampshire, in 1798, and died 17^9. 

BURNET, Dr. Thomas, a Scotch physician, 
author of Theaauras Medicina Practice, and 
other medical works. 

BURNETT, Dr. Thomas, a moat ingeniousand 
laamed writer, bom at Croft, Yorkshire, 1635. 
Hia most celebrated work, " The Sacred Theo- 
ry of the Eartli,' was originally published in 
Latin, in 9 vola. 4to ; the ftnt two books, " con- 
eemiJig the Delnge and Paradise,'* in 1681 ; the 
two lait, " concerning the burning of the world, 
and the New Heavens and New Earth,*' m 1689. 
The vncommon approbation which this work 



t wonld be endless to transetfbe tflth«hl^tai> 

feorolums that have been passed on this woi* 
y various eminent authon. He died in 1715. 
BURNEY, Dr. Cbaries, an eminent mualdan 
and general scholar, bom at ShrewriDury, April 
7, 1736, died at Chelsea CoUege, of which ha 
was otfanist, April IS, 1814, in his 88th year. 
His " General Historv of Music/* 4 vols. 4t» ; 
his " Present State of^ Music in France, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Holland, and Germany;** anA 
" Account of the Musical peribrmances in com- 
iroemoration of Handel,** are valuable additiona 
to British literature, fh>m the knowledge which 
they impart, and the elegance with which they 
are written. He also wrote the " Life of Me- 
tastasio ;** a work highly estimable for its can 
dour, information, Judgment, and taste. 

BURNEY, Dr. Charies, son of the fbrttoing, 
was born at Lynn, Norfolk, Dec. 6, 1757, and 
bred at the Charter House, and Caius CoUegc^. 
Cambridge. He greatly distinguished himself' 
bv the depth of his Itterarr researches, and by 
his extraordinary skill in the Greek language. 
He obtained great eminence as the master of 
classical academies, successively at liammer- 
smith and Greenwich, was D. D., L. L. D., and 
F. R. S., rector of St. Paul, Dcptford. and of 
Cliffc, both in thecounty of Kent, and died Dec. 
28, 1817. 

BURNS, Robert, a native of Scotland, who, 
in the humble employment of a ploughman, 
discovered a most extraordinary genius for po- 
etical composition. Dissatisfied with his low 
station, he was about to emigrate to Jamaica, 
to seek a better fortune ; and, with a view to 
procure money for his passage, a coarse edition 
of his poems were published at Edinburgh. 
They were soon noticed by the gentlemen In 
that city ; and some extracts, with an aecotmt 
of the author, were given in " The Lounger,** a 
periodical paper then in the course of publicap 
tion. Subscriptions were then set on foot for a 
new edition of his works, and Bums was made 
an exciseman, with an income of about 502. a 
year. This pupil of nature, however, tbla poet 
of inspiration, poeseMed in the same degree, 
the powers and the failings of genius. Hfo ta- 
lents were often obscured, and his constitutloD 
was at length impaired, by excess. Hlsmannem 
not being capable of melioration, and his pro* 
pensity to intemperance being ungovernable, 
the attentions paid to him were not lasting ; and 
he sunk under poverty and distress, leaving < 
widow pregnant, and five Infant children. Ha 
died July SI , 1796, in the prime of lifie. 

BURRHUS, Arranius, a Roman commanderi 
under Claudius and Nero. 

BURR, Peter, a Judge, and afterwards eiiief 
Justice of the supreme court of the state of 
Connecticut, in 1711. 

BURR, Jonathan, a native of England, ctme 
to America, in 1639, and was aettlea in the mi 
nl})trv at Dorchester; he died in 1641. 
BU kR, Aaron,pa8tor of tlie preidqrterlaa ebatch 
at Newark, N. J., in 17IS ; elected presidem of 
Princeton College in 1748, died in 1797. He was 
Idistingulshed for his learning, dtc, and pubUab- 
jed occasional dlscovrses, fcc. • 

BURRILL, John, speaker of the houae of re- 
bresentattves of Maaa., and member of the coub- 
Icil, died in 1781. 

BURRILL, James, m natiTe of Provideaee. 
and a distinguished lawyer of that place, wm 
attorney general, and Judge of the suM e m e cout

BURROUGUES, Jereuiiah, a Donconfonnii>t, 
becanM preacher of Htepiiey aud Cripplegaie 
cliareliea, and died iu 1646. 

BURROUGHS, George, amlniaterof Salem, 
Af aas^ one of tlie victims of tJie witclicraft dc- 
JuRon, io 1 6112. 

BURROW, Bir James, master of the crown 
office, and MimfC time pre«idviu of the Royal So- 
ciety, publialied four volumes of " Reports," 
atid a volume of " Decisions of the Court of 
King's Bench upon Settlement cases, from 1732 
*o i«?2, (to which was subjoined " An Essay on 
rnBctiiaiinD,") and died Nov. di, 1782. 

BURT, John, minister of Bristol, R. I., o^ 
cteinrd io 1741, died 1775, a sound divine. 

BURTON, Henry, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
BinaU, in Yoriudiirc, made B. D. at Oxford, was 
dork of the closet to mince Henry, and afUir his 
death, to Charles. His writings are all coutro- 
vesaiai, and leDerally full of Invectivea. He 
died in 1648. 

BURTON, WiOiam, author of " A History 
of Leicestersliire," bora at Lindleyi in tliat 
county, in 1575, died in 1645. 

BURl'ON, Robert, known to the learned by 
tbe Baoie of Democritus, junior, was brother 
of the preceding, and born also at Lindley , Feb 
e, 15*0, died Jan. 1639-40. He was a man of 
feneivl learalof , a great philosopher, an exact 
mathematician, and (what makes up for the pe 
enliafky of hlsdiaraeter) a very curious caicu 
laiorof DUivities. He was extremely studious, 
of a melancholy turn ; yet an agreeable 
_ iiueii, and very humorous. " The Anato- 
of BMlancholy,** by Democritus, junior, as 
he eaUs Umsclf, shows that these seemingly dil' 
feientiiualicies were mixed together in liis com 
yoiitxoii. This b(x>k was prmted first in 4to, 
Jfltl, afterwards many times in folio, to the great 
profit of the bookseller, who, as Mr. Wood tells 
«■, got ao estate by it. " Burton upon Uelan- 
cbo5r9** says archbishop Herring, (Letters, 1777 
CSdio,) " is an autiior the plcasantest, the most] 
learned, and tlie most fuU of sterling sense-- 
The wits of queen Anue*s reign, and the bepin 
ning of Geor|e I., were (he adds) not a little 
keiiolden to him.*' Dr. Fcrriar, in " Memoirs 
«f the Literary and Philosophical Society of 
Bfancbester,'* published 17^, and in " Illustra 
tioos of Sieme.** published 179U, has detected 
la tbia hook the source of many of Sternest 
most admired writingB. See also an able critic 
«■ Ibis aubjectj in the European Magazine, for 
Oct. and Nov. 1793. 

BURTON, William, an excellent critic and 
aiitiquVT,'died in 1657. 

BURTON, William, a jphyaidaa, but better 
Inown aa autlior of " A Histoiy of the county 
•r Yoilt," S vols, folio. He was bom at Ripon, 
Id 1697, and died at York, in 1759. 

BURTON, {John, a learned divine, bom at] 
Wemhiworth, in Devonsliire, 1696, died in 1771, 
leavingaome ingenioiis writing*, collected under 
tte dfle of '* Opuacula Miscellanea." 

BURTON, Esekiaa, prebendary of Norwich, 
CBiaent for Ida learning and piety, died in 1681 
HIi diseonnea were pubUsbed by TiUotson. 
BURT, Anbur, O. D. at tbc rMtoratfoo. bel 



BURY. Elizabeth, daughter of captain Law- 
rence, exci'llud in lier knowledge of mathema- 
tics, and the learned languages; ahe died in 
1720. 

BURZriE, a learned Persian phOoaopher 
and physician, in the reign of Cboaroea, stu- 
nanied NuKc-hirvan the Just. 

BVfi, CKsarde, a native ofCavailkm, atoned 
for the irregularities of his youth, bv a piotti 
life, devoted to tiie reformation of tbe cieiiy. 
He died in 1607. 

BUSBEQUIUS, or BUSBEC, Auger Giden, 
bora at Comniines, a town )n Flanders, in 13SSL 
In 1554, he was appointed ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, where he acquired a perfect know- 
ledge of the siute of tlie Ottoman empire, and 
the true means of attacking it with success ; on 
which subject he composcda very judiciousdia- 
coorse, eiitiiled, " De re militari contra Turcam 
instituoiida consilium.** He died in Oct. ISSKL 

BUSBY, Richard, bom at Lutton, in Lincoln- 
shire^ 1606. In 1640, lie was appointed master 
of Westjninster school; and, by his skill and 
diligence in this most laborious and important 
office, for ttie ppace of 55 yean, bred up tbe 
greatest number of eminent men in churcb 
aud state, tliat ever adorned at one tine any 
age or nation. This great man, after a long and 
healthy life, the consequence of bis chastity, 
sobriety, and temperance, died April 6, 168l», 
aj:ed8U, and wasbuned in Westminster Abbey. 
He had composed several books for the use ot 
his school, and had the reputation of being A 
very severe disciplinarian. 

BrscHETTO DA DAUCHIO, an eminent 
architect and mechanic of tlie 11th century. 

BUSCHIN6, Dr. Antlmny Frederick, an emi- 
nent German, author of " A New Treatise of 
Geegraphy,*' which has been translated into 
several languages, and particularly into EnriJab, 
in 6 vols. 4to. He died at Beriin, In May, 1799^ 
aged 69. 

BUSCKIUS, Herman, a German scbolajr, 
wrote some Latin poems, and commentariee ott 
clasMral authors, and died in 1534. 

Bl^SHELL, Thomas, a naUve of Worcesier- 
fibire, a zealous royalist, and master of tbe royal 
mines in Wales, died in 1674. 

BUBLEIDEN, Jerome, a atateeman. In tbe 
service of Charles V., died in 1517. 

BU8SIERE, John de, a learned Jeanit, an- 
thor of a history of France, Ace, died in loSB. 

fiUSSY, Roger Rabutin, count of, a Freneb- 
man, memorable for wit and roiifoitanea, waa 
bom in Burgundy, April 3, 1618. He wrote 
many works, satirica]. historical, and moral ; 
but is chiefly known Jby bis " Letteia,*' wUcb 
are much esteemed. He died in 16B3. 

BUTE, John, earl of, viscount, and baran 
Mountstuart, &c. TMs nobleman waa, in 1763, 
appointed prime mlnlater. Tbe nation being 
nearly exhausted by a kmg and expenaive, 
though aucceasfbl, war with France, be con- 
cluded a neace, and then retired to enjosr a dib 
of learaea leisure. Re was a kiver and encon- 
rager of learning and learned men, eapedallf 
when genius and respectable cbaracter were 
united In tbe same person. It waa on this prin- 
ci^e that he aaked and obtained of bis majesty 
a pension of 300<. a year for Dr. Johnson. 
Among many instances of ble love to tbe arti^ 
tbe earl of Bute printed, at his own expense, a 
botanical work, m 9 4to. vols., of nianu apper- 
taintsg only to Englaod. Only IS copies were 
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printed; the expense of which amouiUed to 
1000/. Copies were presented to tlie qui^en, to 
the late dutcbew of Portland, M. de Butfon, lady 
Siisaa Mackenzie, lady Banka, and lord Mount- 
atuart. Those remaining were reserved for le- 
gacies, and the plates were destroyed. His lord- 
ship died March 10, 1793. 

BUTLER, William, a phyaldan, bom at Ips- 
wich. Some anecdotes are recorded of him, 
which exhibit him as a capricious madman ; be 
died in 1618. 

BUTLER, Charles, a native of Hampshire, 
author of a popular work oo bees, called the 
feminine monarchy, &c., died in 1647. 

BUTLER, Samuel, a poet of a very dncular 
cast, bom at StreDsham, ia Worcestershire, 
1613. He lived some time, (though it is not 
knoifn in what capacity,) with Sir Samuel 
Lukfe, a gentleman of an ancient family in Bed- 
fordshire, and a famous commander under Oli- 
ver CromwelL While lie resided in this gentle- 
man's family, it is generally supposed that he 
plaimed, if he did not write, the celebrated 
** Hudibras ;** under which character it is 
thought he intended to ridicule that knight 
When this poem became known, it was neces- 
sarily admired : the king quoted, the courtiers 
studied, and the whole party of the royalists 
applauded it. Every eye watched for the goklen 
shower w^hich was to fall upon the author. But 

firaise was his whole reward, ft is reported, 
ndecd, that the king once gave him 300 guineas ; 
but of this temporary bounty we find uo proof. 
He died September 3j, 1^ ; and was burled at 
the private expense of a Mr. Longueville, of the 
Temple, in the church-yard of Covent Garden. 
About 60 years afterwards, Mr. Barber, a printer, 
mayor of London, and a friend to Duilcr^a prin- 
ciples, bestowed on him a monument in Vvrat- 
min^ter Abbey. In the mist of Obscurity passed 
the life of Btitler, a man whose name can only 
perish with his language. The mode and place 
of his education are unknown ; the events of 
t«a life are variously related ; and all that can 
be told with certainty is, that he was poor. 

BUTLER, James, duke of Ormond, a very 
celebrated statesman and warrior, in the reign 
of Charles U., to whose restoration he materi- 
ally contributed. Ue was born in London, 1610, 
and died in 16^8. 

BUTLER, Joseph, bishop of Durham, a pre- 
late of most distinguished piety, born at W an- 
tage, Berks, 1693. His deep learning and com- 
prehensive mind appear sumcientiy in his writ- 
ings, particularly in a work cniitled, " The 
Aualogy of Religion, natural and revealed, to 
the constitution and course of Nature." He 
died in 1752. 

BUTLER, Thomas, earl of Osisory, son of the 
preceding, was confined in the tower eight 
months by Cromwell. After the restoration, 
he abashed Shaflsbury, by an exertion of his 

Sowers, in the vindication of his father. He 
icd in 1680. 

BUTLER, Alban, a Roman catholic, director 
of the English College of St Omer's, died in 
1782. 

BUTLER, Richard, a brave officer during the 
war of tiie revolution, killed at the defeat of 
Ctoneral St Clair, in ITQL 

BUTLER, Thomas, a brave officer in the re- 
volutionary war. In 1TO7, he commanded in 
Tennessee, and brought the Indian war to a suc- 
cessful termination. He died in 1805. 

BUTT, George, D. D., an English divine, so- 
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quired some distinction as a poet He publisiketf 
a volume of sermons, and died in 1795. 

BUTTS, Sir William, a physician to Heniy 
VIII., one of the founders of the Royal CoUegb 
of Physicians. - 

BUXTON, Jedediah, a man of moat extroor- 
dinary natural talents for calculation, bora at 
Elmeton, a village in Derbyshire, 1703. He wae 
never taught to read or wrno ; but could, by the 
force of memory, solve in a very short time tlie 
most complicated questions respecting the mul- 
tiplication, division, reduction, Ate, of figures ; 
yet, beyond mere calculation, his ideas were 
hardly above those of infancy. He died about 
1775. 

BUXTORFF, John, the name of two learned 
profeasors of Hebrew at Basil, father and son, 
who are allowed a place among those of the first 
rank for rabbinical learning. The fltther died 
iin 1639, the son in 1664. 

BUXTORFF, John, nephew of the preceding, 
[succeeded him in the Oriental chair of Basil, 
and was esteemed for his extensive erudition, 
^c died in 17.13. 

BUY DE MORNAS, Claude, bom at Lyons, 
{author of a valuable atlas of geography and his 
lory, died In 1783. 

BUZANVAL, Nicholas Choart de, a French 
prelate, relinquishod the prol'cssion of law for 
the church, and died in 1679. 

BirZOT, Francis Nicholas Leonard, one of 
the heroes of the French revolution, bora in 
1760. 

BYEFIELD, Nathaniel, a native of England, 
[settled in Bristol, RJiode Island, and died in 173X 

BYFIELD, Nicholas, a native of Warwick- 
ishire, who wrote some voluminous tracts on 
jdivinity : he died in 1022. 

BYLGS, Mather, D. D., a poet and political 
writer of some note, minister in Boston, where 
he was twm in 1700. 

BYNiE(19, Anthony, a native of Utrecht 
skilled in classical and historical learning, died 
in 1698. 

BYNG, Geoige, lord visconnt Torrington, was 
bom in 1663. His eminent abiliiies as a naval 
commander raised him successively to the high 
oflices of rear admiral of Entland, treasurer of 
the navy, and first lord of the admiralty. Ha 
was father of the unfortunate admiral John 
Byng, who, after having given many proofs of 
courage, was, on a dubious sentence for neglcec 
of duty, shot at Portsmouth, March 14, 1757. 
His lordship died in 1733. "^ 

BYNKERSHOEK, Cornelius Van, professor 
of law at Lcyden, &c., author of Observaiiorai 
on the Roman Laws, &.C., 4ied in 1743. 

BYRD, William, a native of Virginia, die4 
about the middle of the last century. lie col» 
lected a very large and valuable library. 

BYROE, Juatiui, an ingenious mathematician 
and instrament-maker in France, flourished at 
the end of the 16th century. 

BYRNE, William, a very distinguished land- 
scape engraver. His best performances are, 
Tiie Antiquities of Great Britain, after Heame; 
Viewsof the Lakesafler Farington ; and Smith*fl 
Scenery of Italy. Hie chief excellence consist- 
ing in his aerial perspecUve, and the general 
eiiect of his chiaro-oscuro, he was more agreea- 
bly and more beneficially employed in finiehhiff 
than in etching; and hence he generally worked 
in conjunction with his pupils; to whom his 
strong recommendation was, to study nature, 
Vivares, and the beat examples of die French 
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Among the papila of Mr. Byrne, we 
know oo one who Jias done more credit either 
to ilia Instructer in the art, or to hiin?%lf, than 
Mr. Landmer, engraver to hia late majesty, tit. 
Byrne died SeptembcT 24, 1805, agvd G2. 

B YKOM, John, a poeticai writer, and inventer 
oi" a new aystem of t>hon-hand, born at Kersai, 
■ear Haucbesier, 1091, died in 1763. 

BYRON, Lord Coorge Gordon, an English 
nobleman, distinguished as tiic greatest poet of 
the age in wliich he lived, autlior of " Childe 
Barold,*' " Don Juan," and other poems, died 
«t Sdissolonghi, while assisting the Greeks in 
tbetr glocioiui struggle for freedom, in April, 
l»M. 

BYTHNER, Vietorinns, a native of Poland, 
eminent for bis knowledge of Hebrew, died iu 
1664. 

BZOVIUS, Abraham, a learned Polander. 
The chief of his worlcs is, " A Ckintinuation of 
Baroqioa* Annals from 1198 to 1578." He died 
hi 1677. 
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CAB, Ben Zohair, an AraUan poet, the oppo- 
nent, and aftcrvt'ards the friend, of Mahomet ; 
dfed in the first year of the hugira. 

CABADESf or C'OBAD, a king of Persia, de- 
poeed, but afterwards recovered his authority, 
which he left to his son in 531. 

CABAN IS, Peter John George, a French pby- 
eician, the assuciale of Mirabcau , and one of tlie 
council of 500 during the revolution, died in 
18U8. 

C'ABAPILAS, Nilus, archbishop of Thesa- 
lonics, wrote against the snpremacy>of the pope; 
he was Succeeded by his nephew, Nicholas, iu 
tho 14ih century. 

CABASeOLE, Philip de, chanceUor and 
chief minister ?jf the queen of Sicily, and cardi- 
ml d* metropolitan of Constantinople ; died in 

CABASSUT, John, professor of the canon 
at Avignon, died in ]>t85. 

CABEL, Adrian Vandcr, of RIswick, eminent 
■a a painter ; be died in 16it5. 

CABESTAN, or CABISTAING, William 
de, a poet, murdered by the husband of his mis 
Uesa, wlio eat Ida heart unknowingly, and died 
with grief. 

CABOT, John, a Venetian, who flnit dls- 
Wf<ered the continent of America, in 1497. 

CABOT, Sebastian, aon of the preceding, ac 
companied hia father in hia voyage, iml497, and 
afletwa i da made several voyages; he died in 
1557. 

CABOT, Georae, an eminent statesman, was 
m member of the United Statea* Senate fVom the 
state of Bfass., and pr«rtdent of the Hartford 
Convention, fie was distinguished as a man of 
great siiength of mind, of sound and correct 
jndgment, of onsuUied honour, and the strictest 
nMegrity, and was the friend and associate of| 
Woshingbn. 

GABOT, Vincent, author of " LeaPolitiques," 
iB 4 vols., of the ]4tb centory. 

CABRAI^or CABRERA, Pedro Alvares, a 
Portnguese, sent, in 1500, by king Emanuel, with 
a fleet to tlie East Indies. He was driven upon 
the coast of Brazil, and gave the name to Santa 
Cras. 

CABALOUS, a bishop of Parma, made pope 
VBder the title of Honorius II., died in lti04. 

CAPAMOSTO, Lewis, a famous Venetian 
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navigator, bom in 14<22, visited the Madeiras^ 
the Canaries, &c. 

CADMUS, king of Thebes, who brought 10 
letters into Greece. The poets say tliat he lelt 
Ills country in quest of his sister £uropa, and 
went into Bceotia, where one of his company 
was devoured by a dragon, which Cadmus slew, 
and sowed its teetli in a field, whence sprung 
up an armv of men who destros^ed one another. 

CADMUS, a Milesian, author of a history of 
India. 

C AD06, founder of some churches in Wales, 
in the 15th century. 

CADOG, a bard of the 6th century, called the 
Wise. 

CAD06AN, William Bromley, a respected 
minister of St Giles', Reading, and St. Luke's; 
died in 1797. 

CADWALADTR, last king of the Britons, 
in 660 he was conquered by the Saxons. 

CADWALADYR, Ccsail, a Welsli bard of 
some merit, in the 16th centuiy. 

CADWALLADER, , an eminent physi- 
cian of Philadelphia, and among the first wito 
wrote oti medical subjects; flourished about 

40. 

C A DW ALLADER. John, a brigadier-general 
in the American army, during the revolution, 
died in 17«J. 

CADWALLON, prince of North Wales, de- 
feated by Edwin of England, in 69). 

CADWGAN, a prince of South Wales, was 
araessinated in 1110. 

CiflCILIANUS, bishop of Carthage, was ex 
pelicd from office by a council, in 311. 

CiECILIUS STATIUS, a comic poet in the 
age of Ennius. 

CAiXlUS AURELIANCS, or, as some have 
called him, Lucius Celius Arlanus, an ancient 
physician of Sicca, atown of Numidia, in Africa. 
We are obliged to him for the knowledge of, 
many dogmas which are not to he found but in 
hislKioks '^Deceleribusettardis Possionibus." 
He wrote, as he himself tells us, several other 
works; but they have all perisiied.This, however, 
which has escaped the ruins of time and barba- 
rism, is highly valued as being the only monu- 
ment of the Medicina Mcthodica which is ex- 
tant. He is allowed by all to be admirable in 
the history and description of diseases. Le Clerc 
places him in the 5th century. 

CiGSAR, Caius Julius, an illustrious Roman 
general and historian, born 08 B. C. By his va- 
lour and eloquence he acquired the highest re- 
putation in the fteld and in the senate ; beloved 
and respected by his fellow- citizens, he enjoyed 
successively every magisterial and military ho- 
nour that the republic could bestow, cunsistoDt 
with its own firec constitution; but, at length, 
having subdued Pompcy, the great rival of his 
growing power, his lioundlcHs ambition eflTaced 
the glory of his former actions ; for pursuing his 
favourite maxim, " that lie would rather be the 
first man in a villai;e, than tlie second in Rome," 
he procured himself to be chosen perpetual dic- 
tator; and, not content wiA this unconstitu- 
tional power, his faction had resolved to raise him 
to the imperial dignity, when the friends of the 
civil liberties of Uie republic rashly and basely 
assassinated him in the senate-house, where they 
should only have seized him, and brought bini 
to a legal trial for usurpation. By this impoli- 
tic and treacherous measure, they defeated theif 
own purpose, involving tlic city in consternation 
and terror, which produced general anarchy

•nd paVed Uie way to tbe revolution tbat they 
wanted to prevent ; for, after Mb death, the re- 

{>ubltc, though for some time it preMrvtrd the 
OfDu of liberty, became an abeoluie monarchy, 
the cnn«tant late of all governments, whatever 
frecdooi they might once have, when luxury and 
profligate manners have grown universal. The 
activity of Cssar's spirit was such, that, as he 
himself said, " he thought nothing done, while 
there was any thing left to do." However, 
amidst all his concerns, civil and military, he 
found time to be the author of many works ; 
nuue of which have been preserved from the 
ravages of time, except seven books, " Dc fiello 
Cailico.'* 

C^SAR, Sir Julius, a learned civilian, bom 
near l'ottenham,in Middlesex, 1557, died in 1639. 

CiESAKALPlNUS, Andreas, an eminent Dhi- 
losopher and physician, bom at Araxzo, ldS9, 
died in 1003. 

CAFF A, Melcliior, a diBtlogulsbed sculptor, 
who adorned the churches of Rome and Italy, 
died in 1607. 

CAFFARELLI DU FAL6A. N., a Fvendi 
offlcer of great courage ; died in 1801. 

CAFFIAUX, D. Joseph, a naUve of Valen- 
ciennes, a writer on history, music, dec. 

CAFFIERI, Philip, an eminent sculptor, of 
Rome, died in 1755. 

CA6LIARI, Paul, a moat excellent painter, 
bora at Verona, in I53S. He wvi styled by the 
Italians, 11 pHttr ftUce^ " The happy painter." 
There is scarcely a church in Venice which has 
not some piece or other of his; and his picture 
of The Marriage at Cana, in tlie church of Sl 
George, is to be dlatinguished flrom Ids other 
works, as being not only the triumph of Paul 
Veronese, but almost tbe triumph of painting 
itself. Be died of a fever at Venice, in 1588, 
and bad atomb and a statue of brass erected in 
(be church of 8t. Sebastian. 

CA6LI08TR0, count Alexander, a man so 
called, but whose real name was Joseph Balsa- 
mo, was bora at Palermo, 1743. His whole life 
was a series of the most astonishing cheats, 
inummeries, and Impostures ; and his ingenuity 
tn every species of fiction and deceit exceeds all 
that has been recorded in the annals of ancient 
or modera roguery. For some enormities in 
Eome he was committed to the castle of St. An- 
gelo, in which be died toward tbe end of 17M. 

CA6NACI, called Gaulassl from his deformi- 
ty, an Italian painter of the 18th century. 

CA6NATI, Manilio.a physician of Verona, 
settled at Rome, professor of philoaophy, in the 
age of Paul V. 

CAHAGNES, James, professor of medicine 
at Caen, died in 1618. 

CAHUBAC, Lewis de, a Frenchman, author 
of the tragedy of Pharamond, and some ro- 
mances, died in 1759. 

CA I API! AS, the hlgb-prlest who condemned 
our Saviour, and afterwards committed suicide. 

CAIET, Peter Victor Palma, a Frenchman, 
doctor of tbe Sorbonne, who fh>m a Calvanlst 
became a Catholic : he was author of a valuable 
chronology, and died in 1610. 

CA lETAN, OoustanUne, a Benedietfaie, editor 
of the works of Peter Danen, died at Rome, in 
1650. 

CAIET AN, a caidinal, bom in 1460, at Caieta, 
a town in the kingdom of Naples. Bis proper 
name was Thomas de Vio : but he took that of 
Caietau, from the place of bis nativinr. He gave 
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Song and the Prophets, which be had begun, but 
did not live to procee«l far in ; and the Beveia- 
tioHs of Sl John, which he designedly omitted ; 
saying, that, to explain them, it Mras necessary 
for a man to be endued,not with parts and learn- 
ing, but with tbe spirit of prophecy. 

CAILLER, Nicholas Lewis de la, a French 
mathematician and astronomer, friend of Cae- 
sim ; died in 1792. 

CAIN, the eldest son of Adam, wlio slew loM 
brother Abel. 

CAIRO, Francisco, an eminent painter of re- 
ligious subjects, bom at Milan, in ]596u 

CAIUa,or K A YES, Dr. John, a dlsdnguished 
English physician, autlior of several leara^ 
works, died In 1573. 

C/UUS, John, poet-laurcat tc F^ward IV. 

CAIUS, Thouitts, a dibtiuguished linguist in 
England.brebendary of Sarum, died in 1J73. 

CAIUS, a Roman aaiut, made bietiop of 
RomeinS83. 

CALABER, an ancient Greek poet, author of 
a sup^ement to Homer's Iliad. 

CALABROIS, Matthias PrcU, a painter, of 
Calabria, died at MaUa, in 1G99. 

CALAMY, Edmund, a verv eminent divine 
among the non-conformists; Wn at London. 
1600. died 1666. ^ 

CALAMY, Benjamin, an eminent divine and 
excellent preacher, died vicar of St. Lawrence, 
Jewry, 1(»B. The pieces that he printed in hia 
Ufetime were, 7 sermons on several occasions ; 
13 others were published in one volume, after 
his death. 

CALAMY, Edmund, an eminent divine amcmg 
the non-conformists ; made D. D. by tlie onivor- 
sities of Scotland. He wrote several controver- 
sial works, and died in 173S. 

CALANDRUCCI, Giacintbo, a painter, of 
Rome, died in 1707. 

CALANUS, an Indian brabmin, who bunted 
himself before Alexander, 3^ B. C. 

CALAS, John, an unfortunate merchant, of 
Toulouse, unjustly condemned, on the chaifo 
of murdering his own son, in 1769. 

CALASIO, Marlus, a Franciscan, at Rome- 
author of a valuable concordance of the Rduvw 
Bible, pubttshed In 1691. 

CALCA6NINI, Celio, a native of Fenara, 
and a distingqished scliolar, died in 154a 

CALCAR, John de, an eminent painter, at 
Naides, died In 1546. 

CALDERINI, Domlzio, bora at Toris, pro 
fesBor of belles lettres, and translator of Pauean- 
ias into Latin ; he died in 1478. 

CALDERONI DE LA BARGA, Don Pedfo 
a celebrated Spanish oAcer, ecclesiastic, and 
dramatic writer. In tbe latter character, he 
may, perhaps, deserve the name of the Spaniah 
Shakspeare. He flourished about 1640, and hIa 
dramatic works make vols. 4to. 

CALDERWOOD, David, a f^mousdivlBe of 
the church of Scotland, and a distinguished wri- 
ter in behalf of the presbytcrians, in tbe 17th 
century. He wrote " The True Histoiy of 
Scotland." 

CALDW ALL, Richard, an eminent Engliah 
pbyalcian, died in 1585. 

CALEB, a Hebrew, sent by Moses, with J6- 
sbua. Into Canaan. 

CALED. or KHALED, one of HahoMMt** 
friends. caUed, fkom his courage, the awwd of 
God. died in 639. 

CALEF, Robert, a merchant, of Boatea, wIki

CALIGULA, tbe Roman enneror and tyrant, 
began bis rcien A. D. 37, witb every appear- 
ance of becoming the real, not the titular, father 
of his people ; but at tbe end of eight months ho 
was seized witb a fever, which, it is supposed, 
leA a fren^ vpon bis mind, for bis disposition 
totally chaofed, and be committed tlie most a- 
trocioas acts of impiety, cruelty, and folly ; such 
w prodalmtng bis horse consul, feeding It at hie 
able, introducing it to the temple in the vost- 
Btents of the priests of Jupiter, and causlne sa- 
crillces to be offered to himself, bis wife, and his 
borae. Alter having murdered many of his sub- 
jects with Ms own nanda, and caused others to 
Be put to death without any offence, he was as- 
■aaslnated by a tribune of the people, as he 
came out of the amphitheatre, A. D. 41, in the 
89th year of bis aee. 

CALLARD.J^m Baptists, a celebrated au- 
thor, and proresBor in the university of Caen, 
died In 1718. 

CALLENDER. Elisha, minister of the Ist 
RaptJst Church, Boston ; of a peaoeftil disposi- 
tion, and exemplary life. 

CALLENDER, John, an eminent Baptist 
minister and writer,in Rhode Island; be publisti- 
ed a hkKory of Rhode fshmd, and died in 1748. 

CALLIACH, Nicbolas^brofeflBor of belles 
leaies as Padua, died in 1707. 

CALLICRATDDAB, a Bpartan general, wbo 
feilsbed In a naval battle, 40S B. C. 

CALLIERES, Francis de. an eminent states- 
man and poet. In ttie time or Lewis XIV., died 
to 1717. 

CALLI1IACHU8, an ancient Greek poet, 
Bora at Gyrene, a town In Africa; but when, we 
cannot precisely determine. Buidas relates 
that CuuDaeh«a wrote above 800 pieces, of 
wbidi wc have now remaining only a few 
^nuMand e pigra ms. 

CALLI1IAC9HVB, of Corinth, an architect, 
sad fnventorof tbe Corinthian order, flourished 
•boot 540 B.C. 

CALLINUB, of Rpberas, an ancfent Greek 
poet, tbe inventor of elegiac vena, llouxiihed 
about 77 5 B. C. 

CALUFPUB, a celebrated Atfaanian astro- 
tbe first obaervur of the reffohttlons of 
fl ouris he d 386 B. C. 

^'ALLlBTHEinSB, a pMtoioplicr. dlsdple 
and relation of Arlstode, by whose desire he ao- 
eoBpanted Alexander the Great In bis expedl- 
dDBa ; bat proving too severe a cenanrer of the 
feeio'a coMuct, be put blm to the torture (on stts- 
fllelon of a treasonable eoBBp&raey,} under which 
■a died 3b bpB. Vf 

CALLI8TUB, JobasMa Aiidnmleai,a native 
ofThessalonica, and pt o fteeo r of philosophy, at 
Ctoasta mlnopi e, in 14S3 ; be died in Prance. 

CALLGTrUB I., elected pope. In 909 ; he auf- 
fer^ mar tyrtl om four years afwrwards. 

CALLXXTU6 O., Guy, pope, In ]nO,heU the 
first LateruB coimcU, and died la UM. 
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CALLIXTU8 m., elected pope in 1455 ; ha 
was a learned and plovs man, and died In 1490. 

CALLIXTU8. Geofte, a Lutheran divine, 
professor at Hemstadt, founder of tbe sect callca 
CalUxtlns'; he died in lOSft. 

CALLOT, James, a famous engraver, bom 
at Nancv, in 1503. Evelyn, wbo was a very 
good judge of bis merit, speaks of hhn as one 
who " gave the utmost reputation to his art of 
which It is ca|)able ; and attained, if ever any 
did, to its sublunity, and beyond which it seems 
not possible fhr human Industry to reach." Be 
died in 1636. 

CALMET, Attcustin, a Frencbmais boni in 
1673, died 1757. He wss a man of vast erudi- 
tion, and a wonderfully votumlnous writer ; as 
wltnesseth the following list.

CALMO, Andrew, a Venetian, famous as an 
actor, and comic writer, died in 1571.

CALO, John, or Johannits, a Bulgarian, 
made an independent king, by Innocent III. 

CALONNE, Charlea Alexander de, an eml* 
nent French statesman, successor to Necker, as 
comptroller general of finances; he died in 1802. 

CALOVIUS, Abraham, a native of Bruns- 
wick, divinity professor at Radatock, died in 
1686. 

CALPRENEDE, Gautier da la. author of 
some curious romaneca, died In 1063. 

CALPURNIUB, a BicUlan poet of the Sdoen- 
tury. author of seven eclogues. 

CALVART, Denys, a painter, of Antwerp, 
whose pictures are adasirea for diniity and taste, 
died hi 1619. 

CALVERT, Jamas, a non-confomist, of 
York, an author, and inatrueter of some note, 
died in 1098. 

CALVERT, George, a statesman, bom at 
Kipling. In Yori[shiie, 1583, died 1638. He ob- 
tained from Chariea I., a natoit, lo bim and fata 
heirs, for Maiyland, in the north of Virginia. 
He was private secretary to Blr Robert Cecil, 
afterwards inincipal secretanr of state ; but, be- 
coming a Roman Catholic, the king continued 
him only as a privy eonnsellor, and anade bia 
Baron Bahlmore. 

CALVERT, Leoiwrd, brother of CeceHua 
Calvert, the prranietor and first governor of 
Maryland, in 16^ 

CALVERT, Benedict Leonard, was governor 
of Maryland in 1797. He resigned the olBea 
five years afterwards, and died on his return t» 
England, in 1738. 

CALVERT, Philip, was governor of Maiy*

CALVERT, Charles, aon and heir of Lord 
Baltimore, was governor of Maryland In 166S. 

CALVERT, Charles, came to America as gr 
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vemor of Maryland, in 1790, and aflerwanb 
held otlMr oKcea in the colony. 

CALVERT, Froderick, Lord Baltimore, pro- 
prietor of Maryland, was dlAinguisbed as a man 
of learning, and an author ; he died in 1771. 

CALVI, Lazaro, a famous painter, of Genoa, 
in tlie 16th centuiy 

CALVIN, John, one of the chief reformers 
nf the church, in the 10th century, born at No- 
yon, In Picardy, July 10, 1509, died May 37, 
ISM. He wss a man whom God had endowed 
wiUi very eminent talents; a clear luideratand- 
ing, a solid judgment, and a happy memory : 
he was a judicious, elegant, and indefatigable 
writer, and possessed of very extensive learn- 
ing, and a great zeal for truth. His extreme ri- 
four, however, procured him many enemies, 
ndecd. It \cry ill became a reformer to defend 
(as he did) the burning of heretics. 

CAUV1S1U8, Sethus, a German, distinguish- 
ed as a chronolflger, bom In 1559. 

CALZA, Antonio, a painter, in the 17th cen- 
tury, pupU to Carlo CIgnani. 

CAM ARGO, Mary Ann Cupl de, a celebrated 
stage dancer, wlio exhibited at Brussels and Pa- 
ris, di«d in 1770. 

CAMASSEI, or CAMACE, Andrew, an Ita- 
lian painter, who studied under the Sacchies, 
died in 1657. 

C;AMBACERES, N., an eloquent preacher, 
made archbishop of Rouen, died in 1808. 

CAMBAT, a French musician, who first In- 
troduced operas into France, died in 1677. 

CAMBIS-VELLERON, Joseph Lewis Domi- 
nie, marquis de, a French nobleman, bom In 
1706, distinguished for his writings. 

CAMBRIDGE, Richard Owen, an elegant 
Bngllah poet, critic, and miscellaneous writer, 
was bom in liOndon, in 1717, and educated at 
Eton school ; whence he removed to St. John*8 
College, Oxford. His poetical works are nu- 
merous ; but the most celebrated of tliem is a 
mock-heroic poem, called "The Scriblerlad," 
In six books ; the object of which Is, to expose 
to ridicule false taste and false science : it is a 
masterly piece of humour, and should be read 
as much for instruction as amusement He also 
wrote tt papers In that well-known periodical 
collection of essays, called "The WorM," and 
died September 17, 180S. In 1803, a complete 
collection of his works was published by bis son, 
in one volume 4to., and very well received. 

CAHBYSE8, king of Persia, after Cyras; be | 
was cnjei and vindictive ; 929 B. C. 

CAMDEN, William, one of the most illus- 
trloua men of bis age, bora at London, May 3, 
1551. The work which has immortalized bis 
name, is his " Britannia;" being " A History of 
the ancient Inhabitants of Britain, their Origin, 
Mannera, and Laws," which appeared in 1286, 
In Latin. In 1503, he succeeded Dr. Edward 
Orant, as head master of Westminster school ; 
and in 1507, publisbed a new Greek Grammar, 
entitled "Orammatices Gnecc Institutio com- 
pendiaria, in usum Regie Scbole Westmonaa- 
tnriensiS)*' which was received In all the public 
■chools of England ; and its author was, the 
same year, promoted to be Clerencieux king at 
arms. In 1004, be published his " Remains of 
a greater work conceraing Britain, the Inhabit- 
ants thereof, their Languages, Names, Sur- 
Munes, Emnr e si cs , wise Speeches. Poesies, and 
Epiupbes.** This was a collection of things 
which had been eommaalcated to him while he 
was nthertng materials for his " Britannia." 
iBlOUt Camden psbUihed, bi Latiii,biaAiiiiab| 
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of Queen Elizabeth ; and he died Novonber 9, 
1633. A historical lecture wits founded by htan 
at Oxford ; and, by foreigners, he has been styled 
the Paueanias of England. 

CAMDEN, Lord. See PRATT. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachimus, an exceedingly 
learned German, born in 1500. Voslus calls him 
•' The Pbonix of Germany." He died in 1575. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachim, a German, devoted 
to the study of medicine, botany, ScCt died in 

CAMERON, John, a Scotchman, professor of 
Greek at Glasgow ; he was considered favoura- 
ble to the catholics in his writings, and died in 
1025. 

CAMILLA, daughter of king Metabus, cele- 
brated by Virgil for ber valour. 

CAM1LLU3, Marcus I-^icius, an illustrious 
Roman, banished on susidcion of peculation, 
died 305 B. C. 

CAMOENS, Lewis, a celebrated Portuguese 
poet, called the Virf^ of Portugal, from hia 
ranch admired poem, '* The Luiaadas, or Con- 
quest of the Indi<'j» by the Portuguese," w^as bora 
at I^islx)n, in IS'i?, and died in 1579, to the eter- 
nal reproach of his countrymen, miserably poor 
and unregarded. His puem was, a few yeani 
tfince, ailmirably translated into English by W 
J. Mickle, Esq. 

CAMPANELLA, Thomas, an Italian phi- 
losopher, of great eminence, who was perse- 
cuted by rivals, and put to the torture, but was 
rescued by Richelieu, died in 16311. 

CAMP AN O, John Antonio, a poor shepherd, 
{who afterwards became a professor at Perada, 
and a bishop, wrote the life of Braccio, and ued 
hi 1477. 

CAMPANO, Novaresc, an Italian, author of 
[commentaries on Euclid, in the 13th centnry. 

CAMPBELL, John, first minister of Oxford 
Massachusetts, died in 1761. 

CAMPBELL. Lord WUHam, governor of 
the province of South Carolina, was mortally 
wounded in an attack on Sullivan's Island, fa 
1776. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, an Englishman, be- 
headed as a traitor, at Edinburfrh, in 1661. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, son of the preceding, 
was condemned for seditious measures, and be 
headed In 1685. 

CAMPBELL, George, D. D., professor of 
Church History at St. Andrews, published seve- 
ral works, and died in 1757 

CAMPBELL, Dr. John, an eminent histori 
cal. biographical, and political writer, bora a/ 
Edinburgh, March 8, 1707-8. Among many othex 
works, he was either sole author Wj or princi 
pally concerned in, the following : " The Mill* 
tary History of Prince Eugene and the Duke of 
Marlborough ;" " Ancient Universal History ;* 
" Lives of the English Admirals ;" *' Hermipmui 
Redivivus; or, the Sage's Trinroph over Ol4 
Age and the Grave ;" ** Voyages and Travels,* 
3 vols, folio; " Biographia Brttannica." (io 
which work hli papers may be known by tbi4 
initials E. and X. ;) " Tlie Preceptor ;" " Vk 
sent State of Europe ;" " The Modem Univer 
sal History;" and '* A Political Survey of Bri 
tain." Dr. Campbell died December 98, 1775. 

CAMPBELL, Dr. George, an eminent divin« 
and theological writer, of Scotf and, principal 
and professor of divlni^ In the Mariachal Col - 
lege and UniverBhy of Aberdeen, bora in 1719, 
died April 6, 1790, leaving several valaabto 
works; the chief of which are, ** A Dissertttlott 
OB Mlndet." (*FbUowphy of Bhetoric," ud 
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*<^A Nvw TniMtelioiv of ih« Four Gospels from 
aim Greek, with Preliminary Disiertations and 
Monesi*' 4U. pnbllahed in 1780. 

CAMPBELL, Colin, a Scotch architect, au- 
tbor of " Viimvlus Brttaanicui,*' in 3 vols., 
died in 1734. 

CAJiPBELL, John, 9d duke of Argyle, and 
dnke of 6f«enwich, a distinguished mUlUtfy 
eharacier in the time of Geone I., died in 
1743. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, a learned bishop of 
AiserdeeD, author ef several celebrated works, 
i!M in 1744. 

CLiMPEGGIO, Lorenzo, a Roman cardinal, 
went to England to settle the affairs of Catha- 
rine's divorce, died at Rome, in 1S39. 

CAMPER, Peter, a celebrated nhysiclan and 
ftaluraHat, of Lejden, uitlior of o vols. 8vo. on 
pliiloaopliv and natural history, died in 1789. 

CAMPHU YSEN, Dirk, a painter, of Dorcum, 
wihiSBt in landscape pieces, born in 138G.

CAMPI, Gaieasio, an Italian painter, who 
excelled in niniatures and hititoir, died in 1536. 

CAMPIANfEdmund, a learned English writer, 
Who became a Roman catholic, and wad banged 
fiir aiding the c ause of the pope, in 1581. 

CAMPISTRON, Jean Galbert, a distinguished 
FkcBcb dramatic writer, died in 17S3. 

CAMPO, Antonio, an Italian historian, of 
anlnence, in 1585. 

CAMPR A, Andrew, of Aix, greatly admired 
tbr Us wnsiral compositions, died in 1744. 

CAMP9, Francois de, a native of Amiens, au 
tbor of dissertations on medals, died in 172.1. 

CAMPSON, Gauri, an able and humane sul 
caa of Elgypc, slain in battle with the Turks, in 
ISIS. 

CAMUB, John Peter, a French prelate, and 
eloquent preacherfauthor of several pious ro- 
soBoes. died in 16SS. 

CAMUS, Bteptien la, an exemplary doctor of 
tte Softoonne, and bishop of Grenoble, died in 
1307. 

CAMUB, AatDlne le, a physician, and author 
«f several owdical works, died at Paris, in 1772. 

CAMUS, Charles Stephen Lewis, a learned 
Frencb mathematician, died in 1768. 

CAMUSAT, Nichofais, a learned French au-

CANOVA, Antonio, the moei eminent seuip- 
tor of the age, diud at Venire, in 1843. His 
statues arc owned by the rich and noble throtigh- 
out Europe, and arc itigMy valued ; one, of Wodh- 
ington, i.s at iUlcich, X. C. 

c;AiNTACX;ZE.\rs, Johannes, a celebrated 
ByKaniine binorian, niuih r^teemed as tbe 
autlinr of a " History of ^hn Own Tiniw," in 
r'our bodies. Bcsidrs iltlr b ^i»ry, lie wrote also 
some ilivolngical wurks ; piirticularly *' An Apo- 
logy for tiiv Christian Religion against that of 
Mahomet,** in four books. He died 1411, aged 
above 100 years. 

CANTAUINI, Simon, a painter, pupil and 
friend of Giiido, died in 1648.

" Tbe Ryftcm of the Mahometan Religion." JK 
" The prefont state of Moldavia," in Latin, with 
a large map of the country. 

CANTEMIR, Antiochns, son of the abofve; 
bom at Peter^burK, 1710 ; died 1744. Tbe Rue- 
sians before him had nothii»g but some barba- 
rous songs ; he was the first who introduced any 
civilized poetry among them. ' Besides a trans- 
lation of Anacreon, and the Epistles of 'Horace. 
he gave them, of his own, Satires, Odes, and 
Fables. He also made several foreign works 
known to them ; as, 1. " The Plurality of 
Worlds ;*♦ 9. " The Persian Letters j*' 3. " The 
Dialogues of Algarotti upon Light,** fce. 

CANTERUS, Wifiiam, a distinguished Ili>> 
gulrt of Utrecht, who wrote several philological 
works ; he died in 1575. 

CAN*rON, John, an inffenloos and very 
{eminent English natoral ^Uosopher, bom at 
Stroud, GlouccsterBbire, 1718, died 177S. 

CAkTWELL, Andrew, an eminent practi- 
tioner and writer on medicine, of Tipperair, 
died in 1754. 

CANUS, or CANO, a fSpaniard, who accom- 
panied Mafellan round the world. 

CANUTE, a king of Denmark and Norway, 
also sovereign of England ; he died in 1096. 

CANUTE, or KNUD. sumamed the Great, 
king of Denmark, took part of England from 
Edmund Ironsides, and afterwards seixed the 
whole kbigdom ; he died in 1035. 

CANI^TE, TV., king of Denmark, a liberal 
benefactor to the church, slain by one of hM 
subjects, in 1067. 

CANUTI, Dorolnico, a setf-tanght ItaMaa 
painter of eminence, died in 1078. 

CAPACCIO. Julio Ccsare, authorof a history 
of Naples, ana was tutor to prince Urbano ; u$ 
died in 1631. 

CAPA6SO, Nicholas, Of Naples, nroAtior of 
flcivil law, and a poet ; he died Ia 1743 
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CAPBCIO, Scipio, a Neapditan Latin pMtDMcretary to pope Martin V., biiriiop aad carii

CAPEL, Arthur, lord, a vlrtuoiis nobleman, 
WlKMe attaclutteni to the cause of Charles ' 
proved his ruin ; be wu beheaded in 1648. 

CAPEL, Arthur, earl of Easex, ambaMador 
to Denmark, Ibc. murdered by some one un- 
known. 

CAPELL, Edward, a gentlemen kaowa as an] 
editor of ShakBpeare*s works, in 10 vols. 8va, 
and the author of three larf o volumes, in 4to. 
under the title of " Notes and various readings 
of Shakspeare; together with the school of 
Bhakspeare, or extracts from divers English 
books that were in print in the author's time , 
evidently showing from whence liis several 
Fables were taken, and some parcel of his dia- 
logue," ^c. Besides the works already men-' 
tioned. Mr. Capell was tbe editor of a volume 
of ancient poems called " Prolusions ;" and the 
altererof " Antony and Cleopatra," aa acted at| 
Drary Lane, in 1758. He was bom at Troston. 
near Bury, in Suffolk, June 11, 1713, and died 
Feb. 24. 1781. 

CAPELLA, Marciantis Minius Felix, a Ijatin 
poet of the Sth century. 

CAPELLO, Bianca, a Venetian lady, an adul 
trass, mistress, and afterwards wife of Francis, 
tbe grand duke of Cosmo's son , she was poison- 
ed by her brother-in-law, in 1567. 

CAPELLUS, Lewis, an eminent French pro 
tcstaat and learned divine, bom at Sedan, a 
town in Champagne, about 1579. He was so 
very deraty skUled in the Hebrew, that the 
learned DisboHB Hall calls him the great oracle 
of all that stodled Hebrew in France. His prin- 
cipal work la**Crltica Sacra," a ctrilectionof 
various readings and emn, which he thought 
were crept into the copies of the Bible through 
the fbull of the transcribers; it must have been, 
however, a work of prodigious labour, since the 
author acknowledges that he had been 36 years 
about it. CapelluB died 1658. 

CAPILUPirs, Caniillus, an Italian writer, 
who published the stratagems of Charies IV. 
against the Hugonois. 

CAPILUPUS,LeHu8, brother of the preced- 
ing, author of some Latin poems, died in 1560. 

C APISTRAN, John, a famous preacher In tlie 
Romish Church, and persecutor of tbe Hussites, 
died about 1356. 

CAPISUCCHI, Blasiufl, distingubhed him- 
celf at the si^e of Poictiers against the Hugo- 
nots, in 15G9. 

CAPISUCCHI, Paul, a canon of the Vatican, 
and employed by the pope in the celebrated di- 
vorce of Henry VIII. ; he died in 1539. 

CAPITO, Wol^ang, a German protestant di 
vine, author of allebrew grammar, died in 1542, 

C.^PITOLmUS, Julius, a Ladn historian in 
the 3d century. 

OAPMANY, Don Antonio de, an eminent 
Spanish writer, bom in Catalonia, and died at 
Madrid, in 1810. 

CAPORALI, CflPsar, an Italian writer, go- 
vernor of Atri, and author of some comedies ; 
be died in inOl. 

CAPPE, Newcome, a dissenting minister, edu- 
cated by Doddridge, and author of works on di- 
vinity ; he died at York, in 1801. 

CAPPELLO, Bernardo, a native of Venice, 
eminent as a poet. 



nal : died in 1458. 

CAPRIATA, Peter John, a Genoeie, aathor 
LRof a history of Italy, from 1613 to 1660. 

CARACALLA, Marcus Aurel Autooln* a 
cruel Roman emperur ; assassinated in S17. 

CARAOCI, Lewis, Augustine, and HannibaL 
celebrated painters of the Lombard school, and 
all of Bologna, in Italy, flourished in the Uth 
century. Had the Caracci had no reputsAion tf 
their own, yet the merit of tbeir disciples, in tha 
academy which they founded, would have ren 
dered their name illustrious in succeeding tiaoea - 
among these were Guido, Dominlcliino, Laa- 
franco, itc. 

C ARRACCIO, Anthony, a Roman nobleman 
of the 17th century, author of some tragedies, 
and an admired epic poem in 40 cantos. 

OARACCIOLI, John, secretary and favourite 
of Joan II., queen of Naples. 

CARACCIOLI, Robert, a noble ecclesiastic, 
bishop of Aquino, eloquent as a preacher and a 
poUtician ; be died in 1405. 

CARACCIOLI. Lewis Anthony a native of 
Paris, of a noble family, autiwr oi 1 vols, of les- 
ten, pretended to be the correspor ieooe of Can 
ganelll, pope Clement XIV. 

CARACTACUS, a ftmous king of the an< 
clent Britons, called Silures, (inhabiting South 
Wales.) Having valiantly defended his country 
against the Rcmians for seven years, lie was 
at lengtli defeated, and, flyiog to Cartitimundi, 
queen of the Briganti, (inhabitants of York- 
shire) was by her treacherously delivered up to 
the Romans, and led in triumph to the onperor 
ClandiuB, tl^n at York ; where his noble befaa* 
viour, and heroic, but pathetic speech, obtained 
him not only bis Utierty, but the esteem of the 
emperor, A. D. 58. 

CAR A DOG, a BriUsh historian, who wrote a 
history of Wales, died in 1156. 

CARAFI, a MalKMnetan doctor, author of % 
defence of Mahomet, died in 684 of tbe h«i;tra. 

CARAMUEL DE LOBKOVIT8H, John, a 
native of Madrid, bishop ; afterwards a general, 
and tiien again a monk. He was posscswrd of 
great powers, and died in 1683. 

CARAVA6IO, Michael Angelo Amorlglda, 
an Italian painter, distinguished for his adher- 
ance to nature ; he died in 1600. 

CARAU8IUS, a native of Flanders, who, ex 
citing the jealousy of Maximlan, fled to Bri 
tain, and proclaimed himself emperor : he waa 
assassinated in S03. 

CARDAN, Jerom, a physician, and oneof the 
most ingenious men of nis age, was bom at Pa* 
via. In 1501. He speaks in hte writiap, of his 
own good and bad qualities with a tranknesa 
that snows a mind of a very peculiar cast ; and 
believes himself under the care of a particular 
genius. He wrote a very great number of booki^ 
and died in 1575. 

C ARDI, Ludovicl, an admired painter, of Ita- 
ly, died inl613. 

CARDONNE, Dionis Dominic de, a French- 
man, keeper of the MSB. in the royal libraiy, 
Paris, died in 1783. 

CARBW, Georae, eari of ToCncas, bom in 
Devonahire, in 15$7, and died 1639. He wrote 
a work entitled " Pacata Hiberoia, or the Hla^ 
tory of the late Wars in Ireland." Besides thifl 
work, he cottected several chronologies, char- 



firit a tanner, but became a professor of Greek, 
In the univcfBlty of Basil ; he died in 1744. 
CAPRANICA, Nicliolaa, a leanied Italian,

Uc was mucii 
iwpecied by toe poets of his time, particularly 
Ben JoDtoQjiaiKl Sir WiUioiD Davcnant, and 
4ied about Iq39; leaving behind him several 
poems, and a masque, called *' Cccliim Ilrtiaiuii- 
CRin,** perfnnned at Whiteban,ou8hrove Tues- 
day olght, Feb. 18, 1633, by the king's majesty, 
die duke f>f Lenox, ttie earls of Devonshire, 
Holland, Newport, and several other young 
lords, and noblemen's sons. 

CAREW, fiiciiard, author of the " Survey of 
Oorawall,*' was bom in that county, in 1555^ 
fifs '* Survey" waspublislied in4to, at Loudon, 
in 1(^09. Of this work, Camden has spoken iu 
blgb tenut. and acknowledges bis obligations 
to the author. He died Nov. 6, leSO. 

CAREW, Sir George, brother to the subject 
of the bat article, was, from 1207, to 16Q9, em- 
ployed on embasies from the Brittsb court, to 
those of Poland and France : on his return from 
whicb latter place, in 1609, he drew up, aod ad- 
dressed to Jamps I., " A Relation of the State 
otf* France- : with the characters of Henry IV., 
and the principal Persons of that Court.'* 

CAREW, BAMFYLDE MOORE, was the 
■on of a cMsrgjonan, at Bickley, in Devonshire, 
and was htosrlf intended for the church ; but, 
at the ace of dfleen, embraced tlie gipsey's va- 
crant life: and, by his ingenuity and dexterity 
la raiain| supplies for bis brotherhood, by beg- 
ging UDOcr various deceptions, so ingrcuiated 
himself with tbcni, that they elected him their 
kii^. He was bom in July, 1693, and is sup 
poaed to have died about 1770. 

C.\RE\V, Sir AIexand«!r, a Cornish gentle- 
man^ gnvcmor of St. Nicholas' island aud fort 
at Plymouth ; be was beheaded in 1644, for his 
disloyalty. 

CAREY, Harry, a man distinguished by both 
poetry and mudc ; but perhaps more so by a 
certain focctiousness, which made him agreea- 
ble to every body. He wrote " The Contrivan- 



ces,'* a force; " Clirononhotonthologos," a 
mock tragedy ; " The Honest Yorkshlfcman," 
a farce ; **Thc Dragon of Wantley," and after- 
wards a sequel to it, entitled "The Dragoness;" 
bach which were esteemed trao burlesques upon 
tbe Italian opera. He was at len|!th reduced to 
cirennttiances of distress ; and, about 1744, in a 
ft of desperation, laid violent hands upon him- 
self, aod put a perirtd to a life which had been 
led without reproach. It is to be noted, and it 
is somewhat sin<nilar in such a character, that 
in na bis aonga and poems on wine, love, and 
such kinds of subjects, which are very numerous, 
be seems to have manifested an inviolable re- 
gard for decency and good manners. He is said 
to have composed the faAioua English song of 
** God Save the King.'* 

CAREY, George SavU!e,son of tbe preceding, 
was bred to tbe urofcsaioo of a printer, and was 
one aeaaon, at least, on the stage, at Covent 
Garden. He was author of a " Lecture on Mi- 
micry,'* which be delivered with good success 
and of several Hght dramatic performances. 
He also published, in 1799, some entertaining 
akelehes of tbe differem watering places of Eng- 
land, and died in his 64th year, July 14, 1807. 
He was a posthumotis child, and inherited the 
misfortunes of tab father ; but he inherited also 
his talents In a great degree, though tiiey took 
another direction. He inherited too his moral 
qoaRiiea ; for thougii he wrote a vast number of

CAUIMJS, Marcus Aurettus, was Invested 
by his t'atlior, tlic emperor Carus, with the pur- 
ple, and killed tliree years after. 

CARLETON, Sir Dudley, an English states- 
man aud political writer, bom at Baldwin 
Brigbtwell, in Oxfordsiiirc, in 1573, died 1631 

CARLF/ruN, Guorgc, a native of Northum- 
berland, bishop of Lundalf, and member of the 
synod of Don. He died in 1628. 

CAALETON, Guy, Lord Dorchester, a dis- 
tinguished British odicer, in America, successor 
to Sir Henry Clinton, iu 1783 ; he died in Eng- 
land, in leue. 

cAuiilM, Agofitlno,R. A., an eminent sta- 
tuary, and keeper of the royal academy of Lon- 
don. He was a native of Genoa; went early 
hi life to England ; and was an artist of great 
celebrity, for the skill and grace with which he 
executed drapery. Died Aug. 14, 1790. 

CAKLOMAN, eldest son of Charles Martel, 
succeeded him in the kingdom of Austrasia, in 
741.->-Another, the sun of heswia the German, 
klM of Italy, and emperor.—Another, brother 
of Lewis HI., and sole king of France, in 882, 
died in 864. 

CAR LONE, John, a Genoese painter, who 
excelled in tlie ari of foreshorieuing, died In 1630. 

CARLOS, Don, son of Philip, kuig of Spain, 
defomied in his person, and violent Tu his tem- 
per ; be was condnmneu to death for exciting an 
insurrection, in 1568. 

CARLYLE, Joeeph Docre, vicar of Newcas- 
tle, and professor of Arabic, at Cambridge, dis- 
tinguished himself greatly by his oroficiency in 
Orienuil literature, and died at nia vicarage, 
April 1'2, 1804, aged 45. 

CARMATH, an impoetor, who, in 891, oppo- 
ited the doctrines of Mahomet, and advanced 
others equally unscriptural. 

CARMICIIAEL, Gerrhom, a native of Glas- 
gow, professor of moral philosophy, died in 1738. 

CARMICHAEL, Frederic, son of the pra- 
ccding, settled as a clergyman at Edinburgh. Ha 
published a volume of sennona which were ad- 
mired, and died in 1751. 

CARNEADES, a celebrated Greek philoso- 
pher. His death is placed in the founh year of 
the 16fiid Olympiad. Plutarch has preserved the 
following apothegm of Caroeades: "Princes 
leara nothing well but riding i for theb* masters 
datter them, and those who wrestle witli them, 
suffer tlicmselves to be thrown ; but a horse con- 
siders not whether a private man or a prince, a 
prior man or a rich, be on his back ; and if his 
rider cannot rale hiin, he throws him." 

CARO, Hannibal, a very celebrated Italian 
poet, and orator, bom atCivita Nuova, in 1507. 
lie translated Virgil's " iEncld" into bis own 
language, very delicately and faithfully; in short, 
with such purity of style, and propriety of ex- 
pression, that the best Judges did not 8up|xwe 
liim to have fallen the least short of his origmal. 
He translated also Aristotle's " Rhetoric," and 
" Two Orations of Gregonr Nazianzen," with 
a " Discourse of Cyprian.'' He wrote a come- 
dy likewise, which Balzac has spoken well of, 
and a miscellany of his original poems was 
printed at Venice, in 1584. His sonnets have 
been deservedly admhred. He died in 1566. 
^ CAROLAN, , a most celebrated

bard, though blind, bom in 1670^ died at Alder- 

Iford, Roscommon, in March, 1738. Carolan, 
on many occasions, proved himself a truly mu- 
sical gemiis. Ib the b«gi«ning of tbe last cen- 
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tUft Lord Mayo broagbt from Dublin a cde 
brated Italian peiformer. Carolan, who was 
at that time on a visit at his iordsbip's country- 
■eat, found Itfinflelf greatly neglected, and com- 
plained of it, one day, in the presence of Gemi- 
nlanl. When you play in as masterly a man- 
ner OS he does,^* said his lordship, " you shall 
not be overlooked." Carotao wagered with the 
musician, that although he was almost a total 
stranger to Italian music, yet he would follow) 
Ijtm in any piece that he played ; and that he 
would himaelf afterwards pikv a voluntary, in 
which the Italian should not loUow him. The 
proposal was acceded to, and Carolan was vic- 
torious. That Carolan was as fine a poet as be 
was a musician, may be seen In the Gent Maga* 
sine, Ixzzlv. pt. 8. p. 30. 

CAROLINE, daughter of John Frederic, 
margrave of Brandenburg A na pach. was crown- 
ed queen of England, In nvf. Sue is spoken 
of in lilgh terms, as a woman, and ruler. 

CAROLINE AMELIA ELIZABETH, oon- 
■ort of George IV., of England, died August. 
183S Having liecn separated from her husbana 
noon after thcii marriage, her character was 
most uajustiy uaducrd, bv the friends of the 
Eiag ; but two ngid examinations of her con- 
duct, if they did not attest bcr innocence, enti- 
tle hor lo commkeeratiou, as the object of iMise 
and cruel persecution. | 

CAROLOSTADT, or CARLOSTADIUS,| 
Andrew Oodeimtcin, professor of divinity, and, 
minidier, at Basil. He espoused, in the fullest 
extei\i, the tenets of Luther, and died in 1541. 

C A ROTO, John Francis, an Italian painter, 
wLo died in 1546. 

CAROTO, John, brother and pupil to the pre- 
ying. Paul Veronese was bis pupil. 

CARPENTER, Nathaniel, dean of Ireland, 
a roan of great learning, particularly In mathe- 
matics. He wrote on geography and philoso- 
phy, and died in 163S. 

CARPENTER, Peter, an eminent French 
writer, who assisted in the edition of the Glos- 
sary or Ducange, in 6 volsw folio ; he died in 1767. 
CARPENTIER, N. a native of Beauvais, a 
great calculator and arithmetician. He wrote 
•orae treaties on iiis profcsnion, and died in 1778 
CARPI, Ugo da, a painter, celebrated for the 
discovery of painting in chiaro-obscuro died in 
ISOO. 

CARPI, Girolamo, an Italian painter, who 
Imitated Corregio^s manner with great succeas, 
died iu 15.56. 

CARPONE, Julio, a Venetian painter, cele- 
brated for his bacchanals, triumphs, and sacri- 
fices, died In 1674. 

CARPOCRATES, a heretic of Alexandria, 
who revived and improved tlie gnostic theory, 
about 130. 

CARPZOVIUS, Benedict, an able profbsaor 
of law at Wittemberg, died in 1084. He left 
four sons, each of them eminent as professors, 
divines, or writers ; and one of these left a son, 
who was also a man of great learning. 

CARR. Robert, a Scotchman, raisiMl by James 
I. to the title of duke of Somerset. He murdered 
Sir Thomas Overbury, and died in J6.18. 

CARR, John, L. L. D., an usher, and afler- 
wards master of the school at Hertford, and 
known as the translator of Luclan, died in 1807, 
CARRA, John Lewis, a French demacogue, 
for a time popular with the republicans of Paris. 
His party was proscribed by Robrspierre, and 
be was hurried to the gnillotln« in 1793. He 
was the author of many works 



~ CARRANZA, Bartbolom«w, arcbbiabop ol 
Toledo. He was accused of heresy, and aeot 
to Romfe, where he died in ^^' He was ■ 
learned and virtuous man. 

CARRE, Lewis, an aMe mathematician, meat' 
ber of the academy of sciences at Paris, aiid pa 
pil of Malebranche, died in 1711. 

CARRERA, Peter, a priest of SicUy, anther 
of a treatise on chess, m4to., and of a Matory of 
Catana, died in 1647. 

CARRIER, John Baptist, a member of tbe 
French national convention, and one of the 
nmst atrocious among them. He Invented new 
modes of torturing tbe innocent inhalutants of 
La Vendee, and came to tbe guillotine in 1794. 
CARRIER, Thomas, remarkable for longevl^ 
|died at Colchester, Connecticut, in 1735, aged ICB. 
CARRIERA, Rosa Alba, a Venetian portrait 
painter In crayons. She painted the royal fami- 
ly at Paris, and was admitted member of the 
academy ofpainting there, and died In 1761. 

CARKIERES, Lewis de, a catholic priest, 
who published a French commentary on tbe 
Bible, in 94 vols., died in 1717. 

CARRINOTON, Edward, an officer of tbe 
army during tbe American revolution, who, ak 
quarter-master-gencral under General Greono, 
rendered Important services to tbe southern 
army. He was afterwards a representative ia 
congress from Virginia, and died in 1810. 

CARROUAGES, an artist, of Pavia, wbe 
made a clock which would strike fire, and Qgbt 
a lamp. 

GARSTARE8, WUliam, a Scotch divine and 
political writer, who has left some valuable 
" State Papers** illustrative of Scotch history. 
He was born at Cathcart, near Glasgow, in 164ll| 
and died In 17I& 

CARSUGHI, Rainer, a Jesuit, in Tuscamr, 
Itnown as tbe autbor of an elegant poem In 
Latin, on the art of writing well ; he died in 1700. 
CARTE, Thomas, a very learned English hie- 
torian, bom at Clifton, Warwickshire, in 168S. 
His niost important works were, " Tbe Histoiv 
of tbe Life of James, duke of Ormond, from ma 
birth, In 1610, to bis death, in 1688,** in 3 vols., 
folio ; and a *^ History of England,** in 4 large 
folio volumes. Notwithstanding our author's 
peculiar opinions and nrejudicee, his history is 
undoubtedly a work of gnat merit bi point <^ 
iiifomiaiion. It is written with eminent exact- 
ness and diligence, and with a perfea knowledge 
of original authors. Mr. Carte died in 1754. 

CARTEIL, Christopher, a naval officer, sen* 
by Queen Elizabeth, in company with Drake, 
to the West Indies, where be displayed great 
courage and intrepidity ; he died in 1502. 

CARTER, Francis, F. 8. A., author of " A 
Journey from Malaga to Gibraltar,** 8 vols. Svo., 
di^d August 1, 1783. 

CARTER, Elizabeth, a venerable ornament 
to literature, of the female sex, was daughter of 
the Rev. Dr. Nicholas Carter, and bom at Deal, 
in Kent, December 17, 1717, died in London, 
February 19, 1806. Mrs. Carter was an admira- 
ble Greek and Latin scholar, wrote French and 
Italian with great fluencv and elegance, and was 
conversant in the German, Spanish, and Ponu- 
Ruese. Site was auUior of Nos. 44 and 100 ai 
The Rambler, and published a volume of ber 
poema about tlM» year 1703, replete with attic 
wit, chaste philosophic fancy, and harmony of 
numbere; but the work that established ber re- 
putation via a learned lady was, a complete trans- 
lation from tbe Greek of tbe works of " Epicte- 
tits,** witli notes. 
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■- CAKTER, JobB, sn eminent antiquarian 
d i a ib man, and critk, in ancient English arohi- 
tecture^aa born in London, June 33, 1748, and 
died atrimliGO. September 8, 1817; having been 
many yean a laborious contributor to that in- 
comparable depository of antiquarian linow 
ledge, the Gentleman's Magazine. 

CAiEtTERBl', John, earl of Granville, em 
ployed by George I. in various important servi- 
ces. Id 1721, I^ was made secretary of state, 
and in 1794, waa sent viceroy to Ireland. He 
was also tn favour with George n., and died in 
1763, creatly beloved. 

CAKTEEET, PMlip, govemor of the proyince 
of New-Jersey, died in 1682. 

CAKTEROMACO, Scipio, a learned profes- 
«or of Greek at VeniM, and a celebrated classi- 
cal author, died tn 1513. 

CARTES. Rene des, an eminent French phi- 
losraber and mathematician, born at La Haye, 
In Touraine, March 31, 1596. In 1633, be wrote 
JUb » Treatise of the World,** and in 1836, his 
** Treadse of Mechanics." He died in 1650, 
iftving extended the limits of geometry as far 
iKyoira the place wliere he found them, aa Sir 
iaaac Newton did after him. He first taught the 
netliod of exinessing curves by equations. 

CARTIER, James, a French navigator, who 
Bade impwtant discoveries in Canada, in 1534, 
•Dd pubhshed memoirs of Canada. 

CARTIBMANDUA, queen of the Brigantes, 
Ib Britain, discarded her husband, Venusius, to 
amrry his armour-bearer, Velocatus. 
• CARTWJUGHT. WiUiaro, bom at North 
way, near Tewkesbury, in Gloucestershire, in 
1611, died in 1643. Ben Jonson said of him, 
** My son Cartwright writes all like a. man. 
There are extant, of this author's, four plays, 
besides other poems, which were printed to- 
gether in 16n, accompanied by above SO copies 
of com aneod atory verses. Prenied is a portrait 
CARTWRIGHT, Christopher, an English di 
vise, well skilled in Hebrew. He wrote several 
works, and died in 1653. 

CARTWRIGHT, Thomas, a puritan, of great 
eminence and leaniing, bom in Hertfordshire 
He waa a sharp and powerful controversialist, 
and was much persecuted, being obliged to quit 
tlie Uqgdom for safety. He wrote a practical 
eommentary on the four gospels, and on the pro- 
verbsiand died in 1603, in great poverty. 

CARTWRIGHT, Thomas, chaplain of King 
CTharles, and prebendary of St. PauFs. He went 
with James u. in Ids flight to France, and after 
wards to Ireland) and <Ued in 1680. His works 
liave been pnblisned. 

CARTWRIGHT, John, eomaoonly called Ma 
jbr, disdncuished Umaelf by his oallantry while 
yoong. aalleotenant of the British navy ; lie es- 
poused the cause of Amoiea, in 1774, in several 
w«rlks of talent ; in 1776, declined, on principle, 
A very advantageoue proposition to accompany 
Liocd Howe ia hia expeaition against the colo 
and down to tlie time of his death, in 1824, 
; a aealous and aide, though perhaps somc- 
an intemperate, advocate of reform in the 
EagHsb govemnent. His worlts are numerous, 
ha ahnoat wlioDy political. 

CARVAJAL, Lawrence de, a Spaniardf who 
wrote the Uvea of Ferdinand and Isabella, in 
wIwBe coart be was a eonnseOor. 

CARVAIiHO D*ACOSTA, Anthony, a Portn- 
gacse mathematician, geoerapher, and astrono- 
mer, bom in 1650, died in 1715. He left a topo- 
CFMiieal blrtory of Us omi coaotiy, in 3 vols. 
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CARVER, John, flrst~govemor of Plymoult 
colotiy, dl8iini;uished for prudence, Intt^ity, 
and Onnness. 

CARVER, Jonathan, a native of Connecticut, 
who published " Travels into the most Interior 
parts of America,'* and died in 1780, in want of 
the necessaries of life. 

CARU8, Marcos Aurelius, a Roman empe 
ror, in S83. He was killed by lightning. 

CARY, Robert, a learned chronologer, bora 
at Cookington, Devonshire, in 1615, died in 1688. 
He published " Palieologia Chronica, a Chrono- 
logical Account of Ancient Time, in three parts; 
L Didactical ; S. Apodeictical ; 3. Canonical ;** 
in 1677. 

CARY, Lucius, ehicst son of Henry I., vie- 
count Falkland, bom in Oxfordshire, hn 1610. 
Before he was 93, he had read ail the Greek and 
Latin fhtbers ; was member of parliament in 
1640, and soon after secretary to the king. He 
was killed at the battle of Newbory, bravely 
fighting for his king, aged 34. 

CARY, Henry, earl of Monmouth, was edn^ 
cated with Charles I. He was a man of learn- 
ing, having translated, from various authors, 
Hcven folios and two 8vos. ; he died in 1661. 

CARY, Felix, a learned Frenchman, who 
wrote the history of Marseilles, of Thrace, and 
of Bosphorus, by medab. 

CARY, Thomas, lieutenant- eoveroor of N. 
Carolina, was removed ftt>m omee, and after- 
wards sent to England for trial, for attempting 
to excite a rebellion about 1709. 

C^AKY, Tlionias, minister of Newlmryportt 
Mass., he published some sermons, and died in 
1808. 

CARYL, Joseph, one of Cromwell's chap- 
lains ; author of a tedious commentary on Job^ 
in 3 vols. 4to. ; died in 1673. 

CARYLL, John, was secretary to queen Mary, 
the wife of James H., and followed the fortunes 
of his abdicating master, who rewarded him 
first witli knighthood, and then with the honor- 
ary titles uf earl Caryll and baron Dartford. 
How long he continued in that service is not 
known ; but he was in England in the reign of 
queen Anne, and was author of two plavs ; 1. 
'* The English Princet» ; or, the death ot Richard 
III.," 161^, 4to. ; 3. " Sir Salomon ; or, the Cau- 
tious Coxcomb," 1671, 4to. 

CA8A, John de, a most polite Italian writer 
of the lOih century, bora at Florence, who be- 
came in time, archbishop of Benevento. He 
died 1556. His " Galateus sen de Moram el<^ 
gantla," is the most esteemed of all his worica 
in prose. His poetry was very licentious. 

CASANOVA, Mark Anthony, a Latin poet of 
Rome, who displayed great wit and keen satire, 
died in 1537. 

CABAS, Bartholomi de las, a Spaniard and 
bishop of Chiapa, born at Seville, 1474. At 19 
he attended his father who went with Coluao- 
bus to the Indies, in 1493. Upon his return, he 
became* an ecclesiastic, and a curate in the isle 
of Cuba; but quitted his cure and hie country, 
in order to devote himself to the service of the 
Indians, who were then enslaved to the roost 
ridiculous superstitions, as well as the most bar- 
barous tyranny. The Spanish governors had 
longslooe made Christianity detested by their un- 
heiud-of cmelties, and the Indians trembled at 
the very name of Christian. This humane and 
pious missionary resolved to cross the seas, and 
to lay their cries and their miseries at the feet of 
Charles V. The affair was discussed in coun 
cU- and the representations of Cases so miuI- 
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MV iirtected the emperor, that he made ordi 
iianceti ae levere to the peraecuton as favourable 
fo the persecuted ; bot these ordinanees were 
never executed, and the governon continued to 
tyrannise as usual. Casas employed above 50{ 
years iii» America, labouring with incessant zeal 
that the Indians mi^ht be treated with oiiiduess, 
equity and humanity ; but instead ol* avaiiiug 
any tiling, he drew upon liimseif endless perse- 
cutions rrom ths Spaniards, and died in 1566. 

CAS ATf , Paul.a Jesuit of great Icarninp, who 
persuaded queen Christiana, of Sweden, to ab- 
jure her religion, and turn Catholic. He was 
t he author of an excellent treatise on optics after 
he was blind. lie died in 1707. 

CASAUBON, Isaac, a learned critic and com- 
mentator, bom at Geneva, 1559, and died 1614. 
lie was buried in Westminster AU>ey, where 
there is a monument erected to his memory. 

CASAUBON, Meric, son of the preceding, 
horn at Geneva, 1599, died 1671. He was skill- 
ed in various parts of literature : but his chief 
talent lay in critical learning ; in which he was 
probably assisted by bis father's papers. Be was 
a divine ; but is chie^ memorable for having re- 
fused considerable o^ers made to him by Ohver 
Cromwell, to write the history of the civil war ; 
and for the refusal of a present from him. ten- 
dered without conditions, though lie was m in- 
digent eirctunstances. 

CASCHI,an eloquent Mahometan preaclier 
ax Medina, author of commentaries on the 
Koran. 

CASCHIRI, a Mahometan, author of the lives 
of Mussulman saints, died in 261 of the hegira. 

CASE, Thomas, a non-conformist, during the 
civil wars, who wrote and preached against the 
royalists. He was conAned six months in the 
tower. His worits are chiefly sermons ; he died 
In 1663. 

CASE, John, an English quack and astrolo- 
ger. He said to Or. Radcliffe, " Let me have 
all the fools for my patients, aiid you may have 
the rest." 

CASBL, John, a learned professor of philoso- 
phy at Helmstadt, died in 1613. 

CASBNEUVE, Peter, a native of Toulouse ; 
he wrote the life and miracles of Edmund, king 
of England, and died in 1653. 

CASES, Peter James, one of the first painters 
of the French school, died in 1745. 

CA6IMIR, Matthias Sarbiewski, a Jesuit, of 
Poland, and an excellent Latin poet, bom 1S97 
The odes, epodes, and epigrams of this poet have 
not been thought inferior to some productions of 
the flnest wits of ancient Greece and Rome ; and 
/•rotiiis, D. Heinslus and others have not scru- 
pled to affirm, that he is not only equal, but 
sometimes superior, even to Horace himself. 
Casiniir had a great regard for Virgil ; and had 
actually beguQ to imitate him, in an epic poem, 
called " The Lesciades,'* which he had divided 
Into 12 books ; but died before he had made any 
great progress in the work, April 3, 1640, since 
which there have been many editions of his 
poems. 

CASIMTK I., king of Poland, an excellent! 
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commanded that tlic Latin tongue should be the 
vernacular language of his kingdom, wtiich is 
observed to this day. He died in 14M. 

CASIMIR, John, married the widow of itia 
brother, Ladislaus, and became king of Poland ; 
but the ingratitude of his subjects made him re 
sign his crown, and be died in France, in 1673. 

C ASLON, William, eminent in an ait of tiie 
greatest consequence to literature, the art of 
letter-founding, was bom in 1693, at Halles 
Owen, Sluropsbire. Though he Justly attained 
the character of being the Coryphcus in that 
employment, be was not brmigbt up to the busi- 
ness ; but served a regular apprenticeship to au 
engraver of ornaments on gun-barrels ; and, after 
the expiration of his term, carried on this trade 
ia Vine-street, in the Minories. He did not, 
however, solely contine his ingenuity to that oc- 
cupation, but employed himself likewise in 
making tools for the bookbinders and for the 
chasing of silver plate. V^hile he was encaged 
in tills busineas, the elder Mr. Bowyer accident- 
ally saw in a bookseller's shop, the letterteg of a 
book uncommonly neat ; and inquiring wlK> the 
artist was by whom the letters were made, waa 
hence induced to seek an acquaintance with Mr. 
Caalon. Not long after, Mr. Bowyer took Mr 
Caslon to Mr. James* foundry in Baitholoroew 
Close. Caslon had never befbre that time seen 
any part of the business; and being asked by 
his friend if he thought be could undertake to 
cut types, he requested a single day to consider 
the mattenand then replied that he had no 
doubt but be could. Upon this answer, Mr. 
Bonder, Mr. Bettenbam,and Mr. Watts, lent hiofi 
S00<. to begin the undertaking ; and he applied 
himself to it with equal assiduity and succos. 
In 173D, the society for promoting Christian 
knowledjge deemed it expedient to print, for the 
use of the eastern churches, the New Teatameat 
and Psalter in the Arabic language. These 
were intended for the benefit or the pocnr 
Christians in Palestine, Syria, Meaopoumia, 
Arabia, and Egypt; the constitutions of wbicJi 
countries did not permit the exercise of the 
art of printing. Upon this occasion. Mr. Caa- 
lon was pitched upon to cut the fount ; in his 
Hpecimeos of which he distinguished it by 
the name of English Arabic. After he bad fin- 
ished tliis fount, he cut the letters of his own 
name in pica Roman, and placed them at ttie 
bottom or one of the Arabic specimens. The 
name being seen by Mr. Palmer, the reputed au- 
thor of a"Histoiy of Printing,** (which was, in 
fact, written by Fsalmanazar) he advised our 
artist to cut the whole fount of pica. This waa 
accordingly done ; and tlie performance exceed- 
ed the letter of the other foundera of the time. 
He arrived at length to such perfection, tliat hia 
workmanship was frequently exported to tho 
continent He removed about 1735 Into Chis- 
weU-street, Moorfields, wliere his foimdry be- 
came, in process of time, the most extensive 
that existed. Having acquired opulence in the

CASSANDER, Icing of Macedonia, died 304 
B.C. 

CASSANDER, George, an eminent French 
divine, who was long eogoged in tlie frnitless 
laboor of reconciling tbe catboJics and protes- 
taats, died in 1566. 

CASSANDER, Francis, a Frenchman, who 
was an able translator of the Greek and Latin 
clasMcs, died in 1695. 

CASSANDRA, Fidele, a Venetian lady, of 
great learning in phllcMophy and the languages, 
died, md !& in 1567. 

CASSENTINO, Jaoobodi, an eminent painter, 
the founder of tbe Florentine academy, died In 
1X6. 

CASSERIO, JuUOj roee from a state of pover- 
nr, to be professor of anatomy and medicine at 
Iradua. He was first taken, as a domestic, into 
the family of Fabciciiis, wtio instructed him ; be 
died In 1610. 

CASSIAN, a monk, of the 5th century, who 
wrote some works, and founded a monastery at 
Mancilles 

CASSIBELAN, or CASSIVELAUNUS, a 
king of Britahi, at the time of tbe invasion of 
JnHus GK«ar. 

CA6SINI, Johaann Dominicoa, a celebrated 
astroncMner, bom in Piedmont, in i635. At the 
age of IS, the senate invited hten to teach raathe- 
maflcs at Bologna. He was made astronomer 
royal of Franee in 1069, and after enrichbig sci- 
ence with a tiwusand new discoveries and ob- 
icrvatiODs, died in 1712. 

CA8SINI, John James, son of the nreceding, 
Inherited tbe talents and fame of his rather, and 
took his irtace as royal astronomer of France. 
WBm worka were in high estimation, and are va- 
luable at this day ; he died in 1756. 

CASSINI DE TRURY, Cesar Francis, suc- 
ttsBOr of John James, bom In 1714, distinguished 
fbr his eaoriy and rapid progress in science, died 
iBl784. 

CA8SIODOEUS, Marcus Anrellus, a man of 
cBdaenee fa many respects, and caHed, by way 
of dSstiiKtion, " the senator," was bom in Italy, 
•boot 463. Hia prinehMl writings are, **DeDi- 
▼inis LectiOBibiis,** *'De Orthoeraphla,** and 
*<De Rebus GestlsGothoram.^* He wrote also a 
commentaiy upon the Psalms, and several other 
pieces, theiriopeal and critical, and died at near 
iOOyranof age. 

CA8SIUB,Caiaa, brother-in-law 9f Bratus, 
•ne of 00881*8 mmrderers. He caused one of 
Ikto daves to kin him, that he might not fhll into 
the hands of his enemy, 42 B. C. 

CASSIUS, Longinus Lucius, a Roman raagls- 
ftate ofneat inteplty, 115 B. C. 

CASmUB, Avidina, a Roman general, who 
proeiataDed himself emperor, and was soon after 



CASSIUS, Parmeniis, a Latin poet, pat to 
deafli by Augustas. 

CASSIUS, Sevems Situs, a Roman orator, 
•f tbe Augustan age, eloquent, but violent 
against individuals. 

CASTAGNO, Andrew del, a painter, of Tus- 
cany, who aanisBinated Dominico de Venlse, 
from whom be obtained the secret of painting in 
oU. Castagno revealed this on his dcath-ted, 
aaddlediBl478L 
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Latin and Italian. He founded a college at 
Padua, wliere be died in 1537. 

CAST ALIO, Sebsstian, bora at Chatillon, on 
the Rhone, in 1515. His works are very con- 
siderable, on account both of their quality and 
their number : they discover great knowledge 
of the Latin, Greek, and Hebrew languages, and 
arc chiefly on Scriptural subjects. He died in 
1563. 

CASTEELS, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp^ 
He published 12 plates of birds, designed and 
etched by biniseU, and died in 1749. 

CASTEL, Lewis Bertrand, a Jesuit and ma- 
thematician, of Montpelier. He published a 
■ystem of mathematics, a treatise on gravity, 
and on optics : all highly esteemed : he died in 
1757. 

CASTELL, Edmund, a divine of the 17th 
century, and compiler of a very learned and la- 
borious work, called " Lexicon Heptaglotton.** 
He was also emtaiently assistant to Dr. Walton, 
in tbe celebrated edition of tbe " Polyglon Bi- 
ble," and died in 1685. 

CASTELLI, Bernard, a Genoese painter and 
engraver, of eminence, died in 1609. 

CA8TELLI, Valerio, son of ilic preceding, 
was particularly skilled in painting battles, and 
di«>d m 1659. 

CASTELLI. Benedict, a native of Brescia, 
who assisted Galiko in his astronomical obser- 
vations, died io 1644. 

CAPTELNAU, Michael, ambassador in tbe 
iservice of Charles IX. of Prance. Memoirs of 
his embassies are published, in 3 vols, folio : he 
died In 1503. 

CASTELNAU, Henriette Julia de, «ife of 
count de Murat, aothoreas of several pleasing 
and elegant works, died in 1716. 

CASTEL VETRO, Lewis, an Italian critic, 
famous for his parts, but more famous for his 
|spie«i and ill-nature, was bom at Modena, in 
1505. He distinguished hhiiself chiefly by his 
" Commentary upon Aristotle*sPoetics ;" where, 
Rapin assures us, he always made it a rcfle to 
fina something to except agahrat in the text of 
Aristotle. He died in 1571. 

CASTI, V zbbhy an Italian poet, author of 
several works of merit, died in 1803. 

CASTIGLIONE, Joeeph, a native of Ancona, 
distinguished as ajpoet and critic, died In 1616. 

CASTIGLIONE, Balthazar, an eminent Ital- 
{ian nobleman and poet, was born at Mamna, in 
1478. He applied himself to the study of paint- 
ing, sculpture, and architecture, as appears from 
a book uiat he wrote in favour of those arts, 
and made so great a progress in them, that Ra- 
idiael Urhin and Buonarotti, though inoMttpara- 
Die artista, never thought their works perfect, 
unless they had the u>probation of Castlglione. 
He died in 1530. Besides bis incomparable 
book, '*The Courtier," in which work we mav 
perceive how intimate he was with the Greek 
and Latin authors, (having gleaned together the 
first flowers of their wit, and treasured up, as it 
were, in a single casket, the richest jewels of 
antiquity,) he composed many Latin and Tus- 
can poems, which, with some of his letters, aro 
placed at the end of the EngUah version of " The 
Courtier," publinhed dt London, in 1?37. 

CASTIGLIONE, Benedict, an eminent Ital- 
ttan engraver, bom in 1616, died in 1670. 

CASTIGLIONE, Francisco, son and pupil of 
tbe preceding, and equally respectable as a 
painter. 

CASTILE, Alpbonsoa X. of, who has com-

upon Uie motiona of the beavena, and on the 
lifatory of Spain, which are hifbly eommeoded 
He died in ISM. 

CASTfLU), Ferdinand de, a Dominican, of 
S|)aln, who wrote an account of bia order ; be 
died In 1593. 

GA8TILLO-Y<8AAVEDRA, Antony del, 
Spanish painter, who died of grief, becauae he 
waa excelled, in 1607. 

CASTRIES, N., manhal de, an able French 

Seneral, who aerred la the aeven yean* war, 
led in 1800. 

CASTRO, Alpbonao de, a Spaniah Francis- 
can friar, who went to Bnglaad with Philip II. 
lie waa an id>le preacher, and died in 1558L 

CASTRO, John de, a native of Lisbon, a dia- 
ilngulahcMl military officer, afterwarda, governor 
of the Bast Indiee, died in 1548. 

CASTRO, Paul de, profeawr of law at Flo- 
rence, Bologna, Sienna, and Padaa, died in 
1437. 

C A8TRUCIO, Caatracani, a celebrated gene- 
ral, found, when an infant, in a heap of leaves, 
in Tuscany. He roae to the liiglieat raalt of 
military fame, and died in 1338. 

CASWELL, Richard, governor of North Ca- 
rolina from 1777 to 1780, and from 1785 to J787. 
He diacbatged acveral other offlcea with repu- 
tation, and died in 1789. 

CAT, Claude Nicholas le, anrgeon to the Ho- 
ld Dieu, at Rouen, an eminent philoiopher, 
ralaed to the rank of nobility by the French 
king, died in 1768. 

CATEL, William, of Toulouse, author of a 
history of the courts of that city, died In 1636. 



CATELLAN,,Maria Claire PriaciUa Margue 
rite, a lady of Naibonne, whoae odea were much 
admired ; ahe died in 1745. 

CATE8BY, Mark, an Engliah naturalist, who 
wrote tbe natural history of Carolina, Florida, 
and tbe Bahamas, an degant work, 3 vols, folio ; 
be died in 1740. 

CATHARINE, a daughter of Charles VI., of 
France, who married Henry V. of England, and 
afterwards Owen Tudor, a Welchman. She 
died in 1438. 

CATHARINE of ARRAGON, daugtaUr of 
Ferdinand, V., and wife of Henry THI She 
was a woman of many virtues. 

CATHARINE DE HEDICI8, only daughter 
of Laareatlua de Medieta, bom at Florence, in 
1510, married, 1533, the dauphin, afterwards 
Henry II., of Prance. She was ttijree times re- 
gent of France ; and, during her adralnistra- 
tiona, made a conspicuous flgnra in tbe annals 
of Europe, by her potitieal gaaius. Bbe died 
in 1580. 

CATHARINE of SIENNA, a Romish aalnt, 
win, at tbe age of debt, is aaid to have vowed 
perpetual celibacy ; ane died in 1380. 

CATHARINE of PORTUGAL, daughter of 
John IV., and wife of Cbarlea H., by whom ahe 
waa treated unkindly ; ahe died In 1705. 

CATHARINE of BOURBON, sister to Hen- 
ry IV., and wife of Heary of Lomlne, died in 
1004 

CATHARINE ALEXIEVNA, a country giri 
of the name of Martha, bom of very indigent 
parents^ in Livonia. In 1701 she married a dra- 
goon of the Swedish garrison, at Marienburgh ; 
but before evening of (be weddiogiiay, the 
IK 



place waa besieged by the Biiaatsni : the bride* 
groom waa killed, and tbe victor, general Bauer« 
smitten wiUi her beauty, made her bia nUatreas. 
Prince Mentsbicoff next beheld her, and ahe 
1 lived with him a ahon time.— In the 17th year 
of her age, ahe became the mistreea of Peter the 
Great, who, on the 39tb of May, 1711, married 
her privately in Pob&nd, and the 90th dt Fd»., 
1719, publicly aolemnized tbe marriage, at Pe- 
teisburg, and presented ber with the diadem and 
sceptre. At hia death, in 1785, she was pro- 
claimed aovereign empreaa of all the Raanaa. 
and, to her death, the 17tb of May,1737,staowea 
heraelf worthy of her high fortune. 

CATHARINE H., empress of Rnaala, a wo- 
man of most extraordinary natural talents for 
governing a state, and civuixiag a rude nation ; 
but of insatiate lust, and unbounded ambition ; 
to tbe indulgence of which latter paaaion, abe 
waded through Mood, flowing from the alati^ 
ler of thousands and tens of thousands. Sbo 
was born May 3, 17S0, and married in 1745, to 
the grandaon of Peter the Great. Having caus- 
ed her husband to be deposed (if not worae dealt 
with) in 1763, she waa proclaimed empress. Sba 
died suddenly, io November, 1796, and was suc- 
ceeded bv her only son Paul Petrowits, the fa- 
ther of Alexander I., tlie present emperor Ot 
Russia. 

CATH ARINUS, Ambrose, an Italian, bishop 
of Minori. He wrote againat Luther, and died 
in 1553. 

CATILIN A, Lucius Serglua, a ix>ble Romas, 
whose extravagance reduced him to narrow cir- 
cumstances, and having been refused the coft- 
fiuiship, became leader of a conspiracy to mur 
der the consuls and aenote of Rome, rifle the 
public treasury, and burn tbe city: vrnieb co» 
spiracy waa discovered by Cicero, at that timo 
consul, 63 B. C. He waa slain in battle tbe same 
year, on the plains of Tuscany. 

CATINAT, Nicholaa, an lllusCrioua Freock 

Seneral, under Louia XIV., bora at Paris, 1037, 
led in 1713. 

CATINEAU, N. a brave man. who beaded 
the Vendeans during the revotution ; be fell at 
the sine of Nantes. 

CATO, Marcus Fortius, commonly ciOed tbt 
Censor, bom at Tusculum, in the year of Rome, 
519 ; that is, about tbe year S3B B. C. No man 
was ever better qualified than be for the ofltea 
of censor, nor could better discharge the duties 
of IL He made use of bis severity, eloquence, 
and exemplary life, to give a check to the luxu' 
ry and growing vices of tbe Romans; which 
gave occasion to say, that he was not lesa ser^ 
viceaMe to the republic of Ronae, by maklqg 
war against immoraUnr, than Sclpto,lgr bis vie- 
toriea over Ida enemies. He wrote several 
works: "A Roman History.** a book**ooa- 
ceralng the Art of War,** aiwanean" Agrleul- 
ture,** and died in die year of Rome 804. 

CATO, Uticensis, great grandson to the fef- 
mer, was educated under hb uncle Livtua Dm- 
sus, and very earhr showed valour and geaero- 
tity ; having, at 14 yean old, desired a sword to 
kin the tyrant Sylla. He waa a lover of philo- 
aopby , in which be rigidly followed the doctrines 
of the atolcs ; tbia (Umiabed Um with that bra- 
very of aonl which he manifested oo all occa- 
slona. Hia first campaign waa in 681. againat 
Spanacua: alterwardf he led 1000 loot fan* 
Aaia, where, for the amall number of hlsttteod- 
anta, he was laughed at, but was never moved 
with it ; retwnlitg, be wm urada qmaMor, whfdh 
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post he lUled with honour. To keep oat a very 
Wd man, lie put Ui for the tribunate. He Bided 
wish CkeiD, against Catiline, and of^Mwed C«- 
■ar in the senate, on that occasion. His eue- 
mioi sent him to recover Cyprus, which Ptole- 
my hod forfeifed, thinking to hurt his reputation 
by 90 diCculi an undertaking ; yet none could 
ind fault with his conduct He laboured to 
bring about an affreement between Cesar and 
Pompey, but, seemg tt te vain, sided wltii the 
latter. When Pompey was slain, be fled to Utl- 
ca, and Cssar punning hhn, he advised his 
frjeiids to begone, and bis son to trust to Coesar's 
eie«aency; tlieu lay down upon Ills bed, read 
Plato upon the Immortalitv of the Soul, twice 
over, and thrust a sword through his body^ of 
which be died, 46 B. C, aged 48. 

CATO, Valerius, a Latin poet, in the age of 
6yUa,ditid 30B.C. 

CATHOCJ, Francis, a very distinguished je- 
reiV bora at Paris, in 1659. He was the author 
of some very oonsiderabie works; as, 1. "A 
General History of the Empire of the Mogul ;** 
& ^* A History of the Fanaticism of some Pro- 
teacant Rellgioos ; of Anabaptism, of Davidim 
ai^ of dnakerlsm ;** 3. '' A Translation of 
Vixgil, with notes critical and historical ;" and 
4. '* A Roman History ;** which has been trans- 
taiisd into several languages, and is reckoned 
Ma capital work. He died in 1737. 

CATTHO, Angek), was in the service of 
Lewis XI., as asirokiger and physician. He 
pretended to foretell future events, and died in 
1407. 

CATULLUS, Caius Valerius, a Roman poet, 
at Verona, 86 B. C. He is far unlike our 
!ni poets, who usually complain of the coy 
and Insensibility of their fair ones; he 
of bis Lesbia, as a woman who asked 
b'Ira, how many kisses would satisfy him 7 To 
whieb be answered, '* tliat he desired as many 
as there are grams of sand in the deserts of Li- 
bya, and stars in the heavens." Although pos- 
sealing asuperior genius, he was, aa many others 
bave ainec been, poor. He died in the flower 
€f hb age, and the he^t of his reputation, 
wbea be was about SO yean old. 

CAl^ James, a Butch statesman, and poet, 
bora in Zealand, 12P77, died 1660. 

C AULET, Fnneia Stephen de, a FKnch pre- 
late, who onxMad the king's right of dispoung 
af ecclesiastlcai benefices, died m 1680. 

C AULIAC, Ouy de, a French anatomist, and 
rsieian lo the popes Cloaent VI., and Urban 
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CAVALCANTI, Bartholomew, aa Italian, 
who aenred pope Paul HI., in both military and 
political eapiieKies,died tn ISQB. 

CAVALfERiJofan, celebrated for his bravery 
bi ibe wan of the protestant inaurgenis, against 
LewtoXIV. He died in ITia. 

CAVALIERI, Bonaventure, an Italian, pro- 
fessor at Bologna, and disciple of Galileo, died 
bil647. 

CAVALL1NI, Pfetro, a pataiter of eelcbrity 
at Rome, died la 1304. 

CAVALLO, Tiberius, F. R. S., an eminent 
wilier on nataral phifcwophy, bom at Naples, 
Haich 30. 1740, settled in England, 1771, and 
died In London, Dee. 96, 1900: havin;; pub- 
I, among other valuable works, " Treatises 
Klf^ctrlcity ;'• on the " Air," and Aerosta- 
on '* Magnetlam /* and " Elements of 
Banual Hislory.** 

CAVAMU4ES, Antonio Joseph, ft Spaniph 
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botanist, was educated among the Jesuits, and 
appointed tutor to the sons of the duke de Tln- 
fantado. In 1801, be was intrusted with the 
care of the royal gardens of Madrid, where he 
died in 1804. 

CAVE, Dr. WilUam, a learned divine, bom 
1637. died 1713. He was author of some large 
and learned works, relating to eccleslastiGai an- 
tiquity ; particularly ."The History of the Lives, 
Acta, Deaths, and Martyrdoms, of those who 
were cotemporary with the Apostles, and ot 
the principal Fathers within the first three cen- 
turieb of the Church,** and " UisforiaLiterariu, 
kc. ;** in which he gives an exact account of 
all who had written upon ChrisUanity, either 
for or against it, from Christ to the 14th cen 
tury. 

CAVE, Edw&rd, bora at Newton. In War- 
wickshire, Feb. 80, 1601, and celebrated for 
having planned and brought to perfection, 
" The 6entleman*s Magazine,'* wblcn has been 
published upwards of M years, and is consider- 
ed one of the most successful and lucrative 
periodical works that history has upon record. 
Mr. Cave died Jan. 10, 1754. 

CAVE DONE, Jacomo, an Italian painter, 
died In 1060. 

CAVENDISH, Thomas, a celebrated Engllih 
circumnavigator, died about 1503. 

CAVENDISH, Sir William, bora about 1505. 
Cardinal Wolsey took him into his splendid 
family, which omsisiedof one earl, nine barons, 
and about 100 knights, gentlemen, and inferior 
ofllcera. He served the cardinal as gentleman- 
usher, and was admitted into more intimacy 
with him than any other servant, and therefore 
would not desen htm in his fall, but was one of 
the few, who stuck cicae to him when he had 
neither ofllce nor salary to bestow. This singu- 
lar fidelity, joined to bis kilties, recommended 
hhn to his sovereign, who received him Into hit 
own family and senrice. He afterwards held 
high offices of state under Edward VI., and 
Maryl.,anddtedinl5ff7. Sir WlUlam Caven- 
dish wrote the Hfe of his old master, Cardinal 
Wolfl^, and therein gives him a very high cha- 
racter ; afllrailng that, In bis judgment, be never 
saw the kingdom in better obedience and quiei, 
than during the time of hla autboiity, nor justice 
better administered. 

CAVENDISH, WIIHam, duke of Newouitle, 
bora In 1503, died in 1976. He rendered great 
services, in a military capacity to Charles 1. and 
TI. ; and after the restoration, retired to indulge 
his natural dbqpositlon in literary punniits. He 
wrote a celebrated "Treatise on Horseman- 
ship.*' of which a meat excellent editi<m was, 
a few years aso, printed in England ; and four 
comedies. Hm second wife, Margaret, was a 
woman of great wit, and some learning : for. 
besides the Ufe of the duke, and her own, she 
wrote a great number of folio volumes, and pub 
limbed 98 plays, In several of which there are 
scenes and fenp written by the duke. Her 
grace died in 16^. 

CAVENDISH, Winian, fli«t duke of Devon- 
shire, an able statesman, and Mend of l/ord 
Russell, was active tn procuring klngWlUiam 
in. to invade England, and died la 1707. 

CAVENDISH, Lord John, son of the ftmrtb 
duke of Devonshire, and chaneelhir of the ex- 
chequer ; he opposed Lord NorUi's adminlBtra- 
IHon. and died in 1796. , 

CAVENDISH, Lord Frederid, chose a mil 
itaiy Ufe, was a field manhal, and died in 1803 
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CAVENDISH} Hon. Heniy, a venr ineenknM 
naturml pbiloaopher, born Oct. 10, 1731, dM ^^ 
ClaphBiDf Feb. 34, 1810. Thousb not macb 
heard of in the common paths of life, be wa« 
well known and highly dlatioguisbed in the acl- 
entiilc world. He had studied and rendered him- 
self familiarly converaant with every part of 
Sir Isaac Newton^s ptailosophy ; the pnncipJCT 
of, which lie applied, about the year 1770, to an 
investigation of the laws on which the piusno- 
mena of electricity depend. Pursui ng the same 
science, on the occasion of Mr. Walsh's experi- 
ments with the torpedo, he gave a satisfactory 
explanation of the remarfcaMe powers of elec- 
trical flshea ; pointing out that distinction be- 
tween omimon and animal electricity, which 
has since been amply confirmed by the brilliant 
discoveries in galvanism. Having turned his 
attention very early to pneumatic cbymistry, be 
ascertained, in 17B6, the extreme levity of in- 
flammalile air, now called hydrogen gas. On 
this discovery, many curious experlraenia, and 
particularlv that of aerial navigation have been 
founded. In the same path of science, he made 
the important discovery of tlie composition of 
water, by the union of two alra; and that laid 
the foundation of the modem system of chy 
mistrjr. which rests principally on this fact, and 
tliat or the decomposition of water, announced 
soon afterwards by M. Lavoisier. As the puri- 
ty of atmospherical air had been a subject of 
controversy, Mr. Cavendish contrived essential 
improvements In the method of performing ex- 
periments with a eudiometer; by means of 
which, he was the first wlio showed, that the 
proportion of pore air in the atmosphere is 
neariy the same In all open places. The other 
and much larger portion of our atmosphere, be 
sagaciously conjectured U> be the basis of the 
acid of nitre ; an opinion which hesoon brought 
10 the test, by an Ingenious and laborious ex- 
periment, which comptetdy proved its truth ; 
whence this air has now very generally obtain- 
ed the name of nitrogen. Among the labours 
of his latter davs, b the nice and difficult ex- 
periment, by which he determined the meAn 
denslqrof the ewrth ; an element of consequence 
In delicate calculations of astronomy, as well as 
In gecilosical inquiries. Even in the last year! 
of his life, at the advanced age of 77, he pro- 
posed and described improvements \n the man- 
ner of dividing large astronomical instruments ; 
which, though not yet executed, promise very 
great advantages. These pursuits, together with 
leading of various kinds, by which he acquired 
a deep insight into almost every topic of gene- 
ral knowledge, formed the whole occupation of 
1^ life; and were, In fact, his sole amusement. 
From his attachment to such occupations, and

CAUS8IN, Nicholas, a French Jesuit, and 
confeasor to Lewis XHI., was bom at Troyes, 
In Champagne, in 19B0, and died at Paris. July, 
1651. He pnbllsbed, among other works, " The 
Holy Court,'* a moral work, which has been 
often reprinted, and translated into Latin, Ita- 
lian, Spanish, Portuguese, Goman. and Ei^ 
Ush ; and " Sacred Tragedies.*' 

6^ WOREY, Daniel, an ejected non-confi)nn- 
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ist and a member of the Westainatar assembly 
of divines, died in 1664. 

CAWTHORNE, James, a very agieeabte 
poet, born at Sheffield, In 1791 . In 1743, he was 
chosen master of Tunbridge School ; and this 
place he held till his deMh, which hapneoed by 
a fall from his horse, in 1761. His poetical crmt- 
pusitions were collected and pubUslied in 4to, in 
1771. 

CAWTON, Thomas, a non-oonformkt, and a 
good Hebrew Bch«»lar, died in 1677. 

CAXTON, WUIiam, the first who Introduced 
Ute art of printing with fusile types Into Eng- 
land, was born In toe Weald of Kent, about tl^ 
latter end of the reign of Henry IV. Being aboat 
15, be was put apprentice to Mr. Robert Large, 
a mercer, who, after having been shcrifl* and 
maycv of London, died in 1441, leaving by wJUl 
34 marks to his apprentice, William Caxton ; a 
considerable legacy in those days, and an early 
testimony of Caxton's good behaviour and in- 
tegrity. Caxton went abroad to settle the same 
year that his master died, and was intrusted by 
the mercer's company to be ilieir agent or factor 
in Holland, Zealand, Flandeni, Aut. In 1464, a 
commisBlon was granted to him and Ricluud 
WhitehiU, Esq., by Edward IV., to continue 
and confirm the treaty of trade and cmnmeroe 
between his majesty and Philip, duke of Bur- 
gundy, or, if they found It necessary, to make a 
new one. They are styled in the commission, 
ambassadors and special deputies. A marriage 
was concluded, in July, 14CB, between the king*s 
sister, lady Margaret of York, and the duke's 
son, Charles, he being then duke of Burgundy; 
and when the lady arrived at the duke's conn 
at Bruges, Caxton appears to have been of her 
retinue. He was now eltlier one of lier house- 
bold, or held some constant post under her ; be- 
cause, as be says, he received of her a yeariy 
fee or salary, beBides many other good and great 
benefits. Being more ex|ien than most others in 
penmanship and languages, it Is highly probable 
that be was employed by the dutchcm In some 
literary way. As soon as he bad acquired the 
mystery of the new invention of printing, (which 
he did not aecoroplish, he says himseUT^thout 
ffreat expense,) he was employed by her In trans- 
lating out of French a large volume, and after- 
ward in p/intittg It It appeared under the title 
of " The Recuyell of the History of Troye ;** and 
is the first book, we now know of, that was 

grimed In the English tongue : the date being 
eplember 19, 1471, at Colen (Cologne.} By the 
edition of the '' Game of Chess," dated in 1474, 
Caxton appears to have been then settled In 
England ; and this book Is allowed, by all the 
typographical anuquaries, to have been the fical 
specimen of the art among us ; and as such, baa 
been so valued, that It is said, the earl of Pem- 
broke, for a fair copy thereof, which was giveii 
him by Mr. Granger, presented hhn with a pufsa 
of fornr guineas. The next performance of Cax 
ton, of which the date Is ascertained, is, " Tht 
Dictes and Saylnges of the Philosophers, trans < 
lated out of French by Antone erle Ryvyret 
lord Seeries, empiynted by William Caxton, at 
Westmestre, 1477." Caxton printed several 
other pieces, either of his own composition, or 
pranelated by him. Kb last work was a trana- 
lation from the French of" The Holy Lives of 
the Fathers Hermltes living in the Deserts ;'* and 
we are Informed by Wynken de Worde, that he 
finished his life and translation together, on tha 
same day, in 1491.

CECCO Dfi ASCOLI, or FRANCIS DE GLI 
fiTTABlLl, of AscolL a {yrofeasor at Bolofna ; 
was bamt by order or the inquisition, iu 1377. 

CBCIL, William, lord Burleigh an eminent 
Rngiieh statesman, whoae loyalty to his sove- 
reign qoeen Elixabeth, and hte patriotism, pre- 
acnred tlie relii^on and the civil polity of Eng- 
land from falluig a prey lo sovereign tyranny 
and popish superstitions. He was born at Bourn, 
fa Lincolnsiure, IfiKl, held the office of lord 
Mgh treasurer of England 27 years, and died 
1598. A collection of his nate papers was pub- 
lished by Uaynes, 1740 ; and a continuation of 
them by Murdin, 17B0. 

CECIL, Ricliard, an eminent divine of the 
church of England, died in 1810. 

CECROP8, an Egyptian, founderof the Athe- 
nian mooarehy, 1SS6 B. C. 

CEDRENUB, George, a Grecian monk, lived 
in the 11th century, and wrote " Annals, or an 
abridged History, from the b^imlng uf the 
Worki u> the reign of Isaac Comnenus, emperor 
of Comuntlnopte," who succeeded Michael IV. 
iBl057. 

CELESn, Andrea, a Venetian painter, died 
ialTWL 

CELE8TIN I., was nope 10 years ; he con- 
demned the doctrines or Ncstorius, and died in 
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CELESTIN n., was pope 5 montlu, and died 
io JI43. 

CELEBTIN m., was pope 7 years, and died 
in 119B. 

CELBSTIN IV., was pope 18 days, and died

CELESTIN v., elected pope In 3304, which 
edUee he afterwards rsslgned : he was imprison 
cd by h is rarcessor, and died in 15i00. 

CELLARins. Christopher, born in 1638, at 
Malcalde, in Franconia, died in 1707. He pub 
liifaed good editions of above 20 Latin and Greek 
aathoiB. His works relate chiefly to grammar, 
to gcngraj^y, to history, and to the oriental ten- 
goafcs. Tiiose in geography are well known as 
eaceUeat helps to tha understanding uf ancient 
anthoiB. 

CELLIER, Remi, a benedictine of Bar le due, 
wrote a Uographical history, and died In 1761. 

CELLINI, Bcnevento, a celebrated sculptor 
aad eogrsver, of Florence, bom In 1500, died in 
15S0. 

CELSUS, Aurelitts Cornelius, a philosopher 
physician, who flourislied under the rdgns 
of Augasias and Tiberius. He wrote upon seve- 
ral subjects, as we learn from Quintillian ; upon 
fiietorlc, for wMch he is often quoted and com- 
nended hy this great master; upon the military 
an ; upon agrlcolture ; and we have still extant 
or Us eight books " De Medldna,'* wUch are 
wiftten is very fine Latin. 



1 CELSUS, an epicurean phllo80|riMr of tht 
Sd century, who wrote a book against the Chrla- 
tian religion, which was answered by Origen.

CELTBS, Conrad, a LaUn poet, who died at

CENSORmrs. Applus aaudlus, a Roman 
senator, raised to the throne by his soldiers.

CENTlrVRE, Susannah, a celebrated eomlo 
writer, who had so early a turn for poetry, thai, 
as one of her biographers tells us, she compoMa 
a song before she was seven years old. She la 
the author of 19 dramatic pieces, and several 
little poems. Her talent was in comedy, partieu- 
larly the contrivance ofplots and Incidents. She 
died Dec. 1, 1733. 

CEATORIO, Aseanlus a native of MOan, emi- 
nent as a soldier and philosopher, lived In die 
16th century. 

CERAT1^X^S, James, or Teync, a Hollander 
who obtained a Greek professorship by meau 
of Erasmus, and died atLouvain, bt 1530. 

CERCEAU, John Anthony du, a French 
Jesuit, known as a Latin poet, died in 1730. 

CERDA, John Lewis de la, a Spanish Jesuit, 
and an author of great learning and candour, 
died in 1643. 

CERDOTf , a heretic of the 9d ceatuy, who 
rejected the Old Testament and part or tht 
New. 

CERETA, Laura, an Italian ladv, eminent 
for her knowledge of philosophy, and the learn- 
ed languages, died in 1466. 

CERINl, GlovnnnI Dominieo, an ItaUaa 
painter, whoae pieces are eateemed : he died la 
1681. 

CERINTHU8, a disciple of Simon Magna, 
about A. D. 54, a heretic who denied the divi- 
nity of Christ 

CERISANTES, Mark Duncan de, son of a 
Scotch physician at Saumur; he was sent am- 
bassador to Turkey by Richelieu, and died la 
1648. 

CERMENATI, John de, an Italian hisioriaa, 
who published an account of Milan, ftom 1307 
to 1313. 

CERRATO,Panl, a native of Montseirat, of 
th e 15th century, he wrote Latin poems. 

CERUTI. Frederic, a native of Verana^ and 
an author, died in 1570. 

CERUITI, Joseph Antony Joachim, a Jesuit, 
and professor at Lyons, and a member of the 
national assembly, died in 179S. 

CERVANTES. SeeSAAVEDRA. 

CERVETTO, an Italian, of extraordinary 
character in the musical world. He played tlie 
bass at Drury-lane Theatre, and died January 
14, 1783, in his 103d year. One evening, when 
Mr. Garrick waa performing the character of 
Sir John Brute, during the drunkard's mutterinf 
and dosinc till he falls asleep in the chair, (tha 
audience being most profoundly silent aiid at- 
tentive to the admirable performer,) CerrettOi 
in the orchestra, uttered a very loud and Im- 
moderately-lengthened yawn ! The moment 
Oarrlek was off the stage, he sent for the ma- 
sidan, and with considerable warmth repri- 
manded him for so Ill-timed a symptom of som- 
nolency ; when the modem Naso. with great 
address, reconciled Gankk to him In a tilee, by 
saying, with a slirug, "I beg ten tousand par- 
doBi! ant I alwayi do in ven I am ver miitoh

CEB ALPINUB, a celebrated Italian writer on 
bouny, born in 1519, died in 16Q9.

CESARINI, Julian, a Roman cardinal, em- 
ployed by iieverai popes, was slain in 1444. 

CES AKiNI, Virnnio, a learned Roman, cbam- 
Verlain to Urban V(I1., died in 1094. 

CEaAROTTI, Melcbior, an Italian poet, pro- 
feasor of rhetoric, and afterwards oi' Greek and 
Hebrew, in Padua, bis native city, died in 1608. 

CE6PEDES, Paul, a Spanish painter, of me- 
rit, and a writer, died in 1006. 

CEZELI, Constance de, wife of Bairi de St. 
Annex, governor of Leucale under Henry IV., 
celehrati^ for ber bravery. 

CHABANES, James de, a Frenchman, of 
great bravery, who fell at the battle of Pavia, 
In 1595. 

CH AB ANON, N. de, member of the academy 
of belles letUes, and an author, died at Paris, in 
1799. 

CH ABOT, Francis, a capnchin, was a violent 
Jacobin, cruel in his sentiments, uid was guillo- 
tined in 1794. 

CHABRIA8, an Athenian general, who took 
Cyprus, and died 355 B. C. 

CHABKIT, Peter, an advocate in the parlia- 
ment of Paris, of great erudition, died in 17^ 

CHABRY, Mark, a distinguished painter and 
•eulptor, died at Lyons, in 1727. 

CHAIS, Charles, bom at Geneva, pastor of a 
cburoh at the Hacue, distinguished as a preacher 
and scholar, died In 1786. 

CHAISE, Father de la, a Jesuit, of uncommon 
aUiitiea, and confessor to Louis XIV., born at 
Fores, in the province of Lyons, about 1038. 
The learned Huetlus, bishop of Avrancbes, calls 
him *^ a man incredibly well versed in all parts 
of learning, of philosophy and divinity in par- 
ticular.** 

CH ALCIDIUS, a Platonic philosopher, of the 
3d century. 

ClIALCONDTLES, Laonlcus, an Athenian, 
of the 15th century, who wrote a history of the 
Turks. 

CHALCONDYLES, Demctrius^a native of 
Athens, and one of thooe learned men whom 
Pope Nicholas V. sent to Romo to translate the 
Greek authors into Latin. Under his inspection 
and care was first published at Florence, in 
1499, the " Greek LezlooQ" of Suidas.

CHARES, a Grecian statuary, who immor- 
talized himself by theCokMsus of the Sun, at 
Rhodes, which baa been reckoned one of the 
seven wonders of tlie world. 

CHARETTE DE LA COINVRIE, Francis 
Athanasins de, a French royalist, who signal- 
ized himself by an able resistance against the 
republican forces, In la Vendee ; be was taken 
and idiot in 1796. 

CHARITON, a native of Cyprus, and an au* 
thor, in the 4th century. 

CH ARKE, Charlotte, was yomeest daughter 
of Colley Cibber, the actor, and anerwarib po- 
et laureat. At eight years old she was put to 
school, but had an e^hicatioa more suitable to a 
boy than a girl ; aud as she grew op, followed 
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ibe aMOie plan, tMsIng more freqaently in the 
stable than to tbe bedcbamber, und mtouew of 
the eunycomtt, ttaounb ignoraat of tbe needle. 
Her adventure! during the remainder of her life, 
are nothing but one ▼ariegated scene of distre«- 
es, of a kind which no one can lie a stranger 
to, who has either seen, or road accounts of 
those most wretched of all human beings, the 
memtMrsof a mere strolling companv of actors. 
In 1755 she went to London, where sbe publish- 
ed the " Narrative of her own Life/* to wliich 
death put a period, and at the same time, to one 
continued course of misery, the inevitable con- 
sequence of IbUy, imprudeoce, and absurdity, 
In 1759. 

CHARLEMAGNE, or CHARLES L, king of 
France by succession, and emperor of the West 
by conquest, in 800, (which laid the foundation 
ti the dynasty of the Western Franks, wlio 
ruled the empire 479 years, till the time of Ro- 
dolpbtts Auspergensis, the founderof the bouse 
of Austria.) Charlemagne was as illustrious 
In the cabinet as in the Held ; and, though he 
could not write his name, was the patron of man 
of letters, the restorer of learning, and a wise 
legislator ; he wanted only the virtue of huma- 
nity to render him the most accomplished of 
men ; but when we read of hfai belieading 4500 
Saxons, solely for their loyalty to thefr prince, 
in opposing his conquests, we cannot think he 
merits the extravagant encomiums bestowed on 
him by some historians. He died in 814, in the 
74th year of his age. 

CH ARLES II., sumamr>d the Bald, succeeded 
to the French crown in 840, was elected empe- 
ror by the pope and the Roman people, in 875, 
and poiMnod in 877. 

CHARLES HI., or Simple, succeeded to the 
throne of France in 893. He was unequal to 
the government of a kingdom, and at last died 
iu prison, ia 939. 

CHARLE9 IV., the Fair, succeeded to the 
French throne in 1382, and died in 1338. 

CHARLES v., or Wise, succeeded to the 
throne of France in 1364. By his abilities and 
courage, the English were dispos sw i n sd of neariy 
all their provinces in France. He di6d in 1380. 

CHARLES VI., succeeded to the French 
throne in 1380. His inexperience, and a civil 
war, weakened the kingdom, and the defeat at 
Agincourt, completed his misforiunes. He died 
in 14^. 

CHARLES Vn., sumamed theVKtorious, 
succeeded to the throne in l^S. By his neat 
vigour and activity, he drove tlie English from 
his kingdom, and died in 1461. 

CH A RLKi? V ! n. , called the Affable, ascend- 
ed Uie throne in 1483. After having conquered 
Italy, and being crowned king of Naples, and 
emperor of Constantinople, he was driven into 
France, and died in 1498. 
CHARLES IX., ascended the throne In 1560. 
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Eis elected emperor of (];ennany, in 1518. He 
ligned hb crowns in 1535, retirod to a ctoiaier 
d died In 1558. 

CHARLES VI. was prociataoed Ungof Spain, 
in 1703, and elected em[ieror of Germany, in 
1711. A |reat part of his reign was spent ia 
war ; he died in 1740. 

CHARLES vn.. elector of Bavaria, In 1796; 
he contested the imperial throne with Maria 
Theresa, and died hi 1745. 

CHARLES I., king of Spain, wasChailes V., 
emperor of Germany. 

CHARLES II., son and successor of Philip 
hV, of Spain, hi 1665, was the iastof the eldest 
branch of Austrian princes who reigned in 
Spain. He died in 1700. 

CHARLES IIL, kins of Spain, son of Philip 
v., was a monarch of abiltty and virtue ; ha 
died in 1789. 

CHARLES I., kbig of England, ascended the 
throne in 1025. His reign wss turbulent, and in 
the civil wars he was defeated. He was at last 
tried before a self-created court of his subject^ 
(and condemned, and executed, in 1648. 

CHARLES II.. khig of England, was In Hoi 
■land at the time of the death of Charies I., and 
was restored to the throne in 1660. He wanted 
the virtues of his father, and was licentious and 
immoral ; he died in 1685. 

CHARLES GUSTAVUS X. ascended the 
throne of Sweden in 1654. He was a prudent 
jand warlike monarch, and died in 1660. 

CHARLES XI., son and successor of the prfr> 
ceding, was successful in war, and respected as 
a just prince ; he died in 1097. 

k CHARLES XII., of Sweden, was born June 
, leeSj and set off in the style, and with the 
spirit of Alexander the Great His preceptor 
asking him what he thought of that herol " I 
thhik,** says Charles, " that I riiould choose to 
be like him '* " Aye, but," said the tutor, " he 



only lived 38 years. 
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Oh," answered the 



prince, " that Is long enough, when a man has 
conquered kingdoms." Impatient to reign, he 
caused himself to be declared of age at 15; and, 
at his coronation, be snatched the crown from 
the archbishop of Upeal, and nut it upon hie 
head himself, with an air of grandeur that 
struck the people. His whole reign was one 
continued scene of warfare, and concluded at 
the si^e of Frederickshall, in Norway, Decem- 
ber, 1718 ; where, as he was visiting the wcote 
of his engineen by star-light, he was struck upon 
the head by a ball, and killed upon the ^lot. 
He might be called the ^Ixotte of the north, 
carrying all the virtues of the hero to an excess, 
which made them as dangerous and pernicious 
as the opposite vices. Hu firmness was obsti- 
nacy; his liberality, profusion: his conrue, 
rasbnes ; his severity, cruelty ; he was, in oli 
last years, less a king than a tyrant, and room 
la soldier than a hero. The projects of Alexan-

CHARLES, the Fat, son of Lewis, the 
German, was dected king of Italy, and em- 
peror, in 881. By the intrigues of his prime 
minister, he was driven from his throne, and 
died in 888. 

CHARLES IV.. grandson of the emperor 
Henry VH., ascenoed the Imperial throne, hi 
1347. He founded the university of Prague, and 
died in 1378. 

CHARLES v., eldest son of PhlUp, of Ans- 



,wise, but wisely executed: whereas Chariea^ 
knowing nothing but arms, never regulated anjr 
'of his movements by policy, according to the 
fexirenciesof the conjuncture ; butsnflbred hin»> 
selr to be borne along by a brutal courage, which 
often led him into difficulties, and at Uaigth oc- 
casioned his death. He was, in short, a singu 
lar, rather than a great man. 

CHARLES L, nng of Naples, and brother to 
the Ung of France, was an able and ptrfltio 
prince ; he died in 1S8S. v *>;■ . 

CHARLES IL, king of Naptefffltimamed the 



tria, licended the tB^miih thrtM hi ISlf, nditLuM, employed hinMlf In ptomoUng pet^ 
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mad eonuaeite, and the practlee of rvlicion 
tmoBg hla people ; he died in 1309. 

CHABLES fa., king of Nrnplea, grandwn of 
Uw preoedinCt obtained the kingdom in U80, 
mad died in 1388. 

CHARLEa II., king of Nayarra, rarnamed 
Ibe Bad. Cruelty and artlflce marked hb ccm- 
ioct ; he died in 1387. 

CHARLES M ARTEL, Km of Pepin Heristal, 
«iid dake of Austrasia, conquered Prance, de- 
lieated and ilew 375,000 of the Saracem, and 
dkd in 74L 

CHARLES, dake of Burgundy, aumaraed the 
Warrior, was generally succeaaful, but at last 
alain. in 1477. 

CHARLES, count of Flandera, in 1110. He 
was benevolent and virtuous, but was slain in 

CHARLES I., duke of Lorraine, claimed the 
French crown, but was defeated, and died in 994. 
CHARLES U., duke of Lorraine, a prudent 
and warlike prince, died in 1430. 

CH.\RLES IV., duke of Lorraine, was fond 
of militaiy glory, but loot bis dominions, and 
died in 1675. 

CHARLES V.,of Lorraine, nephew of Charle<i 
IV., entered the service of the emperor Leo- 
pold, and acquired great military renown ; he 
«Bed in 1690. 

CHARLES ALEXANDER, of Lorraine, 
grandson of Charles V., was general of the Ira- 
peiiai armiea, and a brave warrior ; be died in 
1780. 

CHARLES EMANUEL, duke of Savoy, 
Mmamed the Great, an ambitious prince, and 
brave warrior, died in 1630. 
CHABLES EMANITEL IL, son of Victor 
tdens I., and duke of Savoy, In 1038. He 
an amialUe and benorolent prince, and died 

bl875. 

CHABLES EMANUEL HI., son of Victor 
Amadeoa II., duke of Savoy, in 1730. He was 
a good princ^ and died in 1773. 

CHABLIS EDWARD, grandson of James 
IL,of En^aod, known as the Pretender, landed 
In Seotland, in 1745, and defeated the British 
troops, but was afterwards defeated, and re- 
inrocd to France, wliere he died In 1788. 

CARLETON, Walter, an English physician 
oreafeinencOjJBed in 1707. 

CH ABLEvAL, Charles Fancon de Rey, lord 

of, a French anthor of genius, who died in 1093. 

CHARLEVOIX. Peter Francis Xavier de, a 

leanied Jesuit, ealeoraied for his travels, died in 

1781. 

CH ABMIS, a i^yslelan at Romeu under Nero. 

CHABNACE, Hercutes Girard, baron de. 

■m ambaandor to Sweden by Bicbelieu, died 

lBl«37. 

CHABNOCK, John, bom November 98, 1796, 
m uund a gentleman-eommoner of Merton Col< 
lege, Osfefid, 1774, died in tbe lClnc*s Bench prt- 
■oo. May 16, 1807; leaving behind him, among 
t h e mwka , "Biographia Navalis;** 6 vols. 8vo, 
1794, *«.; " AHleu>ryofBIaiine Architecture,*' 
3vobk4io., 1809; and a ''Life of Lord Nelson,*' 
ISOSl His fittber, wlio was a man of large for^ 
tone, totally fonook him in his distress; but 
tarled Mm, with great ceremony and expense, 
at Lea, near Blackheath, In the same grave 
wUeh, wltliin two yean ate,Tee«lved both his 
fitther and mother. 

CHABNOCK, Stephen, an eminent divine 
Mumg the Presbyterians and independents, who 
poMtted kk wirki IB 2 vols, fotto, aid died in 
1686.

CHARNOIS, N. Vaeheur de, the author of 
some popular romances, was barbarously mur* 
dered at Paris, in 179S. 

CHARON DAS, a legislator, bom in Sicily, 
flourished about 400 B. C 

CH ARPENTIER, Praaeis, dean of the Fnmcb 
academy, a man of learning and abilities, died 
in nOaJ. 

CHARRIER, Mark Anthony, a French law- 
yer, and member of the stales general, in 17U9, 
who boldly denounced all innovations. He was 
condemnnd to death, in 1794. 

CH ARRON, Peter, bom at Paris, in 1541, died 
In 1003. He wrote a book caUed " Les Troia 
Ve rites,** The Three Traths, which he pub- 
iiMhed in 1594. These three traths are the fol- 
lowing : 1. That there is a God and a trae reli- 
Rioo ; 9. That of all reilgiona the Christian is 
tbe only true one ; 3. That of all the Christian 
communions, the Roman Catholic is the only 
true chnrch. His celebrity, however, was es- 
tablished by his " Books of Wisdom," which 
have bpon twice translated into English. 

CH ARTIER, Alan, secretary to Charles Vf. 
and VIL, of France, acquired great celebrity as 
a writer, and died in 1449. 

CU.\RTIBR, Rene, a piiyslcian to the French 
king, and editor of the works of Hippoerates and 
(inlcn, in the 17th century. 

CHASSENEUX, Bartholomew de, president 
of the parliament of Provence, who Iwldly op- 
posed tbe prosecution of the Vaudols. He was 
poisoned in 1541. 

CHASTEL, John, the son of a woollen-dra- 
per at Paris, who attempted to kill Henry IV., 
of France, December 97, 1594. This prince, 
having taken a Journey to the borders of Artois, 
had returned to Paris that veiy day. He was 
In the chamber of his mistress, Gabriella d*Ea> 
tree, who lived then at the hotel de Bouchage : 
and as he was mAag to embrace Montigni, be 
was struck In his under Up with a knife, which 
broke a tooth in his mouth. John Cbastel, who 
gave him that Mow, and designed to cut his 
throat, was then but i8 or 19 years old. He bad 
no sooner given it, than he oropped his knife, 
and hid himself In the crowd. Every body stood 
amazed, being at a loss to know who the villain 
was ; and he was likely to escape ; but some- 
body happened to cast an eye upon him, and he 
was taken at a venture ; the wildness of hia 
look, aa it Is said, betraying him. He was sen- 
tenced to death by a decree of the parliament, 
December 99, 1594, and suffered the same day 
by the light of flambeaux. Being drawn on a 
sle^e to la Place de Grdve, (a place of execu- 
tion like Tyburn, in England,) he there had the 
flesh of his arms and thighs torn off with red- 
hot pincers ; and his ri^t hand, in which he 
held the knife wherewuta he endeavoured to 
commit the murder, cut off; afterwards his 
body was drawn and quartered by four horses 
pulling several ways, and bis members and 
oorpse thrown into Uie fire, and burnt to ailiet, 
ana the ashes thrown up into the air. 

CHASTELAIN, Claude, a French ecelesiat- 
tie and author, died In 1719. 

CHASTELLUX, Francis John, marqaJs de, 
field marshal of Prance, served in America, in 
the war of the revolution, was known as an au- 
thor, and died in 1788. 

CHAT DE BASTI6NAC, Raymond de. a 
brave French oflloer, killed in 1096. 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Lewis James de, 
Of tbe same taniiy wia bishop of Toon ; km 
" "hi 1750. 
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CHATEAUBRIAND, Prances de Foix, wife 
of the ooant of that name, aad mistrew of Fran 
cial.; ahediedin 1537. 

CHATEAU BRUN, John Baptist Vivien de, 
of Angoulefliie. emineDt as a dramatic writer, 
died in 1775. 

CHATBAURENARD, Francis Lewis Rooa- 
aelet, count de, an admiral of France, dlitltt- 
gutvbed for liis courage, died in 17L0. 

CHATEL, Tanneguy de, a French aenecal, 
wan Intruiited with important emba-irfwi, and 
died in 1449. 

CHATEL, Peter du, or CASTELLANUS, 
educated at Dyon, was a learned Grecian scho- 
lar ; he died in 1553. 

CHATEL, Francis du, a Dutch painter, of 
the 17th centunr. 

CHATELARD, N. du, a French gentleman, 
passionttely fond of Mwy, queen of Scots. 

CHATELET, Paul du Hay, loid de, a man 
of integrity, and an antbor, died in 1630. 

CHATELET, Gabrielle Emilie, marchioness 
de, a most illustrious French writer on philo* 
aophlcal Butijects, in which she is said to have 
rivaited Leibnitz and Newton. Slie wrote " In- 
stitutes of Physics,** a worlt considered as a 
masterpiece of eloquence and reasoning, being 
a commentary on Leibnitz's philosophy. This 
learned iady was born in Picardy, in 1706, and 
died in 1749. 

CUATTERTON, Thomas, a most aatonisb- 
Ing ffenins, born at Bristol, November 20, 1753, 
and educated at a charity-school on St Augue- 
tiu's Bacic, where nothing more wati taufrht than 
reading, writing, and accounts. At 14 years ot 
age, he was articled clck to an attorney at 
Bristol, with whom be continued about three 
years; and, though his education was tiius 
conlliMid, be discovered an early turn toward 

rtry and English antiquities, and particular- 
loward heraldry. In April, 1770, he ler^ 
firistol, disgusted with his profession, and inre- 
Gonclleable to tbe Une of life In which he was 
placed ; and going to London, in hopes of ad- 
vancing his fortune hy his pen, be sanlE at once 
from tlie suhllmitv of bis views to an alwlute 
dependence on the patronage of booknellerB. 
He continued to write incessantly in various 
periodical publications ; but all these exertions 
of his genius brought in so little iMofit, that he 
was soon reduood to the extremest indigence ; 
so that, at last, oppressed with poverty and dis 
ease, in a fit of despair, he put a period to his 
existence, August, X770, with a dose of poison 
In 1777, were published, in one vol. 8vo., " Poems 
mipposed to nave been written at Bristol, by 
Thomas Rowley and others, in the 15th cento 
ry: the greatest part now first published from^ 
the most authentic copies, with an engraved 
specimen of one of tbe MSB. To which are 
added, a prefkoe, an introductory account of 
the several pieces, and a glossary.** And, in 
1778, were published, in one vol. 8vo., " Miscel- 
lanies In Prose and Verse, by Thomas Chatter- 
ton, tbe supposed author of tbe Poems published 
under tbe names of Rowley, A^*' Concerning 
the authenticity of the poems under tbe name 
of Rowley, (that Is, whether they were really 
written by a person of that name, or were only, 
what they are now generally supposed to be, 
the forgeries of Chatterton.) there long existed 
a mighty controversy ; and the war among the 
critics baa even now scarcely subsided. An 
edition of Chatterton*s Poems waa published by 
Mr. Southey, 3 vols. Bvo., 1803. 



CHAUCER, Geoffiney, one of the greatest, as 
well af most ancieot of the Englnh poets, waa|as Cambridge 1514, dledl5S7. 
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bom in London, in 13^. He was educated at 
Cambridge, where he resided in his 18th year, 
when he wrote " the Court of Love,*' and some 
otlier pieces. His distinguished accomplish- 
ments, both of body and mind, gained him the 
friendship of many persons of distinction, bjr 
whmn he was drawn to court -, and, in 13GB, be 
was madegentleman of tbe l(iug*s privy cham- 
ber. In 1388, naving riven offence to the clergy, 
by adopting many of wickliffe's tenets, tie wa« 
obliged to quit tbe kingdom ; and in Hainault, 
France, and Zealand, be wrote most of bto 
books. His necessities forcing him to return to 
England, he was discovered, seized, and sent to 
prison. But, upon discovering all he knew of 
tbe late transactions in the city, he was dis- 
charged. This confession brought upon him a 
heavy load of calumny. To give vent to bis 
sorrow at this time, he wrote nis " Testament 
of Love,** in imitation of " Boetliius du Conso- 
laUone Philosophic,'* and not long after, his 
admirable "Treatise on tbe Astrmabc.'* He 
died October 35, L400, auid was buried at West- 
minster Abbey, in tbe great south cross aUle. 
liis " Canterbury Tales," the mostconnidenttkla 
of bis worln, have been iucomparaldy well pub- 
lished by Mr. TvrwhitL 

CUAUfrlETf E, Peter Gaspard : after guiding, 
with Hobert, the sanguinary multitude of Paris 
be waa guillotined by Robespierre, in 1794. 

CHAUMONT, Joseph, on Italian Jesuit, mis- 
sionary antong tbe luoians in North America. 

CHAUNCEY, Cliaries, a nonconformist di 
vine, emigratod to America^ became president 
of Harvard College, and died in l671. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles, D. D., descendant of 
the preceding, minister of tbe first church in 
Boston, eminent for bis learning, and author ot 
numerous ptiblicationsHli^ in. 1787. 

CHAUNCEY, Icbabod, a non-conformwt 
ejected from his living, died In 1691. 

CHAUNCEV, Maurice, a catholic, confess ir 
to queen Mary, and a historian, died in 1581. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles. L. L. D., an eminent 
lawyer, was secretary or state, and afterwards 
a Judge of the superior court in the state of 
Conne<'ticut; he died in 1822. 

CHAUNC Y, Sir Hcnry,an eminent nntiquarjr 
antl;or of " The Antiquities of Hertfordshire,"^ 
folio. This work, which is much esteemed, and 
now become very scarce, was nublished in 1700, 
in which year also its author uied. 

CH AUS9E, Michael Angelo de la, a learned 
antiquary, of Paris, and an author of tbe 17th 
centnrv. 

CHAUVEAU, Francis, a celebrated painter 
and engraver, of Paris, who died in I67B 

CHAUVEAU, Rene, son of the preceding, 
distinguished as a sculptor, died in 17SS. 

CHAUVIN, Stephen, a French protestant di- 
vine, bom 1640, died 1733. His principal lil«ra< 
ry productions were, " A Lexicon Philoeophi 
cum," and a new " Journal dcs Savans.** 

CHAZRLLES, John Matthew, a celebrated 
French mathematician, who died in 1710. 

CHECCLRY, Samuel, minister in Boston, 
was a plain and evangelical preacher ; he died in 
1790. 

CHEEVER, Samuel, first minhoer of Mar- 
blehead ; died in ITM. He bad preached 50 
years. 

CHEEVER, Exekiel, an eminent Instruct er, 
at New-Haven, Ipswich, and Charlestown ; also 
a poet : he died in 1706. 

CHEKE,Sir John, preceptor to Edward VI. 
and a critical writer on Greek literatiuc, bora

CHEFONTAINES, Cbristopher de, a Frencb-

His '* Ez- 
aasinaxion of the council of Trent" has been 
floosidered a very masterly performance. 

CHEMNITZ, Boreslaus Philip, a German, 
aoonflellor of state to the queen of Sweden, and 
•a author. He died in 1978. 

CHE&ILUS, a Greek poet, intimate with He- 
fodottts. 

CHEKON, Elizabeth Sophia, daughter of a 
French painter, who obtained celelm^ by her 
pencil, and died in 1711. 

CHERON, Lewis, brother of the preceding, 
•ad of tlie same profession, died in 1713. 

CHERUBIN, Father, a capuchin friar of the 
nth century, was a mathematician and philoso- 
pber. 

CHE8ELDBN, William, an eminent English 
■o^eon and anatomist, bom atSomerby, in Lei- 
cestershire, 168B. So early as the age of SS, he 
lead lectures in anatomy : of which the " Syl- 
labus'* was first printed in 1711, and afterwards 
annexed to his " Anatomy of the Human Body,** 
printed first in 1713, 8vo. But what he more 
particolarty attended to, was the operation of 
coidng for the stone. In 17SS, he gained great 
fepotatloa in this way ; and the year after, pub- 
lished his ** Treatise on the High Operation for 
die SioBc.*' In 1788, he immortalized himself 
by giving sight to a lad near 14 ^eari old, who 
biad beea totally blind (torn his Inrth, by the clo- 
■ttre of the iris, without the least opening for 
light In the pupil ; and drew up a particular ac- 
count of the whole process^ with the various ob- 
servations made by the patient after he had re- 
covered his siehL He died April 10, 17S3. 

CHESNE, Joeeph du, a French physician and 
writer oachymistry, died 1609. Besides bis pro- 
ftariooal worksjie was author of two books in 
vcne caOed *' The Folly of the World," and 
^ The Great Mirror of the World." 

CHESNE, Andre du, called the fbther of 
V^each hlfltoiy, was bom in Touraine, 1584, and 
cniiriied to death by a cart, as he was passing 
from Paris to his country house, in 1640. His 
srinclpel work was, ** Un Recueildes Hisioiiens 
2e France." 

CHESTER, John, an officer in the American 
army, distinguished himself at the battle of 
BoxuEer's hill, and afterwards attained the rank 
sT cotonel ; he died in 1809. 

CHESTERFIELD, Philip,earl of, see STAN- 
HOPE. 

CHETWODE, Knightley, dean of Gloucester, 
author o€ a ** Life of lord Roscommon," and of 
■ever al po ema, died 1790. 

CHETWOOD, William Rufus, many years 
prompler to Drary-lane Theatre, author of some 
novels, a few dramatic pieces, and a duodecimo 
irohuaecalled," A General History of the Stage."

CHEVALIER, Antiiony Rodolph le, a French 
pwHea ta nt, who taught the French language to 
qne en El izabeth ; he died ra 1572. 

CHEVALIER, Lewis^ an eminent French 
la wyer, and a very pious man, died In 1744. 

CiRBVERT, Francis de, a French general of 
«mbrBr«r7, wHo died In 1709

CHEVUuLIER, Andrew, was Ubrartnii to the 
Sorbonne, and an author ; he died in 1700. 

CREVREAU, Urban, born at Loudjan, in 
France, 1613. died 1701. He wrote " A History . 
of the World,** which has been printed many 
times, and translated Into several languages. 

CHEW, Benjamin, anative of Maiylaud, wai 
chief Judge of the supreme court of Pennaylva* 
nia, and afterwards president of the high court 
of appeals in that state ; he died in 1810. 

CBEYNE, George, a celebrated physiciaii, 
bom of a respectable family, in Scotland, 1671, 
and educated at EUlinburgh, under Dr. Pitcaim. 
He passed his youth in close study and great ab- 
stemiousness ; but coming to London when a- 
bout 30, and finding the bottle companions, the 
younger gentry and fk'ee-livets, to be the most 
easy of access, and most susceptible of friend- 
ship, be changed his course with a view to force 
a trade, till he at length grew excessively fat» 
tfbort-breathed, lethargic, and listless, and swell- 
ed to such an enormous size, that he exceeded 
32 stone In weight. HHving tried all the power 
of medicine in vain, he resolved at last to use a 
milk and vegetable diet, which removed bis 
complaints, iiis size was reduced to ahnost 
one third ; he recovered his strength, activity, 
and cheeri^ilnesB, with the ftree and perfect use 
of his faculties, and by a regular otwervance of 
this regimen reached a mature period ; for he 
died at Bath, in bis 79d year. He wrote among 
other things, *' An Essav on Health and Long 
Life ;** " An Essay on the tme Nature and dua 
Method of treating the Gout ;** " A new Theory 
of acute and stow continued Fevers ;** " Philo 
sophlcal Principles of ReligionjNatural and Re- 
vealed, In two parts ;*' ** The English Maladv ; 
or a IVeatise of Kervous Diaeasas of all kindu, 
in three parts." 

CHE Y NRL, Francis, a non-conformist phyri,- 
cian and controversial writer ; he wrote chiefly 
against ChiUingworth : be was bom at Oxford, 
1608, and died 1065. 

CHIABRERA,'Gabrlello, an Italian poet dT 
note, died in 1638. 

CHI ARL Joseph, a historical paittter,of Rome, 
died in 1797. 

CHIAVISTELLT,Jacc^b2B perspective pain- 
ter, o<' Florence, died in 1696. 

CHICHELY, or CHICHLEY, Henry, arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, was bom at Higham Fer- 
rers, in Northamptonshire ; he founded and en- 
dowed All Souls* College, Oxftird, and died 
April 12, 1443. 

CHICHERLY, Sir Henry, lieutenant governor 
of the colony of Virginia ; repeatedly, in the 
absence of the governor, at the head of the go* 
vemment, which he administered with fidelity. 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, physician to the 
French king, contended that the plague was not 
contagious: he died In 1753. 

CHiCOYNBAU, Francis, son of the preced- 
iiiK, professor and chancellor of the university 
of Montpelier, died in 1740. 

CHIFFLET, John James, a Frenchman, phy- 
sician to Philip IV. of Spain. 

CHILD, Sit Joslab, author of a well- written 
" Essay on Trade,** was horn 1630. and died 
1699, leaving a son who was, in 1718, created 
viscount CaHtelmaine, and in 1731 eari Tylney. 
The title of Tylney is now extinct 

CHILDEBF.RT I., king of Prance, in 511, de- 
feateti the king of Burgundy, and died at Paifai, 
in 558. 

CHTLDEBKRT II., son of Slgebert nnd 
Brunchaut. succeeded his father in the kingdom 
of Austrasia, in 575, and died In 596.

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CHILDEBEET lU., brotber of Chnrli lU 
lurnftmad the Juat, died In 711. 

CHILDEIUC I., king of France^ In 456, wm| 
tanMMd for bla ill conduce, aftorwardi recalled, 
Improved hto kingdom, and died in 461. 

ClULOEillC n.. eon of Clovifl and Bathilda, 
•acoeeded bis brotner Glotaire flL, tn 670, was 
Ucentloua and cruel, and was awaiwtnated In 
973. 

CHILDERIC in., suraamed the Ideot and

CHtLUNGWORTH, William, a divine of 
the cimrcb of England, celebrated for his skill 
in defendli^ the cause of protestanis against pa- 
pists, bom at Oiford, 1603, died 1644. His most 
important work is, *' A freo Inquiry into Reli 
glon.'* 

CHILMEAD, Edmund, was ejected from his 
Ihnnc, and died in 1654. 

CEIILO, one of the seven wise men of Greece, 
died 507 B.C 

CHILPERICL, youngest 800 of Clotaire I., 
■ucceeded to the kingdom of SoiB8ons,in 561, was 
a wicked and cruel monarch, and was assassin 
atedin584. 

CHILPERIC U., son of Chtlderic If, succeed 
0d Dagobert III., in 715. He tost his throne, 
and died in 7^. 

CHINE NOIJNO, emperor of China, about 
9B37 B. C, instructed his subjects in various 
arts. 

CHINO, or XI-IIOAH-TI. emperor of China, 
about 340 B. C, la said to have built the great 
Chinese walL 

CHIRAC, Peter, physician to the French 
king, was an author, and died in 1732. 

CHI8HULL, Edmund, educated at Oxford, 
was the author of travels in Turkey, and dieo 
la 1733. 

CIHTTENDEN, Thomas, first governor of 
Vermont ; a native of Connecticut : an illiterate 
Man, bat possessed great talents, and of great 
private virtue. He died In 1797. 

CHOI!*f, M8£y Emily Joly de, a lady of a no- 
Me family of Savoy, was privately married to 
Iha danphin of France, and died tn 1744. 

CH0I8EUL,8tephen Francis due de,a French 
pottddan of great abiUtles,and a generous patron 
of tlie arts ; be died in 1785. 

CHOISI, Francis Timoleon de, dean of Ba- 
yeux, and ambassador to the king of Siam : he 
died in 1734. 

CHOHEL, Peter John Baptist, physlciaa to 
the French king, and an author, died in 1740. 

CHOPIN, Ren«, a distinguished lawyer, of 
Aafou, died in 1606. 

CHORJER, Niefaolas, advocate In the par- 
liament of Grenoble, and an antiior, died in 1692. 

CHOBROBS, I., the Great, king of Persia, 
In 531, was defeated by the Romans, and died 
of vexatlmi, in 579. 

' CHOSROES n., succeeded to the Persian 
throne in 500. By the aid of the Romans, be 
conquered Egypt, Africa, and Juds; he oied 
in 037. 

CHOUET, John Robert, a native of Geneva, 
•ad professor of philosophy at Baumur, of dia- 
Ungnlsbed talents, died in 1731. 

CHOUL, William du, a French antiquary, 
of Lyon8.j>ub]lshed a valuable work, in 1556. 

CBRDSTIE, Hugh, master of the grammar^ 
■ebool at Montrose, in Scotland, wrote a " Latin 
Grammar,** and an " Introduction to tlie mak- 
lag of Ladn,** both of which are much esteemed, 
■Id died 101774.

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CHRISTIERN I., king of Denmark, succeed- 
ed Christopher of Bavaria, In li4& He was • 
popular monarch, and died in 1481. 

CHR18TIERN II., surnamed the Croel, as- 
cended the Danish throne lu 1513, and was elect- 
ed liina of Sweden, in 1S30. He was expelled 
from the throne, and died in prison, in 1559 

CHRISTIERN III., successor of Frederic L, 
in 1534 ; he embracea the opinions of Lntliei« 
and died in 1559. 

CHRISTIERN IV., ascended the Daniah 
throne in 1588. He was an able and benevolett 
monarch, and died in 1(>48. 

CHRISTIERN V., succeeded to the throneia 
1670 : he was a warlike prince, and died in 1608. 

CHRISTINA, queen of Sweden, and daugh- 
ter of Gustavus Adolphus the Great, bom Dec 
8, 1036. She succeeoed him in the govemmoat 
of the kingdom. In 1633, and rated it with great 
wisdom and prudence, till 1654> when she re- 
signed it in favour of ber cousin, Charles Gus- 
tavus. She then changed her relicioQ for that 
of the Romish church, and retired to Rome ; 
3rei upon the death of Charles Gut>tavtts, which 
happened in 1660, she returned to Sweden, with 
an intent to resume the government. But this 
could not be admitted, bMause. by the laws and 
constitution of the land, Roman Catholics are 
excluded from the crown. She died at Ronie, 
in 1689. She wss a woman of uncommon partSb 
and as uncommon learaing ; for she undemood 
several languages, and was a perfea mistress 
in the belles Icttres. 

CHRISTOPHERSON. John, an English pz«- 
late, and master of Trinity CoUege, Ciumbridge^ 
in queen Mary*s reign. 

CIIR YSIPPUS, a celebrated stoic philosopher, 
bora at Soli, a city of Cilicia, wrote a great ma- 
ny books, ^rave 700, as we are told, several of 
which belonged to logic. lie died In the 143d 
Olympiad ; and had a monument erected to him 
among those of the illustrious Athenians. 

CHRYSOLORA8, Emanuel, alearned Greek, 
ambassador to England, from John Palaologua, 
died in 1415. 

CHRYSOSTOM, John, so caOed from his 
eloquence, was bora at Antioch, of a noble fa- 
mily, about 354, consecrated bishop of Constan- 
tinople, in 398, and died 407. The works of this 
father are verv voluminous. 

CHUBB, Thomas, bora at East Haraham, 
near Salisbury, Wilts, 1C79. Re was bred a 
gk>ver, but braune tolerably versed in mathe- 
matics, geograpbv, and many other branches of 
science. But divinity above all was his favour- 
ite study ; and it is said, that a little society was 
formed at Salisbury, under the management and 
direction of Chubb, for the purpose of debating 
upon religious subjects. Here the Scriptures 
are reported to have been reail under the guid- 
ance of some conimentamr ; and evenr man de- 
livered his sentiments upon all points freely, and 
without reserve- About this time, the contro- 
versy upon the Trinity, was carried on veir 
warmly between Clarke and Waterland ; andf 
falling under the cognisance of this theological 
assembly, Chubb, at the request of the meai- 
bers, drew up and arranged his sentiments about 
it, in a kind of dlsserutlon ; which, after it had 
undergone some correction, appeared to tlie 
world under the title of ^ The Supremacy of 
the Father asserted, ^c,** and gained him great 
celebrity. He died at Salisbury, in his 68th 
year, leaving behind him 2 vob. of posthumovs 
worlis. which ^e calls " A Farewell to his Read- 
er ;'* mmwIiChwemayftlriyliNmUdsja^-

CHURCIilLL, Sir Winston, known as the fVi 
UMr of the creaidukeof Marlborough, died 1688. 

CHURCHILL, John, duke of Marlborough, 
■Bd Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, was el- 
iest aoB of Sir Winston Churchill, and born at 
Ashe, in Devonshire, on midsujnmer-day, in 
1850^ As a commander-in-chief of the Britisli 
■rmy, be stands unrivalled ; but the limited na- 
tare of oar worlc, will not allow us to relate ail 
Ihe anilitary acts in which he was engaged : it 
Is salBdeni to say, that, numerons as tbey were, 
ihgr were all successful. He died June 16, 1723, 
Bt Wbadsor Lodge, and was buried in West- 
Binsier Abbey. 

CHURGUILL, Cbarles, an English poet, and 
celebrated satirist, bom in London, in 1731, and 
to the church. His first poem was " The 
;** which by the Justness of its remarks, 
paniealarty by the severity of its satire, 
peatly excited the public curiosity. His next 
p ei funu ance was " An Apology to the Critical 
Reviewers;*' a performance much applauded 
abo, and eqaally satirical with tlie former. But 
whal fame he got by these nroductions, which 
was indeed very great and deserved, he lost by 
Us morals ; and while his writings amused the 
town, his sctions disgusted it. Drank with suc- 
CCM, he BOW quitted bis wife, and, resigning hix 
(Dwn, with all clerical functions, commenced a 
man of the town, and Indulged in all the gaye- 
lies, and even vices of it. His neit poem was 
cntUled " Night;'* and after tbat,he pubUshed 
*« The Ghost.** Dr. Johnson, the author of the 
" BamUer," had, it seems, spoken lightly of 
Cborchiirs produdJons : in this poem, he has 
described Johnaoa under ibe character of Pom- 
fosos Bod the description is aitowed to have roe- 
rlL The poems, " Nigb^** and " The Ghost," 
had not tbe rapid sale expected by the autlior ; 
tot, " The Prophecy of Famine,** which suc- 
ceeded, prodoeeid trim again in all bis lustre. He 
afterwards published Wb " Epistle to Hocarth,*' 
•* Gotham.** " Independence.** " The Tlmea,** 
fte., and died at Boakigne, Nov. 9. 1764. 

CHURCHMAN, John, a quaker of Mary- 
tend, disdngnished for his phitoaophlcal re- 
scarcbea, died hi 1805. 

CHURCHYARD, Thomas, an EocHsh poet, 
windpftlly known by " The Woruiiness of 
Wales,** a book, in lis time, neatly esteemed, 
■nd reprin ted In 1776. He died about 1570. 

CHTTRiGUS, David, divinity professor, at 
Restock, died in 1600. 

C1ACONIU8, Alphonma, of Baeea, In An- 
iahiria, styled patriarch of Alexandria, died at

dXcONIuis, Peter, a critic of Toledo, who 
dfed at Knme in ISdl. 
C1AMPBLLI, Augastine, of Fkweocf, an 
ktaMikal painter, died inlOiO. 



CIAMPINI, John Justin, a learned ItaUan au- 
thor, died in lODa 

CIBBER, Colley, poet laureat to Geofga It., 
Iromedian, and dramatic writer, bora in London. 
Nov. 6, 1671. *' The Careless Husband,** i« 
reckoned his best play, and was acted in 1704, 
with great and deserved success. But of all 
his plays, none was of more importance to him- 
self, than his comedy called "The Nonjuror,'* 
which was acted in 1717, and dedicated to tha 
king; for when he presented it to him, that 
monarch ordered him SOOf. ; and the merit of it, 
as be himself confesses, made him noet laarcat 
in 1730. The same year he quitted tbe stage, 
though he did not die till Dec. 1757. Be did not 
succeed in writing uagedy, any more than he 
did in acting it ; nor in his laureate capaciQf ; 
bis odes not partaking of that genius and spirit, 
which he has shown in his comedies. 

CIBBER, Theophilus, a comedian, and son 
of the preceding, was born in 1703. After lead' 
ing a life of unbouvded extravagance, be waa, 
in the winter of 1757, engaged by Mr. Sheridaa 
to go over to Dublin, and perished by shipwreck 
ion his nassage. His name appears to " Tha 
Lives or the Poets of Great Britain and Ireland,*' 
1753 5 vols. 12mo ; the real compiler, however, 
was Mr. Robert Shiels, an amanuensis o** Dr. 
Johnson's. In the dramatic way, lie b'V altar* 
ed for tbe stage, three pieces of other rfuthors^ 
and produced one of his own. 

CIBBER, Susannah Maria, who for several 
years was reckoned not only the best actress in 
England, but supposed by many to excel theoe* 
Icbrated mademoiselle Clairon, of the contliienC, 
was tbe daughter of an eminent upholsterer la 
Covent Garden, and sistw to Dr. 'Thomas An- 
giistln Ame, celebrated for his taste in mudeal 
composition. Her first appearance on the staga 
was asa singer.in which light, the sweetnem w 
her voice rendered her very conspicuous, la 
April, 1734, she married 'TheophUuB Cibber; 
who, luxurious, prodigal, and rapaeions after 
money to gratify a tbonsand calls from passion 
or vanity, soon resolved to make a sacnftea of 
what every honest man holds dear, the hononi 
of his wife. With this view, therefore, he ce- 
mented the ckisect friendship with a gentleman 
whom he Introduced to his wife, recommended 
to her, gave them iVequent interviews, and even 
saw them put, as If by accident, in the same 
bed. All this appeared upon tbe trial after- 
wards cnnunenced by himself for criminal cor- 
rf>spondence, wherdn be laid his damages at 
SOOOf. How the Jury kx>ked upon this affair, 
may be seen by their verdict, which only gave 
the plaintiff lOL damages : a snm not suiHcient 
to reimburse him a fortieth part of bis expenses. 
Mts. Cibber thenceforth resided apart from bar 
contemptible consort, till she died, January 30, 
17W. 

CICERO, Marcus TuIUus, one of the greatest 
men of antiquity, whether we conrfder him aa 
an orator, a statesman, or a phtkiaopber, wa# 
bom at Arplnum, a city ancientlvof tbe 8am- 
niles, but now a nan of the kingdom of Naplee. 
Jan. 3, In the 647th year of Rome, about lOt 
B. C. In his very aetlTe life, tbe moat striking 
Incident Is his detection of the conspiracy or 
Catiline and his accomplices, for the subversion 
of tiie commonwealth, during Ckero's consul* 
ship. For his conduct in this aflUr, he was ho- 
noured with the glorious title of" Pater Patrla/* 
Father of his country. He was assassinated on 
the 7th of December, about ten days from the 
IsealemaDtof the triumTimte, after be had fired 
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CINQ M ARSf H flniy Coisiler, marcjuifl of. was 
a marshal of Prauce, and the favounie of Lew- 
is XIII , but was ungrateful, and lost his head 
in 1643. 

CIOPANI, Hercules, an Italian critic, and au- 
tboi" of a commentary on the works of Ovid, in 
1579. 

CIPRIANI, or CVPRIANI, John Baptist, a 
very eminent draftsman and painter. He was 
an Italian by birth, but most distinguished as an 
artist in London, where he l>ecame a royal aca 
deraician, and died Dec 15, 1785, Aged 58. He 
was interred in Chelsea burial-ground, where is 
an elegant Latin inscription to his memory. 

CIR\NI, EllKabeth, an Italian lady, disUn- 
gofaihed as a painter. 

CIRC16NANO, Nicolo, called Pomeraneio, 
whose paintings are preserved in the churches 
of Rome ; she died in 1588. 

CIRf LLO. Uotniue, a botanist, and professor 
of medicino at Naples, lost his lift in 1793. j

CiD, The, a Spanish hero, whose real name 
was Don Roderfgo Dias de Blvar, one of the 
greatest generals of the 11th century, was the 
model or warriors and knights of his time 
Hf^ signalised his valour against the Moom 
of Spain, from whom lie took Valencia, and 
other Important places, and vanquislied them 
in many battles He lived in the reign oi 
Alphonso VI., king of Leon and Castile ; who, 
iost*;adof rewarding him ibr his great services, 
persecuted him. He died at Valencia, in 1099 
vCid, in the Arabic, sisnifleslord.) 

CIGALA, John Michael, an impostor, who 
appeared at Paris, in 1670, as an Ottumaii 
prince. 

CIGNANI, Carlo, an Italian painter, died iu 
1719 

CIM.\BUE, Giovanni, a celebrated painter 
and architect, born at Florence, iu 1240, was the 
firm who revived the art of pi&iutiug in Italy, 
and died in 13U0. 

CIMAROSA, Dominico, a most celebrated 
music composer, born at Capudi Monti, iu Na- 
ples, diinl at Venice, Jan. 11, 1801. A persecu- 
tion that he underwent at Naples for his political 
opinions, is supposed to have shortened his days. 
CIMON, an Athenian general, famous fordc- 
featin? the Persians. He died 440 B . C. 

CINCINNATUS, Lucius Quintus, the Roman 
dictator,taken from the plough,to be advanced to 
the dignity of consul, in whfch office he restored 
public tranquillity, and then returned to his rural 
employments. Being called forth a second time, 
to be dictator, he conquered the enemies of 
Rome, and, refusing all rewards, retired again 
to his fhrm, after he had been dictator only six- 
teen dajrs : the same circumstance occurred once 
more in the 80th year of his age. He was bom 
456, and died 376 B. C. 

CINCIUS AUMENTUfl, Lucius, author of 
nhbtorv of the wann>f Ar;nibal,&c. 

CINi^A, Lucius Cornelius, a Roman consul, 
about 87 B. C. 

CINNAMUS, John, a Greek author. In the 
service of the emperor Manuel Oommenus. 

CINO DU PI8TOIA, or DE SIGIB(7LDI, 
known as a lawyer and senator of Rome, di<Hl in 
1336. 



CIROFERRI, a Roman painter and architect, 
died in 1689. 

CISNER, Nicholas, professor of philoMphy« 
at Wittembere, and an author, died ui IjK). 

CI VI LIS, Claudius, a Batavian general. In 
the service of Rome, in the time of the emperor 
Vespasian.

CLAGETT, WUiiam, an English divine, ac 
live in opposing the popish plans of James IT., 
died in 1688. 

CLAOETT, Nicholas, brother of WUIiam, 
was also a preacher, and author of sermons ; 
he died in 1777. 

CLAIBORNE. WiUiam Charles Cole, govH- 
nor of the Mississippi territory, and of the 8Uii# 
of Louisiana, and afterwards elected to the se 
nate of the United States, died in 1803. 

CLAIRAULT, Alexis, member of the French 
academy of sciences, and one of the most illus- 
trious mathematicians in Europe, died in 1765. 
He was one of the academicians wlio were sent 
10 the north to determine the exact figure of tlie 
earth. 

CLAIRFAIT, N., count de, an Anstnan ge- 
neral, who distinguished himself agahwt the 
French in the revolution. He died in 1798. 

CLAIRON, Clara Joneph Hypollyta Lewie 
Delatude, an admirable French actress, lK>m in 
1722, died bv falling out of her bed, (wherein she 
fay sick,) January 28, 1803. 

CLANCY, .Michael, M. D., educated at Dnb- 
lin, wrote some poems and comedies ; he dic4 
in 1746. 

CLAP, Roger, one of the first settlers of Dor- 
chester, Massachusetts ; he wrote memoirs of 
New England, and died in 1691. 

CLAP, Nathaniel, minister of Newport, R. 
I., eminent for zeal and fidelity in his profes- 
sion ; he died in 1745. 

CLAP, Thomas, president of Yale College, 
one oi' the most profound scholars of his age, 
published a history of Yale College, and contec- 
tures upon meteors, and constructed the first 
orrery, or planetarium, in America; he died in 
1707. 

CLARA, a native of Assisi, and abbess of a 
new order of nuns, died in 1193. 

CLA RIO, Isidore, an Italian bishop, distia- 
gnished ut the council of Trent, died in 1555. 

CLARK, Peter, a highly respectaMe minister, 
of Danvers, Massachusetts, published several 
sermons, and died in 1768. 

CLARK, Jonas, a minister, of Lexingtoi^ 
Massachusetts; at a short distance from hte 
door was shed the first blood in the war of the 
revolution ; he died in 1805. 

CLARK, Thoman, was bom near Coventry ; 
and at the age of ^ came to London, and ob- 
tfldned a porter's place. By rigid economy ho 
saved enough to take a stick shop, at the corner 
of Exeter 'Change, in the Strand. After a time, 
he purchased the Menagerie, and used to give 
his customers a ticket to see the lions, ^^ He 
extended his business to the cutlery, turnery. 
Ice, till his own shops occupied one half of the 
'Change, and he himiself rented the whole. His 
dealings were marked with the utmost integrity; 
ai)d he realized a fortune estimated at 300,0001. 
by the penurious nature of hto habits. His own 
dinner, on six days in the week, never exceeded 
dd. , and 3«f . for a class of gin and water. Ttiougb 
addicted, however, to Uie accumulation of mo- 
ney, it was by honourable means ; and what 
appeared to otlien hard self-privatioa, W9f^ 
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pfolwbljr, to bioi, who relUhed no higher plea- 
•vrea, an eiuoymeni, as ii was a socoiid iiaturt'. 
Mr Ctark died at hmlico, in his SOita yuar, 
September 0, 181G. 

CLARKE, John, one of the first founders of 
Bbode Island, to which howaiP obliged to retire, 
on account or his religious sentiments, which, 
(betng a baptist^) were at variance with tbosi; 
which prevailed in Maasacbusettii ; he died in 
lB78i. 

CLARKE, Dr. Samuel, a very celebrated 
Rnglidi philosopher and divine, born at Nor- 
wlcli, ta. 1675, died May J7, 1739. His works are 
i^ery numeroiH. 

CLARKE, WUIian), a divine and antiquary, 
born at Hachiiion Abbey, in Shropshire, in lUOC, 
AedinlTTir^ 

CLARKE, Richard, an elegant classical scbo- 
lur, wtiocame to Ameriea in I7S0, but returned 
to England iu I75B ; he published several works. 
CLARKE, John, D. D., colleague witii Dr. 
Gbaim^, in Boston, was nraeb esteemed ; be 
pobiislied some occasional seraions, and letters 
to a stadein. &c, and died fai 1798. 

CLARKE, John, governor of the state of De- 
ftiware, died at Smyrna, in 1831. 

CLARKE, Edward Daniel. L. L. D.. profcs- 
■or of mineralogy In Cambridge, and author of 
travel* in Europe and Asia, died in 18E2S. 

CLARKE, Abraham, a member of congress 
before and after the adoption of the federal con- 
atitutlon, and a signer of the declaration of in- 
dependence ; he died In 1794. 

CLARKE, Henry. L. L. D., a distinguished 

matliematictan, professor of the royal military 

eoUege at Marlow, died in 181& Ilia wiiliugB, 

v matbematical and other subjects, are nume- 

oos, and are highly valued. 

CLARKE, Samuel, a celebrated oriental scho- 
lar, of EiHEland, died In 1669. 

CLARKE, Jeremiah, president of the colony 
•f Rhode Island, died tai 1648. 

CLARKE, Walter, was governor of Rhode 
Island for several srears ; he died about 1700. 

CLARKE, George, an English lawyer, was 
ffovemor of the colony of New- York, in 1737. 
He returned to England, and died in 1763. 

CLARKE, Samuel, a non-conformist under 
Cromwell, was highly esteemed, and died in 
WK. 

CLARKE, Edward, chaplain to Lord Bris 
tuTs embassy to Madrid, died in 1786. 

CLARKSON, David, ejected from his living 
for non-conformity, a Iduned and respectable 
man, died in 1686. 

CLARKSON, Gerardus, a respectable physi- 
cian, of Philadelphia, died in 1790. 

CLARKSON, Matthew, of New-Tork, bom 
fa 1756, died April, 1885. He was a major-ge- 
neral In the revohiti<mary war, and particulSkrly 
diwingirished himself at the battle of Bridge- 
water. He subsequently held various public 
tnaiB, and, at the ttane of hia death, was first 
vfae-prvaident of the American Bilrie Society. 
llh name ia associated with those who fought 
Md htod for American Independence ; fend in 
pdvaie life, with the most elevated virtues. 

CLAUDE, a monk of the cetenine order, in 
flie ISch centnry. 

CLAUDE of LORRAINE, a famona landscape 
painter, bom In 1600. He was sent to sciiool, but 
proving extremely dull and heavy, be was sent 
thence, and bound apprentice to a pastry-cook, 
with whom Im served out his time. Afterwards 
Im went with tonie young feilowa to Rome, with 
a tlew oTictilBC a ttveliliood liwt -, but being 
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uiiabic to sfteiik tlie lajiguage, and, witliai, very 
ill bred, tiobody raied to act hiiu to work. 
CUaacc brou((iit him at length to Augustine 
Traaso, who hirnd him to pound his coiuurs, 
clean his pallet ajid pencils, look after his bouse, 
dress Ills meal for bim. and do all his huusebold- 
drudgery ; for Augustino kept no other servant. 
This master, hoping to make him serviceable to 
bim in some of his greatest works, taught him 
by degrees the rules of perspective, and the ele- 
ments of design. Claude at first did not know 
what to make of those principles of art ; but 
being encouraged, and not failing in application, 
he came at lengili to understand them ; tlien his 
soul enlarged itself apace, and he cultivated the 
art with wonderful eagerness. He removed his 
study to the banks at tbe Tyber, and into the 
open fields, where he would continue from morn- 
ing to night, taking all bis lessons from Naliure 
herself; and by many years diligent loUlation 
of that excellent mistress, he climbed to the 
highest step of perfection in landscape painting. 
His roemonr was so good, that be would paint 
with great accuracy, when he got home, what 
he had seen abroad. He has been univemlly 
admired for his invention, tbe delicacy of hbi 
colouring, and the charming variety and tender- 
ness of his tinu ; for his artful distributions of 
the lights and shadows, for his wonderful con- 
duct in the disposition of his figures, and for the 
harmony of his compositions. Claude was cm- 
pioy«>d by Pope Urban VIIL, and many of the 
Italian princes, in adorning their palaces. He 
died in 1682, and was buried at Rome. 

CLAUDE, John, a French protestant, dls* 
tinguished as an orakor, and xvriter in defence 
ot'the proiesiant church, died in 1687. His son, 
Isaac Claude, publiabed his works, settled at the 
Hague, and died in 1695. 

CLAUDIANUS, Claudius, n LaUn poet 
flourished in tbe fourth centuty, under the em- 
peror Theodosius, and his sons Arcadius and 
Honorius ; tbe two latter of whom, at the se- 
nate's request, ordered a statue to be erected for 
lUm in Trajan's forum: on which was soon 
after placed the following epigram, in Greek : 

" Rome and the Ca^ars here his statue raise, 
" Who Virgil's genius joined to Homer's lays." 

J CLAUDIUS I., snccessor to tbe emperor Ca-

CLAUDIUS II., successor of GaUienus, em> 
poror of Rome, died in S71, much lamented. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, progenitor of the Ap- 
plan fainilv at Rome, 504 B. C. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, son of the iHreceding,was 
consul at Rome, and severe in his discipline. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, a Roman decemvir, in- 
famous for attempting to vicriate the ctiastiQr of 
Virginia ; be dioa in prisoiL 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, sumamed CcBCua, cele- 
{brated for making the Appian way, at Rome. 

CLAVIUS, Christopher, an eminent matbe- 
Imaticiaa, bom in Germany, in 1537, and con 
sidered as tbe Euclid of bis age, died at Rome, 
lnl61S: 

CLAYTON. Dr. Robert, a learned prelate, 
and writer, bishop of Cork, in 1735; of Clogher, 
in 1745 ; died in 1758 ; he was averse to the Ni- 
cene and Athanasian creeds. 

CLAYTON. John, an eminent botanist and 
physician, of Virginia, who came from Enuiand 
in 1705, died In 1773. He was a member of 
some of the most learned societies of Eutope 
and eomepnndrd mitb T«iiiuft\i!;, &c. 
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CLAYTON, Joshua, a phyitciaiK was eover 
aor of Delaware, and a member of the tfnited 
States* senate ; he died in J799. 

CLEAVER, William, prebendary of West- 
minster, afterwards bishop of Chester, Bangor, 
and St. Asaph's, died in lHi5. 

CLEANTHES, a stoic philosopher, disciple 
of Zeno, flourished at Athens, 940 B. C. He 
mabiiained himself in the day b^ working in 
the night; and being once questioned by the 
msgistrates how he subsisted, he brought a 
woman for whom he kneaded bread, and a gar- 
dener for whom he drew water ; and refused a 
present offered him by bis judges, having a trea- 
•ore, (as he said,) in his ability to labour. 

CLEEVE, Joseph, a Flemish painter, whose 
pieces were misers counting their treasures ; he 
died in 1536. 

CLEGHORN, Geoi^, a physician and medi- 
cal writer, bom at Granton, near Edinburgh, in 
1716, died in 1789. His chief pubUcaiiou was 
on " The Diseases of Minorca.** 

CLEIVELAN D.John, a noted loyalist and 

gopular poet in the reign of Charles I. He has, 
owever, had the fate of those poets who, pay- 
ing their court to temporary prejudices, have 
been at one time too much praised, aiid at ano- 
tiier too much neglected. Cotemporary with 
Milton, he was, in his time, exceedingly pre- 
ferred before him ; and Milton*s own nephew 
■ays, that he was by some esteemed the best of 
Che English poets. ButCleiveland is now sunk 
into oblivion, while Milton's fame is universally 
diffused. He was bom at Loughborough, Lei- 
casterehire, in 1613, and died in 1658. 

CLEMANCfS, Nicholas, a Frenchman, rector 
of the university, who advocated a reform of 
the Romish church ; he died in 1440. 

CLEMENCET, Charles, a Frenchman, of 
Croat memory, and a distinguished writer, died 
in 1778. 

CLEMENS, Titus Flavios, a father of the 
church, succeeded, in 191, to the famous school 
at Alexandria, where be died. 

CLEMENS, Romanus, a father of the church, 
companion of Paul, bishop of Rome, and author 
of an epistle to tlie Corinthians, died A. D. 100. 

CLEMENT n., bishop of Bamberg, a Saxon, 
elected pope, in 1047, di«l in 1048, distinguished 
for his zeal aeainst simony. 

CLEMENT UI., bishop of Preneste, sacees- 
sor of Gregory VI H., as pope, In 1187, died in 1 191 . 

CLEMENT IV., Gov de Foulguea, a French- 
man, of great moderation, prudence, and impar- 
tiality, was elected pope, anor Urban V., in 19l>5, 
and died in 1368. 

CLEMENT v., Bertrand de Goth, a Frencli- 
man, bishop of Bordeaux, elected pope, in 1305, 
was accused of li6aatiousnessandexuavagance;«Jeamed antiquary; he died in 17S& 
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la Roman, succeeded Clement UL, in 1670, of a 
nmiid character ; he died in 167^. 

CLEMENT XI , John Francis Albani, a Ro- 
man, elected pope, in 1700, an able uolitJcian ; 
his reign was much disturbed by the Janseuista; 
he died in 1721. 

CLEMENT XII., Laurence Corsini, a Roman, 
succeeded Benedict XIU., in 1730 ; he was very 
popular, and corrected many abuses in Uio 
church ; he died in 1740. 

CLEMENT XIII., Charles Rezzonlco, of Ve- 
nice, succeeded Benedict XIV., in 1758, and died 
in 1709, greatly respected. 

CLEMENT XIV., John Vincent Anthonj 
Gan^anelli, an Italian, raised to the popedom 
on the death of Clement XIII. He suppressed 
the Jesuits, and died, supposed by some to hav« 
been poisoned, in 1774. 

CLEMENT, David, a native of Hof Geismar, 
a minister and author, died ai Hanover, in 1760. 

CLEMENT, Francis, a native of Beze, in 
Burgundy, a historiau of much celebrity, died 
in 1793. 

CLEMENT, Peter, a native of Geneva, tra- 
velling tutor of Lord Waidegrave, a poet, and 
conductor of Nouvelles Literaires oi France, 
died in 1767. 

CLEOBITLIJS, one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, who died about 560 B. C. 

CLEOHBROTUS, there were twoof thle 
name, kings of Sparta ; one flourished ftt, tlie 
otiier about 480 B. C. 

CLEO.MENES, a king of Sparta, who slew 
himself, 491 B. C. ; another reigned 61 years ; 
a third was defeated by the Achaeans, fled to 
Egypt, and killed himself, 219 B. C. 

CLEOP.\TR A, queen of Egypt, famous alike 
for her beautv, and her licentious passions, was 
daughter of Ptolemy Auletes, and had a son by 
Caesar, called Caesario. She killed heraelf after 
the defeat of Marc Antony, tliat she might nut 
be carried to Rome in triumph; and with her 
ended the family of the Ptolemies in Egypt, after 
it had reigned, from the death of Alexander, 394 
years ; for Egypt, after that, was reduced to • 
Roman province, in which dependence it re- 
mained till it wastai^n from them by the Sara- 
cens, A. D. 641. 

CLEOSTRATUS, a Grecian astronomer, wbo 
invented the signs of the Zodiac, 536 B. C. 

CLBRC, Sebastian le, engraver to Lewie 
XIV., rose from obscuri^ to eminence ; he was 
admirable in his landscapes, and died in 1714. 

CLERC, John le, a celebrated ptiilosophical 
and theological writer, and universal eeholar, 
bom at Geneva, in 1657, died in 1736. 

CLERC, Daniel le, a native of Geneva, and 
professor; also eminent as a phystoian, and 



be died In 1314 

CLEMENT VI., Peter Roger, doctor of Paris 
university, elected pope, In 1343, a worthy, ge- 
nerous, and learned prelate, but represented 
etiierwise by some ; he died in 1353. 

CLEMENT VII., Julius de Medlcis, an Ital- 
ian, elected pope, in 1533 ; he was beneged by 
Charles V., who plundered Rome ; he excom- 
municated Henry VIII., which led to the relbr- 
nation In England, and died in 1534. 

CLEMENT Vm., Hippolltnfl Aldobrandin, 
a liberal minded and benevolmt pope, dected 
in 1593, died in IfOS. 

CLEMENT IX., Julias Roepig1loal,a Tnscan 
pope, eleaed In 1677, died of grief for tlie loss of 
Candia by the Turks, in 106£

CLEVELAND, John, a pious and much e»> 
(teemed minister, of Ipswich, Massacbuaettd: 
he was author or eeveral relifious works, and 
died in 1799. 

CLIFFORD, Martin, an EngUsh writer, who 
(made evenr maa*s fancy the guide of liii rel- 
igion ; he died in lfi77. 
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CLIFFORD, G4»rge, earl of Cunibertand, a 
Mifibrated £ii^liita navlgatofi born in 1558, died 
la 160jb 

CLINTON, Henry, a BritUih general in the 
American war ; evacuated Philadelphia in 1778 ; 
took Cliarlestcin, In 171X1 ; was governor of Gi- 
feraliar in 17%, and died abortly after. 

CLINTON, Jamea, was a gentleman of ta- 
lenu in the colonv of New- York, and ancestor 
of the present distinguished family of thai name. 

CLINTON, Charles, a native of Ireland, ear- 
ly emigrated to America, where he maintained 
a high character for usefulneas and respetablU- 
fy. He was the father of James and George 
CHnton, uid died in 1773. 

CLINTON, James, son of the preceding, and 
■lajor general in the American army during ihq 
irvolailon, dlstlngulslied himself as a brave and 
tadefat%able officer, in the wars with tlie Frencii 
aad Indians ; and during the revolutionary war, 
ht was with General Sullivan in his ezpediiion 
•gainst the Indians; was for some time corn- 
Bander of the northern section of the union, 
stationed at Albany, and was afterwards at tht 
riege of Yorktown. He closed his military ca- 
rttty by bidding farewell to Washington a; 
New-York, and retirUig to private life i he died 
JBISIS. 

CLINTON, George, brother of the general, 
was an eminent lawyer and member of Con|rp88 
In 1776. He was an active supporter of the 
principles of the revolution and of his country' o 
rights : and, duriug the war, he rendered eeseu- 
tlal services to tlie American amis. He was 
lepefttedly chosen governor of tlie state of New- 
Yorfc. and was elevated to the office of Vice- 
President of the United States in 1804. He died 
tt Washington in 1813. 

CLINTON, George, vice-admiral of the En- 
MMi navy, and governor of the colony of New- 
York, anerwards returned to Englsjid. The 
time of his death to not known. 

CLISSON, Oliver de, a native of Brlttany.dls- 
dngulahed ftir his valour, died in 1407, much 
lespect^. 

CLI9THENES. an Atbenlan,wlio bitrodaced 
Ibe law of ostraciim. 

CLITOM ACHUS, aCarthaglnlan philosopher, 
who wrote 400 vols., and committed suicide. 

CLIVE, Robert Lord, an eminent East India 
foveraor, and a striking instance of the ineffi- 
ciency of wealth or external boooun to confer 
bappiiieaa, was bom at Horeton-Bay, near Mar- 
ket Drayton, Shropshire. 1725 ; and died, as ia 
flaid. by his own hand, Nov. S2. 1774. 

C^IvE, Catherine, an eminent activi in 
bw comedy, bom 1711, died 1785. 

CLODIl^, PnUlns, a debauched Roman aen- 
•tor. killed by Milo, 93 B. C 

CLOOTB, Anacharsis, a native of Pmasla, 
irbo in the French revolution called himself the 
•rator of the htunan race ; profane, and Irreli- 
gkras : he wa» guillotined in 17M. 

CLOPINEL, or JOHN de MEUN, a French 
foet, celebrated at the court of Philip the fUr :

CLOVIS Il.,succeeded bis rather Dagobert in 
638 ; he was mild but debauched. 

CLOVIS III., succeeded his father Thlerri 
HI., in 091. 

CLOWES, WilUam, surgeon to queen Eliza- 
beth. 

CLUENTIUS, a Roman, accused of murder- 
ing his father, defended by Cicero. 

CLUVERIIJS, PInUp, a celebrated geogra^ 
pher, born at Dantzic, 1580, died at Leydeu, in 
1623. 

CLYMER, George, a member of Congress in 
1776, was a signer of tlie declaration of inde- 
pendence, and a distinsuislied advocate of Am- 
erican rights ; he died m 1813. 

COBB, Jame.^, secteiary at the East India 
House, in England, and a very successful wri- 
ter of operas and larcee, died June 8, 1818, in 
his 6Sd year. 

COBB, Samuel, author of " Observations up- 
on Virgil," and a "Coliectioa of Poems," In e\-o. 
1700, died in 1713. 

COBB, Ebenezer, remarkable for longevity, 
was born in Mass. in 1604, and died in 1801, aged 
107 years ; he lived in tliree centuries. 

COBBET, Thomas, an enihieiit minister and 
writer, bom in England, but on sccount of non- 
confunnity, came to America, in 1637, and be- 
came minister at Ipowich ; he died in 1086. 

COBDEN, Dr. Edward, an eminent Engliah 
divine and theological writer, bom about 1064. 
died 1764. 

COBENTZEL, count Louts de^n eminent 
statesman of Germany, died Feb. 98, 1809. He 
was bom at Bruhsels, Nov. 21, 1753, and com- 
menced his political career, under the minister 
count de Pergcn^ in 1778. Two years after, he 
was named minister plenipotentiary extraordin^ 
ary to the court of Denmark ; in 1777, to that 
of Prussia. He was recalled at the epoch of the 
war of the Bavarian succession, and was dea- 
tined to negotiate the peace of Teschen ; but a 
sickness which he had, prevented him. The 
same year he was named minister from Austria 
to Petersburgh. On his return to Vienna, after 
the signing of the preliminaries of Leobeiuha 
concluded, in 1797, the treaty of Campo For- 
inio ; and in the month of December, in the 
same year, the military convention, at Sadstock 
with Buonaparte. After the conferences of Selc, 
he returned to Petersburg. On the 0th Febra ■ 
aryrl801, he concluded ue peace of LuneviOe, 
and filled. In the month of December following, 
the places of directory minister of slate and con- 
ferences, and vice-cbaneellor of state for foreign 
aflairs. 

COCCEIUS, Henrv, a native of Bremen, wo- 
fesBorof the law of^ nations; a distincuisMd 
author ; he was created baron, and died in 1710. 

COCCEIUS, Samuel, a German bartm, grand 
chancellor of Prassia, died in 1747. 

COCCEms, or COCK, John, a nadve of Bre- 
men, and Hebrew professor there ; aft ei wank 
removed to Leyden ; be mabitained that the bi- 
ble is mystical of Christ and tha church ; be died 
in 1600. 

COCCHI, Anthony, profesaor of Physic, at 
Florence and Pisa : was intimate with Boerhaava 
and esteemed for lito learning; he died in 1758. 

COCHIN, Charles Nicholas, a French en- 
graver, whose pieces are admired ; he died in 
\9di. Another, of the same name, equally dia* 
lingnlehed, died in 1700. 

COCHIN Henry, a naiiva of Paris, at ami 
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neitt ftt tb« bar, m BourdiUoue wm in tbe pulpit ; 
he died In 1747. 

COCHLiEUSf Jobn, a catholic of NurembuiK, 
who violently attacked l^itber, Bacer, Calvin, 
Jtc.dicdinl.'US. 

COCHRAN, Robert, a Scotch architect, hung 
by the old nobility, because ha was raleed to 
Uie earldom of Mar, in 1484. 

COCHRAN, Wiliiara, a veiy eminent painter 
in Scotland, bom at Strathaven, in Clydendale, 
173R, died Ocu 35, 1785. 

COCKAIN, Sir Alston, a dramatic writer, 
born at Ashboum, in Derbyshire, I60(i, died in 
1(164. His works were printed in 1656 ; and a- 
gaiUy in 9 vols, small 8vo. 1660, and arc very rare. 

COCKBURN, Catharine, bom in 1070, gave 
marks of a genius for poetry before she had 
passed her chUdhood : and in her 17th year pro- 
duced a tragedy called "Agnes de Castro,'* 
which was acted in 1685. In 1696 she brought 
a second tragedy upon the stage, and in 1701, a 
Ihh^ tragedy and a comedy. But poetry and 
dramatic writing were the least of this lady's 
talents: she had a great and philosophic turn 
of mind, and wrote a defence of Locke's " Es- 
say on the Human UiidersUudlng," against 
aome remarks which had been made upon it at 
several Ume8,by Or.Burnet of the Charter-house. 
This defence was Anished as early as DbC 1701, 
when she was but23yearsofage : she died In 1749. 

COCKER, Edward, deservedly esteemed one 
of the Improvers of tbe arts of writing and 
arithmetic, died 1677, having published 14 copv- 
books engraved by his own band ; some books 
on Vulgar and Decimal Arithmetics ; a small 
Dictionary ; and a book of sentences for writing, 
called Cocker's Morals. 

COCLES, PuM. Horat. a Roman, celebrated 
for his defence of a bridge, across the Tyber, a- 
galnst the whole army of Porsenna. 

CODDIN6TON, William, the father of R. 
Island : first settled in Mass., but having some 
religious differences, he, with others, removed : 
be was governor of R. Island several years, and 
died in IfiTa 

CODMAN, John, a member of tbe Senate la 
Mass. highly esteoned for bis faoneaqr And fidel- 
ity: he died in 1803. 

CODR1N6TON, Christopher, a native of 
BariMuiMS, distinguished for his knowledge of 
physic and belles lettres ; sometime governor of 
tbe Leeward Islands; died in 1710. 

CODRUS, the but king of Athens, who de- 
voted him aelf to death fbr his country, 1070, B. C. 

COBFFETEAU, Nicholas, a Dominican of]

COEN, John Patereon, governor of the Dutch 
East Indies; founded tbe cilj of Bauvia, and 
died in lOSS. 

COBUR, James, a French merchant, tbe rich- 
est subject in Europe; lent Charles 7,900,000 
crowns ; he was basely imprisoned, Irat escaped 
•od died at Cbio, in 1456. 

COFFEY, Charies, a dramatic writer, prin- 
cipally known by his farce of ^*Tbe Devil to 
Fay/' died 1745. 

COO AN, Thomas, an Englishman, master of 
Manchester school, and author of tbe " Haven 
of Health for Studems.** 

OOOGBSHALLE, Ralph, an English monk, 
•othor of an account of the siege ofJemsalem, 
by Saladin, died about 1928. 

COGSWELL. James,D.D.,mtnister tn Wind- 
bam, Con. distinguished for his learning um) 
Diety. was dismissed In old ago, and died at 
If aitibrd, In 1807.

COHORN, Memnon, a veiy celebrated Dntcli 
engineer, and author of a treatise in tbe Flem 
ish language on the "Method of Fortifying 
Places," born 1639, died 1704. 

COIGNET, Giles, an eminent painter, wli9 
sold his scholars* productions as his own, diei 
in 1600. 

COINTE, Charies le, a distlnguiahed French 
lilstorian, died in 1611. 

COITER, Volcherlus, celebrated asa surgeon, 
physician, and anatomist, bora at Groningen ; 
died about 1600. 

COKE, Sir Edward, lord chief Justice of Bnf- 
land, and one of tbe most eminent lawyers or 
that kingdom, was bom at Mileham,in Norfolk,bi 
1549, and died at Stoke Fogey's In Bucks, Sept. 
3, 1634. Sir Edward had great quickness of 
parts, deep penetration, a faithful memory, and 
a solid Jud^ent He committed every thing 
to writing with an Industry beyond example, 
published a great deal, and met with many 
changes of fortune ; being sometimes In power, 
and somefimes in disgrace. He was, however, 
so excellent at making tbe best of a disgrace, 
that king James used to compare him to a cat, 
who always fell upon her legs. " His leaniod 
and laborious works on the laws," savs Fuller, 
[Worthies, p. 951.] " will be admiiecf by judi- 
cious posterity, while Fame has a trumpet left 
her or any breath to blow therein.** His prin- 
cipal works are, " Reports of Cases during the 
most happy reign of the most illustrious and re- 
nowned queen Elizabetli, tlie fountain of all 
Ju8tic« and the life of the law ;** ** A Book of 
Entries :" and his " Institutes.** 

COKE, Thomas, LL. D., a leading mlnMer 
of the Wesleyan Methodists, a very zealous and 
able divine, and most excellent man, was bora 
at Brecon, In Wales, educated at Jesus college, 
Oxford, and entered into ordera in the Estab- 
lished Church. For the last 38 yeara be dia- 
chaiged, with unremitting diligence tbe extei»> 
sive duties of general superintendent of tbe 
Methodist missions ; which so warmly engaged 
his active and incessant enwgies, that he many 
times crossed the Atlantic, visltbig the West 
India Islamto, and travelling through tbe United 
States. He gave to the world, among othor 
works, a " Life df John Wesley,*' a "History 
of the West Indies,** and a " Commentary on 
the Bible,'* in 6 laige vols. 4to. Dr. Coke died 
May 3, 1814, on his voyage to India, with all 
missionaries, intended for Ceylon and Java. 

i :OLARDEAU, Charles Pierre,a Frenchman 
who translated Pope's Eloisa to Abelard ; 1Mb 
wrote some tracedles, and died in 1776. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, marqnis of Segne- 
lai, one of the greatest statesmen that Fruce 
ever had, was bom at Paris 1619, and died 168S. 
He was a pattern for all ministers of state ; and 
every nation may wish itself blessed with a 
Colbert 

COLBERT, Jobn Baptbrt, marquis of Torey, 
ambassador to Portugal, Denmark and Engtand| 
secretary of state. &c., died at Paris, in 1746. 

COLDEN, Cadwallader, a respectable obyrt* 
cian, botanist and astronomer of Scotland, who 
first came to America In 1708, and anin in ITHL 
and afterwards sustained several 'ugh poUticM 
ofllces ; nubllBbed several learned works. 

COLE, William, bom at Adderbury, In Ox- 
fordshbre, about 1096, wai ilie RMit f« 
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bnrrntot of bto time. In 1656, he pubUshcdn COLLET, Pbillbert, a French advocate: Ml'

COLE8, EUsba, bom in Northamntonshire, 
te 1640, became one of the uslicm orMcrchaiii 
Tailor's scliool, aud wrote several useful and 
BBCLwary twoks for the inatructioii of beginners, 
the principal of which were " The Coinpleie 
Enfuish Schoolmaster,** " The newert, plainest, 
•od stiortctt Sborthaod,** " NoU-iw volena ; or, 
you vhail make Latin whether you will or n», 
containing the plainest directions for tliai pur- 
pwc,*' " An £ngJish Dictiunary," aud " An 
Eofflish-Latin, and Latin-Englith Dictlonni^' 

COLET, Dr. John, a Inarni'd English divine, 
born in LondoiK in 1466, was tlie eideft son of 
Sir Henry Colet, knL , twice lord-mayor, who 
bad, kicaidei bim, SI diildren. Beioc dean of 
6l Paul's, and having a vury plentiful estate 
without any near relations, (for numerous as 
hi» brethren were, they were all dead And bu 
ried,) he resolved, in the midst of life and h<;alih, 
h> consecrate the whole property of it to some 
standing mid perpetual benefaction. And tins 
lie performed by founding; and endowing St. 
Paul's aciiool, in London, of which he ammint- 
cd William Uily first n>asicr, in 1513. lie or- 
dained that there ^ould be in this school a hich 
master, asubmaiiter,and acliaplnin, who should 
leach gratis, 153 children, divided into ^ clashes ; 
and be endowed it with lands and houses, a- 
moanting thtm to 1231. 4r, 7d. halfpenny per an 
Bum, of which endowment he made the oom< 
pauy of mercera trustees. He died September 
Ifi, 1519. 

COLEY, Ilenry, an eminent astrologer, in 
fogland, died in 1690. 

COLIGNl, Gaspard de, a celebrated admiral 
of Franoef who bravely supported the cause of 
the French protestants against the duke of Guise 
and bis adherents ; but olYer several victories 
gained over their persecutors, was at las>t basely 
assassinated by one of 'he domestics of the duke 
of Guise, In the beginning of the horrid massa- 
cre of Ptuis, on the eve of St. Bartholomew 
day, 1!TO. 

COLIGNl, Hemietta, daughter of a marshal 
of France of the same name, celebrated for her 
poetical prodnctions, died in 1673. 

COLLADO, Diego, a Spaniard, superintend 
cmof Cbeoonvents of the Phillppines,and author 
cf a work on the Japan^e lanmio^e. 

COLLANGE, Gabriel de, a (luguenot, killed 
•ttbe massacre of St. Bartholomews, in 1573. 

COLLATINUS, husband of the celebrated 
Locretia, In conjunction with Brutus, expelled 
Ibe Tarqain family from B<UDe, and established 
tte oonsolargovemment 

COLLE, Charles, a Frenchman, distinguish 
Cd as • comte writer, died in 1783. 

COLJ^EGE, Siei^n, a protesrant mechanic, 
VBJQsUy condemned in 1681, as engaged in the 
conspiracy against Charles If. 

COLI^eONE, Bartholomew, a native of Bcr 

riQ, distinguished for his military successes in 
service of the Venetians, died in 1475. 
COLLET, Peter, a French ecclesiastic, of Ter 
aay, author of several worlts ^^o theology and 
Mqpmpby dIedinlTTO. 



thor of trcaiises on excommtuiications, tytba^ 
«cc., died in 171S. 

COIXET^T, Winhim, a French academician, 
who wrote for the theatres, under Ricbelieii, 
died in l<i95. 

COLLKTON, James, was governor of tta« 
colony of Soutli Carolina, about 1G80. 

COLLIER, Jeremy, an eminent English di- 
vine, bom at i^tuw-Cilui, in CambridKe&bire, in 
1650, died 1736. He published " Essays up<in 
(icveral ouiral subjects," which have pa8S(*d 
through many editions. In 16}^, he made an 
attempt to rclorni the stage, by publishing his 
" Short View of the Immorality and Proline- 
nessof the Kni^tisth .^ta);e,'* and other pamphlets. 
This en^apvd him in a controversy with the 
wiiti ; ami Congrcve and Vanbru§iJi, whom, with 
many others, be had taken to task very severely, 
apiK-ared openly against hiui. In this contro* 
vtrsy with th'.* stage, Collier exerted himw-If to 
the utmoiit advuiua^'u ; his labours were atinnd* 
ed with success, and actually produced repent- 
ance and amendment ; for it is allowed on all 
hands, that the decorum whldh has been, for 
the most part, obscncd by the later wriier«i of 
dramatic |)oetry, is entirely owinc to the ani- 
madverhions of Collier. Collier also publisiied 
" An Ecclesiastical History of Great Britain,** 
2 vols, folio, which is written with great judg- 
ment ; and translated Moreri*s " Historical, Geo- 
graphical, Genealugiral, and Poetical Dictiona- 
ry," in 4 vols, folio, a work of very great la- 
bour. 

COLLINGS. John, an eminent textuary and 
critic, bom in IHSn, died IGiH). He wrote many 
books of controversial and practical divinity, 
tlie most singular of which is " I'he Weaver's 
Pocket-book; or Weaving spiritualized,** 8vo; 
and he hnd a principal hand in Matthew Poole*s 
Annotations on the Bible. 

COLLlNGWOC)D, Cuthbert, lord, a gallant 
British admiral, the intimate friend of the im- 
mortal Nelson, and hU successor in the com- 
mand of the Mediterranean fleet, which achiev- 
ed the glorious victory of Trafalgar. His lord- 
ship was bora in the county of Northumberland, 
in 1750; was created a peer of the realm, with 
a handsome annuity, Nov. 90, 1BQ5, and died 
March 7, 1810, on board his flag ship, the Yille 
de Paris, off Minorca. He was a mnn of great, 
but unohtmsive merit. He commanded a 74 hi 
the battle of the lit of June, under lord Howe. 
Tn the great battle of Aboukir, he also bore a 
distinguished part ; but it was reserved for the 
battle of Tra'nicar to raise his fame to Its high- 
est pitch. His ship, the Royal Sovereign, in 
which he broke through the centre of the ene- 
my's line, appeared, as viewed from the Victo- 
ry, whicti li-d the other division, a blaze of tire. 
'* See,** said the great Nelson, on viewing it, 
" how that noble fellow, Colliitinvood, carries 
his ship into action. On the death of the for- 
mer lamented hero, he succet ded to the com- 
mand in chief. Since that groat and memora- 
ble day, comprising an interval of about fonr 
years and a half, his lord«htp had never set foot 
upon land ; being cmjiloyed In the arduous and 
harassing duty of watching the Toulon fleet ; 
so tiiat he never took his seat in the house of 
peers, nor revisited his family or con' try, after 
his signal merits had obtained the dlKtinirulshed 
honours and rewards that we have stated. 

COLLTNF, John, amathematic'an and arith- 
metical writer, born at Wood Eaton, near Ox*> 
ford, 1684, died 1683. 
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COLLINS, Aitthopy, au eminent writer on 
poleBiical eul^u^ aud tlra friend and oorree- 

E>ndent of the great Mr. Locke, wa« bom at 
etton, near Hounalow, in Middleaez, in 1076, 
and died 1739. He pabJished bis celebrated 
^* DiKuurse of Free-tJiinkiug,'* in 8vo, 1713, 
and biH '' Diaooune of the Groundu and Rea- 
•Oiifl ol' liie Cbristian Religion,** in 17'J4 ; and 
wrote, besides these, a great many books, which 
were warmly attacked by the orihoilox writers 
of thai time. 
' COLLINS, Arthur, author of " The Peerage 
of England," was the son of Williaui Collins, 
esq. (gentleman usher to queen Catliurliie, in the 
tear IG69,) and bom in 1682. Having received 
a liberal education, and beiug from his youth 
much inclined to the study of anliquUies, he 
conceived the arduous design of digesting a 
compendious account of the nobUiiy of these 
kingdoms, whose genealogies had, till that time, 
been mouldering in private cabinets. The work 
bad great merit: the rewards of his labour were, 
however, by no means adequate to the time he 
devoted to these researches. The other works 
known to be published by Mr. Collins, were 
" Sydney State Papers,*' " Historical Collec- 
tions of the Families of Cavendish, Holies, Vere, 
llarley and Ogk," " The Life of Edward the 
Black Prince," and " Proceedings, Precedents, 
and Arguments on Claims and Controversies, 
concerning Baroaies by Writ, and other Ho- 
nours." He died in 17(M), and wan burle<lin the 
churrh of Bailersca, Surrey. Whatever praise 
is due to Biograiphlcal literature in general, cer- 
tainly belongs to one who dipped even into the 
funereal urn to stamp his labours with authen- 
ticity ; and such Is the credit they have obtain- 
ed, that while there remains a spark of veuera- 
tion for tiie exploits of the ancient Euglbh peer- 
age, the volumes which record them, and tiear 
Arthur Collins* name, will be consulted a» the 
authentic history of that splendid and vital 
part of the Britisn constitution. A grandson of 
Arthur (Colonel David Collins) lias lately given 
to the world a very valuable " Account of the 
English Settlement of New South Wales,** from 
its first establishment, in January, 17t^, 4to, vol. 
1, 1798, vol.2, 1802; repnntod in 1 vol. in I8M. 
Colonel Collins died governor of the British set- 
tlement on Van Diemen's Land, March 34, 1810. 

COLLINS, Samuel, an Eiiglish physician, au- 
thor of the iwvsent state of Ruisia, 1671. 

COLLINS, William, an unfortunate, but ad- 
alrabie poet, was bom at Chichester, in 17^21, 
and died June 12, 1750. During bis residence 
at Magdalen Collie, Oxford, be applied him- 
self to poetry, and published the " Persian,** or, 
as they have since bean entitled, " Oriental Ec- 
iiogues,*' with regard to which. It may justly be 
asserted, that in simplicity of description and 
cxprussion, that in delicacy and softness of nam- 
ben, and in natural and unaffected tenderness, 
they are not to be equalled by any thing of the 
pastoral kind in the English language. About 
1744, he suddenly left the university, and went 
to London, a literary adventurer. He designed 
many works ; but his great fiuilt was irresolu- 
tion. He published proposals for a " HLBiory 
of the Revival of Leanking ; but probably not a 
fMge of the history was ever written. His un- 
cle, Mr. Martin, a lieutenant-colonel, leil him 
•bout 90001. But man Is not bom for bappinese ; 
CoUina, who, while he studied to live, felt no 
•Til but ipoverty, no sooner lived to study, than 
Jilt life was aaniled by more dreadful ealami- 
tliib diseaaa and ioiA^i ciidlie dl«d a lumtic 
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An elagant monument has b'xsn erected lo liis 
memonr in Cliiciiesier catliedral, with some 
beautUul lines inscribed from the pea of Mm* 
Uaylcy. 

COLLINS, John, the Ingenious author of 
" The Evening Ortish," an oral cniertainuient 
of story, song, and sentiment, which lie deli- 
vered many years with great success in ail the 
principal towns of Great Britain and Ireland ; 
he was born in 1743, and died at Birniingbam. 
May 3, 1808. 

COLLINS, John, a member of conpcea, and 
governor of Rhode-Island, died in ITOS. 

COLLINS, John, governor of Delaware, 
died in 1823. 

COLLINSON, Peter, F. R. B., an ingenioof 
botanist and natural historian, died August IL 
17()d. 

COLLIU8, Francis, doctor of a eoUege of 
Milan : author of a work in which he decrees 
salvation to the sages of Greece , tiie midwivea 
of Eo'pt, &c., died in 1640. 

COLLOT, Germain, a French surgeon, fa- 
mous for his skill in lithotomy, died in 1656. 

COLLOT D'HERBOIS, J. M., who, becoming 
a member of the French convention, was depu- 
ted to punish the revolt of tlie city of Lyon^ 
and completely destroyed it, because, while a 
pisyer, he had been hissed Uiere; anerwarda 
the companion of Robespierre ; he died iu con- 
finement, at Cayemie. 

COLLUTHUS, a priest of Alexandria, who 
maintained that God was not the author of the 
wicked ; he was condemned as a heretic in 324. 

COLMAN, Geoige, an eminent dramatic wrir 
ter, son of Thomas uolman, esq., British resi« 
dent at Florence, was born at Florence, In 1732, 
and placed at a very eariy age in Westminster 
MchooL In 1758 he removed to Christ Church 
College, Oxford, and there took the degree of 
M. A. During his progress at Westminster, aud 
while at College, he formed those literary con- 
nexions with whom he remained in friendship 
till they severally dropped off the stage of life. 
Lk>yd, Churchill, Bonuel, Thornton, and other 
celebrated wits of a former day, were among 
the intimate associates of Mr. Cohuan, and gave 
eclat to his name, by noticing him iu several of 
their compositions. Mr. C. was admitted into 
the society of Lincoln's- Inn, and was called to 
the bai-, where be practised a very short time. 
About the year 1768, Mr. Beard, being incapa 
ble of bearing any longer the fatigues of a thea 
trical life, aiul wishiiig to retire fVom the ma- 
nagement of Covent-Garden theatre, dispiced 
of liis property in that house, to Messrs. Col 
man, Harris, Powell, and Rutherford. These 
gentlemen were, for a short time, joiut mana- 
gers, but Mr. Colman appearing to diseire a great- 
er authority than the others,(except Mr. Powell)' 
which they were unwilling to ji<'ld, be was in • 
duced, after a literary warfare, »hich was pub- 
lished, to dispose of his share. Soon after, Mr. 
Foote, then proprietor of the Hay-market thea- 
tre, having been induced to withdraw from 
the stage, disposed of his theatre to Mr. 
Colman, for a handsome annuls, which be 
did not lona ai^oy. On Mr. Foote*a dealb, 
Mr. C. obtained the license. This lentleman 
was one of tbe chief writers in " The Con- 
noisseur,'* and produced a variety of miscel- 
laneous poems and papers, which lie collect- 
ed in three volumes. As a scholar, be bolda 
a very respectable rank, as may be seen In his 
tranaiations of Horace's ** Art of Poetry," and 
of tbe "Comediai of Terence;" aadiilfeiiMA 
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Men frere an pl<>a#ing as his talents 
lyectabie. Mr. V. died Auguat 14, i7U4 

COL MAN, Bciijainiii, an emineiiUy pious 
aad aaelul minisier ol' Brurtle-siieet church,

COLONN A, Pompeo, a restless ecclesiastic ; 
file cause of many calamities lo the RomanR, 
by bis ambition and Intrigues for the popedom ;

COLONN A, Franeis,.a Venetian, who, being 
disappointed tn love, wrote a curious book call- 
ed Hypnerotomachia dl Polyphilo ; he died in 
1537. 

COLONNA, Victoria, an Ttalian, author of 
wnme ehfant poems, died in 1&47.

about the year 43. and has left us some books 
upon agriculture, and a "Treatise on Trees," 
which are curious aiul valuable. 

COLL'MNA,Guy, a native of SJcUy, author 
of a chronicle in 'M books. , 

COLIITIIUS, a Greek poet, wbo lived in the 
beginning of tlie (>tb century. 

COL Vies, Andrew, a native of Doit, tran»- 
lator of Father Paul's treatise on the inquisition, 
author of some elegant poetry ; died in 1671. — 
His son Nicholas was also a learned and elo- 
quent divine, and died in 1717. 

COL WILL, Alexander, princinal of Edin- 
burgh college. In 1663 ; author or the Scotch 
Iludibras, in which lie ridiculed the presbyii^- 
rians ; he died in 1676. 

CC>MB£, Charles, M. D.,an eminent physl-' 
cian and critic, and highly distinguished n* a 
medalist, waa bom in London, Sept. S3, 1743, 
and educated at Harrow-school. He died in 
Bloomsbury square, March 18, 1817. 

COMBEFIS, Francis, known as a learned 
editor of several Greek fatben \ he died in 1079. 

COMBER, Dr. Thomas, dean of Durham, 
born at Westerham, in Kent, 1645, died 1G99.— 
fie was the author of several learned works 
chiefly relating to the " Common Prayer :" and, 
among others^f the " Companion to the Altar.** 

COMBER, Thomas, feUow of Trinity coUega 
and D. D., dean of Carlisle ; advocated the m- 
vine right of tytlies, against Seiden ; he died in 
1653. 

COMENIUS, John Amos, a protectant, emi- 
neiit as a divine : but still more so as a gram- 
marian ; bom in Moravia ; author of " Janua 
Llnguarum,** which was translated hito 12 lan- 
guages : he died in 1671. 

COME NATALIS, or NATAL CONTI, au- 
thor of Greek and Latin poems, and a valuabte 
work on mythology : died in 1500. 

COMIERS, Clauae, a professor of mathema- 
tics: wrote on comets and spectacles, and died 
inl6B3. 

CO&IINE8, Philip de, an ezc«^ent French tair 
torian, bom in Flanders, 1446. died 1509, leav- 
ing behind him " Memoirs of nis own Times.** 

CX)MMANDINU8, Frederic, an ItaHan, of 
noble birth, an excellent Greek scholar, and ma- 
thematician ; lie translated Afchlmcdes, Euclid, 
Itc., and died In 1575. 

COMMELIN, Jerome, an eminent printer, of 
France ; he printed Chrysottoin*s works in 4 
vols, and died in 1908. 

COMMENDONE, John Francis, a native of 
Venice, wrote Latin verses i^t IO,afterwards sus- 
tained many ofnces ui:der Julius HI., Paul IV., 
and Pius Cv. ; he died in 1584. 

CCflilMERBON, PhUiben, botanist to tha 
French Ung, accompanied Bougainville ronnc 
the WQrid, and dis tiugalsbsd himself by Us 1», 
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bouni and cuUections, lie left 200 vols. In Tolio. 
and 3S casen of plouta. He died at the Isle or 
Franw, in 1773. 

OOMHIRIS, John, autbor of fables, which 
are e^ieemed equal to iboae of Pbedrus; be 
died at Pans, tu 1702. 

COMMODl, Andrea, an admired Fiorentine 
painter, died in 103d. 

COMMODIANUS of Gaza, a Christian poet, 
of the 4tb century, autlior of '* iiuititutionee." 

COMHODUS, Lucius Aureliiis Antoninus, a 
dtasipated emperor of Borne, 180. 

COMNENA, Anna, a most accomplished la- 
dy, and daughter of i-he Greek emperor, Alex- 
ius Coiiuienus, flourished about 1118, and wrote 
15 books upon the life and actions of ber father, 
which she called " The Alexiad." 

COMFTON, Spencer, master of the robes to 
the prince of Wales, al\«rwards Charles I., and 
a zealous advocaie for him ; he wasdain at iJte 
battie of Hopton-heath, in 1643. 

COMPTON, Henry, bisbop of Oxford, who 
was intrusted With tlie education of the prin- 
cesses Mary and Anne, displeased James 11., by 
hia zeal as a protestant, and was dismissed from 
the privy council, and although restored, took 

5 art with William, prince of Orange, against 
amcs. He died in 1713. 

COMTB, Lewis le, a French Jesuit, missiona- 
ry to China, in lt)85. 

CONANT, Dr. John, an eminent English di- 
vine, born Oct. 18, 1608, at Yeatonton, in Devon- 
shire, wab educated at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where hfei uncommon parts and learning soon 
actiuired him the fkvour of Dr. John Pridcauz, 
then rector of that college, who used to say of 
him, Conanti nihil est dimcile ; an excellent pun, 
whieb, however, would be lost in traiii!ation. 
Having taken his degrees, he was by the par- 
liament constituted one of the assembly or di- 
vines, though he seldom or never sat with them. 
In 1647, he was chosen rector of liis c<41cge ; 
•burUy aAer, Regius professor of divinity, and 
in 1657, made vice -chancellor of ihe university. 
In 1676, be was made archdeacon of Norwich, 
by bishop Reynolds", whose daughter he married 
in 1651 ; and in 1681, a prebendary of Worcester, 
by king Charles 11. In 1086, he lost his sight; and 
In 1693, died, leaving behind him a number of 
admired sermons, of which, six volumes are in 
print. Dr. C. was buried in the church of All- 
Paints, Northampton, of which he had been 
vicar many yeani, and possessed a considerable 
estate in the neighbourhood. 

CONCA, Sebastian, a painter, bom atGaeta, 
died in 1761. His pieces are much admired. 

CONCANEN, Matthew, a native of Ireland, 
who went to England, and gained some reputa- 
tion by writing in support of Ihe ministry ; he 
was afterwards atloniey-general for Jamaica, 
]7 years, and died in 1749. 

CONCINA, Daniel, a celebrated Venetian 
preacher, author of a system of theology, dtc., 
died in 1756. 

CONCINI, better known by the name of mar- 
shal d* Ancre, a Florentine, who, by tils intrigues, 
beraine a marquis and roarechal of Prance, but 
was shot by one of his enemies, in 1617. 

CONPAMINB, Charles Marie de la, a cele- 
brated French traveller and poet, bom at Paris, 
in 1701. died 1774, leaving many ingenious and 
valuable works. 

CONDE, T^wis, first duke of, distingnisbed for 

his valour ai the bartle of Q,nintln, and after- 

warrts as the leader of the Ha.'ucnnt? ; he died in 

1569, of woundB received In tiie battle of Dieox. 
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CONDE, Henry, prince of, known in the 
court of Henry IV., of France, was sent to the 
bsstile, in 161o, and liberated three years after ; 
he was restored lo favour, and displayed hiji va- 
lour in the service of his country ; be died in 
1646. 

CONDE, IjOuIs de Bourbon, duke d'Engl.< in, 
and prince of, usually styled Uic Great Cui.Jf*. 
He lived under the lelgn of Louis XIV., and 
was one of the bravest and most skilful gene- 
rals that France ever produced. 

CONDE, Henry Julius de. diaUnguisbcd him- 
self under his father, at tne passage of tlie 
Rhine, and was a patron of learning. He died 
in 1709. 

CONDER, John, an eminent dissenting mi 
nister, bora in Cambridgeshire. 1714, died in 
London, in 1781 , having published ** An Es»>Ay 
on the importance of the Ministerial Charac- 
ter," and several sermons on public oocasionti. 

CONDlLLAC, Stephen Bonnotde, a Freach 
writer on commerce, politics, and metaphysics, 
died Aug. 3, 1780. He was preceptor to the in- 
fant duke of Parma, and composed for the use 
of his illustrious pupil " A Course of Study,** 
whieb was afterwards published in 1776, in 19 
vols. ISino, and is deserving of great pmise. 

CONDORCET, John Anthony Nicholas Ca- 
ritat, marquis de, a French geometrician and 
philosophical writer, and perpetual secretary of 
the academy of sciences at Paris, born at Ribe- 
mont, in Picardy, Sept. 17, 1743, died March S8^ 
1794. His mathematical writinips are uunieroue 
and useful ; but those on pliilosophical subjects 
strike at the root of religion, both natural and 
revealed. 

CONDREN, Cbarleade, known for his influ- 
ence in procurlna a reconciliation between the 
king and the duke of Orleans, died In 1641. 

CONFUCIUS, tbe celebrated Chinese philo- 
sopher, was bom in the kingdom of Lu, which 
is at present the province of Chan Long, 551 
years before the birth of Christ. His extensive 
knowledge and great wisdom made him every 
where known : his integrity, and the splendour 
of hia virtues made him beloved : kings were 
governed by his counsels, and the people reve- 
renced him as a saint. He died in the 7Jd year 
of his age. 

CONGREVE, William, an English dramatic 
writer and poet, bom at Bardsey, near Leeds, 
in February, 1669. Though bred to tbe law, be 
found no charms in that profcifsiootbut turned bis 
mind lo polite literature, particularly to dramatic 
composition, and wrote a comedy called " The 
Old Bachelor,** of which Dryden, to whom be 
was recommendedjsaid " that he neversawsuch 
a first play In bb life ;** and in the performance, 
it met with such general applause, that Con- 
greve was thenceforward considered as the prop 
of the declining stage. Having written four 
comedies, a tragedy, an oratorio, and a masque, 
and enjoyed some lucrative employments under 
govemm'ent, be died Jan. 19, 1729-0, and was 
buried in Westminster- abbey. 

CONNOR, Dr. Bernard, a medical and histo- 
rical writer,born in Kerry, Ireland, in 1666, and 
died 1698. In 1094, he was appointed pbysiciao 
to John SoMeski, kins of Poland : and while 
there, wrote " A History of Poland.** Going 
afterwards to England, be read lectures at Cam- 
bridge, and in 1697, published " E^'angelium 
Medici,'* Ax., a work which rained him much 
reputation by iu learning and Ingenoity. Hi* 
Hmory of Poland is in 2 vols. Rvo. 

CONON, an Athenian geDcral, delbatid by 
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LiyMnder ; he allerwarda defeated Uie Sputaiis, 
and was put to death 393 B. C 

CONOrl, an aMronomer of Bamot, and friend 
•f Arcbiinedes. 

CONKAP I., coimt of Franconia, and king 
«f Gennaay, in 918. 

CONRAD II., king of iveimany in lOM, and 
emperor of Rome 3 ycaib alter ; he conquered 
Biinundy, and died in 1039. 

CONRAD III., elected emperor of Germany, 
•■d though oppoMd, he reconciled bis eneniits, 
■ad entered upon a crusade, in which he nearly 
loft bis army m poiion ; he died in HAS. 

CONRAD rv., micceeded hia father, Frederic 
n., as emperor, in 13S0, unsuccessfully opposed 
by Innocent Iv. ; be <Ued suddenly, supposed 
^poisDn, in 1SS4. 

CONRADIN. or CONRAD, son of Conrad 
TV., bebeaded by bii oncJe, regent of Naples, 
wben onhr 16 yean old. 

pONRART, Valentin, secretary to the French 
kiaf 's coancO, and fktber of the French acade- 
my ; be died In 1675. 

CONRI, Ftorence, an Irishman, educated in 
flpaln, sent by Philip HI. to reconcile the disaf- 
fiicted Irish to the prospect of a Spanish inva- 
sion, but bis perflmouB schemes were defeated, 
and be died in lflS9. 

CONRINGIU8, HermannoB, professor of law 
m Hetanstadt, bom atNorden, in Frisia, in 160rt, 
died 16B1. He composed many works upon law 
and history, which have been printed in 6 vols. 
folio. I 

CONSTANT, David, professor of philosophv, I 
Greek, and dirinity, at Lausanne ; ne died in 
1733. 

CONSTANTIN, Robert, professor of phyric, 
and belles lettres, at Caen univereity, autiior of 
a valuable Greek and Latin Lexicon, with otlier 
works ; he died in 1605. 

CONSTANTINE. usually called tbe Great, 
and nenaorable for having oeen the first empe- 
ror of tbe Romans who ettablisbed Christianity 
by tbe civil power, was bom at Nalrnus, a town 
of Dardania, in m. He died 337, and divided 
the empire between liis three sons, Constantlne, 
Constantius, sndConstans. 

CONSTANTINE H., son of Constantlne the 
Great ; after his father's death, tteeame master 
of Gaul, Spain, and Bdtain ; be was slain at 
AqoHeia, in 340. 

CONSTANTINE III.,son of Constanttus IT., 
was crowned emperor, in 068, and died in 685. 

CONSTANTINE IV., CAPRONYMUS, suc- 
oeeded his father Leo, in 1758; he defeated the 
Saracens, who made an Insurrection against 
him, and died in 775. 

CONSTANTINE V., succeeded VIm father, 
Leo IV., in 1780 ; he was defeated by the Bul- 
mi aag, who took bhn and put out his eyes, in 

CONSTANTINE VIL, FORPHYROGENl 
TUB. a learned man, was crowned at 7 years of 
I ; De defeated tbe Lombards, and drove away 



staiitinople, when besieged and taken by the 
Turks, in 1453. In him ended tbe Greek emigre 
, CONSTANTINE, Flavius Julius, a private 
soldier, who invested himself with the imperini 
purple in Britain, and added Gaul and Spain to 
his dominions ; be was put to death by 0)nstan* 
tius, in 411. 

CONSTANTINE, a native of Syria, raiited 
to the iwpal chair, in 706, died hi tlie east, in 
715. 

CONSTANTINE, of Carthage, in Africa, a 
physician of the 11th century, who first brought 
tlic Arabian and Greek physic into Italy. 

CONSTANTIUS, Cbloras, father of CoMtsn- 
tine tbe Great, died in 306. 

CONSTANT1U8, Fluvius Julius, succeeded 
his two brothers, Constans and Constantlne, ia 
the empire of Rome ; he died in 361. 

CONTARINI, Gaspard, a luitive of Venice, 
made a cardinal, in 1538, was sent a legate lo 
the council of Trent, in 1541. He wrote af ^nst 
Luther, and died in 1543. 

CONTARINI, Giovanni, an eminent Vene- 
tian painter, died in 1605. 

CONTARINI, Vincent, professor of eloquence 
at Padua, and a learned author, died in 1617. 

CONTE, Jacobino del, a Florentine, portrait 
painter, Jied in 1508. 

CONTI, Guisto de, a highly esteemed Italian 
])oet. died about the middie or the 10th century. 

CONTI, Abt»6 Anthony, a noble Venetian, 
wIk) travelled much, and wrote some poenui 
and tragedies ; lie dieid in 1749. 

CONTI, Amiand de Bourbon, prince of, an 
author of some note, who warmly espoused the 
cause of the insurgents agahist his brother, tlic 
great CondA, in the civil wars of France. 

CONTI, Francis Lewis de Bourbon, elected 
king of Poland, in 1097, but supplanted by the 
elector of Saxony, di«>d in 1709. 

CONTO-PERTANA, Don Joseph, a Portu- 
guese poet of great merit ; be died in 1735. 

CONTBEARE, Dr. John, bishop of Bristol, 
bora at Pinboe, near Exeter, in lOKt, died at 
Bath, in 1755. His '* Defence of Revealed Re- 
ligion." published in 1732, in answer to Tindal's 

Chrlstiani^ as old as the Creation," is an ad- 
mirable work, and rendered eminent service to 
the church. 

COOK, James, a celebrated Enelish circumna- 
vigator, was bora at Harton, in Yorkshire, Oc- 
tober 87, 1728, of poor parents, and apprenticed 
on board a vessd in the coal-trade, in the war 
of 175S, between England and France, he en- 
tered as a seaman in the royal navy. His be- 
haviour in this station soon endeared him to 
the officers ; and, on the 15th of May, 1750, he 
obtained a master's warrant for tbe Mercury, 
which was soon after emploved in the famous 
siege of Quebec. During this siege, a dlfllicnlt 
ana danirernus service was to be porfomied; 
namely, to take soundings In the channel of tbe 
river St. Tawrence, directly in front of the

«ccotu|miiied by captain Furneaui, in the Ad- 
venture, to dctertnine lUe existence, or non-ex- 
iflteiice of a southern continent. By thi« voy- 
oire. Ironi which he returned hi 1775, the iUu- 
ftione of a Terra Australia Incognita to any 
purposes of commerce, colonization, or utility, 
were dispelled; but as a reward tor captain 
Cook's iuiportant iniprovenjents for pretierving 
the health of seamen, very happily manifestod 
in this voyage, the Royal Society bestowed on 
liini the medal of Sir Godfrey Copley. Another 
grand question was, the practicability of a 
northern passage to the Pacific Ocean ; to de- 
termine which, captain Cook sailed, in 1776, on 
board the ilesohition, accompanied by captain 
Gierke, in the Discovery. This voyage served 
to prove that there was no practicable passage 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans to- 
ward the north ; but, on his return, it unfortu- 
nately happened, tJiat our navigator was killed 
in an ailray with the natives of Owhybee, one 
of the Sandwich isles, February 14, 1779. His 
death was univereaily regretted, not onlv iu 
Great Britain, but throughout all Europe, where 
bis great merits and public services were known. 

COOKE, Sir Anthony, preceptor to Edward 
VI., bom at Giddiug-Ilall, in Esses, in 1500, died 
in 1576. lie was a man of singular piety and 
gotidiiess, and of uncommon prudence in the 
management of his family. Knowing that 
women arc as capable of learning as men, he 
instilled that into his daughters at nif^t, which 
he had taught the prince in the day. He was 
remarkably happy in tliese daughters ; for they 
were learned above their sex in Greek and La- 
tin, and were equally distinguished by their 
virtue, piety, and good fortune. Several witty 
and ingenious sayings of bis are recorded ; par- 
ticularly tlie foUowins: " That there were three 
obrjocts before whom he could not do amiss ; his 
prince, his conscience, and his children.** This 
facetioufi story is likewise related of him : " A 
Susjiex knight, having spent a great estate at 
court, and reduced himself to one park, and a 
fine house in it, was yet ambitious to entertain 
the kins, (Edward Vl.) For that purpose, he 
new painted his i^ates, with a coat of arms and 
this motto over them, in large golden letters, 
OIA VANITAS. Sir Anthony, offering to read 
It, desired to know of the gentleman what lie 
meant by OIA ; who told him it stood for omnia. 
" I wonder, (replied he,) that having made your 
omnia so little as you have, you stiould yet 
make your vanitos so large.*' 

COOKE, Thomas, born at Braintree, in Es- 
sex, in 1703. W hen only 19, he gave the world 
a very correct edition of " Andrew Marvel's 
Works, with a Life of the author prefixed." 
He |>ubli8hed translations of " Hesiod,*' " Cicero 
de Natura Deorum," and " Terence,** and pre- 
pared a translation of " Plaatus,** but only pub- 
lished the " Amph3^rion.*' He was also a dra- 
matic writer, and author of five or six pieces, 
which, however, were not attended with any 
success. 

COOKE, Elisha, a rcNMCtaUe physician, of 
Boston, and on agent to England to procure the 
restoration of the charter of Mass., in 1715. 

tJOOKE, Elisha, distinguished in the political 
hiAory of Massachusetts, was a representative 
fn the general court, counsellor, Jcc., and died 
in 1737. 

COORE, Samuel, first minister of the Sd pa- 
rish in (Cambridge, Massachusetts, died in IToS. 
He was a man of scieoce, and puhUtbed several 
sorinons. 
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COOKE, Robert^ an able English divine, and 
proctor of the Oxlord university. Be retired 
upon tlie vicarage of Leeds, and died iu 161C 

COOPFJl, Thomas, D. D., a teamed Englisli 
prelate, boni in 1517; he was author of a work, 
entitled " 'I'hesaurus Linguae Bomanaj et Bri- 
tannicie,** which was highly patronised by queen 
Elizabeth. 

COOPER, Anthony Ashley, eail of Shaftea- 
bury, and sometime lord high chancellor, was 
bom at Winboroe St. Giles', in Dorectsliiru, 
July 22, IGSl, and 6\vd January, 1683-3. He U 
suposed to have been a Utile intemperate In bis 
gallantries; and it is recorded, that Cliarlesll., 
who would both take liberties and bear tbein, 
once said to the earl at court, in a vein of rail- 
lery and good humour, and in reference only to 
his amours, " I believe, Shalteebuiy, thou art 
the wickedest fellow in uiy dominions.'* To 
which, with a low bow and very grave face, 
the earl replied, " May it please your majesty, 
of a subject I believe I am ; at which the meny 
monarch langhed most heartily. 

COOPER, Anthony Ashley, earl of Shafted 
bury, the celebrated author of the " Charac- 
teristics,** was grandson of the preceding earl, 
and bom at Exeter-house, in London, Fetnru- 
ary 96, 1670-1. Soon after bis coming into par- 
liament, as a burgess for Poole, he had an op- 
Krtunity of showing that spirit of liberty which 
maintained to the end of his life, and by 
which he uniformly directed his conduct on aU 
occasions : it was the bringing iu and prtmioting 
" The act for granting counsel to prisoners in 
cases of high treason.'* This he looked upon 
as important, and had prepared a speech in its 
behalf: but when he stood «p to speak it in the 
House of Commons, he was so intimidated, that 
he lost aU memory, and was quite unatile to 
proceed. The house, after giving hin^ a little 
time to recover his confusion, called loudly fur 
him to go on ; when he proceeded to tliis effect : 
** If I, sir, (addressing himself to the speaker^ 
who rise only to give my opinion on the bill 
now pending, am so confounded that I am mi- 
able to express the least of what 1 iH-oposed to 
say, what must the condition of that man be, 
who, witliout any assistance, is pleadinc for bia 
life, and under apprehension of being deprived 
ofiti'* He died in 1719-13. 

COOPER, Maurice Ashley, brother of the 
foregoing, translated " Xenophon*s Cyrofnedia,** 
which was published in 2 voIs.8vo., 173B, being 
a short time after his decease. A third edition 
was published in 1770 ; " not,** as is said, " witli 
the eclat of populv applause, but with the silent 
approbation of the studious lew.** 

COOPER, Samuel, an eminent English pain- 
ter,' bom In London, in 1600, and commonly 
styled the Vandyck in little. He died in 1613» 
and was buried in Pancras church. 

eOOPER, John Gilbert, author of a " Life of 
Socrates.*' He wrote one or two numbers of 
the periodical paper called " The World ;" was 
aufhor of" Letters on Taste ;*' " Vcr Vert, or 
the Nunnery Parrot ;** and published a volume 
of "Poems on several subjects,** 1764, ISoio. 
He died in April, 1709. 

COOPER, Dr. Miles, a teamed divine and 
poet, who published sermons " On the Origin 
of Cfivil government,** and a volume of poema, 
and died at Edinburgh, in 1785. 

COOPER, William, mtailster in Boston, of 
which Vlace he was a native ; he was distin- 
guished for his faithfulneoB and zeal, and dlC^ 
Hi 1743 ; he paMlahed several discourMs 
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COOPER. Bamoel, minister in Boston, wn of 
WiUianif wnoin he succeeded in BratUe-street 
eharch ; nrasamougihe firsioftbose patriots who 
tuok part against Great Britain : he died in 1783. 

COGPERjMiictf, D.D., presiUcntof King's Col- 
iege, New- York, a native of England ; lie came 
to Ainerica in 1763, pubii'^bed a volume of poems, 
returned to England, and died in 1785. 

OOOTB, Sir Eyre, a celebrated commander 
of the E^t India Company's forces in India, 
who gained great reiMiwii by ins frequent vic- 
toriea over Hyder Ally ; in one of which, near 
Porto Novo, Ilydcr's army consisted of more 
(liaa 1J0,000 men, and General Coote's of only 
10,000. He was born in IT^iG, ttid died at Ma- 
«E», April. 1783. 

COOTWICH, John, of Utrecht, a civilian 
and traveller. The account of his " Travels 
into Jerusalem and Syria,** was published in 
Latin, 4t<i., 1619. It is very curious, and b now 
become extremely scarce, 'the dates of his 
litrth and death are uncertain. 

€X>P£:aNICUa, Nicholas, an eminent as- 
cranomer, born at Thorn, in Pruatda, in 1472. tie 
adopced aiod improved the hypothesis of tbe'Py- 
Ibagoreaaa, which made the sun the centre of 
the syaicin, and the earih to move, not only 
round the sun, but round its own axis also ; and 
estaMished that system of the world wliich goes 
bv Ilia oame, and is now universally received. 
Tbiii b« performed in a work eutitlea " De Rc- 
volutionibus Orbium CkBlestium." Appreheu- 
rtotts, arising ttom the novelty of his opinions, 
had, it fs said, almost brou<;ht him to drop all 
tlK>ugbt8 of piiUishmg his lx>ok, which had lain 
IB bis eacrutoir not nine years ouly, (which is 
the term Horace prescribes, but almost four 
limes nine years. At length, however, by the 
importunity of his friends, he was prevailed 
upon to let It come out ; but a copy of it was 
BO soooer broagbt to him, than be was presently 
■elzed with a violent effusion of blood, which 
pot an end to his life, May ^, 1543. 

COPPA, Cavalier, a disciple and imitator of 
Cotdo, died in 1665. 

COQ, Peter le, a French ecclesiastic, superior 
of the Gudiates. and distinguished for his piety, 
Iteming, dec., died in 1777. 

COaUES, Oonzalo, a Flemish painter, who 
exceU«l In historical conversations ; be died in 
VSM. 

CORAM, Captain Thomas, bom in 1668, spent 
die first part of his life as master of a colonial 
trading ▼csael. While he resided in that part 
of LondoD which is the common residence of 
seafaring people, business often obliged liim to 
come early into the city and return late : when 
be had frequent occasions of seeing young chil- 
4rii exposed, tlirongh the indigence or cruelty 
af tbeir parents. This excited his compassion 
so Ikr, that lie projected the Foundling Hospital ; 
Ib whicli Iraraane design he laboured 17 years, 
aad at last, by his sole application, obuined the 
fOf «l charter for it Indeed he spent a great 
part of his life in senring the public - and with 
so total a disregard to his private mtcreat, that, 
toward the latter part of it, he was himself sup- 
focted by the voluntary subscription of public 
^liriiad persona. This singular and memorable 
jaan died March 29, 1751, aihl was Interred, 
poraaBntto hla desire, in the vault under the 
cbapel of the FonndUng Hospiui 

GORAS, John de, pro^ssor of law at Toulouse 
ai the age of 18 ; afterwards chamellor to the 
1 of Navarre; he was imprisoned for favour- 
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CORAS, James de, a native of Toulouse, and 
an author of little merit, died in 1677. 

CORBET, John, a Kcalous uou-confftrmist, 
Author of several works of merit, died in 1660. 

CORBET, Dr. Richard, bishop of Norwich, 
and an ingenious poet, died 1635. His poems 
were printed in 12mo., under the title of '' Poe- 
tica Slromata," 1647, and again in 1762. Mr. 
Gilchrist published an edition of them (with his 
life prefixed) in 1807. Some pleasant anecdotes 
are recorded of him, among which arc the fol- 
lowing ; alYer he wai) doctor of divinity, he sung 
balladrt at the Cross at Abingdon. On a mar- 
ketHlay he and some of his comrades were at 
the tavern by the Cross ; tlie ballad singer com- 

Clained he had no custom, and could not put off 
u ballads. The joUy doctor puts off his gown, 
and put on the badlad-siiiger's leathern jacket ; 
and being a handsome man, and a rare full voice, 
he presently vended a great many, and had a great 
audience. IDs conversation wa.'^exiremeiy plea* 
saut. Dr. Stubbius watt one of his cronies ; he 
was a jolly doctor, and a very good house- keeper. 
As Dr. Corbet and he were riding in Lob-laiie^ 
in wet weather, (It is an extraordinary doep 
dirty lane,) the coach fell, and Corbet said, tija 
Dr. S. was up to the elbows in mud, and he was 
up to the elbows in Stubbins. His chaplahi, 
Dr. Luidiington, was a very learned and inge- 
nious man ; and they loved one another. The 
bisliop would sometimes take the key of the wine 
cellar, and he and his chaplain would go and 
lock themselves in, and be merry ; then, flrst ho 
lays down his episcopal hood, '' There lies the 
doctor;*' then he puts off his gown, "There 
lies the bbhop ;*' then it was, " Herc*s to thee 
Corbet.'* " Here*8 to thee Lushington." 

CORBULO, Domitius, a Roman general, 
who carried bis arms against the Partliiaiis. 
and placed Tigraues on tlie throne ; hu destroyea 
himself, A.D. 67. 

CORDAV D* ARM ANS.Mary Anne Charlouc. 
a native of Normandy, who avenged the deatli or 
her lover, by stabbing Marat, the author of it, to 
the heart, for which she was guillotined in 1793. 

COUDEMOI, Geraud de^ a French academi- 
cian, and a great partisan of Descartes' systcnu ; 
he wrote several works, and died in 17:^. 

CORDIER, or CORDERIUS, Mathurin, a 
schoolmaster, died at Geneva, in 1564, aged 85 ; 
havmg continued the otiice of teaching till witli- 
in a few days of his death. Calvin was his 
scholar. Amonjg many other works, he pub- 
lished " Colloquia," one of the most popular of 
our school books. 

CORDUS, Aulus CrementiuB, a Roman, au- 
thor of a hbtoryof the civil wars of Rome, much 
commended Inr Tacitus and Seneca. 

CORDUS, Euricius, a German physician and 
poet, intimate vrith Erasmus ; died in 1535. 

CORDUS, Valerius, son of the preceding; 
devoted hlmiself particulariy to botany, and tra- 
versed the mountains of Germany, &c. ; lie died 
in 1554. 

CORELLI, Arcanselo, a Atmous musician of 
Italy, born at Fusignano, a town of Bologna, la 
1653. His merits, as a performer on the violin, 
were sufiicient to attract the patronage of the 
great, and to silence, as they did, all competi- 
tion ; but the remembrance of these is at this 
day absortwd in the contemplation of his excel- 
lencies as a musician at large, as the author of 
new and original harmonics, and the father of 
a style not less noble and grand thsm elegant 
and pathetic. He died at Rome, In 1713, and 
vva" b'lricd in tho rliurch of !h« Rolnnda, ofhei 
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wise callod the Paniboon ; where, for many 
years ailer his decease, be was eorainemoraied 
by a floleosn muaical perfornianee on the anni- 
versary of bis death. 

COillNNA, a Greek poeteflB, wbo gained the 
prize tivK times over Pindar. 

COKIO, Bernardlne, a historian of Milan ; he 
wrote ilie hiittory of his country, which is much 
esteemed, aiid died In 1.300. 

CORiOLA.VlJS, G. MarciuB, a famous Ro- 
man capiain, who took Curioli, a town of tlic 
VolacI, whence he had his name. At last, dls- 
Sastiiiff the people, he was banished Rome bv 
tlie tribune Decius. He then went to llie Volsci, 
ajid, persuading them to take up arms against 
the Romans, tJiey encamped within four miles 
of Rome. Here Coriolauus would not listen to 
a peace, which the Romans sued for, till be was 
prevailed upon by his wit'e Veturia, and his 
mother Voiumuia, who were followed hy all the 
Roman ladies in tears. He was at last put to 
death by the Volsci as a traitor, who had made 
tlieni quit their conquest: upon whicli the Ro- 
man ladies went into mourning: and in the 
same place where his blood was shed, there was 
a temple consecrated to Female Fortune. 

COR LET, El yah. was master of the gram- 
mar school, in Cambridge, Mass., for 40 or 50 
years, and was much esteemed ; he died in li367. 

C0RNARIU3, or HAGUE.VBOT, John, a 
German phyciician, early disiinffuished as ai 
scholar, lie was the translator of the works of 
Uippocrates, frc., and died in 1558. 

CORNARO, Lewis, a noble Venetian, bom 
1464, wrote in Latin a celebrated treatise " On 
the Advantages of a Temperate Life." By fol- 
lowing his own rules, he lived to upwards of 100 
veara of age, dying in 1505. 

CORNARO, Helena Lucretia, of the same fa- 
milr with the above, a prodigy of learnini^ ; of 
whom It is related, that all people of quality or 
fashion who passed through Venice, were more 
solicitous to see her, tlian any of tlie curiosities 
of that superb city. She was born at Venice, in 
1646, and educated at Padua, where she obtain- 
ed the decree of doctor, and died in 1685. 

CORNAZZANI, Anthony, a native of Placen- 
tla, in the ISth century ; he wrote the lives of 
the Virgin Mary, ice 

CORN BURY, lord, governor of New- York 
in 1703, was universally detested for his despo 
tism, btootry, and injustice ; he was removed 
in 1708. 

CORXEILLE, Michael, a French painter, 
who gained a prixe for one of bis pieces, and 
was afterwards profesmr of the academy of Pa- 
ris ; he died in 170B. 

CORNEILLE, Peter, a celebrated French 
poet, bom at Rouen, in 1606, and died 1684. His 
works have been often printed, and consist of 
above 10 comedies and tragedies. 

CORNEILLE, Thomas, a French poet also, 
but inferior to Peter Comeille, whose brother he 
was. He died 1709, aged 84.— Thomas CometUe 
was the author of '* A Dictionary of / rts,*' in 
2 vols, folio : and " A Universal Geographical 
and Historical Dictionary," In 3 vols, folio. 

CORNELIA, a Roman lady, who educated 
her sons Tiberius and Caius Gracchus, and wlien 
thmr were IdUed, exhibited great fortitude. 

CORNELISZ, Lucas, a painter, of Leyden. 
who became chief painter to Henry VIu. or 
England. 

(5DRNELTSZ. James, a Dutch painter of the 
lOth century, his dflKeat from the crow Is 
mneli admi' -d. 
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CORNELISZ, Cornelius, of Haerlem, 
eminent as a painter. 

CORNELIUS, bishop of Rome, aAer FaUan. 
was banished, and soon a(\er died, in 853. 

CORNBTO, Adrian, an Italian ecclesiastic, 
much emploved by Innocent VII. and hissoe- 
cessors, as a legate : he was an autlior of sorn* 
distinction. 

C0RNUTU8, a grammarian and philosopher 
of ment, and tutor to the poet Peniua. He 
was put to death by Nero, A D. 44. 

CORNWALLIS, Sir Cfharles, second son of 
Sir William Comwallis, a man of superior abi- 
iitles ; was sent by James I. as nmhaiwadirr to 
Spain ; and died in 1630. 

CORNWALLIS, Charles, marquis, a brave 
British general, born in 1738. In the American 
war he displayed great military talents, took 
possession of Philadelphia, contributed to the 
reduction of South Carolina, aud defeated Gen. 
Gates with a very inferior force. But, in 1791, 
he was under the necessity of surrendering to tbe 
united American and French army ; soon aftev 
which he returned to En«rland. lie was next 
sent out as Rovcrnor-general of India ; where ia 
December, 1790, he took Bangalore, which was 
followed by the defeat of Tippoo Saib, who de- 
livered to his lordiihip his two sons as hostages. 
Lord Comwallis was next appointed lord Ueu- 
tenant of Ireland ; where he quelled an insur- 
rection, defeated a Prendi invading army, and 
succeeded in eifeciing a union of the two kinp- 
doms. In 1801, be was employed as minister 
plenipotentiaiy in France, where he signed tlie 
preliminary treaty of peace at Amiens. Hit 
lordship again accepted the government of lik- 
dia, in 1805; but died ai Ghazepoor, in the pro 
vince of Reuares, on the 5th oi October, in the 
same year. 

CORONEL, Paul, a native of Segovia, eoi- 
ployed by Cardinal Ximenes in (he publicatfoa 
of his Polyglott Bible ; he died in 1534. 

CORONELLI, Vincent, a Venetian geogra- 
pher, made cosmogranher to the Prenoi kin^ 
in 1685. He published 400 geographical chans, 
and died in 1718. 

CORRADINI, Peter Marcelllnus, a learned ci- 
vilian, and favourite of Pope Clement XI., be 
died in 1743. 

CORRADU8, Sebastian, a grammarian and 
professor at Bologna, died in 1556. 

CORREGIO, Antonio da, a most extraordi- 
nary painter, so called from Corregio, a town 
in the dukedom of Modena, where he was Iwni 
in 1494. This artist Is remarkable for having 
borrowed nothing from the works of other men 
Corregio spent ine greater part of his life at 
Parma; and notwithstanding the many fine 
pieces that he made, and tbe high reputation 
tie had gained, he was extremely poor and al* 
ways obliged to work hard fbr the maintenance 
of his flimily, which was somewhat latfe. He 
was very humble and modest in his behaviour, 
lived very devoutly, and died much lamented in 
1534, when he was but 40 years of age. Tbe 
cause of his death was a little singular. Go- 
ing to receive SO crowns for a piece that be 
had done, he was paid it in a sort of eopper 
money called qnadrinos. This was a great 
weight, and he had IS miles to carry it, though 
it was in the midst of summer. He was over- 
heated and nuigued ; in which conditkm, indie> 
creetly drinking eold water, he brought on n 
pleurisy which put an end to his life. 

CORROZGT, Giles, a French booksellerjin- 
tlior of several works of merit ; died la IMB. 
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CORSINIf Bdwvd, an Italian, a man of great 
ero<btton; author of some valuable works on 
criikisiB, pluioaophy, &«. ; died in 17C5. 

CORT, Comemui, a native of Holland. Bii 
cngnivingf are tlie beet which tbat country baa 
prudured ; he died in 1578. 

COKTE8I, William, a French painter, patro- 
nised in- Atexander Vlll., died in 1679. 

COkTESI, Giovannn, a female painter of 
Buoiatun>«, of Florence ; died in 1736. 

CORTEZ, Ferdinand, a Spanish centleniMn, 
lamous, under the emperor Charles v., for the 
conquest of Mexico. He died in 1554, aged 63. 
CORTEZI, Paul, a learned Italian, a patron 
€i literature *, was bishop of Urbino, and died 
In 1510. 

CORTf , If aithew, a native of Pavia, a phy- 
riclan to Clement vU. , wrote on feveis, Itc. 
and died in 1544. 

CORTICELLI, Salvatore, a monk of Bologna, 
author of a much admired Italian granmiar, 
died in 1770. 

CORY ATE, Thomas, a fkmoos English tra- 
?eller, clii(4y on foot. He visited almost all 
parts of the woild, and published relations of 
hto nvyages and travels ; but the singularity of 
the titles, and of bis njanners, exposed him to 
much ridicule, and occasioned the character of 
bis works to be misrepresented, as well as tliat 
of ttieir anthor, who was certainly a man of 
great learning. His best known works are, 
** Crudities hastily tobbled up In Five Months' 
Travds In France, Bavoy, Italy,*' &«. He was 
bom at OdecMnbe, in Somersetshire, 1577, and 
dfed at Sorat In the East Indies, 1617. 

COSBY, William, governor of the colonies of 
New-York and New -Jersey, died in 1736. 

C06IERS, John, a painter of Antwerp, pa- 
tronised by many crowned heads. 

C06IM0, Andrew and Peter, Italian painters, 
the former excelled In the claro-obscuro, tlie 
latter in ludicrous pieces. Peter died in 15SI. 

COeiN, John, an English prelate, deprived of 
Vm prefenaents by preaching a seditious ser- 
mon ; but at the restoration he was re-instated 
and preferred to the see of Durham. He wrote 
Tarious works, and was a learned and bomane 
man. He died In 1628. 

COSME, John Baseillae, eminent as a Utho- 
lomist, whose instruments were much used for- 
■lerly ; be was banished through the envy of 
Us rivaJB ; and died at Paris, in 1786. 

COSMO T., son of John de Medici, who rais- 
ed himseif to the supreme authority of the state 
cf Florence, and nut down all conspiracies 
agaioBt bim : he diea in 1574. 

CO^O It., grandson of Cosmo I . succeed- 
ed hli father Ferdinand, In 1600; he was a 
henerolrat prince, and died In 1621. 

COSMO ilL, succeeded his father Ferdinand 
n. : he was a patron of learning, and cne of the 
tkbest sovereigns of Europe ; he died in 1723. 
006N AC, Daniel de, a native of Limousin, 
raised to the see of Valence, and afterwards to 
that of Alx, died in 1706. 

COSPEAU, Philip, a French prelate, repre- 
sented to have been very eloquent ; died in 1646. 
C08S ART, Gabriel, a native of Pontoise, who 
anslstad Lahbe in his grand collection of coun- 
db, which was contained fan 38 vols, fol o, died 
In 1674. 

C088E, Charles de, marechal de Brissac, a 
French general of great military talents, |. itron- 
iMd by the king of France, was ambassador to 
Cbmles V., and died In 1563. 

COSTA, Christopher, a Portngnsse, who. 
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when travelling In Asia, was taken prisoneri 
snd detained in captivity many years ; he pi^ 
tished an account of Indian plants. 

COSTA, Emanuel, a Portuguese lawyer prO' 
feasor at Salamanca, 1550. 

COSTA, John, professor of law, at Cahon, 
died in 1637. 

COSTA, Man^arst, an Italian poetess, whose 
works were miblished at Paris. 

COSTA NZO, Angelo dl, an Italian, wrotf> a 
history of Italy, and was a poet of considerable 
merit; he died about 1500. 

COSTARD, Georce, an English scholar, who 
wrote 15 treatises, coiel^ on astronomy, died is 
1762. 

COSTE, Peter, a native of Uzez, who trans 
llated into French, I.iOcke on the understanding 
{and Newton's oprics, &c. ; he died in 1747. 

COSTER, Lawrence, an inhabitant of Hacr 
em, supposed by the Dutch to have been tlia 
inventor of printing, about 1430. He died in 
1440. 

C08THA, Ben Luca, a christian philotoplier, 
of Balbec, who translated several Greek works 
into Arabic. 

COTA, Rodriguet, a native of Toledo, whose 
tragi-coniedia de Collsto & Mclibcra, has ap- 
peared in Latin and French, flourished in the 
I6th century. 

COTELERIUS, John Baptist, a learned 
Frenchman, who published the works of all ilie 
lathers in the Apostolic age, with learned notes, 
died in 1686. 

COTES, Roger, an llhistrioiis English mathe- 
matician, philosopher, and astronomer, bom tn 
16®, died 1716. 

COTES, Francis, an EngUsli painter, in oil 
and crayons died in 1770. 

COTIN, (!;harles, a French writer, and elo 
quent preacher, known for the severity of Boi- 
leau and Moliere'n satires against him, died in 
167B. 

COTOLENDI, Charles, an advocate in the 
parliament of Paris, and respectable as an au- 
thor. He wrote tJie life of Columbus, of de 
Sales^and numerous other works. 

COTTA, John, a Latin poet, audior of some 
epigrams and orations, dleo at Vitertw in 1511. 

COTTE, Robert de, of Paris, director of the 
Royal Academy of Architecture, who adorned 
many of the public buildings in Paris ; died in 

1735. 

COTTEREL, Sir Cbaries, groom-porter to 
James I., and master of requests to Charles II., 
well skilled in modern languages. 

COTllN, Sophia de, wife of M. Cottin, a 
banker of Paris, died in 1807. She wan the atlior 
of Malvina, Matilda Mansfield, the exiles of Si- 
beria, and other novels. 

COTTINGTON. Francis, lord, chancellor of 
the exchequer, ana first lord of the treasury, in 
the reign of Charies 1., died in 1651. 

COTTON, or COTON. Peter, a learned Je- 
suit, bom in France, in 1564, wrote several books 
on controversial subjects, and diKl in 1626. 

COTTON, Sir Robert Bruce, an eminent Eng- 
lish anttquaiy, bom at 1)«:nton, in Huntingdon- 
iihire, in 1570. His writin};[R arc vrry numerous 
and valuable: but it may reaecmably be ques- 
tioned, whether he has not done more service 
to learning, by securing, as be did, his valuable 
library for the use of (msterity, than bv all hiB 
writings. The Cottoniau library is deposited 
in the British Museum. 



COTTON, Charles, lived Mn the reigns of 



IChnriesand James IT. 
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He had Something of a ge- 
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ntas for poeixy, and wav |tartleularly t'auiou« for, 
burleaquv vcrise. He tranalated oticof Corneillc's 
tragedies, called " Horace," printed in 16T1. He 
published a vnlamc of imeDW c»ii several occa- 
sions: " ThP Woudersof ibe Peak in Derby- 
sliiic;" ** rtrarronideH, or Vir^l Travestie;" 
and " Ijitciau burlesqitedjur Uie Scotfer scotfed :** 
an edition of the three laai mentioned, was 
. printed in 1715, and hatibecii fretiuciitly reprint- 
ed. But the chief of all his productions, and 
for urhich perhaps be deserves the best praise 
of his countrymen, is bisiran:ilatlou of '^ Mon- 
taigne's EtMays." 

COTTON, Dr., autlior of " Vbtons in Verse, 
for the instruction of Younger Minds," was dis- 
lin«;uished for his great care, humanity, and at-, 
lention as a phyeician, at 81. Albans, where he 
died Auff. S. 1788. 

COTTON, John, one of the most distinguish- 
ed early ministers of New England, born in Eng- 
land ; he sustained a higli reputation for wisdom 
and learning ; his publications were numerous. 

COTTON, Seaborn, son of John, minister of 
Hampton, N. H., was born at sea, died In 1086. 
He was a good scholar, and an able preacher. 

COTTON, John, son of the Rev. Jolm Cot- 
ton, minister of Plymouth,Mnsa., and of Charles- 
ton, South Carolina. He was a (klthful minis- 
ter, and eminent for his knowlege of the Indian 
language. He revised and superintended the 
print iuoof Elliot's Bible. 

COTTON, John, minister of Newton, Mass , 
highly respected, died in 1757. 

COTITS, a icing of Thrace, in the age of 
Alexander, died about 356 B. C. A seeond of 
the name lived In tlie age of Pompey, and a 
third in the age of Augustus. 

COITDREITE, Christopher, a French eccle- 
siastic, opposerof tlie Jesuits, and of the pope's 
bull, uni^enitus, died la 1774. His chief work 
is a tiistory of the Jesuiti. 

COULON, LewiM, a French priest, whose 
geographical works are much esteemed, died in 
1604. 

COUPERIN, Francis, a Frenchman, much 
admired for liis execution on the harpsichord, 
died In 1733. 

COUPLET, Philip* a Jesuit missionary to 
China, wrote some works on the Ciiin e lan- 
guage ; he died in 1093. 

COURAYER, Peter Francis, a French divine, 
anthor of Paul's history of tlic council of Trent, 
ia French, 4bc, died in 1776. 

COURCELLES, Stephen de, a native of Ge- 
neva, piofeMor of divinity at Amsterdam, and 
author of various theological tracts, died in 
1658. 

COURT DE QBBELIN, Anthony, a protest- 
ant miniaieT of Lausanne, author of " Honde 
Primitif," in 9 vols. 4to, a work of great merit, 
died in 1784. 

COURT ANVAUX, Francis Casar, marquis 
de, a French nobleman, who distinguished him- 
aeu in the wars of Bohemia and Bavaria ; be 
died in 1781. 

COURTEN, William, son of a tailor, of Me- 
bIx, in the Netlicrlands, who made lUmself im- 
mensely rich, by makijig Preach hoods, in Lon- 
don ; he diea in 1636. 

COURTEN, WiUiam, deMendant of the pre- 
ceding, who collected whatever was curious and 
Ifflponant, in medailic and antiquarian history, 
and no le« than 38 vote. In folio, and 8 in 4to, 
all of wbieb wvt purchased for the British 
HuMttm, for tba IIUD of 20,0001. He died in 
ITOI. 
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COURTENAY, John, a member of parHa 
ment, and commissioner of the treasury, known 
also as a writer, died in 1816. 

roURTlLZ, Garien de sieur de Sandras, of 
Paris, confined in the BastUe Oyears, for liis po- 
litical works, died in 1712. 

COURTIVRON, Gai4pard, marquis de, a na- 
tivK of Diion, a soldier and a scholar; he was 
wounded In anrmpiing to save the ttfe of mar- 
shal Saxe, and died in 1785. 

COURTNEY, William, archbishop of Can- 
terbury, a persecutor of WickHfle, and bis ftl- 
lowers, died in 1.196. 

COURTOIS. James, a painter, who delinoa- 
ted the battles of the French, in tlie campaigns 
of Italy ; he died in 1676. 

COURTOIS, William, also a painter, muA 
ndmired, was patronised by Alexander VII., 
and died in lff73. 

COUSIN, John, a painter and mathematician, 
in France ; he was called the Great, and was 
patronised by Henry II., Francis U., Charles IX.^ 
and Henry III. 

COUSIN, James Anthony Joseph, an emi- 
nent mathematician, was professor of natutal 
philosophy in the college of France, and ader- 
wards of mafbematics in the military school; 
he died in 1808. 

COUSTON, Nicholas, sculptor to the French 
king ; bis pieces adorn the |)alace8 of Paris, 
Versailles, and Marly ; he died in 1733. 

COUSTON, William, brother to the preced- 
big, director of the academy of painting and 
sculpture, died in 1746. 

COUSTON, William, son of the preceding 
was improving himself In the arta, at Rome, 
where he died in 1777. 

COUTHON, Georges, a native of Orsay, m 
Auvergne, a member of the convention In the 
French revolution, odious for his ferocious and

COUVREUR, Adrianne le, a French actress, 
who played with much applause, died in 1730. 

COVEL, John, an English divine, chaj^alnta 
the embassy to Constanttnopie, publlslieo an al^ 
count of the Greek church, 'and died in 1732. 

COVERD ALE. Miles, bishop of Exeter, in th« 
time of Edward vl., was ejected from his see 
by queen Mary, and thrown Into prison. Being 
liberated by quoen Elizabeth, he attached him- 
self to the puritans, and died in 1567, at the age 
of 81. He assisted Tlndal in the BngHsh ver- 
sion of the Bible, ptiblished In 1537. and after- 
wards revised ana corrected the edition of it ia 
a laiver volume, with notes. In 1540. 

COWARD, WiUiam, a medical and meta- 
physical writer, bom at Winchester, in 1691 
Idled between l?22 and 17SS. 

COWELL, Dr. John, a learned and eminent 
civilian, born at £nie«borough, in Devonahirsi 
in 1554 : and well known by a laborious woik 
which be published at Cambridge, in 1607, enti- 
tled " The Interpreter.** Besides, this, he pub- 
lished, in 1605, " Insittutiones Juris AngHcani,** 
fcc., that Is, " Institutes of the Laws of England, 
in the same method as Justinian's Institum.' 
He died In 1611. 

COWLEY, Abraham, an eminent EngUdh 
poet, bom In London, in 1618, died 1667,and wni 
buried in Westminster Abbey, near Chancer and 
Spenser, where a monument was errcted to hb 
memory. Cowley was a staunch toyaltet; aaf 
when Charles II. heard of his death, he waa 
pleased to say, " that Mr. Cowley bad not left 
a better man behind him in England.** Addf- 
IMn bM obBenred, tliat of bU sathoiii none evw 
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•iKMiadod HO modi in wit, according to Locke'i 
uutf d<^nitioo or it, as Cowley. 

CXlWLEYt Uanoab, a very ini^eiiiiit draina- 
llc writer, and a poetes, lodetd, In aloKMi 
every branch of tb« art, bom at Tiverton, De- 
von, in 1743, died March II, 1809, at the place 
of her nativity, in her 66tli year 

COVVPER, William, bishop of Galloway, in 
BcotJand, bom in Perth, in ISM, died 1617, l«av- 
inc a fbiin volume of works on divinity. 

COWPER, WUliaiii, dean of Durham, was 
the fioa of earl Cowper, bora in London, in 
1713, and died 1773. lie wrote a IcanM-d *' Ttva- 
Ike aa Geometry,*' eight " Surnioiis,'* and 
" Advice to a Lady ;** all of which are much 

<X>WPER, WUIiam, a ]rtiyilclan and anti- 
foary, at Cbeirvr, died in 1767. 
COWPER, William, an excellent Engllih poet, 
aqaalJy distiucniehed by hie geiilue and his vir- 
tves. He was born at Berkhampetead, Herta, 
Nov. 1731, was tlie grandmn, of Judge Cowper, 
great uepliew of the lord high chancellor of the 
ttame name, and died April 25, IdOO. His poems 



are various ; but the moat celebrated of them is reputation for sanctity and abstinence.

COX, Richan:, bishop of Ely, bora at Whad- 
doo, in Backin^hamsbire, in 1490, dieA 1581. 
He was the chief framer of the liturgy, and 
tranalaior of the Bible called " The Bisliop^s 
Bible," made in the reign of EllTEabetb. 

COX, Sir Richard, lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and anthor of **A History" of that kingdom, 
waa bora at Bandou, in Cork, in 1650, and died 
1723. 

COX, Leonard, agranunarian, sometime mas- 
ter of Heading school, with great reputation, 
and teaclier in several countries on the coutl- 
■em« diM) in 1M9. 

COXETER, Thomas a lUthful and indus- 
Hftoos eirileetor of old English literature, was 
Bon at Lechlade, in Gtoceslershire. in 1680. 
He amassed mateilala for a biography of the 
EngllBb poeia, and assisted Mr. Ames In the 
"History of British Typography." He had a 
curtooa collection of old i^avs, and pointed out 
to Tlieoboid, many of the black letter booki; 
which that critic used in his edition of Shak- 
Coxeter was the Ant who formed the 
», aitrrwarda adopted by Dodaley, of pub- 
lishing a oollecion of ancient plays. He died 
ia 1747. 

COXIS, Michael, a painter, of Mechlin, who 
teiiated Raphael, died fai 1503. 

OOTER, r Abb6 Gabriel Francis, a Preneh- 
Mm, wfaia wrote the lift of John Sobieaki, Tra- 
vnis I* It^, Holland, dec., and died in 178B. 

OOYFEjU the name of several painters, who 
were vny cmtBent in France, in the 17tn and 
18tb centnrlee. 

OOYBEVOX, AnllHmy, chancellor and re- 
fant of Tbe academy of painting and sculpture. 
Ml Fra nce, die d in ITSa 

COYTIER, James, phyaldan to Lewis XI., 
at Franee, and memonible for nothing particn- 
tafly, bot the dexterity be showed, in managing 
that maurch. Lewie bad no pilndple to lav 
ImM of, except an intense fear of dving ; which 
■Matconiemptlble cowardice, Coyoer taking the 
•dvaotafi of} and oflen threateniog Ma maf itr 
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with a speedy dissnlution, obtained from time 
to tlnie, great and innumerable favours. Lew- 
is, however, once rccnvcred strength of mind 
enough to be ashanictl of bis weakness ; and 
feelinffa momentary rtf^ciittnent for (what he 
then thought) the inMiloncf ol liiR physician, or- 
dered hiju to t>e privaK-ly despatched. C'oyiier, 
apprized of this by the otiu-er, w ho was his in- 
timate friend, n>plied, " that tlie only concern 
he felt about himself was, not that he must die, 
but tliat the king could nut survive him above 
tour days ; and that he (the said C'oytier) knirw 
this by a pnrticular science (meaning astrokif y, 
which then prevailed) and only mentiouetl it to 
htm in confidence as an intimate friend." Lew is 
inforaied of this was frightened more than ever, 
|and ordered Coytier to be at large, as usual. 

COZZA, Francesco, born in SicUy, eminent 
{In fresco and oil painting, died in 16R4. 

CRAASB£(;K, Joseph Van, of Brussels, • 
painter, who excelled in representing alehouse 
jqunrrels, died in 1668. 

CRAB, Roger, an English hermit, who lived 
|at Ickham, near Uxbridge, and acquired great 



CRABB, Ilabakkuk, an eminent dissenter, la 
Eueland, died in 1796. 

OUACH ERODE, Rev. Clayton Mordaunt, 
lone of the trustees of the British Museum, and 
Fellow of the Royal and Antiquarian Societies. 
Uis attainments were various and considerable : 
be wrote elegantly in Latin verse ; as may be 
seen hi tiie ** Carmina Quadtigesimalia," for 
the year 1748. Me employed a considerable 
part of a large revenue, ui making colIectiMifl 
of what was best and most curioiu in litera- 
ture, and certain branches of the arts. His li- 
hrary was uiuivalled in its kind ; and his cabi- 
net of prints, drawings, and medals, was consl- 
riered as among the most select and vahiable in 
a country tliat posseses so many of them. Ho 
was an exquisite judge of art, both ancient and 
modern, particidariy of sculpture, painting, and 
music, and collected the choicest of earlv print- 
ed books, drawings, coins, and gems, or which 
a complete catalogue raisonne woulo require a 
volume. Mr. Cracherode died April A, 1799, 
and bequeathed his immense coUection of bookt, 
medals, drawings, te., Itc, to the Brltiali Mu^ 
seum. 

CRADDOCK, Lake, an Ingeniaa EngUab 
painter, chieHy of birds, died In 1717. Vertna 
records, that Craddock's pictures rose quickly 
after his death, to three or four times the prica 
that he was paid for them when living. 

CRADDOCK, Samuel, a learned divine, au- 
thor of " A History of the Old and New Testa^ 
ment," an " Apostolical Hutory," and " Tha 
Harmony of the Tour Evangelists, died in ]7<M, 
aged 88. The hitter of these works was revi- 
sed by Dr. TiUotson, who preserved It from tha 
flames In the Are of London. 

CRADOCK, Thomas, rector of 8t Tlioroai^ 
Baltimore county, Maryland, puhHohed PaaUna 
of David in heroic verse, in 1756. 

CEACKANTHORP, Richard, an eloquent 
Rnglkih preacher, chaplain to an embassy to 
the emperor, and an author of merit, died in 
1634. 

CRAIO, Nicholas, a learned Dane; he was 
engaged liiythe king of Denmark In some im- 
portant negotiationa, and wrote annals of Den- 
mark. Hediedln]6(». 

CRAIG, Sir Thomas, a learned Scotch law- 
yer, known for his " Jus Feadale," died fn 
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CAAIG, Jaiiica, a Scotch divine, admired as 
a preactiur ; be publiabed 3 vols, of ■ermoasi and 
died in 1744. 

CRAIG, John, a Scotch mathematician, who 
mode bis nuue famous by a moaii worlc of 9ft 

{lages ill 4to, eatiilcd '* Theoiogia ChriaUane 
?rincipia Mathematica.'* 

CKAIG, William, a Scotch diftne, celebrated 
for ills pulpit oratory, di^d in 1783. 

CRAIK, Jamee, lif . D., a native of Bcottand,< 
came lo Virginia, where he became a diitin- 
guiabed pliv»ician, received on appointment in 
the army of the revolution, and was pbvaiclan 
to the family of General Washington. He died 
in 1614. 

CRAMER, John Frederic, teamed profenor 
at Duisburg, translated PuneiidorTs introduc- 
tion'to history, a»d died in 1715. 

CRAMKR, Gabriel, of Geneva, well known 
over Europe as a mathematician, died in 17&2. 

CRAMKR, Nicholas, a Flemish painter, dis- 
tluguisJied for taste and correctness, died in 1710. 

CRAMER, Daniel, a native of Beitz, in Bran- 
denburg, professor of eloquence, at Witteroberg, 
and an able divine, wrote on Aristotle's logic; 
he died in 1506. 

CRAMER, John James, professor of oriental 
lancauge at Zurich, and afterwards at Uerbom, 
ana author of several tJieological works; lie 
died in 1709. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a native of Quod- 
linburg, who firet reduced tne art of assaying 
in metallunnr into a system ; he died in 1777. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a German divine, 
nflBttstinguished excepting as a poet. He was 
profesKw la several insiiuitioiis, aud died in 
1789. 

CRANE, Thoman, a non-conformist divine, 
author of a " Treatise ou Divine Providenoe," 
died in 1714. 

CR ANTIELD, Edward, was, for a short time, 
governor of the colony of New Hampshire, af- 
ter \(»2 

CR ANIUS, Luca, a painter of BaniU'rg, whose 
pieces were onc4* admired, died in lo5S. 

CRANMER, Thomas, an English archbishop, 
memorable for having endured martyrdom in 
the cauae of protestantism, was bom at Aslac- 
lou, in Nottinghauitihire, in 1489, and barnt at 
Oxford, Marcli 31, 1555, by order of queen Ma- 
ry. He was an open, generous, honettt man ; a, 
lover of troth, atul an enemy of falsehood and! 
supcratilion ; he was gentle and iiuxlerate in hU 
temper, and though heartily xealoua in the cause 
of the reformation, yet a friend to tlie persons 
of those who most strenuously opposed it ; he 
was a great patron of learning and the univer- 
sities, a very learned man himself, and author 
of several works. 

CRANSTON, Samuel, governor of Rhode- 
Island, from 1606 to 1737. 

CR.YFONB:, Adam, a native of Salon, known 
for the canal which bean his nnme, between 
Aries and the Durance ; he was poisoned throu|^ 
envy, in 1.508. 

CRASHAW. Richard, an English poet, who 
was, in his lifetime, honoured with the friend 
ship of Mr. Cowley, and after his death, by the 
praise of Mr. Pope, who condescended both to 
read his poems, and to borrow from them. He 
died at Lorctto, in Italy, in 16S0. 

CR A8SO, Lawrence, baron of Pianara, wrote 
a hbtory of the Greek poets, commended by the 
Italians, but censured bv the French. 

CR ASSUS, Lucius Lieifuus, a Roman orator, 
grsatly commended ty Cicero, died 9S B. C. 
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CRASSUS, Marcus Llctnlus, one of the tri- 
umvirs with Caesar and Pompey, was defeated 
and kilted in Syria, 53 B. C. 

CRATES, a philosopher,disciple of Diogenes, 
the cynic, prided Irimself on his poverty ami 
meanneu, uvod 386 B. C. 

CRATES, an academk philoaopher of Athena, 
979 B.C. 

CRATBSIPOLIS, a queen of Sicyofi, cele- 
brated for her valour, 314 B. C. 

CR ATIN US, one of the neat masters of what 
we call the ancient comedy. He flonrisbed in 
the 61st Olympiad, sMue 9D or 30 years before 
Aristophanes. He was an Athenian born, and 
appears lo have been tn excesive drinker ; and 
the excuse he gave for that vice was, t^at it was 
absolutely necessary to warm his fancy, and to 
put a soul into his veive. Aristophanes, in his 
" Irene," has given us a pleasant accouut of 
Cratinus' death, where he says that it was 
caused by a fatal swoon, at the sight of a noble 
cask of wine split in pieces, and washing the 
streets. Suidas tells us that he wrote 91 playi. 

CRATIPPU8, pronounced bv Cicero, to be 
by far the greatest of all the peripatetic philoso- 
phers that he ever beard, was or Mltyiene, and 
taught philosophy there. 

CRATO. or DE CRAFTHEIM, John, physi- 
cian to the emperor Ferdinand I., intimate wllli 
Luther— wrote " Luther's Table Talk;** he 
died in 1565. 

CRAVEN, Charles, colonial governor of B. 
Carolina, returned to England in 1716b 

CRAWFORD, David, author of " Meraotre 
of Scodand,'* a " Pecrtige of Sootlaitd,'* a " His. 
tory of the royal family of Stuart,** a topogra- 
phical description of the " County of Renfrew,** 
A^c, was born near Glasgow, in 1665, and died 
1796. 

CRAWFORD, WHUaro, bom at Kelso, in 
1676, wrote " Dying Thoughts,** and some 
" Sermons,'* published in 9v(^ 13mo, and died 
in 174S. 

CRAWFORD, Dr. Adair, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician and cbymist, author of" Expen- 
nienra and Observations on Animal Heat," and 
tlie timt who found out the medical uses Inherent 
in the Terra Ponderosa, born in 1749, died 1795. 

CRAWFORD, Anne, a celebrated Engllab 
actress, both in comedy and tragedy, but b^er 
remembered by her name of Barry, was born ai 
Bath, in 17:M, and died Nov. 29, 180L 

CKAYKR, Gaspar de, a celebrated painter 
of Antwerp, greatly esteemed by Reubens and 
Vandvck, died in 1669. 

CREBILLON. Prosper Joliot de, a French 
writer of tragedy, and usually ranked aAer 
Corneille and Racine, was bom at Dijon, in 1674. 
and died 1709. 

CREBILLON, Claude Prosper Joliot de, son 
of the foregoing, and a ceiebra^ writer of no- 
vels, letters, and romances, was bora In Paris, 
1707, and died there in 1777. The ease and cle> 
gance, together with the seductog levity of his 
writinn, have obtained for him the appdlatfoa 
of the Petronius of France. His works, chiefly 
of a voluptuous tendency, have been collected 
in 11 vols. ISmo, 1779. 

CRBDI, liorenzo di, an Italian paUiter of Flo- 
rence, died in 1530. 

CREECH, Thomas, eminent for his transla* 
tlons of ancient authors, both in prose and verse, 
was l)om near Siierborne, in Dorsetshire, in 
1650, and died by his own hand, in 1701. His 
principal worlcs are translatloos of Lucretlua 
kHA Horace ; but be tranalaied other tldngt of • 
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smaller kiud, from Thtwcritua, Ovid, Virgil, Ju- 
venal, Plutarch, Comeliiw Kepos, k,c. &.c. 

CRELL, Lewis Chrtotiau. a native of Ncu- 
Madx, and pfofesriOT at Leipuc, died in 1735. 

CKELLIUS, John, aSocinJan, who settled in 
Poland, where he tiecame professor lo Uie uni 
tariauB. lie wan a man of great learning, and 
wrote against Grotius. 

CREMONlKl, Caisar, an ItaUan philosopher, 
wlio advocated the doctriiiea of Arlfliotlc, in re- 
nwt to tbe maiorialiqr of the wul ; he died in 

CREIOUS, Ttaomat, a writer wbooe works 
were numerous. He wrote cliiefly on philoso- 
phical sulnects, and died at Leyden, in 1738. 

CJIEUUI, Charles dti, priiuse de Foix, a mare- 
chal, and peer of France, distinguished for his 
▼aiour; he was killed by a cannon ball at the 
dege of Bremeo, in 1G38. 

CREQUI, Francis de, great grandson of the 
aiecedin^, a narechal of France, 4h(tinguished 
tor his military enterprises and heroic courage ; 
lie died in 16^". 

CR£SC£MBEN[, John Maria, an Italian poet, 
born at Maurata, in Ancona, 1663. He pro- 
jected the establishment of a new academy, un- 
der the name of Arcadia, the members of which, 
at iSnt, did not exceed 14, but afterwards in- 
creased much. Th^ called themselves tlie 
shepherds of Arcadia, and each took the name 
of some shepherd, and some place in that an- 
cient kingdom. The fowider of this society was 
appointed the director of it, hi 1600, and held it 
10 the year of his death, 17%. 

CBEeCENS, a cynic philosopher, in the 2d 
centunr, who persecuted the Christians. 

ORESCENTIUS, Peter de, a native of Bou- 
logse, in (ha 14th cemury, who travelled 30 
yeare as a law practitioner ; he pubUsfaed a va- 
luable treatise on agriculture. 

CRESPI, Daniel, a celebrated portrait pain- 
ter, of Bologna, died in 1^30. 

CRESPI, Gniseppe Maria, a painter of Bo- 
logna, who, by darxening his room very much, 
gave greater vivacity to his subjects, died in 
1747. 

CRESSEr, Hugh Paiilhi, an English divine, 
wiK» hecuaa a catholic, and was chaplain to 
queen Catharine , he was much respected, and 
publiabed some valuable works, particulariy an 
able ecclesiastical history. He died in 1674. 

CRESTI, Dominico, a historical painter, of 
Ftoteace* lUed In 1638. 

CRETIN, William Du Bols, whose chief me- 
lit consisted in puns, low vrit, itc. He was his- 
torian to Charles VUL, Lewis XII., Ice, and 
died in 1533. 

CREVIER, John Baptiste Lewis, a Parisian, 
trained under the celeoraied RolUn, and after- 
wards pvoficsBwof rbetofic Upon the death 
of his master. In 1741, he took upon him to fl- 
aUH his *' Roman History." He mibiished other 
worfcB, and was greatly serviceable to the cause 
of virtue and nriigioQ, as well as letters. Hisl 
death happened in 17B5. 

CREW, Nathaniel, bishop of Durham, in the 
ifaoe of James II., whose cause he espoused ; 
be died in 1731. 

CRiCUTON, James, a Scotch gentleman, 
bom at Perth, in 1560, and Uest with roost ex- 
crsofdinary endowments, both of body and 
mind. He was murdered by his pupil, Vincen- 
tk> di Gonzaga, son of the duke of Mantua, in 
158S. Though so young a man, Chiichton was- 
sktOed in twelve languages, and in several uni- 
'^eialtisfs, gave pabUe cbaUeniss to dispatations! 
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in as niatiy. lie is usually styled The Admu-able 
Crichtoii. 

CRILLON, Lewis de Berthon de, a French 
general, who distinmiished himself by his va- 
lour, in the time of Henry U., IIL, and IV. lie 
died in 1615. 

CRILLON MAHON, N. dnkede, distinguish- 
ed hfanself in the seven years war, and after- 
wards in the csuse of Spain. He died in 1796. 

CRINESIUS, Christopher, a native of Bohe- 
mia, who published several learned works ; he 
died in 1606. 

CRINITUS, Petms, a native of Florence, a 
man of great learning, but addicted to the basest 
sensualities ; he died in 1505. 

CRIBP, Tobias, a controversial writer on di- 
vinity, and the great eliampion of Antinomian- 
ism, died in 1643. 

CRITI AS, one of the thirty tyrants of Athens , 
he fell in battle 400 B. C. 

CRITO, one of the pupils and flriends of So 
crates. 

CRITOBULUS, a physician, who Is said to 
have extracted the arrow which wounded the 
eye of Philip of Macedon. 

CRITOLAUS, a Greek historian. 

CRITOLAUS, an Arcadian, who, when de- 
feated by the Romans, poisoned himself, 146 
B. C. 

CROESE, Gerard, a protestant divbie, of Am- 
sterdam, author of a history of the Quakers, 
died in 1710. 

CRCESU8, the fifth and last <tf the Mennnar 
de, who reigned in Lydia ; was supposed the 
richest of mankind. He was the fSirn who made 
the Greeks of Asia tributary to the Lydians, 
and his court was the asylum of learning at^d 
the polite arts. After a reign of 14 years, he 
was defeated by Cyrus, 546 B. C. : the tlnle and 
manne r of his death are unknown. 

croft; Herbert, an English prelate, who 
wrote in favour of the protestants about 1675 ; 
hediedin169l. 

CROFT, William, a celebrated musician, 
who succeeded Dr. Blow as master of the child- 
ren,and composer to the Chapel Royal, and also 
as organist in Westminster Abbey. Tn 1719 he 
publiriied, but without Ids name, " Divine Har- 
mony, or a new collection of select anthems ;** 
to wnich is prefixed, "A Brief Account of 
Church Music.** In 1715, he was created doc- 
tor in music at Oxford ; and in 1724 published 
by subscription, a noble work of his own, en- 
titled, VMusica Sacra, or Select Anthems in 
Score,'* in S vols, the first containing the ftine- 
ral service which Purcell had begun, but did not 
live to complete. He was bom at Nether-Eating- 
ton, in Warwickshire, about 1677, and died Aug. 
1727. 

CRORIUS, or DE CROI, a minister of Uses, 
who wrote several works in Latin ; he died in 
1650. 

CROIX, Francis Petit de la, secretary and ia* 
ttfrpveter to the khog of France in the Turkish 
and Arabic languages, died Vov. 4, 1605, in his 
73dyear. 

CROIX, John Bapdst de la, second bishop of 
Quebec ; came to Canada in 1685; he founded 
three hospitals, and died in 17S7. 

CROIX DU MAINE. Francis Grade de la, 
a Frenchman of the I6tfa century, wlio publish- 
ed an account of all French authora. 

CROKE, Sir George, many years one of the 
judges of tlie King's Bench, and an eminent 
law-writer, was born at Chilton, Bucks, in 1580, 
and died in 1641. The " Reports*' of Sir Georga 
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Croke, •!• of the highest MiUiority wHJi UMHtigiial service, whkli waa ibe laat ho pedbnncd

CROMPTON, William, a non conformhit di- 
vine, ButlKir of several suaU tracts, died 1696. 

CROMWELL, Tiiomas, eari of eseez, an 
amiuent statesman in tlie reign of Henry Vill., 
wau tbeson of a Uaciuuiilth at Putney, in Burr) , 
and bom about 1490. He was for some time 
cleric or wcretary to the English factory at Ant- 
werp. — Ou his return to Eniland he was admit- 
ted into the family of Cardioal Wolsey as his 
solicitor ; to whom he approved himself by his 
fidelity and diligence in several important amirs; 
and after the cardinal's fall, the king employed 
him in ills own service, and raised him Ina short 
time to several eminent dignities. Having been 
iiwtrumental in promoting the Reformation, the 
king granted him many noble manors and large 
estates, the spoils of the religious houses ; ad- 
vanced him to the dignity of earl of Essex : and 
constltoted him lord high chamberlain of Eng- 
land. The tide of prosperity, which had hither- 
to flowed in upon him, began now to take a turn : 
a scheme that he laid to secure his greatness 
proved his mln ; sucJi is the weakness of hu- 
man policy ! He used his utmost endeavours to 
procvre a marriage between king Henry and 
Anne of Cleves. As her friends were all Lu- 
theransj be imagined it might tend Ui brlnjr down 
the popish party at court ; and he expected great 
•upport from a queen of his own making. But 
the capricious monardu being disgusted with 
her person, on the first night's cohabitation, took 
an invincible aversion to the promoter of the 
marriage, who was soon after arrested at the 
oouncil table,atiainted of high treason and iiere- 
«y, and executed on Towei^hiU, aftar six weekii 
imprisonment, Jaly, 1540. 

CROMWELL, Oliver, protector of the eom- 
Konweallb of England, was son of Mr. Robert 
Cromwell, and bom in the parish of St. John, 
Huntingdon, AprU 33, UW, baptised the 30tli of 
ttie same monio. and was educated iu grammar 
learning at the nee-school in that town. From 
HuDtingdon he was removed to Sydney coU^r^) 
In Cambridge, where he wan admitted fellow 
commoner, April 93. 1616. He was elected a 
■ember of the third parliament of Charies I., 
which met Jan. 90, 1688, and from this time to 
16il was in warm opposition to all the measures 
of the court. At length whoa the king and 
parliament came to an open rapture, Cromwell 
obtained a captain's commission ; and his first 
military exploit was, secoring die town of Cam- 
hridge for the parliament. He was afterwards 
rapidly promoted to the rank of lientenant-gan- 
eral under the earl of Manchastor, in which ca- 

Kiclty he diaangulsbed hhnself at the battle of 
arrton Moor. He was than made Ueuienaiit- 
general of horse under Sir Thomas Fair&z, had 
the prtnelpal share in defeatinf the royal party 
at Nasehy, made hhnself nsastor of WlndMsttr 
and several other plaees, reduced Carliala and 
Berwick, and entered Scotland in triumph. 
Having dismissed the Hamiltons (of tba king's 
party) from all oAces of pablic trust, heretom- 
ed to England with every mark of honour and 
esteem on the part of the Scots . aad, on his ar- 
val in London, took his seat again in parliament, 
and received the thanks of the house for this 
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in his mihtaiy capacity till tlie king's doaih. 
After that event (to which he was equally 
promised by fear and ambition,) Cromwell wae 
appointed lord governor of Ireland, to wliica 
kingdom he went iu great pomp, and very soon 
made himself master of Urogheda, and the other 

{ilaces which had been held by the royalists, 
lav log done this service, he was recalled to 
England, and made capiaiu-feneral of ail the 
parliament forces, marched again iutobcoilmid, 
dufcated the Scot^ at Dunbar, followed Ci sriea 
11. into Worcester, and totally routud his h bole 
force. CroraweU now found lus pow«t ao aa- 
controUable, that h«» vi>iiturc'd on a step, bolder 
perhaps, than ever b«fure had entered the head 
of any man in England, lie abruptly dis- 
solved the Long ParUament, and, baviaig luriietf 
all tJie members out of the house, locked the 
doors, put the keys in his pocket, and returned 
home. This happened on the itMt of April, 
1653. On the I6th of December, in the eaioe 
year,he was invested with i<upreme authority, 
under the title of lord protector of tlie three na- 
tions, England, Scotland, and Ireland ; in which 
station, having for five years administered the 
afiUrs of the kingdom with great vigour and 
ability, he di«d Sept. 3, 1658. 

CROM WEIX, Richard, eMest son of Oliver, 
and named by him as his successor, was bom 
at Cbeshunt, 1626, and died 1713.— An act was 
passed, for recognising him as Protector, aitd for 
restoring the liouse ol lords : but the Commons 
fell into debates about settling the chief magis- 
traic's power, and that of the upper liouse ; and 
tiii^se, with other proceedings, temiUiaied iii a 
jealousy, between the protector and bis army. 
At last tliey discarded him, and took tlie govern- 
iiient into their own hands. On the restoration 
tie went abroad, but returned in 1680, under tli« 
assumed name of Clarke, and settled at Cbesh« 
unt, where he lived privately and died beloved , 
but he was not by any means qualified to sup- 

Eort the station to which the aspiring talents of 
is tether had raised him. 

CRONECK, John Frederic baron de, bora at 
Anspacb, distinguished himself as aa ingenioun 
poet ; he died in ITSS. 

CRONSTEDT, Axd Frederic, a native of 
Sweden, a naturalist, and inspectos of tJia 
mines: he publisbed varioua worits, and died 
in 1765. 

CROOK, Sir George, an Englishman, who 
became chief jostice ; died in 1641. 

G&OSBY, Brass, born atStockton-upon-Teea, 
in 17SSS, came early in 4ife to London, where Im 
practised several years as an attorney : became 
alderman of the ward of Bread-street, in 1765, 
aad was elected loid mayor, September 94, 1770. 
March, 1771, in the case of toe prodanr.atioo 
apdoat Wheble and other prhtters, Mr. Alder- 
man Oliver was oommitted to the Tower: and 
Mr. Crosiw (then tord Mayor) was ordered into 
the custody of tlM seijeant at arms ; but, on 
bhi spiritedly observhig, " that if any ofi'eneo 
had been oommitted, be was the greatest oSka 
der, M4 that lie longed to johi his brother In of 
fice.'* an order was signed for his comraitmeni 
to tae Tower. The pariiament was prorogued 
OD tiM 93dof inly, wlien the tord mayor wae 
relOMed and carried fiom the Tower to the 
manrion-hoose with every possible mark of tlia 
approbation of bis fellow-citizens; and, after 
the expiration of his mayoralty, was again re* 
warded by the thanks of the coiporatloo, and a 
evpof 10(K. in value. Be died, Feb. 14, 1793

CVOSS, Ijcwis a painter, who retouched a 
pletuTe of Mary, qnvtn of Scots, in a masterly

caoaWBLL, Andrew, a minister in Boston, 
Braeh emnced in eantnyrefiiy, died in 1785. 

CROUS AZf John Peter de, a celebrated phi- 
Ibsofiier and maihemMfcian, horn at Lausanne, 
la SwitzeriBBd, April 13, 1683, died 1748. 

CROWNS, John, an American by Irfrth, went 
10 Bngiaad, aiid was patnmised by Oliarles II., 
at wliooe command be wrote several dramatic 
ni eces : die l»est known of which are, " City 
MMes,** and "Bir Courtly Nice;*' the latter 
of which Ims been several times acted of late 
yean. His plays were 17 in number ; some of 
wMcb werepwformed with great success. He 
died about 1703. 

CROXALL, Dr. flaanel, a writer of good 
npate, bom at Walton upon Thames, and 
pnl>iisber c€ the following works, 



viz : ** The Fair Clrcasiian," a poem ; '* Fables 
ef aSnp and others, translated iiito English ;** 
*< Select Novfti*; " Scripture PoUtics ;" " The 
Royal Manual,'^ ftc. He died 1753. 

CROZE, Matburin Veyssiere la, a native of 
Nantes, was disiingnished for his teaming and 
works ; he died in 1739. 

CRCCIGBR, Oaspar, a protestant of Loipslc, 
antlior of commentaries on Scripture, died in 

i&m. 

CRUDBN, Alexander, a corrector of the press, 
whose literary labours will ever entitle him to 
the veneration of an students of the sacred wri- 
ting. His "Oooeordance of tiie Holy Scrip* 
ttiresof tbeOM and New Testament," is Ids 
chief work, and a singular instance of indefati- 

KMe labour and perseverance In the most use- 
I employnient His private character (though 
DStaraily liberal la the extreme) was influenced 
by a temporary ftensy, which gave a certain co- 
lour to all his actions, and suggested to him ma- 
ay wbioislcal plans of reformation, hopes of 
superiority, and visionary views of ambition, 
which were as useless to himself as unproOte- 
Ue to others. Of his singularitlea, however, 
which were many, the tendenev was uniformly 
virtuouflL He was bom at Aberdeen, in 1701, 
and was found dead on bis knees, apparently in 



the postaie of prayer, at bis lodMhi^i in Isling- 
ton, QQ the morning of Nov. 1, 1770. 

CRUDCSHANK, William Cumberland, an 
assioent anatomist, bora at Edinbuigh, 1745, 
Went to London 1771 ; wbare he soon got Into 
■KMt extensive pnetlee as a surgeon. Asavrri- 
ter, be is prlneipallv<ttscimsttiihed by bis " Ana- 
tomyof ton Absonent vessels in the Human 
Body,** first pnblWied in 1786; and '^Experi- 
aieav on the inseosible Perspiration of the Hu- 
man Body/* 1795.— Mr. C. died June 97, 1800. 

CRUSIUS, or ICRANS, Martiii, of Bamberg, 
Ibe ftrit wbo taught Greek In Garmaoy, died In 
1«0?. 

CRUTTWELL, Rev. Clement, a gentleman 
various tttsrary parfonmnces, for labour 
~ utiUnr, have rarely been equalled 
reganled as the productions of an 
unassisted valetudinarian, have psrfaaps never 
been surpassed. Ifr. C. first appenred ss an au- 
thor fas Us edlilHi of •* Bishop Wilson's Bible 
and Works, tt» wMeb be has praflxed a life ; and 
in tbe splendid editionof the Bibie,be hMio- 
ftom tiie various texts; an 
wfeMi Am dtseciflfi Ids ibougiMsll 
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to that most laborious uudtfrtaking, his " Con- 
cordance of Parallel Texts of Scripture ;" a 
work which, according to the usual (jbmputa- 
tion of time aud assiduity, woi*ld be sufficient 
to occupy the life of an ordinary man : and 
when it is considered that be printed it m bis 
own bouse, and corrected the press as be pro- 
ceeded, some idea may be formed of his indus- 
try and perMverance. Scarcely bad he recover- 
ed from a severe illness, which his incessant ap- 
plication bad produced, aud which obliged litin 
to have recourse to the baths of St. Amand, in 
Flanders, when he projected tbe scheme of his 
*^ Universal Gazetteer;** in the execution of 
which he spent ten years of unwearied dili- 
gence ; tlie sale of the fint edition sufficiently 
proved the fbvourabie light in wiiicli it was re- 
garded by the public, aud be bad Just gone 
through the laborious office of editing a second 
edition, comprising 30,000 new articles ; when, 
on the road to his native town, Wokingham, in 
Berkshire, lie was arrested by a sodden illnev, 
which terminated fatally before medical amist- 
ance could be procured. He died at Froxficid, 
Somersetshire, in bisGStb year, SepL 5, 1808. 

CRUZ, Juana Inez de la, a lady of Mexico, 
distinguished for her poetry, aud ber acquaint- 
ance with tbe scieucM ; she died in ItiOS. 

CRYTOPVLUS, Metrophaiies, a Greek, edu- 
cated at Oxford, and afterwards raised to the 
of Alexandria ; he died in 1041. 

CTBSIAS, a Greek physician in the service 
lof Artaxerxes, king of Persia : he wrote a hi»- 
toryof Persia. 

CTESiBIUS, a mathematician of Alexan- 
idria, the inventor of the pump, water dock, 
Idee. 135 B. C. 

CTESIPIION, an Athenian, whose attempt 
to decree a golden crown to Demosthenes, was 
oppoied by iEschines, and produced tlie twa 
famous orations of the rival orators. 

CUDWORTH, Ralph, an eminent English 
divine, was born at Aller, in Somersetshire^ 
1617, and died 1688. He was a man of very 
extensive learning, excellently skilled in the 
learned languages and antiquity, 4 good mathe- 
matician, a subtle philosopher, and a profound 
metaphysician. H» great work, " The True 
Intellectual System of the Universe," was pub- 
lished in foUo. 1678. 

CUERfiNIiERT, Theodore Van, a native of 
Amsterdam, tiistineuisbed for science ; but es< 
peclaily for maintaining that a Christian should 
not enter a place of worship; he died in 1500. 

CUE VA, Alfonsus de la, an ambassador from 
Philip m. to Venice, who plotted the seizing 
of the dtyy which, however, fbiled ; be died in 
1065. 

CUFF. Hemy, a celebrated wtt and excellent 
scholar, oora at Hbilon, St. George, in Somer- 
setshire, about 1S60> He gava early marks of 
genius and application ; arrived in time at tbe 
Greek professorship at Oxford, and wascbosea 
proctor of the nnivenfty. In ISM. To tbecele- 
bnted Robert, eari of Hmex, CuflT became se- 
cretary ; he was involved In ul the misfortunes 
of that unhappy eari ; and with Sir Gelly Mer- 
rick, the earrs steward, executed at Tyburn, 
1001. 

CUGNIERBS, Peter de, an upright magistrate, 
who, in 1389, advocated the rights of Philip Va- 
tols against the clergy. 

CUj ACIUS, James, acelebraled French law- 
yer, bora at Thoulouse, about 15^ and died at 
Bourns, 1500. 

CULLfiN, Dr. Wimam, an eminent Scotch 
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ptiysidau and medical writer, wboec principal 
works are, " BynopalsNoflolofiB Mediodlctt.Ed- 
inb., 177S," S vols. 8vo. ; " Lectures on tlie Mate> 
ria Mudica, Lond.*' 4to. ; " Pint lines of the Prac- 
tice of Pliynic, 1776," 8vo. [This is said to bave 
produced bim aOOOL] *' Institations of Medi- 
cine, Part I., containing Pbvsiology," 8vo. " On 
the Recover}' of Drowned Fersous ;" and ** A 
Treatise on the Materia Medica,** 2 vols. 4to.. 
1789. He was born in Lanarltsliire, and died 
February 5, 1700. 

CULLUH, sir John, an Englishman, wbo pub- 
lished the history aud antiquities of Hawsted, 
Suffolk ; he died in 1785. 

CULMER, Richard, a violent fanatic in Eng- 
land, wbo wos employed 1^ pariiauient to break 
down and deface Images, fcc. 

CULPEP£R, Nicholas, was educated at Cam- 
bridge, and bound apprentice to an apothecary ; 
but employed all his leisure hours in the study 
of astrology, whicJi fallacious science be after- 
wards professed. He wrote many books, but 
the moat noted is his " Herbal,'* wherein he tells 
us under what planets the simples grow, and 
speaks of their good and bad qualities. Ue died 
in Spitalfields, I65i. 

CULPEPER, Thomas lord, lieutenant-go- 
vernor, and afterwards governor, of the colony 
of Virginia, died in 1719. 

CUMBERLAND, Dr. Richard, a very learn- 
ed English divine, aud bishop of Petertiorough, 
born in London, in 1633, died in 1718. He had 
studied niatheniaticB in ail branches, and the 
Brriptures in their original languages. His book 
" De Legibus Nature" is bis capital work, and 
will always be read while sound reasoning &haU 
continue to be thought the best support of re- 
ligion. 

CUMBERLAND, William, duke of, second 
son of George II., distinguished lor his mili- 
tary sucresses ; he died ui 1765. 

CUMBERLAND, Richard, an eminent poet, 
essayist, novelist, and dramatic writer, was a 
son of the bishop of Kilmore, and a grandson, 
by the maternal side, of the learned Dr. Ricliard 
Bentley, under whose roof, in the Master's 
Lodge of Trinity College, Cambridge, he was 
born, Feb. 19. 1739. He received his education 
at the school of Burv Bt. Edmunds, at West- 
minster, and at Trinitv College. As a writer, 
the number of bis works is very extraordinary. 
The drama, however, ai^ars to have been bis 
favourite pursuit ; and a list of his performances 
in this tine of literature, will be found in the 
'^Biographia Dramatica,*' 8va, 1812. He died 
in London, May 7, 1811, and wxu burled in Poet's 
Comer, Westminster Abbey. 

Cl^MBERLAND, Henry Frederic, duke of, 
whose union with the widow of a Mr. Horton 
produced tiie marriage act; be died in 1790. 

CUMING, John, an eminent physician, of 
Concord, Mass., and a benefactor of Harvard 
Collece ; died in 1788. 

CUMING, William, an eminent English phy- 
sician, much respectea for his learning and skill ; 
he died in 1788. 

C17MMIN6, Alexander, minister in Boston, 
coUengue with Dr. Sewail; died in 1763. 

CUN>euS, Peter, a lawyer, professor at Ley- 
den, highly commended by Vossius, Scaliger, 
dec., died in 1038. 

CUNEGONDE, wife of Henry TT., (emperor) 
was accused of inoontinence, and retired to a 
monastery. 

CUNITIA. a lady of BUeaia, in the 17th een 
tnry, wIm greatly excelled in mathf matics and 
■oironomy ; she died in 1664. 
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CUNNINGHABl, William, a physician of 
London, greatly disHngnbhed Man astzaneoMtf 
died after 1563. 

CUNNINGHAM, John, n elcfast and te- 
genions pastoral poet and a dramatie writei^ 
bom in Dublin, 1739, died in Nortlnuabeila&d, 
1773. 

CUNNINGHAM, Alexander, aoaiivaof Beoi- 
iland, author of " A History of Great ]liini% 
from the Rovolutioa in 1688 to the Aceeosioa of 
George I." This woiik was written in Latia. 
and lay in manuscript till 1787 ; wlien a iUthlw 
translation of it into Bnaliah was made hf 
William Thompson, LL. D., and pubttsbed la 
3 vols. 4to. The work was undoubtedly woH 
deserving of publication ; as it contains ibe Ub- 
tory of a very interesting period, writtea by one 
wlio bad a considerable degsee of autbentie tn- 
fomiation, and comprises many curious faftieuf 
lars unknown to other historians. The author 
died 1737, at the advanced age of 83 yean. 

CUNY, Lewis Anthony, author of ftuienl 
orati(His on the dauphin of France, queoi of 
Polaud, ond cardinal Rohan. 

CUPANO, Francis, a Sicilian, author of a 
cataloEue of plaiito of Bicily, aud a valuable tola- 
torvof that island. 

CUPERU8, Glsbert, professor of histoij, of 
Daventer, published several works, and died ia 
1716. 

CURAUS, Joachim, a Gennan, author of 
ihe annals of Silesia and Bretlau ; be died ia 
1573. 

CURCELL^ATS, Stephen, of Geaeva, author 
of an edition of the Greek Testament with va 
rious readings, &c.; he died in 1658. 

CURIO, an orator, of Rome, who called Ce- 
sar the man of aU the women, and the woman 
of all the men. 

CURIO, (\sliiM Becundtts, a PiedmoDteae» 
who frrsook the Romish religion for Lutheran- 
ism ; be was professor of etoqueuce at Basil, 
and died in 1569. 

CURIUS, Dentatns Marcus Annino, a Ra- 
man consnl, distinguished in the wars againflt 
Pyrrhus, died S7S B. C. 

CURL. Edmund, a bookseller, and bo(Ama* 
ker, rendered notorious by Mr. Pope, m bia 
Dunciad. He was generally held to be of oa 
Immoral character, and was highly injurious to 
the literary world by bis piracies and foigerfea. 
He deservedly lost bis ears in the pillory, by ■ 
sentence <^ the law, for poblishing obscene per* 
formances, and died Dec 11, 1747. 

CUROPALATE, John, author of a Greok 
history, from 813, to 1081. 

CURRADI, Francesco,an Italian painter,who 
excelled in historical pieces ; ba died in 1660. 

CURRAN, Rt. Hon. John Philpot, an eminent 
Irish lawyer, and orator, and sometime master 
of tiie rolls in Ireland, was bora in the county 
of Cork, and died at Bromptcn, near London, 
Oct. 14, 1817, aged nearly 70 yeai*. His oratory 
was completely sui generis ; always the sudden 
burst of strong and passionate feelings, whicb 
seemed to rise in i^opoitton as the grand con- 
ceptions of his mind became more and more !!• 
luminated by the coruscations of his wit,-— the 
lightning flashes of a vigorous and liighly poeti- 
cal iniannaiion. 

CURB IE. Dr. James, an eminent medical aa4 
political writer, bora at Kirkpairick Fleming, in 
Dumfriesshire, May 31, 1756, died at Sidmouih, 
Aug. 31, 1805. Besides medical writings, which 
are numerous, he furai»hed, in 1800, a rich treat* 
to tlie lovers of elegant literature, by pubHshlng, 
in 4 vols. evo. " The Works of RoMnBonMB, 
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A Aeeooat of Mi Lll^ and a Critlelvi on 
Ub WiMngi: to wliicb are preOzedf mum Ob- 
■M iiiiiiiM 11 ilMi Cbanctar and Oondltion of 
tfw niiiillrti r>aiialijF " 

CI7180N, or COBOEONE, Bobert, aa Enff- 
Hr**— ". ctaneeUor of Paris maiveraity ; he was 
■aiia cwiliial by pope fBaof.ent III., and died 
ki ItlS. 

CURTIS, WUttaiB, a rtry dlRtacolehed bota- 
■Am, torn at Alton, In HampeMret about 1746. 
Bis great work, " Tbe Flora Londinensia." is 
M^ty iolerceting, not only to tbe man or sci- 
•oee, bat ate to the fanner and agriculturist ; 
as It eoabines the knowledfe of eniomotogy 
with that of botany. Mr. Curtis died at Bramv- 
ton, near Kjdghtsbridce, July 7, 1790. 

CUETIUB, Qnlntus, a Latin historian, who 
tes wriitan the actions of Aleiander the Great, 
Ib !• hooka. Where this author was bom, no- 
body pratends to know ; and even when he lived 
li stfll a dlqmte among tlie learned, and never 
H fcaiy t o be settled. 

CUETIUB, Martiw. a Eoman. who, to bene- 
fit Us country, plongea intoa gulr, which caused 
Mi death, 303 B. C. 

CUETIUB, Michael Conrad, profeaor of lo- 
gic and metaphysics, at Luneberc, and ai'ter- 
waids of history sad rlietoric, at Harpurg, Jtc., 
tfedln 1309. • 

CUBA, Nicholas de, a cardinal and bishop, so 
called ftom Cnsa, the place of his birth. His 
paieots were mean and poor ; and it was his own 
persanal merit which raised htm to tbe height 
of dignity that be afterwards attained. He was 
a man of extraonltnary parts and leamins ; 

Cnicalarly famous Ibr his great knowledge in 
ir and divioitv ; and withal, a great natural 
pUlosopber, andgeometrieiui. He died in 1464, 
•gedO vears, and left many eicellent works be- 
IlLidhlm. 

CUSHINO, WUIIam, LL. D. a Judge of the 
■iprenie court of the state of MaMnchosetts, 
and of tha supfemecoort of the United States, 
diedinlBiai 

CUBIIING, Thomas, LL. D.. speaaer o( tbe 
Zioose of representatives, member of congress 
from the state of Miwarhusettyand lieutenant 
governor ot the same, died in 1788. 

CUBBING, Nathan, a Judge of the supreme 
•onrt &r the state of MasMcbusetts, died in 1812. 

CUSHINO, Thomas, LL. D., lieutenant go- 
varaor of Massachusetts, much devoted to pub- 
lic Hfe, and to the pubUc good ; be died In 1746. 

CUBH1N6, Jacob, D. 1>., minister of Wal- 
llHun, Mass., much esteeroed, died in 1809. 

CUBHMAN, Eobert, one of the flnt emi- 
oants to America, returned soon on business to 
Bi^aad, where he died. 

iJUBPLNI AN, John, aGerman historian, bom 
hi 1473, died In 15BgL He was first physician 
to the emperor Maximilian I., and employed by 
that prinoe in several delicate negotiations. 

CUS8AY, N. governor of Angers, who told 
the duke of Guise, when he ordered the protest- 
aoti of Anjou to be massacred, that his fdiow- 
cWaens were brave and kiyal, but not assassinB. 
CU8TINE8, Adam Philippe, count de, a 
Frenchman, who assisted the Americans in tbe 
wvulutk w a ry war ; he perished on the scaffold, 
ftfftr samn, inl7y3L 

CUTHBBKT. an EagUah saint, of sanctity, 
flitms^iC£M. died in fl88> 

CUTLEB, Join, an eminent pbyridan and 
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I7S9, becoming an episcopalian, he left the ooh 
lege, and went to Englandl for orders ; after hJs 
return, be was settled tn Boston. He died tn 
176S. 

CUTLEE, Manasseh, LL. D., a distinguished 
congregational clergyman, of MasMchuKetts. 
and a member of congress from iliat state, disd 
inl^Q. 

CUTT8, John, lord, a brave English soldier, 
and no mean poet, died at Dublin, In 1707. His 
poems were published in 1087. 

CUTT8, John, one of the early lettlen of 
New Hampshire, and president of that cokmy, 
died in 1681. 

CYAXAEE8 I., ktag of the Medea, aftar 
Phraortes, died S85 B. C. 

CYAXAEES If., king of Media, supposed to 
be the famous Darius, died 530 B. C.

CYNiEGIRUS, an Athenian, wlio lost his 
life at the battle ot Marathon, wliUe attempting 
to stuD tl)e flight of the Persians. 

CYNEAS, a Thessalian philosopher, wboao- 
companied Pynbiu in bis invasion of Italy. 

CYPEIANI, or CIPEIANI, an eminent Ita- 
lian painter, who settled tn England, died in 
1785. 

CYPRIANU8, Tbasclus, CiecUlus, bishop of 

Carthage, a principal father of the CbrUitian 

I church, born at Carthage, in Africa, about iba 

beginning of the 3d century, and beheaded therr, 

'Sept. 14, V58. 

I CYRANO, Bergerac, a French autlior, of a 
'siuKuIar cbaracter, born in Gascony, about 1000, 
died 1655. His works consist of some letters, 
'writtea In bis youth, with a tragedy, entitled 
" The Deatli of Agrippina, Widow of Germa- 
nious ;** a comedy, called " The Pedant, or mere 
Scliolar, ridicaled ;'* " Comie History of tha 
States and Empires of the Moon;** "Comic 
History of the Sutes and Empires of the Sun ;* 
several letters and dialogues, and a fragment oa 
physic. 

CYRIL, of Jerusalem, one of the fathers, 
died in 380. 

CYRIL, made bishop of Alexandria, in 41S, 
died 444. His works are volnmlnoos, and hav« 
been often printed. 

CYRILL, Lucar, bishop of Alexandria, and 
patriarch of Constantinople, strangled for at* 
tempting to reform the clergy, in IWd, 

CyRuB, founder of the ancient Persian em 
pire, died 5W B. C. 

CYRUS, the Younger, defeated by his bro- 
ther Artazerxes, 401 B. C. The retreat of the 
10,000 Greeks who accompanied htm, is celo- 
brated in ancient hlstor>'. 

CYRUS, a Latin poet, in tba idgnof flW 
younger Tneodosius.

His principal works 
are translations of " Horacr,'* " Aristotle's Poet- 
ics :** " Plutarch's Lives f * the works of '* Hip- 
pocrates;'* "Plato;** '"The Life of Pythagoras," 
kJL. Ha. 

DACTER, Anne, wife of Andrew Dacier, i 
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tnniiaUoiM oT ** Aaacreon,'* Bapplio,** " Ptau- 
titt,*' ^' Terence,*' uid " Homer.** She waa 
bora at Baumor, In France, In 1651, and died in 
1790. Madame Dacier waa a woman of great 
virtae as well aa teaming. Bbe was remarka- 
ble for Ormneai, ceneroBity, good-nainre, piety, 
and mode>ty> Ttae academy of Ricovrati, at 
Padua, choie lier one of their body, tn WdL 

DAGAR, Jacob, an eminent historical painter, 
•f Paria, died i n ITIA. 

DAOOFTT, Napthall, D. D., president, and 
profeaoor of theology, in Yale College, wasdia- 
tinguiabed as a thorough scholar, and a sound 
di^e. He displayed great bravery when the 
British attadted New-Haven, where he died tn 
1780. 

DAGOBERT, I., idng of France, in 096, a li- 
eentious and cruel prince. * 

DAGOBERT U., idng of Aiutraaia, waa as- 
aaauinaied in 679. 

DAGOBERT HI., aon of Childebert, king of 
l<leustria,diedin715. 

DAGOBERT, N., a French general, who dis- 
tinguished himaelf in Italy and Spain, died in 
17M. 

DA60UMER, WUIiam, professor of philoso- 
p}^, and rector of the university of Paris, died 
Inl'ISS. 

DAHL, Michael, a Danish painter. jpaironised 
by the court of Damnark, died in 1743. 

DAHLBERG, Brie, a Swedish engineer, 
whose aervlces were rewarded with a title of 
nobUity; he died in 1703. 

DAILLE, John, a minister of the church of 
Paris, and one of the ablest advocates the pro- 
lestanta ever had, was bom at Cbatelberault, in 
1504. In 1688 be wrote his celebrated book, 
" De l*Uaage des Peres,** or '* Of the Use of 
the Fathers,*' which Bayle has pronounced a 
naster-niece* 

DALE, Sir Thomas, chief magistrate of the 
colony of Virginia, came from England, in 1611, 
with three hundred colonisu. His administra- 
tion was vigorous, but advantageous to the co- 
lony ,and contributed to its permanency ; he died 
in the East Indies. 

DALE] Samuel, an apothecary of Essex, who 
became, n* * *^ merit, a licentiate of the college 
of pbysidans, and (bllow of the royal society ; 
he died in 1738. 

DALECHABfPS, James,a learned physician, 
bora at Caen, in Normandy, in 1513. His chief 
work was a translation of Piiny*s " Natural 
History/* with notes; he died in 1558. ^ 

DALBN, Cornelius Von, an eminent Dutch 
empravcr, who flourished in 1640. 

DALENS, Dirk, an eminent landscape pain- 
ter, of Amsterdam, died in 1688. 

D'ALIBRAI, Charles Von, a poet of Paris, 
who wrote ImcchanaUan, satirical, heroical, 
jDoral, and Christian poems ; lie died in 1655. 

DALIN, Olaus de, the father of Swediah poe- 
Ivy, and preceptor to prince Onstavus, waa born 
to 1708. 

DALLAS, Alexander James, an eminent law- 
yer and stateman, came frcmi the island of Ja- 
maica, to Philadelphia, in 1783. In 1791, he was 
appointed secreburv or ttae state of Pennsylva- 
ma, and afterwards secretary of the treasury 
«f the United States, and actinc secreury of 
war, and died in 1817. He published 4 volumes 
ot valuable law reports. 

DALUNGTONTstr Robert, author of the 
a^risms of Tacitus, was knighted by queen 
Bllaalietb, and died in 1637. 

BALMATIN, QMifi^ • Lttthoraa mioiiter, 
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of Layback. who translated the Bible Iota iS 
Sdavonian language, in the 16tb century. 

DALMATIUS,abishopof O^rzicum, who at 
tended the council of Ephesus, and wrote Um 
acts of the qrnod of Nice. 

DALRITMPLE. Alexander, son of Sir James 
Dairymple, of edinbuigh, waa eiuuged for 
several yean in the service of the JBaat India 
Company ; aAerwards as hydrogranher to that 
company, and to the admiralty, lie is known 
as the author of ** Discoveries In the Pacific 
Oeean.**and many other valuable works; hedied 
in 1806. 

DALRYHPLE, Sir David, of HaOes, hart, 
better Icnown by the name of lord Halles, one 
of the senators of the college of justice in Scot- 
land. He was not only conspicuous as an able 
and upright Judge, and a sound lawyer, but xnM 
also eminent as a man of polite literature, and 
an excellent classical scholar. Numerous are 
the works that have issued from his pen; and all 
of them distinguished by their accuracy and 
learning. He was bom at Edinbuigh, iu 1796, 
and died November 99, 1799. 

DALRYMPLB, Alexander, an amlnent by 
drographer^bom at New Hailes, near Edinburgh, 
July 94, 1737, died in London, June 19, 1808. 

DALRTHPLE, Sir John, many years a baron 
of the Exchequer in Scotland, author of " Me- 
moirs or Great Britain and Ireland,*' tracts on 
*' Feudal Law,** and several other works, died 
Feb. 36, 1810, aged 84. 

DALTON, Tristram, a native of Massachu- 
setts, speaker of the house of representauveSf 
and a member of the senate of that state, and 
afterwards a member of the United Slates' se- 
nate, died in 1817. 

DALTON, Michael, an English lawyer, au- 
Uior of two well-known books on " The Office 
of a Justice of Peace," and " On the Duty of 
Sheriils," 4cc. The times of his birth and dcaih 
are uncertain, bat the latter was iwobably about 
1030. 

DALTON, Dr. John, prebendary of Worces- 
ter, bora at Dean, in Cumberland, In 1709. He 
adapted MUton*s " Masque at Ludlow Castle** to 
the stage,under the title of " Oomus, a Masque,* * 
anddled in 1763. 

DALZELL, Andrew, an eminent Greek 
scholar, bora near Edinbuigh, and a professor 
at the university there. He waa a moet amia- 
ble, as well as learned man : he died in 1806. 

DALZIEL, Thomas, a Scotch oflkcer, who 
escaped to Rusaia, where the caar made him a 
gen«raL At the restoration, he returned, and 
was made commander in cnief, in Scotland. 
He was a very singular man. 

DAMASCENUS, John, an illustrious fbtber 
of the church. In the 8th century. He died about 
750. leaving behind him many compositions of 
various Unids. 

DAMASCIUS, a stoic philoaopher, who flour- 
ished in the 6th century. 

DAM ASUS I., a Spaniard, raiaed to the papa) 
throne in 366. 

DAM ASUS n., bishop of Brixen, was elected 
pope, but died S days after, in 1048. 

DAMBOURNET, N., bora at Rouen, distln- 
gnished as a merchant, and man of scieoce, died 
in 1795. 

DAMTBN, Peter, cardlasl, and bishop of Da- 
tia. In tlie 11th century. He was a |rious man, 
and left several works ; be died about 1073. 

DAMIENS, Robert Francis, a native of 
Prance, executed March 98, 1757, for attempt 
lug te mMiinatc the Ung . For the fora and . 
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■mmier of Ufl exectrtkni, lee CHA6TEL, wboae 
pmiisbiMiit wu iljiiilar. 

DAMOf the daughter of P3Ptlia|orBO, was well 
billed in ttepliilOBopiiy of ber fatber. 

DAMOCLES, a flatterer of tbe tyrant Diony- 
Mm; wbo^aflSBenng apon some oceasion orotber, 
to admire tbe fortune of tbat prince, Dionysius, 
fto eoDvince faim tbat inriucee are not alwinrs so 
Ittppy as tbey seem to be, in vhed hini to a feast, 
and caused a naked sword to be hung OTer bis 
head, wUch was only held by a single hair. Da- 
Bodes, extremely struck with a sense of the 
kaxardoua situation he was in, chanced bis opi- 
idon at once, and, for hw own pardcular part, 
Vgs^ of Dionysius, that be might retire from 
court, and high life, into that mediocrity of 
condition, where no danger was, and wh«re he 
•boold not be suMect to a reverse of fortune. 

DABfOCRlTUB, a Greek hlsuvian, author of 
s treatiBe on tactics. 

DAMON, a Pythagorean pbilosopber, cale- 
Inated for Us fiiendship with Pythias. 

DAMON, an Atbenian musician, tbe friend 
•f Socrates. 

DAMOUKS, Lewis, a French lawyer, author 
of some works of little merit - 

DAMPIER, John, a native of Blois, author 
of some elegant Latin poems, died b> 15.50. 

DAMPIER, WiUiam, a famous English navl- 
r, bom in Somersetshire, in 18SS, died 1699. 
** Voyage round the World'* Is well known, 
and hasgope through many editions. 

D.^HFIERRB, N., a French officer, wbodis- 
fSngnisbed himself under general Dumourler, 
died of a wound by a cannon ball, in 1793. 

DAN, tbe fifth son of Jacob, by Bilkab, Ra- 
chel's rnaHA. 

DANA, Frands, LL. D., an eminent lawyer, 
of Massachusetts, was a member of the Ameri- 
can congress in 1778, and minister from tbat bo- 
dy to tm conrt of St. Petersburg ; afterwards 
chief ioMtoe of ttie lOate of Massachusetts. He 
wasdwingnlshed for tbe fidelity and ability with 
which lie discharged his public duties, and for 
Ifa aoachmem to the institutions of his coun- 
tty. Be died in 1811. 

. DANCER, Daniel, a most singular ezsmnle 
of penurkmsnesB. with the meam of plenty. He 
lived at Pinner, hi Middlesex, with a sister of 
hte, who was of a congenial disposition ; and, 
fbongb possessed of 300(H. a- year, besides great 
sums in spede and bank notes concealed in dif- 
ferent parts of his house, he denied himself tbe 
common necessaries of life. He usually bad 
his body girt with a haybaud, to keep together 
Ms tattered carments; the stockings he wore 
had been so frequently darned and patched, tbat 
scarcely any of tbe original could be seen; bnt 
tn dirty or cold weather, they were thickly co- 
vered with ropes of hay, which served as sub- 
sUmtcs for boots. He rarelv washed bis face 
or hands, and never allowed nis bed to be made, 
or bis bouse to be cleaned. He hid bank notes 
among tbe cobwebs in his cowhouse, and guineas 
fa the fire-place, covered with soot. A number 
of singular eeeentrlcities are recoVded of him, 
hi " Biographical Curiositiea," ISmo, 1797. He 
dtedin Octolier, 1794. 

DANCHET. Antlmiiy, a French dramatic 
poet, bom at Rlom, in 1C71, died 1748. 

D AnDINT, Jerome,the first Jesuit who taught 
philosophy at Paris. He wrote a commentary 
on Aristotle, and died in 1G34. 

DANDINI, Pletro, an eminent painter, bom 
at Fkirence, died in 1713. 
DANDINIi C«Mare, a historical pahiter, of 
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IFlorence, who finished his pictures la a superior 
ityle. 

DANDINI, Hercttle Francois, professor of the 
Uaw at Padua, and author of some learned 
works, died in 1747. 

DANDOLO, Henry, duke of Venice, ahtave 
hdmiral, and great politician, who took Con- 
Btantinople, in 1303, and bad tbe moderation to 
rel^se the imperial dignity. He died in ISoO. 

DANDOLO, Andrew, doge of VeiUce, of 
Iwhicb he wrote a history. He corrnpouded 
with Petrarch, and died in 1354. 

DANDRE BARDON, Michael Francois. He 
was a professOT in tbe academy of painting, and 
was admired for his historical writings , be died 
linlTSS. 

DANDRIEU, John Frands a famous musi- 
iclan, of Paris, who composed three books of 
pieces for the harpsichord, and two for the or- 
igan ; he died in 1740. 

DANEAU, or DAN.fiUS, Lambert, a Cal- 
vinist preaclier, who taught theology at Paris, 
and published commentariee on Matthew and 
Mark, be died in 1506. 

DANES, Peter, Greek professor at Paris. Ha 
was a |H«Iate of great eloquence, and extensive 
leanitiur; be died in 1577. 

DA^T, Peter, a French abbe, of the number 
of those teamed perione who were pitched up- 
on by the duke of Moniausier, lo Illustrate clas- 
sical autliors for tbe use of the dauphin. He 
had Phedrus allotted to bis share, which he 

Kubiisbed with a Latin interpretation, and noi(>.4. 
fe was also author of " A Classical and Histo- 
rical Dictionary," in 4to, and died in 1709. 

DANFORTH, Thomas, an Englishman, who, 
after his arrival, was elected bv tlie people of 
Maine, as their president; be died in leuo. 

DANFORTH, Samuel, minister of Bozbury, 
Mass., published, besides several sermons, some 
astronomical works ; be died in 1647. 

DANFORTH. John, minister of Dorchester, 
Mass., son of the preceding, distinguished for 
his learning, zeal, and plet^ ; be pnbUsbed seve- 
ral sermons, and died in 1790. 

DANFORTH, Samuel, mtailster of Taunton, 
Mass., author tuf a MB. Indian dictionary, died 
in 1787. 

DAN6EAU, Louis Courdlton de, a member 
of tbe French academy of sciences, and master 
of a great variety of languages. He was an 
Industrious and good man, and the author of 
many works; he died In 1733. 

DAN6EAU, Philip de Courcillon, marquis de, 
brother of the preceding, an accomplished and 
virtuous nobleman. He was a great favourite 
of tbe age, and died In 1793. 

DANHEWER, John Conrad, tbeokigical pro- 
fessor at Strasbutg, and author of some tbe(»- 
logical tracts, (tied In 1666. 

DANICAN, Andrew, a Frenchman, of tnany 
hood qualities, who, only two months before l.e 
died, played at the same time, two games of 
chess, with tbe best players, be being blindfold- 
ed, and beat them both, died in 1795. 

DANIEL, tbe last of the four great prophets, 
was of tbe royal blood of Judali, and was car- 
ried away Into captivity, 606 B. C. « 

DANIEL, Amauld, count of Provendle. He 
wrote several poems, from which Petrarch took 
many Ideas; he died In 1189. 

DANIEL, Samuel, an eminent English poet, 
and historian, who flourished in the reigns of 
EUiabeth and James I., to tbe foimerof whom 
he was poet laureat, was bora near Taunton, In 
SomersoCshlre, In. 1563. His " History of £ng 
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tutf** b written with greM bn»vit|r and poU(*- 
MMf and hit politicnl and moral rofleetioos aro 
linAil and inatnicilve. He wrote also lomo 
vlajn, which have inueh merit, and died In 1619. 
The jadidoiu Mr. Hoadley haa obeerred, thai 
ke wae the Atticus of Ms day. 

DANIEL, Gabriel, a very Ingealofui and learn- 
ed FreBChman, bom In 16^, wrote a peat nuuiy 
booka upon dimrent mibjecii, but is most me- 
■lorable for hia ** History of Franee,** In? vols. 
4to. He died In 1798 : and by his death the Je 
BUlts lost one of the sreaiest omaaenis their or 
der ever eould boast. 

DANIEL, Peter, a leanied advocate of Or- 
leans, died at Paris, In 1003. 

DANIEL, Robert, president of the oooncil 
of North Carolina, and deputy fovemorof 8. C, 
was Bueeeeded, In 1717, 1^ gov. Johnson. 

DANTE, Peter Vincent, a -native of Penmae. 
B« was eminent for his sicill in mathematics, 
•ad was famed as a poet ; he died In ISIS. 

DANTB, Vincent, grandson of the preced- 
ing, well-known as a painter, scalptor, uid ma- 
thematician, died at Perottse. In 19S7. 

DANTE, Alighleri, an emment Italian poet, 
bom at Florence, in 1965. He discovered an 
early inclinatloa and genius for poetry ; but was 
ambitious ; and, having attained some of the 
most considerable posts in the commonwealth, 
was crushed by the rains of the IHction whicli 
he embraced. He died in exile at Ravenna, in 
1331. The most considerable of bU works, is 
bin poem entiUed, " The Comedy of Hell, Pur- 
gatory, and Paradise.*' 

DANTE, John Baptlste, of the same family, 
probably, with the preceding, and native of Pe- 
rugia, was an excellent mathematician; and is 
memorable for having fitted a pair of wings so 
exactly to his body, as to be able to fly with 
them. He made the experiment several timen 
over the lake Trasimenus, and snoceeded so 
well, thai be had ihe courage to perform before 
the whole city of Pcracia. He shot himself 
fVom the highest pari of the city, and directed his 
flight over the square, to ibe admiration of the 
spectators; but, unfortunately, the iron with 
Which he managed one of his wings, failed, and 
then, not being able to balance weight of bis 
body, he fell on a church, and broke bis thivh. 
He flourished inward the end of the 15th centu- 
ly, and died before he was forty years old. 

DANTE. Ignatius, a descendant of the great 
poet, well knovru for his great sMH in mathe- 
matics and astronomy, died in 1576. 

D ANTON, George James, one of the most 
atrocious and unprincipled among the as80clat(>« 
of Robespierre and Marat ; be was gnllloifaied in 
1794. 

DANTZ, John Andrew, a learned Lutheran 
diirine of Germany, who wrote a Hebrew and a 
Chiildee Ckammar; died in 17S7. 

Da RAN, James, a native of Oaseony, sur- 
leon-veneral of the army of Turin and Milan. 
lie was an expert operator, and a good writer ; 
he died in 1784. 

D ARC6T, N., an able ehyinlst and physician, 
professor In the national instltnte at Paris; he 
died in I8»l. 

DARCf, Patrick, count, an eminent philoao- 

{iher and mathematician, W8« bom in Ireland, In 
735, and died In 177(t. 

D'ARCON, John Claudius Eleonore Lhni* 
ceaud, an eminent French engineer, whodii)- 
played great talents in condiictinyr the 6icgc of 
Gibraltar. In 1780. He joined the popular nido, 
durluf the French rovolutiou, and died in I8U0. 
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DAROONNE, Dob Bonaventare, m leainai 
{Carthusian monk, who died in 1704. 

DARIUS, the Mcda, the same as Cyaxaras, 
leon of Astyagaa, dtod at Babykm, abeut 34t 
B. C. 

DARIUS I., king of PenbL destroyed Baby- 
loD, and restored the captive Jews iatbaircoii»> 

a; he was defeated at Marallion, and died ia 
B. C 

DARIUS ir., king of Penia, and fotber «r 
Cyrus the Younger ; died 404 B. C. 

DARIUS HI.. Oodomanus, the last Ung of 
the ancient Persian empire, who was oonqaered 
by Alexander Urn Great, and at last trsachsrousljr 
assassinated by Bessus, his own general, govern- 
or of Bactriaua (who hoped theraby to succeed 
to hiN sovereignty), 331 B. C. 

DARKE, WUliam, a brave oflicer in tha 
American war ; died in 18B1. 

D ARUUIER, Augustine, an eminent astvoofa- 
mer, built an observatory hbnseif, and look 
pupib gratis. He was an able author and a vir- 
tuous man ; he died at Toukmse, hi 1803. 

DARWIN, Dr. Erasmus, an eminent poatt 
philosopher, and physician, bom at Etalon, near 
Newark, Nottinghamshire, 1731, and educated 
at C-hceterAeld school, under the Rev. Mr. Bur> 
rows ; whence he went to St. John*e Collega^ 
Cambridge. He afterwards settled as a physi- 
dau at LItchikeld. His priaeipal puMicationa 
are, " The Botanic Garden,** a poem with phi- 
losophical notes, 4to, 1791. " Zoonomla,** 4ttH 
1794. " Phytologia,** and " The Shrine of Na- 
ture,** a poem : this last was uublished after hia 
death, which happened April 16, 1803. In hia 
Zoonomia, atheism is unbwiahinglv avowed. 

DARWIN, Chariea, son of the praceding, 
born at LitehOehi, in 1758. Heia well known 
as the author of a treatise on the means of dia- 
tinguishlng pus, ftom mucus ; he died in 1778. 

D AS81ER, John, a medalist to tba repnWc of 
Geaeva. His nefi^ew was i^ipointed second 
engraver In the British mint, In 1740. 

DASSOUCI, a French musician and poet of 
the 17th centary. He procured ihe pttrsoage 
of the areat by his wit and drollery. 

DATAMES, an lUustrious Persian fneral, 
who was assassinated by MithiMaleai 361 B. O. 

DATI, AngUBtin,a native of Sienna, where be 
taught rhetoric and the ciaasics ; he died in 1478. 

DATI, Cario, professor of polite literature at 
Florence, whore he was bom, became famous 
as well for bis works as for the eukigies which 
many writera have bestowed on him. He died 
in 1675. 

DAUBENTON. John Lewis Marie, bom In 
Burgundy ; an eminent anatomist, and an ao- 
live associate of Buffon. He was tbe autlmr 
of several works on natural subjects, and died 
ml799. 

DAUBENTON, WUUam, confessor to Philip 
v., of Spain, author of orations and sermon^ 
died bi ITO. 

DAUMl US, Christian, an excellent classical 
scholar, regent of the college of Zwickau, died 
lnl0B7. 

DAUN, Leopold connt, a great general who 
diftlnguidied iilmself in the wars of Mari% 
Theresa, and against the king of PrusslB ; be 
died at Vienna, in 1708. 

DAUNOIS, oonntesB, acquired scnne celebri- 
ty, by her romances and uravela In Spain ; aim 
died in 1705. 

DA UR AT, J(^n, an eminent Frencli poet, 
born ill 1507. Some have said that Uieodes, epi- 
ffmtu, bymna and other poems, in Greek mad 
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a bwrliter of the Middltl

He wrote " Glroe,** a tngedy ; but was ebielly 
emptoyedas apolltieal and commercial writer. 
DAVENANT, William, fourtb son of Sir 
WOUam, a noted rlassical sebolar, was drown- 
ed at Paris, in 1681. 

DAVENANT, Jobn, faisbop of Salisbury, a 
nealoas and pkwa divine, antbor of many learn- 
ed WOTtas, tbe tendency of wbkb was, to nnice 
ChrlstiaBa In one sentiment. He was bora in 
London, U7», and died tai MM. 

DAVBNPOET, Cbristopber, a learned En- 
gHibman who became a Prancisean, and wrote 
aevq al Tcl igioos worka ; bedledinldSO. 

DAVENPOBT, Jobn, flrst mtaiister of New- 
Haven, OMinectlcnt, and one of tbe founders 
of the eotany of tbat name ; be pobUsbed nu- 



semMna, and died in 1670. 

DAVBNPOET, Jobn, minister of StamfordJ 
Conneetioit, eminently fbithful in bis office and 
difltiiq;nWied ibr hbi knowledge of tbe learned 
langootes ; be died hi 1731. 

O ATENPOET, Addlngton, a native of If aaik 
and a Jndse of ttie enprooM court of tbat state, 
diedmms. 

DAVID, kittf of Israel, was anointed by 
Bamnel, while Keeping the flocks of bis father, 
Jesse. His eoorage in killbig Oolbih made him 
ftmons]he died 1015 B. C. 

DAVID, 8t, the patron of Wales, waaana 
live of Bangor, where be was educated in tlie 
Sth centnry. He was buried at St David's Ca- 
thedraL 

DA vn>, an Armenian phUosopber of the 5tb 
Be iraadated some of the Greek 
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fled flrst m Priesland, and from thence lo Basir 
where he lurked under the name of John Bruck« 
and died in that city In 1556. 

DAVID, Gania, a Jewish historian of the 
16tb century, the author of a Hebrew chronicle. 

DAVID, of Hlrazug, a Welib divine and poet, 
called tbe Black, about 1350. 

DAVID EL DAVID, a Persian Jew, in tbe 
19tb century, who pretended to be tbe Meesiah. 

DAVID AB GUUiUM, a celebrated Welsh 
bard, who inscribed 147 poems to bis mistress ; 
she, liowever, married anotlier man. 

DAVID, emperor of Treblaondo, defeated and 
daln by Mahomet H., in 1461. 

DAVID AP EDMlfND, a WeU^b poet, presi- 
dent of an assembly of bards who met at the 
request of Edward IV. 

DAVID I., earl of Northumberland and Hunt- 
ingdon, king of Scotland. He married Maud, 
grand niece of William tbe Conqueror, and waa 
a mild and popular king ; he died in 1153. 

DAVID il , kfaig of Scotland, son of EoDert 
Brace, was taken prisoner by the English in 
1346, and confined In the tower 10 yeaiv : he 
died hi 1371. 

DA VIDIS, Franda, a Hangarian, who chant- 
ed his rellgloiis principles four times, and flnaUy 
declared that no worsldp was due lo Christ ; he 
died in prison, in 1579. 

DAV&60N, WUliam, a brigadier-general hi 
tbe American revolutionary armv, who wm 
killed in North Carolina, while endeavouring to 
prevent tbe passage of Corawallis over the Ca^ 
tawba. 

DAVIE, William E., governor of North Ca- 
rolina, was distinguisbed for bis services In 
tbe army, during tbe revolutioii. AAer tha 
peace, be waa cboeen a member of Congress^ 
and, in 1790, was appointed one of the oominla- 
sionera for negotlatlo| a trea^ with Prance. Ha 
soon after withdrew from pimlk mb, and died at 
Camden, in 1890. 

DAVIE, Mary, of Newton, Mass. ; died In 
17SS, amd 116 yean. 

DA VlIB, John, a writina-master and poet, 
who died about 1618. Bedaes many nocms, he 
left a book aalled '« The Anatomy of Fair Writ-

DAVID, de PomlB, a Jewish physician, whol

A VIES, Sh' John, an eminent lawyer 
poet, bora at Chiegrove, hi Wiltshire, in 1570. 
He was BQCcessi vly attorney -general and speaker 
of tbe Hoine of Commona of Ireland ; and, go- 
ing over into England, be was, in 16S6, ap- 
GTnted lord chief justice of tbe King's Bench ; 
t before bis installation, died suddenly of ai: 
apoplexy. Hbi worka on legal subjects are nu 
merous and valuable. His chief poetical work 
was intitled *' NoeoeTeipsum.** 

DA VIES, Dr. John, bora in DenMghsbhre ta- 
ward the latter end of tbe 16th century, and 
higlily esteemed for his knowledge of the history 
and antiquities of his own nation, and in the 
Greek and Hebrew languages. He assisted in 
translating the Bible into Welch in that correct 
edition wiuch came out in I6BD. 

DA VIES, Thomae, bora 1710, was for many 
yean an actor on tbe London Stage. TUa 

Kofcsrion he at length quitted for that of a 
okseUer. In 1780 he wrote and published 
" Tbe Life of Mr. Garrick,** which acquired 
bim niqch ftune and some money. He after- 
wards published " Dramatic MisceUaales,** hi 
3 vols. In whieb be discovered much learning 
and critical acumen, and enlivened his vrork 
with many interesting and valuable aoeedotee 
relating to the stage and its profeasorL Bis

DA VIES, Sainoei, preaident of Princeton Col 
iMe, New-Jeney ; eminent aa a preacher ; pub- 
Bahed aereral aenaona, atiU much admired ; he 
tfJMl in 1761. 

DA VILA, Heniy Catherine, a celebrmted bia 
ionan, bom of an illustrioua family in the Isle 
•f Oypnia. Hia moat important work ia his 
" History of the civil vrars of France,** which 
la divided Into 15 hookas, and contains every thing 
worth notice that passed from the death of Hen- 
ry n., 1559, 10 the peace of Vervins, 1508. This 
liistory has always been reckoned a fine one, 
and lord Boilngbnike doea not acrople to con 
fifias it in many respects eqnal to that of Livy^ 
Baviia was murdered In 1634. 

DA VI LA, Peter Francis, a fhiaoua Spaniah 
naturalist ; died in 1785. 

DAVIS. John, aa English navigator, who first 
Asoovered thooe straits in North America which 
bear bis name, 1585. 

DAVIS, Henry Edward, was bom at Wind 
aor, 1756, and at the age of SI, distinguished 
among the earliest and moat able examinerB of 
■ome remarkable asaertloos, and iuainuatlonB 
vet more extraordinary, introduced in Mr. Gib 
Don's " History of the Decline and Fall of the 
Bomaa Empiie,*' and tending certainly to un- 
dervalue the testimony of the Christian rell^on 
He died in 1784. 

DAVISON, Jeremiah, a portrait painter, bora 
In Enaland, of Scotch parents, studied under sir 
Peter Lely, excelled in painting aaQnri and died 
In 1745. 

DAWES, Sir William, an EngUah nobleman 
and prelate, one of tlie royal chaplains of queen 
Anne ; he was a learned, benevolent and pious 
man, and the author of aeveral religious works 
he died In 1734 

DAWES, Richard, an EngUab scholar, cele 
arated for tlie publication of a work, intitled, 
" Miscellanea CriUca.** bom 1708, died 1766. 

DAWSON, John, It mathematician, and an 
eminent teacher of mathematica in England, 
died in 1890. 

DAY, John, an eminent Bngliab printer, and 
Che Arat who printed in Greek and Saxon cha 
ractera in England, died in 1504. He printed in 
1540 the folio Bible, dedicated to Edward VI. 

DAT, Thomas, was born in London, 1748, 
bred to the law, and called to the bar ; but, dis- 
gusted with the technical ntcetyof legal process, 
he soon Quitted Westminster Hall, devoted his 
mind to hterary pursuits, and became the advo- 
cate of human kind. The admirable poem of 
"The Dring Negro,*' wriuen by himself and 
the late John Bicknell, esq., and his " Fragment 
of a Letter on Slavery,** mark him among the 
first of those who exerted their efforts to eman- 
cipate a laige portion of tlie human race from 
cruelly and tymnnv. His latest work. " The 
History of Sandford and Merton,** will long re- 
main an instance of the aucceaiAi] appllc^on 
of genius to form the minds of youth to active 
ana laanl^ virtue. Plain and simple in his ha-j 
bits, denying himself all the luxuries and ma-! 
ny of the conveniences of life, no man could ex-| 
pend less upon liiniself, or bestow more upon 
uip nreeMsities of others ; and he devoted the 
greater part of an ample income to acts of pub- 
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lie and private charity. Mr. P. loet his Mfc 
Sept. 17wL b v a fall from hIa borae. 

DATTON, Eliaa, eariy engaced fa the wu 
of the revolution, and oontlnuedf in it till ft end- 
ed ; he died at Philadelphia, hi 1807: he wm 
then a major general. 

DAYTON, John, governor of the Mate of 
South Carolina, artOTwarda a dlatriet Jmlge of 
the United States, died in I8S3. 

DEACON, Jamea, an Engliafa gealtaBa% 
known for his skill In moric, painting and drai^ 
ing, died in 1750. 

DEAGEANT, DE ST. BIARCELLIN, Gat- 
chard, a French writer and atitewman, in the 
time of Lewis XIU. 

DEANE, Silas, a native of Comieet&eat, mm 
cboaen a member of Gongreaa in 1774, and a^ 
terwardi appointed minister of the Unltei 
Statea, at the court of France : he died la 1789. 

DEBORAH, a prophetess of farad, who OMtt- 
posed a beauUfol ode, 1985 B. C. 

DE BURE, WUUam Frands, a bookaaBer V 
Paris, weU known for his " Bibtlographe laa 
trucUve,** 7 vols. 8vo. ; he died in 1789: 

DEC ATUR, Stephen, acaptaia in theaavj^ 
the United States, distingulsbed fbr his braveip 
and professional skill. He rendered himself 
conspicuous by his services at Tkiptrti, in 1804. 
by bis actions with two British (Hgatea, duriii| 
the last war, and by his sueeesa, against the AT 
gerinea in 1815 * and was afterwards a mambei 
of the board or navy coromissioaen nntil hie 
death, which happened in a duel, in 1890. 

DBCEBABUS, a king of Daeia, whose eooa- 
try was reduced to a Roman province, by Tim- 
jan, In 105. 

DECEMBRIO, Peter Candldo, a native of 
Pavla, secretary tt> the pope, and afterwarda to 
the king of Arragon. He wrote severe Hves, an^ 
translated some of the classics : he died In 1477. 

DECHALES, Claudius Franela MHIiet, an 
excellent mathematician,mechanlc, and astrono- 
mer, born at Chamberry, the capital of Savoy, 
in loll. His fnincipal performances have beoi 
collected In 3 vols. In folio, under the title of 
" Mundus Mathematieus ;** being Indeed a com- 
plete course of all the mathematica. He died MO- 
fessor of mathematics, in the imlverBt^ of T^ 
rin, in 1678. 

DECIO, PhiUp. of Milan, a celebrated lee- 
turer on iurisprnnence at Pint; died In 1635. 

DECIuS, Publios, a Roman consul and brave 

freneral, memorable for having devoted himself 
or his country in a battle with the Latins, 340 
B. C. Decius Mua, his son, followed his (hther** 
example, as did a grandson. The custom was, 
that the ofllcer who devoted himself to the goda 
for the service of his country, after certain ce- 
remonies of consecration, rushed, complete^ 
armed. Into the enemy's foremost ranks, when 
his own despaired of vIetoiT. Though tills wae 
an act of superstition which proved fatid to the 
hero, h re-animated his par^, and oeeasioned 
them to gain the battle. 

DECIUS, a Roman emperor after Philip. Ha 
perislied with his army ia a moraaa, fi^Ung 
against the Gotha, A. D. 951. 

DECKER, or DECKHER, John, a piooa and 
learned Flemish Jesuit, who wrote much on Sa- 
cred Chronology, was bora 1590, and died 1019. 

DECKER, Thomas, a dramatic writer ef 
some celebrity in the reign of James L In Mi 
"Honest Whore,*' and the comedy of **OM 
Portunatus,** there are beautlea, as to character, 
plot, and language, especially in the former, 
equal to those of amy dranmle witiflr<SiMk- 
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mmn exoepled} that SoglaiMl baa nrodueed 
Tbe pnciae tinw of ttala autbor^i birth and 
dtadi are aot recorded ; yet be could not have 
ifad yoangt aa the Arat play we find of hia wri- 
lii« was poUiabed tai 1000, and the latest date 
we Aeet with to any other is " The Wonder of 

CLOGON, Charles Edward, an emi- 

Sn^Oah divine, assistant preacher to the 

cbapel or tlie Lock-hospital, and rector of Ctod- 
ttooe, In Surrey, died in 1890. Hia wiitinga 
are mtncipally on theological subjects. 

DEDEKIMD, Frederic, a German of the 10th 
•cntiiry, who puUished a curlooa ironical ealo- 
givni on incivility and rudeneaa. 

DEE, John, a great natiieniatleian, and very 
person in the republic of letters, 
in liondon. 19S7. He was-a man of un- 
pans, learning, and application ; and 
■rformed great things, if be had 
lof a solid judgment ; but he wm 
•Ktienie^ credulous and superstitious. He su# 
Itared blinself to be deluded into an opinion, that 
^certain invocations, an intereourM orcom- 
■rankation with spirits might be obtained ; from 
whence he promised himself an insight tato tlie 
•ccait sdences. He found a youQg man, one 
Edward Rellv, a native of Worcei»t nMre, wbo 
had already dipped deep into these matters, and 
wbo readily undertook to be his instrument in 
Ihea^ for which be was to pay bim SfU. per an- 
HMOL 0ec 8, 1561, they began their Incanta- 
ifcras ; in ccteaequence of which, Kelly was, by 
the inspection of a certain table consecrated for 
tkac purpose, with many superstitious ceremo- 
nies, enabled to acquaint Dee with what the 
qplrita thought fit to show and discover. Thesci 
conllbrencea were continued for about two years 
•ad the subjects of them committed to writing, 
bnC never published, though still preserved in 
AshoMrie's museum. He travelled much abroad 
la company with Kelley, who had in his pos- 

sion, as was reported, a philosophical pow- 
of projection, by which tncy were furnished 
with money very profusely. In the latter end 
of hia life, however, be became miserably poor ; 
and it is highly probable, that be remained un- 
der his deluaiona to his death ; for he was ac- 
toa^y providing for a new journey into Ger- 
BMnv, when, worn out by age and distempers, 
he mad In 1008, aged 80, and was burled at 
Moftlake. His mattiamatical works are nu- 
BBCfoua and valuable. 

DEFESCH, William, a German, eminent for 
hia skiU OB the violin, ^ed about 1750. 

BE FOE, Daniel, equally famous for politics 
and poetry, was bred a hosier. In that situa- 
tion he was onsnccessiVil : and this probably in- 
duced Um to apply to his pen for subfdsicnce. 
Tntehia havii^, in 1700, written " The Foreign- 
an,** an infaaaoua satire on kiog William and 
the whole Dutch nation, De Foe wrote " The 
True-born BogUahman." aa an antidote to it, 
and therebf recommenaed himself to the notice 
of his aoirereign, who iUled not to reward the 
asihor. He afterwards wrote an amazing num- 
ber of tracts, 30 of which have been collected 
io raro vola. 8ve. One of tliese tracts, entitled, 
I* The shortest Way with the Dissenters,*' con- 
ttdaed reflections against some ecclesiastics in 
fewer, for bnathing too much a s^it of per- 
■OTirion. Becoming obnoxious to the ministry 
aatlilaaocouAt, he was obliged to explain him- 
«if, which he did very clearly, for be was a man 
ef grant fiimneas : and when he was sentenced 
to Attsd In the pUlory for attacking 
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■ome BMasnres which he thought naconslita* 
lional and uqjust, he not only cheerfully under- 
went the punishment, but at the lame time 
wrote " A Hymn to the Pillory," as a defiance 
of their usage of bha. But, after aU, De Foe ta 
by nothing better known at preaent, than by hia 
faiteresclng "History of Robinson Crusoe;'* 
which, though a romance, is written in so na- 
tural a manner, and with so many probable in- 
cidenta, that It was judged to be a true story 
for some thne after its publicaiion. He waa 
bom in London, 1060, and died at Islington, 1731. 

DEGHUY, an eminent French engraver, died 
hi 1748. 

DEIDIER, Anthony, a medical professor, of 
Montpeller, author of a diaoertation, " De Ve- 
neris MorUs.** 

DEJAURE, N. a promising French poet, wbo 
died young, in 1800. He wrote Lodoiska, an 
opera, which has been received with applause. 

DEJ0TARU8, king of Galatea, espoused the 
cause of Pompey, for which he waa dethroned 
by Caesar. 

DELAMET, Adrian Angustlh de Busqr, bom 
in Picardy, a relation of Cardinal de Rets, 
whom he attended In his travels. He wrote 
*' Dictionary of Caaea of Conaeienee,** 2 vola., 
and died in 1091. 

DELANCT, James, a iodge and chief justice 
of the supreme court or the colony of New- 
York^and afterwards lieutenant govemw, died 
in 1760. 

DELANY, Dr. Patrick, a theological writer 
of Ireland, but perhaps better known as the in- 
timate friend and correspondent of Dean Swift, 
was bom in Ireland,1686, and died at Baib,1768. 

DELANY. Mary, wife of the for«goinc, ce- 
lebrated for her skill in painting, and In cutting 
flowers and other ornaments in paper, was horn 
at Cottlion, in Wiltshire, 1700, and died 1788. 

DELAUNE, Thomas, wrote in 1083, " Plea 
for Nonconformity,** which gave so much of. 
fence, that he was cast into pri8on,where he died. 

DELAWARE, Thomas West, lord, governor 
of Virginia, In 1010. He felt a deep Interest In 
the affkirsof the colony, and may be considered 
as one of its first founders. He dind near the 
mouth of Delaware bay, on his return ftrom 
England, whither he had gone for the benefit 
of bis health, in 1018. 

DELEYR£, Alexander, a Frenchman, au- 
thor of an analysis of Lord Bao(«*s works, 3 
vols. ISmo., died in 17B7. 

DELFT, Jacob, a celebrated portrait painter 
of DHft, who died in 1061. 

DELILLE, one of the moot distinguished 
poetical authors that France has hitherto pro- 
duced, died at Paris, December, 1814. He made 
at an early age, a masterly translation of Vip* 
gil's " Oeorgfcs** into French verse ; wrote a 
counterpart to the Georgics, under the title, 
*' Les Jardina ;** translated the " .fineid,** and 
wrote many original poems. In the latter pe- 
riod of bis career, he publiriied a translation of 
Milton*s " Paradise Lost.** Like most other an- 
thors, however, he appears to have left his pos- 
terity nothing but his writings ; which, as his 
eulogist, M. Campenon. says, " Death cannot 
destroy, nor time annihilate.* 

DELiUS, Christopiv>f Traugott, a native of 
Walhausen, an eminent mineralbglat. and sui^ 
veyor of the mines of Hungaiy and Venioa» 
died in 1799. 

DRLMONT, Deodalt, a historical painter, 
pupil to Reubens, who highly eateemed hlai ; 
h« died tai 1014. 
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DEtX>B£L, • Pronch palBter, of ttie 17tta Ihte '< Doctrine of Chaiirla; or, Metbod ofcako- 



centory, wbose pieces adoni Uie churcliea mod 
eaihednils of France. 

DE LOLBfB. See LOLME. 

DELRIO, Mardn AnUioinr, a iiioel learned 
man, bom at Antwerp, 1551. The progress 
he made in letters, while a very boy, is recorded 
with wonder, having surprieed the public when 
he was only 19 yean of age with some co<id 
notes upon the tragedies of Seneca, in which 
be cited almost 1100 autliors, with all the amur- 
ance of a man who had read ihem thocoughly, 
and weighed tlieir seniiinentB « itb groat judg- 
ment and exactness. He died io 1606. 

OELRIO, John, dean of Antwerp, who wrote 
eommentariea on the UQth psalm : be died in 
1QB4. 

DELUC. Bee LUC. 

OEMADEB, an Athenian orator, put to death 
by Caasander 323, B. C. 

DEMARATUS, a icing of Sparta, who re- 
4gn«d his crown, and retired to Persia. 

DEMESTE, John, chaplain and chief surgeon 
to the forces of the prince of Liege, well known 
as the autlior of come letters on cbymistr)', 
died In 17B3. 

DEMETRIUS POLIORCETES, Icing of Ma- 
eedoii, was liighly honoured by the Atnenlans; 
be died 206 B. C. 

DEMETRIUS, 80TER, icing of Syria, was 
for some lime a hostage at Rome, and was killed 
Id battle, ISO B. C. 

DEMETRIUS U., survamed Nicanor, king 
of Syria, formed an alliance with the Jews; lie 
was killed by the governor of Tyre, 88S B. C. 

DEMETRIUS, PHALEREUS, a peripatetic 
philosopher of Athens, who lived in the time of 
Alexander the Great. Three hundred and sixty 
■tatues were erected to hie honour In that city ; 
and not undeservedly, since he is said to have 
augmented the revenues of It, as well as to have 
Improved and polished its buildings. Neveribe- 
leas he died in baniubment by ine bite of an 
asp, 384 B. C. His writings coiuisted of poetry, 
hiaUMy, politics, rhetoric, harangues, and em- 
baaslea : not none are extant. 

DEMETRIUS, a cynic philosopher, in the 
ifeigB of Caligula ; he was banished by Ves- 
pasian for insolence. 

DEMETRIUS, cxar of Ruasla ; which coun- 
try be invaded, in 1004, with a small army, and 
■sated himself on the throne; be reigned II 
months, and was then assassinated. 

DE iOBSYjCBsar, a learned divine, bom 
at Berlin, in 1703 ; he published some iioetical 
pieces, and assisted Jortin in his life of Erasmus. 

DEHOCEDES, a physidan of Crotona, who 
aflerwaids became the slave and physician of 
Darius, king of Peisia. 

DEHOCRITUS, one of the greatest philo- 
aopbersof antlquiQr. was bora at Abdera, a town 
of Thrace, about the 80th Olympiad, that i», 
•bout 460 years before Christ— He is said to 
have lauded at human life In general, which, 
Montaigne says. It was better to do than to imi- 
mte HeracHtus, who wept eternally abont it; 
because adds be, mankind are not so unhappy 
as they are vain. He was the foremnner of 
Ucams, whose aystem diflfers from his no 
acberwiae than in some Improvements. 

DEMOIVRB, Abraham, an iliustrlous ma- 
diematlcian, bora at Vitri, in Champalgne, 
Itoy 1667. His abilities were bd admired bv 
the Rontl Society of London, that they judged 
Mm a fit person to decide the fauMMis conte«t 
betw een Newton and Leibnitz. He pObltshed 
capital works, but is generally known by 
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lating the ProbabiUties of j&vents at Play/* He 
died at London, in 1754. 

DEMON AX, a phlkisophar, of Crete, in fSm 
reign of Adrian, who bad tlm greatest conteupt 
tor riches. 

DKMOSl'HENES, one of the greateat on- 
tors of antiquity, if not tbe greatestjwas born 
j»t Athens. In theSd year of the 101st Olympiad ; 
that is, about 370 years before Christ. It is 
unlversaUy agreed, tliat no orator ever spoke 
with surh force, or had the passinns of othei&ao 
jmuch in his power, as Demosthenes ; ineomueh 
I that he actually appeared like one inq^red. Ha 
opposed Philip of Macedonia with all his might, 
and Alexander after him. Alexander rfH)oested 
of the A tlieiilaiis to have Demosthenes given up 
to him, but this was refused ; yet, when And* 
pater, bis succesMr, made the same reqnesf 
afterwards, it was granted. But Demostbeuea 
wpuid not be given up, and therefore fscaped 
Into the island of Celauria ; where he imlnbod 
poison tliat he had kept on purpose in a qfuill, 
to prevpnt bis being taken alive- Re died ia 
the 3d year of the IHth Olympiad. There ana 
extant under his name 61 orations, which have 
frequently been published. But, though lie ar- 
rived at fnich perfection in this art, be set out 
und<;r greM disadvantages : for he bad an im 
pediment in his speech, which for a long time 
would not suffer hui to pronounce tbe letter r , 
he had a weak voice, a short breath, and a very 
uncouth and ungracious manner ; nowever, by 
dint of resolution and infinite pains, be over- 
came all these detects. He would climb ud 
steep aitd crai:gy places, to help hte wind and 
strengtiieh his voice ; he would declaim with 
pebbles in his mouth, to remedy the bnperiec- 
lion in his speech ; he would place a looking- 
glass before him, to correct the awkwardness of 
his gesture ; and be learned of tbe best playera 
the proper graces of action and pronunciatiua, 
which he thought of so much consequence that 
he made the whole art of oratory In a maniier 
to consist of them. He was so intent upon 
.study, that he would often retire into a cave of 
the earth, and sliave half his head, so tlmt be 
could not with decency appear alMroad till bis 
hair was grown again. He also accustomed 
himself to harangue at tbe seashore, where the 
agitation of tbe waves formed to him an idea 
of the commotion in a popular aseemUy, and 
Mrved to prepare and fortify bini against'them. 
Prom these several kinds of hardships, wiiich 
he imposed upon himself, it Is plain that he 
was not so much Iwrn an orator, as an instance 
how far parts and application may go toward 
the forming of a great man in any profossion. 

DEMOURS, Peter, a native of Marseilles, 
known for his dexterity as a surgeon and ocu- 
list ; he was author of some professional works, 
and died in 1705. 

DEMPSTER, WUIiam, a learned Scotchman, 
who refuted Raymond Lully, and wrote aa 
ecclesiastical history; be died in 15S7. 

DEMPSTER, Thomas, a Scotch bistortaa and 
commentator, bora 1579, died 16S5. He was a 
very learned man, but of a singular character ; 
being as prompt to draw his wwmri in quarrel, 
as to wield his pen, at any time. He became 
professor of the BHIcs Lettres, at Pisa, Nismea, 
and Bologna, and had such a prodigious nse> 
mory, that he used to say he knew not what It 
was to forget This gained him the appeOatkm 
of "The Living Library." 

DEBIPSI'ER. George, a Scotch lawyer, and a 
member of ParUamsnt, in 1708. Be retired firom 
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|«Mle ttfige, «ad devoted blmeeif to the improiio* laobleman, eelebimted for his courage durtns the

DBNELLE, one of the infamoiu friends ot 
Hant, wlio kiUed his wife and five cbildrvn 
with Kb own hands. He sufiered a merited 
fieath, on the scaffold. 

DfiMUAJl, Sir Jolm, an eminent poet, bom 
a Dublin, in 1615. In 1041 be published bis tra- 
gedy called *'Tbe Sophy,** which was ex 
venelj admired by the best judges ; and in 1642 
iras first printed bis " Cooper's HUl,'* " a poem 
ipm Drydeo) which, for miO^^aty of style, is, 
«nd ever will be, the standard of good writing.*' 
f*ope has celebrated this poem very highly in 
%ls "^ Windaor Forest;** and all men of taste 
kave agreed in their commendations of it. He 
diedinieOd. 

DENIS, Michael, principal Iceeper of the 
Imperial library at Vienna, died la 1800. Ills 
wntincs on various subjects were liighly ee 
teemed. 

DBNM AN, Thomas. M. D. an eminent phy- 
ikian and writer on midwifery, bom at Bake- 
welLDerbyshire, 1733, died in London, 1815. 

DENNER, Balthasar, a portrait painter, of 
fiamborgh, wtK> refused in London, 500 guineas 
fcr hispicture of an old woman ; he died m 1747. 

DENNIB, William, proprietary governor of 
Pennsylvania, in 1756. He was superceded in 
I7S9, as oimopular and obnoxious to the people. 

DENNLe, Jodeph, a native of Massachusetts, 
was educated a lawyer; he however soon re- 
Hnqnished the profession for literary pursuits, 
and as editor of tiie " Farmer's Museum," a 
aewspaper published in New-Hampshire, and 
afterwards of the "Port Folio,'* in Philadelphia, 
gave evidence of a powerful and highly cuiti- 
▼aied mmd, and of a geuiua of superior order ; 
he died in 1812. 

DENNIS, John* a celebrated critic, born in 
London, 16S7. Though it is now become fash- 
ioaabieto speak lightly of him, he had qualities 
enough to recommend him to the acquaintance 
of some of the most eminent peraonaaes for 
Mnh, wit, and learning, of histhne; but the 
Maek passiona were so predominant in him, and 
Ms ^de, envy, jealousy, and suspicion, hurried 
hfan uto eo many absurd and ridiculous mea- 
pires, that bis life appears to have been nothing 
bat a mixture of folly and madness. — He beoan 
to be a writer as early, if not earlier, than lOM, 
and so continued to the time of his death, which 
Imppened in 1733. He had better talents for 
Juoj^hi^ of the performances of others, than for 
prudueing any thing of himself; which made a 
emart f^ow say, that '* Dennis was the fittest 
asan in the world to instruct a dramatic writer ; 
Ibr he laid down excellent rules for writing good 
ylavB, and showed what were bad by his own." 

I^ENXT, Sir Anthony, a man of great learn- 
hH and piety, privy couinellor of Henry VIU., 
he died in 1550. 

DENTON, John, an English divine, and pre- 
fcendaiyof York, an intimate ftiend of Tiflot- 
•00. He pubUshed some sermons and religious 
trac ts and d ied in 1706. 

DENTRECOLLES, Francis Xavier, a Je- 
suit, who went to China as a missionary, in 1741, 
and wrote several works in the Clunese lan-

DEREING, Edward, aa eminent divine, 

E-eacher at St. Paul's, Loiulon, before the court, 
e wrote sermons, lectures, dtc ; lie died 1576. 

DERHAM, William, a very eminent pbU» 
sopher and divine, bora at Stougbton, near Wor- 
cester, 1657, and died 1735, ha^ng spent his life 
in the most agreeable and improving study of 
nature, and made all his researclies there in sub- 
serviency to the cause of religion and virtue.-^ 
His works are extremely numerous; of theso 
the best known are his "Fhyslco-Tbeology; 
or, A Demonstration of the Being and AttrV 
butes of God, from hia works of Creation;*' 
and " Astro -Theology, or, A Demonstration of 
the Beine and Auribuies of God (tarn a Survey 
of the Heavens;'* both which are works of 
considerable merit. 

DERING, Sir Edward, first a republican, and 
afterwards a royalist ; a member of parliament 
during the dvil ware. His speeches were 
published in 4to. 

DERMODY, Thomas, a poet of eonslderabla 
talent, but so devoid of common prudence, thai 
the beist of patronage was found to be useieas 
to him. He was bora in the south of Ireland, 
Jan. 1775. His father, who was a schoohnaster 
at Ennis for some time, is said to liave employ- 
ed this son, when only in his ninth year, aa 
Greek and Latin assistant at bis own school ; 
and, to increase the wonder, we are told iliat 
he had written as much genuine poetry at ten, 
as either Cowlev, Milton, or Pope, had pro- 
duced at nearly double that age. vVith all hia 
talent, however, he was of so uniformly de- 
praved a conduct, that lie no sooner excited 
compassion, and profiled by generosity, than lie 
despised, or at least neglected, the advice of 
his benefactors ; and at lenath, wasted by die- 
ease, arising from habitual intemperance, he 
died at an obscure hovel, near Sydeiiham, Kent, 
1802, in his 98th year. 

DERRICK, Samuel, a Unen draper of Dublin ; 
afterwards a writer of pamphlets in London, 
and master of ceremonies at Bath and Tun- 
bridge, died 1760. 

DER YK, or DERICK, Peter Cornelius, a land- 
scape painter of DeUt ; pupil of Jacoba. He died 
in 1030. 

DERYKE, William, a hlstoikal painter ai 
Antwerp, died lfi97. 

DESAGULIERS, John TheophUna, a oete- 
brated lecturer on experimental philosophy, 
wbo made several improvemenia in mechar 
nlcs, was born at RocUelle, in 1683, but went to 
England when an infant. Hia most eelebrMed 
puUicaition is, " A Course of Experimenal Phi- 
losophy, n34,** 3 vols 4to. He died In 1740. 

DESAULT, Peter, a French pbj'sician, wha 
wrote on the cure of syphilis, widiout saUv»- 
tion, and on the stone ; he diea in 1737. 

DESAULT, Peter Joeeph, a French sargeon, 
of great abilities, who attended Lewis XVII., 
and died, probably by poison, for this humanity. 
He was author of a valuable treatise on surgery, 
and died in 1795. 

DES BARREAUX. Jamee de Vallee, lord, a 
French nobleman, counsellor of partlament, at 
Paris. Be was an infidel and libertine, but, be- 
fore he died, gave himself op to meditatloaand 
penitence : he died in 1647. 

DESBILLONS, Francis Joieph, a Ttmth 
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Jecttitj frho, after qiendiiic IS yeara in the col 
iMe of Lewii XIV., at Parti, retired to pnbliBli 
bfi fables. saO In number, 8 voli. He died in 1783. 

DESBoIS, Francis Aleiander, a Frencbman, 
■utlwr of a military dictionary, a dictionary of 
uricultare. Mid one of birds ; he died in 1 ii94. 

J)E8CARTEB. See CARTIS. 

DESERICIUS, or DESERITZ, Joseph Enno- 
eent, a Hungarian, made a Roman cardinal, au- 
Ikor of many worla, died in 1785. 

DEBGODETS, Anthony, a native of Paris, 
an eminent architect, taken by the Algerines, 
and kept 16 months in slavery. He wrote large- 
ly on the saliiect of his profession, and died in 
1798. 

DESHAIS, John Baptist Henry, a French 
painter, of very superior merit, who obtained 
the prixe of the academy of Pails, in 1751. He 
dieo jrouiw. 

DGSIDERIUS, or DIDIER, the last ki«( of 
Lombardy. He succeeded Astolphus, in 756. 

DESMAH]0, Joseph Francis Edward de Cor- 
■embieu, a generous and benevolent French 
writer, of great abilities, author of a comedy, 
and of some elegant poetry ; be died in 1751. 

DES BfAIZEAUX. Peter, secretary of the 
royal society of London, was bom at Auvergne, 
in 1666. He retired early, probably as a refugee, 
into England, and died there, in 1745. He ana 
intimate connexions with St. Evremont and 
Bayle ; gave a very handsome edition of the 
works of the former, in 3 vols. 4to, with the 
life of tlie author prefixed, and drew up the life 
•f the latter, which was printed l>efore the edi- 
tion of his " Dictionary,'^ in 1730. He publisb- 
•d also the " Miscellaneous Works of Bayle," 
to 4 vols, folio. He was the editor of other 
thingi ; and whatever he published, he always 
accompanied with literaiy anecdotes. 

DESM ARE8, Toussaint, a French priest,who 
tf Btinguished himself byhis sermons, and other 
writinn; he died in 1687. 

OESM ARET8, Nicholas, minisier of state, 
aad comptroller, in the reign of Lewis XIV., 
died in 1721. 

DESM 0ULIN8, Benedict Camllle, the friend 
of Danton, and one of the original memiyers of 
tiie Jacobin dub, at Paris. Me was one of the 
most vile and ferocious of tliat bloody club, and 
was l»eheaded in 1794. 

DESMONTIER, Charles Albert, a French 
poet and dramatic writer, lioni at Viilecs Cote- 
rets, in 1760, died in 1801. 

D'ESPANGE. John, minister of a French 
congregation in London. He was admired as a 
preacher, and died in 1660. 

DESP ARD, Edward Sf areus, an Irish ofllcer, 
long In the English service, who laid a plan to 
assassinate his king, which being detected, he 
was tried and beheaded, in 1803. 

DESPAUTERB, John, a Flemish gramma- 
rian, whose books were, at one time, in great 
Rpuu; he died in 1590. 

DESPIERRES, John, superior of the Bene- 
dictine colleee, at Donay, eminent as a mathe- 
matician and as a mechanic, died in 1664. 

DE8PLACB0, an eminent French engraver, 
«edin]749. 

DBBP0RTE8, Claude, a painter, of Cham- 
pagne, highly fhvoured by Lewis XTv . and XV., 

DBBBAIX, Louis Charlea Anthony, a brave 
and veiy successfhl French general, in the revo- 
lutionary war, was bom in August, fns. He 
fbO at the battle of Marengo, at the moment the 
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esteemed Iqr the French soldiers, lioiMOttrad 

the Austrians, and beloved by all who Iumw 
His body was earrted to Milan, embalmed, 
and placed in the hospital of Mount St. Besaaid, 
where a monument an been erected to his ma 
mory. Dessaix, united to bravery^tlie fliMiiism 
impeachable IntegriQr ; and well deserved of Ms 
country the superb monument since eracssd at 
Paris. On this, is commemorated the shaie lie 
had to the great battles of Landau, Kehl, Weie- 
sembourg, Malta, Chebrels, the pyramids, fledi- 
man, Sammanhout, Kene, Thebes, ami Ma- 
repg o. 

DEBT0UCHE8, Andre Cardinal, a celebcm- 
ted French mualciaii, bom at Paris, in Iffn, died 
to 1740. 

DESTOUCHFiS, Philip NericauVa French 
dramatie writor, Iwm at Tour, to 1680, died to 
1754. DesumcheshadaotthegayetyofRegnanl, 
nor the strong warm cotouring of Moliera; bat 
he is always polite, tender, and naniial. 

DEVAuX, John, a native of Paris, estsemed 
as a surgeon, and as the author of several works, 
died in 1799. 

DEVERBUX, Robert, earl of Essex, bom to 
Hertfordshire, in 1567, is memorable fte having 
(>een a great ravoorite, and an unhappy victim 
to the arts of his enemies, and liis own ambi- 
tion, in tlie reign of queen Elizabeth. The first 
great shock he received to regard to the queen'a 
favour, arose from a warm dispute between her 
miOesty and himself, about the choice of some 
fit and able person lo superintend the alTairs o€ 
Ireland. The queen looked upon Bir WiUiam 
Knolles, uncle to Essex, as the moat proper per- 
son for that charge : Essex contended that Sir 
George Carew was a much fitter man for it. 
When the queen could not be persuaded to ap- 

£rove of his dioice, he so far foigot himself and 
is duty, as to turn his back upon her to a coo- 
templuous manner ; which insolcnee. her ma- 
les^ not being able to bear, ^e gave pirn a box 
on the ear, and bid him go and be ha^^ed. Ue 
immediately clapped h& hand on his sword ; 
and the lord admiral stepping in beiwe«i, be 
swore a great oath, dedaring that be neither 
could nor would put up with an affront of tiiat 
nature ; that he would not have taken it at the 
hands of Henrv VIIL, and in a great passioii 
immediatdy withdrew flrom court. He was af- 
terwards reconciled and rB8U>red,lnappearano0, 
to the queen*s fhvour ; yet there Is good reaaoa 
to doubt whether he ever recovered ft to reatttf ; 
and his friends have been apt to dale his nun 
(h>m this unlucky accident. He was executed 
on a eharfB of treason, Feb. 95, 1601. 

DSVBREUX, Robert, earl of Essex, son of 
Elizabeth's favourite, appeared in parliament « 
violent opposer to the measures of government, 
and fought many battles at the head of the ve- 
publican troops ; he died to 1646. 

D'EWEB, Bir Bvmonds, an eminent En^ish 
historian, and anuquary, bom at Coxden, ia 
Suffolk, 160S, died to 1050. When he waslinle 
mora than 30 years of age, he bad finished Uwt 
laige and accurate work for which he is chie^ 
memorable, viz. *' The Journals of aU the Par^ 
tiamenti during the leign of Queen Elisabeth, 
both Lords and Commons," dtc. 

DEWEY, Daniel, an emtoent tewyer,of Mas- 
sachusetts, was a member of the eouncU of that 
state, a member of cangren. and a judfe of tba 
suprcB M cour t of the state; be died to 1815. 

DE WITT, John, the famous peostonary, was 
the second son of Jacob De Witt, (burcomaater

DIACONV8, Pinlns, a Lombard, who com- 
posed the history of the Lombards, in boolw, 
died in 1770. 

DIAGORA0,aiimamed the Atheist, flourisb- 
ed in Athene, Ui the 01st Olympiad ; that is, 
about 413 yean before Christ. The history of 
Ms atheism, is tbns told. Be delighted In mak- 
ing verses, and had composed a poem wMeh a 
ceftain poet had stolen from him. He sued the 
thief, wiio swora he was not guilty of the crime ; 
and soon afW, he gained a great reputation by 
poMlsbing that work as his own.

DICTf S CRETENSIS, a very ancient histo- 
rian, who, serving under Idoneneua, a king 
of Crete, in the Trojan war, wrote the history 
of that expedition, in nine hooka: and Tzetses 
tells us, that Homer formed the " Iliad'* upon 
his plan. 

DIDEROT, DIonyalas, a celebrated French 
poet, and writer on physics, geometry, and mu- 
tapbyslcs, ethics, and the belles lettres, was the 
son of a cutler, and bora at Langres, in 1713. 
He conceived the stupendous design of a " Die- 
tionnaire Encyclopedique,*' which, sralsted by 
D'Alembert and others, he accomplished, him- 
self compiling the descriptions of arts and tradea. 
So ill was he paid for above 90 years labour at 
this book, that he wascompelled to exposis his 11- 
braiy to s^e, for a subsistence. The empress of 
Russia ordered It to be bought for her at the 
price of 50,000 livres, and generously left him 
the use of it during his life.

DIOYMUS, of Alexandria, an «ninent gram- 
narian, In the age of Augustus, said to have 
written 400 books. . . _, . 

DIDYMUS, of Alexandria, an ecclesiastical 
writer of tbe4tb century. . . . - 

DIECMAN, John, rector of the university of 
Btade, and author of several theological andphi- 
kvophical works, died in 1790. 

D1£M£N, Anthony Van, a governor-general 
of the Dutch East India settlements. In 164^, 
be sent Tasman on a voyage to the south ; the 
consequence of which was, the discovery of 
that part of New HoUaud called Van Diemen's 
Land. He died in 1645. 

DifiMEBBROEK, Isbrand, a professor of 
physls and anatomy at Utrecht, born 1609, prac- 
tised physic, and read public lectures with great 
reputation, and died 1674. 

DIEPBNBECK, Abraham, a painter, who 
■tttdied with Reubens ; first painted on glass, and 
afterwards in oil ; he died at Antwerp, in 1675. 

DIEST, Adrian Van, a landscape painter, of 
the Hague, who painted plants In England ; he 
died ill 1704. 

PIBTRIC, John Conrad, a Lutheran, bom in 
Wetteravia, and professor of Greek in lilsovcn 
town. He was a classical scholar and author ; 
he died in 1667. 

DIETRICH, John William Ernest, bom at 
%Veiuar, a celebrated painter, died in 1774. 

DIETBY, a painter, of Dresden, who suc- 
ceeded particularly in landscape views, died in 
1730. 

DIEU, Lewis de, an eminent divine, bora at 
Plus2)ing. He refused to be court minister at 
the Hagae, and went to Leyden, where he was 
made divinity professor. He published many 
learned works, and died in 1643. 

DIORY, Everard, an English gentleman edu- 
cated at Cambridge. He wrote some curious, 
and learned books in Latin, and died in 1593. 

DiOBY, Bir Everard, born 1581, was drawn in 
to be privy to the gunpowder plot ; and though 
toot a principal actor in that dreadful affair, 
nor indeed an actor at all, yet he offered 1500/. 
toward defraying the expenses of it; enter- 
tained Guy Fawkes, who was to have executed 
It in his house ; and was taken in Open rebel- 
llOB with other papists after the plot was de- 
tected and had miscarried. He was, with other 
conspirators, upon the 30th of January, 1605-6, 
banged, drawn, and quartered, at the west end 
of St. Paurs church, in London. 

DIGBY, Sir Keneiin, a wry famous English 
Philosopher, and eldest son of sir Everard. was 
born at Gothunt, in BuckmKhamshire,1603, and 
«lied on his birthday, in 1665. Having read Uie 
writings of Descartes, he resolved to go to Hol- 
land on purpose to see him. He did so, and 
found him at his retirement at Egraoud. D«s 
Ifaiseaux, in his life of St. Evreniond, tells us 
•f a conversation between these great nan, 
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triarchs. ^ Descartes assured Bir Kenetan tliat 
he had long b«en projecting a scheme for that 
purpose ; and a veiy notable one oBdoubtedly 
it would have been, if that philosopher had bat 
lived ;. but be had the misfortune to die just be- 
fore he could bring it to bear. 

DIGBY, Lord George, an English noblemaa 
of great pans, son of John Digby, earl of Bris- 
tol, was born at Madrid, 1613. " He waa (say* 
a late writer, somewhat severely) a singular 
|ierson, whose life was one contradiction. He 
wrote against popery, and embraced it : he waa 
a sealous oppoeer of the court, and a sacrifice for 
It : was conscientiously converted in the mkM 
of his prosecution Of lord Stafford, and waa 
most uncoiiscientiousiy a prosecutor (h lord Cla- 
rendon. Witi) great parts, he always hurt him- 
self and his friends ; romanticly brave, he was al- 
ways an unsuccessful commander. He spoke for 
the test-act, ihou^ a Roman Catholic ; and ad- 
dicted himself to astrol<^ on the Urihday of 
true philosophy." He died earl of Bristol, 1676 
DIGBY, John, made sentieman of the privy 
chamber by James I, who ailerwards knighted 
him, and sent him ambassador lo Spain. He 
was the author of some poems, and died, la ex- 
ile, at Paris^ in 1653. 

DIGGES, Leonard, an English gentleman, fa- 
mous for his mathematical learning, died about 
1574. 

DIGGES, Thomas, only son of Leonard Di^ 
ges, and one of the greatest mathematiciaos of 
his age, died 1506. 

DIGGES, Sir Dudley, master of the rolls l« 
Charles I., was eldest son of Thomas Diggea, 
just mentioned, and bora 1563. He was, it la 
said, a great asserter of his country's liberty in 
the worst of times, when the sluices of prero* 
gative were opened, and the banks of the law 
were almost overwhelmed by Uie Inundationa 
of it. He WAS author of several literary per- 
formances, and died 1639. 

DIGGES, Thomas, brother ofSlrDodley, a 
learned man, who translated several works from 
the Latin and Spanish ; he died in 1635. 

DIGGES. Dudley, third son of Sir Dudley 
He wrote oh the unlawfulness of subjects takinf 
up arms against their sovereign, and died in 1643. 
DIGGES, Edward, governor of Virginia, la 
1654. His adminidualion was judicious, and 
calculated to improve the condition of the col* 
ony. He was afterwards sent to England aa 
agent for the colony. 

DILLENIUR, John James, an eminent Ger- 
man botanist, who was the first professor of bo> 
tany at Oxford. He was the friend and cor- 
respondent of Linnaeus. His drawings and mantii* 
scripts still remain at Oxford ; be died in 174T. 
DILLON, Westwortb, eari of Roscommoa. 
See Roscommon. 

DILWOKTH, Thomas, a school-master of 
Wapplng, England, well known by two or three 
useful school-books which be compiled, and 
which have gone through editions almost Innor 
merable. Mr. Dtlworh died in 1761. 

DIMSDALE, Thomas, an eminent English 
physician, whose celebrity was such, that the 
empress Catharine requested him to visit Rus- 
sia, where he inoculated herself and son wilk 
the small -)iox : he died in 1800. 

DIN ARC HITS, a Greek orator, the pupil of 
Theophrastiis, 340 B. C. 

DINGLEY, Robert, an English puritan, and 
author ; was rector of Brixton, hi the lUc of 
Wigte; he died In 1650.

JDINOCKATES, a celebrated ancient archl- 
of Macedoaia, employed by Alexander in 
the city of Alexandria.

iteedebraied temple of Diana at Epbeeus, after

Dlli08T&ATU8, a mathematician, the papil 
ti PlHfOi, and Inventor of the quadratic curve. 

DiNOTH, Richard, a proteatant writer of 
IVaaee, vrlw wrotean accurate work, *' D« Bello 
cMH Cailieo,** and died in 1080. 

DWOUART, Anthony Joseph TonaMint, 
nadiiud famona by hia periodical publications 
Id Fmria, whkh drew upon him, troubles and 
iMffloliB ; be died in 1715. 

DfNWIDDIB, Robert, succeeded Lee as go- 
vcfiiorof Vinlnia, in 1758. Braddock's expe- 
AttoB and defeat, occurred ouder his adminis- 
mdoB. Be left the colony in 1757, and died in 
Rh^taBd, in 177a 

DIO CHRTSOSTOM, a celebrated orator and 
lAsloaoplier ef the 1st centuiy, bom at Prusa, 
a dty of Blthrnia, and called Cbryaosiom, on 
aceottnt of bis eloquence. There are extant 
ef Ida, 80 orationa and dimertations upon politi- 
cal, aaioral, and philosophical subiects. 

DIOCLE8, a mathematician In the 5th cen* 
lary iovaRor of the eisBoid or curve line. 

DIOCLE61AN, Cains Valerias, a Roman em- 
perer, whoae bhiody persecution of the Chris- 
daaa forawa ciironoloclcai aera, called the iEra 
ef DiodeaiaB, or the Martyra ; it was for a long 
in oac in tiieological writings, and is still 
the Coptes and Abysslnians. It 
I August 30th, A. D. S84.~Diocle8ian 
bore 233, and died 313. 

IMODATI, Jolm, a famous minister, and pro- 
fessor of theology at Geneva, born at Lucca, in 
1579, diedat Geneva, in 10S3. He is distinguished 
hf tnaslatiQos of "The BiUe into Italian," 
**Tbe Bible into French," and of ^* Father 
Panl*a History of the Council of Trent into 



DIODORUB BICULUSj an ancient historian, 
at Agyriam, in Sicily, flourished in the 
of Julius Cesar and Augustus. Diodorus 
in the beginning of his history, that he 
no leas than 30 years in writing it. In the 
capital crfT the world, viz. Rome. He calls his 
work not a "History," but a "HUtorical Li- 
brvy :'* and had comprised in forty books, the 
moat remarkable events which had happened 
in the wnrid dorinf the space of 1138 years ; 
hat, to the great gnef of the curious, of the 40 
hooks, only 15 are now extant. 

DIODORUS, bishop of Tanus, eminent as a 
ihriae and as aa instnicter of youth, in the 4th 
ceainfy. 

DIOGENES, a philosopher of Babylon, 900 
B. C. He succeeded Zeno in his school. 

DIOGENES, the Cynic, was born at Sinope, 
a city of Pontus, 413 B. C, and ezpdled flrom 
fhrnrr for coining false money; as "was his 
teher also, who was a banker. He retired to 
AtlMaa, and prevailed on the philosopher An- 
Ustbenca to become his master. He not only 
sahnilted to the kind of life which was peculiar 
to the followers of that founder of the Cynics, 
hat added new degrees of austerity to it. He 
•ffdsrrd somebody to provide him a cell ; but, 
w dial order was not spcedBy executed, he [{ Antiquities," and was comprised in 80 booa 
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w Impatient, and hMlaed himself ia a tub. 

e looked down on all the world with sconi, 
bnd magisterially censured all mankind. Alex* 
ander 6ue day paid biro a visit, and noade him 
an oflbr of riches, or any thing else i but aO 
that the philosopher requested of him was, lo 
stand from betwixt him and the sun : as if be 
had said, "Do not deprive me of the benefits 
of nature, and I leave to you Uiose of fortune." 
The conqueror was so affi^sted by the vigour 
and elevation of his soul as to declare, " that 
if be were not Alexander be would chooee to 
be Diogenes : " that is, if he were not in posses>- 
Bion of all that was pompous and splendid la 
life. \e would, like Diogenes, heroically despise 
it. Diogenes had a great presence of mind, aa 
appears from his smart sa>infs and quick re- 
partees; and Plato is thought to have passed 
no ill Judgment upon him, when he called him 
" a mad Socrates." He died at Corinth when 
he was about 00 years old : but authore are not 
agreed either as to the time or manner of- his 
death. Jerome says that he strangled himself. 

DIOGENES, a Cretan philosopher, the sue- 
cesy)r of Anaximenes, 500 B. C. 

DIOGENES LAERTIUS, an ancient Greek 
author, who wrote ten books of the "Lives (rf 
the Philosophers," still extant. 

DIOGNETFS, a philosopher, preceptor to 
Marcus Aurelius. 

DION, a Svracusan, celebrated as the friend 
lof Plato, and the opponent of the Dionysii, 
tyrants of SIcilv ; be was murdered, 354 B. C. 

DION CASSIUS, an ancient Roman historian, 
{known also by the surnames of Cocceius and 
Cocceienos, was bom at Nicca,a city of Bithy- 
nia, and flourished in the Sd century. His histo- 
ry began from the building of Rome, and pro- 
ceeded to the rei|n of Alexander Severus. What 
We now have at It begins with the expedition o 
LucuUus sgainst Miihridates, king of Pontus, 
about the year of Rome 684, and ends with the 
death of the emperor Claudius, sliout the year 
806. 

DIONIS. Peter, a French surgeon, and the 
first who oemonstrated anatomical dlssectiona 
and chirurgical operations, established by Lewis 
pClV., in the royal garden of plants. This la 

Eenious person died in 1718. 
D10NY8IU8 L, tyrant of BteUy, raised bin- 
elf from obscurity to the throne; he reigned 
1^ years, and died 366 B. C. 

DIONY8IU8 II., succeeded his fkther as ty- 
rant of Sfelly, and was expelled by Dion, 348 
B. C 

DIONYSIUS. a tyrant of Heraclea, who mar- 
ried a niece of Darius, died 304 B. C. 

DIONYSIUS, a bishop of Oorintb, who suf- 
fered msr^dom in 178. 

DIONYSIUS, an ancient poet and geogrspher. 
{wrote a great number of |deces ; but his " Pe- 
riegesis," or " Survey of the Worid," is the 
{only one that we have remaining ; and it would 
be superfluous to sav, that thte is one of the 
most exact systems of ancient geography, when 
it has been related that Pliny himsdf proposed 
It for his pattern. 

DIONYSIUS, bishop of Rome, condemned 
the heresy of the Sabeliians in a full synod, died 
bn 969. 

DIONYSIUS HALICARNAS8ENSIS, ahis- 
torian and critic of antiquity, bom at Hall- 
camasBQs, a town in Caria ; which is also me- 
morable for having produced Hemdotus before 
him. His history is intitled "Of the Romaa 
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of wkteli onl^ the flrat U an now extant. TM 
fl«patatkm of this historian standi very high 
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painter bavinf ever come so near to the pelfec- 
tkm of that excellent master as this bapsv Iml-

DIONYBIUS, bishop of Alexandria, bom a 
keathen, was a dUifoit inquirer after truth, 
which be looked for m vain among the sects or 
philoenphen ; but at last found it in Christianity. 
He was made Ushopof Alexandria, in 947, and 
died 987. 

DIONYBI0B, the Araopagate,a teamed Athe- 
nian, memlMr of the court of Areopagus, was 
converted to Chiiatianilj by the preaching of 
fltPauL 

DIOPHANTDB, a celebrated mathematician, 
of Alexandria, reputed to have been the inven- 
tor of algebra. When Diophantns lived, is not 
known. His reputadon, however, appears to 
luive been verv nigh among the ancients, who 
nade no scrapie to rank him with Pythagorai 
and Euclid, in mathematical learning. 

DI08CORIDE8, Pedadus, an eminent phy 
■ician, of Anaxarba, since called Canarea, in 
dUda, wlw flourished in the reign of Nero, and 
eomnoeed Ave books of the " Materia Medica.** 

DIPPEL, John Conrad, a curious and extra- 
vagant character, who pretended to have disco- 
vered the philosopher's stone, and yet was con- 
fined for aiebt He travelled in ahnoet all parts 
of Europe, and wrote several booka; hediedin 
1734. 

DIROI8, Franola, doctor of the Borbonne, 
wrote aeveral booka on religioaa ad^ecta ; he 
died in 1700. 

DISNEY, John, D. D.. an eminent EngHstal 
cleigyman, chairfaia to bishop Law, and vlcai 
of Bwinderiy, died in 181& His biographical 
akeichea of dlatingulahed Individuala, have ad- 
ded to hia reputatum. 

DITHMAK, a aaonk, biahop of Merrinirg, 
known aa the author of a chronicle of the em- 
peron Henry I.,Otho H. and IIL, and Henry H., 
died in 1098. 

DITHMAB, Joatoa Chilatopher, hlatorii 
profeaaor, at Frankfort. His work on the hist 
ly of Gennaiiy diqriaya great learning ; he 
in 1737. 

DITTON, Humphrey, a mathematical 
theok>glcal writer, oora at Saliabury, in 1675, 
died tai 1715. 
DIVINI, Euamehhia, an Italian aitiat, employe 
•d in making teleacopea, died in 1604. 

DIXWELL, John, one of the Judaea whol 
condemned the unfortunate Charlea L tt> the 
bkwk. At the restoration, he fled to America, 
and realded at New-Haven until hia death, In 
1688. 

DLU006B, John, a Pole, archMahop of Leo- 
pold, and author of a history of Poland, in La- 
tin; bodied hi 1480. 

DOBB8. Arthur, governor of North Carolina, 
died in 1765, after aa impolitic, unpopular, and 
weak administration of i9 years. 

DOB80N, WlUlam. an EncUsh painter, bora 
In 161(1. How much he was beholden to Van 
dyke, may easily be aeaD iu all hia woiks, no 
16a 




neroaity of Vandyke, in preaent 
Charles I., who took him Into hia 
protection. He died in 1647. 

DOD, John, an English non-ccmformiat. whope 
pious observations were once very popular. He 
was an eminent Hebrew scholar, and died in 
1645. 

DODART, Denya. pbyalGlan to Lewia XIV^ 
and member of the French academy of science^ 
bora in 1034. Among other things, he was the 
author of a " Stadca Mediclna Gulica; and died 
In 1707. Gqy Patin called him " manatniBi 
shie Titlo," a prodigy of wiadom and acienc^ 
without any defect. 

DODD, Dr. William, an ingenious divine, of 
unfortunate memory, was bora 17S0, at Bonne, 
in Linoofaishire, of woich place his nther, beiag 
a clergyman, was vicar. In 17S3. be received 
orders ; and, being settled in London, soon be- 
came a popular and celebrated preacher. Be 
obtained several lectureships, and advanced Ua 
theological character greatQr by an afanoat unla- 
lerrapted publication of aermona, and tracta of 
piety. For the same porpoae alao, he waa vecy 
zealoua in promoting and aasiating at dMuritable 
inatitutions, dnd dlstingnished himself much in 
regard to tbe Magdalen hospital, which was 
opened in August, 1758 : he became preacher at 
tlie chapel of this chanty, Ibr wlilch he waa al- 
lowed yearly 1001. But, notwlthatanding hii 
attention to apiritual eoncen^ he waa by no 
nieaua negligent in cultivating hia temporal in- 
UitoetB ', for, besides writing constantly in tlia 
Public Leger, he superintended and contribo* 
ted largely to the " Christianas Blagaaine ;" Ibv 
which he received from the proj^iom lOOL 
yeariy. The truth ia, Dodd*s finances by no 
means answered his Myle and manner mllv- 
ing: they were Indeed much too small ftur It? 
and tills obliged him to recur to such methods 
of augmenting them. Happy If he had never 
recurred to expedienta worae than theae '.—Still, 
however, he preserved theological appearances, 
and now meditated a design of puUishiug a 
large " C«Nnmentary on the Bible,*' which ho 
began to publish in weekly and month v nnm- 
bera, and continued to publish itrMuIariy tifi It 
was completed, in 8 vols, folio. In 1706, he took 
the degree of LL. D., at Cambridge, having 
been made a chiqilaln to the king some time be- 
fore. In 1773, hewaapreaented to the living of 
Hocklifle. in Buckinghamahire : but what could 
such preferment aa this avail 1 The habita of 
expenae had gained a wonderful aaeeodenqr 
over him: hewaavain,hewaapompoaa,whicB 
persons emerging from low situations of life are 
apt to be, and thus became involved and aink- 
ing under debts. To relieve himself, he wan 
tempted to aatep which rained him for ever with 
the public ; ann thia waa, to procure l^ indirect 
means, the rectory of St. George's, Hanover 
Square. On the preferment of Dr. Moss to the 
see of Bath and Wells, in 1774, that rectory feR 
to the disposal of the crown: upon which, Dodd 
caused an anonymous letter to he sent to lady 
Apaiey, oflerina the aura of 30001., If by her 
meananeoouldDepreaentedtothelivbig. Alaa! 
he was nnfortunate in his woman : tm letter 
was inupediately communicated to the chancel- 
lor, and, after bcini: traced to the aender, laid 
before the king.

and tngenioos writer, bom at Mansdeld, in Not- 
tinghamshire, in 1703. His flist setting out in 
nfe, was in a servile station, (footman to the 
hononrafaie Mrs. Lowther ;) from which, how- 
evefy his aMUties very soon raisGd him; (br, 
kavtiig written ** Tbe Toyshop,** and that piece 
being dK>wn to Mr. Pope, the delicacy of satire 
which la eoaspicaous in it, though clothed with 
the greatest aunpUeity of design, so strongly re- 
eomroended its author to the notice of that cele- 
brated poet, that lie continued frmn that time to 
tbe day of Ids death, a warm fHend and zealous 
ration to Mr. Dodsley. Hisfarce, callod " The 
Kingaad MUlerof Mansfield," made its appear- 
ance the ensuing jrear, vhs.

DODSWORTII, Rogei; Mm in Torxshire, in 
158S. died 1S54. Mr. Oough (Topographer of 
Yorxshire) thus speaks of him: "One cannot 
approach the borders of this county without 
paying tribute to the memory of that indefatiga- 
ble coUector of its antiquities. BogerDods worth, 
who undertook and executea a work, which, to 
the antiquaries of the present age, would have 
been the stone of Tydides. 199 volumes of his 
own writing, besides original MSB. which he 
had obtained ftom several hands, making ail to- 
gether 163 volumes folio, now lodged m that 
celebrated repository of ancient monumentSi the 
Bodleian library, at Oxford, are lasting memo- 
rials of what his country owes to him ; as tha 
two volumes of the " Monasticon" (which, 
though publifllied under Ids and Dugda]e*snameA 
coi^intly, were both collected and written to- 
tally by him) will immortalize that extensiva 
industry which has lidd the whole kingdom un- 
der oblwation." 

DODWELL, Henry, a most learned and pious 
man, bora at Dublin, in 1641, died 1711, having 
written a great number of theok>gical works. 

DODWELL, Henry, eldest son of the prsced* 
ing, was author of a pamphlet, ** Christianity 
not founded on argument." 

DOES, Jacob Vander, a Dutch painter, whose 
landscapes are very much admired, died in 1073. 

DOES, Jacob Vander, son of the preceding, 
who displayed promising talenu as a painter, 
but dird aged 19. 

DOES, Simon Vander, brother to thepreced 
ing. His landscapes, battles, dec, are in a pleas- 
ing style ; be died in 1717. 

DCNGM^ET, Thomas, a comedian, fbnnerl? 
belonging to Drury-lane Theatre, where he b** 
came Joint manager with Wilkes and Cibber \ 
in which situation he continued till, on a disgust 
he took in the year 1713, at Mr. Booth's being 
forced on them as a sharer in the manacement, 
he Uirew up his part in the property of the thea* 
tre, though it was lookea on to have been 
worth 10001. per annum. As an actor, he had 
great merit ; and his cotemporary, Cibber, in 
forme us, that he was the most original, and the 
strictest observer of nature, of any actor of his 
lime. He died in 1T8L In his political princi- 
ples, he was, in the words of Sir Richard Steelet 
a " whig up to the head and ears ;" and so strict- 
ly was ha attached to the interests of the house 
of Hanover, that he never let slip any occasion 
that presented itself of demonstrating his eentl> 
ments in that respect. One Instance, among 
othera, is well known ; which is, that the year 
after George I. came to the throne, this perform- 
er gave a waterman*s coat and a silver badge 
to D6 rowed for by six watenneB, on the first 
day of August, being the anniveraary of that 
king's aceesaion tothethrane ; and, at his d eath,

DOISSIN, Lewis, a Jesuit, who wrote ele- 
gant Latin verses on the subject of sculpture 
and engraving, died in 1753. 

DOLABBLLA, P. Corneliua, son-in-law of 
Cicero, a friend of Casar, and governor of Sy- 
ria, put an end to his life at 37 yean of age. 

DOLBIN, John, a man of education, major 
In the kiug*s service, during the civil wars, and 
a/terwards dean of Westminster, and bishop 
of Kochester ; he died in 1066. 

DOLCE, Lewis, a native of Venice, a poet, 
translator of seme of the ancient authors, and 
author of several learned works, died in 1568. 

DOLCE, Carlo, a painter, of Florence. His 
St. John, painted when he was only 11 years 
old, is much admired ; he died in 1G95. 

DOLET, Stephen, a learned Frenchman, a 
painter and bookseller, at Lyons, was burnt for 
atheism, in 1546. 

DOLLONO, John, a verr eminent optician, 
and the Inventor of the achromatic telescope, 
was bom In Spital'fields, June 10, 1706, died 
Nov. 30, 1761. Be was reading a new publica- 
tion of M. Clairaut, on the Theory of the Moon, 
and on which he had been long intently engaged 
when he was seised with apoplexy, and died 
in a few hours after. The business and the 
abilities of tlie father were hiherlted by tils two 
ions, Peter and John. 

DOLLOND, Peter, son of the optician, known 
as the author of papers communicated to the 
royal society, on nlw improvement of the tele- 
scope, on his alterations of Hadley's quadrant, 
Ice., died in l)..t^, aged 00. 

DOLO:JiEi;, Dtmdat, an eminent French 
naturalist, wlk* visited all the volcanic regions 
of Italy, and was afterwards stmt, among other 
men of science, to collect and describe the anti- 
quities and natural curiosities of Egypt Re- 
taming from that country, he was driven into 
Naples, and there committed to a clom and 
loathsome confinement ; but, after suffering a 
long captivity, he was liberated by the humane 
Interposition of the celebrated Sir Joseph 
Banks. He had scarcely reposed alter his fa- 
tigues, when he went to visit Mont Simplon, 
whence he returned rich in mincralogical acoui- 
aiUons ; when a disease, which commenced in 
his imprisonment, terminated liis career, De- 
cember, 1801. 

DOMAT, John, a celebrated French lawyer, 
bom at Clermont, in Auvergne, in IG35, died at 
Paris, in 1606. The confusion which he had 
observed In the laws, put him upon farming a 
design of reducing them to tlieir natural order, 
which he completed, and published in four vols. 
4IO, under the title of *'■ The Civil Laws in their 
Natara) Order, 1680.*' It has been usual to re- 
commend this work to young lawyers and di- 
vines, who would apply themselves to the study 
of morality and the civil law. 
DOMENICHINO, aa Italian pahiter, on sacred 

subjects and landscapes, bom at Bologna, 1581. . , 

He always applied hiiiiseU' ta Us work with 1501. 
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much study and thouglKftilneaB,aMl never < 
ed to touch his pencil till he found a kind of en- 
thusiasm or inspiration upon him. Uis excel- 
lence lay principally in the correclness 9f hja 
style, and in expressing the passioas and alfecr 
tionsof diemlnd. He died hi 16U, not without 
the susj^cion of behig poisoned. 

DOMINIC, de Guxnian, a Spaniard, ftMmder 
of the order of the Predicants, bora tn ArragM, 
in 1170, died at Bologna, in Italy, in ISSl, and 
was afterwards made a saint for the prodigioiia 
services he had done the church. 

DOMINICHINI, Lodovioo, a naUve of Pla- 
centia, famous for his voluminous tmnslafioM 
from ancient authors, died in 1574. 

DOMIN16, Mark Antony de, archUshop of 
Spolato, in Daimatia, in the lOih century. He 
wrote agahist the papal pciwer; turned protee> 
tant ; tjien acaln turned catholle : he was sa»- 
peciedi seized, and Imprisoned. After his death 
his body was dug up and burned as a heretic In 
1645. 

DOMITIAN. Titus Flavins, a Roman empe> 
ror, at first mild, but afterwards Ucentkms ud 
{cruel, was assassinated in 06. 

DOMITIAN US, Doinitius, general and dh»» 
clesian, was proclaimed emperor of Egypit in 
288 ; he died ny violence. 

DONALDSON, John, an eminent artist of 
Edinburgh, distinguislied as a miniature portrail 
fiainter, and an exact imitator with his pen of 
the old engravers ; also a poet and a chymlst : 
he died in 1801. 

DONATO, Bernardino, Greek professor at 
Padua, author of a Latin dialogue, on the dilfer- 
ence between Arhitotle's andPlato^s fdiiioaophy , 
he died in 1550. 

DONATO, an architect and sculptor, of Flor> 
cnce, of great eminence, died in 1^. 

DONATO, Jeroni, a Venetian noblemaai 
eminent for his learning, his military services, 
and particulariy for his negotiations, died la 
1511. 

DONATO, Alexander, a Jeault of Sienna, 
who wrote a valuable description of Rome ; he 
dledinl&IO. 

DONATO, MarceUns, an Italian count, who 
wrote a learned work on the Latin writers of 
Roman history, 8vo., In 1007. 

DONATUS, bbhop of Carthage, banhdied hi 
356. 

DONATUS, iClius, a sranunArian of the 4lh 
century, preceptor of St. Jerome, and author of 
commentaries on Terence and Viigii. 

DONATUS, a bishop of a religlouB sect in 
Africa, who began to be known about the year 
330, and greatly confirmed his faction by bin 
character and writings. Ho was a man of ireut 
parts and learning ; but witlial so prodigiously 
haughty ^hat he treated all mankinid with con- 
tempt. The Donatlsts aflinned baptism in other 
churches to be null and of no effect ; while other 
churches allowed it to be valid in thein : from 
which they inferred, that it was the safer to 
join that community where baptism waa ae- 
knawled{?ed by botli parties to lie valid, than 
that whore it was allowed to be so only by one 

DONCKER, Peter, a painter, of Gouda, am- 
died at Rome, and died 1668. 

DONDUS, or DB DONDIS, James, a ph}3i 
clan, of Padua, learned also in mathematics an4 
mechanics, died in 1350. 

DONEAU, Hugh, professor of law at Ronrges 
and Orleans. He wrote commentaries on civil

He waa alternately a 
repuMiean and royalist, during the civil wars, 
and turned out a proflis^ and guilty man ; he 
died in 1649. 

DORMANS, John de, cardinal and ehancal- 
lor of France under Charles V. He founded a 
(college in Pari^, aud died in 1.773. 

DORNAVIUS, Oaapar, a physician, bom in 
Voightland, and an author of some humoroua 
and whimsical pieces, died in 1631. 

DORSCH, Evorard, a Dutch engraver of g»- 
nlns, of superior abilities, died in 1718. His soa 
Christopher was equally famoua in the eaoM 
art, and died in 1733. ^ 

DOaSBY, John Syng, M. D., prafeararonna- 
teria medica in the university of Pennqrlvanta, 
and afterwards of anatomy, as soocesoor to Dr.

DOUGHERTY, Michael, one of the first set- 
tlers of Georgia ; died in 1808, ued 135. 

DOUGLAd, Gawin, bishop of Dunkek), and 
eminent for bis poetical talents, was bom at 
Aonandale, in Scotland, in 1471, and diedof tha 
plague in London, In 1523 Mr. Warton stylea 
liim '- one of the disliaguiahed luminaries that 
aiarked the restoration of letters ia Scotland, at 
the commencement of the 10th century.'* He 
translated the " i&neid" of Virgil Into Scottish 
heroics, with the additional (13tli) book of Ma> 
pheiis Vegius, 4to, 15S3. He also wrote an ori- 
ginal piece called " The Palace of Honour," and 
other poems.

DEuSIUS, Jotan, a most leaned man among 
the Procesiaam, was bora at Oodeaard, In Ftaib- 
den, in 1555t and was anthor of asvaral woika 
which dmw btaa to bawbeaa weU skilled fai 
Hebrew, aad «> have gidaed a eoasiderbble 
knowMgiliitbaJowMiaBUaiililw. Hedlad

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DRU8US, Mm of Gcroioiucus, was put to 
d«ath by Tiberias, A. D. 113 

DKreUB, M. Liviiu, an ambitious Roman, 
murdered for liin atteoipta to eulorc« the a^a- 
rlau law, 190 B. C. 

DRU8US, Nero Claudiua, brother of the cm- 
aoror Tiberius, was honoured uitb a triuinpli 
for his victories In Germany; he died 91 B. C. 

DKU8US, son drT'berius and Vispania, was 
banished, A. O. 83. 

DRYANDER, John, a Heasian medical and 
mathematical wiiter, died 1500. 

DR y DEN, John, an illustrious English poet, 
was son of Erasmus Drydeu,of Tichmeis]i,in 
Northamptonshire, and born at Aldwincle, iivar 
Ouiidle, in that count}', Au^- 9, Kvil. He was 
educated la grammar learning at Westminster 
school, being king's scholar tliere undir ihe fa- 
mous Dr. llu<>by, aud was frmn thence elected, 
in 1650, a scholar in Tnnit>- College, Cambridge. 
His reputation as a poet, together with his at- 
tachment to the court, procurtid him the place 
of poet-laureat and historiographer to Charlen 
li., which accordingly he took possession of, 
upon the death of air William DavenaiiC, in 
iw8. In 1609 his first play, a comedy, called 
" Tlie Wild Gailanu," was acted at the Thea- 
tre-royal, but with so little success, that if the 
auiiior had not had a peculiarly strong inclina- 
tion u> dramatic writing, be would have been 
sufficiently discouraged Irom any farther at- 
tempts in it. He went on, however, and in the 
space of 35 yean inroducod 27 plays, besides hiis 
other namerous poetical writings. He died 
May 1, 1701. As to Dr>-den's character, it has 
been treated in extremes, some setting it too 
high, others too low ; for he was too deeply en- 
gaged in party to have strict Justice done him 
either way. Congreve represents him, in re- 
gard to his moral character, in every respect not 
only blameless, but amiable : and " as to his 
writings (says he) no man hath written, in our 
language, so much and so various matter, and 
la so various manners, so well. Another thing 
I may say was very peculiar to him : which is, 
that his parts did notdeclihe with his years, but 
that he was an improving writer to the last, 
even to near 70 years of age ; improving even 
in fire and iroasinailoD as well as in judgment : 
witness bis '* Ode on St. Cecilia's Day.*' luid 
his '* Fables," his latest performances. He was 
equally excellent in verse and in prose. His 
pruse had all the clearness iniaginaMe, tonther 
with all the nobleness of expression, ail the 
graces and ornaments proper and peculiar to it, 
without deviating into the language or diction of 
poetry. I have heard him frequently own with 
pletlsure, that if he had any talent for English 
prose, it was owing to hiB having often read the 
writings of the great archbishop Tiilotson. Bis 
versification and his numbers he could learn of 
nobody ; for he firet possessed tliose talents in 
pertbction in our tongue. In Ills poems, his dic- 
tion is, wherever his subject requires it, so sub- 
Ihnely and so tntly. poetical, that its essence, 
like that of pure gold, cannot be destroyed. 
What he has done in anv one species or distinct 
kind of writing, would have been sufRclent to 
have acquired him a great name. If he bad 
written nothing but his prefaces, or nothing but 
his songs or his proloffues, each of them would 
have entitled him to Uie fMref^rence and diatinc- 
lion of excelling in his kind.** 

DUANE, James. Arst Mayor of New-Tork, 
after its recovery rrom the British, and judge of 
Die district court of New-York • he died in 1797. 
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I DUAREN, Francis, a French dviUan, who 
juuglii civil law at Bourges. He peblistaed some 
works, chiefly on law, and died u 1560. 

DUBOCAGE, Mary Anne le Page, a French 
lady, who translated into her own language, 
iNi|ie's Temple of Fame, and Milton's Paradise 
lust. Bhe was a member of many learned so> 
rieties, and famous for her poetry and compe- 
jsiuon. She died in 1803. 

DUBOIS, William du, a French prelate, who 
supported the duke of Orieaus In all his licen- 
tiousness, and schemes of ambition. He was 
made a cardinal, and afterwards prime minle- 
icr. He was a hypocrite and an intriguer, and 
died ill 1723. 

DUBOIS, Dorothea, daughter of the earl of 
Anglesea, who married a musician, and waa 
disowned by her father. She wrote Theodwa, 
a novel, and died in 1774. 

DUBOIS, Simon, a painter, of Antwerp, who 
went to Eni^and, and acquired great fame by 
his art, he died in 1706. 

DI.'BOB Charles Francis, a Frenchman, dean 
ol Lucon. He wrote the life of Barllloa, bisbop 
of Lucon, and died in 1734. 

DUBOS. John Baptist, a French abbot, air- 
thor ot redectiona on poetiy and painting, died 
in 1742. 

DUBOS, Jerome, a Dutch painter, whose 
representation of heil, struck its belioldeis with 
terror and astonishment, he died in the btg)n- 
ning of the IGtii century. 

DUBOUCIIER Matthew, a native of Das, 
who published some law tracts, a poem on 
friendship, &c. died in 1801. 

DUBRAU, or DUBRAVIUS 8CALA, John, 
bishop of Olmutz. He was sent ambassador |o 
Silesia, and was author of a histoiy of Bohe- 
mia in 33 books : he died tai 1553. 

DUC. Fronton du, Fronto Ducsus, a Jesuit, 
of Bordeaux, a man of learning and devotion, 
editor of St. Chrysoatom's works, 6 vols, folio: 
he died in 1634. 

DUC, John le, a Datch painter of emiaeoce, 
bom in 1^36. 

DUCAREL Dr. Andrew Coltee. F. R. and 
A. S. bom at Caen, in Normandy, b 1713, died 
in 1785. He was one of the superintendents of 
the Paper-frfBce, keeper ef the library at Lam- 
beth, and one of the moat eminent antiquariana 
of hie thue. 

DUCaET Isaac, a skilfnl painter of flowers 
00 %M*Tt died at Amsterdam, in 1607. 

DUCAP Michael, a Greek historian, anthor 
a history of Greece, from Andronicua to the faU 
of the empire, printed at Paris, in 1649. 

DT^CHAL James, a dissentinc minister, of 
Dublin, whose sermons were poblUied in 3 vols 
8vo. died hi 1761. 

DUCHANGE, Gaspard, a French engraver, 
whose best pieces are the drivingont of the money 
chancers, and the Pharisee's supper, died in 1757 

DUCH AT, Jacob le, a Frenchman, was Immv 
at Metz, in 1658, and died, in 1735. He was re- 
garded as a very learned person, yet he is die 
tinguished as an editor rather than an anthor 
Ue gave new editions of the " Menippean 8a 
tires," of the Works of Rabelais,*' of the "Apol 
ogle for Herodotus," by Henry Stephens, ice. 
all accompanied with remarks of his own. 

DUCHATEL Gaspard, a deputy in the 
Prpnch convention, celebrated for his manly and 
able defence of the unfortunate Lewis XVL ; 
he was «uiitlotined In 1799. 

DUCu.^TELET D*HARAUCOURT,Iiewhi 
Marie Flofcntduc, a colonel in the French, ar^ 
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Biy, ImprifDned and ndllocinod for Ills atiacti- 
■Mnt loliLi kioff, in IvSS. 

DUCOB DE YANCY, Jowph Francis, a 
P^readi poet, author of tbre« tracedieti Debo- 
rah, Jomuhan, and Abaalom. He Was a man 
wdTenalty respected, and died in 1704. 

DUCK, Arthur, bom in Devonshire, 1580, and 
iSitd WtSk Me was an ezeellent civilian, a (olera- 
bte po«t, eneeially in bis younger days, and very 
irell venod In history, eccIesiaBtical as weU as 
civU. He left behhid him " Vlu Uenrid Chi 
chele,'* 4ec., and " De Usu et Authoritate Juris 
Ctvills Romauorum in Dominiis principuni 
Chrtttiuiorani ; '* a very useful and entertaining 
work, whkh has been printed several times In 
Thgtand and elsewhere. 

DUCK, Bteidien, a thresher and a poet, bom) 
at Charlton, wiltx, at wUch place an annlver- 
Mry, called Thresher's Feast, Is still held to his 
maaiotf. He had originally no other teaching 
than vdiat enabled him to read and write Eng- 
lish ; about his 14th year he was taken from 
Khciol, and was afterwards successively en 
gaged in the several lowest employments of 
a country life. He had from his infancy a pre- 
tfikctiOQ for poetry ; somethnes turned bib own 
thoaghti into verse while he was at work, and 
at last began to venture those thought? a little 
upon paper. At lencth some of his essays fall 
i^g loco the hands of a lady of quality, who at- 
KiMied on the late qoeen CaroUne, he became! 
known to her majesty, who took him under her 
psofieetion, and settled on him a yearly pension 
of about 301. ; snch a one at least as was 
sufficient to maintain him independently of la- 
bour. Dock was afterwards adniitted into or- 
ders, and preferred to the living of Byfleet, in 
Surrey. Here he continued for many years to 
waakt poema and sermons, and was much fol- 
lowed by the people aa a preacher ; till falling 
at length into a low-spirited melancholy way. he 
threw himself into a trout-stream, at the back of 
the Black Lion Inn, near Reading, and was 
drowned. This unhappy accident, for he was 
perfect^ lunatic, befell Mm March 30, 1756. 

DUCLoe, Charles Dlneau, historiographer 
ef France, bom at Dinant, in Bretagne, in IvOS ; 
he died in 1773. 

DUCL09, Mary Ann, a French actress of 
great merit, who for many years gained much 
applause : she died in 1748. 

DUCEEXTX. N., an eminent painter, of Paris, 
who went to Vienna to take portraits of the im- 
aeiial family. He died in ^803. 

DUCROI8T, Philibert Oassaad, a French ac- 
tor, of excellent character, and great merit. 

DCJDEFFANT, N., a French lady, well known 
in Paris for her ekqrant and critical taste. She 
was acquainted with all the learned men of the 
tnnea, and died In 1780. 

DUDfTH, Andrew, a Hungarian divine, em- 
ployed 1^ Ferdinand II. in Important afllairs of 
state. He wrote on phvsic, poetry. Ax., and was 
a man Mgblir esteoned ; he died in 1581. 

DUDIjKY, Edmnnd, a celebrated lawyer and| 
speaker of the House of Commons, in the reign 
of Henry Vn. , but infamous in history for bemg 
tte bMlrnraent of the extortions of that mon 
arch : he was bora in 1048, and executed fbr trea 
■OD, In Aug. 18, 1510. 

DUDLEY, John, son of the preceding, and 
daks of Northumberland, was bora in 15(f2, and 
afiefwaida became one of the most powerful 
fobjects in England. For an attempt to place 
tfie crown on the head of his daughter-in-law, 
latfy JaM Oiey, (who llkawlw ftll a vledm 
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to his ambition), he was beheaded August 21. 
1553. 

DUDLEY, Ambrose, eail of Warwick, son of 
John, duke of Northumberland, bora 1530, ex- 
hibited great wisdom and integrity as a states- 
man, and bravery as a general, under queen 
Elizabeth, and acquired theappellatiou of *^ The 
GkxMi Earl of Warwick.'* He died in 1580. 

DUDLEY, Robert, earl of Leicester, son to 
John, duke of Northumberland, and brother to 
Ambrose, earl of Warwick, before mentioned, 
bora 1533, died 1588. On the accession of Eliz- 
abeth, he was entertained at court as a principal 
ftivourite : obtained prodigious grants, one aftn 
anotlier. from tho crown : aiid all things gave 
way to Ids amUtion, influence, and jpolicy. In 
bis private life he affected a wonderiul regular- 
ity, and carried his pretence to piety very nigh : 
though to gratify his passions, there were no 
crimes, howeverexorbitant, which he would not 
commit. 

DUDLEY, dr Robert, son of Bobert, earl of 
Leicester, bora at Sheen, in Surrey, 1573, died 
1639. Among the leaned, he held a very high 
rank, as well on account of his skill in philoso- 
phy, chymistry. and physic, as his perfect ac- 
quaintance wUn all the branches of the mathe- 
matics, and the means of applying them tar the 
service and benefit of mankind. 

DUDLEY, Thomas, goveroor of Mass. and 
one of the founders of that colony ; he died in 
1653. 

DUDLEY, Joseph, governor of Mass., son of 
the preceding; of rare endowments, and an 
honour to his country ; he died in 17510. 

DUDLEY, Paul, chief Justice of Mass. foutt- 
der of the Dndleian lecture,ln Harvard College ; 
he died in 1751. 

DUFFET, Thomas, a dramatic writer, of the 
17th century. 

DUFFIELD, George, D. D., a distinguished 
minister of Philadelphia, represented to have 
been uncommonly eloquent ; he died In 1700. 

DUFRESNE. Abraham Alexis auinault, a 
French actor of eminence, who succeeded par- 
ticularly in noble characters ; he died in 1767. 

DUFRE8N0Y, Charles, Alphonse, a native 
of Paris, who acquired celebrity as a pidnter 
and poet : be died in 1G65. 

DUFRESNY, Charles Riviere, a native ol 
Paris, called grandson of Henry IV., from his 
resemblance to that monarch. His dramatic 
works were publlBhed in 6 voUi. He died fai 
1734. 

DUG ARD, William, master of Merchant Tai- 
lor*s school, London. He was imprisoned for 
being concerned in Salmaslus* defence', and 
reduced to poverty ; but was a man of great 
learains, and worth ; he died in 1088. 

DU6DALE, Sir William, a very eminent 
English antiquary and historian, was bora in 
Warwickshire, Sept IS. 1005, and died Feb. 10, 
1086. 

DUGOBflER, N. a Freneh^ general, who com- 
manded in Italy during the revolution, and was 
next employed against the Spaniards. He was 
killed in battle, in 1794. 

DUGUAY TROUIN, Rene, a celebrated ad- 
miral In the French navy, who displayed the 
greatest skill united to the most consummate 
wisdo m; he died at Paris, In 1736. 

DUGuET, James Joseph, a French writer, 
of great learaing, and uncommon sweetness of 
temper. He wrote nearty 90 .works in Fzencl^ 
and died In 1733. 

DUHALDB, Join Baptisli • French Janft^

Charlee, a Dutch painter, of 
Anmerdam, who excelled in deWnfaiIng mar- 
kets, robben, mountebank!, Ifce., died In 1874. 

DUKE, Richard, a poet of aome credit, In the 
laeteentury, and by Dr. Johnson included among 
Ibe classiea. He died suddenly. Feb. 10, 1710-11 

DULANT, Daniel, one of the moot learned 
and aceom^tahed counsellors of the countiy ; 
a native of Maryland : he died at an early age. 

DULAU. John Mane, archbiihop of Aries, a 
member or the states-general of France. He 
was a good man. and therefore sacriAeed 1^ the 
Jacobins, in 17K. 

DUL AURSNT, N.,a werthlcH Flench priest, 
who displayed great ahilUes on Uoeiitlous sub- 
jects. 

DULLART, Heimaa, a palntsr and poet, of 
Rotterdam, the pupil of Rembrandt, whose 
I^eces are frequently taken for those of his mas- 
ter ; he died in 10B4. 

DUBIA8, Lewis, a native of Nismes, an emi- 
nent mathemntician, who invented a method of 
teaching children to read and write mechani- 
cally: he died in 1744. 

DUMAB, Charles liCwis, a French anatomist, 
and professor of anatomy at Moa tp elier, died at 
that _pl*ce in 1814 . 

DUMEE, Joan, a learned lady, bom at Fails. 
She applied herself particularly to astronomy, 
and published a 4to vqL on the anl^eet, which 
displays much eruditloii, 1060. 

DUMESNIL, N., a profemor of rhetoric at 
Paris, and aatbor of Latin qmonymss, died in 

leoe. 

DCJBIMER. Jeremiah, an agent of MasMchu- 
■etts, in Encnnd. where he rendered important 
services to the oniony ; he died In 1730. 

DUMMER, William, nontenant governor of 
Massachasetts, highly respected, died in 1761. 

DUMONT, John, aathorof Political Memoirs, 
4 vols.. Travels In France, Italy, fcc., 4 vols., 
Universal DiplooMtic Body, fcc, 8 vols, folio 
Ho was a Frenchman of great ceMhrlty, and 
died in 1796.

He was bora 
of Scotch parents, in France^and gradually root 
to the highest distinction ; he was known as a 
practltlooer. tai ahnost everr part of Europoi 
The king or Prussia invited him to settle at Ber- 
lin, as his phvslcian, Ike He wrote many work% 
and died in London, in 1739. 

DUNCAN, William, an ingeniouB erftie and 
translaior, bom at Abcnieen,Itt 1717. Re wrote 
for Dod8ley*s " Pr«H:eptor** tiie article ''Logic,'* 
which was so much approved, that it was prtnw 
ed separately in 175S, and has tn some measure 
snperaeded that of Dr. Watts. His last prodtiC' 
tioo was an cttellent translation of ** Ccsar^s 
Commentaries ;** previous to the publication of 
which, he was apoointed p r o fe mor of pliiloeo 
phy in the Mariscnal college, Aberdeen. He 
died in 1700. 

DUNCAN, Adam, lord vhSMunt, a gallant 
British admiial, whose name wiU be immortaliz- 
ed in the annus of his coonttr bv the victory 
which he gained over a Dutch fleet, between 
Camperdown and Egmont, within five mllee of 
the Dutch coast, Oct. 11. 1797, for which he was 
deservedly rewsirded with a peerage. Be was 
bom at Dundee, in North Britain, July 1, 1731, 
and early adopted the naval profession. It 
should be mentioned to his honour, that throng 
life, admiral Duncan was a man of great and 
unaffected pletv, and felt It an honour to be a 
Christian. When the victory was decided, 
which has filed his renown, he ordered the crew 
of his ship, to be called together ; and at their 
head, up<Mi his bended Imces, in the p iceen ce of 
the Dutch admiral (who wae greatly allbcied 
with the scene) solemaly and pathetically of- 
fered up praise and thanhigivtav te the God*«f 
Battles ; strongly proving the truth of the as- 
sertion, that fo^ and courage should be Inse- 
parably allied, and that the latter without tb0 
former loses its principal virtue. He died Aug. 
4,1604.

DUPRE DE 6UTER, John, a hermit, aaid to 
hare built in the aolid rock with only the help 
of Ma aervantflhe hermitage at Fnburg, tha 
chimney of which riaea 00 feet. 

DUPRE, Mary, a learned lady of the 17th 
century, who studied rhetoric, poetiy, the lan- 
guagea and phUoaoidiy. Some of her writinga 
were read with applauae. 

DUPRE D' AUNAY, Lewte, a learned native 
of Parto, who wroto on the generation of 
animate, oo the traaafuaion of the Uood, fee., 
he died in 1758. 

DUPRE DE ST. MAUR, Nicholaa Fraoda, 
a native of Paria. Be translated Milton*8 Para- 
diae loat, and regained, Addiaon'a odea, fee. ; ha 
died tal774. 

DUPUIB, Olande, a French engravnr of merit, 
who died at Parto, in 174S. 

DUQUS8NE, Abraham, a native of Nor- 
mandy, a naval commander of great feme, who 
diatingoiahed himself in variooabattleaagaiBat 
tha Spaaiarda, Dutch, fea., he died at Paria,te 
1688. 

DURAND, William, a native of Provenea 
aralnntaa a lawyer, and allctwarda ndaad ta 
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a bishoprick by the pope. He wrote ■ome worka 
of merit, and died at Rome, Id 15296. 

DURANDE DE ST. POURCAIN, WlUiam, 
m French bishop, called, from hie powers in argu 
ment, the " resolute doctor ; he died in 1332. 

DuRANDE, N., a phyeieian of eminence at 
Dijon, who published some intereeting tracts 
on hlsprofeflBion, died In 1799. 

DURANT, Gilles, ateur de la Bergerie, one 
of the nine bersons, appointed to reform tlie 
customs of Paris. He possessed great talents 
for ludicrous poetry, of which he wrote several 
piecf«. His works were published in 1594. 

DURANTI, John Stephen, first president of 
tlie parliament of Toulouse, which city he need 
his influence to preserve from the plague, the 
year before his death, which was caused by a 
mob in 15^. 

DURBACK, Anne Louisa, a German poetess, 
who from the occupation of watching cattle, 
rose by her genius to become a favourite of 
the Prussian courtj where she was invited by 
the monarch ; she died in 1780. 

DURELL, John, an eminent English divine 
and controversial writer, born at Jersey, 1035, 
died16g3. 

DURELL, David, a native of Jersey, made 
principal of Hertford College, in 1757, and In 
1767, rose to the prebendary of Canterbury. He 
was the author of critical remarks on several 
parts of the Scriptures ; he dind in 1775. 

DURER, Albert, bom at Nuremburg, 1471, 
was one of the best engravers and painters of 
Us age. He was the first who brought the art 
of engraving in wood to any perfection, and by 
many authors is deemed the inventor of it. 
Albert Durer wrote several works, which were 
published after his death (1538), the principal of 
which is his book upon the rules of painting, 
entitled, " De symmetria, partium in rectis for- 
mis humanorum corporum." 

DURBT, Lewis, a physician, who practised 
with great success at Paris, and was In the 
liousebpid of Charles IX., and Henry HL He 
published a Commentary on Hippocrates, and 
died in 1586. 

D*URFEY, Thomas, a facetious EngUab poet, 
bom at Exeter about 1638. This author, who 
is more generally spoken of by the familiar name 
of 7>iR, was originally bred to the law, but 
soon quitted it to become a devotee of the Muses, 
in which he met with no small subcess. His 
dramatic pieces, which are very numerous, were 
In general well received ; but what Mr. D'Urfey 
obtained his greatest reputation by, was a pecu- 
liariy happy talent he possessed in the writing 
of satires and irregular odes. Many of these 
were upon temporary occasions, and were of 
no little service to the party in whose cause be 
wrote ; which, together with his natural viva- 
city and good humour, obtained him the favour 
of great numbers of persons of all ranks and 
conditions, monarchs themselves not excluded. 
The author of the Guardian, who, in No. 67, 
has given a very humorous account of Mr. 
D^Urfey, with"^ view to recommend him to the 

ttiblic notice for a benefit play, tells us, that 
e remembered king Cbariee II. leaning on Tom 
D'Urfey's shoulder more than once, and hum- 
■ling over a song with him. Yet, at last, to 
•peak in his own words, " after having written 
more odes than Horace, and about four times as 
many comedies as Terence, be found himself 
reduced to groat dUBeulties by the importuni- 
ties of a set of men who of late years had ftir^ 
alaSwd him with th« aecflouwdiiioai of lilbtH

DURHAM, James, a very popolar and do* 
quent preacher, at Glasgow ; diea in 1668. 

DURINGER, Melchior, professor of eoclMi- 
asticai history, at Berne. He passed his life hi 
celibacy, solitude, and melaMboly ; be died hf 
a fall from liis house, while it was on fire, Ia 
1733. 

DURY, John, in Latin, Durvus, a divine of 
Scotland, who lalioured with great zeal to re- 
unite the Lutherans and Calvlnists ; in whlcb 
laudable cause he travelled over the greater part 
of Europe, and died about 1673. 

DUSART, a painter, of Haeriem. He wan 
chiefly great in representing taverns, and lovr 
company, and died in 1704. 

DUSSAULX, John, who after having dis- 
tinguished himself in aims, devMed himself lo 
literary pursuits. He became wesident of thm 
national institute of Paris, and the author of 
several works ; be died at Paris, in 1709. 

DUTEN8, Lewis, a learned- writer on anti- 
quities, bom in France, 17S9, obtained orders in 
Uie church of England, and died in 1812. 

DUVAL, Peter, geographer royal of France, 
author of some geographical tracts and man, 
formerty in great esteem ; died at Paris, in 1683 

DUVAL, Nicholas, a Dutch painter, wlio 
Btudied under Cortona, and was made director 
of the academy at the Hague ; he died in 173S. 

DUVAL, Valentine Jamerai, an extraordinary 
character, bom in Champagne. He lost faia 
father when young ; and having no frimds, was 
obliged to obtain nis subsistence, by watching 
poultry and sheep ; but by perseverance and 
labour, he obtained books and maps, and learned 
^eography^ history, and antiquities with aatoo- 
iHhing rapidity, so tnat he became one of the 
most learned men of bis time, and enjoyed the 
patronage of princes, and the notice of tbe 
learned ; he died in 1775. 

DUVENEKE, Mare Van, an eminent hlstoil- 
cal painter, of Brages, died in 1739. 

DWI6HT, Timothy, D. D., LL. D., a grand- 
son of the fiist president Edwards, was Ixira at 
Northampton, Massachusetts, 1753. Kariy dis- 
tinguished for his talents and learning, he lie* 
came one of the most eminent men of nis cnun- 
iry. As a poet, philosopher, and divine, he had 
few equals ; as president and professor of divini^ 
in Yale college, he stood unrivalled, both for 
talents as an instructor, and for ek)qneiice as s 
preacher : be died In 1817, universally regretted 
as a loss to the institution over wUch be pre- 
sided, to the country he adorned by liis learaini^ 
and to the cause of learning and truth Ham. 
His system of theology has been flfeqnentiy 
republished in Europe ; and his travels In New 
England, have been much read and admired. 

DYCHE, Thomas, an English divine and 
schoolmaster, well known by his useful **Enf • 
lish Dictionary'' and "SpeUing-book ;" the latter 
of which has gone through many editioiw. Hs 
died abont 17Sb, 
DYER, William, a non-coalbniiiai, of Eng- 
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, wlio tonied aoakor. Be wrote muctii 
the mBnaer oi Ilanyftn, end died in 1096. 
DYEK, 0tr James, an eminent English law 
ytx^ and cfafef Justice of the Conunon Pleas in 
thr reign of queen JBltsabetb, born at HoundhUl 
iOD SomoBctsbire, 1511, and died I5B1. He was the 
author of a large book 0[ Reports, which were 

Cbliahed about SU years after his decease, ant 
ve been highly esteemed for their succtnctne 
and soBdity. He left behind him also other 
wiitinn relative to bisprofession. 

DYER, John, an Eoglsh divine and poet, 
bom at Abenlasney, in Caermarthenshire, in 
1700, and died iu 1756. His character as a writer 
has been fixed by three poems, " Orongar Ulll," 
*«The Ruiiw of Rome/* and "Tlie Fleece;*' 
wherein a poetical imagluatlon perfectly ori- 
l^nal, m natural simplicity connected with, and! 
often productive of, the true sublime, and thej 
wannest sentiments of benevolence and virtue, 
hav e bee n universally observed and admired. 

DTER, ElipMtteii chief iuatice of the supreme 
coort of OoniL ; wbm active in fturwarding the 
revolstlon ; be died in 1807. 

DYNAMUS, a French rhdoridan of the 
4th centuxy, bom In Bordeaux.

ttomdahed for the important services he render- 
edhfa ooiutry in that station, and as navy agent 
ef the United States, for the Barbery powere, as 
well as for hie enterprise and great bravery.' 
Beii« eonpeOed by a treaty to reUaquish the 
advantages he tied gained for his (s^uatry in' 
Tripoli, he returned home ; where, although 
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publie opinioa was strongly hi his fhvour, h« 
met with mortifications and disappointaeHt, 
which hastened his death, hi 1811. 

EBERTUB, Theodore, a learned professor, 
of Frankfort, in the 17th tmtaxf, and avthor 
of some works. 

EBiON, a stoic philosopher, fhther of the 
sect of tlie Ebioniles, who denied the miracu- 
lous conception and uvhrity of Christ, flourish- 
ed about A. D. 7S.

EBROIN, mayor of the pafaee, under Cl(^ 
theAre 111. ; he was distinguished for his pride 
and eruehy, and was assassinated hi 081. 

ECCARD, John George d', a German histori- 
an and antiquary, and autlior of several works, 
died fai 1730. 

ECCHELLENSIS, Abraham, a Maronite,pro- 
fessor of oriental languues, at Rome : he a» 
silted in tranelating the Bible Into AfbUc, and 
died in 1064. 

ECCLES, Solomon, an English musician, whOj 
turning quaker, destroyed his instruments, diea 
near the close of the 17th century. 

ECHARD, Jacques, a dominican, of Rouen, 
author of an acoeunt eX learned men belonging 
to his order, died in 1774. 
^ ECHARD, Lawrence, an Baf^sh divine and 
historian, bom in Suflblk, In ICTl, died in 1730. 
He wrote " A History of England, tnm the in- 
vasion of Julius Caesar to die establishment of 
William and Mary ;" " A General Ecclesiastic 
cal History, from the nativiqrof our Blessed Sa- 
viour, to the first establishment of Christianity, 
by huifl&n laws, under the emperor Constantine 
the Great ;*' " An English translation of Plautoe 
and Terence ;** " A Gaseteer. mr Newsman's In- 
terpreter ;" and a piece entitled '* Maxims ex- 
tracted ftom archbishop TiUotson's Works." 

ECKIUS, John, a learned German divine and 
controversial writer, bom fai 1483, died In 1548: 
He is chiefly memorable for his disputatioii* 
wiUk Lather and Melanethon. 

ECLU8E, Charles de r Clushis, a physldmi 
of Arras, in the service of BiaximiUan u., and 
Rodolphns H., died in 1600.

EDEN, Charles, governor of the colony of 
North Carolina, in 1714, died in 17SS, and wee 
succeeded by TfaoBas Pollock, then presldem of 
the council. 

EDEN, Sir Robeit, the last roval aovemor of 
Maryland, relinquished the office by order of 
congress, and retired to England. At the close 
of the revolution he returned to America, where 
he recov«>red his estates, and died hi 1784. 

EDER, Oeorie. a learned lawyer of the 16Cb 
century ; he published several works. 

EDGAR, successor of Edwy to the tbnne of 
England, in 959. Hewwawailike prince, and 
died bi 975. 

EDGAR, son of Malcolm HE., was ftdDf oC 
Scotland ; he died in 1107. 

EDGEWORTH, Richard Lovell, a phUaa- 
throplst, and practical philosopher, was bom ar 
Bath, in 1744. In 1767, be bivented the txS^ 
graph, which, many yean afterwards, he saw 
generaUy adopted. HediedtaIrttatid,iikJiaM, 
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1B17; lesTing behind taio • <Uii(bter, Maria, 
wtM te blglUy dlatinsnifllJed as a writer. Hie 
father waa ocuifcanor to JL«uif XVL, on the 
aeaffokl. 

EDHER, or EADlfER, an EnsUsh benedSc- 
tlne, who wrote the hiitory of ma own tune, 
ftom 10fl6 to 1113. 

EDif ONDE8. air Tbomai^ an eminenl atatea- 
man and political wiiteribom at Plymouth, 
1563. and df^ In 1639. 

EDMONDEB, Cleaienl| an EngUahman, ace- 
reury for the French to EUaabeth ; a man of let- 
ten and an author. 

EDM0ND90N, Joaeph, an able heraldic wri- 
ter, who loee, bv dint of iqienaity and persever- 
ance, from the altuation of a tiarber'a apprentice, 
to that of Mowbray Herald Bztraordluary; he 
died in London, 1786 ; leaving aeveral pnblica 
tions behind him, which will transmit his name 
to nosteri^ with great credit ; the prlncii)al ofj 
which are, " A Completa Body of Heraldry," 
1780. 2 vols, folio, and a magnificent work, en- 
titled, "fiaronagium Genealocricum, or. The 
Pedlgiee of Encl&h Peers,** 1784, 6 vols. foUo. 

EDMUND, m., king of the East Angles, made 
one of the saints ; he was shot to death with ar- 
rows, by Ivar the Dane, who had taken him 
prisoner . in 870 

EDMUND, St., a naUve of Abingdon, preacher 
ID the arehbialiop of Canterlniry, died in 1240. 

EDMUND I., succeeded Athelstan, as king of 
England, in 941» and waa atabbed lo death in 

EDMUND II., snmamed Ironside, succeeded 
Ethelred, in 1016, and waa asHaBBinated,ln 1017 

ED WARDjthe Elder, succeeded Alfrea in 900, 
and died In 978. 

EDWARD, 8t or Martyr, anoeeeded to the 
throne of England, in 975, and was basely mur 
dered by his stepmother, Elfrida, in 978. 

EDWARD, the Confeasor, aoeceeded Hardi 
Canute, in 1041. He waa a weak impoIitlG prbice, 
and died in 1066. 

EDWARD L, king of England, snceeaaor of 
Henry in.,dl8tingnlBh^ for his wisdom, and the 
•%niw of his laws, and died In 1307. 

^WARD II., son and suceesaorof Edward 
I., iem wise and firm in his kingdom than his fa 
ther, was murdered in 13S7. 

EDWARD III., son and socceaaor of Edward 
n., a prince of neat military talenta, and military 
auccesaea, died in 1377. 

EDWARD IV., son of Richard, duke of Fork, 
who claimed the throne, but wlioee title was dis- 
puted by the reigning monarch, Henry VI.,which 
diqtate filled ttie kingdom with blood ; he died 
In 1483 

EDWARD v., aon of Edward IV., was mai^ 
dered while very young, bv his uncle, the duke 
of Gloucester who aacenoed the throne, aa Ri- 
chard in 

EDWARD VI., aon of Henry VIC, aaoend- 
ed the throne at 10 yean of age, in 1547. His 
charactpr waa humane and aouaUe ; he died at 
the age of 16, in 1553. 

EDWARD, prince of Walea. aumamed the 
Black prince, son of Edward m., diatinguished 
klmadf in the ware of liis fkther, especially at 
the battle of Creasy ; he died In 1376. 

EDWARD, or, aa aome eav, EDWARDS, 
William, architect and bridge-builder. Thece- 
4bratef1 bridge on the river Taafl*, in Wales, 
called Pont y tn Pridd (by the English, New- 
bridge,} was Gonatmcted vy this extraordinary 
man. It Is the aegment of a circle, whose 
chord at the aoiihce of the water, is 147 feet, 
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and ia the boldest and largest arch in Europa 
He was then a common mason ; but his turn 
was soon difiused tbrooghout the kingdom, aa4 
bis aasiatance sought wherever dififeuttiea oc- 
curred ia constructing bridges. BediedAiig.7, 
1780. 

EDWARDS, Richard, bom in SomeraeMbiia, 
in 1533, died 1566. Be la one of the fint Eng- 
llah dramatic writers, having left behind hUn 
three plecea ; the eartieat of which is dated faa 
1568. He waa esteemed an excellent poet and 
musician, and wmte aeveral poema, which were 
pubUahed after hia death, together with aome 
of other autliora, in a collection, entitled " Tlia 
Paradiee of Dainw Devices, 1576.*' 

EDWARDS, Thomaa, an Engliab divine, aa4 
a non-conformist, who wrote severely againal 
the royalists ; he died in 1647. 

EDWARDS, Dr. Jonathan, an Englisfa di- 
vine, of the l7th centurv, who distinguiabed 
himself chiefly by hia wntingiff^^ainat the So* 
ctniana. ^ 

EDWARDS, George, boA at Stratford, 1004. 
an eminent Engliah ornithologist. He publisfH 
ed, between 1743 and 1764,4vola.4to, of the 
" History of Birda,** and three under the titia 
of " Gleaninfi of Natural Hlatory; and thna, 
after a long aeriea of yean, the moat Infimaa 
application, and a correspondence in every 
quarter of the worid, he concluded a wetk| 
which contains engravings and descriptlona oa 
more than 600 aubjiBcta in natural hiatoiy, aoC 
before deacribed or delineated. Be died in 1773. 

EDWARDS, Thomaa, a poet and critic, of 
eminence, bom In 1690, died Jan. 3, 1797. Bin 
poetry, of wliieh apeclmena will lie found te 
Dodsley's, Pearch'a, and Nichola* coHectfonn, 
is simple, elegant, and pathetic ; hia orltidaBBa 
are exact, acute, and temperate. Hia " Oanosa 
of Criticism,** first printed in 1747^u]ider the ti- 
tle of " A Supplement to Dr. Warb«rttm*a 
Bhakspeare,*' aid him neat credit both aaa 
critic and aa a echolar; out provoked the ven- 
geance of Dr. Warboiioa, which be wreaked 
very illiberally, in a note on the Dundad, (ir. 
567,) of which Mr. Edwarda was nmra auBoepti> 
ble than the drctwiatance required. 

EDWARDS, John, a divine, o£ tte cbareli 
of England, whom Dr. Kippia caUed tfie Paul. 
the Auguaitne, the Calvin of liia age ; he dlea 
in 1745 

EDWARDS, Thomaa, an eminent divine, at 
ESngland, maater of Coventry grammar school «, 
he published several works, and died in 1785. 

EDWARDS, Timothv, fint minister of Ea«4 
Windsor,Conn., and fbther of the famous Jona- 
than Edwards ; he died in 1756. 

EDWARDS, Jonathan, an American divine, 
author of several distinguished works, particii- 
larly on " Original Sin,*' " Freedom of tha 
WUI,*' ace. He aettled at Northampton, and 
afterwarda waa prealdent of New-Jersey col- 
lege ; he died in 1758. 

EDWARDS, Jonathan, D. D., presideBt of 
Union college. New-Tork, waa a aon of the pi«> 
ceding, and, like hia fhther, waa distingulahed aa 
a thorough scholar, an able theokftan and wem- 
tapbyaician, and aa a cmtrovenial writer, on 
theoloidcal aubjeeta. He died in 1801, a abort 
time after his elevation to the preaidaacy of tbt 
coUep. 

EDWARDS, Biyan, author of an elegani 
" History of the Weat Indiea,'* and other leaaer 
prodoctloiiB, connected with the idanda in that 
part of tlN: world. Mr. Edwards waa bom at 
Weatbuiy, In Wilta, 1743, made a very laiga 
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■0 ft West India mercbant, became ■ 
of the Btitiafa parliament, for Gram- 
povmLlii Cornwall, and died in 1800. 

BDWARD8, Bdwaid. an eminent artJit, of 
LoBdoa, and teacher or drawing ; afterwards 
mcher of perspective, in the royal academy ; 
ha died in 1806. 

EDWIN, John, an eicaUent low comedian^ 
ti Corent Garden and the Uaymarket theatres, 
to whose ialents, O'Keefe's extravagant dramas 
w«f« greatly indebted for their success; tie was 
bom in London, In 1749. and died In 1790. 

CDWY, Buecoeded his uncle, Edred, as king 
af Encland. in 965, and died in 959. 

EECKROUT, Gerbrant Vanden, of Amster 
daaa, a suceeasftU Imitator of Rembrant, hie 
siBiiii I ; his paintings ware numerous. He died 
is 1974. 

£ECKiIOUT£, Anthony Vanden, a pataiter, 
ot Bruges, who settled in Lisbon. His pieces 
were much admired ; he was shot in 1695. 

EGBE&T, last Una of the Saxon heptarchy, 
nd first king of England, died in 888. 

EGEDE, John, a Dane, wlio was mlasionary 
to Greenland, died in 1758. 

jMEDS, Paul, bishop of Greenland, was bom 
In the year 1708, and at 19 years of age was an 
actftvo assistant to his father, the celebrated 
Hans (or John) Egede, (to whom Denmark is 
Indebted for its cok>ny in Greenland,) having 
aooompaniod him on his voyage thither in 1720. 
Wm 2oal for the conversion of the Greenlandere 
lo Christiaoity, exerted with unabated ardour 
ifaroogfa the eooise of a long life, both during 
his residence in their countrv. and a(\er bis 
^oiltliv K ii alrongly displayed in his " Account 
of Gjaenland,** published ahoitiy before his 
deathi_which huoened June 3, 1789. 

BGbRTON, Thomas Viscount Brackley, an 
emiaentand learned lawyer, and chancellor of 
Endaad, In the reign of James L, bom in Che- 
abiie. In 1540, diedin 1617. 

EGERTON, John, bishop of Durham, a pious 
and teamed prelate, who distinguisbed himself 
greatly by an exemplary discharge of his epis- 
copal fuiicdons, by reconciling contending inte- 
rests in that county and city, and by various 
wise rqpilationB both In his spiritual and tera- 
MMftl department. He was bora in London, In 
1731, and died in Grosvenor^uare, in 1787. 

BGOELING, John Henry, a native of Bre- 
■en, secretary of the republic, diedin 1713. 

B6INH ART,secretary to the emperor Charles 
Che Great, was a German, and is the most an^ 
dent historian of that nation.

Mr. E*s first work or any 
cooaeqaence was the arms of the knights of the 
Garter, for two GotUe windows atta the stalls 
hi BtGeorge*8Chapel, at Windsor. Tbislnge- 
■lous artist died near Blrmlnghain, In 1805. 

E6MONT. Lamoral, count of Holland, dis- 
tinguished himself in the service of Charles V., 
to Africa, and nnder Philip ll.\ he was behead- 
ed by the duke of Alva, In 1508.

Idled in 1771. 

ELBEE, N. d*, one of the bravest and most 
Iformidable of the royalists, of la Vendee. 

ELBENE, Alphonsttsd', a native of Florence, 
author of some works, died in 1608. 

ELBERT, Samuel, a brigadier general in the 
army of the revolution, and afterwardsgovem- 
or of the state of Georgia, died in 1788. 

ELBCBUF. Rene de Lorraine, marquis d*, 
ion of the duke of Guise, known as the disco- 
verer of Hercoianeum ; he died in 15G0. 

ELBRUCHT, John Van, a painter, who set- 
tled at Antwerp,and who excelled tn landscapes, 
&c., lived in the early part of the 16tb century. 

ELEANOR, duchess of Guienne, whose In- 
famous conduct caused her divorce from her 
husband, Lewis VH., of France. 0he after- 
wards married Heniy IL, of England. Her 
Idowry (Guienne,) was the source or those wars 
which for three centuries, deluged France wUh 
English blood. 

ELEAZAR, high-priest of Judea, S9S B. C. 

ELEUTHERIUS, elected pope in 170, died 
in 185. 

ELI, high-priest and judge of the Israelitis, 
1156 B. C. 

ELIAS, Blatthew, a painter, whow under the 
patronage of Corbeen, rose from obscurity to 
great eminence in Ids profession: bodied in 
1741. 

BLIAS, Levlta, a learned German rabbi, of 
the 16th century : pttbiished several works on 
language. 

ELICH, Lewis Philip, a native of Marpuig, 
known in the 17th century for his impious 
publications. 

ELICHMAN, John, a naUve of Silesia, prac- 
tisfd physic at Leyden, and was remarkable fot 
underatanding 16 languages. He was of opinion, 
that the German and the Persian languages 
were derived from the same original, ana gave 
^veral reasons for iL 

ELIEZEU, a rabbi of the 8ib century, pu»- 
l&ihed a work ou sacred history. 

ELIJAH, an illustrious prophet, of Ibvael, 
under Ahab and Ahaziah, 895 B. C. 

ELIOT, John, an Engiirfmian, came to Amar> 
iica in 1631, became a famous miarionary to 
the Indians, and translated the Bible into their 
anguwe; oe died in 1690. 

ELIOT, John, son of the preceding, mfadstar 
of Newton, Mass., greatly awisted his ftoher in 
his missioaary labours, and died in 1068. 

ELIOT, Andrew, D.D., a clergyman of Boaioo, 
jdisttnguished for his piety, learning and useful- 
nesi in the rotaiistry : he died in 1778i

Royal Welch Foalleeia, and soon alter waa ad- 
mitted into tbe engineer eorpa at Woolwich j. 
tnm whence he pncchaaed the a4jntancy of 
the id troop of honw-grenadleta; in which be 
became a captain and major, aa well aa hen- 
tenant-coloaal ; when he raakned hia commia- 
akm as aa engineer. In 17S0, be quitted tbe 
borse-yuarda, and waa selected to raise, form, 
and dMeipUne the 1st regiment of ligbt-bone, 
which bote his name. Having gone through 
various departmeius In difierent services, witfaj 
the greatest marks of bravery and military know 
ledge, la 1775 he waa appointed coounander-ln-j 
cliief in Ireland ; which be soon relinaulabed, 
and waa appointed to the command of Gibraltar^ 
la a fonuaaie hour for the safety of that impor 
tant fortress : where, by a cool and lemperatel 
demeanor, he maintained bis station for three 
years of constant Investment, in which all the 
poweia of Spain were emfrfoyed. Tbe eyes ot 
all Europe were on thto garrison ; and hia con- 
duct justly exalted him to the most elevated 
rank m tbe mliitaiy annak of the day. On bis 
return to England, the gratitude of the British 
senate was as forward as the nubile voice in 
giving bim tbe distinguished mark that his merit 
deserved ; to which his m^|csty was pieaaed to 
add Uiat of the peerage, by the title of k>rd 
HeaUitield, baron Gibraltar, on June 4, 1787 : 
permitting his lordship m take abo tbe arms of 
tile fortrew he bad so bravely defended, to per- 
petuate to futurity his noble conduct. He died 
at Aiz-la-Chapelle, JulyO, 1790, and was buried 
at Buckiand, in Uevonsbiie. 

ELIOTT, Richard, an Engfish divine, who 
became a dissenter, and publlibed aoBM coatro- 
vemial tracts ; he died in 178D.

and, Ibr Ifea incredible pains and labour which 
he bestowed upon them, valued at such prodi- 
^oos rates, that they are hardly anywhere to be 
fimnd bat la ttie c^nets of princes. He died 
talSlO. 

BUfffSR, lanes, a Prussian, professor at 
Ijiafni, and anther of various works ; he died 

EUnroV, William, an BnriWi divine, euil- 
aent for his skn In the Saxonlanguage, born at 
Heweaetle, In 1073, died In 1714. 

ELSTOB, Elizabeth, sister of the above, and 
aflunoosBaxonist atoo, bora in 1683, died 1796. 
She pablished a carious Saxon homily on the 
UrAcMV of St. Giefory, with a translation, in 
8vo,t7ni; aad In inSi a grammar of the Saxon 
langua ge, ia 4io. 

EI^WKTH, John Herman d*, a Lutheran 
dlvtne, aative of Holstein, published several 
works, ami died fai ITU. 

KLSYNGB, HeniT, aieric of the bonse of 
commons, in the reu|n of Charles I., born at 
Balteraea, In 1S06. IM was tlte author of a few 
things which wera reckoned venrgood,and have 
been much esteemed ; partleularlv ** The an- 
cieat method and manner of holding parlia- 
BMalB in England, 1668 ;** leprinted often slnee. 
He died hi MM. 

BLVIUS, Peter, a native ofUpsal, who made 
eorveya of the Swedish lakes, and Invented se- 
Ter^ maditees to go by water ; he died iii 1749. 

eLWSB, John, M. P., for Berfcshiro. He 
was a man of clew perception, sound Jadg- 
ment, and anekaken latttpl^ ; and In such high 
estimaiioa was he held roi his love of Justice, 
tfMS aumberloBB dliputes among hiseoytltuents 
and ocbera, whidi would have been decided by 
eourts of law, were left to his sole arUtrament ; 
and hte determination was sore to be thorough- 
ly satlsfaetory to the ludtetous. Tet, notwlth- 
Btindtac Us great and good foatttifa, he was a 
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penurious and singular tara; instances of 
which, thai almost stagger belief, are related ia 
an interesting account of bis life, pubUsbed bv 
B. Topbam, esq. 8vo, 1790. He died Nov H, 
1789. aged 89. 

ELXAI, or ELXAUS, fonnder of a sect 
among the Jews, in tiM id eentury ; he taught 
his foUowera to pray toward Jerusalem ; theaect 
cmitlnued till the 4th century. 

ELYOT, Sir Thomas, was emstoyed by Hen- 
ry Vin., in several embassies. He was an ex- 
cellent grammarian, poet, rhetorician, philoscv- 
pher, physielan, eosniographer, and historian ; 
and distinguished as much for his candour, and 
the Innocence and integrity of his life, as for his 
accom|riishraents. He wrote and translated se- 
veral works, and died in 1546b 

ELYS, Eomund, an Englishman, who wroca 
against Tlllotson*s sermons on the incaniation ; 
be died after 1699. 

ELZEVIRS, celebrated printera, at Amster- 
dam and Leyden, ia the 17th century, who great- 
1 V adorned the repuUic <^ letters by many bean- 
nfVil editions of (he best huthors of antiquity. 
Their Virgil, T<>rence, and Greek Testament, 
have been reckoned their master-pieces; and 
are indeed so very fine, that thev Justly gained 
them the reputatitm of being the nest printers hi 
Europe. 

Emanuel, snceeeded John H., as king of 
Portugal, distinguished for patronising commer- 
cial enterprise ; he died in 1S91. 

EMEBRAET, a Flemish painter, at Antwerp, 
who was nnlnent in landscapes, lived in the 17th 
century. 

EMERI, Sebastian, an advocate, of Paris, In 
the 16th century : he refused to defend the du- 
chew of Angonleme against the constable of 
Bourbon. 

EMERSOK, Wlllfam, a very eminent mathe-- 
matidan, born at Hurworth, a village on the 
borders of Durham, 1701, died in 178^ He was 
a man of greatsingularity In hismannera, dress, 
and conversation. His works are extremely 
valuable and numerous. 

EMERSON, Joseph, minister of Maiden, 
Mass., distinguished fbr his seal and humility, 
died in 1767. 

EMrLIANO, John, an Italian philosoplior of 
the 16th centnry. 

EMLYN. Thomas, a leaned and pious Eng- 
lish diraentlng divine, memorable for his suffer- 
ings on the score of heterodoxy, was bora at 
Stamford, In Lincolnshire, 1663, and died 1741. 
riis son, SoUora Eralyn, was bred to the law, 
became an eminent counsellor, and was employ- 
ed to publish lord chief Justice Hale*s " Pleas 
of the Crown." which he did with notes, and a 
prefece, and died in the year 1796. 

EMLYN, Henry, a ve^ eminent arehltect, 
to whom king George Hi. confided the whole 
management of the architectural improvementa 
in St Georse's chapel, Windsor ; to which, per- 
hapa, no niifice of the kind In Europe to equal 
in beau^. There is a publication, by Mr. Em- 
lyn, of a " Design for a New Order In Areht- 
tecture,** which consists of a doable pillar ftom 
a single pedestal. BIr. Emiyn died at Wimtoor, 
in his 87th year, Dee. 10, 1619. 

EMMA, wife of Ethelred, of England, after- 
wards married Canute, and upon her husband's 
death, reigned Jointly with her son. 

EMMTU8, Uno, a professor of Gronlngeo : ■• 
pnUtohed several works on Ohroaoiogy, Bia- 
graphy, 4cC', and died in MRS

EMPSON, Sir Richaid, favooilte of Henry 
VII., was aAerwards beheaded in 1510. 

ENCOLPIUS, a favourite of the emperorAl- 
exander. whose history he wrote. 

ENDIGOT, John, governor of Mass., was a 
native of England ; he was violent in hiR oppo- 
sition to sectarians, and died in 1665. 

ENFIELD, WilUam, a dissenting cleigvman, 
of Norwich, Dom at Sadbury, 17^, died 1797. 
He bad been lecturer in the belles lettres at 
Warrington Academy, and was well known to 
the pobUc by many ingenious and useful publi 
eatioiis, of wbich the principal are, *^^The 
Preacher's Directory ;** a great number of * Ser- 
mons ;*'' the " Speaker," and " Exercises in Elo- 
cution ;" the two latter very popular selections 
of passages from celebrated autbom: "The 
English Preacher," the '^Bktoiy of Phlloeo- 
phy •' fcc. 

EN6ELBRECHT, Jobn,a German Lutheran, 
of Bninswicic, who maintained doctrines simi- 
lar to those which Swedenboig has since pro- 
mulgated: he die d in 1 641. 

ENGHELBEECHTSEN, Comelhis, a pain- 
ter, of Leyden, the fim who painted in oil ; he 
died in 1533. 

ENGHELRAMB, Cornelius, a painter in wa- 
ter colours, was bom atMallne«,and died in 1583, 

ENGHIEN, duke of, waa of tlie duke of Boar- 
lion, was seized by order of Buonaparte, hur- 
ried to Paris, condemned after a mock trial, for 
having carried arms against his country, daring 
the tyranny of Robespierre, and shot in 1804. 

ENGLISH, Hester, a French lady, settled bi 
England, and eminent for the most exquisite 
skifl in penmanship. She lived in the reigns of 
Ellxabetb and James I. 

ENJEDIkl, George, an ingenious unitarian 
•f Hungary, who wrote against trinitarians ; 
be died In 15(17. 

ENNinS, Quinttts, an ancient Latin poet, 
bora in Calabria, 837 B. C. He died at the age 
of 70 years ; and bis death Is said to have been 
occasioned by the gout, contracted by an immo- 
derate use of wine, of which he always drank 
very freely before be applied himself to writing. 
Hot. Lib. I. Ep. 19. He was the flivt among 
I be Romans who wrote heroic verses, had an 
admirable genius, and did modlgious things for 
polishing the Latin poetry, thou|^ he left a great 
deal to be done by succeeding ages. He wrote 
the ^* Annals of Rome ;" which were so highly 
esteemed, tliat they were publicly recited with 
vast applause by Qaintus v ar«»ntetus, who dl- 
gest^ them into IxxAs ; and they were read at 
Puteoli, in the theatre, by a man ot leamingl 
who assumed the name of the Ennianist. He 
translated several tragedies from the Greek, 
and wrote otlierB. He published likewise seve- 
ral comedies; Imt whether of hb own inven- 
tion, or translated by him, Is uncertain. It ap-

ENSENADA, Zeno Some de Silva, marqtUa 
de la, an able minism of Spain, who rose to 
that station from Iwing a book-lteeper to a 
banker ; be died in 1755. 

ENT, Sir George, a very ingenious and emf 
nent English physieian and medical writer 
bom at Sandwich, in Kent, 1004. died 1660. 

ENTICK, John, an English divine,wbopob- 
lished a "Spelling Dictionaiy," a " Hislory of 
the War which terminated in 1763,'* and a 
'* History of London," and died lUy S2, 1773. 

ENTINOPE, an architect of Candia, in the 
5th century, one of the diief founders of Ve 
nice. 

ENZINAS, Francis, a native of Buifos, and 
disciple of Melaiicthon , be translated the new 
Testament Infaf Spanish. 

EOB ANUS, Ellas, suraamed Hessus, an ele* 

profesBorat 



gant scholar and good 
Nurembuig ; be died in 1540. 

EON, de I'Etoile, a fanatic, of Brittany, who 
pretended that he was tlie son of God ; be had 
some followers, but eventually died in primn. 

EON, Chevalier Charles Geaieve-Looisa* 
Augusta-Andrea-Tlmothee du Beaumont d*, 
bora at Tonncne, in Burgundy, Angnct,5, 1798, 
died in London, May 93, 1810. The chevalier 
was memorable as a political character, and 
once charge des affUres In England fiom the 
court of France ; but more so on aceoimtaf the 
questionable gender to which this extraordinary 
character naturally appertained. In tlie year 
1777, policies were opened to ascertain tlie sex 
of this extraordinary noodeseripl, to the amount 
of 900,0001. which were eventually decided, and 
paid, upon a surgical certificate, after personal 
exannination, that the reputed chevalier vras a 
female. From that perfod the chevalier wore 
female hablUmenta. After death, however . 
it was ascertained that tfie deceased waa or 
the masculine gender. 

EPAMINONDAS, a famous Thebaagenertl, 
slain in battle, 363 B. C. 

EPAPHR(H)ITUS. a Usbop of PhiUppi, who 
carried the contributions of his country to the 
saints of Jerusalem, and brought bock Panl'a 
epistle to his church, A. D. 63. 

EPEE, Charles Michael de 1', a very Ingenkms 
and benevolent French abbe, and the extensive 

E remoter (if not the inventor) of a mode for re- 
eving the deaf and dumb, and rendering them 
useful members of society. Some of his pupUa 
were enabled to leam several languages ; some 
became profound mathematicians ; and others 
obtained academical prizes by poetical and li- 
terary works. This amiable man died in Fdn 
1700, justly lamented by his country ; and waa 
succeeded In bis school by the abbe Slcard. 

EPBORUS, a historian of Cuma, pupil of 
Isocrates. 

EPHRAIM, son of Joaeph, wlio gave namt 
to one of the tribes of laraeL 

EPHREM, St, an ancient Christian writer 
of the 4th century. Photlus tells us, that he 
wrote above 1000 orations, and that himeelf 
bad aeen40 of Us aarmons : and ecmmm ob- 
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llMtbeeonpOMd 300|000 venei. bS 

vorka were to bigiuy eateemed, thet tbey were 
poUielj read in Uw eliurcliee after tbe Scrip- 
twee. 8c. Ephrem was a man of the greatest 
■ererity of morals ; and so strict an observer of 
chastiqr. that lie avoided even tbe siglit of wo- 
■leiL Ha died in 378. 

SPICHARMUS, an ancient poet and philoso- 
fher, boni,in the island of Cos, and carried, as 
Laeitiua teUs us, Into Sicily, when be was but 
ftve moDCbs old. He bad the honour of beinc 
tuflit }xy Pythaioras himself: and he and 
Phormos are said to have invented comedy in 
Byracnse, though otlien have pretended to tbe 
gjoryof that dbKovery. He compoeed 55, or, 
aeoorainc to others, 35 plays ; but liis worits 
have been so long lost, that even thehr character 
Is scarcely on record. Ludan says, that he 
ttved totheage of 97 years. 

EPICI E, an emhient French engraver. 

EPIGTETUS, a celebrated phUosopher,of an- 
tiquity, bom near the end of Nero's reurn, as is 
eommnnly supposed, at HierapoUs, in Fhrygia. 
He Uved in extreme poverty at Rome, in a lit* 
tie ooctage without so much as a door to it ; no 
attendants but one old woman, and no f ami- 
tare bat an earthen lamp, to the light of which 
we owe those beautiful and divine thoughts, of 
which Arrlan has preser ved some noble re- 
■aiaa. This lamp was purchased for about 
lOOL after his death, by a person whom Lucian 
lUkolcs fl>r it, as hoping to acquire the wisdom 
ef EpicceOis by studying over ft. We have no 
acoonnt that can be depended on, either of what 
distemper, or about what time, ne died. Epic- 
tatos, though a philosopher, was a man of great 
hnouUQr and modesty ; which was most emi- 
nent in bis own practice, as well as in his re- 
cooimendation of it to others. His *' Comment- 
aries,** and tbe " Enchiridion, or Manual of the 
Blok Philosophy," have been often published, 
and translated into almnst every language. 

EPICURUS, the greatest philosopher of bis 
was bom at Gaqpetius, in Attica, about the 
340 B. C. From the place of his birth, we 
him often cafled by ancient authors, the 
" Garaettlc anihor/* the " Oargettic old man," 
and mply, the ** Gargettian.'* Whereas other 
professors of sects made choice of particular 
Blaoes in Athens, as the Academy, the Lyceum 
ice, Epicnras muchased a very pleasantgarden, 
where be lived with his friends in great tran- 
quiUlty, and taught phUoaophv to a great num- 
ber of disciples, lliey lived all in common 
with their master; and a better regulated so- 
ciety had never been seen. He wrote a prodl- 
gions number of books, and died in his 73d 
year. As to bis doctrine, that the happineas of 
aian eooaisia in pleasure, though it has occa- 
stooed some effects which have discredited his 
sAct, yet, if It be rightly faiterpreted, it is cer- 
tainly Tary reasonarae ; for It amounts to no- 
thing mora, than that the happiness of man 
coaaista In bli being at ease, and in feeling 
sleasnre, or, generally, in being contented. 
Coald we aak Epicuras where this ease and 
coatantmeot most be found, he would not say 
in good eating, drinking, or in commerce with 
wameii ; bat, m sobricrt^, temperance, and the 
eheckiiig of tnmaltnoas and disorderly passions, 
which deprive the soul of her state of happi- 
neH; that Is, the soft and quiet acqalescence in 
her eondltioa. These were the pleasures in 
which Bpicoras made the banplneai of man to 
Bat people eotdabnea against the word 
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£R 

imadeanill use of it; the enemies of hissect 
tcK^ advantage of it ; and so the name of Eptr 
curean became odious : all this, however, is a^ 
cidental to the doctrine ; for it is certain thai 
he lived in a most exemplary manner himself, 
and conformably to the rulea of philoaopbical 
wisdom and frugality. 

EPIMETdlDES, an ancient poet and phikwo- 
pher, bom at Gnossus, in Crete. Many won- 
derftU things are related of him ; and his repo- 
tation was so neat aH over Greece, that he wan 
there esteemed a favourite of the gods. Ha 
died at the age of 157 ; and la alluded to by St. 
Paul, Titos, c. L V. IS. Plutarch tells us, that 
he was accounted the 7th wise man by these 
who wonM not admit Perlander into the number 

EPIPHANIUS, bishop of Balamis. hi Cypnia, 
bom 33S, and died 409. He was very conver- 
sant in ecclesiastical antiouities, on which ae* 
count be to chie^ regarded. 

EPIPHANIUS, a writer of the eth centniy, 
who translated the histories of Socrates, Soao* 
mea* and Theodoret. 

EPIPHANIUS, a heretic, who advocated a 
communis of women. 

EPISCOPIUB, Shnon, a theological and con- 
troversial writer of uncommon parts and learn- 
ing} and the chief support of the Arminian sect, 
bom at Amsterdam, in 1583, died 1643. 

EPPENDORF, Heniy, a noble German, who 
acqalredcelebri^by lito dispute with Erasmus. 

BRASISTRATUS, an eminent Greek physi- 
cian, whose works are mentioned by Galen, but 
are now lost. He flourished 304 B. C. 

ERASMUS, Deeiderius, bom at Rotterdam, 
the 38th of Oct, 1407. He was called Gerard. 
after hto father ; and afterwards took tbe name 
of DesideriusL which in Latin, like thesumama 
of Erasmus, m Greek, signify much tbe same 
as Gerard amoiu; the HoUaadera, that to, " am- 
abiUa,'* or amiable. He was the most learned 
man of the age in which lie lived ; and contri- 
buted, by hto example and hto writings, to the 
restoration o£ learning in the several countries 
wherein he occasionally resided, via. Italy, 
Switzeriand, Holland, France and Eocland: 
with the last he was mdst satisfied ; and there 
be met with the neatest encouragement from 
Henry VIII., sir Thomas More, uid all the 
learned Engliahmen of those days. He was the 
most correct and elegant Latin writer among 
the moderns ; and died in 1536. Nothing has 
made tbe citv of Rotterdam more famous, than 
ber having given birth to thto great man, whose 
works were publtohed at Leyden. 1700, in a 
very handsome manner, in ten volumes folio. 

ERASTUS, Thomas, a celebrated physician 
and divine, bom at Baden, in Germany, about 
1534, died in 1583. He wrote several books on 
philosophy, physic, and divinity; but what 
made the most noise of all hto performances, 
and chiefly makes him memorable now, was 
bto book "De Excommunicatlone Ecclesias- 
tica." In thto be denies the power of the church , 
and affirms their censures to be incapable of ex- 
tending beyond tbe present life. 

^ABTOSTHI^ES, a Greek philosopher, 
mathematician, historiaii,and poeLdied 194 B.C. 

ERATOSTRATUS. an Ephesian, who on 
the very night that Alexander the Great was 
bora, 356 B. C, bunt the temple of Diana, at 
Ephesua, merely to eternise hto name in the 
records of history. 

ERGBEMBERT, a Lombard, of tbe 9lh cen->

Be 
em^yed by King Alfred to promote learning} 
ami the liberal arts. For this parpoee he waa 
appointed to preside, at Oxford, over the stadiei 
of geometry and astronomy fai particular ; thai 
university being either lately founded or lately 
restored by Alfred. Three yeare be spent In 
this situation ; but, some disputes and olstnrb- 
antes arising at Oiford, he left that place, and 
retired to a monastery at Habneobuiy. There 
be opened a school ; and, behaving harshly and 
with severity to his scholaiv, waa stabbed by 
them, with the iron bodkins they then wrote 
with, In such a manner that he died. His death 
bappenM in 883. 

ERIN N A, a Grecian poeiea, eotemporary 
with Bappbo. 

ERIZZO, licwls and Mase Anthony, two bro- 
thers, of a noble Venetian fiuDlly, who mur^ 
dered their uncle for his riches ; for which the 
one was beheaded ; the other died In prison,!

Thus, beau Hcwit, the most 
notorious fop of his time, was supposed to he 
designed under his first character; Dorimant 
for his friend lord Rochester, under which are 
characterised inconstancy, falsehood, and tri- 
umphs, in the conquest and ruin of the fair, 
varnished over with agreeable and captivating 
graces of modish gallantry, peculiar to that 
witty but licentious nobleman. He waa alao 
suspected to have sketched out himself in tho 
character of Medley. Applauded, however, aj 
this play was for wit, yet, like his others, it waa 
condemned for Immorality. He was born in 
Oxfordshire, about 1636, and died about 169a 

ETHRYGMSeorge, or ETHERIDGB, or FD- 
RYCUS, an Englislmian, who lived about 155Ql 
He excelled not only in the Greek and Hebrew, 
bu t also in medicine and mode. 

ETTMULLER, Michael, an eminent physi- 
dan bom at Leipsic, KM4, died 168.T His works, 
amannting to no less than 5 vote, la firilo, wara 
printed at Naples, in 1799.

S7, 1705HI, In hla 86th year ; and waa interrpd 
at Wotton, under a tomb of freeatone, ahaped 
like a colBn, with an inscription upon a white 
maible, expressing, according to hie own inten- 
tion, that, ^' Living in an age of extraordinary 
eveatt and ravolutiona, be had learned from 
thence this truth, which be deaired might be 
thna communicated to posterity, TktU all is 
vanity wkiek is not Atfuast, and tkat there U n» 
BolU wisdom kuttn real pieia." Theeulogiuma 
which have been beatowed upon blm are aa 
numeroua aa tbey are great. 

EVELYN, John, aon of the preceding, at the 
aae of 15 wioia an elegant Oieek poem; Jm 
AMdialtte.

FABER, or, aeeordingtoaome, FEVRE I^ 
Nicholaua, a very Ingenious, learned, and pious 
man, bom at Paria, hi 1544. During the oourae 
of bto atu^iea, a terrible accident happeoed to 
him. Aa he waa cutting a pen, a bit of the quUI 
flew into hla eye, and gave him aoch exceealva 
pain, that haatilv lifUng up bis hand to tt ha 
struck it out with the knife. He applied him- 
aelf to the matheniatica particularly ; in which 
be aueceeded so well, that he diacovsred imnae- 
diatety the defea in Scaliger'a demmatratloB 
of the ouadrature of the circle. When Itanjr 
IV., of France, became at length tbe peaceabia 
poaseasor of the crown, he auiolnted Faber pra- 
cepior to the prince of Conde. Darlog thin Ub»- 
portent traat, he ftound time to labour upon soBia 
conaiderable worki and com p osed his fine pra> 
fhceto the ftagments of Hilary, in which he dia* 
covered manv Important facts relating to tha 
history of Arianism, not known belbrsw After 
the death of Hemy IV., ha waa chosan by 8m 
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praoeptor to h»vit XUI. He died In 



FABER, Tan«ii|itil,l& Preneti, Tanccny le Fe- 
TTe, a very learned man, bom at Ceeu, In Mor- 
Biandy, io 181S. Cardinal de Ridiclieu, letUed 
mi bim a peneuw of SOUO Uvrea, to intpwt ail 
Itae worka printed at the Louvre. He diMl in 
*67S, leaving a bou of hia own name, aiid two 
dao^teiv, one of whom was the celebrated 
oM&De Daeier, ibe otiier married Paul BauJdri, 
profiMer at UtrecbL 

FABIAN, a saint of the Roaiiah ebnicb, who 
was made pope, in 896, and suifered marty rdom 
bi the reifsu of tbe emperor Pedna. 

FABIAN, Robert, author of the " Chrontelc 
ef England and France," or, as be bimoelf calls 
It, ^ The Coiicofdance of Stories," wts bornui 
London, In the J5cli century. He was brou^bi 
up to trade, and beeanie so considerable a nier- 
cnant, iluu be was eboM n an alderman of that 
dty and in 1403, was cne of tbe ■berillb for 
tbe same. He died at London, iu IS13, and 
was buried in 8t MkJiaei*s, ComhUl. 
FABIU8,MazimosRuUiauu8.a Ronan,maater 
ef tbe tuume^ and afterwards dlcutor, 887 B. C.

PABRB, D'CGLANTINB, FhlUn Francis 
HttBabe, sucifcivdy an actor, a comic writer, 
and astaiesmaii, was the friend of Dantou, and 
other pramotera of tbe infiHnal butcheries, dur* 
ing the retolutioQ ; he was himself guillotined 
tail7»4. 

FABRBTTI, Raphael, a very learned anti- 

?uary of lialy,bQra at Urblno, in 1019 ; died 1700. 
'abieitl had an admirable talent for decyphering 
the most difflcult fnseriptloos ; and discovered 
ameibod of making something out of those 
which seamed entirelv disfigured through age, 
and the letters of which were effaced in Much a 
mauner aa not to be dlscemable. He cleaned 
the sorfaee of tbe alone, without touching those 
plaeea where tbe lettera had been engraven. 
He then bdd upon it a pleee of thick paper well 
and pvesaed U with a sponge, or 
a, covered with linen; ay which 
tfte paper entered fMOo the cavity of the 
letteia .and tanu up the diiat there, disoovered 
the tracea of the Ictteia. 

FABRI, Honoie, a leanwd JmqIIi pmlbMor 
tt pbllcMophy, at Lyona. and penitentiary at 
Rome, died tai 1088. He Is said to have dboo- 
vcred the drcnlatfon of the Uood before Bervey. 

PABRIAIVO, Gentile da, a hiatorieal iiainter, 
of Venma, who deservedly attained the oonoiin 
•rVenetiattnoUttty; he died la MIS. 

FABRICIUS, Caloa, a Roman general, who 
•oiiqaeied the Samnttes, and nnined tbe oAhia 
ef rrrrhuB to bribe him. He afterwmda eipoe- 
«d to Pyrrhua, the plot of hii -uyridan to poi- 
an hioi, 890 B. C. 

FABRIdUB, Wmtam, a f^TMi aod pbyal- 
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tit Venice, settled upiin him a yearly stipend of 
1000 crowns iii gold, and lionoured bim wiih a 
Matue and a gold chain. He died about IGOS, 
3ttavteg behind bam several treatises both In 
^ysic and cbiniiscry. 

FABRICIUS, George, a learned Gennan. bom 
m Uuper Sazouy, 1510. His cblef work ■ en 
titled " Roma," containing a description of that 
city. He was the author of numerous Latin 
poems, written with great purity and elegance, 
and died in IffTl. 

FABRICIUB, John Lewis, professor of theo- 
logy and philosophy, at Heidelberg, and also 
ecclesiastical oounaellor to the elector, died at 
Frankfort, in 1607. 

FABRICIUB, Vincent, a learned German, 

ra at Hamburgh. He wrote Latin poetry with 
and elegance ; he was counsellor to the 
ishop of Lttbec, and 13 dmca deputy to Poland ;

FABRICIUB, John Albert, a most learned 
and luorioiM hMorian and ciitic, bona at Leip- 
Bk, 1066, died 1730. Fabricius has laid the whole 
learned world under the greatest obligations; 
since he baa oontributed, more perhaps than 
any other bmb ever did, to abridge and shorten 
tbe fatigue aaad drudgery which aeholars are 
obliged to undergo* In mder to be acquainted 
with the materiaM of their profeirion. 

FABRICIUB, Baron, known to tbe public b) 
Ms lettere relating to Charles XII., of Bweden, 
during hla reaidenee in tbe Ottoman empire. 
He stood very high in the good graces of that 
prince ; accompanied hUn in hia exerciaea, waa 
frequently at bis table, and spent hours ahma 
with him In his ckMOL He had but one enemy 
In the court, viz. general DaMorf, who waa 
made prisoner by the Tartan when tb^ stom- 
ed the klng*s camp at Bender. Fabricius took 
pains to find bim out, released htm, and suppli- 
ed him with money ; which eo entirely vaa- 
quisbed the general, that be afterwards be» '*me 
a warm friend. Tbia amiable person was <e- 
wise in fkvour with king Stanialauik and with 
Geofge I., whom he accompanied in bis last 
iournev to Hanover, and who aaay be said to 
have died in his arms. 

FABRICIUS, Chariee, a painter, of Delft 
who gave Indications or great merit, perished 
In his house, with bis pufnl Spoon, t^ the ex- 
plosion of a powder magazine. 

FABRONi, Anglolo, a native of Tuscany, 
was prior of St. Lorenao's church, at Florence, 
and curator erf* Pisa University. He wrote an 
account of the iUustrioue men of the house of 
Medicis, and another of the learned men of 
Italy in tbe 17th and 18th centuries, in 81 vola ;

PAGAN, Chriatopber. a Frencb comic poet, 
bom 170S, died 1759. Hit playe were prtnted in 
*% vols. ISmo, in 1760. 

PAGE, Ralmond de la, an artieL celebrated 
for bis drawings with the pen and Indian ink ; 
be died at Languedoc, in lOBO. 

FAGIUB, Paul, alias BUCHLIN, a very 
teamed ptoteetant German minister, bom at 
Rheinzabera, in 1504. He and Bucer went to 
England, upon receiving letters from Granmer, 
In 1549. were entertained some days in tiie pa 
lace at Lambeth, and destined to reside at Cam- 
bridge, where they were (o perfect anew trans 
lation and illustration of tbe Scriptures, Faglos 
taking the Old Testament, and Bucer tbe New, 
for tbelr seveml parts. But this was all pot an 
end to by the sudden illness and deatb of Ixitb 
these professors. Fogius died Nov. 1550 ; and 
Bucer did not live above a jrear after. 

PA6NAN1, Prospero, an luUan commenta- 
tor oil the 5 books of the decretals, and secrela- 
ly to the holy congregation, died in 1678. 

FAGNANO, Julius Charles, count of, mar- 
quis of Toschi, author of a treatise on tbe pro- 
Serties and use of tlie geometrical curve; be 
led in 1760. 

FA60N, Gay Crescent, an eminent pbysi- 
dan and botanist, of Paris, professor of botany 
and chymlstry in the royal gardens, and physi- 
dan to Louis XIV., died in 1718. One of bis 
sons became a bishop, the other a counsellor of 
state. 

FAGUNDT, Stephen, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
died at Lisbon, In IMS. 

FAHRENHEIT, Gabriel Daniel, a natural 
philosopher, eminent for his great bnprovemenui 
in the constractlon of thermometers, was bom 
at Dantdc, 168S. He published a " Disscru 
tion on Thermometers,** 1794, and died in 1736. 

FAILLE, William de la. a syndic of Toulouse, 
and author of a history or that citv, died In 171 1 . 

FAIRCLOUGH, Samuel, an English dergy- 
man, educated at Cambridge, died in 1078. 

FAIRFAX, Edward, an Englisb poet, who 
floorisbed in the reigns of Elizabeth and James 
I., and chiefly distinguished himself by a tmns- 
latioa of Taaso*s " GodiVey of Bouillon.** His 
merits were so great, that Waller prolessed to 
ha\'e learnt from him the an of veiaiflcation. 
He was bom at Deuton, in Yorkshire, and died 
in 1632. 

FAIRFAX, Thomas, lord, general of the 
pariiament forces against Charles I., died 1671. 
See CROBfWELL, Oliver. 

FAIRFAX, Brian, minister of the episcopal 
church in Alexandria, Virginia, died in 1800. 

FAIRTQORNE, WUtlam, an eminent English 
painter and engraver, who flourished in the 17tb 
century. He wrote a book " Upon Drawiogf 
Graving, and Etching/* for which he was cde 
brated by his Mend Flatman, tbe poet, in an 
degy wluch ends with these lines : 

"So long as brass, so long as books endure, 

" So long as neat-wrought pieces, tboar*t se 
cure;

On the depodtlon of bar brother Richard, sbc 
exerted her iniBuence in Avor of tbe restorar 
tion of Charles U. She died In 1712. 

FALCONE, da Benevento, secretary to pope 
Innocent II., and author of a History of Naplea 
from 1102 to 1140. 

FALCONER. Winiam. an ingeniouB Scotdi 
sailor, author or a " Marine Dictionary,** 4tu., 
and of a charming pathetic poem called " Tbe 
Shipwreck,'* founded on a disaster experienced 

af tiimsdf ; in a second calamity of wliicb 
nd be lost bis life, in 1770, on board of tbe 
Aurora frlgMa. 

FALCONET, Gamine, an eminent pbyaidaB, 
of LycNiB, a member of the Freiicli acadony, 
died In 176L His library eontained nearly 
500.000 volumes. 

FALCONIA, Proba, a Latin poeiesa, who 
lived In tbe age of Theodoaius. 

TALDA, Giovanni Baptlsta, an admired 
ItaUan engraver of the last century. 

FALETI, Jeronimo, a poet, historian, and 
statesman, of Savoaa, near Genoa, amhaiisador 
fbom tbe duke of Fenam to Venice, lived about 
1560. 

FALIERI, Orddalo, a doge of Venice, was 
killed at tbe siege of a revolted city in Dabna- 
tia, Ui 1190. 

FALIERI, Marino a dogeofVenke, who was 
detected In a plot to raider taimsdf absoiaie, by 
tbe assassination of all tbe aenaton ; he was 
executed In 1354, at the age of 80, with aboat 
400 of his associatesL 

F ALK, John Peter, a Swede, who studied bo 
tany and medldne under Unnsus, and was af 
terwards professor of botany at Petenbuxeli 
be died in 177 4. 

FALKENSTEIN, John Henry, director of aa 
academy of noblemen at Eriliigen, and allcr< 
wards in tbe service of tlie margrave of Aas 
pach ; he died In 1760. 

FALKLAND, loid. See CART. 

FALLE, Philip, a clergyman, author of the 
Hiitory of JerKV, where ne was bora in 1655. 

FALLOPIUS, Gabrid, bora at Modena, in 
1400. He poaesaed great powers of mind, which 
he cultivated by an Intense application to bis 
studies in philosophy, physic, botany, and ana* 
tomy. In this last he made some new discoveries, 
and, among the rest, thiu of the tubes by which 
tbe ova descend from the ovarium, and which, 
from him, ate called the '* Fdloplan tubes.* 
He died at Padua, in 1563. 

FALS, Raymond, a medd engraver, aeoM 
at Paris, where be obtained a pendon of 1900 
Uvres, died at Beriln.in 1703.

F.^LSTER, Christian, a Danish critic, whose 
writings are numerous ; the time of his death is 
unknown. 

F ANCOURT, Samud, an Englldi dlssenthig 
clergyman and controversid writer, and insti- 
tutor or promoter of the ftnt cireolating library 
ever opened In England. He died in 1766, aged 
Mypars. 

FANEUIL, Peter, firandcr of FaneuU baU, Is 
Boston, died in 1743, 
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PANNINO, Edmund, LL. D., a native of 
Connecticut, settled as a lawyer in North-Caro- 
lina. In tbe war of tho revo(u;ion, he united 
with the British, and wai consincuoua, for the 
bittemeai and zeal he dlepIaveU a^nit hin coun- 
trymen. He was afterwards made a general in 
llie Brftiah service, and lieutenant-governor of 
Nova-Scotia. He died in 1818. 

, PANNIU8, sumamed Sirabo, a Romanjj 
known by his law to clieck tlie extravagance off 
his coonirymen.

FANSHAW, sir Richard, an English genUe- 
man, famous for his embassies and poetic writ- 
togs, bom at Ware Parit, in Hertfordshire, 1607, 
died 10G& A translation by hhn, of the '* Pastor 
ndo** of Ouortni, did him much ciedlt. Borne 
interedtinff private history of this family will he 
fiMind in sir. Seward's " Anecdotes of Distin- 
guished Persons. ' ' ■ 

FARDELLA, Michael Angelo, professor of| 
natural history and astronomy at Padua, died at 
Napica. in 1718. 

FARE, Charles Augtistus, marquis de la, a 
eaiitaln in tbe French guards, known as tbe au- 
tlwr of Memoirs on the reign of Louis XIV., 
died in 171S. 

FAREL, William, an able reformer, bom in 
14BP. Being driven from Parla,'as a protestani, 
he went to Strasburgh, Geneva, Basil and Neuf- 
chatel. where he preached the doctrines of the 
reformation, with zeal, ability, and success, 
although opposed with ridicule and abuse. He 
WM tbe asioeiaie of Calvin, and died in 1565. 

FARET, Nicholas, one of tbe first members 
oi the Freneh academy, died in 1646. 

FARIN, Emanuel de Sousa, a Portiigue 
knight^ and ambassador at Rome, distinguished 
as a poet and historian, died in 1650. 

FARINACCIO, Prosper, an Italian lawyer, 
whose writing on the civil law, are much 
cMeened at Rome« died in 1618. 

FARIN ATO, Paul, an eminent Italian pahiter. 
born at Verona, 1523, and cut, it is said, out or 
his mother's womb, who was just dead in la- 
bour. He was famous also for being an ex- 
ceUent swordsman and a very good orator, and 
for his knowledge in sculpture and architecture, 
aqiedally that pan of it which relates to fortifi- 
caiioDs. His last moments are said to have 
been as remarkable as his first, on account of 
the death of his nearest relation. He lay upon 
bis death-bed in 1606, and his wife, who was 
sick in the same room, hearing him crv out, 
**be was going,'* told hlro, "she would bear 
Irim emnpany -, and was as good as her word, 
they both exntrlng at tho very same minute. 

FARINELLI, Carlo Broachl, an Italian sing- 
er, bom at Naples 1705 ; and, being trained to 
rtnslng, acquired creat reputation at Rome and 
atSolQgna. The lame of his greaRalents reach- 
lag England, be was engaged to sing in the 
opera at London, in 1734 ; for England was 
then, M it ie emmently now, the place of all 
plaecs for fiddlers, singers, dancers, tumblers,! 
sharpen, and impoators of every kind, to flock 
to and grow rich. His arrival in that country 
was in the newspapen announced to the public 
as an event wortny of national attention.

FARMER, Hugh, a dissenting mialstar, edu- 
cated under Dr. Doddridge, and known as • 
theological writer : he died la 1787. 

FARMER, Dr. Richard, master of EmmanusI 
College, Cambridge, principal librarian to the 
university, Blc. ice , was bom at Leicester, in 
1735, and distinguished, hUnself in the walks 
of literature by a very masterly " Essay on the 
Learaina of Shakspeare;*' in which he decided 
a point that had been much litigated among the 
learned. For a man of his rare endowments 
he published but little : the essay already men« 
doned ; some " Notes on Shakspeare ;" a " Poem 
on laying tho first stone of the public library in 
1755," and a sonnet on the king's death. In l' 



n 1780, 
(both in the Cambridge collection of verses Q 
" Directions for tbe study of Euclish History " 
(Europ. Mag. xlx. 415,) and a," Letter on Dep- 
nis the Critic," (Europ. Mag. xxv. 4IS.) being aO 
that is known. Dr. F., however, asslsled many 
authors in various works, for which he received 
their public acknowledgments and thanka. He 
died in 1797. 

FARNABY, Thomas, an English gramma 
rian and critic, bora in London, in 1575, died ia 
1647. 

FARNESE, Peter Louis, son of pope Paul 
ni., by a secret marriage, uuke of Iwna, and 
Placentia, was assassinated in 1547, on account 
of bis tyranny and debauchery. 

FARNESEf, Alexander, known by the title 
of cardinal Famese, was son of the first duke 
of Parma, and bora VSSO (long before his father 
was advanced to the dukedom.) At fourteen 
years of age be was made bishop of Pairoa by 
Clement VIT. Paul IH., raised him to tbe 
purple in 1554, and employed him in various 
embassies. He died in 1580, lamented as a true 
patron of the arts, and protector of men of 
letters. 

FARNESE, Alexander, nephew to the Card! 
nal, was the 3d duke of Parma, and governor 
of the Low Countries. He was mortally wound' 
ed, at the siege of Rouen by Henry IV., of 
France and died in 1503. 

FARNEWORTH,, EUia, dlsUnguished by 
translatin,; some eminent authors, wasboro at 
Bonteshall, in Derbyshire, and died 1763. His 
publicatiotis were, "The Life of Pope Sixtus 
v., translated from the Italian,** '<Davila'a 
History of France," " The worka of Machlavei. 
illustrated with Annotations, Diasertatlons, and 
several new plans on the art of war." 

FARCIUHAR, George, an ingenious comic 
writer, was the son of a clergyman. In Ireland, 
and bora at Londonderry, in 1678. In 1606 he 
went to London, and was solicited by his ftiend 
Wilks, the celebrated actor, to write a play : but 
he was still more substantially invited by a 
genteel accommodation, which stiffered him to 
exercise hi« genius at his leisure : for the earl of 
Orrery, who was a patron as well as master of 
letters, conferred a UeutenanVscommisslon upon 
him in his own regiment In Ireland, which 
Farqnhar held several years, and behaved him- 
self so well as an ofllcer, giving several prootb 
boQi oioonnge and conduct He died in April, 
their boon- Jl707, before he waa 30 years of age. His come/

FKRDINAND I v., aocceeded to Uie throne of 
Castile at 10 yean of age, and died suddenly in 
1312. 

FERDINAND V., suroamed the Catholic, 
united the kingdoms of Castile and Arraeon, by 
his marriage with Isabella, of Castile. During 
their reicn, the Moorisii power in Spain wasde- 
stroyed by Ferdinand, and a new world was 
addrd to their dominions, by the discoveries of 
Colanibus : he died in 1516. 

PF.RDINAND VI., surnamed the Wise, suc- 
ceeded his father, Philip V., in 17)16. He was 
disiiiiguished for his justice, prudence, and be- 
nevoiouce, and his reign was prosperous and 
popular ; he died in 1750. 

FERDINAND I., kuig of Naples and Sicily, 
although a patron of commerce and the arts, was 
onitopitlar for hiB cruelties ; he died in 1494. 

FERDINAND, king of Portugal, died in 1383, 
after a turbulent and unfortunate reign. 

FERDINAND I., grand duke of Tuscany, 
eminent for the wiracHU and energy of his go- 
vernment ; he died in 1009. 

FERDINAND I1-, grand duke of Tuscany, 
aAer Coflmo II., was respected by all, for the de- 
cided and impartial nentrallty he preserved dur- 
ing the ware between France and Spain; he died 
in 1G68. 

FCRDIN A ND, of Cordova, a Spaniard, of the 
15th century, so conspicuous for his learning, 
that he was considered by the vulgar as a mafp- 
dan. 

FERDINAND LOPEZ, a Portuguese, who, in 
tbe Ifith century, visited the East Indies, and 
published a valuable account of his voyage, Jbc 

FERDINAND, Charles, a poet and pblloso- 
pher, of Bruges, died at Paris, in 1494. 

FERDINAND, John, a Jesuit, of Toledo, 
known as a theological writer, died in 1505. 

FERDINAND DE JESUS, an eloquent Car- 
melite monk, of Spain, in the 17th century. 

FERDINANDI, Bptphanlus, an embientphy- 
■ieian, died in 1638. 

FERDOUSI, Hassan Ben Scharf, the most 
celebrated of all the Persian poets. His epic 
poem, entitled " Schanamek,^* that is, " The 
Hidtory,'* contains the annals of the kings of 
Persia, and consists of 60,000 verses. Ferdousi 
composed this poem at the command of the sul- 
tan Mabmoud, and was employed upon it thirty 
years; after which receiving only (i0,000 drach- 
mas of silver for his trouble, he quilted the court 
of Mahmottd in duvust, and wrote satirical 
vemes against him. He died in 1030. 

FER6, or FER6TRE, Francis Paul, an emi- 
nent landscape painter, bom at Vienna, died at 
London, in 1740. 

FERGUS I., king of Scotland, elected king 
for his services In repelling the Picts ; be was 
drowned in 404. 

FERCrsON, Robert, a non-conformist di- 
vine, and a teacher ; afterwards the associate 
of Monmouth, died in 1714. 

FERGUSON, Willian, a Scotch painter, died 

taiioeo. 

FERGUSON, Dr. Adam, a natural and mo- 
ral phitflsophcr, and politico! writer, bom In 
fiteotland, in 1794. His principal writings were 
♦• An Essay on Civil Society;" " History of the 
Roman Republic ;** " A Treatise on Moral and 
Political Science ;** and " Institutes ot Moral 
Philosophy.** Dr. Ferguson held many years a 
professorship In tba untveni^of Edinburgh, 
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which be resigned in favour of Mr. Dugali 
Stewaru He died in 1816. 

FERGUSON, James, an extraordinary pli»> 
nomenon of the self-taught kind, partacuiariy te 
the astrcHKNiikal branch of science, was bom 
in BamlEiliire, Sootlaiid, in 1710. His parenn 
being in low ciroumstances, he was obliged ta 
keep sheep for four years ; but in this situatxm 
lie learned to mark the oosiiion of the staia 
with a thread and bead. One Alexander Cant 
ley, butler to Thomas Grant, esq., uught hlm 
decimal arithmetic, algebra, and tbe elflnenta 
of geometry : after thu he went into two very 
hard services. His ingenuity at length inCTO' 
duced him to Sir James Dunbar, when he learn- 
ed to draw, aiHt b^an to take portraits. At 30 
yean of age, he invented his Astronomical Ro- 
tula, a machine for showing tbe new moons and 
eclipses. About 1744 he wont to London , and, 
by his delineation of tbe complex line of the 
moon's motion, procured tbe oonour of being 
elected fellow of the royal society, without pay- 
ing for admission. His diasertanons and in ven- 
tiotiB in mechanics, and other branches of tlia 
maUiematics, introduced him to the favour of 
king George ill., who conferred an annual pen- 
sion of 501. upon hUn. He died Noveuber 16 
1776. 

FERGUSSON. Robert, a very iogeniona 
tlKNigh unfortonaie, Scotch poet, bom at Edfai- 
burgh, in 1750, died Oct 16, 1774. He was pes- 
jsessed of the brightest genius, and the beat beait; 
but his social qualificwons were so fasdnatiuf 
that they led him Into a course of dissipatfcNi 
and imprudence, which too often is the ruin of 
men or genins. Bums (his brother poet, and 
enthusiastic admirer) erected a neat monument 
to his memory in the Can«»*te church- yard. 

FERMAT. Peter, a nawe of Toulouse^ was 
distinguishco as an able iJwyer, and an emineni 
mathematician and philpopher ; the

FBRRARIENSIS, a general of the Dorainl- 
caoB, and a writer on philosophy, died in 1538. 
FERRARS, George, a distinguished advocate, 
a member of parliament, and a favourite of 
Henry VIII., and of his successor. He wrote 
tbe BDatory of Uueen Mary, the Trap^edy of 
SScbard 11.. and other woriu, and died m 1579. 
FERRARS, Edward, a poet and favourite of 
Henry VIIL, died in 19S4.

In bis Ideas, his invention, and his manner of 
painting, that bis celttngB, particularly, art aflen 
r**-***!*"! for Cortona*B. 



FERRIAR, Jolm, M. D., an estimable writer, 
on medicine, the belles leures, and arcliaiology, 
died at Manchester, in 1815. He publlslivd '' Il- 
lustrations of Sterne,*' in which he detected 
Lfae source from which Sterne had evidently bor- 
rowed many of tbe ideu dispened through bit 
eccentric performances. 

FERRIER, Jeremy, professor of divinity at 
Nlsines, and secretary to tbe king of France, in 
16% the year of bis death. 

FERRIER, Araauid de, an eminent lawv^r, 
land called the Cato of France, was boro at Ton 
louse, in ISOii, died 1585. 

FERRIER, Lewis, a poet and dramatic wrtier, 
born ai Avignon, died ui 1731. 

FERRIER, John, a Jesuit, and confessor to 
tbe French king, died in 1674. 
FERRIERES, Claude de, adoctor of civil law 
t Paris, and author of several valuable books 
km that subject, died in 1715. 

PERRON, Arnauld du, a lawyer of Bour- 
deaux, author of ait el^^t Latin history of 
France, to the reign of Francis 1., in continua- 
tion of that of .^milius ; he died in 1563. 

FERTE, Henry de Senecierrc Marechal de, a 
celebrated French general in the reigns of Louis 
Xni. and his successor ; he died in 168L 

FERUS, John, superior of tbe grayfViars at 
Mentz, luiown as a popular preacher, and as a 
Icommentator on tbe Bible ; he died in 1654. 

PECTUS, Poreius, a proconsul of Judua, ^ 
whom the apostie Paul was sent to Rome. 

FESTUS, Pompeius, a celebrated grammarian 
ot antiquity, who abridged a work of '^ Verrius 
Flaccus de Significatione Verborum." 

FETTl, Dominico, an eminent painter, bora 
at Rome, in 1589, died 1634. From the paintings 
of Julio Romano be took his colouring, the bold- 
ness of his characters, and a lieautifui manner of 
thinking ; Jie was very delicate in his thoughts ; 
had a grandeur of expression, and a mellowness 
of pencil, that pleased tiie connoisseurs. His 
picture arc scarce, and much sought after. 

FEULLEE, Lewis, botanist to Lewis XIV. 
of Prance, bom at Provence, in 1660, died ITSR 



Ttiere is of his a " Journal des Observations 
Physiques, Mathematiques, et Botaniques,** 
made upon tbe coasts of South America and 
New Spain, which is said to be very exact and 
curious, though written Inelegantly. 

FBUaUIERES, Anthony de Pas, marqula 
of, distinguished as an officer, and made a mar^ 
shal for bis services in Germany; be died in 
1711. 

FEURBORN, Justus, rector of tbe university 
of Giessen, and author of several theological 
works in Latin, died in 1656. 

FEUSTKING, John Henry, professor and 
doctor of divinity in the university at Wittem- 
berg, confessor to the duke of Saxony, and coun* 
sellor to the dnke <^ Saxe Gotha, died in 1713. 

PEVARDENTnJS,or FEWARDENT,Fran- 
{cis, a Franciscan friar, known for bis bigoted 
hostility to tbe pmtestants ; be died in 1641. 

FEVRE, Claude, a French painter, died Ji 
London, in 1675. 

FEVRE, Gny le, sieur de la Boderle, a poet 
|of Lower Normundy, esnlnent for bis knowledge 
of oriental literature, died In 1506. 

FEVRE, Anthony le, brother of Guy, was In 
the service of Henry IV . of Prance, and his am* 
bassador to England, ttc ; be died in 1615. 

FEVRE, Nicholas le. a French Jesuit, author 
of a tn>atise on tme religion, died in 1755. 

FEVRE, James le, s learned Frenchman, the 
friend and pnrveqwndtat of Erasmus, pnblisbcll 
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tnmiatlon of tiie New Teiument with oom-fltion at the Temple, was called to tbe bar, 



neniariee ; be died In 1S37, aged 97. 

FEVRB, Ntcholae le, born at Parie, ww dii- 
Itaicuialied ae a profound acbolar, well acq6aini- 
dd witb tbe civil law, beUee-lettres, and maibe- 
natiGe. He wae preceptor to tbe duke or Coodc, 
iad afterward! of Lewis XIII. ; be died in 1611 

FEVRE, Taaaquil, ur Tannequi, a learned 
man, profeaior in tbeunirenlty at iSaumur ; be 
died in 167S. 

FEVRE. Roland le, an eminent painter, born 
■1 Anjou, died at London, In 1677. 

FEVRET, Cba/les, an eminent French civi- 
lian, bom in 1583, died 1061. Several autborv 
have mentioned him and bis works in a very 
honourable manner. 

FEVRET DB FONTETTE, CharlCT Marie, 
an eminent French lawyer, and a member of the 
•cadi'myof belles- leitrex, died in 177^ 

FEYDEAU, Mattliew, a doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and a tbeoiogical writer, died in 1694. 

FIASELLA. Dominico, «in Italian andbisto- 
rteal pabiter. died in 1669. 

FlCUARD, John, a lawyer, of Frankfort, 
anthor of **Llvei of Illustrious monks," died 
taHSBL 

FlOINUS, ManlUne, a learned Italian, who, 
under the patrona^ of Lorenzo and CkMoio de 
Nedlcis, became a distinguisbed philosopfae 



physician, and divine, and an able writer on 
numerous subjects ; he died in 1499. 

FICOEONI, Francesco, a Roman medalist. 
and a writer on medals, and antiquities,. died 
In 1747. 

FIDANZA, Johannes, a philosopher, poet, 
and theologlet, of Tuscany, styled, on account 
of his great learning, the seraphic doctor : he 
died In 11^4. 

FIDOES, Dr. Richard, an English divine, 
•nd ingenious blograuhical and thcoliglcai wri- 
ter, bom in 1671. dlea In 1735. His chief work 
to, '' The Life of Cardinal Wolsf^.** 

FIELD, Richard, an English divine, eminent 
fbr his learning, benevolence and piety, chaplain 
to queen Elizabeth, canon of Windsor, and 
dean of Gloucester ; he died in 1616. 

FIFXDING, Henry, son of general Fielding, 
was born in 1707, and received the first rudi- 
nenta of bis education at home, under the care 
of the Rev. Mr. Oliver ; be was removed to Eton 
■chool ; frmn whence, at about Id years of age, be 
went to Leyden, where he studied under the 
most celebrated civilians for two yeais ; at the 
eipiraUon of whieh time he returned to London ; 
and in 1737 commenced writer for the stage. 
Between this time and 1743, he wrote 96 dra- 
matic pieces. About six or seven years after 
Mr. Fielding's commencing a writer for the 
■lage, be married Miss Craddock, a young lady 
from Ballsbury, possessed of beauty, and a for- 
tune of about 15001. ; and near the same time 
bis mother dying, an estate of somewhat better 
tiian 9001. per annum, came Into his possession. 
This fortune, had It been conducted with pru- 
dence and economy, might have secured to him 
a state of independence for life, and, witb the 
belpa it might nave derived from the produc 
tlons of a genius unincumbered with uixietles 
tad perplexity, might have even afforded him 
an uBuem income; but, fond of figure and 
magnificence, he threw wide open the gates of 
hoapitalttv, and suflTered his whole patrimony to 
be wasted. In short, in less than three years, 
}ha reduced himself to the unpleasant situation 
•f having no fortune. Not diacouraged, how 
ever, he betook himself closely to the study ofl 
vhe law, and, after the eoeiomar)* time of proba 
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made no ineoaeiderable figure in Westminster- 
ball. He began aoon a/ter to be molested with 
sui h violent auacks from the goui, as rendered 
it impossible for him to be so constant at the bar 
as iJic laboriousness of bis profession rr«)uired ; 
and a proof of tbe great force and vigour of 
his mind la, hts pursuing so arduous a study 
under tbe exigencies of family disttesk, wiih a 
wife and chifclren. whom be tenderly loved, 
looking up to blm for sustenance ; with a body 
torn bv the aeutest pains, and a mind distracted 
by a thousand avocations ; yet obliged, for im* 
mediate supply, to produce abnost extempore, a 
play, a farce, a pamphlet, or a newspaper. A 
large number or fugitive political tracts, whict 
had their value when tbe incidents were actually 
passing on tbe great scene ol* business, came 
from bis pen. At this time too be produced hit 
** Joeeph Andrews,** which Is too well known 
and too justly admired to leave us any room to 
expatiate on Its merits. About 1745, Mr. F. 
accepted of the ofBce of an acting magistrate te 
the coiumission of the peace for the county of 
Middlesex, in which station he continued till 
preny nt-ar the time of his death. Yet, amldM 
all tbe laborious duties of his ofike, he found 
itiisure to amuse himself, and afterwards tha 
world, with "Tbe History of Tom Jones,** and 
"Amelia.** At length, however, hie whola 
frame of bodv was so entirely sbattisred by con- 
tinual Inroads of complicated disorders, and the 
Incessant fatigue of business in bis office, that, 
hy the advice of his physicians, he set out Ibr 
Lisbon. Even in this distressful condltloo, hie 
Imagination still continued making the stimig ei t 
efRirts to display itself; and tbe last gleam of 
bis wit and humour faintly sparkled In the 
" Journal** he left behind him of^his " Voyafe** 
to that place, which was published In 1755, M 
London. In about two months after his arrival 
at Lisbon, In 1754, he died, in bis 48lh year. 

FIELDING, 9arah, sister of Henf}% anthor 
of " David Simple,'* a novel of eouiderable 
mcrit,born in I7i4, died in 1768. 

FIELDING, Sir John, half-brother to Henry 
an excellent magistrate, and author of many 
ufieful regulations in the police of London and 
Wesunhister, died in 1780. 

FIENNES, William, lord Bay and Bele, al- 
though raised to Uie peerage by James I., was 
a rebel against his son, an active member en tha 
long parlTan)f;nt, and one of CromwelPs adher 
ents. He was afterwards chamberlain, and Ion. 
privy seal to Charles H. ; he died In 1003. 

FIENNES, Natbanael, second son of the pre- 
ceding, waa, like his father, an enemy to the 
church and king, a friend of Cromwell, and ofta 
of his peers ; he died in 1069. 

FIENU8, Thomas, a very lofenfoaa and 
learned phyalelan, bom at Antwerp, in 1500, 
died in 1031 . He composed several worn, among 
which were, " DeVeribus Imaginatlonia.** 

FIESCHO, John Lewis, a noble Genoese, 
who conspired to deliver Andrew Doria and his 
fleet to the French, and was drowned in tbe 
attempt, In 1547. 

FIGINO, Ambrazio, a painter, bom at BOIaa, 
died In 1590. 

FIGRELIUS, Edmundus, a learned 8wed^ 
and professor at Upsal, died in 1670. 

FlLANGERI, Gaetano, a gentleman of Na 
pies, employed about the court, who wrote a 
popular work on legislation ; he died in 1787. 

FILELFO, Francis. Bee PHILELPHUB. 

FTLES.AC, John, dean of the Ibcultr of the 
ology, at Paris, died In 1638. 
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FlLiCAJA, VinceiiUo di, an elegant po«C^ 
florenoe, and a neuaior of that city, died in 1707. 
PILMER, Sir Robert, author of lome pubtt- 
watioim oo the nature of monarctkial covem- 
«eut, WM bom in Kent toward tlM ena of tliel 
lath cantvnr, and died in 1647. 

FIN.AUS, Orontius, a celebrated aatronomer, 
and pfoftMor of ^natlieinatici in the VLani Coi 
Imb at Paris, born at Brtanoon, in 14d4, died 
W5. He was one of thoee who vainly boaited 
of ha viae found out the quadrature of the circle. 

FINCtt, Heneace, earl or Nouingham, lord 
Ugb cbancellor of England, born in 1(81, .died 
in ISdS. TboQglj he lived In very troublesome 
tfmea, y«i he retaioed the good opiniou of both 
prince and people. He was distinguished by 
Us wisdom and eloquence ; and was such an 
cxce lent orator, that some have snrled hfan the 
BncUsh Cioero. He left behind him, written 
witb his own band, " Chancery Reports,*' MS. 
fei rbiio. 

FINCH, Daniel, earl of NottinghamvSon of 
the preceding, was secretary uiider William 
and his saccenor, and president of the council, 
at the accession of G^rge I. ; he died In 1730. 

PtNCH, Edward, brother of Sir Heneage, wai 
vicar of Christ-ehnrcb, London, from which lie 
was etpelled for preaching in a surplice, and 
associating with women ; he died in 1649. 

FINCH, Thomas, phyaicimi to the duke of 
Sleswick, and saccenaively profeaeor of mathe- 
maUoB, of eloqoeiic'', andof medicine, at Copen- 
haeen; be died in 1656. 

FIN'BT, c31r John, bom in 1571, was bred np 
In th^ court, where, by his wit, mirth, and un- 
common aUll in composing eongs, be pleased 
James I. very much. In 1096, being then in 
good esiaem with Charles I. he was made maeier 
of the ceremonieH, and died in 1641. 

F1NGA(«, a Oaltfdonian chief, died In 383. 

FI>%B.Nf9TBiN, Count, an eminent Prusalan 
MOesman. born in 1713, held the Important ita- 
Hoo of cabinet minister at the court of BerUn 
aiore than SO years, and died In IflOO 

FINLBY, ^^amuol, D D., a native of Ireland, 
and president of New-Jeraey College ; he wan 
■nch dlttlngiilsbod for his piety; published 
aiany termon^, and died in 1766. 

FlNUfiY, Robert, D. D., an eminent presby 
leriaa clermuia of New-Jeraey, wat elected 
wesident of the univeiaity of Athena, Georgia, 
m 1817, and died eoon after he had entered on 
the duties of that ofSce. 

FIRBNZUOLA, Aagalo, an lUlian poet, 
bom at Florence, and pa;roniaed by pope Cle- 
msnt Vn. His comedies, prase, and poetical 
works, were published In i vols. ; he died in 
lolS. 

FiaMICEUS MATBRNU8, Julias, an ancient 
Christian writer of the 4th century. His trea- 
tise " Of tba Errors of the Profane Religiom^' 
shows great laatniag, and great seal for Chris- 
tfanity. 

FIRMILIAN, bishop of CMarea, In Cappa- 
4Deia, diad In 989. 

FIRMIN, Thomas, a citilea of London, me^ 
■arahle for hlspuhnc beneteetions and ehari- 
tisa, bora In lOS, died In 1687. In good works 
he was iadafatlgiably lodnstrions, and suooeat- 
fhlly provoked many others thereto, becoming 
atoo their almoner, vtritiag and relieving the 
potr at thair houses, and In prisons, whano 
Urn he ledaemed many. He set many hun 
dreds of ihem to work, to the expending of great 
He rebuilt, repaired, and added eonve- 
lahospitali^waaklyovcneeiBf tha or 
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phans. The refugees from France, and from 
Ireland, partook largely the effisas or liis chari- 
ty, pains, and earneet soUeitatiotts for then* ■ la 
short, his charities were uaequalled at the tlma 
when he lived. 

FUIMIN, Giles, a physician, of New-England, 
in its early lettlement, atid atierwardB a clergy- 
man in Great Briuin, author of the ** Real 
Christian *' died in 1007. 

FUIONZABADI, suraamed Sharaxi, a Per- 
sian writer on the Mahomedan law, in the 11th 
century. Another of that name wrote an Ara- 
bic Dictionary, and died in 1414. 

FISCHER, John Christian, a very emhient 
performer on, and composer for, the hautbola, 
was bom at Fribourg, but was long settled in 
England, where he was appointed one of the 
queen*s chamber muaicians. This admirable 
musician was seised with aa apoplectic fit, 
April 89, 1800, and died in about an hour. 

FISH, Simon, an Eugllsh lawyer, author of 
" The Supplication of Beggars,** a violent sa- 
tire on bishoDs and clergy, which eaiued lilm 
the favourof Henry VIII.: he died of the plagua 
in 1571. 

FISHER, John, bishop of Rochester, and 
martyr to popery, born in 1459, was beheaded, 
for denying the king's supremacy, in 1335. Dur- 
ing his conflnemed, the pocnr old bishop was 
but hardly used, and ecarcely allowed ueces 
series. He continued above a year in the tower 
and might have oontinued there till released by 
a natural death, if an unseasonable honour paio 
him bv pope Paul m. had not hastened his de- 
struction ; this was, the creating him, in Hay. 
1533, cardinal, by the utle of cardinal priest or 
St. Vitalis. When the king heard of it, he said, 
in a great pasiion, '^ WeU, let the pope send 
him a hat when he will ; Mother of God, he 
shall wear it on his shoulders then, for I will 
leave him never a head to set it on.** Erasmus 
represents hbn as a man of integrity, deep leara 
ins, sweetness of temper, and ^reatnem of ronl^ 

FISHER, Mary, an enthusiastic quakeress, 
of tibe 17th century, who went to Constantino* 
pie to convert the grand seignior. Mahomet, af- 
ter hearing her patiently, sent her back to her 
own country in safety. 

FISHER, Alexander M., profesror of mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy, in Yale College, 
Connecticut, was lost with the packet Albion, 
on the coast of Ireland, in 18SS, while on a voy 
age to Europe for the advauceuieut of his pro- 
fessional knowledge. Talents of the highesi 
order, united witb an entire and intense devo- 
tion to the pursuit of philosophical and scienti- 
fic subjects, had excited great expectations of his 
future usefulness, and eminence, and the news 
of his death was heard with the deepest regret 
wherever he was known. 

FISKE, John, first ministi«r of Wenham and 
Chelmsford, Mam., died in 1677. 

FISKE, Nathan, D. D., minister of Brook- 
field, Mass., distinguished for his industry and 
perseverance In the great duties of his office ; 
he published some sermons, and died in 1709. 

FITCH, James, first minister of Saybrook, 
Conn., died in 1703. 

FITCH, Jabes, minister of Portsmouth, N. H , 
author of some unpubUriied MSS. lelaiing to the 
history of New-Hampshire, died hi 1746. 

FITCH, Thomas, an eminent lawyer and 
statesman, was, for several year% chief Justice 
of the colony of Conaectlettt, and afterwards 
governor of the same. He died hi 1774. 

FTTZGIBBOIf , Jalm, cad of Clare, an tai- 
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nent Iriu lawyer, was anorney-general of Ire- 
land, and keeper of Uie great aeal. He waa di»- 
tinfuiahed aa Uie great promoier of the union 
between England and Ireland, and died at Dub- 
lin, In 1808. 

FITZHERBERT, Bir Antliony, a very leam- 
•d Judge, of tbe ooounon pleas, in the reign of 
Henry VUI. Be was bom at Norbury, in Der- 
byshire, died in 1538, and left behind Idm many 
valuable works, of which tbe chief are, " The 
Grand Abridonient collected by that most reve- 
rend Judge, lb. Antliouy Htzheibert, lately con 
ferred with his own manuacript, corrected by 
Umself, toaetlier with the references of the ca- 
ses to the books by which they may be easily 
Ibund ; an Improvement never before made ;** 
■ad " Tbe New NaturaBrevium,** always hekl 
In vety high esteem. 

FITZHERBERT, Thomas, grandson to Sir 
Antliony, a zealous catliolic, voluntarily fled to 
France, and afterwards to R<wie, where he pre- 
sided over the ^iglish college, and died in 1640, 
In tlie 88th year of his age. His writings were 
•ootroveislal, and on theology. 

FITZHERBERT, Nicholas, also exiled him- 
self, and went to Rome, oii account of his reli- 
gious principles, where he wrote several books, 
and was drowned in 1612. 

FITZJAMES, James, duke of Berwick, na- 
tural son of James U., was distinguished for his 
bravery as an officer, and liis succesMs as a ge- 
nera), for which he was made a marshal of 
France. He was killed at the head of the French 
■imy in Gennany, in 1734. 

FITZ-8TEPHEN. WiUiam, a monk, of Can- 
terbury, who was present at Uie murder of 
Becket, of which lie wrote an account, includ- 
ing a curious description of London ; be died 
in 119L 

FIXMILLNER, Placldus, an Austrian, eccle- 
riastical professor at Kremsmunster, and a wri- 
ter on astronomy and tbe canon law ; be died 
In 1791. 

FIZE8, Anthony, an eminent physiolan, of 
llontpelli«r, whose works on medical subjects 
an much esteemed ; be died in 1765. 

FLACCOUR, F. de, director general of the 
French East India company, and at the bead of 
a colony in Madagascar, in 1648, an account of 
which hejMiblished. 

FLACCUS, Caitts Valerius, an ancient Latin 
poet, of whom remain but very imperfect ac- 
counts. He lived, however, in the time of the 
amperor Vespasian, to whom be addressed a 
WMan on the Aigonautlc expedition ; of which 
be lived to compose no more than seven bo<As, 
and part of an eighth. In this poem he imita- 
lad Virgil, and often lathe most nappy manner. 

FLACIUS, Bfatthias. Bee FRANCOWITZ. 

FLAMEEL, Bertholet, a historical painter, 
of Liege, whoie pieces are to be found in tbe 
ahniclies of thatciQr, and of Paris; he died in 
1075. 

FLAMEL, Nicolas, a notary of Paris, who 
anddenly raaa from poverty tc rpulence, proba- 
bly by coBunereial speculations. His wealth 
gave lias to a repcnc that he had discovered the 
phU080^r*s stone. He was living in 1300. 

FLAMINIO, Giovant Antonio, an orator, 

Kt, and historian, of Botogna, who wrote the 
of Albertus Vagnns, fta., died in 1536. 
FLABIINIO, Marc Antonio, son of the pre- 
ceding, eminent as a man of learning, and as a 
writer of epigrams, 4bc. ; be died at Rome, in 
1550. 
FLAMINIU8, orFLAMININUS,Tltwattin- 
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tus, a Roman consul, celobraied for hks defi^ 
of Philip of Macodon, 198 B. C, and his resta* 
ration of the liberties of Greece. 

FLAMINIUS, NobUis. an (imlnentltaBan di- 
vine and critic, who corrected the Vulgaie edi- 
tion of the Sepiuadnt, and died In 1500. 

FLAH8TEED, John,a moat eminent Bug- 
Ush mathematician and astronomical writer, 
bora in 1646, died 1719. 

FLANDRJN, Peter, of Lyons, celebrated for 
his knowledge of the veterinary art, and of com- 
parative anatomy : he wrote a treaose on tha 
management of cattlr. and oUier works, and 
died in 1796. 

FLASBANS, Taraudel de, a Provencal poet 
of the 14th centtt^, lx>m at Flatsans. 

FLATMAN, Thomss. an English wit and 
poet, bora in London, in 1633, ditd in 1688. F 
is remarked, that Flatman in his younger dau, 
had a dialike to marriage, and n ade a B014 de- 
scribing the incumbrances of it, with this ba 
ginning: 

" Like a dog with a botUe tied dose to bis taO 
" Likea toad in a bog, or a thief ina Jaii,'*l^ 

but being aAerwaids smitten with a fair vlnpn, 
and with her fortune, he espoused her, in 1^78; 
upon which his ingenious comrades did serenade 
him that night, while he was in the embracea 
of his mistress, with the said sona. 

FLAUST, John Baptist, an advocate oi tha 
parUament of Rouen, and autlior of a work on 
Noraaan hirisprudence, upon which he waa em- 
ployed fitly years ; he died in 1783. 

PL AV£L, John, an English divine, educated 
at Oxford, was ejected from his livina at Dart- 
mouth, and afterwards reatored liy Charies L ; 
he died in 1603. 

FLAVIAN, a patriarch of Antiocb, died in 
404. 

FLAVIAN, a patriarch of Constantino^ 
in 447. He was deposed, and died in bamstt- 
menL 

FLAVIGNT, Valerian de, doctor of tbe Bat- 
bonne, and professor of Hebrew, at tlie royal 
college, died at Paris, in 1674. 

FLA VITAS, patriarch of Constantinople, af 
ter Acacius. 

FLECHIER. Esprit, a French bishop, cele- 
brated for poetry and oratory, bora in 1Q8, died 
in 1710. His works consisf of Sermons, Latin 
and French poetry, Lstters, tat. He wrote also 
the " History of Cardinal Ximenes.*' 

FLECKNOE, Richard, an English poet and 
dramatic writer, in the reign of Charlea U., re- 
membered only as giving a name to Dryden*a 
incomparable satire against Bhadwell, called 
" Mac Flecknoe,'* from which Pope af terwarda 
acknowledged to have taken the plan of bis 
Dundad. 

FLEETWOOD, WUIiam, an Engllab lawyer, 
recorder of London, in tbe reign of Elizabeth,

FLEETWOOD, William, bishop of Ely, bora 
in the Tower of London, in 16S6, died in 1793. 
His most celebrated writingi are " An Easay 
upon Mirades ;** " Ghronlcon Predoanm , or. 
an account of tlw English m<mev, the price of 
cora, and odier commodities, for the last six bour 
dred years," km. Bisliop Fleetwood's cbarac 
ter was great in every respect His virtue was 
not of the fanatical kind, nor was his piety tlie 
least tinctured with superstition : yet he culti- 
vated and practised both to perfection. As for 
bii accompUsbmenta, ba waa ftacontanibly tbe 
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, preacber, of hia time . aud, for occaaionai 
■ermouii, may be considered as a model. 

FUBMlNGf Robert, a Scoicta disienting mi- 
abcer »Hd powerful preacber, born in 1630, died 
in 1094, leaving bebitid him a work of comide- 
labte merit, called " Tbe FulfilliDg of the Scrip- 

FLEMING, Robert, son of tbe above, minis- 
ter at Linden and Amsterdam, and afterwards 
at Loudon, wrote tracts, &c. on religioua sub 
jects. He died in 171ft. 

FLEMING, Caleb, an English dissenting 
elersynian and writer, died in 1773. 

FLEMMINO, or FLEMMYNGB, Riehard, 
prabradary of York, and bisbop of Lincoln, 
was tbe fbimder of Lincoln college, Oxford ; be 
died in 1431. 

PLE9SELLBS, N. de, a French muglstrate, 
who was shot wliUe attempting to repress a ro- 
vohitioiiary mob in Paris, in 1*^. 

FLETCHER, Dr. Richard, father of the poet, 
ieaa of Peterboroogh, and bishop of Bristol, 
Woceester, and London, died suddenly, hi 1596. 

FLETCHER, Giles, LL. D., brother to the 
Mshop, was an ambassador from EtiEabeth to 
Bmtia, and otherwise emptoyed in her service ; 
be died in 1610. 

FLETCHER, Phinehas, called the ** Spenser 
of tbe age," was born about 1583, and died in 
I&iOl His most (kmouscomposltion called ^' The 
Purple Fstand," is an allecorical description of 
nan His works were printed at Cambridge, in 
1833, and in 1773 bhi " Eclogues" were reprint- 
ed at Edinburgh, with an introduction and argu- 
nem to each eclogue, and notes by an anony- 
Bons editor. 

FLETCHER, Giles, brother of the foregoing, 
•ad author of a rich and picturesque poem, 
Oiled ** Christ's Victorie," was beneficed at Al- 
deito n, in S uffolk, where he died in 1(33. 

FLETCHER, John, an English dramatic 
wrfter, bom in 1576, was tlie son of Dr. Richard 
Fleleher, bisbop of London. He wrote plays 
jointly with Beaumont, though it Is not known 
what ^mre each bore in forming the plots, wri- 
ting tlie scenes, &c ; but the general opinion is, 
that Beanniont*s Judgment was usually employ- 
•dineorrectingand retrenching the superfluities 
of Ftetctaer's wit He died of the plague, at 
Lond on, in 1685 . 

FLETCHER, Abraham, a self-taught maibe- 
nwtieian and astrologer, died In 1793. 

FLETCHER, Beiyamin, governor of the co- 
lony of New- York, known only for his passion- 
tte disposition, and bis avaricious pnipensities, 
Whi ch ren dered him extremely unpopular. 

FLEURIEU,Char1es Peter Clarel de,a French 
hydrographer, captain in the marine, and afler- 
waidi minister of that department, and tutor 
10 the dauphin. Under Napoleon, he was ap- 
pointed Intendant of tlie house, and governor 
of tbe Thuilleriet. Re died in 1810. 

FLEURT, Claude, a French advocate, of 
great learning, tutor to several of the French 
princes, abbot of Locdleu, and prior of Argen- 
lenil ; he waseonfessor to Lewis XV., and died 

la ins. 

FLEITRT, Andrew Hereule de, cardinal, a 
mosteoBlDent French statesman and negotiator, 
bom in Laiwaedoe, 1653, died In 1743. 

FLEUR Y, Julian, the learned editor of the 
Delphln Apalelna. 

FUNDERS, Matthew, a disttngnished Eng- 
lish navigator, who explored the coast of Tiev 
0attih Waleo In n small boat, and was after- 
oM ao conimradec of n vossei. for 
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e purpose of making (artiior discoveries iu 
hat region. He was taken prisoner by the 
French, his journal detained, and Idmaelf to 
cruelly treated as to cause bis death, in 1814. 

FLlNK, Godfrey, a Dutch painter, pupil of 
Rembrandt, died In 1660. 

FLINT, Abel, D. D., a distingnished presby- 
lerian clergyman, for many years pastor of a 
church in Hartford, Connecticut, died in 188S. 

FLIP ART, John James, a French engraver, 
of great merit, died in 1780. 

FLOCaUET, Stephen Joseph, an emfaiont 
musician, died at Pans, in 1785. 

FLODOARD, or FRODOARD, a French bhi* 
torian, and an ecclesiastic, of Rheinui, who 
wrote a history of liis church IVr m its founda- 
tion to 049 ; he died in 966. 

FLOGEI^ Charles Frederic, professor of phi- 
losophy in the college of noblemen, at LeignitSi 
author of a history of the human undeibtand* 
idg, and several other works ; he died in 178B. 

FLOOD, Henry, a very celebrated senator, 
formerly of Ireland, but latterly of England, 
born in 1739. For many years a most distin- 
gnished memlier of tbe house of commons, his 
every effort was invariably directed to improvo 
the political constitution, to increase the inter- 
nal resources, and to promote the general pros- 
perity of Ireland. As an orator, he made De- 
mosthenes his model, and emulated his strength 
and vehemence, without aiming at tiie dlffiimMi 
or brilliancy of Cieero ; and, as a writer, energy, 
force, and argument, more distinguished hk 
productions, than an elaborate structure of 
words, or accurately polished sentences. Ho 
died In 1791. 

FLORENTINO, Stepbaao, a historical pain- 
ter, of Florence, died in 1350. 

FLORIAN, John Peter Claris de, a veiy po- ^ 
pular French writer, born tn 1755. Voltaire, to 
whom he was near akin, procured him the plac« 
of page to the due de Penthievre, who somi gave 
him a commission in the army ; but, on obnnr- 
ing tbe success of his first literaiyproductlon, 
" Galathee," which appeared in 1783, the duke 
determined that he should confine himself to U- 
teroture, and fbmished him with a library. His 
dramas, pastorals, and novels, have placed him 
in the first rank of popularitv as a sentimental 
writer. His " Noma Pompilius," and " Fableo," 
are also murh admired. He died In 1704. 

FLORIMON'D DE REMOND, eounseUor of 
the parliament of Bourdeaux, known as an op- 
poser of Calvinists, died in 160S. 

FLORIO, John, born In I^ondon, in the reign 
of Henry V III., died 6f the plague in 1635. He 
was the author of several works, vix. " First 
Fruits, which jrield familiar Speech, merry Pro> 
vertw, witty Sentences, uid golden Sayings;" 
" Dictionary, Italian and English ;" which was 
afterwards published, In 1611, under this title, 
" aueen Anna*s New WorM of Words,'* Jtc. 

FLORIS, Francis, a sculptor, and cdebrated 
painter, of Antwerp, died in 1570. 

FIA)RUB, Lucius Anneus, an ancient Latin 
historian, of the same fbraily with Seneca and 
Locan, lloorished in the reigns of Trajan and 
Adrian, and wrote an abridgment of the Roman 
history In four books. 

FLORUS, sumamed Master, a deacon of 
Lyons, In the 9tb centary, author of a commen- 
tary on St Paul, Jfcc. 

FLOTER, Sir John, a respMtaUe English 
pbyrieian and nMklical writer, died In 1790. 

FLOYD, WUliam, a aiember of congress, bo 
fore and afUr the adsption of the federal can 
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«titatk>ii, and a aicner of Uic daclaiatioD of In 
dependvaoe ; be diad in IttL 

FLUDD, Robart, an Engliah phyiician and 
pbUosophar, and a voluminoiia writer cm tbe 
wondefB of alch jny, and the RoilGracian doe* 
Irtnea. early In tbe 17tb centniy. 

FL YNT, Henry, one of tbe Ant ministera of 
Bralntree, waa a man of pletyaad integritj ; be 
died fai 1668. 

FLYNTf Heniy, tutor and fellow of Banrard 
cdHege, a native of Dorebeater, Mav., and a 
fneadier, diatingolabed for bia aolid talents ; be 
publiabed a number of aeimona, and died in 
1700. 

FOES, or FOESIUB, Anutiua, a very celebrat- 
ed pbyaiclan, of Paris, bom at Metx, in 1998, and 
died in iaO& He tranalated taitu Latin tbe wbolo 
worki of Hippocrates, and jadicfcwsly corrected 
ibe Greek text as he went along. He tranalated 
also tbe commeniariei of Galen, upon tbe 
eoitd book of Hippoeratea, ** Coocerainc vulgar 
Maladiea/* 

FOOLIETA, or FOLIET A, Uberto, a learned 
Genoefe priest, died at KiMne, in 1581. 

FOHI. tbe iiiM king of China, who la said 
to have roonded this empire about 900 yean af- 
ter tbe deluge. He was tlie lint who taught tbe 
Chinese tiie advantagea of civil society, invented 
imtrusaents of nuislc, established laws and or- 
dioaacea, and is said to liave reigned no lesi 
than 115 yean. 

FOINARD, Frederic Bf aniiee, a native of 
Normandy, eminent as a Hebrew icbolar, was 
vice-president of tlie college of du 
died in 1743. 

FOIX, Mark Anthony, a jesuiLemineit as a 
preacher, died at Avvergne, in 107, 

FOIX, Odel de, k>rd of Lautree, an eminent 
FrsAch general under Lewis XH. and Francis I., 
and governor of Milan ; be died in 1588. 

FOL AROjChariea, a Prendmnan, born in 1069, 
died 1758. Hewasanthorof several works, tbe 
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principal of widcb are, " Conunentaries upon

" Bnglisb Silver Coin,** tnm the conquest to his 
own times. 

FONCEMAGNE, Stephen Laurent de, of Or- 
laauB, preceptor to the duke of Cbartres, died in

logy at tlie univenity of Coimbra, about 1540. 

FON8ECA, Peter, a Portugnese metapbyal- 
dan and writer, died in 1550. 

FONT, Joseph de la, a French comic writer, 
diedinlTSS. 

FONT, Pierre de la, a Frenoh divine and theo- 
Wdcal writeTj^ed hi 1609. 

FONTAINE, John de la, a celebrated French 

Cet, bom In 1631, died 1605. His compeaitions 
ve a great deal of nature, without tlie least af- 
fectation : bis wit seems unstudied, and so much 
pleasantry is hardly to be elaewbere met with. 
His " Fables** are obierved to have 
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riety and correctnem than hia " Tales,*' 
iare very iioeotious. 

FONTAINE, Nicholas, a French theological 
writer ofgreat piety, learning, and industry. 
Idled in 1700- 

FONTADfCB, Peter Fraaefti Ouyot dss, a 
French critic and historical writer, and traiMln- 
|tor, bora hi 1685, died 1745. 

FONTAN A,Dominioo, a Roman arehheet aad 
mechanic of great eniinenoe, wlw au coce d c d In 
setting up tbe obelisk In fVont of Bt Peter's, a 
work before deemed impraeticabla. He died at 
NanteBjIn 1007. 

FONTAN A, Pmspero, an eminent painter at 
BolMna, bom in 151B. 

FONTAN A, Lavinia, daughter of tbe preced- 
ing, wae also eminent ss a oainter, and was p*- 
ironieed by nope 6r«gory Xul. ; she died in 1608. 

FONTAN6ES, Marie AngeUque, ductaMs oT, 
favourite of Lewis XIV., was tteingnished f«r 
ber beauty ; she died in 1681. 

FONTANINl, Juste, archUsfaop of Ancyiv, 
died at Rome in 1736. 

FONTE-MODERATA, a ceiebraled TeneUaa 
lady, whose real name was Modcau Pnsao, waa 
bora at Vemee, in 1555. She is tbe author af 
•everal poems, and pybiished a book to pnoa, 

Dei Merit! delle Donne,*' in which she main- 
tains, that tiie female sex is not inforlor in %tm- 
deretanding and merit to the male. This book 
upon '* Tbe Merits of Women,** was primed 
immediately after ber death ; and ibtber Ribeim 
baa made a eulogium of this learned berouM, 
in hii ** Theatre of Learned Women." 
died in 1503. 

FONTEN AY, Peter Claude, a leaned , 
of Paris, died in 1743. 

FONTEN AT, John Baptist Blain de, 
nent French painter, born at Caen, in 1054, iHad 
1715. Nothing ^ finer than bis fniita and 
flowera. Tliey have all tlie fresbnem and beau^ 
imaginable : and tbe very dew seems lo trickia 
down the italka of them with all tbe lostre and 
transparency of a diamond. The iaeecii 
them also aimear perfectly animated. 

FONTENELLB, Bernard le Bovier de, m 
French author, bora in 1087, died 1757. Voltaire 
declares liim to have lieen the most ualveraal 

KBnius thai the age of Lewis XIV. prodaced. la 
Is poetical performances, and " Dlaiogoes of 
the Dead,'* the spirit of Voitnre was discerned, 
though more extended, and mora phBosopliicaL 
His " Plurality of Worids** is a work sli^alBr 
in its kind; his design in it w*s, to preeent that 
part of philooopby to view in a gay and pleasing 
dress ; for which purpose he baa introduced a 
lady, and drawn up the whole in a moat aipee- 
able, aa well as instructing dialogue. In tte 
same manner lie made an entertaining book oat 
of " Vandale'a Orades.** Having been ap- 
pointed perpet\ial aecsstaiTtD the academy of 
sciences, ne discharged that trnat above 40 years, 
so as to meet with universal applause. Hia 
** History of the Academy of Sciences" oftaa 
throws a great tight anon tlieir memoira, wfeddi 
are very obaeure. 'Tbe ** Elogea** which ba 
spoke on tbe deceased memlien of the academy 
have tliis particular merit, tiiat tliey excite a re- 
spect for the sdenees as well as for the author. 

FONTENU, Lewis Francis de, a FreBflk 
writer and a great antiquarian, died in 17S0. 

FONTIUS, Bartholomew, a historian of Fk> 
rence, and librarian lo the king of Hungary, at 
Buda : he died in 1513. 

FOOTE, Samuel, liora at Traro, In Cornwall, 
In 1798. Ha was deslgMd for the law, bat tbe 
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dryiien and gravity of thin study not sultiof the 
vivacity of Fuote'i spiht, be left it, and had 
reeoane to the stage. He appeared firet io 
Othello, bttt Mxm eiruelc out iuio a new and un- 
trodden path; which was, by taking upon him- 
■elTthe doubte character of aadior and perform- 
er. Under this form, ik I'M?, he opened tlie little 
Iheatitt in the Uayinarket with a drama of his 
own eompoaiog, called, " The Diversions of 
the Homing.'* This piece was notliing more 
ibaii the introduction of well-known cbaractere 
iu real life ; whose manner of conversing and 
expreesing Uiemselves he had a roost amazing 
talvtti at imitating, even to the very voice of 
those he intended to tak§ og. From 175S lo 
IT^i, he eonduued to perform at one of the 
theatres every season, as (hncy or interest di- 
ffticied his choice, ceneral^ for a stated number 
of nights: oo Wluch engagements he usually 
bfonghc out a new pieee. And thus he went 
on. till a very pressing embarmasment in his 
affaincompeltea him to perform " The Minor" 
ac the Haymarfcet, in the summer of 1700, with 
such a company as he could hastily collect. 
Henceforward be pursued the scheme of occu- 
pyii^ thai theatre when the ocliers were shut 
up; and, from 1783, to the season be(bre his 
4leath, he rMularly performed there. In 1766, 
wlien at loia Mezl>orongh*s in the country, he 
broke hie leg by a fall from his horse, the duke 
of York being also there ; and it is generally 
supposed, that this accident faciUtiUed his appli- 
cation for a patent, which he obtained in July 
of the same jrear. Foote now acquired a great 
deal of money, and seemed to set mankind at 
defiance ; for he cared not whom he olfcnded, if 
Ihey were but subjeoLs convertible to ridicule ; 
be died io 1777. Foote has been called the 
** English Aristophanes," and certainly was a 
BKMt pow erful satirist of the follies of the age. 

POPPENS, John Francis, professor of divin- 
ity, at Iiouvain, and archdeacon of Mechlin, 
died in nei. 

FOR BBS, Patdek, a learned and pious bishop, 
of Abeidecn, born 1564, died 1635w His princi- 
pal work is a " Commentacy on the Revela* 
tkina." 

FORBES, John, made bishop of Aberdeen 
tf Junes VI., was the son of Patrick Forbes 
Inst mentioned. His book of *' Historical and 
Theoloi^l Institutions," Is so excellent a 
work, that Bomet says, if he could have finish- 
ed it by a second volume, it would, pertiaps, 
have been the most valuable treatise of divinity 
that has yet appeared in the world. He died io 
IMS. 

FORBES, Duncan, an eminent Scottish law- 
yer, and many years president of the court of 
sessions ; but as a writer chiefly emiiloyed on 
theolocical subjects : bora in 1Q8S, died in 1747. 

FORBEd, James, F. R. S. , a celebrated toutlst 
and natural historian, born in London, In 1749, 
a lineal dmcendant of the earls of Oranard ; 
died in 1810. He travelled nearly 90 yeara in 
diflsnmt parts of Asia, Africa, and America ; and 
hts drawiagd, and accompanying descriptions, 
durinc these travels, fill 150 folio volumes, con- 
taining upwards af SS,600 pagrs, the work of 
his own hand. His ciiief work, however, is 
enUtled, ^* Oriental Memoirs," «tc., with 03 
beautirol engravings from his original drawings. 
FORBES, WiUiam, principal of Marischal 
eoiltiee, at Aberdeen, and bishop of Edinburgh ; 
he diet} tjs ISIM. 

point ES, John, a phystcinn, afterwards a 
bri^uilic/ general in tho British army, and com- 
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mander of the expedition against fort Dn Uuesnst 
which he took and called fort Pitt, now Pitt»> 
burgh ; he died at Phihidelpbia, hi I7W. 

FORBES, EU, D. D., minister of a church hi 
Brookfield.and aderwards hi Glousesier, Mass. ; 
died iu 1604. 

FORBIN, Claude chevalier de. a naval officer 
of France. In 1686, chief admiral to ilie king 
of Slam, in the Rast-IndisB, aiul afterwards In 
the service of Lewis XTV. ; he died in ITJS. 

FORBISHER. See FROBISHER. 

FORBONNA18, Francis Veron de, inspector 
general of the manufactures of France, and a 
writer on finance and commerce, died In 1800. 

FORCE, Chartotte Roee de Cauroont de la, a 
French poetess of considerable merit, died in 
1724. 

FORCE, James duke de la, fi»tan«tely escaped 
the massacre of St Bartholomew, in which bii 
father and brother were murdered. He fought 
with the proiestania, tmder Henry IV., agahist 
Lewis XIII., but was afterwards reconciled to 
him, and made a marshal of France, a duke 
and Ueotenant general of the army, with Uberal 
presents; he died In 165B. 

FORD, John, a dramatic writer In the reigna 
of James I. and Charles I. He wrote l^nlays. 
which were all pubHshed between 1689 and 
1630. He was bom hi 1586, and died about 
1630. 

FORDUN.Johtide,a Scotch htetoriaa, who 
lived toward the end of the 14th oenturv, anil 
wrote the htstory of his own country, under the 
title of " ScotiChronicon." 

PORDYCE, David, a learned and elegant 
writer of the present age, professor of philoso- 
phy in the Marischal-cotlege, Aberdeen, and 
author of '^ Dialogues concerning Education,*' 
a " Treatise on Moral Philosophy/' and *' Theo- 
doras, a Dialogue concerning the Art of Preach- 
ing," published after his untimely death. He 
was bom at Aberdeen, ia 1790, and died by 
shipwreck, in 1751. 

FORDYCE. Sir William, one of the most 
eminent physicians of London, hi the 18th cen- 
tury, and a very benevolent man, died in 179S. 

FORDYCE, Dr. James, many yean a very 
popular and eloquent preacher among the pro* 
tcstant dlBseiiters, bora at Aberdeen, in 1790, 
died in 1796, leaving behind him some excAlent 
moral and religious publications ; particularly, 
'' Sermons to Young Men and Women." 

FORDYCE, Dr, George, an eminent physi- 
cian and writer on medicbie and chymistry, was 
bom at Aberdeen, in 1736, and died in London, 
in 1809. His principal works are, "Elements 
of Agriculture and vegetation," "Elements of 
the Practice of Physic," and *' A Treatise on 
the Digestion of Food." Other works of his, 
are to be found in the PhikMophlcal Transac- 
tions, fbc. 

FOREIRO, Francis, a Dominican monk, of 
Lisbon, eminent for his abilities and learning, 
died in 1581. 

FOREST, or FORESTA. James Philip, an 
Auffustlne monk, born at Bergamo, died about 
1503. 

FOREST, Peter, a Dutch physldan and me- 
dical writer, bora 1532, died 1597. 

FOREST, John, an eminent French painter, 
who excelled in landscapes, bora 1636, died 171S. 

FORMEY, John Henry Samuel, minister of 
the French church at Beriin, and professor of 
pliiloaophy in the French college there ; he died 
in 1797. 

FORMOSUS, Uabop of Porto, and pope after 
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Btepibeo v., In 901, Hinuipopalaritj was such, 
that his body was dragied (torn bn ^ve by 
tiM populace, and thrown into the Tyber. 

FObBKAL, Peier, a natoraliat of Bweden, 
who atadled onder Linnnus, and afterwards 
went with Neibtthr to Arabia, where he died in 
ITtO. 

PORBTSait John, a proteataot Hebraist, of 
Wlttembeiv, the ftiood of Luther and Meianc- 
Ihon. died fn lS56u 

PORSTER, Geonw, an togenioui naturalist, 
who accompaoted Cook in his second voyage 
round the world ; lie was afterwards professor 
In the universl^ of Cassel, and died in 17S2. 
while preparing to viait Thibet. He was tlie au- 
thor of afoumal of Coolers voyages, &c. 

PORSTER, Dr. John Relnotd. an eminent 
writer In natural history and natural philosophy, 
who aocompanted captain Coolc in his second 
voyage round the world in 1772. He was born 
1789, and died at Halle, a Priusixn university, 
in Saxony, 1799, leaving behind him many va- 
luable treatises. 

PORSTER, Nathaniel, an Engttsh clergyman, 
prebendary of Bristol cathedral, and chaplain 
to the king, died in 1757. His writings were nu- 
merous, on various sul^ts. 

FORSTNER, Christopher, an Austrian law- 
yer, who, for Ms services in negotiating the 
peace of Munster, was made a member of the 
Aniic council ; he died in 1667. 

POR8YTH, William, P. A. 8., was bom hi 
1737. He was early initiated in horticulture ; 
went to London, in 1763, and shortly afterwards 
became a pupil to the celebrated Philip MlUer, 
gardener to the company of apothecaries ; and 
whom be succeeded in that situation, in 1771. 
Here he remained till he was appointed by his 
majesty, chief superintendent of the royal gar- 
dens at Kensington and St James* ; which he 
held until his death, in 1804. About the year 
1768, Mr. Porssrth paid particular attention to 
the cultivation of fruit and forest trees, and 
fumed his thoughts more especially toward the 
discovery of a compmitlon to ronedy the dis- 
eases and tajuries incident to them. After re- 
peated trials, he at length succeeded in prepar- 
ing one which ftiUy answered his expectations ; 
and ip the year 1780, the success of his experi- 
ments attracted the notice of the commiasioners 
•f tlie land revenue ; upon whose recommenda- 
tion, a committee of both houses of parliament 
was appointed to report upon the merits of bis 
discovery. The result of their inquiries was, 
a perfect conviction of its utility ; and, in eon- 
aequence, an addresa was voted by the house 
•f commons to his majesty, prying that a re- 
ward might be granted to Mr. P. upon his dis- 
elosing the secret of his composition to the pub- 
lic ; which was accordingly done ; and in 1791, 
Mr. P. published his *' Obeervations on the 
Diseases. Defects, and injuriea of Frait and 
Forest Trees ;** to which he added the whole 
correspondence between the commissioners of 
the land revenue, the committee of parliament, 
and himself. In 1803, Mr. F. published the final 
reault of his labours, ** A Treatise on the Cul- 
ture and Management of Fruit Trees," &x., in 
a 4to volume, with many plates : the value of 
which work has been duly appreciated by the 
public, three editions havii^ been sold in a very 
abort time. 

FORT, Francis le. a native of Geneva, who 
entered the service or Peter L, of Russia, where 
he behaved with such skill and ability, that the 
Mnperor made him eommander of hia armies, 
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>and his prime minister. He died at Moscow, in 
1609, deeply lamented. 

FORTESCUE, Sir John, an emtnent Eaelisli 
lawyer, in the reign of Henry VI. In 1441, he 
was made a king's serjeant al law; and the 
year after, chief justice of the King** bench. He 
held this office through the reign of Henry VI., 
to whom he steadily adherM and served fkitb- 
fully in all his troubles. His most famoua work^ 
"De Laudibus Legum Anelir,** yet reDiaina 
an everlasting monument of this great and good 
man's respect and affection for his coutttiy. H« 
died about 1465. 

FORTIGUERRA, Nicolas, an ItaUan poet, 
made a bishop by Clement XL, and pranised a 
cardinal's bat by Clement XII. ; be diied m 1735 

FORTIUS, or FORTI8, Joachim, a teacher 
of Greek and mathematics, at Antwerp, aad 
the friend of Erasmus ; he died in 1536. 

FOSCARI, Francis, made doge of Venice, in 
14S3, signalized his government by great terri- 
torial conquests ; but these were attended with 
so much expense to the Venetians, that they 
murmured loudly against him. The mahce of 
his enemies vented itself upon his son, whom, 
upon various pretexts, they caused ihrtee to be 
banished. The fkther was deposed in 34S7. at 
the a||e of 84, and died two days after. Hia son 
also died in prison under a false accusation of 
murdering a senator, which the real asaaasin 
confessed on his deathbed, but too late to save 
the life of young Foscari, who had died In con 
flnement. the victim of calumny. 

F08CARINI, Michael, a Venetian aenalor 
land historian, and a novel writer, died In 1693 

FOSSE, Charles de la, an eminent French 
painter, and professor and rector of! the acade- 
my for painting, with a pensloa from Lewin 

IV., of 1000 crowns ; be died in 1716. 

FOSSE. Antony de la, lord of Aubiany, dis- 
tinguished as a poet and tragedian, died in 1708. 

FOSTER, Dr. James, an English diaseniing 
minister, bom in 1607. He published a " De- 
fence of the Usefulness, Truta, and Excellency, 
of the Christian Revelation,** against Tindal's 
"Christianity as old aa the Creation." This 
defence is written with great force of aifument 
and great moderation, has been well accepted, 
is much esteemed by the candid and judicious 
of all parties ; and, as he said, was qx>kea of 
with great regard by Tfaidal himselC He died 
in 1753. 

FOSTER, Samuel, an eminent EngUah ma- 
diematician, and astronomy professor of 6re> 
sham college, bom about 1600, died in 1658. His 
works on mathematics and mechanics are nu- 
merous and valuable. 

FOSTER, John, canon of Windsor, and an 
excellent classic scholar, bora in 1731, died in 
1773. Ho wrote " An Essay on the di^rent 
Nature of Accent and Quantity, with their 0ae 
and Application in the Pronunciation of the 
English, Lath), and Greek Languagea," which 
sufncienUy attests his character as a scholar. 

FOSTER^hr Michael, an eminent Judge, was 
recorder of Bristol, and afterwards one of the 
justices of the king's bench. He died in 176S. 

FOSTER, Jedediah, a justiee of the superior 
court of Maasacbusette, was one of the jprinci- 
pal members of the convention which framed 
the constitution of that itate ; he died at Brook- 
field, in 1779. 

FOSTER, Beniamin, D. D., minister In New- 
Tork, became a baptist; be was learned In the 
languages and died in 1798. 

FOT&ERGILL, Geoge, D. Dm an EbUM 
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cieionDui, head of St. Edmund bsll, Ozftwdt 
and Tlcar of Bramley ; be died In 1700. 

FOTMBRGILL, BaniQel, brother of George, 
was eminent as ajpreacher among the qnakers. 
Re travelled over Great Britain and North Ame- 
rica, to propafata bis doctrines, and died in 
1773 . 

FOTHBROILL, Johii, an eminent qnaker 
physician, bom in 1713. His public and private 
benefactions, bis oncoura^eroent of science, the 
iaatances of his attention to the health, the po- 
lice, the convenience of the metropolis, ice are 
too numerous to specify, and his great medical 
skflJ too well known to need our eulogy. 

FOUCAULT. Nicolas Joseph, a dis&ttgulsh- 
ed antiquary, who discovered the ancient town 
of the Viducassians, in 1704, within six miles 
of Caen, an aecount of which he published, 
with the history of the coins, medals, &c. found 
there : he died in 17^. 

FOUCHEB, Simon, a native of D^, author 
of a treatise on Hygrometers, and other worlcs : 
he died in IflM. 

FOUCEf lEB, Bertram de. a Dutch painter, of 
Ber^n-op-Zoom, and a disciple of Vandyck, 
died in 1674. 

FOUCaUET,Nichol88,marquis of Belle-Isle. 
pmcnrator-^neral of the parliament of Paris, 
and superintendent of Anances, was banished 
for his extravagance witli public moneys; he 
died In 1080. 

POCCQ.UET, Charles Txmis Augustus, bet- 
ter Icnown by tiie title of marshal Belle-isle, 
one of tile greaten statesmen and generals that 
Prance lias produced, was l)om in 1684, and 
died in 17fil. 

FOUGEROUX, Augustus Denys, an eminent 
writer and antiquary, of Paris, died in 17%. 

FOUILLON, James, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
Roch eiie, and educated among the Jesuits, about 
1700. 
ForXLIS, Robert and Andrew, two learae<l 

Sinters, of Scotland, natives, it is t)eUeved, of 
asgow ; ft-om whose presses have issued some 
of the finest specimens of correct and elegant 

rihnttng that wa'^ produced In tlie ISth century, 
n 1744, came out Robertas immaculate edkion 
«f " Horace ;* * the sheets of which, as thev were 
print(i4i were hung up in the college of Glas- 
gow ; and a rewanl was offered to those who 
slHHild dijccover an inaccuracy. Anorew died 
In 1774, and Robert In 1770. 

FOULON, William, a schoolmaster, at the 
Haj^e, known as a writer of Latin comedies ; 
be died in 1558. 

FOUliON, John, a Jesuit, of Liege, author 
of a comnientaiT on some part of the Serip- 
tnras, died In 1668. 

FOULON, N. a French politician and finan- 
cier, who was placed at the head of the finan- 
ces at the beeinniiig of the revolution, and be- 
came one of its first victims, in 1780. 

FOUNTA!NE,Sir Andrew, received the bo- 
ooar of knighthood from king William, and 
travelled over most p^rts of Europe : where he 
made a lar«e and valuable collection of pictures, 
ancient statues, medals, and inscriptions ; and 
by bis skill and judgment, furnished the most 
considerable cabinets in England, to his own 
emohiment, being a perfect connoiseur in me- 
dals, ancient as well as modem. He died in 
ITS! 

FOUaUIER TINVILLE, Anthony Quentin, 
a Frenchman, of infamous memory, who, as 
pobHc accuser during the revolution, under 
Kobespierra, was coiwpicnous for his drpravitv 
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even at that time ; be was guillotined in 1704, 
universally execrated. 

POUUUIERES, James, a Flemlsb landscape 
painter, tiom at Antwerp, in 1S80. Bome hava 
placed hbn so near Titian, as to make the dlf> 
fcrence of tlieir pictures consist, rather in the 
countries represented, than in ttie goodness 
of the pieces. He painted for Rubens, of whom 
he learned the essentials of liis art, and died in 
1659. 

FOUR,du. Bee L0N6UERUB. 

FOURCROI, N. an eminent French engloeer, 
died in 1791. 

FOUKCROY, Anthony Francis, a very emi- 
nent French writer, ou chynilstry, and a mem- 
ber of the Institute, bora at Paris, in 1755, died 
in 1809. His funeral oration was pronounced 
by count Regnard de St. Jean D'Angely. 

FOURMONT, Stephen, profesnr of Arabic 
and Chinese, at Paris, was distinguished for hia 
learning, not only by Frenchmen, out by foreign- 
ers, who resortM to his house for literary con- 
veraation; he died in 1743. 

FOURMONT, Michael, brother to the above, 
was an ecclesiastic, and professor of ByriaCi in 
the royal collate ; he diefl In 1746. 

FOiTRNIER, Peter Sbnon, a French engra- 
ver and letter-founder, bom at Paris, in 17J9. 
ills letters not only embellished the typographi- 
cal art, but his genius illustrated and enlanred 
it. He published, In 1737, a table of propor- 
tions to he observed between letters, in order 
to determine their height and relations to each 
other. This ingenious artist ascended to the 
very origin of printing, for the sake of knowing 
it thoroughly. He produced at different times 
several mstorical and critical dissertations u|K)n 
the rise and progress of the typograplilcal art, 
which have since been collected and published 
in 1 VOL, divided into three parts : tlie last In- 
cludes a curious lilstory of the engravers in 
wood. But the most important work of Four- 
nier is his " Manual Typographique, utile aux 
Gens de Lettres, et a ceux qui cxercent les dif- 
ferens Parties de I* Art de I'lmprimerie.'* The 
author meant to have added two more, but was 
prevented by his death, which happened iu 

FOTTRNY, Honore Ca'iUe du, a very learned 
Frenchman, auditor of the chamber of accounts, 
at Paris, died in 1731. 

FOURQUEVAUX, Raymond, of Pavla, ba- 
ron of, distinguished himself in the wars or the 
Guelpbs and Gibbelines, and In defence of Tou- 
louse, against the Huguenots, for which he a.-as 
made governor of Narlwnne, where he died in 
1574. 

FOWLER, John, an Engllsb printer, educa- 
ted at Oxford, and settled at Antwerp, where 
he learned printing; he was a learned man, 
skilled in Latin and Greek, a poet, and an ora- 
tor. He died in 1578. 

FOWLER, Christopher, a puritan of some 
eminence, who became vicar of St. Mary's 
from which he was ejected ; he died in 1676. 

FOWLER, Edward, an English prelate^of 
njent piety, prebendary and afterwarde Usnop 
of Gloucester, died In 1714. 

FOWLER, Thomas, an English pbyBieian| 
eminent as a writer on medical subjects, died 
in 1801. 

FOX, Richard, a native of Grantham, of ob- 
scure origin, was educated at Oxftird and Cam- 
bridge, and made a privy counsellor, and bisho* 
of Exeter, by Henty, earl of Richmond, on hu 
accession to the throne. He was also employed 
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in varioas embanies. and removed to the see 
of Durham ; he died la 1538. 

FOXf Edward, an eminent atateaman, almo- 
Aer to Henry VIII., and blahop of Hereford. 
Be was the principal pillar of the Reformation^ 
AS to the politic and prudential part of it ; being 
of more activity and no less ability than Cran- 
mer himself; but he acted more secretly than 
Cnuuner, and by that means did not bring him- 
self into danger of suffering on that account. 
He was born at Dursley, in Gloucestershire, 
an4 died in 1538. 

FOX, John, an English dii'ineand church his- 
torian, born at Boston, in Lincolnshire, in 1517, 
the very year that Luther began to oppose the 
enors of lbs church of ftome ; he died In 1587. 

FOX, George, founder and head of the £iu(- 
Hsh quaicers, was bora in 16SM. and died in 1680. 
He was brought up a shoemaker, and followed 
his trade in Nottingham ; till at length bis re- 
flections upon the degeneracy of manKiod mode 
him resolve to attempt a ret'ormatiou ; and, be- 
lieving himself under the aavaniage of spiritual 
liluminatioii, be shut up his shop, and turned 
lireacher. This was in 1U50 ; and his wife Mar- 
garet, being under the same persuasion, had also 
a share in his ministerial functions. His doc- 
trine and appearance b^ng altogether new, the 
people ran after him in great numbers : which 
success encouraged him to declaim with tlie 
Utmost vehemence against the disorders of tlie 
times. His disciples adopted plainness in their 
habits, were fragal in their manner of living, and 
▼ery reserved in their conversation. Fox had 
several rough traverses in executing the instnic- 
tloos that he professed to receive ^om heaven, 
and was oflten in danger of his life. Notwiih! 
standing all these discouragements, he fearlessly 
perseveredjUid this sect prevailed much ; many 
considerable num being drawn over to tliein, 
Among whom were Barclay and Penn. Their 
fbllowers of the present tbne. are distlnguislied 
1^ neatness of dress, peaceaMe demeanor, and 
correetness of manners. 

FOX, Charles James, a distingnlahed English 
ttatesman*and orator, born in Vi^, was the sc 
eond son of lord Holland. After receiving a libe 
ral education at Westminster, Eton, and Oxford, 
he made the tour of Europe ; and, returning 
home, was even, while yet in his minority, elect- 
ed M. P. for Midhurst. His first speech was in 
favour of ministers, asainst Mr. Wilkes and the 
liiddlesex election. He was successively made 
t lord of the admiralty and of the treasury, but 
at length diraiissed from office ; and before he 
was M years of age, became one of the most 
eloquent opponents of government With the 
exception of a short time under the Rockingham 
administriulon, wtien he was secretary of state, 
Mr. Fox continued leader of the oppoettion party 
in the house of commons fr6ni that time till the 
death of Mr. Piu In the beginning of 1806 ; when 
he was made secretary of state for foreign af 
folrs. He now entered on a n^otiation witii 
the French government with a view to a peace ; 
hutadropsy seized him during its progress, which 
terminated fatally at Ghiswick House, Sept L3, 
of the same year. His remains received the 
lUttionrs of a public funeral in Westminster Ab 
bey on the 10th of October, and were interred 
Witbfn eighteen inches of the grave of his late 
polltieal rival, Mr Fttt 

FOX DE MORZILLO, Sebastian, a natixe 
Af Seville, autlior of philosophical tracta. tec 
hi was drowned on his way to Bpain, to b4.'Com( 
the tutor to Don Carlos, sou of f Uilij) III. j 
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FOXCROFT, Thomas, a distinguished sml 
admired minister, of Boston; publlsliod nu- 
merous sermons, and died in 1760. 

FRACASTORIO, Girolamo, an Italian poet 
and physician, distinguished also as a matlw- 
maticlau and astronomer, and as the hiiUnala 
friend of Cardinal Bembo, Scatlgur, and otbor 
learned men ; he died in 1553. 
r R ACHCTT A, Girolamo, a native of Royignc^ 
in Italy, who gained great reputation by his po- 
litical works, the most considerable of which w 
entitled, " II Seminario de Govern! di Staio, et 
di Guerra." In this work, he has collected, 
under 110 chapters, about 6000 roiliury and 
state maxims, extracted from the best authors ; 
Bind has added to each chapter a discourae, 
which serve:! as a commentary to it He died 
about 1610. 

FAAGUIER, Claude Francis, a French wri- 
ter, an eminent claiisicul scholar, and aailior c^ 
Latin poems, &c. ; he died In I7S8. 

PRANCESCA, Peter, an eminent painter, of 
Venice, who delight»Mi in representing uigbl- 
pieccs and battles. He drew also several por- 
traits, wrote of arithmetic and geomeuy, and 
died in 1443. 

FRANCESCHINI, Mark Antony, a painter, 
of Bologna, died in 1729. 

FRAMCIK, Antonio, a painter, of Lucca, 
engaged in tlie service of the duchess of Flor- 
ence ; he died in 1709. 

FRANCIA, Francesco, an eminent painter, 
lx>m at Boiogria in 1450, was at first a goldsmith 
or jeweller, atterwards a grav«r of coiiw and 
medals ; but at last applying himself to painting, 
he acquired great credit by his skiH. Raphael's 
reputation made him desirous to see his works, 
but his age would not suflfer him to take a jour- 
ney to Rome : nevertheless, a friendly corres- 
pondence commenced between these two pain- 
ters. Raphael having painted the ptctureof 
i^t Cecilia for a church in Bologna, seat it to 
Francia to place it properly for him, and even 
to correct its fliults, if he discerned any. But 
Francia was so struck with the boauiy of ihc 
piece, that, despairing of attaining the same 
perfection, he fell, it in said, into a kind of me- 
lancholy ; and thid, bringing on a consum^Hion, 
occoHloned his deatJi in ]51o. 

FR.-VN'CIS, Simon, a French painter, bom in 
1606, was in IiIb youih very devout, and declar- 
ed for a religious life. Seeking out a profcwioti 
which might aasiiit him in raising his kouI to 
the love of Cktd, and by chance looking on a 
picture of our Saviour's nativity, he was ko ex- 
tremely touched, that, in hopes of being able to 
draw some pieces whose effect on tlie specta- 
tors mh;ht be as lively, be resolved to turn pain- 
ter. He died in 1671. 

FRANCIS, of Paulo, a Romish saint, canon- 
ized by pope Leo X:, was the founder of ihe 
Minims, and celebrated for bis austerities ; he 
died in 1507. 

FRANCIS, of Assisi, a great saint of the 
Romish church, and founder of on«^ of four or- 
dera of mendicant friars, bora in lltS. He was 
the son of a merchant, whose profesfeion hr> 
followed till lSi06 ; at which time he b4;camo 
9o strongly affected with religious truths, that 
he resolved to retire from the world. He pre- 
vailed with great numbers to devote themM^lv*^, 
as he had dune, to the poverty enjoined by Ute 
gospel; and drew up an institute, or rule, lor 
their use, which was ^>prov«d by the Roman 
PonfSflk. Francis was canonized bv pope Grc- 
l{ory IX., the 6th of May, 1230; and 6c t. the 
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ftb, on which bis death haimened In 1836, win 
Bfipoiiiied as Mb festival. liiB order soon rose 
la crcat splendour, aud has done prodigious ser- 
tice to tiw Roman pontiffs. 

FRANCIS DE SALES, a Romish baint, was 
fclsiiopof Geneva, and founder of tlie order of the 
TiBiwian He is said to have converted 70,000 
Mui e J tanls before Lis death, which happened 
Id VSaSL Ha was canonized by pope Alexander 
VI. 

FRANCIS XAVIER, the mat coadjutor of 
Ifnatim Loyote, wasbom at xavier, at the foot 
of the Pyrenees, in 1506; and was sent one of 
the earliest missionaries to the East Indies ;, for 
Bis xaal and ability in which undertalcing, ht ob- 
tained the appellation of the Apostle of the In- 
dies. He died iBl5tt2, and was canonized in 1022, 
byCrecoryXV. 

FR Ar9<ns, of Lfbrraine, emperor of Germany, 
married a daughter of ttic emperor Charles VI., 
and was associated with bis wife in the empire 
tin 1745, wlien be was elected emperor. He was 
a paxroo of literature and tlie arts, as well as of 
•oiameffce; lie died suddenly in 1075. 

FRANCIS I., king of France, succeeded Lewis 
XII- oo the French throne, in 1515. Be is known 
as the rival and opponent of the emperor Charles 
v., with whom he was involved in war, during 
almost his whole reign, with various siiccefs, 
and to whom he was, at one time, a prisoner, 
with hi<i two sons ; also, as the patron of litcra- 
tare and the arts. He died at Rambouillet, in 
1517. 

FRANCIS n., son of Henry n. and Catherine 
de Hedtcis, succeeded to the throne of France on 
Uie death of his father. He married the unfor- 
mnate Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 1560, 
SMd 17, after a reign of 17 months. 

FRANClB,dtike uf Alencon, Anjou, andBcrri, 
■ad brother of the preceding, opposed hie bro- 
ther Henry III., for which he was imprisoned by 
Catherine, and afterwards liberated. He was 
subsequently crowned duke of Brabant, and 
wa:! one of the sttitors of queen Elizabeth ; he 
died in 1S84. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count of St. Pol 
and Cfaaumont, distinguished himself at the bat- 
tle of Marignan. He was takt>n prisoner with 
Francis I., but escaped, and died In 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count Enshien, 
«as a celebrated general in the service of Fran- 
cb I. ; he was killed by acciilent, in 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, dttke of Mont- 
qensier, was the faithful associate of Henry IV. 
of France, and distinguished himself In his ser- 
vice as a ffoldier ; he died in 1502. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, duke of Guise and of 
Aumale, distinguished himself in the wars with 
Charies V., and the English ; and in the reigns 
of Henry 11^ and Francis II. of France, com- 
pletely governed the kingdom. After the death 
of Francis, he espoused the side of the catholics, 
In the civil ware, and was assassinated in 1563. 

FRANCIS DE BORGIA, St., duke of Can- 
dia, and viceroy of Catalonia, was the grandson 
of pope Alexander VI. He afterwardn became 
a je-^dit, and died at Rome, in 1573. He was ca- 
annlxed by pope tlenicnt X. 

FBANCIS, Lucas, a historical and portrait 
painter, employed by the kings of France and 
Spain ; br. died in 1643. 

FB ANCIS ROM A IN, a Dorolnicaa, of Ghent, 
was an eminent architect ; lie waseniplnyod by 
Lewis XIV., to fi hih The Font Royal, of Paris, 
fnr which be wa^ liberally rewarded ; he diud in 
173S. 
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FBANCIS, Dr. PhUlp, more dlsUnguishetl as 
a translator than as an original writer. Bli 
versions of Horace and Demosthenes have been 
jueUy valued : the former is perhaps as com- 
plete and useful a work of its kind as hath yet 
appeared. He was also the author of two tra- 
gedies, "Eugenia,** and '* Constantia;'* but, as 
a dramatic writer, not very suceessftil. Re died 
in 1773. 

FR ANCIS,James Chartes, an eminent French 
engraver, died in 1769. 

FRANCIS, sir PhUip. was a member of the 
English pariiament, and an active promoter of 
the articles of faopeachmGnt of Warren Hast- 
ings. He has been considered by some as the 
author of Junius* Letters ; he died in 1818. 

FANCI8CA, or FRANCES, a Roman lady, 
who founded a convent at Rome, and was can- 
onized in IGOe ; she was bom in 1.1S4. 

FRANCIUS, Peter, profcasor of rhetoric, and 
oratory at Amsterdam, his native city ; be died 
in 1704. 

FRANCK, George, a native of Naumburg, re- 
ceived a poetic crown, at the age of 18, for his 
Ladn, Greek, German, and Ilebrew*noetry. II e 
was professor of medicine at Heioelbcrg and 
WittemburK, and died in 1704. 

FRANCK, Augustus Herman, of Lul>crk, 
professor of oriental languages, and of divinity 
at Halle, was distinguished for Ids benevolence 
and piety: be died in 17S7. 

FRANCK, or FRANC^EN, Franciscus, a 
Flemish painter, of great merit, died in Ifilf). 

FRANCK, Francis<*as, son of the preceding, 
and a pupil of his fatiier, was also a painter : 
he died in 164<2. 

FRANCKER, Chris! Ian, successively ajcsnit, 
a socinian, a unitarian, and a caUiolic, in tlie 
IGth century. 

FRANCKENBTEIN, Christian Godfrey, of 
iLeipsic, an advocate, distinguished as a man of 
I letters, and a historian ; he died In 1717. 

FRANCO, Nicolo, a satirist, bom at Bene- 

' vento, in 1510. He was condemned to death. 

for some severe satires on illustrious persons or 

Rome ; bni it Is not known that be was executed 

FRANCO, Battista, a painter, of Venice, who 
imitated the manner of Buonarotte, died In 1561. 

FRANCOIS, Abbe Laurent, an able opponent 
of the French philoeophers, died in 1789. His 
works were principally in defence of religion. 

FRANCOIS, Simon, a selftaught portrait 
painter of Tours, died in 1671. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, a historical painter, in 
the service of the Icings of France and Spain, 
died in 1643. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, called the Younger, son 
of the preceding, was also highly respected as a 
I painter ; he died in 1654. 

FRANCOWITZ, Matthias, a protestant di- 
vine, pupil of Luther and Melancthon, was a pri- 
vate teacher, and afterwards professor of the 
Greek and Latin languages at wittemburg ; be 
died in 1575. 

FRANCUS, Sebastian, a German anabi^iUsi 
of the 16tb century

FRANKLIN, Dr. Benjamin, bora at Boston, 
in America, iu 1706. was placed at a very eariy 
r.se under one of bis brothers, who was a printer, 
vvljcie he made a rapid progress in that art so 
useful to mankind, and cnntmctod an attach 
meat for the prem which continued as long 
as he lived. Scarcely emerged from infancy 
Franklin was a pliilosopher without being con 
scioua of it, and by the coniiaual exerct»u of His 
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nen in icieiice wtiicli have ainoe 
hiri uaine with that of Newton, and for thoae 
political reflections which have placed him by 
tJie eide of a 9olon and a Lycurgus. Soon 
aaer his removal from Boelon to Philadelphia, 
Prankliu,in concert with some other young men, 
csublished a small dub ; where every member, 
after his work was over, and on hoUdayi, brought 
his stock of ideas, which were submitted to dis- 
aisdon. This society of which the young print- 
er was the soulf has been the source of every 
useAil estid>lishment in Pennsylvania calculated 
to promote the progress of science, the mechani- 
cal arts, and particularly the improvement of 
the human understanding. Higher employ 
ments, however, at length called aim from his 
country, which he was destined to serve more 
effectually as its agent in England, whither he 
was sent in 1757. The stamp act, by which the 
British minister wished to familiarise the Aroer- 
icaiis to pay taxes to the mother-country, re- 
vived that love of liberty which had led their 
forefkthen to a county at that time a desert ; 
and the colonies formed a congress, the first idea 
of which had been communicated to them by 
Franklin, al the conferences at Albany, in 1734. 
The war that was just terminated, and the 
exertions made by them to support it, had given 
tliem a conviction of their strength ; they op- 
posed tbis measure, and the minister gave way, 
out reserved the means of renewing his attempta. 
Once cautioned, however, they remained on 
their guard ; liberty, cherished by their alaimSj 
look deep root; and the rapid circtUation of 
ideas by means of newspapers, for the intro- 
duction of which they were indebted to the 
printer of Philadelphia, united them together to 
resist every fresh enterprise. In the year 1766, 
this printer, called to the bar of the house of 
commons, underwent that famous interrogatory, 
which placed the name of Franklin as ni^h m 
politics, as it was before in natural philosophy. 
From that time he defended the cause of Amer- 
ica with a firmnees and moderation becoming a 
great man, pointing out to ministry all the errors 
they had committed, and the consequences they 
would induce, till the period when, the tax on 
the tea meeting the same opposition as the stamp- 
act had done, Eni^land blindly fancied herself 
capable of subjecting by force 3,000,000 of men 
determined to be me, at a distance ofliOOO 
k'iigues. Every man is acquainted with the 
particulars of that war ; but every man has not 
equally reflected on the bold attempt of Franklin 
f» a legislator. Having asserted their indepen- 
dence, and placed themselves in the rank of 
nations, the diflbrent colonies, now the United 
States of America, adopted each its own fonn 
of government ; and, retaining almost univer- 
snlly their admiration for the British constitu- 
tion, framed them from the safhe principles vari- 
ously modelled. Franklin alone, disengaging the 
political machine A-om those multiplied move- 
ments and admired counterpoises that rendered 
h so complicated, pnmoscd the reducing it to 
the si mplicity of a single legislative body. This 
grand idea startled the legishitors of Pennsyiva 
nia : but the philosopher removed the fears of 
a considerable number, and at length determln- 
ad them to the adoption of his principle. Having 
given laws to his country, Franklin undertook 
again to serve it in Europe, not by representa- 
tions to the metropolis, or answers at the bar of 
the house of commons ; but by treaties with

snd lived five yean after this period : for tlina 
{rears he was presMcnt of the Ckmeral AsaemUr 
of Peonsvlvania ; lie was a member of the eo«- 
vention that eaubJished the new form of fiBde> 
ral government : and his last public act was a 
grand example for thoae who are employed in 
tho legislation of their country. Vn this eonvfeB- 
tion he had dillbrod in some polma from tin 
majority; but. when the articles were ulti- 
mately decreed, he said to bis coUeagnea, ** ffg 
ought to kane but one opinion : tho good of omf 
tMuntry requires thct the reooluUon be wwuMt- 
Mw;" and he signed. He died April 17, ITBO. 
As an author, he never wrote a work of any 
length. His political works c^msist of letters 
or short tracts ; but all of them, even those of 
humour, bear the marks of his observing geniua 
and mild philosophy. He wrote many for tlut 
rank of peoiile who have no opportunity for 
study, and whom It is yet of so much eoMe- 
quence to instruct ; and lie was well skilled in 
reducing useful truths to maxims easily retafaied, 
and sometimes to proverbs, or Uttle talcs, tht 
simple and natural graces of which acquire a 
new value when associated with the name of 
their author. In sliort, the whole life of Franks 
tin, his meditations, and his labours, have ail 
been dhected to public utiUiy ; but the graml 
object that he had alwa]^ in view did not dMt 
tiis heart against private friendship: he lovea 
his family, his friends, and was extremely beaa- 
ficent. In society he was sententious, but nac 
fluent ; a listener rather than a talker ; an ia- 
ibrming rather than a pleasing companion : im- 
patient of interruption, he often mentioned tlM 
custom of the Indians, who always remain si- 
lent some time before they give an answer to a 
question . which they have heard attentively ; 
unlike some of the politest societies in Europe, 
where a sentence can scarcely be finiriied with- 
out interruption. In the midst of his groateat 
occupations for the liberty of hhi eountxy, Im 
had some physical experiment near him in hit 
closet ; and the sciences, which be had ratlier 
discovered than studied, aJTorded him a con- 
tinual source of pleasure. He made variona be- 
quests and donations to cities, public bodlen, 
and individuals ; and requested that the follow- 
ing epitaph, which he had composed for himself 
some years before, nili^t be inanibed on bis 
tombstone :

FEEDERIC I., kloK of Denmark, distinralalh 
od bimaelf by hb wladonit prudence, and by tbe 
utility of bia public meaaumi, paniculariy in In- 
structing Lutberaniam among bis aubjecta : h« 
diedinT533. 

FREDERIC n., king of Denmark, waa tbe 
patron of literature and of learned men ; and 
the liberal protector of Tycho Brmbe ; be died 
lb158R. 

FREDERIC m., archbUbop of Bremen, enc- 
ceeded bis fatlicr, Christian IV., aa king of Den- 
mark, and improved tbe condition of bis wo- 
ple, by making tbcra more independent of the 
nobles, and by making tbe crown beredltary ; 
be diud in 1670. 

FREDERIC IV., king of Denmark, was en- 
ed in war witb Cbartes Xn., of Sweden, and 
bst some part of bis territorieslwbiGb be afler- 

ards recovered : he died in 1730. 

FREDERICK V., grandson of the preceding, 
eigned on the throne of Denmark from 1746 to 
766. He was succeeded by his son, Christian 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS I., king of Poland, 
land elector of Saxony, recommended himself to 
the Poles, by his valour against tbe Torka, and 
was elected their king in 1696. He was beaten 
by Charlea XII., and stripped of his dominions, 
which he afterwards recovered and maintained 
till his death, in 1733. He was the patron of lite- 
rature, and his court was for a long time one of 
tbe most brilliant in Europe. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS O., succeeded bis 
father on the throne of Poland, In 1734. The 
last of taia reign waa disturbed by a war witb 
the kinc of Prussia, who invaded his kingdom, 
and reduced him to unconditional submission. 
He died in 1763. 

FREDERIC, prince of Hesse Casael, married 
a sister of Charles XII., of Sw<sden, and obtahi- 
cd possession of the Swedish throne in 1730. 
He died in 1757. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM, elector of Branden- 
burg, distinguished himsclr by bis war with Po- 
land, and afterwards with Lewbi XIV. After 
repelling the Swedes, who had invaded bis do- 
minions, he devoted his attention to the com- 
merce of bis people, and to Internal improve- 
ments. Hf. died in 1688. 

FREDERIC I., elector of Brandenburg, son 
of the preceding, was ambitious of raising bia 
duchy Into a kingdom, and joined Leopola, em- 
peror of Germany, in a war against several 
state^i, to accomplish the object ; be died in 1713. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM I., king of Prussia, 
json or tbe preceding, succeeded bis father, in 
1713. He began his reign by a strict reform In 
the expenditures of his kingdom, by encourage- 
ing commerco and industry, and bv inviting 
foreign artisans to settle in bis dominions ; at 
tbe same time he provided for hia security by 
creattaig an army of 60,000 men. He died In 
1740. 

FREDERIC n., son of the preceding, ascend- 
ed the throne in 1740. Re was dbtingulsbcd by 
the appellation of " tbe Great,*' to which his 
superior talents and conraicuous achievements 
gave him a Just claim. During bis reign, he 
was engaged in war with abnort every poten- 
tate of Europe ; and, tn most Instances success' 
fully. At tbe same time, be was solicitous for 
the welfare of bis subjects, and devoted a part 
tiof every day to a redress of their grievance* 
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ahaie of lc«nuag and poetical abilities, and was 
Isng a favourite In the literary world. His 
■afistlnna of Pbalaria, Sophodea, and Luci- 
ano eapal^ evince bis learning and hia genius. 
ttJi oraBMlic eompealtions, are well known, 
and dcaervedly esteemed ; he waa bom in Lon- 
te,aboat 1790, and died in 1784. 

FkANKJB, Sebastian, a landscape painter, of 
Aniwen, born In 1573. 

FRANKS, John BaptiBt,-o(» of tbe preceding, 
was a aneecssful imitator of the manner of Van- 
4fck and Rubens ; he waa bora In 1600. 

FRAliB FLORIS, an eminent painter, born 
It Antwerp, In ISSO. He grew rich and famous, 
Us psrfbrinances being good and numerous; 
bnt waa greatly addicted to drinking, and died 
at SO years of i^. He waa called tbe Raphael 



FRAMTZIUS, Wolfgang, a German divine, 
and wofessor of divbiity at Wittemburgb, died 

FRA880N, Claude, a French monk, was a 
doeinr of the Sorboune, and professor of the- 
ology at Paris, also superior of the Franciscan 
eooveat there ; be died in 1711. 

FRATELLINI. Giovanna, a female painter, 
ef Fkwence, patronised by tbe archduchess Vic* 
toria; she died in 1731. 

FRATELLINI, Tjorenao Maria, son of the 
fwcedingt eminent as a historical and landscape 
palaieMMd in 17S9. 

FRAUNCE, Abraham, a poet, who was edu- 
cated at the expense of sir PhUip Sidney, in 
CtaMdBfi ; after which he was called to the 
b«r. He wrote, amonist other things, " The 
Countess oi Pembroke^ I17 Church and Era- 
in UWl ; and a " Translation of Ue-

led In 1317. 

FREDBGARIUS, the earileat French histo- 
rian, after Grsgoiy of Tonrs ; his chronicle, in 
bvtaroQB language, extends to the year 641. 

FREDS60NDE, wife of ChUperic, king of 
Fnaoe, was born of obscure parents, but, by her 
beauty and art, raised herself to the throne ; 
she poisoned all around her whom she consider- 
ed encmiea or rivals, and, finally, the king him- 
self: she died in SB7. 

FkBDERIC I..sornamed Barbarossa, dake of 
Bwafaia, encceeded his uncle, Conrad IIL, as 
easpesor of Germany, and was crowned in Italy 
by Adrian IV. A part of his reign was dis- 
larbed by quarrels and wars with the popes, 
who, after a reconciliation, persuaded him to 
vndcfftiAe a crusade against Saladin. He died 
darlM tbe expedition, in 1100, after having 
gained several victories over the Turks and 
Greek*. Bis son Frederic, duke of Swabia, who 
attended him, and displayed great valour in the 
Holy Land, also died ttiere. 

FREDratIC II., grandson of the preceding, 
mmi aon of Henry vl., waa born In 1194, and 
elected king of the Romans, two years after. 
la ISIO, he waa elected emperor of Germany. 
■e died in I8SO, aged 57. 

FREDERIC m., sumamed tbe Fair, son of 
Albert of Austria, was the rival of Lewis of Ba- 
varia, In a contest for the Imperial throne. He 
wan defeeied ly him at the battle of Michael 
dorii; and taken prisoner; he died in 1330. 

FREDERIC iV., sumamed tbe Pacific, em- 
peror of Germany, waa the lart of the German 
, who submitted to a coronation at Rome, 
a weak, indolent, and superstitious 
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Ito encouraged coinoierce and the ftrts, Invited I creat f^Tonrtte of John IV., of FonofBl ; IM 
Utenuy men firom all parts of Europe to his died in 1657. 
court, admlnlalered justice impartially, and re- 
lieved the unfortunate anddistrcMed, wherever 
to be found. In the midst of all hiK caree, Itc 
found time to devote to Uierary pursuits, and 
was himself a phUosopber and an author, but 
of Infidel principles; he died in I7B6, aged75. 

FREDERIC, suniamed the Wise, elector of 
Saxony, was the friend of tlie emperor Maximi- 
lian, and uiaht have succeeded fahn had he not 
declined. Me was the Ann and xealous friend 
of Luther, and the reformation, and died in 
1586. 

FREDERIC v., elector of Palatine, married 
a daughter of James I., of England. He was 
elected king of Bohemia by the protestantii, but 
opposed and defeated by Ferdinand, of Au^a. 
The death of Gustavus, who had promised tu 
assist tiim, put an end to his hopes, and lie died 
a month afterwards, in 163S. 

FREDERIC, Colonel, sou of the unfortunate 
Theodore^ king of Corsica, was engaged in tlic 
service of the elector of WirteniberK, who ho- 
noured him with bis friendship. He went to 
England as agent of the elector, and there com- 
mitted suicide, in I7W. 

FREEKE, William, bom in lOM. He wrote, 
among otlier things, ** A Dialogue by way of 
question and answer, concerning the Deity,*' 
and ** A brief and clear confutation of the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity :*' which two pieces being 
laid before the house of commons, were voted 
to be burnt, as containing much blasphemy, and 
accordingly were so ; the author being after- 
wards fined SOOI.,'and obliged to give security 
for his good behaviour for three years, and to 
make a recantation in the four courts in West- 
minster-ball. 

FREEMAN, John, an Enfflish painter, who 
lived in the reign of Charles ll. | 

FREGOSO, Baptist, doge of Oenoa, was de- 
poaed and banished for his haughtiness; the 
time of his death is unknown. 

FREHER, Marquard, a German, who studied 
the civil law in France. He was counsellor to 
Casimir, prince Palatine, afterwards professor 
of law, at Heidleberg, and engaged in import- 
ant affairs by the elector, Frederic IV. ; he died 
in lOM. 

FREIOIUS, John Thoma8,'a learned German, 
employed as a teacher, at Friburg, and at Basil, 
was afterwards chosen rector of the college of 
Altorf. Hediedinl583. 

FREIND. John, an English physician, and 
elegant writer, born In 1675, died 1738. The 
most elaborate of his numerous works is " The 
History of Physic, from the time of Galen to 
the b(»inning of the 16th century, chiefly with 
reganfto practice ,*' and this is justly deemed a 
masterly perfcffiaance, both for uae and ele- 
gance. 

FREIND, Robert, brotlier to the physician 
and head roaster of Westminster sdiooi, bom 
In 1607; he published an edition of Cicerc'si 
«* Orator." and died in 1751. 

FREINBHEMIUS, John, a most Ingenious 
and learned man, born at Ulm, in Swabia, in 
1606. He is said to have understood almost all 
the European languages, besides Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. He was professor of eloquence, 
nt Upsal, librarian and historiographer to Chris- 
Una, of Sweden, and afterwards professor at 
Heidleberg, where he died in 1660. 

FREIRE DE ANDRADF^ Hyacinthe.a Por- 
Hguese, abbot of St. Mary de Chans, and a

FRENICLE DE BE88T. Bernard, a' natbe- 
matician, and author of a treatise on fight-an- 
gled trianRles, and other works ; be died in 1675. 
FRERES, Theodore, a pafaiter, bom in 1043, 
at Eukhuysen ; the best of his pieces are jire- 
served in Amsterdam. 

PRERET, Nicolas, of Parle, a hlaloriu and 
chronologist, and opposer of Sir baac Newton's 
syMem of chronology, bom at Paris, in MRS, 
«iiod 1749. He wasa complete sceptic ; and Vol- 
taire, for the worst of purposes, revised two of 
Ills works : viz. " The Letters of Thrasybuhn 
to Leudppus," and " Examination of the Apo- 
logists for Christianity.'* 

FRERON, Ella Catherine, a French critic 
and jDuraalist of oonsideraltle talems,and known 
as having been the constant object of the satixe 
of Voltaire, was bora at Quiniper, in 1719, and 
died in 1776. Hut ^* Letters on certain wrltinga 
of the Times," be began in 1749, and publish^i 
13 volumes. In 1754, he began his ** Annee 
Literaire,** of which he pubUshed 7 volumes 
that year, mid eight every year after, till his 
death ; and hi tliat work. Freron, as a zealous 
enemy of the modem philosophy, attaclrod Vol- 
taire widi spirit. He represented bin as a skil- 
ful plagiary ; as a poet, orUliant, but inferior to 
ComeiTle, Racine, and Df^eau ; as an elegant, 
but inaccurate historian ; and rather the tyrant 
than the king of literature. 

FRE6N AYE, John Vaugnella de ta, an earty 
French noet, king's advocate for Caen, and pre- 
sident or that city ; he died in 16Q6w 

FREBNE, OLaries dn Cange du, a learned 
Frenchman, bora at Amiens, in 1610, died 1688. 
HU best works are a *^ Latin and Greok Glosaa- 
ry,'* the " History of Constantinople ander the 
French Emperors," dec. 

FRESNOy, Charles AJpbonao dtt, an excel- 
lent French poet and painter, bora at Paris, in 
1611. After bis death, his poem, ^ De Arte 
Grepbica,** was printea with a prose transla- 
tion and notes, by De Piles, and dedicated ta 
Colbert. It was uterwards trandated iiilo En- 
glish, by Dryden, who prefixed to it an original 
" Preface, containing a parallel between paint 
ing and poetry." Tlds poem will keep Ills name 
alive as long as either poetry or painting shall 
lind any esteem. A later version of Dn Fres- 
T<t; has' b*>«n made by Mr. Maaon, and ewridied 
«vl\li n'ues by Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

FREHN T, Charies Riviere du, a Frencb poet, 
bora at Paris, bi 1648. He had a good natural 
taste for music, painting, sculpturu, architec- 
ture, and all the fine arts. He had also a taste 
for laying out gardens, which procured him the 
place of overseer of the king's gardens, whose 
valet de cbambre he likewise was. He died in 
1734 ; and in 1731, his works were collected and 
printed in 6 vols., consisting of *' dramatic per- 
foroiances, songs, amusemcnls serious and co- 
mical," itc. 
FRETEAU DE ST. JUST, Emmanael Haiie 
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Micliaet Philip, a French BoblenMn, who, froiu 
dlBEattifacUon witb the court, embraced the po- 
pular party, at the revolution ; but was cod- 
Bemoed by Robeeinerre, and executed iii 1793. 
FSEWEN, Acceptedt >ui English prelate, 
educated at Magdalen college, Oxford, of wliich 
be became preddeot, afterwards chaplain to 
Cbartes I., deaa of Gloucester, bishop of Lilch- 
Held and Ooyeotry, and archbishop of York ; 
te died ia 1664. 

FRBY, John Cecil, an eminent German phy- 
sician, died ia 1631. 

FRETTA6, Frederic Gottlehb, a bunomas- 
tar of Nofemberg, luiown as a writer, died in 
1776. 

FR^ZIER, Amadee Francis, a Frenchman, 
who travelled through Chili and Peru,an account 
of which he publiidied ; he died in 1778. 

FRI ART, Rowland, an eminent ardiitect, of 
ihe ITih century. 

FRICHE, or FRIBCHE, James de, a Bene- 
dictine, who wrote ttie lue of St Augustine, 
and died in 1603. 

FRlSBiE, Levi, minister of Ipswick, Mass., 
disdiiguished as a very faitlifiil and successful 
preacher; he published some sermons, and 
died in 1806. 

FRISBIE, Levi, professor of the Latin Ian 
gnaxn, and afterwards of moral philosophy, 
of Harvard college, Mass., was distinguished 
fipr hm talents and leaminc ; he died in 1833. 

FRISCH, John Tieonard, distinguislied as the 
founder of the silk manufacturies of Branden- 
burg, and as the first encouxager of the culUva- 
tkui of the mulberry tree in Prussia ; he died 
in 1743. 

FRISCHLIN, Nicodemus, a learned Ger- 
man, profesaor at Tubingen, known as a dra- 
matic writer, and as a translator ; he died in 
1500. 

FRISCIOflTTH, John, rector of the universi- 
ty of Jeua, died in 1687. 

FRISIUS, John, principal of the college at 
Zurich, into which he introduced the study of 
the Hebrew and other oriental languages ; he 
died in 1565. His three sons were professors it 
Zurich. 

FRITH, John. See FRTTH. 
' FR(ZON,Peter, master of the Jeeiiit^s coll^^, 
of Navarre,aad author of a history of the French 
cardlnata, A^c, died in 1651. 

FROBENIUS, John, an eminent and learned 
German printer. He was the first of the Ger- 
mans who brought the art to any perfection ; 
and ttie great character of this printer was the 
prlacipal motive which led Erasmus to fix Wis 
i|aarters at Basil, in order to have his own 
works printed by him. He died at Basil, In 
15^, lamented by all, but by none more than 
Brssmus, who wrote his epitaph in Greek and 
Latin. 

FROBTSHER, Sir Martin, an eminent navi- 
filor, aiid the first Englisiunan that attempted 
to find out a north-west pa.%8ge to China. He 
was bom in Yorkahhre, and was killed In battle 
ialSM. 

PROELICH, Erasmus, a Jesuit, eminent for 
Ids knowledge of mathematics ana medalllc his- 
taiy, died in 1758. 

FRO(DMONT,Libert,a native of Llege,dean 
of St. Peters, and professor of philosophy, at 
Loavatn, died In 1653. 

FROILA I., Mng of Spain, Is known for a 
▼Ictoty gained over the Saracens, in 760. He 
caused bis brother to be murdered, and was him- 
self K"M t^ another bioUicr. in 768. I 
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FROU.A n., king of Spam, in 983, died of • 
leprosy. 

FROISSARD, or FROISSART, John, bom at 
VaJenciunnes, about 1337. His chief work is a 
history, which comprises what happened In 
France, Spain, and England, from 1398 to 140a 
He was also a poet, as well as a historian. He 
died in 140S. His history was translated re- 
ceuUy by Mr. Johne8,of Havod, Walee. 

FROMAGE, Peter, a superior of the Jesiuts, 
who died in Syria, in 1740. 

FRONl'EAU, John, a naUveof Angers, chan- 
cellor of Paris university, and afterguards prior 
of Benay. in ADgiers; he died in 1663. 

FRONTEN AC, Louis coimt, governoi^gene-

FR0NTINU8, Sexlus JuUus, a Roman writer, 
in high repute under Vespasian, Titus, Domi* 
tian, Nerva, and TriOa>>- Nerva made hhn cu' 
rator of the aqueducts, which occasioned him 
to write Ms treatise " De Aqucductibus Urfois 
Romae." He wrote also, " Tres Libros StratSr 
geniatum," or, concerning tlie stratagems used 
in war by the moet eminent Greek and Roman 
commanders ; and afterwards added a fourth 
containing examples of those arts and maxims 
discuuraed of in the former. Tliese two works 
are still extant. 

FRONTO, Marcus Comeliuflt. a Roman ora- 
tor, preceptor to Vereius and M. Aureilus. 

FR0W1)E,PhiIip, author of several pieces of 
poetry, some of which in Latin were pure and 
elegant enough to entiUe them to a place in the 
Musie Anglicaue. He likewise wrote two tra- 
gedies, " The Fall of Saguntum,** and " Phik>- 
tas." He died in 1738. 

FRUGONI, Charles Innocent, an Italian poet, 
bom at Genoa, died in 1768. 

FRUMENTtUS, a Romish saint, consecrated 
bishop of the Ethiopians, by Athanasius, died ia 
360. 

FRYE,Tbomas, a painter,>vho acquired some 
eminence in London, where he died, in 1768. 

FRYTH, Jolm, an English martyr, who was 
converted to Lutheranism, at Oxford. He 
preached his doctrines so boldly, that he was 
sent to the Tower, and, on his refusing to re- 
cant, was burnt at Smlthfleld, In 1S33. 

FUCHSIUS, or FUCH8, Leonard, an emi- 
nent physician and botanist, of Munich and In- 
goldstadt, died in 1566. 

FUESSLI,John 6a8pard,an eminent artist 
of Zurich, author of the history of the artists of 
Switzerland, died in 1788. 

FUGGER, Hnldric, bom at Augsburgh, in 
1586, was eminent for liis afifection to learning 
and learned men. He laid out great sums in 
purchasing good manuscripts of ancient authors, 
and getting them printed ; and for this purpose, 
he allowed for sometime a salary to the famous 
Henry Stephens. His relations were so in- 
censed at him for the moneys he expended in 
this way, that they brought an action against 
him for it, and got him to be declared ijnca{>able 
of managing bis affairs. He died in laB4, hav- 
ing t>equeatbed his library to the elector Pala- 
tine, and a fund for the maintenance of six 
scholars. 

FUIiBERT, an Italian, who acquired great 
celebrity as a preacher in Francejand was made 
bishop of Chartres ; he died in 10S8. 

FULDA, Charles Frederic, a native of Swa- 
liia, eminent as a Lutheran divine, and as a me- 
chanic ; he died in 1783. 
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FUliGENTIUB, St, an eccletiastical writ«r 
and Usbop of BAiaptu in Africa, bora in 4fi4i 
died In j». 

FUL6INAB, Sifismund, n Ustorian of tbe 
ISch century, in tbe lerviceof pope Julius il. 

FULKE, WUUam, D. O., an £ngllah divine, 
•minem for hia learning, matter or Pembroke- 
ball, Oxford, and a profeaaor tbere; be died in 
1589. 

FULLER, Nieolas, a distinipiiabed English 
■cbolar and erkie, prebendary ol Salisbury, died 
inldSS. 

FULLER, Tbomas, an English historian and 
divine, born in 1608, died in 1661. He Is cele- 
brated particnlarly as author of a " History of 
tbe War,*' "Tbe Charch History of Briuin, 
from the birth of Jesus Christ, to the year 1648 ;'* 
" Tbe Mtetory of tbe University of Cannbridge 
aiace the Conquest,*' itc. Ace He had a me 
mory so tenaciom and comprehaiaive, that it 
enabled him to do tilings which are haidly cre- 
dible. He eonld repeat 500 strange words after 
twice hearing ; and couldlmake use of a sermou, 
▼erbatim, if ne once beard it. 

FULLER, Isaac, a celebrated Eiulisb pain- 
tw, in the reign of Charles II., died in Lcmdon. 

FULLO, Peter, a hereticai Ustaop of Antlocb, 
in tbe Sth century. 

FULTON, Robert, a native of Pennsylvania, 
was bom in 1765. He early evinced a genius for 
mechanics and painting, and went to England 
to improve taimAalf in the latter. Hia attention, 
howevar, waa soon turned to meebanica, and he 
became a civil engineer. From that time, bis 
diacoveriea and inwntions were numerous and 
Important. But that wbich will oontlnue bis 
name to poaterlty, and associate him with tbe 
bamribetoim of mankind, waa the sueceaaful ap- 
plication of steam to the propeliliu; of boaia. 
The discovery waa made, and tbe nmt experi- 
ment tried at Parle, in 1803 ; after wbioh be re- 
turned to America and exhiblti>d a boat in sne- 
eeatfnl operation an tbe waters of New-Tork. 
Vesaels propelled b^ bis machinery are now In 
common uae throughout tbe United Sutes, and 
ki Eorapa. He died auddenly, In tbe midat of 
bia career, in Feb., 1815. 

FULViA, an eztraordinaiT Roman lady, and 
wife of Mark Anton/, who had no more of her 
aex than bet body ; ror her temper and courage 
breatbed nothing bat policy and war. This lady 
was an admirable coa^utor to her cruel hus- 
band daring tbe maasacrea of tbe triumvirate. 
Che put aeveral penons to death of her own 
bead, either out of avarice or a spirit of re- 
Tense : and even people whom her husband did 
not know. Antony cauaed the heads of those 
wliom be had proecribed to be bronght to a tar 
ble, and fed ha eyes a tong while with these un- 
happy spectaelea. The bead of Cicero was one 
of them, wbich be ordered to be fixed on the 
rostrum from whence Cicero bad made ao many 
ipeecfaea against him ; but, before that order 
waa executed, Fulvla took tbe head and spit 
upon it, and placing it on her lap, drew out tbe 
tongae. .whien abe pierced several times with 
bar bodkin, utteritig all tbe while the most op- 
probrious Ian<|uage against Cicero. 

FUNCCIU.'. nr FUNCK, John Nicbolas, a 
aelebratadkcritic, bora at MaLrpuig, la 10B3, died 
In 1778. 

FURETTBRB, Anthony, an Ingenfoaa and 
earned Fren''.hman. bom at Paris, in lOSO, was 
eminent in the civil and canon law ; but he fs 
chiefly known bv, and valued for, his ** Univer- 
•ai JMetkmary of the Fieadh Tongue,' ' in which 
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he explaine the terms of art la ail sci e acea. Bm 
Idiad in 1688. 

FURINl, Francasco, a painter, of Fiorenea, 
admired for tiie elegance displayed la Us fifuea; 
|he died in 1646. 

FURIUS, called BIbacolua, perhaps ftmn bJa 
lexcessive drinking, an ancient Latin poet, boni 
|at Cremona, about the year of Rome 050, or MO 
B. C. He wrote annahi, of which 
hari preserved some firagments. 

FURNEAUX, PkUip, 0. D^ ai 
senting clergyman, died in 1783. 

FUR8T, or FURSTIUS. Waiter, ravml bf 
his countrymen as one of the founders off 
libertv, lived about 1307. 

FURSTEMBURO. Feidinard de, a native of 
Westphalia, promoted in tlie church by po^ 
Alexander Vll., and made Uahop of Mnnater. 
and apostolical vicar of northern Eura^, itta^ 
in 1683. 

FUai, Anthony, a doctor of tbe 
tafterwards became a protestant at Genevn, < 
in 16%. 

FUST, or FAUSTU8, John, a dtSaoi of 
Meiitz, and one of the earliest inintera. He had 
the policy to conceal bia art ; and lo tlda policy 
we are indebted for the traditkm of " The Bevu 
and Dr. Fauetua," handed down to Ibe praaeat 
times. A bout 1460, be associated with Jote of 
Guttemburgh ; their types were cut In wood, 
and fixed, not moveable as at preaent. Havtaf 
printed off a considerable number of eoplea «i 
tbe BiMe, to imitate those wbich wera oom- 
monly sold in MS., Fust undertook the sale aC 
them at Pans, where the art of printliig waa 
then unknown. As be aold his printed eo plea 
for 60 crowns, while tlie scribes deounded StO, 
this created universal aaionishment; bot, wtwa 
he produced copies as fast as they wen waaied, 
and lowered the price to SO crowns, all Paxia 
was agluted. The uniformly of the copiea tat- 
creaaed the wonder ; Informations were given 
in to the poUce against tiim aa a nmclciaa ; hia 
todfflngs were searched, and a great number of 
copies being found, they were seiaed ; the red 
Ink with which they were embellished wnaaaid 
to be his blood ; h was seriously adJndmd itet 
be was In league with Uie devil ; and, if Im bad 
not fled, most probably ha would trnve abaraa 
tbe fate of those whom Ignorant and anpersli- 
tions Judges condemned, in tboae days, for wltdi- 
craft Fust died at Bfentz, In 1466. 

FUZELIER, Lewis, a dramatic writer, of Pa- 
ris, and tbe conductor of a periodical paper, caH- 
ed tbe Mercury, died in 1759. 

FYOT DE LA MARCHB, Qandai oountof 
Bosjam, a favourite of Lewla XTV., and conn 
sellor of state, and afterwards prior of Nocn 
Dame; be died hn 17S1.

« great work called Carpology, which he dedi- 
caied to Star Joseph Banks ; he died in 1791. 

GATANO, Sciplo, an admired Ftorsntine

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GAILLARD, de Lo^Jumeau, bishop of Ap^ 
was the flm projector of a anlvenal hlstorlMl 
dictionary: be died in 1005. 

GAILLARD: Gabriel Henry, a French hista- 
rical writer, ana member of the French academy: 
died in laOO. 

6AINA8, a Goth, of great valour, became a 
general under Arcadius and desolated Thraee, 
uecauae refused a ehuicJi for the Allans ; ha 
wai killed A. D. 400. 

GAINSBOROUGH,TbonM8, bom at Sudbury 
in BulTolk, 1797. very terly discovered a pro- 
pen«iiy to painting. Nature was his teacrier, 
and the woods of Suifolk his academy. Hera 
he would pens in solitude his mornings, in mak- 
ing a rtLctch of an old tree, a marshv brook, a 
tew cattle, a shepherd and his flock, or aiur 
other accidental objects that were presented. 
From delineation he proceeded to colouring ; 
and after painting several landscapes from the 
age of 10 to 12, he quitted Sudbury for London, 
where he commenced portrait pataiter. Hia 
landscapes will establisli his name on the record 
of fine arts with honours such as never before 
attended a native of England. These subjects 
he painted with a faltliftil adherence to nature: 
indeed, tlie brilliancy of Claude, and the ctnipli' 
city of Ruysdael, appear combined in Mr. 6*a 
romantic scenes. While we lament him as an 
artist, let us not pass over those virtues whleh 
were an honour to human nature, that gene* 
rous heart, whose strongest {Hropenaltiea were 
to relieve tue genuine claims of poverty. If he 
selected, for the exercise of his pencil, an Infant 
from a cottage, all llie tenants of the humble 
roof generally participated in the profits of the 
picture ; and some of tlicm frequently found in 
lilb habitation a jperroanent abode. His libera- 
lity was not connned to this alone ; needy rela* 
tives, and unfortunate friends, were fUrthcr in- 
cumbranc<» on a spirit that could not deny ; 
and, owing to this generosity of temper, that 
afiluence was not left to his (hmily which so 
much merit might promise, and such real worth 
deserve. He died m 1788. 

GALADIN, Mahomec, a popular emperor of 
tlie Moguls, died In 1005. 

GALANTINI, Gippolito, a delicate mhiiatiua 
punter, of Geuoa, died in 1706. 

GALANU8, Clement, an Italian, missionary 
to America, vrrote a grammar of that languagai 
about 1650. 

GALAS, Matthew, a general, who, from 
bdi^ a page* rose to high standing : he was 10 
the service of the emperor Frederic IL, and 
FhiUp ly^ of Spain ; be died m 1647. 

GALATEO, Ferrari Antonio, a scholar and 
physician, bom at Galatinia : he was author of 
■everal works, and died in 1517. 

GALATIN, Peter, author of the vahiabla 
work " De Arcanis Catholicc Veritttis ;** ha 
died about 1530. 

GALBA, ServittsSuIpicius, empororof Roma 
af\er Nero : he was slain by the guards, who 
raised Oilio to the throne, A. D. 60. 

GALE. John, a learned divine, among tba 
baptists, Dorn at LiMtdon, in 1680. His father 
was a citizen- of good repute. Be is chiefly 
known for his wmlngs against "Wairs De- 
fence of Infant Baptism," and died in 17S1. 

GALE, Theopbilus, a learned dhine, unoM 
the non-conformists, bom in 1098, died in 167C 
He wrote a laige and laborions work, called 
^ The Court of the Gentiles.*' 

GALE, Thomas, dean of York, formerly 
bsad-master of St. Paul's school, and celebra 
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tad for bte knowtedge of the Greek languan 
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tnd antiquities, was Dorn in 1696, died in 1703. 
GALE, Koffer, F. R. and A. 88., soo of the 
dean, first vice-prasidcnt of the society of anti- 

?[URrie8, and treasurer to the royal society, boro 
672, was considered as one of the ronst learned 
men of his ase, and roost hifftaly skilled In the 
antkiaiiles of his country. He died in 1744. 

GALS, Samuel, the youngest of the dean> 
ioos, bom in ltiS2. He was one of the reviTers 
of the society of antiquaries, in 1717, and their 
first treasurer. Hf was a man of greaL ieam- 
inf and uncommon ahiiitiea, and well versed in 
the antiquities of En(;hind, for which he left 
m any valuable collections behind him. He died 
in 1754. 

GALEANO, Joseph, a physician of great re- 
bate, at Palermo. We owe to him a collection 
•f little pieces of the Sicilian poets. He was 
bom in 1605, and died in 1675, greatly regretted ; 
for he was a icind of oracle witii his country- 
nen. 

GALEN, Matthew, a nartve of Zealand, 
chancellor of Douay uiilverslty, and anthor of 
several works. 

GALTIX, C'.audian, after Hippocrates, prince 
of the Greek physicians, was a native of Pcr- 
gamus, in the Lesser Ai*ia, where lie was born 
about 131. He chose physic for his profession, 
being determined thereto by a droam which hit 
fathc r Imd a little before bis death ; and at 2P 
years of age had made some considerable ad- 
vances toward improving his art: for instance, 
he had acquired aparticularskiil in the wounds 
of the nen'os ; and was ponra^a^d of a method 
ef treating them never knowij before. The 
pnntltr of Pergamu» have him an opportunity 
of trying his new method upon the gladiators ; 
and be was so succeasftil, that not a single one 
perished by any wounds of this kind. By this 
we find, as well as by several other instances, 
that Galen studied, understood, and pracri^ed 
surgery, as well as physic. Distlngnisbed above 
his cotemporarios, this prince of physicians cod- 
Itnned to practise at Rome, the capital of the 
world, till he was obli{;rd to submit to (kte like 
other mortals. H*s death happened In 901. 
Ttiere are reckoned above 500 books of his upon 
phyiiic only, and about half that number upon 
other snlciicOB. 

GALEN, Bernard Van, a native of West- 
phalia, known as a bishop and a general ; he 
wax engaged in a war with the Turks, attacked 
the United States, Sweden, ftc., and died in 
1678. 

GALEOTI, Nieholia, an Italian Jesuit, au- 
tbnr of the lives of the generals of bis order ; be 
died In 174S. 

G ALEOTI, Mardo, a native of Nand, tutor 
to the son of Matthias Corvinus, the king, and 
beine invited to France by Lewis XI., on going 
to pay his respects to him, fell, and ao injured 
himself as to cause his death. 

GALERIUS, C. Valerius Maximianns, from 
a herdsman in Dacia, became emperor of 
Borne: be died in 311. 

GALGACTT9, a Caledonian chief, famous for 
Mk noble resistance against the invasions of the 
Koreans. 

GALTLET, Galileo, a most eminent astrono- 
Dter and maihcmatlcian, inventor of the tele- 
•cnpe, fcc, bom at Florence, Feb. 19, l.'KM. 
Hnving observed some polar spots, in 1613, he 
printed that discovery the following year, att 
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,system, and brought sevenl new argumeota tt 
confirm it This startled the Jesuits, who theiv- 
upon prooured a citation for him to appear be- 
fore the holy office, at Rome, in 1615^ wliere bo 
was charged with heresy, for mainiaining Iheaa 
two propositions : 1 . That the aun is in the cen- 
tre of tne world, and immoveable by a local 
motion ; and, 3. Tbat the earth is not the centra 
of the world, nor immoveable, but aciuaUy 
moves by a diurnal motkto. The first of tluae 
positions was declared to Iw absurd, false in phi- 
losophy, and formally heretical, lieinff contraiv 
to the express word of God ; the second waa u- 
60 alleged to be philosophically false, and, in a 
theological view at leas^ erroneous in point ef 
faith. The inquisition pronounced sentaaoe 
ngainst him and his brooks. They obUged him 
to abjure his errors In the most solemn manner, 
committsd bin) to the prison of their office dar- 
ing pleasure, which was till 1634, and hu *^ Dia- 
loi;ues of tlie System of the World'* were burnt 
at Rome. Galilei died Jan. 8, 1A43. He was 
the author of several noble and useful in- 
ventions and diiicoveries in astronomy, geome- 
try and mechanics ; the principal of which, lie- 
sides those already mentioned, are, in the Azat 
of those sciei)cei>, the trepidation or vibratioB 
of the moon, as also the iuequalities or monn- 
tains in its surface, fn geometry, he inventefi 
tlie cycloid, or trochoid, ; and, tn mecbaniesi 
first found the exact degree of celerity in the 
descent of bodies by tbe force of gravity : to 
wliich may be added the machine with wldch 
the Venetians render their Laguna fluid and 
navigable ; tbe invention whereof was hia. 

GALISSONNIERE, Rolland Hiclta<l Barria, 
mniquis, a French admiral ; after seiving with 
distinction in tbe navy, waa made governor of 
Canada. He died in 1756. 

GALLANI3, Antony, a learned antlqaary, of 
Prance, and professor of Arabic In the rani 
collie at Paris, bom in 1646, died in 1715. Ha 
is chiefly known as the translator or author of 
" Arabian Nights* Entertainments.** 

6 A LLANO, Augustus, a French coanmOor 
of state, wrote some memoirs, Ibc, aad died tn 
1644. 

6ALLE, 'or GALL.£r8, Servatius, paaloc 
of the church at Haerlcm, died in 170O. 

GALLET, N., a French spice merchant, 
known for some comic pieces, died in 1^. 

GALLIENUS, a Roman emperor. Be waa 
assassinated in S68. 

G ALLIG A 1, Eleonora, was the daughter of a 
jainer. and Mary de Medicis' nurse. That prin- 
cess carried her with herinto France, when slie 
went tbithcr. in 1006, to be married to Hcnrv 
IV. ; and Gaillgai, under the tltif cf bed-cham- 
ber wv»man to tliat queen, governed her just aa 
she pleaeed. She married Concino Conctni, af- 
terwards marshal D*Ancre; and their Inordi- 
nate pride and ambition waa at length punii»hed 
by the assassination of the husbuid ami tha 
execution of tbe wife. 

GALLITZ1N, Basil, a noble Russian ; though 
unsuccesful in his ambitious views, be was 
a man of ereat merit. He died in 1713. 

GALLITZIN, Michael Michaelowitz, prince 
of, distingni«bed himself under Peter the Great 
against Charles XH., of Sweden ; be died 1730. 

G ALLO<:hk, Lewis, a painter, of the French 
school, died in 1761. 

nALLOIS, John, a learned Frenchman, bnm 
at Paris, In 1639. He was a universal scholar; 
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IB eu M j a acUon witb M. de Sallo, who bad fonn- 
fld the desten of that work. He died in 1707. 

€ALLOIS, Julian Joan CiGsar le, a French 
pty^Mo^iatj who diatingtiisbed hiiuaelf by hia 
** SzperUnenu on the Principle of Life, parti 
ealariy on that of the Motion of the Heart, and 
tfte Beat of this Principle ;" be died in 1818. 

GALLON lO, Antonio, an occleeiastic at 
WUmae^ died in 1605. 

GALLOWAY, Joseph, an eminent lawyer, 
oT Penoaylvania. wai a nienibcr of the fint con-

G ALLIES, Cornelius, an ancient Roman poet, 
flie particular favourite of Augustus Cwsar, 
who made him covemor of Egypt after the death 
of Antony ami Cltfopatra ; but tie was guilty of 
iuch raal-adminiBtration in his government, that 
ke was condemned to banishment, and to lose 
bis estate. Thisdi^race grieved him so, that 
he put an end to his life, when ha^as about 43 
years of age, in the year of Rome 798. 

GALLY, tlenry, an Englishman, promoird to 
several benefices, wrote some sermons, Ifcc., died 

GALVANI, Lewis, an Italian philosopher, 
from whom GaWlniffln, which has made so 
■inch noise in the philoeonbical world, took its 
iMina. It is said, that a nt of illn<>ss, by which 
his wife was attacked, led him to the discovery 
of his tiieory respecting metallic initation and 
animal electricity. The physician having pre- 
scribed for his wife soup mado of boiled frogs, 
Gal van! prepared tiiem himself; and having nc- 
cidenially touched a frog after he had skinned 
k, be owerved it in an involuntary motion, 
whicli Induced him to make some experiments 
tkat conducted him to the disrnvery. He was 
born at Rolocna, in 1737, died 1798. 

G ALV ANO, Antony, a native of the East In 
Aes, governor of the Moluccas. Became poor 
by his Itberallty, and died in a hospital, at Lis- 
bon, in 1557. 

GAM, David, a brave Welchman, who fell in 
battle oolty defending Henir V. He was knight- 
ed by hbi sovereign just as he expired. 

GAMA,Vasco de, a celebrated Portuguese na- 
vigator, who discovered the course to Uie East 
Indiea by the (.^ape of Good Hope, was born at 
Snes, in Portugal, and died in 1585. 

G.^M ACRES, Stephen Simon, autlior of Phy 
aical Astronomy, &c.. died in I75(k 

G.AM ACHES, Philip de, author of Commen 
taries on the 9umma of Aauinas, died in 10S5. 

G AMALIEL, a Jewish doctor of the law, and 
a Kcret disriple of our Saviour. 

GAMD AAA, Lorenzo, an Italian poet, author 
of a Latin poem on Columbus: he died in 1586., 

OAMBARA, Vernnjca. an Italian lady, whoi 
4evmed herself to Ilu>raMire,and published somcj 
poems ; sl>e died in 1530. 
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tian, and a Ualiop among the Moravian brethren. 
He was not only a good scholar, but a man of 
great parts, and of nngular mechanical ingenni- 
ty ; be died universal^ respected, in 1771. 

GANDY, James, a painter, who came to Iro- 
land with the duke of Oimond, and died there 
in ]ti89. 

GANOANELLI, John Vincent Antony, waa 
born in 1705, Uie son of a physician : and, from 
being a petty monk of the order of St. Francia, 
ascended to the papacy. May 10, 1700, when be 
assumed the name of Clement XIV. Thus !»»• 
coming sovereign pontiff in the moat critical 
and tempestuous tiroes, in liis commerce with 
the world, he practised the hmnili^ of a Fran* 
ciiican monk ; but, on occasion of splendour, be 
sustained tlie papal grandeur with appropriate 
magnificence. The moat striking incident of hla 
life was his being the instrument, under I^ovi- 
dence, of annihilating the migh^ order of the 
Jesuits. To tite resentment of that order it ia 
supposed he at last fell a sacrifice, his robuiC 
constitution and regularity of life seeming to 
promise iiim a much longer period than 00 year*; 
for he died in 1774, poisoned, as la supposed, in 
the sacrament ; he bhnself declaiing his suspi- 
cions before he died, and all the after symptom 
stronglv confirming the same. 

GANO. John, collected the first baptist society 
in New- York, and was its minister; he distin- 
guished himself in the American war, and died 
in 1804. 

GANSEVOORT, Peter, a distinguished offi- 
cer of the American army during the revolu 
tion. He rendered his countoy essential service 
by defending fort Stanwix, when twsieged by 8L 
Leger : and afterwards, tiy preventing the co- 
operation of that officer with Burgoyne, lie cour 
tributed essentially lo the sarrender of the loi- 
ter. He died in 18 IS. 

G ARAMONT, Claude, a French engraver and 
letter founder, was a native of Paris, and began 
to distinguish himself about 1510. He brougbt 
his types to so great a degree of perfection, that 
he can neither be denied the glory of having 
surpassed whatever had been done in this way 
before, nor tiiat of not being excelled by any of 
his sttcceasors in this useful mechanic art. Ga- 
ramont died in 1501 ; and all hia fine typeseame 
into the hands of Foumier the Elder, an emi* 
nent letter founder at Paris. 

G A RASSE, Francis, a Jesuitical writer, and 
author of the enmity between the Jesuits and the 
jaiiBcniRts, in the church of Rome, waa bom aC 
Angouleme, in 1585, and died in 1631. 

6ARBIEN, Lorenso, a painter, of Bologna, 
and pupil of Ludovid Caraccl, died in 1654. 

GAR BO, Raphael del, a historical painter, of 
Florence, died iu 1534. 

GARCIAS II., king of Navarre after Sanclm 
II., died in 1000. 

OARCIIiASSO, Garcias Lasso de la Vega, a 
celebrated Spanish poet, bom at Toledo, in 1500, 
dltid 1530, by a stone thrown by a countryman 
from a turret, falling upon his head. 

GARDEN, Alexander, adislingnisbed episco- 
pal clergyman, of Charleston, South-Carolina. 
He came from Scotland to Charleston, in 1790, 
and resided tliere until bis death, in 1756. 

GARDEN, Alexander, M. D., a scientific phy- 
sician, of South-Carolina, who Introduced into 
medical use the Virginian snake root ; he died 
about 1771. 

GAR DIE, Pontnsde la, a French adventurer, 
suGct'ssivflv in the employment of marshal Brl-

JnhTt 1749, married MademoiBelle Violeiti. la 
ITra, be nndeitook a jonraey into Italy for the 
Ibenolli of bis health ; and during bis tiavels. 
■are firequent proofii of his theattkal talcoia; 
for he could, without the least preparation, 
transform Mmself into any character, tragic ot 
oomk, and selae Instaataneoualy upon anv pas- 
lion of the human mind. Afur lie had been 
abroad about a year and a half, he turned bia 
thoughts homewards, and arrived in London 
April, 1765. In 1700 he projected and conducted 
the memorable Jubilee at Stratford, tn boouui 
of Bbakspeare, lo much admired bv some, and 
so much ridiculed bv othenk On the death of 
Mr. Lacy In 1773, the whole management of 
the theatre devolved on him; bat, being ad 
vanced In yeam, and auicfa afilicted with chroni- 
cal disordere, be finally left it in June, ITWs and 
disposed of hii moiety of the patent to Moesienis 
Sheridan, Linley, and Ford, for 35,000{. Ue 
died Jan. 30, 1770. Notviiibstanding his eon- 
•tant employ as both actor and manager, be 
was perpetually producing various little tniogi 
in the dramatic way ; some of which are ongi 
uals; others translations or alteretions from 
other anthoii, adapted to the taste of the p i ea am 
times. 

GARRIEL, Peter, he wrote an aeoouat of 
Montpelier cathedral, In 1631. 

GAftSAULT, Francis Alexander, a learned 
Frenchman ; he wrote the anatomy of the home, 
and died at Paris, in 1776. 

GARTH, Sir Samael, an excellent poet and 
physician, and author of a most admirable satire, 
called "The Dlspeesary," was bom in York- 
shire. After having eininenUy distinguished 
himaelf, as well by hb various poetical produc- 
tions as by his professional merit, he died Jan. 
Id, 1716-10. 

GARTIISHORE, Maxwell, a physician and 
an accoucheur, who practised in London, with 
l?r<uu reputation, near Atty yeara, was a Fellow 
of the Royal Society ; bom in 173S, In Scotland, 
di<^ in London, in 1819. Some papers of his 
will be found in "The PhilbsophicaJ Transae 
tlons." 

G ARZI, Lewie, a pal2tter,coaiidered the i 
fU rival of Oarto MaraL died in 1781.

GARDINER, James, a colonel hi (he aimy of 
George IL, bom hi Scotlsnd, 1666, was equally 
admirabie for the virtues of piety and personal 
courage, and died bravely fighting against the 
rebebi at Preston-pans, near Sdinbuitn, in 174S. 

G ARENGBOT,Rene, Jacques, Croissant de, a 
French nixgeon of great reputation .* be wrote 
several valuable wonts, and died in 17S0. 

GARESSOLES, Anthonv, a native of Mon- 
tmtban, who wro^ several theoloilcal works, 
died In 1650. 

GARBT, John, a Benedietine of St Maur, 
bora at Havre de Grace, died in 1604. 

GARIiANDB, Jean de, a grammarian, ob- 
Ulned some celebrity by his poem on die " Oon- 
wnipt of the World,*' itc ; he was living in 
1801. 

G.\RNBT, Henry, a nenen memorable In 
Enclisb history, for having been privy to, and 
aiding in, the celebrated cons|4racy called " The 
Gunpowder Plot," was executed at the west 
•nd of S t. Pau l's, May 8, 1606. 

GARXETT, Dr. Thomas, an English pbysi- 
aian and natural philosopber, was bom in 1766. 
After having studied medicine and chymlstry, 
and graduated at Edinburgh, he delivered seve- 
ral courses of lectures on cbymlstry and expe- 
rimental philosophy, at Manchester, Liverpool, 
ice. He was soon after elected profemor of 
philosiH»hy, in Ander»on*s Institution at Glas- 
gow; and his latoure hours in Scotland were 
employed In collecting materials for his " Toor| 
through the Highlands, and part of the Western 
Isles.'* Dr. Garaett aherwards accepted an In- 
vitadqn ftom the new royal ioatitutlon, in Lon- 
don ; where, for one season, he was professor 
of natnral philosophy and chymlstry, ami deli 
vered the whole of the lectures. On retiring 
from this situation, as being too laborious for 
the state of his health, he commenced a course 
of lectures at his honse, on Zoonomia, or the 
Laws of Animal Life, arranged according to 
Che Rrunonlan theory. From a patient, whom 
he attended in a fever, he caught the im'ection, 
and died In 180S. 

GARNIER, Robert, a French tragic poet, 
bom in 1534, died ISIO.

GAY. John, an English poet, bora In 1680. 
His amiable qualities recommended him to tbe 
acquaintance of Swift and Pope, wlw were 
exceedingly struck with tbe open sincerity, tbe 
undisgulwd simplicity of hla manners, and the 
easiness of bis temper. In 1712 he produced 
his celebrated poem, called "Trivia, or, the 
Art of walking the Streets ;'' and the following 
year, at the instance of Pope, formed the plan 
of his '* Pastorals.*' The '* Bheplierd's Week** 
rnme out in 1714, with a dedication to Lord 
Boliofbroke. Gay was soon after introduced at 
court, and for several yean experienced the 
usual vidssiludes of favour and of mortiflcatioa 
II incident lo auch a Ufa. Bis opinions of a court 
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friendiblp are pretty plainly intimated in hii 
" Beggar's Opera ;** which, beins brought upon 
Che stage in 1737, was received with greater 
applause than had ever been known on any occa- 
aion. being acted in London 63 days without inter- 
ruption, and renewed the neztseaaon with amaz- 
ing success. He wrote several other plays of no 
great celebnty; but what will always distin- 
guish him as a poet are his "Fables," which 
will be read aud admired so long as aoy tnste 
for that kind of writing shall exist. He died in 
1732, and was buried in Wesuninisier Abbey. 

GAY, Ebenezcr, U. D., minister of Hiiigham, 
Mami. : he published several sermons, aud died 
in 1787. 

GAYOT DE PIT AVAL, Francis, a French 
autlior, born at Lyons, was unfortunate in all 
Ills imrauits : he died in 1743.

M. M., a native of 
Quimper, a famous critic, died in 1794. 

GAZZOLI, Bcnozzo, an Italian painter, died

GCBELIN, Anthony Court de, celebrated as 
autliorof '^ Le Monde Primitif compare a Monde 
Moderne,*' born in 1727, died in 17S4. When 
the plan of his great work, " Le Monde Primitif,'* 
maile its appearance, M. d'Alenibert was so 
struck with it, that he asked with enthusiasm, 
" si c'etoit uue sucicte do 40 hommes qui etoii 
cbargtm de Texecuter t" The French academy 
were so well satistied with the undertaking, that 
thev twice decreed to him the prize of 1900 llvres, 
which they give annually to the author of the 
most valuable work that baa aiqieared in the 
course of the year. 

GEBER, John an Arabian physician of the 
9th century. Hia works contain much know- 
ledge. 

GEO, WJUiam, an ingenious artist, memora- 
ble for a new invention in the art of printing. 
From any tjrpes of Greek or Roman, or any 
othe^ character he formed a plate for every 

{mge or sheet of a book from which he printed , 
nstead of using a type for every letter, as Is done 
in the common way. This scheme has recently, 
through the ingenuity and perseverance of Ea'rl 
Stanhope, and Mr. Andrew Wilson, arrived nt 
a high degree of practical perfection. On the 
90th May 1810, Mr. Wilson was honoured with 
the gold medal, by the Society of Arts, for his 
txertione in Stereotype printing. Mr. Ged died 
in 1749. 

GRDALIA. a famoua rabbi, who died in 1148. 

GEDDES, Michael, a learned divine, received 
the degree of LL D., from the university of Ox- 
ford; he died in 1715. 

OEDDEQ, James, bom in ScoUand, in 1710, 
4ied in 1743-9, leaving behind him " An E<«ay

He contributed to tiie establishment 
of the " British Critic ;" and compiled a " Hie- 
tory of France ;" and a " History of the Politi- 
cal Life of William Pitt" He died in 1818. 

GIGGEO, Anthony, an ItaHan divine, vino 
wrote " Thesaurus Lingua; Arabica;,'* In 4 vols, 
folio, besides other works, died in IraS. 

GILBERT, Sir Humphrey, an enterprising, 
but unfortunate navigator, related to sir Walter 
Raleigh. He took possession of Newfoundland 
in the name of queen Elizabeth, wrote a book 
to prove the existence of a north-west passage 
to China, and died in 1583. 

GILBERT, Thomas, B. D., an Englisb divine, 
who made a couvert of Dr. South to hlsopinioa 
of predestination ; be died In 1694. 

GILBERT, Sir Jeffrey, chief baron of the ex- 
chequer, and a voluminous law writer, was bom 
in 1674. and died at Bath, in 1796.

the character of an able and steady patriot; 
which character he retained through life. In 
the belles lettrcshe also made no ineomiderable 
figure, being the author of an epic po«n of very 
h^h celebrity, entitled " Leonidas ;" the subject 
of which fas the gallant actions of that great 
general, and his heroic defence of, and fall at, 
the pass of Thermopylae ; he wrote also, " Bo^ 
adieea,'* " Medea,*' and *' Jaeon,** tragedies ; 
and died in 1785, aged 74. 

GLUCK, ChrisU)phf>r, an eminent mustcal 
comfMMer, lioro in Bohemia, in 1716. He intro- 
duced a new snrle of music into Paris, and died 
at Vienna, in 1787. 

GLYNN, Robert, a native of Cambridge, au- 
thor of the Day of Judgment, a poem of great 
merit; he obtained the prize of Cambridge, and 
died in 1800. 

GMFJ JN, Dr. Samuel Gottleib, a celebrated 
eastern traveller, who has left an account of his 
travels in 3 volumes. Re was bom in Bwabia, in 
1745, and died in 1774, at Achmet Kent, a village 
of Mount Caucasus. 

GMELIN, John George, bora at Tubingen, 
published some works ; he died in 1755. . 

GMELIN, John Frederic, a professor in the 
university of Gottingen, was born at I'ublDcen, 
in 1748. He was a voluminous and able writer 
on every part of natural history ; but is most 
celebrated for his edition of Unneus* "System 
of Nature.** The world is also indebted to him 
for the discovery of several excellent dyes, ex- 
tracted from different vegetable and mineral 
substances ; he died in 1805. 

GOADBT, Robert, a printer and bookseller, of 
Sherborne, in Dorsetshire, and author of several 
useful publications, died in 1778. His " Illustra- 
tion or the Holy Scriptures,** ia a book that 
has been very generally read, and widely circu- 
lated. *'The Life of Bamfylde Moore Carew, 
King of the Beggars,*' was likewise written by 
him. 

GOAR, James, a Dominican friar, of Paris, 
published " Grvrcorum Encotogium,'* dtc. ; he 
died in 1653, much respected. 

60BB0, Pietro Paolo Cortonese, a much 
admired painter, of Cortona, died in 1640. 

GOBBO, Andrea, an Italian historical painter 
died abont 1507. 

GOBEL, John Baptist, a native of Hanne, 
bishop of Lydda : was accused by Robespierre, 
of atheism, and guillotined in 17fi3. 

GODELIN, Gilea, a famous French dyer, 
whose name has been given ever since to the 
'finest French scarlets ; his house, and the smaH 
river that he made use of at Paris-, are still called 
the Gobelins ; an academy for drawing, and a 
manufactory of fine tapestries, were erected in 
this quarter, in 1666, and for tbis reason the 
tapestrirs are called " Of the Gobelins.** He 
flourished about 1^90. 

GOBIER, CharlM, a Jesuit, of St. Makies, wrote 
the ** History of the Mariannes,'* &c. ; be died 
in 1708.

GOD! VA, the name of a beautiful lady, wife 
of Leofric earl of Mercia, in the reign of Edward 
the Confessor. Having an extraordinary affec- 
tion for Coventry, she solicited her husband to 
release the inhabitants of that city ftom a nie- 
irous tax. To this he evasively consented, on 
condition that she would ride naked thmtigh 
Iho streets of Coventry ; which she performed, 
eovering her body with her hair, and command- 
ing all persons to keep within doors and from 
the windows on pain of death. The pictures 
of Leofric and Godiva are in the window of 
Trinity Church ; and everv year on the Fri- 
day after Trinity Sunday, there is a procession 
through the town, with a figure representing a 
naked woman on horseback. 

GODOLPHIN, John, an eminent civilian, of 
England, bom in 1617, died in 1678. He pub-

GONDRIN, Lewis Antony, a fhvoorite of 
Louis XIV., who gratified that monarch by em- 
ploying 1200 men to destroy a wood which waa 
offensive to him. 

GONDY, John Francis Paul, afterwards Caiv 
dinal de Retz, bora 1613, died 1679. This extraor- 
dinary man has drawn his own character in hia 
"' Meuioini," which are written with such an afar 
of grandeur, impetuosity of genius, and Inequali- 
ty, as give us a very strong representation of 
Ills conduct. He was a man who, from the 
greatest degree of debauchery, and still lan- 
^uisbiiH; under Its consequences, preached to 
the people, and made himself adored by them. 
Voltaire says, that '* in his youth he lived like 
Cataline, and like Attteus in his old age.** Of 
Im Memoirs, " several parts,'* says the same 
Voltaire, " are worthy or Satlust, but the whole 
is not equal." They are supposed, however, 
to be written with impartiality: the author 
having every wliere spoken with the same firee- 
d<Hn of Ids own infirmities and vices, aa any 
otiier writer could havR done. 

GOXET, John Baptist, a Dominican friar, 
profesBor at Bourdeaux, and author of a sys- 
tem of theology; he died in 1681. 

GONGORA, Lewis de, a Bpanish poet, born 
in 165S, died in I6?7. His works are all poathu • 
moua, and consist of sonnets, elrgies, a comedy, 
a tragedv, Ac. The Spaniards have a very 
high of^niou of this poet, even so as to entitle 
him prince of the poets of their own iiation. 

GONNELLI, John, a Tuscan sculptor and 
painter, who lost his sight at the age of 90 ; bat 
modelled in clay ; and by his exquisite sensa- 
tion of feeling, wrought his statues to great per- 
fection, and drew portraits with striking resem- 
blance. He died at Rome in 1673. 

GONSALVA, or GON8ALVO, Femandes, 
duke of Terra Nuova, and called The Great 
Captain, a renowned Spanish general under 
Ferdinand and Isabella, was bora at Cordova 
in 1443, and died in 1515. 

GONTHIER, a Latin poet, author of a hlatO' 
ry of Constantinople, In 11S03. 

GONTHIER, Leonard and John, Frenchmen 
and brothers, eminent in the art of painting or 
staining glass : the time of their birth and death 
is uncertain.

D. D., minister of Dur- 
ham, Conn. ; was distinguished for his literary 
and scientilic acquirements: he was well ver- 
sed In tlie languages, and familiar with mathe- 
matical and philosophical investigation: he 
published several sermons, and died in 1797. 

GOODRICH, Chaunccy, son of the prece- 
dlnc, was an eminent lawyer and statesman, 
of Hartford, Conn. He wss a representative, 
and afterwards a senator in congress, a coun- 
sellor and lieutenant-governor of Connecticut, 
and mayor of the city of Hartfotd. For depth 
and solidity of Judgment, great professional at- 
tainments, strict integrity, benevolence and pi- 
ety, be had few equals ; and his dei^th, which 
happened in 1815, was lamentiMl as a public ca- 
lamity. 

GOODWIN, Thomas, a puritanical divine, 
one of the members of the assembly of divines at 
Wesunbister, and author of theological works; 
he died in 1079. 

GOOD^^IN, John, a most acute and subtle 
controversialist of the 17tb century. He wrote 
a vindication of the death of Charles I., which 
at the Restoration was burnt liy the common 
hangman. He was excepted out* of the act of 
indemnity, and died soon after. His works are 
numerous, but mostly in support of Arminian 
doctrines. 

GOOKIN, Daniel, author of the historical 
collections of tlio Indians in New-England, and 
miiijor-general of Massachusetts : di^ in IGBTI 

GOOKIN, Nathaniel, minister of Hampton, 
N. H. : much respected for his fhithfulness ; 
he died hi 1734. 

GOOL., John, Van, a Dutch painter, bom at 
the Hague, in 1685. 

GORDIAN I., emperor of Rome, invested 
with the purple in Africa, much against his 
will, in S37, in the reign of Maximinus, and 
soon after killed by a general of that monarch. 

GORDON, Robert, of Btratogh, author of 
*' Theatruro Scotic," an excellent work, con- 
taining a description of the whole country of 
Scotland, with maps of every county. He died 
about the middle or the 17th century. 

GORDON, Thomas, a native of Scotland, 
greiAIy distinguished by his writings on political 
aad religious sulyects. He was concerned with 
Mr. Trenchard in the composition or " Cato*6 
Letters,*' and "The Independent Whig;** and

GORDON, Hun. George, commonly 
Lord George Gordon, a man whose 
spirit has lumished too many materials ft>r fur 
ture history, to pass unmenttoned in this coHee- 
tion. He was son of Cosmo-Geoige, duke of 
Gordon, and bom in 1750. At an early pertod 
of life ne entered into the royal navv, which 
he quitted during the American war, in conse- 
quence of an altercation with the earl of Band' 
wlcb , relative to promotion. He afterwards i^ 
presented the borough of Ludgershall in parlia- 
ment during several sessions ; and, as he anf.* 
niadverted with great freedom, and often with 
great wit, on tlie proceedings of both sides of 
the House, it was usual at mat period to say, 
that " there were three parties in parliament, 
the ministry, the opposition, and Lor^ Gcoi^ 
Grordon ;** at length, however, takinga very vio- 
lent part in the House against a " BiD for the 
Relief of Papists from certain Penalties and Dis- 
abilities,** he headed a popular associatkm Ui 
oppose tiie measure; which transaction gavo 
rtee to, though it certainly did not authoriaa. 
the dreadful riots by which tlie kingdom, ami 
particularly the metropolis^ was for some days 
derastoted in 1780. For this Lord Geoige waa 
tried on a charge of high treason ; but aeqoil^ 
ted, on the grouiid that bis intentions in aasean- 
bling tlie people were not malicious and trahor- 
ous. May 4, 1780, he was excommunicated hf 
the archbishop of Cantert>ury, for contempt, iii 
not appearing in court as wimesa in a cause. 
Jan. 38, 1788, having received sentence on two 
convictions, for libelling the French ambassa- 
dor and queen, and the crimlnaljustice of Great 
Britain, he retired to Holland, but waa sent 
back under a guard, and committed to New- 
gate. In July, 1789, lie presented a petition to 
the national assembly of France, for Its Inter- 
ference in his l)ehalf ; but Lord Grenville fn- 
formed the French amltassador that the ajmlica- 
tion in his favour could not be admitted, and 
the ambassador acquainted him with it. Ho 
died in Newgate, in 1793 ; and his last mranenia 
were embittered by the Imowledge that he oouNI 
not he Imried among the Jews, whose religion 
he had embraced, during his imprisonment, and 
to which he was warmly attached. 

GORDON, Andrew, a native of Aberdeen, 
professor and author ; he died in 1751. 

GORDON, Sir Adam, an English divine, rector 
of Hinckworth, and prebendary at Bristol, an- 
thor of sermons and other worto, died hi 1817. 

GORDON, Patrick, succeeded Sir WiHiam 
Keith, as governor of Pennsylvania, in 1796. 
His admintRtration wan pradent, judiciooa, and 
advantagpons to the colonists ; he died in 1736. 

GORDON, William, D. D.. minister of Ro>- 
bury, Mass., and author or a history of the Re- 
volution of the United States, Ice. ; he died la 
1807. 

GORE. Thomas, a native of Atderton, and 
author or some Latin poems, died in 1664. 

GORELLI, an Italian poet, who wrote, after 
the manner of Dante, a history of his country 
from 1010 to 1284. 
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GORGIAS, Leontiiitts, ajpblkMiopber, of 8ici- 
If , of grent eminence, 417 B. C. 

GDEUAM, Nathaniel, a member of congrem 
bi tTM, and president of that body ; afterwards a 
deflate from Maavachuaetts tu the convention 
wbicii fonned the OMWtitution of the United 
Slated; be died In 1796. 

GORIUS, orGORlO, Antoniua Franciscus, 
a iiistoriaa, critic, and antiquarian, of Florence, 
and autbnr of mme valuable workM, died in 1737. 

GORLiCUS. Abraham, au antiquarian, or| 
Ajitwerp; died in 1609. 

GORLiGUS, David, a native of Utrecht, in 
the I7th century ; be wrote on philoeopliy, and 
advanced scune new opinions. 

GOROnua, John, a pliysician, of Brabant, 
wlio settled at Antwerp, and maintained that 
Heniieh waa tbe laoguage of Adam ; be died in 
15Ti 

GORRAN, Nicholas de, an eloquent preach- 
er, and confeMor to Philip tbe Fair ; be died in 

GORRCUS, a protestant physician at Paris, 
who pbbUshed a transiation of Nicander, and 
died in 1573. 

GORTRA, John, became medical lecturer 
aad pttbUc physician at Harderwyck ; be wrote 
varioua worica, and died in 17GS. 

GORTON, Samuel, the first settler of War- 
wick, Bbodc-Island, was persecuted for his r&- 
Hfioiis opinions in Massachusetts, and for a 
tkae imprisoned ; he died after the year 1676. 

GOSNOLO, Bartholomew, an Knglisbnian, 
who fiiai discovered and gave name to Cape 
Cod, in lOOe: he died In Virginia, in 1607. 

G09SBLINI, Julian, a writer, bom at Rome ; 
be was appointed secretary to Ferdinand Gon- 
ial^ viceroy of Sicily, and died in 1587. 

GOSSRLIN, Antony, regius profeesor of his- 
tory and eloquenee at Caen, and principal of 
tbe coitafe du Bols, nublislied a " History of tbe 
Aadent Greeka, in Latin, 1636.'* 

GOfiSON, Stephen, a divine and poet, born 
hi Kent, in 1534, educated at Christ Church, 
Oxfonl, tQ0k orders, and obtained the living of 
Bl Boiolph, BisbopsKate, where he died, in 
1682. He wrote three ptays ; and afterwards, 
la 1579, published an invective against poets, 
playera. Sx. called "Tbe Scheoie of Abuse.'* 

GOTH, Stepben, archbishop of Upsal, who, 
in anemptiag to restore tbe Catholic religion in 
BiredeB, nevl^ kindled a civil wv, in tbe 16th 
Miliary. 

GOTHOFRED, tbe name of a very learned 
fbonily, originally of Prance. Denis Gothofred. 
a eetebnited lawyer, bom in 1549, died in 1022. 
fife ia BOW best known by an edition of the 
*' Corpoa Juris Civilla.** Theodoeius, the eld- 
est mm of Denis, bom in 1500, became a coun- 
sellor of state, and died in 1649. James, another 
ana of Denis, bora In 1587, was preferred to tbe 
Afsi ofAces in tbe republic of Geneva, and died 
tbere in 1658. Denis, the sen of Tbeodosius, 
bora fn 1615, died in 1681. He inherited his 
fatbei's tasie for French history, and made 
ficat addithMis to what Ids father had done. 
Of tbia kind are the histories of Charles VI., 
Cbarles VII., and Ctaaries VIII., magnificently 
printed at tbe Louvre.

GRACCHUS, Tiberius, who. being elfnned tri- 
bune of the Roman people, Demanded of the 
senate, in their name, the execution of tlie Agra- 
rian law, by which all perscm* possessing above 
500 acres of land, were to be deprived of the sur- 
plus, for the benefit of the poor citizens, among 
whom an equal distribution was to be made. 
Having carried bis plan into execution by vio- 
lent measures, he felt a victim to bis zeal, being 
assaarinated by his own party, 133 B. C. Calus, 
bis brother, pursuing the same steps, caused a 
sedition, In which he was kiUed by the consul, 
Opimius, 131 B. C. 

GRACCHUS, Rutullus, a Roman poet, of the 
10th eentury, of some merit 
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ledge of practical astronomy ; ao that he notonly 
gave to various movements Ibr the menaaratlon 
of time, a degree of perfection which had oevsr 
before been attained, but invented sererel astre- 
nomical instruments, by which ooesMerahle ed- 
vances have been made in that science ; he made 

Kat improvements in those which had before 
m in use ; and, by a wonderAil manual dex- 
terity, constracted them with greater preclsloB 
and accuracy than any other person In the worUL 
He was msny years a member of the ro^el so- 
ciety, to which he commimicated several ueenl- 
ous and important discoveries, and died in 1751. 

GRAHAM, Cathertaie Macainley, a celebimted 
English historian. She bnan her literary eeieer 
wtth the '* History of Badand, from Jaeses 1. to 
the Brunswick line.** Her other worto were a 
" History of England flrom theRevoiution to the 
present time. In a series of Letters to a Friend ;*' 
"A Treatise on the Immutability of Moral 
Tratii ;" " An Addms to the People of England, 
Scotland, and Ireland, on the present tanportaM 
Crisisof Affairs ;** ** Letters on Edueetfcm,*' *c. 
She died in 1791. 

GRAHAM, James, a Scotch poet, and a gIot 
tgyman of the church of England ; he died bt 
eariy life, in 1611. 

GRAHAM, Isab«Da,aiittlveer8eoiliiid,wlw

ttKAINGBE. Dr. Jamea, a pliyeieian and poet, 
korn at Dune, in Soodand, about 17S3, died at 
8l Ctariaiopber*!, in the Weat Indiee, 1767. He 
wan antlior of aeveral medical tracts, wrote an 
•seeilait poem on ttie " Sugar Cane,** and ano- 
ther on " Solitude,'* and publiebed a good trana- 
ladoBof'^TibuUue.** 

GRAM AYE. Jobn Baptist, orovoft of Am- 
lietm ; he wrote a Idatoiy of Aiiioa, and died in 
103S. 

G&AMM OND, Gabriel, lord of, president of 
tte parliament of Toulouse, and author of the 
htaioiyof Lewis XIII. ; he died in 16M. 

GEAM ONT. There were three French no- 
bles of tills name, wiio distinguished themselves 
by " M emoin of the reums of Lewis XIII. and 
JuVV* tod died at tlie lattar end of the 17th, or 
bcglnnliMtof the 18th century. 

GRANBT, Marauis of, a celebrated Bnglish 
(BoeraL bom In 1790, died in 1770. 

0£ AKOOLAS, John, doctor of theflorbonne, 
•ad author of some works ; he died in 1738. 

GRAND, Antony le, a Cartesian philosopher, 
of the ]7ih eentuiy, author of some liistorical 



GRANDyloaciiim le, a French political writer, 
BMCh estpemed at the court of Lewis XIV. ; he 
«iedinl733. 

GRAND, Mark Antony le, a French actor, 
frliose comedies were received with applause ; 
be died in 170. 

GRAND, Lewis, a doctor of tiie Borbonne, 
loni at Lozigni, in Antun ; he wrote some va- 
luable theologieal works, and died in 1780. 

GRAND, Peter le, a captain of a Dieppe pri- 
vileer. Ibmoos for his courage. 

GRANDET, Joseph, a French priest, of An- 
fcia, of great amiableness ; he wrote several 
TateaoM of biography, and died in 1794. 

GRaI^DI, Fraads Lewis, a native of Cremo- 
Ba, professor of philosophy at Florence, fte. , he 
wroia various marhematlfwJ works, anid died in 
174R 

GRANDnSR,Urfaan, curate and canon of Lou- 
don, In France, fhmous asamartyr to thesupei^ 
otitioos belief of magic ; being burnt alive on a 
chaife of having bewitched several Urrollne 
■ana of Loudon. He was bom at Bouvere, near 
BaMe, and snflered in 1634. ^ 

ORANDIN, Martin, a doctor of the Borbonne, 
aathor of a system of theology, died in

mona, translated Buolid into Italian, and died 
iaI7«l. 

6RANDUET, Charlei, a French aetor, who 
aimed with success. 

GRANET, Frands, a French writer, highly 
ifokenof by Abbe de Fontaine ; he died in 1741. 

ORANGBf Joseph de Chancel, a French wri- 
Iv, who waalmpriaoned and eiiled for writing 
i«Uaat PUUpi duke of Otleana; he died in 1758. 

GRANGE, Nicolaa, an able writer, who trana- 
hted Loereinu, Seneca, Itc ; he died in 1775. 

GRANGER, Jamea, a learned and ingenious 
Baitlsb divine, author of a veij valuable work 
in 4 volsi, 4to, under the title of " A Biographi- 
•alHlMoiyarBnCtaiid.'* Whenvicvof Bbip- 
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iiake, in Ozfonlxhire, h« wrus mmkoiI tvitn a s.id- 
fdeo fli wlillo sduiinislerinK ill*? sacrauieiit at Umt 
comniunion-table, by tiie iHirsting of a vtyKcl in 
his brain, in 1776. and died the tif:xt morning. 
Ttiis death was similar lo thai oi the cardiital 
de Bcrnlle. 

GRANGER, Gideon, a naiii«e of Connecticut i 
he graduated at Yale college in 1787. Bad was 
Boon aAer admitted to the bar of bis native 
state, where he practised law with considerable 
reputation. He was appointed postmaster-ge- 
neral of the United States, in 1801, and retained 
the office until 1814, alter which he removed lo 
New- York, and was chosen a member of the 
senate of that slate ; be died in 1899. 

GRANT, Francis, lord CuUen, an eminent 
lawyer and Judge, of Scotland^ died in ITSf^ 
universally respected. 

GRANT, Patrick, a Scotch Jndgetwho wrote 
agaiotft tb4 rebellion ; he died In 1768. 

GRANVILLE, George, viacount Lanadowne, 
an eminent English poet, bora in Devonahire 
in 1667, died in 1735. Havhig vainly endea- 
voured to get employment in anna, for the 
defence of James U., to whose cause he was 
wannly attached, he passed the course of king 
Wiiliam*s reign In private Ufb, eiOoying the 
company of his muse, which be employ^ in 
celebrating the reigning beauties of that age, 
as Waller, whom he strove to Imitate, had done 
itiose of the preceding. We have also several 
dramatic pieces of his, which were ail well re- 
ceived. 

GRAPALDU8, Francis Marhis, a native of 
Paima, so distinguished as an andmssador to 
the pope, that Julius 11., crowned him with bis 
own hand. 

GRAS, Anthony le, an ecclesiastic of Pari^ 
who translated C.Nepus ; be died in 1761. 

GRAS, James le, an advocate of Ronen, who 
translated Hesiod Into French veise, In the 17th 
century. 

GRASWINCKEL, Theodore, a native of 
Delft, eminent as a lawyer, and a man of lettem ; 
he vindicated the Venetians against the duke 
of Savoy, and died In HMO. 

GRATAROLUS, WUliam, a learned physi- 
cian, of Basil, wrote many books, and died in 
1569. 

GRATIAN. one of the most virtaoos of the 
(Roman emperors, son of Valentinian, bom ih 
}3S0, was aasassinated by rebels in 383. * 

GRATIAN, a private soldier, raised to the 
throne of Britain, In 407 ; he reigned 4 months. 

GRATIAN, a monk of Tuscany, in the I9tb 
century ; he was employed 94 years In recon- 
ciling the contradictory canons one to another. 

GRATIAN I, Jerome, an Italian of the 17th 
leentuiy ■ he wrote. Conquest of Grenada, dtc. 

GRATIUS, Faliseus, an eminent Latin poet, 
nipposed to have been colomporary with Ovid. 
We have the fhament o( a poem of his 00 
hunting, called " Cynegetioon.^* 

GRATIUS. Ortuinus, a learned German, who 
wrote several works ; he died in 1549. 

GRATTAN, Right Hon. Henry, a slatcsBiaB, 
and an orator, bom in Dublin, about 1750. He 

m bred to the bar, but rellnQuished that pro- 
(feaslon for the aenate. He was elected into the 
Irish parliament In 1775, and by his powerful 
eloquence obtained for his country a participa- 
tion In the coDuneree of Britain : for which he 
was rewarded with a vote of 50,0002. He was 
the active and vigilant leader of the opposllion, 
till the Union, which measure he resisted with 
nil his power. In the British parliament he 
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rhTcdy I'XiTtrd hm ta)«^nT« To advocating tlic 
t'atliolic clHinuf, to which Citase lie t«ii a mar- 
tyr, by kaviug Ireland in an exhausted Biaie of 
health, to carry to England the petition with 
which lie had been intrui<ted. Tie dic<l soon 
after bit arrival, May 14, ItSO, and was buried 
In W(«tniln8ter Abbi'y. 

GRAUNT, John, a well known author of 
** Observation* on the Bills i>f Mortality ,'* born 
in I^ndon. in 1(»0, died ia 1674. 

GRAUNT, Edward, a learned man, head of 
WentJiiintter scbooli died in 160L 

GRAVEIjOT, Henry Praaeis Dourgulgnon, a 
very famous engraver, bom at Peris, in 1G99, 
died \u 1773. 

GRAVEKOL, Francis a French advocate, 
he wrote Soriicriana, and died in 1604. 

GRAVES, Thrimas I<oid, a gallant British ad- 
miral, born at Thanekes, lii Cornwall, died 
lo IH03. 

GRAVF^, Ricb&rd. 93 years rector of Cla- 
verton, near Bath, was born at Micklcton, in 
Glouccstenhirc, in 1715 ; at the age of 16 he 
wn9 chosen a scholar of Penibruke College, 
OJtford ; and in 1736 elected a fellow of All 
Fouls. He was presented to tlie living of Cla 
\ urt«Hi, in 1750 : and from that time to his deatlt 
Ki 1804, never abscuied himtirlf a shigle anonth 
at any one liuie : thus suiting an example worthy 
the approbation and imitation of all clcrg>-mcn. 
Mr. Graves was the Intimate friund andcorrct)- 
)Kmd(;nt of Sbenstone, as well as of many ottier 
literary characters, and was author of an inge- 
nious satirical novel, called '^ The Hpiriiual 
Uuixotte ;'* besides a dramatic piece, cways, and 
many iiocms, translations, and si-rmons on \ari- 
IH18 dubjccts. He always enjoyed good health, 
and but a few months hvfOTv his a^^ath, w hen 
nearly 90 years o( age, pulilished " Thr Invalid, 
with the obvmus Meann of enjoying Life, by a 
Konagcnarian.'* There is an ease, and spright- 
liness, and an epigrammatic turn in his writ- 
ings, which was peculiar to himself, and will 
make them tie always read with pleasure. 

GRAVKSANDE, William James, a ceic 
hrated mathematician and moral philosopher, 
born in 16t)8, at Boia-le-Duc, in Holland, died 
in 1742. 

GRAVINA, Peter, an Italian poet, who pub 
lishod a 4to v«4. of poems nmch admired. 

GRAVINA, Jolin Vincent, an eminent dra 
matic poet, critic, antiquary, and lawyer, of 
Italy, bora at Roggiani^ in 1664, died in 1718. 
Tbp i;rcntcst of all his works, and for which he 
will b«; over memorable, is his three books, " De 
4>rtu et Progressii Juris Civilis/' 

GR .4 Y, Thomas, eminent for a few poems that 
iif has lef^ was born in Iiondon, in 17 J6, and 
'lied in 1771 He was perhaps the most learned 
man iu Ekittipe, equally arquainted with the 
e.tfsnt and the profound parts of science. A 
mw arrangement of his poems, with notes and 
auditions, was made and iirinied in 8vo., in 17911. 

GRAYSON, William, a senator of the I'nitod 
9'.a*C8. from Virginia; of great abilitiea and 
tinunpeHchsble integrity ; be died in 17110. 

GRAZZINI, Antony Francis, ffurnamed Lasca, 
<iansidcred nearly ofeqnal merit as a writer \tith 
ISoccace ; he died in 1583. 

GREATRAKKt>, ValetiUnc. a most extraordi- 
nary person, celebrated lor liis power (real or 
sup|iOkied/ of curing the kina'i' vm\ aiiil other 
diseases by stroking tht; nlf<Ttttl )iari5 \i'iih his 
hands. He was born in Ir<*::iiul. in li'riH, hut it \f-\ 
not recorded in what yrur In- *yn\l. Ho was 
living, however, In V',y' 
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GKEA VKS, John, an eminent matbeinatiriar 
aiMi antiquary, born at Tolmore. Hant«, in hAJfi, 
published several learned works, and died la 
1652. 

G RECOURT, Jolin Baptist Joseph VDlart de, a 
French poet, wlw becao>e a favourite olflieii of 
wit and rank \ he died in 1743. 

GREEN, Robert, a dramatic author in queen 
Elizabeth's reign, born iu 1530. He was a maa 
of great wit ami iiuroour, but in the life that he 
led prostituted great talents to the purposes of 
vice and obaoenity ; and upon the whole, botft 
in theory and practice, seems to have been a 
most perfect litfertine. His works of difll>rcnt 
kinds are very numerous ; many of iliftt are 
pastoral romances in nroae and verse. His dra- 
matic pieces, amounting to four or five, may be 
seeu in the " Biographia Dramatica ;'* lie died 
in 1532. One oi Ills biographers sa^'s of him 
that his works contain the seedbof vutue. while 
his acu display the tares of folly. 

GREEN, Maubew, an ingenious English |»ct, 
born in 1696. of ajpood family among the dis- 
senters ; held an oflice in the custom-bouse of 
London, and died In 1737. His poems were first 
colk'cied and published In lihno, in 1796. Th« 
ruosi celebrated of tiiom is entitled " The Spleen,** 
jin which fsays Mr. Melinouth) " there are more 
nrigfaial thoughts tlirown together, thou I have 
ever read in ihe same compass of lines. 

GREEN, Dr. Maurice, an eminent muaiciaa 
and composer, who was successively orranist 
and composer to the Royal Chapel, proTessor 
of music in the university of Cambridge, and 
master of the royal band. About 1750, he con- 
ceived a project of reforming church- miirfc, 
and lisid made a considerable progress in tha 
wo)-k ; but, bis health failing hita, he transmitted 
Ihe furthor prosecution of it to his friend Dr. 
Rnycp, who completed and published it. Dr. ' 
Green was horn in London, aiid died in 17 55. 

GREEN, John Richard. See GIFFORD^ 
John. 

GREEN, John, bishop of Lincoln, und ao 
eminent controversial and miscellaneous writer, 
born at Hull, about 1798, died in 1779. 

GREEN, Samuel, the first printer In North- 
America, who printed firvt tlie freeinan*s oath, 
then an almanac ; he died aOer 1685. 

GREEN, Edward Burnahy. a gentleman wel 
known in the regions of Parnassus, by " Trana- 
latinns of Anaca'un and Pindar,*' and many 
single poems and e»f>ays ; he died in 1788. 

GREENE, William, deputy governor and et>> 
vernor of the colony of Rhode- Island, died la 

GREENE, WUUam, cMef Justice and after^ 
wards govenior of the state of Rhode- Island, 
(li(^ in 1809 

GREENE, Nathaniel, a major-giencrat in ibe 
army of the United States, during the revohi- 
tiou, distineuKbed himself in the batti<*s of Tren 
ton and Princeton, and afterwards, in that of 
Gcrmantown, where he commanded the left, 
and of Monmouth, where lie eomniandcd the 
right wing of the army. He was appointed 
quarter master general, in 1778, and in 1780 to 
the command of the southern army, with w hich 
he gamed the victory at the Eutaw Springs. 
His braver}', skill, and services, were sue)) as 
to merit the express apprabatlon of congress, and 
cf hit* country ; he died in Georgia, In 1788. 

GRKi^.NHlLL, .lohn, a very Ingcnioas En- 
ellsh painter, the most excellent of all the dis<:i 
pies of Sir Peter IiC'lv , who is ttald to have con- 
iiHitlcrt'd him so viulh a rivul, tliat ho never 
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•itflTared him to aev him paint ; be was born at 
Ssli^bunr, and died In 1676. 

GREENUP, Christopber, a soldier of the re- 
volaUoiif and areprcaentaiive in concress, t'rum 
Kentacky, was gorernor of tliat state, in 1804 ; 
be died in Irild. 

GKBENVILLE, Sir Richard, grandfatlier, 
of the well known Sir Bevil GrcenviUc, com- 
aanded a fl^et in America, in J 585, against the 
Spaniards, but was taken, and died of his 
VuuiMla. 

GREENVILLE, Sir Bevil, distinguished in 
ike civil wan» for defending bis sovereign ; he 
fetl at the battle of Lansdowue, in IM3. 

GRfiExNWOOD, I»nac, professor of matbe- 
matios aud natural philosophy, in ItarTard coi- 
kse, from 173d to 173<j. 

GREGORIUS, GeorgiasFInrentinits, a learn- 
ed bishop of Tours, in the (ith century ; he wa» 
•n able writer, but censured by Gibbon ; he died 
abo«t585. 

GBE60RY, George, D. D., an Engli^sh divine, 
and miscelianoous writer, was settled in Lon- 
don, where be supported and defended the mi- 
Ktotty by his writings ; he died in 1808. 

GREGORY, St., sumnmed the Great, a mild 
and benevolent pontiff, died in 604. 

GREGORY IJ., an enllgUtuned and virtuous 
poniiflT, died in 731. 

GREGORY HI., a charitable, but magnificent 
Bontiff, who added splendour to the holy see ; 
be died in 1741. 

GREGORY rV., wha visited France, to re- 
concile tbe jarring imerests of ibe royal family 
of France, but without succef s ; he died in 8d4. 

GREGORY v., Brunon, a Gcnnan, pope al\rr 
John XVI. ; be died in 999. 

GREGORY VL, John Gratian, who attempt- 
ed to restore the revenues of the cimrch ; he ab- 
dicated Ibe tiara in 1040. 

GREGORY VII., Hildcbrand, succeeded Alex- 
ander II. : he iriMlicoted tite pontincate, and died 
la 1085. 

GREGORY Vin., Alb<'rt de Mora, succeeded 
Urban HI., and died two mouths after, in U87. 

GREGORY IX.. r'golinjflecUHlpopeln 1227. 
He excited tbe Christian priiic«>4) to undertake a 
cnj5tide, and died in 1S41. 

GREGORY X., Theobald, summoned a ge- 
aeral council at Lynns, and endeavoured to heal 
aH fcbisms in religion ; he died in 127G. 

GREGORY XL, Peter Roger, a promoter of 
eooGord and benevolence among the Cliristian 
princes ; be died in ITHQ. 

GREGORY XII., elected pope in 1406, during 
the Mbiam of the West ; he died in ]417. 

GREGORY XIII., Hugh Buoucompagno, 
el^-ted pope af^r Pins V., in 15TZ ; he reform- 
ed the calendar, and adopted the style which 
bears his nam^. He died in 1565. 

GREGORY XIV., Nicholas Sfondrate, elect- 
ed pnpe afler Urban VII., and died in 1501. 

C2REGORY XV., Alexander Ludovisio, made 
pnpe in Iff^l, died in 1(81 

(GREGORY, James, a very eminent mathe- 
matician, bom at Aberdeen, in 1639, died in 
1^.V The chief inventions of Gregory are, the 
reflecting telescope, the burning concave mir- 
ror, and tbe quadratTire of the circle by an in- 
fhiice coarerging series. He was likewise the 
irst who deniunstratcd the meridian hue to be 
amdafDus to a scale of lograrithic tangents, of 
tbe half complement of latitude : he also invent- 
ed and demonstrated geometrically, by tlie help 
of the hyperbola, a very swift converging series 
for making the hygarithtns, and therefore re 
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ctimmended by Dr. llalley as very proi>cr for 
practice. 

I GREGORY, David, a distlncuished niatbe- 
niatician, who llrst introduced ?<ewton*s Prlnci- 
jpitf into the university schools ; he died in I7I0. 
GREGORY, Dr. John, an eminent physician 
aud moral writer, died in 1773. His writings 
are spirited and elegant, and calculated for ge- 
neral utility. Tliose by wiiich lie Is best known 
are, " A Comparative View of the state of Man 
and other Animals;** '* A Father's Legacy to 
his Daughters ; and '* An Essay on the Omce 
and Duties of a Physician ;'* by the latter of 
which he plainly shows that he thought the 
medical art, to be generally admired, necdi'd 
only to be better known; and that the nfferta 
tion of concealment retarded its progress, rcn 
dured it a suspicious art, and tended to draw 
ridicule and diaerace on its professors. 

GREGORY, John, an Enclish divine, who 
wrote several works ; he dleu in 1646. 

GREGORY, Edmund, author of the " His- 
torical Anatomy of Christian Melancholy,*' &,c. 
difid in 1650. 

GREGORY, Nazianzen, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, born in 3^24, died in 389. He was 
one of the abi(»(t champions of the orthodox 
faith coiiceniing the Trinity, whence he had 
the title given him of " THE DIVINE,'* by 
unanimous consent. 

GRKGOKY, Nyssen, bishop of Nyssa, In 371, 
and author of the Nicene Creed, died in 396. 

GREGORY, Theodorus, bishop of Neo-Cesa- 
rea, suruained Tbauniuturgus, a disciple of 
Origen, and famous for his conversion of the 
Gentiles ; hi* diinl about 5265. 

GREGORY Peter, a native of Toulouse, an- 
tlior of sonio learned, but injudicious works ; 
he died lu l.'>27. 

GREGORY, Dr. George, a native of Ireland, 
and a learned and industrious moral and miscel 
lancoufl writer, died vicar of West-Ham, in 18Ql!. 

GREN.-\DA, Lewis de, who refused the bish' 
>pric of Braganza, being so much attached to 
a monastic life ; he died in 1588. 

CiRBN.AN, Benignus, a Latin poet, poetical 
rival of professor Coffin ; he died m 1723. 

GRENCK, a French painter of great merit, 

GRENVILLE, George, a celebrated British 
statesman, known in parliamentary history for 
his two bills for a more regular moment of the 
navy, In 1757, aud for tbe trial orcontsatcd elec- 
tions in 1770 

GREflllAM, Sir Thomas, an eminent mer- 
chant, born iu IjOiidon, In 1519, and died in 1579. 
He was well acquainted with the ancient and se- 
veral modern languages, had a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge of all affairs relating to com' 
merce, whether foreign or domestic; and his suc- 
cess was not less, befngin his time esteemed the 
richest commoner In England. He Iransactcd 
queen Elizabeth's mercantile aflfalrs so constant- 
ly, that he was called " The Royai Merchant ;'* 
and bis house was sometimes appointed for 
the reception of foreign princes upon their first 
arrival in London; but the moat 'shining part 
of his character appears in bis public benefac- 
tions. Th') Royal Exchange, which lie built, 
was a singular ornament to tbe city of London, 
and a great convenience to tbe merr4iants, who 
wanted such a place to meet and transact their 
•iffairs in ; and the donation of his own man- 
$ion-bon.<ie, in Rishopsgate-street, for a seat of 
learning and the liberal arts, with thehandsouir 
provision made for the endowment and support 
of it, was such on instance of a scnerous and 
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dniwim Caricatures; the hatjuet Uliuirtil^ 
wiita four Gopperplatea; wttb an Enay on Oth 
micPaiDUng.*'^^ 

GBOdLBY, PMer John, a Freoehman, mem- 
ber of the academy of bdlet letten. Ifec,aiid 
author of wreral worka; he died in 1785. 

6R088ETBBTE, Robert, an EagUah prdaM 
who wrote commeniarfea on AriMotle, ix. Or. 
Ptmn wrote hto Ufe ; he died la 1SS3. 

GROeTESTE, Claude, a minigterof SaT^f, 
who went toliondon OD the revocation of thn 
edict of Nantei ; he wroie aefenl wmka, aatf 
died in 1713. 

6ROSVENOR, Beqjamta, a oatiTO of Lea- 
don, and minister of a dlsMntlnc coogregatloa 
there ; he wrote an Eaiay on Health, Ice, aai 
diedlnlTSS.

GRO0B, Fraads, F.S. A., who, after having 

' anted the ** Antiquities of England, Wales, 
flcotiaad," In a series of views of monastic 
other ruins, was on the point of completing 
Us design by those of " Ireland," where be bad 
keen eaniioyed about a month before his death, 
which happened In 1791, In the SSd year of his 
age. He published also "A Treatise on ancient 
Anaovr and Weapons;" *« A Classical Dio- 
ilNUBy of the Vulgar Tongne ;" " A provindal 
r, with a OoUection of local Proverbs 
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GROVE, Joseph, an English historical ani 
critical writer, died in 1764. His best work Is A 
** Life of cardinal Wolsey." 

6RUBBR, Gabriel, a very distinguished Jt- 
suit, bom at Vienna, who at an early age maoa 
great proficiency in the arts and sdences. Ha 
practised and taught suecesslvelv, rhetoric, his- 
tory, mathematics, hydraulics, enjrmtstry, archi- 
tecture, and medicine, in which be obtained the 
dwree of doctor. His recreations were phyal- 
caf and chvmical ezperlments. drawing and 
paintli^. On the suppresdon or the society of 

Siuits, the emprem Maria Theresa took mm 
10 her service, and Intrusted to him the su- 
perintendence of ship-building at Trieste, aa 
wdl as the drainina of the Sdavonian and Hun- 
garian morasses. As soon as he learned that tha 
society oomiaued to cdst in the Rusdan em- 
pire under the protection of the government} he 
joined the society at Polocz, where he apiuled 
himsdf to his fkvourite studies for several years. 
Being sent to 8l Petersbursh several times on 
thebudness of the society, ne gained the esteem 
of thdr Imperial mi^estiea. la 180S he waa 
dected generd of the sodety, andshowed much 
tranquiuity and peneveranoe in very arduoua 
and trying circumstances. By his exertions, tha 
order loereased in Russia, and was restored In 
the kingdom of Naples. His amiable and phi- 
lanthropic behaviour, and the variety and ex- 
tent of his knowledge, procured him manv 
friends, as well as the oonfidence and good-wiU 
of men of the b^he^^rank. With those abili- 
ties and information which Ibran a great mind, 
he united the pie^ and virtue of a trae member 
of a lelifrions order. He died In 1805. 

GRUCHIU8, NIcdas, of Rouen, was the first 
who exphiined Aristotle tat Greek; he died ia 
1572. 

GRUDIUB, Nieoias Bvarard, treasurer of 
Brabant ; he wrote sacred and profhne hlsUMF 
in Latin, and died in 1971.

GRUNER, John Frederic, an able theologian 
and scholar, of Cobouif , and author of several 
works on language ; he died in 1778. 

6RUTERUS, Janus, a celebrated phllologer, 
antiquary and historian, boni at Antwerp, in 
1960, died in ie97. 

GRUTERUS, Peter, a practitioner of physic, 
In Flanders, who published " A Century of 
Latin Letters,*' 4kc. ; he died in 1634. 

GRYLLUS, son of Xenopbon, slew Epami- 
nondasj«nd fell biaraelf at the battle of Ma- 
tinea, 363 B. C. 

GS Vn.£US. Simon, a learned Geiman, Greek 
professor at Vienna, and afterwards at Heidel- 
berg, became a protestant, for which he suffered 
much ; he died in 1541. 

GRYNiEUS, John James, a native of Berne,

GUARINI^ohn Baptist, a celebrated Italian 
poet, bom at Ferrara, in 1537, died in 1612. The 
" Pastor FIdo'* has immortalized the name of 
Guarini. 

GUARINI, Guarino, a well known architcc!,

6UDIUS, MarqutUEd, an able critic, of Hol- 
stein, who crwed bis elevation, being counoeMur 
to the duke of Holstein, to the friends of his 
pupil Schas, who leftbia his property ; he died

GUDIUS, Gottlob Frederic, a Lutheran niniy- 
ter, author of some valuable works. 

GUEDRIER DE ST. AUSTIN, Hemy Mi- 
chael, a doctor of the Sorbonoe,distuigiii8bed ■■ 
a casuist; he -died in 1743. 

GUERARD, Robert, of Rouen, who wrote an 
abridgment of the Bible In questiom and an- 
swers, 4tc.j; he died in 1715. 

GUERART, Benjamin, gm'emor of the state 
of South-Carolina, died at Charleston, in 1789. 

GUERCHEVILLE, Antoinette de Pons, mar^ 
cbionees of, a French lady, who, when Henry 
IV. meditated an attack on her virtue, replied 
that she was not noble enough to be his wife, 
but too noble to be his mistress. 

GUERCin, Claude Lewis de Regnier, count 
de, a French general, who distJnguiSied hiaosclf 
in the wars of luly and Flanders ; he died in 
1768. 

GUERCINO, (so called from a cast that he 
had in one of his eyes, for his true name was 
Francesco Barbieri da Cento,) a celebrated 
Italian painter, born near Bologna, in ISBO, died 
in 1666. 

GUERET, Gabriel, eminent as an advocate at 
the bar, and as an autiior ; he died at Pari5,in l&jfi, 

GUERICK, OtDo,4i Prussian, and the most 
celebrated mathematician of bis time, bom in 
1602, died in 1686. He was inventor of the air- 
pump, and wrote largely on natural philosophy. 

GU ERIN, Francn, professor of the college of 
Beauvais, translated Tacitus and Llvy into 
French. 

GUERINIERE, Francis Robichon, author of 
" TEcole de Cavalerie," &c. ; be died In 17S1. 

GUERRE, Martin, a Frenchman, whose wife, 
in his absence, received another man. as her 
husband ; but he returning, the impostor was 
hanged. Id 1650. 

GUESCLIN, Beruand du, constable of 
France, a renowned general, who ciiecked tba 
\ictorioa8 progress of Edward III., of England, 
after king John of France was taken prisoner ; 
he was born in Brittany, in 1311, died in 1380. 

GUETTARD. John Stephen, a French pbyri- 
cian and botanist, whose application was tlio 
cause of ]ti» death, in 1786; he wrote on plants. 

GU EUL£TTE,Tboma8 Simon, a French ad- 
vocate, author of some novels and comedies ; be 
died in 1766. 

GUEVARA, Antony de a Spanish wriUfr, 
whose lift! of M. A. Antonius has be<>n translat- 
ed into all the languages of Europe ; he died in 

GUEVARA, Lewis Veicz de, a Spanish poec, 
and author of several humorous comedies, boin 
at AndaluMa, and died in 1646. 

GUGLIELMINI, Dominic, a mathematician, 
patronised byl^^iwls XIV., and author of 
veral valuable workM, he died in 17J0

OUlBBRTf JaoMt Antbony Hippollie, a French 
mitor oa military aflairs, bora ai Houtauban, in 
1143. He acquired the ranlc of colonel, and the 
eraee of St. Louii. by hia active aervicee in tJte 
Fkench amy, ana publislied, in 1770, Ua cele- 
hcated worlL, " Eaua generai de Tactique ;*' a 
WOTliwIitebfUioagh known and admired over 
all £arope, drew upon its author the envy too 
atteadam on merit, which embittered a 
part of hie days. He was alao a dramatic 
, and produced three tragedies, ** Tlie Con- 
MaWeof Bottibon,'* " TbeGracchi,'' and " An- 
aa BuUan f* neither of which, however, was 
MbHakad ; he was admitted a member of ibv 
French academy ; and died of an almost broken 
iwart, In 17M) ; exclaiming on his death-bed, al- 
luding 10 bisenemies, *^bey will one time know 
me, and do me Justice." 

GUICC1A£DINI,Franei8C0.aceJebrated his- 
torian, of Italy, was bom as Florence, in 1488, 
ami died in 1540. 

OUIOCIARDINI, Lewis, nephew of the pre- 
ceding, and a historical writer of the most ap- 
proved fidelity.

GUILD, WUUam, D. D., a Scotch divine, pro- 
AsBor of divtniQr and phlloeophv at Aberdeen ; 
be died in 1688. 

GUILLAUf , BbBOo, aaealptor, rector of the 
paiattng and acalptnre academy at Paris ; he 
died tn 1058. 

6UILLANDIUS, Blelehlor, aa emiaeat phy- 
•leJan and botanist in Prussia, wrote an excel- 
lent coauaentary on tbePapyrasj^fcc.; he died 
in 1580. 

GUILLBLUA, orBohemia. the foundrem of 
■a Inlkmoos sect which started up in Italy In the 
lath ceatBiy, and which, nnder the mask of de- 
vocioD, oaed to practise all manner of lewdness. 
GoillelaM imposed so effectually upon the worl4 
by a Mmmt of eztraordhiary devotfoo all her life 
time, that she was not only reputed holy at her 
death, bat also revered as asabit a considerable 
tiose after it However, her frauds, and the de- 
laaitna she had employed, were at last discover^ 
cd; upon which her body was dug up, and burnt, 
taiaOO. Bhedied hi 1231, and badbeen burled 
iallBaa. 

GUILLEMEAU, James, a French surgeon, 
! valuaMa works : be died hi ISIS. 
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J GUILLET DE ST7~d£ORGE, Georae, flm 
ihistorlograpbcr to the academy of paintmg and 
kculptur«) in Paris; be wrote the History of Ma- 
homet II., aud other works, and died in 1705. 

GUILLlAUD,Clau4e, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
author of commentaries oa some of the Goq>eb^ 

GUILTJM, John, the •eputed author of a ce- 
lebrated book, entitled, " The Display of Heral- 
dne," was bora in Herefordsbhre, in 1566, died bi 
16S1. BeeBARKHAM. 

OUILLOTIN,a physician, of Saintcs, inventor 
of the guillotine ; he died ofgrief that this instru- 
ment was so much abused. 

6UlSCARD,Robert, a famous Norman knight, 
who asshKed in tli« conquest of Naples fh>m tlM 
Saracens; he died In 1065. 

GUISCARD, Charles, a Prussian officer of 
distinction, author of " Miliury Memoirs of the 
Greeks and Romans,*' itc. ; he died in 1775. 

GUISE, Claude de Lorrabie, duke of, settled 
in France, and become fouuder of the family of 
Guise tliere ; he died in 1513. 

GUISE, Francis, duke of, son of the prec«« 
ing, a man of great talents ; in biro began the 
factions of Condo aud Guise ; he died in 1503. 

GUISE, Henry, duke of, memorable in ttse hia- 
tory of France as a gallant oflker ; but an impe- 
rious, turbulent, sedidous sutiJecL who plac(>4 
himself at the head of an armed force, and cal- 
led his rebel band, The League ; the plan wntf 
foraied by the cardinal, his younger brotbei ; 
and, under the pretext of defcndinf the Roman 
catholic religion, the king, Henry III., and the 
freedom of the state, against the designs of thH 
Huguenots, or French protectants, they carried 
on a civil war, massacred the Huguenots, and 
governed tlie king, who forbade his appearance 
at Paris ; but Guise now became an opien rebel, 
entered that city against the king's express or- 
der, and pat to the sword all who opposed him ; 
the streets being barrlcadoed to prevent his pro- 
gress, this fatal dav is called in the French his- 
tory, The Day of the Barricades. Masters of 
Paris, the policy of the Guises failed them ; for 
they suffered the king to escape to Blols, though 
he was deserted in bis palace at Paris by his 
very guards. At Blols, Henry convened an as- 
sembly of tlie states of Fraace ; the duke of 
Guise had the boldness lo appear to a summon* 
wnt him for that purpose : a forced reooncilia- 
tion took place between nim and tlie king, bv 
the advice of this assembly ; but It being acci- 
dentaHy discovered, that Guise had formea a plan 
to dethrone the king, that weak monarch, in- 
stead of resolutely bringing him to justice, nad 
him privately assassinated, Dec. S3, 1558, in the 
38th year of his age His brother, the cardinal, 
shared the same fite the next day. 

GUISE, Charles, duke of, eldest son of Henry, 
was arrested on his fktber's murder, but escap- 
ed ; he was reconciled to the king, but the jea- 
lousy of Richelieu drove him from the kingdom; 
he died in 1640. 

GUISE, Lewis de Lorraine, cardinal of, son 
of Henry, well known as illustrious in amis, and 
|in the arts of peace ; be died in 1631. 

GUISE, Henry of Lorraine, duke of, grandson 
of Henry, was remarkable for bis intrigues with 
the duke of Bouillon, ice. ; he died In 1664. 

GUISE, William, an English divine, eminent 
for his translaUooa ftom tbe oriental languages, 
bom in Gloucestershire, in 1653, died in 16H3. Fo- 
rcignen have styled him ** the immortal oraa< 
meat of th e university of Oxford." 

GUrrrON, John, a citizen of Rorbelle, was

His principal workaare, *' HlMoriet 
of ibe World,*' of " England," and «r *'8c«c- 
land." He was a " writer by profeasfcon,** and 
is said to have lent his name to bookaeUen lot 
publications In which be had no concenu Stttli 
is asserted to have been the case with wspect to 
the Geographical Grammar, called "Guthrie*8;*' 
which, however, is a work that, fbr its 
utility and comparative perlectioa, coAfen < 
dit on the compiler, whoever be be. 

GUTTEMBERGU,John of, a citizen of Stras- 
bonrg, to wliom it attributed tlie inventioB of 
the art of printinf , in conjunction with Fust, or 
Faustus, and Peter Scboel&r, or Schuflbr, the 
servant, and afterwards the son-in-law, of Faaa- 
tus, by whom it was further improved. He wu 
bom at Mentz, in 1408, and died there, in 1467. 
GUY, a monk of Areuo, who invented the six 
syllables of the gamut, ut, re, ml, fa, aol, la, Uv 
cd about 1028. 

GUY, Thomas, founder of Guy's hospital, 
the son of Thomas Guy, lifhteimaa and 
dealer in Horsley-down, Southwark. He ' 
put apprentice, in IGGO, to a bookseller, in the 
porch of Mercer*s chapel, and set up trade with 
a stock of about SOO/., in the house that forma

tion ; of those the most celebrated are, a newjIThe English Bibles being at that time very badly

6ULDEMBTAEDT, John Antony, a famous 
traveller, bom at Riga ; visited Astracan, Cau- 
casus, dte. ; be died in 1781. 

GUNDLUtf G, Nicolas Jerome, a native of Nu- 
rembeiig, professor at Halle, and author of some 
valuable works, he died in 1739. 

GUNNERUB, John Ernest, a native of Chris- 
tiana, founder of the royal Norwegian society at 
Drontheim : he died in 1773. 

GUNNING, Peter, an English prelate, bora 
at Hoo, in Kent, was one of the conunittee ap- 
pointeo to review the liturgy * be died in 1684. 

GUNTER, Edmund, an English mathema- 
tician,and professor of astronomy atGresham col- 
lege, bora in Herefordshire, in 1561, was bred for 
the church, and took orders ; but genius and In- 
clination leading him chiefly to mathematics, he 
applied early to that studv, and distingtiisbed 
bimself by many important improvements in ma 



tion in the mariner's compass, and of a scale. 
which, after him. Is called " Gunter's Scale.** 
He died in 1696. 

GUNTBER, a German poet, In the beginning 
•f the 18th century, who was poisoned by a ri- 
val, wh«i going to be presented to Augustus II., 
king of Poland. 

GuRTLER, Nicolas, a native of Basil, author 
of a German and Frenah Leiicon, and other 
works ; he died In 1707.

1663, In the 37th year of his age, after he had de- 
feated the Imperial army commanded "by Wnl- 
fltein. He carried to his tomb the name of '*The 
Great Gustavus,** the love of his subjects, and

HACKET, William, an English fanatic, in 
tlie reign of Eilzabetli.

H ADDON, Walter, an eminent English echo* 
lar, professor of civil law, in the reign of Ed- 
ward ; he was a zealous promoter of tha refor- 
mation, and died in 1571. 

HADRIAN. See ADRIAN. 

H.\EN, Antony de, privy counsellor, and phy- 
sician to the empress Maria Theresa, was an- 
ther of " Ratio Medendi,'* and a treatise on 
magic; be died in 1776. 

HA ERLEM, Theodore Van, a Dutch painter, 
bom at Haerleni. His Christ and his apostles, 
in the church of Utrecht, are much admired ; 
he died in 1470. 

U AGEDORN, a German poet, of the 18th een- 
tury. His works, in imitation of Fontataie, dis- 
play genius, vivacity, and great delicacy. 

HAGEN, John Van, a landscape pafatter, boni 
in Cleves. His pieces are much admired. 'He 
died at the end of the 17th centuiy. 

HAGGAI, the tenth of the miner prophets, 
lived in the reign of DariOB Hystaqwa.

H AHN, Simon Frederick, author of the " His- 
tory of the Empire,'* was a very extraordinary 
character. At the age of 10, he knew several 
languages, and at 24, was professor of history at 
Helmstadt ; he died in 1729. 

HAILES. See DALRYMPLE. 

H.^ILLAN, Bernard de Girard, lord of, a 
French historian, bom at Bourdeaux, in 1535, 
died in 1610. He published a history, which 
reaches from Pharaniond to the death of Chaiiea 
VI r., and was the first who composed a body of 
the French hi0tory in French. 

HAINES, Joseph, commonly called count 
Haines, a very eminent low comedian, and a 
person of great facetiousneas of temper and 
readiness of wit, died in 1701. 

HAKEM, the third of the Fatimite caliphs, 
was a violent persecutor of the Christians and 
Jews, and pretended to be the visible image of 
God. He was assasaiuatod by the intrigue of 
his sister, in 1081. 

HAKE WELL, John, mayor of Exeter, in 
1632. Another brother, William, was of Exeter 
college ; he warmly espoused the party of tha 
puritans, and published " The Liberty of tha 
Subject against the power of Impositions,** &c. 

HAKE WELL, George, a learned divine, born 
at Exeter, in 1579, died in 1649. His principal 
work is " An Apology, or Declaration of the 
Power and Providence of God in the govern- 
ment of the World, praviug that It doth not de- 
cay," &€. 

HAKLUYT, Richard, famous for hte skiU in 
the naval history of England, was bom in Here- 
fordshire, in 15£), and died In 1616. He is au- 
thor of a " Collection of Voyages and Discove- 
ries,** In 3 TOb. folio, and of several other usefal 
waika» 
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HALDEf John BapUsl du, a learned Freneb- 
«Mn, born at Parii, in 1674, died in 174S. We 
kave of tais, a valuable work, entitled " Grande 
PeecripUon do la Cbine et de la Tartarle/* lu 4 
Tola, folio. 

llAL£j 6ir Matthew, a moat learned lawyer, 
•nd chief joetice of tke King's Bench, born in 
)(X)9. The attainmenta of Bir MaUhew were 
Wonderful ; for he had, beside liia pecullur pro 
feidon, a considerable knowledge in the civil 
law. in arithmetic, algebra, and other mathe- 
aiatical adenoea, as well as In iihysic, anato- 
aiy. and surgery ; waa very conversant in ax- 
perunental phtlocophy, and other branches of 
philosophical learning, and in ancient history 
■nd chronolecy ; but, above all, he seemed to 
kave made divinity his chief study; so that 
thoee wiio read what be has written upon tlieo- 
fogleal questions, miglit be inclhied to think thai 
he had studied nothina elsti. Ills principal 
works are legal, pliilosophical, and leligious; or| 
the former, the moat valuable are, hb " Pleas of 
Che Crown," and a " History of the Coniniou 
Law of England/* He died In iC76. 

HAJLiES, John, an English divine and poet, 
bora at Bath, in 1584, died in 16S6. Aft^r his 
death, iliere came out a collection of his works, 
with this title, " Golden Kemaius of the ever- 
memorable Mr. John Hales, of Eton C611^e,'* 
4b€. 

HALES, Stephen, a very celebrated natural 
philoaopher and mathemaileiau, born in Kent, 
tn M77, died in 1761. Among many other use- 
Ail Inveutiona of hia, was tliat of veniilators ; 
which be coodnued to Improve as long as he 
lived. Hia " Statical Essays'* have been oficu 
printed, and are well known. 

HAU-BEIGH, a Polander, whose original 
mme waa Bobowski. Being taken by the Tar- 
tWB, while a child, he was sold to the Turks, 
whoeducated him in their religion. He acquired 
the knowledge of 17 kuiguages, and became In- 
ferpreter to the grand aignlor; translated into 
the Turkiifh language the catechism of thei 
church of England, and all tlie Bible ; compo^edl 
a Turkish grammar and dictionary, and other' 
things which were never printed His princii»al 
work is " A Treatise upon the Liturgy of tlie 
Turks, their Pilgrimages to Mecca, Uieir Cir- 
eumcision, and Manner of vhiiiing tint Sick.'* 
Be died in 1675. 

H ALKET, Lady Aana, was bom in London, 
In 1682, and married Bir James Halket, in 1656. 
Ber father, Robert Murray, was preceptor to 
Charles I. From Iter MrtS. was selected a vo- 
lume of medilationa ; she died in 1609. 

HALL, John, an English lawyer and poet, 
celebrated as a political writer, died in 1656. 

HALL, Henry, an English divine, who pub- 
llsliod some occasional sermons, and was great- 
ly beloved ; he died in 1763. 

UALL, John, a auneon of Kent, who flou- 
rished in the reign of Elizabeth : he published 
a compendium of Anatomy, Sec. 1565. 

UALL, Jacob, a noted rope dancer in the age 
«f Charlee II. 

HALL, Richard, an English popish priest. 
He left England lo avoid the {lenai laws against 
Ilia reUgion, and became divinity prorcMor at 
Pouay ; he was author of some theological 
works, and died in 1604. ' 

HALL, Joseph, an eminent and learned bi 
shop of Norwich, bom in 1574, died in 1656. His 
" Meditations** are well known ; and hjs poeti- 
cal talents, cliiefly exercised in isatirc, were very 
rcapcctable. Tfc ia uaivursall) alluWid lu huve 
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been a man of great wit and learning, and of aa 
great meokncss, modesty, and piety. His works 
make 5 vols, in folio, and have gained him tbc 
afwellation of the ** Christian Seneca-** 

HALL, Lyman, governor of Georgia, waa a 
zealous advocate for the revolution, a member 
of coligrcas in 1776, and a signer of the deda 
tion of ludependance. He died alwut 1790. 

HALLE, Antony, a good Latin poet and pro- 
fessor of eloquence at Caen ; lie died at Parit 
in 1675. 

HALIiE, Peter, profenor of canon law in the 
universky of Paris, boraat Bayeux, in Norman- 
dy, in 1611, died in 1609. 

HALLE, Claude Guy, of Paris, dlstinfuifihed 
as a painter, died in 1736. His son, Noel, was 
also respectable in the same art ; be died in 1736. 

HALLER, Albert, an illustrious physician, 
and voluminous Writer, born at Berne, in Swit- 
zerland, in 1703, died in 1777. He Is supposed to 
have been tlie most acute, various, and orlfinal 
genius, that has appeared in the medical world 
since Boerbaave. 

H ALLEY, Edmund, a moat eminent EngUsb 
pliiloaopher and antronoroer, bom In London, fa

ighly valued in every part of Europe. He died 
at Greenwich, in Jan. 1741-S.

H ALLIFAX, Dr. Samuel, bishop and arch- 
deacon of BL Asaph, was a prelate of great 
knowledge and ability; an incomparable civi- 
lian, and an extremely acute public speaker.

much esteemed; and hia Analysis of biahotf 
Butler's Analoay (a book entirely abacniae ana 
metaphysical) u written with great elegance of 
style, as well aa with much proftindity of think- 
ing. He waa bom at Chealerlield, in 1730, and 
died in 1790. 

H AJiS, Francis, an admired portrait paintert 
of MechUn : he died hi I6G6. 

HAIjS, Dirk, brother of the preceding, waa a 
painter of festive and low aeenca ; lie died in 
16a6. 

HABIBKRGER, George Albert, an endneiit 
matbcmaijcian, of Franconla, and author of a 
valuable work on optica and other aubjecta ; he 
died in 17%. 

HAMBEROER, George Christopher, a learn- 
ed German, published Orpheus and otlier volo' 
minouB Works ; he died in 1773. 

HAMEL, du Monceau, Henry Lewis dn, of 
Paris, eminent for his knowledge of mcebanica, 
africuliure and commerce ; be died in 1782. 

HAMEI^, John Baptist du, a celebrated 
French phikiaophcr ana divine, bom at Vtre, in 
1684, died in 1706. 

UAMILCAR BARCAS, a famona Carthagi- 
nian general, slain in battle 3S7 B. C. 

HAMILTON, Patrick, abbot of Feme, in Scot- 
land. He was condemned to ttie flames, for hia 
adherence to the tenets of Luther, and endured 
the sentence with wonderful fortitude. He waa 
not only pious, but learned and polite. He suf- 
fered in Ism, aged ^ 

HAMILTON, James, first dnke of, a diadn- 
giiislied eommmider under Charles I. He main- 
tained his master*^ cause in the North, after itc 
ruin in England ; waa at length defeated at 
Presron, aiid beheaded in 1649. 

HAMIT^TON, Count Antony, an eJecant wri- 
ter, Itorii in Ireland, in 1646, of a Scotcn fauiily. 
lliii m<i6t celebrated work was '* Mcmoiirsef flnc 
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..^unt d« Gnimninnt *,'* but hn wrote alio lonie 
Bovou aoit Fairy Tales, wbich are ejicellem iii 
their kind, auU died 17>». 

HAMILTON, William, duke of, was •ecre- 
lary of state fur Scotland. He di«d in IGSfl of 
wuiioda received at the battle of VVorceeter. 

HAMILTON, WUiiam, an iugenioua poet, 
dtabogujsbed by the Uvoiine«a of hia Itnagiiia- 
tiwu and the dtiltcacy of his leotiiiieiits. He whs 
bom of an ancloiit and honourable famtiy in 
j;oi, aiid died lu 1751. Uis poeoia were printed 
m. Edinburgh, 1700. 

B A MILTON, George, earl of Orkney, die- 
Hm^n^twbJ himself at tiie battle of the Boyne, 
aad at Blenheim ; he died in 1737. 

HAMILTON, sir WUliam, thirty-seTen years 
British amt>asfiador at the court of Naples, was 
bom in Uie year 1729. and died in London, in 
leVXl. The tealonn and succeMfui efforts which 
he made during his long residence in Italy, in 
bringing to light the buried treanurA of antiqui- 
tj ueeiof not here be enumerated ; indeed, hia 
whole life was devoted to studies connected 
Wttli ttic floe arts.

HAMILTON, Elizabeth, a distinguished mis- 
ceUaoeoua writer, bom at Belfast, in 1758.

"Letters of a Hindoo Rtjah;*' "Memoirs of 
Modern Philosophen ;" " Lettera on iho Prin- 
dpia of Educanon ;** and the ** Life of Agrip- 
rt tia^ Wife of Oermanicaa.** After her death, 
her^^ Memoirs," with a Selection from her 
CbrrcspoDdence, were edited by Miai Benger, 
aad pttbllsbed.

HAMILTON, Andrew, governor of the co- 
tony of New-Jersey, and deputy governor of 
PeaMVlvania, died in 1708. 

UAinLTON, John, a counsellor of the colony 
of New-Jersey, who was at the head of its go- 
Ycmment for 8<rvcrni years ; he died in 1740. 

HAMILTON, John, was several times gover- 
■or of Peuasylvania ; he died in New- York, in

HAMII^TON, Alexander, secretary of the 

Treasury oT the United States, under general 
Washington, and a major general in the Ameri- 
ean army, was bom in the island of St. Croix, in 
1737, and came to New- York, in 1773. At the 
Gommfittcement of the revolution he Joined the 
army, ww idd-de-eamp to the commander in 
CbieT, wad coniinned in the lervico until the sur- 
reoder of OornwaDis, at Yorktown, where the 
AnwricaiB under his eonmand stormed and 
look the British works. He afterwards com- 
■aenced the practice of the law in New- York, 
aad roae to the htghest eminence in the pro- 
fesrion. He waa killed in a duel with colonel 
Burr, In 1804. As a statesman and a financier, 
be revived the puMic credit, and placed the

HAMIjET, the name of a prince of Denmaric, 
wbost! history, as related by Saxo-Grammaticus, 
has faniistied Shakspcare with the groundwork 
of one of his finest plays. 

HAMMOND. Anthony, an English poet and 
an author, diiiingulshod also as a wit and as a 
man of lluhion ; he died about 1730. 

HAMMOND, Or. Henry, a learned English di- 
vine and commentator, born at Chertsy, in 
1605, diod In 1660. His chief works are, a " Prae- 
tical Catucbism ;** a *' Paraphrase and Annota- 
tions on the New Testament ;*' and a " Para- 
phrascand Commentary on the Old Testament ;** 
of which ho only pubUshed the Psalms, and went 
through a third part of the book of Proverbs. 

HAMMOND, James, an elegant English poet, 
bora in 1710, died in 1742. He was equerry to the 
prince of wale^ ; and is said to have divided 
his life between iricasure and books ; ia his re- 
tirement forgetting the town, and in his gayety 
loeing the student. Of his literary boun the 
principal effects are exhlMled In his UMUorable 
'' Love Elegies." 

HAMON. John, a French pbyclctan, who 
wrote on rclMoua subjects In an admired style * 
he died in 1687. 

HAMPDEN. John, a ceMbratad political cha- 
racter in the relgn of Charles I., famous for sus- 
taining shigly the weightof a royal prosecution, 
on Ids refusing to pay the shipmooey in the 
reign of Chartes I., was bora ia London, in 1594. 
Having in J69S4 obtabied a seat bi the boose of 
commone, he soon grew to be oneof the most 
popular men In the natioo ; and after he had 
held the chief direction of his party hi the house 
against the king, he took up arms in the same 
cause, and was one of the first who opened the 
war by an action at a place called Brill, about $ 
miles firom Oxford ; but he wae cut off early by 
a mortal wound, which be received by a pistol 
bursting in his hand, in a skirmish Mrlth |Mlnce 
Rupert, June 18, 1643, and of which he died the 
34th. Clarendon has given Hampden the cha- 
racter of a great, rather than a good man ; but 
when passive obedience and non-mistance 
were disgraced by law, he came to be esteemed 
a good as \tell as a great man, and has conti- 
nued to be thought so ttauk that time to this. 

HAMPTON, Jamoa, translator of Polybius, 
died 1778. 

H AMS4, a Mahometan doctor, known for his 
attempt to eradicate the tenets or Mahomet and 
to establish his own. He flourished about 1090. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Lexington. 
MaMachuaetts, respected and beloved ; he died 
inl7S8L 

HANCOCK. John, minister of Brmiatree, soo 
of the preceding; died In 1744. 

HANCOCKTThomas, abenelhelor of Harvard 
college, died la 1764. 

HANCOCK. John, LL. D^ one of the meat 
conspicuous fiiends of the American revolotioiu 
was president of congress In 1770, and s'vied 
the declaration of in«iependooce in that cav'tict- 
ty.

GRAVELOT, Henry Francis Bourgoignon, a 
vrry (ainoua engraver, bom at Paris, in 1(90, 
died ii. 1773. 

GRAVEKOL, Francis a French advocate, 
he wrote Sorlieri ana, and died in 1(!04. 

GRAVES, Thomas Ijord, a gallant Britifib ad- 
miral, bom at Thanckcs, in Cornwall, died 
in 1809. 

GRAVES, Richard, SS years rector of Cla- 
verton, near Bath, was born at Micklcton, in 
Gloucestershire, in 1715 ; at the a^e of 16 Ite 
wa5 chosen a scholar of Petnbruke CoHcge, 
Oxford ; and in 1736 elected a fellow of All 
Fouls. He was presented to the living of Cia 
\urton, in 17.50 ; and from that time to lijs dcatli 
Ml 1004, never abscnied bimHolf a single month 
at any one time : thus settinu an example worthy 
the approbation and imitation of all clr.>rc>'men. 
Mr. Graves was the intimate friond and c'orrei*- 
IKmdcnt of Sbenstone, as well asof many other 
literary cbaractcni, and was author of an inge- 
nious satirical novel, called '* The spiritual 
Uuixotte ;" besideti a dramatic piece, c^euyei, and 
many poems, translations, and srrmoni on vari- 
tms iiubj<M;t9. He always enjoyed good hcaltli, 
and but a few months before his dnath, when 
nearly 90 j-ears of age, pul)Iis!ied '* Tbr Invalid, 
with the obvious Means of en>>ying lAt'c, by a 
Pi ona<;cnarian." There is an ease, and sprighi- 
liness, and an epigrammatic turn in his writ- 
ings, which was i>eculiar to himself, and will 
make theni be always read with pleasure. 

GRAVRSANDE, William James, a ceic 
brated mathematician and moral philojsupher, 
born in 1688, at Bois^Ie-Duc, in Holland, died 
in 1742. 

GRAVINA, Foter, an Italian poet, who pub- 
lishf^d a 4io vol. of poems much admired. 

GKAVINA, JoJin Vincent, an eminent dra- 
matic poet, critic, antiquary, and lawyer, of 
Italy, borti at Rcwgiancr, in 1664, died in 1718. 
The sreatcBt of all his ii'orks, and for which he 
win be ever memorable, is his three books, " De 
Ortii et Progrcssn Jurto Civilis.** 

GRAY, Thomas, eminent for a few poems that 
ne has l«f^ was born in Ijondon, in 1716, and 
•lied in 1771 lie was perhaps the most learned 
man in Euiope, equally acquainted with the 
e.egant and the profound parts of science. A 
new arrangement of his poems, with notes and 
acKliiions, was made and printed in Rvo., in 1799. 
GRAYSON, William, a senator of the United 
9-jb:w, from Virginia; of great abilities and 
unimpeMchable integrity : he died in 17il0. 

GRAZZIN], Antony Fran'ns, 8urnaniedl.>aaea, 
considered nearly of equal merit as a writer with 
Boccace : he died in ISW. 

GREATR AKEgi, Valentine, a most p.-«traordi- 
iiary person, celebrated tV»r hJsi poAver ^real or 
(*up|iowed> of curing the kina's evil and other

G RECOURT, John Baptist Joseph VDIart dc, a 
French poet, wlio became a favourite oi men or 
wit and rank -, he died in 1743. 

GREEN, Robert, a dramatic author in queen 
Elizabeth^s reign, born in 1530. He was a maB 
of great wit.and humour, but in the life that be 
led prostituted great talents to the purposes of 
vice and obscenity ; and upon the whole, botb 
in theory and practice, seems to have been f 
moat perfect libertine. His works of diflcrent 
kinds are very numerous ; many of Lhvm are 
pastoral romances in prose and verse. His dra- 
matic pieces, amounting to four or five, may be 
seen in the " Biographia Dramatics ;" lie died 
in 1593. One oC his bic^raphers savs of faini 
that his works contain the seedts of vutuc, while 
bis acts display the tares of folly. 

GREEN»Matthcw,an ingenious English pMt, 
born in KKHl, of a cpod family amone the dis- 
senters ; held an office in the custom-bouse of 
Loudon, and died in 1737. His poems were first 
colkrcted and published in ]3i]io. In 1796. Th« 
ruosi celebrated of them is entitled " The Spleen/ * 
in which (says Mr. Melmouth) ** there are more 
origbml thoughts thrown together, than I have 
ever read in (he same compass of lines. 

GREEX, Dr. Maurice, an eminent muaiciaa 
and composer, who was successively organist 
and composer to the Roj'al Chapel, professor 
of mufeic in the unh'ersity of Cambridge, and 
ina.^ter of the royal band. About 1750, he con- 
ceived a project of reforming church- musfc, 
and hud made a considerable progress in the 
work ; but, his health failing bin, he transmitted 
ihe further prosecution of it to his friend Dr. 
Boyco, who completed and publtehcd It. Dr. ' 
Green was born in London, and died In 17 5S. 

GREEN, John Richard. See GIFFORD^ 
John. 

GREEN, John, bishop of Lincoln, tmi m 
eminent controversial and miscellaneous vriter, 
boni at Hull, about 1796, died in 1779. 

GREEN, Samuel, tile first printer in Noftb- 
.Anierlca, who printed first the freeman's oatb^ 
then an almanac ; he died after 16B5. 

GREEN, Edward Burnnhy. a gentleman wefl 
known in the regions of Parnassus, by ** Trana- 
latinns of Anacreun and Pindar," and many 
single poems ami essays ; be died in 1788. 

GREENE, William, deputy governor and go- 
vernor of the colony of Rhode-Island, dieil ia 
1758. 



GREENE, WniUam, chief juaiice and after- 
wards governor of the state cf Rhode- Islaiid, 
ilttHi in 1809 

GREENE, Nathaniel, a roajor-gencral In the 
army of the United States, during the revolu- 
tion, distinjcuisbed himself in the bathes of Tren 
ton and Princeton, and afterwards, in that of 
Germantown, where he commanded the left, 
and of Moimiouth, where he commanded the 
rigiit wing of the army. He was appointed 
quartermaster general, in 1778, and in 1780 to 
the command of the southern army, with which 
he gained the victory at the Eutaw Sprigs. 
IIi.s bravery, skill, and services, were such as 
to merit the express approbation of congress, and 
of his country ; he died in Georgia, in 1788. 

GREi^.NHlLL, .lohn, a very ingenious En- 
hands. He was born in IreSund. in llriH, hut it is eli5h painter, the most excellent of all the disri 



pies of Sir Peter Ix'Iy, who is »aid to have ctwv

GKEENUP, Christopher, m toldier of the re- 
fviiation, and a representative in congrem, I'rum 
Kentucky, was governor of that state, in 1804 ; 
Jiediedin Jriia 

GIIEENVILLE, Sir Richard, grandfallier, 
•f the well Itnown Bir Bevll iiirccnviile, com- 
mandetl a fleet in America, in 1585, against the 
Spaniards, but was taken, and died of his 
vuuiidii. 

GREENVILLE, Sir Bevil, disUnfuished in 
Itie civil wan for defending his sovereign; he 
fell at the battle of Lansdowne, in l(i43. 

GREJ&NWOOD, I«aac, professor of mathe- 
matios and luuural pbilosopiiy, in Harvard col- 
lege, from 1738 to \7M. 

GREGORIUS, GeorgiosFIorenttmts, a learn- 
•d iMshup of Tours, in the 6th century ; he wa» 
an able writer, but censured by Gibbon ; he died 
aboi|L503. 

GREGORY, George, D. D., an English divine, 
and miscUiauoous writer, was settled in Lon- 
don, where be supported and defended the mi- 
nistry by his writings ; he died in 1806. 

GREX;OKY, St., suruamcd the Great, a mUd 
•ad brncvolcnt pontiff, died in 604. 

GRBGOUY Um an enllghtuned and virtuous 
pootiir, died in 731. 

GREGORY III., a charitable, but maguUircnt 
poatiff, who added splendour to the holy see ; 
be died in 174 L 

GREGORY IV., wha visited France, to re- 

' concile th« jarring interests of the royal family 

of France, but without success; he died in 8^1. 

GREGORY v., Brunou, a Gcnnan, pope allnr 
John XVI. ; he died in 999. 

GREGORY VI., John Gratian, who attempt- 
ad to restore the revenues of the church ; he ab- 
dtratod the tiara in 1046. 

GREGORY VII., Hildebrand, succeeded Alex- 
ander n. ; he abdicated the pontiiicate, and died 

loioas. 

GRF^ORY VIII., Albert de Mora, succeeded 
Urban IIL, and died two mouths after, in 1JB7. 

GREGORY IX.. rRoIin,electe«lpopein 1237. 
He excited the Christian priiicw to undcrtalce a 
cni'tade, and died in 1341. 

GREGORY X., Theobald, summoned a pe- 
aeral council at Lyons, and endeavoured to heal 
all schisms in religion ; be died in 1*27li. 

GREGORY XI., Petor Roger, a promoter of 
concord and benevolence among the Christian 
princes ; he died in 137B. 

GRE(K>RY XII., elected pope in 1406, during 
the sebism of the West ; he died in 1417. 

GREGORY XIII., Hugh Buoncompagno, 
elcrted pope after Pius V., in 157« ; he reform- 
ed the calendar, and adopted the stylo which 
bear* his nam^. He died in 1565. 

GREGORY XTV., Nicholas Sfondrate, elect- 
ed pope after Urban VII., and died m 1501. 

GRF.GORY XV., Alexander Ludovisio, made 
pope In 1«2I, died in IdSl 

GRfSGORY, James, a very eminent mathe- 
matician, born at Aberdeen, in 1039, died in 
l<5i5. The chief inventions of Gregory are, the 
reflecting telescope, the horning concave mir- 
Tw, and the quadrature of the circle by an in- 
ftnire converging series. He was likewise the 
0rst who dentunstratcd the meridian liuc to be 
■nalegous to a scale of lograrithic tangents, of 
tile half complement of latitude : he also invent- 
«d and deoionstnited geometrically, by tlic help 
of Ihn hyperbola, a very swift converglnff scries 
for making the logarithms, and therefore rp- • 
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Ctimmcnded by Dr. Halley as very propter for 
practice. 

j GREGORY, David, a distlnciiished matbe- 
|maiician, who tlrst introduced Newton's Princi- 
ipiiL' into the univerBity schools ; he died in 1710. 
GREGORY, Dr. John, an emluent physician 
and moral writer, died in 1773. His writings 
arr spirited aiul elegant, and calcalatcd for ge- 
neral utility. Tliose by which he is best known 
are, " A Comparative View of the state of Man 
and other Animals;** '* A Father's Legacy to 
his Daughters ; and " An Essay on the Office 
and Duties of a Physician ;" by the latter of 
which he plainly shows that he thouitht thr 
medical an, to be generally admired, needt.'d 
only to be better known ; and that the olTerta 
tion of concealment retarded its progreiiii, rru 
(lured it a suspicious art, and tended to draw 
ridicule and diagrace on Its professors. 

GREGORY, John, an Enclish divine, who 
wrote several wurkH ; he dieo in 164G. 

GREGORY, Edmund, author of the " His- 
torical Anatomy of Christian Melancholy,*' Alc. 
died In 1U50. 

GREGORY, Nazianzen, patriarch of Con- 
stantinople, born in 334, dtea In 389. He was 
one of the ablest clianipions of the oriliodox 
faith concerning the Trinity, whence he had 
the title given him of " THE DIVINE," by 
unanimous consent. 

GREGOK Y, Nyrisen, bishop of Nyssa, !n3n, 
and author of the Nirene Creed, died in 396. 

GREGORV. Theodorua, bishop of Neo-Cesa- 
rea, sumamed Thauraaturgus, a disciple of 
Orlgcn, and famous for his conversion of the 
Gentiles; he diod about ^!65. 

<;RKG0UY Peter, a native of Toulouae, an- 
ilinr of some learned, but ii^udiciotu works ; 
he died in i^vH. 

GREGORY, Dr. George, a native of Ireland, 
and a learned and industrious moral and miwQl 
taneouN writer, died vicar of West-Ham, in I8Q!. 

GREN.ADA, Lewis de, who refused the hiahr 
opric of Braganza, being so much attached to 
a monastic life ; he died In 1588. 

G REN AN, Benignus, a Latin noet, poetical 
rival of professor Collin ; he died in 1793. 

(iRRNCE, a French painter of great merit. 

GRENVILLE, George, a celebrated British 
Htatesman, known in parliamentary lustoiy for 
his two bills for a more regular jH^rment of the 
navy, in 1757, and for the trial or contwtcd elec- 
tions in 1770 

GRESIf.AM, Sir Thomas, an eminent mer- 
chant, born in I>ondon, In 1519, and died in 1579. 
He was well acquainted with the ancient and se- 
veral modern languages, had a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge of all affairs relating to com* 
merce, whether foreign or domestic; and bis suc- 
cess was not less, behig in his time esteemed the 
richest commoner In England- He transacted 
queen Elizabeth's mercantile affairs so constant- 
ly, that he was called " The Royal Merchant ;" 
and his house was sometimes appointed for 
the reception of foreign princes upon their first 
arrival in London ; but the most shining pan 
if his character appears in his public benefac- 
tions. Th«) Royal Exchange, which he built, 
was a singular ornament to the city of London, 
and a great convenience to the merchants, who 
wanted such a place to meet and transact their 
affairs in ; and the donation of his own man- 
sion-houK, In Rishopsgate-strcet, for a seat of 
learning and the liberal aris, with the handsome 
provision made for the endowment and support 
of it, was such an instance of a ecnerous and 
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HALDE, John Bapiist du, » learned Froncli- 
a«o, bom at Paris, in 1674, died in 1743. We 
kave of his, a valuable work, entitled " Grande 
Peecrii/tkm de la Chine et de la Tanaiie/* in 4 
vok . folio. 

HAL£j fiir Matthew, a moat learned lawyer, 
•nd chief JiiMice of the King's Bfiiich, born in 
]d09. The Bttainnienta of Sir Mauhew were 
wonderfal ; for he had, beaido bia peculiar pro- 
feaslon, a considerable Knowledge in the civil 
law, in arithmetic, algebra, and other mathe- 
Viatlcal sciences, as well as in physic, anato- 
aiy, and surgery ; was very conversant in ex- 
perimental pniloeophy, and other branches of 
|»hiloso|ihical learning, and in ancient history 
•Bd ohronolesy ; but, above ail, he seemed to 
kave made divinity bis chief study; so that 
those wlio read what be has written upon theo- 
lof leal questions, miglit be inclined to think thai 
Im had studied nothiua else. Ilia principal 
worksarelegal,ptiilosoiuilcal, and leligious; ol 
the former, the most valuable are, his " Pleas of 
the Crown,*' and a " History of the Conuuun 
Law of England.** He died in 1<)7<>. 

HALES, John, an English divine and poet, 
bora at Bath, in 1584, died in 1G56. After his 
death, there came out a collection of his worlu, 
with this title, " Golden Beuaiusof the ever- 
memorabia Mr. John Uales, of Eton College,*' 

HALES, Stephen, a verv celebrated natural 
philosopher and mathematician, bom in Kent, 
In 1477, died In 1761. Auiony many other use- 
Pal inveutlona of hia, was that of ventilatorii ; 
which be continued to improve as long as be 
lived. His " Statical EssayH^' have been often 
jwinted, and are well known. 

HALI-BEIGH, a Polander, whose original 
name was Bobowski. Being taken by the Tar- 
tan, while a child, he was sold to the Turks, 
who educated him in tlieir religion. He acquired 
the knowledge of 17 lan^agea, and became in- 
terpreter to Uie grand aignior; translated into 
the Turkish iankuage the catechism of the| 
church of England, and all the Bible ; compowedl 
a Turkish grammar and dictiunanrj and other! 
things which were never printed His princiiiali 
work i» " A Treatise upon the Liturgy of the' 
Turks, their Pilgrimagea to Mecca, tTieir Cir- 
eumcision, and Manner of visiting tlie Sick." 
He diad in 1675. 

H ALKET, Lady Anno, was bom in London, 
in 1GS2, sftid married Sir James Halket, in 1656. 
Her father, Robert Murray, was preceptor to 
Charlea I. From her MHB. was selected a vo- 
lume of meditationa ; ahe died in l&t9. 

HALL, John, an English lawyer and poet, 
celebrated as a political writer, died in 165i5. j 

HALL, Heniy, an Bnflish aiviue, who pub- 
lisheil some occasional sermons, and was great-' 
ly beloved : hedied in 1763. 

II ALL, John, a surgeon of Kent, who flou 
fished in the reign of Elizabeth : he published 
a compendium of Anatomy, ice. 1365. 

HALL, Jacob, a noted rope dancer in the age 
«f Charlea U. 

HALL, Richard, an English popish priest. 
Ho left England to avoid the iienal laws againtit 
fetis religion, and became divinity proicesor at] 
Douay; he was author of some theological 
works, and died in 1G04. 

HALL, Joseph, an eminent and learned bi- 
shop of Norwich, bora in li)74, died in 1656. Nui 
" Meditations** are weU known ; and lus poeti- 
cal talents, diietly exercised in natirc, were very 
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been a man of great witand tearntng^ andof aa 
great nieokuesB, modesty, and piety. His works 
make 5 vols, in folio, and have gained him tbi 
appellation of the ** Christian Seneca.** 

HALL, Lyman, goveraor of Georgia, was a 
zealous advocate for the revolution, a member 
of congress in 1770, and a signer of the deda 
tion of ludependance. He died about 1790. 

HALLE, Antony, a good Latin poet and pro* 
fessor of eloquence at Caen ; he died at Parif 
in 1675. 

HALLE, Peter, professor of caneo law in the 
university of Paris, bmu at Bayeuz« in Kormac* 
dy, in 1611, died in 1689. 

HALLE, Claude Guy, of Parla, dlstlnguiahed 
as a painter, died in 1736. His son, Noel, wat 
also respectable in the same art ; be died in 17S& 

HALlER, Albert, an illustrious physician, 
and voluminous writer, Iwrn at Berne, in 8wit« 
zeriand, in 1708, died in 1777. He is supposed to 
have been the most acute, various, and original 
genius, that has appeared in the medical world 
since Boerbaave.

Re died 
ai Greenwich, in Jan. 1741-t.

UALLIFAX, Dr. Samuel, bishop and arch- 
deacon of St. Asaph, was a prelate of great 
knowledge and aaiiitjr ; an Incomparable dvt- 
lian, and an eitrcn>ciy acute public spealier. 
Ills sermons at bishop Warburton's lectnrca arc 
much esteemed; and hia Analysis of blahofl 
Butler's Analogy (a book entirely abatniae and 
metaphysical) ui written with great elegance of 
style, as well as with much pronindlty of think- 
ing. He was bora at Cbealerfleld, fan 1730, aad 
died in 1790. 

H AI.8, Francis, an admired portrait painter, 
of MechUn : he died hi 1666. 

H AI^, Dirk, brother of the preceding, waa a 
painter of festive aiMi low acenes i be died in 
1656. 

HAB1BERGER, George Albert, an oulDeBt 
mathematician, of Franconla, ana author of a 
valuable work on optica and other aubjecta ; he 
died in 1736. 

H AMBEEGER, George Christopher, a team- 
ed Gemwn, published Orpheus and other voltt* 
minous Works ; he died iu 1773. 

HAMEL, dn Monceau, Henry Lewis du, of 
Paris, eminent for his knowledge of mecfaanica, 
agriculture and commerce ; be died in 178S. 

HAMEL, John Baptist du, a cel<>brated 
French pbiloaophor and divine, bora at Vtre, in 
1684, died in 1706. 

HAMILCAR BARCAS, a famooa Carthagi- 
nian general, slain in battle SS7 B. C. 

HAMILTON, Patrick, abbot of Ferae, In Scot- 
land. He waa condemned to the flames, for hia 
adherence to the tenets of Luther, and endured 
the sentence with wonderful forthnde. He waa 
not only i>ious, but learned and polite. He auf- 
fered in 1597. aged 33. 

HAMILTON, James, first doke of, a dinlii- 
gnislied commander under Charies I. He main- 
tained his master'4 cause in the North, after Its 
ruin in England ; was at length defeated at 
Pn>ston, and belicaded in 1649. 

HAMILTON. Count Anton v. an elecant wrl- 
]tcr, bom in Ireland, in 1646, of a Scotcn faniily.

The zealous uid succeMifui efforu which 
be made during his long residence in Italy, in 
brin^nc to light the buried trea^urtn of antiqui- 
ty uetiJ nut here be enumerated ; indeed, his 
whole Ufe was devoted to studies connected 
With the floe arts. His '* Observaiiuurf on Mount 
VeBUvttts. Mount .£cna, and other Volcanoes, 
in a Series of Letters to the Royal Society," 
irere published with notes in 1773. 

BAMILTON, Elizabeth, a distinguished mis- 
MlUuieoixs wriur, l>om at Belfast, in 1758. Miss 
Bamilton remained sin^c through life, and died 
at Harrowgate, in 1816. Her principal worlcs are, 
'* Letters of a Hindoo Rajah ;" " Memoirs of 
Xodem PhikMOphen ;** ** Letters on the Prin- 
tfples of Education;*' and the " Life of Aiprtp- 
Bioa, Wife of Oemianicas.*' After her death, 
lier*' Memoirs^" with a Selection from her 
Correspondence, were edited by Miss Benger, 
and pubUshed. 

HAMILTON, Andrew, an eminent lawyer of

He always posKsaed the confidence of Washing- 
Ion, aiMj hM death was lamented by tlie whole 
community, as an irrcparabia loss to his coun- 

HAMILTON, Paul, was a firm and decided 
^;r1oi of the revolution, governor of tlie state 
al frmth Carolina, and aftenii'ards sccretaiy off netti for suvcral years* 
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Madison. He died in 1816. 

HAMILTON, Hugh, a learned English pre- 
late, professor of natural philosophy at Trinity 
coll4>ge, Dublin, afterwards dean of Armagh 
and bishop of Cloufert and of Oasory ; he died 
in 1805. 

HAMILTON, William, an English historical 
painter, and member of the royal academy, died 
in i»01. 

H AMXjET, the name of a prince of Denmark, 
whose hbtory , as related by Saxc»-Graramaticus, 
has furnished i?hakspeare witli tlie groundwork 
of one of bis finest plays. 

HAMMOND. Anthony, an English poet and 
an author, dhtinguished also as a wit and as a 
man of fariiilon ; he diod abput 1730. 

HAMMO.Vn, Dr. Henry, a learned English di- 
vine and commentator, born at Chertsy, hi 
1605, diod in KHK). His chief works are,a " Prac- 



tical Catechism;" a " Paraphrase and Annota- 



tions on the New Testaniebt ;" and a ** Para- 
phraseand Commcntarv on the OM Testament ;** 
of wliich he only published thePsabns, and weot 
ibmugh a third part of the book of Proverbs. 

HAMMOND, JauKV, an elegant English poet, 
bora in 1710, died in 1743. He was equenry to the 

Krince of Wale* ; and is said to have divided 
is life between ptoosure and books ; in bis re- 
tirement forgetting tlie town, and in his gayety 
losing the studenL Of his Utarory boors tha 
principal effects aro exhibited In bis manorabla 
"• Love Elegies." 

HAMON. John, a Freacb ptayHclan, wbo 
wrote on religioas subjects In an admired style * 
he died In lw7. 

HAMPDEN. John, a celebrated poliUcal cba- 
racier In the reign of Charles I., famous for sus- 
taining siiigly the weight of a royal proaeeotion, 
on his refusing to pay the shlpmoney In tha 
reign of Charles L. was bora in London, in 1594. 
Having in 1685-6 obtained a seat In the boose of 
common*, he soon grew to ba oneof the most 

Eopular men in the nation ; and after he had 
eld the chief direction of his party in the bouse 
against the king, be took up arms in the same 
cause, and was one of the first who opened the 
war by an action at a place called Brill, about 5 
miles from Oxford ; but he was cut off early by 
a mortal wound, which he received by a pistol 
bursting in his hand, in a skirmlab Mrlth |Mliice 
Rupert, June 18, 1643, and of which be died the 
34tb. Clarendon has given Hampden the cha- 
racter of a great, rather than a good man ; but 
when paasTve obedience and non-mistance 
were disgraced by law, be came to lie esteemed 
a good as \^eJl as a great man, and has conti- 
nued to be thought so ftom that time to this. 

HA^IPTON, Jamet, translator of Polybias, 
died 1778. 

H AMS4, a Mabonetan doctor, known for bis 
attcnrpt to eradicate tbe tenets or Mahomet and 
to establish bis own. He flourished about 1090. 

HANCOCK, Joba, mbiister of Lexington, 
Maftsachusetts, lespaeted and beloved} be died 
in 1753: 

HANCOCK. Joba, mlnisier of Bialntrea, son 
of theprecedi^; died In 1744. 

HANCOCKTThomaB, abeneteeior of Harvard 
college, died la 1764. 

HANCOCK. John, LL. D^ one of tbe meat 
conspicuous friends of the American revolntlom 
was president of congress ia 1776, and p'^^ed 
the declaration of In&pendeoce in that cai'.<ci- 
ty. He was afterwards governor of Maaiachv 
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rhitily exerted Jiift fakiit« in advocHihig the 
C'ailioiic rItiinM, to which caasc lie I'eli a mar- 
tyr, by ieaviug Ireland in an exhausted atate of 
health, to carry to Englaud the petition witli 
which he had been iutruttted. il« died soon 
after bis arrival, May 14, 1020, and wai buried 
In VV(>»(mlnflter Abbt'y. 

GRAU.NT, John, a well known author of 
** ObaervatlottK on the Bills of Mortality," bom 
in London. In le^O, died in 1674. 

GRAUNT, Edward, a learned man, head of 
Westminster school, died in J601. 

GRA VELOT, Henry Francis Dourgul^Don, a 
very famous engraver, bom at PariSt in ICSO, 
died ib 1773. 

GRAVEKOL, Francis a French advocate, 
he wrote Sorlierlaua, and died in 1604. 

GRA VES, Thomas Ijoid, a gallant British ad- 
miral, bom at Thanckes, in Cornwall, died 
in 180S. 

GRAVED, Richard, 92 years rector of Cla> 
vertoii, n«ar Bath, was born at Micklcton, in 
Gktucestereklrc, in 1715 ; at the age of 16 he 
wns clioscB a scholar of Peinbrukc CuUc^e, 
Oxford ; and in 1736 elected a fellow of All 
Fouls. He was presented to the living of Cla 
vvrif m, in 1750 ; and from that time to bis death 
m 1804, never absented himiu'lf a Kiiifjle month 
at any one time : thus stfttine an example wortliy 
(he Rpprr>batIon and iiniiatinn of all ricrcymen. 
Mr. Graves was the intimate friund and curroH- 
(Kindrint of Sbcnstone, as well asof many other 
literary charactera, and was author of an inge- 
nious satirical novel, called " The Spiritual 
UuiXatte;** besides a dramatic pl»!ce, CAayb, and 
many iiocins, translations, and st-rmons on van- 
cms subjects. He always enjoyed good health, 
and but a few months bcfon^ his a«>ath, u hen 
nearly 90 years ot age, puhiislied '* Thr Invalid, 
with the otnriouB Meani of en>>ying LH'c, by a 
Konagenarian.** There is an case, and spriglit- 
linesB, and an epigrammatic turn in h\» writ- 
ings, which was peculiar to himself, and will 
make them be alwayii road with pleafiorc. 

GRAVRSANDE, William James, a cclc 
brated mathematician and moral philosupher. 
born in 1688, at Boia-le-Duc, in Holland, died 
in 1742. 

GR AVINA, Pflter, an Italian poet, who pub- 
lished a 4to vWl. of poems nmch admired. 

fiUAVINA, John Vincent, an eminent dra- 
matic poet, critic, antiquary, and lawyer, of 
Italy, born at Roniamk, in 16G4, died in 171R. 
The greatest of all his works, and for which he 
will bo ever memorable, is his three books, " De 
Ortu et Prof^ressu Juris CiviUs,** 

GR A Y,Tlioma8, eminent for a few poems thai 
ne has l«f^ was born in London, in 1716, and 
died in 1771 He was perhaps the most learned 
man iu Etitope, equally aequainted with the 
c.tf ant and the profound parts of science. A 
nf-w arrangement of his poems, with notes and 
aaditions, was made and ininted in 8vo.. hi 17^. 

GR AVSON, William, a senator of the United 
Srxcw. from Virginia; of great ainlliies and 
unimpeHchabIc integrity; be died in 17!I0. 

GR AZZINI, Antony Pran'ns, surnamed Lasca, 
«fmeidcred nearly of equal merit as a writer with 
B<x'ca€e ; he died hi 15^. 

GREATRAKEJ>, Valputine, a mort eTlraordl- 
nary person, celebtDted lor his power (real or 
t*iip|)0Kedi nf curing the kin^V eMi aniJ other 
diiteases liy stroking thfj nifiTte«l \faiii- with his 
hands. He was born in Ireiaiui. in Writ*, hut it is 
not recorded in wlia' year I.i- tiuti. He wa« 
living, however, iu Kt". 
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GKE.XV'Ed, John, nn eminem matbemaiiriar 
mimI aniiquary, born at Colmore. Uanl«, in hAfi, 
published several learned works, and died In 
1652. 

G RECOURT, John Baptist Jnaeph Vniart dc, a 
French poet, wtio became a fa%t)unte ol men of 
wit and rank j he died in 1743. 

GREEN, Robert, a dramatic author in quecji 
Elizabeth's reign, Imrn iu 1530. He was a maa 
of gnat wit awl humour, but in the life that he. 
led prostituted great talcnia to the purposes of 
vice and obscenity ; and upon the whole, botft 
in theory and practice, seems to have tiei-n f 
moat perfect libertine. His works of diflbrent 
kinds are very numerous ; many of LhvBi are 
pastoral romances in proie and verve. Hir dra- 
matic pieces, amounting to four or five, may be 
seen in the " Biographia Dramatica ;** he died 
in 1593. One oC his bic^^raphers saj's of him 
that his works contain the seedt» of vurtue. while 
bis acts display the tares of folly. 

GREEN, Matthew, an Ingenious English jiMt, 
born in 1U06, of a^ood flunily among the dis- 
senters ; held an office in the custom-house of 
London, and died in 1737. His poems were first 
collected and published in 13rao, In 1796. Th« 
tnua celebrated of them is entitled " The 8pleen,* ' 
in which (says Mr. Melmouth) *' there are more 
origbial thoughu thrown together, than 1 have 
ever read iu the same compass of fines. 

GREEN, Dr. Maurice, an eminent mustcian 
and composer, who was successively organist 
and eomposcr to the Royal Chapel, professor 
ot music in the tudversity of Cambridge, and 
master of the royal band. About 1750, ne con- 
ceived a project of reforming church-murfr, 
and hud made a considerable progress in tha 
work ; but, his health tailing him, he transmitted 
the AirtlKir prosecution of it to bis friend Dr. 
Bnyee, who completed and publlslied it. Dr. '' 
Green was bom in London, and died in 17 S5. 

GREEN, John Richard. See GIFFORD^ 
John. 

(;REEN, John, bishon of Lincoln, an^ an 
eminent controversial and miscellaneout writer, 
born at Hull, about 1796, died in 1779. 

(;REEN,Pmmiel, the first printer in Nortb- 
Amerir.a, who printed first the freeman^a oatb« 
tlieu ao almanac; he died after 16BS. 

GREEN, Edward Burnahy. a gentleman weB 
known in the regions of Parnassus, by " Trana- 
latinns of Anacreon and Pindar,*' and many 
single poems and ef says ; he died in 1788. 

GREENE, William, deputy governor and gio- 
vcrnor of the colony of Rhode- Island, di«d la 
1758. 

GREENE, WilUam, chief Juttice and after- 
wards governor of the state of Rhode-Island, 
dtcHi in 1809 

GREENE, Nathaniel, a major-general in rbe 
army of the United States, durinir the revolu- 
tion, disiincuf^hed himself in the battiesof Tren 
ton and Princeton, and afterwards, in that of 
Germantown, where he commanded the left, 
and of Monmouth, where be eonmianded the 
riglit wing of the army. He was appointed 
quarter master general, in 177S, and iu i7W in 
the command of the southern army, with which 
he gamed the victory at the Eutaw Spring*. 
His bravery, skill, and services, were such as 
to merit the exprcK! approbation of congrvsa, and 
cf hkt country ; he dit-d iu Georgia, in 17H6. 

GREKNHILL, John, a very ingenious Kn- 
ffli!*h painter, the most excellent of all the dttu-.i 
]tlo» of Sir Peter la'Iy , who is said to have con- 
•4ii1er«.'d him so mtich a rival, tliat hu never 
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■uffercd him to see him paint ; be wa^ born at 
SalUbury. iinddled in 1676. 

GK£ENUP, Christopber, a soldier of ttu! re- 
TototioOf and a representative inoongress, tnini 
Kentucky, was goTernor of tiiat state, in 1804 ; 
be died in J8] 8. 

URB£NViLLB, Sir Richard, grandfatlier, 
of the welt known Sir Bevll Greenville, com- 
manded a fleet in America, in 1565, against the 
fi|Kwiards, but wait taken, and died of his 

GREENVILLK, Sir Bevil, distinguished in 
fhe civil wan) llbr defending bis sovercisn ; he 
fell at the batUo of Lansdowne, in lti43. 

GRBfiNWOOD, Isaac, professor of matbe- 
uatio!! aud natural philosophy, in Harvard col- 
lece, from ITSdtoHSd. 

GREGORIUS, GeorgiOBFIorentlniis, a learn- 
•d bishop of Tours, in the 6th century ; he wa» 
«n able writer, but censured by Gibbon ; he died 

GREGORY, George, D. D., an English divine, 
and miscUianeous writer, waa settled in Lon- 
don, where be supported and defended the mi- 
Blnry by his writings ; he died in 1808. 

GREGORY, St., surnauicd the Great, a mild 
■od benevolent pontitf, died in 604. 

GRJBfKillY U., an enllglitened and virtuous 
pODtiflT, died in 731. 

GREGORY III., aeharitable, but magnificent 

Cotiff; who added splendour to the holy see; 
died in 1741. 

GREGORY rv., wh« visited France, to re- 
concile the jarring itUerests of the royal family 
of France, but without success ; he died in 844. 
GREGORY v., Brunon, a Gcnnan, pope alU^r 
John XVI. ; be died in 999. 

GREGORY VI., John Gratian, who attempt- 
ad lo restore the revenues of the church ; he ab- 
dirated the tiara in 1046. 

GREGORY VII., Hildebrand, succeeded Alex- 
BSKler n. ; be abdicated tiic pontificate, and died 

iDioes. 

GRFXrORY VIII., Albert de Mora, succeeded 
Urban ni., and died two months after, in Ud7. 

GREGORY IX.. rgolin,«*lcctedpopein 1227. 
He elicited the ('hri^tiau prince to undertake a 
crusade, and died in 1341. 

GREGORY X., Theobald, summoned a ge- 
neral council at Lyons, and endeavoured lo hcul 
all schisms in religion ; be died in V276. 

GREGORY XL, Peter Roger, a promoter of 
concord and benevolence among the Christian 
princ«s ; be died in 1376. 

GREGORY XII., elected pope in 1406, during 
Itae sebism of the West ; he died in 1417. 

GREGORY XTII., Hugh Buoncompagno, 
elected pope after Pins V., in 157-2 ; he reform- 
ed the calendar, and adopted the style which 
bears his namft. lie died in 1585. 

GREGORY XIV., Nicholas Sfondratc, elect- 
ed pope after Urban VIL, and died in 1501. 

GREGORY XV., Alexander Ludovbiio, made 
pope In 16St, die<] in 1631 

GRRGORY, James, a very eminent mathe- 
matician, born at .Aberdeen, in 1639, died in 
l«>r5. The chief inventions of Gregory are, the 
reflecting telescope, the burning concave mir- 
ror, and the quadrature of the circle by an in- 
finite coaverging series. He was likewise the 
flrst who deniunstrated the meridian Hue to be 
■nalagous to a scale of lograrithic tangents, of 
the half complement of latitude : he also invent- 
«d and demonstrated ceometricftliy, by tlie help 
of the hyperbola, n very swift converging scries 
for making the logarithms, and therefore re- 
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commended by Dr. Ilalley as very proiicr for 

practice. 

j GREGORY, David, a distlnculsbed niatbe- 

niatician, who llrst intr<xluced Newton's Princi- 

pitr into the university schools ; he died in 1710. 

GREGORY, Dr. John, an eminent physician 
and moral writer, died in 1773. His writings 
are spirited and elegant, and calculated for ge- 
neral utility. Those by which lie id best known 
are, " A Comparative View of the slate of Man 
and other Animals;'* ** A Father*s legacy to 
his Daughters ; and " An Essay on the Oificc 
and Duties of a Physician ;" by the latter of 
which he plainlT shows that he thought thr 
medical an, to be generally admired, needed 
only to be better known ; aud that the afferia 
lion of concealment retarded its progress, rcn 
tiered it a suspicious art, and tended to draw 
ridicule and disgrace on its professors. 

GREGORY, John, an English divine, who 
wrote several works ; he died in 1646. 

GREGORY, Edmund, author of the " His- 
torical Anatomy of Christian Melancholy,*' &o. 
died in 1650. 

GREGORY, Nazianzen, natriarch of Con- 
stantinople, born in 334, diea in 389. He was 
one of the ablest champions of the orthodox 
fhitb concerning the Trinity, whence he had 
the title given him of " THE DIVINE," by 
(inanimoufi ronsent. 

GREGORY, Nyiiscn, bishop of Nyssa, in 371, 
[and author of tht- Nicene Creed, died in 396. 

GREGORV, Theodorus, bishop of Neo-Cesa- 
rea, surnamed Thauroaturgus, a disciple of 
Orlgen, and famous for his conversion of the 
Gentiles ; he dii.xl about 265. 

GREGORY Peter, a native of Toulouse, au- 
thor of some learned, but iigudlcious works ; 
he died in 1527. 

GREGORY, Dr. George, a native of Ireland, 
and a learned and industrious moral and miscel 
laneoufl writer, died vicar of West-Ham, in IflOt!. 

GRENADA, Lewis de, who refused the blslf 
ipric of Braganxa, being so much attached to 
a monastic life ; he died In 1588. 

GREN.^N, Benignus, a Latin poet, poetical 
rival of professor Coffin ; he died In 17S3. 

GRENCE, a French painter of great merit, 

GRENVIT«LE, George, a celebrated British 
statesman, known in parliamentary history for 
his two bill:) for a more regular payment of the 
navy, in 1757, and for the trial of contested elec- 
tions In 1770 

GRESIIAM, Sir Thomas, an eminent mer- 
chant, born in I^ndon, in 1510, and died in 1579. 
He was well acquainted with the ancient and se- 
veral modem languages, had a very comprehen- 
sive knowledge of alt affairs relating to com- 
merce, whether foreign or doroestie; aod his suc- 
cess was not less, bchig in his time esteemed the 
richest commoner In Englanif. He transacted 
queen Elizabeth's mercantile affairs so constant- 
ly, that he was called " Th« Royal Merchant ;'* 
and bis house was soinetimes appointed for 
the reception of foreign prinees upj>n their first 
arrival in London ; but the moat shining port 
of his character appears in bis public benefac- 
tions. Th<) Royal Exchange, which he built, 
was a singular ornament to the city of London, 
and a grnat convenience to the merchants, who 
wanted such a place to meet and transact tlieir 
affairs in ; and the donation of his own man- 
tfion-hou.9e, in Bishopsgate-street, for a seat of 
learning and the liberal arts, with thehandsouie 
provbiion made for the endowment and support 
of it, was such an instance of a generous and 
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succeeded bioi, tn o|moaiUon to cardinal de Booi^ 
bon. In 1589. with 4000 men, he defoated 30,000, 
commanded by the duke of Mayenne^ &c. He 
afterwards embraced the catholic rehgion, and 
was crowned. He also defeated 18,000 Spani- 
ards, in Burgundy, and reduced the leaguers to 
their duty, whom ne pardoned. A young scho- 
lar, John Chastel. would hare struck him in the 
mouth with a knife, but missed him ; the king 
said, *' And is it so, that the Jesuits must be con- 
demned by my mouth 1** and thereupon they 
were banished. A protestant minister told hhn, 
" He denied Crod with his mouth, and therefore 
he was struck there ; but if he denied him in his 
hnart, the next stroke mi|;ht be thereabouts too/' 
He concluded a peace with Spain, and an agree- 
ment with Savov, in ICOl ; and was stabbed with 
a kuife, by RaviUac. in his coach, at Paris, May 
14, 1610. Above fifty historians, and five hun- 
dred panegyrists, poets, and orators, tiave spoken 
In his praise. But the " Henriade^' of Voltaire 
Is tiie most likely to immortalize him. 

HKKRY I., king of England, and duke of| 
Normandy, was the third son of William the 
Conqueror, and ascended the throne in 1100. 
Although absolute in power, he reigned with 
wisdom, opposed the encroachments of the 
cimrch of Borne, abolished the curfew, regula- 
ted the weights and measures of bis kingdom, 
and laid the foundation of that liberty, of which 
Eitgliahmen are so juaUy proud. JBc died in 

im. 

HENRY n., Buccetrded to the throne of Eng- 
land in 1154. He added Brittany and Ireland 
to his dominions, attempted to repress the ambi- 
tion of tlie cleigy, and died of a broken heart, 
»t the rebellion of his childftn, in 1189. His 
reign was marked with wf^dom, valour, and po- 
pularity, and was cakulated lo advance the 
welfare of his people. 

HENRY in., succeeded John, as king of 
England, in ISlo. He was defeated in his wars 
abroad, and imprisoned by his barons at home, 
and died after a weak and disgraceful reign, In 

ism. ' 

HENRY IV., third sonof Henry III., usurped 
llie throne In 1390, and by that act, cave rise to 
the long wars between the houses of York and 
Lancaster: he died In 1413. 

HENRY v., son of Hennr IV., on ascending 
the throne, abandoned his dissolute associates, 
and his eoually dissolute habits, and became a 
wise and virtuous monarch. He formed the de- 
sign of conquering France, fought the battle of 
Agincourt, married Catherine, and was declar- 
ed heir to the throne of that kingdom ; but died 
suddenly in the midst of his successes, in 1423. 

HENRY VI., son of Henry V., succeeded biR 
flttber on the EngUsh throne, when only ten 
UMinths old, and hu grandfather Charles VI. as 
sovereign of France. He was crowned king of 
France ax Paris ; but his claims were opposed 

Sf the duke of Orleans, under the name of 
harles VH. who recovered the French domin- 
ions, and expelled the English. He was after- 
wards deposed at home by the duke of York, 
and committed a prisoner to the toweri where 
he was murdered, in 1471. 

HENRY VII., opposed and defeated Richard 
in. and was crowned king of England, on the: 
field, after the battle of Bosworth, In 1485. He| 
w»fl devoted to the happiness of his subjects,! 
and contributed materially to the establishment 
of commerce, the encouragement of industry,: 
and to the pmtectlou of the arts, tie checked 
Che encroacnroentt of the nohlss, made salutary 
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laws, and died with the reputation of a great 
and good king, in ISOO. By his marriage, tba 
rival claims of the bouses of York and Laiic8»> 
ter, were united and settled. 

HENRY Vni., Mm and anccessor to Baary 
VII., ascended the throne, in 1509, aged 18. Al- 
though for a short time popular, he soon, 1^ bis 
arbitrary and capricious conduct, proved bim- 
self a ^rant. He obtained the title of defender 
of the iaith, from the pope^ by opposing Luther. 
He afterwards quarrelled with the pope, who 
reftwed to divorce him from bis wife, and re- 
nounced his authority, and declared himself 
head of the church, thus introducing the refor- 
mation into England. He was six times mar' 
ried ; two of his wives perished on the sca fi byd, 
and two others were divorced. Althou^ bene- 
fits resulted from his reign, he must be detested 
for his tyranny and oppression ; he died in 1547. 

HENRY, prince of Wales, oldest son of James 
I., died in IGIS, aged 18, lamented by the nation, 
who viewed in him their future friend and com- 
mon benefactor. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an eariy Eng^lak 
historian, died in 1168. 

HENRY, Matthew, an eminent diaaeiitinf 
teacher, and voluminous writer, bom in 160^ 
died in 1714. His best known work Is bla " Ex- 
position of the Bible. ** 

HENRY, Dr. ROBERT, minister of one of 
the churches of Edinburgh, and author of the 
" History of Great Britain," In 5 vols., born at 
St. Ninian's, in 1718, died in 1790. A posthu- 
mous volume, being the 0th, has been published 
since his death. 

HENRY, Philip, an EiHEllsh dissenttoif cleigy- 
man, eminent for his pety, benevolence, and 
moderation, died about 107U. 

HENRY, David, a printer, was for more than 
half a centoiy, an active manager of the Gentle- 
man's Magadne, be was bom in the neigbbonr* 
hood of Aberdeen, in 1710. A eoDcarrerice of 
circumstances placing him within the notice of 
Mr. Edward Cave, of St. Gate, he at lenttk 
became related to his patron, by marrying Iji 
sister, in 173S. Those useftU and popular pubU- 
cations which describe the curiosities in West- 
minster Abbey, Sl PauPs Church, the Tower of 
London ,A:c. printed for Newbury .were orighiany 
compiled by Mr. Henry, and were improved by 
him through many successive impressions. He 
published in 1773,' " The Complete English Far- 
mer; or, A Practical System of Husbandry; in 
i which is comprised a general View of the whole 
Art of Husbandry;" from this he withheld his 
name,as bedkl also from " A Historical Account 
of all the Voyages round the World, perfonned 
by English Navlgatora,*' in 4 vols.. In 1774 ; to 
which, in 1775, Mr. H. added a 5tb. containing 
Captain Cook*s Voyage in the Resolution ; and 
in 1786, a 6th, containing the last Voyage of 
Captain Cook; introduced by an admirable 
summary of all the voyages tindertaken for dis- 
covery only, in the Southern and Noribera hem- 
ispheres, and in the Pacific and AtlauHe Oceans. 
He died in 1793. 

HENRY, Patrick, a native of Virginia, dis- 
tinguished for his commanding eloquence, wat 
tiie first man who proposed to the colonies, 
hostile measures against Great Britain. Ha 
was the first governor of Virginia, after the de- 
claration of Independence, and a member of tba 
old congress ; he declined the appointments of 
secretary of state, under prealdent Washington, 
and of minister to France, under hit succesBot; 
hedi«linl799. 
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HBffSY} John, • member of concreM, from 
Marvlaiid, in 1778, nflerwards elected a senator 
•f ibe Untied States, and in 17V7, governor of 
ibettaie oi Maiyland ; he died in 1 <96. 

HBRACLITU8, a celebrated Epliesian philo- 
waaberi who is said to have continually bewail- 
M the wicked lives of menf and as often aa he 
came among ttaem to have fallen a- weeping; 
coBtrarjr to Democrttua, who made the follies of 
■lankind the subject of laughter; he flourished 
ajbottt 50O B. C. 

HEftACLIUB, son of a governor of Africa, 
dethiu n a d Phoeas, and ascended the throne of 
OonstanliDOple, in 610 ; be died in 041. 

RE&ACIJU8, patriarch of Jerusalem, about 
1I?0. 

HBRALDUB, Detiderius, a counsellor of the 
parliam«nt of Paris, eminent for his writings 
on law and on the belles lettres^died in 1649. 

HERBELOT, Bartholomew d', an eminent 
orientalist, bom at Paris, in 1025, died in ltiU5. 
Ria eliief work is " Bibltotheque Orientale, or 
A Universal Dictionary, containing whatever 
Rtetea to the Knowledge of the Eastern world.*" 

HERBERT, Thomas, an Englishman, author 
«f **■ Travels In Asia and Africa," was engaged 
in tbe efvll wars of his country, at first on the 
ride of the parliament, afterwards for the king. 
Ai tbe reMoration he was created a baronet, and 
died In loss. 

HERBERT, Mary, oounteai of Pembroke, a 
great encourager m letters, and herself an in- 

Kioos poet. Her character may be highly 
ped of, firoin tlie epitaph written by Bea Jon- 
fM,viz. 

** Underneath this aable hearae * 
Ities tlie subject of all verse : ^ 

Btdney'a alster, Pembroke's mother. 
Death ! ere thou bast kiU*d another, 
Fair, and good, and learnt as she, 
Time ahaU throw a dart at thee." 

HERBERT, Edward, lord Herbert of Chei^ 
baiy, in Sbropahire, an eminent En^ish states- 
man, and writer on history, philosophy, and 
crttidwa, bom in Montgmnery Castle, in 1581, 
died in 1618. 

HERBERT, George, brother of the preceding, 
a divine and poet, or whose Judgment the great 
Ldrd Bacon, had so lilgb an opinion, that he 
would Bot auflbr his works to be printed till 
they bad passed Heri)ert*s examination ; he was 
in 1503, a 
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1503, and wrote a volume of devout 
poene called "Tbe Temple." He also wrote 
a valoalile work in prose, entitled " A Priest to 
the Temple ;'* lie died about 1035. 

HERBERT, William, earl of Pembroke, bom 
la Wiltshire, in 1580, died of apoplexy, in 1630. 
He was dMnceUOT of Oxford, and made tbe 
uarversity a present of a large collection ef 
oanoncrlpCB. Pembr6ke College was so named 
b iMoour of him. 

HERBERT, William, a topographical antl- 
goaiT, bom In 1710. die<l at Cheshunt, in 1795, 
sttMMied a new edition of " Aikyns's History 
•f Glouceslershire ;*' and a continuation of 
"Ames's Topographical Antiquities.'* 

HERBIN, Augustus Francis Julian, a native 
•f France, distinguished ad an oriental scholar, 
AedinlSOO. 

HERBINins, John a protestant cieigyman, 
sT Poland, died in 1070. 

HERDER, John Gottfried, a German writer, 
preaeher lo the duke of Saxe Weimar, ecclesi- 
a^ical enunsellnr Ifcc., died in 1003. 

HERERAS, Feidinand de, a poet of Seville, 



woo published some elegant lyric and heroic 
poetry, about 1588. 

HEKIStiANT, Lewis Anthony Prosper, aa 
eminent French poet and physician, dlod at 
Paris, in 17W. * 

HERITIER, Nicolas I*, a French poet, and 
dramatic writer, and liistoriographer of FrancOi 
died in 1080. 

HERITIER, Marie Jeanne l\ deVillandon, a 
French poetoas and novel writer, died ai Paila, 
in 1TJ4. ^ 

HERITIER DE BRUTELLE. Charles Loq- 
is r, a botanist, was bom at Paris, in 1746. In 1784 
he pnblished a splendid work, called " atirpes 
Now ;" two years after which he went to Eng- 
land, and collected from the gardens the maii^ 
rials of his ** Hortum AngUcum,** wiiich he 
left unfinished, being assassinated in August, 
1801, aa was suspected, by his son. 

HERLICIUS, David, a Qerman astrologer, 
born in 1557. 

HEKM.\N, Paul a celebrated botanist, a na- 
tive of Ilalle, in Saxony, died in 1696. 

HERNANjJames, an eminent mathematician 
of Basle, and the friend of Leibnita. He waa 
bora in 1678, and died in 1733, leaving variouf 
works. 

HERMANT, Godefrol, a doetor of the Sor- 
bonne, and rector of the university of Paris, died 
in 1090. 

HERMAS, Pastor, or Shepherd, one of the fli- 
thers, supposed to have died at Rome, A. D. 81. 

HERMES, an Egyptian legislator, priest, and 
philosopher, who fived, as some think, in the 
year of the world WTO, in the reign or Nlnus, 
after Moses; and was so skilled in all profound 
arts and sciences, that lie acquired the surname 
of Trismegistus, or, "thrice great.** Some 
writers think that Hermes Trismecistus was no 
other than Moaea, and state tliat he flourished 
1930 B. C. 

HERMIAS, a heretic, of Galatia, in tbe Sd 
century. 

HERMILLT.Vaquetted*, aaattve of France, 
autbor of the history of Minorca and Minorca, 
Jcc, died at Paris, in 1778. 

HERM06ENES, of Tarsus, a Greek rhetori- 
cian, flourished about the year 161. At 15 be 
became a teacher ; at 17 he wrote bis " An of 
Rhetoric;** bat, at 85, he lost his memory, and 
the faculty of speech. Of bis worics some por- 
tions remain, which were printed at Geneva, ia 
1614. 

HERMOGENBS, a beratie, of ttaeSd ceatu^, 
of the sect of stoics. 

HEROD, falsely called the Greatj king and ty- 
rant of Judea, who, on tbe strength of a misin- 
terpreted prophecy, caused all the male children 
of Bethlehem, and its neighbourhood, to be maa- 
sacred by his soldiers, at the time of the birth of 
Christ, in the vain hope of destroying the Sar 
viour of mankind. He died A. D. 3. 

HEROD ANTIPAB, son and siicceMor to He- 
rod the Great ; he put to death John the Baptist. 
Our Saviour was made to appear before hlln by 
Pilate. 

HERODI AN, a Greek historian, of Rome, who 
flourished under the reigns of Several, Cara- 
calia, Heliogabalus, Alexander, and Maxlmin. 
flis history contains eight boolu, and is gi^ady 
admired. It compriHes the' events from A. D. 180 
to 338. Herodian died about 347. 

HERODOTUS, an ancient Greek historian^ 
of HalicarnasMis, in Caria, bora altont 484, and 
di«d in 413 B. «\ He is called '* Tbe Father of 
History :" his work is written in Uie (onic dia- 
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laet, and divided into nine books, which contain 
Ibe inosf ivniarkable occurrenca within a pe- 
riod of 940 yeort, from the reign of Cjraa,, the 
flnrking of Perdia, to that of Xenes. when the 
historian was living. These nine books are cal 
•ed the Nine Muses, each of them being distin 
fuishcd by the name of a Muse. 

H£ROPHILUS, a physician and able anato- 
flkist, of Chalcedou, 570 B. C. 

HERRERA T0RDE8ILLA8, Antonio de, a 
celebrated Spanisli historian. He published a 
•• History of the World from 1554 to 1506;" and 
{what is much more esteemed) a general " His 
lory of the Indies from 14i)3 to 1554 ;'* and alsii 
wrote a Hi:story of Spain. He was bom in 1565, 
and died in 1625. 

HERRICK, Robert, a poet, bom hi London, 
1501, received bis education at Cambridge; aftei 
which he obtained the vicarage of Dean Prior, 
Devonshire. At the time of the rebellion, bt 
was deprived of this living ; but at the restora- 
tion he recovered it, and died not long after- 
wards. His poetical works were printed in l&i^, 
under the title of ^^Hesperldes-" 

HERRING. Dr. Thomas, archbishop of Can 
lerbury, bom in Norfolk, 1603. When the re 
bellion broke out in Scotland, in 1745, and the 
Highlanders defeated the king's troops at Pres- 
ton-pans, the archbishop (then of York) contri 
buted much to remove the general panic, and 
awaken the naiion from its lethargy. He con- 
vened the nobility, gentry, and clergy, of bis dio- 
cese, and addrcMed them in a noble and animal 
ed speech, which had such an effea upon his 
auditory, that a subscription ensued to the 
amount of 40,000/., and the example was sue 
cessfully followed by the nation in general. On 
the death of Dr. Potter, in 1747, he was translai 
«d to the see of Canterbury, and died in 1757. 

HERSCHEL, Sir William, an eminent Eng 
Uah astronomer, discoverer of the pianet Geor 
gluni Sidus, orjU it is sometimes called Her 
•ehel, died in 1882, aged 84. 

HERSENT, Charles, or Rersan, a French di- 
vine, known as the author of a severe satire 
against Richelieu :'he died In 1660. 

HER8EY. Ezekiel, an eminent physician, of 
Bingham, Mass., who gave 10001. sterling to- 
wards founding a professorship of anatomy and 
aurgnry in Harvard college ; he died in 1770. 

HERSEY, Abner, brother of Eaeklel, gave 
900/. lo establish a professorship of the theory 
and practice of physic in Cambridge ; be died 
after 1770. 

HERTZBERG, Ewald Frederic, eomte de, a 
very eminent statesman, of Frassia, born at Let 
tin, in Pomerania. He became known In the 
literary world at the age of 17, and on leaving 
college, by a " Dissertation on History.'* On his 
return fhun the university, being known to Pre 
deric II., who saw him possessod of merit, in 
1745, he entered the diplomatic career as secre- 
tary of legation, and progressively rose to the 
highest point of rank and confidence in the itate. 
The remembrance of him will always be closely 
connected with that of the peat king whom be 
bad tlie liono ar to serve. He died in 1795. 

HERVET, Augustus John, eari of Bristol, 
a capuin of the royal navy, and a lotd of the 
admiralty ; he died in 1779. 

HERVEY, James, an English divine, of ex 
flinplary virtue and piety, bora at Rardingatone, 
In Nortfcamptonshire, in 1714, died in 1758. Uia 
chief wrltines are, *' Meditations and Content 
Rations ;" '' Remarks on Lord Boliugbroke's 
Letters on the Study and Use of History /' and 
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" Theron and Aspaslo ; or, a Series of OialogiMi 
and Letters on tiia most important suhiectt.** 

HER WART, or HERV ART, John Frarfcrie, 
of Augsburg, chancellor of Bavaria, lived at cte 
brainnintf of tbe 17th century. 

H£8HU8IUS,Tillemannus, a Geraian divlw. 
was a teacher of theology, and ilie author ot se- 
veral theological works; he died in 158& 

HE8I0D, a very ancient Greek poet, bat whe- 
ther cotcmpory with, or older or yoonger, ihaa 
Homer, is not yet agreed among tbeleaniod. 
The "Theogony," and ** Works and Daja," an 
the only undoubted pieces of this poei now cx- 
unL 

HESSE, William, prince of, was distingiriah- 
ed for his attention to literature, and for bis pa- 
tronajTf of literary men ; he died in 1507. 

HEBSELS, or HflSSELIUS, John, piufeMoa 
of theology at Loiivain, was distinguished Cm 
his (iloquence and iearniiig ; lie died in 1566. 

II ESYCHIUS, a celebrated granuuarian aad 
lexicographer, of Alexandria, wim floarMiad 
about A. D. 300. 

HBTHERINGTON, William, an Engllab til- 
vine, who died in 1778, leaving S0,000/. as a 
penM>tual fund for the relief of 50 blind penoM 
with 10/. a year. 

HETZER, Lewia, a German socinlan ; be 
published a translation of Uie Bible, wtiich waa 
suppressed, and died in 1540. 

UEURNIUS, John, a celebrated Dutcb pbvsk- 
ciaii, bom at Utrecht, in 1543, died in l601. 
There are several productions of hia, but fala 
principal one is, "A Treatise upon disorders of 
the Head." He also published Hippocrates, ia 
Greek and Latin, with explanatory commenta- 
ries, which have undergone many editiona. 

HEUSCH, William de, a landscape paintsr, 
of Utrecht, who died in the latter part of the 
17th cenrary. His nephew Jacob, and another 
of the same family, naoMd Abraham, were ate 
successful, as painters. 

HEUSINGER, John Michael, a Sanm di- 
vine, eminent for bis piety, was made professor 
at Gotha, and afterwards at Eiseoacb, wheia 
he died in 1751. 

HEUSINGER, James Frederic, nephew of 
the preceding, waa an able scholar, and a dia> 
linsuished teacher ; he died in 1778. 

HEVELIUS, John, an eminent astronomer, 
bora at l)ant2ic, in 1611, died in 16B7 ; leaviaf 
behind him several valuable treatises. 

HEVIN, Pradent, an eminent flench sur- 
geon, and writer on surgery, died at Paris, ia 
1789 

HEWE8, Joseph, a member of tbe conti 
nental congress trom North Carolina, and a 
signer of tiie declaration of ludepeadeoce ; be 
died in 1779. 

HEW80N, William, a distinguished anaro- 
mist and lecturer, for some time the aasistaot 
and partner of Dr. Hunter, and author of several 
medical works ; he died in 1774. 

HEXHAM, John of, an English Benedictiae, 
and historical writer, of the l^th century.) 

HEY, John, D. D.,born in 1734, wasedocated 
at Cambridge, and In 1780^ became the fintf 
Norrisian processor of divinity, which ehaur be 
resigned in 1795; he died in Loudon, in 1815, 
leaving, besides oliier works, " Lectures on Di- 
vinirv." 

H£yDEN, John Van der, an eminent Dutck 
landscape painter, died in 1712. 

HEYLIN, Dr. Peter, an English divine and 
historian, bom at Durford, in Oxfordshire, ia 
1600. Ia 1021, he published hia "Uicrocoanns, 
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or. Description of the Great Worid ;" which hi 
•taijM the oDljr work thai he is known by now ; 
Imu iJuti is in no very high edteeni, bcinfr super- 
seded by things aboodantly better of the kind ; 
lie died in 16&. 

HEYNE, Christian Gottlieb, bom in Siiesla, 
1719, succeeded Gesner, in 1763, in the profus 
■oratjip of rhetoric at Gotttngen, where also he 
bccane secretary to the S<Mieiy of Sciences. 
Be draw up a catalogue of the library at Oor- 
tioBcu, which made 150 folio volum«'«. King 
Geoice III. placed his three younger sons under 
Ills care at Oottingen, and they ail treated him 
with the createei respect: he died suddenly, 
Jeiy 14, 1812. His principal works were, an 
edition of Hnmer. with iilustrations, 8 vols. , 
Miocher of Virgil, wltJi notes; and " Opuscula 
Academlce/* vols 8vo. 

HEY WOOD, John, a noted EogHsh poet and 
jester of bis time, was one of tiie Arat who 
wrote English plays. He found means to become 
a favoarlie with Henry VIII., and was well re- 
warded b^ that monttrcb for the mirth tud qulck- 
oeM of his conceits ; be was born in London, 
and died in 1565. 

HEY WOOD, Jasper, son of the preceding, 
Crauslated three tragedies of Seneca, and wrote 
▼arious poems and devices, some of wliicli are 

Kinted in a book called " The Paradise of 
untf Devices,** in 1573, 4U> ; he was bom in 
1535, and died in 1597. 

UB Y WOOD, Thomas, an actor, and most 
voluininoas play-writer, in the reigii« of queon 
Elizabeth and J tunes I. He is said to have been 
the author of S90 plays, of wtiich only 24 are 
aow extant. 

HE Y WOOD,Eli»i,a very voluminous writer, 
bom in London, in 1693, died in 1756. Her latter 
and best writings are '* The Female Bpectator," 
4 vols. " Episdes for the Ladies," 2 vote. " For- 
tttoafe FV>und)log.** 1 vol. ^* .Adventures of Na- 
lare." " History of Betsy Thoughtless," 4 vols., 
** Jenny and Jemmy Jessamy," 3 v«ils., " Invisi- 
ble Spy,** 8 vols., "The Husband'* and'" The 
Wife,** 2 vols. ; all in 12mo. : and a pamphlet, 
entitled, " A Present for a Servant Maid.*' Wbeu 
young, she dabbled In dramatic poetry, but with 
ro great saecess : none of her plays being either 
nmeh approved at first, or revived afterwards. 

HEY WOOD, Oliver, an English nou-confor- 
aist divine, and a writer on theological sub- 
jects ; he died in 170S. 

HE YWOOD, Nathaniel, a native of BoHon, 
elected for non-conformity ; died in 1677. 

HEY WOOD, Thomas, junior, one of the 
signers of the declaration of Independence ; he 
was from South Carolina. 

HIACOOME6, the first Indian in New-Eng- 
land, converted to Cbri8tiairity,w8s minister at 
lfartha*s vineyard ; he died in 1090. 

HICETAS, of Syracuse, an ancient philoso- 
pher, who flourished about 340 B. C. He taugh i 
that the em and the stars were motionless, and 
thai the earth moved round them ; this is meii- 
tfoned by Cicero, and probably gave the first hint 
of thai annrtem to Copernicus. 

HICKEI^. a celebrated portrait and historical 
painter, died at Hamburgh, April 179P. 

HICKES, John, joined the duke of Mnn- 
aMMitb*s rebellion, in 1685, and for this disloyal 
act was eiecttled. 

HICKES, George, an English divine, anii- 
^^ry, critic, and polemical writer, of uneoin- 
mon part« aud laming, born In Yorkshire, in 
M49L died in 1715. His " Unguarum Sqiten- 
erienalinm Theuauras,'* published in 1""- - 
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hibits a splendid and durable monument of hie 
indutttry. 

HH/KMAN, Henry, ejected for non-conformi- 
ty, minister of an Engttsb congregation at Ley- 
don, and author of several woriu ; he died in 
1688. 

HIRRO I., king of Syracuse, 478 B. C, cele- 
brat(!d by the pen of Pindar. 

HIERO II., king of Syracuse, 908 B. C, was at 
one lime the enemy, and atlterwards, the friend 
of the Romans. 

HIERC^CIjRS, an enemy and persecutor of 
the rbristinns in the 4th century. 

HIEROCXES, a Platonic philosopher of the 
5th century, taught at Alexandria with ^reat re- 
putation, and wrote seven Ixmks upon Provi* 
ilcnce and Pate. Thes** bortks, h»)Wovcr, are 
lost, and all we know of them is by tlie extracts 
which are to be met with in Photius. HierncU<9 
wrote also *' A Commentary upon tlie Golden 
Verses of P}rtha!n)ra3,** which is still extant, 
and has several times been published with those 
verses. 

HIERONIMUS, or, as he is commonly called, 
Jerome, a very celebrated father of the church, 
born on the confines of Dalmatia, 'about 329, 
died in 4^0. 

HIPFERNAN, Paul, a native of Ireland, but 
chiyfly resident in England, and known as a 
dramatic writer, translator, and compiler, was 
bom in Dublin, In 1719, and died in 1777. Soint 
very curious and entertaining menioirs of this 
singular character, will he found in the F.uro- 
pcan Magazine, vol. XXV. 

HTGDE.V, Ralph, an eariy English chronicler 
died in 1303. 

niGDEN, Dr. William, an eminent political 
writer in the lime of queen Anne, died in 1715 

HIGGENB, or HiGINS, John, an English, di 
vine, who instructed youth, and wrote several 
school-books : be died after in04. 

HIGGINSON, Francis, first mlnifter of Sa. 
tem, Masrtachuseits, arrived from England la 
lf»d, and died In 1630. 

HIGGINSON, John, son of the preceding, 
much respected ; died in 1706, aged 93 } he was 
a minister 73 yearn. 

HIGGONS, Sir Thomas, a writer, and an am- 
bassador from England to Saxony and Vienna ; 
he was knighted for his services, and died ia 
IHOI. 

HI6GON6, Bevil, a dramatic poet and histo- 
rian ; died in 1738. 

HIGHMORE, Nathaniel, an eminent English 
anatomist ; he died in lfi84. 

HIGHMORE, Joseph, an eminent English 
painter, born in London, in 1603, died in 1780.. 
Mr. Hignraore was also a respectable writer, aiul, 
am^ing several other thinits, published in 17()6, 
two small volumes of " Essaj'S, Moral, Religi* 
ous. and Miscellaneous.*' 

HILARION, a native of Gaza, foqnded a 
monastic order in Palestine, and died in 371. 

HILARIUS, an ancient father of the Chris- 
tian church, and bishop of Poicticrs, who flou- 
rished in the 4th century. 

HIL.ARtUSE, Joseph, eminent as a medalist 
and antiquary, at Vienna ; died in ]7!)8. 

HILARY, St. a native of Poictiors, in France, 
bishop of that town, in 3rt5; was banished by 
Coni>tantloa, into Phrygia ; and died in 3t>7. 
, H1LDBBERT, bishop of Manx, and then 
archbishop of Tours, dislinguished for piety, 
learning, ■fee. ; died in the I2tli rrpfn'. 
: HlLnESLEY, Mark, an English bttihop much 
05, ex-' '^steemed ; lie died in 1773. 
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HitL, Aaron, a celebrated poet and miMella' 
D«ous writer, bom In London, in 1685, died in 
1750 Hie principal works are, " Etfrid. or 
The Fair Inconstant,'* a tragedy; " Rinaldo,*' 
an opera ; another trasedv, called, " Tlw Fatal 
Vision, or. The Fall of Siam;" and two traae 
dies, called, " Merope,* and " Zara ;*' which 
were brought upon the stage in Drufy-lane, by 
Garricit. 

HILL. Joseph, an Englisb puritan divine, who 
fled to Holland ; author of an improved editiui. 
of" SchreveUi Lexicon," Ace ; he died in ]T(r 

HILL, Sir John, an English writer, boc 
about I71C, died in 1775. He was brod an a}io 
thecary, and set up in 8l Martin's lane, ^^ '-^i- 
mlnster; but, marrying early, and whboiii s 
fortune, he was obliged to look round for otlier 
rcsourcra tlian hb profeniou. Being possessed 
of quick natural parts, be soon made bimselt' 
acquainted with the theoretical as wdl as prac- 
tical parts of botany.; and being recommended 
to the dulce of BIchniond and k>rd Petre, he, un- 
der their patronage, executed a schente of travel 
Hng over sevenu parts of England, to gather 
certain of the most rare and uncommon plants, 
which he afterwards published by subscription. 
About 1740, he translated from the Greek a 
aroall tract, written by Theophrastus, "On 
Gems;'* and this being well executed, pro- 
cured him friends, reputation, and monev. En- 
couraged by tlds, lie engaged in works of greater 
extent and importance. The first that he under 
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Chamber's Dictionary/* Heat the same time 
started the "British Magazine;** attd, when 
engaged in a numt>er of tuese and other works, 
aome of which seemed to require a nian*s whole 
attention, carried on a daily essay, under the ti- 
tle of " The Inspector ** He next applied himself 
to the preparation of certain simple medicines : 
namely, the " Essence of Water-docl^ Tincture 
of Valerian, Pectoral Balsam of Honey, and 
Tincture of Bardana.** The well known sim- 
plicity of these medicines made the public judge 
favourably of their effects, insomnch that they 
had a rapid sale. Soon after the publication of 
the first ot tliese medicines, he obtained the 
patronage of the earl of Bute ; under which he 
published a very pompous and voluminous bo- 
tanical work, entitled, " A System of Botany ;** 
and having, a year or two before his death, pre- 
aeiiied an elegant set of his botanical works to 
the king of Sweden, that monarch invested him 
with (me of the orders of his couri.

HILL, Geoife, an ^eminent clergyman, of 
Scotland, professor of Greek, and afterwards 
of divininrat the college of St. Salvador, prin 
cipal of St. Mary's College, and chaplain to the 
king : he died In 1890.

HILLEL, the prince, great crandoon of Jwlas 
Hakkadosh. was one of the wrltsrs of ttaeGeaa- 
ra : he floorished in the middle of the 4ch cemaiy. 

HILLIARD, NIcliolas, limner to queen tO- 
zabeth, whose picture be drew several itees, 
;was bom at Kzeter, in 1547, died in WIO. He 
imitated the style of Holbein ; and Isaac CRInr 
waikhif pupil.

HWCKI.EV, John, an Englisb divine, wlio 
poUiRhed some works ; he died in 1601. 

HU^CMAR,or HINCMARU6,an:hbi8liopef 
Rbeims, a zealous supporter of the Gallicaa 
church ; he died in 882. 

UIPPARCHIA, a celebrated lady who floor- 
ished in tiie time of Alexander. She addicted 
liefKlf 10 philosopby, and wrote some things 
which have not been transmitted down to us ; 
among wliteh were " Tragedlea ; Pbiloeophicai 
Hypotheses, or Suppositions ; some Reasonings 
and Questions proposed toTheodonis, sumamed 
the Athelsi,*' dec. 

lilPPARCHUS, a great astronomer, bom at 
Nice, in Bithynia, flourislied between 160 and 
125 B. C. He is reckoned to have been the first 
who tVoro vague and scattered observations re- 
duced astronomy into a science, andjirosecuted 
the study of it systematically. 

HIPPARCHUS, son of Pisisfratas, w«s slain 
by Hannoditts and Arlsiogiton, SS8 B. C. 

HIPPOCRATES, the father of physic and 
prince of physh:ians, born In the island of Coe, 
in the 80th CNymplad, flourished at the time oi 
the Peloponneslan war. He was the first man 
that we know of, who laid down precepts con- 
cerning physic On account of his wonderfHil 
skill and forealgbt in this art, be passed with 
the Grecians fbr a god, and after hts death bad 
divine honours palo him. He died at about 90 
years of age. Bisworksliave often been printed. 

HIPPONAX, a satirist of Ephesns, as re- 
markable for his wit as the deformity of his 
person. Bnpalus and Aathemns, two eminent 
statuaries, caricatured him in a statue : an which 
he wrote such bitter invectives against tliem,thsi 
they both despatched themselves ; or (asottaera 
say) left Ephesus on the oecasloo.

HOADLT, Dr. Benjamin, eldest son of the 
Mehop of Winchester, born In London, in 1706-41. 
Be was appointed physiciaa to his mi^|esty*s 
bouaeboid, in 1749, and to that of the prince of 
Wales, In 1746. Thh^ being at a thne when 
the families were not opoo tlie best tefms, Is a 
proof that Dr. Hoadly was a most uoexeeptloit- 
able man ; and he is said to have filled the post 
with singular honour. He published some me- 
dical aiM ptiilosnphical works, and *' The Sus- 
picious Husband,^* a comedy, which, wlienever 
repreaented, continually anords fresh pleasure 
to the audience : he died in 1757. 

HOADLT, Dr. John. This gentleman, young- 
est son of the bishop of Winchester, was born 
Id London, in 1711, and died in 1776 ; and with 
Ifim the name of Hoadly became extinct. He 
revised Lillo's ** Ardenof Feversham," wrote 
the Sth act of Miller's " Mahomet," and left 
behind him several dramatic works In MBS. ; 
aaiong the rest, " The Housekeeper," a farce, 
on the plan of High Life below Stairs, and a 
tragedy on the story of lord Cromwell. 

HOAR. Leonard, M. D., president of Hal^ 
vard College, respected as a scholar and a 
Chrieiian ; he died in 1675. 

HOBART, Peter, iirat minister of Hlngham. 
Mass., died in 1979. 

HOB.\RT, Nebemiah, son of Peter, and min- 
iMer of Newton ; be was humble, pious, and 
learned, and died iu 1719. 

HOBART, Noah, mhiisler of Fairfield, Conn., 
was a man of great talents and extensive ao- 
quireraents ; he wrote in favour of presbyterlan 
ordination, and died in 1773. . 

HOBART, John Sloss, Judge of the dbtrfet 
court of New York, and a senator of the United 
States : be died in 1805. 

HOBBGS, Thomas, born at Maloasbury. in 
1SB8, died iu 1679. He published, among other 
things, an " English translation of Thucydides," 
** Human Nature," and a treatise " De Corpore 
Politico, or, of the Elements of the I^aw." 
This laiter piece was preeented to Gassendus, 
and read by him a few months before his death ; 
who h said first to have kissed it, and thett to 
have delivered his opinion of it In these words : 
<' This treatise is Indeed small in balk, but, in 
lay Judgment, the very marrow of science." 
Id IKSI, he pobl'shed his religious, political, and 
moral principles in a comptote system, which 
be called the " Levfauhan r' and caused a copy 
of it, very fairly written on vellum, to be pre- 
eentfid to Charles II. He also. In his 86th year, 
ouMished in English verse, the whole " Iliad" 
and "Odyney" of Homer; but bis poetry is 
heiow criticisai, and has long been exptoded. 
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There have been few persons whoae writinci 
have bad a more pernicious iuflueuce in spread- 
ing trreiigkni and infidelity than Hobbes; and 
yet none of his treatises are directly levelled 
against revealed reUgion. 

UOBBIMA, Minderhottt, an eminent Dutch 
Umdecapepainter, born at Antwerp, about 161L 

HOCHE, Laxanis, a native of VersaUles, die 
tinguished as a brave and Intrepid general Intha 
Preoch army, during the revolution ; be died 
In Austria, In 1707. 

HOCU8TBTTER, Andrew Adam, a German 
divine, historian, and political writer, born at 
Tubingen, in 1668, died in 1717. 

HODGES, Nathaniel, an emlnettt English 
physician, settled in London, where he died in 
1684. He wrote aa account of the plague in 
London, and other medical works. 

HODT, Rtimphrey, an eminent Bnglhih di- 
vine, and oontrovenial writer, reglns professor 
of Greek at Oxford, and au/ archdeaco n ; ha 
died in lim, 

HOE, Matthias de Hoeaegg, a dlsdngaished 
German Lutheran divine, and preacher to the 
elector of Saxony ; he died in 1645. 

HOECK, Robert Van, an eminent painter, of 
Antwerp, died hi the middle of the ITth centuiy. 

UOECK, John Van, a distinguished portrait 
and iiislorical painter, bom at Antwerp, in 1600, 
and died in 1650. 

HOEL, Gerard, adIstlBgulshed historical and 
landscape painter, of Utrecht, died in 1733. 

HOELTZLINIJS, Jeremias, a learned phi- 
lologist, of Nuremberg, settled at Leyden, wher# 
he died in 1641. 

HOESCIIELIUS, David, a learned and Inde- 
fatigable scholar, of Augsburg, and librarian 
and teacher in the college there, died in 1617. 

HOFFMAN, Daniel, an eminent Lutheran 
divine, and professor, at Heluistadt, toward the 
close of the 16th century. 

HOFFMAN, Maurice, a German medical, 
anatomical, ana botanical writer, bom at Bran- 
denburg, in 1681, and died in 160B. 

HODMAN, John Maurice, son of the pre- 
ceding, a physician, and medical writer, bom at 
Altdorf. in 1656, and died in 17S7. 

HOFFMAN, John James, the laborious com- 
piler of a " Lexicon Universale Historico-Geo- 
graphico-Poetlco-Philosophieo-Poiitico-Phllolo- 
gicum," 8 vols, folio, Geneva, 1677. It has been 
since enlarged and published in 4 vols, folio, and 
finds a plac« in every learned library. He vnM 
bora at Basle, in 1635, and died there In 1706. 

HOFFMAN, Gasper, professor of physic, 
at Altdorf, and author of some medical works ; 
he died in 1640. 

HOFFMAN, Frederic, bora at HaU, near 
Magdeburg, in 1660, was professor of physic at 
that place, and died in 1748. His works were 
collected at Geneva, in six large folios, 1748, 
and 1754 ; and he has deservedly been reckon** 
ed among the best writers on physic. 

HOGARTH, William, a truly great sad ori- 
i^nal genius in painting and engraving, was 
bora in 1687, in toe parish of St Martin, Lud- 
gate, and bonnd apprentice to Mr. Ellhi Gam- 
ble, a silversmith of eminence, ha Cranboum 
street, Leicester FieMe. In this profession It is 
not unusual to bind appreatlcea to the singSa 
branch of engraving arms and cjrpbers on every 
spMies of metal : and in that paraenlar depart- 
ment, young Hogarth was placed. He began 
business on Ms own account ahont 1790 ; and 
his first employment seems to have been the 
eograviiw of arras and ibop-blUs. The nex»- 
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•tep wn to design and furnlsti plate* for book 
■eitRni; of wlikli, thOM*: bcHt kiiowii arc }7 for 
adiiodeciino wllUunof '* Hudibra«/* (with But 
ler'i bfcad,) in 17911. Tlie first piece hi which 
he dtRtinguisifcd hiniadf as a paiiiier, was a re 
presentation of Wanalead assembly, the |ior 
traitii from life, without burlesque, aud the co- 
louriop rather better than Kome of his later and 
more bighJy finished performances. It was 
H<^anh*a custom to sketch out on tbe spot any 
remarkable fare which particularly struck him, 
and of which he wished to preserve the remem- 
brance ; and this he frequently did with a pen 
ell on his nail. In 1730, Mr. Hi^arth married 
the only dauirhter of Sir James ThomhiU ; and 
soon alter, haviue summer lod^iiifs at BoutJi 
Lambeth, and being intimate with Mr. Tyers, 
b*' contributed to the improvement of the Spring 
Gardens, at Vauxhall, by tlie hint of embellish- 
ing ibeni with painting, some of which were the 
profjuciionsof his own truly coihic pencil. In 
17:)3 his g«Miius bocanie cuiiKpicuously known. 
His " Harlot's Progress'* introduced him to the 
notice of the great, and Hogarth rose complete- 
ly into fame. Soon after the peaci nf Aix-la- 
Chapelle, lie went over to France, nnd was ta- 
ken into custody at (^olais, while lie wan draw- 
ing the gate of the tow^n ; a circumstance which 
he ha:> recorded in his picture, eotiil(>d *' O the 
Koaiit Beef of Old EiiplaiHl!*' published 1749. 
Hn wa« actually carried bt'lure ilie governor as> 
a spy, and alter a strict examination, commii 
ted a prisoner to Grandsire, his landlord, on hid 
proniising that Hogarth shuutd not go out of his 
nouse. till he was to embark for England In 
1753, he appeared to the world in tlje character 
of an author, and published a 4to volume, en- 
titled " The Analysts of Beauty, wrttien with 
a view of fixing the fluctuating ideas of Taste/' 
In this performance, he shows, by a variety of 
examples, that a curve is the line of beauty, 
and that roniid swelling figures are most ptea^^i 
iiig to the eye ; and the truth of his opinion has 
been countenanced by subsequent writers on the 
subject. Hogarth was one of the most altsent 
of men. Soon atler he set up his carriage he 
bad occasion to pay a visit to tbe lord- mayor, 
(Mr. Beckford.) When he went, the weather 
was line ; but business detained him till a vio- 
lent shower of rain came on. He was let out 
of the mansion-lioiise by a diflerent door from 
thai at which be entered ; and, seeing the rain, 
besan immediately to call for a hackney-coach. 
Not one was to be met with on any of the neigh- 
bouring stands ; and our artist sallied forth to 
btave the storm, and actually reached Leicester 
Ficldrf without b<;8towing a thought on his own 
carriage, till Mrs. Hogarth, (surprised to see 
liini so wet and splashed) asked him where he 
had left lu The last memorable event in our 
artist's life, was his quarrel with Mr. Wilkes ; 
in which, if Mr. Hogarth did not commence di- 
rect (jostilides, he at least, obliquely gave the 
first offence, by an attack on the rricnds and 
party of that gentleman. Mr. Churchill, the 
poet, soon after puhlixhed the " Epibtle to Wil- 
liam Hogarth,!; and took for tbe motto, " ut pic- 
torapocsis." Mr. Hogarth's revenge against the 
poet, terminated in vamping up an old print of 
a pug'dog and a bear, which he published under 
'the title of \" The Bruiser C. Churchill, (once 
tiie Rev. !) in the character of a Riitt«ian Hercu- 
les." Jcc. At the time these liostilities were 
carrying nn in a manner so virulent and dis- 
gi ncerul to all ihc patties, Hogarth died, Uctobor 
^, 1764. 
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HOnKNLOUe, prince de, a difltingoMMi 
ueijifral of tbe imperial army, in ilie wars ayaliMI 
Uie French and Turks ; he died in 1796 

H()LnA<'K, PaulThierri, baron de, an eral> 
DC in mineralogist, and member of several of the 
academies of Europe ; he died at Paris, io ITBB. 

HOLIIEIN, John, better known by bis Ger> 
man name, Hans Holbein, an admirable pais* 
ter, bom at Basil, in Switzerland, iu l49Bj died 
of the plague, in 15M. His moat famons pic- 
tures are, Our Savifiur's Passion, in the town- 
liouse, at Basil ; and, in the fish-market uf the 
same town, a Dance of Peasants, ami Peatb^t 
Dance; which are exceedingly striking to tbe 
connoisseur. Going to England Hollx.'in was 
introduced by Sir Thomas Moretf> Henr}' VI1K| 
in this manner. Sir Thomas invited the king lo 
an enteriaJnmeni, and hungup all Holbein's pie- 
ces, ditiiKieed in the best order, and in the best 
light, in the great hall of his house. The king, 
upon his first entrance, was so chiutncd with tJia 
sight of them, that he asked '* W^heiher such an 
artist were now alive, and to be bad for mo- 
ney r* ITpon which, ^<ir 1'houias pres(*me4 
Holbein to the king, who immediately took him 
into liiti service, and brought him into great c»- 
toem with the nobility of tbe kingdom Ho^ 
bein had tbe same singularity which Pliny men- 
lions of Turpilius, a Roman ; namely, that of 
painting with his left hand. 

HOLBERG, Louis de, a distinguished Da- 
nish writer, autlior of a history of Denmark, 
and other works, died in 1754. 

HOLCKOFT, Thomas, a mtscellaneoua, poe- 
tical, political, and dramatical writer, and uo- 
\-elist, was the son of a shoemaker, and b«>m m 
1744. He was bred to bis father's trade, but 
quitted it for a time, and became jockey to ilM 
Hon. Mr. Vcmon, at Newmarket rac<<a. Ho re- 
turned afterwards to shoomaking, at which be 
ronilnued till he was about 25 years of age. 
.Mr. Ilolcroft then became an actor, wbieh pn>- 
ffMsion he followed (not with tbe motst flatter- 
ng success) till after the production, in 1781 , of 
his comedy, called Duplicity. He then wlth> 
drew from tbe stage as an actor, and for several 
years devoted his attention to dramatic and no- 
vel writing. His plays (of which tlie best ii 
The Road to Ruin) are enumerated in the Bio- 
graphla Drainatica. Mr. Holcroft died iu ltM9. 

noLDKN, Henry, an excellent English com- 
mentator on the New Testament, and writer 
on Faith, died in IGGS. 

HOLUEN, Samuel, died in London, in 1740, 
and bet|ueathed 4,H47Z. in charity, for promoting 
the gos[)el, &c., in New England. 

HOLDER, William, an ingeirioos EngUsb 
man, who, among many other works, published 
a book entitled " The Elements of Speech ; an 
Essay of Inquiry into tbe natural production of 
I.iettcrB : with an Appeiulix concerning Persons 
that are Deaf and Dumb, 16flB." He died In 
1697. 

HOLDSWORTH, Edward, born in16»>, died 
in 1747. He was the author of ** Muscipula." 
a poem, esteemed a master-piece in ita kind ; 
and also of " Remarka and Disaertationft on 
Virgil :** and Mr. Spence speaks of him In *' Po- 
lymetis," as one who understood Vinit in a 
more masterly manner than any peraoaoeevef 
knew. 

HOLE, Richard, an English poet and divine, 
burn at F.xeier ; he died in 1603. 

HOLINPilED, Raphael, an English historian, 
and faniouA for the chronicles that go under his 
|i»aiue, died in 1581. His ** Chronicles*' wet« 
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publkbed in 1577, in 3 vols, folio ; and then 
an 15d7, in 3; ttie two fir»t of which are gent- 
raliy bound togethi^t.

HO^f ER, the most ancient of the Greek poeta, 
wan ibe father of poetrjr, aa Heradotua waa of 
history, and lllppocratef of physic. Ae much 
ae be haa celebrated the praieoe of otiiera, he 
has been so very modeat about himself, that we 
do not find the least mention of him throughout 
his poems : eo that where he was born, who 
were his parents, what age he lived in, and al- 
most ove^ circumstance of tiis life, remain, at 
this day, in a great measure, if not wholly, un- 
known. The only incontestable works which 
Homer has left behind him are the " Iliad'' and 
the " Odyssey." It was by these poems that 
all the wortnies of antiquity were formud. 
Hence the lawgivers, the founders of monar- 
chies and commonwealths, took the model of 
their politics ; hence tlie pnilosophers drew the 
first principles of morality which they taught 
the people ; hence physicians have studied dis- 
eaaes and their cures ; astronomers have learn- 
ed the knowledge of the heavens, and geome- 
tricians of the earth : kings and princes, the art 
to govern ; and captains, to form a battle, to 
encamp an army, to besiege towns, loflght, and 
min victories. " Homer (says Sir WiUiain 
Temple) was. without doubt, the meet univsrsai 
aenius that has been known in the world, and 
Virgil the most accomplished. To the Am. must 
be allowed tlie most fertile invention, tlie richest 
vein, the most general knowledge, and the most 
lively expressions : to the last, the noblest ideas, 
the Justest institution, the wisest conduct, and 
tlte choicest etocution. The colouring of l>oth 
aeems equal, and indeed la both is admirable. 
Homer liad more fire and rapture, Viigil more 
light and sweetness ; or, at least, the poetical 
fire was more raging in the one, but clearer in 
the other ; which makes the firai more amasing, 
and the latter more agreeable. In short, these 
two immortal poets must be altowed to have 
so much excelled In their kinds as to have ex 
ceeded all comparison, to have even extincuish- 
ed emulation, and, in a manner, confined true 
poetry, not only to their two languages, but to 
their very persons." The first appearance of 
Homer's works in Greece, was about J90 years 
before Rome was built; that is, about 900 vears 
after the supposed time of Homer. The Arun- 
delian marbles give 907 yean before Christ, as 
the period when he flounslied.

HORATII, three Roman brothers, who 
fought and oonqoered tlie three Curiatii of Alba, 
667 B.C. 

HORATIUS, Codes, a renowned Roman 
knight, who saved the city by liis noble defence 
of a wooden bridge, attacked by Pornenna. 
While he and two associates opposed the enemy 
at the entrance, he desired his fellow- citizens to 
cut away the bridge behind him ; this being exa- 
cuted, he fell into the Ty ber; but, though wound- 
ed, and oppressed by heavy annoori he gained 
the shore. He flourished 500 B. C. 

HORATIUS, Q.uiniasFIaccus,or Horace, an 
ancient Roman lyric and satiric pofet, who flour- 
ished in the age of Augustus, was born at Venu- 
sium, about 65 B. C. His poetical talents soon 
made him known to some of the greatest men in 
Rome. Virgil, as he has told us, was the firat who 
reeommendea hhn to MsM^euas ; and ihia cele- 
brated patron of literature and learned men grew 
so fond of him, that he became a suitor for him 
to Augustus, and got his esute (which had been 
forfeited) to be restored. Auguaiuawas h^hly 
taken with his great merit and addrsas; admitted 
him to a cloae familiarity witli him in his private 
hours, and afterwards made him no small ofiera 
of preferment. The noet had the greamess of 
mind to refuse them all ; the life be loved best, 
and lived aa much as he could, waa the very re- 
verse of a court Ih'e ; a life of retirement and 
study, free from the noise and Imrry of ambittoo. 
He died about 8 B. C. 

HORMAN, WUHam, a naUve of Salisbury, 
distinguished as a divine and aa a botaniat, dlad 
inl5£. 

HORMIBDA8, a pope of Rome, in 514, died 
in 583, and waa afterwards canonized. 

U0RM1SD^\S IL. succeeded lus father as 
king ot' Pentia, In 578. His subjects revolted un< 
der his general, Varanes, who defeated him, and 
deprived him of sighL He died in 500. 

HORNE, George, bishop of Norwich, born at 
Otham, in Kent, in 1730, and died in 1792. This 
divine united, in a remarkable degree, depth of 
learning, brigbinesa of imaginatioo, sanctity of 
maimers, and sweetness oi temper. Four vo- 
lumes of his incomparabte " Sermons'* are pub- 
lished. His " Commentary on the Psalma," in 3 
vola. 4to, " will (as the writer of his epitaph ex- 
presses it) continue to be a companion to tha 
closet, till the devotion of earth shall end in tha 
ballelujabs of heaven.** Dr. Home atoo wrote a 
celebraied piece of irony, In reply to Adam 
Smith'M Sketch of David Hume'a Life.

4to, and 
was himself the author of several esteemed ma- 
thematical and theological productions. As a 
seimtor,be was deservedly considered in the first 
eiane ; there were few important discussions in 
the bouse of lords, especially when the to[Hcs re- 
ferred to the hierarchical cstablishmentB of Eng 
land, the French revolution, or the African slavt! 
trade, (of wiiich he was a systematic opponent,) 
in which his lordt-bip did not participate. The 
reverend prelate was many years a leading mem- 
ber of the royal society : but witlidrew from it, 
as has been said, in consequence of a certain 
high appointment taking place, of which he dis- 
approved. His concluding words, on retiring, 
were," I quitthat temple where philosophy once 
prfBsided, and where Newton was her officiating 
minister !" His tordship died at Brighton, Oct. 
4, 1606.

HOUSTON, Jobn, a diatingaished advocate 
foK Ibe revolution, was a member of coiigrest;

HOUTEVILLE, Claude Francis, a native of 
Faris, who wrote an admirable work, called 
** La verite de la Religion Chretienne piouvee 
pv lea Faits." died in 1742, aged 54. 

HOVEDEN, Roger de, an early English his- 
toriaa^ whose annals commenced where those 
of Bede temdnaied ; he lived in the age of Hen- 

17 a. 

HO VET, Ivory, minister of Plymoutli,Maa8. 
Be left a Journal which contained about 7,000 
oetavopagea, and died in 18(0. 

00 w, William, an officer in the royal army, 
during tbe civil wars in England, afterwards a 

Cysidian and botanist of distinction in London ; 
diedinJ6S6. 

HOWARD. Charles, earl of Nottingham, an 
iuttepid English admiral, commander-in-chief 
at the defeat of the Spanish Armada, born in 
]£», died in 1634. 

HOWARD, Sir Robert, an English historian 
and dramatic pool, died about 16Go. There was 
one Edward Howard, esq., likewise a descend 
aat of the same family, who exposed himself to 
tbe satirists by writing bad plays. 

HOWARD, Henry, earl of Surrey, a brave 
general and esteemea poet, bom in 1530, wai* 
beheaded on a so^icton of hib designing to wed 
die princess Uary, and thereby aspiring to the 
crown. 

HOWARD, Thcmias, earl of Surrey, and 
doke of Norfolk, lord high admiral of England, 
In the reign of Henry VIII., distinguished for 
bii services as a naval officer, and as a soldier, at 
the battle of Floddenfield, and afterwards as 
viceroy of Ireland ; he narrowly escaped the 

Sricioos tyranny of that prince, and died In 
4. 
HOWARD, Edward, a brave and celebrated 
BngUsb admiral, brother to tbe preceding, was 
kUM In an action with a French ship, in 1514. 
HOWARD, John, was bom at Hackney, in 
Middlesex, In the year 1796, and put apprentice 
to Mr. Nathaniel Newnham, a wholesale gro- 
cer, in Watliim-streeL His constitution was 
tboaght very weak, and his health appeared to 
teve been injured by the necessary duties of his 
apprenticeship ; at the expiration of it, there- 
lore, be took an apartment in a lodging-house, 
in Stoke, Newington, kept by a Mrs. Sarah 
Lardeau, a widow, by whom he was nursed 
with tbe utmost care and attention. At length 
be became so fond of his landlady, that they 
were privately married, about the year 1732. 
She was posBcasod of annall fortune, which he 
presented to her sister. This wife, ho-«'«wi»»' 
difd in 1755, and be was a sincere and <tittc-t 
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Middlesex, in 1650, and diedf^tionate mourner for her death. About this lime, 

it is believed, he was electod F. R. S., and, with 
an intemion of visiting Lisbon after the earth- 
quake, he at midsummer, 1756, set sail on board 
tbe Hanover packet, which was taken by a 
French privateer ; and he behaved with so much 
hauteur, so much a i' Anglois to tbe captain of 
the privateer, as might probably b>e the cause of 
his buffering so severely as it appears he did, and 
perhaps what he suffered on this occasion 
increased (if it did not first call forth} his sym- 
pathy with the unhappy people." He after- 
wards, it is believed, made tbe tour of Italy; 
and at his return, settled at Brokenhuiet, a re* 
tired and pleasant villa in the New Forest, near 
L^mington, in Hampshire; having, April 9S. 
\ /58, married Harriet, only daughter of Edwara 
Leeds, esq., of Ctoxton, in Cambridgeshire. 
Mrs. H. died in 1765, in childbed. After the 
death of his second wife, be left Lymington, 
and purchased an estate at Cardingion, near 
Bedford, where he veiy much conciliated the 
esteem of the poor, by employing them, build- 
ing cottages for them. ice. In 1773, he served 
the office of sheriff of the coun^ of Bedford. 
This office, as he observes, brought ^* tbe dis- 
tress of prisoners more Immediately under hie 
notice ;*' and wtth a view to its alleviation, he 
bq^an his labours by '* visiting most of tbe 
county Jails in Ei^and,** and afterwards " tbe 
bridewells, houses of correction, city and town 
jails," where he found " multitudes, both of 
felons and debtors, dying of tbe Jail fever and 
the smail-pox." Upon uiis subject he was ex- 
amined in the house of commons, In March, 
1774, when " he had the honour of their 
thanks." This encouraged him to proceed in 
his design : be travelled again and again through 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also into France, 
Flanders, Holland, Germany, and Switzerland ; 
and published " The State of the Prisons in 
England and Wales, with preliminary observa- 
tions, and an accoant of some foreign prisons, 
1777." In 1780, he published an Apneisdix to 
this Account, in which he extended the narra- 
live of his travels to Italy, and gave some ob- 
servations on tbe management of prisoners of 
war. and the bulks on the Thames. iThis Ap- 
penaix he republished, in 17B4 ; which publica- 
tion included also an account of bis visit to 
Denmark, Sweden, Russia, Poland, Portugal, 
and Spain. By this time his character for m- 
tive lienevolence had engaged the public atten- 
tion, and it was proposed that a subseriptio i 
should be set on foot, to erect a statue to his ho 
nour. This idea was so well received, that in 
15 or 16 months, 615 persons subscribed 15331. 
13s. 6d. ; but some of ihose who knew Mr. How- 
ard bait never concurred in the scheme, l>eing 
well assured that he would never countenance 
nor accede to it : and the event justified their 
conduct; for the language that he held upon 
the subject, when first advised of it, was, " Have 
not I one friend in England that wouM put a 
stop to such a proceeding?" In consequence 
of two letters from Mr. Howard himself to 
the subscribers, the design was laid aside. In 
1789, Mr. Jl. published " An Account of the 
principal Lazarettos in Europe, with various 
papers relative to the plague, together with 
further Observations on some Foreign Prisons 
and Hospitals, and additional Remarks on the 
present State of those in Great Britain and Ire 
land," with agn>at number of curious plates 
No: satisfied, however, with what h^ had alrea 
dv done, he concludes his *^ Account of Laza-

extendbf hit toar in tbe East. On this tour, 
however, be feU a vietbo to hie bamanity ; for 
having vWled a young lady at Cberaon, eick of 
an epidemic fever, fx the purpoK of admtnls- 
tering eome medical ■■tefancc, he caagbt tbe 
distemper bimfl^ and wai carried off in 13 
days, Jan. 90, 1790. Tbe name of Howard will 
ave in the rememhraaee of those who have 
been rescued, In his ezcrtionB, from the gloomy 
horron of cfmmiement, which might otherwise 
have been unlimited ; alleviated in the pangs of 
disease, which might have beoi irremediable ; 
«nd comforted to tlie sitll mora agonising re- 
proaches of conscious guilt, which would inevi- 
table have terminated in destruction. A statue 
to Mr. Howard's memory has been erected in 
St. Paul's cathedral. 

HOWARD, Francis, earl of Efflngbam. go- 
▼emor of the colon V of Virginia, hi lw4. Atler 
an unpopular administration of five yean, he 
tetumed to England, and died in 1700. 

HOWARD, Simeon, D. D., mhifater la Bos- 
ton ; he took a deen Interest in the American 
revolution, and died in ISOi. 

HOWARD, Beniamin, a member of congress, 
firom Kentucky, afterwanls governor of theter- 
iteory of Upper Louisiana, was a brlgadier-ge- 
neral in the army of the United Stales, during 
the last war ; he died in 1814. 

HOWE, John, an English non-conformist di- 
vine, eminrat fbr his learning, moderatioa, and 
great virtues : be died in 1705. 

HOWE. John, an English statesman, and 
member of parliament, was a privy counsellor, 
in the reign of Anne. He died in 1721. 

HOWE, Richard, earl, a famous Biltish ad- 
miral, bom in 1785. At 14 be entered the na- 
vy ; and at the earhr age of 90 was appohited 
captain of the Baltimoie sloop, in which he 
attacked two French flrigates of 30 guns each, 
and obliged them to sheer o£ Our limits pre- 
vent us from tracing this brave man through all 
his eiploits ; but, being presented to the King, 
by lord **Z'^ke, after the memorable victory 
ovsr Oonllans, In 1750, liis majesty said, ** My 
Uttd Howe, your Ufe has been one continued se- 
ries of sorvtees to your country." In brief, we 
«may say the same thing of the latter period of 
Us existence. In 178S he was ssnt to tbe relief 
of Gibraltar, a service which he performed in 
ttie most admirable manner in the sight of the 
hostile fleet, which lie in vain challenged to bat- 
fle. In 1793. his lordship took tbe command of 
ihediannel fleet ; and in 1794, totally vanqulsh- 
6d one of the most powerful fleets that France 
had ever equipped for sea. and brought home 
aeven sUps of the line, besides smaller vessels. 
On this glorious occanon tbelr miotics, with 
three of ue princesses, paid him a vislton board 
his ship, at Bpithcad ; when the king presented 
him with a magnificent sword, enriched with 
■diamonds, a gold chain, and a medal; and the 
tiianksof both bouses of parliament, the free- 
dom of London, and tbe onivcrMl acclamations 
of the nation, followed these acknowledgments 
of tbe sovereign. Earl Howe died In 1199, and 
o handsome monument Is erected to hU memo- 
ly. In St. Paul's cathedral. 

HOWELL, James, an EngUdi poHtical and 
MMOflcal writer,and poet,bom In Caermarthen 
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Familiar Letters Domestic and Foialpi, laitly 
bisiorical, partly political, partlv pbUosophteaL^ 
It is not to be wondered that toeEC letters have 
run through many editions ; since they mtoHy 
contain much of tbe history of bis own tioies, 
but are also interspersed with many r*rmTiT 
stories properly introduced and applied. 

KOWELL, William, a dvlliaa, of Oxibid, 
and chancellor of Lincohi, died In IffiB. lie 
works that be has left behind him are, amopg 
otbeis, '* Medulla Historic AngHcanfe:'* a 
" History of the WorU ttova the earllesi Ttanes 
to the Ruin of tbe Roman Empire ;** and " Bir 
menta Historic CIvlHs.** 

HOWELL, David, an eminent lawyer, of 
Rhode- Iriand, was a m«nber of congress, at- 
torney-general, and Judge of the supreme court 
of that state, professor of matbemaucs, and af- 
terwards of law, in Brown university, and a 
Judge of tbe district court of the United Slates, 
for that district HediedinlflM. 

HOWELL, Richard, governor of Ncw-Jsr- 
sey, In 1793, to which office he was elected eigbt 
yean succesulvely ; he died In 1808. 

H07LE, Edmund, author of some celefaratad 
treatises on tbe games of Whist, QuadriUe, lie, 
bom in 1673, died In 1709. 

HOZIER, Peter d*, an eminent French genea- 
logist, and counsellor of state under Lewis XIV*; 
he died at Paris, in 1600. 

HOZIER, Francta, a brave EncHsb admtaal, 
died in 1797. 

HUARTE, John, a native of French Navarre, 
though be usually passqs for a Spaniard, Uved 
in the Ifth century, and gained great fame by a 
work that be publlibed in tbe Spanish tongue, 
upon a very curious and Interesting subject. 
VIZ. to show tbe gifts and dUTercnt abilities or 
men, and for what kind of study tl>c genius of 
every man Is adapted. This book has been 
translated Into several languages. lis title ii 
"Tbe Trial of Wits." 

HUBBARD, William, minister of Ipswich. 
Mass., author of a hlstoryitf New Rnglanri In 
manuscript ; he died in 1704. 

HUBER, Samuel, a native of Berne, wis 
professor of divinity, at Wittembetg, in 1509. 

HUBER, Ulric, a Dutch lawyer, professur of 
law and history, at Franeker ; he died in 1094. 
His writings were <m subjects connected with 
his proftMion. 

HUBER, Mary, a native of Geneva, distia- 
guished as a writer. She died at Lyons, in 17S3. 

HUBER, John Rudolph, a portrait and histo* 
rieal painter, of Basil ; be died hi 1748, aged 80. 

HUBERT, Matthew, a preacher, and priest 
of tbe oratory of Paris, distlnguisbed for hia 
eloquence ; he died in 1717. 

HUBNER, John, of Saxony, was professor 
of geography, at Leipsic, and rector of the 
school at Hamburgh, where he died in 173L 

HUDDE, John, a burgomaster of Amster- 
dam, eminent as a mathematician, and knows 
also as a politician ; he died In 1704. 

HUDSON, Captain Henry, an eminent Eng- 
lish navigator, who flourished In high faaae, la 
the beginning of the 17th century, having dloDo- 
vered Hudson's ba^ at the north of Canada, 
and the river in New- York, which has sfaice 
borne bis name. He is supposed to have pet- 
ished at sea, being set adrift in a ahidlop by 
his mutinous crew, in 1611. 

HUDSON, Thomas, a painter, bom ai Exe> 
ter, in 1701, had Sir Joidiua Revnolds for a scho- 
lar, by whom he was eclipsed In the aru He 
died In London, hi 1779. 
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HITDOON, Dr. Joha, an eminent EnglMi crt-

it0D6ON, WUHam, an eoiinent botaniit, 
torn to WeitiDorelaad, about 1790.

BITBT, Peter Daniel, blehop of Avraneee, in 
fhuMse, aiad a celebrated philosophical, blstari- 
ati, and cooimereiai writer, bora at Caen, in 
1830, and died in 1721. 

HUFN A6£L, Geoije, a native of Antwerp. 
ARiagoisbed as a writer on natural history, and 
«r Latinpoetryj be died in 1600. 

HUGH CAPBT, count of Paris and Orleans, 
was raissd to the throne of France by his nie- 
fita and courage, in 967. and thus became the 
bead of the third race of the French monarchy ; 
He died in 996. 

RUGHEd, John, as English poet, dramatic 
•atbor, and essayist, bom at Marlboroujcfa, in 
ran, died in 1790. Hit lait work was 
fliegs of Damascus,** a tragedy, which is still 
eeeaslOB^ly acted. Several papers in Uie " Tat 
IteffS^'* '* Spectators,*' and " Guardians,'* were 
wrhieii by him. 

HUOUE^, Jabes, younger brother of the pre- 
cediag , distittgatsbed as a scholar, and as a 
translator from the Latin and Spanish ; he died 
Id 1731. 

HUGHES, Jabex, of Cambridge, known as the 
editor of Chr7Bostom*s treatise on the Priesthood; 
be died in 1713. 

HUGO, of Cluni, abbot of Cluni, and a saint 
of the Romish calendar, died in 1609. 

HUGO, Herman, a learned Jesuit, who wrote 
iphysical subjects, and was also distin- 
, m his time as a poet, was born at Brus- 
fn isas, and died of the plague, at Rhim- 
ban, in 1639. 

HUGO, Chailea Lewis, a French and Latin 
writer, abbot of Btival, and titular bishop of 
Flnieiiiais: he died in 1/35. 

HUGTEffBURGH, John Van, an eminent 
Dutch painter, died In 1733. His brother, James, 
was a landscape painter of reputation. He died 
Ial6«f. 

HULDRIC, John JameispTofesaor of law, at 
Zurich, where he died in 1731. 

HULL, Thomas, a respectable actor and dra j 
macic writer, and rounder of the theatrical fundf 
fbr the relief of distressed actors and actresses, 
was bred to the practice of physic, but quitted 
that profession for the stage, of which he died 
the IhSher, at the age of 80, in 180B. 

HULME, Nathaniel, an English physician of 
floatation, and author of several essays on me- 
dical subtocts ; he died in 1807. 

HULSEMANN, John a Lutheran divine, 
profcaMMT of divinity at Lelpslc, and a theolo- 
gical writer ; he died in 168L 

HULSIUS, Anthony, a distinguished oriental 
idiolar, and orofeasor of divinity at Leyden ; 
be died in 16&. 

HULSCUS, Henry, a theological writer, and 
proftasor at Donisburgh, where he died, in 1723. 

HUI^T, Peter Van der, an excellent painter of 
aanaals, a native of Dort ; he died in 1708. 

HUBIE, David, a celebrated philosopher and 
Mstorlaa, born at Edinburgh, in 1711, and died 
bi 1738. Hfa «' Essays,'* and " History of Eng 
tanl,'* are so well known, as scarcely to need 
nentioii. The latter has. undoubtedly, the pre-, 
fcrence, in the public mind, over every other 
citant. The former are very strongly tinctured 
with infidelity.

HUMPHRETj Lawrence, an English writer, 



was iMoftasor of divtaai^, and president o( Mag- 
dalen college, Oxford, and afterwards dean or 
Gloucester, and of Winchester ; he died in 1509. 

HUMPHREYS, David, LL. D., a soMier of 
the revolution, aid-de-camp, successively, to 
Putnam, Greene, and Washlunoo ; afierwsrds, 
ambassador from the United States to Lisbon, 
and minister plehipotentianr to Spain ; he died 
at New-Haven, in 1818. He rend«tred essential 
service to his countrVi by his poetical and pa- 
triotic writings, which were read and admired, 
both here and in Europe ; also, by the introduc- 
tion, into the United States, of a valuable breed 
of flne-wooled sheep, from Spain. 

HUNNERIC, king of the African Vandals, 
known for his severe persecution of the Chii»> 
tians, died in 484. 

HUNNf ADES, John Oorvtnus, a general of 
the Hungarian armies in the 13th eentuiy, and 
was distinguished for his bravery, and his great 
success in the wars with the Turks ; he died in 
1456, lamented by the pope, by the Christians, 
and even by the infidels. 

RUNNIUS, Giles, a distinguishod Lutheran 
divine, professor of divinity at Marpaig. and 
afterwards at Wittemberg ; he died in 16C0. 

HUNT, Walter, an English carmelite, known 
for his opposition to the union between the 
Greek and Latin churches ; he died in 1470. 

HUNT, Jeremiah, D. D., an English clergy- 
man and theological writer, died in 1744. 

HUNTER, Robert, author of the celebrated 
" Letter on Enthusiasm," which has been as- 
cribed to Swift, and still more commonly to the 
eari of Shaftesbury. He wrote also ^ farce, 
called " AndrobonM," and died governor of Ja- 
maica, in 1734. 

HUNTER.Wimam, M. D., a most celebrated 
English phydcian and anatomist, bom in 17t8, 
died in 1781 The most splendid of Dr. Hunter's 
medical publications is, '* The Anatomy of thn 
Human Gravid Uterus.'* His Anatomical Mu- 
seum was the most oomiriete of all tl^ privaia 
ones in Europe, and was collected by Mm at tbn 
expense of upwards of 30,0001. 

HUNTER, John, younger brother of the pre- 
ceding, a very eminent Englfath surgeon, and 
anatomical writer, bom in 1798, died suddenly 
in 1793. At the age of 90 be began, as assistant 
to his brother, the career that ended in his be- 
coming, bodi in theory and practice, the first 
surgeon in the world. Mis anatomical researches 
were various, persevering, and successful : with 
the oflke, use, situation, or communication, of 
the several parts of the human stractuie, no 
man was better acquainted ; and liis numerous 
writings may be considered as a basis on which 
the whole art of physic may securely rest. Mr. 
Hunter's most valuable treatises may be fimnd 
in the "Philosophical Transaetloos," from the 
6Sd to the 89d volumes. 

HUNTER, Anne, widow of Mr. John Hunter, 
the anatomist, was distinguished as the author 
ot several beaatiful poems, and as the Intimate 
friend of the celebrated Mrs. Ettaabeih Carter ; 
she died in 1802. 

HUNTER, Dr. Henry, an eminent presby 
terian divine, equally admired for his pulpit elo- 
quence, and oetoved for his benevolence, was 
bom at ColrtMkin Perthshire, in 1741, and dipd 
at Bristol, bi 18Q8. His works are nomeruua, 
but the most important are translations. His 
principal original publication is a courso of aer 
moas, in 6 vols. 8vo., entlUed " Saored Bioftra 
phy." The most dlaHagubdied of his traasln- 
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tfona are, " St. Pierre** Studies of Nature ;*'( 
" Soanuire Travels In Egfpi ;" " Sauriu's fcJer- 
moM;" and tbe *' Pbyuuf oomical £a>ays of 
Lavatar/' 

HUNTINGDON, Sclioa, eountea dowager 
of, dauigbuir of Washington, earl Ferrera, wan 
born ui 1707, married In 17U, Theuphilus earl 
Huntingdon, by whom the had iesue four eous 
and throe daughters, aiui died in 1791. Her 
ladyship had been a widow 45 years ; and her 
great religious concerns, ss bead of a very ou 
nieroiM sect in Great Britain and Ireland,sbe left 
by will in the bands of committees for man 
a^ing thsm in both kingdoms. Her religious 
principles have been long since known; and 
her unbounded benevolence bure the best testi 
aiouy of tbe purity of her intentions ; having, 
in the course of her life, expended above 1UU,00U< 
in public and private acts of charity. 

HUNTINGTON, Henry of, an English chro- 
nicler of the 19tb century ; he wrotu a history 
of England from the earliest accounts to tbe 
death of king Stephen. 

HUNTINGTON, Robert, a learned Euglisb 
divine, and writer of travel*, born in lfi36, died 
In 1701. 

HUNTINGTON, Josepli, D. D., minister of 
Coventry, Conn., author of *^ Calvinlsin boprov 
ed," which was answered by Dr. Strong, of 
Bradford, Conn. ; he died in 17tt5. 

HUNTINGTON, Samuel, an emlBeot lawyer 
of ConneciicutjWas a member of congr«si» from 
that state, in 1776, and a signer of tl^e declara 
tion of Independence ; aAerwards a Judge and 
chief Justice of the supreme court, and Ueuten 
ant governor of the state ; he died in 1796. 

HUNTINGTON, Samuel, a native of Con- 
necticut, removed to Ohio, in ItMi, and wa^ 
alterwardH, cblef Jusdee of tlie supreme rourt, 
and governor of that atate; he died in 1617. 

HUNTINGTON, Jededlah, a general, and a 
distinguished officer in the American army 
during tlie revolution, afterwards treasurer of 
the itate of Counecticut, and collector of the 
customs f&i the port of New-London ; be died 
in 1818. 

HUNTOE8T, Gerard, one ot the best Dutch 
paiqtere of the 16tb century. 

HURD, Dr. Richard, bishop of Worcester 
His " Dialogues on Cfityalry and Romance," 
" Sennoos at Lincoln's inn Chapol," and ** Life 
and Works of Bisiiop Warburton,*' are his 
principal literary productions. In 1783, on the 
denth of archbishop Comwallis, Dr. Hurd, who 
had been preceptor to the prince of Wales and 
tbe duke of York, was offered ihe primacy ; but 
requested of the king permission to decline it 
H** died in 1806, in tbe 89th year of his age. 

HURDIS, Dr. James, a learned divine, uid a 
very pleasing poet, born at Bishopstone, Subs«'z, 
In 1763, died at Buckland, in Berksiiire, iu 1801 
Dr. Hurdis was poetry professor in ihe univer 
stty of Oxford. His principal poems are, *' The 
Village Curate,- "The Favourite Village,*' 
** Sir Thomas More," a tragedy, and *' Adria 
no: or,n*he First of June.** lie also published 
'* Twelve Dl^eriations on tbe Nature and Occa- 
sion of Psalm and Prophecy.'* 

UU RE, Charles, a French divine, was pro- 
fessor of languages in the university of Paris, 
and aflerwaids principal of tbe college of Ben 
eouri. He wrote a Dletionaiy of the Bible, dtc. , 
and died in 1717. 
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tiatioo, and defender of Wickliile, aiifl WM 
burnt alive by tbe council of Coustauce, la 
1415. 

HUSBEY, Giles, a most Ingenious En^tali 
portrait painter, in 1710, died suddenly, wbilc 
working in his garden at Beasiuu, Ashburtua, 
Devonshire, iu 1788. Pmlensor Barry, in Uia 
noble pamting, which adorns the large rooui at 
the Society of Arts in the .\detplii, has tbctugfat 
Mr. Huseey entitled to an eminent place in tllp 
Elysiuiu, and has Introduced biui DeJiiud PIi^ 
dias ; observing, that bis abliiles were calcuUied 
to have rained his country to an imoiorial repu- 
tation (but for the profesaioual envy and ran- 
cour of a wretched cabal), aud tbauhe apiieaced 
no len amiable as a man, than tie was admira- 
ble as au artist.

HUTCH INS, John, author of the history, 

and antiquities of Dorsetshire ; he died iu 1773. 

HUl'CUINS, Tboniav, geographer grntrral 

of the United States : he publibbed keverai uia|jS| 

aud died at PIttsburgb. in 1789. 

HUTCHINSON, Ann, an artful woman in 
Massachusetts, whose religiouv optni<His wcra 
heretical,afid which were condemned by a coun- 
cil of miniaters: she was banished from tbe co- 
lony, and was murdered 1^ the ludiana, west of 
New- Haven, in 1643. 

HUTCHINSON,Thomas, governor of Massa- 
chusetts, odious for his arbitrary conduct in 
bis office ; he published a History of the I'olouy 
of Ma.ssacbusetus 4cc., aud died in England, 
in I7nO. 

HUTCHINSON, John, an EogUsh pbiloeo- 
pbical and critical author, celebrated as the op- 
ponent of Dr. Woodward in natural Iiistorj', and 
of Sir Isaac Newtnn in philoaophy ; he was bom 
in Vorkiihire, tn 1674, and died in 1737. 

HUTCHINSON, John Hely, a celebrated 
Irisii lawyer and siatesuian ; not a little remark 
able for bhi avidity after lucrative offices. Be* 
ing at one and the aame time a privy counsellor, 
reversionary secretary of state, major of the 4tll 
regiment of horse, provost of Trinity Collecc, 
Dublin, and searcher, packer, and gaugerof um 
port of Straiigford. A late Britii^b miniiter, lord 
North, made the following remark on him : " If 
England and Ireland were itiven to this uian, ha 
would solicit the Isle of Man (or a potato gar- 
den.*' Mr. Hutchiiuion was born In 1715, and 
died io 171)4. 

HUTTEN, Ulric de, a sallncal writer, of 
Germany, disiinpiiished for his zeal in suppoft 
of tbe reformation, hia hostility to tbe church 
of Rome, and the eccentricity and proffif»cy of 
his private life ; he died on au tsland in tbe laka 
of Zurich, in 1538. 

HUTTEN, Jacob, a native of Silesia, founder 
of an anabaptist sect, called tbe Moravian bictfaf*> 
ren ; thf time of his deaib is not known, although 
it is said, be was burnt as a heretic. 

HU*rTER, Elias, a protestant divine, distin- 
guished as a learned orientaliat ; be died at Ntt- 
rembure, in 1608. 

HUTTER, Leonard, a learned Oevman di- 
vine, professor of theology, at Wlttemberg, aikd 
recto r of the univeruity there ; he died in 16W. 
HITTON, Matthew, professor of divinity in

HCYGENS, Christian, a very celebrated Dutch 
naihematician aud asifonomer, bom at the 
ilHKiie, in It)29, and dind in 1005. 

IKJYSirM, Juetttfl Van, an eminent Dutch 
pai'iier, bi>ni at Aoisterdam, died in 17iS. 

HO VSUM, John Van, ton of the preceding, 
Wi also distinguished as a painter; aa were 
bis two hrnthere. He died in 1749. 

H YDB, Edward, carl of Clarendon, and ehan 
eelior of England, born in Dinton, in Wiltshire, 
la l<iOB, and diod in 1074. His name Is iraraor- 
laliziMi by his '* History of the Keboilion," in 
the timn of Charles I. He was afterwards, how- 
aver, Impeached of high treason, and ded to 
France, where he died. 

BYDE, Henry, earl of Clarendon, son to 
the chancellor, bom in 1038, died in 1709. His 
f*9tate IjcttciB,*' during bis government of Ire 
land, and bis ** Diary ,^* for the years 1687 to 
1690, were published in 1763, from the Claren- 
<on press, in Ozforu. 

HTDE, Dr. Ttiomas, an eminent divine, and 
prafeasor of the oriental lai^uages, bom in 
yOB. He pablisbed, beside other thlngb. *' A 
cautlogne of the books in the Bodleian library ;' * 
'* De Ludfs orientalibus Ubro duo,** a work 
which is held, at present, In very high esteem ; 
and " The religion of the ancient Persians,*' a 
work of profound and various erudition, abound- 
ing with many new lights j)n the most curious 
and interesting subjects. He died in 1703. 

HYDE, Lawrence, viscount Hyde, and earl of 
Rochester, was tbe second son of the chancellor, 
and was al wasrs employed about the court, either 
as a member of tbe cabinet, or as an ambassador 
abfnad. He died in 1711, with the repuutlon ofj 
an able statesman. 

HYDB,Eaward,tv8sUeQtenaot governor, and' 
governor of tbe colony of iorth Carolina ; be; 
died in 171^ 

fl YDER-ALIKHAN, an Asiatic prince, soni 
of the king of Mysore, and himself sovereign 
of Soba of dervta, was distinguished for his 
intrepidity, and for his hostility to tbe Euro 
peana, witom be considered as Intruders in the 
coantry, aud whom he invariably opposed ; he 
died in 1793, and was succeeded by his son 
*rippoo Saib. 

H YGINUS, Caius Julius, tbe fteedman of Au- 
gustus, was the author of several Latin works. 

HYGINUS, a philosopher, of Athens, was 
pppe of Rome in 153 ; he sunerad martyrdom, 
and was canonized. 

HYLL, Aibayn, an English physician and 
medical writer, died at London, in 1559. 

HYP ATI A, a most beautiful, virtuous, and 
learned lady of antiquity, daughter of Tneon, 
who governed the Platonic school at Alexandria, 
Ibe place of her birth and education. In the lat- 
ter part of the 4tb century. Socrates tells us, 
that Hypati^ '* arrived at such a pitch of learn- 
ing, as verv far to exceed all the philosophers of 
her time.** But our notions of Hypatia will be 
pmdigioosly heightened, when we consider her 
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ing out of that chair, where Amraouios, Hiero* 
oles, and many great and celebrated philoso« 
phors had taught ; and this at a time too, when 
men of immense learning abounded, both at 
Alexandria, and in many other parts of the Ro- 
man empire. She was murdered, A. D. 415. 

UYPBRIDES, a disciple of Plato, who pro- 
cured tbe banishment of Demosthenes from 
Athens ; he was put to deatb by Antipaier, 3SI 

HYPBBIUS. Andrew Qerard, a divine, who 
embraced tbe doctrines of the reformation, and 
was divinity professor at Marpurg, died in 1564. 

HYPSIOLES, a roathemadclan, of Alexan- 
dria, under Marcus Aurelius. 

H YRC A NUS, John, pnnce and Mgh-priest of 
tbe Jews, all«r his father. Re restored his nation 
to independence, from the power of Antlochus, 
king of Syria, and died 106 B. C. He was nue- 
ceeded by his son of the same name, who died 
30B. d: 

HYWELL, ap Owain, a prince of North 
Wales- he died in U71. 

HYWELL, ap Morgan, a prince of Glamor* 
gan, in Wales, died in 1043, aged 130. 

HYWELL, Dda, or Good, a iegislaior of 
Wales, died ia 948.

IBEK, an Arabian author, who died in 1348. 

IBRAHIM IMAM, a Mahometan chief-priest, 
murdered by the calipli Mar van, in 748. 

IBRAHIM, son of Massoud, was the eighth 
caliph of the race of the Gaxnevides ; he died 
in 1098. 

IBRAHIM, brother of Haroun Raschid, was 
made caliph of Bagdad in 817, and died in 850. 

IBRAHIM, a learned mussulmah doctor, of 
Shiraz. 

IBRAHIM, son of Achmet, succeeded his 
brother aa emperor of Turkey, In 1640, and was 
assassinated in 1649. 

IBRAHIM, Effendl, a Pole, estaUisbed a 
printiogpress in Turkey. 

IBYCuS, a Greek ijnic poet, dourlahed about 
540 B. C. He was murdered by robbers ; and 
in bis dying moments be observed cranes flying 
over hw head, whom he implored to be his 
avengers. His murderem walking In Rhegium 
some time afterwards, and seeing some cranes 
in tlie air, one of them said to his companions. 
" there come the witnesses of Ibycus death.*' 
They w«>r« overheard, tried, and executed.

IGNATIUS, sumamed Tbeopfaraetue, biehop 
of Antioch, bora in ^Tia, and educated under 
tlie apostle and evangeHet. St. Jobn. He was 
torn to pieces by lions, at Itome, by command 
of the emperor Trajan, A. D. 107. His epistles 
are very intereeting remains of ecclesiastical 
antiquitx on many accoimts ; but the most im- 
portant use of bis writings respects tbe authen- 
ticity of the Holy Bcrlptnres, which he frequent- 
ly alludes to in the very ezpremions that they 
Aand in at this day.

Many of his dls- 
qniiiiiions will be found In the Phikwopbical 
Transactions of Lcmdon, vol. 65 to 73. He was 
born at Breda, but was lattarly resident in Eng- 
land, and died at Bowood park, tbe seat of the 
marquis of LansdowneMa 1799.

IREVISA, John, an Englishman, who trans-J 
laced the " Polychronicon," lii 1387.

IRONSIDE, Gilbert, an Englishman, who, at 
file restonitioh, was made buhop of Bristol :

IRVINE, WUllam, a mi^r-general in the 
American army durine the revomtion, and af- 
terwaids a member of congreas, from Pennsyl- 
vania; he died in 1804. 

IRWtN, i^yles. was bom atCalcutta* of Irish 
parents, educated in England, and aOierwards 
employed in a civil capacity, in the Bast He 
was dlstlnguistaed as a poet and miscellaneous 
writer, and died in 1817. 

ISAAC, son of Abraham and Sarah, was the 
father <^ fiiau, the progenitor of the Edomites, 
and of Jacob, the ancestor of the Israelites. He 
died 1716 B. O. 

ISAAC, Angelna, Greek emperor, In 1185. 
He was Imprisoned by bis brother, and died in 
JSM. 

ISAAC, Caro, a rabbi, of Spain, who retired 
10 Jerusalem, and devoted himself to study and 
■aBtude ; he died in the 16th century. 

ISAAC COMMENUB, Greek emperor, In 
1QS7. After a turbulent reign, he reared to a 
■konastery, and died in 1061. 

ISAACSON, Henry, an Englishman ; be wrote 
a vahiable chronological wo», and died in 1654. 
ISABELLA, daughter of Philip the Fair, 
kia| of France, was bom in 1S93, and married 
lo Bdward H., of England. Her' conduct was 
Dfientious. and she died In prison. 

ISABELLA, of BavarSa, married Charles VI., 
af FkWMe, In 1385, and died little taunented, in 
143S. 

ISABELLA, daughter of John H., of Castile, 
Mniwd Ferdinand V., king of Arrogon, in 
140B. She succeeded to the throne of Castile 
hi 1474, and thus united the two kingdoms. 
Her reign is remarkable for the discovery of 
America by Columbus. She died in 1504. 

ISABELLA, daughter of Alphonso, duke of 
Calabria, was married to John Galeazzo Sforza, 
In I4«, and died in 1384. 

ISABELLA, sister of the king of Poland, 
marrinl John Zopolita, king of Hungary, in 
auddkdinlSSS. 



ISJSUS, a celebrated Greek orator, and iia- 
tlve of Chakis, in Syria, the scholar of Lysias, 
and preceptor of Demosthenes. He flourished 
396yeari before Christ, and was the first who 
applied eloquence to state aflUrs, In which he 
was followed by his scholar Demosthenes. 

ISAIAH, the greatest of the prophets, was of 
the lineage of David. He prophesied from 735 
to 681 B.C., and is said to have been cat in two 
with a wooden saw, by the cmel king Manasseh. 

ISDEGERDES, king of Persia, was valiant, 
but cruel. He persecuted the Christians, ana 
died in 490. 



ISELIN, James Christopher, was profe 
of divinity at Basil, where he died in 1737. 

ISIIM ARL, son of Abraham, by Hagar. 1010 
B. C. He was the progenitor of the Araolaos. 

ISHMAEL I., sophy of Persia, was distln- 
goislied for his valour and wisdom, and died la 

ISHMAEL II., sophy of Persia, murdered his 
eight brothers, and at last was poisoned by his 
own sister, in 1570. 

ISIDORE, of Alexandria, placed over a mo- 
nastery, by Athanasius, died in 403. 

ISIDORE, St., surnamed Pelusiota,orDadate, 
from his retiring Into a solitude near the town 
which b<*ars both these names, was the most 
celebrated of the disciples of John Chrysosiom. 
He died about 440; and we have remaining 
'2012 of his letters, in five boots. 

ISIDORE, of Cordova, wos Usbop of Cordo- 
va, in the age of Honorius. 

ISIDORE, of Seville, a bishop of that city, 
was called toe doctor of the age ; he died In 636. 

ISIDORUS, of Charaz, a Greek author, 300 
B. C. 

ISINGRINIUS. Michael, an eminent prtofier, 
of Basil, of the I6lh century. 

ISM EN IAS, a Theban general, who reftased 
to kneel before a Persian king. 

ISOCRATES, a Greek orator, bora at Athens, 
hi the first year of the H6th Olympiad, I. e. 430 
rears before Christ, died at the age of 96. We 
have 31 orations of his composing. 

ISR.\EL, Manasseh Ben, a learned rabbi, of 
the Low Countries, who olTered Cromwell two 
hundred thousand pounds for permission to the 
Jews 10 settle in England. He died in 1657. 

ITTIGIUS. Thomas, a German divine, and 
professor of divinity at Leipsic, died in 1710. 

IVES, or YVES, bishop of Cbartres, in 1003, 
led a life of great piety ; he died in 1115, and was 
canonized. 

rVETEAUX, Nicholas Vanquelln seigneur 
de, a French poet, and preceptor lo Lewis aIH., 
when dauphin ; be died in 1649, after tending a 
licentious life. 

IWAN v., John Aleziowtts, succeeded la 
the throne of Russia In 1083. He was a weak 
prince, unworthy of a throniH and died in 1696. 

IWAN VI., of Branswick Severn, succeeded 
to the throne of Russia In 1740, at the age of 
three months. He was imprisoned, and at last 
put to death, in 1746. 

IZAACKE, Richard, an Englishman, wnta 
the history of Oxford, and died tai 1794. 



JAAPHAN, Ebn Tophafl, an Andilan phi- 
ilosopher, cotemporary with Averroes, who 
died about 1198. He composed a philosophi- 
cal romance, entitled " The Life or History of 
Hal Ebii Yokdhan ;** in which he endeavours 
to demonstrau,, how a man may, by the mere 
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tight of nature, attain the knowledge of things 
natural and sapernalural ; more particularly the 
knowledge of God, and the attain of another 
life. 

J ABLONSKL Daniel Ernest, a popish divine, 
of Germany. He endeavoured to reconcile the 
Lutherans and Calvinists ; wrote some disser- 
tatlons and other works, and died in 1741. 

JABLON8KI, Theodore, connsellor of the 
court of Prussia, was a man of 4*xteiisive erudi- 
tion, and highly esteemed. His publicatioufe 
were numerous. 

JABLONSKI.Paul Ernest, professor of then 
logy at Frankfort, the author of several learn«^d 
wurks ; he died in 1757. 

JABX^ONSKl, Charles Gusuvus, a German 
author, he died at Halle, in 1787. 

JACETIUS, Francis de Caianels, professor 
of Platonic phUosophy, at Florencot died in 
3558. 

J ACHAIA, Ben Joseph, a Portuguese rabbi, 
wrote a paraphrase on Danteli and died in 
1530. 

JAOKBON, Thomas, an En^kh divine, pre- 
aldent of Corpus Chrfsti college, Oxford, and a 
man of learning and piety ; be died in 1640. 

JACKBON, John, an English divine, theologi- 
cal and historical author, born in 1686, died Ik 
17G3. His last and capital work was, " Chrono- 
logical AntiqaitJes,** 1752. 

JACKSON, Joseph, a letter-founder of distin- 
guished eminence, bom in 1733. In testimony 
of his abilities, let it suffice to mention, as mat- 
ten of difficulty and curiosity, the fac-simile 
types Wiiich be formed for Drforasday-Book, and 
tlie Alexandrian New Testament ; and, as a pat- 
tern of the most perfect symmetry, the types 
with which Mr. Benaley printed the spleiidiJ 
edition of the Bible, published by the late Mr. 
Macklin. Mr. Jackson died in 1792. 

JACKSON, Arthur, an ejected non-conformbt 
divine, wrote a commentary on the Bible, and 
died in 1666. 

JACKSON, Cyril, D. D. an eminent divine, 
born at Stamford, in 1746, and educated at Ox- 
ford. He was sub-preceptor to his present ma- 
jesty; in consequence, ne was made dean of 
Christ-Church, which he resigned in 1909. This 
elegant scholar declined the mitre, though the 
primacy of Ireland, as well as an English bishop- 
ric, had been offered him. Be died at Felpham, 
Sussex, in 1819. 

JACKSON, Dr. William, brother of the pro- 
ceding, was prebendaiy of York, regius profes- 
sor of Greek at Oxford, and bishop of Oxford ; 
be died in 1811. 

JACKSON, William, a musical composer of 
considerable eminence, and author of several in- 
genious literary produaions in prose and verse, 
was born at Exeter, in 1730. His musical pro- 
ductions are too numerous to be here detailed, 
and too well known to require It. In 1782, he 
published " Thirty Letters on various Subjects." 
Id 1791, he published " Observations on the pre- 
sent State of Music in London ;*' and in 1798, 
he added another volume to his Letters, under 
the tiUe of " The Four Ages ; with Essays on 
various Subjects.'* Mr. Jackson was organist 
of the cathedral at Exeter ; and, besides his inu- 
slcal talents, was an excellent painter, chiefly 
in the landscape way. He died in 1803. 

JACOB, son of Isaac and Rebecca, obtained 
his brother's birthright, and went U> Egypt, 
where he died 1689 B. C, aged 147. 

JACOB, Ben Napthall, a famous Jew rabbi, 
fo the 5iU century, audluvcator (with Ben Akx) 
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iof the points in Hebrew to serve fbr voweia, aai 
of the accents, to facilitate the reading of tlM( 
language. 

JACOB, Ben Halm, a rabbi, of the 16th cen- 
tury, wIm) rendered himself famous by the coir 
lection of the Masore, which is propt^rly a cri- 
tique upun the books of the Bible, in order to 
settle the true reading. 

JACOB, Henry, an Englishman, wrote 
the Brownists, and died m 1681. 

JACOB, Henry, son of the preceding, was 
abli; Oricttialist, and died in 1652. 

JACOB, a Hun{rarian monk, of the I3th cen- 
tury, preached a crusade against the Saracens. 

JAiJOB, Giles, an English law writer, biogra* 

fhcr, and lexicographer, born at Bomsey, io 
laui|Kiliirc, in IGH6, died in 1744. Besides a 
Law Diciioiinrv, he published t wo volumes, eo- 
tiiled " 7'he Porticai Register ; or, Lives and 
(Uiaracters of the Kngti^li poets." 

JACOB AL BAR DM, was an able leader of 
the Eulv'chians, and a disciple of Severus. 

JACOBjEUS, Oliger, professor of philosophy, 
at Copenhagen, and an author ; he died in ITU 

JACOBS, Jurian, a Swiss painter, died in 
1664. 

J ACOMB, Thomas, D. D., a fellow of Trinity 
college, Canibridiie, was ejected for non-coB- 
formlty, and died m lti87. 

JACOPOxVE, daTodi, an Italian poet, cotem- 
porary with Pantc, died in 1306. 

JACQIJCLOT, Isaac, a French protestant 
minister, who, on the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, became clwplain to the king of Pnuh 
sia; he died in 1706. 

JACQU£1\ Lewia, a native of Lyons, waa 
an admirer and imitator of Boeseau, and died 
in 1793. 

JACQITIER, Francis, a Frenchman, eminent 
as a mathemallctan and divine, died in 1788. 

JADDUS, high- priest of Judea, when Ales* 
ander approached Jeru^lem to destroy it. 

JADELOT, Nicholas, a Frenclunan. known 
as a physician and an author, died in 1793. 

JAEGER, John Wolfgang, a Lutheran di- 
vine, and divinity professor, at Tubingen , he 
wrote several Latin works, and died in ITSO. 

J A GO, Kicliard, an Enfiliah divine and poet, 
bom in 1715. About 1732 he was entered aa a 
servftor in Unlvenity ooUege, Oxford ; io which 
humiliating situation be waa visited by Ma 
schoolfellow, Bhenstone, then a commoner hi 
Pembroke college, who introduced him to bis 
fellow- collegians. In 1767, he published a poem 
called " Edge Hill,** by which hia poetical repa- 
tation was completely established ; and be ^ed 
rector of Kilmcote, Leicestershire, in 1791. A 
collection of bis poems was published In 1784. 

JAILLOT, Alexis Hubert, a French aculpior, 
and geographer to the king, dted in 1780. 

JAMRLICUS, the name of two celebrated 
Platonic philosophers. In the 4th contury, ona 
of whom was a native of Chalcis, and the ocfaar 
of Aparoea, in Syria. 

JAMES, St, the Great, son of Zebedee, one of 
the apoeties, Waa put to death by Herod, A. D.

JAMES, St., the Less, brother of Straon and 
Jude, was also one of the apostles. He waa 
surnamed the Just, and put to death, A« 0. 6SL 

JAMES, St. a bishop of Nisibis, distlnguisb- 
ed for his patriotism and benevolence ; he dM 
about 350. 

JAMES I., king of Scotland, was taken bjr 
the English, imprisoned 18 years, and then Ub^ 
rated. He was aasaaiinated in 1437.

JAMll^, II., king of iiscoiland, succeeded his 
lather, Jainct I., and waskiited in 1460. 

JAMEJS 1(1., succttedwl liis fatber, James II.. 
of Sfcociand, was odious for his cruelties, aud 
pat to di^ath by tals rebellious subjects in 1438. 

J AAfES, IV., succeeded bis fallier. James III. 
He was an active and patriotic monarch, but 
was siato at Ui« fatal battle of Floddenfiekl, 
in ISIX 

JAMBS v., son and successor of James IV. 
H« sapported the relicious establishment of his 
country, and left his dominions to his only child, 
Uary Stuart. He died in 154S. 

JAMBS VI.. of Scotland, and I. of England, 
was son of Mary, queen of Bcota. Though 
kerned and intelligent, his flivourites were 
worthless characters. Me was the author of 
several works, and died in IG3S. 

JAMBS II., of England, succeeded his bro- 
ther Cliarles II. His oppressive government and 
popbh prtncipies, alienated hw subjects from 
hjiu, wlio invited William II(., of Holland, to 
tlw throne. Me died at Paris, in 1701 . 

JAMBS I., king of Arragon, sumamed the 
Warrior, succeeded to the tlironc in 1S13, and 
died in 1376. 

JAMES n., king d Arragon, succeeded his 
hroiher, Alphonso III., in 3»1. He united Va- 
lencia and Catalonia to his crown, and died hi 
1337. 

JAMES, of Voraigne, provincial of the Do- 
Brinfcaos, compiled the Golden Legend, and died 
InJSJa 

JAMES, Thomas, an English divine, was 
a diAtnguished collector of curlons BIBS., and 
oied in 1632. 

JAMES, Richard, nephew of the preceding, 
educated at Ojcford, was a learned scholar and 
critic ; he died in 1638. 

JAMES, Dr. Robert, an EngliA physician of 
great eminence, and particularly distinguished 
by the prep&i«tion of a most excellent fever 
powder, bom in 17VEI, died in 1776. His princi- 
pal writings are, a " Medicinal Dictionary," 
The Practtee of Physic,*' and *' A Dispeasa- 
loiy." 

JAMES, Thomas, D. D., an EngHahman. 
educated al Cambridge, was an author, and died 
fnlSM. 

J \M BT, Peter Chaites, a Flench writer, bom 
iaITOI. 

JAMISON. George, a celebrated Scottish 
painter, usually called the Vandyke of Scoaand, 
tern in 1386, died in Edinburgh, in 1644. 

JAMTN, Amadis, a French poet, who be- 
came aeeretanr to Charles DC., and died in 1585. 

J ANEW AY, James, educated at Oxford, was 
Ciieeted for nonconformity, and died in 1674. 

JANICON, Francis Michael, a French writer, 
bom in Paris, was educated in Holland, and 
dKediA 1730. 

JANSBNIUS, Corneliuf, a divine, envoy of 
FfaiUp IL of Spain, lo the council of Trent, died 
in 1576. 

JAN8EN, Ooraelitts, bishop of Ypreb, and 
DTiDcipal of ths sect called Jansentsts, born at 
Leerdaoi, fa) Holland, in 1585, died in 1638. 

J ANSON, or JANSONIfTS, James, a native 
9t AoastOTdam, and professOT of theology, at 
Louvahi : he died in l62S. 

J ANSON, Abraham, of Antwerp, an excellent 
faimer in the 16tb century. 

JANSSENS, an eminent Dutch painter, died 
la 1665. 

JAN99ENS. Victor HoAOrius, a painter, of 
dicslinl739. 
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JAN9SENS, Abraham, a celebrated painter, 
born at Antwerp, in 1059. He once challenged 
Rubens, wiio prudently yielded to him ; telling 
him, that he should leave the public to de- 
termine the question of their respective merits. 
Janttfien, however, was a good artist, as may 
be seen by a fine picture of his In the Duaseldorff 
gallerv, representing the resurroctioD of Lazarus: 

JANUARIUS, St., bishop of Benevento, was 
beheaded in the persecution of Dioclesian. 

JAPHET, son of Noah, the progenitor of the 
nations of Europe and Asia, was born 9448 
B. C. 

JARDINS, Mary Catherine des, a French 
lady, famous for her poetry and romances, died 
In 1683. She is said to have been the inventor 
of novels. Her worln were printed in 10 vols, 
at Paris, in 17U3. 

JARDYN, Karei du, a Dutch painter of note, 
died in 1678. 

JAR06LAW, grand duke of Russia, in the 
10th century, was a patron of learned men. 

JARRIQE, Peter, a Jesuit, who became a 
protestant, and afterwards recanted. He wrote 
for, and against, the Jesuits, and died in 1670. 

JARRy, Laurence Juilhird du, a French poet 
and divine, who excelled as a preacher; he 
died in 1730. 

JARS, Gabriel, a Frenchman, and mineralo- 
gist of some note, died in 1766. 

JARVIS, Abraham, D. D., second bishop of 
the episcopal church in Connecticut, died at 
New- Haven, in 1813. 

JAUCOURT, Lewis de, a learned Fieneh- 
man, and an author ; he died in 1780. 

JAULT, Augustus Fraads, professor of Syo 
riac in the Royal College at Paris, was cele- 
Ivated as a phviiician, ai^ died in 1757. 

JAY, Guy Michel, le, an advotate of the par- 
liament of rarls, ruined himself 1^ printing a 
polyglot Bible, and died hi 1675 

J£ ACOCKE, Caleb, was a baker, and an au- 
thor, died in 1786. 

JEANES, Henry, educated at Oxford, was 
the author of several works ; he died in lo63. 

JEANNIN, Peter, a Burgundian, advocate in 
ttie parliament of Dijon, and fbvourite of Henry 
IV. ; he died in 1032, alter seeing seven succes- 
sive kings on the throne of France. 

JEAURAT, Sebastian, a Frenchman, dis- 
tinguished as an able mathematician ; he died 
in 1803. 

JBBB, Samuel, an English physician and 
miscellaneous writer, bora at Nottingham, died 
inl77«. 

JEBB, Dr. John, bora in London, in 1736, 
He was eminent both as a non-conformt!;i divine, 
and a physician. In the knowledge of the 
Christian Scriptures he was particularly con- 
versant, as his theological lectures at Cam' 
bridge gave incontestable proofs : Ids skill in the 
medical profession wss great and scientific, and 
his practice uncommonly successAil. His ardour 
in tne cause of liberty also, was unabating and 
IncorraptiMe : and his publications, theological, 
medical, and poUtical, gained great approbation; 
he died in 1786. 

JEBB, Sir Richard, bart, M. D. F. R. and 
A. S. S., son ofthe precedhig, one of the censors 
of the college of physicians in 1781, and phy- 
sician extraordinaiy to his Britoanic MBjiMy, 
born in 1739, died in 1787. 

JECHONI AS, kine of Judah, was carried pri- 
soner to Babylon by Nebuchadneziar. 

JEFFBRY, Thomas, an EngHsh dissenting 
clergyman, and an aathor of the 10th century. 
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JXFFEEY, Jolin, a p^ulw divine, was 
•ducatad at Cambridge, and died in 1790. 

JEFFCBT, of Monmontb, ap Arthur, bishop 
of St. Aiaob, a fiuaoat British Mstorian, who 
floarisbed in the time of Heniy I. 

JEFFREYS, lord George, baton Wem, com- 
monly known by the name of Judge JefTieys, 
the inAuDous loni chancellor, andtr James II., 
died a prisoner In the Tower, tai 1689. He was 
one of the greatest advisers and promoten of all 
the oppressive and arttitrary measures of Uiat 
unhappy tyrannical reign; and bis sanguinary 
and inhuman proceedings will ever render lus 
flame detested. 

JEFFEEYS, Geoife, a writer, and fellow of 
Trialnr collese, Cambridge, died in 1755. 

JEriFBIES, Sir Herbert, lieutenant governor 
of the colony of Virginia, and succenor to Sir 
William Berkeley, as chief mai^aie, died in 
1878. 

JEHU, the tenth king of Israel 885 B. C, wss 
deprived of Ills kingdom by Baaael, king of Sy- 
ria, and died 656 B. C. 

JEKYL, fHr Joseph, an eminent lawyer and 
ttatesman, was master of the rolls to George 1., 
and died la 1708. 

JEKYL, Thomas, D. D., brother to Sir Jo- 
seph, educated at Cambridee, was an author of 
various works, between 1074 and IfflS. 

JBLLINGER, Christopher, a German, who 
fibtained a living la England, from which he 
was fleeted for noo-oonformity, in 1668. 

JENCKE8) Joseph, lieutenant governor and 
fovemor of the col<»y of Rhode blaad: he 
died in 1740. 

JENISCHIUS, PaB],aleamednativeof Ant- 
werp, died in 1647. 

JENKIN, Robert, profeeMMr of divinity at 
Cambridge, and author of valuable theologieal 
tracts, died In 17S7. 

JENKIN, Wifflam, a pmitas, ejected for 
. 9M)n*«onformity, in 1609. 

JENKINS, Henry, a native of Yorkshire, re- 
markable for his longevity, being at the time of 
Wm deatli, (16700 16^ years old. He remember- 
•d the battle of Floddenfteld, and was exami- 
■ed in eoart on a circumstance that happened 
140 years bdbre. He retained his fbculaes to 
the fast ; but, as he was bom befwe parochial 
legisteia were kept, no parish woula i 
bim ; so that he subsisted by begging. 

JENKINS, Sir Leollne, a teamed civiUan and 
an able statesman, under Charles II., bora in 
Olamorganshlre, in 16S3, died in 1665. 

JENKINSON, Charles, eari of Liverpool, a 
Btdtesman of profound ability^ but extremely 
unpopular, was the son of eolcmel Chsrles Jen- 
khnon, and first totroduced himself into life as 
a poUtleal writer, and a critic in The Monthly 
Review. From this source he derived the pat- 
naage of dm late eari of Bote, and all those 
honouis and rewards to which he afterwards at- 
tained. He was for many years prerident of 
the board of trade. In the year IIW, he suc- 
ceeded to the family title of a baronet; in 1786, 
Im was created loni Hawfcsbary, and in 1796, 
aari of Liverpool. He was supposed to be high 
in the confidence of: his msjesty; and his tho- 
lOttgb knowledge of the commercial interest of 
his eountry, and acquaintance vrith subjects of 
political eooBomv, have been displayed In nu- 
merous traOi ; the greater part of which, how- 
aver, were written on subjects creating a lem- 
^panay Interest, rather than ss illiistraave of 
ffsheral prindiaes. Prom this deicription of his 
tatt valoable work, " On the Coibs of the 
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Realm," ought, however, to form aA< 
He died in 1806, In his 80th year. 

JENKS, Benjanito, a ploos divine, borv ia 
Shropshire, In 1640,died in 17M. HlsbesAnown 
writings are " Prayers and OAces of Devotioa 
for Families,** and " Meditatloas on various 
Important Subjects.'* 

JENKYNS, David, made a Welch Jodge by 
Charles I. ; he wai dbtingulshed for his loyally, 
and died in 1650. 

JENNENS, Cfaaries. a non-conformist gcnde- 
man, of considerable formne, at GopsaL m Lsl- 
cesiershire, who compiled the words for soma 
of HandePs oratorios, and bona aa edHiOD of 
Shakspeare ; but died when he had pabilshed 
" King Lear,** " Hamlet,*^ " Othelh>,** ** Jnlliw 
Cs>sar/* and " Macbeth.*' His death Happened 

JENNINGS, David, D. D^a dissentlBg aii- 
olster and author, died in 17V. 
JBNSON, Nicolas, or Jansoolus, an eminent 

Jrinier and lettei^founder, of Venice, died ia 
481. 

JENYNS, Soame, bora in London, in I70S, 
and well known In the literary world, as die 
author of " The Internal Evideneea of tba 
Christian Religion ;'* an '* Essay on the Origin 
of Evil ;** and various poetical pieces. Be was 
many yean M. P. for the town of Cambridge : 
he was also a commisrioner for trade and im- 
tatioos, and died in 1767. 

JEPHSON, Robert, a suecesiful poet, drama- 
tic and miscellaneous writer, was many years 
master of the horse to the lord lieutenant of 
Irelandjmd died in 1803. 

JEPTHAH, a judge of Israel, known ta sa- 
cred history for his remarkably rash vow. 

JEREMIAH, second of tbegreat prophetic 
was born 629 B. C, snd died 586 B. C. 

JERNIN6HAM, Edward, apoetkal. misoeh 
laneons, and dramatfe writer, bora in Norfolk, 
in 17S7. He wss descended fVom an andait 
Roman Catholic fkmlly, and was educated at 
Douav and Paris ; but on his retnra to England, 
he joined in communion with tlie established 
church. He died in 1813. 

JEROBOAM I., kii« of Israd, son of Solo- 
mon, died 954 B. C. 

JEROBOAM n., son of Joash, king of Israel 
890 B.C., died 784 B.C. 

JEROME. See H1ER0NIMV8. 

JEROME, of Prague, so called from the |tlacn 
of his birth, in the capital city of Bohemia, 
where he Is beld to be a proiestant mar^. He 
was a disciple of John Hoss, and died ia the 
same cause, in 1416. 

JEROME, of St Faith, or Joehoa Larcfai, a 
Spanish Jew oC gnat influence, who became a 
convert to Christianity, and, it Is said, SOOO Jev» 
followed his eiample.

JB8UA, Levita, a Spanish rabbi, of tlio 15th 
century. 

JESUS, a Jew, who foretold the ealamiHtP 
ilia nation, before ttie siege of Jeraaalen. 
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J ESL^S, son ol' fiiracb, a native ot Jeruaaiem, 
was author of Ecderiaaticui, 900 B. C. 

JESUS CHRIST, tbe fitessed Saviour of tbe 

world, bom at Bethlehem, A. M. 4004, and was 

crudted by the Jewi, Friday, April 3, A. D. 36. 

JETHRO, rather-ltt-law of Mosn, waiprieat 

aad Una of the HMianitei. 

J£(JNE, Jean le, a French divine, of great 
piety, and mueh eneemed by MaaUlon: he 
died In 1673. 

JEWEL, John, biahop of Saliabury, and 
great polemic writer in oafenoe of the English 
churcb againal popeiy ; be waa bom in 1S9S{, 
aad di«d Tu 1571. 

J£Z£D I., fifth caliph, or lucccMor ef Maho- 
met, in 6B0. He died in 683. 

JOAB, a general under David, was pnt to 
death 1014 B. C. 

JOACHIM, abbot of Corazzo, made a pil- 
grimai^e to the Holy Land ; be pretended to b« 
a proiihet, arid died in 1202, leaving a numerous 
■ect behind him. 

JOACHIM, Geoife, matltematical professor 
at Wittemberig, an able defender of the Coper- 
nican system ; he died in 1570. 

JOAN, Pope, a woman, placed among the 
aaeeesBora or St. Peter as Joim Vni.,or John 
Til. This story was believed for more than 
900 ytsare, but is now generally discredited. 

JOAN of Are, commonly called ttie Maid of 
'Orieans, whose heroic behaviour In re-animatIng 
the expiring valour of the French nation, thougli 
by the most superstitions means (pretending lo 
be inspired,) deserved a better fate. She was 
burnt by tbe English as a sorceress, in 1431, at 
Ifce ace of 24. 

JOAN, qu^en of Naples, murdered her first 
and second husbands, and adopted a relation as 
bci- sucoeaaor, who pot her to death In 1381. 

JOAN |T.,queen of Naples, after Ladlslaus, In 
J414, disgraced herself by her debaucheries, and 
aedinl434. 

JOASH, SOB of AfaazSah, was proclaimed king 
of Inuel at tlie age of seven yean, and slain 4K5 
B,C. 

JOASH, son of Jehoabaz, king of leraol, do- 
Ibaied the Syrians, took the king of Judah pri- 
aoner, and died BfX B. G. 

JOB, patriarch of Uz, celebrated in sacred 
bisiory for his sullbrlngs and patience ; he died 
abooi 1500 B. C. 

JOBERT, Lewis, a 1«>amed French Jesuit, 
bom at Parti, in 1647, died in 1719. We have 
several uacta of piety of his writing, besides a 
piece entitled, **La Science dcs Medailes," in 
^ood esteem. 

JODELLB, Stephen, lord of Lfmodin, bom 
In 1 jOi, at Paris, and said tt> be first of all the 
Freneh who wrote comedies and tragedies in his 
«WD tongue in the ancient form ; he died in 1573. 

JOEI^ tha second of the minor prophet^, 
flourished about 190 B. C. 

JOHN, Baptist, the forerunner of Christ, son 
of Zacharias aud Elisabeth, was beheaded by 
Berod A. D.99. 

JOHN the Evangelist, brother of James the 
Great, called to the apoetleship at tbe age of %, 
w«i a tevounte of his master, and the writer of; 
tbe Apocalypse; be died at Ephemis, A. D. 100. 

JOHN, Burnamed Mark, was the disciple of 
the Apnatlea. 

JOHN, a native of Nicomedia, was pnt to 
death in tbe persecution of Dlodesian, in 303. 

JOHN, St., a naUve of Cyprus, waa ralaed to 
ihe see of Alexandria, in 010. 

JOHN, secretary to Hoaodua, aeiced the 
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throne of CtHistantinople on his maal«r*tdeath« 
and was beheaded iu 4S!S. 

JOHN 1., surnanied amiscee, seized tha 
throne of Constantinople, bv assasiinating Ni* 
cephoras Phocas, ia 069. He dhrplayed great 
valour against the Saracens, and was poIbmmA 
inOTQ. 

JOHN IL, Comnenus, succeeded to the throne 
uf ConsUntinople, ia 1118. He was succeasfnl

prison, where he died. 

JOHN v., Cantacuaeous, emperor of C0li> 
staniinonle.

JOHNVI.,PahBologus,succeededtothethioii« 
of Constantinople, in 1341. This weak and 
unfortunate monarch died in 1390. 

JOHN VII., Paheologus, succeeded hii fttber 
as umpcror, in 14SS, and died in 1448. 

JOHN I., pope, a Tuscan, succeeded to tha 
popedom, in 523. He was imprisoned by Theo* 
doric, and died in SS6. 

JOHN II., a native of R<»ne, was elected popa 
In 533, aud died in 535. 

JOHN in., a Roman, was eleeted pope im 
560, and died in 573. 

JOHN IV., elected pope in 640, died tai 6«L 

JOHN v., a Syrian, elected pope in 085, died 
in 687. 

JOHN VI., a Greek, eleeted pope in 701, died 
in 705. 

JOHN Vn., a Greek, succeeded John VI. He 
was a weak pontiff, and died In 707. 

JOHN Vltl., a Roman, elected pope In 873, 
and died In 882 ; 300 of his letters are p r es er ved* 

JOHN IX., a native of Tivoli, elected pope in 
696, died in 900. 

JOHN X., arehbisbopof Ravenna,waB elected 
, pope in 914. More capable of leadina; an army, 
ittian guiding the church, be defeated the Baia* 
ccns in battle, and was pot to death in 9S8. 

JOHN XL, son of Alberic, duke of Spolettu, 
was made pope in 931, at the early age of S5; 
he died in 936. 

JOHN XII., a Roman noble, elected pope in 
956. Being accused of various crimes, he was 
deposed by a general council, and killed in 964. 

JOHN XIII., a Roman, was elected pope in 
965 by the emperor, against the will ot tbe Ro- 
man people; he died in 979. 

JOHN XIV., succeeded to the popedom In 
983. He was imprisoned by the antt-pope Boni- 
face VIII., and died hi 984. 

JOHN XV., pope after John ZIV., died aooB 
after his elevation. 

JOHN XVI., a Roman, was made pima te 
985. He was the first who rewarded merttorir 
oos deeds by canonization, and died tat 906. 

JOHN XVU.. a Roman, atoeted pcfe to 1003^ 
after Sylvester II. 

JOHN XVIII., a Roman, eleeted pope after 
John X VIL He died In 1000, afttt hniln§ re- 
signed the dignity. 

JOHN XUL., succeeded his brother as pane» 
in 1094. He crowned the emperor Gonad IL, 
and died In 1033. 

JOHN XX., the name given by aome to tha 
anti-pope Philagathua, or to John, or to thd 
woman who Is said to have filled the papal ehak» 
under the name of pope Joan.

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JOHN XXI., elected pope ui 127C, died by the 
fftll ofab'iildiug in 1277. 

JOHN XXII. d'Eute, ww elected pope in 
1316, Md died in 1334. 

JOHN XXI II., Baithasar Coen, a NeauoU- 
tan. was elected pope in 1410, and died In 1419. 

JOHN, king ofEnglaiid, was the son of Henry 
IV. This monarch, being compelled by the 
barons, aigned Magna Cbarta, ilie bakia of British 
lireedom ; faa died in 1916. 

JOHN, Idng of France, aumamed the Good, 
■uceeeded to the throne in 1530. He was de- 
feat^ in battle and taken prisoner by Edward, 
th<> black prince ; he died in 1364. 

JOHN UI., king of Sweden, son of Gustavus 
Vosa, ascended the throne in 1566. He attempted 
to restore the popish religion, but was unsuc- 
cessful, and died in 1592. 

JOHN II., king of Castile j be waa a brave 
warrior, and died in 1454. 

JOHN II., liing of Navarra, aucceeded to the 
ttffone of Arragon, in 1458, and died in 1479. 

JOHN, son of the emperor Henry VII., was 
•lected to the kingdom or Botiemia, in 1309, and 
after conquering Silesia, declared himself king of 
Poland. He waa a prince of great valour, and was 
mortally wounded in the battle of Crecy, in 1346. 

JOHN I., king of Portugal, was raij»cd to the 
throne in 1384. Under his reign the Portuguese 
began their famous discoveries ; he died in 1433. 

JOHN II., king of Portugal, aumamed the 
Great, succeeded to the throne in 1481. He 
carried his arms into .Africa, and died in 1495. 

JOHN III., king of Portugal, succeeded to the 
throne in 1S21, and died in 1557. 

JOHN IV., Burnamed the Fortunate, was son 
of the duke of Bragauza. By the aasiiftance of 
Ma iMnave countrymen he ahook off the Spanish 
yoke, and was proclaimed Iting in 1630 : he died 
In 1636. 

JOHN v., aucceeded to the throne of Partogal, 
In 1707. He devoted bimaelf t« the interests of 
bis country, and died in 1750. 

JOHN, of Gaunt or Ghent, dake of Lancaster, 
and son of Edward HI., was a prince of dis- 
tinguished valour and prudence, and a patron 
of the poet Chaucer ; he died in 1309. 

JOHN 80BIESKI, king of Poland. 8(^BO- 
BIE.SKL 

JOHN, of Austria, Don, waa the natural son 
of tiie emperor Charles V., and a celebrated 
warrior ; he died by poisoUi in 1578. 

JOHN, Fearleaa, Duke of Burgundy, dis- 
tinguished himself at Nicopolia against Bajazet ; 
he was assassinated in 1419. 

JOHN, of France, duke of Berry, was son of 
Idng John, and distinguished at the baiiie of 
Foictiers ; he died in 1416. 

JOHN v., duke of Brittany, aumamed the 
Oonqu^ror, died in 1399. 

JOHN VI., duke of Brittany, a prince of 
great valour and benevolence, difed in 1446. 

JOHN v., count of Armagnac, was son of 
John IV., of Navarre. For Jtiis misconduct, he 
was banishad from France, and killed in 1743. 

JOHN, of Leyden. SeeBOCCOLD. 

JOHN, of Salisbury, an Englishman, bishop 
of Chartres, and one of the most learned per- 
•ons in the ISth century. The only things re- 
maining of his, are his " Life of St. Thomas 
of Canterbury ;" »' A Collection of Letters ;". 
and his " Polycrntion." 

JOHN, of I'aris, a celebrated nnnitnirnn, and 
tbeolofiical profesaor at Paris, died in KiOi. 

JOHN, of rdino, a celebran»d painter, at 
Riune, died in 1564. 
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JOHNE8, Thomas, bom at Ludlow, In Sbrom 
shire, in 1748, waa bred at j^ton and Oxtors* 
He waa a member of oarilament, first for Car- 
digan, and afterwards for the eonnty of Radnor. 
His estates at Hafod, in Cardiganshire, were 
conducted on the moat liberal acale, and were a 
strong aUractioii to all visiters of that part of 
Walea. But in 1807, the eleguit mansion, a 
moi»t valuable library, and a printing cstabli&ti 
roent, from which had issued many elegant pro- 
ductiona, were destroyed by an accidental fire, 
while Mr. Johncs was attending his duty in 
parliament In 1811 he lost a favourite dangh' 
ter, from the effects of which shock be never 
rec«)vered. He died in 1816. Mr- Johnes re- 
printed, with great care and attention, generally 
with iiotesanu illustrations, at his private press, 
above alluded to, the valuable works of " Froia- 
sart," " de Joinville," and " Monstrelei." 

JOHNSON, Martin, an ezcolleni painter of 
landaeapAs, died in the reign of James II. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, an English divine, of 
remarkable learning, and ateadineas in auflering 
for the principlea of the revolution, in 1668 
He was born in 1649, and died in 1703. 

JOHNSON, John, a non Juror divine, who, 
though promoted in the established church, ex- 
pressed a mean opinion of bet articles and Utur* 
gy ; be died in 1725. 

JOHNSON, or JANSEN. Coraelfuf, an ex- 
cellent painter, a native of Amaterdam. In the 
reign or James I., he drew aeveral fine portraita 
of that monarch, and moat of hia court, and died 
in 1665. 

JOHNSON, Charies, a dramatic writer of 
merit, died in 1748. The dramatic plecea which 
this author produced are enumerated in tiie 
" Biographla Dramatica.*' 

JOHNSON, Maurice, an excellent Eoglirii 
antiquary, died in 175Sl 

JOHNSON, Dr. Samuel, bom at Litchfld^ 
in 1709, where hia fathw waa a repotaisle book- 
seller. He waa entered of Pembroke collcfe, 
Oxford, in 17^, but left the univeraity without 
taking any degree. In March, 1737, be went to 
I^ndon, where he appears to have met with 
disappointmenta which dlegnsted him with tfaa 
town ; for, in Angusl, we find bim deairoua of 
returning again into Ida native conntiy, lo taka 
upon himself the oilSce of master of a charity 
school, in Shropshire, then vacant, the salary 
of which waa 60f. a year. But (be atatuteii of 
the school requiring the person w^ho dMuld be 
olected to be a master of the arta, thia attempt 
seeroe to have been frustrated. In 1740, lie be- 
can to write the " Debatea in the Senate of Lil- 
liput,** primed In the Gentlf-man^s Magazine; 
and, after produring some poenis> tranHatioiui, 
and biograpliical works, which met with a good 
reception, (parricularlv " London,^* the " Va- 
nity of Human Wishes,** and " The Life of 
Savage,") be brought forth " Irene," a tragedy, 
in 1749. This not meeting with tbc success tliat 
be expected, be aet about his " Dictionary.** 
The execution of thia coat him the labour of 
many years ; but he waa amply repaid by the 
fame which he acquired. During the receaaea 
of this stupendous labour, he published hia 
•* Ramblers." The repuution of these worka 
gained biin the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws, in the univeraity of Dublin, which waa 
soon after followed bv the same degree from 
Oxford. To this .sticceeded his "Idlers." H!» 
next publication was " Raaselas, Prince of Abya- 
sinia," a beautiful little novel, in the Eabtcro 
.style, abounding with the most uaeful and mo 
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ral oiaxtms, suited to ttie several condiilons of 
lUe. Of hte poUiical works, which followed at 
distant intervab, the public are more divided 
abi>ut tbe ineriia : it ia, however, but fair to pre- 
■ume that thejr were his candid opinions upon 
tbe aabjecta, and, as such, dewrviug of no ciin- 
■«re from the judgment of impartiality. His 
test undertaking, " The Lives of the British Po- 
etof" would alone have been sufficient to im- 
nortalize his name, as it by far excels any thing 
•xocuted upon a similar plan, by otiiers; and, 
thf >ush the critical remarks, in a few instances, 
incorporate a little too much with political opi- 
nions, theirgenera] excellence must always give 
tli«m deserved celebrity. It is said, that he wa? 
execu;ing a second part of " The Prince of 
Abyminia,** and was in hopes to have (inbihcd 
it before bis death, which event happened Dec. 
13, 1784. Tbe editor of the " Biographia Dra- 
maiica,'* after bestowing many Just encomiums 
on tbe geotus of Dr. J., says, it would be the 

a ;hest injustice, were I not to observe, that no- 
ug but that genius can possibly exceed the 
Client of his erudition ; ana it would be adding 
a greater injury to his still more valuable quali- 
ti^ were we to stop here ; since, together with 
the ablest head, be seems to have been poasesa- 
«d of the very best heart at present existing. 
Every Itne, every sentiment, that issues from his 
pen, tends to tbe great centre of all his views, 
die promotion of virtue, religion, and huinani- 
ty; nor are his actions less pointed toward the 
■ame great end. Benevolence, charity, and 
fiety, are the most striking features of his cha- 
racter ; and while his writings point out to us 
what a good man ought to be, his own conduct 
gets us an example or what he is.** A statue to 
Dr. Johson*s memory has been erected in St. 
Paul's cathedral. In an East India newspaper 
we meet with the following poetical picture of 
tiiia celelMmled diaracter: 

*' Hercnlean strength and a stentorian voice, 
or wit a f^d, of words a countless choice ; 
In learniug, rather various than profound. 
In truth Intrepid, in religion sound : 
A crembling frame and a distorted sight, 
But Arm in judgment and in genius bright; 
In oontrovprsy rarely knoivn to spare. 
Bat humble as the publican in pray*r ; 
To more than merited his kindness, kind. 
And, tho* in manners harsh, of friendly mind : 
Deep tinced with melancholy's blackest shade. 
And, th(V prepared to die, of death afraid. — 
8uch Johnson wa»-^f him with justice vain, 
When will ttati natloo see his like again. 

JOHNSON, TlxNiuu, a London apothecary, 
and the best herbalist of his time, died in 1644. 

JOHNSON, Samuel. LL. D., a member of 
congress, and senator from North Carolina, af- 
terwards « judge of the supreme court, and go- 
Temor of that state ; he died in 1616. 

JOHNSON, Sir Nathaniel, governor of tbe 
colony of South Carolina, in 1706. He display- 
ed great ability and judgment in defending tlie 
colony from the French and Indians ; be died 
Jn 1713. 

JOHNSON, Edward, an Inhabitant of Mas- 
Mclniaettt, author of a work, entitled '* The 
ITI^onder Working Providmico of Sion's Saviour, 
in New- England, from 1088 to 1653.** 

JOHNSON, Robert, the last proprietary go- 
V«ra<M' of South Carolina, in 1719, afterwards 
appointed to tlM same office by tbe crown ; he 
" in 1735. 

JOHNSON, Sir WilUuii sttpcrimendent of 
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Indian aifbirs, in the colony of New-Yorio 
known for the great influence and autlaoruy he 
acouired over that people ; he died hi 1774 

JOHNSON, Samuel, D. D., a native of Coa» 
necticnt, distinguished as the first convert to 
episcopacy in the colony, and at'ierwards aa 
president of King's college. New- York; be died 
in 1772. 

JOHNSON, William Samuel, LL. D., F. R. S 
son of the preceding, was an eminent lawyer, 
and for eevi-ral years, agent of tbe colony of 
New-York, in England. He was afterwards a 
judge of the supreme court of Connecticut, a 
delegate to congress, and to the convention 
which formed the constitution of the United 
States, and first senator of theU. S.. from Con- 
necticut. He was also president of Columbia 
college. New- York, for several yean. He died 
tti Stratford, in 1619. aged 93. 

JOHNSON, Thomas, an eminent lawyer, and 
a firm patriot, of Maryland, governor of that 
state after the revolution, and afterwards an as- 
sociate judge of the supremo court of tbe Uni- 
ted States ; he died in 1819. 

JOHNSTON, Dr. Arthur, a physician, but 
more celebrated as a Latin poet, was born at 
Aberdeen, In 1587, of which university he af- 
terwards became principal; he died at Ox- 
ford, in 1641. His " Epigrams,*' and version 
of the " Psalms," are excellent. 

JOHNSl*ON, Charles, born in Ireland, was 
bred to the bar ; but, being exceedingly deaf, ha 
relinquished that profession. In iTSO^ he pub- 
lished " Chrysal, or the Adventures of a Gui- 
nea ;** a pnfltical Romance, in which all the 
scenes and characters were sketched from real 
life. This was f»llo\ved by " The Reverie ; or, 
a Flight to the Paradise of Fools ;** the " Histo- 
ry of John Juniper, Esq., alias Juniper Jack,*' 
A&c. &c. In 1789, Mr. Johnston went to ludla, 
where he died about 1800. 

JOHNSTON, Gabriel, governor of the colony 
of North Carolina, died h\ 17GQ. His adminia- 
tration conlributed to the increase and prosperi- 
ty of the colony, and to the advancement of 
ii.'Mning there. 

JOHNSTO.NE, James, a Scotch physician, 
distinguished for his treatment of a malignant 
lever, at Kiddnrminster, died in 18W2. 

JOHNSTONE, George, one of the commia> 
sinners sent to treat witli America, during tbe 
war ; he died in 1787. 

JOINVlLIiE, John Sleur de, an emfaient 
French statesman, and author of "The History 
of St. Louis,** a very curious and interesting 
piece, died in 1316, aged 90. 

JOLOGOEH, a Welch bard, who, from 1370 
to 14^, was in the court of Owen Glendnwr. 

JOLY, Guy, known by his long and faithful 
attachment to the famous cardinal de Rbetz, 
whom he attended Imtb In his prosperity and 
adversity. He»wrote " Memoirs of his Timeii,** 
from 1648 to 1665 ; which, as Voltaire exprestses 
it, " are to those of the cardinal, what tbe ser^ 
vant is to the master.** 

JOLY, Claude, a French e c c l cala rt c, wbo 
died In 1700. 

JONAH, the fiflh of the minor phopbetfl,waa 
sent to denounce Judgments on Nineveh. He 
died about 761 B. C. ' * 

JONAS, Anagrimus, a learned Icelander, 
who acquired a great reputation for astroaon^ 
and the sciences, died in 1640, at the age of 9S. 

JONAS. Justus, a famous prntestant divine 
and polemical writer. In Germany, bom in Tbli* 
ringia, in 1493, died in 1555. 
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JONATHAN, son of Saul, and the faithful 
fliend of Darid, vraa slain In tetUe by the Pbi 
lietinee, 10S5B.O. 

JONATHAN, a yenpral of the Jevra, and bro- 
tlier of Jndai Maccabeua, wae a valiant man, 
and cruelly put to death, 144 B. C. 

JONES, William, an Bnffliah divine, of learn 
in( and piety, whoae works are highly esteem 
ed; be died in 1801. 

JONES, Jeremiah, a dlsseBtlng divine, and 
author, died In 17M. 

JONES, John, a Benedictine monk, educated 
at Oxford, was made vicar-feneral of his or 
der, and died In 1636. 

JONES, David, a native of Wales, wrote 
some poetical pieces, and died In 1780. 

JOnBS, John, a Welch antiquary, who was 
employld 40 years, from 1590 to 1630 in collect 
iD£ Welch M66. 

JONES, Rice, a Welch poet, died in 1801. 

JONES, John, a dramatic writer, in the reign 
of Charies I. 

JONES, Inigo, a celebrated English architect, 
born in London, in 1572, died In 16S3; His abi- 
lities in all human sciences surpassed most of 
his age. His designs and buildings were many 
and important ; but for an account of these we 
must refer the reader to Campbdl^s" Vitruvius 
Britannicus.*' 

JONES, John, a medical writer, bom in 
Wales, died in 1580. 

JONES, Sir William, judge of the klng's> 
bench, In the reign of James I., and Charles I 

JONES, Sir Thomas, a judge of the king's 
bench, under Charles IL and James II. 

JONES, William, one of the last of those 
genuine mathematicians, admirers, and cotem- 
poraries of Newton, who cultivated and im 
proved the sciences in the present century, fa 
ther toSir William Jones, was bonm in Anglesey, 
in the year 1680, and died in 1740. 

JONBS, Henry, a native of Drogbeds, in Ire 
land) and no mean dramatic poet, though ori 
clnally a journeyman bricklayer, died very poor, 
in 1770. His principal performance, '* The 
Earl of Essex," a tragedy, appeared in 175.1. 

JONES, Griffith, born in London, in 1731, died 
to 1786. This gentleman woa many years edi- 
tor of the London Chronicle, of the Daily Ad 
▼ertiser, and, we believe, of the Public Ledger, 
In the " Literary Magazine,*' with Johnson, 
and in the *' British Magazine," with Smollet 
and Goldsmith, his anonymous labours were of- 
ten asBiociated. His modest mind shrunk from 
public attention; and his l^ours wece most 
frequently directed (o the improvement of the 

Enunger and more untutored classes of man 
ind. His translations from the French are 
Very numerous, but cannot now be traced. 

JONES, Sir William, one of the judges of 
the supreme court of judicature, in Bengal, and 
an excellent poet, to whose translations we are 
Indebted for many beautiful effusions of the 
Persian muse, was born in London, In 1746, and 
died in 1794, at the premature age of 48. En- 
dowed by nature with a mind of extraordinary 
vigour, Sir William, by unwearied industry, 
sided by superior genius, successfully explored 
tfae hidden sources of Oriental science and lite- 
rature ; and hie attainments in this interesting 
braaeh of learning were such as to make him 
Hr beyond all competition, the most eminent 
OKental scholar. In this, or perhaps any other 
age. Unlike many other eminent literal cba 
NKters of the age. Sir William was a sincere 
ami pious Christian; instead of labouring by his 
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writings, to propagate the doctrines of infldHUf 
as has been a favourite jwactice with some n»« 
derti philosophen of reputation, he was desar* 
ous to lend the Scriptures his utmost support; 
and, in one of his latest annu^ discoiuses la 
the Asiatic Society, he has done more to give 
validity to tlie Mosaic history of the cnaakm 
than has been done by the reeesrches of aayei^- 
temporary writer. Tlie following epitaph, wrlr 
ten by and for himself, is equally adourad §9 
its truth and its elegance. 

" Here was depoailed 

ths mortal part of a man 

who feared GOD, but not death ; 

and malataioed independence, 

but sought not riches ; 

who thought none bek>w him« 

but the base and unjust ;

JONES, Richard, a Wekbman, and n In 
geiiious author, died in the Hth century. 

JONES, David, speaker of the cokmial a*- 
serably of New- York, and a judge of the sb 
preme court of that sute, died in 1775. 

JONES, Thomas, an EogUsh divine, cmtBeM 
as an instructer of matbematica, at Cambridgei 
died in 1807. 

JONES, John Paul, a native orScotland, whob 
after being engaged in the merchant service or 
Great Britain, came u> America, at the com- 
mencement of the revolution, and received a 
lieutenants commission in tlie navy of the Uni- 
ted States. He wafl soon after promoted, and^ 
as captain of the Ranger, and afterwards of tho 
Bonne Homme Richard, fought battles and gahi« 
ed victories, which gave him reputation through* 
out Europe, and which, for their desperation, 
have seldom been equalled. He also annoyed 
the enemy's merchant vessels in every sea. 
After the peace, he was. for a time, In the set- 
vice of Russia. He died at Paris, in 179S. 

JONES, John, M. D., an emhient pbyaldaii, 
of New- York, afterwards profesaor of anrgof 
in King*s college; he died in 1791. 

JONES, William, speaker of the honsa of 
assembly, and governor of the fiate of Rhode* 
Island, died in 18S2. 

JONG, Liulolph de, a Dutch palater of caa^ 
nence, died in 1697. 

J0N6HE, Baldwin, or Juaitts, a Frandseaa 
monk, and the author of several works, diedim 
1634. 

JONIN, Gilbertva Jesuit, known ae an emi* 
nent poet, died at Tournon, in 1638. 

JONSIUS, John, a native of HoUtein, and ail 
elegant writer, died in 16S0. 

JONSON, Benjamin, a celebrated SngHsia 
poet, bom in Westminster, in 1574. He wa* 
bred a bricklayer, but went afterwards to Si. 
John's college, Cambridge ; where, however, 
his continuance was ihort in proportion to Urn 
finances, which would not supper the deoeng 
conveniences of a learned eaae. In this c^ 
gtnce he turned Uis thoughti upon the pia^r 
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I : his Inelinatloii aud geniiui lay to com- 
poaiiioos for tbe Mafe ; aod he bad tbe example 
of Ahakepeare, who bad taken the same eourae, 
ia ib»lifce diAcultiea, with auccea. Tbe first 
play JoBson i;Hlnted was the comedy entltJed 
^ Eveiy outB in his humour ;'* after which be 
produced a play regularly every year, for some 
mam successively. In 1610| on tbe death of 
UMdeL he succeeded to the vacant laurel ; and 
tUa office obliged him to provide the Christmas 
divenlon of a masque: accordingly, in his 
wwka, we have a series of these and other en- 
tertaiMDentsof a like kind, most of which were 
■resented at court from 1615 to 1685. He died 
in 1G7, and was interred in Westminster Abbey. 
Over his grave is a common pavement stone, 
•nd Ml it are engraven these words, 

"O RARE BEN J0N80N." 

JOHNSTON, John, a polish uaturaliat, tra- 
velled over Europe, and died in 1675. 

JORAM, king of brael, 696 B. C. ; be was 
alaili 8B4 B. C. 

JORAM, king of Judab 889 B. C. ; he died in 
86SB.C. 

JOROAENS, James, an eminent painter of 
the Flemish school, bom at Antwerp, in 1593, 
died in 1678. He unproved under Rubens, for 
Wliom he worked, and from whom he drew his 
besK priw^ples. 

JORDAN, Sir Joseph, an English admiral, by 
whoM extraordinary valour, the DuKh were 
defeated at the battle of Solebay, in 1673. 

JORDAN,Charles Stephen, a Prussian writer, 
biglily esteemed by Frederick the Great, who 
erected a monument to him, with this inscrlp- 
tkm, " Here lies Jordan, the friend of the mu- 
•ea and of the king." He died in 1746. 

JORDAN. John Christopher, privy coun- 
sellor to the idnc of Bohemia, was an eminent 
aotiquary, and died in 1740. 

JORDAN. Dorothea, an eminent English ac 
tres, was the daughter of Capt. Bland, of a 
flMkftt respectable family in Ireland. Her mother 
doped with her ftther ; they both took to the 
MMgt ; and owr hendne was born among the 
YlM^aii corps. As an actress, she commenced 
her career in Dublin : but soon quilted that for 
Tate Wlikenson^s York company ; where she 
soon diatinsuiahed herself so much as speedily 
to attract the notice of the London managers. 
Blw died at St. Cloud, in France, in 1816 ; and 
was indebted, we believe, to the Idndness of a 
caauai Engli^ traveller for a decent interment. 
Tha obscurity of her retreat, and the penury in 
wbich slie ended a life that had led to mnch 
Ufher expectations, very much interested and 
aatottlshed the pubUc. 

JORDAN, Thomas, a dramatic writer^ In the 
reign of Charles I. Langbaine speaks of him as 
lAving been an actor also. 

JORDANOLnca, an eminent Italian painter, 
wu bom at Naples, in 1633, died in 1705, 

JORDEN. Edward,an English physician, and 
ab author, oied in 1638. 

JORNANDES, a Goth, author In tbe time of 
Justinian. 

JORTIN, Dr. John, a learned English divine 
nil ecdesiastkal historian, bMn in London, in 
MBS, died in 1770. His cblef works are, " Dis- 
CDorsea concerning the Truth ot the Christian 
Bfeliglon ;** ^ Miscellaneous Observations upon 
Authors, ancient and modem;** "Remarks 
Ecclesiastical History,*' «'Life of Eras- 
**' aod " Ranarks upon the woiics af Eras-

JOSEPH, son of Jacob and Rachel', was the 
favourite of bis fathur. In E^pt he rosv to be 
the Eoveraor of the country, aud died 1636 B. C. 

JOSEPH, husband of Mary, the mother of 
Jesus Christ, was of the tribe of Judab, and of 
the lineage of David. 

JOSEPH, of Arimathea, a counsellor, and 
disciple of our Saviour. 

JOSEPH 1., I5th emperor of the house of 
Austria, was crowned king of Hunfary, in 1687, 
electc-d king of the Romans, in 16190, and sue* 
eeeded to the empire of Germany, in 1705 ; be 
died in 1711. 

JOSEPH n.,emperor of Germany, waselected 
king of the Romans, in 1764, aud crowned em- 
peror tbe following year ; he was a benevolent 
monarch, but too fond of innovation: he died 
in 1790. 

JOSEPH, king of Portugal, of the Braganza fa- 
mily ,ascended tbetlirooein 1750,and died in 1777* 
His reign was turbulent and unfortunate. 

JOSEPH MEIR, a learned rabbi, was bom 
in France, in 1496, and died In 1554. 

JOSEPH, Ben Gorion. a Jewish historian, 
who flourislied in the 1 0th century. 

JOSEPH, of Paris, a capuchin, and confidant 
of Richelieu, died in 1638. 

JOSEPH, Father, an apostate monk, yho 
raised 6000 banditti in 1678, to extirpate the ca- 
tholic religion in Hungary. 

JOSEPHUS, FJavius, the ancient historian 
of the Jews, bom at Jerusalem, A. D. 37, died 
in 93. His " History of the Jewish War and 
the Destraction of Jenu»lem,** hi 7 books, was 
composed at the command of Vcapasiau, and 
in singularly interesting and affecting, as the 
hiftonan was an eye-witness of all that be re- 
lates. St. Jerome calls him " the Livy of the 
Greeks." His "Jewish AnUquities," in 20 
books, written in Greek, are a very noble work : 
we have also a discourse " upon the Martyrdom 
of the Maccabees ;*' wbich is a master piece of 
eloquence, for he was certainly a great orator, aa 
well as a great historian. 

JOSHUA, the son of Nun, and successor of 
Muses, in conducting the Israelites to Canaan , 
he died 1424 B. C. 

J06IAU, king of Judah, 641 B. C, died 610 
B.C. 

JOSSELYN, John, a native of GreatBritain, 
who came fo America in 1663, and wrote an 
account of New- England, ^c. As a historian 
he is not e8t<>emed worthy of great credit. 

JOUBERT, Francis, a priest of Montpelier, 
confined in the BastUe, for his attachment to tbe 
JanfieuisTs ; he died in 1763. 

JOUBEKT, Laurence, a French physician 
and medical writer, bora at Valence^ in 15S0, 
died in 158S. 

JOUBERT,Barthoiomew Catharine,a French 
general of great celebrity, second in command 
under Buonaparte in the conquest of Italy, was 
killed at the battle of Novi, ia 1799. 

JOURDAIN, Amable Breehillet, an oriental 
scholar, distinguished for his attainments in the 
study of the eastern languages, died in 1818. 

JOUSSE, Daniel, a French lawyer, who wrote 
some valuable works, died in 1781. 

JOUVENCY, Joseph, a French Jesuit, mo- 
fessor of bcllcs-letters at Caen, and a writer, 
died in 1719. 

JOUVENBT, John, a French painter, whose 
pieces are esteemed, died in 1717. 

JOVIANUS, Flavius Claud, a Roman empe' 
rnr, elected by the army al\er the death of Jnlian 
(he Apoatate, in 303. He at first refused, saying, 
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tUat b« would uot command idolatrooa ioldien; 
but, upon an assurance that they would ombrace 
Christianity, he accepted the throne, immediate- 
ly «hut apall the pagau temples, and forbade their 
Mcrific«B i but he did not long enjoy the dignity to 
which hifl merit bad raiged Uim ; being suffocated 
in bis bed by the fumes of a fire which had been 
mhde to dry the chamber, in 364, in the 33d year 
of his ase, and 8Ui month of his reign. 

JOVINIAN, a monk of Milan, who became 
the liead of a sect, and died in consequence of 
his dobauchery, A. D. 406. 

JOV1U8, Benedictus, brother of the historian, 
known as a poet and historical writer. 

JO VIUS, Paul, an Italian Giovio, woU known 
by his histories, wa<i bora at Como, in Italy, In 
146 ), and died in 1553. 

JOYCUSC, Anue de, a duke and admiral of 
France, and a favourite of Hoary III. ; he died 
in 1587. 

JOYEUSE, Francis de, brother to the pre- 
ceding, was ati able nunister of Henry UI. and 
IV., and Lewis XIII. ; he died in 1615. 

JOYNBR, WiUiam,pr Lyde,an English writer, 
who embraced popery, and died in 1706. 

JUAN, George, a Spaniard, knight of MalU, 
known as an ula matliematician ; he died at 
Madrid, in 1773. 

JlTBA, king of Mauritania, was driven from 
bis kingdom by Cesar, and destroyed himself 
42 B. C. 

JUBA, SOD of the preceding, was carried 
prisoner to Rome by Cssar, but uodor Augustus, 
he I covered his dominions. 

JJO A, Hakkndish,or the Saint, a rabbi, cele- 
brated for his learning and riches, who lived in 
the time of the emperor Antoninus, and was 
the friend and preceptor of that prince. He 
collected, about 96 years after the destruction of'* 
the Temple, in a book which he called the 
" Misna,*^ the constitutions and traditions of 
the Jewish magistrates and doctors who pre- 
ceded him. 

Jl'DA, Leo, son of a priest of Alsace, was 
well skilled in Hebrew, and died minister of 
Zurich, in 1542. 

JUDA-CBINO, a rabbi, of Fez, of the 11th 
century, author of an Arabic dictionary and 
other works. 

JUDAH, the fourth son of Jacob and Leah, 
was the head of a tribe, and died in 1636 B. C. 
JUDAS ISC.ARTOT, so called, from the place 
of bis birth, betra]K«d his Lord and Maj^ter Jc- 
aus Christ for 30 pieces of silver, and immedi- 
ately hanged himself. 

JUDE, St, an apostle, and the author of an 
eiMstle, was brother of James the Less, and suf- 
fered martyrdom, A. D. 80. 

JUDEX, Matthew, a learned German, divini- 
ty professor at Jena, died in 1564. 

JU6LARIS, Aloysius, an Italian Jesuit. He 
wrote 100 panegyrics on Jesus Christ and 40 on 
Lewis XTTl., and died in 1653. 

JUGURTH A, a brave Numidian prince, who 
sustained a war of five years against the power 
•fRome: be was at last betrayed, thrown into 
■ dungeon, and died of hunger. 

JUTo.VE BROISSimEKE, D. Seigneur de 
Moliere, wrote a Theological and Historical Dic- 
tionary, published in 1G44. 
JULIA, a virgin and martyr of Carthage, 440. 
JULIA, dao|thter of Ciesar and Cornelia, a 
Roman lady of great virtue, and the wife of 
Pompey; she died 53 B.C. 

JULIA, daughter of Augustus, was the wife 
of Metetlus, afterwards of Agrippa, aod then ofi 
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Tiberius. Sha waa banished by the latliar far 
lier debaucheries. 

JULIA, Uie dauglitar of Titoa : bar clMiac^ 
ter was infamous. 

JULIA DOMNA, the wife of the emparw 
Severua, waa well billed in philoaophy and lift 
sciences. 

JULIAN, the Roman emperor, commonly 
styled tlie Apostate, because he professed Chria> 
uaoity before he ascended the tlirone; after 
which he openly embraced paganism aod perse- 
cuted the Christiana. He was klUad In battle 
363 

JULIAN. St arebblabopof Toledo, autbor of 
a work against the Jews, died in 600. 

JULIANA, a singular character of Norwich, 
who in her seal for mortification, confined her- 
oelf between four waUs ; die lived in the time of 
Edward IIL 

JULIEN, Peter, one of the best statuariea 
that France ever poaseotcd. His last work waa 
a marble statue of Poussin. His bathing nymph, 
in whiio marble, and the stfitue of La rontaiaet, 
ar« considered as his cliefs d^oeuvrea. He did 
at Paris, in 1805, at an advanced age. 

JULIO, Romano, an Italian painter, tin 
disciple of Raphael, with whom he was a par- 
ticular favourite, died in 1546, leaving immortal 
proofs of his great abilities. 

JULIUS I., pope and aabit, waa eleeled 
pope in 337, and died in 358 ; be was a man of 
learning and piety. 

JULlUS II., pope, called before Julian de la 
Rovere, equally distinguished for his wart ike ex- 
ploits and political negotiations, was born at 
Arbizala, in 1440,'and died in 1513. He built the 
famous church of St. Peter at Rome, and was a 
generous patron of the polite arts. 

JULIUS III., John Marie du Mont, a native 
of Arezzo, was elected pope in 1550. Be dis- 
solved the council of Trent, where he preaided 
in the name of Paul IIL, and dird in 15S& 

JUNCKER, Christian, an able medalist, waa 
bom at Dresden, and died in 1714. 
JUNCTIN,orGUlNTINO, Francia,an Italian, 
and a Carmelite, who quitted the catholic for 
the protestant religion, and settled in France, 
where he died in 1530. 

JUNGERMAN, Godflrcy, profcssof of law at 
Leipslc, died in 1610. 

JUNGERMAN, Lewis, brother to the pre- 
ceding, distinguished forworku an botany and 
natural history, died in 1653. 

JUNGIUS, Joachim, professor of matbema* 
tics at Gtoasen, died in 1637. 

JUNILIUS, a bishop of Austria in the 6tb 
centuiy. 

JUNIUS, Adrian, a learned Dutch<.uan, 
author of numerous works ; he died lA IS7S, 
JUNIUS. See BOYD, Hugh. \ 

JUNIUS, or DU JOHN, Francis, pWe 
of divinity at Leyden. His best Irnowi^ work 
is a Latin version of the Hebrew Bible, bie die4 
in 1602. V 

JUNIUS, Francis, or Francois du John,iWini 
at Heidelberg, in 1589, died in lff77. HtS waa 
hif^hly dtsUnguished for his skill and reaec otbei 
in the Anglo-Saxon and Gothic languages 

JUNTA, Thomas, a physician ofVc 
an author, died in the I6th century. 

JUNTAS. There were two of the naroe,^ 
ters of celebrity, who had establishments r^ 
nice, Florence, and Geneva. One of tben^ 
in 1519 : the time of the death of the ou\ 
not known. 
JURET, Franris a naUva of D^on, 
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JUKIEU, Peter, t French protettant divine, 
■omeiiinef called the Gollab of the prote»iant8, 
hom in M07, died la 1713. Hb theological and 
polemical writinn are held In much e»te«m 
particularly hii " Treatlee of Devotion,* an( 
■ia ^ Preeervatlve against Popery.'* 

JURIN, Dr. James, a distiiiguifihed peraon, 
wlio cultivated medicine and matbematice with 
equal succeta. He wae eecretary of the Eoyai 
Society in London, as wcU as president of the 
CoUen; of Physicians there, and died in 1750. 

iUSSlEO, Ajitlwny de, a celebrated French 
physician, boianist,and traveiier, l>orn at Lyons, 
la 16811, died in 1758. 

JUSStEU, Bernard de, a Frenehman, erol 
sent as a botanist and physiciani; he died iu 
177!). 

JUSTEXi, Christopher, counsellor and secre- 
tary to ttic French king, was the author of se- 
veral worlcs, and died in 1049. 

XUSTEL, Henry, son and successor of Cbris- 
lopber. On the revocation of the edict of 
Manttsa, be went to London, and was made 
keeper of the king's library ; be died in 1093. 

JUSTL N. de, a celebrated German niliieral- 
aglst, and prot'essor of natural history at Got- 
tfaf omv as bom in 1730. 

JuerTlN, an ancient Latin historian, who 
abridged the large work of Trogus Pompelus, in 
44 books, comprising a history of the world 
from NInus to Augustus Cesar, which is written 
with great purity and elegance. He flourished 
about A. D. S50w 

JUSTIN, sumamed tbe Martyr, one of the 
earileat writers of the Christian church, was 
bom at Neapolls, the ancient Sicbem nf Pales- 
CiDe, in the province of Samaria, and beheaded 
for tbe Christian reUgion under Marcus Aure- 
HiM, A. D. 167. 

JUSTIN I., Arom a soldier, roae to the rank 
of general, and was proclaimed emperor of the 
east by bis army, on tbe deatb of Anastasius, 
in 518; be died A. D. 5S7. 

JCSTIN II., successor of Justinian, in 963. 
Be was a weak prince, but bis wife governed 
and his empire with ability ; he died in

JUSTINLANI, Bernard, nephew to tbe pt«- 
ceding, went ambasiador from Venice to Lew- 
is XI. of France ; be wrote several historical 
works, and died in 1489. 

JUSTlNiANI, Augustin, bisbop of Nebo, In 
Corsica, was a learned man, ami professor of 
Hebrew at Paris He was lost at sea in 1596, 

JUSTINLANI, Fabio, bishop of Ajacdo, was 
an author, and died in 1637. 

JUVARA, Philip, a Sicilian architect, who 
erected beautiful edmces at Tuiia : be died la 
1735. 

JUVBN ALjDedus Junius, a Roman poet and 
satirist, was born about tbe beginning of the 
emperor Claudius* reign, and died in his 80di 
year. Juvenal, as a poet, improved on Horaca 
ajid Pcrsius, being elegant and witty with tha 
former, and great and sublime with the latter, 
JUVENAL, de Carleneas Felix, a Frencb 
writer, highly respected, died tai 1760. 

JUVENCUS, Caaaius VecUus Aquiltaus, a 
Spaniard, of noble birth, in the 4tb century, and 
author of a poem. 

JUXON, wjlliam. archbishop of Canterbury, 
was imprisoned by the parliament ; he was re- 
insuted in ofltee at tbe restoration, and died in 
1663 



JUSTINIAN, tbe Ant Roman emperor of his 
■arae, celebrated for havtni; collected the im- 
mense variety and number of the Roman laws 
iBioooe body, called "Tbe Code;" to whicbi 
Ibe emperor gave his own name ; be also had^ 
decisions of Jodges and other magistrates, 
»r with tbe authoritative opinions of the 
eminent lawyers, collected ; and the name 
«f " DlfesM" or *Tandects'* given to them. Be- 
sides tlieae, for the use chiefly of young studentt 
i« Cbe law, Justinian ordered 4 books of " In 
sdtntes** to lie drawn up, containing an abstract 
ar abridbraent of the text of all the laws : aiid 
lastly, tbe laws of modern date, posterior to 
that of the former, wore thrown into one vol. 
In tbe year 541, and called tbe '* Novella;,** or 
** New Code.'* Tbii most Importamt transac- 
tion in tbe stue has rendered Justinian's name 
Immortal. 

JUSTINIAN n., succeeded to the throne in 
CBi He was successful against the Saracens, 
but was of an infamous character, and was 
■BisssUiated In 711. 

JUSTINIANI, St. Lawrence, a noble of Ve- 
I made the flxst patriarch of Venice, in 
MSI ; He died in 14SS, and was canoniaed by 
pope AlaiaiMlcr VHt

At 
the commeucementof the American revolution, 
he volunteered his services In the cause of free- 
dom, was promoted to the rank of m^for-gene- 
ral, and was for a time commander of the iputb- 
em army. He was killed at tbe battle of Cam^ 
den, in 1781, and a monument was ordered by 
congress to be erected to his memory.

KALRAAT, Barent Van, a native of Donit, 
eminent, as a painter, died in 1731. 

KALUBKO, Vincent, a Polish biHoriaB, 
elected bishop of Cracow, died in IS83. 

KAM-HI, emperor of China in 1661, was a 
liberal patron of tbe literature and arts of Eor 
rope, and of Christian missions ; be died ia 

KAMPEN, Jacob Van, an emineaC Dutch 
painter, in tbe 17th centmr. 

K ANDLER, John Joachim, an ingenious ar- 
tist, of Saxony, died in 1778. 

KANOLD, John, a Germ&D physician, and 
an author, died in 1799. 

KANT, Immanuel, an eminent metanhvd- 
cian, bom at Koningsbeig, in 1794, and dlea in 
1804. 

KACTNER, Abraham Gothelf, profbsaor of 
mathematics at Gottingen. secretary of tbe roy- 
al society, and keeper of the observatory at that 
place, died in 1800. 

K ATEB, a Persiaa po«t at tbe aourt of the 
Samanides. 

KATTERFELTO, Dr., an eccentric sort of 
quack philosopher, who for several years gulled 
the gooid people of En^and with tlie exhlUilon 
of experimants in alactric H y, dtc., which ha 
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AAthftU Relatioii of what pasted fi>r mftoy yean 
between Dr. Jobn Dee aod aome Bpirita, ~ 
London, 1650." 

KELLY, Hugh, bora in Ireland, in 179>, 
bound apprentice lo a atay-malier. At the ex- 
piraiion of hie iadenturee be eel oat for Lopdoa, 
to procure a livelihood by bis bnaineea. Ttaia 
happened in 1760 ; and he encountered all tbm 
diflicultiea which a penon poor and wlthoai 
friends could be subject to on his first arriral 1b 
town. He soon a/ter, about 1763, oommenced 
author, and was intrusted with the waoagemeBt 
of " The Public Ledger," and other periodical 
publications, in which he wrote nianyoriglaal 
essays and pieces of poetry. For several yean 
after this period, lie continued writing upon a 
variety of subjects, as the accidents of the timaa 
chanced to call for the aasistauce of hia pen. la 
1767, the " Babler" appeared in 2 pocket T0la.» 
which had ai first been Inserted in ^* Owea*t 
VS^eeklv Chronicle," in single papeis; as did 
the " Memoirs of a Magdalen," under the title 
of *' Louisa Mildmay." He died in 1777, leav^ 
ins six dramatic pieces. 

KELLT, John, LL. D. m Scotch divine, wiia 
translated the Bible into the Manlts toi^uc, and 
published a grammar of tliat laaguaaa; bediad 
in 1809. 

KBMP, John, LL. D., a natiTe of Seotlaad, 
came to America soon after the revotulioii. He 
was appointed professor of matheraatiea, ud 
afterwards of geography, liistory, and expexft- 
mental philosophy, in Columbia coUega, New* 
York. He died in 1813. 

KEMPIS, Thomas, famous tor his transcend- 
ant piety and devotion, was born M Kempen, la 
the diocessof Cologne, about 1380, and died la 
1471. His well-known book, " De ImitatioM 
Christi," of the ImiUtion of Jesus Christ, has 
been translated into almoat all the laagnagee la 
the world. 

KEN, Thomas, an Eiu{llsh pcelota, chaplain 
to the king. He devoted his life to pious and 
literary pursuits, and died in 1710. 

KENDAL, George, lost all his ^fermcntaln 
the church for non-conformitv, in 1608. Ba 
was the author of several works. 

KENNEDY, John, an English dergymaa, 
author of Bcriptnre Chronology, 1753. 

KENNEDY; James, regent of Scotland dur- 
ing the minority of James IL He waa made 
archbishop of St. Andrews, and died in 1473. 
. KENNEDY, John, a Scotch physician and 
antiquary, died in 1760. 

KENNET, Basil, D. D., born at P(Mt!ing,lB 
Kent, in 1674, died in 1714. He was author of 
the " Antiquities of Rome ; ** The Lives and 
Cbaraeters of the ancient Grecian Poete ;'* " An 
Eipositlon of the Apostles* Creed,** fcc 

ICENNET, White, an English prelate. Ha 
was an eloquent and popular preacher, and had 
a valuable manuscript collection. He died in 
1788. 

KENNETH H., the OOth klnj of Scotland, 
ascended the throne in 883. Be bmugtH n» 
Scone the famous stone chair in which the 
kings of Scotland ware crowned, and died ia 
854. 

KENNETH IH., son of Malcolm, defeated 
the Danes, and also the Engliab ; hewaaasnssil- 
nated in 994. 

KENNICOTT, Dr. Beqjamin, wdl known 
in the learned world for his elaborate editkm of 
the Hebrew Bible, and other very valuable nab* 
Herons, was canon of Christ Church, Oxford, 
keeper of the BadcUflb Library) and vicar of 



called '* Wonderful Wonder ;** inabiuatinathat 
hia praetioeB were augical, and performed un- 
der the snpernatural agency of toe Black Cat, 
bis constant companion on tboae occasions. He 
is supposed to have been a Pniarian by birth, 
and died in Yorkshire, in 1799. 

KAUPPMAN, Mary Angelica, an eminent 
palntress, and royal academician, in London, 
was born in 1740, died at Rome, in 1807. The 
Germans styled her *^ The Paintress of the 
Soul ;" and her mental acquirements and moral 
aonduct were no less distinguished than her ta- 
lenla as an artist. She was at one time of her 
life the dupe of a villainous arufice, by which 
ahe was drawn into an unfortunate matrlmooial 
connexion 

KAUNITZ, RITBERO prince, a celebrated 
atatesman, and for 40 years prune minister of 
Austria ; he died in 17M. 

KAY, WUIiara, a native of Breda, distin- 
guished as a historical painter, died in 1568. 

KEACH, Benjamin, a baptist teacher, and au- 
thor of works of great merit, died in the begin- 
ning of the 18th century. 

KBATE, George, a poet and miscellaneous 
writer, born at Trowbridge, in 1799, died 1797. 
What will chiefly diatingulsh him as a writer 
Is, " An Account of the Pelew Islands," which 
be compiled from the papers of captain Wilson. 

KEATING, Jeffry, an Iriah clergyman and 
tn author, died in 1650. 

KEBLE, Joseph, an eminent English law- 
yer, born in 1633, died in 1710. He waa a man 
of I icredible industry, having published several 
hooks in his lifetime; beside which, he left 
ahovo 100 large folios, and more than 50 thick 
^artoe, in manuacript. Hia principal works 
are, " An Assistance to Justices of the Peace, 
fbr the easier Performance of their Du^," and 
** Reports,*' taken at the king's bench at West 
minster. Arom the ISth to the aOth year of the 
reign or Charles II. 

KECRERMAN, Bartholomew, professor of 
Hebrew at Heidelberg, fell a sacrifice to his in- 
tense application to study, in 1609. 

KEENE, Edmund, an Engdsh bishop, and 
vice-chancellor of St Peter*a coUege,Cambridge, 
died in 1761. 

KEILL, John, an eminent mathematician 
and philosopher, born at Edinburgh, in 1671, 
died tn 17SI. His works an numerous, and in 
liigh repute. 

KEILL, James, an eminent physician and 
mnatomist, yoanger brother of tne preceding, 
liorn in 1673, died in 1719. 

KBTTH, Jamea, a brave and experienced 
field-marshal, in the king of Prussia's service, 
born in Scotland, in 1006, distinguished himsolr 
in the memorable wars cf that illustrious mo- 
narch, and was Icilled in the unfortunate aflair 
of Honkerchen. in 1758. 

KEITH. Sir William, governor of the colony 
•f Pennsylvania, from 1717 to 1796, and author 
of a history of Virginia ; he died in 1749. 

KELLER, James, a learned lesuit, of Bekin- 
^n, the friend of the emperor Maximilian, died 
itMunichMa 1831. 

KELLEY, Edward, a fhmous English necro- 
mancer, was bom in 1555. Behaving india- 
ereetly in Gormamy, he waa imprisoned by the 
omperor Rodolphus U., by wtmm he had been 
knighted ; and, endeavouring to make his es- 
caipe out of the window, so hurt himself by a 
fkH, that he died soon after, in 1595. His chief 
works are, " A Poem of Chymistrv ;** " A Poem 
of the Philosopber'a Stone ;** and '* A tma and 
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CDlbam in Oxfordshire, lie wan born in 1718, 
died In 1783. 
K£N£ICK, Dr. William, was the aon of a 
^ ay-maker, at or near Watford, Herts, and 
laoucbt up to tbe businen of a rule maker. 
B »w c vcr, he seems early to have abandoned 
Ic, and to have devoted bis talents to the eulti- 
matton of fetters. His finit production aa a poet 
WW a volnme of *' Epistles Philosophical and 
Moral,** in 1799, addressed to Lorenzo; an 
wowed defence of Infidelity. He was for a 
nmslderable lime a writer in " The Monthly 
Review.** In the year 1706 be produced his 
pleasant eomedy of ** FalstafTs wedding." it 
was at first intended to have been fiven to the 
pnblic as an origin^ play of Sbakspeare re 
trieved from obscurity ; and it rausi be acknow- 
ledged a moit happy ImitMion of our great dra- 
matic bar4. Dr. Kenrick also translated tlic 
Bmilios'* and " Eloisa** of Rousseau, and the 
"Elements of the His'ory of England,** by 
If ilot ; iMDduced several dramatic performances: 
a volume of '* Poems, ludicrous^ raiirical, and 
VKwal,** and an infinite variety of other publica- 
llona both original and translated, and died in 
1779 

KENT, William, an English painter, bat 
much more eminent as an architect, bom in 
UBS, died in 1748. Mr. Walpole couaiders him 
is ttie inventor of modem sardeuing. 

KBNTIGERN, or St. Mungo, a Scotchman 
and bishop of Glasgow, in the Gth century. 

KEN YON, J.ioyd,lord, an EnKlisb judge, 
tern in 1733. In 1782, he was made aitorney- 
ceneral ; in 1664, master of the rollj ; and in 
1788, lord chief justice of tlie kinp*8 bench, 
Which office he filled with distinguished inttgri- 
^. His lordship possessed an uncommon strength 
of loJnd, and an intuitivone«s of perception, 
which enabled him at once to discern the direct 
path of justice, however attempted to be cou- 
eealed bf legal chicanery, and subtleties of 
Mracllce. To his exertions, England is indebted 
ibr much of that reform which has been intro- 
daced into the practice of the law, and particu- 
larly with regard to attorneys, wiiose misconduct 
never failed to meet his just resentment and in- 
dHpiiition. His endeavours on the Bench, were 
aniformly directed to the promotion of every 
moral and religious duty, to the diacourngement 
of vice, and to the exposure of those false prin- 
Ciploi of honour, the baneful effects of which 
we have too often 'reason to contemplate. He 
^cd at Bath, in 1803. 

KEPLER, John, a celebrated German astro- 
nomer, and author of many valuable discoveries 
fii that science, bom in 1571, died in 1630. 

KEPPEL, Rt. Hon. Augustus viscount, son of 
WUKam, earl of AU>emarle, greatly distinguish- 
ed himself in the naval service of his country. 
He was created a peer of Great Britain, by the 
tide of vtscounl Kepple, and was, at two differ- 
enl periods, first lord of the admiralty. Re- 
ipectind his services during tlie American war, 
while be commanded the channel fleet, we must 
refer to history for the detail. He died in 1786. 
KERCKCHOEE, Joseph Van der, a painter 
•f Brasaels, of some note, died in 1794. 

KERCKRING, Thomas, a physician, obtain- 
ed celebrity in his profession, and died at Uam- 
banb In 1Q93. 

iTERGtJELINDETRBMARA, Yves Joseph, 
a dbtinguished Freoch naval commander, dlca 
in 1797. 

KBRT, Francis Borgia, a learned Jesait, of| 
BvBfarv, and an author, died in 1769. 
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KERKHfiRDERE, John Geraid, bteorto* 
grapher to tlie emperor Joseph L died in 1738. 

KER8AINT, Armand Guy Simon, oonnt ot 
a French naval officer of merit. He belonged 
to tite party of Girondists in the convention, and 
was condemned to die in 1793. 

KERSEY, John, a mathematician, bom la 
1610, died about 1700. He paUisfaed " Elemeoie 
of Algebra,*' and " Dietionarium Angle Bil> 
taunicum ; or a General English Dictionary.** 

K£RVlLLARS,John Marin de, ajeeait, wba 
translated Ovid into French ; he 4ied in 1765. 

KESSELj'John Van, a Dutch painter of am* 
inence in the 17th century. 

KETEL, Cornelius, a Dutch Ustorieal and 
portrait painter, wiio resided sometime in Eng- 
land, and being introduced to queen Elizabeth, 
painted her a picture. After his return to Hol> 
land, he laid aside his pencil, and painted wltk 
his finffers. He died 1602. 

KETT, William, a unner, of Norfolk, wbe 
headed an insurrection in the reign of Edward 
III. ; he wns defeated and executed in 1549. 

KETTLE WELL, John, an eminently lean- 
ed and pious English dKine, bora in 1653, and 
died in 1695. His most celebrated work, entitled 
" Measures of Christian Obedience,** has gidn- 
ed him a lasthis reputation. 

KEULEN, Janssen Van, a Dutch portrait 
painter, and favourite of Charles L, died in 1665. 

KEYBLER. John Georee,a learned antiquary, 
of Germany, bom in 16^, died in 1743. He wae 
author of several learned works ; but is moat 
generally known by a " Dissertation on the con- 
secrated Mistietoeof the Druids ; and by *' Tra* 
vels through Germany, Bohemia. Hungary. 
Switzerland, Italy, and Lorraine,'^ illustrated 
with copper-plates engraven from drawings ta- 
ken on the spot. 

KHERASKOF.Michael, a Russian poet of the 
18th century, and counsellor of state. 

KHILHOF, Prince, a Russian nobleman, am- 
bassador to Charles XIL, of Sweden ; he waa 
imprisoned by that monarch, and died in 1796. 

KICK, Cornelius, a painter, of Amsterdam, of 
great merit, died in lb95. 

KIDDER, Dr. Richard, bishop of Bath and 
Wcllfl, author of " A Commentary on the five 
books of Moses ; with a dissertation concerning 
the writer of the said books ; and a general ar* 
guroent to each of them.** He was a very cJearr- 
elegant, learned writer, and one of the best di- 
vines of his time ; and was unfortunately killed 
in his bed. together with bis wife, by the fall of 
a stack of chimneys, in '1703. 

KIEN-LONG, emperor of China, died in the 
latter part of the 18tb century, after reigning 60 
years. He was a popular and benevolent men- 
arch. 

KIERINGS. Alexander, a Dutch painter of 
eminence, diea In 1646. 

KILBURN, Richard, aa En^lab aathor of 
tl:e 17th century. 

KILBYE, Richard, Hebrew professor at Ox- 
ford, and one of the translators of the bible, died 
in 1690. 

KILBYE, Richard, a minister of England^ 
who wrote " Binder of a loaded Conscience,** 
died in 1617. 

KILIAN, Cornelius, a native of Brabant, for 
50 years corrector of tne press; he died in 1607 

KILLEN, William, an eminent lawyer, of 
Delaware, chief Justice of the supreme court, 
and chancellor of that state; he died in 1805. 

KILLIGREW, Catherine, an English lady 
bad a great knowledge of the teamed lan.^ 
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fttnges, and w.oie elegant Laiin pocu;>; cbf 
di«d in ItiOO. 

KI LUGREW, 8ir WltlUm, anEnglteh di ama- 
tlR poet, born at Uanworth. In 1805, died In 1693 

KiLUiiKEW.Tboniaf, brother of lh« foruiei, 
bora in 1611, and difUncuUtied by uncommon 
natural parta, was page of honour to Chariot I., 
and groom of the bedchamber to Charles II., 
with whom be had fu tiered many years* exile 
During bis abaence from bis Country, he applied 
his leisure hours to poetrr, and wrote IJ plays, 
lie died in 16S2, and was buried in Westminster 
A bbey. K illtgrew was a man of very droll hu- 
mour, with which be used to divert tbe merry 
monarch. Charles 11., who on that account, was 
fonder of him than of bis best ministers, and 
would give him access to bia presence when be 
denied it to tlinm. 

KILLIGREW, Dr. Hemy, brother of tbe 
former, born in 161S. His writings were on op- 
noslte themes of theology and tiie drama; that 
IB, sermons and plays. 

KILLlGREW, Anne, " a grace for beauty, 
and a muw for wit," was the daughter of Heu- 
fv Kiillgrew, and l>ora in Li>ndon, a little before 
the llestoration. Site became eminent In the 
Mrta of poetry and painting, and died in 1665. 

KILLIGREW, Margaret, wife of Uie duke 
Gf Newcastle, aod author of 13 folio volumes ; 
ab^ died in 1673. 

KILWARDEN, Arthur Wolfe, lord, ao Irish 

tedge, of great virtue and impartiality in public 
le, was killed by a mob in tbe streets of Dublin, 
fa 1803. 

KIMBER, Isaac, a learned protestant dissent- 
lag minisler, bom in 1693, died in London, in 
1755. Tills gentleman was the author of many 
literary pctiductlons, highly esteemed for purity 
of style and impartiality ; among which were 
•'The Life of Oliver Cromwell,** "The Life 
of Bishop Beveridge;" a **■ History of England,'* 
In wbb^ be was concerned with Messrs. Bai 
ly, Hodges, and Kidpath '' Tbe Reign of George 
A." "Hlstorv of England,** esteemed one of 
the bast abridgments of the English history 
extant. In 1731, be was engaged as editor of 
*' Tlie London Magaalne,** which be conducted 
witb credit to himself, and advantage to the 
proprietors, to tbe time of his death, which was 
occasioned by a fit of apoplexy. 

KIMBER, Edward, son of the preceding, bom 
la 1719, died in 1769. He served an apprentice- 
ahip to Mr. John Noon, boottseller, in Cheapside ; 
bat his active genius led him eariy in life to 
prefer a military occupation under the late gen- 
eral Oglethorpe, from whom be receivea an 
ensigncy, was with him at settling tbe then 
Infant colony of Georgia, and signauiied bim* 
aelf in an expedition to ttie gates ofSt. Augustine, 
In Florida; " A Relation or Journal," of which, 
printed In 1744. was tbe first production of his 
pen. Upon quitting tbe anny he succeeded bis 
rather as editor of "The London Magazine," 
which flourished to tlie time of his death, and 
then gradually declined till It was entirelv 
dropped, in 1785. In 1750, be published " A 
Leoer from a Citizen of London to his Fellow- 
ritiaens, Ice^ occasioned by the late Earth- 
quakes;*' and soon after, " The Life and Ad- 
vi^mures of Joe Thompson,** 3 vols., and several 
otlier novels, <^ considerable meriL He also 
nmipiled, " The Peerages of England, Scotland, 
and Ireland,** contrived for tbe pocket, and a 
*' (Ii«anry nf England,** in 10 vols, with plaies. 

KIMCHI, David, a Jewish rabiil and com* 
aamator in the 13t^ century, lu 1332. he was 
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appc^ted to arbitrate tlie difierences betweca 
the French and Spaniab synagogues concenimg 
the books of Malmonides. His '^Hebrvw Grmai- 
mar" was printed at Venice, In 1545; and 1» 
" TaJmudical Dictionary'* In 1506. Hia •* Com- 
luenuries on tbe Paalms, Prophets, and other 
books of Scripture,** are very valuable. 

KINASTON, Francis, an Engliahmao, ed«- 
cated at Oxford, and an author, died in 1642. 

KING, John, bishop of London, born in 159, 
died In 1031. James I. used lo style him **tfca 
king of prei^hers ;" aod lord chief Justice Coke 
often declared that ** be was tbe beat speaker 
of the star^diamber In his time.*' 

KING, Heury, bishop of Chichester, son of 
the preceding, and an elegant poet. He turned 
the Psalms into verse, and published ^* Poems, 
Elegies, Paradoxes, and Sonnets.** He waa 
born in 1501, and died la 1609. 

KING, John, second son of the Wsbd^ of Lon- 
don, and an author, died in 1639. 

KING, Edward, feUow of Christ's Colb^e, 
Cambridge, in 1SJ3. He was unforotnatelf 
drowned in 1637, in his passage from Cliestert 
in the Irish sea ; a circumstance which g avo 
birth to the admirable "Lycidas" of Milioo» 
who saya of himt that 

Hfanself to sing, and build the lofty rbyna.** 

KINO, Dr. William, an Ingenlons and bm 
raourous English writer, born in London, to 
1663, died in 1713. His poetical and jralifiral 
works are numerous ; but his most useful book 
is *' A Historical Account of tbe Heathen Goda 
and Heroes, necessary toi tbe undeiaiandiag af 
the ancient PuetB.** 

KING, Dr. William, arcbblsbop of Dabliii» 
born in 1650. wrote a celebrated treatise, *^ Dc 
OrigineMall," on the Origin of Evil ; wbereia 
lie undertook to diow bow all tbe several klnda 
of evil with which the world alwunds are con- 
.«risient with the goodness of God, and may lio 
accounted for without the supposition of an trtk 
principal. Ue died in ITIB. 

KING, Peter, chancellor of England, vadikr 
mous for his eccli>jiiastical learning, aa well aa 
his knowledge in the law, was born in 1689, and 
died in 1734. 

KING, Dr. William, principal of St. Maxv 
Hall, Oxford, and an ingenious theotogtcal and 
political writer, bom In 1685, died in ITtB. 

KING, Sir Edomnd, a surgeon and cbymtalt 
esteemed by Charles If., whom be attended ia 
his last illness. 

KING, John G'«n, D. D., F. R. and A. 8. 9., 
author of " Tbe Rites and Ceremonies of tbe 
Greek Church in Russia," Sec., died in 1767. 

KING, Edward, F. R. and A. 8. 8., an emK 
nent En^lsh antiquary, poet, and biblical critict 
author of ** Monels of Criticism,** aod other 
works, born in 1735, died In London, In 1807. 

KLNG, Thomas, a very eminait comedian, 
who continued 4S years an ornament of the 
English 8tage| waa bom in London, In 1730, and 
first appeared at Dmry-lane Theatre, In 174A. 
His first eanya being passed over wttboucnotire, 
he repaired to Bath, and afterwards to Ireland, 
where he rapidly accomplished himself in bis 
profession. He was recalled to Divry-lane stage 
in the year 1740, when be was icceived as one 
of the first comic perflirmers of tbe day. For 
forty years, he was constantly befbre the public ; 
and tlioee who recollect bis Lord Oglebyt 1^^' 
Peter Teazle, T<mo, Praas, and Lissardo, must 
be rather fastidious ja their reception of anT 
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>r in ibose parti, finally quitted tli« itage 
In IdOL In private life, he waa full of whim, 
aiiecdote, aud pleasantry ; and hfa general con- 
duct bore, even on the most tryinf oecaslona, 
tbe etampof the strictest Integrity. Hia actlM 
was ebaracterised by a union of chastenesa with 
▼ttfour, which always produced the moat ad- 
■uraMe effect. Mr. Rlnc died In 1805. 

KING, Gdward, an eminent and learned Enc- 
Hch antiquarian, and fellow of tbe Royal Sod- 
ttty. Slc : he died in 1807. 

KIXS£Y, James, LL. D., a member of Oon- 
■resa irom New- Jersey, In 1774, and afterwards 
cti)«r jostlce of that state ; he died in 1808. 

KIPPINGIDS, Henry, a sub-rector of Bremea 
CJniremity, and an author, died in 1878. 

KIPPIS, Dr. Andrew, a very celebrated Eng- 
tbfi bioforapher, being the principal author and 
conductor of tiie second edition of the " Blo- 
graphia Briuanica," was born in 1725. His 
father, a respectable tradesman, dying in the 
year 1730, be went to reside with his grand- 
father, Andrew Kippis. of Seaford, In Lfncoln- 
abire, and received h(s classical education at 
tbe grammar school in that town. In 1741, he 
rtmoved to Xorthampton, and commenced his 
academical studies under Dr. Doddridge. After 
a realdence of five years at the academy, he was 
iavited by several congregations to become their 
aunlater, but gave the preference to an Inviia- 
don ftom Boston and Lincolnshire, where he 
went to reside In September, 1746. Here he 
cootinuod four years; and in November, 17S0, 
aeenpied tbe pastoral charge of a congregation 
at Dorkirig, in Surrey. The congregation meet- 
ing in Princes-street, Westminster, having been 
wnbout a minister about two years, be was 
dioaen. In June, 1753, to succeed ihe Rev. Dr. 
Obadiaii Hughes. In September following, be 
married, at Boston, Miss Elizabeth Bott ; and 
In tiie month of October fixed his residence in 
Westminster. In Juno, 1767, he received the 
decree of D. D. from the university of Edin- 
burgh, on the unsolicited rccommendatiou of the 
late learned professor Robcrtton. Tiie interests 
of literature, science, and religion, have re- 
ceived from the exertion of his talents as a 
writer the meet essential advantages. Mis first 
•tfbrts in literature were made in tbe ** Gentle- 
man's Magazine ;'* a periodical publication cal- 
led the " Library:** and the*' Mnathly Review:" 
ro each of which he contributed many impor- 
tant articles, especially In tlie historical and 
pltilologicaJ departmenti) of the last. His im- 
proved edition of Dr Doddridge's Lectures is a 
%rurlt of great value ; and ** The History of 
Knowledge, Learning, and Tasts, In Great Bri- 
tain,** prefixed to tbe IVew Annual Register, 
merits, and has received, the approbation of the 
public. 8« pnbtished, at different times, several 
oiniele sermons entitled to very high praise. The 
greater part of these he republished, with other 
practical discourses, In tbe year 17M; but the 
work which, next to the studies Immediately 
connected with his office as a Christian minister, 
ensased his principal attention, and by which 
h«' will everlM distinguished, is the ** Biogra- 
phia Britannica.** This great narional publi - 
rattan has given him a high rank ani6ng the 
literati of hb country, and will carry down his 
name with dbitinguished reputation to posterity. 
Thiscreat and good man dfed in 1795. 

KIRBV, John Joshua, an artist, bom In 1716, 
was orfginallv a house painter at Ipswich. In 
J7.>4 he pnbltohcd Dr. Brook Taylor's " Method 
•f PcrsiHirtlv^ mode aiw-** Ky the favour o^ 
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lord Bute, be became cleifc of tbe works at Kew ; 



and In 1761 pabliahed. at the king's expense, 
*' The Penpective of Aichitectore.*^ Mr. Kirby 
was a member of tiie Royal aud Amiquarlaa 
Societies, and died In 1774. 

KIRBY, Epbraim, a native of Connaettcat, 
wasthe first reporter of law cases and declsiona, 
In the United States. He was afterwardM a 
Judge of tbe district conn of theU. 8. at New- 
Orleans, and died In 1804. 

KIRCH, Mary Margaret, a native of Leipste. 
She waa much attached to astronomical studies, 
and In 170S, discovered a comet, on which she 
published observations ; she died In 1790. 

KIRCHER, Athanasios, a famous German 
phikwopher, and mathematician, bom in 1601, 
died in 1680, after having published IB vols, tn 
folio, II in 4to., and 3 in 8vo. His works are 
rather curious than useful, savouring much of 
vision and Ikocy. 

KIRCHER, Conrad, of Augsburg, known for 
his Greek concordance of the Old Testament, 
in 1608. 

KIRCHMAN, a learned German, died at Lu< 
beck, In 1643. 

KIRCHMAN, N., an eminent professor of 
philosophy at Petersburg^ was unfortunately 
killed while making expenmenta on electricity, 
In 1758. 

KIRCHMATER, John Gasper, professor of 
logic, at Wittemberg. He was a learned man, 
publiabed valuable commentaries, and died in 
700. 

KIRK. Colonel, an English oflteer In th« 
service or James il., who distiuguisht.'d himself 
by bis crueltv. 

KIRKLAND, Dr. Thomas, an eminent phy- 
sician and writer on surgery, bora in 17)1, died 
10 1798. 

KIRKLAND, Samuel, a missionary among 
the Seneca Indians for 40 years ; be died at 
Paris. New-York, In IflOS. 

KIRSTENIUS, Peter, a German physician, 
author of an " Arabic Grammar,,** and of se- 
veral other works in Arabic, born in I.TTT, died 
in 1640. It is observed in bis epitaph, that be 
understood W languages. 

KIRSTENIUS, George, a native of Stettist, 
eminent as a botanist, died In 1660. 

KIRWAN, William, dean of Killala, a dis- 
tinguished ornament of the church, was origi- 
nally a Romish priest ; but became a zealous 
adherent and powerful supporter of the pro- 
testant faith. He was certainly one of the roost 
popular orators that ever appeared in the puipit, 
and no man ever made a more powerful impres- 
sion on his audience. He was at al I ti mes n:ady 
to exert his great powers In forwarding the ob- 
jects of benevolence ; many of them owe ex- 
istence and prosperity to his unparalleled exer- 
tions. He was bom about 1754, and died near 
Dublin, in 1805. 

KL \PROTH, Martin Henry Yon, professor 
of chymistry at Berlin, and an eminent writer 
on that science, died in 1817. 

KLEBER, I. R., a fhmous feneral In the 
French revolutionary' army, was bom at Straa 
burg, in 1750. He accompani<>d Buonaparte 

to EgyP^i '^^ ^^ ^ ^i<" ^^^ ^ command 
there on his departure. Kleber afterwards 
captured Cairo, and formed an alliance with 
Murat Bey. In ISOOhe wa^s assassinated by an 

Arab. 

KLEnn*, EwaM Chri<itian de, dlstmgiilsliM 
as an offic<>r in the Pnix<*inn <^rvice, and as a 
Doei. Hcwaskillcdinbartle,in 17.%). 
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KL(NG8TA.0T, a painter, tmrn ai Ripa, 
whose piecM were exquuritely fiiitobed ; be died 
In 1724. 

KLOCKER, David, a painter, liberally patro- 
nlaed by the king of Sweden, died In 10U8. 

KL0P8T0CK. Frederick Theophllas, a very 
celebrated German poet,bom in 17^,died in 1803. 
His " Meuiah,^ by which bis name is chiefly 
Immortalized, was published at Uaile, in 1751. 
He was likewise author of three tragedies, 
called '^The Death of Adam;" ''Solomon;*' 
and " David.*' His funeral was eondacted with 
extraordinary pomp ; being attended by the sen- 
ate of HauimirKh, the diplomatic body, the cler- 
gy, men of letters, and merchaotH,. in a proces- 
sion of 7G coaches: at Altona, it was joined by 
50 more carriages to the village of Ottensen, 
where he was buried with all the most honour- 
able ceremonies that could be devised. 

KNAPTON, George, a portrait painter, and 
keeper of the king's pictures, died in 1778. 

KNBLLER, Sir GodOev, au eminent painter, 
born at Lubec,about 1648. His great patron In 
England was Charles II. ; but after Uie deatl. of 
thai monarch, he was well received by king 
James and his queen, and constantly employed 
by tliom until the Revolution. It is very re- 
naarkble of this painter that he had the honour 
to draw 10 crowned heads ; 4 kings of Rnnlaiid 
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^ike Luther, one of those extraordinary pexiOM^ 
of whom few, if any, are observed tospeafc with 
sufficient temper ; all is either extravagant en- 
comium or senseless invective. After iiu death« 
came out a " History of the Reformation with- 
in the realm of Scotland,*' Ibc, to which are aub- 
joined all his other works. 

KNOX, John, many years a bookaoUer of 
eminence in London, who devoted the tor- 
lune he acquired in this businesa to the im- 
provement of his country, in the planning a 
herring fishery, and the settlement of new 
towns on the north east of Scotland. He visit- 
ed and explored that kingdom 16 times in SI 
years, beginnifng In 1764 ; and, in two volumes, 
gave a systemaUc view of Scotland in general ; 
he died in 1790. 

KNOX, Vicesimus, D. D., a learned divine 
and miscellaneous writer, born In 1752. At tbe 
death of his father, he was eltscted, in hifi room, 
master of Tunbridge school, where be presided 
33 years ; retiring from it in 181S, and being 
himself succeed^ 1^ his son, tbe present mas- 
ter. The duties of a parish priest be discliai*- 
I'd for nearly forty years, with a zeal and ablfi- 
ty perha{is never surpassed ; scarcely, during 
til at long period, requiring any assistance in tba 
^icrrarinance of the chui cTi service. He .died aft 
hia son's, in 18S1. His prnicipal works are.

KNIGHT, Dr. Samuel, archdeacon of Berks, 
and author of " Lives of Erasmus and Dean 
Colet,*' died in 1746. 

KNOLLES, Sir Robert^ a very eminent gene- 
ral, who rose by degrees from the rank of a pri- 
vate, and with 30,000 men In the wars of Ed- 
ward III., marched to the gates of Paris. Re- 
turning home, laden with wealth and honours, 
he founded Rochester bridge. 

K NOLIiES, Richard, author of " The Gene- 
ral History of the Turks, from the tieginning of 
that Nation to the rising of tlie Ottoman fami- 
tv," ft.c., which has immortalized his name. He 
died in 1610, leaving behind him tbe character of 
a Judicious, learned, and worthy man. 

KNOLLIS, Francis, an English statesman, 
distinguished for his zeal in the cause of refor 
inaiion. He was one of the commissioners at 
tho trial of Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 
1596 

KNORR VON ROSENROT, ChrisUan, a 
Isarned German, died in 1689. 

KNOTT, Edward, an English Jesuit, was pro- 
fessor in tbe English college at Rome ; he died 
in 1655-6. 

KNOWLER, William, an English divine 
and translator of Ghrysostom's Comment, died 
in 1767. 

KN0WLE9, Thomas, an Englishman, ail 
able divine, and an author, died in 1802. 

KNOWLTON, Thomas, an English bota- 
nist, died in 1783. 

KNOX, John, an eminent Scottish minister, 
a chief instrument and promoter of the reforma- 
tion in that country, and a steady aiul undaunt- 
ed patriot In the worst of timep, born In 1505, 
and died in UTS. As to his character, be was, 
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KNOX, Hugh, D. D., an eminent consrega^ 
lioual cler|{yiriau at the island of St. Croix, 
vvlu:re he died after a long and useful HlCj at 
a very advanced age. 

KNOX, Henry, a distinguished officer of tbe 
revolution, was commander of the artillery nn* 
itil the capture of Cornwallis, after which bm 
was made a major general in the array. He wsa 
afterwards secretary at war, under Washing* 
ton, and died in 1810. 

KN UPPER, Nicholas, a native of LeipsiCf 
eminent nn a painter, died in 1660. 

KNUZEN, Matthias, a celebrated atliebt, 
born in Holsiein, about 1650. He was tbe only 
person on record who Qp<:nly taught atheism ; 
and he undertook long journe>'8 on purpose to 
make proselytes. His followers, were called 
consclenciari*e8,becau8e tliey asserted that there 
was no other god, no other religion, no other 
lawful magistracy, than consci*tnce. 

KNUZEN, Martin, professor of philoaophy at 
KoninKsbere, died in 1751. 

KNVGUTON, Henry, author of a cfaronicte 
of tlie English history, and of the deposition of 
Richard HI. 

KOEBE6ER, WIncesIaus, a native of Ant 
werp, and eminent as a painter, died in 1604. 

KOEMPFER, Engelbert, an eminent German, 
botanical writer, and author of a " Bistoiy 
of Japan," born in 1651, died in 1716. 

ROENIG, Daniel, a Swiss, who translated 
iato Latin, Arbutbnot's Tables of Ancient 
Coins, published in 1750. 

KOENIG, Samuel, professor of philosophy 
and natural law at Franeker, and librarian 
to the stadtholder, and the princess of Orange. 
He was author of several works; and died 
in 1757, with the character of being on« of the 
best mathematicians of the age. 

KOENIG, George Matthias, a learned Ger^ 
man, born in 1616, died in 1699. He was vrtO 
versed in tba belles lettres, In divinity, and to 
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tlieerieotal languages, and gave several public 
■pednaem of lila learnloe; but is principally 
Iniowa by a work entitled '* BibliotUeca veius 
ct nova,** 4to. This la a biocraphical diction- 
ary, wbkh baa been very useml to otber Mogra- 
pbera. 

KOERTON, Joanna, a native of Amsterdam, 
celebrated for Ingenuity and taste in embroidery, 
drawing, and water colours ; she died in 1715. 

KOETS« Roelof, a German painter. It is 
■aid bis portraits amounted to 5000, and all of 
lliem superior. He died in 1725. 

KOLLOCK, Henry, D. D., an eminent pres- 
byte/lan cler^man, profeasor of theolo^ In 
rrinceloa college, New-Jeraey, afterwards pas- 
tor of a churcb in Savannab, Georgia, died in 
1B19. 

KONI6, George M attbias, a learned German, 

BDofeasor of poetry and of Greek, at Altdorf. 
e was an able scholar, and died in 1699. 

KONIG, Emanuel, a physician, of Basil, pub- 
Uahed various works, and died in 1731. 

KO&NMANN, Henry, a German lawyer and 
Mihor, in tbe beginning of the 17th century. 

KORTHOLT, Chriatian, profeasor of dlvini- 
Ij at Keil, died in 1094. 

KORTHOLT, Christian, grandson of the 
{(receding, and profeaaor of theology at Gottin- 
fen, pubUabed Leibnita*a Latin letters, and died 
In 1751. 

KOSCIUSKO, Thaddeua, a famous Polish 
feneral, was bred ai Warsaw, and served in 
the American war as aid-de-camp to general 
Washington. He afterwards headed the Poles 
In tJielr reaiatance to Russian oppression, but in 
Tain ; he was severely wounded and made pri- 
•Qoer by the Roasians, who, however, treated 
Irim with great respect, and the emperor Paul 

Eve him an estate. He died in Switzerland, 
1817; 

KOTTER, Christopher, a fanatic, who lived 
At Sprottow ; be died In 1647. 

KOTTERITS, Christopher, a tanner, of SHe- 
ala, and one of the three fanatics whose visions 
were pabllabed at Amsterdam in 1657, with tbe 
following dtle, "Lux in Tenebria.'* He died 

KOTZEBUE, Attgustoa Von, born at Wel- 
fltar, in 1761. He was intended for the profes- 
•ioB of tbe law; but the drama had more at- 
tractions for hini, and he wrote numerous plays, 
the beat of which have been translated. His 
"Stranger," "Lover's Vows," and "Pizarro,' 
jbave had great success Kotzebue was assas- 
■inated, in 1819, by a fanatical student of Jena, 
«amed Bandt, who then subbed himself, but 
fecovered from his wounds, and suffered de- 
capiti^on for the murder. 

kOUCK, Peter, a Dutchman, and principal 
Mloter to Charles V., died in 1550. 

KOULI KHAN, Thames, alias NADIR 
BCIIAH, bom in 1687, in the province of Che- 
raaan. In Penla. He was the son of the govor- 
nor of a Persian fortress ; and engaging in the 
■erviee of the Schah Thamaa, whose throne 
Bschref, a uaurper, poaaeased, and had lorded 
It over tbe Persians for five years with the ut- 
■KM bari>arity, the sophi gave him at length 
Ibe command of his array. The new general 
entirely defeated Eschref, conducted Schah 
Tbamaa In triumph to Ispahan, and catabUsbed 
Mm upon the throne of bis anceetoia. Ee- 
ebref^ having got together hia treasures and bia 
womeB, Had toward Candahar with 10,000 men. 
Kooli Khan, at the head of 15,000 men, went 
III wnwilc or Urn, and ncomiaendcd It lo the 



king to go agalnat the Turks with the rest of 
bis army; assuring htm that, as soon as he 
had secured Eschref, he would fly to bis assist- 
ance. KooH Khan at last came up with the 
usurper, and prepared for an engagement which 
was very soon decisive. The Aghwans, sur 
rounded, were either cut to pieces or taken : 
Bschref was among the prisoners, and all hi» 
treasures fell into the hands of the victor. 
Kouli Khan ordered both his eyes to be put out, 
and some davs after had him beheaded. He 
then hastened back to succour the sophi, whoa 
he supposed to be engaged with the Turks ; but 
waa surpriaed to find, when he came near Ispa- 
han, that be had concluded a peace with the 
Porte, disbanded his army, and sent him orders 
to do the Kama. These orders he received with 
indignation, exclaiming against the ignominious 
peace and his effeminate prince, inntead of 
disbanding hia army, which now consisted of 
70,000 men, he marched with it to Ispahan, 
seized the Bchah Thamas, imprisoned him in a 
strong fortress, and in an assembly of the chief 
men of Persia got him deposed, and his son, an 
hifknt six months old, proclaimed Schah, by tbe 
name of Schah Abbad III. In bis name, Koull 
Khan assumed to himself the sovereign power, 
and presently iasued a maoifcato disclaiming 
the late peace with the Turks. After having 
recovered all that had been taken from Persia, 
he concluded a peace with the Ottoman Porte in 
1738. Tbe following year, the young Schah 
Abbas died, and KouH Khan procured himself 
to be proclaimed bis successor. As be thought 
war would be a better prop to hia throne than 
peace, he immediately carried hia victorious 
arms against the Mogul, and in one abigle bat- 
tle conquered almoat all that empire. In this 
expedition he killed 900,000 people ; and brought 
away a treaaure worth about 145 millions, in 
which was the imperial throne, set with dia- 
monds of an Immense value. Taking from the 
Mogul all the country that lay between the foi^ 
mer limita of Persia and the fndus, and aubda- 
ing the whole country of the Usbeck, he vast- 
ly enlarged the bounds of his empire ; but he 
now fell into a state which seemed to border 
upon distraction: he attempted to change the 
religion of Persia to that of Omar ; hanged up 
the chief priests; pot his own son to death; 
and was guilty of such crueltv, that be was aa- 
sassinatea in 1747, in his 60th year; having 
reigned above 90 years over one of tbe moat 
powerful empires on the globe. 

KKACHENINNIKOVV, Stephen, a Ruaaian 
naturalist, professor of bouny and natural falt- 
tory, at Petersburg, died in 1755. 

KRANTZ, Albert, a famous historian and 
divine, professor of divinity, at Rostock, and 
author of several learned works, died in 1574. 

KRAU3B, Francis, a German, eminent aa a 
historical painter, died in 1754 

KRESA, Father, confessor to the king of Bo- 
hemia, died in 1715. 

KRUOER, John Chriatian, author of poema 
and comedies, died at Hamburgh, tu 1750. 

KUHLM.\N, Qnlrlnus, a famous fanatic, 
bom at Breslaw. He was at last burnt at Moe- 
cow, in 1689, for some seditious prophecies. 

KUIINIUS, Jachim, a learned native of 
Pomerania, and principal of the college of Oc- 
lingen ; be acquired great celebrity by bis pub- 
lications, and died in 1697. 

KUICK, John Van, a painter, of Dordt, ac- 
cused of hereay, was cruelly burnt by the Jcaultfl 
in 1S7S

KUYP, Jacob, an eminent landwapa painter, 
at Dotdt, flourished about 1643. 

KUYP, or CUYF, Albert, a very eminent 
landscape painter, was bom at Dordt, in IfiCXi. 
The time of liis death is uncertain. 

KYD, Thomas, an Enslish dramatic writer in 
tbe reign of queen Eiixaoeth. 

KYDERMINiSTER, Ricbaid, abbot and his- 
torian, of tbe Benedictine convent of Win- 
chombe, died in 1531. 

KYNESTON, John, an English divine, who 
gained great reputation by a Latin oration, 
which he pronounced ; he died in 1783. 

KYN WELMAR8II,FranciB, an Ensllahmau, 
who wrote some poetry in the 16th cciitnry. 

KYRLB, John, the celebrated Man of Ross, 
as Pope calls liim in hbi poem *' On the Use of 
RicliBS.*' He possessed asmaU estateof SOOL a 
year at Ross, and literally became, as the poet 
ainfSB, a blessing to the whole oonunitnity. He 
died in 1794, at tbe age of 90.

LAB ADI£, John, a celebrated French entbu 
•last, bora in 1610, died fat 1674. 

LABAT, John Baptist, a celebrated traveller 
and missionary, of the order of fit Domiiuc, 
bom at Paris in 1663, died in 1738.

Xi ABEO, Qutntua Fabtns, a Roman consul of 
Uteraiy talents. 

LABEO, Antistius,a Roman lawyer who op- 
posed the goverament of Augustus. 

LABERIUS, an ancient Roman knight in tbe 
lime of Julius Cesar, who eicellod in writing 
mimes, or little satirical productions for the 
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jABOUREUR, John la, a Frenchman^ who 
from a gentleman's servant rose to become al- 
moner to the king. He wrote several works,and 
died in 1675. 

LACARRT, Giles, a French Jesuit, and profes- 
•or of the(4ogy, wrote some useful works, and 
died in 1684. 

LA COLONIE, John Blartln de. served In the 
Austrian army, and rose to tbe rank of marshal 
kedledinl7». 

LACOMBE, Jwnea. a French historian, bom 
InlTM. ! 

LAOOlffBB DB PREZEL, Honore, brother 
•f the preceding, author of several dictionaries. 

LACTAWTIUS, Firmian, or Lucius Cadlus 
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churclL He is the most eloquent of all the eo- 
clesiastieal Latin autbora, and wrote In such t 

tmre, smooth, and natural style, and so much 
u the taste and manner of the Roman orain^ 
that he to generally distingniabed by the title oi 
" The Christian Cicero." 

LACY, John, an aeior and dramatic writai 
of some enilncnce, in tlie re^i of Cliarles XL 

LACYDAd, a Greek philosopher, of Cyrene, , 
who was tenderly attached to a fairouritegona^ 
died 913 B. C. 

LADISLAU0 1, succeeded to the Hungarian 
throne In 1077. He was an able politician, a 
brave general, and a pious man ; he won canon 
l£od in 1196. 

LADISLAU8 HI., king of Hungary, a liceo 
tions monarch, who was assassinated in IttO. 

LADISLAUS IV., grand duke of Lithuania, 
and king of Poland, was made king of Hungary, 
in 1440. He was defeated and oialn in battle 
with the Turks, in 1444. 

LAD18LAU8 V., succeeded Ladislaus IV. 
It to said he was poisoned by tbe Hussites, 
whose sect he persecuted. 

LADISLAUS VI., son of the king of Poland, 
raised to the throne of Hungary, in 1490, had a 
turbulent reiffn. and died in 1560. 

LADI8LAUS, or LAUNCELCVT, the Llbe> 
ral and Victorious, count of Provence, succeed' 
ed lito fatlier, as king of Naples, in 1386w Hto 
right to the throne was disputed, and bo died 
in 1414, after a turbulent reign. 

LADISLAUS I., kins of Poland, suceaeded 
to the throne in 1061. He was fond of pea ce, 
but brave In war : he died In 1103. 

LADISLAUS IT., king of Poland, succeeded 
bis fkther, Bolislaus, In ll.'Hl ; be made war 
against bis brotliers, and waa at laat baniahdi 
from the throne, and died in 1159. 

LADISLAUS III., king of Poland, in 1391^ 
oppressed his people so that they revolted, and 
placed Wenceslaus on the throne, after whose 
death Ladiitlaus was replaced on the throne, 
and governed with Justice and OMderMioD. Ba 
died in 1333. 

LADISLAUS v., suraamed Jagellon, grand 
duke of Lithuania,obtained the crown of Poland 
in 1386, by marriage. Hto reign was mild bat 
vigorous, and he died in 1434, highly rfapeded. 

LADISLAUS VI., kina of Poland, aoo of 
Ladtolaus V., was dukeoiLithiiania, aad king 
of Hungary. 

LADISLAUS, Biffismvnd.Vn., kinj|arP»- 
land and Sweden, after the death of hli taihttf 
In 1638. He defeated the Turks in vaitona bat- 
tles, and died in 1648.

LAET. John de, a native of Antwerp, and 
author or some useful works, died in 1640. 
[ LiEVINUS, Torrentinus, commonly called 
Vander Bekin, was a native of GhaoL Ha 
went as ambassador to Pbillp n., of Spain, 
founded the Jeauit's coUege at Lcuvsine, and 
died in 1595.

LAGERLOOP, Peter, professor of eloquence 
tt Upaal, author of the ancient and modern iila- 
torlen oi Northern Europe ; he died in 1599. 

LA6NY. Tlramas Fantet sieur de, a French 
SMB, memoer of the academy of sciences at 
Paris, and author of several works ; lie died in 
1734. 

LAGRANGE^oseph Lewis, an emlnentma- 
Ihematleian, of Turin, afterwards professor of 
Ibe Norman and Polytechnic sdiools at Paris ; 
ke died in 1813. 

L A6UNA, Andrew, a Spanish physician, and 
ftironrite of Charles v.. died in 1560. 

LAHARPE DEB UTINS. N., a native of 
Yaoz, dlsdncuished himself in the Freneh army 
of Italy, under Buonaparte, and was Icilled in

LAHBALLE, Marie Tberese Looise, of Sa- 
voy Carignan, princess of, wife of the duke of 
Bourbon Penlhievre, ardently attached to the 
French queen, for which siie was inhumanly 
murdered, in ITBS, by the tyfants of the French 
revolution. 

LAMBECIUS, Peter, a learned German, and 
rector of the university of Hamburgh. He re- 
nounced protestantism for popery, and died Ia 
1660. 

LAMBERT, John, a general in Cromweirs 
army, memorable fot having opposed Oliver's 
acceptance of the crown, died aoMit 1670. 

LAMBERT, Anne Therese, maiquise de, a 
most ingenious French lady, bom at Paris, in 
1647, died in 1733, having been the author of 
some very pleasing moral productions, wbidi 
have been collected and printed in S volumes. 

LAMBERT, Claude Francis, a French e^ 
clesissiic, and an author, died in 1763. 

LAMBERT, Daniel, remarkable for havinc 
greatlv exceeded the ordinary dimensions or 
mankind, was born at Leicester, in 1770, and died 
atSumford, in 1809. He had exhibited himietf 
in Picadilly two or three yean before his dearh ; 
not long before which event, on being weighed, 
he was found to be 58 stone 11 lbs. in weight 
(14 lbs. to the stone,) which is 10 stone 11 IM. 
more than the great Mr. Bright, of Essex, ever 
weighed. His ooAn was 6 feet 4 Inches long, 
4 feet 4 inches wide, and f feet 4 inches deep, 
and consisted of 118 superficial feet of eltt 
timber.

LAINEZ, Alexander, a French poet, whose 
pieces possc so great elegance, died in 1700. 

LAINES^ James, a Spaniard.the successor of 
Loynla, asgeaeral of the Jesuits ; he was at the 
coiinell of Trent, and died in 1565. 

LAIN6, Malcom, a Scottish historian, bom 
hi Orkney, in 1768. He published a " History of 
Scoclaad," ehieily distinguished by itspartiali- 
^, and to hostility to the character of the un- 
lortattate queen Mary. His last literary under- 
taking was an edition of Ossian's poems, the au- 
thenticity of which, he demolished by a pre- 
Hmtaanr dissertation. Mr. Lalng lied in 1819. 

LAIRE, Francis Xavier, a learned French 
author, died at Sens, In 180O. 

LAIRESSE, Gerard, an eminent Flemish 
Mintor and engraver, bom at Liege, in 1640. 
The Holhmders esteem him the best history 
painter of thdr country, and commonly call him 
their aeeond Raphael; Hemskirkis their first. 
Be died in 1711. 

LAIS, a courtezan, of soeh reimwn In anti- 
ouity, that, like Homer, several cities claimed 
the gtery of her Urth ; but that honour is most 
general^ given to Hyceara, a city of Sicily. 
Retiring to Tbessaly, she fell a sacrifice to the 
envy and Jealously excited by her beauty ; fbr 
her rivals, seeing themselves eclipsed, became 
desperate, and, having conducted her into the 
temple of Venus, there stoned her to death, 
340B.C. 

LAKE, Arthur, an Enfflishprelato, respected 
an amiable man, died In 1686. 

LALANDE, Michael Richard de, a cele- 
brated French musician and composer, died in 
17». 

LALANDB, Jeeepb Jerome Francis, a most 
e«dehrated astronomer of France, bom in 1733. 
Bis principal worlcs are. ** Connoissance du 
"Tour in Italy," and a valuable 
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throogb the crowd to eooM up to her nuuenty, 
who WM then walking iu bar garden, ibe chan- 
ced to drop one of the pietola. This being aeen 
by the guards, the was eeized, iu order to be 
sent immediately to priion, but the queen not 
anspecting her to be one of her own sex, had a 
mind flrat lo examine her. Accordingly, de- 
manding her name, MNintry, and quality, Mar- 
garet replied with an unmoved steadiness, ^* Ma- 
dam, though I appear in this habit, I am a wo- 
maii; my name is Margaret Lambrun ; I was 
several years in the service of queen Mary, my 
mistress, whom 3rou have so unjustly put to 
death : and by her death you have also caused 
that of my husband, who died of grief to see so 
Innocent a queen perish so Iniquitously. Now, 
as I had the greatest love and aflTectioo for both 
those personages, I resolved, at the peril of my 
life, to revenge their death by killing you, who 
are the cause of both.*' The queen pardoned 
her, and granted her a safe conduct till she 
should be set upon the coast of France. 

LAME, Bernard, a pbilosupher of a noble 
family of Mons ; he was a warm admirer of 
the principles of Descartes, and died in ITU. 

LAMI, Dom. Francis, a French writer, who 
distinguished hiouelf against Spinosa ; he died 
in 1711. 

LAMI, John, ecclesiastical professor at Flo- 
fence, was a facetious and agreeable man, and 
died in 1774. 

LAMIA, a celebrated Grecian courtezan, 
■ome time mistress to Ptolemy I., king of Egypt 

LAMOIGNON, Christian Francis de, advo- 
cate-general and president of the parliament, of 
Paris, died in 1677. 

LAMPE, Frederic Adolphus, rector of Bre 
men unlveraity, and an author, died in 1739. 

LAMPLU6M, Thomas, an Englishman, and 
mrcbbisbop of York. He crowned king Wll 
liam, after exhorUng the people to adhere to 
James n., he died In 1891. 

L AMPRIDPJS, JSlius, a Latin historian, who 
flourished under the emperors Dioclesian and 
Constantine, in the 4th century. We have of 
his writing the lives of four emperors, viz. 
Oommodua, Antoninus, Diadumenus, and He- 
UcurabaluB. 

LAMPRIDIUB, Benedict, a Latin poet, of 
Cremona, died in 15M. 

LANA, Francis de, a Jesuit, of Brescia, bom 
In 1637. From his works, it appears that he 
bad an idea of aerostation prior to Montsolfier. 

LANCASTER, James, a celebrated English 
navigator, died in 1098. 

LANCASTER, Nathaniel, D. D., an Eoglish 
divine and an author, died in 1775. 

LANCELOT, Clande, a native of Parts, and 
tutor to the prince of Conti, was a Benedictine 
monk, and the author of several works; he 
died in 1650. 

LANCELOTTI, John Panl, «n Italian, em- 

Itloyed by pope Panl IV., to compile the canon 
aw- he died in 1591. , 

LANCJEAN, Reml, the most eminent of 
Vandyck's pupils, died in 1671. 

LANCTSf, John Maria, an eminent Italian 
physician and anatomist, bom at Rome, in 1654, 
died in 1730. 

LANORET, Nicholas, a famous French 
painter, bora at Parts, in 1690, died in 1743. 
There are a great many prints after his paint- 
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lANCRINCK, Prosper Henrlcus, an excel- 
lent landscape painter in the English school, 
torn at Antwerp, in IfliB, died in 1003. His 
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style was agreeable, and imitative of Titfan and 
Salvator Rosa. 

LAN DA, Catherine, a learned lady. aMtbor 
of an elegant Latin ietiar tu Peter BesriBn, dM 
in 1596. 

LANDEN,John, bora in Northamptonshlret 
in 1719, died in 1790, having written lar«dr •■ 
mathematics, and advanced that sc 
siderablv by Ms studies and experisaeats. 

LANblNI, Christopher, a learned ~~ 
of tl>e 15th century. 

LANDO, Hortenaio, an Italian pbysidaa, of 
the 16th century, who wrote several wotin' 

LANOO, Bassiano, a phvsician, of Padaa,a»- 
thor of some medical works, was assaariahted 
in 1563. 

LANDRI, bishop of Paris, and foeadv of 
the hospital called Hotel de Dieu, died about 
666. 

LANE, Jane, a female of extraordinafj sa- 
gacity and spirit, who assisted in the eseapeand 
preservation of Charles II., after the battle of 
Worcester, and was amply rewarded at the 
restoration. Charies (discutsod in her Ihthai's 
livery) rode before her on horaebackfrom Bemr 
leyHalltoStaffonlshiie, to Mr. Noiton's near 
Bristol. 

LANFRANC, John, an Italian painter; be 
excelled chiefly in fresco, and died 1647. 

LANFRANC, a physician, of Milan; be 
restored surgery to a regular and respeciahia 
system, and died in 1300. 

LANFRANC, archbishop of Caoferbny 
in the reign of William I., died in 1089. He in- 
built the cathedral of Canterbury, and has tba 
character of a great statesman, as w^ as a 
leamedprelate. 

LANFRANCO, Giovanni, an eminent Ital- 
ian painter, dtociple of the Carracci, bom ia 
1581, died in 1647. 

LANG, John Michael, professor of divinity 
at Altorf, died in 1731. 

LANGALIERB, PhiUp de Gentils, marquis 
de, distinguished himself in the service of 
France during 30 years. He was afterwards 
in the service of the emperor, and kbig of Po- 
land, vad died in 1717. 

LANGBAINB, Gerard, an English writer, 
who acquired literary celebrity by bb edition of 
Longlnus ; he died in 1657. 

LANGBAINB, Gerard, bora fa 1656, was au- 
thor of " An account of the Engiish Dra»atie 
Poets,** which has been of great use to later bio- 
graphers ; he died in 1693. 

LANGDALE, Marmaduke. an EngKshnian 
of great courage, who espoused the royal eanse 
la the rebellion ; he died in 1681. 

LAN6D0N, Samuel, D. D., minister of a 
church in Portsmouth, New- Hampshire, and 
afterwards presideat of Hsrvard college; be 
died in 1797. 

LANGDON, John, LL. D., an active and 
powerful advocate of the revolntioB, waa a 
member of Congress In 1775, and afterwards a 
member of the convention which formed the 
federal constitution, a senator in Congress, and 
governor of the state of New-Hampshire ; iw 
died at Portsmouth, in 1819. 

LANGB, Joseph, Greek professor at PrlbutiL 
in 1600 ; he turned cathoUc In the latter part of 
his life. 

L ANGE,€harlef Nteholaa, aSwissnataraibt. 
about 1730. 

LANGE, RodolphQS, eaqon of Monaler, H^ 
tittgulshed himselrasa poet ; be died In 191ft. 

LANGELANDK, Robert, autbvaf **TbaTl 
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■ioiu of Pierc« Plowiuan,** aod one of the most 
aneiMit BngUali poelSt ilourislied about the mid- 
JtotBTibe 14th century. 

LANGHAM, Simon, archbishop of Canter- 
hmj ; be was made ureasarer of Engiand by 
■dwani in., and died in 1376. 

LAIVGHORNE, Or. John, rector of Blagden, 
in Somefsetataire, and author of several literary 
nraductkNis ; among vhieh tlie best known are, 
** Poems,** in 3 vols., "Sermons,** in S vols., 
«* TfaaodosliMaBd Coofltantia," " Fiedericlt and 
Fhanmond, or the Consolations of Human 
life ;*' and a traiMintiooof " Plutarch's Livea.*' 
He waa bom in 1735, and died in 1779. 

LANOIUS, John, of Lawenburg. practised 
phyale at Heideiberg ; he was physician to four 
■n cc eas i ve electors palatine, and died in 1565. 

LAN6LANO, John, principal of Magdalen 
Hall, Oxford, aiad bienop of Lincoln, was a 
popolar premcher and a benoTolent man: he 
di6dlnlM7. 

LANOLE, John Maxfanillan, minister of the 
nformed church at Rouen ; he wrote a defence 
of Charles L, and died in 1674. 

iiANOLE, Samuel de, son of the preceding ; 
on the reTOcatioo of the edict of Nantes, he 
went to England, was made D. D. at Oxford, 
and died in 1609. 

LANGLE V, Batty, an English architect, au- 
tfamrof some useful books, died in 1751. 

LANGTON. John, an English Carmelite 
monk, was at the council of Basil. 

IiANGTON, Stephen, made arehblshop of 
Canterbury by the pope, in the reign of kiiii; 
John, died in 132B. He was one of the moiii 
illustrious men of the age in which be lived, 
Ibr his learning and bis writings. 

LANGUBT, Hubert, a learned Frenchman, 
minister of state to the elector of Saxony, ana 
afterwanb in the service of the prince of Orange ; 
he died la 158L 

LANOUET, John Baptist Joseph, doctor of 
the Sorbonne, the celebrated vicar of St. Sulpice 
at Paris, and one of those extraordinary men 
whom Providence raises up for the relief of the 
Indigent and wretched, for the good of society, 
and the dory of nations, was bom at Dijon, 
June 6, 1667, and died in 1750. 

LAN6U ET, John Joseph, archbishop of Sens, 
a polemical divine, esteemed for his l>enevolence 
and piety ; he died in 1753. 

L.ANtER, a painter, employed by Charles I. 

L.ANNOY, or LAUNOV^, Charles de, an able 
fenenlin the service of the emperor Charles V., 
who took Francis I. prisoner at the battle of 
rnvia ; he died in ISS7. 

LANSBERGHB, Philip, a learned mathe- 
aftatician, of Ghent, and the author of several 
works ;liedied in 1638. 

LAN8D0WNE. See GRANVILLE. 

LANZANO, Andrea, an lulian painter 
who excelled in his art, died in 1713. 

I«ANZI, Lewis,an Italian Jesuit, distinguished 
as an antiqaary. On the suppression of his or- 
der, he was miAle sub-director of the gallery at 
Flonnce. He was author of an essay on the 
TuKaa language, and other works, and died 
In 1810. 

L ANZONT, Joseph, a native of Ferrara, em- 
inent aa a physician, and an antiquary ; he died 
In 1730. 

LAPARELLI, Francie, aa Italian, eminent 
« an architect, mechanic, and engineer. He 
■■iated Michael Angelo in bis designs for St. 
PMer*s church, at Rome, and died in 1590» 

X«APIDE, Cornelius, a French Jesuit, author 
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of 10 vols. Mioy of commentaries on the Scrip 
tares, died in 1637. 

LAPO, Amulpbus dl, a native of Florence, 
known as an able architect, died in 1300. 

LARCUER, Peter Heaiy, a French writer, 
author of a translation of Herodotns, of Xeno- 
pfaoo, itc. ; he died in WISL 

LARDNER, Dr. Nathaniel, a very cmfaient 
dissenting divine, author of " The CredibiUty ' 
of the Gospel History ;" of " The Testimonies 
iof the Andent Jews and Pagans in fttvour of 
ChrisUanity ;'* " Tbe History of HereUcs,** dec. ; 
he waa born in 1684, and died in ITQB. 

LARGILUERE, Nicholas de, a French 

S aimer of great merit He painten portraits of 
ames II., of England, and his queen, and died 
in 1705. 

L.\ROON, MarceHus, a painter, bom at the 
Hague, was celebrated for his a«tonishing cor- 
rectness as a copyist ; he died in 1705. 

LA ERE Y, Isaac de, a French Caivinist,who, 
on the revocation of toe edict of Nantes, fled to 
Holland, and was made historiographer to tbe 
states ; he died in 1719. 

LARROUUB, Matthew de, a French protee- 
tant minister, of deserved popularity ; he died 
in 1684. 

LARROaiTE, Daniel de, son of the preced- 
ing, and author of several works, died in 1731. 

LASCARIri, Constantine, one of those learn- 
ed Greeks who quitted Constantinople upon 
its being taken by tbe Turks in 1453, and took 
refuge in Italy. He was author of a "Greek 
Grammar,** and oilier small works of a simitar 
kind. 

LASCARIS, John, sumamed Rhyndacenus, 
was of the imperial family. He was an admi 
rable scholar, and died in 1535. 

LASCI or L.\SKO, John de, a learned Pole, ' 
made bishop of Vesprim. He declared in fa- 
vour of the reformation, and was dismissed from 
his bishopric ; he died in 1560. 

LA8£.NA,or LASCENA, Peter, a learned 
Italian, and an author, died in 1636. 

LASSELS, Richard, an Englishman, who 
embraced the catholic religions he published 
" travels in Italy,'* and died in 1768. 

LATIMER, Hugli, bishop of Worcester, one 
of the first reformers of the church of Eng- 
land, born In 1470. It is a remarkable circum- 
stance, though not alUigelher without parallel, 
that, from being a papist he became a xealoua 
protestant, active in supporting the reformed 
doctrine, and assiduotts to moke converto. For 
bis aeal, however, in tbe protestant fidth, be 
was, with Ridley, bishop of London, burnt at 
Oxford, in 1555. 

LAUD, William, archMsbop of Canierbnrv 
in the relcn of Charles I., was bom in 1573, 
and beheaded in 1645 for high treason ; he fell 
a sacrifice to party violence, and high church^ 
sentiments. 

LAUDER, William, a native of Scotland, 
memorable for an attempt to rain the reputation 
of Milton ; an attempt which ended in the de- 
struction of his own. He began first to relaH 
part of his design in the Gentleman's Magazine, 
1747; and finding that his forgeries were not 
deteeted, was encouraged, in 1751, to collect 
tbem, with additions, into a volume, entitled 
^' An Essay on Milton's Use and Imitation of 
the Modems in bb Paradise Lost.'* The fideli- 
ty of his q,uotations hod been doubted by seve- 
ral people ; and the falsehood of them was soon 
after itemoiistrated by bishop Douglas, In a 
panipblot entitled, ** Milton vindicated from the 
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.'*hafgo of PlBglftri»m, brought agaiiwt him by 
slander; and Lauder bimseli' convicted of seve- 
*ml Furgt^rit'ti and gross loipositioira on the Pub- 
lic." The appearance of this detection over- 
Hr helmed Laiider with coiifiiiion. Hcsubacribed 
■ confi'wion dictated by Dr. Johnaon ; and, find- 
ing thai bin character wan not to be rctrieTed, 
quitted the Itingdoin, and passed the remainder 
of hia life in univcreal c«Mitenipt. He died at 
fiarbadoes in 1770. Boe DOWLE. 

LAUnOiiN, or LOUDON, Gideon Ernest, 
field- marshal, and commander In chief of llie 
Austrian forcm, itorn io 17t6, died iu 1790. Bo 
high was his ri'patation, that Frederic the Great, 
of Prui^ia, n^sed to say, he feared nobody so 
much as Lnudohn. 

LAl'GIER, Mark Antony, a French Jesoit, 
the author of several wurk«, died iu 17till. 

LAUNAY, Francis de, a French advocate of 
eniinenc4», and an author of law puhlicaiiooB, 
died in lt$U3. 

L.'VUNOI, John de, a leavDcd French writer, 
known for his defence of the rights of tbe Gal- 
ticau church, died in 1G78. 

LAUNOY, Charles de, a French general. 
See L ANNOY. 

LAURA DR NOVES, tbe mlstrefls of Pe- 
trarch, who wrote in her praise 318 sonnets and 
88 songs, most of which breathe the wannest 
spirit of poetry. 8be was bom at AvignoD, 
in 1310, and died In 1348 

LAURATI, Peter, a celebrated Italian pain 
far, who flourislied in the 15th century. 

LAURENS, or LAURENTIU8, Andrew, 
iroftssor of medicine, at Montpelier, and phy- 
lician to Henry IV., died in 1609. 

LAURENS, Honorus, brother of Andrew, 
«n advocate in the parliament of Paris, and af- 
terwards archbishop of Embrun ; he died in 1612. 

LAURENS, Henry, a member of Ckjngress 
.rom South Carolina, and president of that 
0ody In 1777. He was taken prisoner by the 
British, while on his wi^ to Holland, as ambas 
tador from the United States, and conflned in 
the tower, and treated with great rigour until 
1781. On his liberation, he went to France, 
and aAerwards, joined the American ministers 
In signing the treaty with Great Brltau. He 
died in Carolina, in 1792. 

LAURENS, John, son of the preceding, itas 
a distingu lulled officer of the American array, 
during Uie war of the revolution, and rendered 
essential serviees to his country. He was mor- 
tally wonnded in an action with a small party 
of the enemy iu Carolina, and died in ITfS. 

LAURENT, Peter Joseph, a native of Flan- 
ders, celebrated for his astonishing mechanical 
powers ; he died in 1775. 

LAtTRENTtO, Nicholas, a remarkable cha- 
racter in the history of modern Rome, who, al- 
tliougb tbe son of a vintner, rose to the supreme 
power, but was murdered by the populace. 

LAURI, Filippo, an eminent Italian painter, 
born at Rome in 1633, died in lOM. 

LA VATER, Lewis, an ecclesiastic, known fbr 
his abilities as a protestant oontruverslalist, died 
In 1586. 

LAVATER, Jobn Caspar Christian, a Swiss 
divine, of warm fancy, and natural acute- 
ness, by which he was led lo turn his attention 
to the eipression of human sentiment and cha- 
rttAler. He perceived that not only transient 
passion, bnt evf n the more permanent qualities 
of character, are oflen very dlHtinctly expressed ; 
lint carried his observations in this way much 
ibilber than any olher person bad before ad- 
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vanced. Success InHaroed his ImaglnatiMit and 

he became an enthusiast in the study of physl* 
ognomy . The opinions relative to it, whicli te 
propagated, were a medley of acute obsenr«> 
tion, ingenious coi^ecture, and wild rpveiie. 
His booKs, published in the German language^ 
were multijilied by manv editions, and traosi»* 
tions. This amiable clergyman (for socb bt$ 
was,) was bom at Zurich, in 1741, and dia^ 
there in 1801, in consequence of a wound wUcB 
he received from a Franch soldier a twelve 
month before. 

LAVINGTON, Geoim. Wsbon of Exeier 
bora In 1683, and died at Exeter, ui 1762. Ba 
sides sermons, he publlafaed, " The EmhusaasB 
of the Methodists and Papists compared.** 

LAVIROITB, Lewis Anne, a French physi 
cian of eminence, died in 1750. 

LAVOISIER, Antoine Lanraot, a celebrated 
French medical and chymical writer, bora at 
Paris, in 1743, was murdered by the guiUutiue an- 
der tbe execrable tyranny of Robesplcire, with 
27 other farmers-general, in 1794. 

LAW, John, of Edinburgh, a famous pro* 
jector, who raised himself to tbe dignity of com^ 
troller-general of the finances of France, upon 
the strength of a scheme for estaUishlng a baiil^ 
an East- India, and a Mississippi company « with 
the profits of which the national debt of France 
was to be paid oflT; but this areat fabric of falsa 
credit fell to the ground, andf almost overthrew 
tlie French government, raining sooethousanda 
of families ; and it Is remarkable, that the saaia. 
desperate game was played by the South Sea 
directors In England in the same fhtal year, 
1730. Law, being exiled as soon as the credit 
of his projects began to (kil, retired lo Veuica, 
where he died in poverty, in 1729. 

LAW, Edmund, bishop of Carlisle, an eml 
nent theological writer, born in 1703, died in 1787. 

LAW, William, an able English dissenting 
divine, and author of the " Seriooa Call ;'* ha 
died in 1781. 

LAW, Jonathan, a native of Ctmnectlcat, 
was successively a Judge and chief jimlee or 
tbe BU|)erior court, lieutenant-governor, and af 
terwards governor, of that state : he died la 
17.50. 

LAW, Richard, LL. D., an eminent lawyer 
of Connecticut, was for several years, a lodge 
and chief Justice of the supreme court of that 
state, and afterwards Judge of the United States 
district court. He died in 1800. 

LA WES, William, an eminent Engiisb mu- 
sician and composer, was killed at the siege 
of Chester, in tbe army of Charles I. 

LA WES, Hcnrv, his brother, and also a great 
musician, In wlilcii art he is by some tliought to 
have excelled William, was boro at Ballttlmry 
in 1600. and died in lOftS. 

LAWRENCE, Stringer, a distbfigalshed gene* 
ral on the East- India Company's establishment, 
bom in 1007, died in 1775. In gratitude for his emi- 
nent services In the command of their forces on 
the coast of Coromaudel, during a period oi* 90 
years, the Company erected a nmle monmoea* 
to his memoiv in Westminster Abbey. 

LAWRENCE, James, a captain in tbe naT« 
of the United States, distinguished for his bra 
very and skill, was wounded In an action wltl 
the British frigate Shannon, in 1813, and died 
four days afterwards. 

LAWSON, Sir John, captain of a ship In the 
navy of the parliament, and aflerwarm rear- 
admiral under the duhe of York ; he was kill- 
ed la 1605. 
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LAW80N, John, sonreyor general of NorUill being ceniared tad miBpanded for dliobedMne*

LAY, Bei^Jamln, an eoeentrie, but benevolent 
fuiiker, wfao dlatliiguiabed bimtelf by bit deci- 
ded oppoeitfcMi to slavery, and to tbe uae of arti- 
cles of luxury. He was a native of England, 
tut removed to tbe West Indies, and aAerwaids 
•» PhUadelDhta, where he died. 

LAYARD, Cbarlas Peter, an Engliab divine, 
and dean of Bristol ; he died in J80S. 

LAZAKELLl, John Francis, a native of Ga- 
beo, and a poet, died in 1604. 

IJBAKE, Richard, master gunner of England, 
was disUnguisbed for bravery in several naval 
aedoas ; be was bom at Harwich, in 1020, and 
died in ie06 

IjEAKE, Sir John, a brave and sucoessfUl 
English admiral, bom in ItiM, was distinguished 
by many great actions ; but chiefly by hte relief 
aiid preservation of Gibraltar fn>m the French 
and Suanlerds, in 17(0. He died in 1790. 

UEIAKE, Stephen Martin, an inceniotts wri 
leroo coins, and on heraldry, bom In 17QS, died 
iaI773. 

IjBAKE, Dr. John, phvslcian to the West 
jniasier Lying-fn-Hosplial, of which be was the 
fbunder, oied In 1793. Bis writings on midwife- 
ly, and on female diseases, are in very high 
Mem. 

LEAPOR, Mary, an ingenious English lady, 
and author of some poems, died in 1735.

LEBIO, an Arabian poet, employed by Ma 
booiec m answer satirical works against tiim.

LCDYARD, John, a distinguished American 
traveller, a native of Connecticut. He ac 
companied captain Cook In hLi last voyage, and 
witnessed bis death. After suffering incredible 
hardships in his different journeys, he died at 
Cairo, in 1789, while preparing to penetrate the 
iuterior of Africa. 

LEE, Samuel, an Englishman, ejected from 
bto livli^ for non-conformity in 16S6, and em 
barked for North America. 

LEE, Nathaniel, anemhaent English drama 
tie pAet. He is the author of eleven plays, all 
acted with applause. His thoughts are wonder 
fuUy t«ujted to tragedy ; but frequently lost in 
siich a ctuud of words, that It Is difflcuh to see 
the bfauty of tliem. He died in 1601. 

LEE, Thomas, president of the eouncll of 
Virginia, In 1748. The administration of the 
aiTairs of the colony devolved on him until his 
dea^h, which occurred In 1750. 

LEE, Charles, a nattve of Wales. After 
serxiDK in tbe English army under generals 
Abercromble and Burgoyne, came to Virginia, 
In 1773, aod at the commencement of the revo- 
Jutkinary war, was appointed a major-general in 
lb** army, and afterwards to the command of the 
f mofia in the southern stales. He rendered great 
and Important services to tbe United States, but 



of orders, he retired to private life, and died 
from chagrin and morttflca t k m , on account of 
his disgrace, about 17f& 

LEE, Richard Heniy, an eminent citlsen, and 
distinguished patriot of the revolutiou, was a 
member of oongrem from Virginia, in 1776, and 
fint proposed to that body the declaration of In- 
dependence, whiclft he afterwards signed. Ha 
was subsequently president of congress, and a 
senator of tbe United States, under tlie federal 
constitudon. He died in 1794, and hbi name 
will be remembered with gratitude, as one of the 
most conspicuous actors of the revolution, so 
long as Americans eigoy the beneflui resuiUug 
from that event. 

LEE, Arthur, LL. D., brother of the preced- 
ing, was also an udent fnend to the rights of 
the colonies, and rendered them essential servi- 
ces, while agent of Virginia, »t Ix>ndon. He 
was afterwards minister to France, ironi tiie 
United States, with Dr. Franklin and Mr. Dcane ; 
be died In 1798. 

LEE, Francis LIghtfoot, a member or con- 
gress, from Virginia, In 1775, and one of the 
signers of the declaration or Independence ; lie 
died at Richmond, in 1797. 

LEE, Thomas Sim, a member of congress, 
and of the convention which formed the federal 
constitution, afterwards governor of Maryland , 
be died in 1819. 

LEE, Charles, attorney-general of the United 
States, died in 1815. 

LEE, Ezra, a revolutionary officer, who was 
engaged in several of the principal contests of 
the war. He enjoyed the confidence of his su- 
perior ofllcers, and was selected to take charge 
of the marine " Turtle,** in an attf mpt to blow 
up the British ship Asia, in tlie harbour of New- 
York. He died in 1821. 

LEE, Samuel, a learned and distinguished 
English divine, afterwards first minister ai Bris- 
tol, Rhode IslaJid i be died in 1601, on his return 
to England. 

LEECHMAN, Dr. William, ptinclpal of the 
college of Glasgow, bom in 1706, died in 1785. 
His publications were few, but they are gene- 
rally kntiwn and admired, and will remain last- 
ing monuments of a devout and benevolent 
heart as well as of an enlarged and highly cul- 
tivated understandings 

LEEPE. John Anthony Van der, a Dutch 
painter, celebrated for his sea views, died in 
1790. 

LEESE, Anna, a native of England, of ob- 
scure origin, and of doubtful character, whs the 
founder of the society of shakers. She came 
to America, and settled near Albany, where she 
died in 1784. 

LEETE, William, a native of England, came 
to America 10 enjoy his stpm republican priu- 
ciplee, and settled at Guilford. He was chosen 
governor of New-Haven, and on the union of 
the oolfHiles, lleutennnt-gnvemor aiid governor 
of Conneetir.ut. He died in 1683. 

LEEURO, Gabriel Van der, a native of Dord% 
who excelled in painting animals ; he died in 
1688. 

LEGGE, Geoif e, hird Dartmouth, an eminent 
English admiral, who commanded the force sent 
to demolish Tangier, In 1683. In 1C88, he was 
made admiral of the fleet ; but, after the re\ o- 
Intion was effected, he was committed 10 the 
Tower, on suspicion of rorrrspoudihft with the 
abdicated king ; and he died in that prison, in 
1001. 
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LBGUANO, Stefano Maria, aliiitorical pain- 
ter, the pupil of Carlo Maratti His pieces are 
masturly, parUcuIarlf in tlie diffusion of light 
and siiaide : he died in (tai/, in 1715. 

LEIBNITZ, Godfrey WUllam de, baron of 
Leipsic, an eminent statesman, poet, and law- 
yer, but more eminent as a writer on pliiloeo* 
phy, born in 1A6, died in 1716. His philoso- 
phical writings are very numerous, and have 
rendered his name immortaL 

LEIGH, 8u Edward, an Bnglteb critic and 
Hebrew lexicographer, died in IfiTl. 

LEIGH, Charles, F. R. B., an able naturalist. 
of England. He wrote a natural history or 
Lancashire, Cheshire, 4tc., and a history of 
Virgmia. He died in the beginning of the 18th 
century. 

LEIGHTON, Alexander, a naUve of Edin- 
burgh, author of " Ziou's Plea," and " Looking 
Glass of the Holy War,** both directed against 
the government. He was Inconsequence punisli- 
ed by having his nose slit, his ears cut, and ttin- 
nin;; the gauntlet He died in 1G44. 

LEIGHTON, Robert, an eminent Scotch pre- 
late aud theological writer, died in 1684. 

LEliSLER, Jacob, known as the leader of a 
rebellion, in the colony of New- York, for which, 
be was accused of treason, condemned, and ex- 
ecuted, about 1091. 

LEiSMAN, John Anthony, a German pain- 
ter, some of whoee pictures are very much ad- 
mired ; he died in 1606. 

LELAND, John, the first and last antlqaaiy- 
royai in England, was born In London, and died 
in 1552. lie has been styled the fatiier of Eng- 
lish antiquaries. 

LELANO, Dr. John, a ceiebrated English 
dissenting divine, settled in Dublin, whodbtin- 

Iuislied himself by some very estimable and la- 
orious publications, particularly " A View of 
tile Oeisiical Writers of England/* and " The 
Advantage and Necessity of the Christian Re- 
velation." He was bom In 1091, and died in 
1766. 

LRLAND, Dr. Thomas, author of a " Histo- 
ry of Ireland." a " Ufe of Philip of Maccdon," 
and translator of Demosthenes, was bom in 
1722, and died In 1785. 

LE LONG, James, author of " Historical Li- 
brary of France." He died at Paris, In 1731. 

LBLY, Sir Peter, an excellent portrait and 
historical painter, born in 1617, at Westphalia, 
bui at>erwardB settled in England, under the pa- 
tronage of Cliaries if., died in 1680. 

LEMENS, Baltbasar Van, a native of Ant- 
werp, eminent as a historical painter, died in 
Loiition, in 1704. 

LB MERCIER, Andrew, a minister of Bos- 
ton, fur many years pastor of a French protest- 
ant church in that place ; he died In 1763. 

LEMERY, Nicolas, a celebrated French 
chyniical writer, born at Rouen, in 164jl died in 
1715. 

LEMERY, Lewis, son of the preceding, was 
born at Paris, and became physician to the king. 
Be was the author of several useful books, ami 
died in 1743. 

LKMNIUS, Lcevinins, born at Zealand, 
where he became a physician, and afterwards 
took orders. He wrote on astrology, plants, dec., 
and died in 15G8. 

LEMOINE, Francis, a French painter, who, 
without genius, became, by application, an emi- 
nent artidt ; he died in 1737. 

LEMON, George William, an English divine, 
who dislinfruisliMl himself by the publication 
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of a large volume on " EngUsb BtfiMlacr»* 
being a derivative dicHonavy, in which be hsj 
not only investigaied the radieal meaning of 
many obscure and almost nmntelUglble wovi*. 
but exploded many vulgar errors, and lUasini> 
led many passages in ancient English wiiten. 
He was bora in 1738, and died in 1797. 

LE MONNIER, Peter Charles, a cel^rai«i 
French astronomer, aud one of those who mnte 
the Journey to the north in 1785, for the wlnM^ 
surement of the globe, died at Paris, in 17W. 

LE MONNIER, Lewis WUllam, brother of 
the preceding, was a distinguished paysldan aai 
an able phiioeopher. He wrote several vahiabli 
articles for the French Encyclopedla,and di6d hi 
1799. 

L'ENCLOS, Ninon de, a very distfagaishai 
French courtezan, who, with a fine undeniand- 
tng and pliUosophic spirit, would rsason liha 
Socrates, though she acted like Lais ; wiiile, 
therefore, the sreat Conde, the ViUnrcoBuz, ch« 
Sevignes, the Rochefoucaults, enjoyed her aa a 
mistrua, the learned consulted her as a pbito> 
lopher and a critic. This bewitching woman 
died in 1706, aged 90, retaining her personal 
charms to the last. She left some children, and 
one of her sons died before her, a very tragical 
death indeed. Not knowing her to be his mo- 
ther (for all her operations wereconduded with 
secrecy and mystery,} he actually fell In love 
with her ; and when, to get rid of his pimion, 
gfie discovered henelf to him, throogh shanw 
and despair he poignarded himself in bta pre- 
sence. 

L' ENFANT, James, an eminent French pro- 
testant minister, born in 1691, died in 1738. He 
was author of three capital works, tIz. Histo* 
ries of the Council of Constance, Basil, and 
Pisa. Besides these, be published the New 
Testament, translated Into French from the ort- 

E'nal Greek, with notes, in conjoncdon wnh 
eausobre ; which version was much esteeneO 
by the protestants. 

L'ENGLET, Nicholas du Freanoy, a very vo- 
luminous French writer, bora in 1674, died in 
1755. Hb ** Methode pour etudier PHIstoIro,** 
ttc seems to hare been thought hit best prodvo- 
tion. His end was very tragical : for, falling 
asleep as he was reading by the fire, he fell Into 
it, and his bead was nearly burnt oa before tho 
accident was perceived. 

LENNARD, Sampson, a friend of Sir FhiUp 
Sidney, with whom he distinguished himself at 
the battle of Zuiphen. He was also an eminent 
translator from Xatin and French ; he died ia 

LENNOX, Charlotte, a writer of novete and 
ptays, the daughter of colonel Ramsay, Qenten- 
ant-governor of New- York, was bora In 1790, 
and died in 1804. Her hest known novel is. 
*•' The Female Claixotte." The latter part of 
her life was clouded by sickness and penury; 
lier chief support being derived from " Tbo 
Literary Fund." 

LENS, Bernard, painter and enameUor to 
George II., died In 1741. 

LENTHAL, William, speaker of tho kmc 
pariiament, a dubious character during the civil 
wars, who sought his own fortunes by secretly 
siding with the repablicans; he died under con« 
trition, in 1663. 

LENTCTLUS, Cneius, a Roman consul, hte- 
toriau, and poet, he was put to death hf Tfbo- 
rius. 

LEO I., or Ancient, succeeded Marclan, oa 
the throne of Constantinople, in. 457. He 
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MfAtoHl bjr some historians, twt greatly censured 
by oUMn, and died in 474. 

LBO II., or Younger. He ruined bis coostl- 
lottoii by bis debaucheries, and died, aged 10, 
BDMt alter hie accession. 
I«liO III. was the son of a cobbler, who served 
fai the army with such success that he became 
agmeral, and iaTll. seated himself on the im- 
penal throne of Conatantinople. He was de- 
lasBed as a tyrant, and escommunlcated by the 
npee of Rome, be died in 741. 

JLEO IV. succeeded to the throne in 775. He 
wwred against the Baiacens with Baecess, and 
^iedlnm 

LEO v., the Armenian, becami a general 
by his valour in the Roman armies; and so great 
waa bis popularity, that he prevailed on his 
■oldicrs to proclaim him emperor, in 813. He 
was assassinated in 830.

LEO, John, a native of Grenada, eminent 
as a geographer, and author of the Uvea of 
Arabian philoaopbers, and a description of 
Africa, in Arabic. He died in 15S8. 

LEO, of Byzantium, a pupil of Plato, put to 
death by the treachery of Philip. 

LEO, of OrvleUe, a Dominican, who wrote 
latt account of the Popes, and another of rh«

LEO IIL, pope. His nephew attempted his 
isstructloD, out he escaped to Charlemagne, 
who espoused his cause and seated him again in 
the pootiflcaJ chair. He was an eloquent and 
popular pontifi; and died in 816. 

LEO IV., pope. He was a wise and courage- 
•os pontiff; and boldly met the Saracens, woo 
came to pillage his city, defeating, aod taking a 
vast number prisoners, who were kept to fornfy 
aad adorn the city ; he died in 855. 

LEO v., pope after Benedict IV., in 903. He 
was soon after exiled, and died of grief. 

LEO VL, pope after John X., In 938. He died 
•bout 7 months after. 

LEO VII., a Roman, elected pope after John 
XL Re possessed many virtues, and diec in 935. 

LEO Vin., elected by authority of the em- 
MRir ptbo, on the deposition of John XII., in 
963. He was a pootifT of great merit and re- 
spectability ; he died in 965. 

LEO IX., Bruno, bishop of TonI, was elected 
pope in 1048, and deserved the name of saint, 
fivon bim in the Roman calendar. His sermons 
aod olber works are still extant ; he died in 1054. 

LEO X., pope of Rome, ever to be remem- 
bered by protestantN as having been the caune 
of the Refwrnatloo begun by Luther, was born 
at Florence, In 1475, and died in 1521. He was 
a lover and patroniaer of learninj; ard learned 
Hien, aod equally favoured arts and sclencps, 
being himself a man of taste. For this be has 
been oCteo celebrated, and by Pope in particular : 



"But see! each Muse In Leo*s golden days

Xome*s ancient genius, o*er Its ruins spread, 
Bbakesofftbe dust, and rears bis rev'rend bead.

Iwarrior, who died gloriously in defending the 
pass of Thermopyla against Xerxes, 480 years 
B.C. 

LEONTIlJM,an ancient courtezan at Athena; 
{famous first for her laseiviousness, and aftei^ 
wards for her application to the study of phi- 
losophy under Epicurus. 

LEOPOLD. St., marquis of Austria, in 1096. 
By his virtues, he deserved the surname of 
Pious * he was canonized by Innocent VID., la 
.1485. 

LEOPOLD I., was made king of Hungary, 
In 1655, and of Bohemia, in 1656, and was elected 
emperor in 1658. He engaged in a war with the 
Turks, and also with Lewis XIV, who pillaged 
and destroyed his frontier towns ; he died in 1()05. 

LEOPOLD IL. Peter Joseph, for 25 yeara 
Ifrana suke of Tuscany elected emperor of 
IGermany in 1790; and In this high dignity, he 
evinced great abilities. He was prepnring to 
declare war against Prance, when he died la 
1792. 

LEOPOLD, duke of Lorraine, was celebrated 
for his military talents, and after having settled 
a peace, he devoted himself te the prosperity 
and happiness of his domains, with great suc- 
cess. He died at Luoeville, In 1789, universally 

LEOPOLD, William, archdnkeof Austria, M- 
shopof Passau, Ac, was at the head of the impe 
n al armies In the X years war agalnstthe French 
and Swedes, and was greatly distinguished, both 
in the field and cabinet ; he died in 1663. 

LEOTAUD, Vincent, a Frmch Jesuit, and 
mathematician, autlior of a work in which he 
prov<>9 the impossibility of squaring the circis t 
he died in 167:!.

LEPAIJTE, John Aadrnw, a French dock 
maker, who made aome valaable improTementt 
In Uie art, and died In 1603. 

LEPICIER. Bernard, a French engraver, ae- 
cretary and hiitorian to the royal academy of 
painting, at Parte; tie pabllahed a catalogue of 
Che kliif s picmrea, In Svs. 4to., and died In 1755. 

LEPIDUS, Marcus ^rolliua, one of the Ro- 
man fiuinvirs with Augustuii and Antony. 

LEPRINCE, John, a French mutician and 
painter of great skill. Being taken by a priva- 
teer and robbed of every thing except his violin, 
he Reiscd the tnstruroent and played with such 
effect, that the sailors restored his property ; h*; 
died in 1781. 

LE aUIEN, Michael, a learned Dominican, 
who wrote against Courayer, on the \'atidity or 
the ordination of the English bishops *, he died 
la 1703. 

LERNUTItJS, John, a Latin poet, bom ai 
Brugfs. died in 1619. 

LR8HONAX, a philosopher, of Mltylene, in 
the 1st century. Some of his grammaticai 
works Mill remain. 

LRSCAILLE, Catherine, a native of Hol- 
land, called, for the sweetness of her poetry, the 
Dutch Sappho, and the tenth muse ; she died 
la 1711. 

liESLEY, John, a celebrated bishop of Ross, 
tn Scotland, bom In 1597. died In 1566. His ex- 
ertions to save the life of Mary, queen of Scots, 
his mistress, has endeared his name to posteri- 
ty : Indeed, all parties agree In speaking of him 
as a man of incomparable learning, an able 
statesman, a xealous churchman ; and of his 
fidelity to his queen as admirable and exempla 
ry. He Is author of a bisiory of Scotland to 
I5«l. 

LESLIE, Dn John, bishop of Clogher, In Ire- 
land, memorable for his exertions in defence of 
the royal cause, and for having endured a siege 
in his castle of Raphoe, before he would sur 
render It to Oliver Cromwell, being the last 
which Ueld out in that countiy. He was born 
in Scotland, and died in 1671, aged about 100 
jrears, having been above 50 years a bishop. 

LESLIE, Charles, second son of tlie preced 
Ing, studied law, which he afterwards forsook 
for divinity, and became a famous theological 
disputanu His tracts on religion and politics 
amount to SO. He left also 8 folio volumes of 
theological works, and was a man of great u 
lents ; he died in 1723. 

LfiSStNG, Ootthold Ephralm, a German 
poet, in the time of Voltaire, published various 
thinffs, but without judgment. 

LESSIUS, Leonard, a Jesuit, professor of di 
vlnity at Louvaine. Be wrote many learned 
works, and died In 1633. ' 

L* ESTRANGE. Sir Roger, an Boglish gen 
ticman, bom in 1616, was concerned In raisingi 
forces and in some unsuccessful enterprises in' 
favour of Charles I., during the civil wars, for! 
which he was obliged to leave the kingdom. 
Upon the restomtion he returned, and printed 
the fiivt English newspaper, imder the title of 
the Puhltclnteilisencer, in 1063; which he laid 
down upon the publication of the Arst London 
Gaaette. He was author of many political 
tracts, translated several things from the Greek, 
Latin, and Spanish, and died in 1705. 
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LETHIEULLIER, Smart, Esq. an Ei^lisii 
gentleman, bom of a French family, wbo mad* 
a moat valuable collection of medaia, bQok:i« 
MSB., and natural curiosities; be died in 1760. 

LETI, Gregorio, an Italian mIsceUaneooa 
writer and hlatoriao, bora at Milan, in 1630. 
died In 1701. His ** Histofy of Geneva** is tb» 
best of his works. 

LETTSOM. John Coaklfy, M. D., long distio- 
guished for ^dUc and prlvats benevolence, an4 
for every species of useful exertion, both in tb« 
medical profession, and aa a member of sockcty 
at large, was bora in 1744, and died in London, 
in 1815. His writings are very nomerous, aa 
well moral as medical ; and all of them discov- 
er the philanthropist and the physician. 

LEUCIPPUS, a celebrated Greek philosopher 
and mathematician, flourished about 4SH B. V. 

LEUNCLAVIUS, John, a German histori- 
an of the Ottoman empire, bora in Weeti^ta. 
in 1533, died in 1503. 

LEUSDEN, John, profenor of Hebrew at 
Utrecht, and eminent for his learning and ta- 
lents as a writer ; he died In 16D9. 

LKUWENHOEK, Anthony da. a very cele- 
brated Dutch physician, bom at Delft, in 16:^ 
died in 1733. He became Aunous all over £o- 
rope by his experiments and discoveries wiiJi 
microHcopes. 

LEVER, Sir Ashton, collector of a valuable 
museum of natural history ; the e.Tpeusc of 
which having impaired bla fortune, be waa 
permitted to sell it by lottery, but lost consider- 
ably, not a sufficient Bombtr of tickets havii^ 
been sold. 

LEVER ETT, John, a native of England 
was, after his arrival in America, faoirustei 
with several Important offices, among whicJi 
were those of major general and governor of 
MasBachuwns; he died in 1670. 

LEVERBTT, John, F R. 8., a grandson of 
the preceding, was a member and speaker of 
the bouse of assembly, and a judge of the su- 
i perior court of MassacnuseCls. He was cboae* 
president of Harvard college, in 1708, and con- 
tinued in that office until hk death, whicb hap- 
pened In 1734. 

LEVE8QUE DE PONILLI, Lewfa, a mem- 
her of the academy of inscriptioits of France, 
and governor of Rheims. He wrote " Tbeoiy 
of agreeable Bensationa,*' Ibe., and died la 
1746. ^ 

LEVESaUE, Peter Charles, a dlatUjfllsbed 
French writer, died at Paris, in I81S. 

LEVI, third aon of Jacob, by Leah, Aed 161S 
B. C. 

LEVI, David, a Jew. bora In London, ia 
1740, was first a shoemaker, and afterwards a 
hatter ; but became, in the result, a valuable 
acquisition to the llteraiy circle. Re died la 
17ii9, leaving behind him the following, among 
other, works : ** Rites and Ceremonlee of the 
Jews;** "Lingua Sacra, or. a Hebrew and 
English Dictionary ;** *• The Pentataucb in Re- 
brew and English: ** a translatton of the *• He- 
brew Liturgy,** and " Disaertatioiia on the 
Prophecies.'* 

LEVINGSTON, James, a brave Scotehmae, 
who served tn the wars of Bobeaya, Hol- 
land, Sweden, and Oermanv, and afterwanhi 
gentleman of the bed-cliamber t» Charles I.; 
he died in 1678. 

LEWIS, John, a native of Bilatot, educated

He went to Tieit eoroo estates that hie 
fitther had left liiffl in Jamaica, and died on bis 
patiie liome in 181& Hie dramas are enume- 
raied m tiK " Biographla Dramatica ;** bat the 
book that conferred an Infamous cetebrity upon 
Mm, was a most licentious novel called " The 
Monk.'* It gave tiim also the nick-name of 
Monk Lewis. 

LRWfS, kings of France, flee LOUIS. 

LBVVI9, Meriwether, a native of Virginia, 
was private secretary to Mr. JeflTeison, and was 
appointed by him governor of the territory of 
Louisiana. By order of government, he with 
CapL Clark, explored the MisMurl aiui country 
w«si, to the Pacific ; an account of the expedi- 
tion was publisfaod In 1806. He died in 1809. 

LEWIS, Francis, of New- York, was one of 
the signers of the declaration of Independence. 

LEV, Sir James, chief Jnstice of Ireland, and 
afterwards of England, was finally createa ba- 
ron of Ley, and earl of Marlborough, and lord 
high treasurer, by James L 

LBYBOURN, William, originally a painter, 
and aflerwards an eminent mathematician, died 
about 16B0. 

LBYDECKBR, Melchior, professor of the- 
olofy at Utrecht, and author of a curious trea- 
Jse on the republic of the Hebrews ; he died 

LP YOBN, Lucas Van, a Dutch painter and 
engraver. He acquired great celebrity by his 
Minting the history of St. Hubert, which he 
Baishedbefbre the age of 15; be died in 1533. 

LEYDBI?, John, a distinguished physician 
and poet, of Scotland, was appointed professor 
of the Hindooetanee language, at the college of 
Cateutta, and a judge at that place. He died 
hi 1811. 

LBYS3ENS, N., a native of Antwerp, who 
stadled painting, and was very suooessful in his 
profension; he died in 1790. 

L*HERITIER, a most Indefbtigable French 
botanist, confessedly the greatest (next to Buf- 
Ibn) that France ever produced, was born near 
Paris, In 173S, and assassinated in the street at 
Berne, Aug. 15, 1800 ; being mistaken, as it was 
iopposed, tor some other person. 

LHUru, Edward, keeper of the Ashmolean 
ainseom at Oxford, and a celebrated antiquary 
and Uugulst, died m 1709. 

LHWYD, or LHUYD, Huraphrev, an anti- 
quarian, bom at Denbigh. He studied physic 
at Oxford, practised in his native town, and 
dM In 1570, leaving behind him the character 
of an excellent rhetorician, and sound philo- 
Bopher. 

LIBANIUS, a famous sophist of antiquity, 
bom at Antioeh, in 314. Hb epistles and ora- 
tions are in high esteem. 

LIBAVIUS, Andrew, a native of Saxony, an 
able physician, wl» wrote against Paracelsus ; 
Jie died In 1616. 

LIBBRI, Peter, a native of Padua, eminent 
as a painter. His best piece is Moses striking 
Ihe rock ; he died In 1677. 

LIBERIUS, pope after Julius I., In 352. He 
■nbscrlbed very reluctantly for the condemna- 
lioa aC Athanaslus. He died In 366. 

LfCGTUS, a celebrated physician, of Italy, 

kom in Geaoau in 1577, died in 1655. His work 

* D« Monatrii'' haagraai mertt. 
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LICHT£NBE£G,6eorge Chrisiopher, profen- 
sor of philosophy In the univenity of Gottingen, 
and one of the most ingenious writers df 6er* 
many, died in 1790. 

L1CINIUS,Tegula, a Latin poet.fiOD B. C. 
Noiliing but fragments remain of his comie 
compositions. 

LiCINIUS, C. Flavins Valerianus, son of a 
Dalmatian peasant, roee to the rank of geoerai 
in the Roman armies, and married the dster of 
Oonstantine. He was killed in battle, A. D. SM. 

LICINIUS, Cains, a Roman tribune, author 
of the law to forbid any man the possession of 
more than 500 acres of land. 

LIDDEL, Duncan, a native of Aberdeen, a 
physician, and professor of mathematka at 
llelmstadL He returned to his native town, 
where he esublished six scholarships at tht 
university, and died in 161% 

LIEUTAUD, Joseph, physician to Lewla 
XVL, and member of the academy of sslencee, 
of Paris. He wrote Elements of Physiology 
Synopsis of the Practice of Medicine, Ifcc, and 
died in 1780. 

LIEVENS, John, a native of Lqrden, emi- 
nent as a historical and portrait painter, invited 
by Charles I. to EogUuid, to paint the persooi 
of the court. 

LIGARIUS, Quintns, a proconsul of Afiriea, 
was one of the murderers of Cesar. 

LT6BR, Lewis, author of the Paris Guide, 
and some useful works on gardening , he diea 
in 1717. 

LIGIITPOOT, John, a most eminent divine, 
born in Staffordshire. He was one of the mosv 
learned rabinical scholars that England evec 
produced. His works are published In 9 vols, 
folio ; he died in 1675. 

LIGNAC, Joseph Adrain de, anatlveof Pole- 
titrs, a priest and author of Letters to an Ame- 
rican, on Buffon's Natural History : be died la 
I7B3. 

LIGONIER, John, earl of, a very dlstlngulsli- 
ed field marshal in the English army. He serr* 
ed with honour in all tlie wars of queen Annei 
under the duke of Marlborou^, and In every 
succeeding war, and died In 1770, aged 03. 

LIGORIO, Peter, a Neapolitan, distinguished 
as a painter and architect. His designs composd 
30 vols.; hediedlnl580. 

LILBURNE, John, a famous English enthu* 
Blast, born in 1618, died in 1657. Be was tha 
chief rincleader of the levellers, a modeller of 
state, and publisher of several seditions pam- 
phlets; ano of so quarrelsome a disposition, as 
to have it appositely said of him, that if thera 
were none 11 vins but him, John would be againf« 
Lllbume, and Lilbume against John. 

LILIENTAL, Michael, a Prussian, proiiBSSO« 
at Koningsberg. He published various works, 
which are preserved In the memoirs of the Ber- 
lin academy ; he died In 1750. 

LILLO, George, an excellent dramatic wri- 
ter, born In London, in 1693. Though strongly 
attached to the muses, he seemed to have lalu 
It down as a maxim, that the devotion paid to 
thera ought always to tend to the promotion or 
virtue, morality and religion. In puisuance of 
this aim, Lino was happy In the choice of his 
subjects, and showed great power in afibcting 
the heart, by working up ttie passions to such a 
height as to render the distresses of common 
and domestic life equally Interesting to the au- 
diences as that of kings and heroes ; and the 
ruin brought on private families by an indul 
gence of avarice, lust, dtc, as the havock made 
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la Maioi and empires by ambickm, cruelly, or 
tyraony. Hia ''George Barnweli," *' ratal Ijfltate; be waaappoiot 
Curioeity,** and *' Ardao of FeTenbam,** are l|the office of juds* of 
aJlplaaned 00 common and welt-known acoriefl; United Btatee. Hedl 



yet they bave mucb more frequently drawn 
tears from an audience iban tbe more pompous 
tragedies of *' AJezander tbe Great," ^' AU for 
Luve," &c. He died in 1739. 

LILLT, William, a fkmous Eaclisb astrolo- 
ger. born in 1608, died in 1681. In nim we have 
an Instance of the general soperstition and igno* 
ranee that prevailed in tbe time of the civil war 
between Charles L and his parliament ; for the 
king consulted this astrologer to know in what 
quarter he should conceal himself if he could 
•Kape ftom Hampton court ; and general Fair- 
fbx, on the other side, sent for him to his army, 
to ask him if be could tell by his art wliether 
God was with them and their cause. Lilly, who 
made bis fortune by favourable predictions to 
both parties, assured the general that God would 
be with him and his army. His almanacs were 
In repute upwards of 36 years, and to be found 
In almost every fkmily in England. 

LILT. William, an English grammarian, 
born at Oldham, in Hampshire, in 1466. He 
was appointed first master of St. Paul's school, 
by the rounder, Dean Colet, in 1510, and died 
of the plague at London, in 15S2. He is highly 
praised by Erasmus, who revised the syntax in 
his " Grammar,** for his uncommon knowledge 
In the languages, and admirable skill in toe 
Snstruaioo of youth. 

LILT, George, eldest son of the fframmarian, 
patronised at Borne, by cardinal Pcrie. He wrote 
•ome historical books, and was the first who 
published a correct map of England ; he died in 

LILY, Peter, second eon of the grammarian, 
was a dignitary of the church of Canterbury. 
He had a son named Peter, who was D. D^ pre- 
bendary of 0t. Paul's, and archdeacon of Tauo- 
too: be died In 1614. 

LlMBORCH, Philip, a celebrated professor 
of divinity, lo Holland, bom in 1633, died in 
17U. Hia best work is a "History of the In- 
qnlsitlon.** 

LIMN^njS, John, a German lawyer, of Je- 
na, known as the author <^ various learoed 
wwks ; he died in 1063. 

LIN ACRE, Dr. Thomas, a very learned Eng- 
lish physician, bom In 1400, died In 1534. He 
projected the foundation of the college of pfay- 
stelaos, was the first president after its erection, 
and held that office for the seven yeare that be 
lived afterwards. 

LINANT, Michael, a French poet, th« inti- 
mate Mend of Voltaire, who three times obtain- 
ed the prize of the French academy ; he died 
tnn4S. 

LINCOLN, Benjamin, a distinguished officer 
and a major-general in the American army, dur- 
ing the revolution. His services were conspi- 
cuous through the war. He was second in com- 
mand at tbe capture of Burgoyne, commander 
of the forces in the southern states, was taken 
prisoner at Charleston, and exchanged, and af- 
terwards shared in the siege of Yorktown, and 
superintended the capitulation of CornwRllis. 
After the war, he was repeatedly in public life. 
was lieutenant-governor of Massachusetts, and 
eoUectorof tbe port of Boston until 1809. He 
died in 1810. 

LINCOLN, Levi, a member of congress from 
Massachusetts, was attomey-general of the Uni- 1 
led States, ana for a time, actiag lecrettuy of 
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state, and lieutenant-goveraor of bis oaiivv 
state ^he wasappotaited to, but did not acosol, 

tbe supreme court of wm 
died in 1890. 

LIND, Dr. James, a celebrated modicoi wrt- 
ter, died in 1794. 

LiNDANUS, WlUlam, a Dotcbman, m«te 
first blsbop of Buremonde, by Philip U., of 
Spain. He wrote some Latin boolcs in doKOCo 
or the catholic reilgiOD, and died in 1588. 




LINDSAY, John, a learned divine, for i 
years ministor of the dlasentinji congregation ia 
Alderq^ate-street, London. He wrote several 
books, and died in 176B. 

LINDSAY, Sir David, of the Mount, Lyon 
King at Arms, an ancient Scotch writer and drar 
matle poet, born in 1496, died in 1557. His chief 
writings were, " Satires on the Vices of tbe 
Clergy.*' His poetical works were puhiiabed in 
1806/ 

LINDSAY, David, after studying In forrign 
unlveisitles, returned to sunwrt the reformed 
religion gainst queen Mary. He wrote a his- 
tory of Scotland, and died in 1503. 

LINDSEY, Theophllus, bom In 17S3, tooklilf 
degrees in arts at Cambridge, and obt^ned, af- 
ter other nrefermeots, the valuable living of 
Catterlck, In Yorkshire ; which, however, he 
resigned, in 1773, having embraced the Soclnian 
system. He then settled in LondouvWhese be 
opened a chapel. In Essex-street, Strand, in 
which he officiated till 1793, when he reared 
fh>m tbe ministry. He died in 1808. 

LIND WOOD, WiUiam, divinity profeiwv,at 
Oxford, ambassador to Spain, and afterwards 
bishop of St David's. He wrote the oonstlto- 
tion of the arehUshopa of Caoterboiy, and 
died in 1446. 

LINOELBACK, John, a celebrated Gennaa 
landscapfr;painter, of tbe 17lh century. 

LINOUET, Simon Nloelas Henry, a French 
writer, bom at Bhehns. He was edocnied a 
lawyer, and rose to the highest eminence as an 
advocate. He wrote "Theory of Laws, Me- 
moirs of tbeBastile, Political Annals," and mnny 
other works. He ftU under the gnlUoiiae, in 
1794. 

LINIERE, Franela,c French poet of great 
Iltenry merit, but of dlssipatsd character, and 
an obstinate atheist, died in 1704. 

LINING, John, M. D., a native of fiootland. 
was a distinguished physician of South CaioU- 
na. He published an account of the yellow 
fever in 1753, the lime of his death is not known. 

LINLBY, Thomas, a very eminent English 
composer of music, and one of the propiietora 
of Drurv-lane theatre, died in 1795. 

LINN, William, D. D., an eminent presl^yte^ 
rlan clergyman, of New-Jevaey, afterwarda aet- 
Ued at New- York ; he died In 1808. 

LINN, John Blair, D. D., minioter of a piee- 
byterian church in Philadelphia, known as n 
poet: he died in 1894. 

LINN^Ufl, Charies Von, the fhther of mo> 
dem botany, wis born at Smaland, la Sweden, 
1707. He made the tour of Lapland, in 179S, 
and traversed what Is called the Lapland De- 
sert, enduring great hardships, merely from an 
ardent love or science ; and, after six months 
thus employed, retumad to upsal ; in tlie uni- 
versity of which, at the age of 34, he was made

LFOTARO, J<riin Stephen, a crayon pafaater, 
af great fkme, bom at Geneva, in 1703. 

LIOTARD, Peter, a French boianiat, who be- 
gttn the Btudy after he waa 40 yean old, and 

Sanued it with ao much aeal, that he waa made 
Ircctor of the pabiic garden, at Grenoble ; he 
died in 1796. 

LIPPI, Philip, who from a Oarmellte, became 
a painter. He waa a native of Florence, and 
died in 1488. 

LIPPI, Lawrence, a palmer, of Florence, who 
excelled fai biatorlcal pieoea and in portraits. 
Be alao p oa s e as e d merit aa a poet ; he died in 

]flD4. 

LIPSIUS, JoMua, a moat acute and learned 
FlemMh critic and commentator on ancient au- 
thore, bom near Brussels, in 1547, died in 1006. 

Lf RON, John, a Benedictine of St. M aur, au- 
thor of aoveral French worka of great merit, 
died in 1749. 

LIS, John Van der,' a painter, bom at Olden- 
borgh. Hla pieces on eeripturai aubjects and 
moral aporta, poflNas great merit ; he died in 

vm. 

LISLE, Claode de, a native of Lorraine, ex- 
celled aa a teacher of geography. He wrote 
" Historical Relation of Biam,*' " Abridgment 
of CJnIvienal Uiaiory," tte. ; he died at Faria, 
In 179a 

LISLE, WUllam de, an eoifaient French geo- 
grapher, bora at Paris, in 167S, died in 1796. 

LI3LB, Joseph Nicholas de, an able aatrono- 
mer, brother to William. He had the friend 
•Mp of Newton and Halley, and waa invited to 
Rnaaia, where he waa placed at the head of the 
observatory ; be died in 1788. 

LISLE, Sr George, leamt the art of war in 
Fiandera, and distinguished himself in the civil 
wars of Great Britain. He waa knighted on 
llM field of battle, at Newbury, by Charlea I., 
fbrhis iNravery ; be died in 1648. 

LISOLA, Francis de, waa 4 years ambaaaa- 
dor to England from the emperor Ferdinand III. 
He wrote on the ambltloua viewa of Lewis 
XIV., which highly offended the French; he 
died in IffH. 

LKfTER, Matthew, president of the college 
of idiyalGlaos, and physician to queen Anne, and 
Charlea I., who knighted him ; be died in 1657. 

LIBTER, Martin, nephew to air Matthew, 
ctudied physic abroad, and on hia return, settled 
at York, where he acquired great reputation. 
Ho afterwards removed to London, and attend- 
od tbe duke of PortUuul on hia Journey to Parla ; 
be died in 1711. 

LITHGOW, William, a Scotchman, famous 
Ibr hia iravela on foot over Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, and hli aoflbringa byimpriscmmeot and 
toftotn at M^aga. He was bora the latter end 
of the Uth, and died about the middle of the 
16chcentuiy. 

LITTLE, Wilbam, an BngUah historian, 
spho wrote Hie Ualory of hia country frcoi the 



invaalon of WUham'the Conqueror, to 1197, In 
Avebooka. 

LITTLGBITRT, baac, an BngUah divine 
wh opub liflhed a tranalation of Herodotoa. 

LITTLETON, or LYTTLETON, Thomaa, 
judge of the court of common pleaa, in the 
reign of Edward IV., and author of a cele- 
brated treatiaeon tenurea or tltlea, bywMeh all 
eatatea were ancienUy held in England; ho 



LITTLETON, Adam, an cxceUeot EngHah 
philologiat and grammarian ; an indefatigable 
reatorer of the Latin tongue, aa appears from Ma 
" X<atin Dictionary," and an excellent critic in 
the Greek, bora in 1037, died in 1694. 

LITTLETON, Edward, an EogUab diviiM 
jan dpoe t, in 1TJ4. 

LITTLBTON, Edward, a diatlngniihed mem- 
ber of parliament, chief juatice of the court of 
common plena, lord keeper ef the great aeal, 
and afterwarda made a peer, by the title of lord 
Littleton ; be died In 1645. 

LITTLBTON, John, an active member of 
parliament. Hia attachment to Eaaex waa the 
cauae of hia being condemned aa a conaptrator, 
though he was saved from execution by Sir 
Waller Raleigh ; he died in prison in 1600. 

LIVIA, wife of Tyberius Claudius Nero, af« 
terwards married lo Augustus, died A. D. 89. 

LIVINGSTON, John, a Scotch presbyter, 
baniahed becauae he refuaed to take the oath of 
allegiance, on account of his rdigious opinions. 
He went to Holland, where be continued to 
preach. He waa author of aome letters, and 
died In 1678. 

LIVINGSTON, Wiiaam, LL. t)., aa eminent 
lawver, of New-Yoric, and a xealoua advocate 
of tlie rights of the coloniea, removed to New* 
Jeraey, and waa chosen a member of Congreas, 
and aflerwarda governor of that atate ; he died 
in 1790. 

LIVINGSTON, John, D. D., an eminent di- 
vine, of New- York, bora in 1746. He waa raator 
of the Dutch roformed church In the city of New 
York, and. at the aame time, profenor of theolo- 
gy in tbe theological sranlnary of that church ; 
and on itaremoval to Queen's college, N. J., ho 
was plac^ at the head of the institution ; he 
died at New-Branswick, in January, 1985. 

LIVINGSTON, Brockholst, an eminent law- 
yer, of New- York, was engaged in the army 
during a part of the revolution, and was at tho 
capture of Burgoyne. He went to Spain, in 

1779, as private secretary to Mr. Jay, and on his 
return, aoon rose to profeasional eminence la 
his native city. He waa a JudEc of the supremo 
court of New-York, and anerwarda of tho 
United Stat^ until hia death in 1883. 

UVINGSTON. Pbllipj a member of Con- 
greaa, in 1776^ and one of the aigners of the de- 
claration of Independence; be died in 1778. 

LIVINGSTONTSobert R., a diatingniabed 
member of congreas from New- York, was ono 
of the committee which drew up the declaratloB 
of Independence, and after Its adoptiaa, was, in 

1780, appointed secreury for foreign aflUra. 
He waa afterwards chancellor of the state of 
New- York, and mtntater from the United States 
to France. He materially aasiated Fulton, by 
supplying him with funds, both in France and 
at home, to enable him to pursue hia experi- 
menta, and to carry hla diacoveriea into esbct. 
He died in 1813. 

LIVINIUS, or LIVINEt;S,John, Latin trana- 
later of aome of tha worka of Gregory and 
Ohiyioaiom, was a student at Cologne, where 
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ho wuM diftingttliilied m a Graclun tcbolar ; he 
tfied in 1599. 

LIVIUS, Andronictti, » Romaa comic poet, 
wbotfe plays are lost. He lived 340 B. C. 

JJViUS, Titiu, Uie best Off Uie Roman histo- 
rfaiis, born at Padua, 58 B. C. Tbe history of 
Llvy, Uke other {real works of antiquity, is 
transmitted down to us exceedingly mutilated 
and imperfect. Its books were originally 142, 
of which only 35 are extant. It commenced 
with tbe foundation of Rome, and concluded 
about 13 B. C. Tbe encomiums bestowed upon 
Livy, by both ancients and modems, are great 
and numerous ; but probity, candour, and im- 
parriRliiy, are what have most particularly 
diiitiiiguished bim above all historlana. He 
diud A, D. 17. 

LLOYD, WilUam, an Eatliah prelate, aao- 
oeesively, king's chaplain, preoend of Salisbury, 
vicar of St. Marv*s, dean of Bangor, prebend of 
8t. Paul's, and bishop of St. Asapb. He was 
a sealous promoter of tbe revolution. His pub- 
Ijcations were numerous ; he died in 1717. 

LLOYD, Nicholas, an Cngliah divine, aathor 
of '* A tfiiitorical. Geographical, and Political 
Dictionaiy." in 1S70. He WBs rector of New- 
tngton, and died in 1680. 

LLOYD, Robert, an Enfftlsh poet and mis- 
cellaneous writer, bom in 1733, was a compa- 
nion of Wilkes, Churchill, Colman, dec, and 
died in the fleet prison, in 1764. He wrote a 

E)em called "The Actor;'* "The Capricious 
overs," an opera, and other dramatic pieces. 

LLOYD, Thomas, a native of Wales, joined 
the society of quakers, and came to America 
with William Fenn. He was lieutenant go 
▼ernor of Pennsylvania, and president of the 
colonial council. He died in 1694. 

LLWELYN AB GRUFYDD, a Welch prince 
who heroically resisted the invasion of Edward 
I. of England ; but he fell, and the liberty of 
his country perished with him in 1982. 

LLYWARCH AP LLYWELYN, a Welch 
tafd of merit ; who flourished from 1170 to 1230. 

LLYWARCH HEN, a Welch poet, distin 
guished also as an able defender of bis country 
agaiiurt the Saxon invasion, in which be is said 
to have lost SI sons. He flourished aiout 630, 
and died aged loO. • 

LLYWELYN AP JORWERTH, king of 
Horth Wales. He was a wbc, active, and war- 
Uke prtece ; be died in ISMO. 

LLYWELYN APSITBYLT, a Welch king 
of South Wales. He was killed in battle, in 
1021. 

LLYWELYN VARDD, a WeMi poet,some 
ef whose pieces have been preserved. He 
Sourished between 1130 and 1180. 

LLYWELYN O LANGEWYDD, or 
LLYWELYN SIGN, a Welch bard, of Gla- 
»organ, who died in 1616. He often preeided ufj 
.be roeelinip of the bards. 

LLYWELYN, Thomas, author of a history 
»r the didi»rent edition* of the Welch Bible, in 
whicb be evinced great learning ; he died In 
1796. 

LOBB, Tbeonbiltte, a native of London, an 
eminent physician. He wrote some theologi- 
cal, and some medical tracts, and died in 17^. 

LOBBL, Matthias, a native of Lisle, who de- 
Toted himself to the stud? of botany. After 
travelling in most portu of ttae continent, be 
went to England, where be was nominated 

fhysidan aiul botanist to James I. ; he died in 
516. ^ 

LOBJCNEAtT, GuyAlests, aFreiicbBenedictiDe 
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monk, eminently known by bis works : '* Tbe 
History of Brttany," 2 vola folio, "The Con- 
quest of Spain,*' '* History of Paris,** 5 void, 
folio, &c. ; he died in 1727. 

LOBKOWrrZ, Ooleslaus de Hasseoptefn, 
baron de, a Bohemian 'nobleman, who, after 
visiting several countries, aud mnkiiig him.«>elf 
famous as a negotiator and warrior, entertit 
the clerical profession ; he died in 1310. 

LOBO, Jerome, a Jesuit, of Lisbon, who was 
sent on a mission to the Indies, and pcnetraied 
into Abyssinia, of which he published a very 
accurate account, and died in 1678. 

LOBO, Rodrignez Francis, a celebrated Por> 
tugaesepoet, wfioae works were published in 

LOCK, Matthew, an excellent musician, •of 
Bzeter, published some toiusical pieces, in 1657; 
and after the restoration, was employed as a 
composer of operas. His vocal music is siifi 
greatly eeteemed ; he died In 1677. 

LOCK ART, Alexander, author of *' Memoiia 
of Scotland,** was born, near Edinburgh, 1a 
1673, and killed in a duel, in 1732. 

LOCKE, John, the most celebrated phnoso- 
pher of the age he lived in, and one of the 
brightest ornaments of English literature, was 
born in 1632. By the patronag&of kvd Shafts- 
bury, he held a respectable situation under go- 
venunent, and wrote some able political tracts. 
His lordship, however, being at length compi- 
led to fly to Holland, to avoid being prosecuted 
for high treason, Mr. Locke followed bim. In 
1685, the English demanded him of the States 
General, on suspicion of bis being concern- 
ed in Monmouth's rebellion. On this, he kept 
himself private for several months, and em- 
ployed tbe time in preparing for the press that 
work which has immortalized hbi name and 
fame, "The Essay on tbe Human Understand- 
mg." It was not published, however, till after 
the revolution, an event which restored him to 
his native countiy. The latter years of bis fiie, 
be devoted chiefly to religious retirement, and to 
the writing of works on theolon-, and died « 
the ifeat of lady Masbam, in 17(H. 
^•f LOCKE, Samuel, D. D., a native and Astia. 
guished minister of Massachusetts, was, for 
several years, president of Hsrvard coOege ; he 
died after 1773. 

LOCKER, John, an English gentleman, de- 
voted to literary pursnits, and an autborof sons 
works ; he died in 1760. 

LOCKMAN, John, author of '< Rosalinda,** a 
musical drama, " I>avid*s Lamcnutions,** and 
other orks ; he died in 1771. 

LOiJK WOOD, Samuel, D. D., an American 
clergyman, settled in Andover, Connectkut, 
died in 1791. 

LOCKYER, Niebolis, Cromwell's chaplain, 
and autborof some theological tracts; he died 
inl6Si. 

LODBROG, Regner, a celebrated king of 
Denmark, at the beginning of the 9tb century. 
He was a warrior and poet, full of Ikuticiam 
and religious ftenzy. 

LODGE, Dr. Thomas, An English physician 
and dramatic writer, died in 16Eo. We mid hira 
characterized, by many of his cotemporary 
poets, as a man of very constderabte genius. 

LOEWENDAL, Ulric Frederic Woklemar, 
count de, a native of Hamburgh, distinguished 
as an ofllcer in the service of Poland, and after- 
wards of Denmark, against Sweden. He was 
finally a field-moTBhal cf France, and «flcd io 
17.\?. 



LOGAN, Frederic. l»roii de, a German poet, 
oT comiderabJe merit, wbose Eplcrama, Aut, 
blTe been edited by Leasing : be died in 1855. 

LOGAN, Jobiw a Scotcbdivlae aodpoet, bom 
•bout 1718. died m London, m 1788. His poems 
were published la 1781 ; and In 1790, two vo- 
Inracs of bis sermons were printed ; for he had 
obtained much distinction as an eloquent and 

tiOGAJ^, James, a native of Ireland, distin- 

Kifibed for his talents and leamiog, came to 
iinsylvanla witb tbe proprietor, in 1699, and 
hcM Ibe offices of chief jiistice of tbe colony and 
president of tbe councU. On the death of the 
governor, In 1736, the administration devolved 
OB bim for two years. 

LOGAN, an American Indian chief, known 
Ibr his friendship to the white peoi)le, until hl£i 
family were wantonly murdered by them, in 
1774, 'and afterwards, for the hostility with 
wbicb he avenged bis loss. 

LOGE3, Maiy Bruneau, a French lady, much 
•Amired for her wit and genius, particularly by 
the kiag of Sweden, and tlie dufce of Orleans, 
and called the tenth mule. She lias left none 
•f ber poetry behind her. 

LOHENSTELV, Daniel Oaspard de, a learn- 
ed German, who wrote some dramatic pieces, 
and other works ; be died in 1683. 

LOIR, Nicholas, a painter, born at Paris, the 
dkciple of Le Brun. He died professor of tbe 
academy of painting. 

LOKMAn, sumamed the Wise, sometimes 
edited Abre Anam, or fatber of Anam, a philo- 
eopber and fibullst of great account among the 
Sasceras. Being once asked how he had attain- 
ed so ei^alted a pitch of wisdom and virtue, 
Lokman replied, " It was by always speaking 
tbe truth, by keeping my word Inviolably, and 
by never batenneddung in affairs that did not 
concern me.** 

IA>LLARD, Walter, founder of tbe religious 
sect called Lollards, who denied the power and 
lailuence of tlie virgin Mary over Christ ; taught 
tbat tbe mass, bafrasm, and eitreme uncijon, 
were of no use or avail ; rejected tbe form of] 
die penitential, and renoooced all obedience 
kodi to the eedestastlcal and civil magistrates. 
He was bnmt for heresy at Ck>lecne, In 1333. 

LOLME, John Lewis de,LL.I>., a native of 
CSeneva, in whieh country be practised as an 
advocate tUI he wait to Ei^and, where he pub- 
fished, in 1775, a celebrateid treatise, " On tbe 
Ceoetitution of England :** a work well known 
•od Justly esteemed. Junius reconnnended it 
to tbe public, as deep, solid, and Ingenious ; and 
In the British senate it was honoured witb tbe 
* apptarase of a Camden and a Chatham. He 
puMiehed, besides, a '* History of tbe Flagel- 
tanta, or Memorials of Human Supeistition, Im- 
itated from the Abbe Boileau." Or. De Lolme, 
died in Switzerland, in 1807. 

LOM, Josstt Van, a pbysictan, who practised 
at Toumay and Bruges. His works on medical 
•nbjecta, written in elegant Latin, were publish- 
ed ia 3 vols. Amsterdam, 1745. 

LOM.\ZZ0, John Paul, a native of Milan, 
known as a landscape, and portrait painter. 
He wrote a treatise on painting, in Italian, and 
dIedinlSSa 

LOMBARD, Peter, well known by the title 
«f master of tbe sentences, from a work of his, 
wbicb is looked on as, the source and origin of 
tttt acbofastic theology in tbe Latin church. He 
wan bora at Novara, In Lombnrdy, and died in 
IM«. 
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LOMBARD, John Lewis, professor of artil- 
lery, at Mentz. He wrote on tbe movement of 
projeciiles, principlef of gunnery, ttc ; be died 

LOMB ART, Lambert, an architect and pahi- 
ter. a native of Liege, died in 1565. 

LOMENIE, Henry Augustus, count de Brien- 
ne, for some time ambassador to England, and 
secretary of state in the reign of Lewis XiV., 
of France ; he died in 1666. 

LOMEME, Henry Lewis, eountde Brtenne, 
son of the preceding, and alao his successor 
in his high offices. But tbe loss of bis wii'e, 
whom he tenderly loved, atlected his under- 
standing, and be was dismissed; he died in 
1698. 

LOMENIE DE BRIENNE, Stephen Charles 
de, of tbe same famliv, was made archbishop 
of Touloufle, and afterwards eardinal,v and 
prime-minister of Lewis XVI. ; but his abilities 
were below bis high station, which he qoitied, 
after having disgraced Calonue; he died ia 
1798. 

LOMONOZOF. a celebrated Russian poeT,and 
great roftner of his native tongue, bom in 17U, 
died in 1764. Tbe odes of Loroouozuf are great- 
ly admired for originality of invention, sobli- 
mity of sentintent, and energv of laiq^uage. 
He is In fact the Pindu of Russia. Lomonoxnf 
made also no inconstierable fii;are in history, 
having published two works relative to that of 
his own country. 

LONDB, Francis Richard de la, a French 
poet, of considerable merit, who abio wrote on 
history, morals, and antiquities; be died in 
178& 

LONDON, John Campbell, eari and baron of, 
was commander-in-chief of the British furcna 
in America, and governor of the colony of Vir- 
ginia. 

LONG, Edward, a judge of the vice- admi- 
ralty court, in the West Indies, and author of a 
Historv of Jamaica, &c. ; he died in England, 
in 1813. 

LONG, James le, a priest of the oratory, bom 
at Paris. He was professor at several univer- 
sities, and WIS well skilled in ancient and mo- 
dern languages, and In mathematics and pbiio- 
sophy : be died in 1731. 

LONG, Thomas, an nbfe divine, bom at Exe- 
ter. He was author of the hisiory of the Don»- 
tists, Examination nf Hales* Treatise on Schlsui, 
fcc. ; be died in 1700. 

LONG, Dr. Roger, a very eminent astrono 
mer, and author or an excellent treatise on that 
science. He erected in one of the rooms of 
Pembroke college, of which he was master, a 

Shore of eighteen feet diameter, ele\'ated to 
e laritude of Cambridge, wherein thirty per- 
is might sit conveniently : it is turned with 
great ease by a small wlnrh, though the whole 
weight Is above 1000 lbs. He was bora In Nor- 
folk, In 1079, and died in 1770. 

LONGBBARD, William, a facetious priest, 
notorious for raising seditions in London, In the 
reign of Richard I. He was torn to pieces by 
horses, and then huns upon a gallows. 

LONGEPIERB, Hilary Bernard de, a learned 
Frenchman, bom at Dijon. He translated into 
verse, Anacreon, Tlicocritus, Sappho, dtc, and 
was tbe author of some tra^fedies. lie died in 
1727. 

LONGINUS, Dionysius, a Grecian piii1o.«>- 
pber and orator, autlior of a ** Treatise on tlie 
Sublime,** wbicb raised his leputatioii to mich 
a height as no critic, eittier before or since, could 
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ever reaeli. His cotemporarios bad ao great 
an opinion of hw judgment and taste, that thej 
appointed hioi sovereign judge of all authors; 
aiiU nvery thing was received or rejected b^ the 

Bubiic accordmg to the decisioD of Longinua. 
le was put to death by Aareilan, in S73. 

LONGL AND, or LAN6ELAND. Robert, an 
EnKtish poet, bom In Shropshire. His *^ Vision 
of Pierce Plowman/' abounds with severe re- 
HecUoos on the Romish clergy, and cxtiibits a cu- 
rious picture of the times. It was finished in 
13ti9. 

LONGL AND, John, an Englishman, made 
dean of Salisbury, In I5U, and seven years af- 
ter bishop of Lincoln : his works appeared (n 
folio, in 1533. He died in 1M7. 

L0N60M0NTANU8, ChriAlan, an eminent 
astroq^mer, bum in Denmark, in 1563, died in 
1647. He was author of several workis, which 
•how great capacity in mathematics and astro- 
nomy ; but his " Astrouomia Danica" is the 
most distinguished. 

LONGUEIL, Gilbert de, a learned physician, 
of Utrecht, author of Remarks on Plautus, Ovid, 
Nepos, a Dialogue on Birda, with their Greek, 
Latin, and German names, and a Greek and 
Latin Lexicon ; he died in 1543. 

LONGUEIL, Obristopher de. an able French 
scholar, hishly favoured by Lewis XII., and by 

C>pe Leo X., who engaged him to write against 
uther; he died in ISS. 

LON6UERUE, Louis Dufour de, a French 
eritic and theological writer, bom in 16SS, died 
io 1733. 

LONGUBVAL, James, a French Jesuit, who 
wrote a Histoiyjof the French Church, in 10 vols 
Dissertation on Miracles, &c. ; he died in 1735 

LONGUS, a Greek sophist, author of four 
pastorals, and the Loves of Daphnls and Chloe, 
edited in 1(KW, 4to. 

LONt, Alexander, of Florence, «Qiinent as a 
painter, died in 17DS. 

LONICERUS, John, a learned German, pn>- 
fcsaor of languages at Marpurg. He compiled] 
a Greek and Latin Lexicon, and published 
Dioscoridos ; be died in 15G9. 

LONICENU9, Adam, son of the preceding, 
was a sagacious physician, who died at Frank- 
fort, in 1586. He was the author of many 
workn, chiefly on natural history. 

LOON, Theodore Van, of Brassels. whose 
tticellent paintings adorn the public edifices of 
Rome and Venice, was bom in 1630. 

LORD, Benjamin, D. D., an American di 
Tine, seuled at Norwich, Connecticut ; he died 
in 1784, aged 90. 

LOREDANO, John Francis, a learned and 
ingenious senator, of Venice, author of a life 
of Adnm, History of the Kings of Cyprus, dec, 
was born In lfl06. 

LORENZETTI, Ambroglo, a painter, of Si- 
enna, and the first who painted with success, 
storais, rain, and tlie effect of winds ; he died 
in 1350. 

LORENZINI, Lawrence, a native of Flo- 
rence, eminent as a mathematician. He was 
imprisoned twenty years, during which lime he 
wrote 12 books on coQ if at and cylindiical see- 1 
tions, in Latin ; be died in 1731. | 

LORENZINI, or LAURENTINI, Francis 
Maria, an Italian poet, who wrote " Sacred 
Dramas;*' he was bom at Rome, in 1680, and 
died in 1743. 

LORIMER, Dr. John, an Hqglish physician, 
and author of an Kfisay on Magnetism, born in 
1733, dii-d J.ilv, 1795. 
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1 LORING, brael, bora in 16^, was eellled aft 
minisicr of Sudbury, Maasachusetla, and died 
in 1773. 

LORTT, Henry, or Glareanns, from Claris. Uk. 
Switzerland, where he was bora. Be stnmed 
at Basil, Cokigne, and Paris, was the friend of 
Erasmus. He wrote much on cJasHJcal snb- 
jects, and died in 1563. 

LORME, Philibert de, an eminent Fieoch 
architect and antiquary, bom at Lyons, died ia 
1557, leaving behind several books of arcbitec 
ture greatly esteemed. 

LORME, John de, a French phyaician, wfa* 
attended the wife of Henry IIL, Mary de Medt- 
cis, and other branches of the royal family. 
He w^ universally esteemed, and died in 1634. 

LORME, Charles de, son of the preceding, 
physician to Lewis XHL He acquired greas, 
fame and opulence, and died in 1678» 

LORRAINE, Robert le, a celebrated French 
sculptor, bom at Parip, In 1666, died in 1743. 

LORRAINE, Charles of, cardinal, and arch- 
bishop of Rheims, son of the duke of Guise. 
His influence at one time was nearly unlimited 
In France ; be died in 1574. 

LORRIS, William de, a poet of coiMlderabl« 
merit, author of the " Romance of the Rose.** 
in imitation of Ovid^s Art of Love, died abovt 
1630. 

LORRY, Anne Charles, a French pbysiclaii. 
well known for his Latin treatises on melancho- 
ly and its affections ; also a treatise on cum 
neous diseases ; he died in 1763. 

LOSA, Isabella, a native of Cordova, so Il- 
lustrious for her knowledge of Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew, that she was honoured with the 
dearee of D. D. She died in 1546. 

LOT, son of Haran, and nephew of Abra- 
ham. When Sodom was about to be destroyed, 
God, out of mercy to Abraham, spared Lot 

LOTEN, John, a good landscape painter, of 
the Englrsh school, though a native of Holland, 
dird in 1G81. 

LOTH AIRE L, son of Lewis the Debonnalres, 
was partner on the throne of Gemiany with 
his father, in 817, and made king of Lombard^ 
three years after. He revolted against his fa- 
ther, seised him, and shut him In prison. This 
conduct brought on a war in which an immense 
number of lives were sacrificed. Lolhaire died 
in 885. 

LOTHAIRE II., duke of Saxony, afterwards 
king, and then emperor of Germany ; lie died 
in 1157. 

LOTHAIRE, king of France, eon of Lewis 
IV. His wife, Emma, gave blm poison, of 
which he died in 986. 

LOTHAIRE, king of Lorraine, abandoned 
his wife to marry his mistress, but pope Nicho- 
las I. had the spirit to interfere, and to compel 
his nu^esty to again Uke his lawful wUb. lie 
died in 869. 

LOUIS I., suraamed the Debonnaire, or the 
Feeble, son of Charlemagne, was proclaimed 
king of France, and emperor of the West, in 
814. He was in a perpetual quarrel either with 
his brothers or sons, antll his death, which hap- 
pened in 840. 

LOUIS II., the Young, eldest son of Lothaire 
I., was made king of Italy in 844, and succeeded 
to die imperial throne In 855. He was a brave 
and virtuous monarch, and anxious to preserve 
the dicniry of the throne ; lie died in 87.5. 

LOUIS III.. Bumamed the Blind, succeeded 
to tlie throne m 890, and was crowned by Beno- 
dict IV. He was soon after, surprised and taken 
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iy fail riiralf Berencer, wlio put oat his eyes ; 
ht died in 934. 

I^iriS IV., called the Cblld, raoceeded hia 
fiuDer, tlM emperor Arnold, when be wu only 
•even yean old. His rei|pi was a scene of 
dvil n'ar and desolation ; he died in 911. 

I.OUIS v., was elected emperor of Germany, 
In 1314 ; and after much civil discord, was killed 
by a fkil ftom his horse in 1347. 

I/)I7IS I., khif of France. Bee LOUIS I., 
tffee Debonnaire. 

LOins II., the Stammerer, was the son of 
Charles the Bald, and succeeded his ftther as 
kmc of Prance, In 877. He wae a weak prince, 
and died tn 679. 

LOITIS III., son of Louis IL, shared the king- 
dom with his brother Carloman, with whom he 
Bved in perfect union ; Louis died in 8BS, and 
Carloman l>ecame sole king of France. 

LOUIS IV.,8umamed Transmarine, because 
he resided 13 yearn in England, succeeded to 
liw throne of France ia 936. He was killed by 
a Ikll from his horse while hunting In 954. 

LOUIS v., suruamed the Lazy, succeeded his 
Ikther Lothalre in 968. He was ▼igorously 
Brepailog to march against the Saracens, when 
M was poisoned by his queen Blanche, in 987. 
Be was succeeded by Hogb Capet. 

LOUIS Vr, called the Big, succeeded to the 
tfttoac In 1106. He was disturbed by external 
quarrels, and Internal factions; but be was a 
wise and popular monarch, benevolent as a 
maa, impartial as a Judge; he died In 11.17. 

LOUIS VII., the Young, son and successor of 
the preceding, was early engaged ia a quarrel 
with tlie pope, and was excommunicated by 
bim. He made a crusade with an army con- 
Mdtina of 80,000 men, to Palestine, but was de- 
feated bv the Saracens ; be died at Parii, in 1180. 

LOUIS VIII., surnamed the Lion, succeeded 
bia father, Philip Augustus, In 1923. He waged 
■QCceorful war sgalost the English, and took 
lame pnssessione fVom them ; he died in 133S. 

LOUIS IX., called Saint, son of the preceding. 
Ha made two crusades, duriog the last of which 
be died at Tonto. ia 1270, and was canonised 
by Boiieface Vlu. 

LOUIS X., called Hutin, succeeded his father, 
Fbilip the Fair, in 1314, and died in 1310. 

LOUIS XI., ascended the throne in 1461, an 
ongrateAil wretch, who rebelled against his 
fiBLiher, and afterwards poisoned his brother 
During his reign, rebellion and carnage were 
eommon occurrences ; and be has been deserved- 
ly called the Tiberius of France. He died in 
1483. 

LOUIS XII., surnamed the Just, ascended 
the throne la 1496. He engaged in war with 
aearty all the neighbouring states, but was an 
amiable monarch, and greatly beloved by his 
■abjects ; he died in 1515. 

LOUIS XIII., surnamed the Jost, ascended 
ibe throne in 1610. He was guided in his con- 
dact by the celebrated cardinal Richelieu, who 
ffom motives of ambition kept him at war dur- 
iof mast of his reign ; he died in 1642. 

Louis XIV., surnamed the Great, was bom 
bi 1638. His reign is celebrated, as an era of 
magnificence, learning and licentiousness, in 
France ; be died in 1715, leaving l>ebind him 
monamenta of unprecedented spleadour and ex- 
peoee, ia palaces, gardens, Ace. 

LOUIS XV., ascended the throne In 1715. 
Oaring liis reign, France was almost constantly 
at war. Tlie contest wtth England, concerning 
iba powewloa of Canada^ anded with gren kMS 



of territory to France. Louis died of a secoad 
attack of the small pox, in 1774. 

LOUIS XVI., ascended the throne In 1774, 
having married the celebrated Maria Antoinette 
of Austria, in 1770. He was a benevolent, vir- 
tuous, and amiable man, much attached to re- 
ligion, and anxious to make his subjects happy. 
By his sttbtieGts he was treated in the vilest 
manner, called a tyrant and traitor, and finally 
beheaded by a perjured tribunal, in 1793. 

LOUIS XVIil., brother to I4>ui8 XVI., dur- 
ing the reign of Terror, and that of Buonaparte, 
bemg ol>tiged to leave his country, he wandereo 
from place to place, as his safetv required. He 
finally went to England, where be remained till 
1814, when the allied powers placed him on the 
throne of France. On the approach of Napoleon 
from his retirement, he was obliged anin to 
fly, Imt was again placod on his throne ey tiM 
allies. Ho was a mild and amiable prince, conr 
suiting the wishes aad happioem of his people ; 
he died in IfflS. 

LOUIS L, called the Pious, king of Gennanv, 
was a powerful monarch, and rendered himself 
formidable to his neighbours ; he died in 876. 

LOUIS II., son and successor of the preced- 
ing, defeated liis uncle Charles the Bald ; he 
died in 882. 

LOUIS HI., king of Germany. See LOUIS 
ni., emperor. 

LOUIS I., of Anjou, king of Hungary and 
Poland, flocceeded Charles U., in 1313, and died 
In 1382. 

LOUIS IL, was king of Hungary, after bio 
fatiier Ladlslaus, aad was drowned in a marsh, 
as he fled (torn a field of battle, in 1536. 

LOUIS, prince of Tarentnm, married Jano. 
queen of Naples, and was crowned king of 
Naples, in 1358. 

LOUIS I., duke of Anjou, second son of John, 
Idng of France. The kingdom of Naples waa 
left him by the will of queen Jane, but fatting 
to obtain it, he died of a broken heart, in 1384. 

LOUIS, Antony, secretary to the academy of 
surgeons, at Paris, was one of the best anato- 
mists in Europe. He wrote many professlona! 
works^and died in 1792. 

LOUPTIERE, John Charles de Relongue da 
la, of the Arcadian academy, at Rome, wrote a 
colleclion of poems, in 8 vols. ; he diedf in 1784. 

LOU VET, Peter, was master of requests to 
queen Margaret, he wrote some learned works, 
and died in 1640. 

LOUVET DB COUVRAY, John Baptist, 
during the revolution, he was an active mem- 
Imr of the French convention, and although 
proscribed, escaped the scaffold. He was au- 
thor of some licentious works, and died in 1797. 

LOUVILLE, Eugene d* AllonvUle, chevalier 
de, a nobleman, who served as a colonel under 
Philip v.. king of Spain. He afterwards devo- 
ted himself to mathemdUcs and astronomy, and 
died in 1799. 

LOVB, James, an Envllsb actor and dramatic 
writer, died in 1774. Tnougic this person passed 
by the name of Love, liis real family name was 
Dance. 

LOVE, Christopher, an English clergyman 
and divinity writer of great reputation, was 
beheaded in 1651 by the republicans, on a charge 
of high treason in holding correspondence with 
klngCharleel. 

LOVELACE, Richard, an English poet and 
dramatic writer, born in 1618, died in 1658. He 
wrote two pjavs. neither of wliich have been 
printed : " TheScboltf,** a comedy ; and " Tha

4Sk»tdier,'* a mgeAj. Uiw poemif whicJi are 
Mtremely icvce, were printed under the title 
•of Lucasta : the first part In 1640, the Mcond in 
1659. 

LOVELACE, FranciSfgovemor of the colo 
ny of New- York, from 1667, until Its lurrender 
to the Dutch, in 1673. 

LOVBLACE, John, lord baron of Hurley^ 
eame to America u governor of the colony oi 
New- York, in 170d, uid died the ensuing year. 

LOVEIOND, Edward, a pod of considerable 
talents, died In 1773. His brother collected au<t 
published his poems in 1785. 

LOWE, Peter, a Scotch Burffenn, who for 22 
years was in the amiJesof Flanders and France, 
filially settled at Glasgow.

LOWE, Mauritius, an English painter of 
eomiiderable eminence, died in extreme poverty, 
the eflfbct of indolence, in 1793. 

LOWELL, Juhn, LL. D., an eminent lawyer, 
of Massachusetts, was a member of congress 
from that state, a Judge of the court of appeals, 
fh>m (he admiralQf courts of tlic states, and a 
judffe of the circuit court of liie U. 9., he died 
in 1802. 

LO WEN, John Frederlck,wrote some poems, 
printed at Hamburgh, and a romance ; he died 
in 1773. 

LOWER, Sir William, a fltmous ravalier 
in the troubles of Charies L, and a dramatic] 
writer, died in 1668. 

LOWER, Dr. Richard, a celebrated English 
physician, died in 1691. He was author of an ex 
ccllent book, " De Corde ;** and of another, " De 
Motu et Colore Sanguinis et Chyli in eum tran- 
situ;" and practised the transfVision of blood 
from one animal into another ; but whether be 
was the inventor of this operation we know 
not 

LOWMAN, Moses, 40 yean dlssentina mi- 
nister at Surrey, was well skiUsd in Jewish an- 
tiquities, and history. He wrote a work on Re- 
velations, and died in 1753. 

LOWNDES, William, LL. D., a member of 
congress from South Carolina, distinguished for 
his talents, eloquence, and application to ttie 
business or his office ; be died in 18^. 

LOWIH, William, a distinguished English 
theological writer and commentator, born in 
London, in 1661, died in 17J3. 

LOWTH, Dr. Robert, son of the preceding, 
bishop of London, &c., born in 1710, died in 
1767. His literary character is well known by 
)m8 learned "Prelections'* on Hebrew poetry, 
which were translated into English by Mr. Gre- 

Jory, in 1787. But perhaps the most useful of 
is achievements are what refer to his own 
language ; which owes to him, what nothing 
said in it can ever pay, the " First Tnstitutet; 
of Grammar;" and, in his "Translation of 
Isaiah," the snb]iroe8t|K>etry1n the world. 

LOYER, Peter ie, a native of Anjou, and an 
thor of a curious history of spectres, and other 
works ; he died in 1634. 

LOYOLA, Ignatius, of, the founder of the 
Jesnits, bom in 1491, at the castle of Lovola, in 
Spain, was first page to Ferdiaand V. kiqg of 
Spain, and then an officer in his army; tn which 
lie signalised himself by his valour, and was 
wounded in both legs at the si^e of Pampeluna, 
in 1581 To this circumstance the Jesulrs owe 
their origin ; for while be was under cure of 
bifl wounds, a Life of the Saints was put into 
his hands, which determined him to forsake tlie 
military for the ecclesiastical profession. His 
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first devout exercise was to dedicate taimaelf M 
the blessed viigin as her kniglit: he then went 
a pilgrimage to the Holy Land ; and on bis re- 
luni to Europe he continued his tbeokxgical stu- 
dies in the universities ot Spain, though be waa 
then 33 years of age. After thb be went m 
Paris, and in France laid the founda,^ion of this 
new order, the institutes of which be prcseol- 
ed to pope Paul HI., who made manyobjectioua 
to them ; but Ignatius addina to the three voisri 
of chastity, poverty, and obediencav a fouitll 
implicit submission to the holy aeCf the iBstitu- 
tion vfn confirmed in 1540. The pious fooadar 
died in 1555. 

LITBIENETSKI, Theodore, a native of Cmr 
cow, eminent as a nainter ; he died in 1716. 

LUBIENETSKi, Stanislaus, a gentleman of 
Poland, and celebrated Socinian mlnisier, bora 
at Cracow, in 1623, died by polwtn, in 1675. Ba 
wrote several books ; the chief of which is a 
" History of the Reformation of Poland.** TIm 
Socinians look upon him at a saint, if not » 
martyr. 

LuBIN, Eilhard, a learned protestaat, ban 
in Oldenburgh, and professor of poetry, at Roa* 
tock ; he died in 1681. 

LUBIN, Augustin, geographer of the Frendi 
king, was the author of several works, and died 
in 1695. 

LUC, Jean Andre de. bom at GeDevm, la 
1796. As a chymist and geologist be was pr^ 
eminent; and his labours were all rendered 
subservient to the best interests of mankind, in 
iilustratin|; tlie evidences of natural and n- 
vealed religion. His prindnal work is, " Gao- 
logical Travels In the North of Europe, Eng- 
land, France. Switzerland, and Germany." Mr 
De Luc, died at Windsor, in 1817. 

lAJCA/i, John Baptist, a native of Verona, 
quitted the law for tlie church, and became a 
cardinal. He wrote a work on civil law, and 
died in 1683. 

LUCAN, Marcus Anncus, a Latin poet, bora 
at Cordova, in Spdn, A. D. 39. He was eon 
deinned by Nero to be bled to death la a bato, 
A. D. 65. His chief work is his " Phanalia ;" 
which indeed is rather a bistorv of the etvtt 
wan) than a true poem, none of the nilea of 
poetry being otiserved in it. 

LUCAS, Tudensis, a bishop, antlKMr of a 
History of Spain, from Adam to 1^6 ; lie died 
in the 13th century. 

LUCAS, Van Leyden, a very eminent paiaier 
and engraver, of Holland, died In 1533. 

liUCAS, Richard, a learned divine, vicar oC 
St. Stephens. He published 5 vols. ofimnioM^ 
and othei* works, and died in 171S. 

LUCAS, Dr. Charles, a celebrated Iriah Mp 
triot, and writer on medicine, bora tn 1713, died 
in 1771. So high was his parliamentary chap 
racter, that the corporation of Dublin, manv oi 
the peers, the speaker, and numerous menben 
of the house of cimimons, with the aeveral 
gu^ds, to the amount of 9000 persons, attended 
his funeral ; and the corporation settled a pen- 
sion on his widow. 

LUCAS, Paul, a great French traveller, bom 
in 1664, died in 1737. His travels consist of 
several volumes, are passably written, and aam- 
aing enough ; but not of the best authority. 

LUCAS, Francis, bora at Bruges. He waa 
dean of St. Omer, and published Notes and 
Commentaries on the Old and New Testament. 
He died in 1610. 

LUCCHESINI, John Vincent, a historian, 
and secretary to the pofH;, was born at Lucca 
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Be composed mum worki of great merit, uid 
«eil in 1744. 

LUCI AN, a celebnted Gre«k critic and ntir- 
fet, IMMH at Somoiata, A. D. 90, died In 180. He 
was not only one of the llneet ivita of his own 
tline, bat of all andqutty, being a jierfeet master 
In the great art of miitag the oeefUl with the 
entertaining. 

LUCIFER, U^op of Cagdarl, In Sardinia, 
■Qthor of a new sehkm) called Luctferians ; he 
tfedln390. 

LUCILIUS, ao ancient Latin poet, who wrote 
IB books of " Satires/* U n noid that he i%ar 
the first Inventor of that kind of poem. Uf 
died 103 B.C. 

LUCIUS I., pope and saint, was elected in 
153) and the next year suffered martyrdom. 

LUCIUS n., Gerard de Cacciani'mict, a native 
#f Bologna, elected pope, In 1144, and died sooti 
atfter. 

LUCIUS in., Rambaldo Allineigoli, a native 
«f Lucca, elected pope In 1 181. The ioqalsition 
arftlnaied under thb pontiff. 

LUCKBTfA, the ftmous Roman matron, 
iVlfe of Collatinus, and the cause of the revolu- 
tHon of Rome from a monarchy to a republic. 
This lady, being vtohited by Sextus, the eldest 
■on of l^rguin, king of Rome, stabbed hersetr. 
50 B C. The bloody poniard, with her dead 
tody, exposed to the senate, was the signal or 
Roman nberty. The expulsion of the Tarquins, 
and the abolition of the regal dignity, was In- 
atantfy resolved on, and carried into execution. 

LUCRETIUS, Titus Canis, an ancient Ro- 
man philosopher and poet, much esteemed for 
bis le«ming and eloquence, wrote 6 books '^ De 
KaCnra Remm,** was bom about 96 B. C, and 
Aed 54 B. C. His poem has been traislated 
inlo English by Mr. Creech, and his version in 
geperally esteemed. 

LUCULLUB. a renowned Roman general 

id oonsulidied 60 B. C. 

LUPLOw, Edmund, a chief of the repobll- 
party in the civil wars of England In the 
THh centmry, bom in 1630, died in 1003, leaving 
** Merooiis of his own Times." 

LUDLOW, Roger, a native of England, who 
caoM to America, m 1630. He was elected 
fovemor of Maasachnsetts, and, removing to 
Connectieot, be held the oflkes of magistrate 
and governor of that colony. The firrt code of 
laws ot Connecticut, waa compiled by him. 

I^nX>LPH, Job, a very learned and gciod 
man, bom at Erftirt, and author of a grammar 
•f the Ethfoplc language, and a historv of Ethi- 
opia, besides some other works ; he died in 1704. 

LUDOLPH, Henry William, son of the pre- 1 
ceding, a leaned and pious man, of great re- 
speeubilttv. He was presented to the Cxar of 
Russia, who treated him with great kindne», 
for which he wrote a Russian grammar ; he 
died in 1710. 

LUDWELL, Pbinp. governor of North and 
loath CaroHna, In lOIs, waa succeeded by Har- 
vey soon after that time. 

LUBWIG. John Peter, professor of law, at 
If agdeboig, a privy counseUor to the kiagof Pnie- 
ila; be died In 1743. 

LUGO, John, a Spanish Jeanit, bora at Mad- 
rid, a pnrfessor of theokM7, at Rome. Be was 
made cardinal by pope Urban, Introduced Je- 
suit's bark Into France, wrote 7 vda. folio, and 
died in lOBO. 

LUGO, Francis, brother of John, a learned 
man, Tp<^or of two colleger, went missionary to 
Isdia, wrote 3 fblio vols., and died tn 16S3. 
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LUISINO, or LUISINI, Francis, an eminei^ 
Venetian scholar, professor of Latin and Greek, 
at Reegio ; be died in lflC8 

LUI8INUS, Aloysius, a Venetian pbysk-iaa, 
who published " de Hortao Gallico," Itc, 1566. 

LUITPRAND, a king of Lombardv, know* 
for his conquests. In Italy ; he died in 744. 

LUITPRANDUS, a Lombard historian, who 
wrote the history of bis own times in six books, 
ho died in 1000. 

LUKE, Sl the evaiwelist, was a physician, 
at Antioch, converted to Christianity by the 
preach ilia of St. Paul. 

LULLS, Raymond, styled Tbe Enlightened 
Doctor, was born In Mi^p'ca, In 1336. Medicine 
and chvmistry were his chief professions ; but 
at lasi he undertook the propagation of theso^ 
pel In Africa, and waa stoned to death In Man* 
ritania, In 1315. 

LULLI, John Baptiat, an eminent musical 
rompoeer, and superintendent of miislc to Louis 
XIV., bom at Florence, in 1634. In I68R, the king 
was seized with an indispoiiltion which threat- 
ened bis life ; but recovering from it, Lulli waa 
required to compose a Te Deuoi upon tiie occi^ 
«ion. He did compose one. not more remark- 
able for its excellence, than for the unhappy ae> 
cident which attended the performance of it. 
He had neglected nothing in the cnmpooitlon of 
the music, or the preparations for the executloii 
of It ; andf, the better to demonstrate his zeal, 
he himself beat the time; but, with the cane 
he used for this purpose, he gave himself, in tho 
heat of action, a blow upon tbe end of nis foot ; 
and this, ending In a gangrene which baHled all 
the skill of his surgeons, put an end to his life^ 
in 1687. 

LUMLEY, Joanna lady, translated into La* 
tin, from the Greek, three of Isocrateii* orations, 
which are still preserved at Westminster ; ibt 
died in 1630 

LUNEAU DE BOISJERMAIN, Peter Joseph 
Francis, a voluminous French writer, who pub* 
lisbed works on Geography, Reading, Ortho- 
graphy. History, fcc. ; he died In 1P08. 

LUSIGNAN, Guy, a celebrated French war- 
rior during the crusades, who became king of 
Jerusalem ; he died In 1194. . 

LUSSAN, Margaret de, ft vohunlnoas ff 
male writer, in England, who supported her»eif 
with her pen. She wrote Roniancea, Histoijr, 
Anecdotes. Itc. ; and died in 1 758. 

LUTHER, Martin, au Illustrious German di- 
vine, and reformer of the church, bom at Isle- 
ben, in Saxony, in 1483. He studied at Erfurtb, 
being desiKned for a civilian ; but an awful ca- 
tsatrophe made such an impression upon his 
mind, that he resolved to retire from tbe world. 
As he Wis walking in the fields with a fellow- 
Btudcut, they were struck by lightning, Luthef 
to the ground, and his companion dead by his 
side. He entered into the order of Augustine 
hermits at Erfurth ; from tbh place he removed 
to Witterabcrgh, being appointed by the elec- 
tor of Saxony, professor of theology atid philo- 
sophy in the university Just founded there by 
that prince. In 1518, he was sent to Rome, to 
plead the cause of some convents of his order 
who had quarrelled with their «ricar-general : 
this gave him an opportunity of observing tho 
corruption of the pontifical court and tbe de- 
bauched lives of the dignitaries of the church, 
and probably gave him the first disgust to the 
Rombh ecclesiastical government, especially as 
he had engaged in the monastic life from mo- 
lives of genuine piety. Upon bin retun le 
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Wtttembergb, tt wss remarked that he grew; 
QDiuttftily peiwire, and more aintere io hia life 
and convernation: be likewise read and ex- 
pounded the aacred wrttiogiin lectures and aer- 
mons, and threw now lights on obscure paaBa-<i 
tes: the minds or his auditors being thus pre-I 
pared, a favourable occasion soon offered for 
carrjrlng into execution hts grand plan of re-]| 
formation. In 15r7, pope Leo X. publtsbed hlS|| 
induigenciea. Albert, archbishop of Menis and 
Magdebiiifto, was commisslonor for Ctermany, 
and was to have half the sum raised in that 
country ; Tecelius, a Dominican friar, was de- 

guted to oolleec, with others of bis order, for 
axony , and he carried his seal so far, as to 
declare bis commission to be so extensive, tiiat 
no crime could l»e too great to be pardoned ; by 
purchasing indulgencies, not only past sins, Init 
tboae intended, were to be forgiven. Against 
these Tile practices Luther openly preached, 
with wonderful succesSi and thus began the 
Refwrnatlon in Germany. Luther died in 1546. 

LUTTI, Benedetto, an eminent Italian pain- 
ter, bom at Florence, in 1666, died in 1734. 

LUXEMBOURG, Francis Henry de Montmo- 
rency, duke of, a famous general, and marshal 
of France, died In ltt4. 

LUYKEN, John, a Dutch engraver, bom at 
Amsterdam ; he died In 171S. 

LUYTS, John, a native of BoUand, nrofes- 
•or of mathematics and phllosophv, at Utrecht 
He wrote several works, and died in 1713. 

LYCOPHRON, son of Peflander,of Oarlnth, 
•88 B. G. murdered by the Gorcyreans. 

LYCOPHRON, a Greek tragic poet and 

Sammarian, flourished about 904 years before 
hrist, and wrote a poem entitled " Aiexan 
dria,*' containing a long course of predictions, 
which be supposes to be made by Cassandra, 
daughter of Priam, king of Troy. This poem 
has created a great deal of trouble to the learn 
•d, on account of its obseuritf. fluidas has 
preserved the tlttes of 90 Uagedles of bis com 
poking. 

LYCUR6US, a celebrated Spartan leglalator, 
flourished 870 B. C. 

LY<:URGUS, an Athenian orator, 408 B. C. 
He studied under Plato and Isocratea. 

LYDB. See JOINER. 

LYDOATE, John, an Augustine monk of St 
Edmundsbury, and a poet, flourished in the 
reign of Henry VL He was a disciple and ad 
mirer of Chaucer ; and, according to some eri 
tics, excelled his master In the art of veraiflca 
tion. He died in 1440. 

LYDIAT, Thomas, an eminent English chro- 
aologer and astronomer, bom in ISTs, died in 
1646. 

LYE. Edward, a learned divine and anti 
4uary, bora In 1704. He published, among other 
works, an edIUon of the " Etymoiogicon Augli 
canum,** by Junius, with many additions, and 
to which be preflxed an Anglo-Saxon Gram- 
mar; " The Gothic Gospels," with a Grammar 
ofthatlansuage; and aAer bis death, which 
happened, in 1767, came out his " Angla Saxon 
and Gothic Dictionary.** 

LYLY, or LILLY, John, bom In 1553. He 
look his masters* degree ai Magdalen-collegc, 
Oxford, in 1575 ; and afterwards went to court, 
where be was taken much notice of by queen 
Elizabeth, and bad expectations of being pre- 
ferred to iJie post of master of revels ; Iwt was, 
after many yean* attendance, disappointed. He 
la considered as tin first who attempted to re 
fera and purify the EnglMi laoguace. For tlili' 
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purpose he wrote a book entitled, ** Eiiphiiai 
and his England,*' In 1589, which met with a 
degree of success unusual with the flnu at- 
tempters of reformation ; being almoet inuDodt- 
aiely and universally foltowed. He aleo wnitt 
9 plays, and died in distressed clrcnmstatea 
about I6QO1. 

LYNCH, Thomas, Jun., a native of Bo«lh 
Carolina, born la 1740. He was a member of 
the Congress of 1776, and (»e of Ibesicncrs of 
the declaration of Independence. He was kom 
at sea afker 1779. 

LYNDB, Sir Humphrey, an EncUah author 
who wrote against popery ; he died In 1636. 

liYNDB, Benjamin, a judge, aadaflerwarl 
chief Justice of the superior court of Maasa 
chuaetts, died in 1745. 

LYNDE. Benjamin, son of the prccadiag 
also held tae office or chief Justice of Maasa 
chusetts, whicli be resigned, in 177S. 

LYNDON, Josias, governor of llie colony of 
Rhode Island, died In 1778. 

LYONNET, Peter, secretary to the atateeot 
Holland, a man highly eminent for his great am 
various learning: viz. he knew 9 iangua^M. 
was skilled in music, painting, engraviu, scnl^ 
ture, divinity, law, natural blMoiy, he. ; m 
died in 1789. 

LYONS, Israel, a celebrated En^h mathe- 
matician, born at Cambridge, in 1730, died is 
1775. 

L YS ANBER, a famous Spaitaa general, vrho 
defeated the Athenian fleet, and ended the S7 
years war. He fell in battle, 396 B. C. 

LYSERUS, Folycarp, an able German theo- 
logian, author of sevei«l learned oonmcntar 
rias 00 the ScriMurea ; he died in 1601. 

LYSERUS, John, a Protestant divine, of tht 
same fkrolly as the above, a man of great learn- 
ing, and fkmous for a work in defence of pol^ 
gamy: hediedinl684. 

LYSI AS, an ancient Atbealaii orator. FIb- 
tarcb and Photius relate, that 485 oratt o nawef 
formeriy exhibited under the name of Lyrtaa; 
of which 34 only are new extant. He died 378 
B C 

'LY8IMACHU8,one Of Alezaate'a] 

was killed in battle, 086 B. C. 

LYSIPPUS, a celebrated Greek .nhim.,, 
who flourished in the time of Alexander the 
Great, and chiefly excelled In the hair of the 
heads, and the proportion of bis figarea. * 

LYSIS, a Pythagorean oUloeopbcr, 
of Epaminondas, died 388 B. C. 

LyBONS, Daniel, an English pbyaician, ; 
thor of many Esssys, parUcularly on Camphor 
and Calomel in Fevers, on Intermittent Fe- 
vers, DropeieB, ^. he. ; he died In 1800. 

LYSOnS, Samuel, an antiquuy, bon hi 
1763. He studied at the Bfiddle Temple, and 
was there called to the btur. On tliedeathof 
Mr. Astle, be was appointed keeper of the re- 
cords in the Tower. His chief woiln are. *' An- 
tiquities of Gloucestershire ;** " CoUection of 
Roman Remains ;" and " Magna Britannia,** in 
conjunction with hbp brother. He died in 1819. 

LYTE, Henry, a native of Somersetshire, 
where he established the best bocaaicai gavdea 
in E ngland ; he died In 1607. 

LYTTELTON, Edward, lord keeper of the 
great seal of England, In the reign of Cbariea 
r, and an eminent law- reporter, bora in 1580, 
died in 1645. 

LYTTELTON, Georse lord, an elegant his- 
torian, poet, and mlscdianeous writer, born lo 
1709, died In 1773. His principal writiogs are, 
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»' Tilt Progreaa of Love ;" " Pcraimi l^ttera ;"| 
** CAservatiom on tbe CoiiTenlon and Apostle- 1 
•hip of SL Pmal/* and '* Tlw History of Henry 
ibe Becoo d." 

l^FTTELTON, Thonaslord, son of the pre- 
ceding, a young nobleman of very oooeiderable 
parUoatentary talents, but of a gay and dissi- 
pated mind ; be was cut off from a race of luxury 
•nd sensuality, if not c^ infidelity, under cir- 
eunistances peculiarly impressive ; oavlng been 
warned in a vision three days before his death, 
which happened accordingly without any pre- 
vious Illness. His lordship was bom in 1744, 
aAd died in 1779. 

LYTTELTON, Dr. Charles, bishop of Cai^ 
iiile, and an eminent antiquary, died in 1766. 



MAAS, Dirk, a Dutch paiater, whose npte- 
•entations of battles and landscapes, were much 
admired, was bom in 1696. 

MAAS. Arnold, a Dutch painter, eminent fbr 
representing people In conversation. 

MAAS, Nicholas, an eminent Dutch portrait 
painter, diedlnlflOS. 

MABILLON, John, a very learned theological 
and historical writer, of France, bora in 1632, 
died in 17U7. 

MABLY, Gabriel Bonnot de, better known 
by the name of Abbe de Mably, bora in 1709, 
died in 17S». He was a man of great talents, 
and wrote several valuable works: but his 
** Treatise sur la Maniere d*ecrlere rHistoire," 
ia that by which be is be&t known in England. 

MABOUL, James, bishop of Aeth, in France, 
•dmifed for his ckrauence as a preacher ; he died 
1b 1783. 

MABUSE, John, a Hungarian painter. His 
heat picture is the decaplution of St. John; he 
died in IMS. 

MAC ARDELLj James^ an EpgUah meszo- 
tinto engraver, died in 1765. 

MACABIUS. St., a celebrated hcrmtt, said to 
have been a disciirie of St. Anthony, bora at 
Alexandria, In 301. Fifty homilies in Greek, 
attributed to him, are extant. 

MACARIV8, St., born at Alexandria, where 
he presided over 5000 monks ; he died in 394. 

MACARTNEY, .George, earl, a celebrated 
frish statesman, who, after having been sent on 
several important embassies, and being knighted 
by the king of Poland, and b>' tbe king o( Eng 
land, was selected as ambassador extraordinary 
from Great Britain to Cl)ina. On his return, be 
was made an Irish baron. He married lord 
Bute's daughter, aud died in 1806. 

MACAULAY. See GRAHAM. 

MACBETH, usurper of tbe Scottish crown, 
dain in 1054. 

MACBRIDE, David, an Irish physician, 
who acguired great celebrity as a practitioner. 
In DuUui. He was tbe author of "Theory and 
Pnctice of Medicine," a work formerly in great 
reauest ; he died in 1788. 

MACCABEES, seven brothers, Jews, who, 
with their mother were put to death, at Antlocb, 
during the persecutiOD of Antiochus Epipbanes, 
IfiSB. C. 

MACCLINTOCH, Samuel, D. D., an Ame- 
rican clergyman, settled at Greenland, New- 
tfamnahire ; he died in 1804. 

M ACDIARMID, John, an English writer, au- 
thor of *' An Inquiry in the Svstem of Military 
Defence,** and other works ; he died In 1006. 

MACE, Francis, a writer of the Boibonne, 



who published '* Uhronotogical Abridgnieot of 
the Old and New Testament,*' '*A Moral Hisiu- 
ry," ^. ; he died at Paris, in 1781. 

MACE, Thomas, a practitioner on the late. 
Idistlnguished among musical men, was botn in 
|l613, and died in 1679. 

M ACEDO, Francis, a Jesuit, of Portugal, who 
Iwas promoteid to offices of trast, by pope Alex- 
ander VII. He published 100 different works, 
and wrote, or pronounced 150,000 verses extern- 
jporaneously ; he died in 1681. 

MACED0N1US, Arian, bishop of Constan- 
tinople, hi 341. He was deposed by a council, 
and caused great commotion and trouble in his 
idiocess. 

M ACER, iEmelius, a I^tln poet, of Verooa, 
in the are of Angusms. 

M ACER, Lucius Chuidlus, declared himself 
leroperor on Nero's death ; be was pat to death 
by Gaiba, in 68. 

MACPARLANE, Henry, a Scotch writer, au- 
thor of a histoiy of the rdgn of George III., in 
14 vols. 

MACPARLANE, Robert, a miscellaneous 
Iwriter, born in Scotland, In 1734. Re was for 
loroe yean a reporter of speeches in parliament. 
He afterwards kept a boarding school of great 
rnpuialion. Mr. macfarlane published "The 
HMoiy of George IH-,'* and translated the po- 
ems of Ossian into Latin. He died in 1804 of 
bruises received at a Brentford election. 

MACGREGORE, James, an Irish clerpymaB 
who came to America, to avoid rellgioi\0 perae- 
eatioD, and was settled in Londonderry, New- 
Hampshire : he died in 1729. 

MACHAM.ttobert, sn Englishman, who, la 
the reign of Edward HI., eloped with his mis- 
tress, and with her was shipwrecked on tbe 
Island of Madeira, which was befbre unknoivn 
The crew escaped with the news, and a ship 
being sent to the newly discov^ed island, found 
the two tovers buried under a tree. 

MACHAULT, John de, a French Jesuit, 
rector of Clermont coUege at Paris. He wnHe 
Latin notes on tlie History of Thuanus, said to 
be seditious, and which were burned by the 
hangman ; he died in 1619. Two other Jesuits 
of the name name were able writers. 

MACHET, Gerard, principal of tbe college 
of Navarre, confessor to (-harles VII. of France, 
and bltthop of Castres, died in 1448. 

MACHIAVEL, Nicholas, a native of Flo- 
rence, bora in 1460, was secretary, and after 
wards historiographer, to the republic of Fk> 
rence, and wrote a Idstory of that commonwealth 
from 1215 to 1494,of all his wrlUngs, that by which 
be has been chiefly distinguished is a treatise 
of politics, entitled " The Prince ;** the purpose 
of which is, to describe the arts of goverament, 
as they are usually exercised by wicked princes 
and tyrants ; and which is considered as a maa- 
terpiece in its kind. He died in 1530. 

M'KEAN. Thomas, LL. D., a distinguished 
actor in the American revolution, was a membeir 
of congress from Delaware, one of the signeia 
of the declaration of Independence, president 
of congress, and governor of Delaware; he 
died in 1817. 

M'KEAN, Joseph, D. D. LL D., PffofesMMr of 
rhetoric and oratory in Harvard college, died at 
Havana, where he had gone for hla health, hi 
181& 

M'KEEN, Joseph, D. D., adlstlngulsbed der 
gyman, ofNew-Hampshire,afterward8preHideai 
of Bowdoin college, Maine ; he died in 1807. 

MACKENZIE, SirGeoige, an ii«eoious wri 
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ler, burn at Dundee, In 1636. n« w*. viv« »»! wi«v. e>»«.»v*i. K^m^m^, •«t»-w«u»««-rvu«»i 
the bar, made king'i advocate, and knfgbied. Ilof tbe public reoordt, died In 1816 ^ having pub^ 



He wrotf! numerous and valuable works upon 
tlie lawg and antiquitlea of Scotland, and died 
In England. In 1601. 

MACKET. John, Bn Engllfhman, who fol- 
lowed tbe tortunes ot James II. In his exile ; but 
traitorously betrayed bis master's secrets to 
Wiiliam III Be wrote some curious and iu- 
leresting wp*^s, and died in 1798. 

MACKLaINE, Arrhibald, a pious divine, 
born in Ireland, In 1722, but educated at Glas- 
gow. He was pastor of ihe English congre- 
fation at the Hague from 174S till 1794, when 
the French invasion induced him to leave Hol- 
land, and he settled at Bath, where be died in 
1604. His best known work is a translation of 
Mosheim's " Rccleoiastical History." 

M ACLA VRIN, Coiin, an eminent Scotch ma- 
Cheniaiician and pUilosopher, born in Scotland, 
In 109B, died in 1746. His writings are very nu 
merons, and highly valuable for the purposes 
of gipography and navigation. 

MACLEAN, John, M. D., a native of Scot- 
land, canie to America, In 1791, and was soon 
afler appointed prol'c^sor of chymistry and na- 
tural history, and afterwards of mathematics 
and natural philosophy, at Princeton college, 
New-Jersey. He was subsequently professor 
of natural philosophy and chymistry, in the 
college of William and Alary, Virginia, which 
he resigned on account of his health, and died 
tt Pruicelon. in 1814. 

MACKLIN, Robert, a native of Scotfand, 
remarkable for his longevity. He died in New- 
Hampshire, In 1787, at the age of one hundred 
•nd tCfkeen. 

MACKLIN, Charles, an actor and dramatic 
writer, remarkable for liis longevity, having 
been born in llie north of Ireland about the 
month of May, 1690, and lived till July 11, 1797. 
Bis real name was M'Laughliti, which, to ren- 
der more fi^easlng to the Englisli ear, he changed 
to Macklin. He became an actor in the Lincoln's 
Inn Fields company, in 1716. His last stagf 
performance was his ever memorable character 
of Sliyiock, at Covent- Garden theatre, in 17D0. 
When' his memory wholly I'siled him, and he 
took leave of the audience f(ir ever. 

MAl^KLIN, Thomas, a print-seller in Fleet- 
atri.- London, to whose spirited and enterpris 
ing exertions the professors of historical paint 
ing and engraving were Indrbfed for many bril- 
liant opportunities of displayiiig and improving

acriniontouscoDtroversy reqwctingtheir autlw»' 
ticity. Mr. Macpheiaon also pobUshed a tmn*' 
lation of the *' Iliad,*' in betoic Pfoae;'* **A 
Histonr of Great Britain fram the Bettomicm, 
in 1660 to the Accession of the House of Hano- 
ver, 
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tlieir talents In the exhibition of "The Poets 
Gallery." Mr. Macklin's edition of the Bible 
will ever remain an unrivalled monument of 
the taste and energy of tbe individual who 
planned hnd carried into execution so very 
niairuificent an undertaking. He was born at 
Dublin in 1751, and died in 1B00. 

M' KNIGHT, Charles, an eminent physician 
and surgeon, of tin* revolutionary army, after- 
T?ci.rd- hcitlcd at New York : he died in 1791. 

M.\CKNIGHT. Dr James, an eminent cler- 
gyman of tlic church of Scotland, distinguished 
By his learned and useful labours in illustration 
and defence of the New Testament, wa? born 
In 1781. and died at Fxlinburgh, In 1900. Of 
his vafious works, the most distinguished is, 
**The Harmony of tlte Four Gospels." 

MACNEIL, Hector, a Scotch poet and no- 
velist of much celebrity, died in 1816. 

MACON, Anthony le, a native of Dauphiny, 
who translated Decameron, to please tbe queen

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Original State Papoa from 
Stuart and Hanover CeUeettona.*' He 
born in 1738, and died !■ 1706.

Caracalla ; he was pot to death A. D. S18. 

MACRINUS, John, a Latin iMMt, of Franet, 
called the French Horace ; he died in 1557. 

MACROBIUS, Ambrosliis Aarcttna Theodo- 
sius, an ancient Latin critic and antiqiiary, wte 
flourished toward the latter part of the 4th cen- 
tury. 

MACWHORTER, Alexander, D. D., an end- 
nent prcsl^terian clergyman, of New-Jeiaey » 
died in IH07. 

MA DAN, Martin, an English divine, anther 
of " Thoogfots on Polygamy," of a literal traae- 
lation of Juvenal and Pendua, and of sevotf 
other publications, was bom in 1796, and died 
in 1790. 

MADDEN, Dr. Samuel, an Irkb divine, pat 
riot, and dramatic poet. In 1731 , he projected a 
scheme for promoting learning In the college at 
Dublin, by premiums. In 1740 we And him set- 
ting apart tne annual aam of lOOL to be distribn- 
ted by way of premlunia, lo the inhaUtanta of 
Ireland oohr, viz : Ml. to the author of the beet 
invention ror Unprovinf any useful art or mean 
facture ; 9Sl. to the pereon who should eaecnta 
the best statae or piece of aealptare ; and SSL 
to tbe peraon who should finish the beat |deea 
of painting, either In hlsiory or landaeape ; the 
premiums to be decided by the Dublin mteQr, 
of which Dr. Madden was the Institutor. Tm 
good eflbcts of theae well apfdied benelhctionB 
nave not only been felt In the Itingdom when 
they were given, but have even extended theii 
iafluence to iti sister country ; having given rise 
10 the society for the encouracenientof artsand 
sciences, in London. He died in 176S. 

MADDERSTEG, MichaeLan embMlltpate 
leri of Apatetdam, died in 171^. 
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MADISON, JuBCB, D. D., biibopoftheeplt- 
Coptl chttrcli in Viiglalaf and • profeMor and 
president in the college of William and Mary, 
IntnaiMaie; be died in 181S. 

MAOiSON, George, ion of the preceding, 
was governor of the etate of Kenuicky. He 
died in I81& 

MA DOG, a Welch prince, nld to have eailed 
with 10 ship! and 380 men about 1170, and nerer 
fo have returned; ■ome euppoee became to 
America. 

MADOX, Kmac, biebop of Worceeter, bom 
in London, In 1007. died tn 1750. He publiehed 
** A Vindication or the Government, Doctrine, 
and Wonibip of the Cbureb of England 
bli«hed m the Reign of Uueen Elizabeth,** wu 
» great benefactor to tile London boepltals, and 
the first promoter of the Worcester inflnnary, 
in 1745. Hie iordehin roee to preferment ficom 
a vii€j low atation in life. 

MADOX, Tbomae, a learned antlottary, and 
historiographer roval, who, with indefatigable 
iaddstry, collected and explained, at different 
times, a number of records relating to the an- 
cient laws and constitution of England, died In 
1737. His chief works are, "■ The History and 
Antiqaldes of the Exchequer;" and '* Firma 
Batp, or A Historical Essay concerning the 
Cities, Towns, and Boroughs of England.*' Mr. 
Madox's lartfe and valuable collection of trans- 
cripis. in 04 vols, folto and ouarto, were pre- 
sented by his widi^w tu the British Mttseum, 
where they are now preserved. 

MiGCEN AS, Calus Clinius, the great Mend 
imd counsellor of Augustus Cmmr, and liimself 
a weq^ polite schi>iar, but chiefly memoratile for 
having been the uatran and protector of men of 
letters, died 8 B. C. All the protectors and pat- 
IDOS of learning since his death have usually 
been called Mccem 

MAES, Godfrey, of Antwerp, an eminent 
llistocical paintor, died in 1660. 

MiESTLINUS, Michael, a German astrono- 
mer, of great learning, msster of Kepler, died 
inlSBO. 

M APFEI, Francis Scipto, of Verona, a cele- 
brated dramatic writer, antiquary, and critic, 
torn tn 1875, and died in 175S. 

MAFFEI, Raphael, a learned author, died in 
19B1. 

MAFFEI, Vegio, a Latin poat, bom in Lom- 
bardy in 1407, wss author of " Epigmms,*' and 
a " Supplement to Vinil,*' which he called the 
13th boolc of the " iEneid.** Julius Bcaliger 
and Gerard Vosstus have declared him a great 
roet. His prase worlts are also esteemed. He 
died in 1450. 

MAFFEI, Bernardin, a learned cardinal, who 
distinguished himself by a " Commentary upon 
7\iUy^s Epistles,'* and a " Treatise upon *''- 
dais and Inscriptions,'* died in 1590. 

MAFFEI, John Peter, a learned Jesuit, bora 
In 1590; whO| after livincin high ftvour with 
several popes, died In 1603. We have of his 
*• A Latin Life of Ignattos Loyola," '' A lUs- 
tory of the Indies." and " A Latin translaUon 
of some letters written by the Missionaries from 
file Indies." 

MAGALOm, Lorenio, eomit, a native of 
noreaee, was an elegant and cnrlnai natnial- 
tal: hediedtnlTlS. 

MAG ANZ A, John Bandsl, a hlttorlcal paln- 
of Vioenza, died lnT017.

Among his smaller 
works wss a much esteemed tract on imprec- 
natlng common water with fixed air ; and hn 
celebrated invention to imitate the qualltien and 
effects of all medical waters, Bath, Tunbridge. 
Jfcc He died in 1790. 

MAGELLAN, Ferdinand, a celebrated Poi^ 
tuguese navigator, who, in 1510, discovered and 
passed the straits at the extremity of Bontti 
America, wlilch have been since called by bis 
name. He soon after took posseadon of the 
Ladrone and Phillippine islands, where he was 
killed by the natives, in 1590. 

MAGOI, Charles Maria, an Italian poet, and 
one of the most active restorers of el^ant taste 
in Italy ; he died In 1000. 

MAGINUB, John Anthonv, a native of Pa- 
dua, and mathematical professor at Bokigna ; 
he died in 1617. ^^ 

MA6ISTRIS, Simon de, an Italian, weB 
known for his deep knowledge of Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. He was made bishop of Cyrene, 
and left several works ; he died in 1809. 

MAGIUa, Jerome, an ingenious and learned 
maihematlclan, phlloeopber, and critic, of Tus- 
cany, Judge of the admiialty ft>r the Venetians, 
in the isle of Cyprus, which city bo bravely de- 
fended against the Turks, inventing several ma- 
chines to annoy the besiegers and destroy their 
works; but, the ci^ being taken, those savsges 
burned his curious Ubrary, carried him in chtuns 
to Constantinople, and strangled Um in prison, 
In 1579. 

MAGIUS, Bartholomew, brother of Jerome, 
a physician of Bologna, author of a treatise on 
gunshot wounds, did in 15S9. 

MAGUABECCHI, Antony, Ubrartan to the 
grand duke of Tuscany, and editor of some 
scarce Latin authors, bom at Florence, in 1633, 
died in 1714. His name is very fhmous among 
Uie learned ; but a prodigious menwry was his 
distinguishing talent As an instance of this. 
Mr. Speuce tells the following story of him, 
which indeed seems hardly crediltle: *' A gen- 
tleman, to make trial of the force of his memo- 
ry, lent him a manuscript that he was going to 
print Some time after it was returned, the 
gentleman came to him with a melancholy face, 
and pretended that it was kMt Magliabeechi, 
being requested to recollect what he remember^ 
ed of it, wrote the whole without missing a 
word, or varying the speUine." His atlentloa 
was wholly absort)ed by bis books and studies. 
As he led a most sedentary liA», and yet arrived 
to an extreme old age, (for be died in his 81st 
year,) it may be carious to subioin an accoont 
of the regimen that he observed ; which is given 
us by Marml. who composed his etiloaium. "He 
slways kept his head warmly coverea, and took, 
at certain times, treacle, which lie esteemed an 
excellent preservative sgainst noxlons vapoors. 
He k>ved strong wine, bnt drank it soberly, and 
In small quantities. He lived upon the plainest 
and most ordinary food. Be took tobaoeo, to 
which he was a slave to excess ; bnt was abso- 
Inie master of hiaawelf In every other particular." 

MAGNENTIU8, a German, who, from a 
private sohiiar, becameemperat of Rome, A. D.

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MAONON, John, a Frencb poet, wtio formed 
A plan of writing an Encyclopedia in vene ; he 
wai murdered in 166SL 

MAGNUS, John, arehbUhop of Upeal, who 
warmly oppoiwd Uie reformation in Sweden, of 
which cottntrv he wrote a hietory in M booki ; 
he died in 1544. 

MAGNUS, Olane, brother of the preceding, 
and his eucceseor as archbishop. He is author 
of a folio work on the manners and customs of 
the people of the North ; he died In 1560. 

M AHMED, Aga, a noble Peraian, of great 
renown as a warn or ; be died in 1788. 

MAHOMET, or MOHAMMED, a celebrated 
impostor, and rounder of the Mahometan reli 
gion, bora in 571, at Mecca, a ci^ of Arabia, 
of the tribe of the Korashltes, which ww recic- 
oned the noblest in all thatcouniry, and was de- 
seanded in a direct line from Pher Koralsh, the 
founder of It. In his 40th year be began to 
cake upon him the style of the Apostle of God, 
and under that character to propagate the im- 
posture which he had concerted. On his first 
appearance, be was treated with derision and 
contempt, and called by the people, a sorcerer, 
magician, liar, impostor, and teller of fables, of 
which he frequently complains in the Koran ; 
■o that for the first year Ite made little or no pro- 
gress ; but persevering in his design, which he 
managed with great address, he afterwards gain- 
ed many proselytes, among which were some 
of the most considerable men of the city. The 
main arfuraents which Mahomet used to delude 
men into a belief of this imposture, were pro- 
mites and threats, being those which he knew 
would work the easiest on the affections of the 
vuhrar. His promises were chiefly of paradise ; 
which with great art he framed agreesibly to the 
customs uid taste of the Arabians : for they, ly- 
ing within the torrid zone, were, through the 
nature of their climate, as well as the then ex- 
cessiTS corruption of their manners, exceeding- 
ly given to the love of women ; and the scorch- 
ing heat and dryness of the country making ri- 
vers of water, cooling drinks, shaded gardens, 
and pleasaat fruits, most refreslilngand delight- 
ful to them, they were from hence apt to place 
their highest enjoyment in things of this nature ; 
and therefore, to answer the height of their car- 
nal desires, he made the joys of heaven to con- 
sist totally in these particulars, which he promi- 
ses them abundantly in many places of the Ko- 
ran. On the contra^, he described the punish- 
ments of hell, which he threatened to all who 
would not believe in him, to consist of such tor 
ments as would appear to them the most aiSict 
ing and grievous tobe borne : as that lliey should 
driiik nothing but boiling and stinking water, 
nor breathe any thing but exceeding hot winds, 
things most terrUUe In Arabia ; that they should 
dweU for ever in continual fire, intensely bum 
ing, and be surrounded with a black, hot, salt 
smoke, as with a coverlid, 4tc., and, that he 
mif ht omit nothing which could work on their 
fears, he terrified tnem with the threats of griev- 
ous Dunlshments in this life. He pretended to 
receive all his revelations from the angel Ga- 
briel, who, he said, wsa sent flrom God on pur- 
pose to deUver them to him. He was, it seems, 
sublet to the faltti^ sickness, so that, whenever 
the fit was upon mm, he pretended It to be a 
trance, and that then the angel Gabriel was 
come nom God with some new revelastons to 
hhn. His pntended eevetatioDs be pot into m* 
veral ohaptos, the collection whereof makes up 
the Koran, which to theMUe of the Mahomet- 
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It is the unlversai doctrine of the 
imetans, that their religion is to be propagated 
by tlie sword, and that ail true mussuhnen 
bound to fight for It. To recondto the 
of the cowardly, and add vigour to the bmva, 
be invented hi doctrine of (kte and diisHnj j 
telling them, that those who were slain in balOe, 
though they had tarried at home in their r 
must, nevertheless, have died at that 
the time of every man*s life betng predeteraila' 
ed by God ; but that those who died flghctag 
for the faith, g^ned the advantage of dying mar 
tyn for their religion, and immedialelv enteiod 
into Paradise, as the reward of it. HaTta( it 
length been established in the temporal sov« 
reignty, which he had long been aiming at. Ma 
hornet assumed all the insignia belonging tneve 
to; still retaining the sacred character of chief 
pontUf of his religion, as well as the royal with 
which he had beien Invesicd. Ho transmitted 
them both together to all his suceossors, who 
by the title of caliphs reigned after him. He 
died Sept IS, flEK, in ccmsequence of having, S 
years before, eaten of a shoulder of muiton 
which had been poistmed bv a daughter of his 
host, at Calbar. He was buried m the plaea 
where he died, which was in the chamber of his 
best-beloved wife, at Medina, where be tteo ta 
this dav. 

MAHOMET I., emperor of the Turks, 
aon of Bsjaset I., and succeeded his 
Moses, whom he dew in 1413. He restored tho 
power of Che Ottomans to Its andeot glorv. 

MAHOMET 11., the lltb sultan of the 'fmka 
was born at Adrianople, in 1480 ; and is to bo 
remembered chiefly for taking Constantinople. 
In 1453, and thereby driving many learned 
Greeks into the West, which was a great canse 
of the restoration of learning in Europe, as tlw 
Greek literature was then Introduced tbere. Be 
was the first of the Ottoman emperors whom 
the Western nations dignified with the title of 
Grand Seignior, or Great Turtt ; wlilch posteri^ 
ty has preserved to liis descendants. He diti 
in 1481. 

MAHOMET in. succeeded his fatbet Ai 
rath lU., In 1595. He began his relgn by i 
ling 19 of his brothers, and drowning 10 of his 
fatlier's wives. He invaded Hnngwr wflfe 
900,000 menjuid died In 1603. 

MAHOMET IV., emperor of the Turks, r» 
duced Candia with the loss of 900,000 men ; lie 
ttien Invaded Poland, and bdd the kingdom n»> 
der an annual contribution, of 90,000 erowaa. 
He was afterwards deposed, and died in lOOL 

MAHOMET v., succeeded to the throne, in 
1730. He ¥na more respectable tot hie paeifle 
ilisposition tlian for his military axpioitt; he 
died in 1754. 

MAHUDEL, Nicholas, a physician, at Paris, 
authw of a*' Dissertation on tlie andcnt Spa- 
nish Money ;*' He died in 1747. 

MAIER, Michael, a celebrated German al- 
chymist, who wrote 10 treatises on itia pro f os 
sion. He lived In the ITlh century. 

M AIGNAN, Emanuel, a native of Tc 
an al»le mathanatldan, and philoet^Aer, 
for some time, filled a promatonal chak, at 
Rome: hedledinlOTL 

MA1GR0T, Charles, a leaned doctor of the 
Sorbonne, bishop of Oonon. He went ailB> 
slonary to China, and wrote an Examination ef 
the Cmnese woraliip, Ifcc. ; he died in 1790. 

BCAILLA. Joseph Anne Maria de Mofifea 
de, a Jesuit, bom In Savoy, a most loanied and 
imiaUe own, whospant ttyaan aa a mlainn 
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mrj fa CIdim. He translated the *' Qreat Annala 
•f Cmna,*' pttblulMd in 19 vols. 4to. ; and died, 
«Pekin,inl748. 

MAILLABD, Oliver, a French doctor of di- 
vfailqr, eaiioent aa a preaclier, and -author of 
S vole, of Latin Sermone ; he died in 1730. 

UAnj.R DE BREZE, Simon de, archbishop, 
•f Toon, wae distinguiebed at tiie council of 
TC^eot. HedledinU87. 

MAILLE, Francis, a native of Provence, 
ceiebnued for bis longevity and the gallantries 
«r his old age : he died in 1700, aged 119. 

MAILU:, Urban do, marquis de Breze, well 
known as a warrior, and afterwards as ambas- 
sador, from France to Sweden, and Holland ; 
he died in IfiSO. His son was distinguisbed as 
a naval officer. 

MAILLEBOIS, N. covnt de, lieutenant gene- 
ral in the French armies, distinguished himself 
bs the German wars ; and died In 1793. 

MAILLEBOIS, John Baptist Desmarets, dis- 
tiaguiabed himself in the wars of Spain and 
llalj, and tlie conquest of Gonica, for which he 
was made maiabal of France ; he died in 1763. 

MAILLET, Benedict de, a learned French- 
Man, for 16 yean consul general. In Egypt, and 
author of aa account of that country ; be died 
iBl73& 

MAIMBOUItG, Lewis, a French divine, cele- 
hiated in the republic of letten, bom In 1610, 
died in 1686. He wrote the " History of Ari- 
anlsm, of the Oroisades, of the Decay of the 
Empire, of Lotberanism, of Calvinism, of the 
PontUicate of St Leo ;*' and was composing 
tbe ^' Hisloiy of the Schim of England'* when 
be died. 

MAIMONIDE8, Moses, or Mooes tbe son of 
MalmoD, a celebrated rabbl, called by tbe Jews 
Tbe Eagle of the Doctors, born in Spain, in 
1131, died ha liOl. Of the works of Maimoni- 
dM, tbe most considerable is bis " Jad,'* which 
lias always been esteemed a great and usefUl 
work, betag aecmiplete codeor pandect of Jew- 
Mi law, digested into a clear and regular fi»ni, 
and illustrated throughout with intdugent eom- 
BflBisof bis own. 

MAINPROY, prlnee of Tarento, and Ungof 
MoBy by usurpation. Helwsieged Rome, out 
was afkerwarda defeated and slain, in 1906. 

MAINTENON, Francis d* Aubigne, Mad- 
BBM de, wifo of Scarron, the French poet, and 
afterwards of Lonis XIV.; she was bom in tbe 

ena at Nlwt, in 1685. She founded thecele- 
tod convent of St. Gyr, at Versailles, for the 
maiacenance of 36 nnns, ladies of qualltv, and 
M asriscant sisters. Upon this foundation, 
wjiicb tbe king sofBeiently endowed, 300 yonng 
taidles of distinction were received and educa- 
ted gratia. Her life of penitential piety after her 
BiaiTlaga atoned for her ii^atitude to madame 
ie Mentespaa, who raised her ttom indigence, 
and wliom she supplanted ; her extensive chari- 
ly to tbe poor, and eaemplary life, from this 
period, nnde laieBda K> society ; she died in 

MABAN, John James d*Ortons do, a FMoeb 
pWlnsiiphnr wild succeeded Fdnteneile, as se- 
eracaiy to tae ac a deiiiy of sciences. He was 
antbor of a ** Treatise on Pbospboite Llgbt,'* 
Ibe., and died In 1771. 

MAfRE, John le, a Pnnch poet, who wrote 
snaM indecent allegories, and died about 1548. 

M AIRE, James le, a Dutch navigator, who in 
1616, sailed to South America, NeW'Guinea, and 
Batavia : he died to 1617. 

MAIRE, N. le, asvrgsaa of Lyons, who ae- 
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Buired eminence by his treatises on tlie Nervous 
Ittld, and on Magnetism ; he died in 1787. 

MAIRET, John, a Prsncfa poet, patronised 
by cardinals Richelieu and La Valette ; he died 
In 1686. 

MAISIERES, Phittp de, who was made coun- 
■ellor of state by Charles V., and governor of 
the dauphin. Disgusted with the world he re- 
tired from it, and died in 1405. 

MAI8TRE, Anthony le, bora in Paris, re- 
tiring from tbe bar, he led a life of austerity, 
and wrote the life of St. Bernard, 4cc. ; be died 
in 1658. 

MAtSTRB, Lewis Iiaac le. He took orders, 
but being suspected of Jansenism, he was 
thrown Into the bastlle, wbere he translated 
the Bible, with annotations, In K vols. 8vo ; 
he died In 1684. 

MAITLAND, John, lord of Tbyrleatane. Ha 
practised law with great success, and was by 
James VI., made secretary of state, and the 
lord chancellor of the kingdcnn ; he died In 1595 

MAITLAND, WlUlam, a voluminous writer, 
who publhihed histories of '* Scotland*' and 
" Lon don, " was bom in 1603, and died in 1757. 

MAITTAIRE, Michael, a learned editor of 
the Latin and Greek daisies, born in Ijondon, 
In 1668, died hi 1747. 

MAI US, or MAY, John Henry, a Lutheran 
divine, of Germany, professor of oriental lan- 
guages at several univendties, and author of 
several works ; he died In 1719. 

MAJOR, John an eminent English divine, 
divinity professor, and provost of the universi- 
ty of St. Andrews. He wrote several works la 
Latin, and died about 1550. 

MAJOR, John Daniel, a native of Breilaw, 
and medical ^.rofessor at Kiel, wbere he found- 
ed a botanical garden. He wrote on natural 
histoiy, and died in 1609. 

MAJORAGIUS, Mark Anthony, |Ht>fe8B0r of 
belles letties, and author of some learned eooi- 
mentaries ; he died in 1555. 

MAJORIANUS, Julius Valerius, emperor of 
the West, was soccesaful in his war against tha 
Vandals. He was universally respected for hia 
virtues ; but was murdered in 461. 

MAKIN, Thomas, one of tbe first settlera of 
Pennsylvania, known as tbe author of two Latia 
poems, puUished in 17S8. 

MA L ACHI, the last of tbe IS minor prophets. 
He foretold chiefly the coming of John tb« 
Baptist. , 

MALACHT; St , a laamed Irish Usbop, who 
died in 1148. 

MALAGRIDA, Gabriel, an Italian Jesuit, for 
a long time renrded n a saint, and consulted 
as an oracle. He was afterwards burnt alive, 
in 1761, at the age of 75, as a false prophet 

MALAVAL, Francis, a Frenchman, who 
altbough he lost bis sight when only nine months 
old, acquired catebrity a> a mystical writer on 
quietism ; he die<f in ITIi^. 

MALAVAL, John, a native of Pesan, who 
gained emlocnce at Paris, asasaigeoa ; be died 
in 1758. 

MALBONE, Edward G., a dlitlagulsbed mi- 
niature painter, bora at Rhodt-Island ; he died 
in 1807. 

MALCOLM rv., grandson of David, king of 
Scotland. Be was a liberal and benevoieni 
prince, and founded aeveral BMiaasierles ; ba 
Idled In 1165. 

MALCOLM, James Peller, a natfvoof Ama- 
rica, who went to England, and studied painting 
at Uia Royal Academy ; but afterwards took ta 
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■ograTiiig. H« became a membor of the Society 
of ADUqoariee; and among otber wurka, pab- 
Hthed *' Loodinum EediviTiim,** " Anecdotes 
af the Manaen and Cumoom of London,'* and 
** MiMeUaneoiM Anccdoiea." Mr. M. died In 
dlitrtfewd clrcametancee, in ItflS. 

MAXjDONAT, John, a Spanleb jeeoit, born 
in 1534, made himaelf famous bv an excellent 
** Commentary upon tbe Goepela,*' In 1283, and 
died in 1583. 

MALBBRANCBE, fflcholaa, a edebrated 
French divine and frtiilaiopher, bom in 1838, 
died in 1715. He wrote ■cveral woria; of 
which tlio AfBl and principal, ae indeed it gave 
rifle to almost all that followred, Waa hie " Search 
after T^th." Hli doaign in this book is, to 
point out to oi the errors into wiiich we are 
daily led by oar lenaes, Imagination, and pae- 
dons ; and to preeeribe a metood for aiseovering 
tbe tniih, which he does by starting the notion 
of toeing all thine* in God. 

M \LB6(JZZI-VALEai. Veronica, a learned 
Italian lady, who eapported publicly, two theses 
on tbe liberal arta ; she dtod in 1000. 

MALELAS, John, autlior of a chronicle from 
the creation to the age of Justinian, taught rhe- 
toric at Antiocb, aboat 900. 

MALERMI, or MAREABI, a Venetian monk, 
who translated the Bible into Italian, in the 15th 
century. 

MALBSHratBES,Chrlstlan William Lamoig 
non, a celebrated Frenchman, and advocate at 
Paris. In 1750, be was appointed president of 
the court of Aides, and after serving his country 
SS years, retired. He was recniled by Lewis 
XVi., to become minister of the interior. When 
Lewis was draggod before the revolutionary 
tribunal, Malesberbes boldly appeared to defend 
him, but it was in vain ; his noble and virtuous 
defender, was condemned by the same tribunal, 
and with his daughter, and a grandchild, as- 
cended tbe scalfold, where they were executed 
tai 1703. He wrote several celebrated works. 

M ALEZIEU, Nicolas de, a French author, 
tator to the dukes of Maine and Burgundy. He 
DttbUsbed " Elemaatsof Geography,*' dbc., and 
diad in 1787. 

MALFILLASTRE, James Charles Lewis, 
a French poet, who wrote aomtets, odes, 4tc. ; 
ha died in 1767. 

M.\LHERBE, Francis de, a noted French 
poet, who has always been considered by hi« 
countrymen as tbe nthcr of their poetry, born 
in 1555, died in 1098. BoUeau observes, that he 
was the first in France who taught the muse 
b%mionious numliers, a Just cadence, purity of 
language, r^ularity of composition, and order ; 
in shoit, who l^d down all those rules for fine 
writing which future pools were to ftrilow if 
they hoped to succeed. 

MALiNORE, Claude, a French historian, 
author of a " History of the Honorary Dignities 
in France ;" he diod in 1055. 

MA LIPIERR A, Olympia, a Venetian lady of 
noble birth, who wrote poems of some merit ; 
she died in 1559. 

MALLEMANS, Claude, a professor of philo- 
sophy at Paris, and author of a " PbUoeophical 
^tem of the World ;** he died in 1783. 

MALLEMANS, John, brother of Claude, 
took orders, and wrote a "History of Religion," 
fiomthe creation to tba reign of Jovian : he 
died in 1740. 

MALLET, Heniy, a writer of Geneva, au- 
thor of a ** History of Dmauak and oTNortlieni 
Antiquities. 
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MALLET, David, or HALLOCH. adramfliia 
writer, born in Scotland about 1700. In 1740, 
he wrote a ** Life of Lord Bacon," was assoel' 
ated with Thouipsoa the poet, in the compasl- 
lion of the " Masque ot Alfted," and wrote a 
tragedy or two^ and several poems. Tbe piiar 
cipal works of this author have been collected 
In 3 volumes. As a writer, be cannot be placed 
iu any high class ; there being no spedea of 
composition in which he was am

MALLET, Edmund, a French divine. 



T of divioiiy in tbe college of Navarva, at 
Paris. He was one of tbe writers for the Bn- 
cyclopedla. of the articles on divinity and beUea 
lettres, and the author of several other wocin ; 
he died in 1807. 

MALLET, Dupan. an eminent political wri- 
ter, who took refuge in England from ttie revo- 
lutionary mania of France, and was no less dis- 
tinguished by the extent or his knowledge and 
tbe vigour of his style, than by the proMty and 
independent spirit of bis character. He was 
born at Geneva, about 1750, and died in 1800. 

MALLINKROTT, Bernard, a very learned, 
but turbulent man, dean of the cwiodral oc 
Munster. He was degraded and imprisoned; 
and died In lfi64. 

MALMSBURY. See WILLIAM. 

M ALONE, Edmund, born in 1741, was tba 
son of an Irish Judge, and was educated at tba 
university of Dublin. In 1767, he was called to 
the bar in London ; but he continued a very 
sliort time in the profession, and turned bis pur- 
suits to literature. In 1790 he publisbod ao 
edition of Shakspeare ; and In 1^ expoaed, 
the Shaltspearean impostora of tlie Ireland far 
mily.

MARE, NtebolMde la, a Freaeh maglMnlA, 
and author of a vahiable tieadeeon Poiftce ; ba 
died hi 1733. 

MARECHAL, GeoifB, aaadve oTCelafti, eM 
of a poor oflieer. He become a emfBoaof peal 
fame, and died in 1736. 

MARECHAL, Peter Svlven, a native of Pn- 
ris, who studied law, and altorwarda becanse a 
periodical writer daring tbe revolutioa- Some 
of his writinga aie profb&e and Indecent-, be 
died in 1810. 
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MA&ETB, Boluid dea, a nadvt of. Paris, aud

MARET8, John dee, a Freneh writer, very 
^ekaoBbediniiieyoutfa. He allerwardfl became 
a great Mint and fbnatic, and uttered various 
proplieeiea. He wrote dmnatie pieces, which 
gfaiaed him applausa, and died in 1676. 

MARirrS, Samuel dee, a celebrated French 
divine, of the Reformed church, born in 1999, 
died in 1683. A chronological ubie of the works 
of thie celebrated divine may be found at the 
end of his " Syetemof Divinity." Their num- 
ber is nradlgiouB, and the variety of their sub- 
jects snows an unbounded genius. 

MARGAKET, aisier of Edgar Athellng, ffed 
to Scotland on the Invasion of William the Oon- 
qonor, and married Malcolm, king of the coun- 
try. She was an amiaUe and benevolent prin- 
figi pif , anii died in 10S3. 

MAROABET, daughter of WaMerfiar HI., 
king of Denmark, bora in 1353, was styled the 
Boiaifamis of the North. She succeeded her 
llhiher ta Hie throne of Denmark, her hustuuid In 
that of Norway, and the crown of Sweden was 
Mvea htr as a recompense for delivering the 
Swedes tnm the tynamj of Albert, their king. 
Thus possessed of the three ki^ptoms, she 
Itemed the grand political design of a perpetual 
wnlon, which she accomiriished, pro tonpore 
mrty, by the fiunons treanr s^led the unloB of 
Colmar. She died in 141& 

MARGARET, dau^terof Raymond Beten- 

S, count of Provence, married St. Lewis, in 
4, and attended him in his wars to the holy 
land, where, on bis captivity, she behaved with 
beraic hMicpidity ; she died hi IS65. 

MAB6ARET, daughter of Robert, duke of 
Bumady, married liOuis HuUn, king of France 
In u05. She was a beautiful, but sensual wo- 
Man, and was strangled in 1315. 

MARGARET, daughter of Maximilian I., 
Married to the intent of Spain, and afterwards 
to the duke of Savoy. She displayed ber reii- 
poos zeal aceinst the Lntberans, and died 1530. 

MARGARET, of Aqjou, daughter of Rene 
d*A^)OQ, king of Naples, and wife of Henry 
VI., king of England, an ambitious, enierpris- 
iog, courteous woman. Intrepid in the field. 
she stgnaUaed herself by beading ber troops in 
•averal battles against the house of York ; and 
if she had not been tlie instrument of her hus- 
taaBd*s misforttmes by putting to death the duke 
of Gloueesier, his uncle, her name would have 
kocn immorlalixed for the fortitude, activity, 
and policy with which she supported the rightB 
m( her busband and son, till the fatal defeat at 
Tewfcsbury, which pat an end to all ber enter- 

eses ; the king being taken prisoner, and prince 
ward, their only son, luflely murdered by 
Bicdmrd, dake of York. Margaret was ransom- 
ad by ber father, and died in Aniou, in 1483. 

MARGARET, daughter of Francis 1., of 
France, married Enmauel PbUibert, dnke of 
Bavoy, and died highly respected in 1574. 

MARGARET, of fimnce, daughter of Henry 
IV., disgraced herself by the levity and lioen- 
rioncmesB of her character. She was divorced 
la UflO, and devoted therestof heriifeto litera- 
sy ami roHglous exorcises. 

MARGARET, of Valois, ipieen of Navarre, 
sad staler of Francis I., of France, born in 14S8, 
Bhe wu celebrated as a writer both in verse 
proae. Her " Heptameron" or novels, have 
often republished. She died In 154B. 
MARGARET, daughter of FloreBt,eoimtQf 
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Holland, fabulously said to have given birth to 
JgS children. 

MARGARET, of York, sister of Edward IV., 
married Charles the Rash, duke of Burgundy, 
known by the oimosition she made to the eleva- 
tion of Henry VIL, of England. 

MARGARET, countess of Richmond and 
Derby, married Edward, eari of Richmond, and 
on his death she was married to Sir Henry Staf- 
ford, who dying, she took Thomas Stanley, eari 
of Derby. She was a woman of virtue aud in- 
telligence, and died in 1200. 

MARGARET, duchess of Newcastle, famous 
for ber voluminous productions, in letters, plays, 
poems, philosophical discourses, and orations. 
She died In 1673. 

MARGARITONE, an ItaUan painter, who 
invMited tbe mode of gilding ca Armenian bole, 
or clay ; he dl4>d in 1S75. 

M ARGON, William Plantavltde la Pause de, 
a French author and journalist, who was ban- 
ished for his libelous puUicatioos : he died in 
1760. 

MAR6RAAF, Andrew Sbrismund, a cele- 
brated practical cbymist, of Berlin, who made 
great improvements in the modes of analysis ; 
be died In 178S. 

MARGUNIO, Massineo, a native of Candia, 
who printed Greek books at Venice, and after' 
wards became bishop of Oerigo. He wrote 
Greek odes, and died in 1608. 

MARIA THERESA, queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, married Francis Stephen of I^raine, 
who was crowned emperor, in 1745. Her reign 
began with a war. In which all the neighbour- 
ing nations were engaged, and Maria was near 
losing her throne. After the war had continued 
eiffht years, a peace was concluded at Aix-la 
Cnapclle, and Maria Immediately devoted her- 
self to repairing the ravages which hersubiecta 
had suffered during the commotion. She built 
hospitals, encoun^ed commerce and science, 
and did every thing which humanity and muni- 
ficence could devise, to render ber infirm soldiem 
comfortable. The king of Prussia, again de- 
clared war against her, but in this terrible 
struggle, she maintained her elevation, and a 
peace was established. After a long reign, 
during which she displayed, heroism, virtue, 
and Parity, to a dqipfee which endeared her to 
ber subjects, she died at Vienna, in 1780. 

MARIA ANTOINETTE, queen of France, 
was the daughter of tbe emperor Francis I., 
and Maria Theresa ; Mie was married to Lewis 
XVL of France, in 1770. This celebrated queen, 
WM humane and benevolent to her subj<'cts, 
but fond of magnificence and pleasure. She 
was doomed in the latter pan of her rpi«n to 
wttnem the most horrid scenes of riot and murder 
among Iter subjects, the execution of her hu»> 
band, and her own trial and condemnation. 
She bore all these calamities with great forti- 
tude and serenity, but auch was d>eir effect on 
her, that the colour of her hair changed to a 
silvery white. She was guillotined, being carried 
to the scaffold in a cart, on the 16th Oct., 1793. 

MARIANNE, wife of Herod the Great, and 
mother of Atesandcr the high-priest ef the Jews, 
slahi 6v order of Herod, 9B B. C. 

MAftlANA, John, a Spanish historian, bom 
In 1503, died in 1621. He wrote several works, 
theological and histoiical ; the most considerable, 
of all his performances, Is hb" HhAoiy ofSpahi.'' 

MARIANUS, Scotus, a Scotch monk, related 
to the vuierable Redd, and author of a Chronicla 
ttom Jesus Christ, to 1063. 
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IIARIETTB, Frter John, wcrctary to the 
French king, and cbancdior cofiiptroUeT, died 
In 1774. He wrote on pictures and engravingB. 

MARIGNAN, Jolin Jainw Medicbioo, n)a^ 
quit de, a native of MHan, who wa« prevailed 
on hy Francis SfotKa, dulce of Milan, to murder 
Vlaconti, a Milane«e nobleman ; he died in 1555. 

MAK16NT, Jamei Carpentier de, an eccloai- 
•Stic, more admired for his wit than the parity of 
his morals. He was tlie author of poems, and 
■everal histories ; he died io 17flS. 

M A RlKOW8KY,MarUn, a physician of Han- 
nry, embient for his writings and practice ; be 
died in 1778. 

MARILLAC, Lonis de, a French oflfeer. 
raised by Louie aIII. to the ranic of marshal of 
France, and aflorwards found guilty of extortion 
and peculation, for which he was beheaded, In 
1633. 

MARfN, Michael Angelo, a French novel 
writer, whose worlcs tend to promote the cause 
of virtue and religion ; he died in 1767. 

MARIN AEl, llonorio. an Italian painter, pu- 
pil and imitator of Carlo Dolce ; be died in 1715. 

MARINELLA, Lutretia, an ingenious Vene- 
tian lady, who lived In the 17th century, and 
wrote a work called "A Demonstration that 
the Women are more noble, more political, 
more conrai^eous, more knowing, more virtuous, 
and better Managers, than the Men.*' 

MAklNI, John Ambrose, a native of Genoa, 
and author (tf two Romances, which weie very 
popular. 

MARINO, John Baptist, an Italian poet, of 
eminence, who wont t» Prance, and was patro- 
nised by queen Margaret, and Mary de Medicis. 
His wofks are numerous ; he died at Rome, In 

less. 

MARIO NUZZI, or MARIO DK FIORl, an 
eminent painter of flowers and landscapes, died 
«t Rome, in 1673. 

MARION, Francis, an active and succemful 
partisan officer of the revolution, who for bis 
activity, bravery, and usefulness, received the 
thanks of congress and was promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general ; be died in 1795. 

MARiOTTE, Edme, a native of Dijon, known 
■s an able mathematician, and learned ecclesi- 
astic : he died in 1684. 

MARIUH CAIUS, a celebrated Roman, seven 
times consul. By a series of exploits, he be- 
came the moat popular commander of Rome, 
but his disputes with Sylla proved fatal to the 
Roman people ; he died 86 B. C. ■ 

MARIUS, Marcus Aureliufl, a common soldier, 
who rose to the imperial purple of Rome. He 
was a man of astonishing strength of body ; but 
was slain by a soldier siKin after his elevation. 

MARIVAUX, Peter Carlct de Charoblain de, 
a French author and writer of romances, bom 
In 16RB, died in 176d. The great chatacleristic of 
both his works was, to convcnr a useful moral 
under tbe veil of wit and sentiment. 

MARK, St., an evangelist, the disciple of 
Peter, by whose direction be is supposed to have 
written his Gospel for the use of the Roman 
Chrlstiam, in 7S« 

MARK, pope, after Silvester I., in 1335; he 
died the same year. 

MARK ANTONT. See ANTONIUS.Maieus. 

MARKHAM, Gervase, an English poet and 
miscellaneous writer, who lived In the reigns 
of Elizabeth, James T., and Chartes I. 

MARKHAM, William^ a nephew of Penn, 
was secretary and lieutenant govemor of Penn- 
■ylvanla ; be died in 1704. 
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MABKIjAND, Jeremiah, a veiy acuta wu£ 
learoed English critic, bora in 16B3, died in 1776b 

MARLOE, Chrisiopher, an Bnalish dramane 
author, bora about IMS, and bred a ctodant at 
tbe nniversity of Cambridge ; but allerwanlaa 
becoming a plsycr, trod tbe same stage with ibo 
Incomparable Sbakspeara. He was nccmuOoA 
an excellent poet in bis time, even by Ben Jon- 
son himself; and Heywood, his fellow-actor, 
styles him the best of poets. B« was murdaica 
In 1503, in an aifray. 

M ARLORAT, Augustia, an AoguatiiieaMmk, 
of Lorraine, who embraced the tencta of tb* 
proiestants, and was an eminent tbeokgieal 
writer, he was murdered In IWSL 

MARMION, ebeckerley , an E^Ush draaialic 
writer, bora in 1608, died in 1639. 

M ARMOL, Lewis, a Spaniard, takot prison 
er by tbe Turks, at Tunis, and kept In alavery 
8 yenrs. He wrote a description of Aftica. 

HARMONTEL, John Francis, m Fkench 
novelist, admired at once for the vigoar cod 
the delicacy of bis genius, was bom at Bort, fas 
1719. BeMom has wisdom been anrnyed fai w 
m<»e charming dress than in his ^* Moral Tales^* 
" fielisarius," frc He died in great retlronent, 
but in a state bordering on want, in 1790. Three 
years befors bis death, being nominated to tlie 
legislature, he went to the Electoral Assembly, 
and, thanking his fellow-dtlzens for tUa mark 
of respect, sold to them, "Yoo heboid, my 
friends, a body enfeebled by age; but the heart 
of an honest man never grows old.** 

M ARNEZIA, N. de Lexia, a member of tbe 
French convention, who reprobated the violenee 
of their proceedings, and retired to Amerfea. 
He was the author of several food woricsi and 
died in 1797. 

MARNIX, Philip de» a nadve of Brvsaels 
who wanoly embraced the tenets of Luther. 
He was afterwards consul at Antwerp, and died 
in 1506 

MAR0LLE8, Michael de, born In Franee, fai 
1600, died in 1681. He attached himself to tbe 
translating of ancient Lttin writers, was cer- 
tainly a roan of great learning, and diecovaed 
all his life a love for the aria. He collected 
about 100,000 prints, and these made one of tbe 
ornaments of tbe French king's caUneL 

MAROT, John, a French poet of some emi* 
nence, bora in Normandy, in 1463, died In 1583. 

MAROT, Cleroait, son of tbe piecedtaig, a 
celebrated French poet, and valet de chmnbre to 
Francis I., bora in 1495, died in 1544. 

MAROT, Francis, a French painter, tbe ptt- 
pll of la Fosse, died In 1710. 

MARQUARD-FREH£R,a nadve of Anp- 
burgh, counsellor of state to tbe elector paletine, 
and professor of civil law at Heldolbeig. Ho 
wrote sereralworks, and died in 1614. 

MABQUET, Francis Nieholaa, a native of 
Nancy, eminent as a nhyaiclan aad botanist.

MARULL(JB, a poet of Calabria in the 5th 
eentury, who came to Padua, to wait upon 
Attila. Harullos expected an ample reward fiw 
the Hatterlee with wnich he had filled his pane- 

Erlc upon Attila ; but when that prince was 
rormed that the ooet deduced his origin from 
Heaven, and styled him a god, he ordered both 
the verses and the versifier to be burned. Attila, 
bowever^nave him. 

MARVELL, Andrew, a very ingenious poli- 
tfcal and critical writer and poet, bom in lOSO, 
died In lfT78. He manfVilly supported the rell- 
^oua and civil liberties of his country, by his 
writings and his parliamentary interest, against 
the arbitrary encroachmenta of the court on 
both : and repeatedly decUned all inducements 
which the king ofifered him, to go over to the 
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MART, daughter of Henrf Vn., of 
married Lewis XII., of France, and was 
mother to the unfbrtunate lady iaae Gttfj : 
diedinlSM. 

_ MARY THERESA, of Austria, dauEbter df 
Philip IV., of Spain, manied Lewis XIV., o^

ri., duke of Tuscany, was married lo Bemy IV^ 
of France, in 1600. She was banished ^ ber 
son Lewis XIII, together with her favourites and 
attendanto, and died in poverty, at Cblogne, la 
1642. 

MARY LECZINSKA. daughter of StanbteH^ 
king of Poland, married Lewis kfaik of France, 
in 1795, and is represented as a very amiiMe 
and virtuous princess ; she died in 1766. 

MARY, of Cleves, manied Hemy I., prince 
ofConde. She was loved with so m«di ardour 
by the duke of Anjou, afterwards Btmy HI., 
that whaa ho 4}aina.to the throne, be dcefgaod 
to annul ber marriage, and take ber bnnself ; 
but her sudden death, probably by ptrtsoo, at 
the age of 18, in 1574yieft himdlacansolate. 

MARY, of Arragon, daughter of SanchoIH., 
wife of Otho, was put to death in 996, fiM* false- 
ly accusing, and destroying the count of Mo- 
dena. 

MART, dadehter of Charles, duke of

MARVIfiLLES, N. de, a French officer, au- 
thor of sinue poetical pieces of merit, fn Latin 
and French ; he died in 1775. 

MARY, the mother of our blessed Saviour, 
was of the tribe of Judah, and of the royal 
bouse of David. 

ItARY, wlfb of Cleophas, called in Scripture, 
the sister of the Virgin, and mother of the 
apostles James the Less, Simon, Jude, and 
Joseph. 

MARY, queen of England, eldest daughter 
of Henry Vni., and Catharine of Arragon. 
She was a learned woman, but bigoted in the 
fopteh superstition, exceedingly ^oua, and 
violent and sangulnarv in her resentmenu. 
During her reign, fire, taggota, and the stake, 
were tae horrid means used to make proselytes 
to the Romish church. The sacrUlee of tiie In- 
nocent lady Jane Grey and her husband, to a 
mean fit of jealousv. showed a dMree of barba- 
rity rarely equalled In civilized life. She mar- 
ried Philip of Spain, wboee coldness toward 
aer, together wteh the loss of Calate, Is said to 
have so preyed on ber mind, that she fell Into a 
fiever, of which she died in 15SB. 

BfART, queen of England, wifb of WiDiam 
ML, was daughter of James u., by the daughter 
oflordClarendoa. She Is represented as a meek, 
inofibttilve character, little inclined to meddle 
with pttbMc affairs, and of a humane and bene- 
volent diapoaltkm ; ahe died In 16M. 

MARY, daughter of Henry HI., doke of Bra- 
bant, married Philip the BoM, of France, in 
1974. Shewaaacenaedof poiisBlngooeofher 
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gundy, married Bf axlmiliau, son of the emperor 
Frederic, and thus transferred the domlukma 
of Burgundy to the house of Auatria ; alie ^ed 
lnl4€B. 

MARY, of Austria, danghter of Pbllipi^ king 
of Spain, married, In 1531, Lewis, king of Hun- 
gary, who was slain at the baule of MoballL 
She was a woman of courage and Armnesa, and 
a great pro tect or of Jiterature ; she died la USt. 



ART STUART, queen of Scots, 
ifor her beauty, wit, learning, and misfortuBes, 
daughter of James V., king of SootlaDd, sne- 
ceeded her fkther. In 1549, eight days after bar 
Urth. In 1596, she married Francb, daopbin, 
and afterwards king of Prance; by which 
means site became queen of Franee. This 
monarch dying in 1500, she returned Into Scot- 
land, and married ber cousin, Henry Stuart, 
(lord Damley,) in 1565 ; butexciadlnghim fran 
any ahare of the gnverament (as he suspected) 
by the advice of RlzzIo, an Italian muakiaB, 
her fkvourite and secretary, the king, brr the as- 
sistance of some of the principal nobfluy, sud- 
denly surprised them together, and Riaxio was 
slain in the queen's presence, in 1566. The next 

Sear the king was blown up with ganpowder, 
1 a private house, to which he bad retired with 
a few friends. The earl of Bothwell, the new 
favourite of Mary, was undoubtedly the cootxl- 
ver of this murder; he was, however, acquitted 
bv the nobles of his and Mary's party ; and. In 
about two months after, the queen, to the as- 
tonishment of all Europe, married this aasbh 
tlous villain, llils shamenil conduct occwiott- 
ed the revolt of th^ chief nohHIty, and her best 
lubjeeti, by whom she was t^en prisoner, eon- 
petted to resign the enrwn, and her son James 
vl., was crowned.

H ASC ARM, Aiigostine, a learned Italian Je- 
nit, for whose benefit, pope Urban Vlf . found- 
ed a professorship. He was tbe author of many 
works, but always poor and In debt He died

MASON, George, a dlstlngnisbed stateman, 
of the state of Virginia, died In 179S. 

MASQUE DE FEB, or IRON MASK, a per- 
son confined in the bastlle, who always wore a 
mask with sted springs, which concealed his 
feamres, without preventhig his eating- Though 
no person could ever discover who be was, it is 
certain from the treatment he received, that be 
was a person of high birth. He died in 1708j 
and was buried privately. 

MASSAC, John Baptnt, an eminent French 
painter, bom at Paris, died in 1787. 

HASSANIELLO.orANELLO. SeeANZL-

MASSARI, Lucio, a native of Bologna, emi- 
nent as a historical painter, died in 1633. 

MASS ARIA, Alexander, a physician, bom at 
Vicenza.

MATHIAS. Christian, a native of Hobtstn, 
professor of divinity and philosophy at vaitoov 
universities. He wrote Historia Patriarcbaram 
dte., and died in 1056. 

MATRON DE LA COUR, James, a Freneh 
mathematician, and an active member of the 
academy at Lyons. He wrote Elements of Djma* 
mies, and Mechanks, and other works, and died 
in 1770. 

MATRON DE LA COUE, Charles Joseph, 
son of the preceding, was distinguished atPada 
for his literary labouts, and the prizes he obtain 
ed in the various learned academies there. A 
mong hjte works, he wrote on tiM danger ct 
readinglwoks hostile to religion.

MAUBAN, Peter, a leading man among tbe 
AJbigenses, in Languedoc, was condemned to 
make a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, because he 
denied trausubstantiatlon: he lived in the 13ih 
century. 

MAiTRBPAS, John Frederic PhlUippeaux, 
count of, a statesman, of France, eminent for 
tkis geniua activity, and profound sagacity, was 
born in 1701, and died in 1781. 

M.AURICB, of Nassau, prince of Orange, 
ancceeded his ftuher in tbe government of the 
Low Countries, In 1584.

MAXCY, Jonathan. D. D., profeamr of dlvlr 
nity, and preeident of Brown university, and 
afterwards president of Oolumbta college, Soatb 
Carolina ; be died In 1890. 

MAZBNTIUS, Marcus Aurelius ValeriuiL 
son of Maximianus Hercules, declared himseli 
emperor of Rome, in 306 He was defeated br 
Constantine. and drowned In tbe Tiber, In 3lC 

MAXIMIANUS, Marcus Aurelius Valeriua 
Hercules, a Roman emperor, who rose to that 
dignity from the rank oi a common aoldler. Ha 
was put to death by ordor of Coaatantlae, lila 
8on«ln-law, In 310. 

MAXIMIANUS, Galerina ValeriuSj a shep- 
herd, raieed to the Rcmian tbronrby Dfodeaiao, 
who gave him his daughter in marriage ; bt 
died in 311. 

MAXIMIUAN L, archduke of Austria, son 
of Frederic IV. He was elected king of tba 
Romans, and afterwards emperor. He waa utt- 
steady In bis attachments, and little to be de> 
pended upon In political aflblrs j be died In 1510. 

MAXIMILIAN U.,son of Frederic L, waa 
ejected king of tbe Romans, in 158^, and two 
years aAer, succeeded bis father as king of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia, and emperor of Germany. 
He was a peacelVil and well disposed prince, and 
died in 1576. 

MAXIMILIAN, duke of Bavaria, deserved 
by his courage, tbe title of Defender of Germa- 
ny, by bis wisdom, that of Solomon. He waa 
raised to the dignity of an elector of Germany ; 
be died in 1651. 

M AXIMI LI A N, Emanuel, elector of Bavaria, 
distinguished himself by bis services in tbe cauaa 
of the emperor Leopold. His merits placed him 
at the head of the Hungarian army, and he waa 
made governor of the Low Countries by tba 
king of Spain ; be died in 1790. 

MAXIMILl AxV, Leopold, elector of BavarU, 
son of the emperor Charies VII., died In 1777. 

MAXIMINUS, Caius Julius Verua. son of a 
peasant, rose by bis vatour to be emperor of 
Rome, In 255. He was a tyrant, and fell by aa^ 
sassinatlon, in 856. 

M AXIMUS, Magaai, a SpaBlard, prodaim* 
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IfAYOW, John, a learned Bapttah pbjriiclwi, 
celebrated as a chjmut, and for foB eiperlmenla 
on air ; he died In 1€79. 

HAZARD, Btepben, of I^yone, a anan wba 
greatly Improved the maimftctory of bate ; he 
died la 1138. 

MAZARINE, Jiinva, cardinal, and int ml- 
nleier of itate In Fraaoe, to Lonia XIV., bom 
in 1QQ3, died in 1681. 

MAZEAS, John Mathorln, profeewr In Uie 
eolleie at Navarro, and a writer in mathenia* 
tiee; he died In 1803. 

MAZBLINE, Peter, a eculptor, of Rouen, 
whoee woiti ate etill admlrad; he died ta 
1708. 

MAZOCHI, Alexlne Bymmaf hne, an ftaUan 
anrtgoaiy, died In 1771. 

M AZUIER, Clande Lewie, a member of the 
French convention during the revolution. Ria 
moderate, yet bold and firm conduct marked 
him for toe guillotine, bjr wttich he matEend in 
17M. 

MAZZUCHELU, Grammaria, a nobkenaa, 
of Breeda, eminent as a pbilologhft and biela- 
rian ; be died in 1765. 

HAZZUCHELLI, Peter Franda, an ( 
painter of Rome, died In 1618. 

MAZZUOLI, Franceeco, or 
eminent painter, bom at Parma. He 
in etcUng, of which he has been called the In- 
ventor, and wee regarded ae the rival of Cor- 
reglo : be died in 1540. There wae another ai^ 
tist or the same name, in the I6th centuiy, wtaa 
eicelled in historical pieces. 

MEAD, Matthew, an English dtasenting di- 
vine, and author of eome meritorioas woriks. 
died in 1699. 

MEAD, Richard, a most eminent EndiHk 
physician, born in 1873, died in 17S4. His *'lf »- 
dical Works" were collected and pubUahed. 
Those for which he is most celebrated, are oa 
" Pestilential Contagion,** and on " Poisons.*' 
During almost half a century he was at the beaJ 
of his profbssimi. He was a moat generona 
patron of learning and learned men, in all sci- 
ences, and in every country. 

MEADOWCROFT. Richard, an Englisb di- 
vine and author, died in 1789. 

MECHAIN, M., of Lyonn, an eminent istiw- 
nomer, whoee talents were usefully employed ; 
he died in 1805. 

MEDE, Joeeph, B. D.,an English aatbor; 
his works are chleily on diviikliy ; he died la 
1638. 

MEDtCIB, Coemo de, bora at Florence, te 
1399, was a merchant, but beetowed vast e»> 
penae and attention in promoting learning and 
the sciences. He coUecied a fine Iflyraiy, and 
enriched It with rare manuscripts. He re- 
moved to Venice, where be was received aa a 
kin ; but hb countrymen eoon recalled him ; 
and In eflfect he prnrided over the

MAY, Thomas, an &igU4b dramaticr poet, 
and hietorian, bom hi 1594. We have eeveral 
transtattons of his from Latin authoia, and other 
eomposltions of his own also in verse. But he 
was moot fhmous for that of " Lucan's Pharu 
Ha ;" and his own continuation of that poem 
to the deeth of Julius Casar, both In Latin and 
Ei^h, has considerable merit He died in 

MAT, Lewis du, a protestant French histo- 
rian. He wrottf " State of the German Em- 
IAre,** and eeveral other works, and died in 
681 

MAYENNE, Charies. of Lorrafaie, duke of, 
son of Francis, duke of Guise, and one of the 
■MMt distinguished warrion of his time. He 
was, however,defeated by Henry IV., of Prance, 
who afterwards became bis friend, and added 
the Isle of Prance to bis government ; he died 
In 1611. 

M.WER, John Frederic, a Lutheran divine, 
of Leipiic, professor at Wittembeig and Ham- 
baig, and author of dissertations on the Scrip- 
tures; hediedlnl71S. 

MAYERj Tobias, one of the greatest aatro- 
nomers ana mechaigtlcs of his age, was bom in 
Wirtembuig, In 17S3, died in 1789, having pub- 
lished several excellent worka. 

MAYERNE, Sir Theodore, aa eminent phy- 
Blelan, bora at Geneva. He became phyaidan 
to Henrv fV., of Fraooe, and afterwards to 
James I., of England, and his queen. His 
works were printed in folto ; he died in 1835. 

MAYHEW. Thomas, was governor of Mar 
tha's Vineyard, and dlscingulibed for hia regard 
to the epirlmal and temporal wetfhre of the In- 
diana under hIa authority ; he died In 1681. 

MAYHEW, Thomaa, son of the preoedinc, 
was the first clergyman of Maitha'a Vlneyara, 
and waa diatlngulahed for his miniaterial labours 
among the Indiana of that lalaod. He periahed 
at aeiu aged 37. 

MAYHEW, John, aeon of the preceding, and 
a clergyman of Martha*e Vineyard, died in 



MAYHEW, Experience, waa also a minister 
among the Indians at Martha*s Vineyard, and

BlAYHEW, Jonathan. D. D., son of the pre- 
ceding, a distinguished American divine, set- 
tled at Boeion, author of several religloua worka.

MAYNWARINO, Arthur, an Engtlsh po- 
litical writer and poet, bom ta 1066, died In

MAYO, Richard, an EnftUsh dhrtae* author 
af eeveral worica, diedta 169& 
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wealth 34 yean. He died te 1646, and over Ida 
tomb waa inscribed, Father of the People, and 
Freer of hia Country. 

MEDICIS, Lorenso de, sumamed tha Great, 
and Father of Letters, was an illuatrioascraad- 
son of Cosmo de Medlcls, and bom in 1448. Ha 
was a great merchant, and as great a slsliianaii. 
equally flt to entertain an amBeaeador as a fao 
tor. HIa public aervicea ao recommended hiaa 
to the Florentinea, that they declared him chleT 
of the republic ; and he waa ao universally ea 
teemed by the princes of Europe, that^tb^ of 
ten made him the arbiter of their 
Hadledtal498. 
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IfEDIClB, Join, niraamad the Invincible, 
was la tiie ittvleeof Vnncia I., of Prance ; he 
died in 1596, aged 96. 

IflBDICia, Loreoxo de, an Italian, related to 
tlie great Coamo. He caused Alexander de Me- 
dieiLtbe duke of Florence, lo he amadnated 
In 1537. 

MBDICI8, Binpolyto de, natural aon of Ju 
iian, was. in 1989, raised to the rank of car- 
dinal, bf his cousin, Clencnt VIL, and sent le- 
gate to Germany. He possessed great talents 
as a BcgQliator, and militaty man; he died in 



MEDICI8, Sebastian de, of the same lllustri- 
flimUy, was distinguished by his leanilog ; 
he died In 1580. 

MBDICIS, Peter de, of the same Ihmlly, an 
eminent and highly celebrated painter, was bom 
at Florence, in 15BB.

MEfBOMIUB, John Henry, a learned pro- 
liomor of physic at Helmstadt, his native ptace, 
was afterwards first physician at Lubee. He 
wrote some professionid woriu, and died in 
1655.

MELLAN, Claude, a eelebiated French en- 
aver, invited lo England by Charles U. ; ha 
led in 1688. 

MELLON, John, an American clergyman, 
settled at Lancaster, Mass., and afterwards at 
Hanover, N. H.': he died in 1807. 

MELMOTH, William, a learned English 
lawyer, bora in 1666. He wrote an admirable 
treatke " On the greiu impmrtance of a religh 
ous life," and died in 1743. 

MELMOTH, William, son of the proceding. 

as bom in 1710. He tnaslated the epistles

Latin, and French, prose and verse. 

MENANDER, an ancient Greek comic poat, 
bora at Athens, in the 3d year of the 109th 
Olympiad. The kin^i of E^^P^ and Macedon, 
sent amttasBadors to Invite bun to their courts, 
and even fleets to bring him over ; but Menander 
preferred the free enjoyment of his studies to th« 
promised fbvours of the great. Only four of 
his numerous comedies are p res e rv e d. He was 
accidentally drowned 893 B. C. 

BfENANDRINO, Maiaillo, alw> called Mas. 
isllius of Padua, the place of liis bfalb, one ef 
the most celebrated phikwopbers and iawyeraof 
the 14th centnry. 

MENARD, Ctettde, a French magistiate, of 
Angers, and an eminent antiquarian ; lie died 
in 1658. 

MENARp, Dom Nicholas Hugocs, a Bene- 
dictine of St. Maur, and an author, died in UM4.

MICHAEL n., a Phrygian, of low descent, 
he nersecuted the Christians, was an ^pressiva 
and unpopular monarch, ano died In 8». 

MICHAEL ni., suraamed the Drankard, 8ne> 
seeded to the throne In 843. His minority wss 
fovemed by his mother, a woman of great abill- 
tiea. But when he amumed the reins of govern* 
ment, bis profligate conduct produced his amassl- 
nation, In 867. / 

MICHAEL IV., called the Paphlagonlan, as- 
cended the imperial thraoe In 1094, but stung 
by remorse of conscience for the murder of the 
last emperor, he retired to a aioaasiery, in 1041, 
and died soon after. 

MICHAEL v., sumamed Calafotes, suc- 
ceeded to the throne In 1041. He wss a suspi- 
cious and cracl monarch, and bad his eyes put 
out in 1048. 

MICHAEL VI., or Warrior, raised to tha 
throne by the emprem Theodora, be was na* 
popular, and rested his crown in 1057. 

MICHAEL VTi.. Paleologus, was deprived 
of his throne by his mother, he aAerwards re* 
ascended it, Imt retired to a monastery In 1078. 

MICHAEL VIU., Palcmlogos, was regent of 
the eastern empire, and taking sdvantage of hii 
situation, sssumed the supreme power: ha died 
in 1983. 

MICHAEL FALJBOLOGUB, son of Androni- 
costhe Elder, was in 1914, emperor under bis 
father, and died in IS90. 

MICHAEL FOEDERWrrZ, was elected 
cshrof Rumia, In 1913. Be wss a brave and 
prudent prince, and died in 1645. 

MICHAEL ANGELO, of Battles, a celebrated 
Roman painter, died In 16W. 

MICHAEL CERl LARIU8, patriarch of 
Constantino|rfe, In 1043 ; he prevented the union 
of the eastern and western churches, and was 
banished hi 1050. 

MICHAEL ANGELO BUANAROTTI, aa 
Illustrious Italian painter, sculptor, and archi- 
tect, born In 1474, died at Rome, in 1564. Ho 
has the name of the greatest designer that ever 
lived. Being asked why he did not marry, be 
answered, "Painting was his wife, and bis 
works his children.*' The most celebrated of 
all his works. Is his ** Last Judgment,** printed 
for pope Paul III. In architecture, he surpa.«sed 
all the moderns, and as some think, the universi- 
ty also. Bt. Peters at Rome, the Capitol, and his 
own hoase, are prooft of his ability.

MICHAEL ANGELO DU CARA VAGIO, a

MIDDLETON, William, a naval commander, 
who made a version of the psalms into Welch 
verse ; he died In 1585. 

MIDDLETON, Thomas, a dramadc writer, 
died about 1630. 

MIDDLETON, sir Hugh, a citizen and gold- 
■mith, of London, memorable for his public 
spirit In supplying that city with water ; he died 
In 1681. 

MIDDLETON, Dr.ponyers, a celebrated Eni- 
Ush divine and critical author, bora In 1683. 
In 173S, he published " A Dissertation ooncera- 
Ing the Origin of Printing in Emdand," showing 
that it was first introduced by WUHam Caxton, 
at Westminster, la 1741, came ont his great 
work "The History of the Ufe of M. Tullius 
Cken."

MILTON, John, a OKWt lUuatrioaa EncHah 
teet, and famoua poHticlaa, was born Ib Lon- 
don. In 1606. In 1035. he was admitted of 
CmatfseoHcfe, Cambridge. His father designed 
Mb for the enureh. and be was himself tncuned 
10 that ivofesrion for some time, but after he 
kad taken the degree of II. A., in 1638, he left 
the onivenitf and tetumed to bis faAer. During 
Us retirement for five years, he eniicbed his 
mind wttb the choicest stores of Grecian and Ro- 
man learning, making poetry his principal study. 
The poems entlUed " (^us,' ' "L* allegro,* * *' 11 
Penseroso,** and "Lycidas,** all written during 
tiiia time, would have transmitted his ftune to 
the latest posterity, if he had never produced 
amr thing else. On the death of his mother, in 
183B) he visited foreimi countries, and passed 
■early two years In France and Italy, where 
bedistingulshed hfanself by his talents in poetry, 
milon retamed to England, in 1690, and em- 
ployed himself in educating his sWter's two 
sous : and being solicited by several firiends for 
the same flivoar Ibr their children, he took a 
handsome garden-house, in Aldengate-street, 
fit for the purpose. Here he wrote many po- 
lemle and controverrial tracts. In 1643, he 
mnrried a daughter of Richard Powell, Esq. 
She bad not lived with her husband much more 
than a month, when, under a pretence of 
TiaMng her friends, she deserted him. About 
two yean afterwards, be was surprised by the 
•BlraBce of his wife, who Imploring pardon and 
neoneittation on her knees, was a^un ree^ved 
ID his' 
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soon bis heart relented 

Tefwarda her, his life so late and sole delight, 
Now at his feet submlsBive In distress." 



At the sabverrion of the monarchy by the death 
of the king, Milton, whoee principles were 
strongly republican, was taken Into tne service 
of the commonwealth, and made Latin secre- 
tary to the conacU of Bt»te. In 1651, he pnb- 
Hriied his celebrated piece entitled ** Pro Populo 
Anglkaao Defensio contra Claudii Sahnasli 
Dewnslonem Regiam ;" which spread bis fame 
over all Europe. While wrttinK this, he lost 
his eyesight, which had been decayiiig several 
years< In lOSi, he lest his wife ; bnt he imme- 
diately married a second. At the restoration. 
he was included in the general amnesty ; and 
having married a third wife, removed to a house 
in the Artillenr-walk. His circumstances were 
moeh reduced by kMses at the restoration ; but 
hte principles not suffering him to seek or accept 
of any pabilc employment at court, he sat down 
to his studies, and appOed himself diligently to 
finish his grand poem, " Paradise Lost,*' which 
waspabllshed In 1667, and in 1670, he published 
"PanuUse Regained,** to whkh was added 
"Samson Agimlstes, a dramatic poem.** In

MIRABEAU, victor Rjqnettl, marquis de. 
of Paris, a man well known in the republic or 
letters, and one of the founders of the political 
sect called the Economists, of whoee principles 
Dr. Adam Smith has made such good use. He 
was also author of other works, and died in 
1790. 

MIRABEAU, Honore Gabriel Riquetti count 
de, a celebrated French nobleman, bom in 1749, 
died in 17B1. A few hours before be died, be dc^ 
plored the fate of the French empire, exposed 
as it was to ftietions and intrigues of eveiy 
kind. The French directory decreed a public 
mourning of eifrbt dajrs ; and all the places of 
amusement in Paris were shut on the day of his 
death. 

MIRABEAU, Boniface Riquetti, viscount de, 
served with distinction in America. He opposea

MORILLO, Bartholomew, an admired ^^n 
ish painter, died in 1685 

MORIN, Jobti Baptist, physician, and reglns 
professor of mathematics at Paris, bora in 1583, 
died in 1696. His " Astrologia Gallica," had 
cost him thirty years* labour, and was printed 
in 1661, with two epistles dedicatory ; the one 
from the author to Jenus Christ, tbe other ad- 
drrwed to the queen of Portugal. 

MORIN, Jobn, a learned Frenchman, convert 
cd from the pmtestant to the caiboUc faith. His 
works are numerous; be died in 1659. 

MORIN, Simon, a celebrated French fanatic, 
burnt alive at Paris, in 1663, for baving aasom- 
cd the title of the Son of God. 

MORIN, Stephen, a learned French theologi- 
cal and biblical writer, born in 1625, died in 1700. 
In one of his works he endeavours to prove 
that tbe Hebrew language is as old as the erea- 
tion, and that God himself inspired it into 
Adam. 

MORIN, Henry, also changed his rGllglan,and 
died in 1728. 

MORIN, Peter, a learned French eritle, em 
ployed by the pope to superintend tbe editions 
of the Septuagint and ttie Vulgate ; be died in 
1608. 

MORTN. Lewis, a French physician, and 
member or the academy of sciences, at Paris ; 
he died in 1715. 

MORIN, John, professor of pliiloeopby, at 
Chartres, died in 1764. 

MORINIERE, Adrian Claude le Fort de la, 
author of several works, died at Paris, in 1096. 
MORISON, Robert, physreian, and profecaor 
•f botany at Oxford, born in 1680, wrote a 
*' History of Plants," and died in 1683. 

MORISOT, Claude Bartholomew, a Fraich 
writer, uled in 1661. 

MORLAND, Samuel, an eminent statesman, 
employed by Cromwell in several embassies. 
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MORLAND, George, an exquisite painter, 

chiefly of rastic scenes, was bora in London, in 

1764. As a faithful copier of nature, it is unl-||uierary puiaults, and published " 
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versally allowed none could excel turn. For 
■even years of the {H-lme of his life, be confintsd 
himself to picturesque landscape ; bat, taUiw 
to an irri^olar course of drinking, be was led 
from the woodslde to the alehouse ; bis sheep 
were changed for pigs, and the field for the 
stable. He had always nvouritet whom be pre- 
ferred, and would paint for none who did not 
hit his peculiar humour. Bis genuine pktareg 
are in few bands, and his drawings are sdll 
more scarce. He died In f804. 

MORLEY, Dr. Oeoigc, Ushopof Winchester, 
memorable for having negotiated with tbe Dutch 
for the restoration w Charles II., bora in 1597. 
died In 1684. 

MORLIERE, James AngustQs de la, a Frencll 
writer of romances, died In 178S. 

HORLIN, Joachim, a Lutheran divine, borq 
In 1514 ; he was made bishop of Bambia, bf 
the king of Poland. 

MORnAC, Anthony, an eminent French ad 
vocate and an author, died in 1619. 

MORN AY, Phitipde, baron du Plessis Mariy, 
an illustrioas French protestant, a political and 
polemical writer, and privy councillor of Henry 
IV., bora in 1549, died hi 1098. His most im- 
porunt work, and for which he has been moat 
distinguished, is a book ** Upon tbe Traih of 
the Christian Religion,** in which he employa 
tbe weapons of reason and learaing with great 
force and skill atainst Atheists, Kpicare«R8» 
Heathens, Jews, Mahometans, and other Infi- 
dels. 

MOROSONS, Ftancb, a Venetian, disthi* 
Sttishad himself against the Turics, at tbe siege 
of Candia, and deftnted them in a great naval 
batUe. He died In 1609. 

MORRIS, Lewis, a native of Anglesea. About 
|80 MS. volumes of antiquities, coltocted by him, 
are preserved. He died in 1765. 

MORRIS, Richaid, an eminent critic and poet, 
was engaged in the putrtlcallon of two editions 
of tbe Welch Bible ; be died in 1764. 

MORRIS, Robert Hunter, chief justice of 
New -Jersey, and heutenant-goveraor of the co- 
lony of New- York ; he died in 1764. 

MORRIS, Lewis, a Judge of the supreme 
court, and siilerwards governor of the colony of 
New-Jersey , he died In I746l 

MORRIS, Robert, an eminent merchant, of 
|Pblladelphia, was a member of oongren from 
Pennsylvania, in 1776, and one of the signers of 
the declaration of Independence. He was after- 
wards appointed treasurer of the United States, 
and rendered essential service to the countrv, 
during three years of the war, by Ms ekIM at'a 
financier, and by pledging himself indlviduaQy 
for the public credit ; he died in 1806. 

MORRIS, Gouverneur, a distingoisbed Ame- 
rican statesman and orator, was a ddc^i^ate 
to congress from New- York, and to the cnn 
vention which formed the federal constitution. 
He was afterwards ambassador from tbe United 
States to France ; and on his return from Eun^, 
was chosen a member of the United States' 
senate. He died in 1810. 

MORTIMER, John, author of an eal 
"Treatise on Husbandry,'* died in 1730. 

MORTIMER, Thomas, grandson of tbe pre- 
ceding, a writer, of some eminence on commer- 
cial subjects, was bora in London, in 1730. In 
1761, he published " Every Man his own Bro- 
ker,** and was the following year appointed 
vice-conmil for the Austrian Netheriands ; which 
iritnation he held till 1768. Be then rosumed his 
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XJomxnerce, Politico, and Financcii ;" '' An Epl 
looie of Universal History aiid Biography ;" a 
tNualation of M. Necker's great work on the 
*' Finances of France ;" " Uuiory of England," 
to 1763 ; the " British Plutarch ;" and a *' Gene- 
ral Dictionary of <Joinmerce, Trade, and Mauu- 
factorca.*' Mr. Mortimer died in 1809. 

MORTIMER, John Hamilton, an eminent 
Encliili iiistorical painter, born in 1739, died in 
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MORTON, Tbomaa, an English bishop, and 
clMtplaia to liing Jameii. He was esteeunid for 
bis oenevolence and piety, and died in 1639. 

MORTON, James, earl of, a Scotchman, who 
promoted the reformaUon. He was made chan- 
cellor and regent of Scotland. His enemies at 
last condemned him for high treason, in IGdl. 

MORTON, Williaro, a barrister, distinguished 
In the dvU wars, and in 1665, made Justice of 
the king's bench. 

MORTON, John, rose by hia abilities to the 
office of lord chancellor of England, and died in 
1500. 

MORTON, Nathaniel, one of the early settlers 
of Plymouth, author of a History of the Church 
of that colony, and of " New- England's Memo- 
rial/' published in 1609. 

MORTON, Charles, a native of England, 
came to America, and was settled as a minister 
Ife Massachusetts. He died in IflOS. 

MORTON, Joseph, proprietary governor of 
South-Carolina, in 1682, and afterwards In 1685. 

MORTON, John, a member of congress from 
Pennsylvania, in 1 <7B, and one of the signers of | 
the declaration of Independence ; be died in 
1776. 

MOBCHOPULUS, Eomianuel, a native of 
Crete, in the 14th century, and author of a Trea- 
tise on Oranunar. 

MOSCHUS, a Grecian pastoral poet of anti- 
quity, cotemporary of Bion and Theocritus. 

MOBELEy, Dr. Benjamin, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician, whose practice, however, chiefly 
laid in Jamaica. OuhJareturn to England, lie; 
was made physician to Chelsea hospital. HisI 
writings were chiefly on Tropical Diseases ; and! 
be was an inveterate enemy to vaccination ; he 
died in 1819. 

BI06ES, the great legislator o' the Jews, was 
bom In Ecypt, 1571 B. C, and died at the age 
of 130. 

MOSES, Mendelshon. See MENDELSHON. 

MOSES, MiconU, a Spanish rabbi, of the 
14th century. 

MOSMEIM, John Laarence, an illustrious 
German divine, ecclesiastical historian, and 
critic, bom in 1666^ died in 1755. His " Ecclesi- 
astical History, from the birth of Christ to the 
beginning of the 18lh century,*' is unquestiona- 
bly tlie beet tliat is eztaDt. 

MOSS, Robert, an Bbglish divine, and a po- 
pular prMcher, was chaplain to kingWiliiam 
•od bis two suooemors ; be died In 1^. 

MOSS, Cbaries, an English prelate and con- 
troversial writer, bishop of St. David's, and af- 
serwards of Bath and Wells ; be died in 1803. 

M06SOP, Henry, an eminent English trage- 
dian, died in 1774. 

¥ MOTtlE LB VA7ER, Francisde la,counsellor 
of state, and preceptor to the duke of Ai^u, 
only brother to Lewis XIV., was bom at Paris 
In 1588, and died in 1672. We have no French 
antiior that approaclies nearer to Plutarch than 
be. His Treatise concerning tlte education of 
tbe Dauirtiin, and that on Pagan Philosophy, are 
bit best performance 
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MOTHE LE VAYER, de Bouti}tric, iii aster 
of requests to the French kin;;, aud a writer of 
iievcral works ; he died in I5ii5. 

MOTUERBY, Dr. George, an eminent Enc[ 
lish physician, and celebrated as the author iif 
•' A New Medical Dicttonary,** born in 1731, 
died in 1793. 

MOTTE, Anthony Houdartde Ia,an Ingenious 
French critic and miscellaneous author, born at 
Paris, in 1672, died in 1731. His " Discouna sur 
Horoere" Is a masterpiece of eleeance. His 
woriu consist of epic poetiy, tragedy, comedy, 
lyric, pastoral, and fkbles ; besides a vast varie- 
ty of discourses, critical and academical, in 
prose. 

MOTTEUX, Peter Anthony, a French refu- 
gee, settled in England, where he liecame an 
eminent dramatic writer, gave a very good trans- 
lation of " Don Q,uizotttt," and wrote several 
" Songs," *' Prokigues," " Epilogues,'* &«., 
idled in 1717. 

MOTTEYILLE, Frances Bertrand, dame de, 
a celebrated French lady, bora in 1615, died in 
1689, leaving a very agreeable work, under the 
title of " Memoircs pour servir a THistoire d* 
Anne d* Austria." 

MOTTLEY, John, an English dramatic wri- 
ter, born, in 1693, died in 1750. He wrote five 
plays, some of which met with tolerable suo> 
<ress, and published a " Life of tbe great Czar 
Peter." 

MOUCHERON. Isaac, a Dutch painter, cele- 
brated for hia lanascapes, died in 1744. 

MOUFErr, Thomas, a medical writer, who 
fim introduced chvmical medicines in England ; 
he died about 1600. 

MOUH Y, Charles de Fienx, a native of Metz ; 
he wrote several romances, and died in 1784. 

MOUUN, Charles du. See MOUN^US. 1 

MOULIN, Peter du, a French protestant di- 
vine aud polemical writer, bora in 1568, died in 
1658. 

MOUUN, Peter du, son of the preceding, 
chairiain to Charles IL, of England, inreDendary 
of Canterbury, and a theological writer, bora in 
1604. died in 1684. 

MOULIN, Lewis, brother of tlie preceding^ 
was a violent independent ; he wrote a work 
dedicated to Cromwell, and died in 1680. 

MOULIN, Gabriel, a catholic minister, of 
Maneval, wrote a History of Normandy, 1631. 

MOULTRIE, John, an eminent physician, 
of South Carolina, died in 1773. 

MOULTRIE, John, M.D.,son of the preced- 
ing, was also a distinguished physician of South 
Carolina, and afterwatds lleoteDant-governor of 
East Florida. 

MOULTRIE, WUIlam, a mi^or-general in 
the American army, during the revolution, and 
afterwards governor of the state of South Ca- 
rolina; he died in 1805.

MOUNTFORT, William, an English drama- 
tic writer and eminent actor, bora in 1650, was 
assassinated in 1698. 

MOURET, John Joseph, a celebrated French 
musician, died in 1738. 

MOURGURS, Michael, a French Jesuit, and 
author of a Treatise on FreucU Poetry ; he died 
in 1713. 

MOUR6UES, Matthew de, an cx-jesuit, and 
author of controversial works ; he died at Paris, 
in 1670. 

MOUVANS, Paul Richard, sumamed J^

HUEULENBERG, H. If., D. D., pastor of 
the first Lutheran church in Pennwivania, was 
distinguished for his learoiog. He died at Plilla- 
delphw, in 1787. 

liUEHLENBERG, G. Heniy Ernest, D. D., 
SOD of the preceding, was aliio a Lutheran divine, 
«ninent for bis literary and scientific attain- 
ments : be died in 1615. 

MUET, Peter le, a French aichliect, and the 
author of valuable treaUaca on arcUieciure : lie 
died in 1609. 

MUGGLETON, Lodovick, an English tailor 
or notorious fame as a schismatic, who damned 
all the world that differed from bis strange mode 
of faith. He was bom in 1G07 ; his books were 
burnt by the hangman, himself pilloried and 
imprisoned, and he died in 1097. 

MUI8, Simeon de, an eminait orientalist and 
professor of Hebrew at Paris ; he died in 1664.

BfUMMlUS, Lucius, a Roman consul, known 
for bis triumph over Corinth, Thebes, Slc. 

MUNCER,or MUNTZER. Thomas, a Saxon 
divine, one of tbe disciples ot Luther, and chief 
of the German Anabaptlstt. In conjunction with 
StoriE. he pulled down all the images in the 
churclies which Luther had left standing; and 
then, finding an army In his followers, be com- 
menced leveller, and openly tau^t tliat all dis- 
tinctioos of rank were usurpations on the ri^ts 
of mankind. At the head of 40,000 men, he 
ravaged the country. The landgrave of Hesse 
at length defeated him ; 7000 of the enthusiasts 
fell in battle, and the rest, with tbelr leader fled : 
be was taken and beheaded at Mnlhausea. in 
US5. 

MI7NCKBR, Tbcnnaa, a learned author, died 
in 1680. 

MUNDAT, Aatooy, a dramatic author, died 
In 1633. 

MTJNDTNUS, a celebrated m 
born at Florence, and died in 1318. 

MUNICH, Burchard Christopher, of Olden- 
burgh, learned the art of war under Eugene and 
Marlborough. He dif tingirtsbed iuamw tai the

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service of Peter Tof Kuaaia, who illade taiu • 
marshal : he died in 1767. 

MUNNICKS, Jolm, professor of physic and 
botany at ITtrecht, died In i71L 

liUNSl'ER, Sebastian, a German Lntberaa 
divine, eminent for bis great knowledge in the 
Hebrew and other oriental languages, Ibe ma- 
ihemaUcs, and natural pbiloeopby, and for m. 
great number of works which be published on 
all those subjectt, born in 1480, died In 15SS. 

HUNTING, Abraham, a learned botanist, 
of Groneneer, died in 1683. 

MUNUS, Don Juan Baptlsta, a most volu- 
minous Spanish writer, who published 130 vols, 
of iilstorical and other works, many original 
documena and letters of Columbus, Zimeaca, 
Ac, and other productions relating to America, 
and was employed in 1779 by the kwf of Spain 
to write the History of tbe New WorfaL He 
died at Madrid, about 1790. 

MURALT, Bealt Lewis dc, a Swiss, wlio 
travelled over Europe, author of letters on tbe 
French and English ; be died in 17G0. 

MURAT, Joachim, a soldier of fortune, who 
emerged from olwcuriiy during the Frendi re> 
volation, became a distinguished general in die 
armies of France, a duke and merehal of tbe 
empire under Napoleon, and afterwards lung 
of Naples. He married a sister of Buonaparte ; 
was with bha in several of liis celebrated cam- 
paigns, in Ef^pt, in Austria, and in Russia, and 
was shot by order of tbe allied sover^gns, Oct, 
1815. 

MURATORI, Lewis Antony, aa eminent 
Italian antiquary, and Lathi historian and cri- 
tic, bora In 167^2, died in 1750. The prtncipal 
of his very voluminous works are, ** Rernm 
Italicarum Scriptores ab anno £rv Christiana 
500 .ad ISOO."

MURILLO, Bartholomew, a Spanish painter, 
whose pieces were so much admired aa to obtain 
for him from the king, a patent of nobility ; bt 
died in 16B8. 

MURPHY, Arthnr, a barrister at law, and 
celebrated dramatic and miscellaneoos writer, 
bom about the year 17S7. At 19 years of agCt 
he was sent to England, and intended for a 
mercantile life; but literature and the staga 
drew his attention, and soon absorbed his mind. 
On the 18th of October, 1754, be made his first 
appearance at Covent Garden theatre, in the 
character of Othello; after which he roofined ' 
himself to writing i^mlbr otheis to act His 
dramas are 92 in nuoBer, of which liis trafedy 
of the Grecian Daughter and several comeifiea 
and farces, still keep possession of tlie sttfe. 
He also wrote a periodical paper in tbe manner 
lof tbe Spectator, called " Tbe Gray's Inn Joor- 
nal ;*' aad toward tbe eloeeof his life poMlsbed 
an excellent translation of ** Tacitm." He died 
in 1805. 

MURRAY, James, eari of, natural aon of 
James V. of Soodand. He was guilty of bar- 
baitHis conduct towards Maiy, queen of Scol^ 
who bad eancbled Urn, and was shot la 1S7L 

MURRAY, Thomas, a Scotch portrait Baiol- 
er, patronixed by tha royti thnily of JBngiaBd , 
ha oled in 17M.

Murray, James, a Scotcb divine, reAised 
prefennent at home, settled in London, and died 
la 1^8. Another dissenting divine of the same 
name wrote a history of the American war, and 
other worln, and died In 1782. 

MURRAY, William, earl of Mansfield, born 
ia 1705, died in 1793 In 1756 be wu appointed 
lo the oflice of lord ehief Justice of the King's 
Bench, which be held for upwards of 30 years, 
with a Bplendoni and reputation anrividled. 
Hia judgmants in that court were particularly 
fortuaaie ; for, during the whole time of his 
preait^ing tiiere, there were few or no instances 
of their being either arraisned or reversed. He 
thrice refusM the office of lord high chancellor, 
aiul never took any grant or emoluhient from 
the Icing, for himself or any person belonging to 
him-. 

MURJl AY, Joseph, a distinguished lawyer, of 
New'Yorlc, known as the liberal benefactor of 
Kins's (now Columbia) college, in that city. 

Murray. Willlam vans, an eminent law- 
yer, of Maryland, was a member of Congreds 
from that state, and afterwards minister from 
the United States to the Baiavian republic, and 
ambassador, with Messrs. Ellsworth and Davie, 
to Prance : he died in 1803. 

MURRAY, James, a native of Rhode-Island, 
was a distinguished officer in the British army 
in India, and rendered important services to 
that government ; he died at Calcutta, in 1806. 

MU&RAY, John, Jan., an eminent merchant, 
of New> York, distinguished for his philanthropy 
and benevolence. Many of the charitable in- 
Mimtioiu of that city owe their origin to him. 
Ue died in 1819. 

BfURTOLA, Gaspaid, an Italian poet, died at 
Bome, in 1024. 

MUSA, AntonioB, a Greek physician, in the 
arrvice of AugiMtos, who fint recommended 
the cold bath. 

MUSiBUS, an ancient Greek poet, who lived 
before Homer, of whom we have nothing now 
remaining, except a poem on '*The Loves of 
Hero and Leaodcr,'* and the titles of some 
poems recorded by ancient authors. 

MUSCHENBROECK, Peter de, a very dlatin- 

Kished natural phUosopher and mathematician, 
m at Utrecht, in 1098, died in 1761. 
ftlVSCULUS, Wolfgangas, a famous divine, 
bom la Lorraine. He left the Benedictines 
and embraced Luther's doctrines, and promot- 
ed the reformation at Bern. He was a man 
ofgreat learning and eloquence. He died In 

MUSCULUS, Andrew, a Lutheran divine, 
and professor at Frankfort on the Oder ; he died 

MUSGRAVB, Dr. William, an eminent Sn- 
gliah physician and antiquary, and secretary to 
the Royal Society, bom in 1657, died in 1721. 

MUSIUS, Cornelius, professor of belles let- 
trea in Flanders ; he was craeUy put to death,

BiUSS ASA, a warliKe princess, who sueceed- 
adber father as sovereign of Congo. She dress- 
ed in male attire, and often conducted her sol- 
diers to battle. She flourished in the 17th cen- 
tnry. 

BinJSS ATI, Albertin, a historian and poet, of 
Padua, and minister to the emperor Henry VII. ;

MUBTAPHA I., succeeded to the Turkish 
throne in 1617, and was strangled in 1023.

MUSTAPHA III., ascended the throne in

MUTIUS, Huiric, historical professor at Basil, 
died in the 10th century. 

MUY, Louis Nicolas Victor, count de, a na- 
tive of Marseilles, his bravery raised him to be 
a marshal of France, and minister of war. He 
died in 1775.

NABONASSAR, a king of Babylon, supposed 
to be the Baladan of Scripturo, founded that 
epoch which began 747 B. C. 

NABOPOLASSAR, king of Babylon, fnTft- 
ded and divided the kingdom of Syria 096 B. C , 
and died 21 years after. 

NiEVlUS, Cneias, of Campania, an andent 
Latin poet, died 903B. C. 

N AHUM, one of the minor prophets, In th« 
reign of Hezekiab. 

NAIRON, Fanstus, a Maronlte, and professor 
of ^iac in the Sapienza college at Rome, died 
in 1707. He maintained that the Maronites had 
preserved inviolate the Christian fUtli. 

NALSON, Valentine, au English divine, and 
author of sermons, died in 1724. 

NALTON, James, was ejected for non-oon- 
formi^in 1662. and died in I6<ll. 

NANCEL, Nicholas de, a French physician, 
and author of some eminence, died in 1(110. 

NANFAN, Jolin, colonial governor of Scvr 
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NAM, John B apt i«rt, a noble Venetian atates 
man, and autborof a " History of Venice," of 
much reputation, bom in 1616, died in 1678. 

N ANi\lU.S, Peter, profeasor at Louvain, wrote 
acvf^rai works, and died in 1557. 

NAN^UIER, Simon, « French poet of the 
16th century. 

. NANTEUIL, Robert, a celebrated French de 
aigner and engraver to Loaia XIV., bom in 1630, 
died in 1678. 

NANTIGNI, Lewis Chazot de, a French 
writer, and author of " Historical Genealogies 
of Icings and emperors," tec. ; he died in 1735. 

NAOCJEORGUS, Thomas, a native of Bava 
ria ; he wrote aatirea against the papists, and 
died in 157& 

NAPIER, John, lard, a Scotch nobleman, ce- 
lebrated as a philosopher and mathematician, 
and as the inventor or logarithms for the use of 
navigators, bom in 1550, died in 1617. 

NARES, James, doctor of music, organist of 
the chapel- royal at St. James*, master of the 
children of the said royal chapel, and composer 
of divers anthems, wUch manifest the strength 
of his genius, and, together with his other 
works, will perpetuate his name, and rank him 
with the first in his proreaslon ; be was born in 
1715, and died in 17^. 

NARSES, king of Persia, died A. D. 303. 

PARSES, a Persian eunuch, who was in the 
service of the Roman emperors, and at the head 
of their armies defeated tiie Gotha. He died iu 
r»52. 

NASH, Thomas, a satirist against the puri- 
tans, and a dramatic writer, bom about 1564. 
He settled in LondoOj where be di»Ml in 1601. 

NASH, Richard, commonly called Beau Nash, 
or king of Bath, born at South Wales, in 1674, 
and died at Bath, iu 1761. 

NASH, Francis, a brigadier-gcnpra] in the 
American army, durine the revolution ; be was 
killed at the battle of German town, in 1777. 

NASINI, Joseph Nicholas, an Ttaliaa painter 
of some celebrity ; lie died in 1736. 

N AHMITH, James, D. D., an English divine 
and writer, died in 1808. 

NATALIS, Michael, an engraver, of Liege, 
eminent in his profession, died in 1670. 

NATHAN, a prophet in tha age of David. 

NATHAN, Isaac, or Mordocai, the first who 
published a Hebrew concordance, w^hich he com- 
pleted in 144& 

NATTIER, John Mark Ic, a French painter, 
pauonised by the French king ; he died in 1766. 

NATTIER, Lawrence, of Swabla, published 
a book on ancient geiqii and died in if 63. 

NAUCLERUS, John, professor of law atTu- 
bingen, and an author, died in the 16th century. 

NAUDE, Gabriel, a learned Frenchman, 
treated with kindness by Richelieu and Maza- 
rin, died in 1653. 

NAUDE, Philip, bora at Hetz, was professor 
of mathematics at Berlin, and died in 1739. 

NAUNTON, sir Robert, a statesman, and 
secretary of state to James I. His " Fragmenta 
Regalia^* contains some curious anecdotes of 
the court of queen Elizabeth. Sir Robert died 
In 1633. 

NAVAGERO, Andrew, a noble Venetian, 
who was cmf^loyed as ambassador to Francis I. ; 
he died in 1529. 

NAVAGERO, Bernard, of the same family, 
was made a cardinal, and was present at the 
council of Trent ; he died in 1565. 

NAVARRE, Peter, a famous warrior of the 
!6th ceottirv. 
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NAVARETTA, Fefdinand, a Spanish Domi- 
nican, who, for his eloqueoce, was empUyed ai 
a missionaiy in China i he died in WSH. 

NANARETTA, Baltbasar, a Spaniab DonI' 
nican, and an author of the 16th eentury. 

NA VIER, Peter Toussaint, a native of St. 
Diy.ier, eminent for his discovery of nitroiM 
ether, and the combination of merctuy with 
iron. He died in 1779. 

NAYLER, James, a remarkable enttanaias^ 
bora in 1616, he became a convert of the tamr- 
ous George Fox to Quakerism, and, commenciiig 
preacher, he set out for Bristol, attended by a 
numerous cavalcade ringing, "Holy, boty,lioiy. 
Lord God ofSabaoth ; Hosannah in the hMiesi; 
holy, holy, holy, Lord God of Israel.** I» wM 
brought before parliament, tried and eondemneil 
as guilty of bla^ihemy, and sentenced to impri- 
sonment for life. But two years after, he was 
liberated, and died in 1606. 

NGAL, Daniel, a non-conf(Ninist divine, bora 
In 1678. In 1706, In; was chonen pastor of an 
Independent congregation in London. As a 
writer, his principal productions are, " A His- 
tory of New-England,*' and '^ A History of the 
Puritans." He died in 1743. 

NEANDER, Michael, a Icaraed proiesUnt, 
born iu Silesia, and rector of the umveni^ of 
Ilfcldt 40 years ; he died in 1596. A physldan 
and author of the same name, died at Jena, in 
I5fil. 

NEARCHUS, one of Alexander's captains, 
and who, under bts command, navigated tbs 
Indian ocean. We have a very carious accoont 
of his '* Voyage from the Month of the Indus la 
Babylon.** Arrian, however, calls the veracHf 
of Ncarchas in qu<>stton. 

NKBLCHADNEZZAR T., or NABUCHA- 
DONfiSOR, king of Nineveh and Babylon, is 
sup|)f»ed to have been the founder Of the king- 
dom of Nineveh. i 

NEBtXUADNEZZAR H., king of Babykm, 
supposed to have been a son of the former. He 
was banished from the society of men, horded 
among wiki beasts, and, aAer 7 years, was resior 
ed to his throne. He died about 502 B. C. 

N£CHO,or the PH ARAOHNECHO, of Scrip- 
ture, died abottt 600 B. C. 

NECK, John Van, an eminent Dutch painter, 
died in 1714. 

NECKER, Noel Joseph, of Flanders, obtained 
celebrity in medicine and Iwtany, aul died in 
1793. 

NKCKER, James, a native of Geneva, knows 
as a financier. He went as amtMissador to France, 
where, in 1765, he obtained the office of Syndic 
to the East India Company, and in 1775, was 
made director of the royal treasiinr ; was twice 
prime minister of France ; Imt the revolution 
destroyed his popularity, and 1^ retired to 
Switzerland, where he died in 1804, aged 72. 
lie is author of a work on the Finances of 
Prance, and a Treatise on the Influence of Reli- 
gious Opinions. 

NECKHAM, Alexander, an Englishman and 
abbot of St. Marv's. admired as a leaned b»a 
{and ajpoet ; he died in 1S37. 

NECTARIUS, made patriarch of Consontl- 
nople by the younger Tiioodosius, in 381. Bav<- 
ing govcroed the church with great piety, and 
abolished the use of confession in the East, bo 
died in 397. 

NEBDHAM,HazchamoDt.anEnslish political 
and satirical writer, bom in Ozforduiire, in 1600, 
[died in 1C78. 

NEEDHAM, John Tabezrille, an English

NSBDLER, Beojaminf edncated at Oxford, 
was an «|oel6d non-eonformisl, and died In 1683.

NEEFS, Filer, an admired Fiemiah painter, 
edncated under Bteenwiek. 

NEBE, Arnold Van der, a eelelnrated Duteb 
palntertdled in 1703. 

NEHEBflAH, a Jew. He was permitted to 
rebuild Jeroaalem, and goTeraed Ilia natkm witb 
>i8tlee SOyean. He died 490 B. C. 

NELLQl, Oeorfe Chrinopher, a learned dl- 
vlne, and coanaeilor to tlM elector of Trevee ; 
be died in 1784. 

KELSON, Robert, a learned and eminently 
eiona Bnclieb centleman, bom In 1656, died in 
i715b He iraMiMMsd aeveral worka of piety, and 
left bie whole estate to charitable luea. There 
it n great d^pee of excellence in all hia wrlt- 
iaip ; but hia " Companion for the Feitlvali and 
FaalB,*' ^., wUl perpetuate btooieroory. 

NELSON, Horatio, ▼iecount, an Uluttriou* 
Rngliab ieaman, fborth ion of the Bev. Edwaid 
Nelson, was bom in 1758. He entered the navy 
ai ibe age of IS, and, for hbi gallant conduct In 
aeveral eaffagementa, was at last created a via- 
cn Alt, and Ins Iwnours made hereditary in his 
Ibmily. He waa killed in an engaaement with 
tbn French and Spanlsta fleeti, ovTrafUgar, on 
tbe 91st Oct, 180o. 

NELSON, Valentine. See NALSON. 

NELSON, William, one of the Judges of the 
eolony of Virginia, president of the council, and, 
for a time, at the head of tbe adminlitration 
there; be died in 1772. 

NELSON, Thomas, a dtatinguished patriot 
of the rerolution, and afkerwaras governor of 
llM state of Virginia . be died in 1789. 

NELSON, Thomas, jun., son of the preced- 
ing, was a member of congress in 1776, and one 
of the signers oftbe declaration of Independence. 

NBMBBIANUS, Aurelius Olymplus, a cele- 
bmled Latin poet, was bom at Caithage, and 
flouriabed about tbe year »1. We have still 
remaining a poem of this antlmr, called " Cyne- 
geticon, " an d four ectogues. 

NBlf ESIU8, a Grtek phllosopber, who em- 
braced Christianity, and was made bishop <^ 
BoMsn, in PbcBnicia, in tbe beginning of tbe 5tb 
century. 

NEMOURS, Mary d*Orleana, a Franeb lady 
of quality, bom in 1033, and celebrated as au- 
ibor of " Memoirs of tbe War of the Fronde ;" 
abe died in 17V7. 

NENNIITB, an Englisb bisioriao, about the 
beginning of the 9th century. His " History of 
Britain** comes down to the 8tb century. 

NEPER, John, loid. See NAPIER. 

NEPOS, Oomelins, a Latin historian, who 
Bovistaed In the time of Jnllns C«sar. All 
tbat we have left of bis at present to " The 
Urea at the illustrious Greek and Roman Cap- 
lains.** He died in tbe reign of Augustus. 

NEPOS, Flsvlus Julius, a Dalmatian, who, 
by nMrrvIng tbe niece of tbe emperor Leo, ob- 
tained the Western empire. Be waa aanasi- 
■nied in 480. 

NBRI, Philip de. an eminent Florentine his- 
torian, died in 1556. 

NERI, St. PhUlp de, a Florentine, celebrated 
aa the founder of a charitable order of priests s 
be died In 15B5. 

SEBI, Pompelo, a Flnenttne, prolbMor of 
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lawatPlsa. He waa a learned writer, and died 
in 1776b 

NERO, aand. Domit. CMar, emperor and ar- 
rant of Rome, slew bimeelf in despair, A. D. «L 

NERVA, Cocceius, a Roman emperor aftef 
Domltian,aad a monarch of excellent cbarao- 
ter: be died A. 0.98. 

NESBIT, Thomas, a Seoiabman, skilled in 
antiquities and heraUry, died in ITw. 

NESLE, N. de, a natlTO of Meanx, ndmlrad 
as a poet, died in 1767. 

NE8SE, Christopher, a dissentfaw minkrter 
in London, bom in lOSI^died In 1705; leaving 
four volumes, entitled " The History and Mys- 
tery of the Old and New Testament*' 

NESTOR, son of Neleos and Cforia, a grMC 
comninnder at the siege of Troy with Agamem- 
non, and highly esteemed fbr bis wisdom and 
eloquence. Homer says lie lived 300 yeari. 

NESTOR, a monk of tbe convent of Petcber- 
sU, at Ktof, In Rusria, bora in 1056, dlsd in 1 115. 
His great work Is bto " Chronicle ;" which con- 
talna a series of tbe Russian annals flra«n 858 fto 
about 1113. Mr. Muller Informs us, that " the 
labours of Nestor, and Us three continuatois, 
have produced a ctmneeted series of the Russian 
history, so complete, that no nation can boast a 
similar treasure for so long and unbroken a per 
riod.** 

NE8T0RIUB, a Syrian, btobop of Constan- 
tinople hi 431. He wasdepoeed for denying the 
incarnation of tbe Redeemer. 

NETSCHER, Gaspard, an eminent Pollab 
painter, settled in Holland, bora in 1636, died in 
1664. 

NEUBAUER, Ernest Frederic, professor qf 
theology, atOresaen, died in 1748. 

NEUBAUER, Francis, a Bobemian, a oeie* 
brated musician, died in 1705. 

NEUHOFF, Theodore de, a German, bom at 
Metx, better known by tbe style of Theodore L 
king of Corsica. Being at LeglMra in 1736, tan 
was encouraged by tbe En^iab minister to go 
to Corafea, and bead tbe maieoontenti against 
tbe Genoese government At Tunis, be nego* 
tinted for anna and ammunition, and ves s e l s, 
witb which be embarked for Corsica, where bo 
was crowned king of tbe island ; but the Ge- 
noese having npplied to tbe French, he waa 
obliged to abandon Corsica in 1737. He retired 
to England, and was for many years confined in 
tbe King's Bench prison for debt Being re- 
leased by an act of insolvency in 1756, be gnvn 
in a schedule the kingdom of Corsica, as liis es- 
tate, to his creditors, and died tai December of 
the same year. 

NEUVILLE, Charles Frey de. a French Je- 
suit, and an eloquent preacher, died in 1773.

PATIN, Guy, a French writer of much wit 
and learning, and professor of physic In tha 
Royal College of Parts. His " Letters," pub- 
lished since Die death, have made hb nana fin- 
Dious.

PATIN, Charles, seoond son of Gay Padn, 
published a great number of valuable works, 
and died in 1693. 

PATKUL, John Reginald de, a Llvonlan gen- 
tleman, who resented the oppression which hia 
country suflered from the Swedes. He was b as e 
ly seixod, and pot to death, by order of Charlea 
XII., in 1707. 

PATRICK, St., the apoatle and guardian aaint 
of Ireland, waa, as Is soppooed, a native of 
Wales, or of Cornwall, who was seized by pi- 
rates and carried to Ireland, where he oonvertiBd 
tbe InhabltaAts to Christianity; he died about 
460. 

PATRICK, Peter, a native of Thessalonica, 
in the age of Jnatinian, whom be served as am- 
bassador. 

PATRICK, Samuel, ao English divine, known 
for his edition of *'Heder{e*s Greek Lexicon." 

PATRICK, Sinson, a very learned Usbop of 
Ely, died in 1707. having published many aer- 
mons, tracts against popery, and paraphrasea 
and commentanes upon the Holy Seriptorsa. 

PATEIX, Peter, a French poet, favourite of 
I he duke of Orleans. He wrote some licentioua 
poems, of which he heartily repented before 
his deathvwhich hauwned in 1679. 

PATROSI, Franda, author of dialogoea, in 
Italian, on the manner of atudyliig and writing 
history ; he died in 1404. 

PARTRIZI, Francii, a natlva of latria, pro- 
feasor ofphiloBophy, at Ferrara, Padoa. and 
Rome. He wrote sone Italian poeaas, ana died 
in 1507. 

PATRU, Oliver, an aBlaant French lawyer. 
He imzoduoed conrectnasa and purity of lan- 
guagainto pleadinai, wrote atverai works, and 
died in M6 1, aged 85. 

PATTEN, TbCBMa, an Bn^hfa divina, rector 
of Cbildrey, Be publisbed sermons and other 
religious woika, and died in 1754. 

PATTERSON, WiUiam, a maBBber of the

PATTI80N, WiUiam, an Engllab poet of

PAUL ni., Alexander Famese, pope, memo- 
rable for renuittg to divorce Henry VIII. of 
Bngland, from his queen Catherine of Arragou ; 
he died in 1549. 

PAUL IV., John Peter CarafTa, succeeded 
Marcellus II. on the pa|tal tluroae, in 1555. He

He married 
for his second wife a niece of the Icing of Pruasia.

But he afterwards grew tyrannical, and banished 
a great number of penwna to Siberia. He was 
■asassinated in 1801. 

PAUL, a celebrated heresiarch, of Samoaata, 
a city on the Euphrates. He was btehop of An- 
tioch, in 960 ; but avowing his belief that Jesus 
Christ was only a good man, endowed with 

Seat wisdom, he waa deposed by the Qynod of 
[ilioeh, in 870. 

PAUL, of Tyre, a rhetorician, who went as 
ambassador from his country to Adrian, A. D 
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built a iDonasiery at Detliiehem,-aad displayed 
all the virtues aud mortifications of an ascatic 
life; she died in 407. 

PAULST, William, Marquis ot WinchcatM^ 
son of sir John Paulet, one of tlie courtiers <m 
Henry VIII., and of his tliree successois. Ha 
dedarad that he retained bis places bybaiog a 
willow, and not an oak ; h« dwd in 1578. 

P AULI, Simon, waa iHofessor of medicine it 
Copenha{pea, and physician to Christian V., 
who rewarded his services by maldnff lilm a 
bishop. He wrote several booka on Jiis pfote> 
sion, and died in 1680. 

PAULIAN, Aime Henry, a leaned jesnit, of 
Nismes, who wroie laigely on philoaoidiy aai 
physic ; he was bom in 17SS. 

P AULINUS, St., a native of Bonideaaz. Ha 
married a Spanish ladv, by whom he was per* 
fluaded to embrace ChriAianity. He afterwarda 
went to Italy, where he waa made biatep of 
Nola, and died in 431. 

PAULMIER DE ORENTEMGSNIL, JnHaa 
de, a Frendiman, physician to Charles IX, 
whom he restored to health. He was a

PAUL, of Sancta Maria, a Jew, eonverted to 
Christianity. He became tutor to John IL, 
king of Castile, and was appointed bishop of 
Carthagena, and then of Burgoa Thislearoed 
prelate died in 1445. 

PAUL, deacon of Aqulleia, waa secretary to 
DIdler, the last king of the Lombards. He was 
afterwards banished, but left his exile for the 
court of the duke of Beneventa He wrote some 
hfaitortes, and died In 801.

Ha 
made a aecret treaty with the Persians, aai 
took reftigc in a temple to eso^ie punlsliment ; 
but his mother placed the first stone 10 secure 
him there, so that he was starved to death, 474 
B.C. 

P AUSIAS, a painter, of Slcyon, about SS B. 
C. He first applied coloun to wood and ivoiy, 
by means of fire. 

P AUTRE, Anthony 1e, an aichiteet, of Faili^ 
patronised bv L^wis XIV. He waa made a 
member of the academv of sculpture la I671« 
and died a few years aner. He contribiitad ta 
the embellishment of Paris.

PELLETIER, Jobn le, a aative of Rouen, 
leaned In the languages, in mathematics, cby- 
rolstry, astronomy, itc. He wrote the lives of 
eeveral persons, some religious works, and died 
in 1711. 

PELLETIER. Oaspard, friiysleian and coun- 
sellor, at Middlemirg, In Zealand. He acquired 
reputation in his profession, and published soma 
works on botany : be died In 1650. 

PELLETIER, Bertrand, distinguished at Pa- 
ris for bis knowledge of chymlstry and phar- 
macy, and author of various dimertations in 
tbe memoirs of tbe French academies, and of 
observations on arsenic ; he died in 1707. 

PELLETIER, James, a French phyddan. 
aod medical and mathematical writer; hediea 
in 158SL axed 05 

PELLICAN, Conrad, a native of Alsace, who 
presided over the convent of Basle, but after* 
wards embraced the tenets of Luther, and went 
to Zurich, where he taught Hebrew. He died 
In 1556. 

PELLIBON-FANTANIER, Paul, a French 
MTtiter, was bora in 1084, and died in 1003. HI* 
chief works are " A Commentary upon tbe In- 
stitutes of Justinian,'* and a "History of tha 
French academy, from ItsestaUisbmeat to 1658." 

PMJ^OUTIER, Simon, a pvotestant divine, 
bora at Leipdc He was member of the Berlin 
academy, and distlnguisbed as an active pastor 
and an able writer ; oe died In 1757. 

PEL0PIDA8, a celebrated Theban warrknr, 
and statesman, tbe Mend of Epaminondas; 
he WM slain In battle, 364 B. C. 

PEHBERTON, Henry, F. R. 8., an Bnsllsh 
physician of eminence. He wrote on chyaustry 
and phikNw^y. and died In 1771. 

PEMBERTON, Ebeaexer, a distingnished 
American divine, and pastor of a church In 
l|B(i0ton; he died in 1717. 

PEMBERTON, Ebenexer, D. D., son of tho 
preceding, was In the mloistry at New- York 
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aod af^crwarda in Boston ; bepuUistied geverai" 
Mrmonii, and died in 1777. 

PEMBBKTOXjTlioBias, adi^nfuSsbed Ame- 
rican historian, born iu 1728, and died in 1807. 
He devoted hini«elf to^lie history of bis country, 
and wrote 15 hislorical and other manincripi 
volumes, which now belong to the Maseacbusetu 
Hislorical Societv. 

PEMBUR, William, an English divine) who 
ranked hi^h as a scholar, died in 1033. 

PfiMBKOKR, T/iomas, an excellent English 
port rail and historical painter, died in 1730. 

PRNDLFiTON, Edmund, an eminent lawyer 
and BU'esman, of Virginia, was dtatiuguisbed 
for tils support of the rights of tl»e colonies, aiid 
for his patriotism during the war of the revolu- 
tion, lie was a member of eongresa, in 1774, 
and afterwards a jud^ of the court of appeals 
m Virginia ; he died in 1808. 

PENH ALLOW, Samuel, of New Hampdiire, 
author of a " History of the early Indian War 
Of New England ;** be died in 17M. 

PKNN, William, a distinguished British ad- 
miral, wlio commanded at the reduction of Ja- 
maica, in 1655, and was iiuighted by Charles II., 
for his services ; he died in 1670. 

PENN, W^ilham, a distinguished quaker, 
founder and legislator of the colony of Pennsyl- 
vania, was born in London, iu 1644. At the nge 
of 34, he became a preacher among the qua- 
kers. In 1081, Charles 11., granted Mr. Penn and 
his heirs, by lettera patent, the province of Penn- 
sylvania, and made tliem aiieoluto proprietors 
and governors of that country. He died in 
England, in 1718. 

PENN, Thomas, eon of William Penn, was 
born in 1703. Por neariy Afly years after the 
death of his father, he took an active and influ- 
euiial part in the adminjstraiion of Pennsylva- 
nia, and was distinguished for his liberality to 
the literarv, charitable and religious iiMtitutions 
of that colony. He died in London, in 1775. 

PENN, John, a member of ooajgress, from 
North Carolina, in 1776, and one of the signers 
of the declaration of Independence. 

PENNANT, Thomas, an EngUsh gentleman, 
of eminent knowledge In natural tilstory and 
aadqultiee; he wrote a number of valuable 
books, and died in 1796, aged 78. 

PENN I, Qiovanni Francisco, an eminent Ita- 
lian painter, and disciple of Raphael ; he died 
iB ISaS. aged 40. 

PENNICUIK, Alexander, a Scotch physician, 
who published a topographical account of 
Tweedale ; be died In I'm. 

PENNINGTON, lady, wife of sir Joseph, 
bart. — ^Family misunderstandings Inving separ- 
ated her from her children, she wrote for their 
nee, " An unfortunate Mother's advice to her 
absent Daughters/* a work of great merit; she 
died in 1783. 

PENNINGTON, Isaac, son of a lord mayor of 
Xiondcm, was converted by Pox, aod became a 
seahMis qnaker. As a writer and travelling 
minister, he was active In spreading the tenets 
he had embraced, for which he was much per- 
secuted ; he died in 1679. 

PENNY, Thomas, a celebrated English natu- 
ralist, wlio travelled over England and other 
countries, in search of botanical knowledge. 

P£\R03R, Thomas, an English divine and 
ingenious poet, died in 1779, aged 36. 

PENftUDDOc;K, John, a colonel during the 
Civil wars, in the royal service, who was be- 
headed in 1655. He was a maa of great piety 
and many virtues. 
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PENRY, Jofaa, or AP-HENRY, a BrowaM, 
educated at Oxford. He wrace against eptoot^ 
pacy, under tlra name of Mama Mar>Pralaie. 
Hi4 wntingB were eoneidored sediilooa, and te 
was tried and exocuted in 1S63. 

PENS, George, of Nuremberg* • ▼07 
guiflbed painter and engraver, la tba URh 
tunr. 

PEPIN the Short, son of Charies Mattel, tte 
firat monarch of the second Preneb dynasty, was 
elected in 750. He was a lieroie and firm 
and died in 768. 

PEPIN the Fat, mayor of the aalaco, 9nd 
govenior of Austrasia, NeusiriaT and Burgundy. 
He wss a man of whidom and vigour^and died 
in 714. 

PEPPERELL, sir WiHiam, a native of 
Maine, and lieutenant-general in the BritiebsCT 
vire ; lie oomnianded the expedilloa wUch look 
lAiuisburo, and died in 1759. 

PEPUSCH, Dr. John Christooher, one of iha 
greatest theoretic musicians of modero limeiw 
He l^ecame, so early, a profieient on the harpd- 
cboro, that at the age of It be was aent for to 
court, and appointed tu teach the prince, fbtber 
of the king of Prussia. At 33 he went over to 
England, was retained at Drury-lane, and assist- 
ed in setting the operas which were pcrforraed 
there. He died in 17^ 

PEPVS, Samuel, a learned EngHehman, 
known as the indefatigable secretary of the ad- 
miraiity, in the reigns of Cbarlee 11., and hli 
brother : he died in 1703. 

PERANDA, Santa, a native of Venice, and 
an eminent historical painter, died In 1738. 

PERAU, Gabriel Ixswis Catabre, a Frenek 
ecclesiastic, of the Sorbonne, wlio wrote ** Livei 
of Illustrious Frenchmen," aud edited Boaoci** 
works, ice. He died in 17(67. 

PERCEVAL, Spencer, aon of the eari of 
Rsmont, was bom in 1782. He was edncated at 
Cambridge, and became an eminent lawyer. 
An assassin named Beiliagham, shot him with n 
pistol, in the lobby of the bouae of coounowL 
in 1813. 

PERCIVAL, Dr. Thomas, an emlnem pbyal> 
clan, and medical and raiscellaoeouji wriieri 
was born in 1740, aad died in 1804. and left be- 
hind him an excellent moral character. 

PERCY, William, proceaitor of the UhMtriooB 
house of that name, and one of tbe ooutlen of 
William the Cmiquerar. His deeeendaata, dis- 
tinguished by their seal in the canoe of their 
soverdgns, were raised in 1377, to the rank of 
earl of Northumberland, by Richaid EI. TIm 
most celebrated among tbem was, Henry, soi^ 
named Hotspur, who was at last defoalM M 
tbe battle of Shrewabory, In 1403. 

PERCY, George, aueceeded capt. John Smltk^ 
as president of the colony of Virginia, in 1M| 
and was sopersedad the foUoidnc year. 

PERCY, Thomas, Mahop of Dionoro, Ira»> 
land, was educated at Oxibrd, ag|died at Iho- 
mors, in 1611 ; he was author of wsua l woikn; 

PERDICCAS, one of the geoerala and mm- 
censors of Alexander ; he was shUa bk bli tent, 
by some of his officers, 331 B. C. 

PEREFIXB, Hardouia de Beanmont do, 
aichbiabop of Paile, and antbor of a very es- 
oellent "History of Heoiy IV. of France;'* 
he died in 1670. 

PEREIRA-GOMEZ,<Seor|e, an emlnontSpm- 
isb physician, author of a " Treatise to provt 
the Brute Creation to be mere Machines.** 

PEREIRA DE FIOUBiRBDO, Anthony, a 
Portuguete divine, wbo took port in tbe dispata 
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kecweea tiie oourtt of Kome and Lisbon. He 
wrote a Traoalation of the Bible, in S3 vote. 8vo, 
•ad oUier works, and died io l7»7. 

PEREZ, Anthony, a Spanish writer, who 
pQbliahr'' « Letten,'* which are tetereMing and 
well wnnea ; he died tn 1508. 

PERGOLESI, John Baptist, a eelebreted mu- 
•Ician, compoeer and poet, was born at Naples, 
In 17D4, and died in 1737. 

P£R1AND£R, a tyrant of Corinth, a poli- 
tician and warrior, he died 588 B. C. 

PERIANDER, Giles, of Brussels, was pro- 
feamr of beUes lettres, at Mentz, and an author. 
He flourished about 1570. 

PERICLES, a celebrated Athenian statesman, 
orator, and general. He prided himself that he 
never caused any citizen to go Into monming. 

PERINGSKIOLL, John, professor of antiqui- 
ties, at Upsal, and secretary and counsellor to the 
king of Sweden. He wrote on history and 
chronolqor, Jbc., and died In 1 iVO. 

PBRiZONIUS, James, a learned German, 
wofeasor of ekxiaence, history and Greek, at 
Leyden. He published various works in Latin, 
on history, classical literature and antiquities, 
and died in 17L7. 

PERKINS, WUHam, a strict Calvinlst, whose 
writings drew upon him the attacks of Arml- 
nius, which occasioned the calling of the Synod 
at Dordt, for the settlement of theological dis- 
poiea; be died in 1603. 

PERKIN8,WilIlani,remarkabIeforIongevity, 
Hed in New-jflampahire, in 1733, aged 116. 

PERNETT, James, historiographer, of Ly- 
ons, and member of the academy there. He 
was an able writer on history, education, &c., 
and died In 1777. 

PERNETY, Anthony Joseph, a Frenchman, 
librarian to the king of Prussia, author of a 
Otetlonary o€ Painting, Sculpture, and Engrav 
ing, and some other works. He was born in 
1716. 

PEROUSE, John Francis Galoupdela, a ce- 
lebrated French circumnavigator, was lost on 
Aisrctnfn from a voyage round the world, in 
088. 

PERRAULT, Claude, physician and archi- 
tect ; be published a book of the Five Orders of 
Architecture, and other works, and died in 1688. 

PERRAULT, Charles, brother of Claude, a 
cdlebnted French poet, biographer, and miscel- 
laneous writer ; he died |n ITtB, aged 77. 

PERREIR, Jean, an eminent naturalist, of 
Fkance. He came to the United States in the 
aorsuitof scientific research, and died at New- 
Tork, in 1805. 

PBRRFER, Gharlea, a French writer of lyric 
poems; he died in 1693. 

PERRIER, Francis, a Frenchman, who, from 
a inggar, became a most eminent painter and 
engraver; he died at Parts, in 1650. 

PERRON, James Davy du, a cardinal, emi- 
■eot for great parts and learning: his talents 
were so great, that none durst dispute with liim. 
He died in 1618. 

PERRON, Anquetll du, historiographer to the 
archives of foreign relations in Paris ; voy ce- 
lebrated. He died in 1805, aged 73. 

PERRON ET, John Rodolphos, an able and 
celebrated civil engineer, or France, member 
of many learned soeietiM, and afterwards di- 
rector of the school of engineers, at Paris. He 
wrote on his profession, and died in 1794. 

PBRROT, Nicholas, archbishop of Siponto, 
and author of a commentary on Martial ; he 
4Eediol480. 
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PERROT, Nicolas, sieur d'Ablancourt, cele- 
brated for his exceUent translations into French 

?Lr* ®*]^ '"** ^•'JJ* claseics. He died in 
1664, aflwd 58. 

PERROT, sir John, one of the favourites of 
feKlward VI., of Enjjiand, was made knight of 
the Bath at his coronation. He was distinguish- 
ed as a naval officer, bm was afterwards coiir 
demned for high tresMn, and respited by EUza- 
beth. He died in 1588. 

PERRY, captain John, a celebrated English 
engineer, patronised by czar Peter, of Russia, of 
which country be wrote the history ; he died in 

PERRY, Oliver Hazard, a captain In the 
American navy, distinguished by an important 
victory which he gained over the British naval 
force on lake Erie, in 1813. He died in 1820. 

PERSEUS, son of Philip, of Macedon, was 
defeated by Paulus iEmilius, bis kingdom de- 
stroyed, and himself taken prisoner to Rome. 
IC8 B. C. ' 

PERSnrs, Aulus Flaccua, an ancient Latin 
poet and Rom^n knight, who wrote satires in 
the reign of Nero ; he died A. D. 62. 

PERTINAX, Publlus Heivfus, from an in- 
stmctor of youth, became a soldier, and on the 
death of Coinmodus in 195, was raised to the 
imperial thnmo of Rome. He was afterwards 
as<inftsinR'( (i. 

PERUGI.NO, Pletro, an Italian painter, who 
succeeded particularly in the elegant expressioa 
of hji» female figures; he died in 1534. 

PERUZZI, Baltbasar, an Italian painter, who 
excelled in ehiaro obscuro ; he died poor, In 
1556. 

PESELLI, Peeello, an elegant historical paint- 
er, of Florence ; he died in 1517, af^ed 77. 

PESSELIER, Charies Stephen, a French 
financier, of great industry and a'Bilitles, mem- 
ber of many learned societies. He wrote on 
taxation, finances, 4cc., and died in 1763. 

PKTAVIUP, Dionysius, or DENIS PETAN, 
a French Jesuit, of great erudition, and an aur 
ihor ; be died in 1653, aged 60. 

PETER, chief of the apostles, was ton of 
John, and brother of Andrew, of the rity of 
Bethsaida. He was a bold and powerful preach- 
er of the Gospel. Nero caused him to be cru- 
cified with his head down, A. D. 66. 

PETER, St., a bishop of Alexandria, and a 
learned and pious prelate. He sufif'ered martyr- 
dom, in 311. 

PETER CHRYSOL06US, St, archbishop 
of Ravenna, died in 458. 

PETER the Hermit, a French officer, of 
Amiens, who, quitting the military profession, 
commenced hermit and pilgrim. He travelled 
to the Holy Land, in 1003 ; after which, he re- 
ceived a commission from pope Urban II. to 
excite all Christian princes to a general war 
against the Turks and Saracens. The time of 
his death was about 1100. 

PETER in., king of Arragon, married Coo- 
stance, dauehter of the king of Sicily, and, hav^ 
ing formed the plan of seizing that kinedoiBi 
against the pretensions of Charies of Anjoa, 
he caused all the French in that island to bo 
assassinated at the same time, which was dona 
on Easter day, 1S89. This massacre has stnea 
been called the Sicilian Vespers. 

PETER the Cruel, king of Castile, succeeded 
his father, Alphonso XI., in 1350. Re was so 
wanton and cruel, that three days after he had 
iuarned Blanche, daughter of the duke'of Bour- 
bon, he repudiated her, with every mark of dl>» 
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|rico. Anotlier of hU qoeens wa« treated with 
equal Indignity. He became odiotia to hie sub- 
jacu, and waa killed by hie brother, Id 13flO. 

PETER the Great, czar of Rimia, «rbo ci- 
vilized that nation, and raised it fiom ignoraoee 
and barbariam to politenees, knowledge, and 

Kwer, woe bom in 167S. The history of bis 
e and reign would demand a volume, and is 
TO eventAil, as to defy abridgment. He spared 
no pains nor fatigues to obtain knowledge which 
he thought would be beoeflcial to his subjects, 
and was emphaticiUly and Justly called the 
" Father of his Country/* He died in 1725. 

PETER H , emperor of RuK»la, son of Alexis 
Petrowitz, succeeded the empress Catherine at 
the age of 19. He banished the favourite mi- 
nister, MenzikoA', and died In 1738, aged 15. 

PET BR IlL, emperor of Russia, ascended the 
throne In 1761. His attempts to reform bis sub- 
jects proving abortive, he was dethroned by his 
queen, Catherine H., who assumed the reins of 
government He died in 1702. 

PETER NOLASUUE, a native of Langue- 
doc, la the service of James, king of Arragon. 
He established the order of mercy, whose sole 
business was the redemption of Ctirisiian slaves 
from the power of infidels. He died in 1356. 

PETER of Sicily, author, In the 8th century, 
of a curious and Interesting history of the Ma- 
nlchees, in Greek and Latin, In 10M. 

PETER of Cluni, or, the Venerable, was 
a man of great learning, who granted a friendly 
asylum to the unfortunate Abdard. in 1130. He 
received pope Innocent U. at his abbey with be- 
comiM magnificence. 

PETER, an ecclesiastle, preceptor, and then 
secretary, to William H., king of Sicily. He 
was Invited to En|nand by Henry II., and was 
made archbishop of Bath, and then of London. 
Be died In 1800. 

PETER, the wild boy, a youth found in the 
woods in Hanover, In 1790, and carried to Eng- 
land by the order of queen Caroline ; but no 
care nor pains could ever make him articulate a 
word ; he died In 1785. 

PETER LOMBARD. See LOMBARD. 

PETER MARTVR. See MARTYR. 

PETER D'OSMA, a Spanish ecclesiastic, in 
the 15(h century, who was, perhaps, the fore- 
runner of the reformation, as he wrote and 
preached against the lafallibillty of the church 
of Rome. 

PETERS, Gerard, of Amsterdam, a distin- 
guished landscape painter, in the 16ili rentury. 

PETERS, Bonaventure, of Antwerp, a paint- 
er, whose marine pieces are much admired *, he 
died in 1653. 

PETERS, Francis Lucas, an eminent land- 
•cape painter, born at Mechlin, died in 1654. 

PETERS, Hugh, a turbulent Englishman, 
who became an actor, then a bishop and lectur- 
er, then an adulterer, for which he was obliged 
to flee to America; but returned to England, 
where, for his violence against Charles I., he 
was hanged and quartered. In 1660. 

PETERS, Hugh, an English Jesuit, known in 
history as tho friend and confessor of James U., 
by whose advice the ruin of that monarch was 
hastened. 

PETERS. Charles, an English divine, cele- 
hrated for his theological writings, died in 1777. 

PETHION DE VILLENEtrVE, Jerome, 
mayor of Parts, and member of the national 
convention. He was a violent oppoeer of roy- 
alty, and his Infiuenoe hastened the downfall 
of Louis XVL He permitted riot and murder

in the streeu of Paris ; but found an equal wmd 

rivai in Robespierre, who Anallv 
him, and set a price on his head. Ha 
by starvation, in 17V3. 

PETI8 DE LA CROIX, Francis, 
of the oriental languages to Louis XIV., 
in 1654, and died in 1713, after having eoopUad 
ieveral useful works relating tooricBtal hiamj, 

PETIT, John Lewis, a celshrated swgeoo, 
bom in Paris. He was invited to vwit tiM kiof 
of Poland, and afterwards went to Spain to aft> 
tend on Ferdinand. He invented aome ▼alon- 
ble surgical instruments, and wrote on snrgwy, 
and died in 1750. 

PCrriT, Peter, of Prance, cdebrated for his 
mathematical and philosophical writiaiB; ka 
died In 1667, aged 60. 

PETIT, Samuel, an eminent French scbolnr, 
and pmessor of theology, Greek, and Hebtavr, 
at Geneva. He vrrote on clMsical litecatusBL 
and died in 1645. 

PETIT, Anthony, an eminent pbysiGian, at 
Paris, and afterwards at Orleans. Be was a 
copious and learned writer on several parts «f 
his profession, and died in 1794. 

PETIT, Peter, a learned Frenchman, ban m 
Paris, was the author of various worin of great 
interest, and died in 1687. 

PKTITOT, John, an eminent painter antf 
chymist, bom at Geneva, in 1607. To tdm is 
ascribed the invention m painting in eoamal ; 
he died in 1001. 

PETI VER, James, F. R. 8., an English bolfr 
nlsL He collected a museum, ft»r which sir 
Uans Sloane offered 40001. He was author oT 
several works on botany, and died In I71B. 

PETRARCH, Francis, an Italian, 
for great parts and learning, and who^aa 
called the father of modem poetry, 
near Avignon, In 1337, he commenced an auNNU 
with a young damsel named Lanta, who lived 
in the neighlraurhood, and whom be has made 
famous by his poetry. He died in 1374. 

PETRE, sir William, LL. D., he had the art 
to continue In power under diedissbnllnr relgni 
of Cromwell, Henry VIII., Edwaid VI.,aad Hn- 
ry ; and under Elizabeth he was made secreta- 
ry of state. Hewasamanofgreattaleai8,and 
died in 1574. 

PETRONIUS MAXIMUS, a Roman i 
who assassinated Valentinian 111., an^ 
the throne, in 455. 

PETRONIUS ARBITER, Titfas, a poltte wri- 
ter of antiquity, who flourished In the rcIgn of 
Nero. He was bled to death by order of NenL 
A. D.65. 

PETTU8, sir John, deputy governor of the 
royal mines, and member of parliament, nnder 
Charles II. He wrote on mining, and on hlsu> 
ry, and died in 1600. 

PETTY, sir William, an eminent EngUsT 
phvsiclan, but chiefly eelebraied for bis know 
le<^ in mathematics and medmnloa, and k» 
his writings upon political arlthmetie ; be dM 
in 1687, aged 64. 

PETYT, William, a native of Toikshlre 
eminent for his knowledge of ancient law, oc 
which he wrote several works; he died in IIV? 

PEUCER, Gaapard, an eminent pbysielaB 
and mathematician, professor of medicine, m 
Wittemberg. He was a Lutheran, and married 
Melanethon's dau^ter. His o|dnk>ns caused tds 
imprisonment for 10 years, during which tima, 
he wrote several learned works; be «tted In 
1603. 

FEUTEMAN, Peter, a paintar, of Rottcrdaa, 
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wlio betof in an anatoaiical room during an 
cwtiiqaake, ww to frighted at the n^odon of 
tlie akeletoDn, that he died tn 1603. 

PBUTfNGER, Conrad, a leaned Oannan, 
•eoretary of the aenate of Augibarg, and an 
aMe negotiator. He pubttthed many learned 
worln, and died f n 1547. 

P£YER, John Conrad, aGennan nbyiiicfan, 
in the ITtb century, diattnguitilied n»r harinf 
iiat eiTen an aocountof the inieatlne glanda. 

PEYRERE, Isaac, a French beretleal writer, 
born in ISM, and died in 1676. He believed iliai 
Adam was not the first man.

His eon was also consul at Smyrna, and a man 
of aeienee, and feneral information, and died in 
ITW. 

PEZA Y, Maason, marqals of, ha Instnicted 
Lewis XVI., in military exercises, and was re- 
warded with the place of inspector-iteoeral of 
tlie coasts, but was aA^rwaros disgraced, and 
died hi 1778. 

PEZENAS, Esprit, a learned Jesnlt, professor 
of pUkMopby, and hydrography, at Maneilles. 
He died in 1776. 

PBZRON, Paal, a very learned and inflenious 
nnench bisiorian and antiquary, twro in 1639, 
and died in 1706. 

PFANNER, Tobias, called, from MaeztenslTe 
kaowledge, the living Archives of the bouse of 
Baxon y. H e died in 1717. 

PFSPFERCORN, John, a Ikmoos converted 
J0w, wlw liad nearly persuaded Mailmlllan toj 
bara all books except the Bible. He wrote oo 
Ibe Scriptures, and died In 1580. 

PFEFFEL, author of " A Htatorr of Genua* 
■y," died at Paris, in 1807, aged 81. 

PFIEFPBR, Augustus, a learned orientalist, 
professor of oriental languages at WIttemberg, 
Leipsic, and other places. He publisbed several 
able works, and died In 1696. 

PPEIFFER, Lewis, a native of Lucerne, and 
a famous general in the service of Charles IX. 
of France, whose life be once preserved ; he 
died in 1504. 

PfliKDON, a native of Elis, the disciple of 
Bocratea, and founder of the seet caHed Elean 
philoBophers. 

PHJEDRUS, an ancient Latin author, ad- 
mired for the elegance of bis language; be 
ttvod in the reign of Tiberius. 

PHJEDRUS, Thomas, professor of eloquence 
at Borne, eariy in the lOlh oeotttry, and called 
tbe Cicero of his time. 

PHAER, Thomas, an English idiyvlGlan, wlio 
pniiUslied various n^ical works, chiefly com 
piled from the French. He also translated a 
part of tbe .£neld ; he died in ISflO. 

PHALARI8, a celebrated tyrant of antiquity, 
bom at Crete; be was particularly cniel to- 
ward bis enemies. He was put to death by his 
•ablecta, in bis hraaan bull that Perillus made, 
and ia which he was tbe first to suibr death, 
583 B. C 

PHABAMONB, waa first Ung of France, 
and institute of the Balique law, which pre- 
vents woBoen from inheriting real estate. On 
this law is founded one wMch excludes females 
from iaharitlng tbe Ihnmt of Piaaca. He died 
In"" 
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PHARNACE8, son of Mithridates, king of 
ontus, revolted against his father. Co>sar de- 
feated him with such fbcility that he wrote to 
he senate only tbe following : *' Veal, vidi, 
let " 

PHERECRATB8, a Greek comic poet, who 
floui lulled about 330 B. C. 

PHERECYDE8, a phikwopher, of Bcyioa, 
goo B. C, and master of the great Pythagoras. 
There was another of the same name 456 B. C, 
author of '< A History of Athens.'* 

PHIDIAS, the most famous sculptor of anti- 
Iquiiy, an Ath4*nian, and cotcmporary of tha 
[celebrated Pericles ; be died In 433 B. C. 

PHILANDER, William, a Frenchman, arch- 
Ideacon of 8i. Antoninus. He wrote a commen- 
tary OH Vitruvius, and another on Qnintillian; 
he died in lfl6S. 

PHILELPHUS, Francis, a learned lullaa, au* 
tbor of several works, professor of eloquence 
at Venice, and secreta^ of an embassy to Coo- 
Atantinople^ His son Harius was also a man 
of learning, and died In 1480. 

PHILEMON, a comic poet, of Athens, floor- 
isbed !274 B. C. ; he is said to have died at 101 
years of age. 

PHILETUS, a Greek poet and grammarian, 
joT Cne, preceptor to Ptolemy Phlladelphus. 

PHILIDOR, Andre Danlcan, the roost skilfiil 
chess-player perhaps tiiat ever was known. He 
was also an excellent musician, and produced 
many French dramatic pieces of oomrtderabla 
ineriu He died in 1705, aged 00. 

PHILIP, St., a native of Bethsalda, was tha 
first whom Jesus called to become bis disdple. 
He was a fisherman, and left a faoally at home. 
Another of the same name, who was a deacon 
in ttie church, converted a eunuch of Candace. 

PHILIP II., king of Macedon, and father of 
Alexander the Great, was equally renowned aa 

legislator, politician, and warrior. Ho waa 
asssiislnated at a banquet, by Pausanias, a cap- 
tain of guards, 336 B. C. 

PHILIP v., king of Macedon, succeeded to 
the throne 920 B. C. His Jeakwsy of tlie Ro- 
man power, and his alliance with Hannibal 
proved his ruin. His dominions were Invaded 
by the consul Levinus. and he was conquered. 
He put to death his eloest son, Demetrius, and 
died 176 B. G. 

PHILIP, Marcus Julius, an Arabian, who. 
from the rank of a common soldier, ascended 
the Imperial tlirone of Rome, by tbe murder of 
the younger Gordlan, In S44. He was assassi- 
nated in S49. 

PHILIP I., king of France, succeeded his fa- 
ther, Henry 1., In 1060. Be was a wicked and 
ambitious prince. DIssatiofied with his queen, 
Bertba, he carried away Bcrirande, wife of tbe 
count of Anjou, and married her. lie was at 
war with England and tbe Flemings, and was 
defeated by both. He died in 1 108. 

PHILIP II., sumamed Augnatus, Iring of 
Franoe,succeeded his father, Lewis Vll.,ln 1180. 
He was a wlae and politic prince, aa intrepid 
warrior, an enlightened legator, and an im- 
partial judge. In conjunction with Rlclinrd I., 
of England, be made a crusade to tiM Holy 
Land, with 300,000 men, but, tboucb victorious, 
he retnmed with littie gloiy. He afterwarda 
invaded England, and was cromied Iting, at 
London, but tbe noMea tiwowinfofl^ tbair alia- 
giaaoe, he rotired, and died ia 1x83. 

^r PHILIP III., or the Hardy, was proelaimad 
ng of France in 1970, wliile in Afriea, on a 
usadewlda his lather Lewis EC. Hedofeatad 
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the SaraceM, aiid made a truce witb tban for 
lOyearii; be died in 12K>. 

PHILIP IV.. or the Fair, succeeded bis father 
Philip III. He engaged in a long and bloody 
war with Edward L, of England, ilie emperor 
Of Geraiauy, and the count ot Flaiidert, at the 
same time, in abattlewitb the Flemings, 25,000 
of bis eiiemivs were killed, aiid an equestrian 
statue was erected u> tbe mouarch, in the church 
of Notre Dame, in honour of Uie victory; he 
died in 1314. • 

PHILIP v., sumamed the Long, Iting of 
France, the son of Pliilip tiie Fair, succeeded 
to the tbroDe in 13IG. He made war against 
the Flemings, renewed the alliance with Scot- 
land, and banished the Jews from his liingdora. 
He pierniitted great cruelties against lepers, who 
were either put lo d«*ath or confined ; lie died 
in 1531. 

PHILIP DR VALOIS, first king of France, 
of the collateral branch of tbe V^aloia, ascended 
the throne in 13^i8. His elevation was disputed 
by Gdward III-, of England, and a lerrible war 
ensued, in which, at the celebrated battle of 
Cresiy, tbe French lost 60,000 men. Richard 
proposed to decide the war by iiingle combat, but 
Philip d(«lined. He died in 1350. 

PHILIP I., son of the emperor Maximilian, 
and Jane, queen of Spain, obtained the Spanish 
throne. He possessed but moderate abilities, 
and died in 1506, aged 88. 

PHILIP 11., ton of Charles V. and Isabella 
of Portural, was made king of Sicily and Na 
pies, lit 1554. He was afterwards made king 
of England, by marriage with queen Mary ; and 
two years after, ascended tbe Spanish throne, 
hy tbe abdication of his father. He made war 
against France and England, and was unsuc 
ceseful. Though a man of great abilities, he 
was superstitious and cruel in the extreme ; he 
died in 15i)H. 

PHILIP in., son of Philip H. and Anne of 
Austria, tiecame king of Spain at the age of 90. 
He cruelly banished all the Moors from his king- 
dom, and thus deprived himself of the arts and 
cervices of a million of his subjects At the 
aie^e ofOsteud, be lost 89,000 men, and the place 
was of oo use lo blm when taken ; be died in 
1681. 

PHILIP IV., son of Philip III. and Margaret 
of Austria, became king of Spain, in 1621. He 
renewHd the war with Holland, and also de- 
clared war against- France, in both of which 
he was unsuccessful. The Portuguese rebelled 
agairibt hiiu, and after many bloudy attempts to 
reduce them, he acknowledged their Indepen- 
dence. Tiiia weak and effeminate monarch died 
in 1G('>5. 

PHILIP v., duke of Anjou, son of Lewis, 
the dauphin of France, and Maria Anne, or 
Bavaria, ascended the Spanish throne, in 1700. 
His elevation was opposed by the archduke 
Charles of Austria, in which England, Holland, 
Savoy, Prussia, and Portuzal joined him, and 
one of the most bloody wars on record ensued, 
in which France finally Joined the Spaniards. 
A peace was signed between the allied powers 
at Utrecht, in 1713. He died in 1746. 

PHILIP the Good, succeeded to the throne 
•f Spain, in 14 Id. He joined tbe English agahist 
France, out afterwards abandoned them, and 
joined the duke de Berri of France, against his 
brother Lewis XI., and engaged in all the tu-; 
mults of war. He lost the title of Good, by bum- 1 
tng tbe town of Dinan, neai Liofe, and putting its 
inhaUtauu to tbe iword; U dtedia 1467. I 
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PUIULP DE DRErX, biabop of Bcauvais. 
France. He became a famous general, 
joining tbe crusades, behaved with great val- 
our at the 8i<f e of Acre. He atierwvds joined 
Philip Augustus against tlie Engliab.aDd 
in 1217. 

PHILIP, duke of Swabia, was elected 
peroi of Germany, in 1 198. lie was a prinee of 
great wisdom, and strong powers of luind; 
ijis memory is still respected in Germany, lie 
died In 1308. 

PH I LIP the Bold, son of John, king of Fraiioe, 
and duke of Burgundy, was a brave aud vir- 
tuous prince, but unfortunately so profoee ia 
his exfieuses, that his body was seized after 
death, by his creditors, and it was with difiicullj 
his duicbess could redeem it. He died in 1481. 

PHILIP of Orleans. Bee ORLEANS. 

PHILIP, infant of Spain, was placed in po»- 
sesMon ol the dutchies of Parma and Placentia, 
and alter having signalized himeelf in war, ha 
dtivoied himself to me prosperity and irapr«ive- 
racnt of his subjects ; ue died, ttnlvenaliy re- 
gretted, in 1765. 

PHILIP, governor of Jerusalem, io the txaia 
of Antiochus Epipbanes, behaved with great 
cruelty to the Jews, and compeUed them to 
change their religion. Ue was put to death faf 
his rival Lysias. 

PHIUP the Solitary, a Greek autiior. about 
1105. 

PHILIP, of tbe Holy Tiinity, aFreneh eccie 
siastic, who travelled into tbe Levant, Persia, 
and India, and afterwards visited all the coii> 
venlB in Europe ; be died in 3671. 

PHILIP, an Indian sachem, notoriona for liie 
bloody waife lie waged with the early settlera 
of New- England, which bad nearly ezicnBina- 
ted the colonists. He was killed by tbcm ifl 
1676, and his forces destroyed. 

PHILIPS, Thomas, a native of Ickford: 
he wrote the Life of Cardinal Pole, a work ef 
great celebrity, in which he supports tbe princi- 
ples of the Romish church, and tiius bnragfat 
upon himself a host of opponrata. He died at 
Liege, in 1774. 

PHILIPS, Fabian, a learned EngUsb anti- 
quary, who was a zealous supporter of Chariea 
I., and strongly protested against his eiecvtioii 
He died in 1606. 

PHILIPS, Edward, a nephew of Milton, 
born in 1630. He published several worica, one 
of which was a dictionary entitled *^ A New 
World of Words." 

PHILIPS, Catherine, an English lady of 
great wit and accomplishments, chiefly distin- 
guished for her skill in poetry ; die died in US^ 
aged 33. '-'^- 

PHILIPS, Jolm, on eminent Englieh peel, 
died in 1708. 

PHILIPS, Afflbro«e,an English pastoral iLnd 
dramatic poet, and political writer, died In 1740, 
aged 78. 

PHILLIPS, George, was the first miaiiter of 
Watertown, Mass., and died in 1664. 

PHILLIPS, Samuel, a clergyman, at Ando- 
ver, Mass., wrote some sermons, and died 1771. 

PHILLIPS, John, LL. D., a native of Mae- 
saehusetts, distinguished for his liberal endow- 
ment of an academy at Andover, and anotiier 
at Eieter. His brother Sanrael joined fedm in 
his laudable undertakings. 

PHILLIPS, Samuel, LL. D., a member of 
congress in 1775, and afterwards lieutenant-co* 
vemor of MaasacbuaettB ; he died in 1802. lie 
was disdxiguiibed for hie patrioUam, integrity. 
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•nd liberality to different reUgioufi and lilenuy 
ImtituUoDS. 

PHII'UPS, John, a lawyer, of Hattacbusetts, 
WM prc-aioent of tlM wnaie of tliat state, and 
lint majror of tbe citjr of Boston. He died in 
1823. 

PHILO, Judcna, an ancient Greek writer, 
OB moral phiioeophy, and of a noble family 
amoof tbe Jews, flourisbed at Alexandria ia 
tbe reign of Caligula. He was twice sent by tbe 
Jews of tbat city to Rome, to plead tbeir cause 
•gainst Apion, and on hto second miasion is 
said to bave become a Christian. 

PHUiO, a grammarian, of Byblos, who trans- 
lated Sancboniatbon, from tbe Pbcnnician into 
Greek. 

PHILO, an architect, of Byzantium, 300 6. C. 
He is tbe aucbor of a treatise on military ma- 
cbines, itc. 

PHILOLAUS, of Cretona, an ancient pblio- 
sopber of tbe Pjrtliagorean scbooi. He made 
tbe beavens bis priucipal object of contempla- 
tioo, and is generally supposed to bave been the 
author of that system which Copernicus after 
wards revived, uid which is now known to be 
tbe true ^stem of astronomy. 

PHILOPCBMEN, of Megalopolis, celebrated 
as a general In the Acbean league, against tbe 
Spartans and iGtoliaiis. He was poisoned by 
Dinocrates, 183 B. C. 

PHILOPONUS, John, an Alexandrian, au- 
thor of a Commentary on tbe Creation, and 
head of the tri-tbeists iu the 7th centurv. 

PHILOSTORGlUa, an ancient ecclesiastical 
liiatorian, who flourished in Cappadocia about 
tJie year 490. 

PUILOSTRATUS, Flavius, an ancient Greek 
sophist and critic, who wrote the Life ot' Apol- 
lomua Tyaneiis, which la highly celebrated. 
He died in 944. 

PHILOXENU8, a dithyrambic poet, at the 
court of Dionyrtus, of Syracuse. He died 380 
B. C. 

PHILPOT, John, a native of Himpshire, a 
warm advocate for tbe reformation, wss made 
arcbdeaeon of Winchester, by Edward VI. ; but 
in tbe next reign, was convicted of heresy, and 
burnt at Smitbfield, iu 1555. 

PUINEHA8, son of Eleazar. was commend- 
ed for bis zeal in the cause of God, for killing 
tbe Israelite and tbe Midianitish woman, who 
eommined fornication in tbe camp of Israel, 
1436 B.C. 

PHIPPS, Constantine John, lord Mulgrave, 
an eminent English circumnavigator ; be died 
Id 1792, aged 46. 

PR IPS, sir William^ governor of tbe colony 
of Massachusetts, was torn of obscure parents, 
in 1650, and died in 1095. He was knighted for 
bis success in obtaining a large property from a 
Spanish wreck, wbicb laid tbe foundation of 
bis fortune. 

FHLEGON, a native of Tralles, wrote se- 
Teral works fbll of erudition. He was tiie em 
peror Adrian's fteedman. 

PHOCAd, a Cbalcedonlan noble, who seized 
OB the empire of tbe East by tbe murder of the 
emperor Maurice and bis children, in 602. He- 
raeiius, governor of Africa, conspired against 
btm, aiid cut off his bead, in 610. 

PHOCA9, John, a monk of the 13tb eentury, 

bom in Crete. He built a small church on 

Mount Carmel, where he fixed his residence. 

Be wrote a description of tbe Holy Land, itc. 

PHOCION, a renowned Athenian general and 

phUosoptaer, tbe disciple of Plato. He 
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condemned on a false accusation of treason, by 
bis ungrateful fellow-citizens, and put to deatti, 
by poiMu, 318 B. C. 

PHOCYLIUES, a Greek poet, of Miletus, 
about 540 B. C. 

PHOKMIO, a peripatetic pbilosopber, of 
Ephesus. 

PHORMIO, an Athenian general, wbo dis- 
played great bravery during tbe Peloponnesiaa 
war. He sold his property to supply the army 
but refused to be couiuiaoder-in-chief. 

PHOTINiJS, bishop ol Sirmium, was depos- 
ed fur supporting thai Christ was ouly a man ; 
he died in ;^tt. 

PHOTll. fe', patriarch of Constantinople, in the 
9ih century, and the greatest man of ilie age ia 
which he lived. Of his works, tbe mo«t consi- 
derable is bis " Bibliotheca." He died in 886. 

PHRAATES HI., king of Parthia, was mur 
dered by his two bous, 36 B. C. 

PHRAATKB IV., was raised to the Parthian 
throne by biij father, whom ne soon murdered ; 
but he at last perished himself by the band of 
bis own son. 

PHRANZA, George, a Greek author, who 
wrote a Chronicle of his own Times, to 1461. 

PHREAB, or FREA8, John, an English wri- 
ter of the 14tb century. 

PURYNE, a celebrated courtezan, of Athens, 
tlie miHtress of Prcxiteles, 338 fi. C. 

PHRYNICUS, a Greek orator, of Bitbynia, 
under Conimodus. 

PHRYNIS, a musician^ of Mitylene, wbo is 
said to have added two strings to tbe lyre, 438 
B. C . 

PI A, Philip Nicholas, an ^eminent chymlst, 
and chief surgeon of the hospital at Btrasburg ; 
be died in 1799. 

PIAZZI, Jerome Bartholomew, a historian 
of tbe " Ii-quisition io Italy," of which court 
be was formerly a Judge; but became after- 
wards a convert to tlie cburcb of England, and 
di«H) at Cambridge, in 1745. 

PI AZETTA..k>hn Baptist, a celebrated paint- 
er, of Venice, died in 1754. 

PIBRAC. SeeFAUR. 

PICARD, John, a French ecelesiastic. He 
acquired celebrity as an astronomer, and died 
in 1683. 

PICART, Bernard, a very famous French en- 
graver ; he died in 1733, aged 60. 

PICART, Michael, professor of philosophy 
and poetry, at Altorf, died in 16S0. 

PICC1NI, Nicholas, an eminent musical com- 
poser, of Naples, died In 180O. 

PICCOLOMINI, James, an' Italian, made car- 
dinal by Pius n., was author of a history of bbi 
own times, and died in 1479. 

PICCOLOMINI, Alexander, an lulian, and 
archbishop of Patras, the author of dramatic 

Pieces, &c., was the first wbo used the Italian 
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language in philosophical subjects; be died la 
1578. 

PICCOLOMINI, Francis, of the same fbmilv, 
wrote Commentaries on Aristotle, and died in 
1604. 

PICHEGRU, Charles, a dlsttngolsfaed French 
seneral, born at Arbois, io 1761. He subjugated 
Holland; was exiled to Cayenne, whence bs 
escaped to England. He returned to Paris, bi 
1804, where be was imprisoned, and died oB 
tbe 6cb of ApriL 

PICHON, John, a French icsait, and aiittaDr« 
died in 1751. 

PICHOT, Peter, a physician of emfaitnee U 
Boordeaux, in the Ifitb eentury. 
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PICFiOU, N., • Frencb poet, wm 
In 1631. 

PICKERING, John, LL. D., an emiiMnt law 
yer, of Nnw-Hampahire, wai chief iudfe of 
the supreme court of that slate, aud afterwards 
Judge of the district court of the United States 
for the district of New-Hampshire ; he died in 
1805. 

PICTET, Benedict, a native of Genera, and 
professor of divinity there, was a man of great 
ability, and a pious and vigllaot pastor ; lie died 
Inim 

PICUS. See MIBANDULA. 

PIDOU, Francis, lord of St. Olon, a French 
man, employed as aanbaasador to Madrid, and 
other couru ; he died in 1790. 

PIERCE, Edward, an eminent EngUsb paint 
er, in the reign of Charles 1. and 11. ; be died in 
1715. 

PIERCE, James, an eminent Engilsh presby 
terlan divine ; but, in consequence of his be- 
coming an Arian, he was expelled ftom bis con 
gregatlon, and died in 1730. 

PIERINO, or PIRINO DEL VAGA, a eele 
brated Italian painter, and disciple of Raphael ; 
be died in 1547, aged 47. 

PIERIUS. See VALERtANUS. 

PIERQUIN, John was 40 years minister at 
Chatel, in the dlocees of Rbeims, wrote several 
works, and died in 1748. 

PIERSON. Christopher, a celebrated painter, 
of the Hague, died in 1714. 

PIERSON, Abraham, a ptoos and loamed 
minister, settled about 1640 at Southampton, 
L. I., and afterwards in Connecticut 

PIERSON, Abraham, a distinguished eler- 
syman, of Connecticut, and first nresident of 
Yale college, died at Saybrook, in 1707. 

PIETRO Dl PETRI, a hiatorlcal painter, of 
Rome, died in 1716. 

PIETRO DE LA FRANCISCA, m Florentine 
painter and writer, died In 1473. 

PI6ALLE, John Baptist, an ^^nent acnlp- 
lor, of Paris, died in 1785. 

PIOANIOL OE LA FORCE, John Aymar 
de, a French geographer of some eminence, dl 
in 1753. 

PIGHIUS, Albert, a native of Kampen 
author of eontrovenlal woriu against the re* 
formers, died in 15^ 

PIGHIUS, Stephen Vinand, a very learned 
German annalist, born hi 1590, and died in 1004, 

PI6NONI, Simon, an eminent Florentinel 
painter, died in 1619. 

PIGNORIUS, Laurentius, a learned Italian, 
and an author, died in 1631. 

PI6RAY, Peter, an eminent surgeon, em-] 
ployed in the armies of Henry IV. and Lewisf 
XIII.; he died in 1613. 

PIKE. Zebuinn Montgomery, a brigadier-ge- 
neral or the army of the United States, was 
killed at York, In Upper Canada, in an atuck 
upon that place, in 1813. 

PILATE, Pontius, a Roman governor of Ju 
dea, under whose administration our blessed 
Saviour suffered death. Pilate was removed 
fhNB his covemment, and exiled to Gaul, where 
he hanKM himself, A. D. 37. 

PILATRE DV ROSIER, Francis, a nativcH 
of Bfets, and one of the first wtio ascended in a 
balloon. In 1785, he and bis firiend. in an as* 
cent from Boulogne, were killed, by Ibiling to the 
earth from a h^bt of 1900 feet. 

PILES, Roger de, an eminent French painter, 
and Uecrapher, bom la 1635, and died in 1709. 

FILUNGTON. Lstitia, aa Eqgliah wtt aod 
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poetess, bom in OubUn, in 171S, and died is 
1750. 

PILON, Germain, a native of Maine, known 
as an abl« sculptor aud architect, died in 1500. 

PIiX)N, Frederic, an Irishman, who «adied 
medicioe, which he quitted for the stage. Ha 
afterwards became an author, and died ia 
1788. 

PILPAY, an Indian biamin, nrmnoaopbifl^ 
and mora! fabulist, flourished S30 B. C. 

PlNiGUS. Severiiius, an eminent surgeon, of 
Paris, and autlrar of a very curious Latin book. 
He dicd hi 1619, aged 09. 

PINAS, John, an eminent painter, of Har- 
lacm, in 1606. His brother James also aoqulred 
celebrity as a painter. 

PINDAR, of Thebes, prince of Iviie poeia, 
bora somewhat above 500 yean B. C. Tbe 
grandeur of tils poetry and his deep erudition, 
made Pfato call him the Wisest, and tbe Divine ; 
iGschylus, the Great ; and Atbeaasus, the Most 
Sublime. 

PINEAU, Gabriel du, of Angers, gained great 
celebrity at Paris as a lawyer, by his gouias and 
eloquence. He was so unlvensally respected, 
that he acquired tbe appellation of Father of 
the People. He died in 1644. , 

PINEDA, John, a Spanish jMult, who taught 
theology and philoeopliy in several collefes, 
and died in 1637. He wrote " Commentaries on 
Job," and a History qf tiie Church. 

PINELLI, John Vincent, aa ItaUan noble- 
man, celebrated for bis love of lotteni, and fhr 
tbe Inuuense and valuable library Ifaat he form- 
ed ; he died ha IGOl, aged 68. 

PINET, Anthony du, a native of Beaancon, 
who defended, in the 16th centory tbe protest- 
ant tenets, which be embraced. 

PINET, N., a merchant, of Paris, to whose in- 
triffues was imputed tbe scarclQr of grain in 
1789. He was murdered tlie same year. 

PINGERON, I. C, a native of Lyoas, and aa 
author, died in 1795. 

PINGRE, Alexander Guy, Ubrerian of Sl 
Genevieve, celebrated as a philosopher and as- 
tronomer, was the author of various works, and 
died iu 1796. 

PINKNEY, William, LL. D., a dlsanguieb- 
ed lawyer, of Maryland, was bora In 1765. He 
was minister of the United Staaes to the court 
of St. James ; attorney-general of the Uaited 
Sutes ; a representative In Congress ; minister 
to St. Petersburg, and to Naples; and a mem- 
ber of the senate of tbe United States from Ma- 
ryland. In all these (^ces, he acquitted him- 
self with disiingiiished ability. He died in 18SS. 

FINON, James, of Paris, dislinguisbed at the 
bar for his eloquence and integrity. He died is 
1641. 

PINSON, Richard, a native of Normandy, in 
tbe service of Caxton. Heexoelled aaa printer, 
and printed the Magna "Charta, and other books 
and died in 1530. 

PINTOR, Peter, a Spaniaid, and physician 
to pope Alexander VII. He was aa able writer, 
and died In 1503. 

PINTURtCCIO, Bernardino, the inventor, la 
Italy, of a new way of painting, in the IStb oan- 
tury ; he died in 1513, aged 58. 

PIPER, Francis le, an English painter of ami- 
nance* died in 1740. 

PIPER, count, counsellor of state to Charles 
XU..of Sweden, was taken prisoner by tbe 
Ruariana, at the battle of Pultowa, and dkd ia 
imprisonment, in 1716. 

PlRANSai, Joha Bapdat, a edebrated mrekl 
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tect and engmver, born at Venice, atwut 1711, 
and died In 1778. 

PIROMALLI, Paul, a Dominican, of Calabria, 
lent miMionaiT to tbe Bait He was a learned 
man, and died In 1007. 

PIRON, Alexb, a French poet, and Ter)' keen 
■BSlrlst. He wrote some dramatic i^ecea, and 
died in 1773, aged 84. 

PI0AN, Thomas, an astrologer, of Bologna. 
It la said he died In 1380, tha veiy day he had 
foretold. 

PI8AN, Christina de, daoghtcr of the pre- 
ceding, was celebrated for her beauty and wit ; 
she wrote " A History of Charles V.," and died 

PISANI, Victor, a Venetian general ; he dla- 
tinauished himself against the Genoese and 
Dalmatians, and died in 380. 

PIBCATOR, John Fischer, professor of the- 
ology, at Strasbaig, was the author of valuable 
Conunentaries on the Bible, and died in 1546. 

PrSISTRATUS, an Athenian general, who, 
though he seized the soverrign power of b» 
eountry, respected the laws and privileges of 
his fellow-cltlsens, and died 938 B. C. 

PISO CNBIUS, a Roman consul, was ac- 
cused of poisoning Gennanlcus, upon which he 
destroyed himself, A. D. 90. 

PISSELRir, Anne de, a woman of great 
beauty, bom in Plcardy, wife of the duke of 
Etampes, and a courtezan to Francis I. She 
died in 1576. 

PISTORIUS, John, a lawyer, of Nldda, who 
changed his profession and religion,and became 
counfiellor to the emperor of Germany. He died 
in ](»8. 

PITAU, Nicolas, a native of Antwerp, emi- 
B ent a s a painter and engraver, died in 1671. 

PITCAIRNE, Dr. Archibald, a physician and 
poet, bom at Edinburgh, In l(3ft2, and died In 
1713. His writings are chiefly medical and ma- 
thematical. 

PITCAIRNE, Dr. William, a very eminent 
BogUah physician, president of the college, and 
F. R. 8. He died in 1791, aged 80. 

PITHOU,orPITH(£U8, a French gentleman, 
of eminence in the republic of letters, bora in 
1530, and died in 1S96. He published several 
works, and was the first who made tbe world 
acquainted with the " Fables of PhaHlrns.'* 

PrrHOU, Francis, of Troyes, procureur-ge- 
Btral of thechamber of Justice under Henry IV. 
Re was a learned and an amiable man. and 
died in 1021. 

PIT1BCUS, Samuel, a learned man, bora at 
Zotpben, author of various works, died in 1717. 

pmSCIJS, Bartholomew, the learned author 
•f " Thesaurus Mathematicus,** died in 1613. 

PITKIN, William, a Judge and chief Justice 
of the superior court of the colony of Connec- 
ticut ; he died in 17^. 

PITKIN, William, son of the preceding, was 
a judge and chief Justice of the supreme court 
of Connecticut, and goveraor ot that colony. 
He died In 1709. 

PITOT, Henry, a celebrated French mathe- 
matician, and friend of the great Reaamar ; he 
dledlnirn. 

PITS, or PITBEUS, John, an EngHah blo- 
gmpher, bora in 1560, and died in 1616. 

PITT, Christopher, an elegant English poet, 
trad translator of " Vida," and " Virgil ;** was 
bom in 1009, and died in 1748. 

PITT, Winiam, earl of Chatham, a most 
iDustrioua English statesman, son of Robert 
Pitt, esq. He wm bora in 170B, and died in 
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1778. Of lord Cbatliam, his eloquence was one 
of the most striking characteristics, the music 
and majesty of his voice ; tbe uersuasive grace- 
(hlness and irresistible force of his action ; and 
his power of eye ; all carried conviction with 
bis argument 

pnr, William, a celebrated sutesman, se- 
cond son of the preceding, was born In YtS9. 
His fkther taught him to argue with k>glcal 

{irecialon, and to speak with eloquence and 
brce. At tbe a^ e of 33, he accepted the office 
of chancellor ot the exchequer^ and under tills 
fadministration, the American war was con- 
cluded. Be died in 1806. 

PITTACUS, a native of Mitylene, and one 
of the seven wise men of Greece. He died 579 
B. C. 

PIUS I., St., succeeded to the popedom in 
143, and suffered martyrdom in 157. 

PIUS n., ASneas Sylvius PiocolominL See 
iENEAS SYLVIUS. 

PIUS III., Francis Thodeechini, surceedod 
Alexander Xl. in the papal chair, in 1503, and 
died SI days after. 

PIUS IV., John Angele, cardinal de Medicie. 
brother to the marquhi de Marigiian, and not of 
tbe Florence family, succeeded to the popedom 
in 1550, and died in 1565. 

PIUS v., Michael Gbisleri, an Italian, of the 
Dominican order, was electml pope in 1566, and 
died in 1573. Under his auspices tbe ceifbratcd 
battle of l4epauto was fought, in which tJie in- 
fidels were dreadfully defeated. 

PIUS VI., John Angelo Braschi, was born la 
1717, and succeeded Clement XIV., as pope, in 
1775 ; he rendered his name famous by draining 
Uie Pontine marshes- Buonaparte entered his 
states, and made him purchase a peace by a 
contribution of several millions. He entered a 
second time, and made the pope a prisoner in 
bis capital, carried him over the Alps to Va* 
lence, where he died in 1799, of excessive fa- 
tigue. 

PrVATI, John Francis, a Venetian lawyer, 
known for his compilation of a Dictionary of 
the Arts and Sciences, 10 vols., in 1746. 

PIX, Mary, a dramatic writer of no mean ta- 
lents, in the reign of William III. 

PIZARRO, Francis, a Spanish general, dis- 
coverer and conqueror of Peru, in conjunction 
with Diego Alroa(nt>, a Spanish navigator. Al- 
magro, for revolting, was beheaded by Pizarro, 
who was assassinated by Almagro's friends, m 
1541. 

PIZZI, Joachim, a Jesuit, of Rome, possessed 
irenlus as a poet, and vigour as a writer. He 
died in 1790. 

PLACCIUS, Vincent, an able German phllo* 
loger, and an author, died in 1609. 

PLACE, Francis, an eminent English painter 
and engraver, died In 17S8. 

PLACENTINUS, Peter, a German Domini- 
can, and an author, died in 1548. 

PLACETTE, John de la, a French protest- 
ant minister, who, en the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes, retired to Holland, and died ia 
1718. 

PL ANTIN, Christopber, a celebrated printer, 
of Antwerp, who carried that art to great per- 
fection ; he died in 1506, aged 65. 

PLANUDES^Maxlmus, a monk, of Constan- 
tinople, of the ith century ; he wrote a curtoua 
Lllb of iEeop. 

PLATER, Georse, a delegate to congreaii 
ftom Maryland, Judge of the court of upeatoi 
and goreraor of that state ; he died In ITVl 
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PLATINA, BarttaoloRiew Saccbi, a learned 
Italian, and autiior of a Hiitory of Uie Popes, 
from St. Peter to Sextua IV. ; tie died in 1481, 
aged 60. 

PLATO, a roost illiatrioiw philosopher of an- 
tiquity, died at Athens, 348 B. C, aged 81. His 
writingii are very valuable ; his language beau- 
tUtri and correct ; and his philosophy sublime. 

PLATOFP, count, hctaan of the Cossacks 
tn the service of Russia ; be assisted in over- 
turning ibe seemingly invincible power of Buo- 
naparte ; he died, venerable in yean and in ho- 
nours, in 1818. 

PLAUTUS, Marcus Aceins, a comic writer, 
in Italy. He died about 184 B. C. 

PL A YP AIR, John, D. D., bom near Dundee, 
b> 1749, was professor of maUtemaiics at Edin- 
burgh. He wrote on several subjects, and died 
in Id 19. 

PLAVPORD, John, bom in 1613, published 
an " IiHroduction to the Skill of Music,'* which 
succeeded so well as to co through uiany edi- 
tions. He Au^ about 1610. 

PLCMPIUH, Vopiscus Fortunatus, a native 
of Amsterdam, and professor of medicine at 
Louvain ; lie died in 1671. 

PLES£«IS RICHELIEU. See RICHELIEU. 

PLINY, Caius Secutidus, the Elder, one of 
the most lear^jed of ilie ancient Roman wri- 
ters, born at Verona, about A. O. 33. He was 
suffocated by the sulphurous smoke of Mount 
Vesuvius, In his fVlend*8 house nnar it, A. D. 79. 
lie left a " Natural History," in 37 books. 

PLINY, Ccciiius Secundus, the Younger, ne- 

rhew of the preceding, born A. D. 63, and died In 
13. He was an eminent lawyer and an elo- 
quent speaker. He attained ibo dignity of con- 
sul, under Trajan, whose panegyric he pronoun- 
ced in the senate. 

PLOT, Dr. Robert, an eminent 'English phi- 
losonher and naturalist, died in 1696, aged 55. 

PLOTINUS, an illustrious Platonic philoso- 
pher. He died in 370, aged 66. 

PLOWDEN, Edmund, an eminent aerjeant- 
at-law. He died in 1584, aged 67. 

PLUCHE, Antony, a French writer on na- 
tural history. His " Spectacle de la Nature," 
is known to all the world. In English it is 
called •« Nature Displayed.'* He died in 1761, 
aged 93. 

PLUKENET. Leonard, a well known Eng- 
lish botanist and author, died in 1705. 

PLUMIER, Charles, a famous French bou- 
nist, employed by Lewis XIV. to visit the West 
Indies tn search of curious plants. He died in 
1706. 

PLUQUET, Franets Andrew, a native of 
Bajreuz, and professor of history at Paris. He 
was an able writer, and an elegant lecturer, and 
died in 1790. 

PLUTARCH, a great phOosopber and histo- 
rian of antiquity, was imrn in Greece. His 
works have been divided into *' Lives" and 
*' Morals ;" and treasures of learning, wisdom, 
and history may be found in than. He died 
about A. D. 140. 

PLUVINEL, Antony, grand chamberlain to 
Henry IV., of France, and bis ambassador to 
Holland; be died in 1690. 

POCAHONTAS, an Indian princess, celebra- 
ted in the annals of Vixvlnia, ftr her heroic at- 
tachment to the colonisu. She married Mr. 
Rolfe, an English gentleman, and from them 
are deseendeo some of the most respectable fa- 
mlttes in Viiglida. Bha died In Kngland, in 
1616. 
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. POCOCK, air G«orge, K . B., a galtam Bngftali 
admiral, who Immortalised his memory by th« 
capture of the Havana, and by many other 
important services ; he died in 1793, aged 8Gl 

POCOCKE, Dr. Edward, a naost learned En- 
glish critic and commentator, and fanioua, par- 
ticularly, for hhi great skill In the oriental lan- 
guages ; be died 1601, aged 87. 

POCOCKE, Dr. Richard, bishop of Heath. 
in Ireland, and celebrated for his travels, or 
which he publtohed an account in a Descriptioa 
of the East, with observations on Palestine. He 
died in 176.^, aged 61. 

POERSON, Charles Francis, of Paris, an 
eminent painter, died In 1795.

POS8EVIN, Antony, a Jesuit, of Mantua, 
was distinguished as a preacher, and emplqjred 
by the pope in embassica to diflbrent courta ; be 
died in 1611. 

POST, Franeia, an eminent piinter, of Haar- 
lem, died in 1680. 

POSTBL, William, a French visionary, sent 
to the East by Francis L, to collect MSS. He 
was afterwards proftssor royal of mathematics, 
»nd di ed in a monastery, in 1561.

PQTT, John Henry, a leaned German c hy 
mlat, author of several works pabUabed in 1731 
and 1741. 

POrr, John, a phyalclaa, was at the head of 
the administraUou of Viiglnla, In 1688^ daring 
the absence of the governor of the colony. 

POTT, Percival, F. B. 6., a very eminent 
English surgeon ; lie died in 1788, and 75. 

POTTER, Chrktopber, an English divine, 
was distingoiahed for his toyalty dnriag the dvii 
warn, and died in 1646. 

POTTER, Franda, an English divfaM, emi- 
nent ahn as a painter, died in 167& 
• POTTER. Dr. John, archUahop of Canter- 
bury, a celebrated anttquaiy, critic, bIsUMiaav 
and theologieal writer ; he died in 1747, aged 73. 

POTTER, Robert, prebeodaxy of Norwicto 
cathedral, was bora in tVU. A great part of 
his Hfe was emptojred in the translatloB Inao 
Enj^ish of the three great writers of the Greek 
drama. His translations ara Justly admirad. 
He died In 1804. 

POUCHARD, Julian, a Frenchman, Greek 
professor in the royal college at Paris, died In 
1705. 

POUGET, Francis Ame, an able French di- 
vine, and doctor of the Sorbonne, died in 1733.

in 1583, the latter in 1633. 

POURCHOT, Edme, a Frenchman, and pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Paris, died In 1734. 

POURFOUR, Franda, a French phydeian, 
and a skilful herbalist, died In 1741. 

POUSSIN, Gaspar, a paiater, whose land- 
acapes are much admired, died in 1675. 

POUSSIN, Nicolas, an eminent French land- 
scape and bhrtorical painter, bom in Normandyt 
in 1594, and died in 1665. 

POWEL, David, a learned Wdchman, the 
author of various works ; he died in 1590. 

POWELL, George, an eminent English ac- 
tor, and a dramatic writer ; he died In 1714. 

POWELL, William Samuel, a learned Eng- 
lish divine, and theotogical writer, born In ITlf , 
and died in 177$. 

POWELL, Foster, a cdebnted EngHah pe- 
destrian; he died in indigenee, in 1793. 

POWELL, John Joseph, an English barrialer, 

writer of some eminence on ''The Law of 
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VliginiA, notorioua for hit luMUity to tbe Eng- 
lish. !le was tbe father of PocahoDtM; and, on 
ker marriafef became reeoncUed to the whiles, 
and died ia 1618. 

POWNALL, Thomaa, an EngUsh aatlquary, 
koro ill im, and died in 180S. He waa called 

Kveraor Fownail, having been gOTemoi of 
uth Carolina, and other Anaiiean colonies. 

POYFT, William, a native of Angen, and 
•baaoellor of Prance, in 1538. He waa dia- 
graced in 1545, and died in 1548. 

POWUiGS, air Edward, a g^tleman, of 
Kent, employed in the povemment of Ireland 
by Henry VlL, where he diiplayod great courage 
and wisdom. In the succeeding reign he was 
Afnointed governor of Toumay, in Flanders. 

POZZO, Andrew, a native of Trent, eminent 
as a painter and architect, died in 1709. 

POZZO, Hodesta. See FONTE MODE- 
RATA. 

PaAix>N, Nicolas, a French poet, who af- 
fected to rival Racine ; he died in lOW. 

PRATT, Epbraim, of Plymouth, Mass., noted 
for la^evUy. He died in 1804. aged 116. He 
could then number nearly 1500 descendants. 

PRATT, Samuel Jackson, an English mtscel- 
laneoos- writer, author of poems, novels, and 
oome dramatic works; be died in 1814. 

PRATT, Benjamin, an eminent lawyer, of 
Massachusetta, and auerwards chief Justice of 
tbe colony of New- York ; be died in 1763. 

PRATT, right hon. Charles, earl Camden, a 
eminent English lawjrer and statesman, 
in 1713. In 1759, he was appointed attor- 
In I70S, he was called 10 the degree 
ofaoijeant-aMaw, appointed chief fustice of 
tbe eemiDon pieaa, and knlghisd. His lordship 
p«alded in that court with a dignity, weight, 
and impartiaiiQr never exceeded by any of his 
pradeeaNora; and, when John WUkea, esq., 
waa seized and committed to the Tower, on an 
Illegal nneral warrant, bis lordship, with the 
Intrepidity of a British magistrate, and the be- 
coming f<Mlltade of an Englishman, sranted him 
a habeaa corpus, and, on his being Drought be- 
fore tbe eonrt or oommmi pleas, discharged him 
from Us conflnement in tne Tower ^ in 1763, in 
a speech that did him honour. His wise and 
spirited behaviour on thia remarkal»le occasion 
was so accepuble to the nation, that the city of 
London nreaented him with tbe fteedom of their 
corporatkn in a gold box, and desired his pic 
Are, which was pot up in Gulkibalii with tills 
tascription:'-

RADBGONDE, St, a German princess, re- 
nowned for her personal charms, and devoted- 
ness to religious duties. At the age of 10, she 
renounced paganism for the Chrlsiiaa faith, by 
dixecUon or Clotalre, who afterwards manlai 
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ker» ^nd tben, yielding to her wishes, permitted 
Jwr to retire to the seclusion of a monastery ; 
she died in 587. 

K ADEHAKER, Gerwdi a Dutch painter, died 
foI711,wred38. 

&A60TZKT, Francis Leopold, prince of 
Transylvania, wrote an interestinp; memoir on 
the revolutions of Hungary, and died in 1735. 

BA6UEAU, Francis, professor of Jurispru- 
dence at Boo IMS, and an author, died in 109S. 

RAGUENET, Francis, a learned ecclesiastic, 
of Rouen, contended for the luiteriority of the 
IlaHsn, over French music, died in 17S3, 

R AKE8,Robert,a printer and philanthropist, 
bom In 1735. In 1781 he planned the institution 
of Sunday Schools, and oied at Gloucester, his 
native place, in 1811. 

RAINALDI, Oderic, a priest of the oratory, 
died in 167D. 

RAINAUD, Theophilus, a Jesuit, who taught 
beUes lettres and theology, died in 1063. 

RAINE, Matthew, D. D., an English divine, 
master of the Chaner-house school, died In 1810. 

RAINOLD8, John, an English divine, and 
dean of Lincoln, died in 1607. He was one of 
the divines employed in the translation of the 
Bible under James I. 

RALEIGH, sir Walter, an itlustrioos English 
navigator and historian, bom in 1558. He did 
eminent services for queen Elizabeth, particu- 
larly in fhe discovery of the country now called 
Viraiala, and in the defeat of the Spanish Ar- 
mada, and liv<>d in Aill happiness and honour 
during her reign ; but his sun set at her death. 
He was much persecuted on the accession of 
James, and accused of high treason. Though 
rrprievedthe remained long a prisoner in the 
Tower. He was afterwanis commissioned by 
the king to go and explore the golden mines of 
Guiana. But the Spaniards lulled his eldest 
son, and prevailed on James to condemn sir 
Walter. He was beheaded in 1618. 

RALPH, James, a voluminous writer, in po- 
etry, politics and history. He was an American 
by birth, but went over to England about 1739, 
and died hi 1703. He wrote a history of Eng- 
land, commencing with the reign of the Stuarts, 
and many other works. 

RAMAZZINl, Bemardln, an Italian phy- 
ifeian and medical professor at Padua, a station 
flilad by him with great applause though blind ; 
he died in 1714. 

RAMEAU, John Philip, an illustrious mu- 
•lelan, and writer on the principles of that art; 
be died In 1767, aged 84. 

RAHELLI, Felix, a native of Astl, an eccle- 
aiafltie, who became an eminent miniature por- 
trait painter. He died in 1740. 

RAMSAT, Charles Lewis, a Scotchman, au- 
thor of a Treatise on Short-hand writing, 1681. 

RAMSAY. Andrew Bflchael, a Scots histo- 
rian, and political and morel philosophy writer, 
bora in 1686, and died in 1743. 

RAMSAY, Allan, a celebrated Scots pastoral 
poet, bom in 1696, and died in 1763. 

RAMSAY, David, M. D., an eminent physi- 
dan, historian and statesman, of South CaroH- 
na, and a member of congress fVom that state, 
died in 1815. He was distinguished for his pa- 
triotism during the revolution, no less than for 
kis writinn in after life. HepuhHshed a Histo- 
ry of the Revolution in South Carolina ; a Histo- 
lyof the American Revolution ; a Life of Wash 
ington, and several other valuable historical

RAMSDEN, Jesse, an English artist, flour- 
ished in 1786. His improvements in various 
mathematical and optical instruments were very 
important to science.

R ANCE, Armand, John le Boutillier de, a 
French ecclesiastic, well skilled in Grecian liter 
Bture. In earty life, an abandoned sensualist, 
but reformed, and died respected, in 1700. < 

RANDOLPH, Thomas, an able diplomatist 
In the rdgn of queen Elizabeth, died in 130. 

RANDOLPH, Thomas, an English dramatic 
poet, bom in 1605, and died in 1634. His 
"Muse's Looking Glass,** a comedy, is wel* 
known, and much admired. 

RANDOLPH, Edward, an agent of Great 
Britain to the American colonies, and a violent 
enemy to their interests, died in 1695.

RANDOLPH, Edmund, an eminent lawyer, of 
Virginia, and an active friend of the revolution, 
was a member of congress in 1779, afkerwardfa 
Itovemor of the state of Virfflnia, attorn^'-gen- 
eral, and secreury of state of the United States. 
In the last office, ha kist the confidence of 
Washington, and resigned tai 1795. He oied in 
1813. 

RANNEaUIN, N., a celebrated engineer, ot 
Liege, died in 1706. 

RANS, Bertrand de, of Rheims, a hermit in 
12S6, who imposed himself upon the people of 
Flanders, as the emperor Baldwin I., and sufier* 
ed death for It. 

RANTZAN, Josias, a Danish nobleman In 
the French service, died la 1645. Chiefly 
known as the active agent by whom the pro- 
testant religion was established in Denmark. 

RAOUX, John, of Montpellier, eminent as 

historical and portrait painter, died in 1734. 

RAPHAEL, d'Arezzlo, an Italian painter, 
(whose historical pieces and portraits are ad- 
mired, died in 158ik 

RAPHAEL, Sanzio, an illustrious painter and 
architect, of Italy, bora in 1483, and died in 15S0. 
By the general consent of mankind, he is acknow- 
ledged to have been the prince of modem paint- 
ers, and is often styled ** the divine Raphael.'* 
As Raphael was the best painter in the world, 
so was he perhaps the best architect also : he 
was at least so admirable a oife, that Leo X, 
charged him with the buUdlng of St Peter's 
chureh at Rome. 

RAPHELENGIUS. Francis, a learned Flem- 
ing, was Greek professor at Cambridge, and 
afterwards professor of Hebraw and Arable, at 
Leyden, died in 1S07. 

RAPlN, Nicholas, a French poet, whose 
works were elMutiy writtea, and who was 
the favourite ofHanry III ; he died in 1609. 

RAPIN, R e natns, a French Jesuit and critic, 
tftunoos for liis skill in dassical learning, bora 
pn UBl, and died in 1687. 

RAPIN DE THOYRAS, Paul de, an eminent 
jUfltoriograpber, bor^ in Languadoc, in 1661,

READ, George, an eminent lawyv, of Dela- 
ware, was a member of congress inmi tikai 
state, and one of tbe signets of the declaratton 
of American Independence. He was aftervanis 
a member of tbe senate of tbe United States; 
and died In 1796. 

REAL, Casar Richard de St., a oelebratad 
French writer on Roman history, phaoaapjiy, 
poliUcs and morals, died in 1083. 

REAL, Gasper de, seigneur de Coxtaa, as- 
thor of a Taluable work on tbe Scieaea of Go- 
vernment ; he died in 175S:

REPTON, Humphrey, a distinguished Enc- 
lish writer on landscape gardening, bora in ITSL 
and died in 1818. 

RE8ENIU8, Peter John, eounsenor, and pro^ 
fessor of moral philosophy, at Copenhagen : he 
died in 1688. ^ 

RESSIUS, Rutger, a learned Greek professor, 
at Louvain, highly commended by Erasmus: 
died in 1545. 

RESTOUT, Peter, a respected advoeaie, at 
Paris, died in 1764. He was distinguhdied liy 
his learnliu|and integrity. 

RESTOUT, John, an eminent painter, of 
Rouen, died In 1768. 

RETZ, John Francis Paul de Gondy, canlinal 
de. See GONDY. 

REUCHLIN, John, a learned Gennan, bore 
in 1450, died in 1588, was the first who hitro- 
duced the study of the Hebrew among modem 
Christians, and author of the celebrated work 
entitled " Kpietole Obscurorum Viroram." 

REUVEN, Peter, a Dutch painter, died lA 
1718. 

REVBTA*. Willey, a very Ingenious English 
architect, who published a collection of draw- 
ings, which are universally known to the tovers 
of art, and admirere of classic antiquity. He 
was also the editor of the posthumous volnme 
of Stuart's *' Antiquities of^ Greece,*' and died 
in 1799. 

REVET, Edward, a comic writer, In the relgtt 
of Chartes 11. 

REY, William, of Lyons, emtnent as a pfaj^ 
8ici.-in,diedlnl756. 

REYBRAC, Francis Philip de Laurens de, k 
learned and amiable French prelate, and alao A 
poet ; he died in 1783. 
•r Prague, whose landscapes and battles were fl^^ REYHER, Samuel, professcM-of mathemMka 

and jurisprudence, at Kiel, died in 1714. Ha 
translated Euclid into Germui. 

REYLOF, Oliver, of Ghent, eminent aa 4 
Latin poet ; he died in 1742. 

REYN, John de, of Dunkirk, a popU of Van- 
dyke, died in 1650. 

REYN A, Cassiodorus, a Spaniard, who xxaa^ 
iated the Bible into Spanish, in 1500. 

REYNB.\U, Charles Rene, aa eminent Freneli 
mathematician, and distinguished by two poptt* 
lar prodnctionR ; he died in 1796. 

REYNER, Edward, an English non-conibnii- 
ist and author, in 1697. 

REYNOLDS, Edward, was a member of the 
Westminster assembly, and one of the presbyte- 
rian ministers at the Savoy conference, yet ha 
became bishop of Norwich. lie was a strong 
calvinist, and died in 1676. 

REYNOLDS, sir Joshua, a most eminent 
English painter, and many years president of 
the Royal Academy, born in 17S3. The lecturea 
that he delivered on the subject of his art will be 
preserved to latest posterity, as models of eom- 
pneition. His most famous paintings wwe" The 
Infant Herenles," " Count UgoUno," **Garrfck 
between Tragedy and Comedy,** and " Mre. Std- 
dons aa the Tragic Muse.** He died in 1798. 

REYNOLDS, John, governor of the eotony 
orGeoi^inl754. 

REYS, Antony dos, was chroaologer of Per- 
tugal, and an ecclesiastic ; he died in 1738. 
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^H ADAMFstuS of Iberia, maniid Zenobta, 
ftnd was put to death A. D. SBL 

KElAZlS, Mohammed Ebn Zacbaria Abube- 
trial, a celebrated pbyaiclan of the 10th cen- 
tury, the Galen of the Arabiana, and the first 
writer on the amali-poz, bom in 853, and died 
in 935. 

RHENANUS, Beatua^ author of a history of 
Germany, and a Life ufEnnmui, died In 1547. 

RHENFBRD, Jamee, jprofenor of oriental 
languaitee and divinity at Francker, died in 1712. 

RH^E, John David, of Augleeea, master of 
tlio Italian language ; be died in 1608. 

RHETICUS, George Joachim, a German as 
tfonomer, died in I57o. 

RH0D1GINU8, Ludovicus CoBlius, author of 
AntiquB Iieetiones, and other works, died at 
Padua, in ISiS. 

RH()DIUS,John, an eminent phraician, author 
of several medical works, died at Padua, in 16S0. 

RHODIUS, John, a Danish physician, and 
medical writer, born in 1587, and died in 1631. 

RHODIUS, Ambrose, profesw>r of physic and 
mathematics, at Anglo, in Norway, died in 1633. 

RUODOMAN, Lanrentius, historical pro- 
feisor at Wittemberg, and a writer of some 
eelebriw; he died in 1606. 

RHOTENAMER, John, an emtaient painter, 
bom at Munich, in 1564. The time of his death 
is unknown. 

RIBADENEIRA, Peter, a Jesait, of Toledo, 
on elegant but superstitious writer, and orofessor 
of rhetoric at Palermo ; he died at Madrid, \a 
1611. 

RIBERA, Anuiasiiis Pantoleon de, a Spui- 
Isb satirical poet, who flourished about 1630. 

RIBERA, Joseph, called also Espagnolet, an 
eminent Spanish painter, died in 1656. 

RICARD, John Marie, an advocate of the 
parliament of Paris, who died in 1678. 

RICARD, Dominic, an ecclesiastic, of Teu- 
loose, who settled at Paris, where be published 
an elennt translation of Plutarch, and wrote 
the Sphere, a poem, In 8 cantos. He died in 
1803. 

RICAUT, or RYCAUT, sir Paul, an eminent 
English political writer and critic, but chiefly 
known by " The Present Slate of the Ottoman 
Empire," and a continuation of Knoir^ "His- 
lory of the Turks," from 1683 to 1700, when he 
died. 

RICCATI, Vincent, a Jesuit, profeaior of 
mathematics at Bologna, until the suppression 
of bli order ; he died In 1775. 

RIOCI, Matthew, a Jesuit, who went as a mls- 
sionanr to China, where, by his address, he 

Sained the fkvour of the emperor, and leave to 
uild a church ; he died there in 1610. 

RICCI, Michael Angelo, a cardinal, bom at 
Rome, and distinguished as an able mathemati- 
cian; he died in 1683. 

RICCI, Lawrence, an illustrious Florentine, 
who embraced the order of the Jesuits, of which 
he was general at the time of Iti supprewion. 
He was Imprisoned by order of Clement XIV., 
and died in confinement in 1775. 

RICCI, Sebastian, a distinguished Italian 
painter, who died at Venice, in 1734. His ne- 
pliew, Mark, was eminent also as a landscape 
and historical painter ; he died In 1730. 

RICCIO, Doroinico, an eminent painter, of 
Verona, died in 1517. 

RICCIOLI, John Baptista, an Italian astrono- 
mer and mathematieian, and teacher of rheto- 
ric and philosophy, died in 1671. 

RICCORONI, Lewis, of Modens, a celebra-

ted actor, dramatic writer, and critic, bom il 
1674, and died in 175a 

RICHARD L, king of England, sttrmmes 
CcBur de Lion, succeeded his father, Henry U., 
in 1189. In the beg inning of his reign he left 
England for a crusade to the Holy Land, where» 
laAer displaying great bravery, be defeated the 

Snfldels under SiQadln, and embarked for Ea- 
t)pe. In his return be was shipwrecked, tol^^ 
prisoner, and held in captivity by the empdhofr 
Henry VI., until he was discovered and ran- 
lomed by his subjects. He was killed wbila 
besieging Chains, in 1190. 

RICHARD II., succeeded his grandlhtber 
Edward III., on the throne of Eni^and, ha 1377. 
His reign was disturbed by the rebeUions of Wat 
iTyler, and afterwards of his nobles, under Hcn< 
ry of Lancaster, who defeated him and took 
bim prifluner. He was deposed by pariianeat, 
and killed in PonteAvct castle, in 1400. 

RICHARD HI., duke of Gkwiceaier, aal 
brother to Edward IV., obtained the throne fay 
murdering his nephews, Edward V. and Richard 
duke of York. He was defeated and slain la 
the battle of Bosworth fleld, by Heniy, eari of 
Richmond, his rival, in 1485. 

RICHARD I., sumamed the Feariesi, duke 
of Normandy, succeeded his father WilUaa, 
in 043; he died in 990. 

RICHARD U., surnamed the Good, «m of 
the preceding, succeeded his father as duke of 
Normandy ; he died in 1027. 

RICH ARD, Thomas, a Benedktiae oook hi 
the abbey of Tavistock, known as the transla- 
tor of '< Boethlus' Consolations of PhUosopby,** 
about 1585. 

RICHARD, Martin, a native of Antwerp^ 
although bora with oidy a lefl arm, became a 
painter of eminence. He died In 1636. His 
brother David was also a painter of merit. 

RICHARD DE ST. VICTOR, a Scotchmao, 
prior of St. Victor's monasteiy, at Parn, died 
in 1173. 

RICHARD, N., a native of Duadalk, areb- 
bi8h«ip of Armagh, died, univenally respMied, 
in 1350. 

RICHARD, John, on ecelesiastie of ForiL 
died in 1586. 

RICHARD, Rene, a French ecclesiastic, deoa 
of St Opportune, at Paris, died in 1797. 

RICHARD, Cbaries Louts, a Benedictine 
author of sermons. Ate., died about 1790. 

RICHARDS. Nathaniel, a dramatic wrilei 
and a poet, in the reign of king Charles 1. 

RICHARDSJames, an American mtssieiiary 
at the island of Ceylon ; he died in 188. 

RICHARDSON, John, on Engttsh cleimum. 
educated at Oxford, afterwards bishop of Tudah, 
in Ireland, died in 1654. 

RICHARDSON, Jonathan, bora about 1665, 
became a celebrated painter of heads, and wrote, 
in ooitjunction with his son, several works. He 
died in 1745. His son died in 1771. 

RICHARDSON, Joseph, an Sn^ttah lawyer, 
poet, and dramatic writer, bom in 1756, and 
died in 1803. 

RICHARDSON, Samuel, an eminent Eng- 
lish printer, and inventor of a peculiar species 
of moral romance, which restored the kist credit 
of novel writing. He wrote *• Pamela,** ** Cla- 
rissa," and "Grandison," and many other 
books on different subjects. He was bore In 
1689, and died in 1761. 

RICHARDSON, William, a native of Scot 
land, and professor of classical literatore aft 
Glasgow, died in 1814. 
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RICHELET, Cesar Peter, a French writer, 
urtborof « DktloiMurjr of tbe Freacli laoguace, 
4)ediol«0a 

RICTHELIEU, John Armand du Pletsia de, a 
great cardinal and minkter of «uite In France, 
Born at Parte, in 1585, and died in IMS. lie 
■bowed himactr a patron of men of letters, and 
caused tbe arts and sciences to floorisii in tbe 
tJcingdom. 

RlGHER, Edmund, an eminent French tbeo- 
lotlcal writer, possessed of great powers of 
mind and of a lively imagination. His writings 
drew on him tbe censttres oi' the pope*s legate, 
and persecutions, which ruined bisoealtb; he 
died In 1G31. 

RICHER, John, a bookseller, of Parte, known 
as tbe first compiler of tbe Mercure Francois ; 
be died in 1665. 

RICHER, Henry, a native of Longueil. who 
devoted himself to literary pursuits at Paris ; be 
died in 1748. 

RICHER D* AUBE, Francis, author of an 
Essay on tbe Principles of Right and Morals, 
died at Paris, in 1758. 

RICHER, N., a French philosopher, who 
fiiBt observed the rimrteoing of tbe pendulum, 
in 16?S; a discovery, wbieo, In tbe bands of 
Newton and lleygens, led to tbe most astonish- 
ing trntbs. 

illCtNI]^, a lUrnian senator, who acquired 

Seat power as a general. He put to death 
ajofian, raised Beverus to the throne, and after- 
wards dMhroned Anthemlus. his father^in-Iaw. 

RICIUS, Paul, a converted Jew, professor of 
philosophy, at Paris, and afterwards physician 
to the emperor ftlaximilian. He was highly 
ealeemed by Erasmus and other learned men. 

RICOBONI, Antony, of Revlgo, professor of 
eloquence, at Padua, and died there in 1599. 

RIDER, William, B. A., curate of St. Faith's, 
and many years under-master of St. Paul's 
school, published a " Histoiv of England," a 
** Commentary on tbe Bible,'^ and other works, 
Mid died in 1785. 

RIDGELY, Thomas, an eminent dissenting 
cteigsrman, autlior of a Commentary on tbe 
Assembly's larger Catechism, died in 1737. 

EIDlJlT, Nicolas, btehop of London, one of 
the prinelpal insuunients of tbe reformation, 
who suffered martsrrdom for it in the reign or 

Sieen Mary, was born in 1500, and burnt at 
zford, in 1555. 

RIDLEY, Thomas, a dtetingutebed English 
civilian, was knighted, made master in chancery, 
and vicar-general to the archbishop of Canter- 
bary: he died in 1626. 

KiDLEY, Gloster, an Enclteh divine, dra- 
matic and theological writer, bom on board tbe 
Gtoatsr Indiaman, at sea, in 1708, died at Poplar, 
Id 1774. 

RIDLEY, James, son of the preceding, was 
author of " The Tales of tbe Genii," and some 
oiber literary performances; be died in 1765. 

RCDOLPI, Ctaudio, a historical and portrait 
painter, of Verona, died in 1644. 

RIDPATH, George, aScotchman, distinguish- 
ed for bte attachment to protestantinn, and for 
his bold opposition to the reliirious innovations 
of Jamee JL; be died in 1717. 

RIEDE8EL, John Herman, baron de,' a 
learned German, ambassador from tbe Prussian 
court to Vienna, died in 1785. 

RIEGIjES, M., a native of Deimiark, author 
of a valuable history of bis country, died In 1803. 

RIELEY, Henry, a physician, author of the 
'^ Anatomy of tbe Brabi,*^ publtobed in 1605. 
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RIENZI, Nicolas Gabrini dc, a man who, 
from a low situation, raised himself to sovereign 
authority in Rome, iu tbe 14tb century, was 
murdered in 1354. 

RI6AL1TIUB, Nicolas, an ingenious French* 
man, distingutehed for bte great learning and 
industry ; he was librarian to tbe king, and coun- 
Bellor of tbe parliament of Hetz : be died in 
1654. 

RIGAUD, Hyacynth, an eminent French 
painter, called tbe vandyck, of France, bom in 
1663, and died in 1743. 

RILEY, John, an Engltoh portrait painter, 
bora in 1646. On sir Peter Lely's death be was 
made state painter, and died in 1691. 

RIMINALDI, Orazio, an eminent historic«l 
painter, of Pisa, died in 1638. 

RINALDO, Oderlc, a native of Trevlao : he 
contiuued ^'Baronius' Annate," and publtebed, 
in Italian, an abridgment of tbe entire work. 

RINCON. Antonio del, an admired Spanish 
painter, died in 1500. 

RINGELBERGIUS, Joacliim FurUus, an 
eminent writer on mathematics, bora at Ant- 
werp. His German name was Storck ; be died 
in France, about 1536. 

RINUCCINI, Octavia, an Italian poet, bom 
at Florence, went to France, and is said to have 
there invented tbe opera ; be died in 1621. Hte 
poetry and operas are deservedly admired. 

RIOL AN, John, a physician, at Paris, author 
of several works on anatomy and medicine, died 
in 1605. Hte son John was also an eminent pby- 
■ician, and professor of anatomy and botany. 

RIPLEY, George, an eminent Enclteh maihe- 
Imatidan and alehymist, died in 1496. 

RIPPERDA, John WUllam, baron de; a na- 
tive of Gronlngen. who, when ambassador at 
Madrid, so pUma Philip V., of Spain, tliat lie 
persuaded bim to settle there, created him a 
duke and peer of tbe kingdom, and intrusted 
bim with the departmente of war, finance, and 
marine. Being aHerwards disgraced, be went 
to Morocco, where he became a favourite of the 
einperor, and a Mahometan ; be died in 1747. 

RISBECK, Gaspard, a German writer, au 
thor of Travete through Germany, and a uteu>- 
ry of Germany ; he died in 1786. 

RI8DON, 'Tristram, author of a History of 
De\'onshire, died In 1640. 

RISLEY, Thomas, an English dissenting 
clergymaii, died in 1716. 

RIT80N, Joseph, an English lawyer and an- 
tiquary, bora in 1758, and died In 1803. He wrote 
■ones, metrical romances, and some other 
iboo ks. 

RITTENHOUSE, David, an American phi- 
poBopher, who, in tbe eariy part of hte life, min- 
gled tbe pursuits of science with the active em- 
ployments of a farmer and a watch-maker. In 
17^ he was invited by the American philoso- 
phical society to join a number of gentlemen 
who were then occupied In making some astro- 
nomical observations, when be particularly dis- 
tingutehed himself by the accuracy of his cal- 
culations, and the comprehension of hte mind. 
He afterwards constructed an observatory, 
which be superintended in person, and which 
was tbe source of manv important discoveries, 
as well as greatly tendmg to tbe general dlifu- 
Bion of science in the western world. He suc- 
ceeded the illustrious Dr. Franklin hi tbe office 
of president of the pblloaopbical society, and 
died in 1796. aged 64. 

RITTERSHUSIUS, Conradus, a Geman 
Iciviliao, and law writer, bora In 1560, and died 
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in 1913. He was a mau of consummate learn- 
ing, gremtly aUned in tbe Greek nnd Latin lau- 
fuageM, and iB said to bave liad Homer and He- 
ffiod to perfectly by beart, aa once, in a conver- 
aation with a learned young aenUeman, to have 
czpreaaed in tbe veraes of Homer, ail tbat be 
bad occasion to say. 

RIVALZ, Antbonyf a painter, of Toulouse, 
wbose portraits and bistorical pieces were mudi 
admired ; be died in 1735. 

RIVARO, Francb, an eminent professor of 
matbematiCB ai Beauvais, and an autbor, died 
fnl778. 

Rl VARD, Anthony de, a French writer, emi- 
nent as a man of grnius and information, the 
friend of Voltaire, d'Alembert, and Buffbn 
He died in Germany, In 1801. His writings are 
numerous. 

RIVET DE LA GRANGE, Anthony, a Be- 
nedictine, of Poiiou, author of a History of 
France, died in 1749. 

RIVIERE, Henry Francis de la, a native of 
France, who embraced tbe profession of arms, 
bat oa account of an unfortunate marrlan, re 
tired lo a monastery, where he died in 1743. He 
wrote two volumes of Letters. 

RIVINU9, Andrew, a physician, and profes 
sor of poetry and philosophy at Xjeipsic, died in 
1656. 

RI VINU8, Augustus Quirinus, a professor of 
medicine, and a distinguished physician at Leip- 
aic, died in 1723. 

RIZZIO, or RIZZI, David, an Italian musi 
cian, attending tbe Pledmontese ambassador in 
to Scotland, got into tbe queen's favour, and wa^ 
made ber secretary, and soon arrived at a very 
high degree of royal favour. However, in 15GG, 
certain nobles conspired against him, and die- 
patciied him witJi great brutality in the queen's 
presence, with 56 wounds. 

R0BBIN8, Cbandlei. D. D., of Plymouth, 
Mass., was eminent in tbe ministry ; he died in 
1799. 

ROBERT DE COURTEN AY, French empe 
ror of tbe East, in wbose reign tbe empires of 
Trebiaond and Thesaalonica were estabiislied : 
he died In 1238. 

ROBERT, elector palatine, chos^ emperor 
of Germany, in 1400. He died, just as a pow 
erful cmnbination had been formed to deprive 
him of tbe crown, in 1410. 

ROBERT, king of France, snmamed th«> 
Wise, or ttie Devout, succeeded his father Hugl 
Capet, in 096. He refused tbe crown of tlio 
empire, and of Italy, preferring to reign over his 
native dominions, and to devote himself to tbe 
happiness of the French people. He died in 

ROBERT of France, count d' Artoia, brother 
of St. Louis, refused the empire of Germany, 
offered htm by pope Gregory iX., and accompa- 
nied his brother to the Holy Land, where he 
tMhaved with great valonr ; he was killed at the 
battle of Maasourah, In 1350. 

ROBERT, count d' A rtois, called the Good, 
w the Noble, aon of ihe precfdinj;, dlstingiiiahed 
himself in an African expedition, and apainat 
the English and the Flemings. He was killed in 
a battle with the latter, In 1302. 

ROBERT of Aiijou, succeeded his father, 
Charles the Lame , on the throne of Naples, in 
1309. Re died rcspecied by his sabjects, and by 
fbre^ powers, in 1343. 

ROBERT the Magnlflcent, dnke of Norman- 
dy, was poisoned. on his return firom a pil^rim- 
gge to the Holy Land, at Nicola, in BlUiyuiau 
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He was succeeded by bis son William the Cns- 
queror, in 1035. 

ROBERT, sumamed Short Shanks, son of 
William the Conqueror, duke of Nonnaadya 
displayed great valour in the Holy Wars : bat 
on his return,be found himself deprived not on- 
ly of the throne of England, but of Normandy* 
by his brother Henry, who detained lilm a pri- 
soner until his dcaili, in 1134. 

ROBERT BRUCE, a Scotch noUemtn. who 
disimted the throne with John Baliol. By Ibe 
aid of England be was deposed ; but afterward* 
appearing among his countrymen, he was una- 
nunooBly elected king, and maintained his ele- 
vation by his valour. He defeated the English 
at the famooa battle of Bannockbum, and die4 
in 1399. 

ROBERT, Nicholas, an eminent painter, of 
Langres.whose birds and plants on Tolam, wefS 
much admired ; he died in 1684. 

ROBERT DE VAUGONDV, N^a 
geographer of eminence, died in IHn. 

ROBERTELLO, Francis, professor of rheto- 
ric and philosophy, at Padua, uid author of 
Commentaries on the Greek and Ladn poeis^ 
died in 1567. 

ROBERTS. Barre Cbaitea, an eminent Eng- 
lish scholar, died in 1810. 

ROBER'TS, Peter, an EngHah divine, eml 
nent as a writer on theological and (Kher sob- 
jects, died in 1819. 

ROBERTS, Oharlea, of Vlifinia, remarkahlo 
for lonecvity ; he died bi 1796, aged U6b 

ROBERTSON, WiUlam,D. D.,an emlnentdi- 
vine, born in Dublin, afterwards settled in 8enfr> 
land, and died in 178X 

ROBERTSON, Geone, an eminent ElkgliA 
landscape painter, diedln 178B. 

ROBERTSON. Dr. William, principal oTth* 
university of Eolnburgb, and nistorioerapher 
to his majesty, of Scotland, born in 1781, and 
died in 1793. His histories of " Charles VV 
of " America,*' and of " Scotland," will Ic 



continue to be read with pleasure, and imnrens 
future ages with reject for tlie memocy of tte 
writer. 

ROBERTSON, Joseph, an eminent Bn^Iiah 
clergyman, author of a translation of Telcmn- 
chuit, and other works, died in 1803. 

ROBERV AL, Giiles Peraonne, sienr de, au- 
thor of a Treatise on Mechanics, was profeator 
of mathematics at Paris, and died in 1675. 

ROBESPIERRE, Maxfanilian Udore, a revo- 
lutionary monster, of France, was bom at Arms, 
of a poor family, In 17^. At an earty perioa 
of the French revolution ho became the chief 
of tbe jacobins, and at length obtained tbe sv- 
preme command in France. A confederal waa 
formed against him, and be was arretted in tbe 
national assembly, and executed in July, 17M. 

ROBIN HOOD, captain of a notorious band 
of robbers, who infested tbe forest of Sberwood« 
In Nottinghamsiiire, and flxun thence made ex 
cursions to many parts of Eagiland in search of 
booty. He died in 1347. 

ROBINS, Benjamin, an English mathemati- 
cian of ereal gemus and eminence, bom in 17IF7, 
and died in 1751. He was engineer-general to 
the F'Sst India Company ; wrote " New Princi- 
ples of Gunnery ;" and is considered as the mat 
narrator of lord Anson's " Voyage round tlm 
Worid." 

ROBINSON, Tankred, a distlngalsbed phy 
slclan, author of an Essay on Natural BmoKf, 
died in t74& 

ROBlNSONi Anasusia, aa oainrat Magt 
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ilnnr, wbo becuse afterwards countee of Pe- 
lerSoroucb, by juanytng tha aarl, and <Uad la 
1750. 
KOBINBON, Roben, an EncUab divtoe, who

ROBINSON, John, a distinguished English 
dorc^man, pastor of the English church at Am- 
Btoraam, and ^terwards at Leyden, and died 
there, in 1(BS. 

ROBINSON, Dr. John, a mathematician, pro- 
fessor of natural philosophy, and aften»'ards of 
chynisuy, at Edinburgh, was born in 1730. Be 
wrote ** Elements of Mechanical Philosophy,** 
nod died in Edinburgh, in 1805. 

ROCHEFORT, WiUiam de, a disUnguished 
French writer, died in 1788. 

ROCHEFOUCAULT, Francis, dulte of, an 
iagenious Preach writer, bom bi 1613, and died 
tal680. 

ROCHESTER, John Wllnot, earl of, a very 
Ucentioas wit and poet, in the reign of Charles 
IL, bom in 1048, and died ia 1680. 

ROCHON DE CHABANNES, Mark Anthony 
iamea, a French dramatic writer of merit, died 
atParla,inl8no. 

RODOBRS,Joha, D. D., a distinguished Ame- 
rican clergyman, pastor of a presbyterian church 
In New-fork, died In 1811. 

RODNEY, George Brydges, a most brave and 
aocceasfol English admiral, bom In 1718, and 
died in 1793. 

RODNEY, Cesar, of Pennsylvania, one of 
the signers of the declaration of Independence. 

R0DOLPH, duke of Swabia, was elected 
king of Germany, In 1077, by some Oeraian in- 
anigeBta. He was soon after killed In battle. 

RODOLPU I., of Hapsburg, suroaroed the 
Clement, emperor of Germany, made war with 
tbe king e€ Bohemia, and obtained whh victory, 
tbe ecBSion of several of his provinces; be died 
la 1291. 

RODOLPB H. son of Maximilian H., king of 
Bohemia, Hungary, and the Romans, and elect 
•d emperor in ISm, Be waa a weak and irreso- 
lute monarch, and suftred his Irtngdom to he 
Invaded by tbe Turks, and afterwards divided 
by his brother, without courage to oppose the 
one, or spirit to repress the otbar. He died In 
I015i 

ROE, sfar Thomas, an eminent ttateaman, sent| 
aa ambassador by James I., to the court of the 
great mogul, to that of tbe grand aignior, and af- 
fisrwarda to Sweden ; dnrliur his absence, h< 
made valuable collectiooa of MSB. In the orleo 
tal languagea, which he prasented to the Bod- 
Man library. He waa afterwards a member of 
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Dauphin of France, afterwards professor of as- 
tronomy at Copenhagen, and engaged in the ser' 
vice of Christian V. ; he died in 1710. 

ROENTGEN, N., a German artist, who was 
employed by Catheruie of Russia, in erecting tbe 
palace of Petersburg, died at the close of the 18th 
century. 

ROEPEL, Conrad, a painter, bora at tfia 
Hague, whose fruit trees ajod flowen were much 
admired ; he died in 1748. 

ROESTRATEN, Peter, an eminent portrait 
painter, of Haerlem, ftnuriahcd about l&m, 

ROGER, flist king of Sicily, conquered Apu- 
lia, Calabria, and afterwards waged sncccasful 
war against the Eastern empire : he died In 
1154. 

ROGER, Charles, an eminent printer at Paris, 
in the 16tli ceutury. 

ROGER, Joseph Louis, a physician, of Btraa* 
burg, died in 1701. 

ROGER, prior of Hejcham, author of a His- 
tory of the Campaign of tlie Scotch Army unde* 
king David, about 1138. 

ROGERS, John, an eloquent and xeatoua 
Enslish divine, who suffered martyrdom at the 
staae, ai Braithfieid, in 1555, In the persecuting 
reign of Mary. 

ROGERS, John, D. D., a distinguished Eng- 
lish divine and controversial writer, canon and 
sulhdean of Wells, and afterwards promoted to 
tlie living of St. Giles, Loudon ; ite died in 1729. 

ROGERS, Woods, an EogUsh circumnaviga- 
tor, and writer of his voyages round die globe ; 
he died in 173S. 

ROGERS, Nathaniel, a descendant of the 
martyr, was minister at Ipswich, Maai. ; he died 
in 1655. 

ROGERS, Ezekiel, first minister of Rowley, 
Mass., died in 1661. 

ROGERS, John, a native of England, cama 
to America when young, and in 168S was chosen 
president of Harvard college ; he died in 1684. 

ROGERS, WiiUam, D. D., a baptist clergy- 
man, professor of English and oratory In Ui« 
University of Pennsylvania ; he died in 1894. 

ROGHMAN, Roland, a distinguished land- 
scape painter, of Amsterdam, died in 1666. 

ROHAN, Henry, duke of, peer of France, 
born in 1570. He dlstinsuished himself as a 
warrior against Lewis Xlll., and also as a pollti* 
cal writer ; he died of wounds received In bat* 
tie, in 1638. 

ROHAULT, James, a French philosophical 
and polite writer, bora in 1680, and died in 167Sw 

ROLAND DE LA PLATIERE, 1. M., a na- 
tive of VUlefranche, removed early in life to 
Rouen, where he was soon noticed fwhls know- 
ledge of commerce and political economy, and 
for nis writings. He was afterwards a minister 
of Lewis XVL, and a favourite of the people for 
a time, but was at lengtli proscribed and fled 
ftom Paris. He omimitted suicide in 1703. 

ROLAND, Mary Jane Philipon, wife of the 
preceding, was a woman of strong mind, and 
eminent fbr her knowledge of the arts, her wit 
and learalng. During her husband's elevation 
she assisted him In the transaction of his busi- 
nensi and her house was the resort of the learn- 
ed, the powerftil, and tbe intricning. She was 
guillotined as aa acoompUca of the Girondists, 
hi 1708.

ROLLINS, Relnhold Henry, a German phi- 
lologist, author of Lives of Philosophers, Poets, 
Ate, published in 1709. 

ROLLO,a Norvefflan chfeflatn, who obtained 
the sovereignty of Normandy with the title of 
duke of Normandy, in 912 ; he was the ancestor 
of William the Conqueror, and died about 933. 

ROLLOCK, Robert, a native of Scotland, 
appointed by king James VL, the first principal, 
and profeRsor of divinity, in the university of 
Edinburgh ; he died in 1601. 

ROLT, Richard, a miscellaneous and dra- 
matic writer, died in 1770. 

ROMAINE, Rev. William, an eminent and 
very learned English divine, born in 1714, and 
died in 1795, having published many valuable 
theological works. 

ROMANELLl, John Francis, a painter, bom 
atViterbo, patronised by the pope, and elected 
head of the academy of St. Luke, died in 1062. 
His son Urban, was also eminent as a painter, 
and died in 1682. 

ROMANO, Julia, an eminent Italian his- 
torical painter, and architect, and disciple of 
Raphael; he was born at Rome, in 1493, and 
died in 1546. 

ROMANUS L, emperor of the East, was 
raised to distinction, by saving the life of the 
emperor Basil. I[e afterwards married a dausb- 
tcr of Coustantine X., who raised him as nis 
associate to the throne. After exhibiting great 
military talents, united with humanity and be- 
nevolence, he was banished to a monastery, by 
his ton Stephen, and died in 948. 

ROMANUS IL, the Younger, emperor of the 
East, a worthless, and effeminate prince, who 
died in consequence of his debauchery and in- 
temperance. In 963. 

ROMANUS I IT., emperor of the East, raised 
himself to the throne, by marrying the daughter 
of Gonstantine the Younger, in 1038. He was 
poisoned, and strangled at the instigation of his 
wife, in 1034. 

ROMANUS IV., surnamed Diogenes, was 
taken prisoner, by a Turkish general, in 1071, 
and generously set at liberty by him. On his 
return tn Constantinople, he found his throne 
usurped by Michael, the son of his predecessor, 
who defeated him in a subsequent battle, took 
him prisoner, and put out his eves, which caused 
his death, in 1071. 

ROMANZOFT, N., marshal de, a Russian 
general, distinguished as one of the greatest 
warriors of the age in Which he lived. He 
defeated the Turks at the battle of Ruth, leav- 
ing 100,000 of their army on the field ; he died 
about 1787. 

R0MBOUT3, Theodore, a successful histori- 
cal painter, of Antwerp, died In 1637. 

ROME, DB L*ISLB, John Baptist, a native 
of France, distinguished by his devotion to the 
study of mineralogy and natural history, and by 
his writings on those subjects ; he died in 17D0. 

ROMEVN, Theodoricus, an eminent Amcri- 
ean clergyman, settled at Schenectady, New- 
York, and professor of theolMy in the reformed 
Dutch church : he died in 1804. 

ROMEYN, John B., D. D., son of the pre- 
ceding, pastor of a presbyterian church In New> 
York, where he died in 18S5. 

ROMILLY, John, an ingenious mechanic and 
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in the Encvclopedia, on clockmaking, and otiier 
writings, died in 1796. Uls son, John Edme, 
was a Calvinistle minister at Geneva and Lon- 
don, and the friend of d'AIembeft, Rouskav, 
and Voltaire; be died in 1779. 

ROMILLY, Sir Samuel, a learned 'ExufUb 
pleader at the chancery bar, and a most enligltt- 
ened and effective member of the bouse of com- 
mons, was bora in 1757. On the drath of liia 
wife, he became deUrious, and destroyed him- 
self in 18ia 

ROMNEY, George, a celebrated En^idi pafnl- 
er, was born in 1734, and died in 1801. 

RO.MULUS, the founder, and fint khug of 
Rome, died 715 B. C, after reigning 38 yesra. 

RONCALLI, Chrlstofkno, a historical paiater, 
of Pomerania, died in 1626. 

RONOELET,Winiam,a distingttiahed French 
physician and anatomist, died in 1566. 

RONSARD, Peter de, a French elegiac and 
epigrammatic poet,of a noble family,died in ISBI^ 
aged 61. 

RONSIN, Charles Philip, an active and vio- 
lent partisan of the French revolution, miBiscer 
of war, and commander of the revoJutionaiy 
army, he was guillotined in 1794. 

ROOOSEUSL John Albert, an eminent por- 
trait painter, of Holland, died in 1674. 

ROOKE, sir George, a brave English admiral^ 
died fai 1708. 

ROOKE, Laurence, a disdnguished English 
astronomer and geometrician, was profeesor of 
astronomy, and afterwards or geometty, at Gie- 
sham college, where he died in 1663. 

ROOMB, Edward, an English dramatic wri- 
ter, died in 1739. 

ROORE, James, a native of Antwerp, diada- 
guished as a historical painter, died in 1747. 

ROOS. John Hendrick, an eminent portrali 
and landscape painter, of Ottenbuig, bora in 
1631. His two sons and tiis brother, were aln 
respectable artists. 

ROOT, Jesse, a member of congress IWoa 
Connecticut, and an officer in the remoticmaiy 
army, was afterwards chief instioe of tlie su- 
preme court of that state. He published tW9 
volumes of Law Reporu, and died in 183S. 

ROGUE, John de la, author of travels hi 
Arabia Felix, Palestine, Syria, frc, died at 
Parui, in 1745. 

ROREPTMULLER, John Geot]ge, a German 
divine and critic, professor of divinity at Er- 
langen ; he died in 1815. 

ROSA, Abba Cariera, a Venetian lady, ede- 
brated for her talents in crayon painting and 
miniature, died in 1755. 

ROSA, Salvator, a painter. 8eeS.\l4VAT0R. 

ROB AMOND, daughter ofWalterde Clifford, 
lord Hereford, known in history as the lieao- 
tiful mistress of Henry II., was poisoned by his 
queen. 

ROSCIUB, autntus, a Gaul by birth, a cele- 
brated comedian, died 61 B. C. 

ROSCOMMON, Wentworth Dillon, eari of, 
an English poet and critic, died in 1684, aged 51. 
He possessed the merit of being the only moial 
writer in the days of Charles H. 

ROSE, Gteorge, an English statesman, presi- 
dent of the board of trade, and treasurer « tha 
navy, was distinguished for his great industry 
and application to business, and for hia writings 
on various subject!; he died in 1818. 

ROSE. Samuel, an English lawyer, author of ' 
a Life of^Goldsmith, and editor of'^OoiDya'a R*- 
porta and Digeit; be died ia 1804. 
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ROSEWELL, TliomsB, an eminent dlnent 
tag cler0man in England, waa educated at 
Ozfonl ; be died in 1691. 

ROSINUS, John, a learned German author, 
and preacher of the cathedral, at Naumberg, in 
Saxony, died in 16S6. 

ROSOI, Bamaby Firmin du, a French dra- 
matic writer, distinguished himself at the revo- 
bitioQ, by his wriiinn In farour of the unfortu- 
nate king, for whidi he was condemned and 
executed in 1793. 

ROSS, Alexander, teacher of an English 
grammar school, and chaplain to Charles I., and 
anther of some religious tracts, died in 1654. 

ROSS, Alexander, a Scottish bishop and vol- 
uninous writer. He wrote " A View of all 
RelMons,** and died in 1720, aged 80. 

ROSS, David, an eminent English actor, died 
in 1790, aged 62. 

ROSS, John, D. D., bishop of Exeter, died 
in 1793. 

ROSS, Georee, a member of congress from 
Fmni^lvania, m 1776, and a signer of the de- 
claration of Independence. 

ROSSI, John Victor, or JANUS NICIUS, 
ERITHRiBUS, a Roman, of noble birth, who 
devoted himself to literaiy pursuits ; he died 
in 1647. His writings were voluminous. 

ROSSI, Jerome, a native of Ravenna, physi- 
cian to Clement ViII., died In 1607. 

ROSSI, Bernard Marie de, a theological pro- 
fessor to the dominlcans of Venice ; ne wrote 
on Iiiatorical and antiquarian subjects, and died 
In 1775. 

ROSSLTN, Alexander Wedderbum, earl of, 
an eminent English lawyer, appointed solicitor 
and attorney general, and created baron Lough- 
borough, and made chlef-histice of the common 
pleas, afterwards one of tne ministry, and chan- 
cellor ; He died in 1805. 

ROSSO. Le, or MASTER ROUX a self- 
taught artist, of Florence, who acquired cele- 
brity as a painter, died in 1541. 

ROTARI, Peter, a celebrated portrait and his- 
tnieal painter, of Verona. He was patronised 
by the Imperial family at St Petersbuig, in 1756. 
The time of his death is not known. 

ROTGANS, Luke, a native of Amsterdam, 
who, after l>eing engaeed two years in the wars 
of Holland, retired to bis country seat, to devote 
UmuBelf to poetry. His epic poem in eight books, 
to admired by the Dutch ; he died In 1710. 

ROTHENAMER, John, an eminent historical 
painter, of Munich, patronised by the emperor 
Rodolph IT. ; be died In 1604.

ROTHERAM, John, an Englisn divine and 
theological writer, died In 1788. 

ROTHMAN. Christopher, astronomer to the 
landgrave of Hiesae, died in 1593. 

ROTRON, John de, a distingnished poet, dra 
natic writer, and magistrate of Dreux, who lost 
hto life in consequence of administerhu to the 
Beceesities of the poor, during the prevalence of 
an raidemic disease, in 1650. 

ROUBfLLAC, Francis, a most eminent acolp- 
tor, whose chief works are in Westndnster Ad- 
bey. He was bom at Lyons, In France, but went 
•ver to England. He had also a turn for poetry, 
and wrote satiroa in French verse, died in 1762. 

ROUCRER, J. A., a distinguished French 
foet, bom at Montpellier, was gtiillotined for 
the freedom with which he spoke of the atrod 
ties of the French revolution, in 1794. 
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chymistivjn the royal botanical garden at Paris 
died hi 1770. 

ROUILLB, Peter Julian, a Jesuit, of Touiv, 
professor of theology and philosophy to his order, 
died at Paris, in 1740. 

ROUS, Francis, a violent fanatic of the com- 
monwealth, speaker of Barebone^s parliament, 
and a favourite of Cromwell, who mskde him pro- 
vost of Eton ; be died In 1650. 

ROUSE, John, author of a Chronicle of the 
Klna of Englaiia, and other works, died in 1491. 

ROUSSEAU, James, a distinguished French 
painter, bom at Paris, in 1630, and died in Lon- 
don, in 1693. 

ROUSSEAU, John Baptist, an iUnstrioiia 
French poet, born at Paris, In 1009, died in 1741. 

ROUSSEAU, John James, a celebrated phi- 
losopher, and most eccentricgenins, bom at Ge- 
neva, in 1711, and died in 1778. 

ROUSSEL, William, a Benedictbie, of Coa- 
ches, in Normandy, who devoted himself to 
literary pursuits at Rheims, died in 1717. 

ROUSSEL, Peter, a distinguished writer and 
physician, of France, died atCbateauduo, in 1803. 

ROUX, Augustin, a native of Gascony. who 
took his degrees in medicine at Bourdeaux, au- 
thor of Memoirs of Cbymisiry, ice. : he died fn

ROWE, Nicholas, an English dramatic poet 
and translator, born in 1673, died fci 1716. He 
wrote 8 plays, and gave the public an edition of 
Shakspeare^s works, to which he prefixed an 
account of that great man's life. 

ROWE, Elizabeth, an English lady, famous 
for her flue parts and writings, in verse and 
prose, bora in 1764, died in 1737. She is chiefly 
celebrated for her " Friendship in Death, in 20 
Letters from the Dead to the Living ;** and lier

ROVHuAND, David S., an American divine, 
pastor of a congregational church at Windsor, 
Conn^ he died in 1794. 

ROWLEY. Samuel, a dramatic writer, in the 
reign of Charles I. of JBngland.

SCIPIO, Publius, father-in-law of Pompey, 
was defeated in Africa by Julius Cesar. 

SCLATER, VVUIiam, D. D., an English di- 
vine and poet, died in 1647. Another of the 
same name, was vicar of Piiminster, and a the- 
ological writer ; he died hi 1696. 

m^OPAS, a sculptor and architect, of Parot, 
430 B. C. His most admired wwks wore a sta* 
tue of Venus, and the Mausoleum of Artemisia. 

8C0RZA, Binibaldo, a Genoese painter and 
engraver, wlio excelled in landscapes and ani- 
mals. He died in 1631. 

SCOT, Reynolds, a learned English gentle^ 
man, bora in 1545, and died in 1599. 

SCOTT, Dr. John, a learned and pious Eng- 
lish divine, wrote " The Chrisdan Life," and 
other works ; he was b<»n in 1638, and died in 
1694. 

SCOTT, Daniel, LL. D., an eminent EnglMi 
writer, chiefly on thecrtogical subjects, died In 
1750. 

SCOTT, Thomas, brother of the preceding, a

6C0TT, Thomas, B. D., an English cleigy- 
man, for many yeare preacher to the English at 
Utrecht, was assassinated in 163^.

SCOTT, John, a qnaker, eaOed the poet of 
Amwell, waa bora in 1730, and died in 1783.

SCOTT, Thomas, D. D., an English divtoe,

8CUDBRI, Madeiatne de, riaier of the pre- 
ceding, bom at Havre de Grace, in 1607, became 
very eminent for her wit and her writing ; abe 
died In 1761. 

8CULTETU8, Abraham, profemor of tlie- 
ology at Heidelberg, and a deputy from the 
onivenlty to the Synod of Dort. He died in 
I6EW. 

8CYLAX, a geographer, of Caria; who waa 
employed by Dariua in visiting and making ob- 
aervattonaln India, 58S B.C. The inventiou 
of geographical tablaeis attributed to bim. 

8EABURT, Bamnel, D. O., an opiaeopal 
cleigyman, Mahop of Connecticut, and the lint 
dlooeean In the United Statee, publiabed two 
volumes of bla sermons, and died in 1796. 

SEAMAN, Lazarus, D. D., an Engliah cler- 
gyman, diatinguiabed for his exertions in favour 
of tbe parliament, during the civil wars. He 
waa one of the divtnea of tbe Weatminster 
assembly, and died in 1075. 

8EBA, Albert, author of a valuable work on 
Natural History, was bom in East Priesland. 

SEBASTIAN, Una of Portugal, aueceeded 
his grandfather John Ul. on the thnme, in 1557. 
He was unfortunate in hia warn, and wasAnally 
killed in tbe battle with the king of Morocco, 
In 1578.

SELIM I., eon of B^jaaet U., aseteded the 
throne of Turkey, aftor poisoning his fother, ^rf 
destroying his elder brother. He marched ajcaiaat 
Eorpt, and deatroyed the power of the Mame- 
lukes, and waa equally sueeeasful afninst tbe 
Peniana, but died while prMariog to sufce war 
against the Christians, in law. 

SELIM II., grandson of the proeadiag, suc- 
ceeded bis father Solyman 11., on the throne. In

SENECA, Lttcins Anmeus, a native of Oar- 
dttba, celebrated as a pleader and orator In the 
Bonian fbrum.

BENN ACHBRIB, a Syrian king, whose army, 
when besief^ng Jerusalem, waa struck with a 
peatilence and deacroved. He escaped, and was 
afterwards killed bv his eona, 710 B. C. 

8ENNERTUS, Daniel, an eminent nhystdan 
and medical writer, of Germany, diea in 1837, 

SENNEBTUS, Andrew, son of the preceding, 
pto fe s p or ot oriental Uteratnre at Wlttemberg, 
died in 1819, aged 84. 

BEPULVEDA, John Genea de, a Spanish 
writer, bistoringrapber to Cbaries V., known 
Ibr his nttemplM vindication of the cruelties of 
the Spaniards aninst the Indiana, in answer to 
de la Cases, died In 1578.

SBBGEANT, John, an American e«eigyman, 
and a miaslonaiy among the Indiana, at stock- 
bridge, Mass., died in 1749. 

SER6BANT, JonaOan Dickinson, an emi 
nent lawyer, and member of congreas during 
the revolutionary struggle, died at Philadelphia, 
in 1799:

SERV ANDONI, John Nicolas, a distlninlsh- 
ed painter and architect, of Florence, died in 

8ERVETUS, Michaelt * ""^ Ingenious and 
learned Spaniard, was oumt at the suke, hi 
1553, aged 44. He waa first a physician and 
then a divine. 

SERVIUS, Honomtus Manms, a Latin gram- 
marian, anihor of n Commentaiy on Viiiil In 
the 4th century. 

SERVIUS TULLIUS, elxih king of Rome^ 
celebrated fbr his laws, on the subjects of rank 
and property. He waa murdered by bla son-bi- 
law, the second Tarqnin, 534 B. C. 

6ESO0TRI8, a fabntous king of Egypt, Who 
Is said to have extended his conquests over va- 
rious parts of the world. He w supposed to 
have destroyed himself, when oppressed with 
age and infirmity. 

SESSA, aa Indian philoeopher, who Is said 
to be the inventor of the game of cbesa. Tha 
king of India was so pleMed with his wisdom, 
that he conferred on blm the highest bonoun of 
his kingdom. 

SESTO, Cniare de, aa eminent painter, of 
Milan, flourished about the beginning of the 
16t h cent ury. 

8E1TLE, Elkanah, an Engllah dramatte 
poet, died in 1794, aged 76. 

SEVERITS, Lucius Sentimina, a Roman em- 
peror after Pertinaz ; he died In Britain, In 911. 
Two other emperora of the same name periabed 
by the hands of their enemies. 

6EVERU8, Cassina, a Roman orator, bankb- 
ed by Augustus, on account of the severity cf 
his satirical declamatlona. 

8EVERU8, Sulpitlus, a blatorian, author of 
** Riatoria Sacra," and called the Christian 8aK 
lust ; be died In 490. 

SEVERUB, L. Oomellns, a Latin poet,ln tbo 
age of Augustus. 

BEVERUS, a heietlc of tbeSd eentory, who 
maintained the existence of a good and aa evil 
principle. 

SEvlER, John, an officer of the revolutloBaiy 
army, afterwards a member of congress, and 
governor of Tennessee, died in 1815. 

SEV16NE. Marie de Rabutin, marqnlae de, 
a French lady, celebrated for her wit, and her 
wisdom. She left letters on various subjecta^ 
written In an inimitable style, and died in 1096| 
aged 70. / 

SBVIN, Ftancis, keeper of the MBS. hi thd 
library of the king of France, wrote several 
works, and died in 174L 

SEW ALL, Samuel, a native of England, 
came to America In 1861, and after boMIng 
several Important offices In Massac buaetts. waa 
made cbief-Justioe of the colony, In 1718; ho 
died In 1790. 

SEWALL, Joeepb, D. D., son of the pro- 
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cfding, minister in B^ton, of respectable attaln- 
nieiiU, died in 1769. 

^EWAIili, Stephen, born in Manachutetts, 
in 1702, viraa a judge and chief-jiiatice of tbe 
colonv; be died in 1760. 

8£W Alili, Samuel, LL. D., an eminent law- 
yer, of MamachuflAtts, wae a member of con 
grew from that i!>iate, and ehlef-jiuMice of 'tbe 
rapreoie coart, and died in 1814. 

HEWAIjL, Stephen, profeseor of the Hebrew 
language in Haxvard college, died in 1804. He 
wrote a Hebrew Grammar, and a Dictionary of 
the Chaldee Tongue. 

SKWALL, Samuel, brother of the preceding, 
was diBtinitaiahed as an ingenious architect. He 
died in 1815. 

SEWARD, Thomas, an English divine of 
most excellent character, born in 1708, and died 
In 1790. 

SEWARD, Anna, anexcellent English poetess 
died in 1809, aged 66. 

SEWARD, William, an English gentleman, 
who had a peculiar taste for making bio^raphl 
cal sketches of eminent characters in different 
ages and countrira. He died in 17^*9, aged 53. 

seWELL, William, a Dutch quaker, bom 
in 1654, and died in 1730. He wrote a History 
of the Rise and Progress of the Peoj^e called 
Quakera, and other books. 

8E WELL, Georce, an English dramatic poet, 
physician, and mi»cellaneous writer, died in 
1726. 

8EXTUS EMPYRICITS, a Pyrrhonlan philo- 
sopher, preceptor to the emperor Antoninus. His 
followers have received from him the name of 
Empvrics. Two of his compositions are extant. 

StfXTUS, a Stole pliiloaopher, preceptor to 
Lucius Vents, and to Marcus Aureliui. He was 
nephew lo Plut arch. 

SCYDLITZ, Frederic William, baron de, 
one of the famous generals of Frederic tbe 
Great. After dietlnguishing himself in several 
battles, be died in 1773, and was honoured by 
the king with a statue at Berlin. 

SEYMOUR, Edward, viscount Beaucbamp. 
and duke of Somerset, uncle and guardian or 
Edward VI., and protector of the kitigdom of 
Great Britain, was executed, on a false charge 
of high treason, in 1559. His brother Thomas, 
admiral of England, had sufl'ered on the same 
cbaree, three years before. 

SEYMOUR, Anne, Margaret, and Jane, dis- 
tinguished for their poetical talents, were the 
daughters of Edward, duke of Somerset 

SEYMOUR, lady Arabella, daughter of the 
earl of Lennox ; she married William Seymour, 
without tbe consent of the king, who caused 
them both to be conveyed to the tower; her 
husband made bis escape, but she died iniMison, 
in 1615. 

SFONDRATf, Frai«cis, a senator of Milan, 
and slate counsellor, and ainbaseador of Charles 
v., afterwards took orders,' and became a car 
dinal. He wrote the " Rape of Helen,*' and 
died In 1550. One of his sons became pope un- 
der the name of Gregory XIV. 

SFORZA, James, styled tbe Great, count de 
Conignola, a renowned warrior, bom in 1360 ; 
he was drowned in 1434. 

SFORZA, Francis, natural son of the pre- 
ceding, an able statesman, and renowned geoe 
ral, dTed in 1466. 

SFORZA, Galeaa-Marie, succeeded bis father 
Fraocia, as duke of Milan, in 1466. By his 
ferocity and debancbery, he rendered himself 
«npopiilar and waa assaannated in 1476. 
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SFORZA, Catbeiine, a natural daagbter of 
the preceding, waadhitiiigulshed for her faravcsy 
and presence of mind. A fter heroically defend- 
ing her dominions, fh>m repeated attacks, aba 
was taken prisoner, and died about 1500. 

SFORZA, Isabella, of the same family aa 
the preceding, was diatingutebed for ber leane 
iog ; she livMl in the 16tb century. 

SH ADWELL, Thomas, an English draantie 
writer, historiographer, and poet lauieat, bont 
in 1640, and died in 1603. 

SH A DWELL, Charles, a dramatic writer, 
in Ireland, of considerable talenta, died ia 1796. ' 

SHAKSPEARE, WUUam, the father of tte 
English theatre, tbe great poet of oauire, aatf 
the glory of the Britiu nation, was desoeodei 
from a reputable family at Stratford-on-Avoa ; 
he died in 1616, aged 53. 

SHARP, GraoviUe, a very learned and pknM 
man, bom at Durham, in 1735, and bted to tba 
trade of a linen-draper. He was the zealoos 
and effective advocate for tbe aboUtloo of Negro 
slavery ; promoted tbe distributUm of tlie Scnp* 
tures; arid was critically conversant wit^ the 
Greek and Hebrew languages. He died in 18UL 

SHARP, James, archbishop of Bt Andzew^a. 
bom in 1G18, and was aasaasinated, for bxt 
zeal in the cause of episcopacy, in Scotland, in 
1679. 

SHARP, Dr. John, archbishop of York, and 
eminent as a theological writer ; be died ia 1713, 
aged 69. 

SHARP, Thomas, D. D., son eftbe precedlnci 
was prebendary of Durham, and archdeacon of 
Nortimniberlaud. He died in 1758. Hiswiitinga 
are on biblical literature. 

SHARPE, Gregory, D. D., F. R. A. S. 8 ., an 
eminent English divine, died in 1771. He 



distinguished for bis knowledge of oriental Iftenr 
ture, and for his niunerous writinga. 

SHARROCH, Robert, aa eminent EneUah 
divine, prebendary and archdeacon of Win- 
chester, Ac., died in 1661. His writli^ on dif- 
ferent subjects were much esteemed. 

SHAW, Dr. Thomas, an English divine and 
antiquary, and author of travels or obaerva- 
tions relating to several parts of Barbaiy and 
tbe Levant ; he died ia 1751, aged 50. 

SHAW, Dr. Peter, an English physician, and 
editor of Bacon's philosophical works, died ia 
1763. 

SHAW, Cathbert, an Engllsb poet, of rvy 
humble oiigin, but of superior attainments, and 
Inferior to no writer of ancient or modem 
times ; he died in 1771. 

SHAW, John, an EngUata dergyman, died in 
1689. 

SHAW, Samnel, an English non-eonformlac 
divine and teacher, autlxv of some religloa?, 
dramatic, and other works, died in lOBd. 

SHAW, Stebbing, an English divine, bom in

8HERARD, or SHERWOOD, William, anj 
eminent botanist and antiquarian, of England, 
wbo spent the greater part of his life abroad in 
pursuit of his private studies, and founded a 
professorship of botany at Oxford : he died in 
i138. 

0HERBURNE, sir Edward, an English wri 
ter, and a distinguished loyallat in the civil wars, 
4l6d in 1702. 

'8BERBATOF, prince, a Russian nobleman, 
author of the " Russian History," adjournal/' 
and the " Life of Peter the Great," and other 
works. 

SHERIDAN, Dr. Thomas, an Irish divine 
and schoolmaster, died in 1738. 

SHERIDAN, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
an eminent actor, a lecturer on oratory, and an 
orthoeplst, died in 178B, aged 67. 

SHERIDAN, Rt. Hon. Richard Brinsley, eon 
»f the preceding, distinguished as a dramatist, 
a wit, and an orator, died in 1816, aged 65. 

SHERIDAN, Frances, mother of the preced 
ing, an ingeirious novelist and dramatic writer, 
died in 1787, aged 43. 

SHF.RLOCK, Dr. William, an eminent Eng 
Ish divine ; lie wrote many eontioveniiai hooka 
and nampbleiB. and died in 1707, aged 66. 

SHERLOCK, Dr. Thomas, bishop <if London, 
«on of the preceding, a controversial writer, died 
tn 1761, aged 83. 

SHERLOCK, Richard, an English divine and 
th^olMical writer, died In 1689. 

SHERMAN, John, a native of England, wbo 
tame to America In 1634, was a distinguished 
preacher and mathematician ; he died in 1685. 

SHERMAN, Roger, an eminent lawyer, of 
Connecticut, was a member of the first Ameri- 
can concress, one of the committee iliat drew 
ap the (Htclaratlon of Independence, and ai'ign- 
cr of that instrument. He was also a Judge of 
Uie superior court, and a senator in congress, 
from Connecticut. He died in 1793. 

SHERRINGHAM, Robert, an able divine, au- 
thor of the " King's Supremacy Asserted," and 
other works, died soon after the restoration. 

SHERWIN, John Keyse, an Eneiish engraver 
of uncommon abilities, died in 1790. 

SHIPLEYjJonathan, an English prelate, dean 
of Winchester, and bishop of Su Asaphs. He 
was the author of some poems, particularly on 
the death of queen Caroline, some sermons, Ate, 
and died in 1788. 

8HIPPBN, Edward, the first mayor of Phila 
delpbia, and one of the fint settlers of the state 
of PeniiOTlvania. 

BHIPPEN, Edward, LL. D., a diatingukhed 
lawver of Philadelphia, was a Judge and after 
wards chief-justice of the supreme court of 
Pennsylvania : he died in 1806. 

SUIPPEN, WlOiam, M. D., profeanr of ana 
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tomy in the Pennsylvania umventty, died In 
1808. During the revolutionarr war, he was 
appointed director-general of the medicul de- 
partment in the army. 

SHIRLEY, sir Anthony, a native of England, 
who. after travelling in the Low Countries, and 
visiting America, went to Spain, where be be> 
came a grandee of the kingdom, and admiral 
of the Spanish fleet He was the authorof se- 
veral volumes of Travels, and died in 1640. 

SHIRLEY, Robert, brother of the preceding, 
went with sir Anthony into Persia, where he 
settled, and became a favourite of the emperor, 
wbo gave him his niece in marriage, and sent 
him as his ambassador to Poland and England. 
He died in 1697. 

SHIRLEY, Thomas, of the same family as 
the preceding, was physician to Charles 11., and 
a phiioflophical writer ; be died in IfflB. 

SHIRLEY, James, an English dramatic wri- 
ter and poet of eminence, Iwrn in 1594, and died 
in 1669. In 1646 he published a volume of poems 
and 37 plavs. 

HHIRLEY, William, governor of the cokmy 
of Mah8aebu8etts,and afterwards of the Bahama 
it^laiids, died near Boston, in 1771. 

SHORE, Jane, the wile of a goldsmltb, In 
London, and known in history as the beautiful 
and accomplished mistress of the voluptuous 
Kdward I\ . She outlived ber beauty and po- 
pularity, and died in poverty, obscurity, and 
wretchednfss. In the reign of Henry Vlll. 

SHOVEL, sir Cioudealey, a gallant English 
admiral, bom about 1650, aiid perished by ship- 
wreck, in 1705. 

SHOWER, John, an English non-conformist 
divine, author of Sacramental Sermons, and 
other works, di«d in 1718. 

SHREWSBURY, EUzabeth, countess of, for 
17 years keeper of the unfonuuate Mary, queen 
of Scots, died in 1607. 

SHUCK FORD, Samuel, an English clergy- 
man, was chaplain to the king, and wrote a 
" History of the World, Sacred atid Profane,** 
and other works ; be died in 1754. 

SHUTE, Joeias, an ekxiuent and admired 
English preacher, died In 1643. 

SHUTE, Samuel, governor of the colony of 
Massachu6etts,in 1716. He returned to England, 
and died there. In 1743. 

SHUTE, Daniel, D. D.. minister of Uingbam, 
Mass., and a member of the convention that 
adopted the constitution of the United States / 
he died h) 1809. 

SHUTER, Edward, an excellent low come- 
dian on the London stage, died in 1776. 

SIBBALD, sir Robert, an eminent Seoth phy- 
sician, was profORSor of medicine at Edinbuigo. 
and projector of the college of physicians, ana 
of the botanical garden at that place. He died 
in 1790. 

SIBRECHTS, John, an eminent landacapa 
painter, of Antwerp, died in 1703. 

SIBTHORPE, Robert, prebendary of Peterbo- 
rough cathedral, distinguished tor Ua zeal fat At- 
vour of Charles I., died in 1668. 

SIBTHORPE, Dr. John, every learned aata- 
ralist, and regius professor of botany In theoal- 
versity of Oiford, died in 1790. 

SICINIUS DENTATUS, a warrior, sumaB- 
ed, for his valour, the Bomen Achilles. He 
fought and won ISl battles, and was murdered 
Inr Applus Claudius, 40S B. C. 

SICIOLANT£,GtrolanKMt distlngulahed Ita^ 
Uan landacape and hiMorical painter, died la 
15Sa 
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- BIDNET. H«iirx, ma EaglOgh iteteiinaii, the 
favourite Of EAwmtA VI^ and hb ambttnador 
to Fraiice,aiid afterwards employed In the reigus 
of Hary and Ellubeth ; he died in 1588. 

SIDNEY, air PtiUip, w eminent Bnglisb 
■Htfmanjgeaerai, and poeC^ bum in 1551, and 
«Ued fa 15BbI of a wonoii received hi battle. As 
lie lay bleeding on the field, and was about to 
drink some wine which hie attendants had 
brought him, he saw a wounded soldier, wlio 
was cairied Iw, loolc wishfully at % ^ imuiedi 
Mely ordered it to be given to him, adding " Poor 
fellow ! thr necessity is greater liian mine." 
SIDNEY, Algernon, an English patriot and 

fi>lllical writer, wmn beheaded in 1663, aged 06. 
e left behind him, " Discourws upon Govern- 
mant.*' a valuable work. 

aiDONIUS APOLLlNARIS,aIt<Nnan,ral8ed 
to the see of Auvergne against his will. Me 
was a piotts and exemplary prelate, wroteaome 
mlstles, poems, 4bc., and died in 1408. 

6ID0NIU8, C. CoUius Apollinaris, a very 
faigenious and learned ecclesiastic and epistolary 
writer on sacred and proTane history, bora at 
Lyons, In 430, and died In •kf7. 

SI6EBEBT, king of the Bast Angles, was a 
munificent prince, and is mentioned with great 
praise by the venenU»le Bede, for his learning 
and piety. He abdicated bis throne, and was 
afterwards aasassiaated, in 643. 

8I6BBERT, son of Clotaire I., inherited the 
kingdom of Austrasia. He was a valiant prince, 
and was successful against the Huns and other 
enemins. He was asuuslnated in 575. 

8I6CBERT the Younger, son and successor 
of Dagobert, in tlie kingdom of Austrasia, died 
in6S0,aged 90. 

SIGISMUNO, king of Burgundy, was taken 
prisoner by Clodorair, a son of Clovto, who 
threw him, with his wife and family, into a 
veil, to perish, in 523. 

SIGISMUNO, son of Charles IV., king of 
Hungarv, in 1386, and emperor of Germany, In 
1410. He prevailed upon the pope to call the 
council of Constance, in 1414, to settle the dlffi- 
eiUtiesof the church, at which be presided, and 
at which were present 18,000 ecclesiastics, and 
16,000 nobles; he suffered that council to bum 
John Huss, and Jerome of Prague, after he bad 
given them a safe passport. 

SIGISMUNO I., king of Poland, sumamed the 
Great, was elected to the throne in 1507. After 
vestortng the ancient elory of Poland, and es- 
tablishing order, he defeated the Muscovites, 
•ad the Teutonle knights, and died in 1548, 
igedai. 

SIGISMUNO II., son and sueoessor to the 
preceding, sut named Augustus, died in 1573. 
without usue, and was the last of the race or 
Jagellons. 

SIGISMUNO in., son ef John HI., king of] 
Sweden, ascended the throne in 1578. He died 
after a long but troublesome rsign, In 163Si. 

SI6NORBLLI, Luca, a very fine Floreiitiiie 
palmer, died in 1521, aged m,

general, and private minister of France, died in 
1787.

SILVESTER, Louis, an emioeat Freneli 
painter, ennobled by the king of Polaud, died l» 
Paris, in 1760. 

SIMEON STYUTE3, the founder of a sect 
of devotees, callod Styllles. He died in 461, 
aged 60, after having spent 47 years on the top 
of a column 60 feet high, exposed to the Inele- 
meocies of the air and the seasons, and oftso 
supporting himself for days on one foot. 

SIMEON METAPHRASTES, secivCary of 
sute to Leo, and to Constantine ForpfayroaeBk- 
tus. In the 10th century, and author of th* 
" Lives of the Saints,'* 4kc 

SIMIANE. Charles John Baptist de, marquis 
of Pianeze, died in 1677. He wrote a Treattaa 
on the Truth of the Christian Religion. 

SIMLER, Josias, an eminent and able pro* 
testant divine, of Switzerland, author of a» 
"Abridgment of Gesner*s Bibliotheea,** and 
other works, died at Zurich, in 1576. John, of 
the same family, distinguished as a portrait 
painter, died in 1748. 

SIMMONS, Samuel Fowl, an enAiaeat Bag* 
lish physician, settled in London, where be be- 
came governor at Sl Luke's hospital, and after- 
wards physician to the king ; he died In 1811. 
He wrote a Treatise on consuBafXions, and 
other works. 

SIMON MAOC ABiEUS, higb-priest and ruler 
of the Jews, 143 B. C. After displaying hto 
valour in repelling the Tyrians andSidoolans, Ui 
obtaining a confirmation of the independenca 
of his nation ftom the king of Syria, and de- 
feating the troops of AntfcKJMis Soter, be was 
murdered 135 B. C. 

SIMON, surnamed Zelocaa, an apostle of our 
Saviour, suffered martyrdom in Persia.

SIMON, Claude Francis, a punter, of Pari% 
author of "The Knowledge of Mytholofy,*^ 
and some comedies, died In 1767. 

SIMON,Tbomas, an eminent Englisb ea g>a > « 
In the age of Chariee I. His brotiMr Ahrahaoi, 
was celebrated as a modeller in wax. 

SIMON, Richard, a French critto, and ht*' 
torUn, bora in 1638, and died In 17l«. 

SIMON of Durham, a monk of Wliitby, and 
afterwards of Durham, in the reign of Klward 
m. He wrote a Chronicle, which was published 
by Hearne, and died about 1356. 

SIMON BT, Edmund, a Jesuit, born at Lan- 
nes, in 1603, was professor of philosophy and 
tliea4ogy at Rheims. and at Pont-a-MoiMsoa ; be 
wrote Institutes of Theology for the use of 
Schools, and died In 1733.

SMITH, Robert, D. D., an episcopal clergy- 
man, and first bishop of the episcopal church in 
South Carolina, died in 1801. 

SMITH, Nathaniel, an eminent lawyer, was 
a member of congrea from Connecticut, and a

SOLOMON, Ben Job Jalla, a native of 
Africa, son of a prince of tlio'country, who was 
taken and brought to America as a slave. He 
was ransomed lyy general Oglethorpe, sent to 
England, and ftom thence to his o«m country.

89 towns, which be gave to the pope, and thus 
laid the foundatioo of the temporal power of the 
Holy See. Stephen died in 757. 

STEPHEN Ill-t succeeded lo the papacy in 
MB, and died in 77S. 

STEPHEN IV., WIS elected pope after Leo 
HI., in 816, and died the next year.

SYLVIUS, Francis, professor of eloquenee* 
and principal of the coUege of Toumay, at Paris, 
died In 1530. 

SYLVIUS, Lambert, or VANDER BOSCH, 
a Dutch writer, author of the "Theatre of

He was a pagan, and a warm 
opposer of the Christian religion. 

8YMMES, W^illlam, D. D., a minister, of An- 
dover, Mass., died in 1807. 

SYMNUS, Thomas, a minister, of Bradford, 
Mam., and author of sermons, died in 1785. 

SYNCELLUS, a monk, of Constantinople. 
i9 793, author of a chronography In Greek and 
Latin. 

SYNESIUS, of Cyrene, an ancient father and 
Irishop of the ChriMan church, wbo flourished 
at the beginning of the 5th century. He wrote 
about 150 epistles on philosophical and polemi- 
cal sublects, which are in high esteem with the 
learned. 

SYN6E, Edward, an eminent Irish prelate 
bishop of Rapboe, and arobbithopof Tuam ; he 
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died in 1741. His fither, UDCie, and two toasJ 
were hishoM in Ireland. 

SYPHAX, a king of Numldia, who revolted 
from Die Romans to the Carthacinians, and to 
Afidrubal, whoM daughter he had married. He 
was defeated by MBHwnleia) and died in pdaon, 
901 B. C. 



TABOR, John Otho, a natiTe of Lusatla, be- 
came eounaellor to the landgrave of Heen Dam- 
•ladt ; he wrote several world on law, and died 
at Frankfort, in 1674. 

TABOUROT, Stephen, called Siear d€s Ac 
cordji, a French writer, bom in 1540, and died 
iu 1590. 

T ACC A, Peter James, a native of jClarrara,dls- 
tinguished as an eminent sculptor, died at Flo- 
rence, in 1640. His son, Ferdinand, was also 
an excellent sculptor. 

TACHARD, Guy, a French Jesuit, sent aa a 
missionary to Slam, in 1686. f lo wrote an ac 
count of bis voyages to that place, and died iu 
1694. 

TACITUS, Cains Cornelius, a celebrated Ro- 
man hiHtorian, orator, and statesman, who flour 
ished under Vespasian, Titus, and Domitian 
Ho was born A. U. 56, bot the time of his death 
is uncertain. 

TACITirs, Marcus Claudius, emperor of 
Borne, in 275, was a wise, benevolent, and pa- 
triotic monarch, and died in 276. 

TACK A NASH, John, an Indian minister, of 
Martha's Vineyard, cotemporary and colleague 
with Ilaacoomes, died in 1684. 

TACONNET, Touiasant Gaspard, an eccen- 
tric character, of Paris, known aa a player and 
dramatic writer, died in 1774. 

TACaUET, Andrew, a Dutch Jesuit, emi- 
nent for his knowledge of mathematics, died in 
1660. 

TAFFI, Andrew, an artist, of Florence, emi 
nent for his designs in Mosaic, which he learned 
and introduced from some Greeks. He died in 
1294. 

T.\LBERT, Francis Xavier, an ecclesiastic, 
and canon of Besancon, author of several ele- 
gies, and some poetical pieces ; he died in 1803. 

TALBOT, John, eari of Shrewsbury, a brave} 
and warlike Englishman, who distinguished him 
self in Ireland, and in the Wars with France. Hel 
was called the Achilles of England, and died in 
1453. 

TALBOT, Peter, a native of Ireland, almo- 
ner to Catherine, wife of Charles H., and arch- 
bishop of Dublin, died In 1682. 

TALBOT, Richard, earl of Tyrconnel, bro- 
ther to the preceding, was made viceroy of Ire- 
land by James II., and died In 1692. 

TALBOT, Charles, earl and duke of Shrews- 
bury, was distinguished aa the warm promotei 
of the revolution. He was afterwards viceroy 
of Ireland, and higb-treasurer of England, and 
died in 1717.

TAMERLANE, or TIHURBBG, or TllfCni 
the Lame, cham of the Tartan, who beeann 
fonnldable toward the end of the 14tb oentniy. 
He was the son of a shepherd, and raised him- 
self by his courage and prudence. He oblaiDed 
no many victories, that he boasted that he ba4 
three parts of the world under his power.

TARRANTIUS, Lucitn, a Roman, the friend 
af Cicero. 

TARTA6UA, Nicholas, an eminent mathe- 
naddan, of Brescia, and author of an Italian 
lianalation of Euclid, &c.; he died in 1557. 

TARTINf, Joseph, an admirable musician, 
distinguished fbr huperfcmnances on the violin, 
died at Padua, in 1770. 

TARUFFJ, Emilius, a distinguished land- 
acape painter, of Bologna, died In 1094. 

TASKER, William, an Enclish divine and 
poet, died in 180O, aged 60. He was author of 
several works. 

TASMAN, N., a Dutch navigator, who dis- 
eovered New Holland and New Zealand, In 
1643. 

TA8S0, Bernardo, an Italian poet, author of 
Amadls, in 100 cantos, and some letters which 
are highly regarded by the Italians ; he died in 
1S75. 

TASSO, Torqnato, the prince of Italian po- 
«|s, son of the preceding, died in 1505, aged ol. 
Bis works show him to have been a philosopher, 
orator, logician, critic, and poet, and excel- 
lent in every kind of composition. His life was 
a chain of miseries and woes. 

TASSONI, Alexander, a distineuished Italian 
poetj author of "the Rape of the Bucket," a 
mock heroic poem, admired in Italy for its ele- 
gance and delicate humour. He died in 1635. 

TATE, Nahum, a dramatic poet, bom at 
Dublin, in 1653, succeoded Shadwell aspoet- 
laureat, and died in 1715. He and Dr. Brady 
wrote a version of the Psalms. 

TATIAN, a native of Assyria, a writer in 
defence of the Christians of the primitive 
church, flourished A. D. 170. 

TATISCHEF, Vatsill, a Russian historian, 
who was employed thirty years in collecting) 
materials for the history of his country, and 
died before his labours were completed, In 1750. 

TATIITS, king of the Sabines, took possession 
or the Roman capital, but afterwards shared the 
kingdom with lUmiulus. He was murdered at 
Lanuvium, 743 B. C. 

TATIUS, Achilles, an aneient Greek writer 
on mathematics, and author of a romance. 

TAUBMAN, Frederick, professor ot belles 
lettres and of poetry at wlttemberg. and a 
ftvourite of the prince of Saxony, died In 1613. 

TAVANES, Gaspard de Sauiy de, a French 
general, who became an ornament to the mili- 
tary profesBion, and particularly distinguished 
himself at the battle of Rentls, and at the victo- 
ries of Jamac and Moncontour. He saved the 
Ung of Navarre and the prince of Conde from 
the massacre of Sl Bartholomew, and died in 
1573. His son, William, was governor of Bur- 
gundy, and died In 1833. 

TAVARONE. Lazarus, a distinguished Ge- 
noese palntei\died in 1631. 

TAYERNER. William, an Engliah dramatic 
writer, died in 1731. 

TA VERNIER, John Baptist, a Frenchman, 
fkmous for his travels, died in 1689, aged 84.

TAYLOR, Dr. Jeremy, bishop of Down and

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poet, from his being bred a waterman, wrote 
eighty books, and died in 1654. 

TAYLOR, Dr. Brook, a very aUe English 
mathematician, died in 1731, aged 46. 

TAYLOR, Dr. John, a learned dissenting 
divine, who, among other works, published, a 
" Hebrew and English Concordaaoe,'* a valua- 
ble work ; be died in 1761. 

TAYLOR, John, a learned English divine, 
a writer on civil law, and an anoquaiy. Be 
died in 1780. 

TAYLOR, Winiam, of North Carolina, re- 
markable only for longevity ; he died in 1794, 
aged 114. 

TAYLOR, George, a member of congress 
from Pennsylvanis, and one of the signers of 
the declarauon of independence. 

TEILO, a British saint in the 5th centniy. 
It Is said that he erected the church at Landalf 
into a bishopric, and founded a college at that 
place. 

TEISSIER, Anthony, a French writer, who 
left France for Ruada at the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes ; he died at Berlin, In 1715, 
leaving numerous and valuable writings. 

TEkELI, Emmeric, a noble Hungarian, dia* 
tingnished for his brave and continued oppo- 
sition to the encroachments of Austria, died in 
1705. 

TELFAIR, Edward, a revolutionary patriot, 
and governor of the state of Georgia, died in 
1807. 

TELL, William, an Illustrious Swiss patriot, 
and chief instniment of the revolution which 
delivered the Swiss cantons from the German 
yoke, in 1307. He shot an apple off the head 
of his son with an arrow, and soon after shot 
the tsrrant who compelled him to do it. He died 
in 1354. 

TELLIER, Michael le, an eminent French 
lawyer, and secretary m state under Lewis 
Xnl., and alterwaids chancellor of the king- 
dom. He is known as a zeakms enemy of the 
protestants, and by his Influence caused the rer 
vocation of the edict of Nantes, and the violent 
measures that followed. He died in 1685. 

TELLIER, Francis Michael le, marquis de 
Louvols, son of the chancdlor of France, was 
made minister of war at the age of 93, and 
afterwards secretary of state. He^nras a states' 
man of splendid talents, who devoted himsdf to 
the gtoiy and prosperity of France, and died In 
1691. 

TELLIER, Adrian le, a French lawyer, and 
member of the national assembly and conven- 
tion. He was sent to Chartres, In 1795, to en- 
courage a more fVee circulation of com, but 
met with such indignities from the populace, 
that he shot himself soon after. 

TELLIER, N. le, a fUthftil servant and 
constant attendant of the minister Barthelemy, 
In his exile and misfortunes, during the French 
revolution. 

TEMPEST A, Antonia, an eminent landscape 
painter, of Florence, died In 1630. 

TEliiPLE, sir William, an eminent English 
statesman, and political and miscellaneous wri- 
ter, died In 1700. 

TEMPLEMAN. Dr. Peter, an eminent phjr 
sician and medical writer, died in 1700. 

TEMPLEMAN, Thomss, an English writing 
master, who pubHstied engraved tables con- 
taining calculations of the number of square 
feet and population in the several kingdoms of 
the world. 

TENCDf , Peter Ooerin de, a French eedesi- 
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•fitiCf who was grand vicar of Sera, the eavoy 
of Prance, ai Rome, archbisbop of Kmbruit, 
and ol LyoiM>, a cardinal, and prime mluiater of 
Fraiice ; h« died in 17S6.

TENNENT, John, a physician, of Virginia, 
amhor of an Essay on Pleurisy, and tlie Vir 
tties of the Snake Knot, lived about 1736. 

TKNNENT, William, adiBtinguisbed divine, 
of Ireland, di*^ in Penns> Ivania, in 1743. 

TENNENT, Gilbert, a native of Ireland, son 
of the preceding, who came to America, wh« n 
young, and became a highly distingnisbed and 
usplul clergyman ; he died in 1765. 

TENNENT, William, brother to the prece- 
ding, was also a respectable and useful clergy 
man in New Jrrray ; lie died in 1777. 

TENTZELit'S, Andrew, an eminent Ger- 
man phvsician, in the 17th century.

TERRA880N, John, a French writer, author 
of a critical dissertation on Homer's Iliad, died 
In 1750, with the reputation of having been one 
of the beat practical philoeophen< of his age. 

TERRA 8SON, Anthony, son of Uie preceding, 
was also a distinguished advocate, and orofessor 
to the royal collt^ge. He wrote a " History of 
Roman Jurisprudience,** and other works, and 
died in 1782. 

TERR AY, Joseph Marie, comptroller-general, 
minister of state, and director-general of build- 
ings, in France ; and was a man of great in 
t»rity, loyalty and patriotism.

THEODOTUS, a tanner, of Byzantium, who 
apoatatized from the Cbriatian faith, to save hie 
lii'c, and founded a new sect, which dented the 
divinity of Christ. Another of the same name, 
was the head of a sect, which maintained that 
tlie Mesaiab was inferior to Melcliieedeck. 

TIIEOGNIS, an eminent Greeli poet, who 
floorished about 550 B. C. 

THBON, a Greek aopbiat, aothor of a Trea- 
tise on Rhetoric. 

THEON, a mathematician, of Alexandria, in 
the aeeof Tbeodoaius, wrote a Commentary on 
fiueiid. 

THEOPUANES, George, a historian and 
ecclesiastic, of Constantino^e, who was lian- 
iafaed into Samothrace, and died there in 816. 

TUEOPHANES, Prokopowitch, metropolitan 
of Russia, and a historian ; he died in 1738. 

THEOPHILUS, a writer, and bishop of the 
primitive church, born and educated a neatJien, 
and afterwards converted to Christianity; be 
died in 18S. He was the first who applied tlie 
term Trinity, to express the three persons in 
the Godhead. 

THEOPHRA8TUS, a Greek Peripatetic phi- 
losopher, and moral writer, of Lesbos, died 388 
B C. 

TiJEOPHYLACT, a native of Coaattnttno- 

ge, metropolitan of Bulgaria in the 11th century, 
e wrote a " Commentaiy on the Goopels,** k,c. 

THKRAMENES, an Athenian pbiloeopher, 
one of the 30 tyrants appointed by Sparta over 
Athens. He refused his assent to the cruel acts 
of his colleaaues, for which he was condemned 
to deatl», and took poison, 403 B. C. 

THERMES, Paul de la Bertha, k>rd of, a 
celebrated French general, who distinguished 
bimaeif in the wars of his eountry. fie was 
ainbaaaador to England, and died in 1503. 

THESPIS, a fkmoiis Greek tragic poet, and 
the first representor of tragedy at Athens. He 
carried his troop from viUage to vOlage In a 
wagon, from which they perfnrmed their nieees. 
Alcestiu was the first tragedy tbey penonned 
at Athens, 536 B.C. 

THEVEN01\ John, a French traveller. It 
ieaaid that he was the first person w1k» brought 
coffee into Paris. He died in 1607. 

THEVENOT, Melchiaedeck, librarian to the 
king of France, and a celebrated writer of 
travela, died In 1601. 

THIELIN, John Philip, a nobleman of Mech- 
ttn, distinguished as a painter, waa bom in 1618. 

THIENY I., kinff of France, ascended the 
tb ione in 6T0, and died in 601, aged 30. 

TOIEREY n. or IV., son of Dagobert III., 
waa taken from a cloister to ascend tbe ttarone 
of France ; he died in 737, aged 85. 

THIERRY I., son of Clovia I., king of Aus- 
Iraala, his reign was disiurlied by invaai<ms of 
the Danes, and quarrels with his brother ; he 
di ed in 534. after a reign of S3 years. 

THIERRY II., king of Burgundy and Aus- 
traain, and son of Cbildebert, waa engaged in 
qoarrels with his brother, whom be suffered 
to be put to death. He waa poiaooed by his 
vodier'in'law, in 613. I 
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THIERRY, Henry, an enahranl printer, of 
Paris, In the 15th century. His fiunily, fat 
severaiffenerations, were celebrated aa printers. 

THIERS, John Baptist, a doctor of the Sor* 
bonne, and profeasor of bellea lettrea at Paria, 
died in 1708. 

THIRLBY, Dr. Styan, a very Infenious aad 

learned English critic, and editor of tbe worka 

[of Justin Manyr, died in 1753, aged 61. 

*' THOMAS, St, sumamed Didyroos, waa a 

Galilean, and one of the apostles of our Saviour. 

It ui said that he sufiered mar^rdom in India. 

THOMAS, an obacure individual, who from 
a common siridler, obulned the cimimand at 
the troops of Leo, the Annenian, and on hla 
death, caused htmaeif to be proclaimed empe- 
ror, but waa executed in 823. 

THOMAS, James Ernest, aa eminent land' 
scape painter, of Ilagleatein, died in 1653. 

THOMAS, William, D. D., an eminent Eng* 
lish prelate, bl^op of Worcester, died in 1680. 
Be wrote an " Apolosy for the Church of Eng- 
land," and othet works. 

THOMAS, WUIiam, an Engilab clergyman, 
grandson of the preceding, dhrtingnlshed aa a 
man of learning, a writer, and an antiquary, 
died in 1738. 

THOMAS, Anthony Leonard, professmr In 
the college at Bouvals, was distlngnlahed as a 
writer and poet. He was secretary to the duka 
of Orleans, and died in 1785. 

THOMAS, Elizabeth, an Engliah poeteaa, 
known to the world by the name of Corinna, 
died in 1730. 

THOMAS, John, an Indian, of Natlcb, one of 
the first converts to Christianity from that tribe, 
died in 17S7. aged 110. 

THOMAS, sir George, governor of the col- 
ony of Pennnylvania, and afterwarda of tha 
Leeward Weat India islands, died in London, 
in 1775. 

THOMAS, John, a disdngnlabed AmericaB 
officer, in the wara with the French and Indi- 
ana, afterwards a mi^r-general in the revolu- 
tionary army, died aoon after hia appointmant 
to that ofBce, in 1770 

THOMAS, Joaiah, an Engliah divine, tod 
miscellaneous writer, died In 1890. 

THOMABIUS, Jamea. profeaaor of «!»• 

auence, belles letteia and pniloaophy, at LeipalCi 
led in 1684. Hia son Cbriatian, profeaaor of 
law at HaUe, died in 1788. 

THOMPSON, Edward, an Engliah naval offi- 
cer and poetieal writer, author of " The fSol- 
dler," "The Courtesan,*' and other llcentioua 
poema, died in 1786. 

THOMPSON, BeitJaialo, count Rumford. 
was born In New-Hampahire, becaroie a oolon« 
in the British army, and after peace, received 
the honour of knighthood. In the Bavarian aer- 
vice he waa lieutenant-general, and a count of 
the Holy Roman Empire, and died near Paria, 
ill 1814. He waa a member of many scientifie 
institutkms, and did much to pnmiote com- 
fort and convenience by hia mechanical laTcn- 
tions and pbiloaophieal dlacovertesi 

THOMPSON, William, a minister, of Brain- 
tree, Mas4 , died in 1088. 

THOMSON, Jamea, an excellent Britiah dia- 
matic and pastoral poet, bom at Ednam, in 1700, 
and died in 1748. His " Seasons," and othtr 
works, are Juatly admired. 

THOMSON, Df. WUUam, t miacellaiifMa 
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wrlior WMt editor, of Bcottend, died fm 1817J 
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THORE8BY, Ralph, an enliieiit Eoftiib to- 
fOgxm^bMt and aniiquaiy, dted in ITSS. 

THORIUS, Raphael, an emlneat French 
pbjilcian and mcdJcal writer, died of the 
pugiie in London, in 1CB8.

THORNTON, Boonel, an ingealoue Bnglieh 
poet, eesayiat, miaceilaneoiie wntCT, and trana- 
iator of Plautue, died In 1768L 

THORNTON, Mathew, a Judge of the eu- 
Bienie court of New-Hninpebire, was a mem- 
per of congress from that state, and one of the 
signers of the declaration of I n d e pendence ; be 
dted in 1803.

THOTNARD, Nicholas, a learned Frencb- 
nan, eminent for his Imowledge of bistory and 
medals, died in 1700. 

THRASYBULUB, a renowned Athenian gen- 
eral and patriot, who delivered bis country 
trom the yoke of the 30 tyrants, was killed 
304 B.C. 

THUANUS, Jacobus Avgustus, or THOU, 
•n eminent magistrate and htstorian, of France, 
died in 1017, leaving behind him a '* General 
nistoiy of the World,*' wrtttea in very dear 
and excellent Latin. 

THUCYDIDES, a celebrated Greek Ustnilan, 
•f Athens ; be wrote a '* History of Grecian 
Affairs in bis own Times ** and died 301 B. C 

THUILLIER, Dom. Vincent, a celebrated 
French preacher, author of " Letters on the Bull 
UnigenftuB,*' &c., died in 1730. 

THUNBER6, Cbaries Peter, in eminent 
Swedish botanist, the friend and popU of Lin 
BCtts. After spending several years in Japan, 
Ceylon, and at the Cape of Good Hope, in mak 
ing botanical researches, be was appointedpro- 
fessor of botany at Upsal, and died ^wut ITO9. 

TRURLOE, John, secretary of sute to the 
two protectors, Oliver and Richard Cromwell, 
died in 10^. He was a man of veiy amiable 
character, and exercised all pousible moderation 
toward persons of every party. 

TBURLOW, Edward lord, an eminent En 
gUsh lawyer, was attorn^ and solicitor general 
to the king, a member of parliament, and lord 
liigb chancellor of England. He possessed a 
Tigorotts, and active mind, added to close appH 
cation, which gave him a high rank among the 
px>fe86ional men of his dajr. He died in 1806. 

THY8IUS, Anthony, a Dutch philologer, pro- 
fessor of poetry and doquence at Leyden, and 
librarian to the univeraity, died in 1670. 

TIARINI, Alexander, an eminent portrait 
and historical painter, or Bologna, died m 1666. 

TIBALDI, Pelegrlno, an eminent painter, 
sculptor, and architect, of Bologna, was enno- 
bled by the king of Spain for his merit, and died 
in 1593. His son Dominico, was also distin- 
guished as an architect, and died in 1583. 

TIBERIUS, Claudius Nero, emperor of Rome, 
after Augustus. He disgraced himself liy de 
baucbery and cruelty, and died A. D. 37. 

TIBERIUS, Constantino, raised by his merit

TICKELL, Thomas, an English poet, ani

TICKELL, Richard, grandson of the (brmer, 
a distingulslied wit and poet, and autlMW or 
several works, died in 1793. 

TIDEMAN, Philip, a painter, of Hambuig , 
died in 1705. 

ITEDEMANN. Dietrich, a native of Bremen, 
was professor or Greek and Latin at CasseU 
and afterwards of i^iiloeophy at Marpurg. Hie 
writings possess great merit, ami indicate deep 
erudition. He died in 1803. 

TIGNY, G. de. a French natnralict, author 
of a valuable "Natural History of Insects," 
died in 1803. 

TIGRANB8, king of Aranenia, who was con- 
quered by the Romans, but reserved bis donalr 
nirais by a Ivibe. Poiupey aftemards conquered 
bim, and sent htm in chains to Rome. 

TILINGIUS, Maubias, an eminent physi- 
cian, and medical writer, of Westphalia, die4 
in 1615. 

TILLEMANS, Peter, a distinguished fauid- 
sc^te painter, of Antwerp, who went to Eng- 
land, where ne was patronised by the greait 
and died there in 1734. 

TILLEMONT, Sebastian de Nain de, « 
French writer, born in 1637, author of "Histoire 
dee Empereois, et Eocleaiaetique;** he died In 
1096. 

TILLET, N. do, a distinguished French agri- 
culturalist. He wroteaeveru valuable works oii 
agriculture, and died in 1791. 

TILLI, John Txerclaes, count de, a Genoan 
olllcsr. who distmguisbed himself In the wan 
with the Turks, and with Denmark. Be was 
at the head of the imperial armies, and was 
mortally wounded at Ingoldstadt, in lOS. 

TILLI,Michatf Angelo,pliyBician to the paai 
duke, and professor In the unlvosiqr of Pisa, 
died In 1740. 

TILLOT80N, Dr. John, archbishop of Caii- 
terlmry, was the son of a clothier, and died fai 
1094. He published many valuable sermons. 

TliL£U8, a philosopher, of Locris, the pupfl 
of Pythagoras, and author of a Treatise on tte 
Nature of the Soul. . 

TIMAGENEB, a historian, of Alezaadria. 
He was a slave, in the service of Augustus, and 
bnrat his history of the reign of that emperor, 
when discarded ftom his protection. 

TIMOLEON, arenowned Corinthian genoraL 
and the deliverer of Syracuse ftom the yoke a 
Dionj'sius the tyrant, died 337 B. C. 

TIMON, an Athenian misanthrope, who de- 
clared himself the enemy of the human ra«eu 
and said he loved Alcibiades, because be wooM 
one day prove the ruin of Athens. 

TIMOTEO, da Urbino,an eminent landscape 
historical, and portrait painter, of UrMno,tfM 
in 1594. 

TIMOTHEUB, a musldaa, of MUetua, aa 
thor of a poem in honour of Diana of 1K4 
Ephesians, died 557 B. C. 

TIMOTHY, the disciple of St. Paul, aadoaa 
of the primitive heralds of the cross. Be waa 
made first blabop of Ephesus, and is said to liava 
been stoned 10 death ibr oppodag the aroniri^ 
of Diana, A D. S7. 

TINDAL, Dr. Matthew, a meet cdebratid 
Eiu^lsh polemical writer, died in 1733L 

TINDAL, Nicholas, nephew to the preeed- 
ing, chaplain to Checnwich hoepltal, a Btatl^ 
lanooiu writer) frc « died to 17^^ 
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TINDALL, WUU&in, an EngUah divine and 
antiottary, and a mlBceJlaneous writer, died in 

TINSLLI, Tiberto, an eminent lilatorical and 
portrait painter, of Venice, made a knight of Sl 
ftlichacL by Louis XII., and died In 1638. 

TLNTORETTO, James, so called because be 
was a dier*8 son, for lits real name was Giaco- 
mo Robusti, a famous Venetian historical paint- 
cr^od iu 15M. 

TIPPOO 8AIB. succeeded his father Hyder- 
Ally, as king of Mysore, and of the Mahrattas, 
dutinguishcd by his hostility and opposition to 
the Great Mogul, and to the English. He was 
the patron of literature and the arts, and was 
killed by tlie British, in the storming of Beringa- 
pataui, about 1799. 

TIR.ABOSCUi, Jerome, a learned Jesuit, was 
professor of rhetoric at Mfllan, and librarian to 
the duke of Modena. He wrote a " History of 
Italian Literature from the days of Augustus," 
a work of greai merit, and died in 1794. 

TIRAQuEAU, Andrew, an eminent French 
lawyer, counsellor of the parliament of Botir- 
deaui, and afterwards of Parts ; he was a vo- 
luminous writer, and died in 1574. 

TISSOT, 8. A. D., a celebrated physician and 
medical writer, of Switzerland, died In 1797. 

TITIAN, or TITIANO, a celebrated ItaUan 
painter, died in 1578. 

TITLY, Walter, an Eiiglisb writer, and an 
ambassador to Copenhagen, died in 1754. 

TITON DU TILLOT, Everard, a French 
Jesuit, distinguished for his learning, and for a 
orazen Parnassus, which he planned and erected 
tn honour of Louis XIV. ; he died in 1702. 

TITUS, a Greek disciple of Sl Paul, con 
verted by him to Christianity, and made bishop 
of Cret& where he died. 

TITCS VESPASIAN, a Roman emperor, 
son of Vespasian, who once exclaimed, " I have 
lost a day !" because he could not recollect that 
be had done any remarkable good action on that 
day. He died A. D. 81. 

TIXIER, John, lord of Ravlsy, called also 
RAVISIUS TEXTOR. an elegant French scho- 
lar, and miscelUmeotts writer, died in 1988. 

TOALDO, Joseph, an Italian ph^ddan, and 
teactier of mathematics In the university of 
Padua ; he published Journals on Astronomy 
and Meteorology, and died in 1797. 

TOBIN, John, a solicitor in London, and a 
dramatic writer, died In 1804. 

TODD, Hugh, D. D., an English divine, author 
of a ** Deeeriptiou of Sweden,'* and other works, 
died about 1710. 

T01RAS, John Caylard de St. Bonnet, mar- 
quis de, a distinguished French general, was 
marshal of France, and afterwards a general in 
the army of (he duke of Savoy ; he was killed 
In the Bfilanese, in 1636. 

TOLAND, John, a very ftunooa political, 
polemical, and miscellaaeotts writer, and anti- 
quary, died to 1783. 

TcSlLET, BUzabeth, an EagUah lady, emi- 
aent for her knowledge of mathematics, and 
the languages; she wrote some poema, tec, and 
died in 1754. 

TOLLIUS, Jaeobofl. a learned pbyaldan, of 
Utrecht, became professor of Grew and elo- 
quence, at Brandenburg, and died in 1690. His 
hrotber Cornelius was profesaor of the same 
branches at Harderwyck. 

TOLEBOf EI, Claudlo, bishop of Oonmla, was 
distinguished as a poet and omor, and as a 
ieanwd mia ; ha died la 1S57. 
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TOMKIN6, Thomas, a nnost endneal and 
{distinguished aitist In ornamental penmanahipt 
died in 1816. 

TOMPION, Thoaaas, a Bioat eodneiit EngUih 
watchmaker, died in 1696. 

TOMPKINS, Daniel D., ft>r many years 
igovernor of the state of New York, and after- 
wards vloo-presklent of the United States dur- 
ing the administration of Mr. Monroe. He may 
justly be rauked among the greatest and best 
friends of his country ; and his zeal and services 
in the war with Great Britain, deservedly ac- 
quired for bim the esteem of every section of the 
union. He died in June, 18S5. 

TONSTALL, Cntbbert, an Englfsb scholar, 
distiu^ulflbed for his knowledge ofmathematica 
and divinity, was made bishop of Losidon, and 
of Durham, and lord privy seal, by Henry v III., 
and died in 15S9. 

TOOKE, George, an English soldier, who, 
dttrins the civil wars, devoted himself to llteraiy 
pursuits, and to poetry ; lie died in 1675. 

TOOKE, Thomas, a learned English teacher, 
master of a school at Bishop Siortford, whidi, 
under his care, gained great celebrity ; he died 
lin 172L 

TOOKE, John Home, an English politician 
and writer, author of " Diveisiona of Puriey," 
fcc; he died in 181S. 

TOOKE, Andrew, a learned English divine, 
and professor ot geometry in Gresham college, 
died tn 1731. 

TOOKE, William, F. E. 8., was bred a 
printer, but at 97 obtained ordination, and be- 
came chaplain to the British ftetoiy, at St. P* 
texsbuigh. After many years* residence tliere, 
he returned to his own country, and passed a 
literary life: he died in 1880. 

TOPHAM, Thomas, an Englishman, oele- 
brated for great personal strength, died In 1749. 

TOPHAM, Baward, an English writer, pro- 
prietor of a periodical paper called the " World,*' 
and author of " Letters from Edinburgh," some 
dramas, ice.; be died In 1880. 

TOPLADY, Augustus Montague, a seaknia 
and able Calvlnisttc divine, died in 1778. 

TORF^US, Thoimodus, bistorioarapher to 
the king of Demnark, author of a Blsiory of 
Norway, and other works, died in 1780. 

TORRE, N.. a native or the Milanese, distin* 
gulshed as a oiymlst and a pyrotechnist It is 
said that be discovered a method of preparii^ 
[an unesttnguishable fire. He died in 1780. 

TORRENTIUS, Lavinus, a native of Ghent, 
eminent as a scholar, and as an ambansador, 
was made bishop of Antwerp, and died in 1505. 

TORRENTIUS, John, a very fine but im- 
moral painter, of Amsterdam, died in 1640. 

TORRET, Samuel, minlsier of Weymouth, 
for 50 years, died in 1707. 

TORRICELLI, Evangellste, an illusorious 
matbematiciaa and philosopber, of Italy, died 
hi 1647. 

TORT, Geoffrey, a profbsBor of philosophy tn 
the college of Burgundy, was afterwards a 
printer, and greatly improved the art; be died 
in 1550. 

T08CANELLA, FanI, an eminent astrono- 
mer, who Is supposed to have formed the fbsi 
idea of a passage to the East, by the Cape of 
Good Rope: he died abont 148a 

T0STATU8. Alpbonso, a doctor, of Sala- 
manca, and bishop of Aviila, distingolsbed for 
his eloquence and Us writing, died In 1454. 

TO^LA, ktaig of the Goths, defieated the 
troops of tho «Bpeior Jutiiiian, obtained poe» 
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•enion of IiaJy, Conlca, Bardloia, and Sicily, 
and Mckad Rome ; 1m wm aflerwanls kUled In 
battle, in 553. 

TOTTIN, John, aa domnt aad popular 
Kneliati preacber, died in 177S. 

TOULULN, Joshua, an EnclMi Unitarian 
clergyman, author of Um " Life of Sociniis," 
" Biography of Dr. PrlMttey/* and ocbar worki ; 
iie died in 18J5. 

TOIJP, Jonathan, a divine, and a Tery learned 
critic in the clamict, died in 1785. 

TOURXEFORT, Joseph Pitton de, a famoue 
Freoch botanist, and natural historian, died in 

i7oa 

TOURNELY, Honore, a disttnguiahed French 
•ficlesaastic, was profesBor of theology at Douay, 
and 9 popular preacher ; be died in 17S9. 

TC URRETl'B, Mark Anthony Lewis Claret 
dc ia an eminent French naiuralisi, who formed 
a valuable collection of insects and herbs, aad 
cultivated not less than 3000 rare and choice 
plants in his garden. He died in 1793. 

TOURVILLB, Anne Hilarion de Costentln 
de. a celebrated French admiral, who distin- 

Kiishad himself against the Algerines and Span- 
rds, and afterwards defeated the combmed 
fleets of England and Hollaad. He was made 
a marshal of France, and died in 1701. 

TOUSSAINT LOUVERTURE, a mulatto, 
«f 8t. Domingo, who rose to command in the 
French army under Rochambeau. He possessed 
unbounded influence over the blacks of that 
Island, and bscame the head of all power, civil 
and military, among them. In the exercise of 
his auttioriiy he formed a constitution, and 
adopted the wisest and most humane regula- 
tions. He was treacherously betrayed, and im- 
prisoned by the French, and died, not witliout 
suspicion of violence, in 1603. 

TOWERS, Dr. Joseph, an eminent Ei^lish 
dissenting niinisier, and an able writer in the 
various departments of theolofty, criticism, biog- 
raphy, politics, rnd law ; he died in 1799. 

TOVVNLEY, Charles, an eminent English 
antiquary, celebrated for his collection of verses, 
medals, and other antiquities, and for the taste 
and zeal he displayed in collecting them. He 
died in 1805. 

TOWNSEND, Joseph, an Engllsli clergyman, 
author of a "Journey through Spain," "A 
Guide to Health," aud several other works; he 
died ill 1816. 

TOWNSON.Tbomas, D.D., an eminent Eng 
lish divine, celebrated for his discourses on the 
four Gospels, and other religious works, died in 
ITlfi. 

TOZZETTT, John Targionl, an eminent bo- 
tanist and physician, of Florence, was pro- 
fessor of botany at that place, and a member of 
several learned societies of Europe. He was 
tiie first who Introduced inoculation into Tus- 
cany, and died in 1780. 

TRACY, Uriah, an eminent lawyer, of Con- 
necticut, and a member of the senate of the 
Uniied Butea, from that state, died in 1807. 

TRADESCANT, John, a Dutchman, who 
settled in England, as superintendent of the 
gardens of Charles i.. and aaown as one of the 
mat eoUactoia of medals, and objectaof natural 
ItiMory. He died in less. 

TRAJAN, M. Alninna Crinltw, a Roman 
emperor, celebrated In history for his mlM and 
equitable government, and for his valour in the 
Add, died In 117. 

TRALLIAN, Alexander, a celebrated Greek 
writer OD physic, flnuriataea atwot 580. 
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TRAPKZUNTIUS, Georgius, a Greek add 
Latin critic and commientaior, bora in Crel«, 
Biid died in 14B5. 

TRAPP, Joaepb.aa Englisb divine and poef : 
he translated Viigil's J3neid in blank verse, and 
died in 1747. 

TRA VER8ARI, Ambrose, a monk, born near 
Florence, in 1386. Be translated Diogenes La- 
ertius hito Latin, wbieb Is acknowledged to pes 
RSB some merit. 

TRAVIS, Geoige, an English divine and eon- 
trovendal writer, was arcJideacon and preben- 
(dary of Chester, and died in 1797. 

TREADWELL, John, LL. D., tienteoant- 
uoveraor, and govonor of the state of Co*" 
neciicut, died in 18S3. He was distinguished 
for his sound Judgment, strict integrity, and ar 
dent piety, and was a good dtixen and an up- 
right magistrate.

TWiaS, WilliaB, a distlnguiriied presbyte- 
rian divine, was president of the Westminster 
assembly or divines, and reecor of St Andrew's, 
Holbom.

TYE, Christopher, a celebrated oompoaerof 
oburch music, in the 16th oenuiry.

TYSON, Edwani, a dkttoguiahed Engliah 
physician, settled in London, Mcame physicfan 
to BetUehem and Bridewell hoaphals, and died 
in 1708. 

TYTLEB, Jamea, a learned Scotchman, one 
of the editors of the Edinburgh Encyclopedia, 
and author of aeveral valuable woriu.

VERuS, Lucius Ceionins Comniodus, son 
of iEHus, distlnftoished himself against the 
barbarians in tlie East, in the time of Marcus 
Aurellus, with whom he shared the throne. He

VERWEV, John, a learned Dntch author, 
dSed at the Hague, in 1690. 

VESA LITIS, Andrew, a celebrated Flemish 
tnatomiet and physician, died in 1674. 



VIBTA, Francis, master of requests to qaeen 
; Margaret, bom bn 1540, and died In 160S. He 
I was celebrated as a mathematician, and was 
the first who used letters in algebra. 

VIEUSSENS, Raymond de, a distinguished 
French physician and medical autlior. died In 
1715. ' 

VI6AND, or WIG AND, John, a Lnthemn 
divine, who was engaged in the publication of 
" The Centuries of Madgeburgh,** an imnortant 
work : he di«d in 1587. ^* «ip«roMi. 

VIGILIUS, an African bishop, about 484. Hn 
ably opposed the heretics of his age. 

VlGILlUS, made pope by the wife of Jos- 
tinian, In 537. He was afterwnids banished 
from Rome, and died in 5S5. 

VIGNES, Peter des, of Capua, rose tram ob- 
scurity to be chanceltor of the German empire. 
He was accused of an attempt ,to poison hie 
sovereign, for which his eyes were piU out. He 
killed himself in prison, in 1949. 

VIGNOLE, Jame» Baroggio, nn eminent 
Italian architect, died in 1S72. 

VIGNOLES, Stephen de, better known 1^ 
the name of la Hire, was one of the alHest ge- 
nerals in the service of Charles Vn.: he died 
in 1447. 

VIGNOLES, Alpbonsode, a French tbeotogl- 
cal writer, who, as aCalvinist, fled to Prueslaon 
the revoeation of the edict of Nantes, and was 
made director of the royal academy ot Berlin :

VlLLARSf Louis Hector, marquis and duke 
of, marshal of France, and one of the greatest 
generals of bis time, died in 1734. 

VI LLEFORE, Joseph Francis Bourgcdn de, 
a Frenchman, devoted to literary purauits, and

VILLI ERS, George, duke of Buckingham, 
ion of the preceding, a very distinguished states- 
nun, poet, and dramatic writer, died in 1688. 

VILLOISON, John Baptist Gaspard d* Ansae 
de, a learned French crluc and antiquaiy, |hx>- 
feasor of Greek, in France, died in 1805. 

VILLOl^E, James, a French Je&utt, who 
trcveiled into Armenia, and published Commen- 
taiies on the Gottoels, dec. ; he died in 1743. 

VINCENT, Thomas, an English non-con- 
formist divine, author of an " Explanation of 
the Catechism," and other reiigioua tracts, died 
in 1C71. 

VINCENT, Nathaniel, an English dinenting 
divine, and author of sermons, he. : he died in 
1667. 

VINCENT, William, D. D., a veiy learned

and was very eoiiueut as a preacher ; he dieo 
in 1655. 

VINNfUS. Arnold, professor of law at Ley- 
den, and author of Commentaries on the Insti- 
tutes of Jnsnnian ; he died in 1G57. 

VIOT, Marie Aun Henrietta Payan de FEs- 
tang, of Dresden, a lady, so distinguished for 
learning and wit, and for the venatility of her 
genius, that she was honoured with a seat in 
the academy of Niymes, and died in 1803. 

VIRGILIUS, Publius Maro, the most excel- 
lent of all the ancient Roman poetn, was bom 
at Andes, near Mantna, 70 B. C, in the consul- 
ahip of Pompey and Crassas, and died 18 B. C 

VIRGINIA, daughter of Virglnius, was sub- 
bed to the heart by her father, to prevent the 
irlolence which Anpius meditioed against her 
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person. This created a revolution, about 4S9 
B. C. 

VISCONTI, Ennius Quirinua, an emlneot 
Italian antiquary, and writer on antiquarian 
subjects, keeper of the museum at Farts, died 
in 1818. 

VIT6LLI0, or VITELLO, of Poland, author 
of a Treatise on Optics, in the middle of tho 
J3th century. 

VITELLI, Paul, an excellent general, was, 
by the Florentines, ungratefully put to death, 
in 1499. 

VITELLIUS, Aulus, a Roman empemr. 
whose reign was marked by every species of tt 
centiousncss ; he was assassinated, A. D. 69. 

VITRINGA, Campegio, a naUve of Fries 
land, wan professor in the university of Fraaa 
ker, and a learned author : ho died in 1732. 

VITRUViUS, Marcus PoHio, a Roman arcbi 
tect, who flourisliod about 15 B. C. 

VIVALDI, Antonio, a famous Italian muai 
clan, died in 1743. 

VIVARFIS, Francis, a moat Ingenioua and 
celebrated landscape engraver, died in 1780. 

VIVENSi, Francis de, a French phyaidan, 
and an author, died lu n80. 

VIVE^i John Lewis, a learned Spaniard, wha 
wrote some theological and other works, and 
died in 1540. 

VIVI ANI, Vincent, a famous matbematiclaa, 
of Florence, and author of many valuable 
works. He was the pupil and friend of Galileo, 
and died in 1703. 

VIVIEN, Joseph, a painter, of Lyons, diet 
in 1735. 

VLODOMIR, grand duke of Russia, was da 
baucbed in his youth, but In 989 he embracer 
Christianity, and was regarded, oiler his death, 
by his subjects, as an apostle and a saint. 

VOETIUS. Gisbert, a learned divine, profet 
Hor of theology and of oriental language^ a 
Utrecht, for 40 years, died in 1677. His son 
Paul, was professor of law at Utrecht, and au 
thor of some valuable works ; he died in 1667. 
John, the son of Paul, was professor of law at 
Leyden, and died in 1714. 

VCKSLERUS, Valentine Henry, a physician, 
and medical writer, of Helmstadt, died in 1677. 

VOIGT, Godfrey, a learned Lutheran di- 
vine, born at Misnia, and died at Hambncgh; In 
1682. 

VOISCNON, Chartea Henry de Fusee de, n 
French ecclesiastic, who left his profession woti 
became a dramatic writer ; he died in 1775. 

VOISIN, Joseph de, of Bourdeaux,. a divina

VOISINT Daniel Francis, counsellor of the

VOLM AR, Isaac, a German statesman, who 
was ambassador at the oonferenoee before the 
peace of Westphalia; be died In 1662. 

VOLNRY, Confstantine Francis Chassebenf 
de, adistinguisbed and votuminoua Frenoh wri- 
ter, died in 18(13. 
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VOLTAIRE, Mat-eFrancb Aruuel de, gen 
tieoian of \he bedclunitMsi, and hi«torlotn-aphcr 
to the klug of France, a nioai celebrated French 
hiBioriao, pliiloboplier, dramatic writer, and 
epic poet, died iu 1788. 

VON DEL. JiiBLus, or Joase du, a Dutch poet, 
of very couuderable eminence, died tn 167V, 
aged 91. 

VOPISCUS, Flavins, a By racusan, who lived 
in the reign of Dioclcaian, author of the lives 
of Aurellan, Tacttus, &c. 

VORSTIUS, Conrad, a learned German pro- 
teataiK divine and polemic writer, died in 10S3. 
VORSTIUS, iE'ius Everard, professor of 
medicine at Leyden, died in IG24. 

\OKTIGERN, a renowned British chief, 
who, for his valour, was elected king of South 
Britain. He was burnt in a castle wliich he had 
built in North Wales, in 484. 

VOB, Martin de, a historical palntar, of Ant- 
werp, died in 1604. 

V06S1US, Gerard John, • very learned pro- 
fessor of chronology and eloquence, at Leyden, 
and of history, at Amsterdam, where be died 
In 1649. 

VOSSIUS, Francis, brother of the preceding, 
author of a poem on a naval victory obtained 
by Van Tromp, died in 1645. 

VOSSIUS, Dionysius, son of Gerard John, 
eelebrated for his learning, though he died at 
the age of 32, in 1633. 

VOSSIUS, Isaac, younger brother of thepre- 
eedi^ a man of great learning, died in 1688. 

VwSIUS, Gerard, another brother, was emi- 
nent as a critic, snd died in 1640. Matthew, 
also a brother, wrote a valuable " Chronicle ofl 
Holland,*' and died in 1646. 

VOSSIUS, Gerard, a Roman eathollc divine, 
died at Liege, In 1609. He edited and enriched 
with notes, the works of Gregorv Thaumatur- 
gus, Ephrcm Syrus, and some pieces of Chry- 
aostom and Tbeodoret.

WALKER, Clement, celebrated for his deter- 
mined opposition to Cromwell's authority. He 
jdied in the tower. In 1651. 

WALKER, Edward, an English atithor, was 
made secretary at war to Charles I., in 1639, 
and at the restoration, a clerk of the pri\7 
council ; he died in 1670. 

WALKER, Adam, a lecturer in philoaophy, 
bom in Westmoreland, and bred a weaver. He 
led some time as writing-master and ac- 
countant at Macclesfield, and afterwards Ua- 
vellcd as a lecturer.

WASHINGTON, Geoige, a most eonaum- 
mate general, statesman and patriot ; one of Itie 
founders of the American republic ; the fliat 
president of the federal government ; and one 
of the few who have been great, without being 
criminal. He died in 1799, aged nearlv 68. Bia 
fame is imperishable. 

WASHINGTON, William, a remote rela- 
tive of the preceding, was also a distinguished 
officer of the revoluuon. He died In 1810. 

WASSR, Christopher, author of a traoalatioo 
of Grotius' Catechism into Greek verse; he 
died in 1690. 

WATELET, Claude Henry, a French au- 
thor, member of the academy, and of several 
foieign Ipamed societies ; he died in 1786. 

WATERLAND, Dr. Daniel, an eminent 
,En;;liah divine and polemical writer, died in 
1T40. 

WATERLOO, Anthony, a native of Utrecht, 
eminent as a painter in ttie 16th century. 

WATRIN, Henriette, Helen, and AgatJia, 
three sieters of Verdun, who perished on the 
hcalfold, in 1703, for strewing flowers In the 
way of the king of Prussia as he entered their 
tow^n. 

WATS, Gilbert, D. D., of Yorkshire, trans- 
lated into English "Davila's History of the 
l^ivil Wars," and died in 1657. 

WATSON, John, an English divine, author of 
a Latin tragedy called Absalom ; be died in ISeM. 
WATSON, Thomas, M. A., an Engliah non- 
conformist divine, and theological writer, died 
in 1G73. 

W ATSON, James, a native of Aberdeen, emi* 
nent as a painter, died in 17S8. 

WATSON, David, M. A., of Brechin, In 
Scotland, was professor of philoaopy at Sl An- 
drews, and author of a prose translation of 
Horace. He died a victim to licentious habits, 
in 1756. 

WATSON. Robert, was professor of logic, 
rhetoric, and belles letters, at St Andrews, and 
afterwards principal of the college. He wrote 
a History of the Reign of Philip 111. of Spain, 
and died in 1780. 

WATSON, John, an Engliah divine, and au- 
thor of a " History of HaliAiz," died in 1783. 

WATSON, colonel Henry, a celebrated engi- 
neer in the service of the East India Company, 
and of eminent skill in naval arcfaJtecture, died 
in 1786. 

WATSON, Henry, a native of London, emi- 
nent as a lecturer in anatomy, and as a medica] 
writer ; he died in 1793. 

WATSON, sir William, an eminent physi- 
cian, of London, author of various tracta on 
electricity ; he died in 1787.

WYTMAN, Matthew, an eminent Dutch 
palDter of landscanes, animals, and conveisa- 
lions ; he died in 1687.

XAUPI, Joseph, a French eocJesltttie and 
author, who died in 1778. 

XA YIER, Jerome, a Jesuit, who was a mission- 
ary in tbe nast Indies, and died at Goa, in 1617. 

XEN0(:RATES, a celebrated Greek philoso- 
Bhen who died 314 B. C. 

XENOPHANBS.a Groek philoeopher in the 
age of Socrates. 

XBNOPUON, an llhistrious Athenian philo- 
ao^er, soldier and historian ; he died in the 
lOotb Olympiad, leaving behind him many ez- 
ceOoat works. 

XENOPHON of Ephesns, the antbor of a 
romance in 5 books ; he flonriahed In the bcfin- 
bIm of the 4th century. 

XERXBS I., king of Persia, memorable for 
the great army with which lie entered Greece, 
amounting to 5,883,390 souls, exclusive of wo- 
nen, eunuchs, and other attendants This 
multitude was stopped at Therroopyto by the 
valour of 300 Spartans under king Leonidas. 
He was murdered in his bed, 464 B. C. 

XiMENES, Frauds, archbishop of Toledo, 
eminent as a statesman, warrior, and patron of 
learning ; he was at the headof the Spanish go 
vemment many years, and died in 1517- 

XIMENES, Roderick, a native of Navam>, 
and author of a Spanish history was archbishop 
af ToIedOjabout 19S0. 

XIMENsS, Joseph Albert, a Spaaish eecie- 
alasiic, prior enteral of iheConiieUtei; hodiod 
toJl744. 



YALDEN, ThOBUUi, an English divine and 
poet, died in 1736. 

YALE, BUhu, a native of Connecticut, who 
aecuttiulated a large fc^une, in the East Indies, 
.went to England, and became governor of the 
[East India company. He was a lilieral bene- 
factor of the college in New Haven, that bean 
his name, and died in 1721. 

YART, Anthony, a French divine and a poet* 
bom in 1709. 

YATES, Robert, chief-Justice of the state of 
New York, died in 1801. 

YEAM.ANS, sir John, governor of the ocrfony 
of South Carolina ; was removed from office^ 
but resided in the colony until his death. 

YEAADLY, sir George, a prudenL humane, 
and faithful governor of the colony of Virginia ; 
he died in 16S6. 

YEAESLEY, Anne, well known in the 
poetic world as a self-inetructed votary of the 
Musee, and as the Hilkwoman of Bristol ; she 
died in 1806, leaving many poems. 

YORKE, Philip, earl of Hardwicke, k>rd higfa- 
chaooellor of England, and one of the ablest 
and most upright lawyen of the age : he died

YORKE, Charles, son of the precedtaig, waa 
made lord high chancellor in the room of lord 
Canden^and died suddenly, three days alter, 
in 1770.

On the death of Bottori, in 1386, he 
declined an offer of the crown, and died in 
1605. 

ZAIfPINI, Matthew, known for his writings 
in the cause of the league, in 1581. 

ZANCH lUS, Basil, an ecclesiastic, of Berga- 
mo, who wrote Latin poems, and di»d in 15W 

ZANCHIUB, Jerome, a native of Alzano, 
was professor of theology at Heidelberg, and a 
learned, benevolent, and pious man : be died 
in 1590. 

ZANNfCHELLI, John Jerome, a distin- 
guished physician and botanical writer, of 
Venice ; be died in 1729.

ZIEGLER, James, professor of theology 
and mathematics at Vienna ; be died in 154B.

ad member. He was coosplcuous as one of the 
flnt and most decided opponents of the encroach- 
neuts of the British ^vernment, on the rights 
and liberties of the cokmies, and as one of the 
■lost energetic friends of ttie revolution. He 
was a member of tiie eontinentai congrem in 
1776, and one of the signers of the declaration 
of Independence. He was afterwards sent as 
minister from the congress to Holland, and was 
acknowledged in that character by the sutes. 
While he retained that station, be rendered isa- 

Grtant services to his cottnuy bv procuring 
ins, and concluding treaties ofamity and com 
a»erce. Toward the close' of the revolutionary 
war, be was appointed, together with Dr. Frank 
lln, Mr. Jay, and Mr. Laurens, conunissioner 
for negotiating a peace with Oreat Britain ; with 
this view he repaired to Paris, where with tils 
coUeaguei, be liad the high honour of procuring 
the recognition of the entire independence or 
the colonies by that power, and of signing a 
treawofpeacetothatelibcL He was afterwards 
the ust ambassador from the United States to 
Great Britam. On the adoption of ttie constitu 
tlon of the United States, Mr. Adaois was chosen 
flrs( vice president, and on the retirement of ge- 
neral Washington at tlie close of his second pre- 
•ideutUl term, he succeeded him as president 
of the United Sutes. Mr. Adams has resided 
as a private dtizen on his estate at Uuincy, 
since nis retirement from the presidency. He 
has written an able defence of the constitution 
•r the United Sutes.

ALEXANDER, Paulowitz, emperor of Eus 
tia, Is tlie eldest son of Paul I. He was bom 
December S3, 1777, aod married to Elizabeth 
Alexiowna, princess of Baden, in 1783. lie 
asrended the throne in 1601, and was crowned

at Moscow the sane year. Thellratactaofhia 
reign, were disdnguisbed for thefar wisdom and 
lenity. He ordered the recruiting for the army 
10 be discontinued, the public taxes to be dimiiV' 
ished, the situation of the exiles to be examined, 
and their miseries alleviated ; he aboUsfaed the 
censorship of writings, and gave liberty to the 
press ; he corrected the adminiBtration of jus- 
tice ; established a uniformity of weights and 
meMures, throughout his empire ; encottra|;ed 
learning and science, aod patronised literary 
men ; and also liberally endowed schools ana 
universities, in different pans ot the empire. 
The invasion of Russia in 1813, by Napoleon* 
and the subsequent events which resulted in tlie 
defeat and dethronement of that emperor, are 
familiarly known ; they were such as greatly 
to elevate the character and influence of Alex- 
ander, and to place him fint on the list of Eura> 
pean sovereigns. Later events, however, have 
contributed fartJier to develope his character ; 
they have shown him haughtv, ambitious, and 
tyrannical ; the champion of legitimacy ; tha 
enemv of liberal princlplea of civil government, 
and toe decided opponent of reform. He is now 
the most eflldent member of the Holy AUianco. 
ANGOULEME. Louis Anthony de Bourbon, 
due d', dauplUn or France, Is the oldest son of 
Charles X.. king of France, and of Maria 
Theresa, princess of Savoy. He was bom at 
Versailles, in 1775, and in early life was distin- 
guislied for his mild aod amiable disposition, 
and for his studious habits. At the beginning 
of tiie French revolution, he emigrated with his 
father to the coun of Turin, where for some 
time he devoted himself to his studies. He 
afterwards commanded a corps of emigrants la 
Germany. In 1790, he married the only daugh- 
ter and surviving child of Louis XVI., his pa- 
ternal uncle. For several years he resided at 
different European courts, as the interest or In- 



wlien be visited England, where be remained 
until the accession of Louis XVIH. to tha 
throne. As lieatenant-general of the kingdom, 
he was taken prisoner bv marshal Grouchy, 
when Buonaparte returned from Elba, but was 
permitted by the emperor to retire. Since tiiat 
time he has only appeared in public, as com- 
mander of the French armies. In the late invar 
don of Spain. He Is heir apparent to the French 
throne. The duke and his duichess are said to 
be extremely devout, but n<H sufliclently tolerant 
toward the protestants of the kingdom. 

ANGOULEME, Maria Theresa Charlotte, 
dutcheai d\ is the sole surviving child of Loiiia 
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XVL, and £ili'aoeeo Maria Antotneue ; the mar 
Ited Ibe dnke In 1799. The unparalleled mis 
IbmuMi of her early ttle, have rendered Iier||Miid7 tbe 
melanckoly, hotli In appeaiaace and In raaUiy ; ' 
abe bu drank too deep of tlie bitter cap of 
•llUctioa, ever to forget It: and tbe traces of ber 
vnexanpled mieery, are prabably indelible. Bbe 
li bowever dietinguiibed for ber piety, beaevo- 
leaoe aad biunanity. Tbe evenu of ber life, 
an identifled wUb tbe btotory of France, aad 
•f Ibe revolttCioa. On tbe retorn of Baonapane 
ftom Elba, ebe retired to Boordeauz, wbere abc 
wae received witb ecrliiatioM ; but being af- 
tamranU deiertad by tbe inbabitante, ebe em- 
barked on board an En^iab veeiel for London, 
ftom wbicb place ebe k»kaed Louie XVIO. at 
Ghent ; ebe returned to Parle after tbe battle of 
Wateiloo ; aba baa bad no cbUdm.

BADBN, Cbarlee Louie Plederiek, duke of, 
I bom in 1786, and married in 1806 lo a cousin 
of the emprees JoeepbU>e, and tbe adopted daugh- 
ter of Napoleon. He Bucceeded to ttra dukedom 
ef Baden, lo 1810. During the wars on tbe con- 
tinent, be served with reputation, in eeveral 
campaigns under Buonaparte, by whom be was 
bigbly esteemed. The misfortunes of tbe em - 
feror, however, and tlic disascera of the Ruwlan 
campaign, led him to form new coonexioiis with 
tbe other sovereigns of Earope ; be Joined the 
allies, fought sgainst the emperor, and wm re- 
warded by the allies, with an accession of terri- 
tory. He Is one of tlie few German princes, who 
bBs given a constitution to his people, lounded on 
the same basis as that of the kingdom of Wii- 
temburg. 

BAILLIB, Joama, Is a single Jady, who re- 
sides chiefly la her native country, Scotland. 
Bbe isdistinguislied for her talents and writings, 
and hu published a series of plays In several 
volumes, illustrative of tbe strong passions of 
tbe mind. She has also writttm a collection of 
metrical legends of eminent cbaracters In one 
volume. 

BARBAULD, Anna Ledttej Is tbe daughter 
of the Rev. John Aiken, an Knglish dissenting 
clergyman, and wife of tbe Rev. &. Barbauid, 
master of a school in Norfolk. Bbe was bora in 
tlie year 1734, and was early Instructed in tbe 
Latin and Greek languagee by ber fbtber. This 
lady Is distinguished for Tier learning, as well as 
Ibr her numerous writings, which nave gained 
ber great celebrity. She Is now far advanced in 
life, and yet retains great vigour both of intellect 
and (df body. As a writer of prose, she has sur- 
passed almost every female of ber time, and Is 
3 oalled for elegance of diction, and soundnem 
sense, by few of the other sex. 

BATUURST, Henry, eari, was bom in ITOS, 
and succuedod his father, who was several years 
lord chancellor of England, as earl, in 1794. As

Be Is 
however, said to possess a nice sense of bonoor 
and of moral rectitude, and aa extensive ao- 
quaintance with literary and scientific subjects. 
BERNADOTTE, John Baptist Julhis, now 
Charles John, king of Sweden, Is tbe son of • 
citizen of Psu, in Beain. file was bmra January 
i», 1764, and after receiving a liaaiied educatkia, 
commenced his career, as a private soldier In a 
regiment of royal maxloe8| at tbe beglnaiag of 
the French revolution. His activity and valoar 
soon raised him from obscurity ; in 1792, be at- 
tained the rank of colonel, and tbe next year, 
that of general of bruade. From tliat time, bis 
rrputatlon as an cmca rapidly increased, and 
his promotion in the French service, conse- 
(tueiiily followed. He was appointed ambas- 
sador from France to Vienna, and to tlie Hague; 
commander-in-chief of the army of tbe west, 
and minister of war. Buonaparte made him a 
mar&iial of the empire, and gave him tbe princi- 
pality of Pome Corvo. He was also decorated 
with the order of tbe Eagle by tbe king of 
Prussia, aad with tbe insl^ia of eeveral other 
CI ders, b}- dilTerent princes. Until 1810, be wsa 
acUvely and successfblly engaged as a general 
oflicor, under Napoleon, aad maintained the i«- 
puiation of a brave, skilful, aad eflklent ooss- 
mander. Be was also distingulsbed no less ftar 
hi» humanity and moderation, than Ibr Us va- 
lour and energy. This fbct, so fweign lo tb« 
characters of tbe other Frendi marshals, en- 
deared liim to tlie people of those countries 
through which tbe vicissiindes of war led hba, 
and contributed in a great degree to bis preseni 
elevation. On tbe deposition of Gustavus Adol- 
phus, in 1810, tbe throne of Sweden was witb- 
out an heir, and he was selected by tbe principal 
inhabitants of tliat country, to suoply tbe va- 
cancy. Be was accordingly proclaimed bv tbo 
states of Sweden, crown prince of that kiar- 
dom, August, 18U, and adopted by Charles Xlll. 
as his son. On receivlug inteDigeiice of that 
event at Paris, be solemoiv renounced the catho- 
lic religion ; hastened his departure from France, 
land made his public entrance into Stockboim 
on the 1st of November foUowlnc.

BBRTRAND, eoant Henry Gratlan. Is des- 
cended fh>m a respoctable flunily in Tonraine. 
Be look the oaUi of fidelity to Napoleon, and 
served as a general of arullery in the camp of 
Bt Omcrs, m 1806. The succeeding year he 
was aid-de-camp to the emperor, and m ibatca- 
imcity, acted a distingulsbed port in moetof ttie 
campaigns of that period. In the batUes of Aaa- 
terliu, and Friedland, he signalized himself as 
a brave and skilAil general, and as a Arm fHciid 
of the emperor : and be so far succeeded to bis 
confidence and nivour, that he was named grand 
marshal of the palace. Marsbal Bertrand waa 
engaged in the memorable campaign of Russia, 
and the severe actions that ensued. He then 
retired with the emperor to Elba, and, while 
there, was bis confidential friend and adviser. 
On tlie return of Buonaparte from that island, 
Benrand accompanied him as his ftnt minister, 
was with him daring the Imporunt events of 
the " One hundred days,*' and after the battle 
of Waterloo, and the second abdication of the 
emperor, retired with him on board the Bellero- 
phon, to share the baaisbment of his sovereign, 
to the Island of Bt Helena. Too much praise can- 
not be given to the gratitude and fidelity which 
Induced this noble minded man^ to quit hb native by rdinquishing supreme authority in an adjoin* 



country, and all the prospects of ambition, that 
he might soften the captivity of bis fallen sove- 
Ki^n. 

BLOOMFIBLB, Robert, a diatiagulBhed Eng- 
Bsh poetical writer, was bom in the county of 
Suffolk, in the year 1776. His (kther was a 
mechanic of middling circumstances, and with a 
large family dependant on him for support; he, 
of course, was enabled'to give his children but a 
ttmited and common education. The death of 
this parent compelled Mr. RIoomfield, when a 
lad of eleven years old, to accept the employ- 
ment of a farmer's boy. In the intervals of his 
labours, his native genius prompted him to pe- 
ruse such books and newsrapers as came within 
bis reach, and even then, ne wrote a small po- 
em which was published in the London Maga- 
zine. He now turned his attention to poe- 
try during the hours of relaxation from lalMor, 
and composed nmny excellent pieces ; the prin- 
dpal of which, the ** Fanner's Boy,** as a de- 
scriptive poem, possesses sreat merit * It has fUl- 
ly established the claim of the author to the ti- 
tle of poet, and stamped his name with the ho- 
nour of genius. He has also published eongs. 
ballads, and other pieces ; and the *' Banks of 
Wye," a poem. 

BOLIVAR, Simon, Is tlie most brtlllam star 
In Colombian history, and indeed fai the history 
of modern revolutions ; and, to whatever it may 
be ascribed, whether to accident, good fortune, 
or personal merit, or to all combined, he has 
raised himself to an eminent station in the list 
of sucorasful heroes and remarkable men. He 
was bom at Caraccas, about tbe year 1785, and 
Is said to be descended of a noble and wealthy 
family of that place. After comirieting his stu- 
dies at Madrid, where he received bis edncatlon, 
he resided for some time at Paris, where bo was 
Intimate with Humboldt and Bonpland, and 
tlien travelled through England, France, and 
other countries of Europe. Before he returned 
to America, he bad formed the desicn of de- 
voting himself to the cause of South American 
independence, and he returned in season to 
join Miranda and his associates. Just as he had 
unfurled the standard of liberty in Venezuela, 
filing dissatisfied, however, with the general, 
system of measures parsoed by the patriot pony , | 



Ing state, for whose liberties be had been eon- 
lending ; and by declining to accept a present of a 
million of dollars, which bad been voted him, by 
the congress of Peru, for his patriotic services. 
There is reason to believe that he is almut te 
attempt the liberation of Brazil from tbe domi 
nation of a Portuguese djniaety. 

An American gentleman, in a letter from 
Lima, thus speaks of him : 

" General Bolivar, or, as he Is always called, 
tbe Llbertador, is about 5 feet 7, slender in his 
person, and, as the '* Hero of tbe Equator,*' 
which tbe Americans call him, might be sop- 
posed to be rather dark in bis complexion, ifls 
countenance, always of a serious cast, yet not- 
withstanding tbe mouztachio on his upper lif^ 
not fcrocioas, as many represent hbn ; his eyes^ 
dark bazel. are expressive and penetrating : be 
reads English, bat does not speak more than a 
few wor£i. Fr^seh be meaks flnently, though 
not correctly. Apologizing one day for mj 
imperfect knowledge of French and Spanish ; 
he said, " O, no matter, never regret it, your own 
fine idiom Is tbe only one wortn speaking ; all 
that is liberal, all that isnoUe, is to be found in 
that. It is the language of liberty.** Be talks 
a great deal, and with apparent frmdcness, and 
without premeditation. He seems fond of so- 
cial Hfe, and never balln a parn^ by going away 
prematurely, d&c On twooocasions f have been 
with him In large parties, once at a ball and 
supper, where he staid from eight in the evening 
m five in the morning talked the whole time ; 
at supper, gave toasts and made speeches, and 
after supper danced a wahz with a bandaome 
giri. At a breakfast on Washington's birth day, 
the day be selected for bis visit to tbe tVigate 
tJnited States, which lasted from eleven to threot 
he cave sevwal toasts Jind speeches, in one of 
which he exalted tbe United Sutes as Infinitely 
surpassing every nation of andent and modem 
timea, in knowing how to nnlte the most entini 
llberdr with tbe most perfect order, InteUigenee, 
and hberalinr. 

His ambition appears to tw of a lofty and fine 
description. He wishes to go down as the asserfer 
and founder of Sooth American Independence, 
and satisfied with an ample private fortune, dis- 
dains all aeecsiion of wealth.

BOYER, John Peter, prendentof the island of 
Haytl, if a native of St. Domingo. Of hie birth 
and early life, we are unable lo give any par- 
tlctttara. He Is said to be well educated, and it 
appeals that he must long have p o s sess e d eon- 
■Ideratde InJlaence in his native Island, as on 
the death of Petion, he was elected prerident 
of the republic, without opposition. Since the 
death of Chilstophe, he has extended bis au- 
thority over the whole island, and united all the 
Inhalntants under his government. Bojrer has 
recently procured, by negotiation, the reeoani 
tkm on the part of France, of the independent 
•overelgnty of the whole Island. So Ikr as we 
are acquainted with the acts of his admlnistra- 
#on, he has given evidence of a strong mind, 
and of talents fbr governing, which might be 
coveted Inr some of the mora legitimate sove- 
reigns of Europe. 

BRYANT, WUttam CuUen, a poet of eon- 
alderaUe eminence, was bom In the town of 
Gomington, Massachusetu. His tether was a 
respectable pbjrsielan of that place. After com- 
pleting his preparatory stuaics, he became a 
member of the Williamstown college, and re 
mained there two years. He then commenced 
Ills professional studies, read law In an office 
at Northampton, and settled as a lawyer in 
Great Barrington. His amiable character, and 
■ocial qualities have obtained for him the re- 
gard of a large circle of friends; while his pure 
taste and cultivated genius have excited adnii- 
ratfoa on both sides of the Atlantic. He now 
resides at New York, and to an editor of the 
Atheneum Magazine (1885.) 

BIJONAPARTB, madam Letttia RomaHna, 
mother to the late emperor of Frarice, was bom 
at AJaeelo, in Corsica, 1750, and In 1767 married 
an assessor to the tribunal of that island. On 
the death of her husband, she was left with a 
anmerous'famlly, and without a fortune. She, 
however, succeeaed In gaining powerful friends 
and protectors, to some of whom she was In- 
debted for the elevation of her thmily. On the 
invaAlon of Corsica by the Englisli, she removed 
to MamelUes, and from thence to Paris, where 
she resided until the downfall of the emperor. 
Ihiring the greater part of that period, she 
lived In all the splendour and luxury of a court, 
and received ftom the French people, that 
lioraaffe which was due to the mother of their 
•overeign. But the elegance which surrounded 
this lady bad no charms for her, and It was said, 
that she was constantly advising Napoleon to 
recollect, that the dav of trial might oome, when 
the dazzling glory with which he was encircled,' 
might pass away. Since the abdication of the' 
emperor, madam Buonaparte has resided in the'' 
states of the church, with her sons Lucien and! 
Jjouis.

As aoverdgn of the 
kingdom of Naples, he becmne subeervient,a» 
the views and policy of Napoleon. Re snppre^ 
mmI the rclijrtoua orders, seized upon their pit>- 
perty, and converted their lands to the pubHe 
use. He also abolished the feudal righta, and 
created a new order, caUed the orderorthe Twa 
Sicilies. HewasllkewlsoaecaaedofrcBlimingtB 
pleasure, hours which should have been dev o t ed 
to businesii, and of preferring a voluptuous ao# 
nstentatlona life, to the welfare and reqiect of 
hto subjects. Hto administration, however, was 
far from being either tyrannical or cruel, and hto 
people complained rather of hto prodigality of 
expenditure, and the burthen of the public tax- 
es, than of his vices or Injustice. In the yesa 
IMS, he was proclaimed king of Spain and tha 
Indies, by Napoleon, and he immediately quit 
led Naples, for hto new monarchy. The dvti 
wars which ensued in Spain, the interference of 
the En^ish, and the victories of Welliagtoiv 
caused his overthrow in that kingdom, and Ma 
retreat from it, in 1813. He returned to Fiance, 
and on the invasion of Russia, in 1814, he waa 
appointed by the emperor. Itoutenantfeneral of 
the empire, and commandant-general of the na 
tional guardi, and confidential adviser to tba 
empress Maria Louisa, then Invesied with tha 
regency. Being afterwards overpowered by tba 
allied army, he left the kingdom, and retired to 
Switzerland ; and on the final abdication of If a 
poleon, he came to the United States.

BUONAPARTE, Lucien, was bom In 1775, 
and went to France in 1793. He aras atfirH 
employed as a commissary of stores, in Bdglum 
and did not commence hto political career until 
1797. He was then sent a* a deputy to the coun- 
cil of Five Hundred, and, white a member of 
■that body, was distinguishad for hto moderation 
!and love of justice. Perceiving that the thea 
government was tottering, and that a ehai«a 
of aflkirs was apiwoachmg, Luciea wrote to 
hto brother, then in Egypt, advising him of tba 
ttaiaof piiiiat iB Fnaoa, iBd oiginihto vBiam. 
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ftod oa the aniTal of Napoleon, ho wted a priO' 
cipal part In the revolution which elevated hii 
brother to the first coniulBhip Hisfervioei on 
that occasion were rewarded by an appointment 
lo the miniitry, and by embaeaies abroad, in 
which he amaaed immenae wealth. He was 
■aid to have been opposed to the elevation of 
MapolooA to the throne ; in conaeqaence of 
which, a coolneaB ensued between the brotliers 
wlueh was so far increased by a subsequent 
marriafe of Lueien, that he was ordered to quit 
Prance. He retired to Milan, and afterwards to 
Bone. Sttfaeequently he embarked for the Uni 
ted Btatee, was taken prieoner by a British fri 
fate, and sent to England, where he continued 
until 1814. On the return of Buonaparte from 
£lba, he repaired to his assistance, and took an 
active part in the afTairs of tliat period. Since 
the abdication of the emperor, he has re^ed at 
Rome. He has been created prince of Canlno, 
by the pope. 

BUONAPARTE, Louis, ihiid brother of Na- 
{xrieon, was bom in the year 1778. He entered 
Tounc iato the military service, was with his 
brother in the campaigns of Italy and Egypt, 
and returned tnan the Tatter country wit^ dee- 
patches for the directory. When Napoleon was 
proclaimed emperor, ho was made a constable 
of the empire, and govemor-eeneral of Pied- 
mont. In 1805, he aucceeded Murat in the go- 
vernment of the city of Paria ; he afterwards 
took command of the army north, and on the 
4th ef June, 1806, he became king of Holland. 
Louts was distincuiahed for his mild and gentle 
disposition, and for his love of jostice. He made 
bis aflrainistration, so far as was in faia power, 
beneficial to Ilia people ; he diminiahed the tax- 
es of the country, aecretly encouraged trade, and 
teneraUy adopted aueh meaaures as acquired for 
Im the character of a good prince. His policy 
■o far interfered with the views of Napoleon, 
that he was compelled to rdinqnish the throne, 
and he retired to Oratz, in Styria, and afterwards 
to Rome, where he now resides. He has recent- 
ly ptibUflhed an intereaiing work, leUitive to faia 
teig n over Holland. 

BUONAPARTE, Jerome^the younger brother 
of Napoleon, was born In 1784, and educated in 
France. He went to Bl IXmiingo with Le Clere, 
as a lieutenant, and soon afterwards was ap- 
pointed to the command of a frinte. Buona- 
Cirte had so high an opinion <^ bis nautical ta- 
nta that lie made him an admiral ; he, how- 
ever, was aoon dissatisfied, and traaaferred him 
to the army, where he roae to the command of 
adiviaion. About the year 1801, Jerome visited 
Ibe United States, and while here, he married a 
Hise Patterson, daughter of a very respectable 
centlemao of Baltimore. Napoleon compoKd 
Mm to divorce this lady, with a view of marry- 
ing a princess of the house of Wertemburg. 
This marriage took place in 1807, and he now 
resides with nis family in the territory of Wer- 
lerabuif. under the title of count of Hontfort. 

BURR, Aaron, late vice-president of the Uni 
ted States, was born at Fairfield, in Connecticut, 
In 1749, and educated at Princeton collie, in 
New- Jersey, of which his father waspreeMleat.i 
At the age of twenty-five he was aid de-camp, 
to general Putnam, and he was afterwards Iieu> 
tenant-colonel in one of the twelve raiments 
«f the new levv. In the revolutionary war. 
During the whole of that war he was dlstin-' 
fuishM for bis bravery, talents, and liberality. 
At the close of the war he applied himself to 
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the bar, where he rose to the highest rank Of 
professional eminence. He was afterwards 
chosen a member of the United States senate 
from the state of New- York, and subsequently 
vice president of the United StatM. A dispute 
of a political nature, led to a personal encounter 
between cotonel Burr and general Alexander 
Hamilton, In which the latter was mortally 
wounded. This event, and a charge of high 
treason against the United States, for which be 
was tried and acquitted, have destroyed the cha- 
racter and influence of colonel Burr, and cast a 
stigma upon his reputation. For several years 
after the above event, he resided In Europe. 
He has now, however, returned to Amerka, uid 
resides hi the city of New-York. 



CALHOUN, John C. is a native of South 
Carolina, and was bwn m the district ai Abbe- 
ville, about the year 1781. Hhi father emigrated 
from Pennsylvania to South Carolina, anterior 
to the revolution, and was an ardent whig dur- 
ing that struggle. Mr. Calhoun laid the founda- 
tion of his classical attainments under the tuition 
of the Rev. Dr. Waddel, after which he became 
a student at Yale College, and graduated with 
much disHnotlon for his profieleney In metap 
phsnics, mathematics, and the sciences gene* 
rally ; and with a hitfh reputation for his talenui. 
At this period, Dr. Dwigbt foretoM the political 
eminence which he would one day attain. Mr. 
Calhoun prepared himself for the practice of 
law, attended the lectures of judge Reeve, at 
Litchfield, Conn., and soon after, roee to ihe- 
first grade m his profession. In a short time he 
became a member of the legislature of his native 
state, where he attracted great confidence, and 
in two years he was elected to congress Of this 
bo^, Mr. Calhoun was an able, an etoqucnt, 
and a leading member, until the cloee of the 
year 1817, when he was appointed secretary at 
war. In this capacity, " his attention was ac- 
tively directed to the great and important object 
of the general defence." and his active mind 
seems to have pervadea and analysed the great 
and complicated mass of our nbtioual interests, 
and to have formed almost a new creation in 
the military department of the government.** 
In March, 18BS, Mr. Calhotia was elected vice- 
president of the United States. He was a lead- 
ing, decided, and able advocate for the late war, 
and has ever been a uniform advocate for In- 
ternal improvements, and also for a navy, *' ae 
the appropriate armour for a free people, with- 
out endangering their liberty.** As a statesman, 
Mr. Calhoun is an ornament to his country ; as 
a patriot, he is ardent and independent ; and his 
colloquial powers are of the first order. 

CAMBACERES, John James Regis de, was 
bom^at Mcntpellier, of a respectable famlfy, in 
1753, and educated for the bar. His talents aooa 
gave him reputation, and in 179S, he was nam' 
ed a deputy to the national convention, and, in 
that capacity, voted for the death of the king. 
He was afterwarda president of the council of 
Five Hundred, and minister of Justice. On the 
elevation of Napnle<m to the fint consukhip, 
Cambacere? was created atcaoA consul, and. ui 
that oflice, devoted hlmseif to the organization 
of the courts of Justice. As emperor. Napoleon 
named hbn arch-chancelk>r of the empire, and 
a member of the legion of honour. He was in* 
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f lUtiated falm in all bis secrett, and on sweral 
•ccaaions, in the abaence of Napoleon, be wa» 
intrasted witb the control ot* antra. In 1814, 
he was created grand dignitary of the order of 
the iron crown, and prendeni of the council of 
regency, during the canipaigii of Russia. After 
the abdication of Buonaparte, be sent in his ad- 
hesion to the king ; but on toe return of that 
monarch from Eioa, he resnoicd bis offices of 
arcb'Cbaneellor and minister of justice. On the 
final return of Loui* XVIII., he was banished 
as a regicide, but hal been since suffered to re 
turn to Paris, wliere he now lives in a very re 
tired manner. He piibiisbed, in 1794, his project 
for a civil code, which has since served as a ba- 
ils of the Napoleon code. 

CAMBRIDGE, Adoiphus Frederick, duke of, 
is the youngest son or the late king of Great 
Britain, and was bom in 1774. He was educa- 
ted at Gotiingen, and when he came of age, 
was made a colonel, and created duke of Cam- 
bridge, with a stipend of 13,000Z. a year. In 
1803 be was sent with 14,000 men to defend 
Hanover, but not succeeding, be returned to 
England. He then took hh seat In the bouse 
of fords, and wm promoted in the army to the 
rank of field marshal. In 1818 he married the 

Erincess Augusta, niece of the landgrave of 
[esse, by whom he has a son. Since his mar- 
riage his yearly allowance has been doubled 

CAMPBELL, Thomas, a distinguished poeti- 
cal and miscellaneous writer, was born at Glas- 
gow, in the year 1777, and received his education 
at the university of that city. In 1799, he pub- 
Hshod "The Pleasures of Hope," a poem of 
great merit, and which has passed throiuh seVe 
ral cditioos. He subaequently travelled on the 
continent, and on his return settled in London. 
He has since written " Gertrude of Wyoming," 
and other poems, and " Annals of Great Britain 
from the accenlon of George Til. to the peace 
of America. Mr. Campl>eTl is the author of 
several articles on poetry and belles letires In 
the Edinbuigb Encycloptedia, and is now editor 
«f the London New Monthly Magazine (1825.) 

CANNING, Georxe, Rt Hon. The father of 
<his {Tcntleman, a native of Ireland, having dis- 
pleased his friends by marriage, was left to pro- 
vide for hhuHelf. and died In early life, leaving 
bis famllv destitute. Mr. Canning was educated 
by his relations, at Eton and Grford, whore he 
gained several prises. He afterwards went to 
the Temple to study law, and after completing 
his studies, was returned a member of parlia- 
ment for Newtown, in the Isle of Wight. The 
minister, Mr. Pitt, toon disoovcred his abilities, 
and oiEered him the place of under secretary of 
state, in the administration, which, In 179n, he 
accepted. From that time, he supported Mr. 
Pitt until his death ; he then joined Mr. Perclval, 
and was made secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs. In this capacity, his conduct to lord Cas- 
tlereagb, brought on a duel between them. In 
which be was wounded, and for which he lost 
his place. He afterwards came into parliament 
from Liverpool ; was sent as ambanador to 
Lisbon, ana on his return was made president 
of the Board of Control for India Affiura. Mr. 
Canning is now secretary of state for foreign 
afl^ire, and leader of the administration party 
In the house of commons. He Is said to have 
been a contributor to, and perhaps proprietor 
of, the Quarterly Review. 

CANTERBURY, Charles Manners Sutton, 
archbishop of, is the grandson of John, duke of 
^Rutland, and son of lord G«oige Mannen. He 
4«4 
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{was bom in 17S5, and educated at Cambridge, 
where he took bis flrat degree in 1777. He was 
Boon made dean of Windsor, and in 1791, raised 
to the bistaoprle of Norwich. On the death of 
the late primate, Dr. Sutton waa, by the infl«- 
jence of the king, nominated Id fill Ac Tateanqr* 
He Is said to be a prelate of ipeai learning, ooo' 
clliating habits of Hfe, of an amlata4e character, 
and well calculated to fill the highest cpiKopsd 
dignity of the realm. His only son, is moir 

peaker of the house of commooa. 

CAREr, William, LL. D., baptist mlsrionaiy 
at Bengal, was originally a shoemaker. In hn 
twenty-fourth year he was ordained asa deiig^ 
man, and in 1793, was sent as a miss teuA ry to 
India. On his s^rrival there, he immediately 
made himself master of the Bengalee, Sanscrit, 
and Mahratta languagea, and is now p io fe s so r of 
those languages, in the ctrilege of Fort William, 
at Bengal. Dr. Carey, with his aasoelates, baa 
been assiduous in printing and pubhahing the 
Bcripturss,indiflbreut languages and dialects of 
India, and in promoting the niread of the Gospel 
in that countir . He is now far advanced in bfie, 
yet still continues his laboun and osefolxMss, 
with all the zeal and energy of an aposHe of tim 
primitive church. 

CATALANl, AngeUca* madam, is probsMy 
the most dlatingtiished female singer of the age. 
She was bom near Rome, In 178S, and educamd 
in a convent. Her father who was a silversmith, 
becorainjc embarrassed in bis pecuniary aflhirs^ 
his daughter became a public singer at Milan. 
at the age of fifteen, and was highly apirtaaded 
by the Italian and French crltios and journals. 
On her first appearance In Buglan4i in 1806, she 
was found sapierior to all the continental panc- 
gyrics^ and has never since ceased to be greatly 
admired. Her voice Is nngnlarly powerful, and 
equally melodious In the nigh and low tones. 
Her figure is finely fbimod, and her deportment 
miO^tic. She Is etf II beard with delight, both 
in Great Britain and on the continent. 

CHANTREY. Francis, an eminent English 
sculptor, was bora at Norton, in Derbyshire, fa 
the year 1783. His father dying when be was 
quite young, he was educated oy hb mother, 
and in early life gave Indicationa of his gcnJusL 
by making models in clay. His friends had 
chosen the law as a profbuton for him, and ha 
was on his way lo Sheffield, to enter an office, 
when he chanced to k>ok at some figures in thn 
shop of a carver and gihler, which immediately 
induced blm to change his puisuiis. He there> 
fore became an amNrcbtlce to the carver, and 
resided with him three years ; during which ho 
devoted himself to drawing, modelling, and 
studying fh>m nature. He then went to London, 
where be soon attracted attention, and obtained 
extensive employment. His first public woilc, 
was a statue of the king in Guildhall. He has 
since established his repatailon, by severd 
splendid specimens of his genius. In IdlS, Mr. 
Chantrey visited Italy, and cmitractsd an lad- 
mate fnendsMp with his great rival Canovn. 

CHAPTAL, John, count de Chantelonp, wan 
bom at Montpelller, In the year 1755. He sto- 
died medicine and natural i^ilosophy when 
young, and, before the French revohition, was 
distinguished as a physician and chymisL At 
the beginning of the revolution be heiMledanKih 
in Montpdlier, and took possession of the citadel 
in 1791 In 1793, he was called to Paris by the 
committee of safety, to be consulted as a cby- 
mist, relative to the production of saltpetis^ 
and the making of gunpowder, and ite so far 
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surrctsdvti in imptuviiigtlif njanuracttireofthat 
au-ucle,a8 to produce all that was wants J for the 
use of tUe French army, coiisiiitiii^ of l,4OO,0UO 
men. It may safely be aald, that If any laan 
eontribiiKKl more than another to prevent tlie 
republic from \)eiuf' overrun, at ihattim^, it tvasDianr and literary stadiea. 



M. Chaptal. He was rewarded for his servi 
CCS b^' the directory with the professorship of 
ehymMiry, ..i the university of Montpcllier. He 
w:is afterwards, under Buonaparte, made minis- 
ter of the interior. In that siMation, lie paid 
great attention to the manufacturii^ establish - 
lAents in France, and to the means of promoting 
education. He wa.<! a devoted friend to Napoleon 
during bis re^n, and since lils abdication has 
lived as a private citirvcii. His wriiingt Iiavc 
tieen very numerous, prlnefpally on cnymicul 
subjects. 

CHARLES X., king of Prance, was born Oct. 
0,1757. He married, in 177:1, V' ni Thcrena, 
of Savoy, by whom be h,** tJii'-r chUdscn, a 
daughter, who diini yotin .f, t'lc pre-vnt dnc d' Ai>- 
foulemo, and Uie latr ducd'Rcr.t. Ir )ifl youth, 
the king was gay and rxtravn<;:i:U ; he was, 
however, amiable in his dbtpoiiUion, and i pat 
ron and protector of mm of lutrori*. Fr^m the 
b^inning of the revolution he was decideJIy 
upposed to any reform, and ^oon emigrated with 
his family, ile went to Turin, and, in 1791, 
joined hM brother, tlx* late kini; Louis XVIII.. 
and prepared to assist in invndine France. The 
events of this period of h'n^ lii> are matters of 
nistory, and do not ncd fpeiirion here. Fail- 
ing in hif» projected invasion of Prance, h'i re- 
tired to Vveiitplia'ia. and aftr-rwards to Greut 
Britain, where he resided until the restoration 
of his family. In 1814, he returned to Franco, 
and took up his residence in the Thuillerics, as 
lieutenant peneral of the kincrdom in the absence 
of Iw brot her ; and by hi«i affable deportment and 
condescending mRuners, cnntribnted not a little 
to reconcile tbe French to a chaitge of govern- 
ment. On the death of hift brother, he succeed- 
ed to the throne under the title of Charles X. ; 
he was recently crowned at Rheinu, with ah 
the parade and splendour of modem extrava- 
gance. The general policy of bis administra- 
tioQ has been tbe same as that of hia predeces- 
sot, since his elevation to the throne. He iias, 
however, abolished the censorship of the preas, 
and done some other acts indicative of sounder 
views of government, than were entertained 
during tbe rast reign. 

CHARLES LOUIS, of Lorraine, archduke 
of Austria, was bom in the year 1771. He be- 
gan his military career under tbe prince of Co- 
bourg, in Brabant, and was soon afterwards 
made governor and captain-general of the low 
countries, and field marshal of the empire. 
This prince commanded with great reputation 
and glory in the war agaimt revoiuttonary 
France, and in a succession of campaigns, and 
daring a series of severe action* whb the first 
French generals of the age, proved himself not 
only a match for tbem, but almost the only 

Jeneral capable of sueeessl^ilty opposing them, 
lur limits wUI not allow us to recapitulate his 
victories ; we can onlv say, that whether oppos- 
ing Moreau on the Rhine, Buonaparte in Italy, 
or Maasena In Switzerland, he displayed great 
military talents, and ac<iuired great glory. Ow- 
ing to the intrignes of the Austrian court, be 
was indneed to resign his military command, 
and he was made minister of war. In 1806, be 
resumed the eommand of tbe army of Italy, and 
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fiimo of tbe army. After ihe peace with Pranc«, 
be had an interview with Napoleon, and repre* 
seated him at the marrllge ceremony With the 
arch dttlcbesB Maria Louisa, at Vienna. Prince 
Cliarles now resides at Vienna, devoted to miU-

CHATEAITBRIAND, Francis Augustos. rf^ 
count de, was bom in 1709, of an ancient faal- 
ly in Brittany. He entered into the military 
service in 1786, but his regiment revolting at 
the beginning of the revolution, he came to 
America, and spent snuie time amone the In- 
dians of tiie western wildorneM, studying the 
character of that people, and viewing tbe beou- 
ttes of nature in their nrlKh>aI state. He* re- 
turned to Europe in 1793, and from a s«ni»e of 
duty, enlisted under the banner of the French 
princes. In their service he was scverrly 
wounded, and confined to his bed for thrive 
years; this ruined his finances, and conipellfd 
him to resort to his pen for supfinrt. Hv ptib- 
liehed his Essay on Ancient and Modern K«;vt>- 
lutions, and afterwards his Genius of Chrit*- 
jtianity, works which have been much read and 
jridiuircd. Napoleon wished to attach him to 
.lib int<;rn5td; and for a slioft time succetnlfd , 
but on the death of the duk«* d' Enghoin, lir re- 
{ Kilned his enipi(iy.inenTs. He then trnvcll<;d In 
1 1 inly, Greece, and the Holy Land ; and ha'^ »tnce 
, published his travels in those countries. During 
It ho residue of the reign of Napoleon, be lived 
' a private life : bat on the restoration of the 
j Houiborix, he was created a vBcoiint, and nani' 
led miniwer to Sweden. He was afterwards 
i.iinliitcr to Berlin, pnridpnt of the electoral 
colienfe of the departoieni of Loiret, and minis- 
ter Of statu. Me has lately resigncJ hii« offices 
in consequence of a quarrel with the ministry. 

CLARENCE, William Henry, duke of, is the 
I third son of his late nfnijesty, George III. Ho 
I was bom in 1765, educated for the navy, and 
sent to 9ca at an early age Having served his 
time as a midshipman, he was gradually pro- 
moted to the command of a frigate, and recently 
lo the station of admiral of the fleet. In 17d0, 
he was created duke of ClareiKe, and St. An- 
drews, with an income of 19,000{. per annum. 
In 1814, he commanded the royal yacht, which 
conveyed liouis XV HI. to Prance and a throne. 
He married in 1818, a sister of the duke of Saxe 
Melningen. 

CLARKSON, TboBMS, a dlstingnlshed Bn- 
glisb philanthropist, was bora in the vear 1701, 
and educated at Cambridge, where he had • 
high reputation. In I'iBS, Mr Clarkson composed 
n prize essay in Latin, on the question, *' Is H 
jitst to make men slaves against their willl" 
a translation of which he afterwards pQblished 
This was, probably the first efl<)ctual step toward 
the sapp^ession of the African slave trade ; and 
seems to have stiranlaied its author to those 
great exertions, which so materially contributed 
to tbe English act of abolition. Prom this time, 
Mr. Clarkson relinquished his professional pur- 
suits, and devoted bis wliole time to this great 
object. He connected himself with Mr. Wllber- 
force and others, and formed a society for the 
abirfition of the African slave trade ; he ffiso wrote 
and published several works on the subject ; had 
several interviews with Mr. Pitt, and the privjr 
council ; and after years of unwearied exertion, 
has accompHsbed the great object he had in 
view. He has lived to witnens the triumph of 
principle, end of humanity, and to see his name 
placed among tlie beoefoeion of the hmnao 
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CLAY, Henry, wan bora In April, 1776, and 
U a naUve of the county ntUaoover, is Virginia. 
Hif fattier, a respectable baptist clergyman, 
4ied when newas very young, leaving bis family 
la pecuniary means, somenrbat limited. His 
education was not tliat of a scholar ; but at an 
early age as a clerk in the chancery office at 
fticbmond, Mr. Chty attracted the attention of 
chancellor Wyttie, in wtiose house he fonnd an 
asylum and a home, an instructor and patron, 
nnder whose auspices be soon acquired a pro- 
ficiency in tiie law. He removed to Lexington, 
Ky., in 17U7, arid there was siiccessful in hiR 
profession, and soon became distinguished as a 
politician. From 1799 until 180d, he was a 
leading and eloquent member of the lM>use of 
representatives of Kentucky, at which time be 
was elected a member of the senate of th^ 
IJidted States. After this, he was successively 
chosen a member of the legislature of his adopted 
state : of the senate of the United States ; and 
io Nov. 1811, a member of the house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States, and was immc 
diately chosen speaker of that body. This office 
he held until his recent appointment of secre- 
tary of state, at the eomroenceuicnt of Mr. 
Adams' administration. Mr. Clay's political 
career has been popular, fai every appoiutment 
which he has heir!, he has acquitted himself 
with dignity and firmness, and he has acquired 
the reputation of a zealous patriot ; a statesman, 
sound, prompt, and sagacious ; and a brilliant 
atui forcible orator. 

CLINTON, De Witt, son of James Clinton, 
a m^Jor-general in tlie revolutionary army, was 
born in thecounty of Orange, statf> of New-York, 
in the year 1769. He was educatrd .it Columbia 
College, and after receiving the honours of the 
university, commenced the study of the law, in 
1786, and was admitted to the bar. He was se- 
cretary to his uncle, governor George Clinton, 
who appointed him secretary of the university, 
and of the board of fortifications of New- York, 
fie was elected a member of the legislature, 
from the city of New- York, in 1797, without 
opposition, and soon after was chosen a member 
of the senate. Mr. Clinton was afterwards a 
member of the council of appointment, in 1803 
a senator in congress, and was from 1803 to 
1807 mayor of the city of New- York. During 
this tlAie, he was for nine months a senator in 
the legislature, and member of the council of 
appointment In 1808 he was again chosen 
mayor of the city of New- York, and received 
Ihe appointment of regent of tlie university. 
During Mr. Clinton's public life, much of his 
attention has been bestowed upon subjects rela- 
tive to the public health and internal improve- 
ments generally, and when the law was passed, 
D 1817, autborking the junction of the Western 
and Northern lakes and the Hudson river, by ca- 
nals, Mr. Clinton was appointed commissioner. 
In 1611 be was elected lieutenant-governor of the 
state of New-York, and recommended as a 
•andidate for piesidcnt of the United States, by 
a majority of the members of the legislature^ 
•pd from that time until 1815, was again mayor 
of the ctty of New- York. He was elected, in 
m7, governor of the stateof New- York, almost 
without opposition, and was re-elected in 1^4. 
fh the great and growing state of which Mr. Clin- 
ton Is a native* bis name, his genius, and his ser- 
vices, are stamped upon many monuments of 
public mnnlficence; and the promptitude, so- 
jfidity and talent exhibited In bis public career 
ovftica that bis energgr la equal to any oceurreiRe. 
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COBBETT, William, is the son of a fanner 
in Surrey. His father taught him aritbasetie. 
and to read and write, and educated him as a 
farmer. Early In life, he left his father and 
went to London, and aflerwards enlisted in a 
regiment destined to Nova Scotia, where be re- 
sided six years. During this time, he devoted 
all his leisure to the oulUvatien of his mind. In 
179S, he came to America, here be commenced 
autlior, and under the name of Peter Porcupine, 
wrote a series of essays, which exhibited Mi 
powers, and enraged his opponents. Being 
prosecuted for a libel and amerced in 5008 doDaia 
damages ; he left the country and returned lo 
England, where he commenced his Politieal 
Rej^ster, which he extended to forty vermes. 
In this paper he attacked the administration with 
his whole energies, and with such effioct, as to 
incur the vengeaneeof the ministry. Mr. Cobbeit 
visited America again in 1817, and returned to 
England in 1819. He still continues bis writings, 
which are already numerous. In dry hnmour, in 
pointed sarcasm, and In the power of casting ridi- 
cule upon an opponent, he u almost unrivalled. 
Mr. C. is said to be preparing for poblicalicm, a 
History of the Persecutions of the late Uneen. 

CON6REVE, sir William, was hem in the 
year 1760, and entered young into the artillery, 
of which his father was an officer of rank. Ha 
applied himself assiduously to the service, and 
soon distinguished himself t^ his mechanical 
genius, and by his important improvements. 
The principal of these, is the racket, known hf 
the name of the Congreve Rocket, which, as a 
formidable means of military annojrance, is 
i;enerally admitted to be more efficicnit than al- 
most any other. This he invented tn 1606 ; it 
is now adopted generally in the armies of the 
military powers of Europe. Sir William has pub- 
lished several scientific worics, wliich jnove hin 
a man of extraordinary talents. Be is said to be 
high in favour with the present king George IV 

CON8TANTINE, grand duke of Rossia, is 
the second son of Paul I. He married, In ITiBB, 
a princess of Saxe Cobonrgj^ho has laitoe re- 
turned to her family. In ITW, he served under 
general Suwarrow, and liehaved with greai 
bravery. He was in the battle of Austemtx, 
opposed to Bemadotte, and distlnguiriied hiai" 
8«lf by his gallant resistance to tiie Preneii. 
During ilie invasion of Riuria, he was actively 
engaged, and in the subsequent campa^ns ; aiM 
he entered Paris with the allies. He is now 
viceroy of Poland, under his brother Alexander. 

COOPER, sir Astley Paston, P. R. S., ia one 
of the most dlstinfuished surgeons and medlcfll 
writers in Great Britain. Few possess an equiri 
share of science and practice, and none enjoy a 
higher reputation for that spirit of liberality and 
philosophy, which oufht to characterize tba 
member of a learned profession. Be is a mem- 
ber of the Royal Soeie^, a surgeon of Gwr^m 
Hospital, and president of the Medtcal and Cmr 
rurgical Society. His writings, which are mi- 
merous, are considered standard worics b^ tba 
members of the profession. Be baa lately been 
appointed surgeon to the king, mod eraated A 
baronet 

CUVtER, baron de, was bom at MontbeHui 
in 1769, and educated al Stntgard, wbcre he bn> 
came acquainted with the language, tiie litan- 
ture, and the sciences of Germany. Be arrtvad 
in France at the begiiming of the revolution, and 
was soon distinguished among scientific men. 
He was one of tne first membeis of the Fiendi 
Ulnatitttte; aad la peipttaai ■acreauy of fht 
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•cadamy of physical science, and protWbsor of 
natural faurtory to the college of France. Baron 
Caviar is one of the most dblinguishtid naiural- 
iats of the present age ; and to profuund know- 
Asdge, be has the art of expressing his ideas with 
great clearness and elegance. HiswritingR are 
very aumemos, on scientific and miKcdlaneous 
rabjectt. He is one of the editors of the Jour- 
nal dea Scavauls. 



D* ARBLAY, madame, is the daughter of Dr. 
Burney, and is better Icnown by her maiden 
same, of Miss Frances Burney. Tbis lady bas 
deservedly attracted public attention, and gained 
a high reputation for herself, by her writings. 
She unquestionably ranits among the first female 
Bnvel writers of the a ge. Her first work was 
Bvelina, published in 1777. To this succeeded 
Cecilia and Camilla; she has also written a 
tragedy, which has been performed ou the Eng- 
lish stage, and recently a novel called the Wan- 
derer, or Female Difficulties. Madame D' Arblay 
is now a widow, and resides, siuce the deatb 
of her husband, in England. 

DAVTD. This ceiebrafed French painter has 
been greatly distinguished for his zeal and atro- 
city as a revohitionist. He was a member of 
the national convention^ and voted for the im- 
mediate deatb of Louis XVI.; and be was the 
eonstaot associate and intimate friend of Robes- 
pierre and Marat. After the fall of tlie former, 
be was arrested and iroprisouod, but his merit 
as an artist, probably saved his life. He is ac- 
knowledged to be the first French painter of the 
Besent day. His pictures of llie ** Death of 
arat," of tbe Babiuee, and of the coronation 
of Napoleon, are oousidered as admirable speci- 
mens of the art. As a regicide, David has been 
banished, since tbe return of Ijouis XVIII., and 
now residet< in Bruxelles. 

DAVY, sir Humphrey. This distinguished 
philosopher, who has done so much to enlarge 
Ihe bounds of chymical science, was bom at 
Penzance, in the year 1779, and received the 
rudiments of education at the school in tliat 
place. At the age of 15, he was placed as a pupil 
with a Mr. Boriase, an excellent surgeon and 
accoinpiiihed scholar, with whom he resided 
several years, durinc which time, be laid down 
lor himself, and pnrsued a course of study, 
which made him master of the leading princV 
fries of botany, anatomy, and phyiiioiogy, the 
nmple mathematics, natural philosophy, and 
ehymlstry. Tbe latter study, however, wsf 
most congenial to his taste, and some early dis- 
coveries in that science, drew him from obscuri- 
ty, and devoted him for life, to the pursuit of 
bis favourite science. He soon after published 
his " Researebes Chymieai and Philosophical,'* 
and was chosen professor of chjrmistry in the 
royal institution. His most brilliant discoveries 
.were subsequent to tbis period. Our limits will 
men permit us lo mention them. The most im 
ponant, however, to the cause of humanity, as 
well as of science, was the Invention of the 
safety lamp, which has proved of immense 
beoent to the English miners. Sir Humphrey 
Is now president of the Royal Society, and a 
member of most of the philosophical societies 
of Europe. His writings are numerous, and of 
f reat importance lo the cause of acience and 



DBCAZE8, duke, was bom in 1780. At an 
itrly aga b« was a judge of the tribunal of the

Seine, and in' 1810, %vas appointed coiuiscllor 
of the court of appeals. In 1815, iie put him« 
iieir at the head of a company of national 
sni^ds. in supitort of tbe royal cause, and 
vehemently opposed the restoration of Buona* 
pitrte. On the return of the king, be was appoint- 
ed prefect of |M>lireand a member of the council 
of stale, and soon after, he was made minister 
of police in the room of Fouche. He was after- 
wards created a count, removed from the minia' 
try of police, to that of tbe home department, 
and In 1813, created a duke, aixl sent as minister 
from Louis XVIII. to Great Britain. He is 
now one of the ministry, and president of the 
council. His measures have been generally cal- 
culated for the prosperity of France, and bii 
speeches in their defence, have been received 
with respect, by the patriot, aud the man Vf 
letters. 

DESEZF, Raymond, the intrepid aud ek)quent 
defender of Louis XVI. at the bar of the French 
national convention, was bom at Bourdeaux, in 
1750, aud educated for the bar from hia earliest 
years. His professional success was unusually 
rapid. Having been engaged in a defence which 
had attracted tbe attention of tlie fashionable 
world, he so far succeeded, as to gain the esteem 
and patronage of the count de Vergennea. 
With his influence, he removed to Paris, where 
he soon gained the reputation of the most elo- 

Jiuent advocate of France. He was imprisoned 
or his defence of bis unformnate sovereign, 
and narrowly escaped death ; lived in retirement 
during the reign of Napoleon, and was only 
rewarded for his loyalty, on tbe restoration oi 
the Bourbons. 



EDGEWORTH, Blaria, is the daaghteroT 
Ricbard Lovell Edgeworth, esq., of Edgewoitb- 
lown, Ireland, a gentleman dlRlnguished In the 
literary world for his talents and writings. The 
daughter is said to excel her parent in talents ; 
she has devoted herself to literary pursuits, witb 
zeal and ardour. One of her objeete has beeft 
to perfect the qrstem of female educaticm, in 
which she has in part succeeded. As a 'novel 
writer, she ranks among the most eminent ; and 
the Irish character has never been drawn witb 
equal truth and spirit by any other writer. Her 
publications, which are numerous, have beei^ 
well received on both sides of tlie Atlantic 

ELDON, the earl of, Is the eon of a Mr. Scoll 
of Newcastle, and wa^a born in 1750. He was 
educated at Oxford, entered at Middle Temple, 
in 1772, and called to the bar at tbe osual period. 
His first efforts were far from succesuful, but the 
encouragement he received ftooi lord Tburlow, 
induced him to proceed, and he then rose into 
repute. He was in 1783, chosen a member of 
parliament, and soon after attorney-general. In 
1799, he was appointed chief- Justice of the com- 
mon pleas, and raised to the peerage. Two 
years after, he waa made lord chancellor of 
Great Britain, an office which he still retains. 
He has accumulated an immense fortune by bta 
profcwion, and bas been created an carl. 

EMMET, Thomas Addis, esq., is a native of 
Dublin. His father was an eminent physician, 
of that city, and the son was educated for that 
profession, and took a doctor's degree at Edin* 
burgh ; but on the deatb of a brother, who bad 
risen to eminence as a barrister, he quitted the 
practice of medicine for that of tlie law, an^ 
Isoon obtained great celebrity as a lawyer in Dub- 
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lin. Mr. Emmet wu ono of the leading mein- 
btiiBof the society of united Irishmen, and was 
ap|iointed a member of the Irish directory, wbicii 
wa» to besubntituted for the existing government. 
His tsat'eiy being stipulated for by the man who 
belrayf?d the plot, be was exiled from the Britisli 
douiinions. He then established blmself in 
Kpw- York, wliere he now practices with great 
reputation and succew. 

KRfiKlNE, Thomas, lord, to the third son of 
the late earl of Buchan, and was born in Scot- 
land, in 1750. After completing bis education, 
under the care of one of the most accomplished 
scltolars of Scotland, be entered the navy, which 
he soon exchanged for the army, in which he 
Ferved several years. The demands of an in- 
cieasing family, and the scaniineBS of bis in- 
come, as an officer, induced him lo make choice 
of a profession, and in 1777 he commenced his 
legal studies. Ttie next year be was called to 
the bar. Here he soon bad an opportunity of 
displaying his transcendant talents, and his first 
effort was considered a masterpiece of forensic 
eloquence. From that moment his success was 
certain, and his subsequent exenions have only 
j-ealized the expectations formed by those who 
then beard him. As an eloquent and accom- 
pilisbed advocate, he unquestionably stood first 
•t the English bar. Lord Erskine became a 
member or the house of commons, in 1783, was 
creiiUM) a peer in 1806, and raised to the dipnit^ 
of lord high chancellor of the realm ; which ol- 
flce he resigned, on bis friends going out of ad- 
nunistraiion. 



FELLENBER6, M., a celebrated agricultu- 
ralist and instructor, was born at Berne, in Swit- 
zerland, in 1771. He is a Rreat-graadson, by the 
mother's side, of admiral van Tromp. He was 
very carefully educated, and, in early life, tra- 
velled in France. Switzerland, and Germany, as- 
suming the garb and appearance of a labourer, 
tkatJie might better acquaint himself with men, 
and their wants. He was of great use in pre- 
serving tranquillity, by bis influence, in his na- 
tive country, after the conquest of the French, 
in 1796. He soon withdrew from public afi*air8, 
and having fornii'd an acquaintance with the 
celebrated Fptfialozzi, bought a larce farm at 
Hot'wyl, about6 miles from Bcriic, which be cul- 
tivated in the most approved manner, to serve 
as a model for the neighbourhood, and which in 
tilled by the scholars in his Khooi of indi^rry. 
He also established a school, in which he has 
very 8iicc«£sfuUy attempted a new system of 
education, and which baa attracted great atten- 
tion in Europe. 

FEKDiNAND IV., king of the Two Sicilies, 
the third sou of Charles III. of Spain, was born 
in Naples the I2th of January, 1751. His natural 
disposition u aR mild and amiable, and in early 
Hr»: was exhibited in acts of charity and benevo- 
lenre, which rendered him the idol of the people 
of Naples. His father succeeding to the throne 
of Spain in 17^^9. Ferdinand was declared king 
of the Two Sicilies, and during his minority', 
wn.s phicc'd by hit! father under a regency. He 
niarrit^d in 170^, Mary Caroline, sister of the 
eniporor Jocppli [I., who soon acquired an al- 
Tuost uncontrolled ascendancy over him, which 
►he used to tlTect her own political purposes. 
Trr<n\ the bf^piniiing of the French revolution, 
■ F< fdinaud has been involved In disputes and 
wa.K, \vi;i» one or another of tbt pow«ra of 
428 
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[•Kurope; and since then, has cxi>cricnccd sti 
the viciijisitiides of fortune, from vicinry aid 
conquest to defeat and dL^fracc. He l;a.« re- 
peatedly been driveu from his capital, arid ccm- 
peiled lo take slicller in Sicily ; he hua &( en 
lliat capital Uureatened with bombardiuf nt aitd 
Ipiil&ge, by a foreign foe, and saved I'tvin tl>at 
'nite, only by bribery and corruptioii; l,e iias 
seen bis empire wrested from him by an *'ntniy- 
himself dethroned, and Murat, the broilier of 
that enemy, seated on his tbrone ; he lu:> set-n 
himself deserted by his own subjects, and at tlie 
mercy of a neighbourine power ; aud whcti re- 
stored to his throne, and to the plenitude oi ins 
authority, he has agaiu seen bii> people revell- 
ing against a reign distingulshea only for its 
tyranny, bigotry, and oppression, and drmard- 
ing of their aovereifiu a constituiional iotm of 
jEovemment, and mild and equal laws, and has 
ibund hunself obliged to yield to their denianda. 
The interference of the Holy Alliance has rescu- 
ed him from tlie influence of bis subjects, and 
again placed him ou an absolute throne. He 
now holds despotic dominion over bis subjects, 
supported by an Austrian armod foice within 
his territory, and liable on the remo% aJ of that 
force, to the vengeance of an injured, oppressed, 
and insulted people. 

FEBDINAKd Vn., king of Spain and tbe 
Indies, is the son of Charles IV. of Spain, and 
was bom tbe 13th of Cktober, 1784. He was 
created prince of Asturias, when only six yeaca 
of age, and succeeded to tba throne by tbe abdi- 
cation of bis father in bis favour, in 1&0B. Tbe 
incidents of his eventful reign, have been marked 
by the stupidity and bigotry, which so eminently 
characterize Uiia aovereign. Soon after he 
ascended the throne, be was persuaded lo leave 
his dominions, and meanly submit himself to 
the power of Napoleon, that he might ubtaia 
from that emperor a recognition oi his title; 
wlien in bis power, he was made a prisoner to 
France, forced to relinquish his sceptre uncon- 
ditionally, to his father, by whom it was rc-sigii- 
ed to Buonaparte, and for five years kept in 
custody in the interior of France. On a cban^ 
of affairs in France, he was suffered to return 
to his dominions. Before he left his kingdom, 
he had authorized the convocation of a ct^tes, 
and he bati solemnly promised to maintain theadi 
in their privileges, and to approve their acts. 
i\o sooner, however, had he returned to Spain, 
than he refused to sign a cotistitution enacted 
by the cortcs, be declared null all their acfis 
done in his absence, he restored tbe inquisition, 
oYdercd tlie monks who had been serving in the 
army during tbe revolution, to return to their 
monasteries, and denounced all those who had 
taken the oath of allegiance to Buonaparte. He 
even went farther, and condemned to exile and 
imprisonment tbe most patriotic members of 
the cones, who bad strutted during his im- 
prisonment, to support his throne, and preserve 
it unimpaired until his restoration. During his 
reign, the inhabitants of his South American 
colonies have disclaimed allegiance to bis throne, 
emerged from their vassalage, and become sove- 
reign and independent slates. His subjects too 
at home, tired of his despotism, have within a 
few years resisted his autliority, convoked luiew 
the ancient cortes of the kingdons. and re-estalK 
lished a constitution, to which Ferdinand wm 
obliged to swear fidelity or lose his crown. Tbe 
principles of the allied sovereigns, and the arme 
of France bavc interfered, to check the progrca 
of correct principle« of civil govenmenti and 
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FerdinaHil is oiiee more })eriititted to triumph jlreicn ha« atrnrded an example of political and 
over Uie wMim of his gub)«*rt». He hotd« his!|r<'li|^ioui» liberty, singular in a country, the cuii-

I'uscany was granted him by 
his father, and he was created grand duke in 
1791 . Distinguished by his prouictton of letters, 
and the mildness of his administration, be has 
shown himself more desirous to maintain peace 
in his states, than to involve them in war, for

FREDKIUCK WILLLAM III., king of Prus- 
sia, bom in August, ITTO, succrcdr.d bin father, 
Frederick William II., Noven)!/er, 1797. His 
early life was ouicb devoted to the interests of 
Prusria ; but since his alliance with Alexander 
of Russia, the character of Frederick seeins to 
have l)een changed ; the promises made to his 
subjects duriiie his turbulent wars with France, 
have been broken, and Frederick, iMcked by this 
armies of the ** Holy Alliance,*' defies the dis' 
content and ansi*r.of his iKMiple. 

FREDERICK AUCrSTUfl f ., son of Pred^ 
riek Christian, was born December, VtSO ; be- 
came elector of Saxony in 1768, and in 17^ 
elector of Bavaria, by the death of HaximiliolT

in the name of the Polish nation, which he de-

In 1796^ he became com- 
mis-f'iry geneml in the army of Italy, under Na. 
poleon, and in that office he acquired a large 
fortu ne. After this, be resumed the ecclesiastical 
profewion, was a^tnted archbishop of Lyons, 
and in 1803, obtained a cardinal's hat He was 
soon aAer sent ambassador to Rome, where be 
resided until the coronation of the emperor, 
when lie accompanied pope Pius VIL to Paris, 
to asifist in that ceremony. He was the same 
ycAr appointed grand almoner of France, and a 
P'-i'icipal officer of the leeion of boncNir. In 
IHiitt, he was nominated by the elector, arch-l 
rh.incellor of the (lermanlc empire, his coadjutor 
and successor. He afterwards fell Into dtegracej 
with Buonaparte, for opposing his violent treat- 1 
incnt of the pope, and retired to his see in Lyons, \ 
tvhere he resided in groat splendour, until 1814 
On tbe downfall of his nephew, he went with 
bis sister Madam }<eiiti« Buonaparte to Rome, 
where he lived in rctiremont, until the return 
from Elba. Ht then resumed bis digldtieB in 
France for a short period, but again took up bis 
residence at Rome after the battle of Waterloo. 

FRANCIS II., emperor of Austria, and son 
of Iieopold II. of Bpain, was born in February, 
n(ia In June, 1793, he was erowned king of 
Hunpry ; in July, elected king of the Romaas ; 
and m August of the same year, he was crown 
ed king of Bohemia. lo 1804, he took the title 
of liereditary emperor of Austria. Francis is 
not willlDg to relinquish the rights of deapotlam ; 
yet hb mildness of temper, and hit attachment 
to bis subjects are remarkable. He is an effl- 
cient member of tbe '* Holy AHiance.** 

FREDERICK VI., kin(| of Denmark, bob of 
Cliffistian VII., was born in January, 1706. He 
distintztiished hinuelf by the proM^, Justice, and 
publicity of hi;* administration whue regent, and 
since IdJ^, when he asceoded tbo throne, bis 
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GALL, Dr., ts now a resident of Paris, and 
was born in Wertemburg, in 17%. With him 
or^inated tbe science of craniology, which has 
found so many advocates in Germany, Paris, 
England, and the United States. 

GALIiATIN, Albert, a native of Geneva, 
came many year* since to the United States. 
For subristence he became a French teacher, 
but afterwaids connecting himself with Mr. 
JefTerson, he rose to high employmonts in this 
country. He was appointed secretary of the 
treasury ; and, in 1813, was sent to conclude a 

B3ace between the United 8tates and Great 
ritaln ; falling in this he returned in 1814 ; in 
1815, he was appointed minister to Paris, and 
aflerwards went to London on public business. 

GALT, John, an extensive and observant 
traveller, and an author of considerable talent, 
was bom in Greenock, 1779. He has poblisbed 
the " Life of Benjamin West, E^q.;" the ** Life 
and Administration of Cardinal Woisey ;" 
"Annals of tlie Parish,*' and many other 
works. 

GEORGE TV., king of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, son of George III., was born August 13th, 
ITVi, on tbe 17tb of tlutt month was crealrd 
prince of Wales, and earl of Chester. He con- 
nected himself with Mr. Fox and tbe popular 
party, in 1783, and in the same year, having 
taken his seat in parllamentsupported Mr. Fox*s 
celebrated India Mil. In 1799 he married the 

f princess Caroline of Brunswick, and, in 1810, 
n consequence of the king*s indisposition, he 
was appointed regent, and coutinued closely st- 
tacheo to tbe Pitt party. He succeeded his fa- 
ther in 1890. His attempts to procure a divores- 
ment from tbe queen, produced an extraordina- 
ry feeling of indignation tlmMigbout the kingdom, 
which only subsided at ber death, which took 
place soon after.

GI8BORNE, Rev. T., an Engltoh curate, and 
disthiguislied moral writer. Among his works 
are <* The Principles of Moral Pbitosnphy,** an

and *' A Familiar Survey of the Christian Re- 
ligion,** ice. 

GLOrCBSTER, doka of; son of the late dnke 
of that name, was born at Rome, and succeeded 
m his father's title in 1805. In politico, the duke 
ba9 generally voted with the whigs, and during 
I b** qiieen*8 trial, he sni^rted her as a much 
injured and oppressed woman. He has lately 
artpd mtich in public life. He was educated at 
Cambridge, and is now chancaUor of that uni- 
▼erpity. 

<;OJ)OI, Don Manuel, prince of peace, wasi 
bnm at Rndajos, In Spain, in 17M, of a poor fa- " 
rally. Prom one of the king's body guards, liv- 
ing nn a pay of twenty cents a day, be became 
a Tavoorite of the king and queen, waa made 
prime minister, and, besides being invested with 
all the titles and honours his majesty could be- 
•fttow, th<; king gave bim bis cousin in marriage. 
His ambition and influence were unlimited, nor 
did Godoi finish his career of artifice and In- 
trigue, till Buonaparte, in 1808, became king of 
Spain. 

GODWIN, William, son of a dissenting cler- 
gyman, was himself a preacher of that persuasion 
for some years. In lT9ri, as the author of " Po- 
ll liral Justice," he inculcated some doctrines, 
boTh on religion and politics, which gave great 
offence. He has since i>cei) a political and mia- 
cellnneoua writer, and has acquired much cele- 
brity by his masterly examination of Maltlras' 
" Theory of Population,** " Fleetwood," " Man- 
devllle.** " Life and Age of Geoffrey Chaucer,'* 
and '* Caleb Williams,** are from his pen. Be- 
sides these, be has written many tiscnu books 
on education, and is now a Juvenile bookseller 
in London. 

GORTHB, baron, a most celebrated German 
writer was bom at Frankfort, In 1749. InlTflS, 
be waa ennobled, and as baron Gorthe waa named 



bhal. When Louis XVUl. reiaraed to France, 
he created bim a peer. He is now at the bead 
of the war deparimenc. 

GRAFTON, duke of, was bom in 1780. Om 
waa closely attached to Mr. Pitt, is now ooe of 
the whiff party, and waa actively engaged for Uie 
quern, miring her trial. 

GRANT, Mra., author of «< Memoirs of aa 
American Lady,*' '* Leiteis from tbe Moun- 
tains,** &c. She waa bom at Giaagow, in 1756 ; 
and when a child, spent some yaara in thia 
country with her father, who waa a firitish 
oflker stationed among tlie Mohawks. 

GRENVILLE, lord, waa bom in 1769, aad 
educfited at Oxford, where be studied law for a 
Nliort time, and afterwards devoted bis life to 
politics. He for some time sopported Mr. Pht 
in his adminlatration. He waa afterwards a 
member of parliameDt. and for a abort time 
speaker of the bouse oi comDioRS. W^fien Blr. 
Piti*s interest declined, lord GrenvxUe jc^ned 
Mr. Fox in the oppoaitioii, and bas since acted 
mostly witbtbat body. 

GROS, M., a historical painter, a poptl of 
David, and one of tbe beat maaien of the French 
school. 

GROUCHY, maralial, bom at Paria, in 1766, 
waa once a lieutenant of tbe body guards of 
Ix)uia XVI., afterwarda under Napoleon; be 
acquired ^reat reputation aa a general, and 
rendered important aervicea to France. By 
Buonaparte be was made a ooant, and after- 
warda manbal of the eaapire. Hia attachmenC 
to Napoleon however has been doubted, and it 
is certain that during tbe battle of Waterloo, ba 
waa within hearing of tbe canonade with 40,000 
men. Soon after the return of the king, Groudiy 
came to the United Statea but lately obtained 
permission to recara to Prance. 

6U8TAVUS ADOLPHU8,ex-kii«of Swe- 
den, waa bom November. 177R, and succeeded 
his father, Guatavus III., in 1798. At tbe com- 
menoement of bis reign, he resolved lo Mknr 
tlie pacific syatem of bis father. But be refuaed 
to marry Catharine Panlowna, of Ruasia, after- 
wards queen of W^otemburg, altboagb he went 
to St. Petersburgh with that object; tfaia, and bia 
refusal to recognise Bnonaparfe aa emperor of 
France, was sufBcicnt to ittvoive biin in bia 
after difficulties. A coalition cf Franca, Russia, 
Pnissin and Denmark, was formed In 1809^ 
against Sweden, and tbe fear, anxiety, and tf»> 
content manifested in all classes of tbe Swedes 
on this account, wouM bave terminated in a 
civil war, bad not Gustavns been aeiaed, aad 
required to abdicate the tbrona He 
sides at Basle, in Switaariand. 



HALL, Rev. Robert, a Baptlat mfaditer, and 



president of the ducal chamber. Gortiie, fn bis not only one of the moat cioqtient diaaentinf 



rolniatara of bla time, but an aUe polemicai 
writer, waa bom in Bngland in I70S. He waa 
some Ume a minister at Cambridffa, bu bis d^ 
cllning health baa obliged bim to retire M 
Leicestershire. 

HARDENBERG, prince waa bom in Hano- 
ver, 17S0. After the MaifraTaie of AoMpHtk 
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Imake sundry leitera of the alpliabeL*' When 
'he was nineteen, he hired hlmseif as a shepherd, 



and Bareuth was ioid to I'raasla. M. Uardenberc 
was employed to aosimilata their laws and 
governineut lo those of Prussia. He Is now 
choncellor of state, minister of war, and mem- 
ber of the cabinet of the king of Prussia, who 
fave him the rank of prince. He is considered 
one of the ablest sutesuien of Europe. 

HASTINGS, marquis of, born 1754, and as] 
ford Rawdon, Is well known In this country as 
a general in the British service during the revo- 
tlonnry war. His career since has gained htm 
much popularity. In IbOS, lie was sent as com- 
mauder-ln-chief, into Scotland ; and in 1838, he 
returned to England from India, where he bad 
been for some years as governor-general. 

HAZLITT, Winiaro, the son of a dissenting 
minister, was originally an artist, but, relin- 
quishing tlie pencil for the pen, has l»ecoue con- 
siderably distingaltbed as an author. Besides 
many other works, be has written " Leaures 
on tJie English Poets,* ' " Political Essays, with 
Sketches of Public Characters," " Lectures on 
the Eoglish Comic Wrtters,** and "Characters 
or8hakspeare*s Plays." 

HEATH, James, an eminent engraver, of 
England, wae born in 1757. He has engraved 
several beautiful prints, which have gained him 
great reputation ; his son, Charies Heath, is con- 
sidered one of the beet engravers of his time. 

HENRY, Dr. William, born in Manchester, 
Bng., hv acquired much celebrity as a chyrairt. 
His works have all been well received. Among 
them, are " Elements of Experimental Chymis-

>jects of Chymistry." 

HBS8E CAS8EL, elector of, was born June, 
1743. He is one of the most illiberal monarchs 
of the present day. After the battle of Jena, 
l^uonaparte took from him his electorate, to 
which he did not return till af^er the coalition, 
Into which he entered, was victorious over 
France. 

HOBROUSE, John Cam, was educated at 
Trinity CoHege, Cambridge, and soon aAer tra

HOPLAND, Mr. and Mm., the fomar a land-

Here he had access to many valuable bnoks,

HOME, sir Everard, is not only one of the 
principal operative surgeons, but is a writer oV>- 
considerable eminence, in London. He iws 
written on the " Properties of Pus," " Practical 
Oliservations on tlie treatment of Strictures in 
the Urethra," "Observations on Cancels," 
" Lectures on coniparativc Anatomy," itc. 

HUFELAND, Dr., tJie most celebrated of 
German physicians, is professor ofotie university 
of Jeoa, arul physician to the king of rrussta. 
He has published many works on medicine, 
smong which, the most carious is the " Art of 

Erolonglng Human Life," by means of which, 
e is of opinion tliat the age of man may be ex- 
tended to two hundred years. 

HUMBOLDT, baron, Frederick, one of the 
most indefatigable and intelligent of modern 
travellers, was born at Beriin, in 1700. He lias 
visited Holland, Italy, Switzerland, Cuba, Souili 
America, and the United States; few have 
encountered toil aud danger more readily, in 
pursuit of a ftivonrite object ; or looked ni>on 
the works of nature with a more observant eye. 
Baron Humboldt has publislied several volumes 
of travels, and is known as a botanist and 
mineralo^nt. He is now supposed to be in liie 
East Indies. 

HUNT, Letgo, a nephew of the late Benja- 
min West, was bom in England, in 1784. As 
[a poet and prose writer, he has exhibited con- 
isiderable tafenis ; among his works are " The 
Feast of the Pbels,** " The Descent of Liberty," 
" Foliate,** a translation of the " Aminta of 
Taaso/^ "The Round Table,'* Ibc. For a 
time he was editor of a paper, called the " Ex- 
aminer,** and for a Iib« pubUsbed in it on the 
prince regent, he was once sentenced to two 
year s imp risonment. 

HUTTON, Dr. Chariea, bom at Ncwcaotle- 
opott-Tyne, in 1737. Although since the afe of

•nd the " Oflleer's, Clergyman's and Merchant's 
Widow." Many of her works ara designed 
for youth, and all are strictly moral.

JAY, John, was bom in the city of Ncw- 
Vork, on the 1st of December, okl style, in ITiJu 
He was educated at Cobtuibia College, and was 
afterwards admitted to tli« bar, wliere i»e attain- 
ed great and deserved reputation as a lawyer. 
He was elected by the citizens of New- York, to 
the first /American congrcM, in 1774, and aAer 
having been re- elected the two succeeding years, 
lie M£0!i chosen president of oongreia, in 1776. 
He was afioi wards amtointed a member of tl:e 
convciuion of New- York, and after the of^gan- 
izHiioii nf that sovernment, waa appointed 
chief justice of the state. In 1778, be waa 
rniiii<-';cr pienipr>tenliary to the court of 8pain, 
and in 17^2, was appointed one of the com- 
iiiistiionerH to negotiate a {leace with Eogland, 
and u treaty was sij^ned in i:^ep. 17S4, when be 
Illumed to New- York. After this, he was oa 
the iicad of foreign alTairs until the organiza- 
liMti ofilH* governniciit, when be wasappoiolcd

JACKSON, Andrew, was bom fa the (then) 
Wrazaw settlement. South Carolina, in the year 
1767, and la of Irish parentage. He enlisted in 
the service of his country at the age of fourteen, 
and after figliting bravely, waa wounded and 
taken prisoner. After his release, be studied 
at a flourishing academy in the settlement, 
prepared himself for the bar tn Salisbury, in 
North Carolina, was admitted to it, and settled 
himself at Nashville, in Tennessee, where he 
was so successful in hia practice, that he was 
soon appointed attorney-general for the district. 
At a Slate convention in 17S6, Mr. Jackson was 
much distinguished, and be was that year 
elected to congress , after being a member of 
each house one year, he resigned Ma seat, 
esteemed for the souncmesa of his understand 
ing, and the moderation of his demeanour. He 
was then for a short time a judfe of the su- 
preme court of Tennesaee. At the commenee- 
ment of the late war he was a major-genend of 
militia in Tennessee, and by an energetic ad- 
dress to the militia of bis division, he drew 2500 
volunteers to his standard. These were dis 
banded in the spring of 1813, General Jackson's 
military career since, is well known ; in his va 
' rious campaigns, he lias proved himself a most 
skilful commander, a vigilant disciplinarian, and 
a dauntless soldier. He was sent by gOTemment 
to receive the Florldos from S|>ain, as commis- 
sioner, and afterwards was appointed governor 
of these provinces. General Jaekson was elect 
ffd a senator to congrqts from Tennessee, wbere 
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ti)i.<) occupation, he was engaged with Mr. Madi- 
son, and colonel Fiamilton in writing the Fede- 
ralist. As envoy extraordinary to Great Britain, 
he negotiated and signed the treaty which l>eara 
his name, and on hia returit in 1795, be found 
himself elected governor of the state of New- 
York. This oracc be held until 1B07, when 
declining are-election, and also the situatioD of 
chief- juiftice of the United States, to which be 
had been appointed, he retired from public Ufa 
to his farm at Bedford, N. Y., still tlie friend of 
his country, but wholly unambittoua of furUieff 
honours or distinctions. He is one of the maat 
worthy men who were bred in the school of the 
revolution ; and la conspicuotts alike for the 
soundness of his judgment and his legal acquire' 
ments. His piety is tuidoubted, and the wanton 
malice, and rancorous endeavours to injure his 
name, be has viewed with tJhe coinplaceocy oS 
a Christian. 

JEFFERSON, Thomas, was bom in Gbester- 
field county, Virginia, on tlie 8d of October, 1743, 
and was educated at WilUam and Mary College. 
He was a pupil in the office of chancellor Wythe, 
and wa4 a distinguished member of the Virginia 
legislature in 1769, where be continued three 
years, and afterwards was a delegate, aod took 
a most eonsptonous stand In the congresa at 
Philadelphia. Here be drew up that gigantic 
and spirited article, the Declaration of In&peo- 
dence. After this, from 1779 to 1781, he was 
governor of Virginia, and at the conclusion of 
peace, was appointed, with Dr. Franklin and 
Mr. Adams, minister plenApolentiary to Europe 
He returned in 178D, and was appointed aecre 
tary of state, which office he resigned in ITW, 
and retired to private life. Mr. Jeflbiwm waa 
elected vioe-praident in 1797, and for the ^ghi 
years succeeding Mr. Adams* acfautniatraiion, be 
was nrerident of tiie United States. He tnen 
witharew from public life, and retired to Moa- 
ricello. During Mr. Jeiferson's political career, 
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1m wis dicUnfuiibttd as a tound Iffi^iiitator andlwas born in Walei, In 177S. Hit wifls, Un. M. 
tIMeiman, unsriskUng In tals decsroiinattuu, andlT. Kemble, is an actress of oomlderablii aMUty. 
• Arm puriot In private life, be is saUi to beuThey are both eagaeed at tbe Covent 0«rdea 
benevolent, bnnuMief and aftkble.

JSFFRR7, Francis, a celebrated literary and 
Iflfal character of Edinburgh, whiire he was 
torn. In 17T3. In 1814, be visited the United 
Btatea, and married a Miss Wilkes, of New- 
Tork. BIr. Jellbry is most ipmeraUy known as 
a literary character, and this reputation he has 
acquired as editor of the Edinburgh Review. 
Tbisoflkce, however, he hae declined the present 
vear (I89S.) 

JOHN VI., klnf of Portufntl, was bom In 1707, 
and in 1793 became regent of the kingdom. At 
the oaiaet of his administration as regent, be of- 
fended both Buonaparte and Spain, and these 
ioon combined to manifest ttieir disaflR«tion 
Ni^wleon made demands of the regent which 
were not complied with, and he then declared 
thai the house of Braganza bad ceased to reigu. 
Tlie regent immediately sailnd for tbe Braxils, 
and reMhed Rio Jan^ro in safety. In March, 
1810, he succeeded Us mother, as king of Pdrtn- 
gal. Though he had somewhat ameliorated the 
ffituation of the Brazlliam, the government con- 
tinued despocic, till, in 1820. be took the oath as 
constitutional sovereign. In July. 1821, lie re- 
turned to Portugal, and appears to be on the best 
terms with the cones, tbe people, and the new 
Older of thinas. 

JOURDAN, marshal count, an eminent mili- 
tary commander, was bom at Limoges, In 1768. 
Be served in the United States in the regiment 
of Aujoerrois, from the apce of 10 to the close of 
the revolutionary contest. In 1793 he command- 
ed the army of the North, and defeated the 
prince of Saxe Cobourg, and compelled htm to 
abandon the blockade of Maubeuge. At the 
Jiead of tbe army of the Moselle, In 17M, he de- 
feated the alliee, under Cebourg, and the entire 
aonqnest of tbe Netherlands was the conse- 
ouence. As a member of the council of Five 
Hundred, In 1797, he manifested a deeldedhr re- 
publican spirit, and was soon chosen president 
of the council. In July, 1800, he was sent as 
admlnistimtor to Piedflsont, and by his Judicious 

Kvammeiitdld hlmeelf much honour. In 1803, 
was at the bead of the anny of Italy, and, in 
1804, was appointed marshal and grand officer 
of the legion of honour. After thu be wassent 
Into Spain with Joseph Buonaparte, as his ma- 
lor-general and roilitafv coansellor. He assented 
to the return of the Bourbons, was created a 
knight of St. Louis, and in 1819| became a mem- 
ber of the bouse of peen. 



KBAN, Edmund, an actor, bom In London, 
In 1787. As an actor, Itr. Kean*s ulents and 
powere rank him among the first of hie prafes- 
nion. But a late trial has rendered the infamy 
of his character as oonsplcaoae as are bis talents

KSMBLB, Charles, an actor of great merit 
« atragMllaB, and oneof the flist comic aetocs,{

of General Knowledge ;" a translation of Oha* 
teaiibrtaod's " Beauties of Christianity ;** ani 
»» The Flowers of Wiu" 

KING, Rufas, is the son of Richard King, a 
merchant, of Scarborough, in Maine, and waa 
bom in 1755. He graduated at Harvard CoIIegOi 
Cambridge, and completed his studiee in the law 
in the ofBce of the late chief-justice Persona. 
While a student, he volunteered his services la 
the cause of his couatry uiMier general SulttvaD. 
who socm appointed htm his aidi and served 
with much ardour and alacrity in the enterprlaa 
against the British on Long Island. In 1784b 
he was a delMaio to the congress then sitting at 
Trenton, and in 1787, bore a conspieuons part la 
the general convention at Philadelphia. In 1788, 
Mr. King removed to New- York, and wm elect- 
ed lo the legislature in 1789, and also a senator 
to congress. He represented the United Slatee 
at the Knglish court from the last year of presi- 
dent Washington's administration to the year 
1803, with much honour to himself and his eoui>' 
try, when he returned homo. In 1813, he waa 
again cboeen senator to conaress, which offlca 
he continued lo fill with undlmliiieltcd esteem 
and applause. Mr. Ring in his public life, baa 
displayed a sound miiMl, and discriminating 
judgment, and is a profound statesman, civilian, 
andorator. He has recently been appointed by 
president Adamsjmintster to England. 

KNI AZIBWICZ. general, a native of Poland, 
who first distinguished himself in the gallant 
struggles made by tbe Poles, In 1794, to ex- 
pel their Russian tyrants. He commaiMJed, un- 
der Zajonczek, at the combat of Guikow ; and 
at the fatal battle of Macelorrice, he seconded 
Koecinsco with the utmost intrepidltv and intel- 
ligence. As second in command of the Polisit 
lemons In the French service, he repeatedly dis- 
tinguished himself, aiul aAerwaids, at the head 
of tbe Polish legion on the Rhine, he contributed 
his services to Uie gaining of the victory of Ho- 
henlinden. Napoleon, in 1803, sent him the 
decoration of a commander of the legion of ho- 
nour, and he has since beeoaUeuteaant-geiieriA 
In the army of Poland. 

KONOVNITZIN, lieutenant-general In tha 
Russian service, bom in 1764. lie was employ- 
ed In tbe war again<n Sweden, and, in 1812, 
fought gallantly at Witensk, at Smolensko, at 
Borodino, and at Krasnm ; and was rewarded 
with the cross of several ordera. 



LABILLARDIKRE, M., a native of Alancoo, 
and eminent as a botanist. Bis enthusiasm has 
led him lo visit many parts of Europe, Asia, and 
America ; and on returning from one of his es- 
peditione abroad, he fband himself hi pnasfeiiliin 
of a herbal of four thousand plants, three-fbnrtha 
of which were new diseoveries* He has pub- 
lished the moet ample coUectioB of tha plaata 
of New Holland, that has appeared. 

LABRADOR, Don Pedro Gooses, fbrmerlr 
minister of Chatlee IV. at the court of Floraoea. 
By Invitation of Feidlnand VIL, he accomp** 
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■led bim to Bayonne, where he held a ooofer^l 
•nee vrith rhampaKny relative to the propoMls 
offered by Napoleon for the acceptance of Fer 
dkiand. Don Peiro attended Ferdinand In his 
exile, and on hii return to Spain, In 1814, that 
prince nnintnated hira counsellor of state, as 
well as ambimsador to France, and his repre- 
fentative at the congresnof Vienna ; in all which 
■imations, he distinguished himself by his diplo- 
matic talents. 

LACEPEDE, oonnt, a distinguished natn 
lalist, and a pupil of Daubenton and Buffbn. He 
in also a politicinn. In 1790, he was appointed 
a inrmber of the National Institute, and in 17fH), 
Napokon called iilm to the conservative senate, 
of \fhich he became pfesident, in 1601. He 
afterwards was i member of the grand council 
of adt.^jiisfatinn, and was soon chosen presi- 
dent wf the senate. He accepted the dignity of 
peer of Prance offered to him by Napoleon, 
which was confirmed by Louts, in 1819. He 
has published many works, among which is an 
edition of the "Works of Buflbn,~' with notes, 
a Biography of the Author, and a Discourse on 
the progress of tlie Natural Sciences, by hmiself. 

LA CHATRC, the duke de, was bom in 
Berry, about 1790. He accompanied Louis 
XVlII.in his exile from Prance, and was his 
particular confidant. In 1805, Louis nominated 
him his agent at the court of England, where he 
remained after the restoratton of the Bourbons. 
"With the title of French ambassador. The duke 
returned to France in 1816, and in 1817, was 
appointed a member of the chamber of peers. 

LAOROFX, M. Sylvester, is considered in all 
respects, the ablest mathematician In Europe, 
ana his publications are numerous and valuable. 
In 1783, he was appointed professor of mathe- 
matics in the naval academy of Rocbefort, and 
also a member of the French Instimte, and of 
the lesion of ho nour, in 1799. 

LAFAYETTE, Gilbert Mottler, marquii de, 
was bom on the nth of ^leptember, 17S7, at the 
Cbaieaa de Cbavagnac, in the department of 
Haute Loire, and was the inheritoi of a princely 
fortune, and descended from distinguished ances- 
tors. At seven years of age, he entered the 
college of Louis le Grande, at Paris, and com- 
menced his literaiy education. Here the lovely 
<1mt ill-fated Antoinette, the late queen of Prance, 
took htm under her immediate patronage, and 
V a very early iwe, he rose to the rank of a 
commissioned officer in the king*s guards. In 
1774, he married the countess m Noilles. At 
nineteen years of age, he sailed for America, 
and landed on the shores of South Carolina. 
This Illustrious Mend had l>ecome an advocate 
of the coloniea, and felt all that ardour in ttie 
cause of liberty, which has not deserted him in 
matnrer years. Lalkyette had watched atten- 
tively the momentoos controveray between 
Great Britain and her oppromed subjects, and 
leaolvad to make any sacriflce in their cause. 
He made known his intention to Dr. Franklin, 
then our commissioner In Fkrance, wlio laid be- 
fore him the disastrous sute of the country. 
" The more hopeless your cause," said be, " the 
more occasion Is there for my a*^lstance, the 
more honour shall I acquire by bestowing it" 
He immediately eqalpped a vessel for this en- 
terprise at his own expense, and severing the 
ties which would have detained him in his na- 
tive country, he sailed for the United States. 
Airived at Philadelphia, be presented himself 
before congress. " I am come," said be, " to 
Rqueit two favoim of ibii aaemblage of patri- 
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One is that I may serve in your army, III* 
other, ttmt I receive ao pay.'* He was imme' 
dlately received into the family of Washington, 
and congress in July fbllowing. tendered ban a 
eommisrion of major general. Soon after, team- 
ing the embarrassments of the army, he gave 
Washington 60,000 francs (about 11000 doltem) 
to procure supplies; by which generous acd 
Washington was so affected, that he embraced 
Lafayette with teaia of joy and aflSectioa. At 
ttie battle of Brandy wine, tlie marquis exhibited 
full evidence of his bravery and military char- 
acter, and in this bloody contest was wounded. 
After his recovery he joined general Green, tn 
New- Jersey, and was at the head of 900O men. 
whtHn he had formed, clothed, armed, equipped 
and disciplined himself. He was aftrrwarda 
actively employed in different parts of the eoun- 
tiy, till 1779, when he returned to France, bla 
object to obtain asalsiaoce for his adopted eoun* 
try. i^ this he succeeded, and in May, 1780, ha 
returned with the Joyful intelligence, that a 
French fleet and army would soon arrive on 
our coast. He immediately resumed his com- 
mand, and In the campaigns of 1780 and 1781, 
he displayed the most consummate generalship 
in presennng his little army, then opposed to 
lord Cornwallis, till the siege of that aeueral at 
Yorktown, where, collecUxi and ondlaaiayed, 
he shared tftigely in the honours of the day. la 
November, 1781, the contest in which he had 
been so nobly engaged, drawing near a com- 
pletion, Lafayette Mgnified his Intention of r» 
turning to his country. After tlie conchialoa ot 
peace, in August, 1784, general Lafayette aeain 
visited the United States, and several of the 
larger cities, in some of which the freedom of 
the cl^ was presented him; be renuned to 
France, in December foUowii^;. 

General Lafayette was a member of the A»- 
sembly of Notables at Versaillea, in 1797, and 
in 1789 be was elected a member of the Slates 
General, made nresident of that assembly, and 
commandant of the national guards. In this 
capacity, his influence was exerted in favour 
of lenient measures ; and he did much to pre- 
vent the mob of Paris from ronning into taoae 
horrid excesaesy whicta were afterwards com- 
mitted. He acted a eonapicuoua part on tha 
day the constitution was adopted, and soon after 
reelgned hbi eommand. In 1798, be was called 
again into service ; but on that memoralrie day, 
the 10th of August, when the royal fbmily fled' 
to the national assemlbly for safeqr, be opposed 
the fury of the mob, was deprived of canmaud. 
a price was set on his head, and he was obliged 
to fly his countiy for Mfenr. He was thrown 
into prison by the king or Pnusia, and after- 
wards chained and imprisoned by the emperor 
of Austria in the citadel at CHmnta. His estate 
was eonflseated. In prison, lie was subjected 
to the most l»arbarous treatment, and fluently 
threatened with an Ignominions death. Great 
exertions were made to obtain bis liberation 
witliout effect, until|in 1777, In settling terms of 
pence with Austria, Buonaparte expreaaly stipo- 
latad that Lafayette should be set at liberty, and 
in 1799, after tlia overthrow of the Freneb diree- 
toiy, be returned to France, and settled at La 
Orange, about 40 miles fhnn Paris. Previooato 
Buonaparte's first abdication, be was elected in 
the chamber of depoties, and tliere pn^woed a 
votfrof permanentsesaion, which was passed, aad 
in consequence, the emperor fband biniaelf under 
the necessity of abdicating the throne. From 
that period to the time of bia avbaikaifon (br 
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Hie United Slates, with the exception of bit 
having been once again elected lo the chamber 
of deputtcfl, general Lafayette apent most of his 
time in tljjj^itniuita of agriculture at La Grange. 
Wjien h(< exprea-wd hie intention of again visit- 



ing the United States, every heart beat h^hljaiveiy named prefect of the Lower Alps, of the 



wtth joyfhl anticipation, lie declined the offer 
of a national ship of tlie line to convey him 
across the Atlantic, which, together with a for- 
mal invitation to visit the United States, was 
voted him by congress^ and arrived In the har- 
k>nr of New- York on the 15th of August, 1894, 
In the' ship Cadmus. The next day he was re- 
ceived in the city with the most enthusiastic de- 
monstrations of joy and respect, by an immense 
conooorse of citizens. After making a complete 
lour through the United States, being received 
. every where with the bigiiest marks of gratitude 
which a free people could bestow, he sailed 
again for his native country, on the 7th of Sep 
tember, 1833, in a ship fitted out by government 
for that purpose, and called the Brandywine, in 
honour of his bravery in that memorable battle. 
In gratitude for his former services, with a be- 
coming munificence, congress soon afler his 
arrival passed a vote granting general La- 
fayette 900,000 dollars from the treasury, and 
a township of land, to be located in any of the 
laodti belonging to the United States. 

LAHA&PE, general, was, in the early part 
of his Hfb, a barrister in his native ftrovince, 
the Pays de Vaudw Me was invited to Russia 
by Paul I., where the emperor Alexander was 
his pupil. Afterwards, while a reel Ant of 
France, he waii com missioned by the executive 
directory of Switzerland to prepare that country 
for a revolution, which he accomplished by 
means of writings and proclamations, with so 
much zeal and activity, that he was presented 
with a guid medal by the new government, to 
express the gratitude of the Pi^s de Vaud. Hap- 
pening to be at Paris during the- eventful year 
1814, Alexander decorated him with th^ orders 
of Ru08la, and gave him the rank of general in 
his army, lie is now in retiretuent in Switzer- 
land > 

L ALLY TOLLENOAL, marquis, was bom 
at Paris, 1751. In 1789, he was one of the 
most |M)pular members of the constituent as- 
sembly, ami supported the famous declaration 
of the rishis of man, that was propoeed by La- 
fayette. In 1793, he exerted himself with ener- 
gy in defence of Louis XVI., and since the re- 
BCiiraiinn, has been a member of the privy 
ctmncit of Luiiis XVIII. 

LAM ARCIUE, count, was born at St. Saver, 
in 1770. At the head of two hundred grena- 
diers, h(^ marched against Fontarabia, and by a 
ui;i9(nrjy cmtp-de-niain, be took the place, de 
fended by eii{Uiy pieces of cannon, and madti 
one thousand eight hundred men prisonera. In 
l^^l, he wna made general of brigade, and dis 
timniifllipd himdelf at the battle of Hohenlinden. 
Afrnr this, he took the isiaod of Caprea from 
the Eiigiiiih. was at the battle of Wagram, 
where he had four horses killetl under him; hf 
Bi'rveii in Rudiia. and in Spain, in 16IS, and in 
1H14, ivaj created a knight of St. l4onis. After 
Che reiaru of Louis XVIII., he took refuge in 
Bnissffi:*, and af^prwards pasDcd into Austria. 

LAMISTII, count, Alexander de, a knight of 
Malta, was born in Prance, in 17S7, and as ald- 
d<^canlp to general Rochambean, served in the 
rrvoiutionary war of thin couTry, with great 
teal and energy. In 178U, lio wait a deputy lo 
(ke States General fro.!! Perouue, and embraced 
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tba popular side at the commencement of the 
French revolution. In 1792, he Joined the army 
of Lafayette, lied with him and was thrown 
into prison by the Austrians. He obtained liber- 
ty to return to Prance in 1800,. and was saccea- 



Rhine and Moselle, and of Ia Somme, and was 
also created knight of St Louis, and amminted 
Iteutenant-oeneral in the army. In 1819, lie waa 
elected to the chamber of deputies, and has con- 
stantly proved himself a zealous friend of liberty. 
The political career of his brother, the count 
Charles de Laoieth. much resembles his own. 
He served in America with reputation ; waa a 
deputy to the States <3eneraUin 1789, and Joined 
the array of Lafayette, in 1792. He commanded 
in Spain in 1612 and 1813, and on his return 
to France in 1814, waa appointed lieutenant- 
general. In 1607, as aid-de-camp to general 
Murat, be was distinguished by his bravery at 
Iftbe btttleof Heilsberg, where be was wounded. 
LANCASTER, Joseph, famous as the invent- 
ior, and auccessfol promulgator of a new system 
|of instruction. He was born In EngUind, in 
1771, was bred and still maintains the haUta 
and manners of a quaker. Disappointed in his 
expectations in hia native country, he left Eng- 
land in disgust, and came to tiie United States 
about 1817, where his fame procured him friends, 
and bis industry rendered him useful. He baa 
recently gone to South America, where, under 
the liberal patronage of Bolivar, his prospects 
of success are most flstterlng. 

LAPLACE, marcjuis, a geometrician of high 
(celebrity, was born in 1749. He was presidefit 
of the conservative senate in 1803, and m 1814, 
i^ve his vote for the dethronement of Nnpoleon, 
tor which the king gave him the title of a peer. 
M. Laplace, holds the first rank among French 
mathematicians, and. In his " Exposition of the 
System of the World,*' be has powerfully con- 
tributed to advance the boundaries of a science 
that has so often employed the industry of the 
most profound geniuses of the world. 

LASCASAS, count de, is descended from an 
lancicnt Spanish family, and is distinguished as 
the faithful and spirited friend of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied to St. Helena, and who, 
during his reign, loaded Lascasas with favours. 
Lascasas has publialied a Narrative of his Resi- 
dence at St Helena, and also, under the naaie- 
of Lesage, "A Historical and Geogropliicul 

Atlas." 

LAVALETTE, count, was bom in 17G0, at 
Pftrls, of obscure parents. To Bauddocque he- 
was Indebted for a superior education* He waa. 
(destined for the church, but, having finished his- 
education, he studied tlie law. But the revolu? 
tion interrupted his pursuits. As an officer iu . 
the nutioaal guards, in August, 1792, he edea- 
voured to defend the palace of the ThulUeritts ; 
afterwards he enroltcdJiimself Iu the leglOH of 
the Alps, and- served in the array of the Rliine, 
{and that of Italy, with such distinction, tliat 
Buonaparte made him his aid-de-camp, and en- 
fuusted him> with his secret correspondence. Ha 
gave him madamolaelle Beauhamois, the niece 
of Itis wife, Josephine, in marriage, to draw tlie 
(ties of attaciiment closer between tlieni. Lava- 
lette accompanied Buonanarte to Egypt, and 
afluer the establishment of^ the consulship, was 
appointed postmaster-general and counsdlor of 
^tate; lie w.-is subsequently made a count, and 
a commander of the legion of honour. For the 
extraordinary vigilance and activity of hbi mea- 
sures to accelerate the prosress of Napoleou» 
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Of Fnuice. But on tlie return of the kiofi be 
WM brouf ht 10 trial, at ao aceompjlice of Nafio- 
coodeujoed to death, lie, howerer, 
^on priton ia diiguiie, by the atsia- 
ttnee of bb <»ift, and fled W If uaich, when be 
kai tiiice found an 9Myium and powerful Ariende. 
Madame Lavalette wat cmaUy retained mmba 
la prteon, having been aceeatenr to the 
le of her huabaad ; a treatment which <tii- 
•rdered her ■entea) and the taai aloce been a 
•oiifirmad lunatic. 

LA WRBNCR, tlr Tbuniae, the miocetwr of 
9br Benjamin West, at prerident of the Royal 
Aeademy at London, !• now about Afttr-eicfat 
yeari of' age, and was born at Bath. He flrK be- 
came (tiaiiopiitlied by hie portraiie of the Kem* 
Me family, aiid in a few yean he began to ob- 
tatoi the hiftheti patrouagCj and no exhibition 
wot cont^idered cnmplele or interesting, without 
•ome of hit pletnret. The pemonal character 
of air Th4Hua» Lawreuce accords with hie pro- 
feaaioiial talents, and lie piveenet much native 
modenty, and suavity of mauuers. He is painter 
to Oeorgf IV. 

LEOPOLD, prince of Baxe (Mbon^ Baalfeld, 
was born in 1790, and entered into the Austrian 
army, where lie distin^ishcd himself on seve- 
ral occasions, and attained the rank of lieute- 
Kant-ooloneL Be visited England in 18J4, in the 
suite of the sovereigns of Russia and Prussia. 
The Intended marriage between the prince of 
Orange and tlie princess df Wates having been 
bmfcen off, prince Leopolfl was ilie protectant 
aeiected to espouse lier, and they were married 
In 1817. By the preliminaries of their niarriairc, 
the prince was entitled to an inctmie of more 
than 986,000 dollars, (beside an outfit to the same 
■mount,) about 222,000 tlollarB of which was to 
remain with him in case he survived her. He 
was naturalized b^ an act of partiament pre- 
YiouB to hit marriage, and was appointed a 
colonel and field-marshal. The death of the 
Ihlncess Charlotte baa reduced him to the ikok 
of a commoner, In England. 

Leslie, professor of the university of Edio- 
feufgh. Is a native of Scotland, and a profound 
mathematician and chymist. lie has Invented 
aeveral valuable pbilnsophical instruments, has 
JwiUished several scientific works, and is a con- 
trtlniior to the Edinbureli Review. 

LOCKHART, John O., a native of Scotland, 
was bom about the year 1709 ; he ia a lawyer, 
and resides at Edinburgh. He is a popular au- 
ttior, and is supposed to have written Pcter^s 
Letters, and also a leadings writer for Black- 
Wuod's Magazine. Among his best perform- 
ances, is Ranald Daltnn. Almut four years 
•Ince be married the eldost daughter of sir 
Walter ScotL His works, which are numernuit, 
kre distingnished for masculine and original 
talent ; but are deficient in ele;;ance and refine- 
ment. He is, however, one of tiie moat eminent 
Writers of the day. 

liUCCA, the dutchesBof, fnrmeily Maria Looi 
8H, of Bourbon, infanta of Spain, was born at 
Madrid, in 1783. She married Don Louis de 
fimirbon, eldest son of the difke of Panna, and 
Ut 1801, by politicfll events, they were called tn 
feign over the kingdom tif Etruria. In 1H03, 
her husband's death left her regent of that king- 
dom. Her court became by degree one of the 
llioitt brilliant in Europe. But, in 1807, the king 
Of Bpain havlnt; ceded her kingdom to Napoleon, 
•he retired to the court of her father. She as- _ 
iiflHl beftn'e tha cottirMs 9f Vienufti liar rigbtatitMbeet, aoNl eonquorad tin B t tvi a n ti 
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MACANZA, lAm Pedro, a peenlatSi^ ntoi»> 
ter, descended from as ancient Irish famify, aii4 
was bom about 1700. He roae rapidly lolo tb« 
favour of Ferdinand, who appointed him m^ 
niater of grace and juatioe. To taim ia aaribii- 
ted tos crime of having been the princlpil 
prompter ot tif monarch to destroy tlm libeniea 
of Spain. He issued the edict probtiiui^ tha 
exiles who espoused the cause of Joaepb froa 
entering the peninsula, and aflerwards cooi 
menced the persecution of the patriots. But h« 
was 80<m discovered to have been guil^ of clia 
grossest bribery and carruplion, and he wat 
thrown Into prison, from which, alter two yean, 
be was allowed 10 retire to an estate in CaatUe, 
where he now Uvea, despised by all parties. 

MADAL1N8KI, general, the patriotie Pole^ 
wIk) had the honour of being the first to raiat 
the standard of iibertv against the Russiaiia, ia 
1794. He had long held a aecret oorrespondenea 
with Kosciusco, and, when the order was giv- 
n for disbaoditig the Polish army, be oolled- 
ed his regiment of seven hundred men, de- 
feated the scattered Russian dcuachmenia. audi 
succeedec in joining Koaciusco, (who had bees 
appointed generalimimo.) at Raeow, though pur 
sued by seven thousand Russiant. He distin- 
guished himself in several battJea, particular^ 
in the defence of Warsaw. He sdU resides In 
Poland, betoved and rotpectad by hie oooDti/* 
men. 

MADISON, James. The career of this staiea- 
man commenced at the close of the revolutiona 
ry war. When the public m^nd was chiefly on* 
cupied with the formation of a aatlooal con- 
stitution, Mr. Madiaon vigorously co-operated 
with the principal men of the country, and in 
the meeting at AnnapoUs, and the convention 
in Philadelphia, be ranked high among the lumi- 
naries of the day. He participatisd in the di4K 
cuasions relative to the cnnstiiution, and furnish* 
ed many able papers for the *' Federalist." Af* 
terwards, Mr. Madison was a member of tim 
legislature of Virginia, and subsequently was 
elected u> congress, and in both these bodies he 
was an able advocate for the people. He was 
sippointed secretary of arate by Mr. Jeffi^raoo, 
and in this capacity displayed much talem as a 
statesman and loiijician. Mr. Madison was elect- 
ed president in 1809, and was re-eierted tn 1813. 
(n aflairs of state his reserve waa habitual ; he 
seldom yielded to expediency, and bis bonei>qr 
as a statesman, it Is believed, was never donbc- 
cd. Mr. Madison is a native of Virginia, where 
!ie now resides, and it about aeventy yean of 
age. 

MAHMOUD II., tnltaa or emperor of the 
Turks, was born in 1784, and sueceieded bis bro- 
t her, Musrapha IV., tn 1806. At the time be be- 
came emperor, troublet and dangers the anoat 
appalling,existed in the interior of Ins domlniona, 
while a war with Russia and the Serviana, 
threatened the dissohition of his empire. He 
compelled to submit to a bnrderaoroe p e ac e 
with Russia, but by his pmdence and eneigy, 
and the wisdom of his policy, he succefsiv^ 
Tpdttced to obedience tlie pachas of Bomelia 
Widdin, Bagdad, Damascua, and the beys or 
^Hsy pt * released the city of Mecca from the Wa- 
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Hstarin, where he was cMMed lo pfocare m 
Inipiriy of provMoM and hoiwe, and keep up • 
eorretponeence with Uie revolted cOlontesi he 
•iietained the place agatnat Menu^erde, twioe 
routing hto army with ImuienM Hmb, and at a 
third attack, completely defeatintr him. Marino 
■oon after hMaed Bolivar, and baa been engaged 
In many of the battles Mince tliat period. 

MARMONT, duke of Raguaa, who hae Im- 
mortaUzod hii name by his bravery and mltttn« 
ry talents, and stained it by being tbe firiit to de- 
isert his benefactor, wae born at GhatiUon upon 
the Sebie, In 1774, and was educated for tbe ar- 
my. This he entered in 1709, and was present 
in the firrt campaigns of the armies of the Alps, 
|and of Italy. He then became aid-de-camp to 
Buonaparte, and displayed much courage and 
talent at tbe battles of LodI, Castiglione, and 
8l George. In 1796, be was made a brigadier^ 
general for bis conduct at Malta. In Dalmatfa, 
he routed, with a handful of troops, the RusBians 
and Montenegrins, and for this he was rewarded 
wiib a dukedom. He compelled Wellington to 
raise the siege of Badajoa, took tbe comma iid 
of an army in Germany, and contributed at tbe 
vtetories of Luizen, Bautsen, Dresden, and 
others. He was made a maiebal on the field of 
Znalm, where he had been victorious, and in 
1814. shared In the laurels gained at Brienne, 
Champ Aubert, Vauehamp, and Montmlrall. 
Here ends the glory of his career. In the re- 
treat, on Paris, Marmont, flnding himself in asl' 
tuatloA in which he could imrsue hie own views 
* without accountability to Buonaparte, negotia- 
ted with the allies, and separated his division 
from the rest of the army. Louis rewarded so 
valuable a subject with a peerage, and has since 
appointed him one of the four marshals of tba

MANUEL, M., one of tlw most eloquent and 
hitrepld of the defenders of Prsncb liberty, was 
bom in tbe department of the Lower Alpn, in 
I77S.

•ad created dnke of BasMno ; in 181S, he nwo- 
tlated treaties with Austria, and Prussia ; and in 
1813 and 1814 was entrusted with various impor- 
tant missions. He was banished by Louis, and is 
now a resident at Grata, in Syria, occupied in the 
education of bis children. He was bom at Di 
Jon. in 1758.

MilMlan Chief/* " Bertrtm," a tracery* through 
the interest of Lord Byron, was broushi out at 
Drvry-lane, and Its ■ucccMCstablwhtid the faoic 
of its author. He hat aince published two finely 
wrritten works : " Women, or Pour et Contre,' ' 
and " Melmolh, the Wanderer." 

MAXIMILIAN I., king of Bavaria, was bom 
In 1750, and succeeded his uncle, Charlps Theo- 
dore, as elector of Bavaria, in 1799. lie early 
displayed the qualities of a wise and f;ood prince ; 
be introduced various popular rpiorms la his 
states, and abolished the oppressive privileges 
and immunities of the nobles and clergy. In 
1806, he Joined Napoleon, with an army of '25,000 
Bavarians, against Francis II., and at the con- 
clusion of peace, was elevated by hfai potent 
ally, to the dignity of king of Bavaria, and tlie 
Tyrol and other provinces were added to his 
territmy. Maximilian remained faithful to bis 
engagements with Napoleon till the disastrous 
campaign in Russia compelled him to join tlie 
subsequent alliance against France. After the 
general peace of 1814, be purchaMd for himself 
new titles to the affections of his people, by 
gitving them a representative government, and 
placing them in the rank of free nations. 

ME'TTEK NICH- WiNEBOURG, prince, com- 
menced his political career as ambassador to 
various courts of the highest rank, and was bom 
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Cadis, be liurried baek to Navarre, and took tt 
leading part in the struggle. After the king bad 
submitted to tbe now order of thiiqp, Mioa waa 
appointed captain-general of Navaxre, aad nf- 
tcrwards, taking command of the army dsMlind 
to act against a formidable Insorreecioh bi Cata- 
lonia, he completely subdued it. Hols raptded 
as tbe most experienced general In Spain, and 
as the sheet-anchor of the consltaitional cause. 

MONCEY, marshal, duke ConegHano, was 
bora at Beaaneon, in 1754. In 1798 haeommaBd- 
ed a corps ia the army of tbe Pyrenees, and in 
1794 was raised to general of brigade. «m1 looii 
after to the rank of general of divisioa. He 
served with distincUoa during tbe war wiib 
Spain ; In 1795 commanded tbe atmy of tba 
Eastern Pyrenees, and afterwards greatly disiio- 
guished himself In the campaign af Italy, la 
1804 he was made marshal of France, ami grand 
officer of the lesion of honour. He aerrad in 
the campaigns of 1812 ana 1813, and, aa seoood 
In eoumand of the Parisian national guard at 
the auack of tbe allies on Paris, be dliplayed 
much presence of mind and firmness of parpoae. 
After the return of Louis he was made minister 
of state, knight of St. Louis, and peer of Praiwe. 
Bttt, as he accepted a peerage of Napoleon, in 
1815, he has since only been iwlored to his tltlea. 

MONROE,Jaraes,was bora in Vlnittia^ now 
(1025) about 67 years of age, and resides

MONTHOLON, marquis, oelabrated In b'w 
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and fraeroiw adiiereDce to tin fallen 
fortuow of hto illuMjioni matter, entered the 
French army at Ibe ageof fitleen, •erving under 
Buonaparte, tmm whom be received a eword, 
lor Uaiervieeami the memorable I8tb Bramaire. 
He waa aid<de'Camp to marabal Berthier before 
he waa twenty-one years of age, aod In tliat ca- 
pacity dMnmiiataed bimaelf at the battles of 
Aiiaierlits, Wagram, Jena, and Friedlond. He 
conuBAanded in tbe department of ibe Loire, 
when he received the newi uf the emperor's ab- 
dication : with his wife and etaildren, tie volun- 
tarily partook of the ex-emperor's imprisonment 
at Bt. Helena, and continued with him till his 
decease. He Is now arranging for the press, 
Bemolrs dictated to him by his late sovereign. 

MOORE, Thomas, one of the first of British 
poets, was bom In Ireland, and was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He went to Lon- 
don, with a view of maldng Uie law his pro- 
fcasion, and was called to the bar. It was iheu 
that lie translated the Odes of Anacreon ; these 
met with so favourable a reception, that he 
abandoned the law, and devoted himself to 
literature. Under tbe name of Little, be puli- 
liabed a vdume of poems, which were JusUy 
censured for their licentiouaness. He Visited 
the United States in 180S, but bis prejudices did 
not allow him to form a favourable opinion of 
our country. Since tiie return, in 1806, he has 

Ptblisbed "Tbe Two- penny Post-bag;'* "Tht; 
udge famUy in Paris -^ " The Loves of the 
Angels ;** and " Laila Rookh,*' an oriental ro 
mance, which unites the purest and softest 
tenderaeas with the loftiest dignity, and in every 
page, glows with all the fervour of poetry. 

HOkB, Mrs. Hannah, was bom near Bristol, 
about the year 1750, and is the youngest of five 
slaters. At Bristol, her taste and Knowledge 
acquired her the friendship of Dr. Stonehouae, 
who encouraged her to write, and corrected all 
her early effusions. The "Search after Hap- 
piness,** her first publication, was fhvourably 
received ; and she soon after puUisbed several 
bther pMs. In 1782, ahe published her " Sa- 
cred Dramas.'* She retired about 1798, to 
Somersetshire, with her sisters, where they 
eatabliabed charity schools among the colliers, 
with much advantage to them. She has con- 
tinued since to give her productions to the 
world, and beaidoi many others, has published 

* Thoughts on the Manners or the Great;" 
** Strictures on the Modem System of Female 
Education ;" and being consulted on tbe subject 
of the education of the prince* Charlotte, pro- 
duced '* Hints toward forming the character of 
« young Princess,'* wMch was highly approved 
of, and received with rc^al approbation. This! 
excelient woman, who has constantly been la- 
bouring to benefit mankind, has been many 
yean confined to her bed by an excruciating 
disease ; but in this situation, she has produced 
■ome of her beat works, among which are 

* CoBlehs in Search of a Wife,'^ " Practtcal 
riety," " Christian Morals,'* ** Essay on the 
Character and Writings of St Paul," and 
'* Moral Sketciiea of Prevailing Opinions and 
Manners.** Amongst her most intimate friends, 
Mrs. More has numbered Dr. Porteus, Dr. Beat- 
tie, Mrs. Montague, Dr- Johnson, Sir Joshua 
Baynolds, andMr. Garrick. 

MORGHBN, Raphael, an eminent professor 
•f the graphic art, aod one of the first European 
engravers, was born at Naples, in 1756, and wast 
a pupil under the celebrated Volpato. Amongj 
the most remarkable of bis works, are the- 
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Transfiguration, from Raphael; a Magdalen, 
from Murillo ; a Head of the Saviour, Irom da 
Vinci ; the Monument of Clement Xill., from 
Canova ; and Theseus vanquiAhhig the Mino- 
uur. 

MORILLO, Don Pablo, a man of courage and 
talent, was originally a scijeant of artillery In 
I tbe Spanish marines, but disringulsbed himself 
I80 much during the war between Spatn and 
France, that in the course of it he was promoted 
to be a general. In ISIS, he was placed at the 
head of an expedition against South Ameriea« 
consisting of twelve tbousaod men. He waa 
at first successful : Carthagena surrendered lo 
him after a siege, during which he confiscated 
the property of the Venezuelans, and committed 
many craelttes. New Granada was afterwards 
reduced, and again Morillo bad recourse to the 
system of bloodshed and pillage. These'eventa 
roused the spirits of Bolivar, Paes, and Aris- 
mendi, and Morillo was several times defeated, 
he was driven from Granada, and a great part 
of Caracr4u. In 18M, having heard of tbe revo- 
lution, he returned to Spain, Joiaed the patriota, 
and for a time was the political chief of Madrid. 
But he has been removed, and appears to be 
viewed with suspicion hy the liberal party. 

MOSTON8KI, count Thaddeus, an lllustrioua 
patriot of Poland, was bora at Waisaw, in 1790. 
When Stanislaus was compelled to accede to 
tbe confederation of TargowitZj and consequent- 
Iv to the overthrow of Polish hberty, Mostonski 
ned to Paris, became connected with the Giron- 
dist party, and obtained a promise of assiutanea 
for the Poles ; but the triumph of the Jacobin 
party put an end to bis prospects ; he returned 
to Poland, took an active part with his coun- 
trymen in their efforts to expel their oppressors, 
and wheo no hope was left of saving his country, 
he refused to fly from Warsaw, was taken pn- 
soner , and was some time confined at St Petera 
burgh. He afterwards resided in France, till, 
in 1815, he was recalled to Poland by Alexander, 
appointed miniater of tlie home department, and 
of police.

NBSSELRODE, count Charles Robert de, se- 
cretary for foreign aff)iirs, and privy counsellor 
to the emperor of Russia, was bora in Livonia, 
about the year 1770. This minister stands high 
in the confidence of his sovereign, and baa often 
received marks of his esteem, lie accompanied 
the emperor into France in the campaign of 
1814,and was one of the four plenipotentiariea 
that signed the treaty of quadraple alliance, at 
Chaumont, In March, of that year. All tbe notea 
and addresses of the emperor, at this period, 
bear his signature, and were mostly drawn up 
by him. After a short stay in Paris, be repaired 
to Vienna, to assist in the conference relative to 
the future constitution of Germany. And after- 
wards, in 1815, he waa one of tne commiitee 
that signed the declaration or profession of faith 
of the several poweis with respect to Buona- 
parte. 



OPIB, Mrs., waa bora in 1771. She la tha 
daughter of Dr. Alderson, an eminent physician, 
of Norwich. This lady eariy evinced superior 
talents, by composing poems and descriptive 
piece<s at an age when younc ladies have not 
usually finished their education. In 17M sba 
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married Mr. Opfe, m celebrated palni«r, aad K>on||thetn, and oUan, Biter fi^htinf with %btm ^aiiaf 
after lii8 dfaUi, in 180ISaUe publistwd a memoir 
of his life, preflxed to tJie leciuref he bad read 
at the RoyaJ Academy. By this and other publi- 
catU>iM,sh« has acquired eonsklerable reputa- 
tion, both a> a proM and poetical writer. 

ORANGE, Che hereditary prince of, ie the ion 
of the kinc of the Netherlaude. He was born 
la 179S. In 1811, be became a cotoiiel inibe 
British army, and served with Wellii^on in 
flpain. He was promoted to the ranJc of general 
in 18M, and was present at all tJie important 
battles in the peninsula. At the battle of Wa- 
terloo, he ciHDmanded the Dutch troops with his 
aecttstonied gaUaniry, and was severely wound* 
ed. In 1816, lie married a sister of the empeior 
Alexander of Russia. 

ORLEANS, the duke of, is a doceadaat of 
Heniy IV., whose virtues he imitates. He was 
bom in October. 1773, and in early life was dis- 
tinguished for his sedate character, and for his 
Srudeace and moderation. As due de Chartres, 
e was a aoldier in tlie armies of the republic 
for a short time, but was soon proscribed. He 
then escaped, travelled In disguise through dif- 
ferent pans of Europe, and at one time filled the 
professorstiip of matliematicB at Reichman, in 
the Orisons country, under a borrowed name, 
if e afterwards viaited the United States, witb 
U» brothers, and returned to Europe to assist 
hia mother. la I8QQ, he took up his residence in 
EiiEland. He married a daugnter of the king 
of Naples, and now lives in Paris. He is beir, 
in no very remote degree, to tJie throna of 
France. 

OWEN, Robert, esq., a native of Great Bri- 
tain, was bom to a moderate fortune, and edu- 
cated «■ a manufacturer. With a benevolent 
disposition, and a powerful understanding, he 
has devoted his lite to the study of plans for 
ameliorating the condition of the poor. With 
this view, he has formed an establishment in 
Scotland, called New Lanark, In which his (riam 
have been crowned with success. His principle 
•eeniB to have been taken originally from the 
MoraTlaa settlements, bnt with this difference, 
that among them, property is in common, but, 
on Mr. Owen's plan, only such things are In 
common, as tend to general advantage. Mr. 
Owen is about forming a similar establlthment 
in this country. How far his plan will succeed 
here, or as a public system, elsewhere, remains 
to be seen. By his mode of living, he anticipates 
a saving of several thousand dollars per annum, 
10 every aisociation formed on his plan. 



PAEZ, genemi, Is a native of Caraceas, and 
was born in 1787, of poor, but respectable pa- 
rents. In earty life he was employed as a su- 
nerintendant of the flocks of an esubliahment 
in Barinas. When the first struggle for liberty 
took place in Caraceas, be joinaf the royalist 
party, and fought on their side until the cruel- 
ties of his araociates filled hlro with disgust 
He then left them with a body of cavalry, and 
joined the patriots in New Grenada, where he 

Cirformed such prodigies of valour, in opposing 
orilk), that he was made a brigadier-general, 
and afterwards general of division. The libe- 
ration of the Colombian republic, by the victo- 
ry of Caratmbo, crowned his glory. Paez is of 
a robust constitution, and possesses great mus- 
cular activity and power. He Hves as fVugally

PARRY, Edward WUHam, a captain In 
English navy, was bora in the year I7M. Ha 
was placed in tlie navy when quite yoong, and 
irradually rose to the rank-of first lieutenant, 
with a Id^ reputation aa an oificar. Capcaia 
Parry has disiinguisbed himself, an commander 
of an English squadron fitted out on a voyH^ 
of discovery to the north pole, by sueceaafidly 
penetrating into the Polar Sea as tar as tlie llOtb 
degree of wnt longitude, and wintartng on one 
of the newly dhKovered islanda. For this, he, 
and the men under bis command, receiv«l the 
parliamentary reward of 5,0MI. Captain Pany 
is now absent on a third vojrage to the polar r^ 
giona. It is to be hoped tliat the long agitated 
question of a northwest passage, IVoai uie At- 
lantic to the PacUk, will be pot to teat on hia 
return. 

PEPB, general William, la a native of Cala* 
bria, and was bom la the year 1783, of one of 
the most respectable families of tliat country. 
He received bla education in the military collega 
of the province, and entered Into the amy of Mi 
country, then declared a repulrtfc by the French. 
He afterwards joined the French, and was afr- 
tivelv employed in all the campaigns of that na* 
lion in Italy. He subsequently returned to N*- 

Sles, and was appointed ^d-de-camp to king 
oaebim, and general of brigade. He continncd 
In the service of that sovere^ until hia down- 
fal, and remained Inactive after that event vnill 
1818. He was then emploved by Ferdinand, 
with a high military rank, in suppressing the 
dreadful system of brigandism aad robbery 
which then prevailed in that country. General 
Pepe has gained bis principal reputanon by bead- 
ing the late revolutionary movements in Naplei^ 
and by procuring a constitutional formof goverw- 
ment for that country. The Imerpoeition of aa 
Austrian armed force, has defeated the aatiliittia 
views of this officer, and compelled himllb retira 
to England, where he now resides, i. 

PERCfVAL, James 6.. a poet mm scholar, 
alike distincuished for genius and the accuracy 
of his learning. He was bom In Berlin, Conn., 
about the year I79S. He was graduated at Yahi 
College in 1815, and eonuneneed the practice of 
medicine in 1890. Henoblished bla first work 
at New- Haven, in 1890. and two nnrabera of 
Clio soon after. In 1894, he published a band- 
some edition of hia works, which was rqmb- 
lished the same year In London. Be waa 
appointed a professor at West Point by the 
government, in 1834, which he was obliged to 
relinquish on account of his health, and waa 
soon after emplf^ed as surgeon in conoeTiloa 
whh the reeraiting service at Boston.

was but a cotonel in the Bpanish army. He was 
placed at the head of those troops, who, at Ca- 
m%i declared in favour of a free constitution, 
ana he issuedseveral spirited proclamations, and 
look every measure in his power to ensure suc- 
cess to the cause in whleo he had embarked. 
Qalroga, with his assoeiatss. bad the bappl- 
nesa to aeeomplish their gk>rious purposes ; to 
aee a cortes assembled, a constitution adopted, 
and the government organised under that con- 
stitution. Subsequent events have destroyed 
the prospeeto of the liberal party in Spain, and 
compelled Ouiroga lo take up his residence in 
England.

SOUTHEY, Robert, em\.^ was bom at Bristol, 
In the year 1774. He was educated at West 
minster school, and at Oxford, and wasdesignedi 
toi ilie ministry, but bis partiality for tbe FreBchj 
revolution inspired him with otber thougbts. 
For some office, which be held under his go- 
vernment for a short time, he receives a pension 
of 300/. a year ; this has converted him from an 
admirer or French republican principles, to a 
xoalous writer In the Uuarterly Review. Prom 
1795, when 1^ first appeared before the public 
as an author, this gentleman has been devoted 
to literary pursuits. His poetical and prose writ- 
ings are very numerouR. He is the author of 
"Thalaba the Destroyer," "Madoc," a poem 
" Espriellas Letters,'* " The Curse of Kebaroa,** 
"Life of Nelson," " Life of Wesley," " Remains 
ef Henry Klrts White,** " Roderic, the last of 
tbe Goths," and many other wotlts, and he is 
•till employed as a writer. 

SPL'RZHEIM, Dr., a celebrated phvsMogist, 
was born near Treves, in 1776, and educated at 
Vienna, where he studied under the celebrated 
Dr. Gall, the founder of the science ofcraniology 
In Great Britain, in conjunction with Dr. Gall, 
be published tbe result of liifi inquiries, in " The 
Anatomy and Physiology of the Nervoua Sys 
tem," and several other works. 

STEWART, Dugald, esq., a distinguished 
metaphysician, and profesKor of moral pbiloso

him a high reputation at home and abroad 
among tlicm arc his *' Bllements of tbe Pbiloso 
Dliy of the Human Mind," " OuUinesof Moral 
rhWofrophy for the use or Students," tc. 

SUSSEX, tbe duke of, is ih<» fourth son of 
George III., and was born in 177J. He received 
tlie latter part of hti* education at (iottingen, 
and afterwards travelled in Italy. In that coun- 
try be contracted a inarringr with lady Augusta' 
Murrav, according to the Romish church, and| 
on their return to England, they were marriwi' 
in Hanover Square. This marriage has slnce| 
been annulled, as violating the royal marriap<>| 
act. The duke has entered nnich into public 
life, particularly by acreptine the ottice of preai 
dent of various societies. He is grand-master 
of the society of Trcemasons in England. His 
amuual iucomo is fixed at 1^,0001. 



TA LLEYR AND, Perigord, prince de. This 
celebrated nobleman, who is perhaps tbe most 
considerable politician In Europe, was l)om in 
the year J754, of one of tbe most ancient fami- 
lies in Prance. He was educated for the church, 
and in 1788 was rnmle bishop of Aiitun. Hir, 
incliiiution and talents, however, led him to en- 
gage in political life ; at the beginning of the 
revolution he became a member of the lenisla- 
tive as.suuihly, took an anive part In its detibo- 
ratiuns, and wan sent as the agetit of that body, 
on a secret misijion to England. On his return, 
his influence rapidly incieased, and he wa^ 
made minister for foreign aflairs. He took an 
active part in the elevation of Buonaparte to 
the consulship, and under the consular govern 
ment was employed as a minister and diploma 
tint. In 1W2, the pope granted a bri«'f. whichj 
fetsored him to a secular life, and iegiliRiaied| 
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a marriage which he had contracted. In 180i» 
he was namtxl high chamberlain, and in 1806« 
created prince of Beneventuni, in Kaplea. On 
tbe approaching downfal of Napoleon, Tallef- 
rand began to intrigue against bim, and provide 
for himself. He waa in consequence reinMUed 
as niniiter for foreign affairs, by Louis XVIIL, 
and sent •■ bis plenipotentiary to Vienna. He 
is now in private lite, an active and auentive 
observer of the potltical affairs of Europe. Pro- 
bably no man living has taken a more active part 
in the political changes which have occurred 
in Europe during tbe Tait thirty years, or gained 
a higher reputation for talents, intrigue, and 
political cunning. 

TALMA, M. This dlatinjulsbed and admi- 
mirable actor, waa bom at Paris, in 1766. Be 
attended for some time tbe classes of declama- 
tion in (he royal school of Paris, and soon ob 
tained an order for bis appearance on the btage 
and in a short time took the lead in his profes- 
sion. Madam de Suel says of bim, " Talma 
may be cited as a model of power, and of dis- 
cretion in the use of it, of simplicity and true 
grandeur. His attitudes recall to mind the fine 
statues of antiquity ; and tbe expression of hie 
face and every look, ooglit to be tbe study o€ 
our best painters. There is in tbe voice of thia 
man a magic, which I cannot describe ; which, 
from the moment when its first accent la heard* 
awakens all tbe sympathies of the beart ; all 
tbe charms of muric, of painting, of sculpture, 
and of poetry ; but, above all, the language or 
the soul." Tabna has aucceeded in acouirinf 
such dignity of mien, and grandeur of deport- 
ment, that the emperor Napoleon seriously took 
lessons of him, the better to support bis own 
dignity on all great occasions ; it may be added, 
that these great cotemporaries loved each other 
almost to idolatry. The wife of Talma is alB» 
possessed of considerable theatrical reputation, 
boib in tragic and comic pans. Her bealtb, 
however, has compelled bar to nUnQuisb the 
stage since 1810. 

TEIGNMOUTH, lord, waa bom in Devon- 
sliire, in 1754, and sent early to India, as a wri- 
ter in the service of tlte East India Company 
While in that country, be was intimate with 
Mr. Hastings, and under bis roveroment filled-' 
several important othces. In 17^3, be succeeded^ 
to l»e governor or Bengal. From bis difi^reut 
employments in India, be realised a liandsonw 
fortune, witli which he returned to Engbnd» 
where, in 1797, he was created a peer by tbe 
title of baron Teignmouth. He waa tbe intl- 
mate friend of sir William Jones, whose life 
and works he has publislied. Lord Teignnioutb 
is distinguished for his piety and benevolence; 
lie was one of the founders, and Is now prol- 
dent of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

THEXARD, M. This celebrated Frencb 
chymisi was bora in 1777. He eariy andied 
himself to ttie study of chymlstry, and with such 
succcsM, that at tlie age of 80, he was a cbymical 
teacher in the principal public laboratones of 
Paris, and at the polytechnic school. When be 
was 'HH, he was made professor of ebyniiatzy in 
tiie college of France, and be soon after auc- 
ceeded the celebrated Fourcroy, aa a member 
of the Institute. In coniunction with 6ey- 
Lussac, he published in 1810, a highly interest- 
ing work, entitled " Phyaico Cbymical Enqui- 
ries." He has also distinguished biraaelf bf 
several other scientific publications. 

THDRVALDSEN, Albert, was bora at Co* 
pcnbagen la 177^2. He la tbe son of an IceJander 
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wbo lived in that city. From bis Infkncy he 
was fond of tlw comparatively rode carvbip 
of hid father, who was a stonecuater, and who 
bad the sagacitv to perceive the talents of his 
■on. He accordini^ placed him In tlie free 
drawing-school at Copenhagen. After display 
lag great talents there, particniaily in modelting 
in clay, and receiving several prizes, he was sent 
to Borne, where be resided for some time, giv- 
ing the most assiduous attention to his favonrtie 
pursuits. His first prodaction there, was a mo- 
del of Jason, which was considered a master- 
piece. He was afterwards eommiasioned to 
execute the Jason in marble, and fhrni that time 
has been constantly employed. He has produ- 
ced several other valuable worin. Since tlie 
death of Canova, Thorvaldsen and Chantrey 
may be considered as being at the head of modem 
sculptors. 

. TRUMBULL, John, author of M*Fingal, 
was bom in 1750, in Watertown, Conn. His 
nuher was the congregational clergyman of that 

{)1ace. He was graduated at Yale College, in 
767, and was admitted to the bar in Connecticut, 
in 1773, but soon after entered into the office of 
John Adams, at Boston, as a student. Here he 
took a lively interest in the passing scenes in 
politics, and often was a contributor to the 

eipers with great effect He has resided at 
artford. Conn., since 1781, has passed through 
a career of high success at the oar, and from 



1801 to 1819, was a Judge of the superior court 
to his native state. In 1890, he revised his seve- 
ral works, and an edition of them was pub- 
lished, for which he received a liberal compen 
■ation. At the age of seventy-five, his eonveir- 
aation is still marked with all that wit aqid 
vivacity which have distinguished him.

WELLINGTON, the duke of, fourth son of 
the late earl of Momington, was bom in Ireland, 
May, 1760. He was first placed at Eton school, 
and then sent to the military school of Angers, 
in France. He entered the army as an ensign, 
and rose liy'lnterest mad purchase, to the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, in 1793. The next year 
be commanded a brigade on the continent under 
the duko of York. In 1777, he accompanied 
bis brother, lord Wellesley, to India, where he 
rose to the rank of m^or-general, and to be 
governor of Seringapatam. On his return to 
England, in 1805, he married a lady of the fa 
mily of lord Longford, was sent to Ireland, as 
secretary of state under the duke of Richmond, 
and sulMequently elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In laOO, tord Wellington, then sir Arthur 
Wellesley, was ordered to the Peninsula, as 
eommander in chief of the British forces ; and 
it is to bis great talents, and brilliant successes, 
in Spain and Portugal, that he is principally 
indebted for his disUngulsbed military reputa- 
tion. During the time he commaudnd in those 
countries, he was constantly opposed to Masse- 
na, Marmont, and Soult, three of the most dis- 
tinguished French generals; and on all occa- 
sions, he proved himself their equal as a general 
and as a commander. Fnr his services there, he 
was created duke of Rodrigo, with tlie rank of a 
grandee of Hpain, by the Spanish regency, and 
was successively m.ode an earl and a mnrquin, 
by bis own government, with a pension of 
4,000{. per annum, and a preseiit from parlia- 
ment of 900,0002. In 1813, after th<» dirasturej 
of Buonaparte in Russia, lord VVelllngion farced^ 
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passage of tbeBidassoaand esterad Flranoel 
he reatoratkm of the Booitwns following, and 
Mce taking place aoon after, he returned tti 
England, and was rewarded ror his services, 
with a dukadom, and a gift from parliament O;^ 
100,0001. In Jnqr, be was nominated ambnsaa 
dor«araordinaiy to France, and was then sen 
to the e<HuaesB at Vienna. He was there on tL « 
retoro of Nanrieon Arom Elba, and was instant 
ly nominated by the allied sovereigns, generalia^ 
liiQo of the Ecuopean troops. In tliis capacity 
he gained tlie memorable victory at Wateriocv 
which crowned his fame and put an end to thft 
wars that liad so long desolated Europe. He is 
now a field marshal of the forces, master general 
of the ordinance, dec. A part of the money 
voted him ^parliament, amounting in aU to 
more than 600,0001., has been appropriated to 



the purchase of an estate, on whicb is to be 
erected for liim, a q>lendid mansion at the public 
{expense. 

WILBERFORCE, William, esq., a member 
lof the Enalhdi parliament, was bora in York- 
shire, in the year 1750, and educated at Cam- 
bridge, where he became the intimate fViend of 
the late English prime minister, Mr. PitL Mr. 
Wilberforce is particularly distinguished for tha 
active part he has uken in the abolition of the 
African slave trade. His unshaken persever' 
ance, his antlring zeal, and his unbounded 
philanthropy on thia important subject, -as well 
as on other occasions, entitle him to the highest 
expreselons of applause and gratitude from all 
good men. 

WILKIE, David, esq. This distinguished 
painter is a native oi Scotland, and was bora in 
1785. Having early displayed a talent for draw- 
ing, he was sent at the age of fifteen to the 
academy at Edinburgh, where he continued 
several years. He went to London in 1805, and 
was elected a member of tlie Royal Academy, in 
1813. He Is said to be tiighly succeasfUl in paint- 
ing scenes of domesdc life, in the manner <^ 
Hogarth, and like that great painter seems never 
Ito omit the most trifung curcumstance, which 
can tend to exhibit the sfnrit of the scene which 
he means to represent. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, king of the Nether- 
lands, is the son of the stadtliolder of the United 
Provinces, who was expelled from his country 
by the French, in 1705. He was bora at the 
tiague. In 1772, and married, in 1701, a princess 
of Prussia. For several vears he commanded 
the Dutch troops opposed to France, but was 
compelled to abandon Ids country, and retired 
to En^and. In 1813, he was invited by a depa- 
lation from Holland, to assume the stadtholder- 
ship, but was saluted by the populace as sove- 
reign prince. The congress of Vienna added 
tiie Netherlands and Luxemburg to his domi- 
nions, and raised him to the rank of king. 
Since the restoration of peace, he has given his 
sanction to a new constitution, which bad been 
approved by the states-general, and has since 
been employed in reducing to wder the discor- 
dant materials of bis kingdom. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, the present Ave- 
reign of Wirterobui^ was bora in 1781. He 
married, in 1810, the princess Chariotte of Ba- 
varia, against fabi inclination, and solely in 
compliance with the wishes of Napoleon. His 
marriage has since been dissolved by the pope. 
While prince royal of Wirtemburg, he com- 
manded the troops of his own countty in the 
allied army, and iravc proofs of talents and bra- 
very on several occaslops, He suc^recdud hi4 
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I'fttlier in 1810, at • time when the crown was 
engaced in dlnuite wiib Um repreMntadTet of 
tbe people. He bae since giTen hit people a 
UbenU oonititation of government. 

WORDSWORTH, WiUiam, esq. Tbia dfe- 
ttagulebed Bnglieh poet was born in tbe year 
1770, and educated at Cambridge. He was in 
early life an entbueiast in tbe cause of liberlir ; 
and, in consequence of bis political views, net 
•t one time contemplated an estabUsbraent in 
tbe United Stttes, with his friend, Mr. Coleridge 
and otbem. Mr. Wordsworth is considered as 
at tbe bead of what is termed tbe I«alce School 
of poetry ; a poetical style of writing, novel and 
ainple in the eitreme, which has been assailed 
by tbe weapons of ridicule, satire, and argument ; 
tutwMch has nevertheless found many admir- 
als and imlutort. Mr. Wordsworth has pub- 
lisbed "^ Tbe White Doe of Rytatone," "Peter 
Bell," **TbeWiIooer,** and m4ny other poena

late majesty, George III. He was bora In 17S3^ 
and educated by the same instructors as tala 
brother, the present king of England. He was. 
when young, presented to the lay Mshopitek or 
Osnaburg, and made grand master of the order 
of the Bath, by his father. Being destined for 
the army, he was sent to Germany, wticte he 
obtained a iLuowledge of the language and tac- 
tics of tbe country. He' was eubsequentlv aenc 
to the continent as eoaeunander of tlie Brittah 
fotces, and was A»r some time employed there 
in the military movements of that period. Ne- 
ver, however, much to bis credit aa a soldier or 
oAcer. Oa one occaaimi, be was oooBpelled to 
capitulate to the French. On tbe invesUgatioD 
nt tbe cb^tftfes against him for malveraetions fat 
office, by tot bouse of commons, he resigned 
bis commission, but has since been reinsts^ed. 
He was created duke of York and .Albany io 
1794. In 1791 be married a dangbier of Frade* 
rick WlUiam, king of Prussia. The duk^ ta 
heir presumptive to tbe throne of ft^g^and oa 
the death of the present king. 
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
